tional Beporter  System  for  accurate  reporting  and  economical 
publication.  The  cases  herein  contained  were  all  originally  re- 
ported by  the  experienced  editors  of  the  Pacific  Eeporter,  and 
published  in  that  series  with  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Courts 
of  eleven  other  States  and  Territories.  The  headnotes  have  been 
carefully  revised,  abstracts  of  briefs  of  counsel  have  been  added, 
'with  supplementary  statements  of  facts  where  necessary;  and  the 
reports  have  all  been  submitted  in  proof  to  the  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  all  corrections  or  changes  which  they  have 
requested  have  been  duly  made.  Thus  the  editorial  work  in  this 
volume  has  been  done  b/  professional  editors  trained  in  the  special 
business  of  reporting,  and  with  the  supervision  of  the  Supreme 
Ckmrt,  without  any  cost  whatever  to  the  State. 

By  using   the   comj^ct   typography   of  the  National   Reporter 

System  we  are  enabled  to  put  into  a  single  volume  what  would 

easily  make  three  volumes  in  the  ordinary  State  Report  style.

Only  bona  fide  residents  of  this 
state  who  intend  to  engage  In  the  prac- 
tice of  the  law  as  a  business  snail  be  eligi- 
ble for  examination  as  attorneys  and 
counselors  of  this  court,  and  a  notice  of 
intention  to  apply  for  admission  shall  so 
state,  and  must  be  filed  with  tbe  clerk  of 
this  court  previous  to  the  day  set  apart 
for  the  ezamlnatlun.

Paragbaph  5.  Examtnatlon^  How  Con- 
ducted, The  first  Saturday  of  every  reR- 
ular  term  of  the  court,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  set  aside 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  applicantM 
(or  admission  as  attorneys  and  counselors 
of  this  court.  The  court  shall  prepare, 
or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  series  of  ques- 
tions embracing  such  subjects  as  the  court 
may  deem  proper,  and  cause,  upon  the 
day  bpfore  such  .exHrainatlon,  a  sufficient 
number  of  such  questions  to  be  written 
or  printed  to  furnish  each  applicant  with 
one  copy  thereof.  Such  copies  shall  be  de- 
posited with  the  clerk  of  the  court,  who 
shall  not  communicate  to  the  applicants, 
or  to  any  other  person,  the  substance  of 
the  questions  asked,  or  the  subjects  treat- 
ed, or  icive  any  information  In  regard 
thereto.  At  the  time  set  for  the  examina- 
tion each  candidate  for  admission  Hhall 
appear,  and  by  the  clerk,  under  direction 
of  the  court,  shall  be  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  the  questions  so  prepared,  and 
shall  then,  in  open  court,  and  under  the 
supervision  of  the  court,  and  without  ref- 
erence to  books  or  memoranda  of  any 
kind,  and  without  consultation  or  coo- 
veraatlon  with  each  other  or  any  other 
person,  prepare  written  auawers  consecu- 
tively to  the  questions  propounded,  upon 
gaper  furnished  them  for  that  purpose, 
ix  hours  shall  be  allowed  in  which  such 
answers  may  be  prepared,  and  unless  the 
answers  are  sooner  prepared  and  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  clerk,  no  applicant 
will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  court  room 
without  permission  of  the  court,  and  then 
only  upon  his  promise  given  that  he  will 
not  attempt  to  communicate  with  any 
one  upon  the  subject-matter  of  any  of  the 
questions  asked.  At  the  end  of  six  hours, 
unless  all  of  the  applicants  have  sooner 
'  finished,  the  written  answers  shall  be  sur- 
rendered to  the  court  or  the  clerk,  being 
first  signed  by  the  several  applicants  re- 
spectively. Thereupon,  and  at  such  time 
as  the  court  may  deem  convenient,  it 
shall  admit  such  of  the  candidates  as  ap- 
pear to  the  court  to  be  duly  qualified, 
satisfactory  proof  having  been  made  of 
the  good  moral  character  of  such  appli- 
cants.

RULES  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARY. 


Adopted  by  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  November  26, 1892. 


Rale  1.  The  librarian  shall  allow  no 
book  to  be  taken  from  the  library  except 
upon  the  person  so  taking  said  book  deliv- 
ering to  tbe  librarian  his  receipt  therefor. 

Rule  2.  No  book  shall  be  kept  out  of  the 
library  by  any  person  for  more  than  twen- 
ty-four hours,  except  upon  an  order  of  one 
of  the  Justices  of  the  supreme  court;  and 
no  digest,  code,  statute,  or  text-book  shall 
be  taken  from  the  Capitol  building,  except 
upon  such  order. 

Rule  8.  The  librarian  shall  keep  a  com- 
plete catalogue  of  all  books  in  each  case  in 
the  library  posted  on  such  case. 

Rule  4.  No  person  other  than  the  libra- 
rian or  his  assistants  shall  be  allowed  to 
return  any  book  to  the  shelves,  but  such 
booksshall  be  left  on  the  table  where  used. 

Rule  5.  No  loud  or  general  conversation 
aball  be  allowed  in  the  library  room. 


Rule  6.  The  librarian  must  keep  tbe 
library  open  every  day,  except  nonjudicial 
days,  from  9  o'clock  A.  M.  until  12  M.,  and 
from  I  P.  M.  until  4  P.  M..  and  during  the 
sessions  of  the  legislature,  or  supreme 
court,  from  6  P.  M.  until  9  P.  M. 

Rule  7.  The  librarian  shall  keep  a  reg- 
ister of  all  books  taken  from  the  library 
room  by  any  person.  In  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  and  shall  note  in  said  reg- 
ister the  date  when  any  book  is  returned, 
which  book  shall  be  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion. 

Rule  8.  That  any  person  taking  a  book 
from  the  library  shall  be  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  supreme  court  or  of  any  of  the 
Justices  thereof,  relative  to  the  retnrn  of 
said  book,  which  order  may  be  enforced 
as  orders  of  the  court. 

These  rules  will  be  strictly  enforced.

1880,  and  the  act  of  congress  admitting  the  state  of  Idaho  into  the  Union  of  states, 
approved  July  8,  1890,  as  appear  of  record  in  my  ofiDce.

Done  at  the  city  of  Boise,  the  capital  of  Idaho,  this  nineteenth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  of 
onr  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  and  of  the  independence  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  the  one  hundred  and  fifteenth.

CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  bt  a  CowgriTUTioKAL  C!onvention  Held  at  Boibb  City,  in  ths 

TERRrroRY  OF  Idaho,  August  6,  1889. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  people  of  the  state  of  Idaho, 
gratefkil  to  Almighty  God  for  our  freedom, 
to  secure  its  blessiiigB  and  promote  our  com- 
umii  welfiue,  do  establish  this  constitution. 

ARTICLB  L 

DXCLARATIOH  OF  BIGHTS. 

Section  1.  AH  men  are  t>y  nature  free  and 
equal,  and  have  ceitain  inalienable  rights, 
among  which  are  enjoying  and  defending 
life  and  liberty,  acquiring,  possessing,  and 
protecting  property,  pursuing  happiness,  and 
■ecarlng  safety. 

Sec  2.  All  political  power  is  inherent  in 
the  people.  Goyemment  Is  instituted  for 
tiielr  equal  protection  and  benefit,  and  they 
bare  the  right  to  alter,  reform,  or  abolish 


the  same  whenever  they  may  deem  It  nec- 
essary, and  no  special  privileges  or  immuni- 
ties shall  ever  be  granted  that  may  not  be 
altered,  revoked,  or  repealed  by  the  legis- 
lature. 

Sec  3.  The  state  of  Idaho  is  an  insepa- 
rable part  of  the  American  Unk>n,  and  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  is  the  su- 
preme law  of  the  land« 

Sec.  4.  The  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  re- 
ligious faith  and  worship  shall  forever  be 
guarantied;  and  no  person  shall  be  denied 
any  civQ  or  political  right,  privilege,  or  ca- 
pacity on  account  of  his  religious  opinions; 
but  the  liberty  of  conscience  hereby  secured 
shaU  not  be  construed  to  dispense  with 
oaths  or  affirmations,  or  excuse  acts  of  licen- 
tiousnesB,  or  Justiry  polygamous  or  other 
pemicioiis  practices,  inc<»islstent  witjh  mo- 
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rallty  or  the  peace  or  safety  of  tlie  state; 
nor  to  permit  any  person,  organization,  or 
association  to  directly  or  indirectly  aid  or 
.abet,  counsel  or  advise,  any  person  to  com- 
mit the  crime  of  bigamy  or  polygamy,  or 
.any  other  crime.  No  person  shall  be  re- 
quired to  attend  or  support  any  ministry  or 
place  of  worship,  religious  sect  or  denomina- 
tion, or  pay  tithes  against  his  consent;  nor 
AbaXL  any  preference  be  given  by  law  to  any 
religious  denomination  or  mode  of  worsliip. 
Bigamy  and  polygamy  are  forever  prohib- 
ited in  the  state,  and  the  legislature  shall 
provide  by  law  for  the  punishment  of  such 
•crimes. 

Sec.  5.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas 
•corpus  shall  not  be  suspended  unless,  in  case 
•of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety 
requires  it,  and  then  only  in  such  manner 
.as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec  6.  All  persons  shall  be  bailahle  by 
sufficient  sureties,  except  for  capital  offenses, 
where  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presump- 
tion great  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  re- 
quired, nor  excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel 
.and  unusual  punishments  Inflicted. 

Sec.  7.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  re- 
main inviolate;  but  in  civil  actions  three- 
fourths  of  the  jury  may  render  a  verdict, 
and  the  legiedature  may  provide  that  in  all 
cases  of  misdemeanors  five-sixtbs  of  the  ju- 
jy  may  render  a  verdict.  A  trial  by  jury 
may  be  waived  in  all  criminal  cases  not 
lunounting  to  felony  by  the  consent  of  both 
parties,  expressed  in  open  court,  and  in  civil 
actions  by  the  consent  of  the  parties,  signi- 
fied in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law.  In  civil  actions  and  cases  of  misde- 
meanor the  jury  may  consist  of  twelve, 
^r  of  any  number  less  than  twelve  upon 
which  the  parties  may  agree  in  open  court. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer 
for  any  felony  or  criminal  offense  of  any 
j^de,  imless  on  presentment  or  indictment 
of  a  grand  jury  or  on  Information  of  the 
public  prosecutor,  after  a  commitment  by  a 
magistrate,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment, 
in  cases  cognizable  by  probate  courts  or  by 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  in  cases  arising 
in  the  militia  when  in  actual  service,  in 
time  of  war  or  public  danger:  provided, 
that  a  grand  jury  may  be  summoned  upon 
Ihe  order  of  the  district  court  in  the  manner 


provided  by  law:  and  provided,  further, 
that,  after  a  charge  has  been  ignored  by  a 
grand  jury,  no  person  shall  be  held  to  jin- 
swer  or  for  trial  therefor  upon  information 
of  the  public  prosecutor. 

Sec.  9.  Every  person  may  freely  speak, 
write,  and  publish  on  all  subjects,  being  re- 
sponsible for  the  abuse  of  that  liberty. 

Sec.  10.  The  people  shall  have  the  right 
to  assemble  in  a  peaceable  manner  to  con- 
sult for  their  common  good,  to  instruct  their 
representatives,  and  to  petition  the  legisla- 
ture for  the  redress  of  grievances. 

Sec  11.  The  people  have  the  right  to  bear 
aims  for  their  security  and  defense,  but  the 
legislature  shall  regulate  the  exercise  of  this 
right  by  law. 

Sec.  12.  The  military  shall  be  subordinate 
to  the  civil  power;  and  no  soldier,  in  time 
of  peace,  shall  be  quartered  in  any  house 
without  the  consent  of  its  owner,  nor  in 
time  of  war,  except  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec  13.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the 
party  accused  shall  have  the  right  to  a 
speedy  and  public  trial,  to  have  the  process 
of  the  court  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  in  his  b^alf,  and  to  appear  and 
defend  in  person  and  with  counsel. 

No  person  shall  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy 
for  the  same  offense,  nor  be  compeUed  in 
any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness  against 
himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or 
property  without  uuo  process  of  law. 

Sec  14.  The  necessary  use  of  lands  for 
the  construction  of  reservoirs  or  storage  ba- 
sins, for  the  purposes  of  irrigation,  or  for 
rights  of  way  for  the  construction  of  canals, 
ditches,  flumes,  or  pipes,  to  convey  water 
to  the  place  of  use,  for  any  useful,  benefi- 
cial, or  necessary  purpose,  or  for  drainage, 
or  for  the  drainage  of  mines,  or  the  work- 
ing thereof,  by  means  of  roads,  railroads, 
tramways,  cuts,  tunnels,  shafts,  hoisting 
works,  dumps,  or  other  necessary  means  to 
their  complete  development,  or  any  oth^r 
use  necessary  to  the  complete  developm^it 
of  the  material  resources  of.  the  state,  or  tiie 
preservation  of  the  health  of  its  inhabitants, 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  use,  and 
subject  to  the  regulation  and  control  of  the 
state. 

Private  property  may  be  taken  for  public 
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ute,  bot  not  until  a  Just  compensation,  to 
be  ascertained  in  a  manner  prescribed  by 
law,  ahali  be  paid  therefor. 

Sec  16.  There  ahali  be  no  imprisonment 
for  debt  in  this  state  except  in  cases  of 
ftind. 

Sec.  18.  No  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  flacto 
law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  con- 
tncts  shall  erer  be  passed. 

Sec  17.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  ae- 
core  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers,  and 
effects  against  unreasonable  searches  and 
seisores  shall  not  be  yioiated;  and  no  war- 
imt  stiall  issue  without  probable  cause, 
sbown  by  aflldaTit,  particularly  describing 
the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  person  or 
tUng  to  be  seised. 

Sec  18.  Courts  of  Justice  shall  be  open  to 
ereiy  person,  and  a  speedy  remedy  afforded 
for  every  injury  of  person,  property,  or  char- 
acter, and  rigbrt  and  justice  shall  be  admin- 
isteied  without  sale,  denial,  delay,  or  preju- 
dice. 

Sec  19.  No  power,  civil  or  military,  shall 
at  any  time  interfere  with  or  prevent  the 
free  and  lawful  exercise  of  the  right  of  suf- 


Sec  20.  No  property  qualification  shall 
ever  be  required  for  any  person  to  TOte  or 
hM  office,  except  in  school  elections  or  elec- 
tions creating  indebtedness. 

Sec  21.  This  enumeration  of  rights  shall 
not  be  construed  to  impair  or  deny  other 
rlshts  retained  by  the  people. 

ABTICLB  IL 

DISTRIBnTIOH  OF  FOWKBS. 

Seetton  1.  The  powers  of  the  goy^nment 
of  this  state  are  divided  into  three  distinct 
departments,— the  legislative,  executive,  and 
judicial;  and  no  person  or  collection  of  per- 
ions  charged  wfth  the  exercise  of  powers 
properly  belonging  to  one  of  these  depart- 
ments shall  exerdae  any  powers  properly 
bdMiging  to  either  of  the  others,  except  as 
in  this  constitution  expressly  directed  or  per- 
mitted. 

ARTICLE    m. 

liSGISLATrvn  DBPARTHKKT. 

Section  1.  The  legislative  power  of  the 
state  Shan  be  vested  in  a  senate  and  house 
ef  rcprcscntatlYes.    The  enacting  clause  of 


every  bill  shall  be  as  follows:  "Be  it  enact- 
ed by  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Idaho.!' 

Sec  2.  The  senaite  shall  consist  of  eight- 
een members,  and  the  house  of  representa- 
tives of  thirty-six  members.  The  legislature 
may  increase  the  number  of  senators  and 
representatives:  provided,  the  number  of 
senators  shall  never  exceed  tw^ity-four,  and 
the  house  of  representatives  shall  never  ex- 
ceed sixty,  members.  The  senators  and  rep- 
resentatives shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors 
of  the  respective  counties  or  districts  into 
which  the  state  may  from  time  to  time  be 
divided  by  law.  ' 

Sec  3.  The  senators  end  representatives 
shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  December 
next  following  the  general  election. 

Sec  4.  The  members  of  the  first  legis- 
lature shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several 
legislative  districts  of  the  state  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  votes  polled  at  the  last 
general  election  for  delegate  to  congress, 
and  thereafter  to  be  apportioned  as  may  be 
provided  by  law:  provided,  each  county 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative. 

Sec  6.  A  senatorial  or  representative  dis- 
trict, when  more  than  one  county  shall  con- 
stitute the  same,  shall  be  composed  of  con- 
tiguous coimtles,  and  no  county  shall  be  di- 
vided In  creating  such  districts. 

Sec  6.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  or 
representative  who  at  the  time  of  his  elec- 
tion is  not  a  dtisen  of  the  United  States 
and  an  elector  of  this  state,  nor  any  one 
who  has  not  been  for  one  year  next  preced- 
ing his  election  an  elector  of  the  county  or 
district  whence  he  may  be  chosen. 

Sec.  7.  Senators  and  representatives,  in  all 
cases  except  for  treascm,  felony,  or  breach 
of  the  peace,  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest 
during  the  session  of  the  legislature,  and  in 
going  to  and  returning  from  the  same,  and 
shall  not  be  liable  to  any  civil  process  dur- 
ing the  session  of  the  legislature,  nor  during 
the  ten  days  next  before  the  commence- 
ment thereof;  nor  shall  a  member,  for 
words  uttered  in  debate  in  either  house,  be 
questioned  in  any  other  place. 

Sec.  8.  The  se&BBions  of  the  legislature  shall, 
after  the  first  session  thereof,  be  held  bien- 
nially, at  the  capital  of  the  slate,  commen- 
cing on  the  first  Monday  after  the  first  day 
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of  January,  axid  every  second  year  there- 
after, unless  a  different  day  shall  have  been 
appointed  by  law,  and  at  other  times  when 
convened  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  9.  Each  house,  when  assembled,  shall 
choose  its  own  officers,  judge  of  the  Section, 
qualifications,  and  returns  of  its  own  mem- 
bers, determine  its  own  rules  of  proceeding, 
and  sit  upon  its  own  adjournments;  but  ne- 
ther house  shall,  without  the  concurrence  of 
the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days, 
nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  it 
may  be  sitting. 

Sec.  10.  A  majority  of  each  house  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day,  and  may  compel  the  attendance  of 
absent  members  in  such  manner  and  under 
such  penalties  as  such  house  may  provide. 
A  quorum  being  in  attendance,  If  either 
house  fail  to  effect  an  organization  within 
the  first  four  days  thereafter,  the  members 
of  the  house  so  failing  shall  be  entitled  to 
no  compensation  from  the  end  of  the  said 
four  days  until  an  organization  shall  have 
been  effected. 

Sec.  11.  Each  house  may,  for  good  cause 
shown,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  members,  expel  a  member. 

Sec.  12.  The  business  of  each  house,  and 
of  the  committee  of  the  whole,  shall  be 
transacted  openly,  and  not  in  secret  session. 

Sec.  13.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal 
of  its  proceedings;  and  the  yeas  and  nays 
of  the  members  of  either  house  on  any  ques- 
tion shall,  at  the  request  of  any  three  mem- 
bers present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  14.  Bills  may  originate  in  either  house, 
but  may  be  amended  or  rejected  in  the  oth- 
er, except  that  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall 
originate  in  the  house  of  representatives. 

Sec.  15.  No  law  shall  be  passed  except  by 
bill,  nor  fihall  any  bill  be  put  upon  its  final 
passage  until  the  same,  with  the  amend- 
ments thereto,  shall  have  been  printed  for 
the  use  of  the  members;  nor  diall  any  bill 
become  a  law  unless  the  same  shall  have 
been  read  on  three  several  days  in  each 
house  previous  to  the  final  vote  thereon: 
provided,  in  case  of  urgency,  two-thirds  of 
the  house  where  such  bill  may  be  pending 
may,  upon  a  vote  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  dis- 
pense with  this  provision.    On  the  final  pas- 


sage of  all  bills  they  shall  be  read  at  length, 
section  by  section,  and  the  vote  shall  be  by 
yeas  and  nays  upon  each  bill  separately, 
and  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal;  and 
no  bill  shall  become  a  law  without  the  con- 
currence of  a  majority  of  the  members  pres- 
ent 

Sec.  16.  Every  act  shall  embrace  but  one 
subject  and  matters  property  connected 
therewith,  which  subject  eball  be  expressed 
in  the  title;  but,  if  any  subject  shall  be  em- 
braced in  an  act  which  shall  not  be  ex- 
pressed in  the  title,  such  act  shall  be  void 
only  as  to  80  much  thereof  as  shall  not  be 
embraced  in  the  title. 

Sec.  17.  Every  act  or  Joint  resolution  shall 
be  plainly  worded,  avoiding  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable the  use  of  technical  terms. 

Sec.  18.  No  act  shall  be  revised  or  amend- 
ed by  mere  reference  to  its  title,  but  the 
section,  as  amended,  shall  be  set  forth  and 
published  at  full  length. 

Sec  19.  The  legislature  shall  not  pass  lo- 
cal or  special  laws  in  any  of  the  following 
enumerated  cases,  that  is  to  say: 

Regulating  the  jurisdiction  and  duties  of 
justices  of  the  peace  and  constables. 

For  the  punishment  of  crimes  and  misde- 
meanors. 

Regulating  the  practice  of  the  courts  of 
Justice. 

Providing  for  a  change  of  venue  in  civil 
or  criminal  actions. 

Granting  divorces. 

Changing  the  names  of  persons  or  places. 

Authorizing  the  laying  out,  opening,  alter- 
ing, maintaining,  working  on,  or  vacating 
roads,  highways,  streets,  alleys,  town  plats, 
parks,  cemeteries,  or  any  public  grounds  not 
owned  by  the  state. 

Summoning  and  impaneling  grand  and  trial 
Juries,  and  providing  for  their  conrpensar 
tion. 

Regulating  county  and  township  buslneflSt 
or  the  election  of  county  and  township  offi- 
cers. 

For  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxesu 

Providing  for  and  conducting  elections,  or 
designating  the  place  of  voting. 

Affecting  estates  of  deceased  persons,  mi* 
nors,  or  other  persons  under  legal  disabili- 
ties. 

Extending  the  time  for  collection  of  taxes. 
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GlTlzig  effect  to  Inralid  deeds,  leases,  or 
other  Snstnimezits. 

Retandlng  money  paid  into  the  state  treas- 
ury. 

Rdeaslns  or  extinguishing,  in  whole  or  is 
part,  the  indebteuness,  liability,  or  obliga- 
tion of  any  person  or  corporation  in  this 
state,  or  any  municipal  corporation  therein. 

Dedaring  any  person  of  age,  or  authoriz- 
ing any  minor  to  sell,  lease,  or  incumber  his 
or  ber  property. 

liPgalialng,  as  against  the  state,  the  unau- 
thorized or  tnyalid  act  of  any  officer. 

Bxempting  property  from  taxation. 

Changing  county  seats,  unless  the  law  au- 
thorizing the  change  shall  require  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  legal  TOtes  cast  at  a  general 
or  q>eclal  election  shall  designate  the  place 
to  which  tbe  county  seat  shall  be  changed: 
provided,  that  the  power  to  pass  a  special 
law  aball  cease  as  long  as  the  legislature 
shall  provide  for  such  change  by  general  law: 
provided,  further,  that  no  special  law  shaU 
be  passed  for  any  one  county  oftener  than 
oooe  In  rix  years. 

Restoring  to  citizenship  persons  convicted 
of  infamous  crimes. 

Regulating  the  interest  on  money. 

Authorizing  the  creation,  extension,  or  im- 
pairing of  liens. 

Cliartering  or  licensing  ferries,  bridges,  or 


Rendtdng  fines,  penalties,  or  forfeitures. 
Providing  for  the  management  of  common 


Creating  offices,  or  prescribing  the  powers 
and  duties  of  officers,  in  counties,  cities, 
townships,  election  districts,  or  school  dis- 
tiicts.  except  as  In  this  constitution  other- 
wise provided. 

Changing  the  law  of  descent  or  succession. 

Authorizing  the  adoption  or  legitimization 
of  diadren. 

For  limitation  of  dvil  or  criminal  actions. 

Creating  any  corporation. 

Creating,  increasing,  or  decreasing  fees, 
percentages,  or  allowances  of  public  officers 
during  the  term  for  which  said  officers  are 
dected  or  appointed. 

Sec  20.  The  legislalure  shall  not  authorize 
any  lottery  or  gift  enterprise  under  any  pre- 
tmse  or  for  any  pmpose  whatever. 

Sec  21.  All  bills  or  Joint  resolutions  passed 
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shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officers  of 
the  respective  houses. 

Sec.  22.  No  act  sliall  take  effect  until  six- 
ty days  from  the  end  of  the  session  at  which 
the  same  shall  have  been  passed,  except  in 
case  of  emergency,  which  emergency  shall 
be  declared  in  the  preamble  or  in  the  body 
of  the  law. 

Sec.  23.  Each  member  of  the  legislature 
shall  receive  for  hlh  services  a  sum  not 
exceeding  five  dollars  per  day  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  session,  but  such  pay 
shall  not  exceed  for  each  member,  except 
the  presiding  officers,  in  the  aggregate, 
three  hundred  dollars  for  per  diem  allow- 
ances for  any  one  session;  and  shall  re- 
ceive each  the  sum  of  ten  cents  per  mile 
eacn  way  by  the  usual  traveled  route. 

When  convened  in  extra  session  by  the 
governor,  they  shall  each  receive  five  dol- 
lars per  day;  but  no  extra  session  shall 
continue  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty 
days,  except  in  case  of  the  first  session  of 
the  legislature.  They  shall  receive  such 
mileage  as  is  allowed  for  regular  sessions. 
The  presiding  officers  of  the  legislature  shall 
each,  in  virtue  of  his  office,  receive  an  ad- 
ditional compensation  equal  to  one-half  his 
per  diem  allowance  as  a  member:  pro- 
vided, that,  whenever  any  member  of  the 
legislatiure  shall  travel  on  a  free  pass  in 
coming  to  or  returning  from  the  session  of 
the  legislature,  the  number  of  miles  actual- 
ly traveled  on  such  pass  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  mileage  of  such  member. 

Sec.  24.  The  first  concern  of  all  good  gov- 
ernment Is  the  vinue  and  sobriety  of  the 
people,  and  the  purity  of  the  home.  The 
legislature  should  further  all  vrise  and  well- 
directed  efforts  for  the  promotion  of  tem- 
perance and  morality. 

Sec.  25.  The  members  of  the  legislature 
shall,  Before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  take  or  subscribe  the 
following  oath  or  affirmation:  **I  do  solemn- 
ly swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that 
I  will  support  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  the  constitution  of  the  state  of 
Idaho,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge 
the  duties  of  senator  (or  representative,  as 
the  case  may  be)  according  to  the  best  of 
my  ability."  And  such  oath  may  be  ad- 
ministered  by   the  governor,    secretary   of 
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state,  or  judge  of  tbe  supreme  court,  or 
presiding  officer  of  either  house. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

BXECUTIYE  DEPABTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  executive  department  shall 
consist  of  a  goyemor,  lieutenant  govemor, 
secretary  of  state,  state  auditor,  state  treas- 
urer, attorney  general,  and  superintendent 
of  public  instruction,  each  of  whom  shall 
hold  his  office  for  two  years,  beginning  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January  next  after  his 
election,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  constitution.  The  officers  of  the  execu- 
tive department,  excepting  the  lieutenant 
governor,  shall,  during  their  terms  of  of- 
tice.  reside  at  the  seat  of  govemmeni, 
where  they  shall  keep  the  public  records, 
books,  and  papers.  Tliey  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  are  prescribed  by  this  constitution, 
and  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  named  in  section  one 
of  this  article  shall  be  elected  by  the  quail- 
lied  electors  of  the  state  at  the  time  and 
places  of  voting  for  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture, and  the  persons,  respectively,  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes  for  tjj^e  office 
voted  for  shall  be  elected;  but,  if  two  or 
more  shall  have  an  equal  and  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  any  one  of  said  offices, 
the  two  houses  of  the  legislature,  at  its  next 
regular  session,  sliall  forthwith,  by  joint 
ballot,  elect  one  of  such  persons  for  said 
office.  The  returns  of  election  for  the  offi- 
cers named  in  section  one  shall  be  made  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law, 
and  all  contested  elections  of  the  same, 
other  than  provided  for  in  this  section,  shall 
be  determined  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
office  of  governor  or  lieutenant  governor  un- 
less he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty 
years  at  the  time  of  his  election;  nor  to 
the  office  of  secretary  of  state,  state  auditor, 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  or  state 
treasurer,  unless  he  shall  have  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-flve  years;  nor  to  the  office 
of  attorney  general  unless  he  shall  have  at- 
tained the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  have 
been  admitted  to  practice  in  the  supreme 
court  of  the  state  or  territory  of  Idaho,  and 
l>e  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  elec- 
tion.   In  addition  to  the  qualifications  above 


described,  each  of  the  officers  named  sAiall 
be  a  dtlzen  of  the  United  States,  and  slioH 
have  resided  within  the  state  or  territory 
two  years  next  preceding  his  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  governor  shall  be  commander 
in  chief  of  the  military  forces  of  the  state, 
except  when  they  shall  be  called  into  actual 
service  of  the  United  States.  He  fiAiaU  have 
power  to  call  out  the  militia  to  execute  tbe 
laws,  to  suppress  insurrection,  or  to  repel 
invasion. 

Sec  5.  The  supreme  executive  power   of 
the  state  is  vested  in  the   governor,   who. 
shall  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  exe- 
cuted. 

Sec.  6.  The  governor  shall  nominate,  and, 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  ap- 
point, all  officers  whose  offices  are  estab- 
lished by  this  constitution,  or  which  may  be 
created  by  law,  and  whose  appointment  or 
election  is  not  otherwise  provided  for.  If, 
during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  any  state  or  district  office,  the  gov- 
ernor siiall  appoint  some  fit  person  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  thereof  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  senate,  when  he  shall  nom- 
inate some  person  to  fill  such  office.  If  the 
office  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme  or  district 
court,  secretary  of  state,  state  auditor,  state 
treasurer,  attorney  general,  or  superintend- 
ent of  public  instruction  shall  be  vacated  by 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of- the  governor  to  fill  the  same  by 
appointment,  and  the  appointee  shall  hold 
his  office  until  his  successor  firtuill  be  elected 
and  qualified,  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  7.  The  governor,  secretary  of  state, 
and  attorney  general  shall  constitute  a  board 
to  be  known  as  tbo  '*fioard  of  Pardons." 
Said  board,  or  a  majority  thereof,  shall  have 
power  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  to 
grant  commutations  and  pardons  after  con- 
viction and  judgment,  either  absolute  or 
upon  such  conditions  as  they  may  im- 
pose, in  all  cases  of  offenses  against  the 
state,  except  treason  or  conviction  on  im- 
peachment. The  legislature  shall  by  law 
prescribe  the  sessions  of  said  board,  and  the 
manner  in  which  application  shall  be  made, 
and  regulate  the  proceedings  thereon;  but 
no  fine  or  forfeiture  shall  be  remitted,  and 
no  commutation  or  pardon  granted,  except 
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by  the  dedsloii  of  a  majority  of  said  board, 
after  a  full  bearing  in  open  aeasion,  and 
QBtil  preTlouB  notice  at  Hie  time  and  place  of 
Rich  hearing  and  the  r^eaae  applied  for 
ihaU  haye  been  given  by  pablication  In  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  at  least 
once  a  week  for  four  weeka  The  proceed- 
ings and  decision  of  the  board  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing,  and,  with  uielr  reasons  for 
their  action  in  each  case,  and  the  dissent  of 
any  member  who  may  disagree,  signed  by 
hinu  and  filed,  with  all  papers  used  upon 
the  hearing.  In  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state. 

The  goT^*nor  riiall  have  pow^*  to  grant  res- 
pites or  reprieves  in  all  cases  of  conylc- 
tions  for  offenses  against  the  state,  except 
treason  or  conviction  on  Impeachment,  but 
such  respites  or  reprieves  shall  not  extend 
ueyond  the  next  session  of  the  board  of  par- 
<loDs;  and  sach  board  shall  at  such  session 
continue  or  determine  such  respite  or  re- 
prieve, or  they  may  commute  or  pardon  the 
offenae,  as  herein  piovided.  In  cases  of  con- 
viction for  treason  the  governor  shall  have 
the  power  to  suspend  the  execution  of  the 
aentence  until  the  case  shall  be  reported  to 
the  legislature  at  its  next  regular  session, 
wben  the  legislature  shall  either  pardon  or 
oommute  the  sentence,  direct  its  execution, 
or  grant  a  further  reprieve.  He  shall  com- 
mnnicate  to  the  legislature,  at  each  regular 
•cfflDton,  each  case  of  remission  of  fine  or  f or- 
fettnre,  reprieve,  commutation,  or  pardon 
gzanted  since  the  last  previous  report,  stat- 
ing the  name  of  the  convict,  the  crime  of 
which  he  waa  convicted,  the  sentence  and 
its  date,  and  the  date  of  remission,  com- 
mutation, pardon,  or  reprieve,  with  the  rea- 
aona  for  granting  the-  same,  and  the  objec- 
tioDfl,  if  any,  ^of  any  member  of  the  board 
made  thereto. 

Sec  8.  The  governor  may  require  infor- 
matimi  in  writing  from  the  officers  of  the 
executive  department  upon  any  subject  re^ 
la  ting  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  of- 
fices, which  information  shall  be  given  upon 
oath  whenever  so  required.  He  may  also 
reqfnire  information  in  writing,  at  any  time, 
mider  oath,  from  all  officers  and  managers 
of  state  institutiona,  upon  any  subject  relat- 
ing to  the  condition,  management,  and  <*x- 
of  their  re8i»ective  <^ces  and  insti- 


tutions, and  may,  at  any  time  he  deems  it 
necessary,  appoint  a  committee  to  investi- 
gate and  report  to  him  upon  the  condition 
of  any  executive  office  or  state  Institution. 
The  governor  shall  at  the  commencement  of 
each  session,  and  from  time  to  time,  by  mes- 
sage, give  to  the  legislature  information  of 
the  coildition  of  the  state,  and  shall  recom- 
mend such  measures  as  he  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient He  shall  also  send  to  the  legisla- 
ture a  statement,  with  vouchers,  of  the  ex- 
penditures of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the 
state  and  paid  out  by  him.  He  shall  also, 
at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  pre- 
sent estimates  of  thn  amoimt  of  money  re- 
quired to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  all  pur- 
poses of  the  state. 

Sec.  9.  The  governor  may,  on  extraordi- 
nary occasions,  convene  the  li*glslature  by 
proclamation,  stating  the  purposes  for  which 
he  has  convened  it;  but,  when  so  convened, 
it  shall  have  no  power  to  legislate  on  any 
subjects  other  than  those  specified  In  the 
proclamation,  but  may  provide  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  session  and  other  matters  in- 
cidental thereto.  He  may  also,  by  proclama- 
tion, convene  the  senate  in  extraordinary 
session  for  the  transaction  of  executive  busi- 


Sec.  10.  Every  bill  passed  by  the  legisla- 
ture shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be  pre- 
sented to  the  governor.  If  he  approve,  he 
shaU  sign  it,  and  thereupon  It  shall  become 
a  law;  but,  if  he  do  not  approve,  he  sliall 
return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  house  in 
which  it  originated,  which  house  shall  enter 
the  objections  at  large  upon  Its  journals, 
and  proceed  to  reconsider  the  bill.  If  then 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  agree  to 
pass  the  same,  it  shall  be  sent,  together 
with  the  objections,  tc  the  other  house,  by 
which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered;  and, 
if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  in  that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law, 
notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  gov- 
ernor. In  all  such  cases  the  vote  of  each 
house  shall  be  deterirlned  by  yeas  and  nays, 
to  be  Altered  on  the  journal.  Any  bill  which 
shall  not  be  returned  by  the  governor  to 
me  legislature  within  five  days  (Sundays  ex- 
cepted) after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to 
him  shall  become  a  law  In  like  manner  as 
if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  legislature 
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shall,  by  adjoomment,  prevent  Its  retum, 
in  which  case  it  shall  be  filed,  with  his  ob- 
jections, in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state,  within  ten  days  after  such  adjourn- 
ment, (Sundays  excepted,)  or  become  a  law. 

Sec  11.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to 
disapprove  of  any  item  or  items  of  any  bill 
making  appropriations  of  money  embl^dng 
distinct  items,  and  the  part  or  parts  ap- 
proved shall  become  a  law,  and  the  item  or 
items  disapproved  shall  be  void,  unless 
enacted  In  the  manner  following:  If  the 
legislature  be  in  session,  he  shall  within  five 
days  transmit  to  the  house  within  which  the 
bill  origliiated  a  copy  of  Ibe  liem  vr  Items 
thereof  disapproved,  together  with  his  ob- 
jections thereto,  and  the  items  objected  to 
shall  be  separately  reconsidered,  and  each 
item  iiiall  then  take  the  same  course  as  is 
prescribed  for  the  passage  of  bills  over  the 
executive  veto. 

Sec.  12.  In  case  of  the  ftiilure  to  qualify, 
the  impeachment,  or  conviction  of  treason, 
felony,  or  other  infamous  crime  of  the  gov- 
ernor, or  his  death,  removal  from  office, 
resignation,  absence  from  the  state,  or  ina- 
bility to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of 
his  office,  the  powers,  duties,  and  emolu- 
ments of  the  office  for  the  residue  of  the 
term,  or  until  the  disability  shall  cease,  shaU 
devolve  upon  the  lieutenant  governor. 

Sea  13.  The  lieutenant  governor  shall  be 
president  of  the  senate,  but  shall  vote  only 
when  the  senate  is  equally  divided.  In  case 
of  the  absence  or  disqualification  of  the  lieu- 
tenant governor  from  any  cause  which  ap- 
plies to  the  governor,  or  when  he  shall  hold 
the  office  of  governor,  then  the  president 
pro  tempore  of  the  senate  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  the  lieutenant  governor  until  the 
vacancy  is  filled  or  the  disability  removed. 

Sec.  14.  In  case  of  the  failure  to  qualify 
in  his  office,  death,  resignation,  absence  firom 
the  state,  impeachment,  conviction  of  trea- 
son, felony,  or  other  infamous  crime,  or  dis- 
qualification from  any  cause,  of  both  gov- 
ernor and  lieutenant  governor,  the  duties  of 
the  governor  shall  devolve  upon  the  presi- 
dent of  the  senate  pro  tempore,  until  such 
disqualification  of  either  the  governor  or 
lieutenant  governor  be  removed,  or  the  va- 
cancy filled;  and  if  the  president  of  the 
senate,  for  any  of  the  above-named  cauees, 


shall  become  incapable  of  performing  tlie 
duties  of  governor,  the  same  shall  devolve 
upon  the  speaker  of  the  house. 

Sec.  15.  There  shall  be  a  seal  of  this  state, 
which  shall  be  kept  by  the  secretary  of  state, 
and  used  by  him  officially,  and  ediall  be 
called  "The  Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  Ida- 
ho." The  seal  of  the  territory  of  Idaho,  as 
now  used,  shall  be  the  seal  >f  the  state  un- 
til otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  16.  All  grants  and  permissions  shall 
be  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
state  of  Idaho,  sealed  with  the  great  seal  of 
the  state,  signed  by  the  goveraor,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  secretary  of  state. 

Sec.  17.  An  account  shall  be  kept  by^  the 
officers  of  the  executive  department  and  of 
all  public  institutions  of  the  state  of  all 
moneys  received  by  them  severally,  from  all 
sources,  and  for  every  service  performed, 
and  of  all  moneys  disbursed  by  them  several- 
ly, and  a  semiannual  report  thereof  shall  be 
made  to  the  governor,  under  oath;  they 
shall  also,  at  least  twenty  days  preceding 
each  regular  session  of  the  legislature,  make 
full  and  complete  reports  of  their  oflidal 
transactions  to  the  governor,  who  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  legislature. 

Sec.  18.  The  governor,  secretary  of  state, 
and  attorney  general  shall  constitute  a 
board  of  state  prison  commissioners,  whi<di 
board  shall  have  such  supervision  of  all  mat- 
ters connected  with  the  state  prison  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law.  They  shall  also  con- 
stitute a  board  of  examiners,  with  pow^:  to, 
examine  all  claims  against  the  state,  except' 
salaries  or  compensation  of  officers  fixed  by 
law,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law:  and  no  claim  against 
the  state,  except  salaries  and  compensation 
of  officers  fixed  by  law,  shall  be  passed,  upon 
by  the  legislature  without  first  having  been 
considered  and  acted  upon  by  said  board. 

Sec  19:  The  governor,  secretary  of  state, 
stale  auditor,  state  treasurer,  attorney  gen- 
eral«  and  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion shall,  quarterly,  as  due,  during  their 
continuance  in  office,  receive  for  their  serv- 
ices compensation,  which,  for  the  term  next 
ensuing  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitu- 
tion, is  fixed  as  follows:  Governor,  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum;  secretary  of 
state,   one  thousand  eight  hundred   dollars 
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per  aimuin;  state  auditor,  ooe  thousand 
ei^bt  himdFed  dollars  per  annum;  state 
treasurer,  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum; 
attorney  general,  two  thousand  dollais  per 
ammm;  and  superintendent  of  public  hi- 
■tmctlon,  one  thousand  five  hundred  doUais 
per  annum.  The  lieutenant  governor  shall 
Tec^ve  the  same  per  diem  as  may  be  pro- 
Tided  by  law  for  tlic  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatiTes,  to  be  allowed  only  during 
the  sesEion  of  the  li*gislature.  The  compen- 
sfttions  enumerated  shall  be  In  full  for  all 
aerrices  by  said  officers  respectively  ren- 
dered in  any  official  capacity  or  employment 
whatever  during  their  respective  terms  of 


No  officer  named  in  this  section  shall  re- 
eelve  for  the  performance  of  any  official 
dntj  any  fee  for  his  own  use,  but  all  fees 
fixed  l^  law  for  the  performance  by  either 
oC  them  of  any  official  duty  shall  be  collect- 
ed in  advance,  and  deposited  with  the  state 
tzeasozer  quarterly  to  the  credit  of  the  state. 
The  legislature  may,  by  law,  diminish  or  in- 
crease the  compensation  of  any  or  all  of  the 
ofiicen  named  in  this  section,  but  no  such 
diminution  or  increase  shall  affect  the  sal- 
aries of  the  officers  then  in  office  during 
their  term:  provided,  however,  the  legisla- 
tore  may  provide  for  the  payment  of  actual 
and  necessary  expenses  to  the  governor 
lleatenant  governor,  secretary  of  state,  at- 
torney general,  and  superintendent  of  pub- 
lic instruction,  while  traveling  vdthin  the 
state  In  the  performance  of  official  duty. 

ARTICLB    V. 

JUDICIAL  DEPARTl£EnT. 

Section    1«   The   distinctions   between   ac- 
tions at  law  and  suits  in  equity,  and  the 
forms   of   all   such   actions   and   suits,   are 
hereby   prohibited;   and   there   shall   be   la 
this  state  bat  one  form  of  action  for  the 
enforcement  or  protection  of  private  rights 
or  the   redress  of   private   wrongs,    which 
Shan  be  denominated  a  "civil  action;"   and 
every  action   prosecuted  by  the  people  of 
the  state  as  a  party  against  a  person  charged 
with  a  public  offense  for  the  punishment  of 
the  same  shall  be  termed  a  '^criminal  ac- 
tion." 
Feigned  issues  are  prohibited,  and  the  fact 


at  issue  shall  be  tried  by  order  of  court  be- 
fore a  Jury. 

Sea  2.  The  judicial  power  of  the  state 
shall  be  vested  in  a  court  for  the  trial  of 
impeachments,  a  supreme  court,  district 
courts,  probate  courts,  courts  of  justices  of 
the  peace,  and  such  other  courts  inferior  to 
the  supreme  court  a:>  may  be  established  by 
law  for  any  incorporated  city  or  town. 

Sec  3.  The  court  for  the  trial  of  impeach- 
ments shall  be  the  senate.  A  majority  of 
the  members  elected  shall  be  necessary  to 
a  quorum,  and  the  judgment  shall  not  ex- 
tend beyond  removal  from,  and  disqualifica- 
tion to  hold  office  in,  this  state;  but  the 
party  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  and  pun- 
ishment according  to  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  house  of  representatives  sole- 
ly sliall  have  the  power  of  impeachm^it 
No  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  senators 
elected.  When  the  governor  is  impeached, 
the  clilef  justice  shall  preside. 

Sec.  5.  Treason  against  the  state  shall  con- 
sist only  in  levying  war  against  it,  or  adher- 
ing to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  com- 
fort No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  trea- 
son unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses 
to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in 
open  court.  No  conviction  of  treason  or  at- 
tainder shall  work  corruption  of  blood  or 
forfeiture  of  estate. 

Sec.  6.  The  supreme  court  sliall  consist  of 
three  justices,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be 
necessary  to  make  a  quorum  or  pronounce 
a  decision.  The  justices  of  the  supreme 
court  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the 
state  at  large.  The  terms  of  office  of  the 
justices  of  the  supreme  court,  except  as  in 
this  article  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  six 
years.  The  justices  of  the  supreme  court 
shall,  immediately  after  the  first  election  tm- 
der  this  constitution,  he  selected  by  lot,  so 
that  one  sdiiall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of 
two  years,  one  for  the  term  of  four  years, 
and  one  for  the  term  of  six  years.  The  lots 
shall  be  drawn  by  the  justices  of  the  su- 
preme court,  who  shall,  for  that  purpose, 
assemble  at  the  scat  of  government,  and 
they  sliall  cause  the  result  tnereof  to  be 
certified  to  by  the  secretary  of  state,  and 
ffied  in  his  office.  The  justice  having  the 
shortest  term  to  serve,  not  holding  his  office 
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by  appointment  or  election  to  fill  a  vacancy, 
sliall  be  the  chief  Justice,  and  shall  preside 
at  all  terms  of  the  supreme  court,  and,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  the  justice  having  In 
like  manner  the  next  shortest  term  to  serve 
■hall  preside  in  his  stead. 

Sec  7.  No  justice  of  the  supreme  court 
shall  be  eligible  tp  any  other  ofHce  of  trust 
or  profit  under  the  laws  of  this  state  during 
the  term  for  which  he  was  elected. 

Sec.  8.  At  least  four  terms  of  the  supreme 
court  shall  be  held  annually;  two  terms  at 
the  seat  of  state  government,  and  two  terms 
at  the  city  of  Lewlston,  In  Nez  Perce  county. 
In  case  of  epidemic,  pestilence,  or  destruc- 
tion of  courthouses,  the  justices  may  hold 
the  terms  of  the  supreme  court  provided  by 
this  section  at  other  convenient  places,  to  be 
fixed  by  a  majority  of  said  justices.  After 
six  years  the  legislature  may  alter  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

Sec.  9.  The  supreme  court  shall  have  ju- 
risdiction to  review,  upon  appeal,  any  de- 
cision of  the  district  courts,  or  the  judges 
thereof.  The  supreme  court  sliall  also  have 
original  jurisdiction  to  Issue  writs  of  man- 
damus, certiorari,  prohibition,  and  habeas 
COTpus,  and  all  writs  necessary  or  proper  to 
the  complete  exerdso  of  its  appellate  juris- 
diction. 

Sec.  10.  The  supreme  court  shall  have 
original  jurisdiction  to  hear  claims  against 
the  state,  but  its  decision  sluill  be  merely 
recommendatory.  No  process  in  the  nature 
of  execution  shall  issue  thereon.  They  shall 
be  reported  to  the  next  session  of  the  legis- 
lature for  its  action. 

Sec.  11.  The  state  shall  be  divided  into 
five  judicial  dlstrictii,  for  each  of  wMch  a 
judge  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  elect- 
ors thereof,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be 
four  years;  and  there  shall  be  held  a  dis- 
trict court  in  each  county,  at  least  twice  in 
each  year,  to  continue  for  such  time  in  each 
county  as  may  be  prescriberi  by  law;  but 
.the  legislature  may  reduce  or  increase  the 
number  of  districts,  district  judges,  and  dis- 
trict attorneys.  This  section  shall  not  be 
construed  to  prevent  the  holding  of  special 
terms  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law. 

Sec.  12.  Every  judge  of  the  district  court 
shall  reside  in  the  district  for  which  he  Is 


elected.  A  judge  of  any  district  court  may 
hold  a  district  qpurt  in  any  county  at  the 
request  of  the  judge  of  the  district  court 
thereof,  and,  upon  the  request  of  the  gov- 
ernor, it  shall  be  his  duty  to  do  so;  but  a 
cause  in  the  district  court  mny  be  tried  by 
a  judge  pro  tempore,  who  must  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  bar,  agreed  upon  in  writing  by 
the  parties  litigant,  or  their  attorneys  of 
record,  and  sworn  to  try  the  cause. 

Sec.  13.  The  legislature  shall  have  no  pow- 
er to  deprive  the  judicial  department  of 
any  power  or  jurisdiction  which  rightfully 
pertains  to  it  as  a  co-ordinate  department 
of  the  government;  but  the  legislature  shall 
provide  a  proper  system  of  appeals,  and 
regulate  by  law,  when  necessary,  the  meth- 
ods of  proceeding  iii  the  exercise  of  their 
powers  of  all  the  courts  below  the  supreme 
court,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  done  with- 
out couffict  with  this  constitution. 

Sec.  14.  The  leglsdature  may  provide  f<^ 
the  establishment  of  special  courts  for  the 
trial  of  misdemeanors  in  Incorporated  cities 
and  towns,  where  the  same  may  be  neoes- 
sary. 

Sec  15.  The  derk  of  the  supreme  court 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  court,  and  sball 
hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
court  He  shall  receive  such  compensation 
for  his  services  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  16.  A  derk  of  the  district  court  for 
each  county  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  thereof  at  th«)  time  and  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law  for  the  election  ctf 
members  of  the  legislature,  and  shall  hold 
his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

Sec.  17.  The  salary  of  the  justices  of  the 
supreme  court,  until  otherwise  provided  by 
the  legislature,  shall  be  three  thousand  dol- 
lars each  per  annum*  and  the  salary  of  the 
judges  of  the  district  court,  until  otherwise 
provided  by  the  legislature,  shall  be  three 
thousand  dollars  each  per  annum,  and  no 
justice  of  the  supreme  court,  or  judge  of  the 
district  court,  shaU  be  paid  his  salary,  or 
any  part  thereof,  unless  he  shall  have  first 
taken  and  subscribed  an  oath  that  there  Is 
not  in  his  hands  any  matter  in  controversy 
not  decided  by  him  which  had  been  finally 
submitted  for  his  consideration  and  deter- 
mination tliirty  days  prior  to  the  taldng 
and  subscribing  such  oath. 
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SecL  la  A  district  attorney  shall  be  elected 
tar  each  judicial  district  by  the  qnaUfiea 
electors  tli»vof ,  ^wlio  shall  hold  office  for 
the  term  of  four  years,  and  perform  such 
duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  He 
diall  be  a  practicing  attorney  at  law,  and  a 
resident  and  elect<Mr  of  the  district.  He  shall 
leceiTe  as  compensation  for  his  services 
twenty-llTe  hnndred  dollars  per  annnni.  • 
Sec.  19.  All  vacancies  occurring  In  the  of- 
fices proTided  for  by  this  article  of  the  con- 
sdtution  shall  be  fUied  as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  20.  The  district  court  shall  have  orig- 
tnsl  iurisdiction  in  all  cases,  both  at  law  and 
la  equity*  and  such  appellate  Jurisdiction  as 
may  be  conferred  by  law. 

Sea  21.  The  probate  courts  shall  be  courts 
of  record,  and  shall  have  original  Jurisdic- 
tion In  idl  matters  of  probate,  settlement 
of  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and  appoint- 
ment of  i^oardians;  also  Jurisdiction  to  hear 
and  determine  all  dvU  cases  wherein  the 
debt  or  damage  clalned  does  not  exceed  the 
som  of  five  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  in- 
terest, and  ctmcorrent  Jurisdiction  with  Jus- 
tices of  the  peace  in  criminal  cases. 

Sec  22.  In  each  ccunty  of  this  state  there 
shall  be  elected  Justices  of  the  peace  as  pre- 
sciibed  by  law.  Justices  of  ihe  peace  shall 
have  such  Jurisdiction  as  may  be  conferred 
by  law,  bnt  they  shall  not  have  Jurisdiction 
of  any  cause  wherein  the  value  of  the  prop- 
or  the  amount  in  controversy  exceeds 
mm  of  three  hundred  dollars,  exclusive 
«f  Interest,  nor  where  the  boundaries  or  ti- 
tle to  any  real  property  shall  be  called  in 


Sec.  23.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
offlce  of  district  Judge  unless  he  be  learned 
in  the  law,  thirty  years  of  age,  and  a  citizen 
c<  the  United  States,  and  shall  have  resided  in 
the  state  or  territory  at  least  two  years  next 
preceding  his  election,  nor  unless  he  shall 
have  been  at  the  time  of  his  election  an 
Sector  in  the  Judicial  district  for  which  he 
li  elected. 

Sec  24.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
die  Judicial  districts  shall  be  five  In  number, 
and  constituted  of  the  following  counties, 
Tic:  First  district,  Shoshone  and  Koote- 
nai; second  district,  Latah,  Nez  Perce,  and 
Idaho;  third  district,  Washington,  Ada, 
Boise,  and  Owyhee;  fourth  dlbtrict.  Cassia, 


Elmore,  Logan,  and  Altnras;  fifth  district. 
Bear  Lake,  Bingham,  Oneida,  Lemhi,  and 
Custer. 

Sec.  26.  The  Judges  of  the  district  courts 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in 
each  year,  report,  In  writing,  to  the  Justices 
of  the  supreme  court,  such  defects  or  omis- 
sions In  the  laws  as  their  knowledge  and 
experience  may  suggest;  and  the  Justices  of 
the  supreme  court  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  December  of  each  year,  report, 
in  writing,  to  the  governor,  to  be  by  him 
transmitted  to  the  legislature,  together  with 
his  message,  such  defects  and  omissions  in 
the  constitution  and  laws  as  they  may  find 
to  exist. 

Sec.  26.  All  laws  relating  to  courts  shall 
be  general  and  of  uniform  operation  through- 
out the  state,  and  the  organhsed  Judicial 
powers,  proceedings,  and  practices  of  all 
the  courts  of  the  same  class  or  grade,  so 
far  as  regulated  by  law,  and  the  force  and 
effect  of  the  proceedings.  Judgments,  and 
decrees  of  such  courts,  severally,  shall  be 
uniform. 

Sec.  27.  The  legislature  may  by  law  dimin- 
ish or  Increase  the  compensation  of  any  or 
all  the  following  officers,  to  wit:  Governor, 
lieutenant  governor,  secretary  of  state,  state 
auditor,  state  treasurer,  attorney  general, 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  com- 
missioner of  Immigration  and  labor.  Justices 
of  the  supreme  court,  and  Judges  of  the  dis- 
trict courts  and  district  attorneys;  but  no 
diminution  or  increase  shall  affect  the  com- 
pensation of  the  officer  then  In  office  during 
his  term:  provided,  however,  that  the  legis- 
lature may  provide  for  the  payment  of  ac- 
tual and  necessary  expenses  of  the  governor, 
secretary  of  state,  attoraey  general,  and 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  incurred 
while  in  performance  of  official  duty. 

ARTICLE     VL 

SUFPKAOE  AND  ELECTIONS. 

Section  1.  AU  elections  by  the  people  must 
be  by  ballot.  An  absolutely  secret  ballot  Is 
hereby  guarantied,  and  it  shaU  be  the  duty 
of  the  legislature  to  enact  such  laws  as  shall 
carry  this  section  Into  effect. 

Sec.  2.  Except  as  In  this  article  otherwise 
provided,  every  male  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  twenty-one  years  old,  who  has  ac- 
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tually  resided  In  this  state  or  territory  for 
six  months,  and  In  the  county  where  he  of- 
fers to  vote  thirty  days  next  preceding  the 
day  of  election,  if  registered  as  provided  by 
law,  is  a  qualified  elector;  and,  until  other- 
wise provided  by  the  legislature,  women 
who  have  the  qualifications  prescribed  in 
this  article  may  continue  to  hold  such  school 
oflices  and  vote  at  such  school  elections  as 
provided  by  the  laws  of  Idaho  territory. 

Sec  3.  No  person  is  permitted  to  vote, 
serve  as  a  Juror,  or  hold  any  civil  office  who 
Is  under  guardianship,  idiotic,  or  Insane; 
or  who  has,  at  any  place,  been  convicted  of 
treason,  felony,  embezzlement  of  the  public 
funds,  bartering  or  selling,  or  offering  to 
barter  or  sell,  his  vote,  or  purchasing  or  of- 
fering to  purchase  the  vote  of  another,  or 
other  infamous  crime,  and  who  has  not  been 
restored  to  the  rights  of  citizenship,  or  who, 
at  the  time  of  such  election,  is  confined  in 
prison  on  conviction  of  a  criminal  offense;  or 
who  is  a  bigamist  or  polygamlst,  or  is  living 
In  what  \a  known  as  patriarchal,  plural, 
or  celestial  marriage,  or  in  violation  of  any 
law  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States  for- 
bidding any  such  crime;  or  who  in  any  man- 
ner teaches,  advises,  counsels,  aids,  or  en- 
courages any  person  to  enter  into  bigamy, 
polygamy,  or  such  patriarchal,  plural,  or  ce- 
lestial marriage,  or  to  live  in  violation  of 
any  such  law,  or  to  commit  any  such  crime; 
or  who  is  a  member  of  or  contributes  to  the 
support,  aid,  or  encouragement  of  any  or- 
der, organization,  association,  corporation, 
or  society  which  teaches,  advises,  counsels, 
encourages,  or  aids  any  person  to  enter  in- 
to bigamy,  polygamy  or  such  patriarchal  or 
plural  marriage,  or  which  teaches  or  advises 
that  the  laws  of  this  state  prescribing  rules 
of  civil  conduct  are  not  the  supreme  law  of 
the  state;  nor  shall  Chinese,  or  persons  of 
Mongolian  descent,  not  bom  in  the  United 
States,  nor  Indians  not  taxed,  who  have 
not  severed  their  tribal  relations  and  adopt- 
ed the  habits  of  civilization,  either  vote, 
serve  as  Jurors,  or  hold  any  dvil  office. 

Sec.  4.  The  legislature  may  prescribe  qual- 
ifications, limitations,  and  conditions  for  the 
right  of  suffrage  additional  to  those  pre- 
scribed in  this  article,  but  shall  never  annul 
any  of  the  provisions  in  this  article  con- 
tained. 


Sec  5.  For  the  purpose  of  voting,  no  per- 
son shall  be  deemed  to  have  gained  or  lost 
a  residence  by  reason  of  his  presence  or  ab- 
sence while  employed  in  the  service  of  tills 
state,  or  of  the  United  States,  nor  while  en- 
gaged in  the  navigation  of  the  waters  of 
this  state  or  of  the  United  States,  nor  while 
a  student  of  any  institution  of  learning,  nor 
while  kept  at  any  almshouse  or  other  asy- 
lum at  the  public  expense. 

ARTICLE    Vn. 

FINANCE  AND  RBVENUB. 

Section  1.  The  fiscal  year  shall  commence 
on  the  second  Monday  of  January  in  each 
year,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  legislature  shall  provide  sach 
revenue  as  may  be  needful,  by  levying  a 
tax  by  valuation,  sc  that  every  person  or 
corporation  shall  pay  a  tax  in  proportion  to 
the  value  of  his,  her,  or  its  property,  except 
as  in  this  article  hereinafter  otherwise  pro- 
vided. The  legislature  may  also  Impose  a 
license  tax  (both  upon  natural  persons  and 
upon  corporations,  otlier  than  municipal,  do- 
ing business  in  this  state;)  also  a  per  capita 
tax:  provided,  the  legislature  may  exempt 
a  limited  amount  of  improvements  upon 
land  from  taxation. 

Sec.  3.  The  word  "property,"  as  herein 
used,  shall  be  defined  and  classified  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  property  of  the  United  States, 
the  state,  counties,  towns,  dties,  and  other 
municipal  corporations,  and  public  libraries, 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Sec  5.  All  taxes  shall  be  uniform  upon 
the  same  class  of  subjects  within  the  terri- 
torial limits  of  the  authority  levying  the  tax, 
and  shall  be  levied  and  collected  imder  gen- 
eral laws,  which  shall  prescribe  such  r^^ila- 
tions  as  shall  secure  a  Just  valuation  for  tax- 
ation of  all  property,  real  and  personal: 
provided,  that  the  legislature  may  allow 
such  exemptions  from  taxation  from  time 
to  time  as  shall  seem  necessary  and  just, 
and  all  existing  exemptions  provided  by  fhb 
laws  of  the  territory  shaU  continue  untU 
changed  by  the  legislature  of  the  state:  pro- 
vided, further,  that  duplicate  taxation  of 
property  for  the  same  purpose  during  the 
same  year  \a  hereby  prohibited. 

Sec.   6.  The  legislature   shall  not  impose 
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tax«s  for  the  purpose  of  any  county,  city, 
town,  or  other  municipal  corporation,  but 
may  liy  law  invest  in  the  corporate  authori- 
ties thereof,  respectively,  the  power  to  as- 
sess and  collect  taxes  for  all  purposes  ot 
such  corporation. 

Sec.  7.  All  taxes  levied  for  state  purposes 
shall  be  paid  Into  the  state  treasury,  and  no 
eotmty,  dty,  town,  or  other  municipal  cor- 
poration, the  Inhabitants  thereof,  nor  the 
property  therein,  shall  be  released  or  dis- 
charged from  their  or  its  proportionate 
share  of  taxes  to  be  levied  for  state  pur- 


Sea  8.  The  power  to  tax  corporations  or 
corporate  property,  both  real  and  personal, 
shall  never  be  relinquished  or  suspended, 
and  all  corporations  in  this  state,  or  doing 
ho^ness  therein,  shall  be  subject  to  taxa- 
tion for  state,  county,  school,  municipal,  and 
other  purposes,  on  real  and  personal  proper- 
ty owned  or  used  b;  them,  and  not  by  this 
ooostitutlon  exempted  from  taxation  within 
the  territorial  limita  of  the  authority  levy- 
big  the  tax. 

Sec  9.  The  rate  of  taxation  of  real  and 
personal  property  for  state  purposes  sliall 
never  exceed  ten  (10)  mills  <m  each  dollar  of 
assessed  valuation;  and,  if  the  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  state  shall  amount  to  fifty  mil- 
tton  (50,000,000)  dollars,  the  rate  shall  not 
exceed  five  (5)  mills  on  each  dollar  of  valua- 
tion; and,  whenever  the  taxable  property 
In  the  state  shall  amount  to  one  hundred 
mmion  (100,000,000)  dollars,  the  rate  shall 
not  exceed  three  (3)  mills  on  each  dollar  of 
valnation;  and,  whenever  the  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  state  shall  amount  to  three  hun- 
dred million  (300.000,000)  dollars,  the  rate 
shall  never  thereafter  exceed  one  and  one- 
lialf  (1^  miUa  on  each  dollar  of  valuation, 
QDless  a  proposition  to  increase  such  rate, 
ipedfylng  the  rate  proposed,  and  the  time 
dnrittg  which  the  same  shall  be  levied,  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  people  at  a  gen- 
eral election,  and  shall  have  received  a  ma- 
iority  ot  all  the  votes  cast  for  and  against 
ft  at  soch  election. 

Bee  10.  The  making  of  profit,  directly  or 
Indirectly,  out  of  slate,  county,  city,  town, 
township,  or  school  district  money,  or  using 
tbe  same  for  any  purpose  not  authorized 
by   law,    by    any    public   oflicer,   shall   be 


deemed  a  felony,  and  shall  be  punished  as 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  11.  No  appropriation  shall  be  made, 
nor  any  expenditure  authorized,  by  the  leg- 
islature, whereby  the  expenditure  of  the 
state  during  any  fiscal  year  shall  exceed  the 
total  tax  then  provided  for  by  law,  and  ap- 
plicable to  such  appropriation  or  expendi- 
ture, unless  the  legislature  making  such  ap- 
propriation shall  provide  for  levying  a  suffi- 
cient tax,  not  exceeding  the  rates  allowed 
In  section  nine  (9)*  of  this  article,  to  pay  such 
appropriation  or  expenditure  within  such  fis- 
cal year.  This  provision  shall  not  apply  to 
appropriations  or  expenditures  to  suppress 
Insurrection,  defend  the  state,  or  assist  In 
defending  the  United  States  in  time  of  war. 

Sec.  12.  There  shall  be  a  state  board  of 
equalization,  consisting  of  the  governor,  sec- 
retary of  state,  attorney  general,  state  audi- 
tor, and  state  treasurer,  whose  duties  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law.  The  board  of  county 
commissioners  for  the  several  counties  of 
the  state  shall  constlthte  boards  of  equali- 
zation for  their  respective  counties,  whose 
duty  It  shall  be  to  equalize  the  valuation  of 
the  taxable  property  in  the  county,  under 
such  roles  and  regulations  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec.  13.  No  money  shall  be  dravni  from 
the  treasury  but  In  pursuance  of  appropria- 
tions made  by  law. 

Sec.  14.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from 
the  county  treasuries  except  upon  the  war- 
rant of  a  duly-autbcrized  officer,  in  such 
manner  and  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  legislature. 

Sec.  15.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by 
law  such  a  system  of  county  finance  as 
shall  cause  the  business  of  the  several  coun^ 
ties  to  be  conducted  on  a  cash  basis.  It 
shall  also  provide  tbat  whenever  any  coun- 
ty shall  have  any  warrants  outstanding  and 
unpaid,  for  the  payment  of  which  there  are 
no  funds  in  the  county  treasury,  the  county 
commissioners.  In  addition  to  other  taxes 
provided  by  law,  shall  levy  a  special  tax, 
not  to  exceed  ten  (10)  mills  on  the  dollar, 
of  taxable  property,  as  shown  by  the  last 
preceding  assessment,  for  the  creation  of  a 
special  fund  for  the  redemption  of  said 
warrants;  and,  after  the  levy  of  such  spe- 
cial tax,  all  warrants  Issued  before  such  levy 
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Bha^^be  paid  exclusively  out  of  said  fund. 
All  moneys  In  the  county  treasury  at  the 
end  of  each  fiscal  year  not  needed  for  cur- 
rent expenses  shall  be  transferred  to  said 
redempti<Mi  fund. 

Sec.  16.  The  legislature  rtiall  pass  all  laws 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
article. 

ARTICLE     VIII. 

PUBLIC  mTDBBTEDNKSS  A3XD  SUBSIDIES. 

Section  1.  The  legislature  shall  not  in  any 
manner  create  any  debt  or  debts,  liability  or 
liabilities,  which  shall  singly  or  in  the  aggi*e- 
gate,  exclusive  of  the  debt  of  the  territory 
at  the  date  of  its  admission  as  a  state,  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  one  and  one-half  per  centum 
upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  state,  except  in  case  of  war,  to 
repel  an  invasion  or  suppress  insurrection, 
unless  the  same  shall  be  authorized  by  law 
for  some  single  object  or  work  to  be  dis- 
tincUy  specified  therein,  which  law  shall 
provide  ways  and  means,  exclusive  of  loans, 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  such 
debt  or  liability,  as  it  falls  due;  and  also 
for  the  payment  and  discharge  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  such  debt  or  liability,  within  twenty 
years  of  the  time  of  the  contracting  thereof, 
and  shall  be  irrepealable  until  the  principal 
and  interest  thereon  shall  oe  paid  and  dis- 
charged; but  no  such  law  shall  take  effect 
until  at  a  general  election  it  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  the  people,  and  shall  have  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  for 
and  against  it  at  such  election;  and  all  mon- 
eys raised  by  the  authority  of  such  law  shall 
be  applied  only  to  the  specified  object  there- 
in stated,  or  to  the  payment  of  the  debt 
thereby  created,  and  such  law  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each 
coimty,  or  city  and  county,  if  one  be  pub- 
lished therein,  throughout  the  state,  for 
three  months  next  preceding  the  election  at 
which  it  is  submitted  to  the  iieoplo.  The 
legislature  may,  at  any  time  after  the  ap- 
proval of  such  law  by  the  people,  if  no 
debt  shall  have  been  contracted  in  pursu- 
ance thereof,  repeal  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  credit  of  the  state  shall  not 
in  any  manner  be  given,  or  loaned  to,  or  in 
aid  of,  any  individual,  association,  munici- 
pality, or  corporation;  nor  shall  the  state, 


directiy  or  indirectly,  become  a  ttockbolder 
in  any  association  or  corporation. 

Sec.  3.  No  county,  dty,  town,  township, 
board  of  education,  or  school  district,  or 
other  subdivision  of  the  state,  shall  incur 
any  indebtedness,  or  liability  in  any  manner, 
or  for  any  purpose,  exceeding  in  that  year 
the  income  and  revenue  provided  for  it  for 
such  year,  without  the  assent  of  two-thirds 
of  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  voting  at 
an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose, 
nor  unless,  before  or  at  the  time  of  incurring 
such  indebtedness,  provision  shall  be  made 
for  the  coUection  of  an  annual  tax  sulti- 
cient  to  pay  the  interest  on  such  indebt- 
edness as  it  falls  due,  and  also  to  consti- 
tute a  sinking  fund  for  the  paj-ment  of  the 
principal  thereof,  within  twenty  years  from 
the  time  of  contracting  the  same.  Any  in- 
debtedness or  liability  incurred  contrary  to 
this  provision  shall  be  void:  provided,  that 
this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply 
to  the  ordinary  and  necessary  expenses  au- 
thorized by  the  general  laws  of  the  state. 

Sec.  4.  No  county,  city,  town,  township, 
board  of  education,  or  school  district,  or 
other  subdivision,  shall  lend  or  pledge  the 
credit  or  faith  thereof,  directly  or  indirect- 
ly, in  any  manner,  to,  or  in  aid  of,  any  indi- 
vidual, association,  or  corporation,  for  any 
amount  or  for  any  purpose  whatever,  or  be- 
come responsible  for  any  debt,  contract,  or 
liability  of  any  individual,  association,  or 
coriK)ration  in  or  out  of  this  state. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

EDUCATION  AND  SCHOOL  LANDS. 

Section  1.  The  stability  of  a  republican 
form  of  government  depending  mainly  ui>- 
on  the  intelligence  of  the  people,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  legislature  of  Idaho  to 
establish  and  maintain  a  general,  uniform^ 
and  thorough  system  of  public,  free  common 
schools. 

Sec.  2.  The  general  supervision  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  the  state  shall  be  vested  in  a 
board  of  education,  whose  powers  and  duties 
sliall  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction,  the  secretary 
of  state,  and  attorney  general  shall  consti* 
tute  the  board,  of  \i'hich  the  superintendent 
of  public  instioiction  shall  be  president. 
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Sec  3.  The  public  mdiool  fund  of  the  state 
iiiall  forever  remain  Inviolate  and  intact 
Tbe  interest  thereon  only  ahall  be  expended 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  of  the 
state,  and  shall  be  distributed  among  the 
sereral  counties  and  school  districts  of  the 
stnte  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed 
bj  law.  No  part  of  this  fond,  principal  or 
interest,  aiuill  ever  be  transferred  to  any 
other  fond,  or  used  or  appropriated  except 
as  herein  provided.  The  state  treasurer 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  this  fund,  and  the 
same  adhall  be  securely  and  profitably  in- 
vested as  may  be  by  law  directed.  The 
state  siudl  supply  all  losses  thereof  that 
may  In  any  manner  occur. 

Sec  4.  The  public  school  fund  of  the  state 
flhall  conflist  of  the  proceeds  of  such  lands 
as  have  heretofore  been  granted,  or  may 
hereafter  be  granted,  to  the  state  bytiie  gen- 
enl  govemm^it,  known  as  ''school  lands," 
and  those  granted,  in  lieu  of  such;  lands  ac- 
qnired  by  gift  or  grant  from  any  person  or 
oorp<»atlon,  under  an/  law  or  grant  of  the 
general  government;  and  of  aU  other 
giants  of  land  or  money  made  to  the  state 
fkom  the  general  government  for  general 
educational  purposes,  or  where  no  other  spe- 
dsl  pnipose  is  indicated  in  such  grant;  all 
estates  or  distributive  shares  of  estates  that 
may  escheat  to  the  state;  aii  unclaimed 
Aares  and  dividends  of  any  corporation  in- 
eoipoiated  under  !he  laws  of  the  state;  and 
an  other  grants,  gixts,  devises,  or  bequests 
to  the  state  for  general  educational 


Sec.  6.  Nether  the  legislature,  nor  any 
eoonty,  dty,  town,  township,  school  district, 
or  other  public  corporation,  flhall  ever  make 
any  appropriation,  or  pay  from  any  public. 
fond  or  moneys  whatever,  anything  in  aid 
of  any  church  or  sectarian  or  religious  so- 
dety,  or  for  any  sectarian  or  religious  pur- 
pose^ or  to  help  support  or  sustain  any 
school,  academy,  seminary,  college,  universi- 
ty, or  other  literary  or  sdentiflc  institution, 
eoQtroIled  by  any  church  or  sectarian  or  re- 
flslons  denomination  whatsoever;  nor  shall 
ai^  grant  or  donation  of  land,  money,  or 
other  personal  property,  ever  be  made  by 
the  gtAte,  or  any  such  public  corporation,  to 
any  ehut^  or  Xor  any  sectarian  or  religious 
purpose. 


Sec.  6.  No  religious  test  or  qualification 
shall  ever  be  required  of  any  person  a&  a 
condition  of  admission  into  any  public  mur 
cational  institution  of  the  state,  either  as 
teacher  or  student;  and  no  teacher  or  stu- 
dent of  any  such  institution  shall  ever  be 
required  to  attend  or  participate  in  any  re- 
ligious service  whatever.  No  sectarian  or 
religious  tenets  or  doctrines  shall  ever  be 
taught  in  the  public  schools,  nor  shall  any 
distinction  or  classification  of  pupils  be  made 
on  account  of  race  or  color.  No  books,  pa- 
pers, tracts,  or  documents  of  a  political^ 
sectarian,  or  denominational  character  shall 
be  used  or  introduced  in  any  schools  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  this  article,, 
nor  shall  any  teacher  or  any  district  re- 
ceive any  of  the  public  school  moneys  In 
which  the  schools  have  not  been  taught  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  arti- 
cle. 

Sec  7.  The  governor,  superintendent  of 
public  Instruction,  secretary  of  state,  and 
attorney  general  shall  constitute  the  state 
board  of  land  commissioners,  who  shall  have 
the  direction,  control,  and  disposition  of  the 
public  lands  of  the  state,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state 
board  of  land  commissioners  to  provide  for 
the  location,  protection,  sale,  or  rental  of 
all  the  lands  heretofore,  or  which  may  here^ 
after  be,  granted  to  the  state  by  the  gener- 
al government,  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  will  secure  the  maximum  possible 
amount  therefor:  provided,  that  no  school 
lands  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  ten  (10) 
dollars  per  acre.  No  law  shall  ever  be 
passed  by  the  legislature  granting  any  priv- 
ileges to  persons  who  may  have  settled  up- 
on any  such  public  lands,  subsequent  to  the 
survey  thereof  by  the  general  government, 
by  which  the  amount  to  be  derived  by  the 
sale  or  other  disposition  of  such  lands  shall 
be  diminished,  directly  or  indirectly.  The 
legislature  shall,  at  the  earliest  practicable 
period,  provide  by  law  that  the  general 
grants  of  land  made  by  congress  to  the  state 
shall  be  Judiciously  located  and  carefully 
preserved  and  held  In  trust,  subject  to  dls^ 
posal  at  public  auction  for  the  use  and  bene- 
fit of  the  respective  objects  for  which  said 
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grants  of  land  were  made;  and  the  legisla- 
ture shall  provide  for  the  sale  of  said  lands 
from  time  to  time,  and  for  the  sale  of  tim- 
ber on  all  state  lands,  and  for  the  faithful 
application  of  the  proceeds  thereof  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  said  grants:  pro- 
vided, that  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  sec- 
tions of  school  lands  shall  be  sold  in  any  one 
J  ear,  and  to  be  sold  in  subdivisions  of  not 
to  exceed  one  himdred  and  sixl^-  (IGO)  acres 
to  any  one  individual,  company,  or  corpora- 
tion. 

Sec.  9.  The  leginlature  may  require  by 
law  that  every  child  of  suOlcient  mental 
and  physical  ability  shall  attend  the  public 
school,  throughout  the  period  between  the 
ages  of  six  and  ^ghteen  yeai's,  for  a  time 
equivalent  to  three  years,  unless  educated 
by  other  means. 

Sec.  10.  The  location  of  the  University 
of  Idaho,  as  established  by  existing  laws, 
is  hereby  confirmed.  All  the  rights,  im- 
munities, franchises,  and  endowments  here- 
tofore granted  thereto  by  the  territory  of 
laaho  are  hereby  perpetuated  unto  the 
said  university.  The  regents  have  the  gen- 
eral supervision  of  the  university  and  the 
control  and  direction  of  all  the  funds  of, 
and  appropriations  to,  the  university,  un- 
der such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law.  No  university  lands  shall  be  sold 
for  less  than  ten  dollars  per  acne,  and 
In  subdivi£dons  not  to  exceed  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres,  to  any  one  person,  com- 
pany, or  corporation. 

Sec.  11.  The  permanent  educational  funds, 
other  than  funds  arising  from  the  disposi- 
tion of  univeraity  lands  belonging  to  the 
state,  shall  be  loaned  on  first  mortgage  on 
improved  farm  lands  within  the  state,  or 
on  state  or  United  States  bonds,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  legislature  may  provide: 
provided,  that  no  loan  shall  be  made  of  any 
amount  of  money  exceeding  one-third  of  the 
market  value  of  the  lands  at  the  time  of 
the  loan,  exclusive  ot  buildings. 

ARTICLE    X. 

PUBLIC  INSTITUTIOKa 

Section  1.  Educational,  reformatory,  and 
penal  institutions,  and  those  for  the  benefit 
of  the  insane,  blind,  deaf,  and  dumb,  and 


such  other  institutions  as  the  public  good 
may  require,  shall  be  established  and  sup- 
ported by  the  state  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  seat  of  government  of  the 
state  of  Idaho  shall  be  located  at  Boise  City 
for  twenty  years  from  the  admission  of  the 
state,  after  which  time  the  legislature  may 
provide  for  its  relocation,  by  submitting  the 
question  to  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  the 
state  at  some  general  election. 

Sec.  3.  The  legislature  may  submit  the 
question  of  the  location  of  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment to  the  qualified  votei*s  of  the  state 
at  the  geneml  election  then  next  ensuing, 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  upon  said 
question  cast  at  said  election  fftiall  be  neces- 
sary to  determine  the  location  thereof.  Said 
legislature  shall  also  provide  that,  in  case 
there  shall  be  no  choice  of  location  at  safd 
election,  the  question  of  choice  between  the 
two  places  for  which  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  have  been  cast  shall  be  submitted 
in  like  manner  to  tfie  qualified  electors  of 
the  state  at  the  next  general  election. 

Sec.  4.  All  property  and  institutions  of 
the  territory  shall,  upon  adoption  of  the  con- 
stitution, become  the  property  and  institih 
tions  of  the  state  of  Idaho. 

Sec.  5.  The  governor,  secretary  of  state, 
and  attorney  general  shall  constitute  a 
board,  to  be  known  as  the  "State  Prison 
Commissioners,"  and  shall  have  the  control, 
direction,  and  management  of  the  peniten- 
tiaries of  the  state.  The  governor  shall  be 
chairman,  and  the  board  shall  appoint  a 
warden,  who  may  bo  removed  at  pleasure. 
The  warden  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
his  subordinates,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  said  board. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  three  directors  of  the  asylum  for 
the  insane,  who  shall  be  confirmed  by  the 
senate.  They  shall  have  the  control,  direc- 
tion, and  management  of  the  said  asylums, 
under  such  regulations  as  the  legislature 
shall  provide,  and  hold  their  oflices  for  a 
period  of  two  years.  The  directors  shall 
have  the  appointment  of  the  medical  supers 
intendent,  who  shall  appoint  the  assistants 
with  the  approval  of  the  directors. 

Sec.  7.  The  legislature,  for  sanitary  rea- 
sons, may  cause  the  removal  to  more  suita- 
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hie  localities  of  any  of  the  institatlons  men- 
tkNied  in  section  one  of  this  article. 

ARTICLE    XI. 

OOBFORATIOH8,  PUBIiIC  AND  PBI7ATB. 

Section  1.  An  exJHting  charters  or  grants 
of  special  or  exclusive  privileges,  tinder 
^rlii<^  the  corporatorr.  or  grantees  shall  not 
baTe  organized  or  commenced  husineas  in 
9ood  faith  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution,  shall  thereafter  have  no 
▼alSdity. 

Sec.  2.  No  cliarter  of  incorporation  shall 
te  grantedy  extended,  changed,  or  amended 
b7  special  law,  except  for  such  municipal, 
diaritable*  educational,  penal,  or  reforma- 
tocj  coiiiorations  as  are  or  may  be  under  the 
oontrot  of  the  state;  but  the  legislature  shall 
piovide  by  general  law  for  the  organhsa- 
tion  of  corporations  hereafter  to  be  created: 
prorided,  that  any  such  general  law  ehall 
he  subject  to  future  repeal  or  alteration  by 


Sec  3.  The  legislature  may  provide  by  law 
for  altering,  revoking,  or  annulling  any  char- 
ter of  incorporation  existing  and  revocable 
at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  consti- 
tution, in  such  manner,  however,  that  no  in- 
jostioe  siiall  be  done  to  the  corporators. 

Sec.  4.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by 
law  thatU  in  all  elections  for  directors  or 
managers  of  incorporated  companies,  every 
•tockholder  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  in 
pemn  or  by  proxy,  for  the  number  of 
riiares  of  stodc  owned  by  him,  for  as  many 
persons  as  there  are  directors  or  managers 
to  be  elected,  or  to  cumulate  said  shares, 
and  give  one  candidate  as  many  votes  as 
the  nnmber  of  directors  multiplied  by  the 
nornber  of  his  shares  of  stock  shall  equal, 
or  to  distribute  them  on  the  same  principle 
among  sm  many  candidates  as  he  shall  thlnlL 
HU  and  socfa  directors  shall  not  be  elected 
in  any  other  manner. 

Sec.  5.  All  railronds  sliall  i>e  public  high- 
ways, and  all  railroad,  transportation,  and 
expresB  companies  shall  be  common  carriers, 
and  subject  to  legislative  control,  and  the 
lei^siature  shall  have  powiir  to  regulate 
and  control  by  law  the  rates  of  charges  for 
tbe  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight 
If  such  companies  or  other  common  car- 
lien  from  one  point  to  anotlier  in  the  state. 
Any  association  or  corporation  organized  for 


the  purpose  shall  have  the  right  to  con- 
struct and  operate  a  railroad  between  any 
designated  points  within  this  state,  and  to 
connect  within  or  at  the  state  line  with  rail- 
roads of  other  states  and  territories.  Every 
railroad  company  shall  have  the  right,  with 
its  road,  to  intersect,  connect  with,  or  cross 
any  other  railroad,  under  such  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  upon  mak- 
ing due  compensation. 

Sec  6.  All  individuals,  associations,  and 
corporations  similarly  situated  shall  have 
equal  rights  to  have  persons  or  property 
transported  on  and  over  any  railroad,  trans- 
portation, or  express  route  in  this  state,  ex- 
cept that  preference  may  be  given  to  perish- 
able property.  No  undue  or  unreasonable 
discrimination  shaU  he  made  in  charges  or 
facilities  for  transportation  of  freight  or 
passengers  of  the  same  class  by  any  railroad 
or  transportatl(Hi  or  express  company  be- 
tween persons  or  places  within  the  state; 
but  excursion  or  commutation  tickets  may 
be  issued  and  sold  at  special  rates,  provided 
stich  rates  are  the  same  to  all  persons.  No 
railroad  or  transportation  or  express  com- 
pany shall  be  allowed  to  charge,  collect,  or 
receive,  under  penalties  which  the  legislature 
shall  prescribe,  any  greater  charge  or  toll 
for  the  transportation  of  freight  or  passen- 
gers, to  any  place  oi-  station  upon  Its  route 
or  line,  than  it  charges  for  th«>  transporta- 
tion of  the  same  class  of  freight  or  passen- 
gers to  any  more  distant  place  or  station  up- 
on its  route  or  lin^  within  this  state.  No 
railroad,  express,  or  transportation  company, 
nor  any  lessee,  manager,  or  other  employe 
thereof,  sliall  £^ve  any  preference  to  any  in- 
dividual, association,  or  corporation,  in  fur^ 
nishing  cars  or  motive  power,  or  for  the 
transportation  of  money  or  other  express 
matter. 

Sec.  7.  No  corporation,  other  than  munici- 
pal cori>orations  in  existence  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  shall 
have  the  benefit  of  any  future  legiislation 
without  first  filing  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  state  an  acceptance  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  constitution  in  binding  form. 

Sec.  8.  The  right  of  eminent  domain  shall 
never  be  abridged,  or  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  the  legislature  from  taking  the  prop- 
erty and  franchise  of  incorporated  compa- 
nies, and  subjecting  them  to  public  use,  the 
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same  as  property  of  individuals;  and  the 
police  powers  of  the  state  shall  never  be 
abridged  or  so  construed  as  to  permit  corpo- 
rations to  conduct  their  business  in  such 
manner  as  to  infringe  the  equal  rights  of 
individuals,  or  the  general  well-being  of  the 
state. 

Sec.  9.  No  corporation  shall  issue  stocks 
or  bonds  except  for  labor  done,  services  per- 
formed, or  money  or  property  actually  re- 
ceived; and  all  llctitious  increase  of  stock 
or  indebtedness  shall  be  void.  The  stock 
of  corporations  sliall  not  be  incretised  ex- 
cept in  pursuance  of  general  law,  nor  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  persons  holding  a 
majority  of  the  stock,  first  obtained  at  a 
meeting,  held  after  at  least  thirty  days'  no- 
tice given  in  pursuance  of  law. 

Sec.  10.  No  foreign  corporation  shall  do 
any  business  in  this  state  without  having 
one  or  more  known  places  of  business,  and 
an  authorized  ageui  or  agents  in  the  same, 
upon  whom  process  may  be  served,  and  no 
company  or  corporation  formed  under  the 
laws  of  any  other  country,  .state,  or  territory 
Hhall  have  or  be  allowed  to  exercise  or  en- 
Joy  within  this  stato  any  greater  rights  or 
privileges  than  thoso  possessed  or  enjoyed 
by  corporations  of  tnc  same  or  similar  char- 
acter created  under  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  11.  No  street  or  other  railroad  shall 
be  constructed  within  any  dty,  town,  or 
incorporated  villag'3  without  the  consent  of 
the  local  authorities  having  tbe  control  of 
the  street  or  highway  proposed  to  be  occu- 
pied by  such  street  or  other  railroad. 

Sec.  12.  The  legislature  shall  pass  no  law 
for  the  benefit  of  a  railroad  or  other  corpo» 
ration  or  any  Individual  or  association  of  in- 
dividuals retroactive  in  its  operation,  or 
which  imposes  on  the  people  of  any  county 
or  municipal  subdivision  of  the  state  a  new 
liability  in  respect  to  transactions  or  con- 
siderations already  past. 

Sec.  13.  Any  association  or  corporation,  or 
the  lessees  or  managers  thereof,  organized 
for  the  purpose,  or  any  individual,  shall 
have  the  right  to  construct  and  maintain 
linos  of  telegraph  or  telephone  witliln  this 
state,  and  connect  the  same  with  other  lines; 
and  the  legislature  shall,  by  general  law  of 
uniform  operation,  provide  reasonable  regu- 
lations to  give  full  effect  to  this  section. 

Sec.  14.  If  any  railroad,  telegraph,  express. 


or  other  corporation  organised  under  any 
of  the  laws  of  this  state  sliall  consoUdatep 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  with  any  railroad,  tele- 
graph, express,  or  other  corporation  organ- 
ized under  any  of  the  laws  of  any  other 
state  or  territory,  or  oi  the  United  States,  the 
same  shall  not  thereby  become  a  foreign 
corporation,  but  the  courts  of  this  state  sliall 
retain  Jurisdiction  o%'er  that  part  of  the  cor- 
porate property  within  the  limits  of  the 
state  in  all  matters  that  may  arise,  as  if 
said  consolidation  had  not  taken  place* 

Sec.  15.  The  legislature  shall  not  pass  any 
law  permitting  the  leasing  or  alienation  of 
any  franchise  so  as  to  release  or  relieve  the 
franchise  or  property*  held  thereunder  from 
any  ot  the  liabilities  of  the  lessor  or  grantor, 
or  lessee  or  grantee,  contracted  or  incurred 
in  the  operation,  use,  or  enjoyment  of  such 
franchise,  or  any  of  its  privileges. 

Sec.  16.  The  term  "corporation,"  as  used 
in  this  article,  shall  be  held  and  construed 
to  include  all  associations  and  J<^t-stock 
companies  having  or  exercising  any  of  the 
powers  or  privileges  of  corporations  not  pos- 
Hessed  by  individuals  or  partnerships. 

Sec.  17.  Dues  from  private  corporations 
shall  be  secured  by  such  means  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law,  but  in  no  case  shall  any 
stockholder  be  individually  liable  in  any 
amount  over  or  above  the  amount  of  stock 
owned  by  him. 

Sec.  18.  That  no  incorporated  company,  or 
any  association  of  persons  or  stock  com- 
pany, in  the  state  of  Idaho,  shall  directly  or 
indirectly  combine  or  make  any  contract 
with  any  other  incorporated  company,  for- 
eign or  domestic,  through  their  stockhold- 
ers, or  the  trustees  or  assignees  of  such 
stockholders,  or  in  any  manner  whatsoever, 
for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  price  or  regn- 
lating  the  production  of  any  article  of  com- 
merce or  of  produce  of  the  soil,  or  of  con- 
sumption by  the  people;  and  that  the  legis- 
lature be  required  to  pass  laws  for  the  en- 
forcement thereof,  by  adequate  penalties,  to 
the  extent,  if  necessary  for  that  purpose,  of 
the  forfeiture  of  tneir  property  and  fran- 
chise. 

ARTICLE    XII. 

CORPORATIONS— MUNICIPAL. 

Section  1.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by 
general  laws  for  the  incorporation,  organi-

towns.  In  proportioa  tc  the  popalation,  which 
laws  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  repealed 
17  the  ceneral  hiwa.    Qties  and  towns  here- 
tofore Incorporatefl  may  become  organized 
vnder  mch  general  laws  whenever  a  ma- 
jority of  the  electors  at  a  general  election 
riudl    80    determine,    nnder   siich   provision 
dierefor  as  may  be  made  by  the  legislature. 
S$ec   2.  Any   county   or  incorporated   city 
or  town  may  mako  and  enforce,  within  its 
limits,  all  such  local,  police,  sanitary,  and 
other  regolattons  as  are  not  in  conflict  with 
its  dliarter  or  with  tho  general  laws. 

SSec  3.  The  state  shall  never  assume  the 
debts  of  any  county,  town,  or  other  munici- 
pal corporation  unless  such  debts  shall  have 
been  created  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  in- 
sotrectlcHif  or  defend  the  state  in  war. 

Sec  4.  No  county,  town,  dty,  or  other 
municipal  corporation,  by  vote  of  its  dti- 
sens  or  otherwise,  strall  ever  l)ecome  a  stock- 
holder In  any  Joint-stocfc  company,  corpo- 
ration, or  association  whatever,  or  raise 
money  for,  or  make  donation  or  loan  its 
credit  to,  or  in  aid  of,  any  such  company  or 
association:  provided,  that  cities  and  towns 
msy  contract  indebtedness  for  school,  water, 
nnitaiy,  and  illuminating  purposes:  pro- 
vided, that  any  dty  or  town  contracting 
SMh  Indebtedness  shall  own  its  just  pro- 
portion of  the  property  thus  created,  and 
recdve  from  any  income  arising  therefrom 
Its  proportion  to  the  whole  amount  so  in- 
vested. 

ARTICLE    Xin. 

IMMIGRATIOH  ▲KD  LABOB. 

Section  1.  There  sball  be  established  a  bu- 
rean  of  immigration,  labor,  and  statistics, 
which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  com- 
misBioner  of  immigration,  labor,  and  statis- 
tlcB,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
bj  and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate.  The 
commlstdoner  shall  hold  his  office  for  two 
years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have 
been  appointed  and  qualified,  unless  sooner 
removed.  The  commissioner  nhnll  collect  in- 
formation upon  the  subject  of  labor,  its  re- 
lation to  capital,  the  hours  of  labor,  and 
the  earnings  of  laboring  men  and  women, 
and  the  means  of  promoting  their  material, 
sodal.  Intellectual,  and  moral  prosperity. 
The  eommlsaloner   sball   annually    make   a 


report  in  writing  to  the  governor  of  the 
state  of  the  information  collected  and  col- 
lated by  him,  and  containing  such  recom- 
mendations as  he  may  deem  calculated  to 
promote  the  effidency  of  the  bureau. 

Sec.  2.  Not  more  than  eight  (S)  hours'  ac- 
tual work  shall  constitute  a  lawful  day's 
work  on  aU  state  and  munidpal  works. 

Sec.  3.  All  labor  of  convicts  confined  in  the 
state's  prison  shall  be  done  within  the  prison 
grounds,  except  where  the  work  is  done  on 
public  works,  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
state. 

Sec.  4.  The  employment  of  children  un- 
der the  a^  of  fourteen  (14)  years  in  under- 
ground mines  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  5.  No  person,  not  a  dtizen  of  the 
United  States,  or  who  has  not  declared  his 
intention  to  become  such,  shall  be  employed 
upon,  or  in  connection  with,  any  state  or 
municipal  worlu. 

Sec.  6.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by 
proper  legislation  for  giving  to  mechanics, 
laborers,  and'  material  men  an  adequate  lien 
on  the  subject-matter  of  their  labor. 

Sec.  7.  The  legislature  may  establish 
boards  of  arbltra^tion,  whose  duty  It  shall 
be  to  hear  and  determine  all  differences  and 
controversies  between  laborers  and  their  em- 
ployera  which  may  be  submitted  to  them 
in  writing  by  all  the  parties.  Such  boards 
of  arbitration  shall  possess  all  the  powera 
and  authority,  in  respect  to  administering 
oaths,  subpoenaing  witnesses,  and  compel- 
ling their  attendance,  preserving  order  dur- 
ing the  sittings  of  the  board,  punishing  for 
contempt,  and  requiring  the  production  of 
papers  and  writings,  and  all  other  powera 
and  privileges  in  their  nature  applicable, 
conferred  by  law  on  Justices  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  8.  The  commissioner  of  immigration, 
labor,  and  statistics  shall  perform  such  du- 
ties and  receive  sucL  compensation  as  may 
k>e  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE    XIV. 

MILITIA. 

Section  1.  All  able-bodied  male  peraons, 
residents  of  this  state,  between  the  ages  of 
eighteen  and  forty-live  yeai-s,  sliall  be  en- 
rolled in  the  militia,  and  perfor)u  such  mili- 
tary duty  as  may  t>e  required  by  law;  but 
no  peraon  liaving  conscientious  scruples 
against  bearing  iirmH  shall  be  compelled  to 
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perfoirm  such  duty  In  time  of  peace.  Every 
person  daiminj^  such  exemption  from  service 
shall,  in  lieu  thereof,  pay  into  the  school 
fund  of  the  county  of  wliich  he  may  be  a 
resident  an  equivalent  in  money,  the  amount 
and  manner  of  payment  to  be  fixed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by 
law  for  the  enrollment,  equipment,  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  militia,  to  conform  as  nearly 
as  practicable  to  the  regulations  for  the 
government  of  th3  armies  of  the  United 
States,  and  pass  suclt  laws  to  promote  vol- 
unteer organizations  as  may  afford  them 
effectual  encouragemont. 

Sec  3.  All  militia  officers  shall  be  com- 
missioned by  the  governor,  thr-  manner  of 
their  selection  to  be  provided  by  law,  and 
may  hold  their  commissions  for  such  period 
of  time  as  the  legislature  may  provide. 

Sec.  4.  All  military  records,  banners,  and 
relics  of  the  state,  except  when  in  lawful 
use,  fiball  be  presened  in  the  office  of  the 
adjutant  general  as  an  enduring  memorial 
of  the  patriotism  and  valor  of  the  soldiers 
of  Idaho;  and  it  sball  be  the  duty  of  the 
legislature  to  provide  by  law  for  the  safe- 
keeping of  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  AU  military  organisations  under 
the  laws  of  this  si  ate  shall  carry  no  other 
device,  banner,  or  flag  than  that  of  the 
United  States  or  the  state  of  Idaho. 

Sec.  6.  No  armed  police  force  or  detective 
agency  or  armed  body  of  men  shall  ever  be 
brought  into  tliis  state  for  the  suppression 
.of  domestic  vlolenc«?,  except  upon  the  ap- 
plication of  the  legislature,  or  the  executive 
when  the  legislature  cannot  be  convened. 

ARTICLE    XV. 

WATER  RIGHTS. 

Section  1.  The  use  of  all  waters  now  ap- 
propriated, or  that  may  hereafter  be  appro- 
priated, for  sale,  rental,  or  distribution,  also 
of  all  water  oilglnally  appropriated  for  pri- 
vate use.  but  wliich  after  such  appropriation 
has  heretofore  been,  or  may  hereafter  be, 
sold,  rented,  or  distributed,  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  a  public  use,  and  subject  to 
the  regulation  and  control  of  the  state  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  to  collect  rates  or  com- 
pensation for  the  use  of  water  supplied  to 
any  county,  dty,  or  town,  or  water  district, 
or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  is  a  franchise,  and 


cannot  be  exercised  except  by  authority  of 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  right  to  divert  and  appropri- 
ate  the  unappropriated  waterst  of  any  nat- 
ural  stream  to  beneiicial  uses  shall  never  be 
denied.  Priority  of  appropriation  shall  give 
the  better  right  as  between  those  using  the 
water;  but,  when  tlie  waters  of  any  natural 
stream  are  not  sutUcient  for  the  service  of 
all  those  desiring  the  use  of  the  same,  those 
using  the  water  for  domestic  purposes  shall 
(subject  to  such  limitations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law)  have  the  preference  over 
those  claiming  for  any  other  purpose;  and 
those  using  the  water  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses shall  have  preference  over  those  using 
the  same  for  manufacturing  purposes.  And 
in  any  organized  mining  district  those  using 
the  water  for  mining  purposes,  or  milling 
purposes  connected  with  mining,  shall  have 
preference  over  those  using  the  same  for 
manufacturing  or  agricultural  purposes.  But 
tne  usage  by  such  subsequent  approprlators 
shall  be  subject  to  such  provisions  of  law 
regulating  the  taking  of  private  property 
for  public  and  private  use,  as  referred  to  In 
section  fourteen  of  article  1  of  this  cimsUtu- 
tion. 

Sec  4.  Whenever  any  waters  have  been 
or  shall  be  appropriated  or  used  for  agri- 
cultural purposes,  under  a  sale,  rental,  or 
distribution  thereof,  such  sale,  rental,  <Mr 
distribution  shall  be  deemed  an  exclusive 
dedication  to  such  use;  and,  whenever  such 
waters  so  dedicated  shalT  have  once  been 
sold,  rented,  or  distributed  to  any  person 
who  has  settled  upon  or  improved  land  for 
agricultural  purposes  with  the  view  of  re- 
ceiving the  benefit  of  such  water  under  such 
dedication,  such  person,  his  heirs,  executors, 
administrators,  succc«sors,  or  assigns,  shall 
not  thereafter,  without  his  consent,  be  de- 
prived of  the  annual  use  of  tho  same,  when 
needed  for  domestic  purposes,  or  to  irrigate 
the  land  so  settled  upon  or  Improved,  upon 
payment  therefor,  and  compliance  with  such 
equitable  terms  and  conditions,  as  to  the 
quantity  used  and  Umes  of  use,  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  more  than  one  person 
has  settled  upon  or  Improved  land  with  the 
view  of  receiving  water  tor  agricultural  pur- 
poses, under  a  sale,  rental,  or  distribution 
thereof,  as  in  the  last  preceding  section  of 
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fliis  artMe  provided,  as  among  irach  persons 
priority  In  time  sliall  give  superiority  of 
rlglit  to  tlie  nse  of  such  water  in  the  numer- 
ical order  of  such  settlements  or  Improve- 
ments;  hat,  whenever  the  supply  of  such 
water  shall  not  he  snfBcieut  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  all  those  desiring  to  use  the  same, 
such  priority  of  right  shall  he  subject  to 
sndi  reasonahle  limitations  as  to  the  quanti- 
ty of  water  used  and  times  of  use  as  the 
Icglalatiire,  having  due  regard  both  to  such 
priority  of  right  and  the  necessities  of  those 
SQbseqaent  In  time  of  settlement  or  im- 
provement, may  by  law  prescribe. 

Sec  6L  The  legislature  shall  provide  by 
law  the  manner  in  whidi  reasonable  maxi- 
mum rates  may  be  established  to  be  charged 
fbr  the  use  of  water  sold,  rented,  or  dls- 
tiilNited  for  any  useful  or  benefldal  purpose. 

ARTICLE     XVL 

UVB  STOCK. 

Section  1.  The  legislature  shall  pass  all 
HU1MIJI  laws  to  provide  for  the  protec- 
tion of  live  stock  against  the  Introduction 
or  spread  of  pleuropneumonia,  glanders, 
fplenetk:  or  Texas  fever,  and  other  inf ec- 
tiooi  or  contagious  diseases.  The  legidaturc 
may  also  establish  a  system  of  quarantine 
or  Inspection,  and  such  other  regulations 
as  amy  he  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
stodt  owners,  and  most  conducive  to  the 
stock  Interests  within  this  state. 

ARTICLE    XVIL 

STATB  BOUHDARIB8. 

Sectkm  L  The  name  of  thi^  state  is  Idaho, 
snd  Its  boundaries  are  as  follows:    Begln- 
at  a  point  In  the  middle  channel  of  the 
river,  where  the  northern  boundary  of 
Oregon    Intersects    the   same;   then   follow 
down  the  channel  of  Snake  river  to  a  point 
opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Kooskooskia  or 
Ctearwater  river;    thence  due  north  to  the 
ftrtyHiinth  parallel  of  latitude;  thence  east 
along  that  parallel  to  the  thirty-ninth  de- 
gree   of    longitude    west    of    Wasiiington; 
thcDce  sooth  along  that  degree  of  longitude 
to  the  crest  of  the  Bitter  Root  mountains; 
chenoe   sontfaward   along   the   crest  of  the 
Bttter  Root   mountains  till  it^  intersection 
with  the   Rocky  mountains;  thence  south- 
ward akmg  the  crest  of  the  Rocky  moun- 
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tains  to  the  thirty-fourth  degree  of  longi- 
tude west  of  Washington;  thence  south 
along  that  degree  of  longitude  to  the  forty- 
second  degree  of  north  latitude;  thence 
west  along  that  parallel  to  tne  eastern  bound- 
ary of  the  state  of  Oregon;  thence  north 
along  .that  boundary  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning. 

ARTICLE    XVIIL 

C0T7NTT  OROANIZATIOK. 

Section  1.  The  several  counties  of  the  ter- 
ritory of  Idaho,  as  they  now  exist,  are  here- 
by recognized  as  legal  subdivisions  of  this 
state. 

Sec.  2.  No  county  seat  shall  be  removed 
imless  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  coimty,  and  unless 
two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
county,  voting  on  the  proposition  at  a  gen- 
eral election,  shall  vote  in  favor  of  such  re- 
moval. A  proposition  of  removal  of  the 
county  seat  shall  not  be  submitted  in  the 
same  county  more  than  once  in  six  years, 
except  as  provided  by  existing  laws.  No 
person  shall  vote  at  any  county-seat  election 
who  has  not  resided  in  the  country  six 
months,  and  in  the  precinct  ninety  days. 

Sec.  3.  No  county  shall  be  divided  unless 
a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
territory  proposed  to  be  cut  off,  voting  on 
the  proposition  at  a  general  election,  shall 
vote  in  favor  of  such  division:  provided, 
that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  crea- 
tion of  new  counties.  No  person  ehall  vote 
at  such  election  who  has  not  been  ninety* 
days  a  resident  of  the  territory  proposed  to 
be  annexed.  When  any  part  of  a  county 
is  stricken  off  and  attached  to  another  coun- 
ty, the  part  stricken  off  shall  be  held  to  pay 
its  ratable  proportion  of  all  then  existing 
liabilities  of  the  coimty  from  which  it  is 
taken. 

Sec.  4.  No  new  county  shall  be  established 
which  shall  reduce  any  county  to  an  area 
of  less  than  four  hundred  square  miles,  nor 
shall  a  new  county  be  formed  containing  an 
area  of  less  than  four  hundred  square  miles. 

Sec.  6.  The  legislature  shall  establish,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  a  system 
of  coimty  governments  whl(^  shall  be  uni- 
form throughout  the  state,  and,  by  general 
laws,  shall  provide  for  township  or  precinct 
organization. 
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Sec.  6.  The  legislature,  by  general  and 
uniform  laws,  shall  provide  tor  the  election 
biennially,  in  each  of  the  seyeral  counties  of 
the  state,  of  county  commissioners;  a  sher- 
iff; county  treasurer,  who  is  ex  oflicio  pub- 
lic administrator;  probate  judge,  who  is  ex 
officio  county  superintendent  of  public  In- 
struction; county  assessor,  who  is  ex  offi- 
cio tax  collector;  a  coroner;  and  a  survey- 
or. The  derlL  of  the  district  court  shall  be 
ex  officio  auditor  and  recorder.  No  other 
county  offices  shall  be  established,  but  the 
legislature,  by  general  and  uniform  laws, 
shall  provide  for  the  election  of  such  town- 
ship, precinct,  and  municipal  officers  as  pub- 
lic convenience  may  require,  and  shall  pre- 
scribe their  duties  and  fix  their  terms  of  of- 
fice. The  legislature  shall  provide  for  the 
strict  accountability  of  county,  township, 
precinct,  and  municipal  officers  for  all  fees 
which  may  be  collected  by  them,  and  for 
all  public  and  municipal  moneys  which  may 
be  paid  to  them,  or  officially  ccme  into  their 
possession.  The  county  commissioners  may 
employ  counsel  when  necessary.  The  sher^ 
iff,  auditor,  and  recorder,  and  clerk  of  the 
district  court  shall  be  empowered  by  the 
county  commissioners  to  appoint  such  depu- 
ties and  clerical  assistance  as  the  business  of 
their  offices  may  require;  said  deputies  and 
clerical  assistance  to  receive  such  compensa- 
tion as  may  be  fixed  by  the  county  commis- 
sioners. No  sheriff  oi  county  assessor  shall 
be  qualified  to  hold  the  term  of  office  im- 
mediately succeeding  the  term  for  which  he 
was  elected. 

Sec.  7.  The  officers  provided  by  section  stx 
<6)  of  this  article  shall  receive  annually,  as 
compensation  for  their  services,  as  follows: 
Sheriff,  no't  more  than  four  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  not  less  thac  one  thousand  dollars, 
together  with  such  mileage  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law;  clerk  of  the  district  court, 
who  is  ex  officio  auditor  and  recorder,  not 
more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  and  not 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars;  probate 
Judge,  who  is  ex  olllcio  county  superintend- 
ent of  public  instruction,  not  more  than 
two  thousand  dollars,  and  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars;  county  assessor,  who  is  ex 
officio  tax  collector,  not  more  than  three 
thousand  dollars,  and  not  less  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars;  coimty  treasurer,  who  is  ex 
officio  public  administrator,  not  more  than 


one  thousand  dollars,  and  not  less  than  three 
hundred  dollars;  coroner,  not  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars;  county  surveyor,  not 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars;  county 
commissioners,  such  per  diem  and  mileage 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law;  and  justloes 
ot  the  peace  and  constables  such  fees  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  The  compensation  provided  in  aeo- 
tion  seven  (7)  for  the  officers  therein  men- 
tioned shall  be  paid  by  fees  or  commissiona, 
or  both,  as  prescribed  by  law.  All  fees  and 
commissions  received  by  such  officers  in  ex- 
cess of  the  maximum  compensation  per  an- 
num provided  for  each  in  section  seven  (7) 
of  this  article  shall  be  paid  to  the  county 
treasurer  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  coun- 
ty. In  case  the  fees  received  in  any  one 
year  by  any  one  of  such  officers  shall  not 
amount  to  the  minimum  compensation  i>er 
annum  therein  provided,  he  shall  be  paid 
by  the  county  a  sum  sufficient  to  make  his 
aggregate  annual  compensation  equal  to 
such  minimum  compensation. 

Sec.  9.  The  neglect  or  refusal  of  any  offi- 
cer named  in  this  article  to  account  for  and 
pay  into  the  county  treasury  any  money  re- 
ceived as  fees  or  compensation  in  excess  of 
the  maximum  amount  allowed  to  such  offi- 
cer by  the  provisions  of  this  article,  within 
forty  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  same, 
shall  be  a  felony,  and  the  grade  of  the  crime 
shall  be  the  embeaszlement  of  public  moneys; 
and  be  punishable  as  provided  for  such  of- 
fense. 

Sec.  10.  The  board  of  county  commission- 
ers shall  consist  of  three  members,  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  two  years. 

Sec.  11.  County,  township,  and  precinct  of- 
ficers shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

APPORTIONMENT. 

Section  1.  Until  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  the  apportionment  of  the  two  houses 
of  the  legislature  shall  be  as  follows: 

Tne  first  senatorial  districts  shall  consist 
of  the  county  of  Shoshone,  and  shall  elect 
two  senators. 

The  second  sdiall  consist  of  the  counties  of 
Kootenai  and  I^atah,  and  shall  elect  one 
senator. 

The  third  shall  consist  of  the  counties  <tf 
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Nei  Perce  and   Idaho,   and  ahall  elect  one 
Koator. 

llie  foortli  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of 
Net  Perce  and  Latah,  and  sball  elect  one 
Koator. 

Hie  fifth  shall  consist  of  the  county  of 
latah,  and  shall  elect  <»ie  senator. 

Tlie  sixth  ahall  consist  of  the  county  of 
BoIk,  and  shall  «>lect  one  senator. 

The  serenth  ahall  consist  of  the  comity  of 
Goiter,  and  shall  elect  one  senator. 

The  eighth  shall  consist  of  the  county  of 
Lemhi,  and  shall  elect  one  senator. 

The  ninth  shall  consist  of  the  county  of 
liOgan,  and  shall  elect  one  senator. 

The  tenth  shall  consist  of  the  county  of 
Bfaigfaam,  and  shall  elect  one  senator. 

The  Serenth  shall  consist  of  the  coxmtles 
aC  Bear  Lake,  Oneida,  and  Bingham,  and 
riian  elect  one  senator. 

The  twelfth  shall  consist  of  the  counties 
sC  Owyhee  and  Cassia,  and  shall  elect  one 


The  thirteenth  shall  consist  of  the  county 
of  Ehnore,  and  shall  elect  one  senator. 

The  fonrteenth  shall  consist  of  the  county 
eC  Altnraa,  and  shall  elect  one  senator. 

The  fifteenth  shall  consist  of  the  county 
of  Ada,  and  shall  elect  two  senatora 

The  sixteenth  shall  consist  of  the  county 
of  Washington,  and  shaU  elect  one  senator. 

Sec  2.  The  several  counties  shall  elect  the 
following  members  of  the  house  of  repre-

ARTICLE  XX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1.  Any  amendment  or  amendments 
to  this  constitution  may  be  proposed  in  el- 
ther  branch  of  the  legislature,  and,  if  the 
same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  of  each  of  the  two  houses,  vot- 
ing separately,  such  proposed  amendment 
or  amendments  shall,  with  the  yeas  and 
nays  thereon,  be  entered  on  their  journals; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to 
submit  such  amendment  or  amendments  to 
the  electors  of  the  state  at  the  next  general 
election,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  pub- 
lished without  delay  for  at  least  six  con- 
secutive  weeks,  prior  to  said  election,  in 
not  less  than  one  newspaper  of  general  clr- 
culatidn  published  in  each  county;  and,  if 
a  majority  of  the  electors  shall  ratify  the 
same,  such  amendment  or  amendments  shall 
become  a  part  of  this  constitution. 

Sec.  2.  If  two  or  more  amendments  are  * 
proposed,  they  shall  be  submitted  in  such 
manner  that  the  electors  shall  vote  for  or 
against  each  of  them  separately. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  each  branch  of  the  legisla- 
ture shall  deem  it  necessary  to  call  a  con- 
vention to  revise  or  amend  this  constitution, 
they  shall  recommend  to  the  electors  to 
vote  at  the  next  general  election  for  or 
against  a  convention;  and,  tf  a  majority  of 
all  the  electors  voting  at  said  election  shall 
have  voted  for  a  convention,  the  legislature 
shall  at  the  next  session  provide  by  law 
for  calling  the  same;  and  such  convention 
shall  consist  of  a  number  of  members  not 
less  than  double  tho  number  of  the  most 
numerous  branch  of  the  legislature. 

Sec.  4.  Any  constitution  adopted  by  such 
convention  shall  have  no  validity  until  it 
has  been  submitted  to,  and  adopted  by,  the 
people. 

ARTICL.E  XXL 

SCHEDULE  AND  ORDINANCE. 

Section  1.  That  no  inconvenience  may 
arise  from  a  change  of  the  territorial  gov- 
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eminent  to  a  perman^it  state  government, 
11  is  declared  that  all  wilts,  actions,  prose- 
cutions, claims,  liabilities,  and  obligations 
against  the  terrltoiy  of  Idaho,  of  what- 
floeyer  nature^  and  rights  of  indlTlduals, 
•and  of  bodies  corporate,  shall  continue  as  if 
no  change  had  taken  place  In  this  govern- 
ment; and  all  process  which  may,  before 
the  organization  of  the  Judicial  department 
under  this  constitution,  be  issued  under  the 
authority  of  the  territory  of  Idaho,  shall  be 
as  valid  as  if  issued  in  the  name  of  the 
state. 

Hec.  2.  All  laws  now  In  force  in  the  terri- 
tory of  Idaho  which  are  not  repugnant  to 
this  constitution  shall  remain  in  force  until 
they  expire  by  their  own  limitation,  or  be 
altered  or  repealed  by  the  legislature. 

Sec  3.  All  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures,  and 
escheats  accruing  to  the  territory  of  Idaho 
shall  accrue  to  the  use  of  the  state. 

Sec.  4.  All  recognizances,  bonds,  obliga- 
tions, or  other  undertakings  heretofore  taken 
or  which  may  be  taken,  before  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Judicial  department  under 
tills  constitution,  shall  remain  valid,  and 
shall  pass  over  to,  and  may  be  prosecuted 
in,  the  name  of  the  state;  and  all  bonds, 
*  obligations,  or  other  undertaking  executed 
by  this  territory,  or  to  any  other  ofllcer 
in  his  official  capacity,  shall  pass  over  to 
the  proper  state  autiiority,  and  to  their 
successors  in  office,  for  the  uses  ther^n 
respectively  expressed,  and  may  be  sued 
for  and  recovered  accordingly.  All  crim- 
inal prosecutions  and  penal  actions  which 
have  arisen,  or  which  may  arise,  before  the 
organissation  of  the  Judicial  department  un- 
der this  constitution,  and  which  shall  then 
be  pending,  may  be  prosecuted  to  Judgment 
and  execution  in  the  name  of  the  state. 

Sec.  5.  All  officers,  dvil  and  military,  now 
holding  their  offices  and  appointments  in 
this  territory,  under  the  authority  of  the 
United  States,  or  under  the  authority  of 
tnls  territory,  shall  continue  to  hold  and 
exercise  their  respective  offices  and  appoint- 
ments until  suspended  under  this  constitution. 

Sec  6.  This  constitution  shall  be  submit- 
ted for  adoption  or  rejection  to  a  vote  of 
the  electors  qualified  by  tne  laws  of  this 
territory  to  vote  at  all  elections,  at  an  elec- 
tion to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  next  after 
the  first  Monday  In  November,  A.  D.  1889. 


Said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  an  re- 
spects in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by 
the  laws  of  the  territory  for  general  Sec- 
tion, and  the  returns  thereof  shall  be  made 
and  canvassed  in  the  same  manner  and  by 
the  same  authority  as  provided  in  cases  of 
such  general  elections,  and  abstracts  otmsxh 
returns  duly  certified  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  board  of  canvassers  now  provided  by 
law  for  canvassing  the  returns  of  votes  for 
delegate  in  congress.  The  said  canvassing 
board  shall  canvass  the  votes  so  returned, 
and  certi^  and  declare  the  result  of  said 
election,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  reqi^bred 
by  law  for  the  election  of  said  delegate. 

At  the  said  election  the  ballots  shall  be 
in  the  following  form:  "For  the  Ck>n8tltu- 
tion— Yes;  No." 

And  as  a  heading  to  each  of  said  ballots 
shall  be  printed  on  each  ballot  the  following 
Instructions  to  voters: 

"All  persons  who  desire  to  vote  for  the 
constitution,  or  any  of  the  articles  submit- 
ted to  a  separate  vote,  may  erase  the  word 
•No.' " 

"AU  persons  who  desire  to  vote  against  the 
constitution,  or  against  any  article  submit- 
ted separately,  may  erase  the  word  *Yes.'" 

Any  person  may  have  printed  or  written 
on  his  ballot  only  the  words,  "For  the  Con- 
stitution," or  "Against  the  Constitution,'*  and 
such  ballots  shall  be  counted  for  or  against 
the  constitution  accordingly. 

Sec  7.  This  constitution  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  full  force  immediately  upon  tlie 
admission  of  the  territory  as  a  state. 

Sec  8.  Immediately  upon  the  admission 
of  the  territory  as  a  state,  the  governor  of 
the  territory,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or 
failure  to  act,  the  secretary  of  the  territory, 
or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  failure  to  act, 
the  president  of  this  convention,  shall  Is- 
sue a  proclamation,  which  shall  be  pub- 
lished, and  a  copy  thereof  mailed  to  tlie 
chairman  of  the  board  county  commission- 
ers of  each  county,  calling  an  electioQ  by 
the  people  of  aU  state,  district,  county,  town- 
ship, and  other  officers,  created  and  made 
elective  by  this  constitution,  and  flzlni^  a 
day  for  such  election,  which  lAiall  not  be 
less  than  forty  days  after  the  date  of  socli 
proclamation,  nor  more  than  ninety  days 
after  the  admission  of  the  territory  as  a 
state. 
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8e&  9.  Tlie  boaid  of  comoilMloiien  of  the 
SBTenil  counties  dmU  thereuxK>u  order  such 
eleetloa  tor  said  day,  and  shall  cause  notice 
tbereof  to  be  slyen,  in  the  manner  and  for 
tlie  lencth  of  time  proYlded  by  the  laws  of 
tlie  territory  In  cases  of  general  elections 
for  delegate  to  congress  and  county  and 
ctter  offioerB.  Every  qualified  elector  of  the 
tcRltoiy,  at  the  date  of  said  election,  shall 
be  entitled  to  TOte  thereat  Said  Section  shall 
be  conducted  in  all  respects  in  the  same 


as  proTided  by  the  laws  of  the  ter- 
ittwy  for  general  elections^  and  returns 
uiMeof  shall  be  made  and  canvassed  in  the 
asnie  manner  and  by  the  same  authority  as 
provided  In  cases  of  such  general  election; 
but  retoms  for  all  state  and  district  officers 
and  members  of  the  legislature  shall  be 
made  to  the  canvassing  board  hereinafter 
provided  for. 

Sec   10.   The  governor,  secretary,   comp- 
troller, and  attorney  general  of  the  territory, 
and  the  president  of  this  convention,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  constitute  a  board 
of  canvaasers  to  canvass  the  vote  at  such 
riectloiis  for  all  state  and  district  officers 
and  members  of  the  legislature.    The  said 
board  shall  assemble  at  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment of  the  territory,  on  the  thirtieth  day

Sec  IV  The  canvassing  boards  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  shall  issue  certificates  of  elec- 
Uoo  to  tlie  several  persons  foimd  by  them 
to  have  been  elected  to  the  several  county 
and  precinct  offices. 

Secl2.  All  officers  elected  at  such  election 
sball*  within  thirty  days  after  they  have 
been  dedared  elected,  take  the  oath  re- 
quired 1^  this  constitution,  and  give  the 
suae  bond  required  by  the  law  of  the  terri- 
tory to  be  given  In  case  of  like  officers  of 


the  territory,  district  or  county,  and  shall 
thereupon  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective offices;  but  the  legislature  may  re- 
quire by  law  all  such  officers  to  give  other 
or  further  bonds  as  a  condition  of  their  con- 
tinuance in  office. 

Sec  13.  All  officers  elected  at  said  elec- 
tion shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  legis- 
lature shall  provide  by  law,  in  accordance 
with  this  constitution,  for  the  election  of 
their  successors,  and  until  such  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  14.  The  governor  elect  of  the  state, 
Immediately  upon  his  qualif^jring  and  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  issue 
ills  proclamation  convening  the  legislature 
of  the  state  at  the  seat  of  government  on  a 
day  to  be  named  In  said  proclamation,  and 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty,  nor  more 
than  sixty,  days  after  the  date  of  such  proo- 
lamation.  Within  ten  days  after  the  organ- 
ization of  the  legislature,  both  houses  of 
the  legislature  shall  then  and  there  pro- 
ceed to  elect,  as  provided  by  law,  two  sena- 
tors of  the  United  States  for  the  state  of 
Idaho.  At  said  election  the  two  persons  who 
shall  receive  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast 
by  said  senators  and  representatives  shall 
be  elected  as  such  United  States  senators, 
and  shall  be  so  declared  by  the  presiding 
officers  of  said  Joint  session.  The  presiding 
officers  of  the  senate  and  house  shall  issue 
a  certificate  to  each  of  said  senators,  certify- 
ing his  election,  which  certificates  shall  also 
be  signed  by  the  governor,  and  attested  by 
the  secretary  of  state. 

Sec.  15.  The  legislature  shall  pass  aU  nec- 
essary laws  to  carry  into  eifect  the  provi- 
sions of  this  constitution. 

Sec.  16.  Whenever  any  two  of  the  judges 
of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state,  elected 
under  the  provisions  of  this  constitution, 
shall  have  qualified  in  their  offices,  the 
causes  then  pending  in  the  supreme  court 
of  the  territory,  and  the  papers,  records,  and 
proceedings  of  said  court,  and  the  seal  and 
other  property  pertaining  thereto,  shall  pass 
into  the  jurisdiction  and  possession  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  state;  and,  until  so 
superseded,  the  supreme  court  of  the  terri- 
tory and  the  judges  thereof  shall  continue, 
with  like  powers  and  jurisdiction,  as  if  this 
constitution  had  not  been  adopted.  When- 
ever the  judge  of  tho  district  court  of  any 
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district,  elected  under  the  proYisions  of  this 
constitution,  shall  have  qualified  in  ofiice, 
the  several  causes  then  pending  in  the  dis- 
trict court  of  the  territory,  within  any  coun- 
ty in  such  district,  and  the  records,  papers, 
and  proceedings  of  said  district  court,  and 
the  seal  and  other  property  pertaining  there- 
to, shall  pass  into  the  Jurisdiction  and  pos- 
session of  the  district  court  of  the  state  for 
such  county;  and,  until  the  district  courts 
of  this  territory  shall  be  superseded  in  the 
manner  aforesaid,  the  said  district  courts 
and  the  Judges  thereof  shall  continue  with 
the  same  Jurisdiction  and  power,  to  be  ex- 
ercised in  the  same  Judicial  districts  respec- 
tiyely,  as  heretofore  constituted  under  the 
laws  of  the  territory. 

Sec.  17.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
the  seals  now  in  use  in  the  supieme  and  dis- 
trict courts  of  this  territory  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  the  seals  of  the  supreme  and 
district  courts,  respective,  of  the  state. 

Sec.  18.  Whenever  this  constitution  shall 
go  into  effect,  the  books,  records,  and  pa- 
pers, and  proceedings  of  the  probate  court 
in  each  county,  and  all  causes  and  matters 
of  administration  and  other  matters  pending 
therein,  shall  pass  into  the  Jurisdiction  and 
possession  of  the  probate  court  of  the  same 
county  of  the  state,  and  the  said  probate 
Court  flihall  proceed  to  final  decree  or  Judg- 
ment, order,  or  otter  determination  in  the 
said  several  matters  and  causes  as  the  said 
probate  court  might  have  done  as  if  this 
constitution  had  not  been  adopted. 

Sec.  19.  It  is  ordained  by  the  state  of  Ida- 
ho that  perfect  toleration  of  religious  senti- 
ment shall  be  secured,  and  no  inhabitant 
of  said  state  shall  ever  be  molested  in  per- 
son or  property  on  account  of  his  or  her 
mode  of  religious  worship.  And  the  people 
of  the  state  of  Idaho  do  agree  and  declare 
that  we  forever  disclaim  all  right  and  title 
to  the  unappropriated  public  lands  lying 
within  the  boundaries  thereof,  and  to  all 
lands  lying  within  said  limits,  owned  or  held 
by  any  Indians  or  Indian  tribes;  and,  until 
the  title  thereto  shall  have  been  ezting'uished 
by  the  United  States,  the  same  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  disposition  of  the  United  States, 
and  said  Indian  lands  shall  remain  under  the 
aUitolute  Jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  con- 
gress of  the  United  States;   that  the  lands 


belonging  to  dtisens  of  the  United  States 
residing  without  the  said  state  of  Idaho  shall  - 
never  be  taxed  at  a  higher  rate  than  the 
lands  belonging  to  the  residents  thereof;  that 
no  taxes  shall  be  imposed  by  the  state  oil 
the  lands  or  property  therein  belonging  to» 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  purchased  by» 
the  United  States,  or  reserved  for  its  use, 
and  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  tliis  territory 
shall  be  assumed  and  paid  by  the  state  ot 
Idaho;  that  this  ordinance  shall  be  irrev- 
ocable without  the  consent  of  the  United 
States  and  the  people  of  the  state  of  Idaho. 

Sec.  20.  That,  in  behalf  of  the  people  of 
Idaho,  we,  in  convention  assembled,  do  adopt 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Done  in  opeaa.  convention,  at  Boise  Ctty,  In 
the  territory  of  Idaho,  this  sixth  day  of  Au- 
gust, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine.

Wlieras,  tbe  people  of  the  territory  of 
Idaho  did,  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1889,  by 
«  eonTentlon  of  delegates  called  and  assem- 
bled tar  that  parpose,  form  for  themselyes 
t  ooBstitation,  which  constitution  was  rati- 
fled  and  adopted  by  the  people  of  said  ter- 
iltoiy  at  an  election  held  therefor  on  the 
tat  Tuesday  in  Noxember,  1889,  which  con- 
sdtatkm  Is  republican  in  form,  and  is  in 
eoDfonnity  with  the  constitution  of  the  Unit- 
ed States:  and 

Wlieieas,  said  conyention  and  the  people 
of  said  territory  have  asked  the  admission 
of  add  territory  htto  the  Union  of  states 
on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states 
in  an  respects  whatever:   Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted*  by  the  senate  and  house  of 
RpresoitatiTeB  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  congress  assembled,  that  the 
itate  of  Idaho  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
itate  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
is  berelv  declared  admitted  into  the  Union 
oa  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states 
ta  an  respects  whatever;  and  that  the  con- 
ititatkHi  wliidi  the  people  of  Idaho  have 
tailed  f6r  themselves  be,  and  the  same  is 
beiel^,  accepted,  ratified,  and  confirmed. 

Sec  2.  That  the  said  state  shall  consist  of 
an  the  territory  described  as  follows:  Be- 
l^taudQg  at  the  intersection  of  the  thirty- 
>iath  meridian  with  the  boundary  line  he* 
tween  the  United  States  and  the  British  pos- 
sealons;  then  foUoMlng  said  meridian  south 
until  it  reaches  the  summit  of  the  Bitter 
Root  mountains;  thence  southeastward 
9^0Dg  the  crest  of  the  Bitter  Hoot  range  and 
tlie  Continental  Divide  imtll  it  intersects 
the  meridian  of  thirty-four  degrees  of  longi- 
tude; thoice  sonthward  on  this  meridian  to 
^  forty-second  parallel  of  latitude;  thence 
weit  on  this  parallel  of  latitude  to  its  inter- 


section with  a.  meridian  drawn  through  the 
mouth  of  the  Owyhee  river;  north  on  this 
meridian  to  the  mouth  of  tbe  Owyhee  river; 
thence  down  the  mid-channel  of  the  Snake 
river  to  the  mouth  of  the  Clearwater  river; 
ana  thence  north  on  the  meridian  which 
passes  through  the  mouth  of  the  Clearwater 
to  the  boundary  line  between  the  United 
States  and  the  British  *pos8es8ions,  and  east 
on  said  boundary  line  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning. 

Sec.  3.  That  until  the  next  general  cen- 
sus, or  tmtil  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
said  state  shall  be  entitled  to  one  repres^it- 
ative  in  the  house  of  repres^itatives  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  election  of  the  repre- 
sentative to  the  fifty-first  congress  and  fifty- 
second  congress  shall  take  place  at  the  time, 
and  be  conducted  and  certified  in  the  same 
manner,  as  is  provided  in  the  constitution 
of  the  state  for  the  election  of  state,  dis- 
trict, and  other  ofiicers  in  tne  first  instance. 

The  law  of  the  territory  of  Idaho  for  the 
registration  of  voters  shall  apply  to  the 
first  election  of  state,  district,  and  other  ofii- 
cers held  after  the  admission  of  the  state  of 
Idaho.  County  and  precinct  ofiicers  elected 
at  the  first  election  held  after  the  admission 
of  the  state  of  Idaho  shall  assume  the  du- 
ties of  their  respective  ofiices  on  the  sec- 
ond Monday  of  Janui^ry,  1891. 

Sec.  4.  That  sections  numbered  16  and  36 
in  every  township  of  said  state,  and  where 
such  sections,  or  any  parts  thereof,  haV^e 
been  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  or 
under  the  authority  of  any  act  of  congress, 
other  lands  equivalent  thereto,  in  legal  sub- 
divisions of  not  less  than  one-quarter  sec- 
tion, and  as  contiguous  as  may  be  to  the 
section  in  lieu  of  which  the  same  is  taken, 
are  hereby  granted  to  said  state  for  the 
support  of  common  schools,  such  indemnity 
lands  to  be  selected  within  said  state  in 
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such  maimer  as  the  legislature  may  provide, 
with  the  approval  of  the  secretary  of  the 
interior. 

Sec.  5.  That  aU  lands  herein  granted  for 
educational  purposes  shall  be  disposed  of 
only  at  public  sale,  the  proceeds  to  ocHisti- 
tute  a  permanent  school  fund,  the  intereert  of 
which  only  shall  be  expended  in  the  support 
of  said  schools.  But  said  lands  may,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  legislature  shall  pre- 
scribe, be  leased  for  periods  of  not  more 
than  five  years,  and  such  lands  shall  not  be 
subject  to  pre-emption,  homestead  entry,  or 
any  other  entiy  under  the  land  laws  of  the 
United  States,  whether  surveyed  or  unsur- 
veyed,  but  shall  be  reserved  for  school  pur- 
poses only. 

Sec.  6.  That  fifty  section^  of  the  unappro- 
priated public  lands  .^nrithin  said  state,  to  be 
selected  and  located  in  legal  subdivisions  as 
provided  in  section  4  of  this  act,  shall  be, 
and  are  hereby,  granted  to  said  state  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  public  buildings  at  the 
capital  of  said  state  for  legislative,  execu- 
tive, and  Judicial  purposes. 

Sec.  7.  That  5  per  cent  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sales  of  public  lands  lying  w*ithin  saia 
state  which  shall  be  sold  by  the  United 
States  subsequent  to  the  admission  of  saia 
state  into  the  Union,  after  deducting  all  the 
expenses  incident  to  the  same,  shall  be  paid 
to  the  said  state,  to  be  used  as  a  permanent 
fund,  the  Interest  of  wiuch  only  shall  be 
expended  for  the  support  of  the  common 
schools  within  said  state. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  lands  granted  to  the  ter- 
ritory of  Idaho  by  the  act  of  February  18, 
1881,  entitled  "An  act  to  grant  lands  to  Da- 
kota, Montana,  Arizcna,  Idaho,  and  Wyo- 
ming for  university  purposes,"  are  hereby 
vested  in  the  state  of  Idaho  to  the  extent 
of  the  full  quantity  of  72  sections  to  said 
state,  and  any  portion  of  said  lands  that 
may  not  have  been  selected  by  said  terri- 
tory of  Idaho  may  be  selected  by  the  said 
state;  but  said  act  of  February  18,  1881, 
shall  be  so  amendeu  as  to  provide  that  none 
of  said  lands  shall  be  sold  for  less  than 
JI^IO  per  acre,  and  the  proceeds  flhall  c<m- 
stitute  a  permanent  fund  to  be  safely  in- 
vested and  held  by  said  state,  and  the  in- 
come thereof  be  used  exdusivdy  for  universi- 
ty purposes.  The  schools,  colleges,  and  uni- 
versities provided  for  In  this  act  shall  for- 


ever remain  under  the  exclusive  control  of 
the  said  state,  and  no  part  of  the  proceeds 
arising  from  the  sale  or  disposal  of  any  lands 
herein  granted  for  educational  purpose  shall 
be  used  for  the  support  of  any  sectarian  or 
denominational  school,  college,  or  university. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  penitentiary  at  Boise 
City,  Idaho,  and  all  lands  connected  there- 
with, and  set  apart  and  reserved  therefor, 
and  unexpended  appropriations  of  money 
therefor,  and  the  personal  property  of  the 
United  States  now  being  In  the  territory  of 
Idaho  which  has  beer,  in  use  in  the  said  ter- 
ritory in  the  administration  of  the  terri- 
torial govemm^it,  including  books  and  rec- 
ords and  the  property-  used  at  the  constitu- 
tional convention  which  convened  at  Boise 
City  In  the  month  of  July,  18S9,  are  hereby 
granted  and  donated  to  the  state  of  Idaho. 

Sec  10.  That  90,000  acres  of  land,  to  be 
selected  and  located  as  provided  in  section  4 
of  this  act,  are  hereby  granted  to  said  state 
for  the  use  and  suiport  of  an  agricultural 
college  in  said  state,  as  provided  In  the  acts 
of  congress  making  donations  of  lands  for 
such  purposes. 

Sec  11.  That  in  lieu  of  the  grant  of  land 
for  purposes  of  internal  improvement  made 
to  the  new  states  by  the  eighth  section  of 
the  act  of  September  4,  18il,  which  sec- 
tion is  hereby  repealed  as  to  the  state  of 
Idaho,  and  in  lieu  of  any  claim  or  demand 
by  the  said  state  under  the  act  of  Septem- 
ber 28, 1850,  and  section  2479  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  making  a  grant  of  swamp  and  over- 
fiowed  lands  to  certain  states,  which  gprant, 
it  Is  hereby  declared,  is  not  extended  to  the 
state  of  Idaho,  and  in  Ueu  of  any  grant  of 
saline  lands  to  said  state,  the  following 
grants  of  land  are  hereby  made,  to  wit:  To 
the  state  of  Idaho:  For  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  a  sdentific  school*  100,- 
000  acres;  for  state  normal  schools,  100,000 
acres;  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
the  Insane  asylum,  kKsated  at  Blackfoot,  GO,- 
000  acres;  for  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  the  state  university,  located  at  Moscow, 
50,000  acres;  for  the  support  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  penitentiary,  located  at  Bqiae 
City,  50,000  acnes;  for  other  state,  cbazltable, 
educational,  penal,  and  reformatory  institu- 
tions 160,000  acres.  None  of  the  lands  grant- 
ed by  this  act  shall  be  sold  for  less  than 
|10  an  acre. 
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Sec.  12.  That  the  state  of  Idaho  shall  not 
he  entitied  to  any  further  or  other  grants 
of  land  for  any  purpose  than  as  express- 
ly provided  In  this  act  And  the  lands 
granted  hy  this  section  shall  be  held,  ap- 
propriated, and  disposed  of  exclusively  for 
the  purpose  herein  mentioned,  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  legifidature  of  the  state  may  pro- 
vide. 

Sec.  la  That  aU  mhieral  lands  shall  be 
exempted  from  grants  by  this  act.  But 
if  sections  16  and  36,  or  any  subdivision*  or 
portion  of  any  smallest  subdivision,  thereof, 
in  any  township,  shall  be  found  by  the  de- 
partment of  the  Interior  to  be  mineral  lands, 
the  said  state  ia  hen^by  authorized  and  em- 
poweved  to  select,  in  legal  subdivisions,  an 
equal  quantity  of  other  unappropriated 
lands  in  said  state,  in  Ueu  tlier¥K>f,  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of 
aald  state. 

Sec  14.  That  all  lauds  granted  in  quantity 
or  as  indemnity  by  this  act  shall  be  selected, 
under  tfie  direction  of  the  secretary  of  the 
interi<»;  ftom  the  surveyed,  unreserved,  and 
unappropriated  public  lands  of  the  United 
States,  withhi  the  limits  of  the  state  entitled 
thereto.  And  there  shall  be  deducted  ftom 
the  number  of  acres  of  land  donated  by  this 
act  for  ^e  spedflc  objects  to  said  state  the 
number  of  acres  heretofore  donated  by  con- 
gress to  said  territory  for  similar  objects. 

Sec  15.  That  the  sum  of  $28,000,  or  so 
modi  thereof  aa  maj'  be  necessary,  is  here- 
by appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
traasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  said  convention, 
and  for  the  payment  of  the  members  there- 
of; under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  and 
at  the  same  rates  as  are  now  provided  by 
law  for  the  payment  of  the  territorial  legis- 
latures, and  for  elections  held  therefor  and 
thereunder.  Any  money  hereby  appropriat- 
ed not  necessary  for  such  purpose  shall  be 
covered   into   the   treasury   of  the   United 


Sec  la  That  the  said  state  shall  constitute 
a  judicial  district,  the  name  thereof  fo  be 
the  same  as  the  name  of  the  state;  and  the 
circuit  and  disMct  courts  therefor  shall  be 
held  at  the  capital  of  the  state  for  the  time 
being,  and.  the  said  district  shall,  for  judi- 
cial purposes,  until  otherwise  provided,  be 
attached  to  the  ninth  judicial  circuit   There 


shall  be  appointed  for  said  district  one  dis- 
trict judge,  one  United  States  attorney,  and 
one  United  States  marshal.  The  judge  of 
the  said  district  sliall  receive  a  yearly  salary 
of  $3,600,  payable  in  four  equal  installments,, 
on  the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October  of  each  year,  and  shall  reside 
in  the  district.  There  shall  bo  appointed 
clerks  of  said  courts  in  the  said  district,  who 
shall  keep  their  offlces  at  the  capital  of  said 
state.  The  regular  terms  of  -laid  courts  shall 
be  held  in  said  district,  at  the  place  afore- 
said, on  the  first  Monday  in  April  and  the 
first  Monday  in  Novt'mber  of  each  year,  and 
only  one  grand  jury  and  one  petit  jury  shall 
be  summoned  in  botli  said  circuit  and  dis- 
trict courts.  The  circuit  and  district  courts 
for  said  district,  and  the  judges  thereof, 
respectively,  shall  possess  tne  same  powers 
and  jurisdiction,  and  perform  the  same  du- 
ties, required  to  be  performed  by  the  other 
circuit  and  district  courts  and  judges  of 
the  United  States,  and  shall  be  governed  by 
the  same  laws  anl  regulations.  The  mar- 
shal, district  attorney,  and  clerks  of  the  cir- 
cuit and  district  courts  of  said  district,  and 
all  other  officers  and  persons  p€*rforming  du- 
ties in  the  administrotion  of  justice  therein, 
shall  severally  possess  the  powers  and  per- 
form the  duties  la^i-fully  possessed  and  re- 
quired to  be  performed  by  sunilar  ottioers 
in  other  districts  of  the  United  States,  and 
shall,  for  the  services  they  may  perform,  re- 
ceive the  fees  and  compensation  allowed  by 
law  to  other  similar  officers  and  persons  per- 
forming similar  duties  in  the  state  of  Oregon. 
Sec.  17.  That  all  cases  of  appeal  or  writ 
of  error  heretofore  prosecuted  and  now 
pending  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  upon  any  record  from  the  supreme 
court  of  said  territory,  or  that  may  here- 
after lawfully  be  prosecuted  upon  any  rec- 
ord from  said  court,  may  be  heard  and  de- 
termined by  said  supreme  court  of  the  Unit- 
ed States;  and  the  mandate  of  execution 
or  for  further  proceedings  shall  be  directed 
by  the  Rupremc  court  of  the  United  States 
to  the  circuit  or  district  court  hereby  es- 
tablished within  the  said  state  from  or  to 
the  supreme  court  of  such  state,  as  the  na- 
ture of  the  case  may  require.  And  the  cir- 
cuit, district,  and  state  courts  herein  named 
shall,  respectively,  be  the  successors  of  the 
supreme  court  of  tho  territory,   as   to  all 
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such  cases  arising  within  the  limits  em- 
braced within  tho  jurisdiction  of  such  courts, 
respectively,  with  full  power  to  proceed 
with  the  same,  and  award  mesne  or  final 
process  therein;  and  that  from  all  Judg- 
ments and  decrees  of  the  supreme  court  of 
the  territory  mentioned  in  this  act,  in  any 
case  arising  within  the  limits  of  the  pro- 
posed state  prior  to  admlssioo,  the  parties 
to  such  judgment  shall  haye  the  same  right 
to  prosecute  appeals  and  writs  of  error  to 
the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  as 
they  shall  have  had  by  law  prior  to  the  ad- 
mission of  said  state  into  the  Lnion. 

Sec  18.  That  in  respect  to  all  cases,  pro- 
ceedings, and  matters  now  pending  in  the  su- 
preme or  district  courts  of  the  said  terri- 
tory at  the  time  of  the  admission  into  the 
Union  of  the  state  of  Idaho,  and  arising 
within  the  limits  of  such  state,  whereof  the 
circuit  or  district  courts,  by  this  act  estab- 
lished, might  have  had  jurisdiction  under 
the  laws'  of  the  United  States  had  such 
courts  existed  at  the  time  of  the  commence- 
ment of  such  cases,  the  said  circuit  and  dis- 
trict courts,  respectively,  shall  be  the  suc- 
cessors of  said  supreme  and  district  courts 
of  said  territory;  and  in  respect  to  all  other 
cases,  proceedings,  and  matters  pending  in 
the  supreme  or  district  courts  of  said  terri- 
tory at  the  time  of  the  admission  of  such 
territory  into  the  Union,  arismg  within  the 
limits  of  said  state,  the  courts  establisftied  by 
such  state  shall,  respectively,  be  the  suc- 
cessors of  said  supreme  and  district  terri- 
torial courts;  and  all  the  files,  records,  in- 
dictments, and  proceedings  relating  to  any 
such  cases  shall  be  transferred  to  such  cir- 
cuit, district,  and  slate  courts,  respectively, 
and  the  same  shall  be  proceeded  with  there- 
in in  due  course  of  law;  but  no  writ,  ac- 
tion, indictment,  cause,  or  proceeding  now 
pending,  or  that  prior  to  the  admission  of  the 
state  shall  be  pending,  in  any  territorial 
court  in  said  territory,  shall  abate  by  the 


admission  of  such  state  into  the  Union,  but 
the  same  shall  be  transferred  and  proceeded 
with  in  the  proper  United  States  circuit, 
district,  or  state  court,  as  the  case  may  be: 
provided,  however,  that  in  all  civil  actions, 
causes,  and  proceedings  in  which  the  United 
States  is  not  a  parly,  transfers  ediaU  not  be 
made  to  the  circuit  and  district  courts  of  the 
United  States,  except  upon  written  request 
of  one  of  the  paruea  to  such  action  or  pro- 
ceeding filed  in  the  proper  court;  and,  in 
the  absence  of  such  request,  such  cases  shall 
be  proceeded  with  in  the  proper  state  courts. 

Sec.  19.  That  from  and  after  the  admission 
of  said  state  into  the  Union,  in  pursuance  of 
this  act,  the  laws  of  the  United  States  not 
locally  inapplicable  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  within  the  said  state  as 
elsewhere  within  the  United  States. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  legislature  of  the  said  state 
may  elect  two  senators  of  the  United  States 
as  is  provided  by  the  constitution  of  said 
state,  and  the  senators  and  representative 
of  said  state  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in 
congress,  and  to  ali  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  senators  and  representatives  of 
other  states  in  the  congress  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  21.  That,  until  the  state  officers  are 
elected  and  qualified  under  the  provisions  ot 
the  constitution  of  said  state,  the  officers 
of  the  territory  of  Idaho  shall  discharge  tbe 
duties  of  their  respective  offices  under  the 
constitution  of  the  state,  in  the  manner  and 
form  as  therein  provided;  and  all  laws  in 
force,  inade  by  said  territory',  at  the  time 
of  its  admission  into  the  Union,  shall  be  in 
force  in  said  state,  except  as  modified  or 
changed  by  this  act  or  by  the  constitution  of 
the  state. 

Sec.  22.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in 
conflict  with  the  provlsicMis  of  this  act, 
wliether  passed  by  legislature  of  said  terri- 
tory or  by  congress,  are  hereby  repealed.

ard  Rnddy  on  two  promlBSory  notes. 
From  a  judgment  for  defendant,  plaintiff 
appeals.    Reversed. 

This  action  was  brought  by  the  plain- 
tiff and  appellant  against  defendant  and 
respondeat,  as  surviving  partner,  upon 
two  joint  and  several  promissory  notes, 
executed  by  defendant  and  one  Michael 
Ruddy,  deceased,  (father  of  defendant,) 
each  for  the  sum  of  $2,646.38,  both  bearing 
date  March  7, 1872,^one  payable  October 
15,  1872;  the  other  October  15,  1873.— 
with  interest  at  10  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  to  the  order  of  appellant:  also 
an  accoun t  for  $803.34.  Upon  the  first  men- 
tioned note  there  wan  a  credit  of  $1,554.13, 
January  15, 1S73.  The  defendant,  by  his 
answer,  set  up  want  of  consideration, 
and  pleaded  tender  and  payment;  also 
denied  a  partnership.  The  case  was  first 
tried  at  spring  term,  1879,  of  said  court, 
with  a  Jury,  which  resulted  in  a  verdict 
for  defendant.  On  motion  of  plaintiff,  a 
new  trial  was  granted.  Defendant  was 
allowed  to  amend  his  answer  by  adding 
thereto  an  allegation  of  fraud.  Plaintiff 
f^emurred  to  the  amended  anMwer,  upon 
the  ground  that  several  defenses  had  been 
Improperly  united.  Demurrer  overruled. 
Plaintiff  excepted.  Plaintiff  also  filed  a 
motion  to  strike  out  portions  of  the 
amended  answer.  The  action  of  the 
court  upon  such  motion  is  only  found  in 
the  journal  entries  made  by  the  clerk 
at  the  trial,  in  which  it  appears  the  mo- 
tion was  in  part  sustained  and  part  over- 
ruled. The  case  was  retried  before  same 
court,  with  a  Jury,  In  April,  1880,  which 
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trial,  88  before,  resnlted  in  a  verdict  for 
defendant.  The  plaintiff  then  made  a 
motion  to  set  aside  the  verdict,  which 
motion  was  overruled.  Judgment  was 
rendered  on  sfaid  verdict  April  29,  1880. 
This  case  was  brought  before  this  court 
by  appeal  at  September  term,  18H0,  which 
appeal  was  dismissed.  In  November, 
1880,  anotlier  appeal  was  taken,  and  Is 
now  before  this  court   on  such    appeal.

Fraud  in  the  inception  of  the  contract 


renders  it  void  as  to  all  parties  thereto 
not  implicated  in  the  fraud.  Story,  Prom. 
Notes,  §  101;  Peaslee  v.  Robbins,  3  Metn. 
(Mass.)  104;  2  Chit.  Cont.  p.  1035;  2  Dan- 
iels, Neg.

Prickbtt,  J.  This  action  was  broag^ht 
by  the  plaintiff  against  the  defendant,  in 
the  district  court,  upon  two  Joint  and  sev* 
eral  promissory  notes,  alleged  to  have 
been  executed  by  the  defendant  and  one 
Michael  Ruddy,  deceased.  Each  of  said 
notes  are  for  the  sum  of  $2,646.88,  both 
dated  March  7, 1872, — one  due  October  15, 
1872;  the  other,  October  15, 1873.  Also  op- 
on  an  account  for  $303.34.  Upon  the  first- 
mentioned  note  is  credited  $1,554.18,  Janu- 
ary 15, 1873.  The  defend  ant's  amended  an- 
swer consists  of  10  subdivisions,  each  of 
which  was,  no  doubt,  intended  as  a  com- 
plete or  partial  defense  to  the  said  several 
causes  of  action,  or  to  some  one  or  more 
of  them.  8uch  proceedings  were  had  In 
the  district  court  as  resulted  in  the  strik- 
ing out  of  the  seventh  and  ninth  subdivi- 
sions of  the  answer.  The  plaintiff  de- 
murred in  the  court  below  to  the  amended 
answer,  alleging  as  objections  that  tbe 
second  and  third  subdivisions  are  incon- 
sistent with  the  tenth,  and  that  the  sixth 
and  eighth  paragraphs  are  Inconsistent 
with  each  other;  and  also  specially  de- 
murred to  the  tenth  paragraph,  on  tbe 
ground  that  It  constitutes  no  defense  to 
the  action.  The  district  court  overruled 
tbe  demurrer,  and  the  plaintiff  excepted 
to  that  ruling.  The  cause  being  tried  by 
a  Jury,  a  verdict  was  rendered  for  the  de- 
fendant, wherenpon  a  Judgment  was  ren- 
dered against  the  plain  tiff  f  or  costs.  From 
that  Judgment  the  plaintiff  appealed  to 
this  court.  Much  of  the  matter  contained 
in  the  transcript  was  stricken  out  on  mo- 
tion, because  it  constitutes  no  part  of  the 
record ;  not  being  made  such  either  b3*  the 
statute,  or  by  bill  of  exceptions  or  state- 
ment. 

Tbe  case  as  it  now  stands  is  to  be  re- 
viewed upon  the  Judgment  roll  alone, 
which  consists  of  the  complaint,  amended 
answer,  the  demurrer  to  the  answer,  and 
the  dtscision  of  the  court  thereon,  and  tbe 
exception  of  the  plaintiff  thereto,  the  ver- 
dict, and  the  Judgment. 

The  plaintiff  and  appellant  claims  that 
he  is  entitled  to  a  reversal  of  the  Judgment 
of  the  district  court  on  the  ground  that 
the  amended  answer  does  not  set  forth  ^ 
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defense  to  any  of  the  caasee  of  action  al- 
leged In  the  complaint.  This  brings  ns  to 
a  consideration  of  the  answer  as  upon  a 
ceaeral  demnrrer  to  the  whole  thereof  on 
the  poond  Just  stated.  This  objection 
Bay,  no  doobt,  be  raised  in  this  court  for 
the  first  time;  bnt.  In  determining  It,  we 
most  l>e  (governed  by  the  same  rule  that 
the  dUitrlct  court  would  have  been  had  It 
been  raised  there,  which  is  that,  if  there 
Is  any  d^enee contained  In  the  answer,  the 
objection  most  be  overruled.  Upon  an 
examination  of  the  amended  answer  we 
find  that  the  sixth  subdivision  thereof  is 
as  follows:  "  For  a  further  and  separate 
defense,  avers  that  the  said  notes  and  ac- 
counts have  been  fully  paid. "  This,  If  true, 
— and  It  la  admitted  to  be  so,  for  the  pur- 
pones  of  this  object  Ion  .^constitutes  a  full 
and  complete  defense  to  all  of  the  several 
canaes  of  action  set  forth  in  the  complaint. 
and  this  general  objection  to  the  answer  as 
a  trbole  most  be  overruled. 

We  now  proceed  to  an  examination  of 
the  written  demurrer  interpcised  in  the 
district  court,  and  to  review  the  decision 
of  that  court  thereon.  The  first  two  snb- 
dirislonsof  the  demurrer  will  becousldered 
toicetber.  The  language  of  the  demurrer 
is  that  several  defenses  have  been  improp- 
erly united,  but  the  objection  urged  on  the 
arsoment  Is  that  the  second  and  third 
paras^r^aphs  of  the  aniiwer  are  Inconsistent 
with  the  tenth,  and  that  the  sixth  and 
elslttb  paragraphs  are  contradictory  and 
tneofiaistent  with  each  other.  And.  the 
apeclfieatlons  of  the  particulars,  as  con- 
tained In  the  demurrer,  clearly  show  that 
tlie  real  grounds  of  the  objection  are 
liaaed  opon  an  alleged  inconsistency  be- 
tween the  specified  portions  of  the  answer, 
and  not  opon  an  Improper  joinder  of  de- 
fines. An  objection  that  a  pleading  con- 
talna  Inconsistent  allegations  or  denials 
cannot  be  made  by  demurrer.  The 
gronnds  upon  which  a  party  may  demur 
are  sptft-lfled  and  enumerated  in  the  stat- 
ute, and  he  must  t>e  limited  to  the  statu- 
tory grounds.  That  a  pleading  contains 
iBConsisteat  allegations  or  defenses  is  not 
one  of  these  grounds.  When  this  objec- 
tion exists  it  should  be  taken  advantage 
of  by  motion  to  strike  out,  or  to  require 
the  party  pleading  to  elect  between  them. 
The  first  and  second  snbdi visions  of  the 
demurrer  were  therefore  properly  over- 
ruled. 

The  third  subdivision  of  the  demurrer  Is 
directed  to  the  tenth  paragraph  of  the  an- 
isrer.    It  la  is  effect  an  objection  that  that 


paragraph  does  not  contain  facts  suffi- 
cient to  constitute  a  defense  to  any  of  the 
causes  of  action  setforthin  the  complaint, 
and  it  specifies  the  particulars  in  which  it 
is  claimed  to  be  deficient.  The  tentli  par- 
agraph of  the  answer  is  as  follows:  '*For 
a  further  and  separate  defense  defendant 
avers  that  the  said  noteR  were  procured 
from  the  said  Michael  by  the  said  plaintiff 
by  fraud  and  misrepresentation;  that  the 
pretended  consideration  for  said  notes  was 
certain  Improvements  upon  a  certain  piece 
or  parcel  of  government  land  in  said  coun- 
ty; and  the  defendant  alleges  that  the 
said  plaintiff,  in  order  to  secure  the  execu- 
tion of  the  said  notes  by  the  said  Michael, 
and  well  knowing  that  the  said  Michael 
was  then  sick,  and  was  laborlug  under 
both  physical  and  mental  derangement, 
which  rendered  him  wholly  Incapable  to 
transact  his  own  bnsiness.  falsely  and 
fraudulently  represented  to  the  said  Mi- 
chael that  he  was  the  owner  of  the  said 
lands  and  the  improvements  thereon,  and 
that  the  same  was  then  worth  the  sum  of 
thesaid notes;  and  tbesaldMlchaelat  that 
time  was  the  father-in-law  of  the  said 
plaintiff,  and  bad  full  confidence  in.  and 
fully  believed  all  the  representations  made 
by.  the  said  plaintiff,  and  was  thereby  in- 
duced to  sign  the  said  notes;  and  the  de- 
fendant alleges  the  fact  to  be  that  the  said 
land  and  Improvements  were  not  worth 
the  Ruld  amount,  or  any  amount  In  excess 
of  f  1,600.  and  that  thesaid  plaintiff  well 
knew  the  same;  and  defendant  avers  that 
the  said  plaintiff  was  not  the  owner  of  the 
said  land  or  improvements,  or  any  por- 
tion thereof  more  than  one-half  of  the 
same,  and  plaintiff  well  knew  the  same  at 
the  time;  and  defendant  avers  that  the 
most,  if  not  all,  of  said  improvements  were 
made  by  one  James  Flerson,  and  that  he. 
said  Pierson.  was  the  owner  of  at  least 
one-half  thereof,— all  of  which  was  well 
known  to  said  plaintiff." 

This  portion  of  the  answer  Is  clearly  in- 
tended to  show  Illegality  in,  or  failure  of 
consideration  either  in  part  or  In  whole 
for,  the  promissory  notes  alleged  to  have 
been  made  by  the  defendant  and  his  de^ 
ceased  father,  Michael  Ruddy.  In  his  life^ 
time,  and  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff 
in  procuring  the  execution  of  the  notes  by 
thesaid  Michael  Ruddy;  but  it  Is  wholly 
insufficient  for  either  purpose.  The  sale  of 
improvements  upon  the  public  lands  of 
the  United  States  Is  not  prohibited  by  any 
law,  neither  Is  it  against  sound  morals, 
public    policy,  or  public    interests;   and 
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there  is  no  reason  why  they  may  not  be 
proper  eubJectH  of  sale,  and  serve  as  acta- 
al  value  and  valuable  consideration  for 
promissory  notes  and  other  contracts. 

It  is  apparent  that  an  entire  want  of 
consideration  is  not  relied  upon  as  a  de- 
fense, because  It  is  admitted  by  defendant 
that  the  land  and  improvements  sold  were 
worth  the  sum  of  f  1,600.  The  defendant 
does  not  say  that  his  father  did  not  get  all 
the  property  for  which  the  notes  were 
given,  but,  in  effect,  that  it  was  not  worth 
the  price  agreed  to  be  (^iven  therefor. 
This  is  merely  alleging  inadequacy,  not 
failure,  of  consideration.  This  is  uo  de- 
fense, unless  there  was  also  fraud  on  the 
part  of  the  plaintiff  in  inducins  the  pur- 
chaser to  believe  it  to  be  of  greater  value, 
which  we  shall  presently  consider.  It  is 
not  the  duty  of  courts  to  relieve  parties 
from  the  obligations  of  their  contracts, 
fairly  made,  because  they  are  disadvanta- 
geous or  foolish,  but  to  enforce  them. 
Courts,  both  of  law  and  of  equity,  refuse  to 
disturb  contracts  on  grounds  of  mere  iii- 
adeqqacy,  whether  the  consideration  is  of 
benefit  of  the  promisor  or  of  injury  to  the 
promisee.    1  Pars.  Cont.  436. 

It  is  alleged  in  this  portion  of  the  an- 
swer, it  is  true,  that  the  plaintiff  was  not 
the  owner  of  more  than  one-half  of  the 
Improvements  sold  to  Michael  Ruddy,  but 
that  one  James  Pierson  was  tlie  owner  of 
at  least  one-half  thereof;  but  it  is  a  suffi- 
cient answer  to  this  allegation  that  it 
nowhere  appears  that  said  Michael  Ruddy 
in  his  life-time,  or  bis  heirs  or  representa- 
tives, have  ever  been  disturbed  in  their 
possession  of  the  property,  or  that  Pierson 
has  ever  asserted  any  rights  thereto;  but 
even  if  he  had  done  so,  und  the  purchaser 
had  been  actually  evicted  from  a  portion 
of  the  premises  and  improvemontp,  he 
could  not  avoid  payment  of  the  notes 
without  first  surrendering  or  offering  to 
surrender  the  remainder  to  the  plaintiff, 
so  that  both  parties  might  be  remitted  to 
their  original  rights. 

Upon  the  quei^lion  of  mental  incapacity 
of  Michael  Ruddy  to  make  the  notes,  it  is 
sufficient  to  say  that  this  constitutes  no 
defen-de  in  favor  of  this  defendant.  The 
contract  of  an  Insane  person  is  voidable 
only,  not  absolutely  void.  2  Bl.  Comm. 
291;  2  Kent,  Comm.  (6tb  Ed.)  451.  The 
right  to  avoid  it  is  a  personal  right,  which 
can  only  be  exercised  by  the  insane  person, 
or  his  guardian  or  representatives.  The 
contract  is  binding  upon  the  party  who 
la  of  sound  mind,  and  his  liability  is  not 


affected  until  It  Is  nvoide'l  by  the  party 
entitled  to  disaffirm  It.  Norcould  Michael 
Ruddy  have  disaffirmed  the  note  on  this 
ground  without  returning  the  property. 
A  person  may  not  disaffirm  or  rescind  a 
contract  and  yet  retain  any  portion  of  the 
consideration.  The  only  exception  to  this 
rule  is  when  the  property  is  entirely  worth- 
less to  both  parties.  In  such  ca^e  the  re- 
turn would  be  a  useless  ceremony,  which 
the  law  never  requires.  The  purchaser 
cannot  derive  any  benefit  from  a  purchase 
and  yet  rescind  the  contract.  It  must  h«^ 
nullified  io  toto  or  not  at  all.  It  cannot 
be  enforced  in  part  and  rescinded  in  part. 
And  if  the  property  would  be  of  any  bene- 
fit to  the  seller  he  is  equally  bound  to  re* 
turn  it.  He  who  would  rescind  a  contract 
must  put  the  other  party  in  as  good  a  sit- 
uation as  he  was  before:  otherwise  be 
cannot  do  it.  Chit.  Cont.  276.  And  so,  as 
to  all  the  other  allegations  intended  to 
show  fraud,  the  same  rules  and  principles 
apply.

If,  as  is  alleged,  the  defendant  us  a  matter 
of  fact  executed  the  notes  as  surety  for 
Michael  Ruddy,  then  his  standing  Ih  in  do 
respect  better,  for  a  surety,  guarantor,  or 
indorser  of  a  promissory  note  is  deemed 
In  law  to  contract  that  the  principal 
maker  of  the  note  was  in  every  way  com- 
petent to  contract  in  the  manner  he  has, 
and  that  the  instrument  is  a  binding  obli- 
gation upon  said  maker. 

This  subdivision  of  the  answer  does  not 
contain  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  any 
defense  to  the  notes,  and  the  demurrer 
thereto  ought  to  have  been  sustained  by 
the  district  court,  and  for  that  reason  the 
Judgment  must  be  rayersed  and  the  cause 
remanded.

oo  m  promlsaory  note  given  by  defendants 
to   tbe  plaintiffs,  a  copy  of  which  appears 
in  tbe  complaint  filed  in  the  court  below. 
Tbe  note  was  dated  October  SI,  1874,  and 
w'lis  doe  on  demand.    8uit  wascommenced 
on   tbe  aame,   February  ^,  1880.    Defend- 
ante    plead    the  statute    of  limitations. 
Plaintiffs  moved    for    Judgment   on    the 
pieadiuRs,  which  motion  was  allowed  by 
tbe  coort,  and  Judgment  enterad  accord- 
iBffly  for  the  amount  of  the  note,  interest, 
and  costs.    From  that  Judgment  defend- 
ants take  an  appeal  to  this  court. 

The  qoeation  whether  this  action  was 
barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations  de- 
pends opon  the  construction  to  be  given  to 
tbe  langoage  contained  in  section  2 of  said 
aet,  wbich  statee  that  '^  when  the  cause 
of  action  baa  already  accrued,  the  party 
entitled  and  those  claiming    under  him 
aball  buTe,  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
tlie    whole    period    herein   prescribed    in 
wblcb  to  commence   an    action;**  which 
period,  at  the  time  of  the  commencement 
of  this  suit,  wan  five  years.    The  question 
te  as  to  whether  the  words  "  passage  of 
tbe  act"  mean   when  it  is  signed  by  the 
ItoTemor,  or  when  by  law  tbe  act  goes 
into  elTect.    The  first  section  of  tbe  act  of 
Jaooary   15,  1875,  fixes  the  time  when  this 
act,  among  others,  takes  effect,  which  is 
Joly  1, 1S75.     It  will  not  beconteiided  that 
one  section  of  an  act  will  taKe  effect  or  be 
In  force  at  any  earlier  date  than  other  sec- 
tiooa  nnleaa  the  act  itself  shall  so  state. 
There  is  no  clause  In  this  act  providing 
that   thia  section  shall  take  effect  sooner 
than  any  other  section  of  the  same  act. 
This  a««tion,  therefore,  and  no  clause  of 
it,  can   take  effect  until  the  first  day  of 
Joly,  1875.  Tbe  words  "passage  of  the  act," 
while  they  have  a  technical  meaning  which 


is  well  understood,  in  this  connection  and 
as  used  in  the  section  referred  to,  must  be 
held  to  mean  the  time  when  the  act  takes 
effect.  Any  other  construction  of  the 
words  would  give  life  and  action  to  this 
section  before  it  can  have  any  such  life. 
The  same  couHtrnction  of  these  words 
was  given  in  the  case  of  Rogers  v.  Yass,  6 
Iowa,  408.  Tbe  court  there  say:  ''A 
prominent  objection  made  by  the  defend- 
ant is  that  the  right  of  pre-emption  was 
taken  away  by  the  act  of  twenty-fourth 
January,  1857,  which  repealed  all  prior 
acts  allowing  a  pre-emption  on  the  swamp 
lands,  but  with  a  proviso  saving  all  actu- 
al settlers  ou  said  lands  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  the  act.  As  the  act  was  passed 
lu  January,  and  the  petitioner  began  his 
improvement  in  June,  the  defendant  insists 
that  the  former  acquired  no  light  of  pre- 
emption, he  not  being  a  settler  at  the  pas- 
sage of  the  act.  But  the  objection  is  not 
well  founded.  This,  and  similar  expres- 
sions in  statutes,  has  legal  reference  to 
the  time  of  their  taking  effect.  No  other 
construction  would  be  consistent  with 
that  requirement  of  the  constitution, 
which  provides  that  the  laws  shall  be  pub- 
lished before  they  take  effect.  **  It  is  also 
the  well-settled  rule  of  courts  that  when 
there  is  doubt  as  to  the  time  when  the 
limitation  commences  to  run,  that  con- 
struction should  be  given  which  is  most 
favorable  to  the  enforcement  of  the  com- 
mon-law rights  of  the  citisen. 

The  Judgment  of  the   court    below    is 
therefore  affirmed.

"m  order." 

(1)  It  omits  the  element  of  "consider- 
able provocation,**  and  withdraws  that 
part  of  the  law  and  that  branch  of  the 
defense  wholly  from  the  consideration  of 
the  Jury. 

(2)  It  positively  declares  that  law 
which  is  not  the  law,  for  when  '^consid- 
erable  provocation  appears"  there  is  no 
implied  malice,  because  the  existence  of  each 
a  provocation  is  as  effectual  to  prevent 
the  implication  of  malice  as  the  absence  of 
circumstances  which  show  an  abandoned 
and  malignant  heart  is  to  prevent  the  im- 
plication of  malice. 

(3)  And,  when  ''considerable  provoca- 
tiun  appears,"  the  law  implies  that  the  act 
of  IciilinK  was  done  under  the  influence  of 
passion  pro  voiced,  not  with  malice  afore- 
thought, either  express  or  implied,  which 
must  exist  in  murder  of  any  degree.  2

(4)  The  court  left  out  of  its  definition  of 
''murder**  the  element  most  favorable  to 
the  defendant,  in  that  it  required  the  Jury 
to  find  abandoned  and  malignant  heart 
from  some  or  any  of  the  circumstances  of 
the  killing:  while  the  statute  requires 
them  to  find  it  from  all,  and  consider  all. 

(5)  The  court  erred  in  not  definitely  in- 
structing the  Jury  that  In  finding  a  ver- 
dict against  the  defendant,  upon  the  pre- 
sumption of  guilt,  arising  from  the  evi- 
dence, or  upon  the  conclusive  imp!lcation 
of  malice,  they  should  find  the  defendant 
g^iUty  of  the  lesser  offense,  to  wit,  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree.  People  v.

If  the  Judge  has  already  instructed  the 
Jury  properly,  and  with  sufficient  fullness 
as  to  the  law  of  the  case,  and  additional 
instructions  are  asked  for,  which  simply 
present,  in  different  language,  points 
covered  by  the  instruction  given,  it  is  not 
error  to  refuse  them,  nor  is  it  the  duty 
of  the  Judge  to  refuse  them.

MoBOAN,  C.  J.  Defendant  was  Indicted, 
tried,  and  convicted  of  murder  in  the  first 
degree.  The  first  point  urged  upon  the 
attention  of  the  court,  and  which  seema 
to  be  relied  upon  by  the  appellant  as  the 
main  point,  or  as  the  only  ground  upon 
which  he  asks  a  reversal  of  the  Judgment 
below  and  an  order  for  a  new  trial,  ta 
*" that  the  court  erred  in  the  instruction 
giving  the  definition  of  murder,  or  in  the 
direction  as  to  when  malice  Is  to  be  Im- 
plied. The  language  of  the  statu te^  la 
that  malice  is  to  be  implied  when  no  con- 
siderable provocation  appears,  or  when 
all  the  circumstances  of  the  killing  show 
an  abandoned  and  malignant  heart.** 
The  language  of  the  court  in  the  InMtruc^ 
tion  is:  "'MalicK  is  always  to  be  implied 
when  the  circumstances  of  the  killing 
show  an  abandoned  and  malignant  heart.  ** 
The  language  of  the  statute  is  in  the 
alternative,  and  is  equivalent  to  the  fol- 
lowing: Malice  shall  be  implied  either 
when  no  considerable  provocation  ap- 
pears, or  when  all  the  circumstances  of 
the  killing  show  an  abandoned  and 
malignant  heart;  that  is.  In  either  case 
malice  shall  be  implied.  It  Is  proper* 
then,  that  the  court  should  give  either 
cause  for  the  Implication  that  may,  in 
his  Judgment,  be  applicable  to  the  evi- 
dence. 

The  question  remains,  then,  whether 
leaving  out  the  word  ''all"  makes soch  a

verdict.  It  cannot  be  amiKued  for  error. 
Tbomption,  in  his  work  on  CbarKlnff  the 
Jq>7«  S  ^1«  aaya  a  party  cannot,  in  a  court 
of  error,  avail  himself  of  an  omission 
wlilrh  he  made  no  effort  to  hare  supplied 
at  tbe  time,  and  cites  a  lance  number  of 
authorities  mnninic  through  the  reports 
of  a  number  of  the  states.  Neither  is  it 
sofBeient  If  there  is  a  mere  tendency  in 
tlie  iastmctions  to  mislead  the  Jury ;  iu 
aach  a  ease  also  the  defendant  must  ask 
additional  explanatory  instructions  iu 
order  to  avail  himself  of  the  defect  in  a 
court  of  error.  Id.  §  82;  Kenan  r.  Hoi- 
loway,  16  Ala.  5S.  A  proper  Jury  is  com- 
posed of  men  of  sound  Judgment  and  ordi- 
nary in  trtllgence.  It  cannot  be  supposed 
tbat  audi  men  would  infer  from  this  in- 
atmctioD  that  they  were  to  take  a  part  of 
the  circnmstances  and  from  these  imply 
malice;  anch  men  would  know  that,  when 
tiie  court  said  the  clrcumBtauces  of  the 
killinfCt  all  tbe  circumstances  were  Intend- 
ed, and  not  a  part. 

It  cannot  be  sali,  and  it  is  not  said,  by 
the  appellant  that  this  Instruction  in  the 
form  si  Ten  misled  the  Jury,  and  it  can 
ararcplj  be  said  that  It  bad  a  tendency 
even  to  mislead  the  Jury.  The  word  **  all, " 
in  the  connection  used.  In  a  word  of  em- 
phasis only,  and  Is  not  In  any  sense  essen- 
tial to  tbe  completeness  of  the  direction. 
The  conrt  is  never  required  to  give  iu- 
stmctlons  in  the  exact  language  of  the 
statnte;  It  wouhl  be  In  some  cases  errone- 
ona  to  do  so;  it  Is  sufficient  If  the  sub- 
stanee  ia  correctly  given.  When  all  the 
instroctions  are  taken  together  no  im- 
proper inference  can  be  drawn.  The  Jury 
are  repeatedly,  and  In  differing  language, 
charged  tbat  every  reasonable  doubt 
arising  from  the  evidence  roust  be  re- 
solved in  favor  of  the  defendant.  This 
reasonable  doubt  is  defined  in  the  instruc- 
tions to  t>e  not  speculative  In  Its  nature, 
bat  a  real  uncertainty,  and  a  wavering  of 
tbe  mind  after  consideration  of  all  of  the 
evidence;  and  tbe  concluding  clause  of  the 
instmctions  of  the  court  is.  '*You  will 
carefully  consider  ail  the  facts  and  clr- 
cumstancea  of  tbe  case  as  detailed  by  the 


evidence.**  The  different  degrees  of  mur- 
der and  manslaughter  are  also  clearly 
defined. 

The  six  instructions  refused  had  been 
substantially  and  fully  given  by  the 
court.  These  six  instructions  are  clearly 
bad  on  account  of  their  mystical  charac- 
ter also,  and  appear  to  have  been  framed 
to  confnse  the  jury  instead  of  to  Instruct 
them.  We  find  no  error  in  the  causes  as- 
signed. 

Judgment  is  therefore  affirmed.

Buck,  J.  The  plaintiff  filed  his  complaint 
in  this  action  on  the  third  day  of  October, 
1879.  Samnions  was  iasned  on  the  same 
day,  but  personal  service  was  never  effect- 
ed. An  attempt  at  service  was  made  by 
publication  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of 
April,  1880.  The  following  stipulation  was 
entered  of  record  in  the  case  and  filed :  "  In 
the  District  Conrt  of  the  Second  Judicial 
District,  in  and  for  Idaho  Territory, 
Owyhee  County.  John  Grete  v.  Wm.  B. 
Knott.  It  is  stipulated  by  and  between 
the  parties  hereto  that  in  the  Item  of  the 
complaint  containing  tbe  account  of  Tim- 
othy V'arren  against  the  defendant,  be  en- 
larged to  the  amount  of  six  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  dollars,  on  account  of  a  fail- 
ure of  certain  credits  allowed  in  the  com- 
plaint, and  that  the  whole  Judgment  be 
enlarged  to  embrace  said  sum.  Wm.  B. 
Knott.  April  27,  1880.-  Onthesameday 
Judgment  was  entered  in  compliance  with 
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tbe  prayer  of  the  complaint  and  that  8tip- 
olatlou  on  flle  for  f  4,291 .89  and  co8t«  and 
dlBburBements.  Tbe  said  fitlpulatlon  ^an 
the  only  appearance  of  the  defendant  In 
the  cane.  Tbe  case  comes  to  this  court  on 
an  appeal  from  the  Judgment,  and  the  rec- 
ord consists  of  the  judgment  roll  tilone. 
The  appeal  seeks  to  reverse  the  JudjB:meut 
on  the  following  grounds:  (1)  Because 
tbe  record  shows  that  tbe  defendant  was 
a  non-resident,  and  doi^s  not  show  suffi- 
cient service  of  the  summons  to  give  the 
court  Jurisdiction  of  the  person  of  defend- 
ant; (2)  that  there  was  no  waiver  of  serv 
ice  of  the  summons;  (3)  that  tbe  paper  ap 
pearlng  in  tbe  traoscrlpt  marked  ''stipula- 
tion forjudgment,  '*  was  not  an  appearance 
on  the  part  of  the  defendant;  (4)  that  tbe 
record  does  not  show  that  said  stipula- 
tion was  signed  by  defendant,  and  that 
proof  of  such  signature  should  appear  in 
the  Judgment  roll. 

In  the  argument  of  the  case  tbe  attention 
of  the  respective  attorneys  was  given 
chiefly  to  two  points:  (1)  Whether  tbe 
service  of  the  summons,  aa  shown  by  the 
record,  was  sufficient  to  give  tbe  court  Ju- 
risdiction; (2)  whether  tbe  paper  indorsed 
*^ stipulation*'  was  sufficient  to  sustain  the 
Judgment. 

Tbe  first  point  is  a  question  of  great  im- 
portance, involving  the  validity  of  service 
of  summons  by  publication,  much  dis- 
cussed in  later  decisions  in  federal  and 
state  courts. 

The  Judgment  of  the  court,  however,  is 
based  in  this  case  on  tbe  stipulation  for 
Judgment,  and  It  is  not,  therefore,  neces- 
sary to  consider  the  first  point.  The 
paper  marked  ''stipulation  for  Judgment** 
properly  forms  no  part  of  tbe  Judgment 
roll,  and   under  former  decisions  of  this 


cou^t  would  have  been  stricken  oat  on 
motion,  had  such  a  motion  been  made. 
But  as  it  is  made  a  part  of  the  transcript, 
and  no  objection  being  made  to  it,  and  tbe 
attorneys  of  the  respective  parties  having 
given  prominence  to  it  In  the  argument, 
the  court  Is  of  the  opinion  that  it  should 
be  considered  as  a  part  of  tbe  record  by 
consent  of  parties.  This  paper  is  entitled 
and  filed  as  other  papers  in  the  action. 
Appellant  claims  that  it  has  reference  to 
but  one  specified  Item  in  the  complaint* 
But  in  direct  terms  it  refers  to  the  whole 
Judgment.  In  terms,  it  stipulates  that 
that  Item  be  enlarged  to  $600,  and  that  tbe 
whole  Judgment  be  enlarged  to  inclade 
that  amount.  Tbe  whole  Judgment,  by 
reasonable  construction,  is  the  Judgment 
asked  for  in  tbe  complaint.  The  court  l» 
of  the  opinion  that  this  writing,  in  terms, 
consents,  at  least,  that  the  Judgment  en- 
tered according  to  tbe  prayer  of  the  com- 
plaint  be  enlarged  by  $600.  If  advantage 
was  taken  of  defendant  In  entering  Judg- 
ment too  soon,  or  contrary  to  tbe  term» 
of  the  stipulation,  the  defendant  mlgbt 
have  bad  it  corrected  in  tbe  court  below 
under  section  G8  of  the  (>)de  of  Civil  Pro* 
cedure.  The  Judgment  recites  that  it  was 
entered  according  to  the  prayer  of  the 
complaint  and  the  stipulation  on  flle. 
Even  without  reference  to  the  terms  of  tbe 
stipulation,  from  the  terms  of  tbe  Judg- 
ment we  presume  that  the  truth  of  the  re- 
citals was  established  by  competent  evi> 
dence  to  tbe  satisfaction  of  the  court,  but 
the  evidence  should  form  no  part  of  the 
Judgment  roll. 
Tbe  Judgment  is  affirmed.

Ab  eieetlon  was  held  in  Altnraa  county 
for  the  relocation  of  the  county  seat. 
From  an  order  of  the  board  of  county 
commisaloDers  declarin5C  tiie  result  of  the 
dectiuo,  Joseph  A.Rupert  appealed  to  the 
district  court.  From  the  Judgment  of  the 
district  court  the  county  commissioners 
appealed.    Appeal  dismisHed.

MosQAN,  C.  J.  In  the  matter  of  the  mo- 
tion to  disnilss  the  appeal  tnlten  by  the 
board  of  coonty  commissioners  of  Al turns 
county,  Idaho  territory,  from  the  Jndfi:- 
nent  of  the  district  court  of  the  Second 
Judicial  diutrict  in  and  for  said  county  of 
Altnras,  entered  in  the  records  of  said 
ronrt  on  tbe  third  day  of  November,  1881. 
It  appears  from  the  record  in  this  cause 
that  pursaant  to  law  an  election  was 
fadd  in  Al tarns  county,  for  the  relocation 
of  the  county  seat  thereof,  on  the  twelfth 
day  of  September,  A.  D.  1881 ;  that  on  the 
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twenty-second  day  of  September,  A.  D. 
1881,  the  said  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners canvassed  the  votes  cast  at  said 
election,  and  duly  entered  the  result  there- 
of in  their  records  on  said  last-mentioned 
date;  that  on  the  first  day  of  October,  A. 
D.  1881,  one  Joseph  A.  Rupert,  of  said  coun- 
ty, toolc  an  appeal  from  the  order  of  said 
board  declaring  the  result  of  said  canvass 
to  the  district  court  in  and  for  said  coun- 
ty; that  after  hearing:  said  cause  flnal 
]ud£:ment  was  entered  therein,  as  stated, 
on  the  third  day  of  November,  1881.  From 
said  Judgment  the  said  board  of  county 
commissioners  attempt  to  take  an  appeal 
to  this  court  under  and  by  virtue  of  sec- 
tions t>41  and  642,  11th  Sess.  Laws  Idaho. 
The  question  is,  can  this  cause  be  brought 
to  this  court  by  this  method?  At  com- 
mon law  appeals  of  this  character  are  un- 
known. See  Pow.  App.  Proc.  p.  104,  §  6; 
Wiscart  v.  Dauchy,  8  Dall.  821;  Curt. 
Gonv.  §  185.  The  right  to  appeal,  there- 
fore, and  the  method  of  perfecting  it,  is 
wholly  dependent  upon  the  statutes  in 
force  in  this  territory.  See,  also,  U.  8.  v. 
Gllson,  1  Idaho,  364.  Section  1869  of  the 
organic  act  of  this  territory  states  that 
"  writs  of  error,  bills  of  exception,  and  ap- 
peals shall  be  allowed  in  all  cases  from 
the  final  decisions  of  the  digtrlct  courts 
to  the  supreme  court  of  all  the  territories, 
respectively,  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed  bylaw;  that  is,  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
laws  of  the  territory.  Section  642,  11th 
Sess.  Laws  Idaho,  distinctly  and  clearly 
sets  forth  what  class  of  cases   may   be 
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People  V.  Moancy, 


brought  to  ttiiH  court  by  appeal,  as  fol- 
lows: An  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the 
supreme  court  from  a  district  court  (1) 
from  a  final  Judarment  in  an  action  or 
special  proceeding  commenced  in  the  court 
in  wliicb  the  same  is  rendered;  (2)  from 
a  judgment  rendered  on  an  appeal  from 
an  inferior  court;  (3)  from  anordergrant- 
ing  or  refusing  to  grant  a  new  trial,  and 
from  various  other  orders  mentioned  in 
raid  third  clause. 

Clearly,  it  in  not  the  duty  of  this  court 
to  give  the  words  of  a  statute  any  other 
meaning  than  is  expressed  by  their  legal 
signification,  it  is  not  the  duty  of  this 
court,  nor  has  it  the  authority,  to  give 
a  statute  any  broader  scope  than  that  in- 
tended by  the  legislature.  Does  this  case 
come  within  the  first  clause  of  said  sec- 
tion? Was  this  an  action  or  special  pro- 
ceeding commenced  in  the  district  court? 
By  virtue  of  section  28,  p.  090,  Rev.  Laws 
Idaho,  it  becanie  the  duty  of  the  said 
board  of  county  com  missi  oners  tocanvass 
the  votes  cast  at  said  election,  and  declare 
the  result,  which  they  did.  From  the  or- 
der declaring  this  result  the  first  clause  of 
section  25,  county  commissioners'  law, 
(Rev.  Laws  Idaho,  529,)  gives  the  right  of 
appeal  to  the  district  court.  Section  26, 
Id.,  gives  the  method  of  appeal.  Hectlon 
28  directs  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  as  to  his  duties  upon  re- 
ceiving the  notice  of  appeal  and  undertak- 
ing. Section  27  authorizes  and  directs  the 
district  court  to  hear  the  case  anew,  and 
empowers  said  court  to  affirm,  reverse, 
annul,  or  modify  the  order  of  the  board. 

The  appeal  of  the  respondent  in  this 
court  was  taken  from  the  order  of  the 
board  in  accordance  with  the  sections 
above  set  forth,  and  the  cause  was  heard 
In  the  district  court  on  said  appeal.  We 
think  it  must  be  held  that  said  action  was 
commenced  when  the  notice  of  appeal 
was  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners;  that  the  order  of 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  is  a 
constituent  and  necessary  part  of  this 
cause,  and  the  foundation  of  the  action. 
All  the  proceedings  until  the  appeal  was 
perfected  were  had  before  the  board  of 
county  commissioners,  or  with  the  clerk 
of  said  board.  An  appeal  from  the  order 
of  the  board  of  commissioners  necessi- 
tates such  an  order  by  the  board  as  a 
priority  to  the  appeal  and  the  foundation 
thereof.  In  an  action  or  special  proceed- 
ing commenced  in  the  district  court  it  will 
be  found    that   the   papers    which  com- 


menced the  action  are  always  placed  on 
file  in  said  district  court  with  the  clerk 
thereof;  and  it  Is  n3ver  an  appea^l  from  a 
Judgment,  order,  or  decision  of  any  other 
court,  tribunal,  or  board  whatever.  The 
ordinary  and  legal  signification  of  the 
wonl ''appeal'*  indicates  that  there  has 
been  an  order.  Judgment,  or  decision  by 
some  inferior  board  or  tribunal.  We 
think  it  mu<it  beheld  that  this  cause  or 
proceeding  was  commenced  before  the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  and  there- 
fore does  not  come  under  Che  first  clause 
of  section  642.  The  second  clause  of  said 
section  allows  appeals  from  the  Judg- 
ments rendered  by  inferior  courts.  A 
court  is  a  body  in  the  government  to 
which  the  public  administration  of  Justice 
is  delegated.  The  one  common  and  es- 
sential feature  in  all  courts  Isajudg^or 
Judges  having  aome  sort  of  Judicial  func- 
tions, power,  or  authority.  Bun  v.  Law 
Diet.  878  et  seq.  Section  1907,  Rev.  St.  U. 
S.,  specifies  in  what  bodies  or  persons 
Judicial  power  is  vested  in  the  territories, 
namely:  In  supreme  court,  district 
courts,  probate  courts,  and  in  Justices  of 
the  peace.  Boards  of  county  commission- 
ers are  not  among  the  numt>«^r,  and  have 
no  Judicial  functions  or  power,  and  can- 
not be  vested  therewith ;  therefore  they  are 
not  courts.  This  clause  is  clearly  not 
within  the  third  clause  of  section  642. 

Parties  deeming  themselves  aggrieved 
by  the  Judgment  of  the  district  court,  are 
not  without  a  complete  remedy.  Writs 
of  error,  aided  by  bills  of  exceptions,  have 
for  six  centuries,  under  the  common  law, 
furnished  a  complete  and  perfect  means  of 
bringing  causes  from  an  inferior  court  to 
the  appellate  court  for  review,  and  for  the 
correction  of  errors,  If  any  there  be.  All  the 
virtues  of  this  ancient  and  complete  reme- 
dy are  at  the  service  of  the  people  of  this 
territory. 

We  think  this  appeal,  not  being  allowed 
by  the  statute,  should  be  dismissed ;  and 
it  is  dismissed.

Pbkkrtt,  J.  At  the  November  term  of 
the  district  court  of  the  Third  Judicial  dis- 
trict, held  in  and  for  the  count  j  of  Oneida, 
A.  D.  1M81,  the  defendant  was  indicted  for 
the  crlne  of  murder;  and,  upon  a  trial, 
was  convicted  of  murder  in  the  first  degrree, 
and  thereupon  JndRment  of  death  was 
pronounced  affainst  him.  From  that 
judicment  the  defendant  has  appealed  to 
this  court,  and  the  case  has  been  submit- 
ted upon  briefs,  without  oral  argument. 
There  la  ni>  evidence  or  bill  of  exceptions 
In  the  record,  nor  is  there  any  assignment 
of  errors  on  file.  We  are,  therefore,  left  to 
an  examination  of  the  record,  vis.,  the  in- 
dictment, the  Instructions  of  the  district 
coart  to  the  Jury;  and  the  Judgment;  and 
If  tberv  be  no  error  apparent  upon  their 
face,  tbe  Judgment  must  be  affirmed.  The 
Indictment  seems,  upon  inspection,  to  be 
perfect,  and  no  objection  is  urged  to  tbe 
Jndgment,  but  from  the  tenor  of  tbe  appel- 
lant*a  brief  we  conclude  that  he  objects  to 
tbe  following  instruction  sriveu  by  the 
eonrt  to  the  Jury,  to-wit:  **If  the  Jury 
believe  from  the  evidence,  beyond  a  rea- 
sonable doubt,  that  this  defendant  Icllled 
tloel  Uiokley,  and  that  such  killing  was 
perpetrated  while  the  defendant,  either  by 
himself  or  with  another  person,  was  at- 
temptfnfir  to  commit  a  robbery,  then  they 
Bnay  find  tbe  defendant  guilty  of  murder 
tai  tbe  first  degree.**  There  being  no  evi- 
dence in  the  record,  upon  thefamiliar  prin- 
ciple that  he  who  alleges  error  must  show 
It,  if  tbe  instruction  was  correct  under 
any  posalble  state  of  the  evidence,  it  must 
be  sustained. 

The  statutes  of  this  territory  (section  21 
of  the  act  concerning  crimes  and  punish- 
ments) provide  that  involuntary  man- 
slanflrbter  shall  consist  in  the  killing  of  a 
human  being,  without  any  Intent  to  do 
so,  in  the  commission  of  an  unlawful  act, 
or  a  lawful  act,  which  probably  might 


produce  such  a  consequence,  in  an  unlaw- 
ful manner,  provided  that  when  such  in- 
voluntary killing  shall  happen  in  tbe  com- 
missioo  of  an  unlawful  act  which  in  its 
conse4)uence8  naturally  tends  to  destroy 
life,  or  is  committed  in  the  prosecution  of 
a  felonious  intent,  the  offense  shall  be 
deemed  and  adjudged  to  be  murder."  Sec- 
tion 17  of  the  same  act  provides  that  all 
murder  which  shall  be  committed  *  *  » 
in  the  perpetration  or  attempt  to  perpe- 
trate •  ♦  •  robbery  ♦  ♦  ♦  shall  be 
deemed  murder  of  the  first  degree. 

Thus  it  will  t>eseen  that  section  21  makes 
the  unintentional  killing  of  a  human  being 
committed  in  the  prosecution  of  a  feloni- 
ous intent,  murder,  and  section  17  makes 
it  murder  in  the  first  degree,  if  the  intent 
was  to  commit  the  felony  of  robbery,  and 
some  others  therein  enumerated.  Under 
the  statute,  then,  the  instruction  was 
proper;  indeed  the  court  might  have  in- 
structed the  Jury,  under  the  circumstances 
stated,  not  only  that  they  might  find  the 
defendant  guilty  of  murder  in  the  first  de- 
gree, but  that  such  was  their  duty.  It  Is 
competent  for  the  legislature  to  prescribe 
what  felonious  homicides  shall  be  deemed 
murder,  and  to  define  the  degrees.  It  is 
the  policy  of  the  law  to  hold  persons  en- 
gaged in  felonies,  or  attempts  to  commit 
felonies,  responsible  for  all  the  conse- 
quences of  their  felonious  acts,  whether 
such  consequences  were  definitely  intended 
or  not;  the  Intent  to  commit  a  felony 
standing  in  tbe  place  of  the  malice  in  ordi- 
nary cases  of  murder.  It  follows  that  the 
instruction  given  being  correct  in  law, 
those  asked  by  tbe  defendant's  counsel, 
upon  tbe  view  that  tbe  killing,  in  order  to 
constitute  murder,  must  have  been  inten- 
tional, were  incorrect,  and  were  properly 
refused. 

There  being  no  error  either  in  the  giving 
or  refusal  to  give  instructions,  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  court  below  must  be  affirmed, 
and  it  is  accordingly  hereby  affirmed. 

The  cause  Is  remanded  to  tbe  district 
court,  with  directions  to  fix  anew  the  time 
for  executing  its  Judgment.

Nor  Is  there  any  question  in 
this  case  as  to  the  appearance  of  the  ad- 
ministrator:   he  having   voluntarily  ap- 
peared both  In  person  and   by  attorney. 
Section    140,  Rev.    Laws,  before   quoted, 
states:  "If  any  action  be  pending  against 
the  testator  or  intestate  at  the  time  of  his 
deatb,  the  plaintiff  shall  in  like  manner 
present  his  claim  to  the  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator for  allowance  or  rejection,  au- 
thenticated, as  In  other  cases,  and  no  re- 
covery shall  be  had  in   the  action   unless 
proof  be  made  of  tbe  presentation  required 
hylaw."    In  cases  in  the  United  States 


courts  the  practice  in  all  cases  is  regulated 
by  the  laws  in  force  in  the  states  or  terri- 
tories wherein  sucb  suit  is  pending.  U.  S. 
V.  Mays,  supra;  Clinton  v.  Englebrecht, 
supra;  Hornbnckle  v.  Toombs,  supra; 
Reynolds  v.  U.  S.,  98  U.  S.  154;  U.  S.  v. 
Eggleston,  4  Sawy.  201  et  seq.;  McGill  v. 
Armour,  11  How.  142.  The  administrator 
is  exclusively  bound  to  account  for  all  the 
assets  which  he  receives,  under  and  by  vir- 
tue of  his  administration,  to  the  court 
from  which  be  derives  his  authority. 
Vaughn  v.  Northup,  15  Pet.  6;  Youly  v. 
Lavender,  21  Wall.  279  et  seq.  When  the 
United  States  is  compelled  to  come  into 
court  to. enforce  its  rights  it  must  come  in 
as  any  other  suitor.  Mitchel  v.  T7.  S.,  9 
Pet.  743.  And  the  proceedings  In  such  ac* 
tion  musthein  accordance  with  local  laws 
in  force  at  the  time  in  the  state  or  terri- 
tory where  the  suit  is  commenced.  In 
thisi  case  the  probate  laws  in  this  territory 
must  govern  and  determine  the  method  of 
procedure  to  obtain  Judgment.  Peale  v. 
Phipps,  14  How. 375;  Williams  v. Benedict, 
8  How.  Ill;  Bank  v.  Horn,  17  How.  157; 
Pullian  V.  Osborne,  Id.  475,  476.  A  right 
of  priority  of  payment  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  is  not  involved  in  this  cause, 
and,  if  it  was,  the  right  of  the  United 
States  to  priority  given  by  law  is  recog- 
nised by  section  2H9,  Probate  Act,  Rev. 
Laws  Idaho. 

Judgment  of  the  court  below  mast  there- 
fore be  affirmed.

Where  a  defendant  has  contracted  with 
a  person,  natural  or  artificial,  under  disa- 
bility, and  becomes  liable  to  pay  money 
to  such  person,  he  will  not  be  permitted 
to  avail  himself  of  such  disability  to  avoid 
bis  obligation.

Prigkrtt,  J.  This  action  was  com- 
menced In  the  district  court  of  the  Third 
judicial  district,  in  and  for  Lemhi  county, 
and  afterwards  transferred  to  Custer  coun- 
ty, in  the  same  district,  for  trial.  The 
complaint  alleges  that  the  plaintiff  is  a 
corporation  organised  and  existing  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Nebraska  for  the 
purpose  of  mining,  smelting,  and  r^flning 
and  marketing  the  products  thereof,  and 
the  sale  of,  and  otherwise  operating  in, 
mining  properties,  and,  as  such,  has  been, 
for  more  than  four  months  last  past,  do- 
ing business  in  its  corporate  name.  It  is 
further  alleged  in  the  complaint  Chat  the 
appellant,  Ballard  S.  Dunn,  and  one  Car< 
son,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  July,  ISSO, 
entered  into  a  contract,  by  the  terms  of 
which  Carson  was  to  build  a  bridge  across 


Salmon  river,  and  to  receive  therefor,  from 
appellant,  the  sum  of  $3,100;  thatMubse- 
quently  to  the  making  of  said  contract 
the  location  of  the  bridge  was  changed, 
and  the  length  of  the  bridge  was,  by  such 
change,  necessarily  Increased,  and  that  io 
consequence  of  such  increased  length  It 
was  agreed  that  $650  should  be  added  to 
the  original  eon  tract  price;  that  Carson 
built  the  bridge  and  performed  all  the  con- 
ditions  of  the  contract  on  his  part,  and  on 
the  seventh  day  of  October,  1880,  assigned 
ail  his  right, title, and  interest  in  said  con- 
tract to  the  plaintiff;  that  no  part  of  the 
money  due  upon  the  contract  has  been 
paid  by  the  defendant;  that  defendant  has 
taken  and  holds  possession  of  the  bridge. 

The  only  question  before  the  court  Is 
whether  the  complaint  contains  facta  suf- 
ficient to  constitute  a  cause  of  action ;  for, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  tran- 
script contains  a  paper  called  a  bill  of  ex- 
ceptions, it  is  not  such  in  any  sense  of  the 
term.  It  is  merely  an  assignment  of  er- 
rors, without  any  record  or  bill  of  excep- 
tions showing  the  proceedings  or  decisions 
of  the  court  In  respect  to  the  matters  as- 
signed as  errors.  The  general  rule  ia  that 
a  corporation  has  and  may  exercise  snch 
powers  as  are  specifically  granted  by  the 
act  of  Incorporation,  or  are  neceesary  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the 
powers  expressly  granted,  and  not  as  hav- 
ing any  other.  The  plaintiff  in  this  case, 
as  the  complainant  states,  is  a  corpora- 
tion  organised  for  the  purpose  of  mining, 
smelting,  refining,  and  operating  in  raio- 
Ing  properties.  The  purchasing  of  choses 
in  action  Is  entirely  foreign  to  this  busi- 
ness. In  every  con  tract  there  moat  t>e  mu- 
tuality, and  therefore  parties  capable  of 
contracting.  The  demurrer  to  the  com- 
plaint should  have  been  sustained. 

The  Judgment  of  the  district  court  is 
reverse  J,  anri  the  cause  remanded,  with 
directions  to  allow  the  plaintiff  to  amend 
his  complaint.

Prom  an  asaesBment  of  taxes,  made  on 
its  property  by  the  assessor  of  Caster 
county,  the  General  Custer  Mining  Com- 
pany appealed  to  the  county  board  of 
equalisation.  The  county  board  ordered 
a  reduction, ana  from  this  order  James  H. 
Van  Camp  appealed  to  the  district  court. 
The  district  court  reversed  the  action  of 
the  county  board,  and  from  this  Judgment 
the  Custer  Mining  Company  appealed,  and 
sued  out  a  writ  of  error.  Van  Campmoved 
to  dismiss  the  appeal  and  writ  of  error. 
Motion  to  dismiss  appeal  granted.  Motion 
to  dismiss  writ  of  error  denied.

Pbickbtt,  J.  It  appears  from  the  trans- 
cript in  this  cause  that  the  assessor  of 
Custer  county  assessed  the  property  of 
the  General  Custer  Mining  Company  for 
the  year  1881  as  follows:  its  mill  and  ap- 
purtenances at  f  70,000,  and  bullion  pro- 
duced by  them  and  in  their  posssesion, 
f  170,000;  that  at  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  board  of  equalization  of  that  county, 
held  in  August,  1881,  the  superintendent  of 
the  company  oppeared,  and  complained 
that  such  assessment  was  too  high,  and 
asked  a  reduction;  that,  upon  such  com- 
plaint, the  board  reduced  the  assessment 
and  valuation  of  the  mill  and  appurte- 
nances to  185,000,  and  of  the  bullion  to 
$25,000;  that  from  such  order  James  H. 
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Van  Gamp,  a  citizen  and  tax-payer  of  the 
county,  appealed  to  the  district  court  of 
tbe  Tbird  Judicial  district,  held  In  and  for 
Custer  county;  that  the  notice  of  such 
appeal  was  addressed  and  directed  to  the 
board  of  comnilHHioners  of  Custer  county 
and  the  General  Custer  Mining  Company, 
and  was  served  by  mail  upon  the  superin- 
tendent of  tbe  company;  that  tbe  com- 
missioners appeared  by  counsel  in  the  dis- 
trict, and  moved  to  dismiss  the  appeal, 
on  tbe  ground  that  no  appeal  lies  from 
tbe  order  of  the  board  of  equalization, 
and  that.  If  it  does  lie  in  this  case,  that 
James  H.  Van  Camp  is  not  authorised  or 
qualified  by  law  to  take  such  appeal, 
which  motion  was  denied  by  the  court. 
tSuch  proceedings  were  afterwards  bad  in 
the  district  court  as  resulted  in  a  Judg- 
ment, rendered  June  17,  1882,  modifying 
the  decision  of  the  board  of  comminslon- 
em,  and  flzing  Xhe  value  of  the  mill  and 
appurtenances  at  $35,000,  (as  previously 
ordered  by  them,)  and  of  the  bullion  at 
9170,000,  and  requiring  the  board  of  com- 
missioners, the  county  auditor,  and  tbe 
assessor  and  collector  of  taxes  to  proceed, 
and  to  adjust  and  collect  the  proper  taxes 
upon  such  valuation, in  manner  and  form, 
now  for  then,  as  if  the  appeal  to  tbe  dis- 
trict court  had  not  been  taken,  it  was 
further  ordered  that  a  copy  of  the  Judg- 
ment be  served  upon  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners, the  county  auditor,  the  assessor, 
and  tax  collector  of  the  county,  and  upon 
tbe  General  Custer  Mining  Company  or  its 
attorney. 

On  the  fourteenth  day  of  September, 
1882,  the  General  Custer  Mining  Company 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  tbe  district 
court,  and  served,  a  notice  of  appeal  from 
said  Judgment  to  this  court,  and  on  the 
next  day  gave  an  undertaking  on  said  ap- 
peal, and  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  Novem 
tier,  1883,  the  said  company  sued  out,  and 
caused  to  be  issued  from  this  court,  a  writ 
of  error  to  said  district  court.  The  re- 
spondent in  this  appeal  and  the  defendant 
In  error,  James  H.  Van  Camp,  now  moves 
to  dismiss  both  the  appeal  and  the  writ 
of  error, — the  former  on  the  ground  that 
no  appeal  is  allowed  by  law  in  the  cause, 
and  the  latter  because  the  General  Custer 
Mining  Company  is  not  a  party  to  the  rec- 
ord or  Judgmf*nt  in  tbe  district  court; 
that  it  does  not  appear  from  tbe  record 
that  tbe  commissioners  of  Custer  county 
authorized  or  consented  to  the  suing  out 
of  the  writ ;  that  it  does  not  appear  from 
tbe  writ  of  error  herein  that  the  board 


of  commissioners  or  the  General  Caster 
Mining  Company  are  injured  or  prejudiced 
by  tbe  Judgment  of  thedistrlct  court;  that 
the  said  company  has  no  standing  in  tblH 
court,  because  It  does  not  appear  by  tbe 
record  that  it  has  paid  or  tendered  tbe  tax 
on  its  property  upon  the  valuation  thereof 
as  fixed  by  tbe  board  of  commissioners; 
and  on  the  further  ground  that  there  la  no 
statement  of  the  case  or  bill  of  exceptioDS 
in  the  transcript  in  support  of  the  writ  of 
error.  At  the  last  term  ^#f  this  court,  in 
the  case  of  Rupert  v.  Board,  ante,  21,  2 
Pac.  Uep.  718,  it  was  decided  that  no  ap- 
peal would  lie  to  this  court  from  a  Jads- 
meut  of  the  district  court  rendered  upon 
an  appeal  from  an  order  of  a  board  of 
county  commissioners,  because  such  casee, 
although  somewhat  anomalous  in  char- 
acter, do  not  partake  of  the  nature  of  saltn 
in  chancery,  which  can  be  transferred 
fromonecourt  to  another  in  that  manner, 
but  were  proceedings  at  law,  which.  In 
the  absence  of  any  statute  conferring  tbe 
right  of  appeal,  were  to  be  reviewed  by 
writ  of  error,  and  that  there  is  no  statute 
of  this  territory  authorizins:  or  provldingr 
for  an  appeal  to  this  court  In  such  cases 
That  decision  was  rendered  on  tbeeleventh 
day  of  September,  1882,  about  tbe  time 
tbe  notice  of  appeal  was  filed  in  tbe  dl^ 
trict  court  from  its  Judgment  in  this  case; 
from  which  fact,  and  the  subsequent  suing 
out  of  the  writ  of  error.  It  Is  reasonable 
to  presume  that  the  General  Custer  Mining 
Company  abandoned  its  appeal,  and  con- 
cluded to  rely  upon  its  writ  of  error  In- 
stead. Indeed,  the  appeal  is  not  now  in- 
sisted upon  by  counsel  for  the  appellant. 
Upon  the  authority  of  the  case  above  re- 
ferred to  the  appeal  Is  dismissed. 

The  objections  made  b^^the  moving  par- 
ty to  the  writ  of  error,  and  to  tbe  right  of 
the  plaintiff  in  error  to  be  heard  thereon, 
will  now  be  considered  and  briefly  dis- 
cussed; and— F/rr^f,  Is  the  General  Custer 
Mining  Company  such  a  party  to  the  rec- 
ord, proceedings,  and  Judgment  of  the  dis- 
trict court  as  is  entitled  to  a  writ  of  error 
to  review  the  same?  The  rule  concerning^ 
writs  of  error  at  common  law  (and  we 
have  not  now  any  statute  extending  or 
changing  that  rule)  unqestlonatily  la  that 
no  one  can  bring  error  unless  he  is  a  party 
or  privy  to  the  record,  or  is  prejudiced  by 
the  Judgment,  and  the  rule  seems  to  be  in- 
flexible, (Bac.  Alir.  •* Error :*•  Connor. v. 
Peugh*s  Lessee,  18 How. 394;)  and,  as  pro- 
ceedings In  error  are  in  the  nature  of  new 
actions,  tbij  rule  probably  had  its  origin 
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In  the  fiain«  iceneral  principle  that  goyerns 
Id  relation  to  the  parties  In  personal  ac- 
tioaii,  that  the  action  most  be  brooKbt  In 
tfeeaame  ol  the  party  whose  legal  right 
has  been  affected. 

The  orlffln  nod  foundation  of  the  pro- 
ceedingfi  In  this  cau<ie  was  the  complaint 
made  by  the  General  Cnster  Mining  Com- 
pany,  through   Its    superintendent    and 
aicent,  to  the  board  of  equalization,  that 
ita  proiierty   was  assessed  too  high.    In 
that  Initiatory  proceeding  or  step  the  com- 
pany stood  lu  the  relation  of  complainant 
or  plaintiff.     Upon  sorb  complaint,  and  the 
liearing  had  thereunder,  they  procured  an 
order  favorable  to  their  Interest,— a  reduc- 
tion In  the  assessment,  and  a  consequent 
Tedoction  In  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be 
paid.    To  the  order  and  decision  pf  the 
board  they  had  a  vested  right,  subject  on- 
ly to  a  reversal  or  modifleation,  by  com- 
petent authority.  In  the  mode  prescribed 
by  law;  and  although  the  proceedings  be- 
fore the  board  neither  bad  or  were  required 
to  have  a  name  or  title,  the  GeneraU'uster 
Mining  Company  were  unquestionably  in- 
tereated  in  snch  proceedings,  and  in  the  or- 
der obtained  therein.    The  statute  (Rev. 
L.awB,  p.  529,  §  25)  authorises  appeals  to 
be  taken  from  orders  of  the  board  of  coun- 
ty eommlivaioners  tothedistrict  court, and 
the  appeal  in  this  case  was  taken  undnr 
tbatstatnte;  but  an  appeal,  strictly  speak- 
ing* Is  not  the  commencement  of  a  new  ac- 
tion or  proceeding,  hut  a  continuation  of 
the  same  case,  action,  or  proceeding,  being 
only  a  transfer  from  one  court,  tribunal, 
or  body  to  another  for  final  trial  and  Judg- 
ment.    Heiice,  the  policy  and  propriety  of 
the  statute,  which  requires  the  notice  of 
appeal  in  such  cases  to  be  served  on  **any 
person  having  a  beneficial  interest  In  the 
order  or  decision  appealed  from,"  in  order 
that  they  may  have  an  opportunity  to  de- 
fend their  claim,  and  maintain  the  advan- 
tages of  the  order,  if  they  are  able  to  do 
so.    They  are  still  parties  to  the  proceed- 
ing* and  continue  so  to  be  until  their  rights 
in   the   matter   are   finally    adjudicated, 
whether  they  appear  in  the  appellate  tri- 
bunal or  not. 

Much  stress  was  laid  in  the  argument 
upon  the  fact  that  the  name  of  the  Gen- 
eral Custer  Mining  Company  does  not  ap- 
pear In  the  title  of  the  original  notice  of 
appeal  or  other  papers,  or  In  the  judgment 
of  tlie  district  court;  and  it  is  urged  that 
therefore  they  are  not  a  party  to  the  rec- 
ord or  Judgement.  The  papers,  proceeding, 
aod  Jodgment  are.  It  is  true, entitled **  J.  H. 


Van  Camp  v.  The  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners of  Custer  County,"  but  the 
plain  titr  in  error  Ie  not  responsible  for  that 
name  or  title,  nor  do  I  know  of  any  law 
requiring  the  papers,  proceeding,  and  Judg- 
ment to  be  so  entitled.  **  Van  Camp's  Ap- 
peal" would,  perhaps,  be  the  more  ap- 
propriate title.  The  title  or  name  by 
which  an  action  or  proceeding  is  called 
certainly  cannot  change  Its  character  or 
divest  interests  acquired  before  the  chris- 
tening. They  remain  the  same.  It  is  pro- 
vided by  section  711  of  our  Code  of  Pro- 
cedure that  **an  affidavit,  notice,  or  other 
paper  without  the  title  to  the  action  or 
proceeding  in  which  it  is  made,  or  with  a 
defective  title.  Is  as  valid  and  effectual  for 
any  purpose  as  If  duly  entitled,  if  it  intel- 
ligibly refer  to  such  action  or  proceeding.  ** 
We  think  that  section  applicable  to  the 
question  under  consideration,  and  even 
without  it  that  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the 
court  to  look  beyond  the  mere  title  to  as- 
certain who  are  interested  and  affected 
parties.  As  to  the  judgment,  we  think  it 
cannot  be  seriously  contended  or  claimed 
that  the  direction  and  order  therein  con- 
tained, that  the  several  revenue  officers  of 
the  county  proceed  and  collect  the  taxes 
upon  the  increased  valuation  of  the  prop- 
erty, imposes  no  liability  or  obligation  up- 
on the  General  Custer  Mining  Company  to 
pay  taxes  thereon.  As  long  as  laws  exist 
for  enforcing  the  collection  of  taxes,  it 
must  be  evident  to  all  that  the  contrary  is 
the  case.  We  conclude,  therefore,  upon 
this  question,  that  the  General  Custer 
Mining  (Company  is  a  party  to  the  record, 
proceedings,  and  Judgment,  and  that  such 
judgment  was  and  is  prejudicial  to  Its  in- 
terests, in  the  sense  that  it  increased  its  li- 
ability to  the  public. 

There  are  no  pleadings  in  proceedings  of 
this  character  in  which  the  fact  of  pay- 
ment ortenderof  the  taxes  upon  the  valua- 
tion of  the  property,  as  fixed  bytheboard, 
could  be  alleged,  and  it  is  difficult  for  us 
to  understand  how  that  fact  could  be 
made  to  appear  by  the  record.  The  bond 
given  as  a  supersedeas  is  theoretically  and 
presumptively,  at  least,  sufficient  t«>  save 
the  defendant  in  error  and  the  public  harm- 
less from  all  damages  tbey  may  suffer  by 
reasou  of  the  delay  in  the  payment  of  the 
taxes,  if  they  have  not  been  paid.  This  is 
not  a  case  in  which  it  is  necessary  for  the 
record  to  show  payment  or  tender  in  or- 
der to  give  the  party  standing  In  court* 
It  is  not,  in  the  opinion  of  this  court,  nec- 
essary, to  entitle  a  party  to  a  writ  of  er* 
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ror,  tbat  there  eboold  be  eltber  bill  of  ex- 
ceptions or  statement ;  the  object  of  these 
la  to  bring  Into  and  make  of  record  what 
was  not  so.  If  errors  appear  upon  the 
face  of  the  ]adfi;ment  roll,  they  can  be 
shown  and  taken  advantage  of  upon  the 
hearing. 

The  motion  to  dismiss  the  writ  of  error 
Is  denied.

Appeal— Notice— SuFFrciENOT  of  Service. 

Under  Ck>de  Ciyil  Proe.  %  685,  providing 
that  service  may  be  made  upon  an  attorney 
during  his  absence  from  his  office  by  leaving 
the  notice  with  his  clerk  therein,  or  with  a 
person  having  charge  thereof,  or,  when  there 
IS  no  person  in  the  office,  by  leaving  it  between 
the  hours  of  8  a.  m.  and  6  r.  m.  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  the  office,  sufficient  service  of 
a  notice  of  appeal  was  not  shown  by  the  affi- 
davit of  the  attorney  making  the  same,  reciting 
that  "affiant  served  the  notice  upon  the  attor- 
ney for  respondent  by  leaving  a  true  copy  there- 
of at  his  office." 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Ada  county. 

Action  by  one  Warner  against  one 
Teactienor  and  others.  From  a  Judgment 
for  plaintiff,  defendants  appeal.  Appeal 
dismissed.

Buck,  J.  This  cause  comes  Into  this 
court  on  appeals  from  flnal  iudgment,  and 
from  an  order  overruling  a  motion  for  a 
new  trial.  The  respondent  appears  spe- 
cially by  his  attorney,  and  moves  a  dis- 
missal of  the  appeul  from  the  judgment 
on  the  ground  that  more  than  one  year 
had  elapsed  from  the  entry  of  the  Judg- 
ment until  the  taking  of  the  appeal,  and 
also  from  the  order  overruling  the  motion 
for  a  new  trial:  (1)  For  defect  in  the  un- 
dertaking: (2)  because  the  notice  of  ap- 
peal contains  simply  thesurname  of  plain- 
tiff and  respondf'nt,  without  the  Chris- 
tian name;  (3)  that  the  record  shows 
no  service  of  notice  of  appeal. 

The  objection  that  the  appeal  from  the 
Judgment  was  not  taki'n  in  time  was  not 
contested  by  the  attorney  for  the  appel- 


lant, and  the  defect  in  the  audertaklngr 
having  been  cured  by  tlie  filing  of  a  new 
undertaking  under  section  657  of  our  prac- 
tice act,  there  remains  only  the  objection 
to  the  contents,  and  service  of  the  notice 
of  appeal,  to  be  passed  upon. 

The  proof  of  service  of  the  notice  of  ap- 
peal is  contained  In  the  affidavit  of  the  at- 
torney for  defendants  and  appellants  to 
the  effect**  tbat  affiant  served  the  notice 
upon  the  attorney  for  respondent  and 
plaintiff  by  leaving  a  true  copy  thereof  at 
his  office  in  Boise  City,  Ada  county,  Idaho 
territory,  on  the  twenty  first  of  May,18S3. 
Section  685  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
provides  that  service  may  be  made  upon 
an  attorney  during  bis  absence  from  bis 
office  by  leaving  the  notice  with  hia  cleric 
th«>rein,  or  with  a  person  having  chari^e 
thereof;  or,  when  there  is  no  person  in  the 
office,  by  leaving  It  between  the  houm  of 
8  in  the  morning  and  6  In  the  afternoon  in 
a  conspicuous  place  in  the  office.  This 
section  provides  for  constructive  nerrice 
Instead  of  personal,  and  being  In  derof^a- 
tion  of  the  common  law,  which  required 
personal  service,  the  statute  must  be 
strictly  construed. 

In  Jackson  v.  Gardner,  2  ralnes,  95,  the 
court  say,  speaking  of  an  affidavit  of serT- 
ice  like  tht*  one  at  bar:  ''The  affidavit  is 
defective:  it  does  not  state  that  there  was 
no  one  In  the  office.  The  notice  might 
have  been  slipped  down  wltnont  any  inti- 
mation and  have  remained  unobserved. 
To  make  such  service  good  it  ought  to 
have  stated  that  there  was  not  any  one  in 
the  office. " 

This  is  still  more  distinctly  declared  to 
be  the  law  in  Doll  v.  Smith,  32  Cal.  475,  in 
a  case  In  all  respects  identical  with  the 
one  at  bar. 

It  is  maintained  by  the  appellants  that 
under  section  269,  Code  Civil  Proc.,  the  de- 
fect in  proof  should  be  disi*egarded.  Bat 
service  of  notice  of  appeal  Is  ajurisdirtlun- 
al  fact  whirh  affects  the  substantial  rights 
of  the  parties,  and  the  court  is  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  section  referred  to  doee  not 
contemplate  the  disregarding  of  a  defect  in 
proof  of  a  fact  necessary  to  give  the  court 
Jurisdiction  of  the  matter  In  controversy. 

As  to  the  contents  of  the  notice  itself  the 
court  is  not  prepared  to  say  that  it  is  ao 
defective  as  not  to  give  the  respondent 
sufficient  Information  as  to  the  Judgment 
appealed  from.  The  determination  of 
the  court  as  to  the  service  of  the  notice 
of  appeal,  however,  renders  it  nnneeesaary 
to  consider  the  contents  of  the  notice. 
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Qray  y.  Cederholm.

There  is  nothing  else  in  the  record  Indi- 
CHtlnic  any  Judgment  by  tbe  probate 
court,  either  on  the  demurrer  or  on  the 
evidence  in  the  cause.  From  this  sup- 
posed Judgment,  the  defendants  give  no- 
tice of  an  appeal  to  tbe  district  court  of 
Altnras  county,  on  the  seventh  day  of 
December,  A.  D.  1H82,  and  file  an  under- 
taking on  the  ninth  day  of  December  fol- 
lowing. On  the  fifteenth  day  of  January 
following  tbe  papers  were  placed  on  file 
in  tbe  district  court.  On  the  eighth  day 
of  August,  1883,  the  district  court  in  and 
for  said  Alturas  county,  upon  motion  of 
plaintiffs  herein,  dismissed  said  appeal. 
To  said  Judgment  dismissing  the  appeal 
the  defendants  excepted,  and  on  the  third 
day  of  October  tolliiwing  took  an  appeal 
to  this  court. 

The  only  substantial  assignment  of  er- 
ror in  defendants'  bill  of  exceptions  Is  that 
tbe  court  erred  In  dismissing  the  appeal 
from  the  probate  court.  It  is  evident 
that  the  first  question  to  be  considered 
is,  was  there  any  Judgment  by  the  probate 
court  in  this  cause?  If  there  was  no  Judg- 
ment then  there  could  be  no  appeal,  and 
an  attempted  appeal  should  he  at  once 
dismissed.  Section  850,  Civil  Code,  says 
**  a  Judgment  is  the  final  determination  of 
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the  rlffhtB  of  the  parties  in  an  action  or 
proceed  I  nK."  Is  there  a  determination  of 
the  rights  of  either  party  in  this  record? 
The  entry  of  ** damages,  $310,"  Is  claimed 
to  be  a  Judgment.  It  has  none  of  the  ele- 
ments of  a  Judgment.  It  is  nowhere 
stated  that  it  is  adjudged,  ordered,  de- 
creed, or  considered  that  the  plaintiff 
should  have  or  recover  of  defendants,  nor 
that  defendant  should  have  or  recover  of 
plaintiff,  the  sum  of  f310,  or  any  other 
sum.  There  Is  no  ^ord  or  words  used 
which  indicates  an  adjudication  by  the 
probate  Judge  for  or  against  either  party. 
In  this  there  is  no  indication  whether 
Judgment  is  given  for  plaintiff  or  for  de- 
fendants, and  one  can  only  Infer  from  the 
fact  that  the  probate  Judge  has  charged  a 
fee  for  ** entering  default  tor  want  of  an- 
swer;** that  no  answer  was  filed;  and 
therefore  that  possibly  it  was  the  Inten- 
tion to  enter  Judgmen  t  for  plaintiff.  There 
Is  no  Judgment  entered  either  sustaining 
or  overruling  demurrer;  no  default  of  de- 
fendants entered;  and  no  Judgment  for 
either  plaintiff  or  defendants.  No  execu- 
tion is  authorised  for  either  party,  and 
the  pretended  Judgment  does  not  indicate 
which  party  is  entitled  to  execution. 
Wright  V.  Fletcher,  12  Vt.  431. 

The  following  entry:  "We.  thd  Jury, 
find  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  and  assess  bis 
damages  at  $4,493,  (and  the  record  showed 
the  entry;)  whereupon  the  court  entered 
Judgment  on  the  verdict"— was  held  to  be 
DO  Judgment.  Faulk  v.  Kellums,  54  111. 
189. 

In  Barrett  v.  Garragan,  16  Iowa,  44,  re- 
ferred to  by  counsel  for  appellant,  the 
transcript  showed  proceedings  up  to  and 
Including  the  trial,  after  which  was  writ- 
ten:

This  was  held  to  be  a  good  Judgment. 
This  indicates  for  whom  and  against 
whom  Judgment  was  given,  time,  and 
amount,— a  very  different  Judgment  from 
the  one  at  bar. 

It  appears  that  an  attempt  was  made 
in  the  probate  court  to  enter  up  a  formal 
judgment  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of 
July,  A.  D.  1883,  nunc  pro  tunc.  Section 
603,  Civil  Code,  requires,  when  trial  is  by 
the  court,  (probate  or  Justice,)  Judgment 
roust  be  entered  at  the  close  of  the  trial. 


Judgment  was  not  so  entered.  An  ap- 
peal was  taken  to  the  district  court  on  tlie 
seventh  day  of  December,  1882.  After  an 
appeal  is  taken  to  the  district  court  and 
perfected,  the  probate  Judge  lost  all  Juris- 
diction in  the  cause,  and  could  do  noth- 
ing in  reference  thereto,  except  by  order 
of  the  district  court.  Any  action,  thews 
fore,  taken  by  the  probate  court  after  said 
appeal  was  not  legally  taken,  and  conld 
not  change  the  condition  of  the  record  lo 
the  district  court.  There  being  no  judg- 
ment in  the  probate  court  there  could  be 
no  appeal,  and  the  appeal  was  properly 
dismissed. 

This  conclusion  having  completely  dis- 
posed of  the  cause,  it  is  not  thought 
proper  to  enter  into  the  discussion  of  mat- 
ters which  do  not  and  cannot  affect  tbe 
[udgment  of  the  court. 

Judgment  affirmed.

No  appeal  will  lie  from  an  order  of  the 
county  board  of  equalization  reducing  the 
amount  of  an  assessment  of  taxes. 

Error  to  district  court,  Custer  county. 

The  assessor  of  Custer  county  a ssesaed 
the  property  of  the  General  Custer  Mining 
Company  for  the  year  1S81  at  f 70,000,  and 
bullion  on  hand  at  $170,000.  Upon  ap- 
peal by  the  mining  company  to  the  coan- 
ty  board  of  equalization,  the  assess raent 
was  reduced,  and  James  H.  Van  Camp 
appealed  to  the  district  court.  From  a 
judgment  of  the  district  court,  reversing 
the  order  of  the  board  of  equalization,  the 
mining  company  brings  error.    Reversed.

Prickrtt,  J.  The  assessor  of  Caster 
county.  In  this  territory,  for  the  year  1881, 
assessed  the  mill  and  appurtenances  of 
the  plaiutlff  in  error  at  $70,000,  and  bul- 
lion on  hand  at  $170,000.  Upon  the  com- 
plaint of  the  manager  of  the  company,  the 
board  of  equalisation  of  the  county  re- 
duced such  assessment  to  $35,000  oo  the 
mill  and  its  appurtenances,  and  to  $25,000 
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Qeneral  Cwfer  Min.  Co.  y.  Van  Camp, 


upon  tbe  bolHon.  From  the  order  of  the 
board  redncinsc  tbe  eeBeBBiDent,  Jaoiee 
B.  Van  Garop«  a  private  cltisen  of  the 
county,  appealed  to  the  dlRtrict  court  of 
tbe  Third  Judicial  districl-  for  Custer  coao- 
ty.  A  motion  was  made  iu  the  district 
eonrt  to  dismiMS  the  appeal,  on  the 
groonda  that  no  appeal  is  allowed  by 
law  from  an  order  of  the  board  of  equal- 
isation, and  that  Van  Camp  wae  not.  in 
any  event,  a  proper  party  to  take  each 
appeal.  The  motion  to  dinmiss  was  over- 
mled.  The  cause  was  tried  de  novo,  and 
tbe  coort  rendered  Judgment  restoring  the 
aaasaament  on  the  bullion  to  tbe  original 
8om  of  $170,000,  and  fixing  the  assessment 
of  tbe  mill  and  appurtenances  at  $35,000, 
as  flxed  by  tbe  board. 

Tbe  qoefltions  submitted  to  this  court 
ara  the  same  as  were  raised  in  the  district 
conrt  on  tbe  motion  to  dismiss  tbe  appeal. 
Will  an  apfieal  lie  from  an  order  of  the- 
board  et|ua1ising  assensmeuts?  Is  it  a  le- 
^al  and  proper  remedy?  Iu  order  to  an- 
airer  these  questions  we  must  look  to 
tbe  statutes,  for  the  right  to  appeal  is 
purely  statutory,  unknown  to  the  cum- 
DBon  law,  and  it  cannot  be  extended  by 
coorts  to  cases  not  within  the  statute. 

Tbe  defendant  in  error,  to  sustain  the 
liffbt  of  appeal,  relies  upon  section  25  of 
tbe  act  creating  tbe  board  of  county  com- 
mlBBioaers  and  defining  their  duties  and 
powers.      Rev.  Laws,   529.     It   provides 
tbat  'appeals  may  be  taken  from  orders 
of  tbe  board  of  county  commissioners,  as 
follows:    JYrst,  from  any  order,  by  any 
persoQ  aggrieved  thereby;  aecond,  from 
an  order  allowing  an  account  or  demand 
aicalnat  tbe  county,  by  any  elector  or  tax- 
payer of  the  county,  on  the  ground  of  im- 
proper or  excessive  allowance;  thirdftrom 
any  order  prejudicially  affecting  the  public 
Interest,   by  either  the  district  attorney 
or  tbe  probate  Judge  of  the  county,  on  be- 
lialf  of  the  county. 

Section  10  of  the  same  act  defines  the  du- 
ties and  powers  of  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners; and  the  twelfth  suiidivision  of 
tbat  section  provides  that  they  shnll  **act 
as  a  board  of  canvassers  and  equalization, 
and  ^o  and  perform  all  other  acts  re- 
quired of  them  by  the  organic  act  and 
laws  of  Idaho  territory  not  in  conflict 
with  this  act.*"  Under  this  last-mentioned 
prorlslon  It  is  claimed  that  the  board, 
while  equalising  asHeesments  under  the 
revenue  law,  are  discharging  duties  and 
eierriffin^  powers  imposed  and  conferred 
open  tbem  as  county  commissioners.    In 


this  connection  it  is  t)roper  to  notice  that 
tbe  general  meetin^rs  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners are  required  to  be  held  in  Jan- 
uary, April,  July,  and  October  of  each 
year,  at  all  of  which  meetings  ''they  shall 
transact  any  business  which  may  be  re- 
quired of  them  by  law." 

Section  22  of  the  revenue  law  of  this  ter- 
ritory (Rev.  Laws,  487)  provides  that •*th«^ 
commissioners  of  tbe  county  shall  consti- 
tute a  board  of  equalization,  of  which  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  commissioners  shall 
be  clerk ;  *'  and  tbat  "  tbe  board  cf  equali- 
zation shall  meet  on  the  third  Monday  in 
August  in  each  year,  and  shnll  continue 
in  session  from  time  to  time  until  the  busi- 
ness of  equalization  presented  to  them  is 
didposed  of,**  etc.  The  provisious  and  re- 
quirements of  this  section  of  the  revenue 
law  are  full  and  complete,  and  nothing  is 
added  to  or  subtracted  from  them  by  the 
repetition  contained  in  subdivision  twelve 
of  section  nineteen  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners* law  empowering  the  rommisaion- 
ers  **  to  act  as  a  board  of  equalization. " 

It  seems  quite  clear  that  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  and  the  board  of 
equalization  are  two  separate  and  dis- 
tinct bodies,  created  by  different  acts  of 
the  legislature;  that  by  section  22  of  the 
revenue  law  persons  holding  the  office  of 
county  commissioners  by  election  or  ap- 
pointment are  Invested  with  another  dis- 
tinct o£Dce  having  a  different  name.  The 
revenue  act,  complete  in  itself,  provides 
what  duties  the  board  of  equalization 
shall  perform.  It  requires  them  to  meet 
and  discharge  those  duties  at  a  time  not 
fixed  by  law  for  a  meeting  of  the  board  of 
commissioners.  It  provides  them  with  a 
clerk,  and  designates  him  as  the  clerk  of 
the  board  of  equalization ;  and,  although 
the  two  lioards  are  composed  of  the  same 
persons,  they  are  as  completely  different 
in  respect  to  organization,  powers,  and 
duties  as  if  composed  of  different  individ- 
uals* There  being  two  separate  boards, 
the  right  of  appeal  given  by  statute  from 
orders  of  the  board  of  commissioners  does 
not  imply  the  same  right  from  the  orders 
and  declHions  of  the  hoard  of  equalization. 

We  conclude,  therefore,  that  the  district 
court  erred  in  entertaining  theappeal,  and 
in  denying  the  motion  to  dismiss  it. 

It  becomes  unnecessary  to  consider 
whether  Van  Camp  was  a  proper  party  to 
appeal  from  an  order  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners under  any  circumstances,  as 
the  question  already  disposed  of  is  deci- 
sive of  the  case. 
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Judgment  reversed  and  the  caase  re- 
manded, with  directions  to  the  district 
court  to  dismlHS  the  appeal.

Where,  on  a  trial  for  murder,  the  en- 
tire evidence  is  that  of  eyewitnesses  to  the 
homicide,  error  cannot  be  predicated  on  the 
refusal  of  defendant's  requested  instruction 
that,  "if  the  evidence  introduced  by  the  pros- 
ecution to  establish  the  guilt  of  the  defendant 
be  regarded  by  the  jury  as  circumstantial,  and 
the  circumstances  by  themselves  doubtful,  the 
jury  must  examine  and  inquire  very  closely 
into  the  adequacy  of  the  motive  for  commit- 
ting the  offense  charged,"  as  such  instruction 
is  not  pertinent  to  the  evidence  in  the  case. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Ada  county 
Ah  Too  was  convicted  of  murder,  and

Buck,  J.  Ah  Too  was  indicted,  tried, 
convicted,  and  sentenced  at  the  November 
term  of  the  district  court,  1882,  in  Ada 
county,  on  an  indicl;ment  for  murder  In 
the  killing  of  Ah  You.  This  appeal  istalcen 
ft'om  the  Judgment  and  from  the  order  of 
the  court  overruling  the  motion  for  a  new 
tral.  The  errors  assigned  in  the  bill  of  ex- 
ceptions, and  inslsced  upon  in  the  argu- 
ment on  appeal  are— i'Vrst,  the  refusal  of 
the  court  to  give  a  cei*tain  instruction  at 
request  of  the  defendant;  and,  second,  the 
order  of  the  court  overruling  the  motion 
for  a  new  trial.  The  instruction  aslced  by 
defendant  and  refused  by  the  court  Is  as 
follows:  *'1f  the  evidence  introduced  by 
the  prosecution  to  establish  the  guilt  of 
the  defendant  be  regarded  by  the  Jury  as 
circumstantiul,  and  the  circumstances  by 
themselves  doubtful,  the  Jury  must  exam- 
ine and  inquire  very  closely  into  the  ade- 
quacy of  the  motive  of  the  defendant  for 
committing  the  offense  charged.**  The 
exception  to  the  refusal  of  the  court  to 
give  this  instrnction  seems  based,  by  a 
reference  in  appellant's  brief,  upon  a  prin- 
ciple in  8  Grab.  &  W.  New  Trials,  710, 
where  It  is  stated:  **To  refuse  such  in- 
structions as  properly  arise  in  the  case  is 


error.**  This  proposition  Isconceded  to  be 
good  law,  and  it  suggests  the  questioo: 
did  the  instruction  asked  for  properly 
arise  In  the  case?  While  '*  there  is  no  evi- 
dence admissible  In  a  court  tbat  does  not 
depend  more  or  less  on  circumstance  fcir 
credit,**— Whart.  Crira.  Ev.  (8th  Ed.)  §  10. 
—yet  it  can  hardly  be  claimed  tbat  In  tm 
instrnction  as  to  thecharacteraud  weight 
of  circumstantial  evidence  should  be  ^ven 
in  all  cases.  The  court  cannot  be  called 
upon  to  charge  the  Jury  upon  abstract 
propositions.  8  Grab.  &  W.  New  Trials, 
795.  An  abstract  proposition  may  be  cor- 
rect in  principle,  and  yet  so  irrelevant  to 
tiie  facts  as  to  have  no  practical  bearlnic 
upon  the  issues  tried.  To  give  a  Jury  aiicti 
an  instruction  would  perplex  rather  than 
aid  them  in  finding  a  verdict.  lo  the 
case  at  bar  there  seems  to  have  been  an 
entire  absence  of  circumstantial  evidence. 
The  shotting  occurred  in  the  day-time.  In 
the  midst  of  several  witnesses,  and  the  de- 
fendant admitted  that  the  fatal  shot  came 
from  his  revolver,  but  alleged  tbat  tbe 
shooting  was  wholly  accidental.  The  en- 
tire evidence  was  by  eye-witness,  except 
the  dying  declaration  of  deceased;  and 
those  declarations  criminating  defendant 
depended  entirely  upon  the  credibility  cif 
the  witness  to  whom  they  were  said  to 
have  been  made.  We  And  no4.4ementof 
circumstantial  evidence  therein.  The  rul- 
ing of  the  court  in  refusing  this  Instruc- 
tion might  be  sustained  on  other  grounds; 
but,  with  a  view  to  correcting  the  practice 
of  asking  rambling  and  irrelevant  instruc- 
tions, the  court  sustains  the  ruling  of  tbe 
court  below,  upon  the  ground  that  the 
instruction  asked  for  was  properly  refused 
because  not  pertinent  to  the  evidence  in 
the  case. 

Upon  the  second  branch  of  tbe  case,  to- 
wit,  that  the  verdict  is  contrary  to  tbe  ev- 
idence, the  conrt  is  of  the  opinion  tbat  tbe 
objection  to  the  verdict  is  well  taken.  In 
coming  to  this  decision  we  do  not  disre- 
gard or  Ignore  the  principle  insisted  upon 
by  respondent,  to- wit,  *'  where  tbe  evidence 
is  conflicting  the  verdict  will  not  be  set 
aside."  Upun  an  Inspection  of  the  evi- 
dence we  are  of  the  opinion  that  tbe  case 
at  bar  does  not  come  within  tbe  rule.  As 
a  result  of  the  conclusion  of  the  court  will 
probably  be  a  new  trial  in  the  court  be- 
low, a  discussion  of  the  evidence  here 
would  be  out  of  place. 

The  Judgment  of  the  court  below  is  re- 
versed, a  new  trial  ordered,  and  the  case 
lis  remanded  to  the  district  court*  Ada 
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coiiiitx.  Second  Jodlclal  district,  Idaho  ter- 
ritory, for  further  proceedings.

2.  Under  Act  Jan.  14,  1875,  §  293,  (Grim- 
inal  Practice  Act,)  proTiding  that  any  objec- 
tioti  appearing  on  the  face  of  an  indictment 
can. only  be  taken  advantage  of  by  demurrer, 
aa  objection  to  an  indictment  for  burglary  that 
it  does  not  give  the  legal  appellation  of  the 
offense  attempted  to  be  charged,  and  is  not 
certain  as  to  the  offense  attempted  to  be  set 
fortlu'  cannot  be  raised  for  the  first  time  by 
motioa  in  arrest  of  judgment.

a.  Under  Re^.  Laws,  p.  332,  S  50,  provid- 
Inir  that  any  person  who  shall  forcibly  break 
and  enter,  in  the  night-time,  any  house  with  in- 
tent to  commit  larceny  or  other  felony,  shall 
be  goiity  of  burglary,  an  indictment  diarging 
m  breaking  and  entering  with  intent  to  commit 
larceny  need  not  allege  the  yalue  of  the  prop- 
erty intended  to  be  stolen. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Ada  county. 

W.  8.  Stapleton  was  convicted  of  bur- 
glary, and  appeals.    Affirmed.

Buck,  J.    The  defendant,  W.  8.  Staple- 
ton,  was   tried,  convicted,  and  sentenced 
at  the  November  term  of  the  district  court 
In  Ada  coonty  on  an  indictment  for  bur- 
alary.    When  called  upon  to  plead,  be  en- 
tered the  plea  of  not  guilty,  and  made  no 
objection  to  the  form  or  substance  of  the 
Indictment,    by    demurrer  or    otherwise. 
Upon  the  rendition  of  the  verdict,  the  de- 
imdant  moved  an  arrest  of  Judgment,  (1) 
410  tbe  ground  that  the  indictment  does 
sot  subatantlally  conform  to  section  284 of 
tile  crimloal   practice  act,  in  that  it  does 
not  give  thele^al  appellation  of  the  offense 
alfempted    to  t>e  charged,  and  is  not  cer- 
talo  aa  to  tbe  offense  attempted  to  be  set 
brlh;  (2)  that   tbe  facts  stated  in  ^aid  in- 


dictment do  not  constitute  a  public  offense. 
Id  this,  that  it  does  not  appear  upon  tbe 
face  of  said  indictment  that  defendant  at- 
tempted to  commit  a  felony,  there  being 
no  allegation  therein  that  the  value  of  the 
goods  and  property  intended  to  have  been 
stolen  by  defendant  were  of  the  value  of 
960,  or  of  any  value. 

The  assignment  of  error  sets  out  error  In 
the  refusing  uf  tbe  court  to  grant  an  arrest 
of  judgment,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  the 
refusal  to  give  the  following  instructions, 
at  the  request  of  the  defendant:  **(1)  In 
order  to  find  the  defendant  guilty,  as 
charged  in  the  indictment,  the  Jury  are  In- 
structed that  the  evidence  must  prove, 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt,  that  tbe  de- 
fendant, with  a  felonious  Intent,  did  at- 
tempt to  forcibly  break  and  enter  the  al- 
leged d  Weill ug-bouse,  in  the  night,  with 
tbe  farther  felonious  and  concurrent  in- 
tent of  committing  a  felony  therein  by 
then  andtherestealingand  carrying  away 
the  goods,  property,  and  money  of  J.  P. 
Gordon,  therein,  being  of  the  value  of  six- 
ty dollars  or  more,  and  this  Intent  to 
commit  said  felony  muHt  be  proved  to 
have  existed  in  the  mind  of  defendant,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  and  not  as  a  presumption 
of  law.  (2)  If  the  Jury  are  In  doubt  upon 
any  material  fact  sought  to  be  proved  by 
the  prosecution,  or  upon  the  general  evi- 
dence introduced  as  to  the  guilt  of  the  de- 
fendant, they  should  give  the  defendant 
the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  and  acquit. "  Er- 
ror is  also  alleged  In  the  giving  by  the 
court  of  the  following  instruction :  ''It  is 
not  necessary  for  the  prosecution  to  prove 
that  tbe  defendant  intended  to  steal  sixty 
dollars  worth  of  money  or  property,  or 
more,  but  it  will  be  sufficient  If  tne  Jury  be- 
lieve from  the  evidence,  beyond  a  reasona- 
ble doubt,  that  the  said  defendant  then 
and  there  intende^i  to  steal  any  amount, 
either  more  or  less  than  sixty  dollars' 
worth  of  property  or  money.  The  Intent 
of  the  defendant  is  to  be  gathered  from 
his  acts  and  all  tbe  circumstances." 

The  first  Instruction  asked  by  defendant 
and  refused  by  tbe  court,  and  the  instruc- 
tion given  by  tbe  court  ond  excepted  to  by 
defendant,  both  Involve  the  main  question 
at  Issue  In  the  motion  for  arrest  of  Judg- 
ment, (namely, muat  the  intended  larceuy, 
as  charged  in  tbe  indictment,  necessarily 
be  a  felony?)  andean  be  disposed  of  in  tbe 
consideration  of  that  branch  of  the  case. 

The  remaining  objection,  to-wit,  the  re- 
fusal to  give  the  following  Instruction: 
"If  the  Jury  are  in  doubt  upon  any  mate- 
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rial  fact  Bought  to  be  proved  by  tbe  prose- 
cation,  or  apoQ  tbe  jceneral  evidence  Intro- 
doced  as  to  the  guilt  of  the  defendant, 
they  should  Ki^e  the  defendant  the  benefit 
of  the  doubt,  and  acquit,**— involves  the 
question  of  doubt,  which  is  perhaps  of  all 
ideas  the  most  ditllculc  for  Juries  to  under- 
stand and  apply.  Section  357  of  our  crim- 
inal practice  act  (Rev.  Laws,  415)  provides 
that  *'in  case  of  a  reasonable  doubt  wheth- 
er defendant's  Kuilt  be  satisfactorily 
shown,  he  is  entitled  to  be  acquitted.** 
The  doubt  here  provided  for  is  a  reasona- 
ble one,  and  courts  have  (or  years  exer- 
cised their  ingenuity  and  learning  in  en- 
deavoring to  frame  an  instruction  which 
would  convey  to  a  Jury  a  practical  under- 
standing of  a  reasonable  doubt,  with  lit- 
tle satisfaction  to  themselves,  and  proba- 
bly little  assistance  to  the  juries.  In  the 
instruction  asltcd  for,  however,  the  court 
is  relieve<l  of  any  effort  to  define  that  per- 
plexing term,  but  is  asked  to  instruct  the 
Jury  that  in  case  of  any  doubt  they  must 
acquit.  Such  an  instruction,  if  good  In 
one  case,  would  be  good  in  all,  and  would 
render  H  conviction  for  crime  almost  im- 
possible. The  instruction  was  properly 
refused. 

The  first  ground  upon  which  the  motion 
in  arrest  of  Judgment  was  asked  was  that 
the  indictment  did  not  conform  to  section 
2^4  of  the  criminal  practice  act.  Section 
293  ** provides  that  when  the  obJe<;tions 
mentioned  In  section  285  of  said  act  appear 
upon  the  face  of  the  indictment  they  can 
only  bo  taken  advantage  of  by  demurrer, 
except  that  the  objection  to  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  the  court  over  the  subject  of  the 
indictment,  or  that  the  facts  do  not  con- 
stitute a  public  offense,  may  be  taken  In 
arrest  of  Judgment.**  -  That  thelndictment 
does  not  subHtantially  conform  to  section 
234  is  one  of  the  grounds  provided  for  by 
section  2S^,  and  such  an  objection  should 
be  taken  by  demurrer,  unless  section  293  is 
abrogated  by  section  426.  The  two  sec- 
tions are  apparently  inconsistent,  and  a 
Judicial  construction  seems  necessary  to 
the  intelligent  understanding  of  our  crim- 
inal practice.  These  two  sections  nre 
found  in  the  same  act,  and,  if  possible, 
should  be  so  construed  as  to  give  force  and 
effect  to  both.  It  Is  not  to  be  presumed 
that  the  legislature  intended  that  any 
part  of  a  statute  should  be  without  its 
proper  meaning,  force,  and  effect.  The  es- 
tablished rule  of  construction  "is  that  the 
Intention  of  the  law  giver  and  the  menn- 
ngofthe  law  are  to  be  discovered  and 


deducted  from  a  view  of  the  whole,  and  of 
every  part  of  the  statute,  taken  and  com- 
pared together."    Dwar.  St.  Is8. 

In  People  v.  Nash,  1  Idaho,  206,  we  find 
the  following  language  in  the  opinion  of 
the  court:  '^  After  the  verdict  the  defend -- 
ant  moved  in  arrest  of  Judgment,  and,  al- 
though several  grounds  are  assigned,  we^ 
can  only  consider  one  of  them,  becaase, 
under  section  293,  objections  which  are- 
grounds  of  demurrer  can  only  be  taken 
advantage  of  on  demurrer,  except  two, 
viz.,  want  of  Jurisdiction  of  the  court,  and 
that  the  facts  do  not  constitute  a  pablic 
offense.  The  defendant  did  not  urge  the 
objection  on  demurrer  ♦  •  •  that  tbe 
indictment  does  not  conform  to  tbe  re> 
quirements  of  sections  238  and  234,  crim- 
inal practice  act,  and  she  is  precluded 
from  raising  it  afterwards,  except  tlie  ob- 
jection that  the  indictment  does  not  ahow 
facts  constituting  a  public  offense.  **  Tbie 
question  was  fully  considered  in  People  ▼. 
Shotwell,  27  Cal.  402.  In  deciding  this 
branch  of  the  case  we  cannot  do  better, 
perhaps,  than  to  adopt  the  language  of 
the  court  in  that  case  as  adapted  to  our 
statute:  "If  section  426,  which  provides 
that  a  motion  in  arrest  of  Judgment  may- 
be founded  on  any  of  thedefccts  mentioned 
in  section  285,  be  read  without  reference  to 
section  293,  its  language,  it  mary  t>e  con- 
cluded, is  comprehensive  enough  to  em- 
brace the  objection  made.  But  weare  not 
at  liberty  to  disregard  the  293d  section^ 
inasmuch  as  section  423  may  he  interpreted 
as  referring  only  to  tbe  causes  for  arrest- 
ing the  Judgment  which  stand  unaffected 
by  section  293."  The  alleged  defect  in  tbe 
indictment  cannot  be  considered  on  a  mo- 
tion in  arrest  of  Judgment. 

The  consideration  of  the  remaining  ob- 
jection, to- wit,  that  the  .alleged  Intent  must 
be  to  commit  a  felony.  Involves  the  con- 
struction of  tbe  statute  upon  which  the  in- 
dictment was  drawn.  The  statute  reads 
as  follows:  "Every  person  who  shall  in 
the  night-time  forcibly  break  and  enter» 
etc.,  any  house  whatever,  or  tent,  with 
intent  to  commit  murder,  rape,  mayhem, 
larceny  or  other  felony  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  burglary."  Rev.  Laws,  382,  S  59* 
It  is  argued  by  appellant  that  from  the 
peculiar  arrangement,  punctuation,  and 
combination  of  the  words  ''mayhem, 
larceny  or  other  felony,*  the  intention  of 
the  legislature  must  be  interpreted  to  he 
that  there  can  be  no  burglary  except  tbe 
breaking  is  combined  with  the  intent  to 
commit  a  felony.     The  objection  to  this 
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argnmeiit  la  that  larceny  Id  tbia  territory 
is  not  neceaaarily  a  felony,  nncl  no  amount 
ofpnoctaatioD  and  llloMlcal  combination 
of  word  a  can  make  it  such.    It  Is  stated 
that  onr  atatate  was  talcen  from  Califor- 
nia, and,  under  the  authority  of  People  v. 
Marray,  8  Cal.  519,  the  meaning  of  the 
statute  haa  been  adjudicated  and  deter- 
mined.   The  decision  referred  to  waH  made 
in  1857.    In  18.Vi  the   legislature  of  that 
atate,  recoflrniiinR  the  validity  of  the  de- 
clRion,  amended  the  law  to  conform  to  it. 
In  1S64  the  atatute  under  consideration 
was  enacted    by  the    Idaho   l«>gislature. 
There  waa  no  auch  statute  in  California  at 
the  time,  nor  bad   there  been  for  six  years 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  our  statute.    It 
ia  hardly  reasonable  to  suppose  that  our 
lefflalature  would  seeic  a  statute  in  any 
atate  with   an    adjudication  which    had 
been  reg^arded  for  six  years  as  unworthy 
to  be  in  their  own  statute  book,  for  the 
porpoae  of  making  it  a  part  of  our  law. 
The  doctrine  that  in  adopting  a  statute 
from  one  atate  we  adopt  the  adjudication 
of  it,  thoogh  true,  yet  is  so  limited  as  to 
t>e  hardly  applicable  to  tbe  case  at  bar. 

The    authority  cited    by  appellant    in 
CaBBpheil   ▼.  Quinlin,  H  Scam.  288.  reads: 
*Theeonatruction  supposed  to  be  adopt- 
ed ia  one  that  the  statute  bad  received  by 
a  Qslforni  aeries  of  judicial  exposition. " 
A  ainsle  deciaion,  in  force  but  a  year,  can 
hardly  be  called  a  series  of  judicial  exposl- 
tk>n.     We  are  unable  to  see  that  the  con- 
atraction  insisted  upon  necessarily  follows 
the  atatute,  nor  do  we  feel  assured  that 
the  atatute  was  taken  from  California.    It 
Is  an  exact  copy  of  tbe  Massachusetts  law, 
and  ia  alao  the  common  law  upon  that 
subject,  except  that  the  word  "felony"  is 
left  out  and  specific  felonies  substituted 
therpfor,  and  larceny  added  thereto.    At 
common  law  burglary  is  defined   to  be  (2 
Archb.  Crim.  Pr.  &  PI.  2S3)  the  crime  of 
breaking,  etc.,  with  intent  to  commit  a 
Iriony.    Under  our  statute  that  crime  is  de- 
fined, the  act  of  breaking,  etc.,  with  intent 
to  commit  robbery,  mayhem,  larceny,  or 
other  ft-luoy.     We  have  no  authority  to 
add  the  word ''grand"  or  "^ petit**  to  the 
tern  "larceny."    Larceny  is  general,  and 
inrlodes  both  grand  and   petit.    In  Mas- 
•achnsetta  all  larceny  was  a  felony,  and 
tbeirlaw  in  the  exact  words  of  ours  pun- 
kM  all  breakinga  with  intent  to  commit 
larceny  of  any  grade.    We  think  our  leg 
fflatnra   Intended    tbe  same  thing.    The 
Ifaaiacboaetta    law  punishes    burglaries 
where  the  intent  to  commit  larceny  over 


9100  with  a  more  severe  penalty  than 
where  the  amount  was  less  than  $100. 
Our  legislature  might  have  made  a  dis- 
tinction in  the  punishment  between  bur- 
gluiies  with  intent  to  commit  grand  and 
petit  larceny,  but  they  have  not  yet  done 
so,  and  tbe  penalty  is  the  same,  whatever 
the  amount  intended  to  have  been  stolen. 
The  judgment  below  is  affirmed.

BUYATION. 

Though  Act  March  3.  1863,  S  1,  (Organic 
Act  of  Idaho;  12  U.  S.  St.  808,)  provides  that 
there  shall  not  be  included  in  Idaho  any  terri- 
tory which,  by  treaty  with  any  Indian  tribes, 
is  not,  without  the  consent  of  the  tribe,  to  be 
included  within  tbe  territorial  limits  or  jurisdic- 
tion of  any  territory,  yet  insomuch  as  the  tract 
of  land  known  as  the  "Fort  Hall  Indian  Res- 
ervation" was  included  within  the  territory 
by  the  act  supra,  and  as  there  is  no  Indian 
treaty  which  would  exclude  such  tract,  it  is 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  territory,  and 
consequently  tbe  property  of  a  railroad  within 
this  tract  is  subject  to  taxation  for  territorial 
purposes.

Action  by  the  Utah  &  Northern  Railroad 
Compauy  againat  oneFlaber,  tax  collector 
of  Oneida  county,  to  restrain  defendant 
from  enforcing  the  collection  of  a  tax  as- 
sessed against  plaintiff's  property  in  the 
Fort  Hall  Indian  reservation.  From  a 
judgment  dismissing  the  temporary  in- 
junction, plaintiff  appeals.    Afhrmed.

PRICRRTT,  J.  This  appeal  has  been  sub- 
mitted upon  briefs,  without  oral  argu- 
ment. The  facts  as  shown  by  the  record 
are  that  the  Utah  &  Northern  Railway 
Company  is  a  corporation  owning  and 
operating  the  Utah  &  Northern  Railway, 
extending  into  and  through  the  county 
of  Oneida  in  tills  territory;  that  69.18 
miles  of  said  railway  is  within  and  upon 
the  Fort  Hall  Indian  reservation,  a  tract 
of  land  situated  within  the  exterior 
boundaries  of  said  Oneida  county,  hut 
which,  by  an  order  of  the  president  of  tbe 
United  States,  dated  July  30, 1869.  in  pur- 
suance of  a  treaty  with  the  eastern  band 
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of  SboBbonea  and  the  Bannock  tribe  of 
Indians,  concluded  July  8,  1868,  was  Hot 
apart  as  a  reservation  for  the  Bannock 
^  Indlann;  that  the  respondent,  being  the 
assessor  aird  ex  officio  tax  collector  of 
said  Oneida  county  for  the  yean*  1HS2,  as- 
sessed plaintiff's  railroad  and  other  prop- 
erty situated  upon  said  reservation;  that 
there  was  levied  upon  the  railroad  and 
property  situated  upon  the  reservation 
for  the  year  1882  a  tax  for  territorial  and 
county  purposes  of  f 4,478.42;  that  such 
tax  not  having  been  paid  within  the  time 
required  by  law,  the  defendant, as  tax  col> 
lector,  was  proceeding  to  enforce  and 
collect  the  same  under  the  laws  of  the  ter- 
ritory, by  advertisement  and  sale  of  the 
property,  when  the  plaintiff  commenced 
this  action  to  enjoin  and  restrain  him 
therefrom;  a  temporary  injunction  was 
issued,  which  at  the  trial  was  by  the 
Judgment  of  the  court  dissolved  and  set 
aside,  and  the  defendant  also  recovered 
judgment  for  costs.  From  that  judgment 
the  plaintiff  appealed  to  this  court. 

The  sole  question  presented  for  the  con- 
sideration and  decldiou  of  this  court  is 
whether  or  not  the  Fort  liail  Indian  res- 
ervation is  a  part  of  Idaho  territory, 
and  of  Oneida  county.  The  act  of  con- 
gress organizing  the  territory  of  Idaho, 
approved  March  8, 1863.  (12  U.  S.  St.  80S,) 
includes  within  its  exterior  lines  the  tract 
of  land  now  known  as  the  Fort  Hall  In- 
dian reservation,  and  by  the  act  of  the 
legislative  assembly  of  this  territory, 
creating  and  defining  the  boundaries  of 
Oneida  county,  it  is  included  within  the 
exterior  boundaries  of  that  county;  but 
section  1  of  the  organic  act  of  the  terri- 
tory, contains  a  proviso  as  follows: 
''That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  impair  the  rights  of  per- 
son or  property  now  pertaining  to  the 
Indians  in  said  territory,  so  long  as  such 
rights  shall  remain  unextinguished  by 
treaty  with  the  United  States  and  such 
Indians,  or  to  include  any  territory  which 
by  treaty  with  any  Indian  tribes  Is  not, 
without  the  consent  of  said  tribe,  to  be 
included  within  the  territorial  limits  or 
jurisdiction  of  any  state  or  territory ;  but 
all  such  territory  shall  be  excepted  out  of 
the  boundaries,  and  constitute  no  part  of 
the  territory  of  Idaho,  until  said  tribe 
shall  signify  their  assent  to  the  president 
of  the  United  States  to  be  Included  within 
said  territory  or  to  affect  the  authority 
of  the  government  of  the  United  States  to 
luake  any  regulations  respecting  such  In- 


(dians,  their  lands,  property,  or  other 
rights,  by  treaty,  law, or  otherwise, which 
It  would  have  been  competent  for  the 
government  to  make  if  this  act  had  never 
passed.**  No  provision  similar  to  the  fore- 
going is  to  be  found  la  any  act  of  con- 
gress creating  a  territory  prior  to  that 
organizing  the  territories  of  Nebraska 
and  Kansas,  (10  U.  S.  St.  277,)  and  the 
reason  for  ft  in  that  act  was  that  before 
the  opganiiatlon  of  those  territories  the 
United  States,  by  treaty  with  the  Shaw* 
nee  tribe  of  Indians,  and  perhaps  other 
tribes,  occupying  lands  embraced  In  those 
territories,  had  agreed  not,  without  their 
consent,  to  include  any  of  their  lancia 
within  any  state  or  territory  thereafter 
to  be  formed :  and  for  the  same  reason 
congress  required  a  like  provision  to  be  in- 
corporated into  the  constitutions  of 
Kansas  and  Nebraska,  before  admlttluK 
them  into  the  Union.  The  form  oi  the 
organic  act  of  those  territories,  in  this 
respect,  seems  to  have  been  uniformly  fol- 
lowed by  congress  in  organizing  the  other 
territories  created  since  that  time,  with- 
out reference  to  the  question  whether  such 
proviso  was  needed  to  save  and  protect 
any  rights  previously  guarantied  or  nut. 
It  is  not  claimed  that  prior  to  the  pas- 
sage of  the  organic  act  of  Idaho  any 
treaty  existed  containing  provisions  simi- 
lar to  those  In  the  treaty  with  the  Sha  w- 
nees,  which  would  exclude  or  except  out 
of  the  territory  any  portion  of  the  lands 
embraced  within  the  Fort  Hall  Indian 
reservation.  Such  lands  were,  therefore, 
included  within  the  territory,  March  3, 
1863,  by  the  terras  of  the  organic  act. 

The  proviso  in  the  act  creating  the  ter- 
ritories of  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  similar 
to  that  found  in  eection  1  of  our  organic 
act  above  set  forth,  was  several  times  con- 
sidered and  construed  by  the  courts  in 
Kansas. 

In  the  case  of  McCracken  ▼.  Todd,  1 
Kan.  148,  taken  by  writ  of  error  to  the 
supreme  court  of  Kansas,  one  of  the  ques- 
tions presented  was  whether  certain  judi- 
cial proceedings  which  took  place  on  the 
lands  belonging  to  the  Delaware  Indians, 
when  Kansas  territory  was  organised, 
were  not  transacted  without  the  territory, 
and  therefore  null  and  void.  That  court, 
after  reciting  the  proviso,  say:  "This 
ground  of  objection  calls  for  no  comment 
by  the  court  further  than  a  statement 
that  nowhere  in  any  treaty  with  the 
Delaware  Indians  is  there  a  provision 
that  the  lands  of  that  tribe  shall  not,  with- 
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oot  Its  eoneent,  be  incladed  wit  bin  the  ter- 
ritorial limits  of  any  state  or  territory. 
All  the  lands  off  tbat  tribe,  within    tbe 
boaadarieii  speciflcalljr  described  in  tbe  law 
rrferred  to,  were  therefore  included  wit  bin 
tbe  limits  of  tbe   territory.**    In  tbe  case 
oflJ.  8.  ▼.  Ward  tbe  circuit  court  of  tlie 
United  States  for  Kansas.  Miller,  J.,  pre- 
iMIiiic,  held   that  tbe  state  court,  and  not 
that  of  the  United  Statee,  bad  Jurisdiction 
to  try  and   punish  for  tbe  crime  of  mnr- 
der  evimmltted  a  pen  tbe  Kansas  reserva- 
tion, becaose  tbe  treaty  witb  tbe  Kansaa 
Indians  contained  no  provision  exceptlnic 
their  reservation  fronitbeterritorialliroitB 
or  Jarisdlction  of  any  state  or  territory. 
Md^ahon,  IW. 

The  lan<1s  embraced  witbin  tbe  Fort  Hall 
Indian  reaerTatlon  bavinff  been  included 
within  and   made  a  part  of  the  territory 
by  section   1  of  our  organic  act,  passed 
March  3, 1863,  we  will  next  inquire  wheth- 
er those  lands  have  since  been  withdrawn 
therefrom.    If  so,  it  must  be  because  of 
»nie  provision  in  tbe  treaty  between  tbe 
ed  Htates  and  tbe  eastern  band  of  8ho- 
lea  and  tbe  Bannock  tribe  of  Indians, 
concloded  July  3, 1H68,  and  of  tbe  executive 
order  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  (16  St 
€73.)  for  it  is  by  and  under  tbese  tbat  tbe 
Bannock  trllieof  Indians  occupy  said  res- 
erva tion.    Kection  2 of  t ba t  treaty  provides 
aa  follows:    "It  is  agreed  tbat  whenever 
the  Bannocks  desire  a  reservation  to  be 
set  apart  for  their  use,  or  wbeifever  tbe 
president  of  the  United  States  sball  deem 
it  advisable  for  tbem  to  be  put  upon  a  res- 
ervation, be  shall  cause  a  suitable  one  to 
be  selerted  for  them  in  tbelr  present  coun- 
try* which  sball  embrace  reasonable  por- 
tiooa  of  the  Port  Neuf  and  Kansas,  (mean- 
1bj(  Camas  prairie  countries,)  and  that, 
when  this  reservation  is decla red,  tlie Unit- 
ed States  will  secure  to  the  Bannocks  tbe 
same  rights  and  privileges  therein,  and 
make  the  same  and  like  expenditures  there- 
in for  their    benefit,  except  the    agency 
honss  and  residence  of  agent,  in  propor- 
tion to  their  numbers,  as  herein  provided, 
for  tbe  Shoshone  reservation."     On  tbe 
thirtieth  day  of  July,  1869,  in  pursuance 
of  this  treaty,  the  president,  by  order  of 
tbat  date,  set  apart  tbe  Fort  Hall  Indian 
rrservation  for  the  use  and  occupation  of 
the  Bannocks;  but  there  is  nothing  in  tbiti 
treaty  or  order  from  which  to  imply  tbat 
incb  tract  of  land  was  withdrawn  from  or 
taken  ont   of  tbe  territory  of  Idaho.    It 
rsR  set  apart  merely  for  the  use  and  occu- 
pation €ii  tbe  Bannock  tribe  of  Indians. 


Tbe  appellant  relies  for  tne  reversal  of 
the  Judgment  in  this  case  upon  the  decision 
of  the  supreme  court  of  tbe  United  States 
in  Harkness  v.  Hyde,  98  U.  S.  476.  Tbat 
court  there  held  that  the  territory  em- 
braced within  tbe  Fort  Hall  Indian  res- 
ervation was  "as  much  kteyond  tbe  Juris- 
diction, legislative  or  Judicial,  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  Idaho  as  if  it  had  been  set 
apart  within  the  limits  of  another  coun- 
try or  of  a  foreign  state,"  which  would 
certiiiniy  be  conclusive  in  favor  of  the 
position  assumed  by  the  appellant  but  for 
the  decision  of  tbe  same  court  upon  tbe 
que9ti<»n  subsequently  rendered  In  the  case 
of  Langford  v.  Monteitb,  102  U.  S.  145. 
which  is  relied  upon  by  counsel  for  re- 
spondent. In  the  last  case  cited  Mr.  Jus- 
tice MiLLBB,  delivering  the  opinion  of  the 
court,  bays:  **Tbe  act  of  congress  of 
March  3,  1863,  to  provide  a  temporary 
government  for  tbe  territory  of  Idaho, 
(12  Stat.  808,)  contains  a  clause  precisely 
similar  to  tbat  admitting  Kansas  into 
the  Union.  This  court,  in  Harkness  v. 
Hyde,  relying  upon  an  imperfect  extract 
found  in  the  brief  of  counsel,  inadvertent- 
ly inferred  that  tbe  treaty  with  tbe  Sbo- 
shones,  like  tbat  with  the  Shawnees,  con- 
tains a  clause  excluding  the  lands  of  the 
tribe  from  territorial  or  state  Jurisdiction. 
In  this,  it  seems,  we  were  laboring  under 
a  mistake.  Where  no  such  clause,  or  lan- 
guage equivalentto  it,  is  found  in  a  treaty 
with  Indians  within  the  exterior  limits  of 
Idaho,  tlie  lands  held  by  them  are  a  part 
of  the  territory  and  subject  to  its  Juris- 
diction, HO  that  process  may  run  there, 
however  the  Indians  themselves  may  be 
exempt  from  tbat  Jurisdiction. "  The  deci- 
sion In  tbe  case  of  Harkness  v.  Hyde  is 
therefore  no  longer  authority  upon  the 
point  made  in  tbe  appellant's  brief. 

Our  conclusion  is  that  the  railroad  and 
property  of  the  appellant  Ih  subject  to  tax- 
ation, notwithstanding  its  location  and 
situation  upon  tbe  Fort  Hall  Indian  reser- 
vation. 

The  Judgment  of  the  district  court  is 
affirmed.

Prick  BTT,  J.  This  action  was  com- 
menced in  the  district  court  of  Oneida 
county,  by  the  filing  of  a  complaint  there- 
in September  12, 18H3.  The  object  of  the 
action  waH  to  recover,  as  damages,  the 
«ium  of  fl ,000,  alleged  to  have  been  sus- 
tained by  the  plaintiff  by  i*eaHon  of  the  di- 
version by  defendant  of  water  from  plain- 
tiff's praoilses,  to  which  he  alleges  ho  was 
entitled  for  Irrigation.  The  amended  an- 
swer of  the  defendant  denies  that  It  at  any 
time  diverted  any  water  from  the  stream 
named  to  which  plaintiff  wasentltled,aud 
denies  that  plaintiff  has  been  injured  by 
the  defendant  In  the  sum  of  $1,000.  or  any 
other  sum  whatever.  Upon  the  Issues 
made  by  the  complaint  and  amended  an- 
swer the  cause  was  tried  by  Jury,  and  a 
verdict  and  Judgment  were  rendered  for 
plaintiff  for  the  sum  of  $50.  A  question 
having  arisen  in  the  court  below,  as  to 
whether  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  re- 
cover bis  costs,  upon  a  verdict  for  less  than 
$100,  under  the  statutes,  the  court  below 
awarded  the  plaintiff  his  t'osts.  The 
lilaintlff  appealed  from  the  Judgment. 

A  paper,  purporting  to  be  a  bill  of  ex- 
reptlons,  has  been  stricken  out  of  the  tran- 
script, on  motion,  because  It  was  not  set- 
tled and  filed  In  the  mode  prescribed  by  the 
#itatute,  and  the  case  now  stands  for  re- 
view on  the  Judgment  roll  alone.  On  an 
appeal  from  a  Judgment  without  a  state- 
ment or  bill  of  exceptions  nothing  belongs 
to  the  record  except  thejudgment  roll, and 
no  question  arising  outside  the  Judgment 
roll  can  be  considered.    The  mode  of  pre- 


senting questions  not  arising  on  the  JodR- 
roeut  roll,  for  review  on  appeal.  Is  by  state- 
ment or  bill  of  exceptions,  properly  80t- 
tlfd»  signed,  and  filed. 

It  Is  urged  by  the  appellant's  coansel 
that,  though  the  court  has  stricken  out 
the  bill  of  exceptions,  the  chief  question  to 
dispute  can  be  reviewed  upon  the  record 
as  it  still  stands;  that  there  is  no  isaoe 
formed  by  the  complaint  and  amended  an- 
swer; that  the  amended  answer  Is  eva- 
sive: and  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled 
to  Judgment  on  the  pleadings  In  the  court 
below.  But  we  think  the  denials  of  diver- 
sion by  the  defendant,  and  of  damag^ee 
sustained  by  the  plaintiff,  do  certainly 
raise  material  issue  between  the  parties  to 
the  action. 

Another  point  made  by  the  appellant's 
counsel  is  that  the  amended  answer,  after 
filing  and  verlfiation,  was  again  amended 
by  striking  out  certain  matter,  and  that, 
after  being  so  re-amended,  it  was  never 
verified,  and  that  it  thus  became  an  on- 
verified  answer  to  a  verified  complaint, 
and  for  that  reason  should  not  be  consid- 
ered as  an  answer  at  all.  But  these  objec- 
tions do  not  appear  upon  the  face  of  tbe 
Judgment  roll,  and,  if  they  existed,  should 
have  been  brought  into  the  record  by  tbe 
proper  objections  and  bill  of  exceptions. 

On  the  part  of  the  respondent  it  Is  urged 
that,  under  our  statutes.  In  an  action  for 
damages,  where  the  plaintiff  recovers  leas 
than  $100,  he  is  not  entitled  to  costs,  and 
that  the  allowance  of  costs  to  the  plain- 
tiff by  the  district  court  was  error,  whicb 
can  and  should  be  corrected  here;  but,  on 
appeal,  this  court  can  only  notice  the  er- 
rors committed  against  the  appellant,  not 
those  committed  against  the  succeasfal 
party,  or  the  respondent  in  the  appeal. 
Seaward  v.  Malotte,  15  Cal.  304;  Travera 
V.Crane, Id.  12;  Stevenson  v.  Smith, 28  Gal. 
102. 

The  Judgment  is  affirmed.

MoBGAN,  C.  J.  It  appears  from  the  evi- 
dence and  t  be  flndingH  of  the  court  in  this 
eaass  that  Wllhelm  Jaikowski  was  the 
owner  and  In  possession  of  two-thirds  In- 
terest In  tbe  North  8tar  mine  and  one-half 
istercst  In  the  American  Eagle  mine,  both 
sitoated  in  Warm  Spring  district,  Alturas 
coQDty,  Idaho;  that  one  Riley  was  the 
owner  of  tbe  one-third  of  the  North  Star 
mine  and  one-half  of  tbe  American  Eagle; 
that  in   ^rorlLlng    said  mine   Jaikowski, 

?^rior  to  tbe  seventh  day  of  September, 
881.  bad  become  indebted  to  Pinkham  & 
Leonard  In  tbe  sum  of  $2,082.98,  for  which 
lie  had  fflvra  his  note  and  mortgage  on 
one-third  of  the  North  Star  mine,  dated, 
Teapeetlvely,  January  7,  1881;  that  he 
was  tben  also  Indebted  to  J.O.Swift  & 
Co.,  a  firm  composed  of  J.  O.  Swift  and  T. 
E.  Clobecy,  both  defendants  herein,  to  the 
amount  of  between  three  and  four  thou- 
Mind  dollars;  that  to  pay  off  said  indebt- 
edaess,  and  obtain  means  to  work  said 
mines,  Jalkowskl,about  the  first  of  March, 
A.  D.  1881,  employed  defendant  Clohecy  to 
go  to  Salt  Lake  City  and  procure  a  loan 
of  f6,U00;  to  enable  Clohecy  to  secure 
tald  loan,  Jaikowski  executed  to  said 
Clohecy  a  note  for  f  G.OOO,  with  place  where 
payable  and  name  of  payee  in  blank,  dat- 
ed Mareb  1, 1881,  and  due  in  five  months 
from  date;  be  also  executed  to  Clohecy  a 


power  of  attorney  to  sell  or  mortgage  his 
interest  in  said  North  Star  mine;  that 
Clohecy  thereupon  went  to  Salt  l^ake  City, 
and  secured  a  loan  from  McCormick  &  Co. 
in  thesum  of  f  6,000;  that  Clohecy  delivered 
to  said  McCormick  &  Co.  the  said  promis- 
sory note,  properly  filled  out  and  indorsed, 
by  him ;  that  he  also,  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  said  note,  executed  a  trust  deed 
conveying  Jaikowskl's  interest  in  the 
North  Star  mine  to  William  U.  Ureenhow 
and  George  A.  McCormick,  with  power  to 
them  or  the  sheriff  of  the  county  to  sell 
said  interest  on  default  of  payment  of  the 
debt.  With  the  f6,000  thus  obtained, 
Clohecy  paid  off  various  items  of  indebted- 
ness due  from  Jaikowski,  including  the 
debt  due  Pinkham  &,  Lieonard. 

During  the  summer  of  18R1  Jaikowski 
made  various  attempts  to  sell  bis  interest 
in  the  North  Star  mine,  employing  Clohecy 
and  others  to  aid  him  in  effecting  said 
sale.  The  mine  was  not  sold.  The  latter 
part  of  August  Jaikowski  went  to  Salt 
Lake;  the  note  and  trust  deed  were  com- 
ing due  September  h  1881.  Jaikowski  at- 
tempted to  get  further  time  on  the  f  tf.OOO 
note,  which  was  refused  by  McCormick  & 
Co.  About  tbe  first  of  September  J.  O. 
Swift,  defendant,  went  to  Salt  Lake  City, 
and,  at  Jaikowskl's  request,  went  with 
him  to  various  persons  to  effect  a  sale  of 
the  mine,  but  was  unable  to  do  so.  After 
all  these  failures  to  sell  Jaikowskl's  inter- 
est In  these  mines,  during  which  he  had 
offered  the  whole  for  fl2,000,  he  (Jaikow- 
ski) offered  to  sell  to  Swift,  on  the  sixth 
day  of  September,  18S1,  two-thirds  of  the 
two  mines,  all  tbe  ore  on  the  dumps,  with 
the  cabin,  tools,  cooking  utensils  ut  the 
mine,  and  his  claim  for  contribution 
against  Riley,  his  partner,  if  Swift  would 
pay  the  debt  to  McCormick  &  Co.,  his  debt 
to  J.  O.  Swift  &  Co., and  furulHh  him  mon- 
ey to  go  back  to  Idaho.  Swift,  after  see- 
ing McCormick  A  Co.  and  obtaining  further 
time  on  that  debt,  on  the  seventh  day  of 
September  told  Jaikowski  that  he  would 
accept  his  offer,  and  would  pay  the  debt 
to  McCormick  &  (>o.  and  the  debt  to  J. 
O.  Swift  &  Co.,  and  would  furnish  him 
9(H)  to  return  to  Idaho,  if  Jaikowski 
would  sell  the  property  to  him  at  that 
price.  The  terms  above  stated  being 
agreed  upon  by  both  parties,  they  went 
together  to  the  ofllc?  of  W.  C.  Hall,  an  at- 
torney, the  terms  of  the  sale  were  state<l 
to  the  attorney  in  the  presence  of  both 
parties,  and  he  was  directed  to  draw  up  a 
deed  for  two-thirds  of  both  mines,  a  bill  of

eale  of  all  the  oree  on  the  damp  of  Bald 
mtnee,  all  the  toolB,  cabin,  cooklug  uten- 
sils, and  an  aseiKnment  of  Jaikowski'e 
claim  for  contribution  airainst  his  mining 
partner,  Riley,  for  the  connideration  afore- 
said, which  was  stated  to  be  $11,058.49. 
The  attorney  drew  the  said  deed,  assign- 
ment of  claim  for  contribution,  and  bill  of 
sale  of  tools,  etc.,  all  absolute  on  their  face, 
according  to  instructions  given  in  the  pres- 
ence of  both  parties.  These  papers  were 
duly  signed  by  JaikowskI  and  acknowl- 
edged before  a  commissioner  of  deeds,  the 
parties  going  to  another  office  for  the  pur- 
pose of  acknowledgment. 

Shortly  after  the  execution  of  these  pa- 
pers, and  the  same  day,  the  parties  again 
appeared  in  the  offlccof  Hall,  the  attorney 
aforesaid,  and  Swift  directed  Hall  to 
draw  up  a  bond  for  the  conveyance  of  the 
two-thirds  interest  in  the  two  mines,  by 
Swift  to  Jaikowski,  on  or  before  the  sev- 
enth day  of  December,  A.  D.  1^81,  in  case 
the  latter  should  pay  him  the  sum  of  $11.- 
058.49.  Thts  was  accordingly  done, signed 
by  Swift,  and  delivered  to  Jaikowski.  As 
soon  as  the  papers  were  completed,  Swift 
went  with  Hall  to  McCormick  &  Co.,  paid 
the  interest  on  the  $6,000  to  September 
1, 1881,  amounting  to  $1,080,  assumed  in 
the  name  of  J.  O.  Swift  &  Co.,  his  firm, the 
payment  of  the  note  of  $6,000,  in  consider- 
ation of  which  Mcrormick  reduced  the  rate 
of  interest  to  one  per  cent,  per  mouth.  On 
the  same  day  Swift  wrote  to  his  firm  at 
Ketchura  stating  that  he  had  bought  out 
Jaikowski,  and  directed  them  to  charge 
the  account  due  the  firm  from  Jaikowski 
to  his  private  account,  which  was  accord- 
ingly done.  Swift  paid  Jaikowski  the  $60 
to  return  to  Idaho,  and  also  poid  for  Jai- 
kowski $10  to  the  attorney  for  drawing 
the  papers. 

In  the  latter  part  of  September,  or  first 
of  October,  Swift  went  into  possession  of 
the  mines  and  other  property,  and  has 
continued  to  hold  and  work  them  until 
the  present  time.  On  the  tenth  day  of 
October,  1881,  Jaikowski  executed  to  one 
Shaeffcr,  consideration  being  an  open  ac- 
count, $482,  or  $452,  and  some  small  sums 
of  money,  the  amount  of  which  the  par- 
ties were  not  able  to  state,  a  deed  for  the 
two-thirds  interest  of  the  said  mines,  and 
assigned  to  him  the  bond.  This  sale,  as 
Winters,  plaintiff  herein,  testifies,  was 
negotiated  and  promoted  by  him,  and  he 
states  he  had  had  his  eye  on  this  property 
as  being  valuable  ever  since  he  came  to 
Wood  River.    On  the  seventeenth  of  No- 


vember, 1881,  Shaeffer  executed  to  plain- 
tiff. Winters,  a  deed  of  said  property, 
and  assigned  to  him  the  bond.  On  the 
third  day  of  December,  1881,  plain  tiff, 
John  B.  Winters,  commences  this  salt, 
file^i  his  complaint,  praying  that  said  d«>ed 
to  Swift, of  September?,  1881,  and  bond  to 
Jaikowski  be  declared  a  mortgaice,  and 
that  said  plaintiff  be  allowed  to  redeem  ; 
that,  to  ascertain  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  Swift,  an  accounting  be  had  hetw^sen 
J.  O.  Swift  &  Co.— T.  E.  aohecy  and  J. 
O.  Swift— and  Jaikowski,  with  various 
other  prayers  not  now  necessary  to  men- 
tion. 

To  the  said  complaint   the   defendant 
Swift  answered,  and    averred    that    the 
said  transaction  that  took  place  between 
himself  and  Jaikowski  on   said  seventh 
day  of  September,   1881,  was  an  absolote 
bargain  and  sale  of  all  said  Jaikowskrs 
interest  in  said  mines  to  defendant  Swift; 
was   never  intended    or   understood    by 
either  party  to  be  a  mortgage;  that  said 
bond  was  executed  and  delivered  to  said 
Jaikowski  to  give  him  an  opportunity  to 
repurchase  said  mines  if  he  desired  so    to 
do  on  or  before  the  said  seventh  day  of 
December,  1881.    Defendant    Clohecy    an- 
swered, denying  any  interest  in  the  trann- 
action  of  September  7, 1881,  or  any  Inter- 
est in  the  result  of  the  suit,  substantially. 
The  cause  was  tried  before  the  court  iit 
the  July  term  of  the  district  court  in  and 
for  Alturas  county,  and  resulted  in   the 
following  findings  by  the  court  as  conclu- 
sions of  law:  **(1)  That  the  transaction 
of  the  seventh  of  September,  1881,  between 
Jaikowski  and  the  defendant  Swift  was 
one  of  bargain  and  sale,  and  not  one  of 
security  for  debt;  there  being  no  pre-ex- 
isting debt,  no  loan  at  the  time,  and  no 
continuing  Indebtedness,  there  could    be 
no  mortgage,  and   the  deed  operated   as 
an  absolute  sale  and  conveyance  of  the 
property  to    Swift.    (2)  That   the    bond 
from  Swift  to  Jaikowski  was  not  a  de- 
feasance of  the  deed,  but  simply  an  option 
to    repurchase.     (8)   Neither    JalkowBkl 
nor  his  assigns  having  tendered  the  stipa- 
lated  price  within  the  period  limited,  the 
plaintiff    is    not    entitled    to    relief.    (4) 
That,  upon  the  whole  case,  the  equities 
are  with  the  defendants  and  they  arv  en- 
titled to  Judgment  for  the   dismissal  of 
plaintiff's  bill  of  complaint  and  for  their 
costs    in    the  action.      Plaintiff  made  a 
motion  for  a  new    trial,   which    motion 
was  denied  by  the  court.    From  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  court  denying  the  motion  for 
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a  n^w  trial  an  appeal  I0  taken  to  this 
eoort»  and   the  folio winic  errors  assigned: 
Tbe  court  erred  in  Its  conclnnlons  of  law, 
and    Ihe  aame  are  not  Justified  or   sup- 
ported by  tbe  evidence  Id  the  case.  In  this, 
to-wit:     "*(!)    The    transaction     of    tbe 
serentb      of     September,    1881,    between 
JaSkowakI  and  Swift  was  one  of  mort- 
gaiEe  and  not  of  sale,  there  being  a  pre-ex- 
iittlng  and  continuing  debt  carrying  inter- 
fat  beyond  the  seventh  day  of  September, 
IKK1.      (2)  Tbe     bond      from     Swift    to 
JalkowskI  being  signed  on  the  same  day, 
and   witnesaed  by  the  same  parties,  and 
acknowledged  by   and   before   the  same 
officer,  expressing  the  same  consideration 
and  for  Ihe  same  property  as  that  in  the 
deed  from  Jaikowski  to  Swift,  was  a  de- 
fraaance  to  the  deed  and  constitutes  with 
It  one  tnatmment,  vis.,  a  mortgage,  and 
tiie  action  being  brought  for  a  redemp- 
tion and  praying  an  account,  qo  tender 
was  necessary.    (3)  Tbe  promissory  note 
of  McCormlck  &  Co.  is  usurious  and  no 
daim  for  Interest  thereon  can  be  collected, 
as  tbe  same  was  made  and  delivered  in 
tbla  territory  and  not  in  Ctah.    (4)  That 
apon  the   whole  cane  the    equities   were 
«ith  the  plaintiff,— in  debt,  pressed  by  his 
cirdllors,  wanting  time,  everything  tends 
to  show  that  be  was  not  a  free  man,— and 
that  In  doubtful  cases  of  like  character 
the  law  always  couHtrues  transactions  of 
like  character  a  mortgage    and    not    a 
nie.** 

It  will  be  at  once  seen  that  the  main 
question.  In  short,  almost  the  only  ques- 
tion, before  the  court,  is,  was  the  transac- 
tion between  Swift  and  Jaikowski  on  the 
■evrnth  of  September,  1881,  a  sale,  with  a 
bond  giving  Jaikowski  an  option  to  re- 
purefaaae,  or  was  it  a  mortgage?  In  con- 
•tming  any  instrument  the  first  matter 
to  be  examined  Is  the  language  of  the  in- 
strument itself.  The  ordinary  provision 
In  a  legal  mortgage  is  that  in  case  the 
grantor  shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid 
the  som  mentioned  in  the  deed,  with  in- 
terest there«in,  then  the  deed  shall  be 
void,  otherwise,  etc.,  or  any  words 
equivalent  to  these  in  the  deed  itself 
which  shall  indicate  that  it  was  intended 
as  a  security  for  money  loaned,  or  se- 
forlty  for  the  payment  of  a  debt  by  the 
parties  to  snch  instrument,  then  it  Is  a 
mortgage.  1  Jones,  Mortg.  §  242;  Adams 
V.  Stevens.  49  Me.  3B2.  Upon  the  most  cur- 
fory  reading  It  will  be  at  once  seen  that 
the  deed  from  Jaikowski  to  Swift,  exe- 
cuted on   the  seventh  of  September,  1881, 
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contains  no  sueh  provision,  and  none 
equivalent  thereto;  it  is  a  deed  pure  and 
simple;  it  is  not  claimed  to  be  other  than 
an  ordinary  deed  in  and  of  itself.  Was 
there  any  separate  deed  executed  at  the 
time,  or  soon  thereafter,  which  was  in- 
tended by  the  parties  as  a  defeasance? 

It  is  claimed  by  the  plaintiff  that  a 
bond  for  a  deed,  which  was  executed  by 
Swift  to  Jaikowski  soon  after  the  deed 
was  executed,  was  a  defeasance,  and  was 
so  intended  by  the  parties  thereto.  The 
same  rules  of  construction  must  be  ap- 
plied to  this  as  to  the  other,  that  is,  (I) 
does  the  instrument  itself  show  upon  its 
face  that  It  was  so  intended?  (Tpon  ex- 
amination it  will  be  seen  that  It  makes  no 
reference  to  the  deed  whatever.  There  is 
nothing  in  it  which  shows  that  it  had 
any  reference  whatever  to  the  deed  that 
had  before  been  executed.  There  is  nothing 
in  it  which  indicates  that  Jaikowski  was 
indebted  to  Swift  in  any  sum  whatever; 
nor  is  there  anything  in  the  deed  which 
Indicates  that  Jaikowski  is  indebted  to 
Swift.  Taking  both  instruments  to- 
gether, and  assuming  that  they  were 
both  executed  at  the  same  time,  and  th»*re 
is  nothing  which  shows  that  they  were 
intended  as  a  mortgage.  There  is  no  obli- 
gation on  the  part  of  Jaikowski  to  pay, 
and  no  continued  indebtedness,  and  no 
intimation  of  such  an  obligation.  In  this 
case  the  defendant  Swift  had  no  remedy 
against  the  person  of  Jaikowski;  there 
was  nothing  in  either  or  both  of  the 
papers  exeruted  which  wonld  enable 
Swift  to  obtain  a  Judgment  against 
Jaikowski.  There  is  no  acknowledgment 
of  a  pre-existing  debt,  nor  any  covenant 
for  repayment.  These  must  exist  In 
order  to  constitute  it  a  mortgage.  See 
Conwa.v*s  Ex*rs  v.  Alexander,  7  Cranch, 
236;  Henley  v.lIotallng,41  Cal.28:  Farmer 
V.  Grose,  42  Cal.  16^;  Plagg  v.  Mann,  14 
Pick.  478. 

There  being  nothing  in  the  deed,  noth- 
ing  in  the  bond,  nothing  in  both,  if  con- 
strued together,  to  conntitute  the  trans- 
action a  mortgage,  we  must  next  inquire 
into  the  intention  of  the  parties  at  the 
time  the  deed  was  executed.  This  is  to 
be  gathered  from  the  testimony.  Hall, 
the  attorney  who  drew  the  deed, and  who 
is  a  disinterested  witness,  testified  that 
Swift  and  Jaikowski  came  Into  his  office. 
''Swift,  in  presence  of  Jaikowski,  said  he 
had  bought  a  two-thirds  interest  in  North 
Star  and  American  Eagle;  asked  me  to 
draw  a  deed,  which  I  did,  and  explained 
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thfi  legal  effect  thereof  to  Jaikowskl.  Tbe 
parties  agreed  upon  the  conalderatlon  aod 
I  put  it  in.  Some  time  after  d«ved  and  bill 
of  fiale  of  cabin  and  tools  were  executed, 
^wift  said  he  had  concluded  tairlve  Jai- 
kowsici  a  bond,  so  that  he  might  have  a 
chance  to  turn  round,  which  I  then  drew 
up,  and  Swift  signed  it.  There  was  noth- 
ing said  about  its  being  Intended  as  a 
mortgage  or  security  for  any  debt.  I 
would  not  be  positive.  When  the  deed 
was  signed  something  was  said  about 
giving  bond  back.  The  bond  was  signed 
when  Swift  came  back,  within  half  an 
hour." 

Swift,  defendant,  testifies  Grosbeck  and 
JaikowskI  had  been  talking  about  a  sale. 
Jaikowski  told  me  about  Grosbeck  want- 
ing the  propert3\  I  wont  to  Grosbeck  and 
told  him  I  would  take  half  the  mines  if  he 
would  take  half  at  $12,000.  Grosbeck  re- 
fused. Jaikowski  offered  both  mines. 
North  Star  and  American  Eagle,  for 
$12,000.  1  did  all  I  could  to  as8if>t  him  to 
sell  the  property.  I  offered  to  (Chambers 
to  buy  the  property  with  him,  but  lie  also 
refused.  I  went  to  several  mining  men 
after  that  for  Jaikowski,  but  could  get 
none  of  them  to  take  it.  Jaikowski  came 
to  me  every  day  to  do  something  with 
the  property.  On  the  sixth  of  September, 
1881,  Jaikowski  said  If  I  would  pay  the 
McCormick  &  Co.  note  and  the  J.  O.  Swift 
A  Go.  debt,  and  give  him  money  enough 
to  go  back  to  Wood  River,  he  would  give 
roe  his  entire  interest  in  the  two  mines. 
I  told  him  ]  would  see  McCorrolck,  and 
that  I  might  trade  with  him.  Saw  Mc- 
Cormick, and  then  told  Jaikowski  I 
would  take  property  at  his  proposition. 
Deed  was  drawn  up  and  acknowledged. 
1  paid  the  interest  on  McCormick*s  note 
and  assumed  the  payment  of  the  note,  as- 
sumed payment  of  J.  O.  Swift  &  Co.  debt, 
paid  Jaikowski  $dO  and  Hall  $10.  When 
we  were  coming  back  from  getting  deed 
acknowledged  I  told  Jaikowski  I  would 
give  him  a  bond  for  90  days  if  he  wanted. 
We  went  back  to  Hall's  office,  and  I  did 
so.  The  transaction  between  us  was  un- 
derstood to  be  a  sale,  and  not  a  mortgage. 
The  bond  was  spoken  of  first  when  we 
were  returning  from  having  deed  acknowl- 
edged. 

On  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  October, 
1S81,  Jaikowski  made  an  affidavit  before 
Greenhow  that  the  sale  to  Swift  wos  ab- 
solute and  bona  ffde,  and  was  not  made 
as  a  security  for  payment  of  any  debt; 
that  Shaeffer  and  Winters,  plaintiff,  had 


induced  him   while  intoxicated  to  make 
an  affidavit  to  the  contrary. 

Peter  Wise   testifies  that  between    tbe 
tenth  and   fifteenth   of  September,   18H1, 
Jaikowski,    after  his    return   frono     Salt 
Liake,  said  that  he  had  sold  North  Star 
and  American  Eagle  to  Jim  Swift,  told  me 
the  terms,  and   said  he  was  glad  Shrift 
had  taken  it,  for  he  did  not  want   McCor- 
mick to  get  it   for  the   $6,000,  and   that 
Swift  had  given  him  a  bond.    Stiner  tee- 
tifies   that  he  had  a  conversation   ^with 
Jaikowski  in  September  or  October,  1881,  In 
presence  of  Wise,  in  which  Jaikowski  Bald 
he  had  sold  the  North  Star  and  American 
Eagle   to   J.    O.    Swift.     Greenhow   and 
Clohecy  testify  to  similar  conversations 
with  Jaikowski,  in  which  he  told  them  be 
had  sold  all  out  to  Swift. 

On  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  Jaikowski 
testifies  as  follows:  On  the  sixth  of  Sep- 
tember, 1881, 1  met  Swift,  and  be  said  If  I 
would  give  him  security  ontheNorth  Star 
and  American  Eagle  mines,  my  claim 
against  Owen  Riley  for  his  one-third  dae 
for  ail  the  debts  incurred  on  the  North 
Star,  embracing  the  McCormick  &  Co. 
claim  of  $B,000  and  interest,  and  tbe  debt 
to  Swift  &  Co.,  claimed  to  be  $3,598.15,  my 
cabin,  tools,  etc.,  ore  on  the  dumps,  he 
would  pay  off  the  debts,  and  give  me 
three  months'  time,  and  If  any  ore  was 
sold  in  the  meantime  he  would  give  me 
credit.  I  told  him'*all  right:"  and  he 
told  me  to  meet  him  next  day  and  see 
what  he  could  do.  I  saw  Swift  next  day. 
He  said  everything  was  ready.  We  went 
into  the  lawyer's  oflSce  and  sat  down. 
The  lawyer  finished  the  papers;  read  them 
to  me.  I  signed  two  papers  then,  and 
Swift  signed  one.  Swift  took  them  all  and 
went  to  the  commissioner  or  notary  pub- 
lic. I  signed  the  deed  and  bill  of  sale  to 
Swift,  and  he  signed  the  bond  and  gave  It 
to  me. 

This  is  substantially  all  tbe  testimony 
upon  both  sides  with  reference  to  the  In- 
tention at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the 
deed  and  bond. 

If  we  leave  out  the  testimony  of  the  two 
parties.  Swift  and  Jaikowski,  and  take  the 
instruments  with  the  testimony  of  Hall  as 
to  what  was  said  by  the  parties  at  tbe 
time  of  their  execution,  the  manner  of  their 
execution,  with  the  statement  of  Jaikow- 
Rki  to  Stiner,  Wise,  Greenhow,  and  (Tlohecy, 
the  conclusion  is  irresistible  that  tbe  In- 
tention of  the  parties  was  to  make  an  ab- 
solute sale,  with  a  bond  allowing  Jaikow- 
ski to  repurchase  within  the  time  atipu- 
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iated.  The  testimony  of  Swift  is  atroDgly 
corroborated  hy  tefltimony  of  Hall  and 
•U  the  witneoaoo  to  whom  Jalkowski  had 
talked,  aod  also  by  the  affidavit  made  by 
Jaikowaki  before Oreenhow,  notary  public, 
M  well  as  thecbaracter  of  the  instruments 
tbemsrires.  On  the  other  hand,  the  testi- 
■ony  of  Jalkowski  with  reference  to  the 
iatantlon  of  the  parties  is  not  at  all  cor- 
roboratetl  by  any  of  the  circa mstances 
Bor  any  witness.  The  proof  is  also  com- 
plete that  there  was  no  neKotiation  be- 
tweni  the  parties  respecting  a  loan  of 
Bioney;  no  proposition  respecting  a  mort- 
gage; all  the  coDvemation  between  Jai- 
kowaki  and  Swift  and  other  parties  was 
is  reference  to  bargain  and  sale.  During 
tbe  aoramer  before,  Jalkowski,  with  those 
vbom  he  had  employed  to  assist  lilro, 
vereall  the  time  trying  to  sell  the  mine. 
This  deed  was  not  given  to  secure  a  pre-ex- 
iRtiBgdebt.  Swift  had  no  interest  In  the 
McCormick  ft  Co.  debt,  and  only  a  partial 
Ulereat  in  the  debt  to  J.  O.  Swift  A  Co. 
Tkeaeareall  given  as  strong  indications 
olabsolote  bargain  and  sale,  and  not  of 
mortgage.  Con  way  *s  Ex'rs  v.  Alexander, 
wpra.  When  there  is  no  debt  and  no  loan, 
aa  agreement  to  resell  will  not  change  an 
■lieelQte  conveyance  Into  a  mortgage. 
Henlry  v.  HotalIng,  41  Cal.  25;  O!over  v. 
Payn.lS  Wend.  521;  Rich  v.  Doanee,  85 
Vt  125;  and  other  cases  cited  In  41  Cal.  25. 
Tile  queation  as  to  Inadequacy  of  consid- 
eritlon  cuts  uo  figure  whatever,  as  the 
rompLaint  alleges  that  the  mines  at  the 
fiate  of  the  commencement  of  the  suit,  De- 
renber  3, 18K1,  were  worth  9100,000.  It  is 
cetirdiy  immaterial  what  they  were  then 
voftb.  The  only  proper  question  would 
be  what  were  tbey  worth  on  the  seventh 
of  December,  18S1,— a  matter  not  put  in  is- 
•oe  by  the  pleadings. 

It  ii  urged  by  the  plain  tiff  that  when  the 
deed  and  defeasance  are  executed  at  the 
Moie  time,  or  are  agreed  upon  at  the  same 
tine,  it  Is  a  conclusion  of  law  that  they 
foaetitute  a  legBl  mortgage.  Reitenba ugh 
T.LDdwlck.  »1  Pa.  St.  131,  and  Wilson  v. 
Sbuenberger's  Ex'rs,  Id.  295,  are  cited  to 
•QstaiD  the  position.  It  is  clear  that  when 
theeeparate  Instrument  Is  intended  as  a 
defeasance  by  the  parties  that  this  prin- 
ciple is  correct.  Both  the  cases  cited  are 
raaea  where  the  parties  both  Intended  the 
Isitrnments  as  mortgages,  and  denom- 
ioated  them  as  such  on  the  face  of  the  In- 
•tmoients.  It  Is  also  Indicated  by  the 
pmof  that  one  was  a  loan  of  money,  and 
tbe  other  a  loan  of  credit  opon  which  to 


raise  money.  Neither  case  Is  stall  like  the 
one  at  bur,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  they 
should  be  quoted  as  sustaining  the  prin- 
ciple that  a  separate  agreement  for  re- 
purchase is  by  operation  of  law  a  mort- 
gage. 

Again,  It  is  asserted  that  at  law  an  ab- 
solute deed  and  separate  defeasance  or 
agreement  to  re  oivey,  executed  at  the 
same  time,  amount  to  a  mortgage,  and  a 
large  number  of  cases  are  cited.  It  is  only 
necessary  to  say  that  where  the  parties 
Intended  them  to  be  such,  and  such  Inten- 
tion is  indicated  either  on  the  face  of  tbe 
instrument  or  by  parol  testimocy,  then 
they  are  such,  and  not  otherwise,  and  this 
only  is  indicated  hy  the  cases  cited,  beyond 
question.  There  is  no  case  that  we  have 
yet  been  able  to  find  which  holds  that  an 
absolute  deed,  and  a  bond  to  convey  the 
same  property  when  not  intended  as  mort- 
gage, or  security  for  money,  as  evidenced 
by  the  deed  or  parol  testimony,  is  held  by 
the  court  to  be  a  mortgage.  A  large  num- 
ber of  cases  which  were  cited  by  the  plain- 
tiff have  been  examined,  and  tbey  all  tend 
to  the  same  point,  that  when  the  parties 
Intend  the  instruments  as  simply  a  secu- 
rity for  money,  then  they  are  construed  as 
mortgages  by  the  courts,  and  this  inten- 
tion of  the  parties  is  to  be  ascertained — 
/'7r8^,  from  the  instruments  themselves; 
aecoadljr,  by  parol  testimony. 

The  third  error  assigned  is  that  the 
promissory  note  given  to  McCormick  & 
Co.  is  usurious,  and  no  claim  for  interest 
thereon  can  be  collected,  as  the  same  was 
made  and  delivered  in  this  territory,  and 
not  in  Utah.  The  evidence  shows  that 
Jalkowski  executed  a  note  in  blank,  and 
gave  Clohecy  a  power  of  attorney,  author- 
izing him  to  sell  or  mortgage  his  interest 
in  the  mines  to  raise  money  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah.  Clohecy  was  the  agent  of 
Jalkowski,  and  executed  and  delivered  the 
note  and  trust  deed  to  McCormick  &  Co., 
in  Utah.  They  are  not  usurious,  therefore, 
being  in  accordance  with  the  laws  in  force 
there. 

It  is  therefore  concluded  by  the  court 
that  the  Instrument  executed  by  Jalkow- 
ski to  Swift,  September  7, 1N8],  is  an  ab- 
solute deed,  as  the  result  of  a  bargain  and 
sale  of  the  property  therein  described; 
that  the  bond  given  by  Swift  to  Jalkow- 
ski, of  the  same  date,  is  an  agreement  to 
convey  a  portion  of  the  same  property  up- 
on the  payment  of  a  sum  of  money  at  a 
stipulated  time,  which  has  not  been  either 
paid  or  tendered,  and  that  they  are  not» 
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and  were  not,  Intended  to  be  a  mortgage 
or  Security  for  money. 

The  Judgment    of    the  court    below    Is 
therefore  affirmed.

Criminal  Law— Review  on  Appeal. 

1.  Under  Rev.  Laws,  p.  432,  §  465,  subd. 
2,  providing  that  an  appeal  to  the  supreme 
court  from  the  district  court  shall  be  on  Ques- 
tions of  law  alone,  an  objection  that  the  evi- 
dence does  not  support  the  conviction  in  a 
criminal  cause  cannot  be  considered  on  an  ap- 
peal from  the  judismeut. 

HOMICIDB— EVIDBNCK. 

2.  Where,  on  a  trial  for  murder,  defend- 
ant seeks  to  justify  the  homicide  on  the  ground 
that  the  killing  was  necessary  to  protect  the 
person  of  his  wife,  evidence  on  the  part  of  the 
prosecution  tending  to  show  the  bad  charac- 
ter of  the  woman  alleged  to  be  defendant's 
wife,  and  that  she  kept  a  house  of  prostitution, 
is  admissible  to  show  that  deceased  was  on 
defendant's  premises  for  purposes  other  than 
felonious. 

Same— Instbuotioks— Province  op  Jury. 

3.  Where,  on  a  trial  for  murder,  defendant 
has  testified  in  his  own  behalf,  error  cannot  be 
predicated  on  the  refusal  of  his  requested  in- 
struction that  his  testimony  is  entitled  to  the 
same  credit  as  that  of  any  disinterested  wit- 
ness, provided  it  is  corroborated  by  other  cred- 
ible and  unimpeached  evidence,  as  such  instruc- 
tion invades  the  province  of  the  jury. 
Samb— Instructions. 

4.  On  a  trial  for  murder,  error  cannot  be 
predicated  on  an  instruction  that  the  jury 
should  find  defendant  guilty  if  they  believed 
from  the  evidence  that  defendant  was  actuated 
by  a  desire  to  kill  deceased  in  revenge  for  some 
real  or  imagined  injury  deceased  inflicted  upon 
defendant's  wife. 

Same — Declarations. 

5.  On  a  trial  for  murder,  declarations  of  de- 
fendant, made  to  a  sheriff  shortly  prior  to  the 
homicide,  seeking  protection  for  an  alleged  as- 
sault upon  his  wife  by  deceased,  are  not  ad- 
missible, as  part  of  the  res  ijestce.  Buck,  J., 
dissenting.

MoKQAN,  C.  J.  The  defendant,  George 
Pierson,  was  indicted,  trle<J,  and  convict- 
ed at  tbe  October  term,  A.  D.  1882,  uf  the 
district  court  for  Alturas  county,  for  the 
murder  of  John  T.  Hall,  at  Vienna,  io  said 
county,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  AuRas^* 
1882.  The  case  Ir  brought  to  this  coart  by 
an  appeal  from  the  Judsrment.  In  tbe  ar- 
gument of  the  case  considerable  time  wras 
occupied  in  tbe  apparent  effort  to  ahowr 
that  the  verdict  was  contrary  to  the  evi- 
dence. The  court  Is  unable  to  see  any  so b- 
stantial  objection  totlie  verdict  upon  that 
tcround.  There  is  no  occasion,  however, 
to  consider  that  branch  of  tbe  argument. 
The  appeal  is  taken  from  the  Judgment. 
Subdivision  2,  §  466,  p.  432,  Revised  Laws, 
provides  that  the  appeal  to  tbe  suprenrae 
court  from  the  district  court  shall  be  on 
questions  of  law  alone.  Tbe  only  method 
whereby  this  court  can  review  the  evi- 
dence for  the  purpose  of  de terra inlnff 
whether  the  verdict  is  suf«taincd  thereliy, 
is  through  an  appeal  from  tbe  order  of  the 
court  below  denying  a  new  trial  upon 
that  ground.  As  no  such  appeal  is  taicen 
in  the  case  at  bar,  we  can  only  review  tbe 
evidence  so  far  as  is  necessary  to  deter- 
mine the  questions  of  law  brought  here 
by  tbe  appeal  from  tbe  Judgment. 

The  bill  of  exceptions  alleges  aa  error 
the  refusal  of  the  court  to  allow  tbe  dec- 
larations of  the  defendant  to  the  depoty 
sheriff  in  endeavoring  to  procure  the  ar- 
rest of  deceased  forallegedoffeuMesagalnat 
tbe  wife  of  defendant,  made  on  the  day 
of  the  homicide,  and  immediately  preced- 
ing tbe  same;  and  the  ruling  of  tbe  court 
in  refusmg  to  instruct  the  jury,  at  tbe  re- 
quest of  the  defendant,  that  if  the  jury  be- 
lieve, from  the  evidence,  that  tbe  deceased 
approached  tlie  deiendant's  dwelling  at 
the  time  of  the  fatal  affray  with  the  intent 
of  committing  a'  felony  upon  the  person 
of  the  defendant,  or  upon  tbe  woman  In 
the  dwelling  of  defendant,  whom  he  claims 
as  his  wife  and  who  claims  the  protection 
of  tbe  defendnnr,  and  an  asylum  in  his 
house,  and  that  the  defendant  did  the  kill- 
ing in  order  to  prevent  such  felony,  then 
the  killing  was  justifiable,  and  the  jury 
should  acquit.  Also  in  giving  the  follow- 
ing instructions,  to-wit:  **]f  you  find 
from  tbe  evidence  that  the  defendant  was 
justified,  under  tbe  rules  of  law  given 
above,  in  flring  tbe  first  shot,  but  that, 
after  such  shot  had  been  fired  by  tbe  de- 
fendant, the  deceased.  Hall,  retreated,  ann 
all  danger  from  him  was  over,  and  that, 
1  while  deceased   was  still  retreating  and 
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all  danger  from  him  belni^orer,  the  defend- 
aDt  parHced  him  and  fired  upon  bim, 
fberpby  inflicting  the  mortal  woand,  then 
the  defendant  ia  iruilty.**  While  the  law 
reeoffnizea  the  right  of  the  bUHband  to 
protect  the  person  of  bis  wife  from  assault 
or  personal  injary,  even  to  the  talcing  of 
the  life  of  the  assailant,  still,  before  this 
plea  can  be  invoked,  it  Is  incumbent  upon 
the  defendant  to  establish  two  precedent 
facts  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  jury,  to- 
wit:  (1)  That  the  relation  of  husband 
and  wife  actually  existed  between  the  de- 
imdant  and  tne  person  against  whom  the 
aasaolt  was  threatened  or  made;  (2)  that 
aa  Msaaolt  was  actually  being  made  or 
attempted  against  the  wife  of  the  defend  an  t 
at  the  time  the  homicide  was  committed, 
and  that,  in  the  judgment  of  a  reasonable 
person,  the  Icltllng  of  the  deceased  was  nee- 
easai7,at  the  time,  to  protect  the  wife  from 
death  or  great  bodily  harm. 

The  appellant  also  set  ont  In  his  brief 
certain  assignments  of  error  in  admitting 
and  rejecting  testimony  on  the  trial,  which 
do  not  appear  in  the  Ijlll  of  excepticms, 
ind  tlierefore  cannot  be  considered. 

The  defendant  urges  error  in  the  court 
refusing  tog^ve  two  instructions,  as  fol- 
lows: ""When  the  defendant  is  a  witness 
la  his  own  behalf,  as  in  this  case,  his  evi- 
dence is  entitled  to  the  same  credit  as 
that  of  any  disinterested  witness,  provided 
Ui  testimony  Is  sustained  and  corroborat- 
ed by  other  credible  and  unlm penciled  evi- 
dence; and  also  that  the  defendant,  Pier- 
aon's,  teatimony  was  to  be  weighed  like 
the  testimony  of  other  witnesses  in  the 
ease,  provided  it  whs  corroborated  by  oth- 
er unimpeached  testimony.  In  the  one 
tarn  tlie  court  is  asked  to  charge  the  Jury 
as  to  the  credit  which  they  should  ac- 
cord to  the  witness,  and,  in  the  other,  as 
to  the  weight  they  should  give  to  certain 
testimony."  Either  of  these  charges,  if 
glv^n,  would  be  au  invasion  by  the  court 
of  the  eapecial  province  of  the  Jury,  and 
they  werp  properly  refused. 

Defendant  also  claims  error  In  the  ad- 
nlssion  of  evidence  of  the  character  of  the 
wife  of  the  defendant,  not  for  the  purpose 
of  impeachment,  but  with  a  view  of  show- 
isg.  on  the  part  of  the  prosecu  tion,  that  the 
defeased  was  upon  the  premises  of  the 
dcfeodant,  at  the  time  of  the  homicide,  for 
purposes  other  than  felonious.  This  ex- 
ertion la  foonded  upon  an  assumption 
that  the  woman  called  Banjo  Nell  was  the 
wlf^  of  defendant.  Thefactisthat  whether 
tiit  was  hla  wife  or  not  was  a  matter  be- 


fore the  Jury  on  the  trial.  At  the  time  this 
evidence  was  objected  to  the  prosecuting 
attorney  stated  that  he  expected  to  in- 
quire into  the  pretended  marriage,  which 
had  been  testified  to  on  the  defense,  and 
also  that  he  expected  to  show  the  char- 
acter of  the  alleged  wife  of  the  defendant, 
the  house  she  kept,  and  the  right  of  de- 
ceased to  be  there.  We  think  for  these 
purposes  the  evidence  was  properly  admit- 
ted. The  object  of  proving  marriage  on 
the  part  of  the  defense  was  to  allow  de- 
fendant the  protection  of  the  law  in  de- 
fending the  sanctity  of  his  house,  but  proof 
that  his  house  was  a  house  of  prostitu- 
tion, the  sanctity  of  which  had  been  de- 
stroyed by  the  common  and  public  prosti- 
tution of  his  wife,  would  be  competent 
evidence  to  rebut  the  presumption  that 
the  deceased  was  there  with  a  felonious 
intent. 

Error  Is  claimed  In  the  following  in- 
trnction:  "If  the  Jury  believe  from  the 
evidence  that  at  the  time  defendant  killed 
deceased,  he  (the  defendant)  was  actuated 
by  a  desire  so  to  do  in  revenge  for  some 
real  or  imagined  Injnry  the  deceased  had 
inflicted  upon  the  wife  of  the  defendant.  If 
she  were  his  wife,  and  not  in  the  necessary 
defense  of  his  (the  defendant's)  own  per- 
son, or  the  person  of  his  wife,  (If  she  were 
his  wife,)  then  the  defendant  is  guilty  of 
murder,  and  the  Jury  should  so  find.**  It 
Is  difficult  to  conceive  of  any  substantial 
objection  to  this  charge.  Revenge  is  de- 
fined to  be  a  malicious  injury  inflicted  in 
return  for  an  Injury.  The  law  does  not 
excuse  one  who  kills  another  for  revenge. 
This  instruction  is  in  accordance  with  law, 
and  properly  elven. 

The  remaining  exceptions  to  the  Instruc- 
tions involve  the  same  principles  which  are 
at  issue  in  the  exception  to  the  ruling  of 
the  court  in  rejecting  the  declarations  of 
defendant  at  the  time  he  sought  the  serv- 
ices of  Deputy  Sheriff  Either,  a  short  time 
prior  to  the  affray,  and  the  conclusion  of 
the  court  upon  that  exception  will  dispose 
of  the  entire  case.  The  defendant,  by  his 
counsel,  at  the  trial  excepted  to  the  ruling 
of  tlie  district  court  excluding  the  declara- 
tions of  the  defendant  made  to  the  wit- 
ness Either,  deputy  sheriff,  when  applying 
to  such  deputy  sheriff  to  arrest  Hall,  the 
deceased,  for  alleged  acts  and  intentions 
in  regard  to  the  woman  callf^d  Banjo  Nell, 
and  her  personal  security  in  the  house, 
claimed  by  the  defendant  as  his  own.  This 
application  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of 
Either  to  have  been  made  by  the  defend* 
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ant  on  tbe  day  of,  and  but  a  short  time 
before,  the  klUioK.  And  such  refusal  is  ai- 
ie^od  as  error. 

Declarations  of  a  defendant  in  his  own 
favor  are  prima  iacie  inadmissible,  and  if 
the  declarations  and  statements  of  the  de- 
fendant, made  when  trying;  to  procure  the 
arrest  of  Hall,  were  admissible  at  all,  it 
must  be  on  the  ground  that  they  were 
part  of  the  res  ffeatm^  and  as  tending  to 
show  the  condition  of  the  defendant's 
mind  at  the  time  of  firing  the  fatal  shot. 
If  defendant  had  killed  Hall  with  the  first 
shot  fired  by  him  at  or  near  the  door  of 
the  cabin,  evidence  of  his  declarations 
made  concerning  Hall  a  few  minutes  be- 
fore, accompanyiuK  his  request  to  tbe  offi- 
cer, might  have  been  properly  admitted  as 
tending  to  indicate  thestateof  defendant's 
mind,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Jury 
to  fix  the  degree  of  the  crime;  but  the  evi- 
dence clearly  shows  that  tbe  first  shot  did 
not  strike  the  person  of  Hall,  and  that 
the  fatal  shot  was  fired  by  the  defendant 
while  Hall  was  running  and  endeavoring 
to  escape,  and  when  all  appearance  of 
danger, either  to  tbe  defendant  himself,  his 
habitation,  or  to  any  person  residing  or 
being  therein,  was  past  and  over,  if  it  had 
ever  existed.  There  is  no  disputing  the 
evidence  on  this  point,  for  there  Is  no  con- 
flict. Under  these  circumstances,  when 
Hall  bad  succeeded  in  wholly  withdraw- 
ing himself  from  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  bouse,  and  that  so  palpably  as  to 
manifest  liis  good  faith,  and  to  remove 
any  Just  apprehension  of  danger  from  the 
defendant's  mind,  there  can  be  nothing  to 
mitigate,  excuse,  or  Justify  the  killing. 

The  Judgment  of  the  court  below  is 
therefore  affirmed,  and  tbe  cause  remand- 
ed to  the  second  district  court  in  and  for 
Alturas  county,  with  directions  to  fix 
anew  tbe  time  for  executing  its  Judgment. 

Prickrtt,  J.,  concurred. 

BccK,  J.,  {dlssentfn^.)  While  I  concur 
in  most  of  the  opinion  as  read  by  the 
court,  I  am  compelled  to  dissent  from  so 
much  thereof  as  refers  to  the  refusal  of  the 
court  to  admit  the  declarations  of  defend- 
ant at  the  time  he  called  upon  the  deputy 
sheriff  for  protection  a  short  time  prior 
to  the  homicide.  The  record  shows  that 
defendant  did  not  ask  protection  for  him- 
self, but  for  his  habitation.  Under  se(^tion 
25,  p.  »324,  Rev.  Laws  Idaho,  a  person  has 
at  least  as  much  and  possibly  more  pro- 


tection in  law  in  defending  his  property  as 
he  does  in   tbe  protection  of  bis  person. 
Tbe  evidence  admitted  prior  to  the  offer 
to  prove  the  declarations  referred  to,  tend- 
ed to  show  that  the  deceased,  Hull,  had 
on  several  occasions  prior  to  the  boiulcicle, 
during  tbe    three  or  four  months  prior 
thereto,  been  in  the  premises  of  defendant, 
overthrown   the  stove,  broken  tbe  door, 
discharged  his  revolver,  and  done  other 
acts  of  violence.    One  of  these  occasions 
bad   been  four  or  five  days  prior  to   tbe 
shooting,  and  the  last  one  on  the  day  of 
the  shooting,  but  Just  how  long  before 
does  not  appear.    The  sheriff  or  depoty 
had  frequently  been  to  the  house  to  quiet 
the  disturbance,  had  ejected  tbe  deceaaed, 
and  deceased  bad  violated  his  promise  not 
to  return  to  the  premises.    Within  a  short 
time  before  the  homicide  defendant  had  re- 
turned to  bis  house,  or  bis  alleged  bouse, 
found  the  stove  overthi'own,  bis  wife  or 
bis  alleged  wife  beaten.    Within  10  or  15 
minutes  piior  to  the  homicide  be  bad  sent 
for  a  physician,  and  he  himself  had  gone 
to  the  sheriff.  Either,  and  asked  protection 
for  his  property.    The  doctor  arrived  soon 
after  his  return.    Dr.  Paterson  testifies  that 
defendant  seemed  agitated  about  some- 
thing,— seemed  exercised.    This  was  from 
three  to  five  minutes  priorto  theabootlnR. 

Our  statutSM  (page  323,  $  17)  provide 
that,  to  constitute  murder  in  the  first  de- 
gree, there  must  be  delilieration  and  pre- 
meditation. Tbe  doctrine  of  tbe  res  ^{VfltA>« 
as  stated  by  Bishop,  (Grim.  Proc.  S  10^,) 
is  that  declarations  are  competent  when- 
ever near  enough  to  the  act,  either  before 
or  after,  to  be  probably  prompted  by  the 
same  motive. 

Tbe  act  of  going  to  the  sheriff  and  seek- 
ing protection  from  an  officer  of  the  law 
would  seem  to  be  prompted  by  the  same 
motive  as  sending  for  the  physician,  and 
the  same  alleged  motive  of  committing  the 
homicide;  that  is,  tbe  protection  of  his 
property. 

The  whole  transaction  occurred  within 
a  half  bour;  and  It  isclaimed  that  thedec- 
larations  offered  in  evidence  were  not  more 
than  10  or  15  minutes  prior  to  the  shoot- 
ing. The  objection  to  such  declarations  is 
that  t bey  are  self-serving,  and  may  have 
been  made  for  the  occasion.  But,  In  the 
case  at  bar,  the  condition  of  the  house, 
and  tbe  bruising  of  tbe  wife,  or  alleged 
wife,  were  facts  existing  outside  of  tbcf  de- 
fendant's co-operation.  In  sending  for  a 
physician  and  in  going  for  a  peace  officer 
be  acted  as  any  good  citizen  would  act. 
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aod  it  In  hard  to  preeaine  fraud  upon  a  de- 
fendant when  all  his  actn  may  be  account- 
ed lor  In  the  same  manner  that  we  would 
arconnt  for  the  same  acts  by  any  other 
pemon.  I  cannot  avoid  the  conclusion 
that  bta  izroins  for  the  eheriff  was  so  con- 
nected wirh  the  protection  of  his  property 
aa  to  form  a  part  of  the  res  ^entse,  and  th ) 


act,  with  tlie  accompanying  declarationn, 
should  have  been  admitted,  not  to  Justify 
the  homicide,  but  as  bearinjo:  upon  the 
question  of  deliberation  and  premedita- 
tion necessary  to  constitute  murder  in  the 
first  decree.  Maclc  v.  State,  48  Wis.  271 » 
4  N.  W.  Rep.  449;  State  v.  Keene,  60  Mo. 
358.

Morgan,  C.  J.  The  defendant  was  in- 
dicted and  tried  at  the  September  term  of 
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the  Owyhee  county  district  court,  for  the 
murder  of  Joseph  Koenlg.  He  was  con- 
victed of  manslaughter.  Defendant 
moved  for  a  new  trial ;  which  motion  was 
denied  by  the  court,  and  defendant  ap- 
pealed from  the  Judgment,  and  from  the 
order  denying  a  new  trial,  and  assigned 
the  following  as  error,  vis.:  **(!)  Tlifi 
court  erred  in  permitting  the  witness  WIW 
liams,  over  the  objection  of  defendant,  to 
testify  to  statements  of  the  deceased,  big^b- 
ly  criminative  of  defendant,  made  to  the 
witness  from  one-  half  to  three-quarters  of 
an  hour  after  the  affray  was  terminated, 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  defendant,  and 
after  defendant  had  been  arrested  and 
taken  from  the  scene  of  the  conflict.* 
The  following  cases  are  relied  upon  to 
support  the  ruling  in  the  case  at  bar,  to- 
wit:  Insurance  <'0.  v.  Mosley,  H  Wall.  897; 
Rex  V.  Foster,  6  Car.  &  P.  825;  Com.  ▼. 
McPike,  3  Cush.  181;  Thompson  v.  Tre- 
vanlon.  Skin.  402. 

In  the  case  of  Insurance  Co.  v.  Mosley,  8 
Wnll.  397,  the  deceased  bad  fallen  down 
stairs  and  received  a  severe  hurt  upon  hla 
head,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  after- 
wards died.  The  question  was  as  to 
whether  his  declarations,  made  immediate- 
ly after  the  hurt  was  received,  as  to  bis 
bodily  pains  and  injuries,  were  admissible 
in  evidence.  The  court  said  that  "what 
the  deceased  said  as  to  his  pains  related 
to  present  existing  facts  at  the  time  tbey 
were  made."  We  may  say,  in  passing, 
that  declarations  of  this  character  are 
uniformly  held  to  be  proper.  The  decla- 
rations as  to  how  he  received  the  Injury 
were  made  immediately  or  very  soon  after 
the  fall.    To  sustain  the  admission  of  the 
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People  V.  Dewey,

case  tbe  court  allowed  what  the  wife  said 
Immediately  apoa  tbe  hurt  received,  and 
More  abe  had  time  to  contrive  or  devise 
anything  for  her  own  advantaice,  to  be 
li:iTen  in  evidence. 

In  Rex  ▼.  Foster.  6  Car.  &  P.  325,  the  de- 
fendant was  indicted  for  killing  the  de- 
feased by  drivinii:  a  call  over  him.  The 
witness  beard  the  deceased  groan,  and  im- 
mediately went  to  bim,  and  asked  him 
what  was  the  matter.  Guknby,  liaron, 
said  that  what  deceased  said  at  the  In- 
stant as  to  tbe  caase  of  the  accident  was 
clearly  admissible.  Park,  J.,  said  it  was 
the  best  possible  testimony  that,  under 
tbe  eircorastances,  could  be  adduced  to 
show  what  knocked  the  deceased  cluwn. 

In  the  case  of  Com.  v.  BJcPike,  8  Cush. 
ISl,  tbe  defendant  was  charged  with  kill- 
ing bis  wife.  It  appears  that  deceased  ran 
op  stairs  from  her  own  room  In  the  night, 
^TlniS  murder  and  bleeding.  A  person 
who  beard  her  cries  went  for  a  watch- 
man, and,  on  bis  return,  proceeded  to  the 
ruom  where  she  was.  He  found  her  upon 
the  floor,  bleeding  profusely.  She  said 
defendant  had  stabbed  her.  The  declara- 
tion was  admitted  In  evidence.  The  su- 
preme court  of  Massachusetts  held  that 
tlie  eridence  wan  properly  admitted,  giv- 
ing as  a  reason  that  the  declaration  was 
""of  tbe  nature  of  re»  jse^rie, **  and  that  the 
time  when  it  wss  made  was  so  recent  aft- 
er the  injury  was  infllcte<l  as  to  Justify  re- 
reiving  it  on  that  ground. 

It  will  lie  noticed  that  in  each  of  these 
eai«eH  the  declarations  were  made  by  tbe 
deceased  almost  immediately  after  the  in- 
Inry  was  received,  t)erore  the  deceased  had 
time  to  think  of  or  contrive  a  story,  and 
tliey  were  admitted  In  each  case  for  that 
reason.  We  cannot  escape  the  conclusion 
that  there -was  another  reason  for  the  ad- 
mission ol  testimony  In  these  cases,  al- 
thongh  not  stated.  In  each  case  the  de- 
fendant and  deceased  were  the  only  per- 
sons preaeot  when  tbe  Injury  was  Inflicted. 
There  was  no  other  eye-witness.  The  ab- 
Sf>Iote  neceaslty  of  this  testimony  to  work 
aconTiction  of  a  person  believed  to  be 
goitty,  and  tbe  nature  of  the  declarations 
rendering  It  almost  absoluiely  certain 
that  tbe  statement  was  true,  must  have 
entered  Into  tbe  consideration.  Tbe  rlos- 
log  paragraph  in  the  opinion  of  the  court 
In  tbe  case  of  Insurance  Co.  t.  Mosley ,  /tti- 
pn,  lodlcatea  this.  Tbe  court  say:  "In 
Ike  ordinary  concerns  of  life  no  one  would 


doubt  the  truth  of  these  declarations,  or 
hesitate  to  regard  them,  uucontradicted, 
as  conclusive.  Their  probative  force 
would  not  be  questioned.**  As  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  bringing  them  in  under  the  head 
of  tea  tteatWt  the  court  say  **  that  what 
was  said  could  not  be  received  as  dying 
declarations,  although  the  person  who 
made  them  was  dead,  and  hence  could 
not  bo  called  as  a  witness.'*  The  reason- 
ing of  the  court,  in  brief.  Is  this :  These 
declarations  were  a  part  of  the  re4i  geatte. 
They  were  undoubtedly  true.  They  were 
conclusive.  They  could  not  be  admitted 
as  dying  declarations.  The  case  could  not 
be  made  out  without  them.  Therefore 
they  were  properly  admitted.  If  the  first 
proposition  Is  correct,  there  is  no  need  of 
the  others;  and  the  last-named  four  prop- 
ositions furnish  no  legal  reasons  for  the 
admission  of  the  testimony. 

In  the  case  at  bar,  the  declarations 
sworn  to  by  the  witness  Willlanis,  were 
made  one-half  or  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
after  the  shooting  occurred,  and  the  same 
length  of  time  after  the  conflict  was  end- 
ed. The  deceased  had  been  taken  across 
the  street  Into  bis  own  bouse.  Several 
persons  were  present,. ali  of  them  his  own 
friends.  Counsel  for  the  people  aslced  wit- 
ness (WllUarcs)  the  following  questions: 
"Question.  How  soon  after  tbe  shooting 
was  it  that  you  heard  him  (the  deceased) 
make  any  statement?  Answer.  I  could 
not  tell  exactly;  the  time  may  be  half  or 
three-quarters  of  an  hour.  Q.  Do  you 
know  whether  King  at  that  time  was 
awnreof  bis  condition?  A.  1  cannot  tell.** 
Counsel  then  desired  to  renew  the  ques- 
tions as  to  what  King  said  as  being  part 
of  tbe  rea  gestss.  To  this  defendant's 
counsel  objected.  Objection  was  over- 
ruled, and  defendant  by  his  counsel  except- 
ed. The  following  is  the  testimony: 
"Question.  Will  you  state  what  state- 
ments Mr.  King  made  to  you  in  regard  to 
this  shooting?  Answer.  I  aslced  him 
which  shot  struck  hini,  and  he  told  me  It 
was  the  first  shot  fired  that  struck  him. 
Just  when  he  was  going  over  the  boards 
into  tbe  brewery.  Q.  He  said  that  be  was 
struck  an  he  was  going  over  those  boards, 
and  that  it  was  the  first  shot?  A.  Yes, 
sir;  just  as  he  went  over  tbe  boards.**  To 
indicate  how  far  these  declarations  are 
from  tbe  original  rule,  with  reference  to 
matters  coming  ucder  the  head  of  **reH 
geatsB,**  it  is  only  necessary  to  refer  to  the 
definition  of  tbe  term,  which  is,  the ''trans- 
action; thing  done;  the  subject-matter;" 
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as,  when  It  \n  necessary,  in  the  course  of  a 
cause,  to  Inqolre  into  the  nature  of  a  par- 
ticular act,  or  the  intention  of  the  person 
who  did  t lie  act,  proof  of  what  the  per- 
son  said  at  the  time  of  doing  it  Is  admissi- 
ble evidence  as  part  of  the  rea  fi^eatse,  for 
the  purpose  of  showing  its  true  character. 
Greenleaf  says  that  the  principal  points  of 
attention  are  whether  the  circumstances 
and  declarations  offered  in  proof  were 
contemporaneous  with  the  main  fact  un- 
der consideration,  and  whether  they  were 
so  connected  with  it  as  to  illustrate  its 
character.  1  Qreenl.  £v.  §  108.  The  gen- 
eral rule  is  that  declarations,  to  become 
part  of  the  rea  geatse,  must  accompany 
the  act  which  they  are  supposed  to  char- 
acterise, and  BO  harmonise  with  them  as 
to  constitute  one  transaction.  Enos  ▼. 
Tuttle.  8  Conn.  250;  State  v.  Daugherty, 
17  Nev.  376.  If  the  declarations  offered  in 
eviden.ce  are  mere  narrative  of  a  past 
event  or  occurrence,  they  are  inadmissi- 
ble. Binns  v.  State,  57  Ind.  46;  Denton  v. 
State,  1  Swan.  279;  State  y.  Tilly,  8  Ired. 
424.  In  Bland  r.  State,  2  Ind.  606,  it  was 
held  incompetent  for  the  accused  to  prove 
a  statement  made  by  himself  half  an  hour 
after  the  homicide,  concerning  the  circum- 
stances under  which  it  was  committed. 

The  declarations  admitted  in  evidence  in 
the  case  at  bar  were  a  mere  narration  of 
a  part  of  the  affray  which  occurred  a  half 
or  three-quarters  of  an  hour  before,  after 
all  danger  was  over,  after  the  occurrence 
had  entirely  ceased,  while  the  defendant 
was  under  arrest,  and  when  the  deceased 
had  been  among  his  friends  during  the 
whole  time  that  had  elapsed,  and  bad  a 
tendency  to  flx  the  responsibility  for  the 
affray  upon  the  defendant. 

The  learned  Justice,  in  the  case  of  Insur- 
ance Co.  V. Mosley. supra y says:  ''The  tend- 
ency of  recent  adjudications  is  to  extend, 
rather  than  narrow,  the  scope  of  the  doc- 
trine of  rea  ffeatx  **  We  have  failed  to  dis- 
cover such  tendency,  after  an  examination 
of  all  the  cases  within  our  reach  which 
discuss  the  principle.  If  it  does  exist,  it  in- 
dicates a  tendency  in  the  courts  to  leave 
the  fleld  properly  occupied  by  the  Judiciary 
and  enter  that  of  the  law-malcing  power. 
This  is  always  a  dangerous  experiment. 
If  evidence  of  this  charaster  is  proper  and 
necessary,  it  Is  the  duty  of  the  legislature 
to  direct  that  it  be  admitted.  The  rules 
of  evidence  have  been  crystallized  from  the 
experience  and  the  best  thought  of  centu- 
ries. These  rules  become  clearer,  their 
boundaries  better  defined,  as  civilisation 


advances,  and  as  the  courts  improve  Id 
the  administration  of  Justice.  It  is  unsafe 
for  the  courts  to  extend  or  violate  them. 
We  think  the  evidence  inadmissible,  and 
that  it  had  a  tendency  to  injure  the  caose 
of  the  defendant. 

The  second  error  assigned  Is  the  defini- 
tion given  to  the  term  "reasonable doubt* 
In  the  fifth  Instruction  given  by  the  court. 
It  is  as  follows:  ''A  reasonable  doubt  is 
not  a  mere  possible  doubt,  nor  is  It  a  cap- 
tious or  imaginary  doubt,  but  is  sacb  a 
doubt  as  a  prudent  and  reasonable  man 
would  be  likely  to  act  upon  in  determining 
Important  affairs  cf  life."  While  theeoort 
do  not  say  that  this  is  the  best  definition 
that  could  be  given,  it  is  substantially  the 
one  that  has  been  approved  by  the  courts 
in  a  number  of  cases.  See  Arnold  v.  State, 
28  Ind.  170;  State  v.  Nash,  7  Iowa»  347; 
State  V.  Ostrander,  18  Iowa,  435, 458.  The 
following  definition  has  been  given  with 
approval:  *'A  reasonable  doubt  is  one 
arising  from  a  candid  and  impartial  Inves- 
tigation of  all  the  evidence,  and  such  as.  In 
the  graver  transactions  of  life,  would 
cause  a  reasonable  and  prudent  man  to 
hesitate  and  pause.  "*  May  v.  People,  60 
Ul.  119;  Miller  v.  People,  89  111.  457.  This 
definition  Is  no  stronger  than  theonesi^en 
In  the  case  at  bar,  as  the  word  "graver** 
is  no  stronger  than  the  word  "Important.* 
The  last-named  definition  is  open  to  the 
same  objection  that  is  urged  to  the  Instruc- 
tion given  In  this  case:  it  requires  sueh  a 
preponderance  of  evidence  as  would  con- 
vince a  reasonable  man  In  the  graver 
transactions  of  life. 

The  definition  given  by  Mr.  Chief  Justice 
Sbaw  in  the  case  of  Com.  v.  Webster,  5 
Cush.  320,  and  which  the  supreme  court  €i 
California,  In  the  case  of  People  v.  Strong, 
80  Cal.  155,  say  Is  probably  the  t>est  defini- 
tion ever  given  to  the  words  "reasonable 
doubt, "is  as  follows:  "The evidence  must 
establish  the  truth  of  the  fact  to  a  reason- 
able and  moral  certainty."  The  word 
"moral"  In  that  connection,  meaning  noth- 
ing more  than  "Intellectual'*  or  "mental,* 
is  therefore  the  same  as  "reasonable.* 
The  statement  would  therefore  be:  "The 
evidence  must  establish  the  truth  of  the 
fact  to  a  reasonable  certainty."  This  Is  a 
mere  synonym  for  the  term  "beyond  a  rea- 
sonable doubt."  The  learned  chief  Justice 
goes  on  to  say  that  It  is  a  certainty  that 
convinces  and  directs  the  understanding; 
satisfies  the  reason  and  Judgment  of  those 
who  are  bound  to  act  conscientiously  up- 
on it.    Does  not  a  strong  preponderance

of  eTidenc^  eonTloce   the   nnderstandfnK, 
Batiafy  the  reaaun   and   the  jadismeDt,  in 
many.  It  not  all.  the  moat  Important  af- 
faire of  lUe?     The  undemtandlns,  the  rea- 
tOB,  and  the  indftment  are  substantially 
•ynonymuQB   terma  In  the  sense  in  which 
ttey  are  here  naed.    This  discussion  simply 
denonatraten  the  futility  of  the  efforts  to 
define  the  term  "  reasonable  doubt. "    The 
bcateflortaln  this  direction  are  those  which 
aae  worda  moat  nearly  synonymous  with 
the    term  Itaelf .    Perhu pa  as  good  a  defi  ni- 
tton  aa  any — possibly  the  best— would  be 
»erdy  Begatlve  In  its  character,  and  one 
moat  eaally  understood  by  the  conscien- 
tlooa  laror :  such  as :    It  is  not  a  mere  tm- 
afdnary  donbf,hat  mnst  be  a  doubt  which 
telrly  arlaea  from  the  evidence,  and  coni- 
pela  the  eonadentioua  Juror  to  say,  "lam 
aot  antlafled  from  the  evidence  that  the 
dcfendaDt  la  sroilty,  or  that   the   fact  in 
Qocatlon    la    true."    We   think   that   the 
deflaition  griven  by  the  court  below,  being 
imbfltADtially  approved  by  thecourts,  was 


Tbe  third  aaaignment  of  error  is:  The 
trt  erred  In  striking  out  the  following 
wonla  in  the  tenth  instruction  asked  by 
deicudaat,  to-wit,  "and  pursue  his  ad- 
^v^eraary."  It  la  a  familiar  principle  that 
aO  tnotrvctloos  mnst  be  adapted  to  and 
foo»ded  upon  the  evidence  in  the  case  on 
trial.  After  a  careful  examination  of  the 
evideoee  in  the  transcript,  and  particnlarly 
tkat  referred  to  by  the  counsel  for  the  de- 
int  npon  which  this  instrnction  ia 
[,  we  are  unable  to  say  that  there  Is 
erldence  that  the  defendant  pursued 
deceaaed  at  all.  Defendant  himself 
ira  "  that  after  the  commencement  of 
affray''  he  backed  up  a  little  after  each 
akot.  There  appearing  to  be  no  evidence 
of  aoy  parsnlt  by  the  defendant,  the  modi- 
fieatloB  waa  proper. 

Jad^meot  reversed,  and  cause  remanded 
foraew  trial.

Under  Orim.  Pr.  Act,  §  333,  proTiding 
thtt  a  challenge  to  an  indiridual  joror  must 
be  taken  when  the  juror  appears,  and  before  he 
it  fwom,  error  cannot  be  predicated  on  the  ac- 
tiaa  of  the  trial  coart,  in  a  criminal  cause,  in 


compelling  defendant  to  exercise  his  peremptory 
challenges  as  the  jurors  were  severally  called, 
and  before  the  whole  number  of  12  jurors  were 
drawn. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Alturaa 
county. 

Kuolc  Wah  Choi,  comroonly  called  Ah 
Sam,  waA  convicted  of  murder,  and  ap- 
peals.   Affirmed.

The  court  erred  in  compelling  defendant 
to  exercise  his  peremptory  challeuKes  aa 
the  Jurorri  were  severally  drawn.  People 
v.  Scrogglns,  87  Cal.  676;  People  v.  »leniLa» 
24  Gal.  11. 

Uuatoa  A  Gray,  for  the  People. 

Prr  Curiam.  The  defendant  was  tried 
and  convicted  at  the  June  term,  1884,  in 
the  district  court  in  Alturas  county,  on  a 
charge  of  murder  in  the  first  degree.  He 
appeals  from  the  Judgment,  and  tlie  order 
overruling  his  motion  for  new  trial,  and 
assigns  as  error  the  ruling  of  the  court 
compelling  him.  In  impaneling  the  trial 
Jury,  to  exercise  his  peremptory  challenges 
as  the  Jurors  were  severally  called,  and 
before  the  whole  number  of  12  Jurors  were 
drawn,  as  in  civil  causes.  Under  the  stat- 
utes of  this  territory  the  method  of  select- 
ing, drawing,  and  summoning  Jurors  is 
the  same  for  both  criminal  and  civil  ac- 
tions. The  procuring  the  attendance  of 
Jurors  preliminary  to  the  trial  is  pro- 
vided for  in  our  Code  of  Civil  Procedure, 
from  flections  73-108,  inclusive.  Section  109 
directs  that  when  an  action  Is  called 
fur  trial  such  proceedings  shall  be  had  in 
impaneling  a  trial  Jury  as  are  prescribed 
in  said  Code;  and  section  111  provides 
that  if  the  action  is  a  criminal  one  the 
Jury  must  be  impaneled  as  provideil  by 
the  statutes  relating  thereto.  Tlie  stat- 
utes relating  thereto  are  in  the  criminal 
practice  act.  Sections  109  and  111  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  if  not  contradict- 
ory, have  at  least  the  tendency  to  con- 
fuse the  practice;  but  the  obvious  inten- 
tion of  the  legislature  was  to  provide 
different  methods  of  impaneling  Juries  in 
civil  and  criminal  actions.  This  method 
in  civil  causes  is  specified  in  chapter  23  of 
our  Civil  Code;  and  In  criminal  actions,  in 
the  criminal  practice  act,  from  sections 
318-B58,  inclusive.  Section  818  of  the  crim- 
inal practice  act,  which  provides  that  the 
trial  Juries  in  criminal  actions  shall  be 
formed  in  the  same  manner  as  trial  Juries 
in  civil  actions,  if  it  was  intended  to  ap- 
ply  to  the  impaneling  of  trial  Juries  to 
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that  extent,  was  repealed  by  section  111 
of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  Section 
832  of  the  criminal  practice  act  provides 
''that  a  challenge  to  an  indiridaal  Juror 
1«  either  peremptory  or  for  cause."  Sec- 
tion 333  provides  that  either  of  these  chal- 
lenges must  be  taicen  when  the  Juror  ap- 
pears and  before  he  is  sworn  to  try  the 
cause,  but  the  court  may  for  Rood  cause 
permit  either  of  these  challenges  to  be 
taken  after  the  Juror  Is  sworn,  and  be- 
fore the  Jury  is  completed.  Section  377  of 
the  criminal  practice  act  provides  that  in 
all  cases,  on  the  trial  of  an  indictment  for 
felony,  the  Jurors  sworn  shall  be  kept  to- 
gether until  finally  discharged  from  a 
further  consideration  of  the  case.  Sec- 
tion 4  of  an  act  amendatory  thereto,  ap- 
proved January  22, 1881,  of  the  eleventh 
session,  so  far  raudities  this  section  as  to 
allow  Jurors  to  separate  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court  in  the  trial  of  felonies  less 
than  murder. 

These  sections  clearly  contemplate  that 
In  trials  for  murder  after  a  Juror  Is  called 
he  shall  remain  under  the  control  of  the 
court  until  be  Is  rejected  as  Incompetent; 
or.  If  accepted,  until  the  termination  of 
the  trial.  The  ordinary  import  of  the 
language  used  in  these  sections  would 
fustify  the  practice  of  requiring  the  re- 
spective parties  to  exercise  all  their  chal- 
lenges, either  peremptory  or  for  cause, 
and,  if  accepted,  that  each  Juror  be  sworn 
to  try  the  cause  before  another  is  called. 
This  was  the  method  pursued  in  impanel- 
ing the  Jury  In  the  case  at  bar,  and  we 
think  the  exception  to  it  is  not  well 
taken.  This  method  may  be,  and  often 
is,  so  far  modified  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court  as  to  allow  the  clerk  to  draw  12 
names  from  the  box  before  any  challenges 
are  interposed,  and  after  these  are  ex- 
amined for  cause  and  passed  upon,  to  al- 
low others  to  be  drawn  to  take  the  place 
of  those  excused,  and  allowing  the  defend- 
ant to  examine  and  pass  upon  all  those 
thus  called  before  exercising  his  peremp- 
tory challenges.  We  see  no  objection  to 
this  method,  provided  that  in  case  of  re- 
cess or  adjournment  the  peremptory  chal- 
lenges be  exercised  or  waived  upon  all 
those  passed  for  cause,  and  those  accept- 
ed be  sworn  to  try  the  cause  and  remain 
under  the  control  of  the  court. 

The  reason  for  this  practice  may  be 
found  In  the  necessity  on  the  part  of  the 
government  of  securing  Jury  trials  as  far  as 
posulble  free  from  every  suspicion  of  im- 
proper influences.    It  often   occurs  that 


several  days  are  occupied  In  ImpaoelinK 
a  Jury  In  Important  criminal  cases.  Dar- 
ing this  time  a  portion  of  the  Jury  bavinfl: 
been  accepted  must  either  be  under  the 
control  of  the  court  or  allowed  to  miDgle 
freely  with  the  people  in  the  commtiDlty 
In  which  the  court  is  held,  and  with  those 
in  attendance  upon  court,  generally 
greatly  interested  in  the  cause  about  to  be 
tried.  Jurors  are  thus  subject  to  ▼ariooa 
corrupt  influences,  and  often  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  hearing  In  advance  nomerooe 
accounts  and  discussions  of  the  action 
which  they  are  about  to  try.  The  law- 
making power  has  attempted  to  gaard 
against  this  evil  as  far  as  possible  by 
placing  the  Juror,  from  the  time  he  is  ac- 
cepted by  the  respective  parties  and 
sworn,  directly  under  the  control  of  the 
court.  It  is  claimed  that  this  practice  re- 
sults in  Inconvenience  to  the  Juror;  but 
mere  inconvenience  should  not  weigh 
against  the  hasard  of  corrupt  trials. 
The  defendant  can  suffer  no  injury  by 
thus  exercising  his  peremptory  challenge 
before  the  Jury  is  completed,  for  the  stat- 
ute provides  that  the  court  may,  for 
good  cause  shown,  permit  a  challenge, 
either  peremptory  or  for  cause,  to  be  ex- 
ercised after  the  Juror  Is  sworn  and  before 
the  Jury  is  completed.  The  cases  cited  in 
oppotiition  to  this  construction  are  found- 
ed upon  the  California  statutes,  which 
provide  that  Juries  In  criminal  and  civil 
cases  be  formed  in  the  same  manner. 
Our  statutes  provide  a  different  method, 
and  hence  the  authorities  cited  do  not 
apply  to  the  case  at  bar. 

The  legislature  have  modified  the  effect 
of  swearing  the  Juror  to  try  the  ca  use  by 
providing,  in  section  4  of  the  act  before 
referred  to,  that  a  Jury  sworn  to  try  an 
indictment  for  any  offenHe.  except  mnr- 
der,  may  at  any  time  during  the  trial,  be- 
fore the  submission  of  the  cause,  in  the 
dlRcretion  of  the  court,  be  permitted  to 
separate;  but  this  enactment  does  not 
modify  the  method  of  impaneling  the 
Jury.  The  appellant  also  assigns  as  error 
the  admission  of  the  statement  of  defend- 
ant before  the  committing  magistrate  at 
the  time  of  his  preliminary  examination. 
The  objection  to  this  evidence  was  not 
distinctly  made,  nor  was  any  exception 
taken  to  Its  admission.  It  la  an  estab- 
lished principle  in  practice  that  when  evi- 
dence is  admitted  under  objections,  and 
no  exception  Is  taken  to  the  rnllug  of  the 
court,  the  objection  is  waived.  Torner 
V.  Water  Co..  25  Cal.  398. 
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We  are  able  to  find  no  error  in  the  rec- 
onl«  and  tbe  jadKnient  Is  therefore  af- 
firmed.

This  action  was  com- 
neoced  in  tbe  conrt  below  on  the  eight- 
eenth day  of  December,  1882,  upon  an 
open  accoant  for  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
diandise,  and  alno  upon  a  promissory 
note.  At  tlie  time  of  tlie  commencement 
of  tbe  action  the  promissory  note  was  not 
doe  and  did  not  become  due  until  the  first 


day  of  January,  1883.  When  the  action 
was  commenced,  the  plaintiff  caused  nn 
attachment  to  be  issued,  and  certain 
goods  of  the  defendants  were  levied  upon. 
On  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  December, 
18K2,  the  defendants,  by  their  attorneys, 
appeared  and  demurred  to  the  complaint. 
The  record  brought  here  does  not  notice 
any  rulings  or  order  upon  the  demurrer. 
On  the  fourth  day  of  January,  1883,  the 
plaintiff  filed  a  supplemental  complaint, 
which  omitted  the  first  count  in  the  orig- 
inal complaint,  and  counted  alone  upon 
the  promissory  note.  On  the  twenty-sixth 
day  of  March,  1883,  the  defendants  filed  a 
general  demurrer  to  the  complaint,  which 
was  denominated  "Amended  Demurrer. ** 
The  record  before  us  is  silent  as  to  the  dis- 
p«)sitionof  thisdemurrer.  On  the  twenty- 
first  day  of  May,  1883,  the  defendants  filed 
their  answer  to  the  complaint,  and  on  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  thesamemontha  Judg- 
ment was  entered  against  the  defendants 
upon  the  promissory  note.  No  bill  of  ex- 
ceptlons  was  taken,  and  the  cause  is  here 
upon  the  Judgment  roll,  which  is  imperfect 
in  almost  every  part;  evidently,  it  Is  not 
a  complete  transcript  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings had  in  the  case,  and  the  clerk  does 
not  so  certify.  From  an  inspection  of  the 
record  it  is  impossible  to  know  what  pro- 
ceedings were  had  in  the  court  below. 
But  the  parties,  by  their  counsel,  have 
appeared  and  argued  and  submitted  cer- 
tain questions  for  our  determination. 

The  appellants  interpose  a  demurrer  in 
this  court,  and  thereby  question  the  sufll- 
ciency  of  the  complaint  to  sustain  the 
Judgment,  and  contend  for  the  correct- 
ness of  their  practice.  While  it  is  true  that 
In  some  cases  an  objection  to  tbe  suflacien- 
cy  of  the  complaint  can  be  raised  for  the 
first  time  in  this  court,  yet  it  is  not  a  prac- 
tice that  can  be  commended  In  causes 
where  all  parties  appeared  and  had  their 
day  in  the  trial  court.  The  public  has  an 
interest  in  all  litigation,  and  when  the  de- 
fendant is  in  court,  the  time  of  the  court 
should  not  be  consumed  in  tbe  trial  of  a 
cause  where  an  objection  by  the  defendant 
would  terminate  all  proceedings,  and  save 
to  parties  and  to  the  public  the  time  and 
expense  of  litigation. 

The  question,  however, in  thiscase  is  not 
whether  the  appellants  can  object  to  the 
sufficiency  of  tbe  complaint  for  the  first 
time  in  this  court,  but  whether  they  could 
raise  their  objection  by  demurrer  in  the 
court  below,  have  it  disposed  of  there, 
waive  their  right  to  bring  the  question 
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hi^reby  a  bill  of  exceptions,  appeal  from  the 
Jadgment,  and  then  interpose  another  or 
new  demurrer  In  this  coart.  It  will  be  ob- 
served that  the  *^  amended  "  demurrer  was 
filed  In  the  court  below  after  the  flUns:  of 
the  supplemental  complaint,  and  that  the 
record  brouirht  here  falls  to  disclose  any 
order  or  decision  upon  it.  The  rule  Is  that 
when  there  is  both  a  demurrer  and  an- 
swer to  the  same  complaint,  raishig  both 
an  issue  of  law  and  fact,  the  issue  of  law 
should  be  first  disposed  of.  The  statute 
BO  provides.  When  there  are  both  issues 
of  law  and  fact,  and  the  cause  is  brought 
on  for  trial,  and  the  Issues  of  fact  are 
tried  and  a  judgment  rendered  in  the 
cause,  the  presumption  will  be  indulged, 
on  appeal,  that  tlie  issue  of  law  was  pre- 
viously disposed  of  by  an  order  overruling 
the  demurrer;  and  in  this  case  the  pre- 
numption  is  strengthened  by  the  absence 
of  proof  that  the  record  is  complete. 
Brooks  V.  Douglass,  32  Cal.  208;  Abadle  v. 
Carrillo,  Id.l72. 

It  has  been  settled  by  this  court  that 
when  a  party  desires  to  have  a  decision 
or  order  of  the  district  court  reviewed  by 
this  court,  he  must  except  thereto  when 
the  ruling  or  decision  is  made,  and  he 
roust  alBo  preserve  and  bring  up  such  ex- 
ceptions by  a  bill  of  exceptions  or  state- 
ment. People  V.  Hunt,  1  Idaho,  43d.  It 
has  also  been  settled  by  this  court  in  Fox 
V.  West,  Id.  782,  that  theexceptions  which, 
by  section  403  of  the  civil  practice  act,  the 
adverse  party  is  deemed  to  have  taken, 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  action  as  other  exceptions 
taken  during  the  trial,  and  cannot  be  con- 
sidered on  appeal  without  being  incor- 
porated into  a  hill  of  exceptions,  and  this 
made  a  part  of  the  Judgment  roll. 

With  these  adjudications  upon  these 
Important  questions  of  practice  we  are 
still  satisfied.  Sections  405  and  406  of  the 
civil  practice  act  provide  the  modes  for 
preserving  exceptions  in  the  cases  therein 
mentioned;  and  section  6F»3  provides  that 
"on  an  appeal  from  a  final  Judgment  the 
appellant  must  famish  the  court  with  a 
copy  of  the  notice  of  appeal,  of  the  judg- 
meut  roll,  and  of  any  bill  of  exceptions  or 
statement  in  the  case  upon  which  the  ap- 
pellant relies."  The  exceptions  which  the 
law  deems  to  have  been  taken  by  the  dt>- 
fendants  to  the  orders  in  the  court  below 
overruling  the  demurrers,  not  having 
been  preserved  and  brought  here  for  re- 
view by  a  bill  of  exceptions,  and  assigned 
as  error,  these  questions  are  conclusively 


settled,  and  cannot  now  be  re-examined 
upon  a  new  or  independent  objection 
raised  by  demurrer  In  this  court.  Final 
Judgment  was  entered  in  open  coart,  by 
an  order  of  the  court,  and  all  intendmeDta 
are  in  favor  of  its  correct  action.

Per  Curiam  Since  announcing:  the 
opinion  in  thiscase,  the  appellants,  by  their 
counsel,  submitted  a  petition  for  a  rehear- 
ing, and  we  were  referred  to  additional 
authorities  bearing  upon  the  questions  de- 
cided. After  a  further  examination,  we 
concede  that,  independent  of  the  decielona 
already  made,  the  principal  question  de- 
cided in  this  case,  namely,  that  the  order 
overruling  the  demurrer,  and  the  excep- 
tion thereto,  should  have  been  incorporat- 
ed into  a  bill  of  exceptions  to  be  available, 
would  not  be  entirely  free  from  douht. 
The  legislature  may  have  intended  that 
on  appeal  from  a  Judgment  everything  in  a 
transcript  which  belongs  to  or  consti- 
tutes tlie  Judgment  roll  should  be  consid- 
ered by  the  appellate  court  In  reviewing 
the  action  of  the  trial  court,  whether 
there  Is  a  formal  bill  of  exceptions  or  not; 
but  the  statute  does  not  say  so.  The  au* 
thorities  we  find  which  have  interpreted 
our  statute  are  against  the  construction 
contended  for  by  the  appellant's  couniiel. 
Section  403  of  our  Civil  Code  corresponds 
to  section  647  of  the  California  practice 
act.  In  Nash  v.  Harris,  67  Cal.  242,  248,  a 
construction  was  given  to  this  section. 
The  court  say:  "When  the  motion  was 
arguod  and  decided  in  the  lower  court,  the 
attorney  of  the  appellant  was  present, and 
reserved  no  exception  to  the  decision  of 
the  court."  But,  according  to  section  647 
of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  an  appeal- 
able order** is  deemed  to  have  been  ex- 
cepted to."  Yet  a  party  who  has  except- 
ed to  a  decision  of  a  court,  whether  be 
excepted  in  person  at  the  time  the  decision 
was  made,  or  is  deemed  in  law  to  have 
excepted,  must,  in  statutory  or  reason- 
able time  after  his  exception,  avail  him- 
self of  the  right  to  reduce  the  same  to 
writing,  and  take  the  steps  required  by 
law  to  have  the  bill  of  exceptions  settled 
and  signed  by  the  Judge."

case.     This  construction    does  not  seem 
ooreasonable.    In  those  cases  in    which 
the  statute  requires  the  party  to  except, 
if  he  desires  the  question  reviewed,  the  ex- 
ception so  taken  will  be  unavailable  nn- 
Icss  Incorporated  into  a  bill  of  exceptions, 
and  thns  made  a  part  of  the   Judgment 
roll;  and  we  think,  in   those  cases  where 
the  statute  saves  the  exception  for  the 
party  aaalnst  whom  the  ruling  is  made, 
that  nnless  the  ruling  and  exception  are, 
within   the  statutory  time,  preserved   by 
hill  off   exceptions,    the   question    should 
tliereafter  be  deemed  waived.    See  Uraz- 
Mal   T.  Bastanchure,  47  Oal.  167.    Under 
this  construction  of  the  statute  a  rule  of 
practice  has  been  established,  and  in  the 
fare  of  these  authorities  we  do  not  feel 
Warranted  in  attempting  to  change  it.

teats  filed  and  served  notice  of  appeal, 


both  from  the  order  refusing  a  new  trial 
and  from  the  Judgment.  The  appeal  in 
this  case  and  the  undertaking  placed  on 
file  are  precisely  the  same  as  the  appeal 
and  undertaking  in  the  case  of  Mathlson  v. 
Leland,  1  Idaho,  712.  The  undertaking 
recites  that  the  appellants  are  about  to 
appeal  from  the  judgment  made  and  en- 
tered against  them,  and  also  from  the  or- 
der denying  a  new  trial,  and  then  under* 
takes  to  pay  all  costs  and  damages  which 
may  be  awarded  against  them  on  the  ap- 
peal or  dismissal  thereof,  not  exceeding 
fSOO.  The  court  say,  in  Mathison  v.  Le- 
land,  supra :  *'It  is  evident  that  such  an 
undertaking  covers  but  one  appeal,  and 
it  is  impossible,  upon  an  inspection  of  it, 
to  determine  to  which  appeal  it  applies. 
This  being  the  case,  we  must  hold  that 
neither  the  appeal  from  the  Judgment  nor 
from  the  order  is  well  taken."  Upon  the 
hearing  of  the  motion  to  dismiss  the  ap- 
peal in  this  case,  counsel  for  appellants 
stated  that  he  had  taken  means  to  pro- 
cure a  good  undertaking.  The  court, 
however,  cannot  determine  in  which  ap- 
peal there  is  an  insufficient  undertaking, 
and  in  which  there  is  none.  The  under- 
taking is  therefore  void  for  uncertainty. 
We  think  we  must  hold  that  there  is  no 
undertaking  in  either.  The  certificate  of 
the  clerk  is  also  defective  In  not  stating 
that  an  undertaking  in  due  form  was 
properly  filed;  and  the  clerk  could  not 
make  such  certificate,  since  no  undertak- 
ing in  due  form  was  ever  filed.

Tbe    defendants  made  a   motion 
for  a  new  trial,  which  was  overruled ;  and 
£n>ai  the  order  overruling   the  same,  and 
from    the  Judgment,  tai&e  this  appeal,  and 
brinar  the  cause  to  this  court  upon  a  state- 
neot  of  the  case. 

Tbe  Urst  assignament  of  error  is  that  tbe 
court  erred  in  overruling  tbe  demurrer  to 
tbe  complaint.     The    demurrer    is  both 
Seaeml    and    special,    but    tbe    attorney 
orsed   upon  tbe  argument  but  one  ohjec- 
tioo,  namely,  that  in  the  first  count  in  the 
conplafnC  several  causes  of  action  are  im- 
properly united,  and  that  tbe  same  is  am- 
bi^nioos  and  uncertain,  and  mixed  togeth- 
er IV  it  boot  any  statement  or  averment  of 
tbe  amount  claimed  to  be  due  on  each  one 
separately.      That    portion  of  tbe  com- 
pliilDt  objected   to  for  these  reasons  Is  as 
follo^vrs:    ''That  tbe  said  defendants  are 
liHlebted    to  tbe  said  plaintiff  in  the  sum 
of  ffnar  bondred  and  twenty  and  11-lOOdol- 
lam,  for  balance  of  account  for   money 
loaned,  aerTices  p<'rformed  by  plaintiff  for 
defeodants,  for  grain  and  various  articles 
of  farm   produce,  and  for  money  paid  for 
defeodants*    use,— the     whole   done,   fur- 
nlabed,  and   performer!  at  tbe  request  of 
the  defendants  between  January  1, 1881, 
and   April  1,1884;  that  tbe  whole  aggre- 
gate Taloe  of  which  items  is  the  sum  of  $1,- 
043.73,  no  part  of  which  has  been  paid,  ex- 
cept 9623.65,  the  said   balance   of  $420.11 
still  being  unpaid.  **    The  objection  to  this 
pleading,  set  out  In  appellants*  brief  and 
vrged   In   tbe  argument,  is  "that  the  com- 
mon counts  cannot  all  be  united   In  one 
covnt  as  one  cause  of  action  without  any 
speclficatfon  of  the  snms  due  upon  each 
cause."    Section  231  of  tbe  Code  of  Civil 
Procednre  provides  that  several  causes  of 
action  may  be  united  In  the  same  com- 
plaiQt,  in  several  instances  specified  there- 
lo.    AmonK  these  are  causes  arising  upon 
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contract,  express  or  implied ;  but  the  sev- 
eral causes  must  be  separately  stated. 
The  allegation  objected  to  set  out  a  bal- 
ance of  account,  specifying,  by  brief  men- 
tion, tbe  character  of  the  different  items 
composing  the  account.  Section  251  of 
our  Code  provides  as  follows:  "it  is  not 
necessary  for  a  party  to  set  forth  in  a 
pleading  the  items  of  an  account  therein 
alleged,  but  he  must  deliver  to  the  ad- 
verse party,  within  ten  days  after  demand 
tliereof,  in  writing,  a  copy  of  the  account, 
or  be  precluded  from  gi ving evidence  there* 
of.  The  court  or  Judse  thereof  may  order 
a  further  account  when  the  one  delivered 
Is  too  general,  or  ia  defective  in  any  par* 
ticnlar. **  This  provision  was  evidently  in- 
tended to  relieve  the  pleader  from  the  ne- 
cessity of  specifying  the  exajt  amount  of 
each  separate  Item,  and  amply  protects 
the  adverse  party  from  surpriise  at  the  tri- 
al. The  gravamea  of  the  allegation  is  the 
failure  of  the  defendants  to  pay  tbe  balance 
alleged  to  be  due  on  the  account.  We 
think  it  constitutes  but  one  cause  of  ac- 
tion, and  was  well  pleaded.  1  Estee,  PI. 
&  Pr.  (1st  Ed.)  374,  note  5,  and  cases  cited; 
Guernsey  v.  Carver,  8  Wend.  493;  Stevens 
V.  Lock  wood,  13  Wend.  645. 

The  objection  to  the  second  count  of  the 
complaint  was  waived  on  the  argument. 
The  assignment  of  errors  brings  up  two 
important  questions  of  evidence.  The 
first  is  an  exception  to  the  ruling  of  the 
court  in  admitting  oral  evI'Jence  of  the 
consent  of  the  mortgagee  of  a  chattel  mort- 
gage to  the  transfer  of  the  mortsaged 
property  by  the  mortgagor.  General 
Laws  Idaho,  llth  Sess.  1^(80-81,  p.  807,  tit. 
^'Chattel  Mortgages,"  is  as  follows:  "If 
the  mortgagor  of  any  property  mortgaged 
in  pursuance  of  ttie  provisions  of  this  act 
shall,  while  such  mortgage  remains  unsat- 
iHfied  In  whole  or  in  part,  willfully  remove 
from  the  county  or  counties  where  the 
mortgage  is  recorded,  destroy,  conceal, 
or  sell,  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of,  the 
property  mortgaged,  or  any  part  thereof, 
«vithout  the  written  consent  of  the  owner 
of  such  mortgage,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  larcpny,  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  punished  accordingly,  and  any 
such  sale  or  transfer  shall  be  void.'* 

It  is  claimed  by  the  appellants  that  un- 
der this  enactment,  under  no  circumstan- 
ces, can  oral  evidence  be  admitted  to  Justi- 
fy a  sale  of  mortgaged  property,  and  that 
every  such  sale  without  the  written  con- 
sent of  the  mortgagee  is  void.  A  critical 
examination  of  the  law  will,  we  think,  lead 
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to  a  different,  conclusion.  It  la  not  every 
Bale  that  becomee  void.  To  than  avoid  a 
Hctle  it  luuHt  be  willfully  done.  In  law 
**  willfully  *'  has  a  weil-deflued  eigniflcation. 
Bouvier  says  it  has  been  decided  that 
^'maliclouBly"  is  its  equivalent.  This  term 
implies  not  merely  voluntarily  or  inten- 
tionally, but  "legal  malice;"  an  evil  intent 
without  ** Justifiable  excuse,"  with  *'a  bad 
purpose,"  "corruptly." 

Tlie  evident  intent  of  the  legislature  in 
this  enactment  in  to  protect  the  mortgagee 
against  the  transfer  of  the  mortgaged 
property  with  the  corrupt  purpose  of  de- 
stroying bis  security.  When  such  a  trans- 
fer is  made  he  may  disregard  the  transac- 
tion as  void  and  take  possession  of  the 
property.  In  the  case  at  bar  the  validity 
of  the  sale  is  called  in  question  by  the  ven- 
dee as  against  the  vendor.  The  mort- 
gagees are  not  objecting  to  it.  The  evi- 
dence objected  to  is  as  to  the  oral  consent 
of  the  mortgagees  to  the  transfer.  In  this 
instance  there  were  two  mortgagees,  if 
the  oral  consent  of  one  or  both  of  these 
were  given  to  the  sale,  it  would  he  compe- 
tent evidence  to  show  the  motive  of  the 
mortgagor  in  making  the  sale.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  interests  of  the  mort- 
ga&rees  were  entirely  dinttuet,  and  that  one 
had  no  right  to  consent  for  the  other. 
This  might  be  true  and  yet  the  mortgagor 
might  have  supposed  that  one  was  au- 
thorized to  speak  for  both;  and  under 
such  supposition,  honestly  entertained,  he 
could  hardly  be  charged  with  a  bad  in- 
tent. We  think  this  evidence  was  proper- 
ly admitted.  Jones,  Chat.  Mortg.  §§  455- 
465;  Stafford  v.  Whitcomb,  8  Allen,  518; 
Gage  V.  Whittler.  17  N.  H.  312. 

The  second  objection  to  the  evidence  is 
to  the  rulint;  of  the  court  admitting  plain- 
tiff's books  of  accounts.  The  plaintiff  tes- 
tified that  his  original  books  of  account 
had  been  consumed  In  afire  that  destroyed 
his  house;  that  the  book  presented  con- 
tained a  copy  of  the  original  entries  trans- 
ferred by  himself,  sometimes  once  a  week 
and  sometimes  once  a  month.  No  objec- 
tion was  urged  upon  the  trial  or  in  the  ar- 
gument as  to  the  admisnion  of  the  original 
books,  had  they  been  in  existence.  The 
only  point  raised  and  argued  was  as  to 
the  competency  of  this  evidence;  the  orig- 
inal having  been  burned,  and  the  book 
presented  being  a  true  copy  thereof.  No 
authorities  were  cited  upon  the  briefs,  nor 
in  the  oral  argument  of  counsel.  We  find, 
however,  in  4  Mass.  455,  Sr wall,  J.,  lays 
down  the  following   proposition   in  the 


case  of  Prince  v.  Smith,  In  which  the  orlg:- 
inal  books  had  been  burned :  ''If  the  proof 
in  this  case  had  extended  to  show  that  the 
items  of  this  account  had  actually  existed 
in  the  original  books,  and  the  transcrript 
offered  had  been  truly  taken  therefrom,  I 
should  have  no  doubt  of  the  admissibility 
of  a  transcript,  thus  compared  and  proved, 
upon  the  ground  of  necessity,  and  that  it 
WHS  the  best  evidence  which  the  case  ad- 
mitted, under  all  the  circumstances. "  In 
the  cases  cited,  these  preliminary  proofs 
were  not  given,  and  the  ruling  of  the  court 
in  admitting  the  books  was,  for  that  rea- 
son, reversed.  In  the  case  at  bar,  these 
preliminary  conditions  being  conceded, 
and  the  only  point  made  being  as  to 
whether  copies  thereof  could  ever  be  ad- 
mitted, we  see  no  error  in  the  court,  under 
the  authority  cited,  in  admitting  them. 

A  careful  analysis  of  the  evidence,  how- 
ever, shows  that  there  were  no  items  dis- 
puted in  the  account  of  plaintiff  upon 
which  evidence  was  not  given,  for  and 
against,  by  living  witnesses  at  the  trial. 
Indeed,  the  record  does  not  show  that  the 
account-book  of  plaintiff  was  in  fact  ever 
actually  admitted.  On  the  contrary,  an 
inspection  of  the  records  indicates  that  it 
was  used  by  the  plaintiff  as  a  memoran- 
dum from  which  to  refresh  his  memory, 
and  the  disputed  items  seem  to  have  been 
supported  by  evidence  of  witnesses  at  the 
trial.  It  is  stated  in  Baird  v.  Hooker,  8 
111.  App.306,  **  that  where  books  of  account 
are  improperly  admitted  at  a  trial  it  Is 
not  such  error  as  will  reverse.  If  tbe  facts 
have  been  proved  by  evidence  nJiuade.* 

We  see  no  error  in  the  admission  of  evi- 
dence which  will  Justify  a  reversal  of  tbe 
Judgment. 

The  appellants  assign  as  error  tbe 
amount  of  damages  allowed,  against  the 
findings.  An  inspection  of  the  evidence 
shows  that  22,951  pounds  of  the  grain  in 
question  were  actually  turned  over  by  de- 
fendants TO  the  mortgagors,  Danski  and 
Hang,  and  at  the  time  of  the  trial  was 
held  by  them  under  the  mortgage.  Tbe 
contract  price,  therefore,  was  two  and 
one-half  cents  per  pound.  The  account  of 
defendants  for  hauling  said  grain  from 
Garden  Valley  to  Idaho  City  was  one  cent 
per  pound,  as  testified  to  by  defendants, 
and  undisputed  by  plaintiff.  We  think  tbe 
Judgment  should  be  modified  by  deductlog 
from  the  amount  thereof  the  value  of  said 
grain  and  freight,  amounting  to  $802.88. 

The  cause  is  remanded,  and  the  court  di- 
rected to  modify  the  Judgment  in  accord* 
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anee  with  tbi^  opinion ;  coHts  of  appeal  to 
beeqaally  alvided  between  parties.

Per  Curiam.  This  action  Is  founded  up- 
on an  undertaklngglven  in  an  attachment 
suit  brought  by  these  plaintiffs  against 
Phelan  &,  Ferguson.  The  undertaking 
wasglveo  for  the  release  from  attachment 
of  the  property  which  had  been  seized  by 
the  attachment  issued  In  the  case,  as  the 
property  of  said  Phelan  &  Ferguson,  to  se- 
cure the  payment  of  any  Judgment  which 
might  be  recovered  In  the  action  against 
them.  By  tbe  undertaking  the  defendants 
promised  that,  In  case  the  plaintiffs  recov- 
ered judgment  against  Phelan  &  Ferguson 
In  the  action,  they  (Phelan  &  Ferguson) 
would,  on  demand,  redeliver  the  property 
so  released  from  the  attachment  to  the 
proper  officer,  to  be  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  tbe  Judgment,  and  that  in  default 
thereof  these  defendants  wou!d,  on  de- 
mand, pay  to  the  plaintiffs  the  full  value 
of  tbe  property  released,  not  exceeding 
tbe  sum  of  $1,150.  In  the  attachment  suit 
judgment  was  recovered  against  Phelan  & 
Ferguson  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May» 
1883,  and  remained  unsatisfied.  This  ac- 
tion was  commenced  on  the  seventeenth 
day  of  April,  1884.  A  general  demurrer  to 
the  complaint  was  interposed  In  the  trial 
court  and  overruled. 

On  the  Heventh  day  of  June.  1884,  the  de- 
fendants filed  an  answer  which  alleged  that 
the  action  In  which  the  undertaking  was 
given  was  prematurely  brought  opoa  a 
promissory  note  not  due,  and  that  on  the 
twentieth  day  of  May,  1884,  an  appeal  was 
duly  taken  to  the  supreme  court  from  the 
Judgment  of  May  25, 1883,  and  that  an  un- 
dertaking was  given  on  said  appeal.  On 
motion  of  the  plaintiffs,  the  answer  was 
stricken  from  thefiles  as  irrelevant,  and  the 
defendants  were  given  one  day  to  answer. 
On  the  next  day  thereafter,  defendants  de- 
clining to  answer,  a  judgment  was  render* 
ed  against  tbem,  as  demanded  by  the  com- 
plaint. To  tbe  ruling  of  the  court  striking 
the  answer  from  the  files,  and  also  to  the 
entry  of  the  Judgment,  the  defendants  ex- 
cepted, and  present  these  questions  by  a 
bill  of  exceptions  for  tbe  consideration  of 
this  court.  We  do  not  think  the  excep- 
tions well  token. 

The  answer  did  not  aver  that  an  under- 
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taking  hud  been  given  to  stay  the  execu- 
tion of  the  Judgment,  nor  did  it  allege  any 
facts  that  couBtitutod  a  defense  to  the  ac- 
tion, and  wetbinis  it  was  properly  stricken 
from  the  files.  The  questions  raised  by 
the  demurrer  in  the  trial  court  have  been 
argued  here,  but  the  ruling  upon  the  de- 
murrer and  the  exception  thereto  are  not 
in  form  in  thn  record  to  be  reirlewed,  and 
tiy  failing  to  preserve  and  present  the 
questions  in  due  form,  the  defendants  are 
deemed  to  have  waived  thesame.and  can- 
not tiow  by  a  new  demurrer,  interposed  In 
this  court,  be  heard  to  say  that  the  com- 
plaint is  insufficient.  Fox  v.  West,  1  Ida- 
ho, 782;  Guthrie  v.  Phelan.  ante,  89,  6 
Pac.  Rep.  107:  Nash  v.  Harris,  57  Cal.  242. 
Order  and  Judgment  affirmed.

In  a 
criminal  prosecution,  in  demanding  the  arrest, 
for  perjury,  of  a  witness  for  the  defense  as  he 
came  off  the  stand,  though  improper,  is  not 
sufficient  ground  for  the  granting  of  a  new  trial. 
Assault  with  Intent  to  Kill — SurpicinNCT  of 

Evidence. 

7.  On  a  trial  for  assault  with  intent  to 
murder,  it  appeared  that  defendant,  meeting 
U.,  the  assaulted  party,  in  a  saloon,  provoked  a 
quarrel  by  calling  U.  vulgar  names;  that  the 
parties  left  the  saloon  quarreling;  that  defend- 
ant went  into  a  shop,  and  procured  a  revolver;

Morgan,  C.  J.  The  defendant  watt  In- 
dicted, tried,  and  convicted  for  the  crime 
of  assault  with  intent  to  murder.  De- 
fendant moved  for  a  new  trial,  which  mo- 
tion^ was  denied  by  the  court,  and  the  de- 
fendant appealed,  both  from  the  Judg- 
ment and  the  order  denyluK  a  new  trial. 
The  opinion  states  the  errors  assifCDed. 

The  first  error  asHl^ned  Is  that  the 
court  erred  in  allowinic  private  counsel  to 
assist  in  prosecuting  the  defendant. 
While  the  statute  does  not  specifically  au- 
thorize the  employment  of  private  connsel 
to  assist  In  the  prosecution  of  persona 
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cliari^   witb    crimi^,  section  854   of  the 
criminal   practice    act    diatlnctly  and   in 
terms    recoKnizea    tlie    right    of  private 
cuonsel  to  appear  and  assist  the  proseca- 
tk>n.    The  second  clan%e  of  said  section 
states:  '^The  district  attorney,  or  other 
connsel    for    the  people,   mnst  open  the 
cause  and   offer  the  evidence  In  support  of 
the   Indictment."    The  wordn  *'or  other 
conniiel'*  evidently  mean  private  couDvel; 
as    otherwise    there  could    be  no  other 
coonsel    for  the  people.    Section  356,  as 
amended  in  11th  Sees.  Laws,  p.  227,  still 
more  clearly  authorises  the  appearance  of 
connsel  to  assist  the  prosecution,  and  his 
Tl|eht  to  assist  III  the  prosecution,  as  fol- 
lows: **If  the  indictment  is  for  an  offense 
ponlahable  witb  death,  two  counsel  on 
eacb  side  may  argne  the  cause  to  the  jury. 
If  It  la  for  any  other  offense  the  court 
Bay,  in  Ita  discretion,  restrict  the  argu- 
■icot  to  one  counsel  on  each  side.**    This 
recoKnixes   the    right  of  more    than  one 
eoonael  to  appear  and  assist  in  the  prose- 
cation  of  any  criminal  cause,  but  anthor- 
rhe  court  to  restrict  the  argument,  in 
dtocretion,  to  one  connsel  on  each  side. 
In  ofletifies  less  than  capital,  but  not  in  capi- 
tal cases.    Theee  sections  are  not  repealed 
■or  affected   by  section  6  of  the  act  creat- 
tesr   the  office  of  district  attorney.    The 
latter    section    reads:   **It  shall    be  the 
duty  of  the  district  attorney  to  prosecute 
or  defend   all  actions,  applications  or  mo- 
tiooa,  civil    or  criminal,  in    the   district 
coort  of  bis  county.  In  which  the  people,  or 
tlBe  territory  or  county,  is  interested  as  a 
party."    It  does  not  say  that  he  shall  do 
so  anasslsted  or  alone,  but  simply  means 
the  district  attorney  shall  have  the  gen- 
eral management  and  control  of  all  sucu 
cases.     We  see  no    reason    why   counsel 
may  not  be  employed  to  assist  the  dis- 
trict attorney  in  the  prosecution  of  crim- 
inal causes.    See    People   v.  Turcott,  65 
Cal.  rjS.  3  Pac.  Kep.  461. 

Thesecond  error  assigned  is:  ''The  court 
erred  In  giving  the  instructions  3,  4,  8,  9, 
11.12,  13*  of  instructions  by  the  court.* 
All  these  instructions  were  given  i»y  the 
court  of  its   own   motion.    No  exception 
was  taken   to  any  of  these  charges  at  the 
time  tliey  were  given.    This  the  defendant 
iBost  do  at  tbe  time  the  instructions  are 
given.  If  be  desires  to  have  them  reviewed 
is    this  coort.    Section  41S,  Rev.  Laws, 
reads  as  follows:  ""On  the  trial  of  an  In- 
dittffleDt,  exceptions  may  be  taken  by  the 
defendant  to  a  decision  of  thecourt  'in  ad- 
mitting: or  rejecting  testimony,  or  in  de- 


ciding any  question  of  law,  not  a  matter 
of  discretion,  or  In  charging  or  luNtructing 
the  Jury  upon  the  law,  or  the  trial  of  the 
issue.'"  These  exceptions  must  be  taken 
at  the  trial.  Section  419  reads:  "A  bill 
containing  the  exceptions  must  be  settled 
and  signed  by  the  judge.**  Sections  420, 
421,  provide  for  settlement,  signing,  and 
filing  the  bill  of  exceptions.  Section  422 
does  not  save  exceptions  given  by  the 
court  of  its  own  motion,  but  refers  only 
to  instructions  that  have  been  presented 
to  the  court  by  either  party  and  either 
given  or  refused.  That  section  reads  as 
follows:  "When  any  written  charge  has 
been  presented,  and  given  or  refused,  the 
question  or  questions  presented  in  such 
charge  need  not  be  excepted  to  nor  em- 
bodied in  a  bill  of  exceptions;  but  the  writ- 
ten charge  itself,  with  the  indorsement 
showing  the  action  of  the  court,  shall 
form  part  of  the  record,  and  any  error  in 
the  decision  of  the  court  thereon  may  be 
taken  advantage  of,  on  appeal,  in  like 
manner  as  if  presented  in  a  bill  of  excep- 
tions. "  In  the  case  of  People  v.  Hart,  44 
Cal.  598,  tbe  court  say,  with  reference  to 
this  section  :  "It  is  evident  that  these  pro- 
visions refer  to  the  written  charges  or  in- 
structions which  either  party  may  present 
and  request  to  be  given,  and  not  to  the 
charge  which  the  court  may  give  upon 
its  own  motion. "  Thesecharges  not  hav- 
ing been  excepted  to  on  the  trial,  cannot 
be  reviewed  in  this  court.  Cook  v.  Terri- 
tory, 3  Wyo.  110,  4  Pac.  Rep.  887. 

The  third  assignment  of  error  is:  That 
the  court  erred  in  receiving  the  verdict  of 
the  jury  and  allowing  said  verdict  to  be 
amended.  The  verdict  as  returned  was: 
"Uailey,  Idaho,  June  18,  1884.  We,  the 
jury  in  the  case  of  The  People  of  the  Tnlted 
States  and  the  Territory  of  Idaho  v. 
George  Byles,  charged  with  an  assault  with 
intent  to  kill,  find  the  defendant  guilty  as 
charged  in  the  indictment.  *'  The  word 
"kill"  was  changed  to  "murder"  by  direc- 
tion of  the  court.  This  was  a  change  In 
matter  of  form  only,  and  was  proper;  the 
verdict  being  again  read  to  the  jury  and 
assented  to  by  them.  Bish.  Crim.  Proc. 
1013:  People  v.  Lee,  17  Cal.  76. 

The  fourth  error  is  that  the  court  erred 
in  neglecting  to  charge  the  jury  that  they 
might  convict  the  defendant  of  a  lesser 
offense  than  the  one  charged.  If  the  de- 
fendant desires  thecourt  to  give  further 
or  other  instructions  than  those  given,  he 
must  prepare  the  instruction,  and  pre- 
sent it  to  the  court  for  approval  or  rejec- 
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tion.  If  he  do  not  do  this,  thp  omission  to 
charge  upon  the  particular  point  cannot 
be  as9liened  for  error.  Douelass  v.  Geiler, 
,  H2  Kan.  499,  4  Pac.  Rep.  1039.  We  Hnd  no 
evidence  having  a  tendency  to  show  that 
defendant  was  guilty  of  any  lesser  offense 
than  theune  charged.  Therourt  was  not, 
therefore,  required  to  charge  the  Jury  that 
they  might  find  him  guilty  of  a  lesser  of- 
fense. 

In  support  of  the  motion  for  new  trial, 
appellant  alleges  the  drunkenness  of  the 
jurors.  This  allegation  is  supported  by 
the  affidavits  of  three  persons.  The  fact 
of  drunkenness  is  denied  by  t  he  respondent, 
and  this  denial  is  supported  by  the  posi- 
tive affidavits  of  six  members  of  the  Jury, 
each  of  whom  state  that  the  Juror  was 
not  intoxicated;  that  he  discussed  the  ev- 
idence and  instructions  intelligently:  and 
one  of  the  Jurors  testifies  that  the  said 
Juror  was  the  last  one  to  agree  to  the  ver- 
dict. Where  affidavits  as  to  the  miscon- 
duct of  the  Juror  are  ccmfiicting,  the  ruling 
of  the  court  below  will  not  be  disturbed. 
People  V.  Dye,  62  Cal.  523.  The  newly-dis- 
covered evidence  is  merely  cumulative,  and 
not  ground  for  new  trial. 

It  is  claimed  by  appellant  that  defend- 
ant should  be  allowed  a  new  trial  on  the 
ground  of  misconduct  of  one  of  the  coun- 
sel for  the  prosecution.  The  case  shows 
that  one  McDermott  testified  as  a  witness 
for  the  defense ;  that  upon  his  coming  off 
the  stand  the  assistant  counsel  for  the 
prosecution  demanded  his  arrest  for  cor- 
rupt perjury.  The  court  remarked  that 
^the  grand  Jury  was  in  session,  and  that 
the  district  attorney  could  present  the 
matter  to  them  if  he  thought  proper." 
Counsel  for  the  defense  then  objected  to 
anything  being  said  having  a  tendency  to 
influence  the  minds  of  the  Jury.  The  as- 
sistant counsel  continuing  to  make  further 
remarks  with  reference  to  the  witness,  he 
was  stopped  by  the  court,  who  remarked : 
**  There  had  better  be  nothing  more  said 
about  this  matter  now."  This  occurred 
in  open  court,  in  the  presence  of  the  de- 
fendant and  Ills  counsel,  before  the  argu- 
ment of  thecanseto  the  Jury.  The  remarks 
of  the  counsel  were  not  approved  by  the 
court.  No  action  was  taken  thereon,  and 
the  argument  of  the  cause  followed,  when 
counsel  could  discuss  the  credibility  of  the 
witness.  The  charges  of  the  court  fol- 
lowed, with  the  usual  charge  that  the  Jury 
were  sole  Judges  of  the  weight  to  be  given 
to  the  testimony  of  any  particular  wit- 
ness.   The  cases  referred  to  in  support  of 


the  position  taken  by  the  appellant  were 
cases  in  which  the  successful  party  bad 
talked  to  Jurors,  or  In  their  presence,  dur- 
ing a  recess  of  the  court,  when  neither  the 
opposite  party  nor  his  attorney  were 
present,  differing  materially  in  this  respect 
from  the  case  at  bar.  While  we  thin|[  the 
conduct  of  the  assistant  counsel  was  im- 
proper and  reprehensible,  we  do  not  think 
it  sufficient  ground  for  new  trial. 

The  evidence  sufficiently  shows  premedi- 
tation and  deliberation.  The  quarrel 
commenced  at  a  saloon  150  to  200  yards 
from  UhPs  shop,  by  d<*fendant  calling  Uhl 
vulgar  names,  and  the  parties  left  the  sa- 
loon a  few  minutes  thereafter,  and  pro- 
ceeded towards  Dhl's  shop  togetlier, quar- 
reling on  the  way,  and  while  going  to- 
wards the  shop  the  defendant  threw  away 
a  stone,  saying  "  he  would  get  somethios: 
better,  **  stepped  into  a  saloon,  procured  a 
revolver,  and  put  it  into  his  pocket,  de- 
fendant being  angry  at  the  time.  They 
both  proceeded  to  the  shop,  and  Chi  handed 
the  boots  he  had  been  repairing  to  defend- 
ant, when  the  latter  abused  him  again  and 
called  him  hard  names.  (Jhl  then  pushed 
him  out  of  the  shop,  and  while  he  wan 
thus  pushing  him  backward  defendant  got 
hold  of  his  revolver  and  fired  at  Uhl; 
pressing  it  into  Uhl's  face,  fired  two  more 
shots,  one  of  which  struck  his  flice.  inflict- 
ing a  flesh  wound.  Tliey  were  then  parted 
by  persons  who  bad  reached  them.  There 
was  evidence  tending  to  show  that  Dbl 
had  kicked  the  defendant  either  before 
pushing  him  backward  or  while  doing  bo. 
Procuring  the  revolver  while  they  were 
proceeding  to  the  shop,  and  during  the 
process  of  the  wordy  quarrel,  indicated  a 
deliberate  intention  to  use  it  in  the  man- 
ner he  did  use  it  in  attempting  to  shoot 
Dhl.  We  think  the  Jury  were  fully  war- 
ranted in  finding  premeditation  and  malice. 

Judgment  affirmed,  with  direction  to 
the  court  below  to  make  such  further  or- 
der as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  the  judg- 
ment into  effect.

Per  Curiam.     This   action    was   w*om- 
■eoeed   in    December,  1883,  to  recover  cer- 
tain special    taxes,  which  were  alleged  to 
bare  been     levied  without    auirhority  of 
tair,  «nd  to    have  been  paid  under  protest 
to  tbe  defendant,  as  tax  collector  of  Cus- 
ter county.     The  defendant  answered,  nl- 
Mog   that    tbe    tax    was  levied  by  the 
board   of    eoonty    commissioners   of    the 
cnooty  cyf  Custer,  under  the  provisions  of 
an  set  of   tbe  lesis^af^ve&Bscnibly  o' (lie 


territory  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize 
the  county  coiumissioners  of  Lemhi  and 
Custer  counties  to  issue  and  negotiate 
bonds,  and  for  other  purpcises. "  The  an- 
swer further  averred  that  prior  to  the 
levy  of  the  tax  in  question  steps  had  been 
taken  by  the  commissioners  of  Custer 
county  to  have  said  bonds  engraved  and 
printed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  act.  and  that  certain  members  of 
the  board  had  endeavored  in  good  faith 
to  negotiate  and  sell  the  same.  The  an- 
swer admitted  that  the  bonds  were  not 
negotiated,  an]  hence  it  follows  that  at 
the  time  of  the  levy,  and  up  to  the  time 
of  answering,  no  portion  of  the  bonds  or 
interest  thereon  was  necessarily  to  be 
provided  for  by  taxation.  Judgment  for 
plaintiff  in  trial  court,  and  defendant  ap- 
pealed. 

Counsel  for  appellant  contend  that  the 
levy  was  authorized  by  section  3  of  the 
act  mentioned,  which  is  as  follows:  ''For 
the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal 
of  said  bonds,  the  boards  of  county  com- 
missioners of  the  respective  counties  shall, 
at  the  time  of  the  levy  of  other  county 
taxes,  include  therein  a  levy  of  sufficient 
tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  the 
county  to  pay  the  interest,  and  such  part 
of  the  principal,  if  any,  as  will,  according 
to  the  terms  thereof,  become  due  during 
the  ensuing  year."  This  section  author- 
ized the  commissioners  to  levy  sufficient 
tax  to  pay  the  interest  accruing  on  the 
bonds,  and  such  part  of  the  principal,  if 
any,  as  would,  according  to  the  terms 
thereof,  become  due  during  the  then  en- 
suing year.  It  is  a  well-settled  principle 
of  law  that  taxes  cannot  be  levied  or  col- 
lected at  any  other  time,  or  in  any  man- 
ner, nor  for  any  other  purpose,  than  that 
designated  by  law.  Desty,  Tax'n,  464. 
Applying  this  rule,  we  think  tbe  levy  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  interest  or 
principal  of  any  such  bonds  before  they 
were  issued  or  negotiated  was  prematui*e» 
and  cannot  be  upheld.  The  act  provided 
that  the  bonds,  when  issued,  should 
bear  6  per  cent,  interest,  and  should  not 
be  negotiated  or  sold  at  less  than  their 
par  or  face  value.  With  this  limitation 
on  the  authority  of  the  commissioners,  it 
vias  impossible  to  know  that  the  bonds 
could  be  negotiated  until  the  sale  was  ac- 
complished, and  it  therefore  follows  that 
the  levy  of  the  special  tax  was  unauthor- 
ized and  void.  Desty,  Tax'n,  102.  Stat- 
utes authorizing  the  levy  of  special  taxes 
should  not  be  so  coustrued  as  to  extend 
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tbeir  meaning  beyond  the  clear  import  of 
the  languatce  employed. 

The  second  queation  is  whether  the 
plaintiff  is  in  a  position  to  recover  the 
tax  so  levied  and  paid  by  him.  In  Ers- 
kine  v.  Van  Arsdale,  15  Wall.  77,  the  court 
«ay:  "Taxes  illegally  assessed  and  paid 
may  always  he  recovered  back  if  the  col- 
lector understands  from  the  payer  that  the 
(axes  are  regarded  as  illegal,  and  that  soit 
wiU  be  Instituted  to  compel  the  refunding 
(if  them.**  We  think  the  allegation  In  the 
complaint  that  before  paying  said  taxes 
the  defendant  was  notified  in  writing 
that  the  taxes  were  claimed  to  be  illegal 
and  void,  and  that  suit  would  be  com- 
menced against  him  to  recover  the  same. 
Is  sufficient,  and  that  the  complaint,  as  a 
whole,  supports  the  judgment.  Cooley, 
Tax'n,  568. 

Judgment  affirmed.

Tci  aet  aside  a  contract  on  the  ground  of 

mirepreaen t ation ,  it  must   be   of   some- 

tbiDK  material,  constituting  some  motive 

to   the  contract,  something  in  regard   to 

which  reliance  in  placed  by  one  party  in 

the  other,  and  by  which  he  is  actually 

misled:  not  a   matter  of  opinion  merely, 

equally  open  to  the  examination  of  both 

parties.     Smith   v.  Richards,  13  Pet.  29; 

Slaashter'a  Adm'r  v.  Gerson,  13  Wall.  879; 

Brown  ▼.  Bledsoe,  1  Idaho,  746. 

If  ORGAN,  C.  J.  Thp  cause  was  tried  be- 
iora  the  court  at  the  June  term,  1883,  of  the 
dfaf trie t  con rt  for  A1  turns  county.  Judp:- 
naent  was  for  the  defendant  and  the  com- 
plaint dlinnlsaed.  Plain  tiffs  moved  for  a 
sew  trial,  and  the  motion  was  denied. 
PlalntWa  appeal  both  from  the  judgment 
and  from  the  order  denying  a  new  trii^l. 

The  ea8«*  shows  that  on  the  fifth  day  of 
Joly,  1881,  the  plaintiffs  were  the  owners 
aad  lo  the  possession  of  the  Eureka  mine, 
altaated  In  Mineral  Hill  mining  diMtrlct,  in 
Altaras  coanty,  in  the  territory  of  Idaho. 
<hi  the  said  fifth  day  of  July,  1881,  the  said 
defendant,  by   his  agent,  E.  A.  Wall,  pur- 
chased the  said  mine  from  the  plaintiffs 
John  HyuDOtt  and  Peter  Welch  for  the  sum 
of  92,2110:  that  on  the  same  day  plaintiffs 
excrnted  and  delivered  to  the  defendant  a 
good  and  snflScient  deed  of  conveyance. 
On  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  May,  1882, 
the  plaintiffs  bring  this  action  and  ask  the 
court  to  declare  thin  deed  fraudulent,  null, 
and  void,  and  set  it  aside  and  pu  t  the  plain- 
tlAi  again  in  possession  of  said  property. 
Plaiotllhi  Axer^ First.  That  on  the  third 
day  of  Joly*  defendant,  by  his  agents  and 
enpl<7efl,dlt»covere<lon  said  Eureka  claim 
a  large  and  valaable  vein  or  body  of  ore, 
fh>ai  IS  Inches  to  four  feet  in  thickness,  ez- 
teodlog  aboof   seventy  feet  continuously 
aluogsald  rein,  which  rendered  said  claim 
<tf  treat  raloe,  to-wit,  of  the  value  of  one 


hundred  thousand  dollars.  Defendant 
denies.  Second,  Plaintiffs  aver  that  de- 
fendant, by  bis  agents,  fraudulently  and 
falsely  concealed  the  said  vein  or  oru  body 
from  the  plaintiffs.  Defendant  denies. 
Third.  Plaintiffs  aver  that  defendant,  by 
his  agents  and  servants, falsely  and  fraud- 
ulently represented  and  stated  to  these 
plaintiffs  that  no  other  ore  bod3*,  or  vein 
of  ore,  existed  in  said  mining  claim,  except 
such  as  were  found  by  and  known  to  these 
plaintiffs,  as  shown  in  their  own  tunnels 
as  aforesaid,  when  defendant  well  knew, 
etc.,  that  said  vein  did  exist.  Defendant 
denies.  Fourtii.  Plaintiffs  aver  that  said 
false  and  fraudulent  representations  were 
made  by  defendant's  agents  and  servants 
to  plaintiffs,  to  induce  them  to  sell  said 
mining  claim  at  far  below  its  real  value, 
tO'Wit,  for  the  sum  of  two  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars;  and  that  said  false  and 
fraudulent  representations,  so  made  by 
the  agents  and  servants  of  defendant,  did 
induce  plaintiffs  to  believe  that  no  such  ore 
body  existed,  and  that  said  mining  claim 
was  not  worth  more  than  $2,2(H),and  that 
said  plaintiffs  were  thus  induced  to  sell 
and  convey  said  claim  for  said  last-men- 
tioned sum,  when,  in  fact,  said  claim  was 
then  worth  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
Defendant  denies.  Ftfth.  That  immediate- 
ly prior  to  the  discovery  of  said  ore  vein 
or  ore  body  the  said  plaintiffs  had  em- 
ployed one  Harry  Porter  as  agent  to  find 
them  a  purchaser  for  said  mining  claim,  at 
the  price  of  two  thousand  live  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  that,  relying  upon  the  bondsty 
of  said  agent,  they  agreed  to  give  said 
Porter  ten  per  cent,  of  said  purchase  price 
as  a  compensation.  Defendant  denies. 
Sixth.  That  while  so  employed  the  said 
Porter  first  made  the  discovery  of  said 
vein  and  ore  body  aforesaid,  which  was 
unknown  to  plaintiffs.  Defendant  denies. 
Seveuth.  That  said  Porter  concealed  the 
same  from  plaintiffs,  and  surreptitiously, 
fraudulently,  and  colluslvely,  and  for  the 
consideration  of  one  thousand  dollars,  in- 
formed the  said  defendant  of  the  exintence 
of  said  large  vein  or  ore  body,  and  under- 
took and  agreed  to  conceal  the  same  from 
plaintiffs,  and  to  assist  said  defendant  in 
the  purchase  of  said  Eureka  claim  at  two 
thousand  dollars,  or  a  price  greatly  below 
its  real  value;  that  by  such  fraudulent 
acts  of  said  Porter,  as  well  as  the  misrep- 
resentations and  concealments,  they  were 
induced,  etc.  Defendant  denies.  These 
are  all  the  material  Ihsucs  raised  by  the 
pleadings.    Upon  substantial  affirmative 
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proof  of  all  the  miiterlal  averroentH  of 
fraud  un  the  part  of  either  Wall,  the  aRent 
of  defendant,  or  on  the  part  of  Porter,  al- 
leK^d  to  bethelrownajzent,  plain tiffR claim 
the  right  to  rtscover.  if  they  have  failed  in 
both,  the  case  fails.  The  principal  errors 
assigned  are  (1)  that  the  court  has  failed 
to  ilnd  on  all  the  material  issues;  (2)  that 
the  flndinffs  are  not  supported  by  the  evi- 
dence; (3)  that  theflndingsdonot  support 
the  judgment. 

The  first  two  propositions  are  so  inter- 
woven and  intimately  connected  that  they 
will  be  discussed  together.  The  first  ma- 
terial issue  is,  did  the  defendant,  by  his 
agents  and  servants,  on  or  about  the  third 
day  of  July,  1H81,  or  before  the  sale,  find  a 
large  and  valuable  vein  or  body  of  ore, 
from  18  inches  to  4  feet  in  thickness,  ex- 
tending about  70  feet  continuously  along 
said  vein,  which  rendered  the  mine  of 
great  value?  In  reply  to  this,  the  court. 
In  its  finding  of  fact  No.  12,  say :  **  The  evi- 
dence does  not  show  or  tend  to  show  that 
Wall  or  Porter,  or  any  other  person,  had 
discovered  or  knew  of  the  existence  of  any 
vien  or  lode  of  ore  in  place  on  the  Eureka 
mining  claim,  other  than  such  as  had  been 
found  by  and  was  known  to  Synnott  and 
Welch  (the  vendors)  in  their  excavations 
at  any  time  prior  to  the  sale  and  execu- 
tion of  the  deed."  Obiection  is  made  to 
the  use  of  the  words,  **the  evidence  does 
not  show  or  tend  toshow."  Thefactthat 
they  bad  discovered  the  vein  or  lode  of  ore 
in  question  before  the  sale  must  be  proven 
by  the  evidence.  If  the  evidence  does  not 
show  it,  nor  tend  to  show  It,  then,  so  far 
as  the  purposes  of  the  trial  go,  they  had 
not  discovered  it,  nor  did  they  know  of  its 
existence.  No  one  would  fail  to  under- 
stand fully  the  meaning  of  thecourt,  which 
was  that  neither  Wall  nor  Porter,  nor  any 
other  person,  knew  of  the  existence  of  the 
vein  or  body  of  ore  described.  We  think 
the  finding  substantially  met  the  issue 
presented.  The  statement  of  a  fact  in 
language  such  that  men  of  ordinary 
knowledge,  as  well  as  those  learned  in 
law,  would  understand  from  it  that  the 
fact  did  or  did  not  exist,  would  seem  to  be 
sufficient.  The  statement  is  such  that  it 
leads  us  to  the  inevitalile  conclusion  that 
the  fact  alleged  did  not  exist.  See  People 
v.  Hagar,  62  Cal.  189;  Coveiiy  v.  Hale,  49 
Cal.  552;  Emmal  v.  Webb, 36  Cnl.  204.  The 
fact  itself,  however,  is  positively  stated 
in  the  last  half  of  the  fifteenth  finding, 
which  is  as  follows:  ** Neither  the  defend- 
ant nor  any  agent  of  his  had  ever  discov- 


ered or  knew  of  the  existence  of  any  vela 
or  lode  in  said  claim  (except  such  as  8yn- 
nott  and  Welch  had  exposed  by  their  tun- 
nels) prior  to  the  sale,  nor  until  some 
days  had  elapsed  after  the  sale.**  Tbls  i» 
a  statement  of  fact,  pure  and  simple,  and 
completely  meets  the  issue  tendered.  Ob- 
Jectlon  is  made  to  the  use  of  the  terms 
"  vein  or  lode  of  ore  In  place"  and  •*  vein  or 
lode."  The  words  "vein,"  "lode,"  and 
*' ledge"  are  UHed  as  synonymous  terms,  in 
the  common  parlance  of  miners.  In  the  laws 
of  congress,  and  in  the  decisions  of  courts 
in  mining  states  and  territories.  Section 
2320,  Rev.  Laws  C.  S.,  uses  the  terms  as 
follows:  "Veins  or  lodes  of  quarts,  or 
other  rock.  In  place,  bearing  gold,  silver,*^ 
etc.  Section  2322:  "Locations  made  on 
any  vein,  lode,  or  ledge  situated  on  the 
public  domain,  "etc.  Section  2323:  "Where 
a  tunnel  is  run  for  the  development  of  a 
vein  or  lode." 

Mr.  Justice  Mii.T.ER,of  the  United  States 
circuit  court  for  the  district  of  Colorado^ 
and  Justice  Hallbtt,  sitting  with  him.  In 
the  case  of  Stevens  v.  Williams,  1  Morr. 
Min.  R.  566.  573,  clearly  define  what  a  vein, 
lode,  or  ledge  is,  as  follows:  "In  general, 
it  may  be  said  a  lode  or  vein  is  a  body  of 
mineral,  or  mineral  body  of  ruck,  within 
defined  boundaries  in  the  general  maiw  of 
the  mountains;  nor  does  the  fact  t bat  it 
is  occasionally  found  in  the  general  course 
of  this  vein  orshoot,in  pockets  deeper  down 
into  the  earth,  or  higher  up,  affect  its  char- 
acter as  a  vein,  lode,  or  ledge."  This  is  a 
perfe<*t  definition  of  the  terms  "vein,* 
''lode,"  and  ** ledge, "as understood  in  nila- 
Ing  countries,  and  also  demonstrates  tbe 
fact  that  the  terras  are  sjnonymoas. 
That  the  terms  "vein"  or  "ore  body,"  aa 
used  in  the  complaint,  mean,  and  were  in* 
tended  by  the  pleader  to  mean,  the  Barae 
as  if  the  words  **  vein  or  lode  of  ore, "  in 
place  of  the  words  "vein  or  lode,"  had 
been  used.  Is  abundantly  indicated  by  the 
words  which  follow  in  the  complaint, 
namely,  that  the  defendant,  etc.,  by  his 
agents  and  employes,  had, on  third  day  of 
July,  1881,  discovered  on  said  Eureka  miu- 
ing  claim,  remote  from  where  these  plain- 
tiffs had  been  at  work,  a  large  and  valuable 
vein  or  body  of  ore,  from  18  Inches  to  4 
feet  In  thickness,  extending  for  about  70 
feet  continuously  along  said  vein. 

The  context  clearly  indicates  that  the 
pleader  intended  to  allege  that  defendant 
had  so  discovered  a  vein  or  lode  of  ore  in 
place,  and  did  not  mean  by  that  pieces  of 
float  ore,  however  large  or  am  ail  they  may 
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have  been,  which  bad  broken  loose  and 
become  detached  from  the  mother  lode, 
ftod  floated  down  the  hill,  which  is  com- 
mooly,  Uideed,  aniversally,  called  "float" 
tai  the  miDtnK  re^cina. 

The  meaains  of  the  terms  as  nsed  is  far- 
ther indicated  by  the  allegation  which  fol- 
lows, to-wit,  the  exlHtence  of  which  ren- 
dered said  mine  of  sn^at  value,  to-wlt,  of 
the  snro  of  $100,000  and  upwards,  of  the 
existence  of  which  said  velh  or  body  of  ore 
these  plaintiffs  were  wholly  ignorant. 
Tlie  pleader  well  knew  that  the  discovery 
of  float  ore  did  not  render  the  mine  of  such 
great  value.  The  experience  of  men  in 
mining  rei^lons  teaches  them  that  the  dis- 
covery of  ''float"  may  lead  to  the  ultimate 
discovery  of  a  vein  or  lode  of  ore  in  place, 
which  would  render  the  mine  valuable. 
They  have  also  learned  by  sore  experience, 
and  after  the  expenditurp  of  Isrge  sums  of 
■ioney,  that  It  frequently  l^ads  to  the  dls- 
coTery  of  nothing  of  any  value. 

Further  evidence  that  the  pleader  con- 
afdered    the  words  "  vein  or  body  of  ore" 
nynonymona,  and,  as  used,  were  intended 
to   mean   the  same  thing,  is  found  in  the 
•econd  claoae  of  the  complaint,  where  the 
terms  are  used  Interchangeably,  as  they 
allure  that  defendant  represented  that  no 
other  ore  body  or  vein  of  ore  existed,  and 
farther*  on  In  same  clause  that  no  such 
body  or  vein  of  ore  existed.    Further  on 
the  pleader  again  returns  to**  vein  or  body 
of  oiv,"  clearly  showing  that  the  pleader 
trimaelf  considered  the  terms  synonymous. 
Tbeae  findings  of  fact  are,  we  thluk,  en- 
tirely responsive  to  the  ls«jiue,  and  com- 
pletely negative  the  allegation.    Are  these 
findings  aopported  by  the  Evidence? 

Porter  testifles  that  on  Sunday  before 
the  fourth  da^  of  July,  1881.  he  was  on  the 
Eoreka  claim,  and  was  going  up  the  hill 
on  the  trail,  and  picked  up  a  small  piece  of 
Ooat«  about  half  as  big  as  a  hen's  esg,and 
foond  three  or  four  more  very  small  pieces. 
*I  made  no  farther  search  until  the  flfth 
of  Jaly,  (which  was  the  day  of  the  sale  to 
WalL)  1  went  up  with  John  Oilman.  Did 
not  then  flnd  any  solid  vein  where  it  came 
from.  I  followed  It  up,  (that  Is,  the  float,) 
and  found  one  piece  for  Col.  Wall  about 
six  inchea  through  and  eight  Inches  long, 
about  fifty  feet  from  the  trail.  1  did  not 
think  It  made  tbe  claim  more  valuable  to 
UBj  large  extent.  If  I  had,  1  should  have 
boogfat  It  myself,  as  I  wa^  'n  condition  so 
IcooJd  have  bought  It.  That  was  all  the 
workings,  and  what  was  found  outside, 
altogether.    There  was  no  concealment  of 


this  float  at  all;  It  laid  right  there.  I 
showed  that  float  to  John  Oilman  the 
same  afternoon.  I  was  trying  to  get  him 
to  buy  it."  This  was  all  the  ore  found  by 
Wall  or  Porter,  outside  the  tunnels  of  the 
owners,  prior  to  the  sale.  He  says  that 
piece,  6x8,  was  the  largest  piece  that  was 
found.  **lt  was  in  open  ground,  nearly 
bare,  and  was  in  plain  sight.  These  two 
places  where  I  found  this  float  were  about 
175  feet  from  the  cabin  of  Synnott  and 
Welch.  I  think  I  saw  Mr.  Welch  walking 
over  the  same  ground  where  the  ore  was 
before  the  sale.  ** 

Col.  Wall  testifies:  "The  only  evidence 
of  a  vein  that  I  saw  at  any  time  previous 
to  the  purchase  was  small  fragments  of 
broken  ore  which  may  have  come  from 
that  vein  or  from  any  source,  nor  was 
there  any  ore  that  1  saw  at  any  point  on 
the  claim  that  was  visible  to  any  person, 
in  place,  in  the  vein  or  near  the  vein.  In 
fact,  there  was  no  ore  discovered  In  place 
in  the  vein  at  all  until  after  several  days^ 
work  had  been  done  with  a  number  of 
men;  merely  fragments  of  ore  that  had 
been  detached  from  the  lode  and  drifted 
down  the  hill.  This  work  was  all  done 
after  the  purchase.** 

John  Oilman  swears  he  saw  a  few  pieces 
of  weather-beaten  float:  that  Porter  was 
with  him;  picked  up  a  piece  and  showed 
him.  "There  had  been  no  work  done 
there;  saw  no  excavation  whatever;  saw 
no  vein  at  all." 

This  is  substantially  all  the  testimony 
there  is  as  to  defendant,  his  agent,  Wall, 
or  Porter,  knowing  anything  ahout  ore 
being  found  before  the  sale.  It  is  evident 
it  falls  far  short  of  sustaining  the  allega- 
tions as  to  discovering  a  vein  or  body  of 
ore,  and  abundantly  supports  the  flnding^s 
12  and  15  above  quoted. 

The  second  material  averment  is  that 
defendant,  by  his  agents  and  sprvants, 
fraudulently  and  falsely  concealed  the 
said  vein  or  ore  body  from  the  plaintiffs. 
In  response  to  this  issue  the  court  finds: 
"No.  15.  No  concealment  of  any  material 
fact  concerning  said  mining  claim  was 
ever  made  by  the  defendant  or  by  any 
agent  or  employe  of  his.  Neither  the  de- 
fendant nor  any  agent  of  his  had  ever  dis-  "^ 
covered  or  knew  of  the  existence  of  any 
vein  or  lodp  in  said  claim  (except  such  as 
Synnott  and  Welch  had  exposed  by  their 
tunnels)  prior  to  the  sale,  nor  until  some 
days  had  elapsed  after  the  sale.**  This 
finding  is  completely  responsive  to  the 
issue  made  by  the  allegation,  and  is  sup- 
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ported  by  the  evidence  as  already  demon- 
Btrated,  as  it  needs  no  argument  to  show 
that  the  defendant  or  his  agents  could 
not  conceal  a  vein  or  ore  body  which  they 
bad  not  discovered,  and  of  the  existence 
of  which  they  bad  no  knowledge. 

The  third  averment  is  that  defendant, 
by  his  agents  and  servants,  falsely  and 
fraodalently  represented  to  plaintiffs  that 
no  other  ore  body  or  vein  of  ore  existed 
In  said  mining  claim,  except,  etc.,  when 
defendant  well  knew  it  did  so  exist.  In 
response  the  court  say :  **  Finding  14.  No 
false  or  fraudulent  representation  con- 
cerning the  Eureka  mining  claim  was  ever 
made  to  said  vendors,  or  to  any  one  else, 
by  the  defendant,  or  by  any  agent  or  em- 
ploye of  bis."  This  finding  being  in  re- 
sponse to  the  averment  which  assnmed 
that  defendant  had  discovered  and  knew 
of  the  existence  of  the  said  yein,  which 
assumption  not  being  supported  by  the 
evidence,  It  follows  that  this  finding  is  so 
supported. 

ThA  first,  second,  and  third  averments 
having  been  found  against  the  plaintiffs, 
the  fourth  averment  is  no  longer  an  issue; 
but  It  Is  responded  to  in  the  seventeenth 
finding,  which  states  that  Synnott  and 
Welch  were  not  induced  to  rely  upon, 
and  did  not  rely  upon,  any  representa- 
tion, opinion,  or  act  of  the  defendant,  or 
of  any  agent  of  defendant,  concerning 
said  mining  claim,  in  selling  or  disposing 
of  the  same,  or  estimating  its  value  or 
price. 

The  fifth  averment  is  that,  immediately 
prior  to  the  discovery  of  said  vein  or  ore 
body,  plaintiffs  had  employed  one  Harry 
Porter  as  agent  to  find  them  a  purchaser 
for  f 2,500;  that  they  would  give  him  10 
per  cent,  of  that  sum  as  compensation; 
that  he  theu  discovered  the  ore  body; 
that  he  agreed  to  conceal  it  for  f  1,000 
from  plaintiffs,  and  did  conceal  it  from 
them,  but  showed  it  to  defendant's 
agent,  Wall,  and  agreed  to  assist  Wall  in 
purchasing  the  mine  for  a  price  greatly 
below  its  real  value.  The  court  below 
having  found  that  no  such  ore  body  was 
ever  discovered  by  Porter,  Wall,  or  any 
one  else,  before  the  sale,  and  the  evidence 
conclusively  showing  that  such  finding 
was  correct,  the  whole  question  of  dis- 
covery, fraudulent  concealment,  fraudu- 
lent representations  concerning  it.  Is 
finally  disposed  of.  It  remains  to  inquire 
whether  Porter's  i*eceiving  the  (1,000  from 
Wall,  the  agent  of  defendant,  in  any  way 
affected  the  validity  of  the  sale. 


The  character  of  the  arrangement  be- 
tween Porter  and  the  plaintiffs  is  thas 
stated   by  Synnott  and   Porter   iu  their 
testimony.    Syunott  states  that  be  flmt 
told   Porter  that  if  he  would  find  a  pur- 
chaser at  92.500,  they  would  give  him    10 
per  cent,  of  the  sum.    Porter  said  be  was 
trying  to  sell   the  Homestake.    When    he 
got  through  with  that  he  would   try  to 
find  a  purchaser  for  the    Eureka.    This 
was  about  the' twenty-fifth  of  June,  1881. 
lie  then  comes  down  to  the  fifth  day  of 
July,  1881,  the  day  on  which  the  sale  wae 
made,  and  narrates  the  sale  and  convey- 
ance, as  follows:  **  Wall  (agent  of  defend- 
ant) came  to  us  on  the  fifth  day  of  July 
and  offered  us  $2,000  for  the  mine.    After 
some  consideration  we  agreed  to  take  it, 
and  it  was  arranged    we  should    go   iu 
Bullion  after  supper  and  make  the  deed. 
Then  Oilman  came  to  us  and  offered  us 
91,800    and    one-tenth    of    the   mine,  or 
$2,200  cash.    Oilman  then  told  us  Porter 
had  made  a  big  find  on  the  Eureka.    I  said, 
'Where?'  Oilman  said,  *Tou   walk  over 
it;'  pointing  up  the  trail.    I  said  I  knew 
better;  1  did  not  believe  it.    In  the  even- 
ing,   after   supper,    we    went    down    to 
Wairs  office.    Porter  told  Wall  that  Gil- 
roan  had  again  been  to   see  them,  and 
offered    them  $200  more,  and  they  said 
they  could  not   afford  to  lose  it.     Wall 
then  agreed  to  give  us  $2,200.    We  took  It 
and  made  the  deed.  ** 

Synnott  then  returns  to  the  arrange- 
ment with  Porter,  and  says:  '*It  may 
have  been  in  June  we  had  tried  to  sell  it. 
The  least  we  ever  offered  to  sell  the  mine 
for  was  $2,000.  Whether  that  was  In 
May  or  June  I  don't  know."  **Que6tion. 
When  and  how  long  was  Porter  in  yoar 
employ?  Answer.  As  I  have  stated,  it 
was  about  the  twenty-fifth  of  June;  It 
may  have  been  a  few  days  after  that  that 
we  spoke  to  Porter;  that  would  be  per- 
haps ten  or  twelve  days  until  the  sale 
was  consummated.  Q.  Was  he  in  yonr 
employ  until  the  sale  was  made?  A.  We 
considered  so.  The  sale  was  made  on  the 
fifth  of  July.  Q.  Do  you  say  that  be  con- 
tinued in  your  employment  that  long? 
A.  I  have  stated  how  we  employed 
Porter,  and  you  will  have  to  infer  from 
that.  We  promised  to  give  Porter  ten 
per  cent,  on  $2,500,  and  Mr.  Porter  told  us 
he  could  not  get  but  $1,800.  We  told  bim 
the  least  we  could  take  was  $2,000,  and 
we  could  not  afford  to  pay  him  any- 
thing out  of  that.  That  was  the  ander- 
Btanding  between  ns  until  the  time  of  the 
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Me.    He  was    to  get  Dothing  out  of  two 
thooaand   dollars.     We  coald  not  afford 
to   pay    him    anything.    Tbere   was    nu 
oth«r  arraogenneDt.    The  next  thing  we 
knew  was*  Porter  brought  Col.  Wall  on 
the  ground  on    the  5th.    We  did  not  con- 
ikler  we  ow^ed  Porter  anything  out  of  the 
91,200.    Never   oOered    him    anything,  ae 
we  got  the  extra   9200   through  Gllinan. 
Q.  How   do  yon    make  that  out?     Who 
canned  yon   to   make  tiie  sale?    A.  I  sup- 
pose Porter;  be  made  the  sale,  and    we 
BvpiHMied    be  got  the    money  from  Col. 
Wall.    Q.  All  that  Porter  did  you  consid- 
ered a  gratuity,  for  which  he  was  entitled 
to  no  pay?     A.  He  was  entitled   to   no 
pay  from  nv.  ** 

Porter,  in  his  testimony,  states:  "Syn- 
Bot*  and  Welch  gare  me  a  sort  of  verbal 
bond  if  1  should  sell  the  property  at  such 
a  fignre  they  wonld  give  me  a  certain 
am-jont.  The  arrangement  was  that  they 
riionld  leive  me  all  over  two  thousand 
dollars  that  I  coold  get  for  the  ground. 
Tbat  was  In  June,  18S1 ;  I  tbiiilc  about  the 
mkldle  ofJnne.  1  was  to  have  whatever 
I  conld  get  over  two  thousand  dollars.  I 
wait  acquainted  with  the  mine  and  Its 
workings,  and  the  showing  as  to  ore.  I 
nade  efforts  to  sell  the  mine  under  this  ar- 
rangement. Made  a  sale  to  Col.  Wall,  the 
agent  lor  Shaughnessy.  The  deed  was 
made  to  Shaughnessy,  I  believe.  Col. 
Wall  went  to  them  about  It;  and  bought 
ttfrom  them;  made  the  trade  with  them. 
1  went  and  got  Col.  Wall  to  look  at  the 

roperty.  1  brought  the  parties  together. 
had  stated  the  terms  upon  which  the 
Bine  eonld  be  bought,  to  Col.  Wall.  I 
took  Wall  to  see  the  property,  and  told 
kiui  if  he  bought  the  property  from  them 
I  wanted  hlra  to  respect  my  option.  He 
agreed  to  do  It,  and  agreed  to  give  me 
$1,000  for  my  option,  or  one-fourth  of  the 
nine.  Question.  State, now, particularly, 
what  was  the  agreement  upon  your  part 
asd  upon  the  others  In  regard  to  that 
uptlon  or  verbal  bond?  Answer.  I  was 
to  have  all  1  could  get  over  two  thousand 
dollars.  Th^y  wanted  to  get  two  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  ground.  They  did  not 
want  me  to  sell  the  mine  at  two  thousand 
doDars  and  then  give  me  any  ten  per  cent. 
They  wanted  two  thousand  dollars,  and 
If  tbcy  could  get  that,  they  w«re  satisfied, 
and  I  could  have  all  over.  There  was  no 
sgreement  tietween  us  that  1  should  have 
allied  percent,  on  a  fixed  price." 

This  was  all  the  testimony  on  the  mat- 
ter of  the  arrangement  between  Porter 


and  the  plaintiffs.  This  testimony  indi- 
cates that  there  may  have  been,  at  one 
time,  an  arrangement  that  Porter  was  to 
find  a  purchaser  at  $2,500,  and  Porter  to 
have  10  per  cent,  thereof,  although  Porter 
swears  positively  that  there  was  not. 
The  evidence  was  conflicting,  and  the 
court  below  finds  that  thero  was  such  an 
arrangement,  and  that  afterwards  said 
arrangement  was  changed  to  what  was 
termed  a  verbal  option  tbat  Porter  was 
to  get  the  plaintiffs  $2,000,  and  he  to 
have  all  he  could  get  over  that  sum.  The 
precise  time  at  which  the  first  and  last  of 
these  two  arrangements  were  made  is  not 
stated  by  either  Porter  or  Syunott.  Por- 
ter testifies  that  the  latter  arrangement 
was  made  about  the  twenty-fifth  of  June, 
and  was  not  changed  afterwards.  8yn« 
nott  testifies  that  it  might  have  been  May 
or  June.  All  the  talk  about  this  matter 
occurred  before  Wall  went  to  look  at  the 
mine,  and  before  he  had  any  conference 
with  Porter,  as  appeared  by  the  evidence. 
Porter  brought  the  parties.  Wall  and 
plaintiffs,  together,  and  they  made  their 
owncontrarf;  Porter  simply  having  be- 
fore stated  to  Wall  that  their  price  was 
$2,000,  and  the  parties  made  their  own 
trade.  The  fact  that  Wall  finally  paid 
them  $200  more  than  they  had  agreed  to 
take,  does  not  change  the  relation  between 
Porter  and  plaintiffs. 

It  is  laid  down  as  the  law  that  If  an 
agent  act  openly,  and  with  the  consent  of 
both  owner  and  purchaser,  he  may  con- 
tract for  and  receive  a  commission  from 
both.  Finerty  v.  Frits,  1  Morr.  Min.  R. 
439,  and  eases  cited.  And  again,  if  the  ex- 
tent of  the  agency  be  merely  to  bring  the 
parties  together,  and  does  not  involve  the 
duty  of  negotiating  for  either,  the  agent 
is  termed  a  "middle-man,**  and  may  con- 
tract for  and  receive  commissions  from 
both.  Finerty  v.  Frits,  Id.  440;  Stewart 
V.  Mather,  32  Wis.  344;  Shepherd  v.  Ued- 
den,  29  N.  J.  Law,  384;  Herman  v.  Martl- 
neau,  1  Wis.  151.  This  Is  true  also  if  each 
hare  agreed  to  pay  the  agent  a  commis- 
sion, with  or  without  the  other's  consent, 
if  his  duty  is  simply  to  brinff  the  parties 
together.  Whart.  Com.  Law  Ag.  §  337; 
Rupp  V.  Sampson,  16  Qray,  398;  In  re 
Owen8,7Ir.R.  Eq.  235;  attirmed,  Id.  424. 

It  is  evident  from  the  testimony  of  Wall, 
Porter,  and  Synnott,  all  the  parties  who 
had  anything  to  do  with  the  sale  and  con- 
veyance of  the  mine  on  the  fifth  of  July, 
that  the  trade  was  made  under  the  last 
arrangement,  as  Synnott  states  that  he 
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"did  not  consider  that  Porter  was  to  have 
anything  from  os;  we  expected  be  would 
get  his  pay  from  Wall.  We  never  paid 
him  anything;  neveroffered  him  anything. 
Porter  never  demanded  anything  from 
plaintiffs.  Wall  promised  to  respect  Por- 
ter's option.  He  did  so,  and  paid  him  the 
41,000  agreed  npon.  **  If  this  arrangement 
had  been  reduced  to  writing,  no  one  would 
question  for  a  moment  the  perf«H;t  propri- 
ety of  the  arrangement.  It  would  then 
have  been  a  bond  to  sell  and  convey  at  a 
fixed  price  on  the  part  of  plaintiffs,  and 
on  the  part  of  Porter  it  would  have  been 
an  option  to  purchase  at  a  flxed  price. 
It  was  precisely  what  Porter  termed  it, 
— a  verbal  option  or  verbal  bond,^and, 
when  In  writing,  a  very  common  method 
of  undertaking  to  find  a  purchaser  for  a 
mine,  or  to  buy  one.  Would  this  o|  tion 
be  less  proper  or  less  binding  upon  the 
parties  If  verbal  instead  of  iu  writing? 
i'learly  not.  The  only  danger  in  such  case 
would  be  the  liability  of  the  vendor  to 
demand  more,  and  the  liability  of  the  pur- 
chaser to  refuse  to  respect  the  option,  the 
former  of  which  occurred  in  this  cape. 
What  was  the  obligation  of  Porter?  It 
was  evidently  understood  by  plaintiffs 
that  Porter  would  get  his  pay  from  Wall. 
He  was  at  perfect  liberty  to  get  all  he 
could  above  $2,000.  He  could,  with  per- 
fect propriety,  become  the  purchaser  him- 
flelf. 

This  whole  subject  is  discussed  clearly 
and  at  length  incase  above  cited,  Kiner- 
ty  v.  Fritz.  In  that  case  the  bond  was  In 
writing.  The  court  say:  ^'The  bond  In 
question  was  one  of  those  ordinary  title- 
bonds  90  extensively  employed  In  the  min- 
ing regions  of  this  state,  [Colorado,]  by 
means  of  which  those  desiring  to  specu- 
late iu  mines  before  purchasing  the  same 
outright,  procure  from  the  owners  an 
option  to  buy,  on  payment  of  a  stipu- 
lated price  within  a  fixed  period  of  time; 
the  obligor  binds  himself  to  execute  a 
deed  to  the  obligee  on  performance  of  the 
conditldn.  No  obligation  is  executed  by 
the  obligee.  If  the  contract  proves  ad- 
vantageous to  the  obliftee,  he  pays  the 
purchase  money  and  receives  a  deed, 
otherwise  he  suffers  the  time  for  perform- 
ance to  lapse.  *  •  •  The  obligee  may 
contract  a  sale  of  the  profierty  on  his 
own  account,  and  at  any  price  he  can  ob- 
tain.** In  this  case  Porter  might  have 
purchased  the  mine  openly  from  8ynnott 
and  Welch  for  himself.  The  evidence 
clearly  shows  that  Synuott   and  Welch 


fixed   the  price  upon  their  own  knowledge 
of  the  mine.    They  had   worked  upon  it 
over  a  year;  had  run  four  tunnels  in  dif- 
ferent places  where  they  thought  the  show- 
ing  good.     They     had    opportunity     to 
know,  and  believed  they  did  know*,  more 
about  the  mine  than    any  other  person. 
They  had  been  trying  to  sell  It  to  different 
persons  for  some  months,  and  had  failed. 
The   highest   offer  ever  made  them   was 
that  of  Gilmau,  which   was   $2,200,    and 
that  was  the  day  of  the  sale.    The  same 
amount   was  given  them   by  Wall,     it  is 
just  as  apparent  that  Wall  bought  on  his 
own  Judgment.    He  mlisht  have  failed  to 
find  a   vein,  as  plaintiffs  had  done.     It  Is 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  tiynnott  and 
Welch  had  seen  the  same  fioat  themselves, 
(except  the  larger  piece,)  and  did  not  re- 
gard it  as  indicating  that  the  mine  was  of 
any  more  value  on  account  of  it.    They 
manifested  no  interest  In  it  when  informed 
by  Oilman.    Synnott  said  he  knew  better. 
When  Porter  accepted  the  propositioii  of 
plaintiffs  to  sell  for  $2,000,  with  the  ex- 
pressed   understanding  that  he    was    to 
have  all    he  could  get  over  that  sum,  he 
was  then   under  no  obligations  to  reveal 
anything  he  discovered  to  the  plain  tiffs. 
The  equities  in   the  case  do  not  seem  to  be 
clearly  with  the  plaintiffs,  as  the  learned 
counsel  contend.    The  plaintiffs  sold  the 
mine  for  $2,200,  on  the  fifth  of  Jiiy.    On 
the  seventh,  two  days  after,  they  knew, 
as  Synnott  testifies,  that  Porter  was  to 
get  the   $1,000  from    Wall.    A   few    days 
after  that  the  vein  was  discovered.    The 
plaintiffs  were  thf*re  and  knew  all  these 
fa'jts.     The    defendant     proceeded    with 
labor  and  skill  for  10  months,  employing 
a  number  of    hands,  until    he  has  spent 
$23,000,.    including  the   pnrchase    money. 
He  has  sold  all  the  ore  taken  out  by  plain- 
tiffs, and  all  he  took  out  himself    In  his 
workings,  and  realised  $2,700.    Plaintiffs 
then  bring  suit  and  ask  that  defendant  be 
required  to  account  to  them  for  this  $2,700; 
that  they  be  allowed  to  return  to  defend- 
ants the  $2,200  and  receive  a  deed  for  the 
mine.    The  cause  of  Justice  and  good  con- 
science Is  not  apparent. 
Judgment  affirmed. 

Broderick,  J.,  concurred. 

Buck,  J .,  (diasentlug.)  In  the  discussion 
of  this  question  I  shall  not  consider  that 
branch  of  the  case  which  Is  founded  upon 
the  law  which  requires  the  vendee  not  to 
mislead  the  vendor.    While  I  have  been 
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QDable  to  find  any  aathorltleB  that  bold 
that  the  irordis  "'ore  body**  are  syiiony- 
B0Q8  with  or  the  equlyaleat  of  the  words 
*'lode,  ■  *  Fein,  "•  or  ••  ledge, "  aod  therefore 
bavp  Home  doubt  bh  to  whether  the  flnd- 
ing:  that  no  Iod«»or  v^ein  of  ore  was  known, 
or  had  been  disco Tered,  is  responsive  to 
the  allegation  that  the  defendant  had  dis- 
eo?ered  a  lode  or  body  of  (»re;  yet  I  de- 
sire to  paaa  by  that  roatter,  which  siny, 
perhapa,  be  more  technical  than  practical, 
and  consider  that  portion  of  the  action 
which  has  its   foundation  in  the  law  of 

The   complaint     allej^es,    amonfi:   other 
tluDKS,  that   said    Porter  (after  entering 
the  employment  of  plaintiffs )  surreptitious- 
ly, fraudulently,  and  collasiTely,  for  a  con- 
aldemtion,  to- wit,  91,000,  paid  to  him  by 
the  defendant,  in  violation  of  his  said  em- 
ployment  of    these  plaintiffs,  and  in  fraud 
of  their  riicbta,   entered  into  theeroploy- 
Boit  of  the    defendant,    and   undertook 
antl  atcreed    to  assist  him  (the  defendant) 
la  obiaininK    the    Eureka  mining  claims 
from  theae   plaintiffs,  by  purchase   at   a 
price  of  92,200,  or  a  price  greatly  below  its 
raal  value,  and   tbat    by    reason  of  said 
false,  fraudulent,    and   collusive   acts   of 
Porter,   and   the  misrepresentations  and 
coacealments  of  defendant,  the  plaintiffs 
were  induced  to  part  with  the  property  in 
question. 

1  presume  it  will  be  admitted  that  if 
this  allegation  la  true  the  plaintiffs  are 
entitled  to  the  relief  demanded  In  the  com- 
plaint. This  seems  to  me  to  be  the  more 
comprehensive  and  the  most  important 
branch  of  the  case.  The  large  ore  body 
has,  hi  the  prfigress  of  the  trial  of  the 
case,  as  is  asaal,  attracted  the  most  at- 
tention; but  the  gravamen  of  the  action, 
it  seems  to  me,  lies  In  this  charge  of  be- 
trayed confidence,  which  may  be  true, 
even  if,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  no  ore  vein 
had  ever  existed  within  the  mine.  This 
branch  of  tbe  case  makes  the  relation  of 
Mr.  Porter  to  the  plaintiffs  and  defendant 
a  vital  issue.  That  issue  Is,  whs  he  an 
ageat  of  plaintiffs?  If  not  an  agent, 
was  be  a  principal  contracting  with  the 
plaiatiffs  for  tbe  purchasing  the  mine? 
If  not  an  agent  of  plaintiffs,  was  he  an 
agent  of  defendant?  If  not  an  agent  of 
dHSeodant,  was  he  a  party  in  interest  with 
the  defendant?  If  not,  was  he  then  the 
agent  of  both  plaintiffs  and  defendant? 
And,  if  so,  was  he  a  factor,  broker,  or 
middle-man  ?  The  law  of  the  case  is  differ- 
as  t  In  the  several  relations,  and  cannot 


be  determined  nntll  this  relation  is  adju- 
dicated. The  plaintiffs  have  a  right  to  de- 
mand a  finding  of  fact  determining  this 
matter.  I  am  unable  to  find  such  a  one  in 
the  decision  of  the  case  by  the  court  be- 
low. 

The  second  alleged  finding  of  facts  de- 
tails a  conversation  between  plaintiffs 
and  Porter,  whereby  a  proposition  of  em- 
ployment is  tendered  by  plaintiffs  and  re- 
sponded to  by  Porter,  and  closes  with  the 
finding  as  a  fact  "that  Porter  was  not 
invested  with  any  authority  to  effectuate 
a  sale  or  bind  the  plaintiffs  or  tbe  title  to 
the  mine."  The  vital  question,  however, 
—did  he  have  any  authority,  and  if  so, 
what  was  it?— Is  not  determined. 

Tbe  fifth  alleged  finding  of  facts  states 
that  plaintiffs  informed  Porter  that  they 
would  sell  the  mine  at  92,000,  but  that  out 
of  said  sum  they  could  pay  no  comnlis- 
sion;  but  there  is  no  finding,  there  or  else- 
where, as  to  whether  Porter  agreed  to  act 
as  their  agent  in  selling  it  at  that  price, 
or  whether  he  agreed  to  buy  It. 

Tbe  findings  are  so  indefinite  that  differ- 
ent minds  arrive  at  different  conclusions 
as  to  what  was  the  relation  of  the  parties. 

Again,  looking  into  the  evidence  for  tbe 
purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  find- 
ing that  Porter  was  not  invested  with  au- 
thority to  sell  or  to  bind  the  mine,  it  seems 
that  all  the  evidence  on  that  point  is  di- 
rectly at  Yoriancewith  the  finding.  In  de- 
termining the  authority  of  Porter,  on  the 
theory  tbat  be  was  employed  by  plaintiffs, 
we  must  look  at  what  be  was  employed  to 
do, and  not  what  he  did  under  theemploy- 
meut.  Synnott,  one  of  tbe  plaintiffs,  tes 
tified,  **!  told  Porter  if  he  would  sell  the 
Eureka  for  $2,500  we  would  give  him  ten 
per  cent.  Porter  replied, if  he  got  through 
trying  to  sell  the  Homestake  be  would  try 
and  sell  ours.**  Again,  Synnott  says,  ***I 
told  him  I  would  give  ten  per  cent,  if  he 
sold  the  mine,"  etc.  Again,  Porter  him- 
self says,  ** Synnott  and  Welch  gave  me  a 
sort  of  verbal  bond  if  I  would  sell  the 
property,  **  etc.  He  adds,  "1  made  a  sale 
to  Wall."  On  page  «4  of  Transcript  Por- 
ter says,  "They  told  me  if  I  could  sell  for 
them  and  bring  them  f  2,000,  tbat  was  all 
they  asked."  On  page  63  be  says:  '^I  had 
authority  to  sell  the  mine  from  about  the 
middle  of  June.  I  made  sale  of  It  on  tbe 
fifth  of  July."  It  is  claimed  tbat  it  ap- 
pears  from  what  he  did  that  he  bad  no  au- 
thority to  sell.  But  the  charge  is  tbat  he 
did  not  do  as  he  had  agreed  to  do,  and  it 
would  be  a  dangerous  practice,  if,  on  such 
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a  charge,  we  should  determine  what  he 
was  authorized  to  do  by  what  he  actually 
did.  I  am  unable  to  see  that  this  fiudiug 
of  fact  is  supported  by  the  evidence;  it 
seems  rather  to  be  directly  contrary  to  the 
evidence  of  the  contracting  parties. 

If  I  understand  the  opinion  of  the  major- 
ity of  the  court,  just  read  Jt  is  based  upon 
the  theory  that  the  findings  are  sufficient 
to  show  that  Mr.  Porter  had  a  contract 
or  verbal  agreement  with  plaintiffs  where- 
by  he  had  what  is  sometimes  called  an  op- 
tion to  sell,  and  that,  under  said  author- 
ity, he  had  a  right  to  sell  and  to  appro- 
priate to  himself  all  that  he  might  get  over 
$2,000.    The  words  of  the  parties  are  that 
he  is  to  sell.    Nothing  is  said  of  an  option. 
Portersays  that  be  called  it  a  verbal  bond. 
1  am  unable  so  to  construe  their  contract. 
The  stipulation  that  he  was  to  have  all 
over  S2.000  if  he  should  sell,  (if  such  there 
was,)  was  simply  the  meanure  of  his  com- 
pensation,   it  could  not  a  Iter  his  relations 
to  the  plaintiffs,  or  his  obligations  to  them. 
Assuming  the  findings  to  show  such  a  con- 
tract, I  am  unable    to  see   that  Porter 
stood  in  any  other  relation  than  agent  of 
plaintiffs.    It  I  understand   the  nature  of 
the  contract,  often  made  by  miners,  which 
is  referred  to  as  bonding  a  mine,  it  is  an 
agreement  between  two  principals,  to  the 
effect  that  one  will  sell  to  the  other  at  a 
stipulated  price  within  a  given  time.    In 
Finerty  v.  Fritz.  1  Morr.  Min.  R.  439,  cited 
in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  such  a  con- 
tract is  held  to  be  a  sale.    The  agreement 
between  plaintiffs  was  not  such  a  bond- 
ing, for  Porter  himself  testifies  that,  **! 
never  made  a  bargain  to  buy  the  prop- 
erty, or  an   arrangement  to  buy  it."    On 
page  78  of  Transcript  he  says,  "They  or  I 
could  have  made  a  sale  at  any  time.**    If 
words  are  to  be  interpreted  according  to 
their   ordinary  import.  Porter  was  em- 
ployed to  assist  plaintiffs  to  sell  the  mine, 
first,  at  a  compensation  of  10  per  cent,  on 
the  purchase  price,  if  sold ;  afterwards,  de- 
siring to  increase  his   compensation,  he 
told  the  plaintiffs  he  could  only  sell  the 
mine  for  $1,800.    This  was  not  true.    He, 
in  fact,  did  sell  it  for  $8,200.    He.  however, 
as  Synnott  testifies, left  them  with  the  im- 
pression that  he  could  not  do  better  up  to 
the  time  of  the  sale.   The  plaintiffs  did,  in- 
deed, get  $2,200  in  consequence  of  a  third 
party,  Oilman,  offering  them  that  amount. 
By  chance,  they  protected  themselves  to 
that  amount  against  the  duplicity  of  their 
own  employe.    Through  the  representa- 
tion of  Porter  that  he  could  not  sell  for 


more  than  $1,800,  and  beinggreatly  Innecd 
of  money,  the  plaintiffs  were  induced  to 
agree  to  take  $2,000.  This  agreement^ 
however,  did  not  relieve  Porter  of  bis  ob- 
ligation as  an  agent  to  deal  honestly  with 
his  principals,  and  give  them  all  thefcnow^l- 
edge  that  he  possesspd  concernios  tbe 
value  of  the  mine.  He  testifies  that  he 
concealed  the  find  for  the  reason  that  4iad 
they  known  of  it  they  would  not  have 
sold  for  that  price. 

Again,  it  is  claimed   that  if  the  findiniTS 
show  employment  of  Porter  by  plaintiffs, 
he  was  simply  a  middle-man  to  bring:  the 
parties  together,  and  that  he  could  law- 
fully take  pay  from  either.    I  understand 
the  authorities  to  be  that,  while  a  middle- 
man  may  sometimes  take  pa^  from  both 
seller  and  purchaser,  he  must  always  deal 
with  the  utmost  fairness  with  each.    An 
analysis  of  the  term  affords  the  best  ex- 
planation of  the  legal  obligations  of  the 
parties:  a  man  standing  in   the   middle 
between  two;    in  the  center.    ••Center"' in 
defined  to  be  a  point  equally  distant  from 
the  extremities.    The  middle-man  must  l>e 
and  remain  equally  removed  in  intereut 
from  the  two  for  whom  he  contracts.    If 
he  varies  from  this,  even  in  the  estimation 
of  a  hair,  and  gives  to  one  knowledge  or 
advantage  which  he  withholds  from  the 
other,  he  loses  his  position  as  a  middle- 
man, and,  in  tbe  realm  of  equity,  the  law 
will  hold  him  responsible  for  the  position 
which  he  really  assumes,  rather  than  that 
which  he  advertises  to  occupy.    Can  it  be 
said  that  Mr.  Porter  stands  equidistant 
between  the  plaintiffs  and  defendant,  when 
he    testifies  that  '*Idid  not  inform    tbe 
plaintiffs  of  the  fact  of  my  finding  ore?     I 
reported  it  to  Col.  Wall."    And,  again,  "I 
told  Col.  Wall  I  wanted  one-fourth  of  tbe 
mine,**  and  that  he  actually  received  $1,- 
000  in  lieu  of  the  quarter  interest  therein. 

In  Walker  v.  Osgood,  98  Mass.  .%^>l^ 
Wkli^,  J.,  says:  ** Plaintiff's  employ- 
ment as  a  broker,  even  if  he  had  no  au- 
thority to  bind  his  principal,  and  was  in- 
trusted with  no  discretion  in  fixing  tbe 
terms  of  exchange,  and  his  ouly  service 
was  to  bring  the  parties  together,  he  was 
bound  to  perform  that  service  in  tbe  inter- 
est of  the  party  who  employed  him."  To 
a  certain  extent,  and  for  certain  purposes, 
by  the  understanding  and  usage  of  busi- 
ness and  the  nature  of  his  employment,  a 
broker  is  authorized  to  act  for  both  par- 
ties; but  what  he  does  in  any  relation  he 
does  as  an  indifferent  person,  and  not  in 
the  interest  of  either  party.    It  in  claimed 
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OD  the  part  of  the  appellants  that  there  is 
RO  findlns  aa  to  the  fraud  of  defendant 
or  his  coUuKlon  with  Porter. 

In  Hariia  v.  Barun,  61  Cal.  528,  theconrt 
ny  il  the  trial  court  fall  to  find  on  an  Is- 
ise  of  fraud   raised,  the  JudRment  will  be 

In  Le'Oert  ▼.  Oullahan,  52  Cal.  254,  the 
coart  sajB :  "  Upon  the  issue  of  fraud  thus 
tendered  tbe  findings  are  entirely  silent. 
The  CRoae  is  not,  therefore,  in  a  coodltion 
to  be  decided.'*  lo  the  ease  at  bar  it  is 
daimed  that  if  there  is  no  direct  flndiuK 
•8  to  fraud  Bueh  probative  facts  are  found 
u  aeeeaaarily  determine  tbe  question  of 
baud.  Iff  this  is  true,  it  must  be  that  it 
dueH  «o  by  alle^icini?  all  the  facts,  circom- 
itaaces,  and  acts  of  the  parties  connected 
with  the  transaction,  in  any  way  bearinic 
open  tlia  question  of  fraud.  But  an  anal- 
ysis off  the  lindinisB  will  show  that,  while 
they  set  oat  as  facta  the  conversation  of 
tlM  parties  ms  to  the  contract  of  the  par- 
ties, the  evidence  of  Porter  bearing  on  this 
qaestlon  is  entirely  omitted.  He  says: 
*^I  did  not  Inform  plaintiffs  about  the  find- 
la^  off  ttM  ore,  for  the  reason  that  I  did 
act  thinic  It  to  be  to  my  interest.  I  was 
worklni;  for  my  own  interest,  and  not 
theirs.  *  Also  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Synnott : 
"Porter  told  us  the  most  he  could  Ret 
was  91,900.  That  was  the  understanding 
bet ^reen  as  until  the  sale." 

If  Porter  was  in  the  employ  men  t  of  plain- 
tiila  he  had  no  riffht  to  work  for  his  own 
tatercat  and  not  theirs.  If  there  was 
fraod,  it  arose  from  this  very  working  for 
hia  own  interest  to  the  injury  of  his  em- 
ploysfs:  and  if  defendant  was  In  collusion 
with  this  working  for  his  own  interest  in- 
stead of  his  employers',  the  fraud  attaches 
to  him  also.  Hence  the  defect  in  the 
fiadioica  upon  the  question  of  fraud. 

la   Norrls  v.  Tayhie,  49  111.  17,  and  re- 
ported  in   I  Morr.  Mln.  R.  3S3,  is  a  case  so 
nearly   like  the  one  at  bar  that  it  seems 
to  me  to  determine  this  controversy,  pro- 
vided tlie  findings  should    establish  the 
facts.    The  principles  involved  In  this  case 
areffally  discussed.    Whether  they  do  ap- 
ply, or  what  principles  of  law  apply  to 
the  ease  at  bar,  can  only  be  determined 
when  tbe  Issues  of  fact  in  the  case  are  ad- 
judicated.   The  question  of  the  agency  of 
Porter,   tbe  question  of  fraud  of  Porter, 
and  thecolloslon  of  the  defendant  in  such 
Imnd,  H  any  exi8te<l,  are  the  vital  issues 
opon  that  branch  of  the  case  which  I  am 
diteosiing.    I  am  unable  to  understand  the 
findings  ot  the  court  t>elow  as  determining 
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these  issues,  and  I  am  therefore  obliged  to 
dissent  from  tbe  opinion  of  tbe  court  as 
Just  read.

Judgment— Entry  in  Vacation— Validity. 

1.  Where,  in  an  action  on  a  judgment,  the 
record  on  appeal  shows  that  the  cause  was 
heard  and  evidence  taken  in  open  court,  and 
that,  by  agreement  of  parties,  it  was  taken  un- 
der advisement,  to  be  decided  in  vacation,  an 
objection  that  the  judgment  rendered  was  void 
because  entered  in  vacation  is  untenable,  as  by 
Giyil  Practice  Act,  §  29,  final  judgment  may  be 
entered  in  term  time  or  vacation. 

Same— Action  on  —  Sufficiency  of  Complaint. 

2.  The  complaint  in  an  action  on  a  judg- 
ment alleged  that  the  judgment  was  joint  as  to 
all  defendants,  and  several  as  to  defendant  B.; 
that  B.  had  been  personally  served  with  sum- 
mons in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.;  that  he  appeared  by 
counsel;  that  judgment  was  duly  rendered 
against  him;  that  the  city  court  of  Brooklyn 
was  a  court  of  record:  and  that,  under  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  New  York,  it  had  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  subject-matter  of  the  action.  Held 
facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action 
against  B.

In  an  action  upon  a  Joint  contract, 
whenever  tbe  court  has  Jurisdiction  of  the 
subject-matter,  service  of  process  upon 
one  of  the  Joint  contractors  will  give  the 
court  Jurisdiction  of  the  persoa  served, 
and  a  court  may  have  Jurisdiction  of  the 
person  of  one  defendant,  and  not  of  the 
others;  but  it  would  be  impossible  for  a 
court  to  have  Jurisdiction  of  the  subject- 
matter  as  to  one  defendant,  and  not  as  to 
th9  others.    Freem.  Judgni.  §  120. 

Johnson  A  Onderdonk,  for  respondents. 

Where  a  cause  of  which  the  court  has 
Jarisdlction  is  tried  at  chambers,  by  con- 
sent of  the  parties,  tbe  Judgment  rendered 
therein  is  not  necessarily  void  for  want  of 
a  trial  in  open  court.  Ex  parte  Bennett, 
44  Gal.

If  one  of  several  Joint  debtors  resides  or 
is  served  with  process  within  tbe  terri- 
torial limits  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  city 
court  of  Brooklyn,  the  action  may  pro- 
ceed to  Judgment,  and  a  recovery  had  in 
form  against  all,  but  to  affect  only  tbe

A  several  Judicment  may  be  properly 
rendered  whenever  a  several  action  can 
be  sustained.

In  an  action  against  defendants,  jointly 
Indebted,  wliere  only  one  is  served,  a  sev- 
eral Judgment  may  be  entered  against 
bim.    Hirscbfield  v.  Franklin,  6  Cal.  607. 

Pbr  Curiam.  This  is  an  appeal  from  a 
Judgment  entered  against  tbe  defendant 
Joseph  W.  Birdseye  in  Lemhi  county. 
Tbe  record  brought  here  shows  that  the 
cause  was  heard  and  evidencetaken  in  open 
court,  and  that,  by  agreement  of  parties, 
tbe  cause  was  taken  under  advisement,  to 
be  decided  in  vacation;  and  that  it  was 
BO  determined,  and  tbe  findings  and  Judg- 
ment signed  by  the  trial  Judge  were  filed 
and  entered  by  the  clerk.  This  is  now 
claimed  to  be  error.  We  think  section  29 
of  our  civil  practice  act  fully  authorices 
this  proceeding.  Counsel  for  appellant 
contends  that  the  complaint  is  not  suHI- 
dent  to  support  the  Judgment.  The  ac- 
tion is  founded  on  a  judgment  recovered 
against  this  defendant  in  the  city  court  of 
Brooklyn,  in  the  state  of  New  York.  As 
appears  from  the  complaint  herein,  the 
Judgment  sued  on  was  joint  as  to  Birdseye 
and* others,  and  several  or  personal  as  to 
Birdseye.  The  complaint  alleges  that 
Birdseye  had  been  personally  served  by 
summons  in  tbe  city  of  Brooklyn,  and 
that  he  appeared  in  the  action  by  counsel, 
and  that,  thereafter,  judgment  was  duly 
given.  It  is  also  alleged  that  the  city 
court  of  Brooklyn  was  a  court  of  record, 
and  that,  under  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  state  of  New  York,  it  had 
Jurisdiction  of  tbe  subject-matter  of  the 
action.  This  seems  to  us  sufficient  in  this 
respect;  and,  as  there  is  no  bill  of  excep- 
tion or  statement,  there  is  no  other  ques- 
tion for  consideration. 

Judgment  affirmed.

BccK,  J.    Appeal  from  an  order  over- 
rmlins  motion  for  a  new  trial.    This  is  an 
action  for  damages  by  Diego  Riborado  et 
al..   Plaintiffs,  against  The  Quang  Pang 
Mining  Company,  Defendantf»,  for  an  ai- 
leiced  injory  by  defendants  to  the  ditch 
aad    dam    of    plaintlRs.    The    plaintiffs' 
diteh,  for  ab<int  1,000  feet  is  upon  the  min- 
ing claim  of  defendants.    The   plaintiffs' 
dam  or  dams,  built  for  tbe  purpose  of  turn- 
ins  water  from  Sharkey  creek  into  It,  are 
sltaated  off  and  outside  of  the  Discovery 
claim,  owned  and  worked  by  defendants, 
apon  old  diggings,  washed  out  and  aban- 
doned.    Tbe  defendants'  claim,  known  as 
tbe* Discovery  Claim,"  is  the  prior  loca- 
tion,  and    the  plaintiffs'  ditch  was  dug 
across  it  without  any  express  license.    It 
was  rather  tolerated  than   permitted  by 
defendants*    grantors,  with    the    under- 
» landing    that  defendants   should   work 
tbeir  claim  *']nst  as  if  no  ditch  was  there." 
Tiie  dltrb  of  plaintiffs  was  commenced  in 
1868,  and   they  claimed   the  right  to  put  it 
across  defendants'  claim,  and  maintain  it 
tbere,  by  virtae  of  the  following  miners' 
TCgnlatlon  adopted  in  1866, to- wit:   ''Each 
claim  Shan  bave  the  right  todrain  through 
any  other  claim  or  claims,  but  shall  con- 
fine bis  dampings  to  his  own  ground." 
Tbe  appellants  claim  that  this  regulation 
was  Toid  for  non-user.    There  was  no  evi- 
dence tbat  said  regulation  had  eitherfallen 
Isto  disase  or  had  been  superseded  by  any 
other.    On     tbe    contrary,    the    evidence 
bUowb  tbat  tbe  mining  district  is  still  in 
existence,  and   tbat  the  two  claims  in  dis- 
pore  bad  been  worked  almost,  if  not  quite, 
rootlnaoasly  all  the  time  since  said  ditch 
was  made.     If  there  Is  any  custom  or  reg- 
olatfon  modifying  this  regulation  of  1866, 
tbedefendaDts  sboold  bave  proven  it  on 
the  trial.     Kins  t.  Edwards,  4  Morr.  Min 


R.  484^  In  the  absence  of  riuch  proof,  the 
written  regulation,  once  established,  is 
presumed  stlU  to  exist  and  be  in  force. 

In  the  assignment  of  errors  it  is  claimed 
that  the  fifth  finding  Is  unsupported  by 
the  evidence.  That  finding  is  as  follows: 
''That  in  1879  the  defendants  washed  out 
what  was  called  thelowerdam  of  plaintiffs, 
and  set  fire  to  and  burned  the  upper  dam." 
The  error  to  this  finding  is  alleged  to  be 
thatthe  evidence  shows  that  the  plain  tiffs* 
lower  dam  was  washed  out  in  1878,  and 
never  afterwards  repaired ;  that  the  dam 
burned  was  the  remnant  of  the  old  dam; 
and  that  there  is  no  evidence  of  tamy  dam- 
age to  plaintiffs  from  said  burning.  After 
a  careful  study  of  the  evidence  we  are  unable 
to  say  that  there  is  error  in  this  finding. 
The  evidence  brought  up  Is  in  such  a  con- 
fused condition,  abbreviated  and  often  in 
broken  sentences,  wanting  substantives 
and  predicates,  that  it  is  quite  impossible 
to  determine  as  to  many  matters  given  in 
evidence.  It  is  admitted  upon  the  argU' 
ment  that  there  was  a  Kood  map  of  the 
grounds  in  dispute  In  the  court  below. 
This  map  is  not  here.  The  locations  of 
these  dams  were  explained  to  thecourt  be- 
low by  reference  to  tbe  map,  which  is  not 
In  the  transcript.  It  is  therefore  Impossible 
for  us  to  say  that  the  finding  was  not 
supported  by  evidence.  To  the  further  ob- 
jection to  this  finding,  to-wit,that  there  Is 
no  evidence  of  damage  from  said  burning, 
it  Is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  evidence  of 
plaintiffs  sets  the  damage  of  1879  at  ^850. 
ThiR  damage  resulted  from  cutting  out  the 
dam,  and  loss  of  time. 

The  ilecond  error  assigned  is  that  the 
seventh  finding,  to-wlt,  that  in  1881  de- 
fendants wanhed  out  plaintiffs'  dam  and 
filled  plaintiffs'  ditch  with  tailings  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  ruin  their  season's  work, 
is  contrary  to  the  pleadlngn  and  unsup- 
ported by  evidence.  Tbe  evidence  of  plain- 
tiffs upon  that  subject  was:  "In  1881  the 
pole  fiume  so  placed  filled  up  the  ditch 
level  with  sand.  They  washed  away  ev- 
erything. Lost  all  the  summer's  water." 
"Thepleadlngsallege  that  In  1881  the  de- 
fendants wrongfully  and  unlawfully  cut 
and  Injnred  the  ditch  and  dam  of  plain- 
tiffs." We  think  the  finding  that  defend- 
ants washed  out  the  dam  and  filled  up 
plaintiffs'  ditch  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
prevent  their  using  It  for  a  year  is  folrly  re- 
sponsive to  the  allegation  that  they  cut 
and  Injured  it.  The  api>ellnnts  assign  as 
error  the  conclusion  of  law  that  the  de- 
fendants are  liable  to   plaintiffs  fur  tbe 
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amount  of  damages  tmneceBsarlly  done 
by  tbem  in  the  yeani  187^,  1880,  and  1881. 
This  finding  is  general,  and  sastained  by 
the  fifth  finding  of  fact,  to-wlt:  That  in 
the  year  1879  defendants  washed  out  what 
was  called  the  lower  dam  of  plaintiffs  and 
set  fire  to  and  burned  the  upper  one.  Al- 
lowing, as  was  claimed  upon  the  argu- 
ment, that  the  evidence  shows  that  the 
lower  dam  was  washed  out  in  1878  and 
never  afterwards  replaced,  which  does  not 
seem  clear  to  us,  yet  the  burning  of  the  up- 
per dam  would  be  sufficient  to  sustain  the 
finding.  This  dam  was  not  on  the  Discov- 
ery claim.  It  was  on  ground  abandoned 
and  worked  out  and  open  to  all.  There 
Is  some  pretense  that  defendants  were 
washing  the  old  tailings,  but  tliero  is  no  evi- 
dence that  they  had  any  claim  there  that 
would  Justify  their  washing  away  or  de- 
stroying plaintiffs'  dam. 

It  is  also  claimed  that  the  following  con- 
clusion of  law  is  erroneous,  to-wit:  The 
plaintiffs  have  the  right  to  convey  said 
water  over  the  mining  ground  of  defend- 
ants, by  ditch  and  fiuroe,  to  their  mining 
ground  below;  subject,  however,  to  the 
right  of  defendants  to  work  their  mining 
ground  over  which  said  ditch  runs,  doing 
no  unnecessary  damage;  subject,  also,  to 
the  defendants'  right  to  recover  damages 
from  plaintiffs  for  such  easement,  if  any 
occurred.  We  think  this  general  propo- 
sition of  la  wis  clearly  sound.  The  mining 
regulation  quoted  above  has  the  force  of 
law,  and  section  486  of  our  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  makes  it  evidence  in  actions 
concerning  mining  claims.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  law  as  laid  down  by  the  court 
was  irrelevant,  and  not  responsive  to  the 
findings  of  fact.  Possibly  this  may  be 
true,  yet  we  can  see  no  injury  which  its 
enunciation  has  done  the  defendants.  Ad- 
mitting that  the  sixth  and  seventh  find- 
ings do  not  bring  the  case  within  this  law. 
still  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  fifth 
finding  of  fact  sustains  the  ccmclusion  of 
law,  and  the  Judgment  is  therefore  af- 
fimed.

A  party  who  negligently  or  culpably 
stands  b^r  and  allows  another  to  contract 
on  the  faith  and  understanding  of  a  fact 
which  he  can  contradict  cannot  after- 
wards dispute  that  fact  in  an  action 
against  the  person  who  has  himself  aa 
sisted  in  deceiving.  Anderson  v.  Arm- 
stead,  69  111.452;  Stewart  v.  Munford,  91 
111.  58;  Mayer  v.  Erkhardt,  88  111.  452; 
Nichols  V.  Pool,  89  111.  491 ;  Lewis  ▼.  Lan- 
phere,  79  111.

Buck,  J.  This  was  an  action  of  claim 
and  delivery,  tried  at  the  June  term  of  the 
district  court,  1884.  The  action  was 
brought  to  recover  the  possesnion  of  aix 
mules,  claimed  to  have  been  bought  by 
plaintiff  of  Adams  &  Cunningham  by  bill 
of  sale,  dated  November  22, 1882.  The  de- 
fendants claimed  title  to  the  property  by 
virtue  of  a  bill  of  sale  from  the  same  ven- 
dors, dated  November  21,  1882.  At  the 
time  the  first  bill  of  sale  was  executed  and 
delivered  to  defendants,  the  property  was 
in  the  care  and  custody  of  the  plaintiff  on 
the  road-bed  of  the  Oregun  Short-line  Rail- 
road, then  being  constructed.  The  bill  of 
sale  was  made  at  Pocatelio,  Idaho,  and 
the  property  was  about  50  miles  from 
there.  Tde6  mulcH  were  a  portion  of  71 
animals,  included  in  the  sale  to  defendants. 
Lufkins,  the  plaintiff,  was  in  charge  of 
said  animals,  as  foreman  of  Adams  & 
Cunningham,  the  vendors.  On  the  inorn- 
ing  of  the  day  succeeding  the  sale  to  de- 
fendants, Mr.  Stevens,  one  of  the  firm  of 
Stevens  &  Collins,  and  Mr.  Adams,  one  of 
the  vendors,  traveling  towards  the  place 
where  the  animals  were,  met  the  plaintllT, 
Lufkins, and  Mr.  Adams  informed  him  (the 
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plain  tiff)  that  they  had  sold  the  stock  to 
dcfondaotB.  and  defendnot  Stevenn  then 
and  tberi^  hired  the  plaintiff  lu  continae  in 
ebarice  ot  the  stock  as  the  foreman  of  the 
defendants.  The  plaintiff  then  agreed  to 
accept  said  employnient,  and  then  entered 
Into  the  services  ot  defendants. 

The  said  st«>ck  ivas  scattered  along  said 
road-bed  some  2C  or  30  miles,  the  principal 
portion  beins:  at  the  forty-third  mile  sta- 
tion.   Dorins  the  said  twenty -second  day 
of  NoTsinlier,  the  p1aintiff,Luflcin8,and  de- 
fendant Stevens,  with  Mr.  Adams,  traveled 
over  the  line  to  said  forty-third  mile  sta- 
tion, where  all  the  stocic  was  turned  over. 
I>nr!ns  the  evenins,  while  the  stock  was 
cominie  in,  Adams  &  Co nninffhum executed 
to  plaintifX  the  said  bill  of  sale,  dated  on 
the  22d,in  which  they  aold  air  their  right, 
title,  and  interest  **  to  the  six  mules  in  dis- 
imte,  the  said   stock  being  a  part  of  the  71 
head  enamerated  in  the  bill  of  sale  to  de- 
ftendant  maile  the  day  before.    The  plain  • 
till  took  possession  of  said  six  mules  be- 
fore they  had  been  turned  over  to  defend- 
ants* and     defendanta   afterwards    took 
f b^Hi  from   plaintiff,  and  still  hold  them 
oader  claim  that  the  title  to  the  property 
pnssad  to  them,  defendants,  on  the  mom- 
laic  off   the    226,   when   plaintiff,   having 
them  in  his  posaeasion,  first  received  no- 
tice ot  the  sale  of  said  stock ;  the  plaintiff, 
oo  tlie  contrary,  claiming  that  the  title 
passed  to  him  on  obtaining  possession  of 
the  stock   on    the  evening  of  the  226,  the 
aefcndants  haTing  up  to  that  time  never 
had  the  property  in  manual  possession 
sadcr  said  bill  of  sale. 

TbeconrtK^v^  ^1>®  following  instruction 
to  the  Jury  on  the  request  of  the  appel- 
laalM :  ^  When  property  sold  in  good  faith 
is,  al  the  time,  in  coatody  of  a  third  per- 
son, notice  to  him  of  the  sale  is  sufficient 
toeonstitate  a  delivery,  as  to  subsequent 
porehaaers  or  attaching  creditors."  This 
iastroction  is  the  law  upon  that  point. 
BeoJ.  Sales,  p.  672,  §  075,  note  d;  How  v. 


Taylor,  52  Mo. 592;  Cofleld  v. Clark,  2  Colo. 
101;  Dempsey  V.Gardner,  127  Mrsr.381,383. 
The  court  also  gave,  at  the  request  of  re- 
spondent, another  instruction,  in  which 
the  following  language  is  used:  **But,  in 
order  to  constitute  such  delivery,  it  is  nec- 
essary that  the  seller,  purchaser,  and  third 
party,  should  all  agree."  To  this  modifi- 
catioD  of  the  former  instractlon  the  appel- 
lants excepted,  and  assign  the  same  as  er- 
ror. The  modification,  beiug  a  portion  of 
a  long  instruction  asked  for  on  the  trial, 
probably  was  given  without  observing 
that  it  was  a  substantia]  contradiction  of 
the  other  instruction.  It  seems  to  be  un- 
supported by  the  authorities,  and,  being 
a  contradierion  in  terms  as  to  the  law  of 
the  case,  it  falls  within  the  role  that  **the 
giving  of  incouHif«tent  instructions  Is  error, 
for  the  reason  that  the  Jury  will  be  as  likely 
to  follow  the  on<^  as  the  other,"  and  also 
that  *'au  erroneous  instruction  is  notcared 
by  another  instruction  upon  the  same 
subject  which  is  correct,  unless  the  former 
is  specifically  withdrawn.**  Mackey  v. 
People.  2  Colo.  18;  Rice  v.  Olin,  79  Pa.  St. 
391;  Thorop.  Charg.  Jur.  §  69;  People  v. 
Campbell,  30Cal.  812. 

The  bill  of  exceptions  con  tains  several  ex- 
ceptions to  the  ruling  of  the  court  in  the 
matter  of  instroctions  to  th^  ]ury,and  the 
admission  of  evidence,  which  would  be  in- 
teresting matters  of  consideraton ;  but  the 
views  of  the  court  upon  the  instruction 
already  discussed  being  decisive  of  the 
case,  the  limited  time  at  the  disposal  of 
the  court  will  prevent  a  more  extended 
discussion  of  them. 

Judgment  reversed,  and  new  trial 
granted.

Hays,  C.  J.  This  is  a  motion  by  re- 
spondent to  dismiss  the  appeal  from  the 
order  denying;  motion  for  a  new  trial,  also 
from  the  }adgment  of  the  court  below,  on 
tbe  srround,  amon^  other  things,  that  the 
undertaking?  is  insufficient  and  void.  Tbe 
appeal  and  the  nndertaklnR  in  chis  case 
are  substantially  like  those  in  MatbiRon 
V.  Leland,  1  Idaho,  712;  Eddy  v.  Van 
Nesri,  ante,  93,  6  Pac.  Rep.  115.  The  appel- 
lant seeks  in  each  of  these  cases  to  appeal 
from  the  order  denying  a  new  trial,  and 
from  tbe  Judgment  therein. 

The  undertaking  in  this  case,  among 
other  things,  sets  oat  that  whereas  the 
plaintiffs  appeal  to  th^  supreme  court  of 
the  territory  of  Idaho  from  tbe  Judgment 
and  decree  made  aud  entered  against  said 
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plaintiffs  in  said  action, etc.;  and  that  tbe 
plaintiffs  also  appeal  to  said  supreme 
court  from  tbe  order  of  said  district  coart 
overruling  plaintiffs*  motion  for  a  new 
trial  in  said  action;  and  then  undertakes 
to  pay  all  damages  awarded  against  tbem 
on  appeal,  or  on  a  dismissal  thereof,  not 
exceeding  the  sum  of  $800.  It  was  held 
by  this  court  in  tbe  case  of  MathiBon  y. 
Leland,  supra,  that  socb  an  undertaking 
covers  but  one  appeal,  and  that  it  was 
impossible  upon  inspection  to  determine 
to  which  appeal  it  applied,  and  that  nei- 
ther tbe  appeal  from  tbe  order  or  from  the 
Judgment  was  well  taken,  and  therefore 
tbe  appeal  was  dismissed.  It  was  held  In 
Eddy  V.  Van  Ness,  supra,  that  such  an  un- 
dertaking was  void,  and  therefore  there 
was  no  undertaking  in  either  appeal,  and 
in  that  case  also  the  appeal  was  dismissed. 
Upon  the  hearing  of  motion  to  dlamiss 
appeal  appellants  presented  to  tbls  coart 
two  good  and  sufficient  undertakings,  ap- 
proved by  a  Justice  of  tbe  supreme  court, 
and  asked  that  the  same  be  filed  pursuant 
to  section  657  of  the  Code.  In  the  rase  of 
Emery  v.  Langley,  1  Idaho,  694,  the  under- 
taking was  simply  insufficient,  while  in 
this  case,  following  the  former  adjudica- 
tions of  this  court,  the  undertaking  is  void. 
We  are  aware  the  practice  has  been  differ- 
ent in  California  from  what  it  is  lu  this 
territory;  but,  after  an  examination  of 
the  authorities  cited,  are  satisfied  that  tbe 
courts  of  that  state  are  guided  more  by 
precedent  than  by  sound  legal  priuciple  la 
this  class  of  cases.  It  seems  from  tbe  for- 
mer adjudications  of  this  court  that  a  dis- 
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tiBctloB  has  been  drawn  between  the  in- 
salllcieBt  undertaking  aod  the  one  that  ia 
void.  We  must  therefore  hold  that  the 
ftttasof  enfficient  nndertaklDg  at  the  bear- 
iBB  of  motion  to  disniiea  will  not  avail  the 
appellants. 

Tbe  appeal  Is  diHniissed,  without  preju- 
dice to  another  appeal.

No  special  appearance  is  allowable  in  a 
case,  except  to  raise  Jurisdictional  ques- 
tions. If  a  party  so  far  appears  to  call  in- 
to action  tbe  powers  of  the  court  for  any 
purpose  except  to  decide  upon  its  own 
jurisdiction,  it  is  a  full  appearance.  Clark

Hays,  C.  J.  This  was  an  action 
brought  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  given  by 
defendants  to  respondent  on  property  sit- 
uate in  Alturas  county.  Tbe  complaint, 
among  other  things,  sets  out  that  tbe  de- 
fendants gave  their  Joint  notes  to  re- 
spondent for  f850,  with  Interest  thereon. 
To  secure  tbe  payment  of  said  notes  they 
made,  executed,  and  delivered  their  Joint 
mortgage  on  property  therein  described.  It 
appears  that  this  action  to  foreclose  tbe 
mortgage  was  duly  commenced,  and  de- 
fendant Quantrell  appeared  in  thecourt  be- 
low. Defendant  Ward,  through  bis  attor- 
ney, appeared  specially,  and  moved  the 
court  to  vacate  tbeserrice  of  thesummons 
on  account  of  alleged  defective  service,  and 
also  filed  and  served  a  demurrer  to  tbe 
complaint.  The  motion  and  demurrer 
were  each  overruled,  and  Judgment  of  fore- 
closure entered ;  also  judgment  entered  for 
any  deficiency  that  might  be  found  due 
after  applying  the  proceeds  from  sale  of 
mortgaged  premises.  The  defendant 
Ward  appeals  from  said  Judgment,  and 
from  the  whole  thereof.  Quantrell  does 
not  appeal,  and  did  not  appear  In  this 
court.  The  notice  of  appeal  was  ad- 
dressed to  the  plaintiff  alone.  Upon  the 
bearing  of  the  case  respondent  asks  to 
have  the  appeal  dismissed,  and  denies  the 
Jurisdiction  of  this  court  on  tbe  ground 
that  Quantrell  was  an  adverse  party  to 
appellant,  and  that  no  notice  of  appeal 
was  given  to  him. 

The  Code  provides  that  any  party  ag- 
grieved may  appeal.    By  tbe  term  "any 
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party*  we  underBtand  any  person  who  Is 
a  party  to  the  action.  The  party  or  per- 
son appealing  is  known  a8  tne  appellant, 
and  the  adverse  party  as  the  respondent. 
The  appeal  Is  taken  by  filing  with  theclerk 
of  the  court  in  which  Judgment  is  entered 
a  motion  stating  they  appeal  from  the 
Judgment,  or  some  specified  part  thereof, 
(section  643,  Code,)  and  serving  a  similar 
notice  on  the  adverse  party. 

The  question  now  arises,  is  Quantrellan 
adverse  party  within  the  meaning  of  this 
section  of  the  Code,  under  the  circum- 
stances of  this  case?  It  was  held  in  Sen- 
ter  V.  De  Bernal,  38  Cal.  637,  that  every 
^arty  whose  interest  in  the  subject-matter 
of  appeal  is  adverse  to,  or  will  be  affected 
by,  the  reversal  or  modification  of  the 
Judgment  or  order  from  which  the  appeal 
has  been  taken,  is  an  "adverse  party," 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Code,  irrespec- 
tive of  the  question  whether  he  appears 
upon  the  face  of  the  record  in  the  attitude 
of  plaintiff  or  defendant  or  intervener. 
Such,  in  substance,  has  been  held  by  many 
other  authorities.  Such  being  the  law, 
we  must  hold  thatQuantrell  is  an  adverse 
party  from  the  facts  as  they  appear  in  this 
case,  as  he  may  be  seriously  affected  by 
the  reversal  or  modification  of  the  Judg- 
ment. He  should  therefore  have  been 
served  with  the  notice  of  appeal.  As  it 
was  not  so  served,  and  be  has  not  ap- 
peared in  this  court,  the  appeal  must  be 
dismissed.  Parker  v.  Denny,  2  Wash.  T. 
360,  7  Pac.  Rep.  892;  Luco  v.  Commercial 
Bank  of  San  Diego,  (Cal.)  8  Pac.  Rep.  274; 
People  V.  Center,  66  Cal.  651,5  Pac.  Rep.

22.  Where  an  indictment  for  murder  In  the 
first  degree  is  defective,  in  that  it  do«»8  not 
allege  that  the  killing  was  deliberate  and  pre- 
meditated, as  required  by  the  statute,  and  the 
verdict  is  guilty  in  the  first  degree,  such  in- 
dictment being  sufficient  to  charge  the  second 


degree,  on  appeil  the  yerdlct  will  be  deemed 
a  verdict  of  guilty  in  the  second  degree,  and 
the  judgment  of  the  court  below  will  be  modi- 
fied accordingly.

Brodbrick,  J.  The  defendant  was  In- 
dicted, tried,  and  convicted  of  murder  la 
the  first  degree,  and  sentenced  to  be  exe- 
cuted. From  this  Judgment  he  appeals, 
and  assigns  as  error  that  the  indictment 
is  not  sufficient  to  support  the  verdict 
and  ludfltment.  The  indictment  charges 
substantially  that  the  defendant  feloni- 
ously, willfully,  and  of  his  malice  afore- 
thought did  make  an  assault  on  Thomas 
Breen;  that  the  defendant  feloniously, 
willfully,  and  of  his  malice  aforethought 
shot  and  wounded  said  Breen,  and  from 
the  effects  of  the  wound  he  died. 

This  is  the  modern  common-law  form 
for  charging  murder*  and  the  firat  ques- 
tion for  consideration  is  whether,  nnder 
our  statutes,  the  omission  to  charge  the 
offense  substantially  In  the  language  of 
the  statute  defining  murder  in  the  first 
degree  is  fatal  to  the  Judgment.  The  first 
definition  of  murder  by  our  statute  Is  as 
follows:.  ** Murder  is  the  unlawful  killing 
of  a  human  being  with  malice  afore- 
thought, either  express  or  implied. "  This 
is  a  general  description,  and  embraces 
all  murder  known  to  our  law,  whether  of 
the  first  or  second  degree.  Following  this 
provision  Is  a  definition  of  expreaa  and 
Implied  malice,  and  then  a  more  particular 
definition  of  murder  in  the  first  degree, 
which  reads:  ''All  murder  which  shall 
he  perpetrated  by  means  of  poison,  or 
lying  in  wait,  torture,  or  by  any  other 
kind  of  willful,  deliberate,  and  premedi- 
tated killing,  or  which  shall  be  committed 
in  the  perpetration  or  attempt  to  perpe- 
trate any  arson,  rape,  robbery,  or  bur- 
glary, shall  be  deemed  murder  of  the  first 
degree;  and  all  either  kinds  of  murder 
shall  be  deemed  murder  of  the  second  de- 
gree;  and  the  jury  before  whom  any  per- 
son indicted  for  murder  shall  be  tried  shall, 
if  they  find  such  person  guilty  thereof, 
designate  by  their  verdict  whether  It  be 
murder  of  the  first  or  second  degree." 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  indictment

does  not  charge  thnt  the  kflUng  was  done 
with  deliberation  und  premeditation.  We 
have  been  referred  to  many  respectable 
anthorlties  which  bold  that  the  common- 
law  Indictment  for  mnrder  sufficiently 
cbariEca  mnrder  In  either  decree,  but  the 
aUjadicationB  upon  tbifi  question  are  by 
BO  mea nil  uniform.  It  has  been  consid- 
ered in  aome  caaee  that  the  expression, 
"with  malice  aforetbougrht,**  Is  synony- 
moQB  with  ^deliberation  and  premedita- 
tion." In  People  v.  Ah  Choy,  1  Idaho, 
317.  oor  court  seems  to  have  udopted  this 
Tiew;  but  It  la  difficult  to  understand  from 
thla  case  what  the  indictment  really  con- 
tained. However,  It  was  assumed  In  this, 
and  one  other  case  we  find,  that  snch 
an  indictment  sufficiently  charges  murder 
in  the  first  degree;  and  we  dotibt  not 
that  prosecuting  officers  in  drawing  ln< 
dietmeots  have  generally  followed  the 
practice  tbns  sanctioned.  If  these  adjudl- 
catlona,  onsatlsfactury  as  they  are,  had 
been  made  in  civil  actions,  fixing  and  es- 
tabUahing  rules  of  property,  and  property 
rights  bad  accrued  under  them,  we  would 
hesitate  to  open  the  question ;  but  in  the 
case  we  are  considering,  and  in  the  class 
to  whScb  the  rule  would  apply,  we  take  it 
there  are  no  claims  to  vested  rights  which 
any  one  will  care  to  assert.  It  is  a  well- 
cstabliabed  principle  of  criminal  pleading 
that  tlie  anlMttantlve  facts  necessary  to 
eonstitQte  the  offense  charged  must  ap- 
pear In  tbe  indictment  with  sufficient  cer- 
tainty to  enable  the  party  to  defend 
against  the  charge  and  the  court  to  pro- 
nonnee  Jodgment.  Indeed,  It  Is  funds- 
mental  that  the  party  shall  be  informed 
by  the  Indictment  of  the  ''nature  and 
caoae  of  tbe  accusation."  This  indictment 
contains  no  averment  that  the  killing 
was  perpetrated  by  means  of  poison,  or 
lyiaic  in  wait,  or  by  torture,  or  in  an  at- 
tempt to  commit  any  of  the  feloniei>  speci- 
fied In  tbe  statute  quoted.  It  Is  admitted 
that  tbe  claim  to  convict  for  murder  in 
tbe  flnit  degrree  was  based  upon  evidence 
tendinis  to  sbow  that  the  killing  was  wiil- 
fol.  deliberate,  and  premeditated.  It  is 
therefore  tbia  kind  of  killing  that  we  must 
consider  In  this  case. 

At  tbe  common  law  the  ofTease  of  mur- 
der was  complete  whether  the  killing  was 
prsmeditated  or  was  the  result  of  feloni- 
oas  aseanlt,  with  malice  aforethought; 
yet  since  oar  statute  has  divided  murder 
hito  the  first  and  second  degree,  and  re- 
qairestbat  tbe  killing  shall  be  shown  to 
he  deliberate    and    premeditated,  (that  I 


Is,  Intended,)  in  order  to  constitute  mur- 
der of  the  first  degree,  we  think  such  pre- 
meditated killing  must  be  charged  in  the 
indictment  as  well  as  proved  by  the  evi- 
dence, in  order  to  sustain  a  conviction  for 
the  higher  offense  In  other  words,  since 
the  statute  has  narrowed  and  qnalifled 
the  general  definition  of  murder  by  a  dis- 
tinct and  substantive  definition  of  murder 
of  the  first  degree,  excluding  therefrom 
certain  homicides  which  would  be  murder 
at  the  common  law,  we  think  It  follows 
that  an  indictment  for  murder  as  at  com- 
mon law  would  not  necessarily  include 
the  charge  of  murder  In  tbe  first  degree. 
In  this  view  we  are  sustained  by  the 
later  and  better  authorities.  2  Bish. 
Crim.  Proc.  564-685;  Scnte  v.  McCormick, 
27  Iowa,  402;  Fonts  v.  State,  4  G.  Qreene, 
500;  Fonts  v.  State,  8  Ohio  St.  109;  Kain 
V.  State,  Id.  806;  State  v.  Brown,  7  Or. 
198;  State  v.  Brown,  21  Kan.  88;  Leonard 
V.  Territory,  2  Wash.  T.  381,  7  Pac.  Rep. 
872;  Kelly,  Crim.  Law,  3448,  and  cases 
cited;  Uagan  v.  State,  10  Ohio  St.  459; 
State  V.  Feaster,  25  Mo.  827. 

It  is  true  that  under  the  rules  of  crim- 
inal procedure,  as  now  generally  under- 
stood, where  the  statute  has  carved  two 
or  more  otfeuses  out  of  the  same  act,  and 
a  party  Is  indicted  for  the  highest  offense, 
or  grade  of  offense,  he  may  be  convicted, 
if  the  evidence  will  warrant  it,  of  any 
lower  offense,  or  grade  of  offense,  that  is 
sufficiently  charged  in  the  indictment, 
(People  V.  Shotwell,  27  Cal.  400;)  but  we 
are  not  aware  of  any  class  of  cases  where 
courts  have  allowed  a  conviction  for  a 
higher  offense,  or  grade  of  offense,  than 
that  charged,  except  in  murder  cases,  and 
we  cannot  accept  the  doctrine  that  a 
party  tried  for  any  crime  can  be  convicted 
of  an  offense  of  which  he  Is  not  fairly 
charged. 

Respondent  contends  that  this  indict- 
ment is  sufficient  under  the  amendment 
to  the  criminal  practice  act,  (Thirteenth 
Sess.  Laws,  97,)  which  Is  as  follows: 
"The  Indictment  shall  contain  the  title  of 
the  action,  and  the  name  of  the  court  to 
which  tbe  indictment  is  presented,  and 
the  names  of  the  parties,  and  shall  be 
sufficient  if  it  charge  the  offense  substan- 
tially in  the  language  of  the  statute  pro- 
hibiting the  crime,  and  In  such  a  manner 
as  to  enable  a  person  of  common  under- 
standing to  know  what  is  intended.**  By 
this  statute  the  legislature  has  not  under- 
taken to  dispense  with  the  avermenta 
necessary  to    inform    the    party  of    tbe 
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offense  charged,  bat  hnB  only  Biniplifled 
the  manner  of  chargiag  the  facta.  Before 
a  party  is  placed  upon  trial  for  a  felony 
or  other  offense  he  Ih  entitled  to  have  the 
offense  pleaded,  not  necessarily  in  the 
technical  language  of  the  common  law, 
but  substantially  In  the  language  of  the 
statute  defining  the  offense,  and  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  enable  a  person  of  ordinary 
understanding  to  know  what  is  intended, 
and  for  what  offense  he  is  to  be  tried. 
This  statute  modifies  the  intricate  and 
exacting  common-law  rules  of  criminal 
pleading,  and  seeks  to  establish  a  plain 
rule  more  in  harmony  with  the  advanced 
notions  of  criminal  Jurisprudence.  This 
the  legislature  had  the  power  to  do,  and 
this,  in  our  Judgment,  is  what  was  in- 
tended. 

The  appellant  asks  that  the  instructions 
given  by  the  court  of  its  own  motion  be 
reviewed.  The  instructions  thus  given 
are  not  here  by  bill  of  exceptions,  and 
cannot  be  reviewed  in  this  court.  People 
V.  Biles,  ante,  103,  6  Fac.  Rep.  121. 

The  indictment  sufficiently  charges  mur- 
der in  the  second  degree,  and  we  are  of 
the  opiuion  that  under  and  in  virtue  of 
the  general  power  given  to  modify  we 
should  sustain  the  verdict,  and  treat  it  as 
a  verdict  of  murder  of  the  second  degree, 
which  is  included  in  the  first,  and  modify 
the  Judgment  accordingly.  We  ore  not 
without  precedents  and  authority  in 
reaching  this  determination.  Fonts  v. 
State,  4  Q.  Greene,  500;  State  v.  McCor- 
mick,  27  Iowa,  414;  Johnson  v.  Com.,  24 
Pa.  St.  887. 

This  case  is  distinguished  from  Hogan 
V.  State,  30  Wis.  428,  and  People  v. 
Campbell,  40  Cal.  129.  In  these  cases  the 
Jury  found  the  defendants  guilty  as 
charged,  but  did  not  find  the  degree; 
hence  the  court  could  not  say  whether 
they  were  found  guilty  of  murder  or  man- 
slaughter. 

In  the  case  at  bar  the  defendant  was 
found  guilty  of  murder,  and  the  evidence 
sustains  the  verdict,  and  we  do  not  think 
Justice  would  be  promoted  by  ordering  a 
new  trial,  or  by  remanding  the  cause.  It 
is  therefore  considered  and  adjudged  by 
the  court  here  that  the  judgment  of  the 
court  below  be,  and  Is  hereby,  modified 
so  as  to  say  that  the  defendant,  E.  J. 
O'Callaghan,  be  confined  in  the  territorial 
prison  of  the  territory  of  Idaho,  at  hard 
labor,  during  his  natural  life.

10,  S  129,  pro- 
Tiding  a  penalty  for  persons  who,  being  within 
the  degrees  of  consanguinity  within  which  mar- 
riages are  declared  to  be  incestuonjs  and  void, 
shall  commit  fornication  with  each  other,  error 
cannot  be  predicated  on  an  instruction,  given 
in  the  prosecution  of  an  indictment  drawn  un- 
der this  section,  that  persons  violating  it  are 
guilty  of  incest. 

Saicb- Consent  of  Both  Parties. 

2.  The  crime  of  incest  may  be  committed 
by  one  party  to  the  act  without  the  cousentinsr 
mind  of  the  other  party  thereto. 

Criminal  Law— Motion  to  Nonsuit. 

8.  On  a  criminal  prosecution,  error  cannot 
be  predicated  on  the  overruling  of  defendant's 
motion  for  a  nonsuit,  on  the  ground  of  InsaflGi- 
cient  evidence,  as  such  motion  is  unknown  in 
criminal  practice;  the  remedy  in  such  case  be- 
ing to  request  an  instruction  directing  the  jury 
to  acquit. 

WiTNSss— Impbachmbnt. 

4.  On  a  trial  for  incest,  error  cannot  be 
predicated  on  the  refusal  of  the  court  to  per- 
mit an  answer  to  be  made  to  the  question  put 
by  defendant  to  a  witness,  "You  may  state,  if 
you  Imow,  whether  the  prosecutrix  is  a  truth- 
ful  girl,"  as  such  question  calls  for  the  opinion 
of  the  witness.

Buck,  J.  The  defendant  was  convicted 
on  an  indictment  for  an  offense  under  sec- 
tion 129,  c.  10, Crimes  and  Punishment  Act, 
p.  353,  of  our  Revised  Laws  of  1875.  The 
section  reads  as  follows:  '*  Persons  beinii; 
within  the  decrees  of  consanguinity  with- 
in which  marriages  are  declared  by  law  to 
be  incestuous  and  void,  who  shall  inter- 
marry with  each  other,  or  who  shall  com- 
mit   fornication  or    adultery  with  each 
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other*  shall,  on  conTiction,  be  ponlsbed  by 
tanprteoDnieiit  in  the  territorial  prison  not 
kn  than  one  uor  more  than  ten  years." 
The  indlrtment  apeclfles  the  offense  eh  a  rRecl 
therein  as  a  felony,  and  in  the  charging 
part  Qiies  anbatantialiy  the  wordb  of  the 
itatnte. 

In  the  arspDinient  on  appeal  thme  errors 
^oae  of  instrnctlon  to  the  jnry,  one  of  rnl- 
iag  upon  the  admission  of  evidence,  and 
une  of  the  ref  asal   to  nonsuit  the  prosecu- 
tion— were  especially  insisted  upon.     In 
the  bQl  of  exceptions  the  alleged  errors  in 
Instraetlona  of  the  conrt  are  specified  in 
the  folio  winK  words:  "(5)  The  conrt  erred 
is  TeCo«lns  to  sive  the  instructions  asked 
Inr  hy  the  defendant.    (6)  The  court  erred 
hi  givlnxtbe  Jnry  the  instructions  asked 
for  hy  the  prosecution.* 

The  panic oiar  error  in  the  charge  of  the 
conrt  set  ont  in  appellant's  brief,  and  ar- 
gned  on  appeal,  is  in  the  giving  the  fol- 
loiring  instroction :  "The  defendant  is  in- 
dieted  for  the  crime  of  incest.  Under  the 
laws  of  this  territory  persons  being  within 
the  degrees  of  consanguinity  within  which 
■saTTlaiees  by  law  are  declared  to  be  inces- 
tncQs  and  void,  who  shall  intermarry 
with  each  other,  or  who  shall  commit 
Ibmicatlon  or  adultery  with  each  other, 
amgoflty  of  incest.**  It  is  claimed  that 
ttis  offense  here  charged  is  not  incest,  and 
that  defendant  was  tried  for  an  offense 
not  charged  in  the  indictment,  and  the 
}ory  minled  by  this  instrnctlon.  We  are 
able  to  see  in  this  instruction  nothing 
more  than  a  recitation  of  the  ele^sents  of 
the  oBtese  set  out  in  the  statute,  and  as 
charged  in  the  indictment,  with  the  addi- 
tioo  d  the  name  of  the  offense  as  it  would 
have  l>een  designated  at  common  law.  An 
isspeetion  of  the  record,  however,  shows 
that  this  deflnition  of  the  offense  was 
asked  for  by  the  defendant.  It  is  hardly 
aecessary  to  say  that  onecaunot  complain 
of  an  error,  eren  had  itexisted,  which  was 
Bade  at  his  own  request. 

The  error  in  the  admission  of  evidence, 
ss  specified  in  the  bill  of  exceptions,  was  In 
tlie  refusal  by  the  court  to  allow  the  fol- 
lowing questions  to  be  answered:  '*Qiies- 
Uoo.    (1)   Ton    may  state  if  you    know 
whether  Maicgie  Barnes  is  a  truthful  girl. 
(2)  Yon   may  state  whether  Maggie  has 
fspeatedly  to^d  falsehoods. **    The  authori- 
ty relied  upon  by  appellant  ns  sustaining 
his  exceptions  to  the  ruling  of  the  court  in 
rafosing  answers  to  these  questions  is  an 
Blitzed  ruUng  of  the  court  in  the  famous 
rase  of  Sharon  ▼•  Sharon,  79  Cal.  633,  not 


produced  upon  the  argument,  and  section 
897  of  our  Code  of  avil  Procedure.  That 
section  provides  that  "in  eyery  case  the 
credibility  of  the  witness  may  be  drawn  in 
question  by  evidence  affecting  hischaracter 
fortruth, honesty,  or  integrity.**  This  sec- 
tion adds  nothing  to  the  well-established 
rules  of  impeaching  the  credibility  of  wit- 
nesses. Greenleaf  says  that  the  credit  of 
witnesses  may  be  Impeached  by  general  evi- 
dence affecting  their  credit  for  veracity. 
The  evidence  introduced  must  be  compe- 
tent, and  its  introduction  regulated  by 
well-established  rules.  The  first  question 
calls  for  the  opinion  of  one  witness  as  to  the 
truthfulness  of  another,  and  the  second  as 
to  the  knowledge  of  one  witness  as  to  par- 
ticular falsehoods  told  by  another.  The 
first  is  clearly  an  invasion  of  the  province 
of  the  Jury,  who  are  the  Judges  of  the  cred- 
ibility of  witnesses;  and  the  second  is  con- 
trary to  the  well-established  rule  that,  for 
the  purpose  of  impeaching  the  credit  of 
witnesses,  the  examination  must  be  con- 
fined to  general  reputation,  and  is  not  per- 
mitted as  to  particular  facts.    1  Greenl. 

Ev.  (14th  Ed.)  {461. 

The  third  alleged  error  urged  by  defend- 
ant is** that  the  court  erred  in  refusing 
defendant's  motif m  for  a  nonsuit.**  In 
criminal  practice  the  motion  to  nonsuit  is 
not  the  appropriate  remedy  for  defendant 
in  case  of  a  failure  of  proof.  If  the  prison- 
er cannot  be  convicted,  he  is  entitled  to  a 
verdict  of  acquittal.  There  can  be  no 
nonsuit  as  in  civil  cases.  1  Bish.  Criro. 
Proc.  §  961;  People  v.  Bennett,  49  N.  Y. 
137.  "In  thlH  case  the  court  hold  that  aft- 
er the  trial  is  commenced  the  verdict  of  the 
Jury  must  be  pronounced,  but  this  may  be 
done  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the 
court."  In  that  case  the  motion  was 
made  to  discharge  the  prisoner  on  the 
ground  that  there  was  no  case  for  the  Jury. 
The  appellate  court  say  the  trial  court  had 
no  power  to  grant  the  precise  motion 
made,— the  Jury  must  pronounce  the  ver- 
dict. Section  373  of  our  criminal  practice 
act  provides  that  *'if,at  any  time  after  the 
evidence  on  either  side  is  closed,  the  court 
deem  the  same  Insufficient  to  warrant  a 
conviction,  it  may  advise  the  Jury  to  ac- 
quit the  defendant;  but  Che  Jury  shall  not 
be  bound  by  such  advice,  nor  shall  the 
court,  for  any  cause,  prevent  the  Jnry 
from  giving  a  verdict  except  as  provided 
by  sections  360,  861,  and  365,**  which  do 
not  apply  to  the  case  at  bar.  It  is  appar- 
ent that  the  motion  to  nonsuit  was  prop- 
erly overruled.      It  was,  however,  held  in 
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People  V.  Bennett,  above  cited,  that,  al- 
thoogh  the  motion  to  dittcbarge  the  prlts- 
oner  could  not  have  been  granted  in  the 
form  in  which  it  waa  made,  to  the  end 
that  substantial  Justice  might  be  done,  it 
might  be  regarded  as  a  request  that  the 
court  advise  the  Jury  to  acquit.  Adopt- 
ing this  snsgestlon  in  the  case  at  bar,  we 
may  consider  whether  the  ground  upon 
which  it  was  made  was  well  taken.  It  Is 
asserted  by  appellant  and  admitted  by  re- 
spondent that  the  prosecuting  witness, 
the  person  with  whom  the  defendant  com- 
mitted the  offense  of  fornication,  was  de- 
fendant's daughter,  an  infant,  under  12 
years  of  age;  and  that  under  our  statute 
ehe  was  incapable  of  giving  consent  to  the 
alleged  illicit  in  tercourcie.  The  point  made 
by  defendant  in  the  motion  for  nonsuit 
was  that  the  consent  o(  both  parties  to 
the  illicit  intercourse  was  not  necessary  to 
constitute  the  crime  of  incest,  and  that, 
the  prosecuting  witness  being  of  that  ten- 
der age  of  which  the  law  repudiates  the 
possibility  of  consent,  the  element  of  mu- 
tual consent  was  wanting,  and  the  defend- 
ant should  have  been  acquitted. 

This  involves  the  legal  proposition 
whether  fornication,  as  known  at  common 
law,  may  be  committed  by  one  person 
without  the  concurrent  criminality  of  the 
other  party  to  the  act.  The  arguments  of 
the  attorneys  upon  this  question  were  ex- 
haustive, and  brought  to  the  attention 
of  (he  court  a  large  number  of  authorities 
of  adjudicated  cases  in  which  directly  op- 
posite conclusions  were  reached.  Bouvier 
defines*** fornication"  to  be  ^the  unlawful 
knowledge  by  an  unmarried  person  of  an- 
other." This  definition  does  not  imply 
that  carnal  knowledge  must  necessarily 
be  mutual.  2  Bish.  Crim.  Law,  §§  11,  24, 
defines  it  to  be  '*the  voluntary  sexual  in- 
tercourse of  one  person  with  another." 
There  must  be  a  voluntary  consent  of  the 
will  on  the  part  of  the  one;  but  may  not 
the  otiier  party  to  the  act  be  the  victim 
of  force  or  fraud,  or  a  child  so  young  that 
the  law  regards  her  incapable  ot  giving 
consent?  The  terms  used  in  the  statute 
are,  ** Persons  being  within  the  degrees  of 
consanguinity,"  etc., ''who  shall  commit 
fornication  with  each  other."  Evidently 
the  term  ''fornication"  Is  used  In  the  ordi- 
nary, common-law  meaning.  We  have 
been  unable  to  find  any  definition  of  that 
term  in  the  common-law  authorities 
which  ne«*e8sarlly  Implies  a  consenting 
mind  in  both  parties  to  the  act.  It  is 
maintained  that  the  words  *'witb  each 


other,"  used  in  the  statute, imply  that  the 
offense  is  committed  only  when  both  par- 
ticipants therein  do  so  with  a  willing 
mind.  Many  of  the  adjudicated  caaen 
sustaining  this  theory  seem  to  be  fooDded 
upon  such  a  construction  of  the  langaage 
used.  We  are  unable  to  adopt  this  cod« 
Btrnctlon.  We  are  rather  of  the  opinion 
that  the  better  reason  is  found  with  tbe 
opposite  authorities,  which  hold  that  nei- 
ther the  language  of  the  statute,  nor  tbe 
true  definition  of  the  terms  employed,  im* 
ply  that  a  mutuality  of  consent  is  necessa- 
ry to  constitute  the  crime  of  incest.  In 
support  of  our  conclusions  we  cite  Bish. 
8t.  Crimes,  §  660;  Whart.  Crim.  Law,  ( 
1751 ;  State  v.  Ellis,  74  Mo.  385;  Mercer  r. 
Htate,  17  Tex.  App.  452;  Alonso  v.  State, 
15  Tex.  App.  878. 

W^e  find  no  error  in  tbe  record,  and  tbe 
Judgment  below  is  affirmed.

A  Judgment  based  upon  findings  which 
do  not  determine  all  tbe  issues  raised  by 
the  pleadings  is  a  decision  against  law« 
for  which  a  new  trial  may  be  had.

Hays,  C.  J.  Appellant  brought  this  ac- 
tion in  the  district  court  of  Alturaa  coon- 
ty  against  tbe  respondent  to  recover  a 
quantum  meruit  for  professional  services 
as  an  attorney  at  law  rendered  by  appel- 
lant for  respondent.  The  complaint  sets 
out  three  causes  of  action.   The  defendant 
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■nBwers  by  a  general  denial;  also  at- 
tempts a  special  denial  of  each  of  the 
eaoaea  of  action.  The  answer  also  alleges 
that  all  the  serylces  set  forth  in  the  cum- 
pftalnt  were  performed  onder  a  special 
asnemmit  for  a  stipolated  price,  and  that 
the  plaintiff  bad  been  fully  paid  therefor. 
While  the  answer  may  have  been  open  to 
rritlcisni,  in  not  having  been  as  specific  In 
denial  as  tbe  Oide  requires,  yet  It  was 
treated  by  the  parties  as  sufficient,  and  no 
objection  made  to  it  in  the  court  below. 
Ry  consent  of  parties  the  cause  was  duly 
rKerred,  to  be  heard,  tried,  and  deter- 
mlncfl.  It  was  afterwards  tried  by  the 
referee,  and  he  found  in  favor  of  defendant, 
and  lodsment  was  entered  accordingly, 
from  which  plaintiff  appeals  to  this  court. 
It  was  contended  that  the  referee  did  nut 
IDs  bis  report  within  20  days  after  the 
dose  of  tbe  testimony  In  the  case.  While 
thestato  te  is  doubtless  directory,  (Hay  nes, 
New  TrlHla  ft  App.  S  246,  and  cases  there 
cited.)  yet  If  It  Is  mandatory,  no  such  er- 
ror appears,  and  this  court  must  presume 
that  tbe  report  was  filed  In  time.  Ha  sard 
V.Cole,  1  Idaho,  276;  Hay  nes,  New  Trials 
ft  App.  S  285- 

It  Is  also  contended  that  the  referee 
fisHed  to  find  on  all  the  material  Issues. 
We  think  this  position  not  well  taken,  the 
owtut  iMlng  upon  tbe  appellant  to  show 
that  error  was  committed,  and  having: 
fafled  to  do  so,  we  think  the  Judgment 
•hoold  l>e  affirmed.

Buck,  J.  This  action  was  brought  for 
the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage.  The  de- 
fendants answered,  alleging  that  the  prem- 
ises described  In  the  mortgage  were,  at  the 
time  of  the  execution  thereof,  public  lands 
of  the  United  States,  upon  which  he  was 
living  as  a  pre^mptor.  Upon  the  Issues 
thus  made,  upon  the  motion  of  defendant, 
the  court  entered  ludgment  on  the  plead- 
ings.   The  appeal  Is  from  the  Judgment. 

The  order  granting  tbe  motion  for  Judg- 
ment on  the  pleadings  was  a  final  decision 
In  the  action,  to  which  an  exception  Is 
deemed  to  have  be«*n  taken  under  section 
403  of  our  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  To 
makethls  exception  available  on  appeal  It 
should  have  been  settled  In  a  bill  of  excep- 
tions under  section  400  of  tbe  Code,  and 
made  a  part  of  the  record.  Guthrie  v. 
Phelan,  ante,  89,  6  Pac.  I^ep.  107;  8ame 
V.  Fisher  ante,  101,6  Pac. Rep.  Ill;  Ainslle

The  ruling  of  the  court  upon  the  motion 
for  Judgment  on  the  pleadings  not  being 
questioned  in  the  record,  we  have  only  to 
look  to  the  complaint  to  ascertain  Wheth- 
er its  allegations  are  sufficient  to  sustain 
the  Judgment.

Landlokd  akd  Tenant-rights  or  Subtenant 
— Injunctions. 

In  an  action  to  enjoin  defendant  from 
interfering  with  the  removal  from  his  premises 
of  certain  wood,  the  property  of  plaintiffs,  it 
appeared  that  L.,  with  defendant's  consent, 
had  placed  the  wood  in  question  upon  defend- 
ant's land;  that  subsequently  L.  leased  the 
land  from  defendant,  coyenanting  not  to  sublet 
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«iiy  part  of  It  without  defendant's  consent; 
that,  soon  after  the  execution  of  the  lease,  L. 
sold  the  wood  to  plaintiffs,  by  the  terms  of 
the  sale  givin/ir  iJiem  until  the  expiration  of  the 
lease  to  remove  the  wood:  and  that  plaintiffs 
knew  of  the  terms  of  L.  s  lease,  addf  that 
the  overruling  of  a  demurrer  lo  the  complaint 
was  error.     Broderick,  J.,  dissenting. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Ada  couDty. 

Action  by  Paul  Aveliue  and  others 
against  William  H.  Ridenbaugh  to  enjoin 
defendant  from  Interfering  with  plaintiffs' 
alleged  right  of  removing  certain  wood 
from  the  land  of  defendant.

The  remedy  at  law  most  reach  the 
whole  mischief,  and  secure  the  whole 
right  of  the  party  in  a  perfect  manner,  or 
equity  will  Interfere  and  give  such  relief. 
3  Wait,  Act  &  Def.  p.  196;  2Scott  v.  8cott, 
83  Ga.  102. 

When  the  matter  Is  one  In  which  tbe 
Jurisdiction  is  concurrent  in  law  and  in 
equity,  a  court  uf  equity  will  exercise  a 
sound  discretion  Ih  assuming  it,  and  will 
only  decline  to  do  so  when  the  remedy  at 
law  la  as  complete  and  effective  as  in 
equity.    Hager  v.  Shindler,  29  Cal.  48. 

BccK.  J.  On  the  sixth  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1885,  the  defend  ant,  Ridenba  ugh,  leased 
to  one  81ng  Lee  Tong  certain  real  estate, 
by  an  indenture  in  writing,  for  the  term 
of  one  year.  Upon  said  premises  said  Lee 
Tong  had  at  the  time  said  lease  was  exe- 
cuted and  delivered,  and  for  some  time 
prior  thereto  had  had  thereon,  about  2,000 
cords  of  wood,  placed  there  with  tbe  con- 
sent of  defendant. 

The  lease  contained  two  covenants  of 
importance  in  this  action,  as  follows: 
**  First.  And  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  hereby  promises  and  agrees  that  be 
will  not  let  or  sublet  the  whole  or  any 
pare  of  said  premises  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  party  of  the  first  part. 
Second,  It  is  hereby  agreed  that  if  default 
shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  covenants 
herein  contained,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  tbe 
party  of  the  first  part  to  re-enter  said 
premises  and  to  remove  all  persons  tbce- 
from.**  The  premises  described  in  the 
lease  are  entirely  surrounded  by  other 
land  of  the  defendant,  the  lessor,  and  the 
only  means  of  ingress  and  egress  thereto 
and  therefrom  is  by  a  way  which  has 
been  used  as  a  public  way  to  said  prem- 
ises for  several  years. 

On  the  seventh  day  of  November.  1S85, 
tbe  day  succeeding  that  upon  which  the 
lease  was  executed,  the  lessee,  Lee  Tong, 
sold  to  these  plaintiffs  all  of  the  wood 
upon  said  premises,  "and  by  the  terms  of 
said  sale  gave  them  until  the  expiration 
of  said  lease  to  remove  said  wood  from 
said  leased  premises."  Soon  after  said 
sale  defendant  forbade  the  use  of  said 
premises,  to  plaintiffs,  and  prohibited 
them  from  passing  over  said  way  for  tbe 
purpose  of  removing  said  wood,  and  on 
the  ninth  day  of  November  entirely  o6- 
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•tmcted  said  way  and  fenced  tbename; 
and,  althouKh  the  privllexe  of  passing 
upon  said  road  to  said  premises  has  been 
demanded  by  plaintiffs  of  defendant  for 
the  porpoee  of  removing  said  wood,  Ibe 
defendant  continnes  to  obstruct  the  same, 
and  prevents  plaintiffs  from  remoying 
said  wood  from  said  premises. 

On  the  twelfth  day  of  November,  1885, 
the  plaintiff^  commenced  this  action,  set- 
tisK  forth  the  above  state  of  facts  in  their 
complaint,  and  pray  relief:  (1)  Thnt  de- 
fendant be  restrained  from  obstructing 
said  n»ad  leading  to  said  premises  for  one 
j^tLT  from  November  1, 1885;  (2)  that  de- 
fendant be  required  to  remove  all  obstruc- 
tions to  the  free  nse  and  passage  of  said 
road;  (3)  for  other  proper  relief,  and  their 


To  tbto  complaint  the  defendant  inter- 
posed a  general  demurrer.  The  demurrer 
beinit  overruled,  and  Judgment  entered  for 
plaintiffs,  the  defendant  appeals  there- 
from •  and  nrges  as  error  the  ruling  of  the 
court  in  overruling  the  demurrer. 

Tbere  are  two  questions  involved  in  the 
afipeal,  and  argued  thereon,  to-wit: 
Flrnt.  Does  the  complaint  shov^  equfty  on 
tbe  part  of  plaintiffs;  and,  second,  is 
tbere  no  plain,  speedy,  and  adequate 
remedy  at  law  available  to  plaintiffs? 

It  la  a  fundamental  principle  of  equity 
Jnrispmdence  that  both  of  these  condi- 
tions rnnst  exist  before  equity  can  be  sue- 
eensffolly  Invoked  in  behalf  of  a  litigant. 
A  party  may  have  a  cause  of  action 
ffunnded  upon  the  present  principles  of 
eqotty,  but  U  tbe  law  affords  him  ade- 
qoate  relief,  equity  will  not  interfere.  So, 
<Hi  tbe  other  hand,  the  law  may  be  en- 
tirely inadequate  to  his  case,  yet,  if  his 
cmnae  la  lacking  In  equity,  he  must  abide 
tbe  remedy  which  the  law  affords  him. 
I  Pom.  Eq.  Jur.  S  400;  Fackler  v.  Ford,  24 
How.  ?22. 

TbA  plaintiffs  knew  the  tenure  bv  which 
lice  Tong  held  the  premises.  Toey  had 
fan  knowledge  of  tbe  lease,  and  the  cove- 
nants tbat  they  should  not  be  sublet,  aod 
tbat  In  case  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  cove- 
nants tbe  lessor  mi^ht  re-enter  and  re- 
move all  persons  therefrom.  Notwith- 
standing this  knowledge,  tbe  plaintiffs 
piirrbase»  witb  the  wood,  the  use  of  the 
premises  for  one  year  from  November  1, 
1^86,  for  tbepnrposeof  removing  the  wood 
tberefrom,  an  J  of  storing  the  same  there- 
on. Tbis  was  clearly  a  subletting  of  the 
premises,  against  the  express  provision 
of  tbe  lemm^     Under  the  covenant  to  re- 


enter, within  a  day  or  two  thereafter,  the 
defendant,  tbe  lessor,  took  possession  of 
the  premises,  forbade  the  plaintiffs  to  en- 
ter, and  closed  up  the  road  thereto.  We 
are  unable  to  see  that  the  plaintiffs  are  in 
a  position  to  claim  the  interposition  of 
equity  in  their  behalf.  To  grant  a  re- 
straining order  prohibiting  the  lessorfrom 
controlling  tbe  premises  after  condition 
broken  would  be  to  hold  that  the  lessor 
may  not  insist  on  such  covenants  as  seem 
to  him  proper.  Such  a  decision  would  be 
contrary  to  the  established  doctrines.  2 
High,  luj.  S  1142;  Steward  v.  Winters,  4 
Sandf.  Ch.  587;  His  Imperial  Majesty,  etc., 
V.  Providence  Tool  Co.,  21  Blatchf.  437,  23 
Fed.  Rep.  572;  Root  v.  Railway  Co.,  106  U. 
S.  189;  Grand  Chute  v.  Wiuegar,  15  Wall. 
373.  It  seems  but  a  suit  in  replevin  in  dis- 
guise. 

It  is  claimed  that  Lee  Tong  did  not  sub- 
let the  premises;  that  hesimply  authorized 
the  plaintiffs  to  remove  the  wood  there- 
from at  any  time  within  the  year.  It  is 
alleged  in  the  complaint  that  plaintiffs  are 
wood  merchants.  This  being  so,  the  pecul- 
iar terms  of  the  sale,  if  they  mean  any- 
thing, mean  that  the  plaintiffs  may  store 
this  wood  upon  defendant's  premises  dur- 
ing the  year,  a  nd  may  at  any  and  all  times 
enter  thereon  to  remove  the  same, cord  by 
cord,  or  in  larger  qoantitles,  as  their  busi- 
ness may  require.  This  makes  the  prem- 
ises of  defendant  the  store-house  for  plain- 
tiffs' stock  in  trade.  By  the  terms  of  this 
contract  the  plaintiffs  are  given  dominion 
of  defendant's  premises  for  a  year  from 
November  1, 1885,  for  the  purpose  of  their 
business.  This  is  clearly  a  subletting,  and 
a  breach  of  the  covenants  of  the  lease. 
The  fact  that  the  plain  tiffs  had  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  lease  and  its  contents  leaves 
them  without  excuse.  The  fact  that  the 
lessee,  Lee  Tong,  held  the  premises  under 
the  lease  but  one  day  and  then  transferred 
them,  or  the  use  of  them,  to  plaintiffs,  con- 
trary to  the  express  covenants  in  the  lease, 
with  a  full  knowledge  of  all  the  facts,  sug- 
gests that  the  plaintiffs  were  endeavoring 
to  obtain  by  Indirection  the  use  of  the 
premises,  when  they  knew  that  they  could 
not  do  so  directly  from  the  defendant  him- 
self. Even  had  Lee  Tong  held  the  premises 
as  a  tenant  at  will,  as  he  seems  to  have 
held  prior  to  the  execution  of  the  lease, 
with  the  implied  consent  of  defendant  to 
remove  the  wood  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  his  tenancy  had  been  terminated,  he 
could  not  transfer  that  consent  to  an- 
other.    The   mere    act   of    letting  to   a 
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straDjBrer  would  terminate  his  tenancy  at 
will.  Tayl.  Landl.  &  Ten.  §  112.  "If  he 
seUs  or  transfers  bis  tenancy  to  anotlier, 
be  puts  an  end  to  tbe  tenancy.  **  **  His  re- 
lation to  bis  landlord  is  entireb*  of  a  per- 
sonal character,  and  be  bas  no  interest 
which  he  can  transfer  to  another."  Id.  § 
62. 

In  the  case  at  bar  tbe  written  lease  was 
a  merger  of  all  former  contracts,  whether 
as  tenants  at  will  or  otherwise.  We  think 
the  plaintiffs  are  bound  to  take  notice  of 
the  title  of  any  under  whom  they  claim  to 
exercise  dominion  over  the  premises.  Un- 
der this  view  of  the  case  it  is  unnecessary 
to  consider  whether  plaintiffs  had  a  reme- 
dy at  law.  We  think  that  the  complaint 
shows  no  equity,  and  that  the  demurrer 
should  have  been  sustained. 

Judgment  reversed, and  cause  remanded 
for  further  proceedings  in  accordance  here- 
with. 

Hats,  G.  J.,  concurring. 

Brodiskick,  J.,  idisaeutiDg,)  I  cannot 
concur  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  in  this 
case.  There  is  no  question  here  as  to  the 
ownership  of  the  property.  The  wood  be- 
longed to  the  Chinaman,  who  placed  it  up- 
on the  defendant's  premises  with  the 
knowledare  and  permission  of  the  defend- 
ant. The  ground  had  been  used  for  sev- 
eral years  as  a  wood-yard.  At  the  time 
the  wood  was  so  placed  there,  and  at  the 
time  it  was  sold  by  the  Chinaman  to  the 
plaintiffs,  and  for  several  years  prior  there- 
to, the  wood -yard  was  connected  with  tbe 
public  highway  by  a  road  passing  direct- 
ly across  the  defendant's  land.  Thesefacts 
are  alleged  in  the  complaint  herein,  and 
by  the  demurrer  are  admitted.  It  seems 
to  methat.as  the  defendant  permitted  the 
wood  to  be  placed  upon  his  land,  it  must 
be  presumed  that  he  acted  with  full  knowl- 
edge of  all  the  facts  and  his  rights  in  tbe 
premises.  If  this  is  correct,  he  thereby  Im- 
pliedly consented  that  the  wood  could  be 
removed  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  he 
should  be  held  to  this  implied  agreement. 

No  word  is  said  in  the  lease  about  an 
easement  over  defendant's  premises  to  the 
wood.  This  was  probably  deemed  unnec- 
essary, inasmuch  as  there  had  been  a  way 
open  to  the  wood-yard  for  several  years. 

As  I  view  it,  the  lease  gave  the  China- 
man no  new  or  additional  right,  except 
that  it  enlarged  tbe  time  for  removing  the 
property.  The  lease  acknowledged  com- 
pensation for  tbe  use  of  tbe  wood-yard  for 


one  year  from  its  date.  By  tbe  covenants 
of  the  instrument  the  Chinaman  waa  not 
to  let  or  underlet  the  premises,  but  cer- 
tainly he  was  not  thereby  precluded  from 
selling  or  disposing  of  the  wood.  Hi» 
right  to  do  this  Is  unquestioned,  and, 
when  he  did  so,  it  sc^ms  equally  clear  that 
the  purchaser  had  the  right  to  remove  bla 
property,  not  under  the  lease,  but  within 
a  reasonable  time,  and  by  reason  of  the 
implied  right  given  when  the  wood  was 
placed  there  by  defendant's  consent.  It  is 
true  that  the  complaint  demands  more 
than  the  plaintiffs  are  entitled  to.  It  is 
alleged  that  the  plaintiffs  purchased  tbe 
wood  of  the  Chinaman,  and  thAt  by  tbe 
terms  «»f  the  purchase  the  plaintiffs  were 
to  have  until  the  expiration  of  the  year  to 
remove  it  from  the  premises.  By  reason 
of  thecoveuantsof  tholease  thistimeconld 
not  be  given  without  the  defendant's  con- 
sent. Claiming  too  much  is  no  ground  off 
demurrer.  If  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled 
to  any  relief  under  the  complaint,  tbe  de- 
murrer was  rightly  overruled.  The  China- 
man could  sell  the  wood  and  the  plaintiffs 
could  purchase.  Under  the  circumstances 
of  this  case  the  right  to  purchase  the  prop- 
erty carried  with  it  tbe  right  to  possess 
and  enjoy  the  same.  Webber  v.  Gage,  S{9 
N.  H.  182. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  no  dis- 
pute as  to  the  ownership  of  the  wood,  or 
plaintiffs'  right  to  tbe  possession.  But  it 
is  contended  on  behalf  of  the  defendant 
that  the  case  presented  by  the  complain- 
ants does  not  fall  within  equity  jurisdic- 
tion, and  the  reason  assigned  is,  that  relief 
at  law,  by  replevin,  would  be  complete 
and  adequate.  It  is  conceded  that,  lif  tbe 
remedy  at  law  Is  sufficient,  equity  cannot 
give  relief;  but  it  is  not  enough  that  che 
plaintiffs  could  have  obtained  possession 
by  replevin.  The  remedy  at  law  must  bo 
"plain,  speedy, and  adequate, "or, in  otiier 
words, '* as  practical  and  efficient  to  the 
ends  of  justice  and  its  prompt  administra- 
tions as  the  remedy  in  equity.  **  Watson  v. 
Sutherland,  6  Wall.  78;  Hager  v.  Sbindl^r, 
29  Cal.  47;  Bruce  v.  Steamship  Co.,  5 
Blatchf.  523. 

The  complaint  also  alleges  that  the 
plaintiffs  were  dealers  in  wood,  and  this 
was  the  only  wood  they  owned  from 
which  to  supply  their  customers;  that 
they  had  contracted  with  their  customers 
to  furnish  wood  for  the  winter,  whicb  was 
approaching,  and  that  if  the  defendant  was 
not  restrained  and  plaintiffs  put  into  im- 
mediate possession  of  their  property  ir- 
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fV|«rable  injnry  woald  enfloe.  Certainly 
dill  is  Kood  s>*oun<l  (t^r  equitable  in- 
terposition, '^ilpon  V.  City  of  Mineral 
Point.  39  Wla.  160.  The  action  at  law 
voald  not  bave  afforded  an  adequate 
rsmedy  in  tbla  case.  Had  such  an  action 
been  instituted,  tlie  defendant,  by  ex- 
ccating  an  nudprtakins«  could  have  re- 
tained tbe  property,  and  the  measure  of 
damagss,  if  tbe  property  were  not  sold, 
eould  not  baveextended  beyond  the  injury 
done  to  it,  or,  if  sold,  to  the  valne  of  it 
wlien  taken,  with  the  interest  from  tbe 
time  of  talcing  down  to  tbe  trial.  There 
foald  bave  l>een  no  compensation  for  loss 
ol  trade,  and  commercial  ruin  would  prob- 
sbly  bare  been  the  result  before  an  action 
St  law  woald  bave  terminated. 

Considering  the  character  of  the  proper- 
ty, and  tbe  time  required  to  remove  it,  and 
all  tbe  facts  in  relation  to  the  transaction 
between  tbe  parties.  It  seems  clear  to  me 
tbat  tlM  remedy  in  equity  could  alone  fur- 
Blsb  adequate  relief,  and  that  the  demurrer 
to  tbe  complaint  was  rightly  overruled.

Trial— Findings  of    Fact— Rbsponbivbnbbs  to 
Issues. 

Where  the  answer  to  an  application  for 
mandamus  to  compel  defendant,  as  county  au- 
ditor, to  draw  a  warrant  in  favor  of  plain- 
tiffs for  the  construction  of  a  courthouse,  al- 
leges that,  before  plaintiffs  presented  to  de- 
fendant the  order  from  the  county  commission- 
ers for  the  amount  due  on  the  contract,  a  gar- 
nishment was  served  on  defendant  in  a  cause 
then  pending  in  the  district  court  wherein 
plaintiffs  were  defendants,  a  finding  that  de- 
fendant was  served  with  a  writ  of  attachment 
in  an  action  then  pending  in  which  plaintiffs 
were  defendants,  and  that  such  action  nad  pro- 
ceeded to  judgment,  and  that  the  judgment  re- 
mained unsatisfied,  is  not  warranted  by  the 
issues. 

Appeal    from     district    court,    Oneida 
county. 
Manfiamua,  at  the  relation  of  Charles 
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Oaraon  and  others,  to  compel  William  B. 
Thew8,  county  auditor,  to  draw  a  war- 
rant in  favor  of  plaintiffs  for  the  eonstrnc- 
tion  of  a  county  courthouse.  From  a 
Judgment  dismiHslng  the  writ,  plaintiffs 
appeal.    He  versed.

Mandamus  is  the  proper  remedy  Co  en- 
force the  performance  of  a  duty,  by  the 
auditor,  where,  as  is  the  case  under  the 
law  of  this  territory,  the  duty  is  purely 
ministerial.  Hl^h,  Extr.  Item.  §  104; 
Turner  v.  Melony,  18  Gal.  621;  Babcock  v. 
Goodrich,  47  Cal.  488. 

The  auditor  is  not  the  general  represent- 
ative  of  the  county,  and  can  refuse  to 
draw  warrants  only  in  case  the  board  ex- 
ceeded its  Jurisdiction  in  malting  the  order. 
Babcock  y.  Goodrich,  47  Cal.  514. 

Counties  are  created  for  the  purpose  of 
government  and  the  administration  of 
Justice,  and  are  charged  with  civil  and  po- 
litical duties,  and  hence,  on  grounds  of 
public  policy,  are  not  liable  to  garnish- 
ment. Divine  v.  Harvie.  IH  Amer.  Dec.  194, 
and  notes  at  page  200;  Merrell  v.  Camp- 
bell, 49  Wis.

Bhodbrick,  J.  In  the  court  below  Judg- 
ment was  rendered  airainst  the  plaintiffs, 
and  they  appealed  from  the  Judgment. 
The  complaint  alleges  in  substance  that 
the  plaintiffs  were  co-partners;  that  on 
and  prior  to  December  22, 1882,  they  had  a 
contract  with  the  county  of  Oneida  to 
construct  a  courthouse  for  said  county ; 
that  in  pursuance  of  the  contract  they  con- 
structed the  building;  that  on  thetwenty- 
seventh  day  of  February,  1883,  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  accepted  said 
building  from  plaintiffs;  that  on  the  first 
day  of  March,  1883,  the  said  board  held  a 
meeting,  and  the  plaintiffs  presented  their 
account  to  the  commissioners  for  the 
construction  of  the  building;  that  the 
commissioners  passed  upon  and  allowed 
said  account  of  plaintiffs,  and  found  due 
thereon  the  sum  of  f  3,060  25,  and  made 
and  entered  an  order  that  warrants  be 
issued  to  the  plaintiffs  for  the  amount  al- 
lowed. 

It  is  further  allegf'd  tliat  the  plaintiffs, 
on  the  first  day  of  March,  18S3,  presented 
said  order  to  the  defendant,  the  auditor 


of  said  county,  and  demanded  the  ianae  of 
tlie  warrants,  and  that  the  auditor  re- 
fused, and  still  refuses,  to  Issue  the  name. 
The  complaint  demanddd  the  issuance  of  a 
writ  of  mandate  commanding  the  defeod« 
ant  to  issue  and  deliver  to  the  plaintiffs 
the  warrants  described  in  the  complaint, 
and  an  alternative  writ  was  issued. 

The  defendant  answered,  and  denied 
that  the  plaintiffs  were  co-partners,  and 
denied  that  they  contracted  withthecoun- 
ty  for  the  construction  of  a  courthoaae; 
and  further  answering  averred,  in  sab- 
stance,  that  immediately  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  said  contractand  its  acceptance 
by  said  board  of  county  commissioners 
there  was  served  upon  defendant  a  gar- 
nishment by  the  sheriff  of  Oneida  county 
in  a  cause  then  pending  in  the  district 
court  of  said  county,  wherein  the  Salmon 
River  Mining  &  Smelting  Company  was 
plaintiff  and  Charles  Carson  was  defend- 
ant, whereby  defendant  was  prohibited 
and  prevented  from  drawing  and  delivering 
the  warrants  in  favor  of  the  said  Charles 
Carson  &  Co.,  and  was  directed  and  com- 
manded to  deliver  said  warrants  to  said 
sheriff;  that  the  garnishment  was  servea 
before  the  presentation  of  (he  order  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  by  Charles  Carson, 
and  before  he  requested  defendant  to  issne 
and  deliver  the  warrants  to  him. 

T7pon  the  issue  thus  Joined  thecansewas 
tried,  and  the  court  found  the  folloivlng 
facts  and  conclusions  of  law:  ''(I)  Tliat 
the  defendant  William  B.  Thews  was,  on 
or  about  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  Febru- 
ary, 1883,  served  with  a  writ  of  attach- 
ment  in  the  case  of  Salmon  River  Min.  & 
S.  Co.  V.  Carson,  and  the  warrants  men- 
tioned in  the  complaint  in  this  action  were 
attached  in  his  hands  pursuant  to  said 
writ.  That  this  attachment  was  made 
prior  to  the  demand  of  plaintiffs  bertin 
upon  said  Thews  to  have  said  warrants 
issued  and  delivered  to  them.  (2)  That 
said  action  of  the  Salmon  River  Mining 
&  Smelting  Company  against  Charles  Car- 
son has  since  proceeded  to  Judgment,  and 
said  judgment  still  remains  unsatisfied. 
(8)  That  the  plaintiffs  Charles  Carson  and 
J.  K.  Fowler  were  not  co-partners,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Charles  Carson  &  Co. 
or  any  other  name,  at  the  time  mentioned 
in  the  complaint.  (4)  That  said  above- 
named  warrants  mentioned  In  plaintiffs' 
complaint  were  the  individual  property 
of  1/harIes  Carson  and  were  subject  to  levy 
under  the  attachment  in  the  case  of  Sal- 
mon River  MIn.  &  S.  Co.  v.  Carson." 
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The  conrt  finds  the  ftillo  wing  conrlasioDB 
oTkiw:  "(1)  That  WllliAm  B.  Thews,  re- 
eorder  of  Oneida  county,  Idaho,  was  and 
bander  do  legal  oblliratioo,  and  It  was 
Mt  his  daty»  to  deliver  said  warrants  to 

eintilhi  herein,  hnt  that  it  was  and  is 
dot  J-  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  sheriff 
of  Oneida  county,  to  lie  by  said  sheriff  sold 
is  Bstlsfaction  of  ttie  Jad^nnent  in  said  case 
of  the  Salmon  River  Mining  &  Smelting 
Company  against  Charles  Carson.  It  is 
therefore  ordered  that  the  writ  herein  be 
difiDlaMd  absolutely." 

There  are  two  questions  presented  by 
tbJs  appeal:  First.  Are  the  findings  of 
tact  mponsive  to  the  issues  made  by  the 
pirsdiDgs?  Second.  Do  the  findings  sup- 
port the  conclusions  of  la  w  drawn  from  the 
tecti? 

It  te  well  settled  that  our  system  re- 
qvirei  a  finding  upon  every  material  issue. 
This  npplies,  not  onlj  to  the  issues  raised 
hj  the  allegations  of  the  complaint,  but 
alio  to  the  issues  raised  upon  alllrmative 
(Menses  in  the  answer. 

Tbe  defense  pleaded  and  relied  upon 
bereia,  and  tbe  one  upon  which  the  court 
bdow  based  its  findings  and  ]udgraent,  is 
in  tbe  averment  that  in  another  action, 
wbefein  the  Salmon  River  Mining  ASmelt- 
iiK  Company  inras  plaintiff  and  Charles 
Canon  defendant,  the  Question  involved  in 
tUiaethm  had  b^n  adjudicated  and  final- 
ly settled.  Are  tbe  allegations  of  the  an- 
nrer  in  this  reicard  sufficient?  We  think 
not.  Our  system  of  pleading  is  liberal; 
yet  it  requires  tbat  the  ultimate  facts  up- 
on vbich  a  party  expects  to  rely  upon 
tbe  trial  of  his  cause  must  be  pleaded.  To 
plead  snotber  action  pending,  by  merely 
aBe^itng  that  a  cause  bad  been  commenced 
and  was  pending,  is  not  sufficient  under 
oor  pnirtlre. 

There  is  here  no  averment  In  the  answer 
tbat  Carson  was  summoned  hi  the  former 
artlon,  or  tbat  he  ever  appeared  volunta- 
rily or  otherwise,  or  that  a  judgment  had 
be^  rendered  against  him.  In  short, 
tbereisnot  an  allegation  that  sufficientl.v 
sbows  that  there  was  another  action 
pending  In  wblch  the  court  bad  acquired 
jniiadlction  over  Carson,  nor  that  the 
questions  involved  In  the  case  at  bar  had 
bean  ad]ndieated.  Hence  findings  1,  2, 
and  4  are  without  the  issues.  These  find- 
hiKs  of  fact  not  being  supported  by  the 
plesdlngs,  it  necessarily  follows  that  the 
cunclnsions  of  law  based* thereon  are  un- 
anpported»  and  the  Judgment  erroneous. 


For  these  reasons  we  think  the  judgment 
should  be  vacated,  and  tbe  cause  remand- 
ed for  further  proceedings.  As  the  cause 
may  be  retried  in  the  court  below  upon 
amended  pleadings,  and  may  there  be 
finally  nettled,  we  have  not  inquired  into 
the  merits  of  the  contruversy,  and  express 
no  opinion  thereon. 

Judgment  reversed,  and  cause  remanded, 
to  the  court  below  for  further  proceedings 
in  accordance  with  the  views  herein  Ex- 
pressed.

CON8TITDTIONJLL  LaW— PRISON  COMMISSION  AOT— 

Validity. 

13th  Seas.  Laws  Idaho,  p.  154,  creating  a 
prison  commission,  to  consist  of  the  governor, 
treasurer,  and  one  other  person  whom  they 
may  select,  being  in  conflict  with  Rev.  St.  U. 
S.  i  1857,  providing  that  all  territorial  officers 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  legislative  council,  is 
void. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Ada  county. 

Application  by  Samuel  F.  Taylor  for  a 
writ  of  mandate  to  compel  E.  A.  Steven- 
son and  others,  as  governor,  comptroller, 
and  treasurer,  to  audit  and  allow  the  hill 
of  plaintiff,  as  sheriff,  for  transporting 
two  prisoners  to  the  penitentiary.  An 
alternative  writ  was  issued,  to  which  de- 
fendants demurred.  From  a  Judgment 
for  defendants,  entered  upon  an  order  sus- 
taining the  demurrer,  plaintiff  appeals. 
Reversed . 

Smith  A  Wright  and  H.  M.  Bennett,  for 
appellant.

Brodrrick,  J.  This  action  was  com- 
menced In  the  district  court  of  Ada  coun- 
ty to  have  tbe  governor,  comptroller,  and 
treasurer  audit  and  allow  the  bill  of  plain- 
tiff as  sheriff  of  Bingham  county  for  trans- 
porting two  prisoners,  under  sentence, 
from  Blackfoot,  Idaho,  to  the  territorial 
prison,  at  Boise  C^ty,  at  the  rate  of  70 
cents  per  mile,  the  compensation  being 
claimed  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  en- 
titled "An  act  to  provide  for  the  keeping, 
discipline,  and  management  of  the  terri- 
torial prlHoners:"    11th  Bess.  Laws,  803. 
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This  statute  was  approved  February  10, 
1881.  Ad  alternative  writ  of  mandate 
wafi  iBBued,  and  the  defendants  volun- 
tarily appeared  and  demurred  totbe  writ. 
The  demurrer  was  treated  as  a  motiuu 
to  quasii,  and  was  sustained  by  the  court. 
The  plaintiff  excepted  and  appealed,  and 
here  assigns  as  error  the  ruIiuK  upon  the 
demurrer.  The  first  three  sections  of  the 
act  under  which  this  claim  to  compensa- 
tion is  made  confers  certain  puwers  and 
imposes  certain  duties  upon  the  governor, 
treasurer,  and  United  States  marshal  as 
to  the  discipline,  management,  and  main- 
tenance of  the  territorial  prisoners.  Sec- 
tion 4  of  the  act  fixes  the  compensation 
for  the  officers  conveying  the  prisoners 
from  the  several  counties  to  the  territorial 
prison,  and  provides  in  sulistance  that  the 
governor,  comptroller,  and  treasurer,  or 
any  two  of  them,  shall  audit  the  accounts, 
and  the  comptroller  shall  draw  his  war- 
rant upon  the  territorial  treasurer,  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  officer  entitled 
thereto,  and  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the 
same. 

The  defendants  contend  that  this  act  is 
repealed,  and  that  plaintiff's  claim  must 
be  presented  and  audited  under  a  subse- 
quent statute.  The  thirteenth  legislative 
assembly  enacted  what  is  known  as  the 
"Prison  Commission  Act,"  wliich  was  by 
its  terms  to  repeal  all  acts  in  conflict 
therewith  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
April,  A.  D.  1885.  Many  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  materially  differ  from  and  are 
in  conflict  with  the  former  act;  indeed,  it 
seems  to  us  that  the  provisions  of  the  two 
acts  are  so  clearly  repugnant  t«i  each 
other  that  they  cannot  stand  together. 

The  principal  question  presented  by  this 
appeal,  and  the  only  one  we  need  consider 
and  determine,  is  wheth«*r  the  act  known 
as  the  "Prison Commission  Act*'  is  a  valid 
enactment.  If  so,  then  it  follows  that 
the  act  of  1881  is  repealed ;  but  if  the  act 
of  1885  is  not  valid,  then  it  follows  that 
the  act  of  1H81  is  still  iu  full  force,  and  is 
the  law  of  the  territory  upon  the  subject 
to  which  it  relates.  The  first  section  of 
the  act  of  188.'i  reads  as  follows :  "Section 
1.  The  governor  and  territorial  treasurer 
of  Idaho  territory,  and  one  other  resident 
thereof  that  they  may  select,  are  hereby 
appointed  prison  commissioners  for  Idaho 
territory,  with  power  and  authority  for 
(in  behalf  of  this  territory)  the  safe-keep- 
ing, maintaining,  and  working  of  all  ter- 
ritorial prisoners  now  under  sentence  iu 


this  territory,  and  all  who  may  hereafter 
be  sentenced  by  the  courts  of  this  terri- 
tory to  labor  In  the  penitentiary  prior  to 
March  the  first,  A.  D.  1891.  Said  com- 
missioners  shall  have  power  and  author- 
ity to  contract  with  the  authorities  of  au  j 
state  or  territory  in  the  United  States  for 
the  keeping,  maintaining  and  working  of 
the  prisoners  of  the  territory,  or  any  part 
or  number  of  them :  provided,  that  wbeo 
a  contract  is  made  in  another  territory 
or  state  that  the  price  or  cost  of  keepins: 
and  maintaining  of  said  prisoners  shall 
not  exceed  twenty-fire  cents  per  day  for 
each  prisoner,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
allowed  contractors  for  the  labor  of  said 
prisoners.  ** 

The  contention  on  behalf  of  plaintiff  is 
that  this  section  is  in  contravention  of 
the  provisions  of  the  organic  act.  The 
provision  relied  upon  is  section  1857  of  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  the  United  States,  and  ia 
in  the  following  language:  "All  town- 
ship, district,  and  county  officers,  except 
Justices  of  the  peace  and  general  ofllcen» 
of  the  militia,  shall  be  appointed  or  elected 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by 
the  governor  and  legislative  assembly  of 
each  territory ;  and  all  other  officers  not 
herein  otherwise  provided  for  the  gov- 
ernor shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  legislative 
council  of  each  territory,  shall  appoint.* 
Congress  having  the  paramount  right  to 
legiHlate  for  the  territories,  it  must  be 
conceded  that  if  the  act  of  the  legislature 
under  consideration  is  obnoxious  to  the 
objection  urged  against  it,  the  same  can- 
not be  upheld  or  sustained. 

It  cannot  be  disputed  that  this  act  at- 
tempts to  create  territorial  offices,  and  to 
appoint  two  commissioners,  who,  in  con* 
Junction  with  one  other  resident  of  the  ter- 
ritory, to  be  selected  and  appointed  by 
the  two  named,  should  perform  the  func- 
tions of  such  commissioners  for  a  terra  of 
years.  This  delegation  of  authority  on 
the  part  of  the  governor  and  legislative 
council  to  the  two  commissioners,  to  se- 
lect and  appoint  another,  must  be  regnrd- 
ed  with  some  degree  of  misgiving  and 
doubt.  All  the  powers  in  trusted  to  ^govern- 
ment in  the  territories,  as  well  as  in  the 
states,  are  divided  into  three  departments, 
the  executive,  the  legislative,  and  the  Judi- 
cial. It  is  wisely  provided  that  the  func- 
tions appropriate  to  each  of  these  branches 
of  government  shall  be  vested  in  a  sepa- 
rate body  of  public  servants,  and  it  la  ap- 
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pamit  tbat  the  perfection  of  tbe  systein 
rpqaires  that  the  lines  which  separate  and 
diflil«  fbeae  departments  shall  be  dearly 
defined  and  closely  followed. 

It  Is  also  true,  as  a  iceneral  proposition, 
that  the  powers  confided  by  the  fanda- 
■eotal  law  to  one  of  these  departments 
csDOOt  be  exercised  hy  another.  And 
where,  as  io  this  case,  the  organic  law 
proTldes  that  the  ^oyemor,  by  and  with 
the  advles  and  consent  of  the  le^^lslatlve 
eosnell,  shall  appoint  the  territorial 
oflleere,  we  do  not  think  that  the  author- 
^y  can  be  delegated  to  another  body  and 
the  s<^Temor  thus  divested  of  his  preroga- 
llve.  If  this  can  be  done  and  sanctioned 
in  one  Instance  It  may  be  In  others,  and 
by  this  method,  or  In  the  exercise  of  the 
two-thirds  lefcMatlve  rule  over  the  ho  Tem- 
or's  veto,  the  executive  may  be  deprived 
of  tbe  appointlni?  power  which  coniirress 
has  ivlsely  confided  to  the  ezecotlve 
hraiich  of  tbe  territorial  government.

We  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
act  in  question  Is  In  conflict  with  the  or- 
Sanie   law,  and  therefore  void,  and  that 
tbe  plaintiff's  claim  should  be  audited  un- 
tbe  provisions  of  the  act  of  A.  D.  1881. 
conclusion    has   not   been    reached 
iritlftoat    a    carefal   consideration  of  the 
fl^aeiBtlons  presented,  and  the  effect  this 
determination   may  have  upon  the  object 
eno^ht  to  be  accomplished  by  the  legisla- 
tion attempted.    The  subject  of  the  pro- 
law  la  doubtless  within  the  scope 
'rifrhtfnl   leglsla'lon,**  but  the  purpose 
laost   be  accomplished   by  constitutional 
■ietliods.    See  paragraph    4,  Hupp.  Rev. 
St.  U.  S.  559.    It  was   suggested    on  the 
aTKvment,    but    not    urged,    that   If  the 
*  prison  commission  act**  is  void,  the  for- 
act  is  also  Invalid.    We  do  not  think 
The  act  of  A.  D.  1K81  does  not  attempt 
to  create  offices,  nor  to  appoint  officers, 
hot  ooly  confers  certain  duties  upon  the 
governor  and    treasurer  ex  oSoio.    This 
tbe  l^fslatare,  doubtless,  had  the  power 
to  do,  and  under  the  act  of  congress  last 
deed  we  think    might  have  gone  further 
Md  provided   for  what  was  Intended  by 
tbelBBt  Hct  at  the  legislature. 
For  the  reasons  given  the  Judgment  of 
tte court  below  Is  reversed,  and  the  case 
fraanded,  with   Instructions  to  overrule 
ftedemorrer.  and  for  further  proceedings 
fa  accordance  with  this  opinion.

From  a  Judgment  for 
plaintiffs,  defendant  appeals.    Affirmed.

A  complaint  in  an  action  against  the  ad- 
rolni3trator  of  an  estate  that  does  not  al- 
lege that  any  claim  for  the  amount  de- 
manded was  presented  to  the  administra- 
tor for  allowance,  and  chat  It  was  rejected, 
and  that  action  was  commenced  within 
the  statutory  period  after  rejection,  should 
be  dismissed,  as  stating  no  cause  of  ac- 
tion.

An  objection  to  the  complaint  that  de- 
feats only  plaintiffs'  present  right  to  re- 
cover, must  be  made  in  the  court  of  origi- 
nal Jurisdiction,  dnring  the  term  at  which 
the  Judgment  is  rendered,  and  cannot  be 
made  in  the  appellate  court  for  the  first 
time.

Buck,  J.  The  plaintiffs  in  this  action 
were  partners,  doing  business  as  miners, 
in  Altaras  county,  in  this  territory,  and 
the  owners  of  certain  mines  mentioned  in 
the  complaint.  On  the  fifteenth  day  of 
October,  1881,  they  executed  and  delivered 
to  Nicholas  Boucher,  and  to  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  a  deed  of  the  undivided  one-third 
of  said  mines,  in  consideration  of  1^2,000. 
The  said  consideration  was  not  paid  at 
the  time  said  deed  was  clelivei'ed  to  said 
grantee,  but  said  indenture  of  deed  con- 
tained the  stipulation  by  the  grantors 
that  said  grantee  ** agrees  to  work  on  said 
mines,  without  remuneration,  until  the 
same  are  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of; 
and  should  the  same  be  sold,  or  mineral 
extracted  therefrom  be  sold,  the  grantors 
shall  receive  the  said  two  thousand  dol- 
lars' consideration  out  of  the  first  money 
received  from  said  sales  over  and  above 
the  value  of  said  services  of  grantee. "  The 
complaint  alleges  that  said  conveyance 
was  made  and  delivered  in  pursuance  of  a 
contract  of  partnership  between  the  gran- 
tors and  grantee  therein,  whereby  the 
partners  were  each  to  own  one-third  of 
said  mines,  and  be  equal  partners  in  work- 
ing the  same;  but  through  accident  and 
mutual  mistake,  all  of  said  parties  being 
illiterate  and  of  foreign  birth,  not  un- 
derstanding the  English  language,  the  In- 
tended contract  of  partnership,  with  con- 
dition to  convey  the  one-third  interest  in 
said  mines,  was  made  to  convey  said  in- 
terest absolutely,  and  without  fully  stat- 
ing the  terms  nnd  conditions  of  said  pnrt- 
nersbip  and  of  said  conveyance;  that  said 
grantee  received  the  benefits  of  safd  con- 
tract with  plaintiffs  on  said  mines.  Worked 
according  to  said  aereemeut  until  August 
24, 1882,  when  a  contract  of  sale  of  said 
mines  was  made;  that  afterwards,  the 
said  sale  not  beiuflc  made,  the  plaintiffs 
and  the  grantee,  Boucher,  received  f 4,000 
forfeit  money  therefrom,  which  sum  was 
paid  to  said  Boucher,  and  by  him  divided 


equally  between  them,  the  said  Boucber 
retaining  therefrom  f  1,333.33;  that  said 
forfeit  was  first  paid  to  said  Boucher,  and 
one- third  retained  by  hlni,  against  ihe 
protest  of  plaintiffs,  who  claimed  the  same 
as  a  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  said  minee 
which  should  be  applied  on  the  said  pur* 
chase  price  of  $2,000;  that,  after  the  receipt 
of  9a1d  forfeit  money,  said  Boucher  refase  Y 
and  neglected  to  work  on  said  minen,  and 
left  the  same,  and  continued  away  there- 
from until  the  first  day  of  June,  1883,  when 
he  died,  and  defendant,  Burkett,  was  duly 
appointed  administrator  of  bis  estate. 
The  complaint  further  alleges  that  the 
plaintiffs  have  performed  their  part  of  said 
agreement  of  sale  and  partnership,  but 
that  neither  Boucher  nor  his  representa- 
tives have  performed  their  part  thereof, 
but  have  refused  so  to  do,  and  still  refose 
and  neglect  to  fulfill  the  same;  that  at  tbe 
date  of  the  commencement  of  this  action 
there  was  546  days'  labor  due  from  de- 
fondant  on  said  contract.  Wherefore 
plaintiffs  pray  that  said  deed  be  rescinded; 
that  said  contract  be  i*eformed  to  comply 
with  the  real  understanding  of  the  par- 
ties; that  said  defendant,  as  administra- 
tor of  the  estate  of  said  Boucher,  be  de- 
creed to  reconvey  said  one-third  interest 
to  plaintiffs,  and,  in  case  said  relief  can- 
not be  granted,  the  vendor's  lien  on  eald 
premises  be  foreclosed  and  sold  to  pay 
the  amount  ascertained  to  be  due  plain- 
tiffs In  consequence  of  a  breach  of  said  con- 
tract; that  plaintiffs  have  a  personal 
Judgment  against  defendant  for  any  de- 
ficiency ;  and  for  such  further  relief  as  may 
be  agreeable  to  equity.  The  defendant 
answered  the  complaiut,  admitting  that 
plaintiffs  were  the  owners  and  In  posses- 
sion of  said  mines,  as  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint, by  a  failure  to  denv  thp  same,  and 
the  making  and  delivery  of  said  deed,  bat 
denies  all  the  other  material  allegations  of 
the  complaint,  and  prays  that  the  suit  be 
dismissed  at  plaintiffs'  costs.  The  case 
was  tried  by  the  court,  and  the  findings 
of  fact  sustain  the  allegations  of  the  com- 
plaint, with  the  exception  of  findings  that 
there  was  no  mistake  in  the  execution  of 
the  said  deed ;  that  the  plaintiffs  were  en- 
titled to  tvvo-thirdsof  500  days*  labor  from 
said  Boucher,  or  on  his  behalf,  from  said 
mines,  and  that  the  said  labor  is  of  tbe 
value  of  (our  dc»llars  per  day,  amounting 
to  $1 ,333.33. 

As  ooncluHions  of  law  the  court  find: 
(1)  -^That  two  thousand  dollars  is  doe 
plaintiffs  from  said  estate  of  Boucber,  and 
is  a  lien  upon   the  interest  in  said  minf% 
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doKriVed  In  said  deed. "  (2)  "  Tbe  $1 ,338.33 
doe  plain tiffii  fur  labcir,  afi  aforeHaicJ,  is  a 
part  of  the  parciiase  price  of  said  mine, 
aad  is  a  valla  lien  on  tbe  isnme.  **  (3) 
*Tbar.  by  tbe  commencement  of  this  ac- 
tion, tbe  plaintiffs  elected  to  terminate 
tiie  contract,  and  tbat  they  are  not  al- 
lowed any  other  or  Kreater  earn  than  is 
herein  allowed  for  the  failure  to  perform 
■aid  contract.*  (4)  ** That  tbe  $4,000  for- 
fell  money  was  received  by  all  tbe  par- 
tlea«  and  aettleil  between  themst^vefl,  and 
plalntlflB  are  not  entitled  to  recover  tue 
■ame.''  (5)  ''That  upon  the  sale  of  tbe 
property  by  the  administrator  be  sbould 
aettle  and  discharge  the  co^ts  of  this  ac- 
tion, and  the  sum  of  $I,3-H3.33  herein  de 
darpd  to  be  a  lien  npon  said  premises. " 

Tbe  defendant  appeals  from   tbe  judg- 
ment, and   incorporates  In   tbe  record  a 
bOI  of  exceptions.     In  tbe  bill,  exception 
ii  taken  to  several  of  tbe  findings  of  faet 
by  tbe  court  as  being  contrary  to  tbe  avI- 
denoe:  bot  as  no  part  of  tbe  evidence  in 
tbe  conrx  tielow  is  brought  up  In  the  rec- 
ord, tbia  court  has  no  means  of  deterrain- 
img  tbe  correctness  of  tbe  findings  of  fact. 
it  la  also  well  established  tbat  exceptioos 
Co  fIndiDga  of  fact,  on  the  ground  that 
tb^y  are  contrary  to  tbe  evidence,  can 
only  be  reviewed  on  a  motion  for  new 
trIaL     Pico  v.  Cuyas,  47  Cal.  174;  Rice  v. 
Inakcep,  94  Cal.  224;  Code  Qvil  Proc.   § 
411 :  Haynea,  New  Trials  &  App.  {  96. 

The  aeeoud  point  made  in  appellant's 
brief  ia  tbat  tbe  complaint  is  not  sufficient 
to  pQfitain  the  judgment,  in  tbat  it  falls 
to  alleire  tbat  the  claim  of  plain  tiffs  was 
to  the  administrator  for  his 
or  allowance.  Prob.  Act,  { 
Idt.  Upon  this  objection  it  has  been  held 
in  tbe  adjudicated  cases  that  it  Is  not  nec- 
essary to  aUege  the  presentation  and 
fv|ection  of  the  claim,  but  that  It  may  be 
prftTen  on  the  trial  without  sucb  allega- 
ti«»n.  Hentsch  v.  Porter,  10  Cal.  555;  Cole- 
man V.  SV^oodwortb.  28  Cal.  56S.  It  is, 
however,  admitted  b3*  respondent  tbat 
no  snch  evidence  was  in  fact  given,  and 
it  ia  insisted  tbat  the  cause  of  action,  as 
aet  oot  in  the  complaint.  Is  not  a  "claim,** 
in  contemplation  of  tbe  probate  ax:t. 

la  Gray  v.  Palmer,  9  Cal.  616,  in  which 
very  elaborate  briefs  were  prepared,  and 
exbanvtive  arguments  were  made,  to  de- 
termine tbe  aJgnification  of  this  term,  as 
used -in  tbe  statute  identical  with  our 
own.  tbe  court  say :  **  It  would  seem  clear 
from  the  different  sections  of  tbe  act,  con- 
atmeti  together,  as  well  as  from  the 
oatare  and  reaaon  of  tbe  case,  tbat  the 


words  'claimant'  and  'claim '  are  used  as 
synonymous  with  'creditor'  and  'legal 
demand  for  money.*" 

In  Fallon  v.  Butler,  21  Cal.  24,  a  suit  to 
foreclose  a  mortgage,  Judge  Fibld  says: 
'*Tbe  term '  claims '  in  tbe  probate  act  only 
has  reference  to  sucb  debts  or  demands 
asaiust  tbe  decedent  as  might  have  been 
enforced  in  bis  life-time  by  personal  ac- 
tions for  tbe  recovery  of  money,  and  upon 
which  only  a  money  Judgment  could  have 
been  rendered.** 

The  adjudicated  cases,  and  the  reason 
of  tbe  law,  indicate  the  rule  to  be  as  sug- 
gested by  Justice  Fikld,  above  cited: 
that  in  cases  purely  equitable,  or  in  which 
a  purely  equitable  relief  is  sought,  tbe 
cause  of  action  set  out  in  the  complaint 
does  not  constitute  a  "claim**  which 
must  be  presented  to  tbe  administrator, 
under  section  138  of  our  probate  act,  be- 
fore an  action  may  be  maintained.  This 
is  held  to  be  tbe  rule  in  actions  for  tbe 
foreclosure  of  mortgages  and  liens  where 
personal  Judgments  ov^r  are  not  sought. 

in  tbe  case  at  bar  the  plaintiffs  were  in 
the  possession  of  tbe  property  in  dispute, 
and  bad  a  vendor's  lien  thereon,  for  the 
unpaid  purchase  price.  The  real  object  of 
tbe  suit  was  to  foreclose  this  lien.  It  is 
true,  the  plaintiffs  demanded  a  personal 
Judgment  over  against  tbe  administrator. 
Tbe  test,  however,  is  not  what  a  litigant 
demands,  but  what  be  is  entitled  to  re- 
ceive. His  prayer  for  general  relief  en- 
abled the  court  to  grant  such  relief  an 
was  agreeable  to  equity. 

Tbe  only  remaining  point  Is  that  the 
plaintiff  Toulouse  was  permitted  to  testi- 
fy, against  the  objection  of  defendant  and 
contrary  to  section  89S,  subd.  3,  of  our 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  as  to  the  owner- 
ship and  possession  of  the  mines  conveyed 
at  the  time  the  deed  was  made.  An  ia- 
spection  of  the  pleadings  shows  that  such 
ownership  and  possession  was  alleged  in 
the  complaint,  and  not  denied  in  the  an- 
swer. The  testimony  referred  to  could 
not  have  injured  defendant,  as  it  went  to 
facts  admitted  In  tbe  pleadings. 

We  find  no  error  in  the  trial  below,  and 
tbe  Judgment  is  affirmed.

PBTITIO.V  FOR   A   RK ARGUMENT. 

(March  3,  1886.) 

Bock,  J.  On  February  15tb,  tbe  decision 
of  tlie  court  herein  was  announced,  con- 
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flrmlnii:  the  Judflrment  appealed  from.  On 
the  28d  the  appellant  tiled  his  petition  for 
a  rear^ument.  As  a  basis  fur  the  peti- 
tion, it  is  set  out  that  the  court  was  mis- 
taken in  stating  that  the  allegation  or 
ownership  and  possession  of  the  premises 
in  dispute  set  out  in  the  complaint  was 
admitted  in  the  answer,  by  a  failure  of 
defendant  to  deny  the  same,  and  on  the 
further  ground  that  the  cases  of  Gray  v. 
Palmer,  9  Cal.  616,  and  Fallon  y.  Butler, 
21  Cal.  24,  are  practically  overruled  in 
Ellis  V.  Polhemus,  27  Cal.  854,  and  in  Pitte 
v.  Shipley,  46  Cal.  162.  The  allKgation  of 
ownership  and  possession  of  the  prem- 
ises in  dispute  are  denied  in  terms,  but 
admitted  in  fact  in  the  answer.  The  de- 
fendants allege  in  their  answer  that  the 
quitclaim  deed  set  out  in  the  complaint 
contained  the  exact  underHtandiug  of  tlie 
parties,  and  that  there  was  no  mistake 
or  misunderstanding.  If  tills  be  true,  the 
defendants  stand  in  the  relation  of  vendee 
of  the  plaintiffs,  the  vendors  in  the  deed. 
Tills  action  is  brought  to  foreclose  the 
vendor's  Hen  for  alleged  unpaid  purchase 
money.  In  such  an  action  the  vendee  is 
estopped  from  denying  his  vendor's  title. 
While  in  some  actions  the  vendee  may 
dispute  his  vendor's  title,  the  doctrine  is 
(BIgelow,  Estop.  415)  "that,  until  the 
grantee  has  paid  for  the  land,  he  holds,  in 
respect  to  the  payment,  a  relation  of  duty 
to  the  grantor  similar  to  that  of  tenant 
and  landlord.  The  grantee  cannot  escape 
the  payment  of  the  purchase  price  by  dis- 
claimlnir  the  title  of  his  grantor."  In  the 
case  at  bar  the  defendant  admits  that 
whatever  rights  he  has  to  the  premisHs  he 
has  by  virtue  of  purchase  from  plaintiffs, 
and  in  an  action  to  foreclose  the  vendor's 
lien  for  purchase  price,  admitting  as  he 
does  the  purchase,  the  issue  is,  is  there 
purchase  money  due?  He  cannot  dis- 
avow his  vendor's  title  on  that  issue. 
BIgelow,  Estop.  414.  The  effect,  there- 
fore, of  the  defendant's  answer  is  to  deny 
the  plaintiffs'  allegation  of  ownership  in 
form,  and  to  admit  it  in  fact. 

It  is  claimed  in  the  petition,  also,  that 
the  California  cases  cited  in  support  of 
our  decision  as  to  the  word  ''claim"  have 
been  substantially  overruled  in  later 
cases.  In  support  of  this  statement  the 
petitioner  cites  Ellis  v.  Polhemus,  27  Cal. 
354,  and  Pitte  v.  Shipley,  46  Cal.  162.  The 
8igLiifli*ation  of  this  term  has  been  under 
discussion  in  the  California  courts  since 
1858;  commencing  with  Qray  v.  Palmer, 
9  Cal.  616,  and  contluued  in  Fallon  v.  But- 


ler, 21  Cal.  24;  Ellis  v.  Pol  he  mas,  27  Cal. 
354;  Christy  v.  Dana,  84  Cal.  558;  Slcbel  ▼. 
Carillo.  42  Cal.  505;  Pitte  v.  Shipley,  46 
Cal.  155;  and  Estate  of  McCausland,  52 
Cal.  56».  Much  that  has  been  said  in  tbe 
discussions  of  this  question  has  been  oat- 
side  of  the  issues.  We  find  in  them  noth- 
ing to  change  our  opinion  upon  this  qoea- 
tion  at  issue.  It  is  evident  that  tbe 
courts  of  that  state  do  not  underatand 
that  the  cases  referred  to  have  been  over- 
ruled. In  Estate  of  McCaasland,  above 
cited,  the  court  say:  "In  Fallon  v.  Bntl«r, 
Mr.  Chief  Justice  Fikld  said:  *  Whatever 
signification  there  may  be  attached  to  the 
word  "claim,"  standing  by  itself,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  in  the  probate  act  it  has  refer- 
ence to  such  debts  or  demands  against 
the  decedent  as  might  have  been  enforced 
against  him  in  his  life-time,  by  personal 
action,  for  tbe  recovery  of  money*  and 
upon  which  only  a  money  jndgment 
could  have  been  rendered.'"  This  defini- 
tion, they  say,  *'ln  onr  opinion,  is  cor- 
rect." 

We  are  unable  to  see  that  any  benefit 
would  arise  by  a  rearg^ment  of  tbe  case, 
and  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  is  there- 
fore denied.

Action  by  J.  L.  Cederholm  against  H. 
Loofborrow  and  another  to  foreclose  a 
chattel  mortgage.  During  the  pendency 
of  this  action,  plain  tiff  .commenced  an  ac- 
tion of  claim  and  delivery  against  the  de^ 
fendants  for  the  recovery  of  the  same  prop- 
erly. The  cases  were  consolidated,  and 
tried  to  a  referee.  The  referee  reported 
that  a  decree  of  foreclosure  beentered,and 
that  the  action  of  claim  and  delivery  be 
dismissed,  and  Judgment  was  entered  ac- 
cording\y.    From  that  part  of  thejadg* 
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■«ttt  directing  a  dtemiaaal  of  the  action 
«f  etainn  and  delivery,  plaintiff  appeals.

Uays^  C.  J.  Defendants  ^ave  plaintiff  a 
ebaltel  morti^ase  which  became  due  on  the 
flivt  day  of  December,  1884.  On  the  fourth 
day  of  Decern kier  plaintiff  commenced  an 
action  to  foreclose  the  same.  On  the  next 
day  be  deniande<l  posseHHlon  of  the  mbrt- 
fLmgfd  property,  which  was  refuned.  Three 
days  later  be  brought  an  action  of  claim 
aaid  delivery  fur  posaeBslon  of  the  proper- 
ty. Defendants  answered  in  each  suit. 
Tbe  caoaes  coming  on  to  be  heard  were 
euaaolidated  for  the  purpose  of  trial,  and 
then,  by  coDsent,  were  referred  to  a  ref- 
erce  to  take  testimony,  make  flndlnffs  of 
fact  and  coDclualons of  law,  and  to  report 
aocta  Jttd foment  us  he  deemed  proper  and 
Jost.  Afterwards,  the  referee  filed  his  re- 
port, wherein  he  finds  as  farts  that  the 
plaintiff  was  authorised  to  rake  posstfS- 
«i€Ui  of  tbe  raortgasred  property  at  the 
tioae  demand  was  made;  that  demand 
was  made  for  possession  of  the  property 
aad  puaoeonlon  refused;  that  at  the  time 
oi  demand  there  was  due  and  unpaid  on 
the  mortgage  9965.18.  The  referee  report- 
ed in  hie  conclusions  of  law  that  decree  of 
furecloanre  t>e  entered  for  the  amount  due 
OB  tbe  mortgage  and  order  of  sale  of 
aortfca^ced  property;  that  the  second  ac- 
tion for  the  possession  heiug  brought 
vrblle  tbe  property  was  under  the  control 
and  lorlsdlctlon  of  tbe  court  in  the  former 
action,  and  under  circumstances  which 
would  prevent  the  plaintiff  from  using  the 
poBDcaalon  of  said  property  for  the  only 
purpoee  for  which  he  had  any  right  to  the 
posacsalon.to  wit,  to  sell  tbe  same,  should 
be  dismissed  at  plaintiff's  costs  without 
retamlnic  the  property,  as  it  ap|>earB  to 
beta  ponacflidon  of  the  officer  whose  duty 
it  will  be  to  sell  the  same  under  the  equi- 
table decree  to  be  rendered  and  entered 
bercln.  Judgment  was  entered  in  accord - 
aaee  with  tbe  conclusions  of  the  referee, 
from  wbleb  Judgment  for  costs  the  plain- 
tiir  appeals  to  this  court. 

25eetion  408  of  our  Ckide  provides: 
'There  can  be  bnt  one  action  for  the  re- 
eoftry  of  aoy  debt  or  the  enforcement  of 


any  right  secured  by  mortgage  upon  real 
estate  or  personal  property. "  Section  941 
of  the  Code  provides  for  the  appointment 
of  a  receiver  in  action  to  foreclose  mort- 
gages. It  Is  evident  the  legislature  in- 
tended to  do  away  with  a  multiplicity  of 
actions,  as  they  have  fully  provided  for 
the  protection  of  all  rights  in  one  suit; 
and  where  the  plaintiff,  aM  in  this  case, 
chose  to  enforce  his  rights  by  foreclosure, 
that  action  becomes  exclusive.  Eastman 
V.  Turman,  24  Cal.  382. 

The  plaintiff's  remedy  in  the  first  suit 
was  full  and  complete.  He  was  not  only 
entitled  to  have  a  foreclosure  of  the  equi> 
ty  of  redemption  and  a  sale  of  the  chat- 
tels, but,  also,  to  have  the  property  fully 
protected  from  conversion  or  destruction 
until  the  same  should  be  sold.  Freeman 
V.  Freeman,  17  N.  J.  Eq.  44;  3  Wait,  Act. 
&  Def.  423.  If  plaintiff  failed  to  ask  for 
sufficient  relief  in  his  foreclosure  proceed- 
ings, that  was  a  fault  of  vi^hlch  he  cannot 
complain.  We  are  aware  that  it  has  been 
held  in  many  states  that  the  two  actions 
could  be  maintained,  but  we  think  they 
did  not  have  such  statutory  provisions  as 
are  found  in  this  territory.  Jones,  Ghat. 
Mortg.  9  758,  and  cases  there  cited. 

For  these  reasons  we  think  the  second 
action  was  rightfully  dismissed  at  plain- 
tiff's costs,  and  the  Judgment  should  be 
affirmed.

Criminal  Law  —  Instructions  —  Comments  on 

^fSTJMONY. 

1.  Under  Criminal  Practice  Act,  fi  354, 
providing  that  the  coart,  in  charging  the  jury, 
may  state  the  testimony  and  dedare  the  law, 
error  cannot  be  predicated  on  an  instruction 
in  a  criminal  prosecution  that  there  was  evi- 
dence tending  to  show  that  defendant  fired  a 
revolver,  and  inflicted  upon  deceased  a  wound, 
from  which  he  died. 

HOMICIDB — INSTRL'CTIOXS. 

2.  On  a  trial  for  murder,  error  cannot  be 
predicated  on  an  instruction  that,  to  justify 
the  homicide,  "there  must  be  danger  of  personal 
injury,  or  the  fear  of  personal  injury,  to  that 
extent  that  the  only  means  to  avoid  the  loss  of 
life  or  great  personal  injury  is  to  kill  the  assail- 
ant." 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Nes  Percea 
county. 
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One  Bernard  was  convicted  of  man- 
slaughter,  and  appeals.    Atfirmed.

Brodbkick,  J.  The  defendant  was  ac- 
cused of  the  murder  of  John  J.  Enrlfcht, 
was  tried,  and  convicted  of  manslaughter, 
and  sentenced  to  hard  labor  in  the  terri- 
torial prison  for  eight  years.  From  this 
Judgment  he  appeals.  The  drst  point 
made  on  his  behalf  on  the  appeal  is  that 
the  court  erred  in  giving  the  Jury  the  fol- 
lowing instruction:  ''Evidence  has  been 
given  tending  to  show  that  the  deceased, 
John  Enright,  entered  tne  printing  office 
of  the  defendant  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
therefrom  his  blankets,  and  that  while 
there  he  addressed  to  defendant  certain 
language  which  you  remember,  and  there- 
upon the  defendant  got  down  from  the 
printing  stool  and  ordered  him,  Enright, 
out  of  his  office;  that  said  Enright  not 
going  on  such  order,  the  defendant  fired 
his  revolver  at  him,  and  Infiicted  upon  the 
deceased  tlie  wound  from  which  he  died.** 
The  criticism  on  the  foregoing  instruct iou 
is  on  the  latter  part  of  it;  that  is,  it  is 
claimed  the  court  erred  in  saying  to  the 
Jury :  ''The  defendant  fired  his  revolver  at 
him,  and  Inflicted  upon  the  deceased  the 
wound  from  which  he  died.**  Under  our 
statute  (criminal  practice  act,  {  354)  tlie 
court,  in  charging  the  Jury,  may  state  the 
testimony  and  declai*e  the  law;  thin  is 
what  was  here  done.  We  cannot  by  any 
rule  of  law  subdivide  this  instruction  in 
the  manner  contended  for,  but  we  must 
take  and  consider  the  entire  paragraph, 
and  thus  determine  whether  or  not  it  was 
misleading.  Certainly,  under  our  practice 
and  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  it  was 
not  error  for  the  court  to  tell  the  Jury  that 
there  was  evidence  tending  to  prove  the 
facts  as  stated  in  this  instruction. 

The  second  alleged  error  complained  of 
is  the  giving  of  the  following  instruction : 
"There  must  be  danger  of  personal  injury, 
or  the  fear  of  personal  injury,  to  that  ex- 
tent that  the  only  means  to  avoid  the  lotis 
of  life,  or  grea t  personal  injury,  is  to  kill 
the  assailant.**  Section  2ft  of  crimes  act 
fully  warrants  this  instruction.  Had  this 
section  of  the  statute  been  copied  and 
given  as  an  instruction,  the  defendant 
would  have  had  as  good  ground  for  com- 
plaint  as  he  has  against  the  one  given  and 
here  objected  to. 

The  third  and  last  alleged  error  com- 
plained of  is  in  giving  the  following  por- 


tion of  an  instruction :  "And  that  be  bad 
in  good  faith  endeavored  to  decline  nny 
further  struggle  before  the  fatal  shot  wa» 
fired.**  it  is  apparent  from  the  read ing^ 
that  this  is  not  a  fell  orcomplete  sentence. 
It  is  selected  and  taken  from  a  charge' 
which,  in  the  main,  is  unobjectionable. 
As  the  facts  appear  to  us,  these  lines  might 
have  been  omitted  from  the  paragraph^ 
but  we  are  unable  to  see  how  any  sub- 
stantial right  of  the  defendant  could  have 
been  prejudiced  by  them.  The  meaning  of 
the  court  below  cannot  be  fairly  ascer- 
tained by  a  partial  view  of  what  the  Jury 
was  told  was  the  law  by  which  tbey 
should  be  governed  in  determining  a  ques- 
tion of  fact.  To  arrive  at  such  mean  Ins 
we  must  look  at  the  entire  charge  upon 
the  point  to  which  it  relates.  This  rale  Is- 
recognlssed  in  numerous  decisicins.  PcHjple 
V.  Nelson,  r)6  Cnl.  81,  and  cases  cited ;  Peo- 
ple V.  Welch,  49  Cal.  18*2;  People  v.  Doyell, 
48  Cal.  93:  U.  8.  v.  Snow,  4  Utah,  2K),  ^ 
Pac.  Hep.  5(11.  Section  4S2  of  the  criminal 
practice  act  provides  that  we  must  give 
Judgment  here  without  regard  to  technical 
error  or  defects  which  do  not  affect  sab- 
stautial  rights.  The  statute  authorIse» 
the  entire  Insiruction  from  which  the 
words  objected  to  are  taken  to  be  given 
In  a  proper  case,  and  we  understand  that 
it  iH  supported  by  the  general  doctrine. 
Whart.  fiom.  485,  and  cases  there  cited. 

From  an  examination  of  the  evidence 
and  the  entire  record  we  are  satisfied  the- 
defendant  could  not  have  been  Injured  by 
these  instructions,  or  either  of  them,  anc* 
that  he  had  a  fair  trial,  and  was  rightly 
convicted.    Judgment  affirmed.

Bbodbrick,  J.    On  tbe  second  day   of 
Octol»er,    1S85,    the     plaintiff     recovered 
)odsment  against  the  defeudants  before 
a  inatiee  of  the  fieace  in  Alturas  coun- 
ty.   On   the  sixth  day  of  same  month  tbe 
defendants    filed   with    the    Justice   their 
notice  and  ondertaklnic  on  appeal,  and 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  same  month 
they  served  npon  the  plaintiff  a  copy  of 
the  notice    of    appeal.     The    transcript 
sod  papers  on  appeal  were  transferred  to 
tbe  diatrict  court,  and  the  plaintiff  there 
mored  to  disroisa  tbe  appeal  on  thefcround 
tbat  tbe  diatrict  court  had  not  acquired 
Joiisdletloii  of  the  same,  as  no  undertak- 


ing on  appeal  had  been  filed  since  the  no- 
tice of  appeal  was  served.  The  motion 
was  overruled  and  denied,  and  from  the 
order  of  tbe  district  court  the  plaintiff  ap- 
peulri  to  this  court. 

It  is  contended  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff 
tbat  the  appeal  was  not  taken  in  the  man- 
ner required  by  law,  and  in  support  of 
this  proposition  we  are  referred  to  ShiRsler 
V.  Crooks,  1  Idaho,  '869;  People  v.  Hunt,. 
Id.  871;  Clark  v.  I^owenberir,  Id.  654. 
These  decisions  were  made  upon  tbe  stat- 
ute which  provides  for ''appeals  in  gen- 
eral," or  perhaps,  more  correctly  speak- 
ing, for  appeals  from  the  district  to  tbe 
supreme  court.  This  statute  differs  essen- 
tially from  the  one  we  are  now  called  up- 
on to  consider  and  construe,  and  hence  tbe 
cases  cited,  while  doubtless  correct  upon 
the  questions  there  presented,  have  no  ap- 
plication to  the  case  at  bar. 

By  section  665  of  tbe  Code  of  Qvil  Pro- 
cedure it  is  provided  tbat  ''any  party  dis- 
satisfied with  a  judgment  rendered  in  a 
civil  action  in  a  probate  or  Justice's  court 
may  appeal  therefrom  tothedistrlct  court 
of  the  county  at  any  time  within  tbirty 
days  after  tbe  rendition  of  tbe  Judgment. 
The  appeal  is  taken  by  filing  a  notice  of 
appeal  with  the  justice  or  judge,  and  serv- 
ing a  copy  on  the  adverse  party."  Sec- 
tion 668  provides  in  substance  tbat  upon 
receiving  tbe  notice  of  appeal,  and  on  pay- 
ment of  the  fees  of  the  Judgeor  justice,  and 
filing  an  undertaking  as  required  in  the 
next  section,  and  after  settlement  of  the 
statement,  if  any,  tbe  Judge  or  Justice 
must,  within  Ave  days,  transmit  to  tbe 
clerk  of  tbe  district  court,  with  tbe  papers 
in  the  ca^e,  a  transcript  of  tbe  docket  en- 
tries. By  section  669  it  is  further  provided 
tbat ''an  appeal  from  a  Justice's  or  pro- 
bate court  is  not  effectual  for  any  purpone, 
unless  an  undertaking  be  filed  with  two 
or  more  sureties,**  etc. 

It  may  here  he  observed  that  this  stat- 
ute, unaided  by  any  other,  prescribes  the 
mode  or  mannerof  appealfrom  judgments 
rendered  in  probate  and  justice's  courts. 
Three  things  nre  made  indispensable:  the 
filing  of  tbe  notice  of  appeal,  the  service  of 
a  copy  of  tbe  same  on  the  adverse  party, 
and  tbe  filing  of  an  undertaking;  and  all 
these  things  must  be  done  within  30  days 
from  tbe  rendition  ot  the  Judgment,  and 
are  Jurisdictional;  but  the  statute  does 
oot  prescribe  the  order  In  which  these  sev- 
eral steps  must  be  taken.  Here  the  notice 
of  appeal  and  undertaking  were  filed  four 
days  after  the  judgment  was   rendered* 
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This  did  not  effectuate  the  appeal  until  the 
notice  was  served  as  required  by  law. 
The  notice  was  served  nine  days- after  the 
filing*  and  it  will  De  seen  that  all  these  acts 
were  done  within  the  statutory  time,  and 
we  cannot  think  that  the  mere  order  In 
which  the3'  were  done  is  material.  It  has 
been,  in  effect,  so  held  under  the  statute 
from  which  ours  was  copied.  Coker  v. 
Superior  Conrt,  58  Cal  177;  Hall  v.  Supe- 
rior Court,  68  Cal.  ^,  8  Pac.  Rep.  6,  509. 

The  plaintiff  insists  that  by  reason  of 
the  filing  of  the  undertaking*  on  appeal 
prior  to  the  service  of  notice  that  he  was 
denied  his  statutory  rlsht  of  objectins  to 
the  sufficiency  of  the  sureties.  It  Is  true 
the  statute  provides  that  the  adverse  par- 
ty may  except  to  thesulUclencyof  the  sure- 
ties within  five  days  after  the  filing  of  the 
undertaking,  but  we  are  inclined  to  believe 
that  this  statute  is  only  directory,  and 
that  an  insufficient  undertaking  may  be 
objected  to  when  a  substantial  defect  Is 
ascertained,  or  that  the  defect  or  irregu- 
larity may  be  waived.  Rabe v.  Hamilton, 
15  Cal.  32.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  statute 
does  not  require  notice  to  be  y^ven  of  the 
filing  of  the  undertaking;  service  of  no- 
tice of  appeal  is  the  requirement,  and  this 
need  not  necessarily  be  done  before  the  un- 
dertaking is  filed.  The  statute  does  not 
require  It.  In  construing  a  statute  we 
must  look  to  the  language  used,  and  en- 
deavor, if  possible,  to  ascertain  the  inten- 
tion of  the  legislature;  and  applying  this 
rule  to  the  statute  in  question  weare  una- 
ble to  see  that  anything  more  was  intend- 
ed than  that  the  appeal  should  be  perfect- 
ed within  80  days  from  the  rendition  of 
the  Judgment. 

It  may  here  be  observed  that  no  show- 
ing was  tendered  in  the  court  below  that 
on  account  of  accident  or  mistake  the 
plaintiff  had  been  deprived  of  the  right  to 
object  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  undertak- 
ing. No  claim  wns  made  that  the  under- 
taking was  for  any  reason  insufficient,  or 
that  any  Injury  would  likely  result;  but 
the  plaintiff  rested  Its  application  on  the 
cold  question  of  Jurisdiction.  Whether,  If 
it  had  chosen  to  pursue  the  other  course 
suggested,  it  would  have  been  availing, 
we  do  not  here  decide.  On  this  question 
we  refer,  hbwever,  to  the  following  au- 
thorities: Coulter  V.  Stark,  7  Cal.  244; 
Cunningham  v.  Hopkins,  8  Cal.  33;  Rabe 
V.  Hamilton,  15  Cal.  81;  Stark  v.  Barrett, 
Id.  364;  Hayne,  New  Trials  &  App.  par. 
214,  p.  649;  section  668,  Code  Civil  Proc. 

After    aa  careful  consideration  of    the 


question  presented  by  this  appeal  as  wo 
have  been  able  to  give,  we  are  satisfied 
that  the  ruling  of  the  court  below  was 
correct.  The  Judgment  and  order  are 
therefore  affirmed.

3.  Error  cannot  be  predicated  on  the  re- 
fusal of  the  court  to  grant  a  new  trial  on  the 
ground  of  newly-discovered  evidence  where  it 
appears  that  the  alleged  evidence  is  entirely  ir- 
relevant to  the  issues  made  by  the  pleadings.

:,  J.  About  July,  1883,  M.  L.  Hoyt 
ft  Co.,  doing  business  as  bankers  at  Sbo- 
•bone.  Alturas  county,  Idaho  territory, 
recelTed  on  deposit  of  the  plaintiff,  Bart- 
ley  UalTney,  $914.20.  Shortly  after,  to- wit, 
Aogaat  3,  1H83,  the  said  company  sold 
their  aaid  business  to  Ross.  Car  tee.  and 
gave  notice  to  their  depositors  to  ''look 
to  said  (Jartee  for  the  payment  of  any 
arnney  dne  them  from  said  bank,  from  the 
date  of  said  notice."  Thot  afterwards, 
tbe  said  Cartee  having  failed,  the  plaintiff 
demanded  payment  of  the  said  firm  of 
Hnyt  A  Co.  of  his  said  deposit,  which  de- 
mand being  refused  be  commenced  this  ac- 
tion for  the  amount  claimed  to  be  due. 
Tbe  amended  complaint  was  filed  .Tuly  11, 
\9S4.  It  alleged  the  partnership  of  defend- 
ants, tbe  deposit  of  tbe  money,  tbe  demand 
of  payment,  and  tbe  refusal  to  pay;  and 
demanded  judgment  for  the  amount  due, 
virb  coata.    The  defendants    filed    their 


answer  August  1,  1884,  and  interpose  a 
general  denial.  Neither  pleading  is  veri- 
fied. Tbe  cause  was  tried  by  a  jury,  and 
tbey  returned  a  verdict  for  plaiutlffsof  $1,- 
027.69,  and  Judgment  was  entered  tbereon, 
Hgainst  all  tbe  defendants,  on  tbe  third 
day  of  July,  1886.  Tbe  defendants  gave 
notice  of  motion  to  set  aside  tbe  verdict 
and  Judgment,  and  for  a  new  trial,  on  tbe 
ground  of  accident  and  surprise,  insuffi- 
ciency of  the  evidence  to  sustain  the  ver- 
dict, newly-di8Covere<]  evidence,  and  be- 
cause tbe  verdict  was  contrary  to  law. 
On  tbe  tenth  day  of  October,  1885,  the 
court  granted  tbe  motion  to  set  aside  the 
verdict  as  to  Wurtelle,  overruled  tbe  mo- 
tion as  to  tbe  otber  defendants,  and  re- 
formed tbe  Judgment.  From  tbe  order 
overruling  tbe  motion  for  a  new  trial, 
and  from  tbe  modified  Judgment,  tbe  de- 
fendants appeal,  and  incorporate  a  bill  of 
exceptions  to  tbe  order  overruling  the 
motion  for  a  new  trial,  and  a  statement, 
into  the  record.  In  tbe  specifications  of 
errors  tbe  appellants  assign  as  error: 
**  First,  insufficiency  of  tbe  evidence  to 
prove  that  tbe  defendants  were  partners; 
second,  that  tbe  evidence  was  sufficient 
to  establish  that  tbe  plaintiff  consented 
to  change  bis  deposit  acc«>unt  from  Uoyc 
&  Co.  to  Cartee;  third,  that  tbe  court 
erred  in  admitting,  against  the  objection 
of  defendants,  testimony  of  common  re- 
port as  to  tbe  copartnership  of  defend- 
ants; fourth,  that  tbe  order  reforming  tbe 
Judgment  is  against  law." 

In  the  brief  of  appellant  15  assignments 
of  error  are  set  out;  but,  as  no  errors  will 
be  considered  on  appeal  that  were  not  set 
out  in  tbe  specifications  of  error  in  tbe 
statement  of  tbe  case  and  In  tbe  bill  of  ex- 
ceptions, we  shall  consider  only  those 
above  enumerated. 

Tbe  firHtand  third  assignments  of  error, 
to- wit,  that  tbe  evidence  was  insufficient 
to  prove  that  tbe  defendants  were  part- 
ners, and  error  in  admitting  evidence  of 
common  report  to  prove  partnership,  may 
be  considered  together.  The  rule  seems  to 
be  established,  as  tbe  result  of  numerous 
adjudicated  cases,  that  common  report 
can  only  be  admitted  to  prove  tbe  part- 
nership of  the  different  members  of  a  firm 
when  it  is  accompanied  with  evidence  that 
such  report  was  known  to  the  party 
sought  to  be  charged.  5  Wait,  Act.  &  Def. 
114,  and  numerous  cases  there  cited; 
Bowen  v.  Rutherford,  60  III.  41 :  Brown  v. 
Crandall,  11  Conn.  92;  Halliday  v.  Mc- 
Dougall,  20  Wend.  81. 
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In  the  case  at  bar,  the  admission  of 
Hoyt  in  his  deposition  introduced  in  evi- 
•dence,and  the  admission  of  Wallace  as  tes- 
tified to  by  Mr.  Angel,  were  sufficient  to 
justify  the  verdict  of  the  jury  as  to  their 
fiartnership.  Parties  plaintiff  are  not 
held  to  the  same  decree  of  strictness  in 
proving  the  partnership  of  defendants  as 
they  are  in  proving  their  own  partnership 
when  they  bring  the  action  as  partners. 
As  to  defendants  Dodridge  and  Wurtelle 
there  seems  to  have  been  no  evidence  of 
their  connection  with  the  firm  except  com- 
mon report,  and  indeed  Wurtelle  seems  to 
have  been  unconnected  with  the  firm  even 
by  common  report.  While  this  evidence 
wan  competent,  yet,  without  the  addi- 
tional evidence  that  the  report  was  known 
to  Dodridge  and  Wurtelle,  we  think  it  was 
not  sufficient  to  warrant  a  judgment 
against  them. 

Upon  the  hearing  of  the  motion  for  a 
new  trial  the  court  set  aside  the  verdict 
and  judgment  as  to  Wurtelle,  and  over- 
ruled it  as  to  the  other  defendants.  It  is 
insisted  by  appellants  that  it  was  error 
to  modify  the  judgment  by  striking  out 
one  of  the  parties.  The  defendants,  by 
their  answer,  put  in  a  general  denial,  and 
thus  deny  the  partnership,  and  also  their 
several  llnbility.  They  are  in  no  way 
Jointly  interested  in  their  defense.  Upon 
their  motion  for  a  new  trial  they  several- 
ly insist  that  the  evidenctr  is  insufficient  to 
establish  either  their  joint  liability  as  part- 
ners, or  their  several  liability  as  individ- 
uals. The  court,  in  Its  discretion,  sus- 
tained the  motion  as  to  defendant  Wur- 
telle, and  overruled  it  as  to  the  others. 
Action  352,  Code  Civil  Proc,  provides 
**that  in  actions  against  several  defend - 
■ants  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  ren- 
der judgment  against  one  or  more  of 
them.**  It  is  claimed  upon  the  argument 
that  thus  diminishing  the  number  of  de- 
fendants increases  the  burden  of  those  re- 
maining; but  defendants  themselves  deny 
Joint  as  well  as  several  liability.  If  they 
were  not  partners  with  defendant  Hoyt, 
they  should  not  be  held.  The  burden 
■should  rest  upon  him  and  his  partners. 
If  any  of  the  defendants  were  likely  to  be 
prejudiced  through  the  want  of  evidence 
on  the  part  of  plaintiffs  to  prove  who  all 
-of  the  partners  were,  the  defendants  were 
in  a  position  to  furnish  the  evidence  as  to 
the  actual  members  of  the  firm,  and  thus 
distribute  the  burden  where  it  rightfully 
belongs.  We  think  the  court  below  bad 
•authority  to  modify  thejndgment.   Mathe-

The  next  alleged  error  is  the  overruling 
of  the  motion  for  a  new  trial  on  the  ground 
of  newly-discovered  evidence.  Evidence 
was  admitted  by  defendants  tending  to 
show  that  plaintiff  drew  two  checks  upon 
Mr.  Cartee  after  Hoyt  &  Co.  bad  trans- 
ferred their  Interest  in  the  bank,  and  it  \a 
claimed  that  the  drawing  of  said  cbeckR 
was  evidence  showing  that  the  plaintiff 
accepted  said  Cartee  for  said  deposits,  and 
thus  released  Hoyt  &  Co.  The  plaintiff, 
in  i*ebuttal.  denied  the  signing  of  said 
checks,  which  evidence  defendants  claim 
was  surprise  to  them,  and  they  produced 
the  affidavit  of  said  Cartee,  on  the  motion 
for  new  trial,  to  the  effect  thpt  he  (Cartee) 
would  testify  that  plaintiff,  Gaffney,  actu- 
ally signed  said  checks.  The  answer  con- 
tains no  allegation  that  plaintiff  accepted 
said  Cartee,  and  released  Hoyt  &  Co.  from 
said  deposit.  The  answer  contains  a  sim- 
ple denial  of  the  partnership,  the  deposit* 
the  refusal  to  pay,  and  the  indebtednesH. 
These  constitute  the  issues.  Evidence  of 
release  of  Hoyt  &  Co.  and  acceptance  of 
Cartee  would  be  entirely  outside  of  the  is- 
sues, and  therefore  irrelevant  and  inad* 
missible.  Clearly  it  was  not  error  to  re- 
fuse a  new  trial  upon  the  discovery  of  evi- 
dence entirely  Irrelevant  to  the  issuesmade 
by  the  pleadings. 

An  inspection  of  theevldence  shows  that 
there  was  no  testimony  of  the  liability 
of  either  Wurtelle  or  Dodridge, except  that 
of  common  report,  which  was  not  of  itself 
sufficient  to  justify  the  verdict  against 
them.  Ah  Lep  v.  Gong  Choy,  18  Or.  205, 
9  Pac.  Rep  483. 

We  think  the  judgment  should  be  fur- 
ther modified  by  striking  therefrom  the 
name  of  Dodridge  as  defendant,  and  af- 
firmed as  to  defendants  Hoyt  and  Wal- 
lace, and  that  the  cause  be  remanded  foi 
a  modification  in  the  court  l>elow  in  ac- 
cordance herewith.

Elkhorn  mine  as  is  outside  of  tbe  bounda- 
ries set  out  In  their  said  agreement,  and 
for  general  relief. 

The  defendants,  answering,  deny  the 
trespass,  and  allege  the  verbal  agreement 
ur  contract  existing  prior  to  tbe  written 
one  set  out  in  the  complaint  included  the 
ground  in  controversy;  that  the  written 
agreement  was  intended  to  contain  the 
same,  and  that  the  plaintiff  Lewis  fraudu- 
lently Informed  them  that  it  did  con  tain  the 
same;  that  he  put  them  in  possession  of 


the  same,  and  received  thetwo-fSfthH  of  the 
ore  extracted  therefrom  as  per  condition  of 
the  written  agreement;  and  that  defend- 
ants accepted  said  agreement  believing 
that  it  included  the  mining  ground  lo  dis- 
pute. Defendants  also  file  a  cross-com- 
plaint, alleging  that  they  received  nald 
agreement  believing  and  underatandlng 
that  it  contained  the  ground  In  clispute, 
that  tbe  plaintiffs  so  represented  to  them 
falsely,  and  that  they  relied  on  •said  repre- 
sentation. They  further  allege,  among 
other  matters,  that  they  entered  upon 
said  premises  under  said  agreement,  and 
discovered  a  rich  body  of  ore  therAoo  of 
the  value  of  $200,000,  which  they  were 
prevented  from  extracting  by  plaintiffs* 
Injunction  herein;  that  plaintiffs  had  ex- 
tracted the  same  and  appropriated  the 
same  to  their  use,  and  that  in  consequence 
of  said  injunction  restraining  them  from 
working  said  ore,  they  had  been  pat  to 
additional  expense  in  the  amount  of  92,- 
000,  in  opening  other  ore  bodies  under  said 
agreement;  and  prayed  that  said  agree- 
ment might  be  so  reformed  as  to  inclnde 
the  ground  in  dispute;  that  they  (defend- 
ants) be  adjudsed  owners,  and  entitle*]  to 
all  the  said  Elkhorn  lode  on  the  dip  there- 
of having  its  apex  within  the  premises  de- 
scribed in  said  agreement,  and  the  right  to 
mine  and  remove  the  same,  and  for  other 
and  equitable  relief. 

The  plaintiffs,  answering,  deny  tbe  ma- 
terial allegations  in  tbe  amended  cross- 
complaint,  and  ask  that  it  be  dismissed, 
at  defendants'  costs,  and  for  further  and 
equitable  relief. 

Upon  the  trial  of  the  case  a  Jury  was  re- 
quested by  the  defendants  to  trythecause, 
and,  under  objection  of  plaintiffs,  the 
court  impaneled  a  Jury,  and  of  hia  own 
motion  submitted  to  them  the  following 
special  questions:  *' Question  1.  Did  the 
lessees  in  the  lease,  or  defendants,  enter 
upon  the  premises  In  dispute,  and  mine 
and  extract  ore,  with  the  knowledge,  con- 
sent, and  by  authority  of  plaintiff  Lewis, 
or  did  they  enter  without  bis  knowledge, 
consent,  or  acquiescence?  Answer.  Tbey 
entered  and  extracted  ore  with  his  knowl- 
edge, consent,  and  acquiescence.  Q.  2.  IHd 
the  plaintiffs,  or  either  of  them,  by  them- 
selves or  their  agents,  receive  or  retain 
the  two-fifths  royalty  knowing  that  the 
ore  was  extracted  by  tbe  defendants  and 
Grant  from  the  premises  in  dispute?  A. 
They  did  receive  It  knowing  it  to  be  from 
the  ground  in  dispute.  Q.  8.  Did  the  origi- 
nal verbal  agreement  for  the  leaae  include 
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the  pramises   in  dispute,   vli.,  all  groand 
oortb-east   of   tbe  east  tunnel,  and  wan  It 
anlttea  from  tbe  wrltlns  either  by  mutual 
■iBtake  or  fraud  of  tbe  plain  tiffs?    A.  It 
dld,aDf1  vaa  omitted  by  mutual  mistake." 
*Q.5.  What  Istbevalneof  the  orethetbree 
dflfeodants  could   bare  extracted  between 
date  of  serTlce  of  injunction,  March  8, 1884, 
aad  JQly   1,  1884?     A.  t53,l60.    Q.  6.  And 
what  was  tbe  extra  damage    by  being 
drlfen  oat,  and  compelled   to  drive  new 
toDoels     to     reaob  ore?    A.  f  1,600."    To 
tbeadmiaelon  of  the  last  two  queHtions, 
to-wit,  5  and   6,  defendants  objected  on 
thCRroond  tbat  the  equitable  issues  should 
befimt  settled,  and  assign  tbe  submission 
uf  ail  of  said   queatlons  at  the  same  time 
to  the  same  Jary  as  error.    In  support  of 
thkiaiiesed  error  the  appellants  cite  Weber 
T.Mar8bail,19  Cal.457;  Leetrade  v.  Barth, 
Id.  680;  Arsoello  t.  Edinger,  10  Cal.  160; 
Harrison  r.  Bank,  17  Wis.  361;  and  Estra- 
da T.  Murphy.  19  Cal.  249.    In  Arguello  ▼. 
Kdinjcer.  supra,  the  action  was  ejectment, 
aad   tiie  issue  wan  whether  a  verlial  con- 
tract of  sale,   with  delivery  of  premises, 
enald   be  set  up  ss  a  defense  thereto.    In 
sastalttins  soch  a  defense  Justice  Field 
says:     "If,   upon    bearing    the   evidence, 
the  court  should  determine  that  there  was 
Smaad  for  relief,  it  woulil  decree  specific 
performance.    If  it  should  refuse  the  relief, 
it  would  call  a  Jury  to  determine  the  issues 
upon  a  Keneral   denial.**    The  case  was 
tried,  iiofr ever,  upon  the  general  denials, 
tile  demurrer  to  rhe  equitable  defenbe  bav- 
ins l^een  sustained.    This  question  of  prac- 
tice was  not  at  issue,  and  the  suggestion 
of  tlio  court  was  but  obiter.    In  Weber  v. 
SiarBhall  the  action  was  also  ejectment, 
ttad   tlie  answer  contained  both  legal  and 
cqaitAble  defenses.    Sperinl  issues  In  vol  v- 
the  ▼arinus  Issues, Ingal  and  equitable, 
all  submitted  to  tbe  Jury  together, 
Jnst  tbe  «>bJection  of  plaintiffs,  who  ez- 
eepted  tbereto,  and  saved  their  exception 
ia  tbe  record.    The  court,  by  Baldwin,  J., 
as  J  tbe  submission  of  all  these  defenses  to 
Um  Jury  was  Irregular;  and  add  that  if 
tbe  equitable  and  legal  matter  is  not  kept 
distinct,  confusion,  embarrassment,  and 
deiay  will  ensue.    They  fail  to  say,  how- 
ever, that  tbe  doing  so  is  more  than  Irreg- 
ularity;   aod  state  with   especial    clear- 
ness tbat  a  new  trial  Is  granted  for  error 
In  tlie  decree  based  upon  tbe  findings  of 
tliejujy.    In  Lfestrade  ▼.  Bartb  the  same 
issues  in  an  action  of  ejectment  weresub- 
mittsd,  and  Fimi^D^  J.,  says  that  In  Weber 
r.  Afarvhall  such  practice  was  held  to  be 
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irregular;  but  as  no  objection  was  taken 
In  tbe  court  below,  tbe  irregularity  will 
not  Influence  the  decision  in  the  case  at 
bar.  In  Estrada  y.  Murphy  the  practice 
does  not  seem  to  have  been  at  issue,  but 
Justice  FiBLD  indicates  that  it  should  be, 
as  h<)  had  done  In  Arguello  v.  Edinger. 
In  Harrison  v.  Bank,  17  Wis.  850,  an  action 
involving  the  reformation  of  a  contract, 
with  Issues  both  legal  and  equitable,  sub- 
mitted to  a  Jury  without  objection,  Dixon^ 
C.  J.,  says  that  the  correct  practice  in 
such  cases  no  doubt  Is  to  try  the  equitable 
cause  first,  and  afterwards  the  legal;  but» 
as  that  practice  was  not  adopted,  we  see  no 
absolute  impracticability  in  the  course 
pursued. 

To  the  expressions  contained  In  the 
above  authorities  It  Is  replied  by  respond- 
ents that  the  submission  of  special  issues 
in  cases  essentially  equitable  Is  a  matter 
of  discretion  with  tbe  court;  that  the 
findings  of  the  Jury  thereon  are  simply 
advisory,  and  not  binding  upon  tbe  con- 
science of  tbe  court;  and  that  tbe  ut- 
most doctrine  of  the  adjudicated  cases 
Is  tbat  such  a  practice  Is  but  an  irregu- 
larity, which  has  never  been  adjudged  to 
be  sufficient  ground  to  reverse  a  Judg- 
ment. 

Tbe  doctrine  of  the  advisory  character 
of  ench  a  practice  seems  fully  determined 
InBasey  v.  Gallagher,  20  Wall.  678.  Jus- 
tice Field  there  says.  In  a  case  in  which 
the  same  practice  was  adopted  as  in  tbe 
case  at  bar:  *'The  court  is  not  bound  to 
call  a  Jury,  and  if  it  does  call  one  it  is 
tmly  for  tbe  purpose  of  enlightening  its 
conscience,  and  not  to  control  Its  Judg- 
ment."  In  Lestrade  v.  Bartb  it  is  said 
that  this  practice  is  only  adopted  when 
the  evidence  is  very  contradictory  and  the 
question  turns  on  tbe  credibility  of  wit- 
nesses. Tbe  only  reason  given  why  this 
practice  is  not  proper  is  that  confusion, 
embarrassment,  and  delay  may  ensue. 
We  are  unable  to  see  tbat  any  of  these 
objections  exist  in  tbe  case  at  bar.  In 
tbe  only  case  (that  of  Weber  v.  Marshall) 
in  which  the  practice  has  been  actually 
adjudicated,  it  was  held  simply  an  irregu- 
larity not  sufficient  to  Justify  a  new  trial. 
We  have  graver  doubts  of  tbe  expediency 
of  submitting  equitable  issues  to  a  Jury  at 
all  than  wh  have  apprehension  of  con- 
fusion or  delay  In  submitting  both  legal 
and  equitable  Issues  to  a  Jury  at  tbe 
same  time.  We  are  of  tbe  opinion  that 
tbe  practice  rests  In  the  diicretlon  of  the 
court. 
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Tho  appellants  assign  as  error  the  (cl v- 
iDg  of  tbe  folio wiDg^  iiistractioo :  **lf  it  is 
clearly  established,  to  the  satisf action  of 
the  jury,  that  the  verbal  uoderstaodlD^c 
and  agreement  of  the  parties  included  all 
the  ground  lying  north-easterly  from  the 
east  tunnel,  and  that  the  same  was 
omitted  from  the  writing  by  mutual  mis- 
take, then  the  defendants  made  out  a 
case  entitling  them  to  a  reformation  of 
the  w'rltten  lease  to  make  it  conform  to 
the  verbal  agreement,  and  the  jury  should 
find  on  that  issue  accordingly."  This  is 
claimed  as  error  because  it  does  not  say 
that  these  facts  should  appear  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt.  We  cannot  determine 
the  correctness  of  an  Instruction  by  segre- 
gating it  from  the  entire  charge,  and  con- 
sidering it  alone.  In  the  second  instruc- 
tion the  court  charged  the  Jury  that  virrit- 
ten  instruments  cannot  be  reformed  upon 
a  probability  nor  preponderance  of  evi- 
dence, but  only  upon  a  moral  certainty  of 
error.  In  the  first  instructions  the  Jury 
are  told  that  mistake  must  appear  be- 
yond a  reasonable  doubt.  This  is  re- 
peated in  instruction  No.  8.  We  think  the 
charge  is  clear  and  explicit  as  to  tne  aoc- 
trlne  of  reasonable  doubt. 

The  third  alleged  error  is:  The  finding 
of  the  Jury,  adopted  by  the  court,  that 
the  original  verbal  agreement  for  the 
lease  included  the  ground  in  dispute,  and 
that  it  was  omitted  by  mutual  mistake, 
is  not  supported  by  the  evidence;  and 
that  there  is  no  allegation  of  mutual  mis- 
take in  the  pleadings  upon  which  to  base 
such  evidence  or  finding.**  We  think  the 
allegations  in  the  pleadings  are  sufl^cient 
to  sustain  the  findings,  and  shall  consider 
the  sufficiency  (»f  evidence.  This  seems  to 
be  the  important  question  in  the  case. 

In  reviewing  the  evidence  we  may  be 
aided  by  segregating  the  admitted  from 
the  disputed  facts.  Mr.  Ervin,  the  chief 
witness  for  the  defense,  one  of  the  parties 
defendant,  testifies:  **!  am  very  familiar 
with  the  hill,  [the  locus  In  quo,'}  Have 
been  around  it  three  years.  I  first  knew 
east  tunnel  in  May,  1882,  [18  months  be- 
fore the  lease  was  executed.]  Austin  had 
procured  a  lease  which  was  not  satis- 
factory to  us  with  reference  to  the  ground 
and  the  number  of  men.  The  ground  I 
wanted  was  below  discovery  cropplngs, 
which  was  not  included  in  the  first  paper. 
Before  the  lease  was  made  I  had  ex- 
amined only  the  surface  ground.  I  was 
acquainted  with  the  other  side  of  the 
mountain,  and    tolerably  familiar    with 


lessee's  tunnel.  I  asked  Lewis  to  be  al- 
lowed to  work  more  men,  and  he  said :  *  I 
cannot  do  this.  I  have  given  you  all 
you  wanted.  You  may  strike  somethios 
where  yon  would  make  flOO  a  day,' etc. 
The  restriction  on  the  number  of  meo 
was  all  that  remained  unsatisfactory  at 
the  time.  Austin  was  gone  five  or  ten 
minutes  when  he  went  with  the  paper." 
1. 1.  Lewis,  one  of  the  plaintiffs,  testified 
**  that  he  gave  a  leane  to  Austin,  one  of 
the  defendants,  who  after  keeping  it  a 
week  returned  with  it,  and  said  his  part- 
ners wanted  more  ground  than  was  de- 
scribed therein.  He  [Austin]  said  tbey 
wanted  the  ground  to  the  east  tunnel.  I 
made  the  erasures  in  the  first  paper,  and 
interlined  it  to  read:  'On  n  straight  line 
from  shaft  No.  S  to  mouth  of  east 
tunnel,*  [as  appears  in  the  original  lease.] 
I  had  copies  made  of  the  lease  as  amend- 
ed. Austin  went  away,  and  on  the  next 
day  returned  with  Ervin  and  Grant. 
Austin  introduced  Ervin  to  me.  We 
signed  the  papers.  Ervin  remained  a 
short  time,  and  talked  about  thegronnd.** 
From  this  evidence,  undisputed,  we  find 
that  the  plaintiffs  were  particularly  anx- 
ious to  limit  the  work  of  defendants  to 
three  men,  and  within  a  prescribed  area; 
that  the  matter  of  the  east  tunnel  as  a 
limit  was  suggested  by  Austin,  one  of  the 
lessees;  that  the  original  lease  was  In  the 
possession  of  lessees  for  a  week  before  it 
was  altered;  that  Austin  was  famiUnr 
with  the  premises  In  which  the  mine  was 
situated,  and  all  of  it;  tbatUrant  worked 
on  the  Elk  horn  mine,  of  which  the  leased 
premises  were  a  part;  that  after  keepinic 
the  original  lease  a  week,  with  every  op- 
portunity and  motive  to  examine  the 
ground,  they  had  it  reformed,  ex  tend  ins 
the  original  limits;  that  at  the  time  the 
reformed  lease  was  delivered  to  them  they 
were  all  present;  that  Ervin  remained 
some  time  after  he  had  received  a  copy  as 
amended,  and  talked  about  the  enterprise 
with  Mr.  Lewis;  and  that  he  and  the 
other  lessees  had  an  opportunity  and 
abundant  leisure  to  examine  its  contents; 
and  that  after  all  this,  as  Ervin  testifies, 
the  restriction  on  the  number  of  men  was 
all  that  remained  unsatisfactory  at  the 
time. 

There  is  in  the  record  much  contradictor 
ry  evidence.  Mr.  Lewis  swears  that  the 
lease  was  read  and  compared  by  the  par- 
ties, which  Mr.  Ervin  fully  denies.  But 
without  stopping  to  weigh  confiicting 
evidence,  and  accepting  the  above  testi- 
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noBj  off  Mr.  EftIii  as  true,  we  may  pre- 
lome  that  be  has  omitted  nothing  which 
vould  be  of  benefit   to  the    defendants' 


It  Ib  aripied    that  the  conduct  of    the 
piaintlffb  In  paying  money  to  the  wJtnesfi 
Graatf  with  the  apparent  parpoee  of  hlr- 
imt  him   to   be   absent  at  the  trial,  which 
pnrpobe  le  not   denied    or    explained  by 
plaiotlUa,   toK^ther  with  the   manner  In 
which  the  aflldavltfi  npon  which  the  In- 
unction  was   gpranted  were  obtained,  are 
pvmmptloQs   afcalnnt  the  plaintiffs'  case 
Mfllflent  to  Justify  the  flndinff  of  the  jury. 
The  aenttmenta  of  the  court  are  entirely  In 
accord  with  thoae  expressed  by  the  attor- 
■cys  for  respondents  as  to  the  reprehensl- 
Mp  character  of  snch  practices.     Fortu- 
aatcly  lor  the  repntation  of  the  profession, 
we  find  no  cases  in  the  American  reports 
wliers  It  has   been  necessary  to  consider 
the  welicbt  of  this  class  of  presumptions 
Is  the  trial  of  causes,  and  we  are  »clad  to 
he  able  ti>  say  that  no  attorney  or  counsel 
of  record  connected   with  this  case  is  re- 
sponsible for  snch  a  necessity  now.    Best 
OB  Evidence  (section  411)  says  that  in  the 
rase  of  Annesley  ▼.  Earl  of  Anglesea,  17 
How.  State  Tr.  ]4;S0,  in  which  the  defend- 
ant caused  the  plaintiff  to  be  kidnapped 
and  sent  to  sea,  and  afterwards  endeav- 
ored  to   take  away  his  life  upon  a  false 
cbarse  of   murder,  one  of  the  judjyres  say 
that   these  facts  spoke  more  strongly  in 
proof  of  plaintiff's  case  than  a  thousand 
witnesses.    The  case  was  undoubtedly  an 
ags^raTated  one,  and  the  doctrine  stated 
with  exceptional  force.    1  Phil.  Er.  *689, 
says  :    **  Where  a  person  is  proved  to  have 
ssppressed    any    species  of  evidence,  the 
psesvmptlon  will  arise  that  if  the  truth 
had  appeared  it  would  have  been  against 
Ids  interest,  and  that  his  conduct  is  at- 
*  trflHitable  to  bis  knowledge  of  this  circum- 
stance.*   Apply  this  rule,  and  admitting 
that    the    evidenct:  of    Grant   if   present 
would     hare  folly  corroborated  that  of 
Errin,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  tliefacts, 
as  admitted  by  Ervin  and  corroborated 
by  Grant,  would  not  be  sufficient  to  an- 
thovixd  tbe  reforming  of  the  lease.    The 
Cact  that  defendants  were  well  acquainted 
srith  theio^and,  and  had  ample  oppor- 
timiry  to  know  the  precise  language  of  tbe 
le^atfe.— opi>ortQnities    which    they  ongbt 
to  hare  improved,  if  they  did  not,— leaves 
a  doobt   In   the  mind  of  the  court,  which 
they    tbtnk  Is  a  reasonable  one,  that  any 
mistake  was  made  as  to  the  terms  of  the 
or  the  premises  described  in  it.    In 


Hearne  v.  Insurance  Ck>.,  20  Wall.  490,  the 
court  say:  "The  party  alleging  mistake 
must  show  exactly  in  whntit  consists  and 
the  correction  that  should  be  made.  The 
evidence  must  be  such  as  to  leave  no  rea- 
sonable doubt  in  the  mind  of  tbe  court  as 
to  either  of  these  points;  the  mistake 
must  be  mutual  and  common  to  both 
parties.  It  must  appear  that  both  have 
done  what  neither  intended."  To  the 
same  effect  are  Cox  v.  Woods,  67  Gal.  817. 
7  Pac.  Rep.  722;  Mead  v.  Insurance  Co.,  64 
N.  Y.  453;  Wachendorf  v.  Lancaster,  61 
Iowa,  509, 14  N.  W.  Rep.  816,  and  16  N.  W. 
Rep.  533;  Fowler  v.  Adams,  13  Wis.  459; 
Lnke  v.  Meacham,  Id.  355;  2Pom.£q.  Jar. 
S  859;  1  Story.  £q.  Jur.  §S  152-157. 

The  renpondents  argue  that  it  being  ad- 
mitted that  the  apex  of  the  ore  body  in 
dispute  is  within  the  area  described  in  tbe 
lease,  the  lessees  have  tbe  right  to  follow 
the  vein  outside  their  side  lines  into  tbe 
disputed  ground.  After  an  examination 
of  the  authorities  cited  in  support  of  this 
theory,  we  are  of  tbe  opinion  that  the 
lease  gives  the  defendants  a  license  to  re- 
move ore  from  within  tbe  prescribed  limits, 
and  does  not  constitute  a  grant  which 
authorizes  the  defendants  to  follow  the 
vein  outside  of  the  area  described  in  the 
lease. 

The  appellants  urge  that  the  fourth  in- 
struction was  error,  to- wit:  *If  the  Jury 
find  that  Lewis  told  tbe  lessees  that  their 
lease  extended  to  tbe  east  tunnel,  and 
the  lessees  so  believing  went  to  work  there- 
in with  the  knowledge  of  the  plaintiffs* 
and  developed  an  ore  body;  and  that 
plaintiffs  received  their  royalty  from  tbe 
ore  sold  therefrom ;  and  that  tbe  defend- 
ants expended  a  large  amount  of  labor 
thereon,  so  that  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
mencement of  this  suit  there  was  ore  of 
the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars  on  tbe 
dump  extracted  by  them, — then  Lewis  and 
the  plaintiffs  would  be  estopped  and  pre- 
vented from  claiming  that  the  lease  did 
not  Include  tbe  ground  in  the  east  tunnel. '* 

The  appellants  claim  that  this  instruc- 
tion is  error  in  that  it  fails  to  state  that 
the  party  to  be  estopped  must  have  had 
knowledge  that  bis  conduct  or  represeuta- 
tiuns  were  false,  and  that  tbe  party  claim- 
ing the  benefit  of  the  estoppel  was  igno- 
rant of  the  truth,  and  honestly  relied  and 
acted  upon  tbe  statement  or  act  which  is 
claimed  to  work  tbe  estoppel.  We  think 
the  authorities  clearly  establish  that  this 
instruction  is  error.  While  under  a  mutu- 
al mistake,  under  the  circumstances    of 
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this  case,  the  Interest  of  the  defendants  In 
the  ore  apon  the  dump  at  the  time  they 
received  notice  of  the  mistake  woald  prob- 
ably be  determined  by  the  terms  of  the 
lease,  yet  we  think  the  adjadlcated  cases 
wonld  not  extend  the  estoppel  beyond 
that  limit.  Brewer  v.  Railroad  Corp.,  6 
Mete.  (MaHS.)  478;  6  Wait,  Act.  &  Def.-  688, 
689,  7as,  707,  714 ;  Morrison  v.  Caldwell,  5 
T.  B.  Mon.  426;  McGarrity  v.  Byin^ton,  12 
Cal.  431 ;  Stuart  v.  Luddington,  10  Amer. 
Dec.  650,  652;  Finne^an  v.  Carraher,  47 
N.  Y.  600;  Herm.  Estop.  5§  413,  415,439; 
Biffelow,  Estop.  §§  480,  631,  548;  Reynolds 
▼.Insurance  Co.,  6  Amer.  Rep.  337;  Hefner 
V.  Yandolah,  57  HI.  520;  Steel  v.  Smelting 
Co.,  106  n.  S.  456,1  Sup.  Ct.  Rep. 389;  Brant 
y.  Iron  Co.,  93  U.  S.  326;  Corning  v.  Facto- 
ry, 40  N.  Y.  203. 

Judgment  reversed  and  cause  remanded 
for  a  new  trial.

CONTRAOT— CONSTKUGTION. 

1.  The  contract  by  which  defendants  en- 
tered into  possession  of  plaintiffs'  mine  recited 
that  '*this  indenture  of  lease,  with  priyilege  of 

Surchase,  witnesseth  that  tne  parties  of  the 
rst  part  (plaintiffs]  remise,  grant,  and  lease 
to  the  parties  of  the  second  part*'  [defendants] 
the  mine  in  question.  There  was  also  a  provi- 
sion that,  in  default  of  the  payment  of  the  con- 
sideration at  the  expiration  of  a  certain  time, 
the  parties  of  the  second  part  would  surrender 
the  premises  to  the  parties  of  the  first  part; 
but,  in  case  payment  was  made  within  such 
time,  the  parties  of  the  first  part  were  to  malce 
a  conveyance  of  the  mine  to  the  parties  of  the 
second  part.  Held,  that  such  contract  was  a 
lease  with  an  option  to  purchase,  and  not  a 
contract  of  sale.    jBuck,  J.,  dissenting.

2.  In  such  case  the  fact  that  defendants 
paid  plaintiffs  more  than  half  of  the  considera-

Appeal  from  district  court,  Altaras 
coauty. 

Action  by  George  F.  Settle  and  aootber 
against  John  B.  Winters  and  others  to  re- 
strain defendants  from  interfering  with 
plaintiffs'  mine,  and  for  an  acconntiog. 
From  a  Judgment  for  plaintiffs,  defend* 
ants  appeal.    Affirmed. 

On  the  nineteenth  day  of  September, 
1882,  the  respondents,  who  are  the  plain- 
tiffs herein,  entered  into  a  contract  tn  wrif* 
ing  with  the  appellants,  who  are  the  de- 
fendants herein,  as  follows: 

*'This  indenture  of  lease,  with  prlvflffce 
of  purchase,  made  and  executed  this  nine> 
teenth  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1882,  by 
and  between  G.F.  Settle  and  Jacob  Beeeer, 
of  Rocky  Bar,  Alturas  county,  Idaho  ter- 
ritory, parties  of  the  first  part,  and  John 
Winlcelbach,  of  said  Rocky  Bar,  and  John 
B.  Winters  and  F.  Uanahl,  of  the  town  of 
Hailey,  I.  T.,  parties  of  the  second  part, 
witnesseth:  That  the  said  parties  of  the 
first  part,  for  and  in  consideration  of  one 
dollar  to  them  in  hand  paid  at  and  before 
the  ensealing  and  deli  very  of  these  pres- 
ents, the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  ac- 
knowledged, do  hereby  covenant  and  ai^ree 
to  and  witn  the  said  parties  of  the  eecond 
part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  as  follows, 
to-wit :  The  said  parties  of  the  -first  part, 
hereby  grant,  demise,  and  lease  to  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part  the  followinfi^

Sierra  quarts  ledge;  also  twelve  hundred 
(1,200)  feet  more  or  less,  on  the  Obaoncy 
quartz  lode  or  mine;  also  the 'Montana 
Tunnel'  and  tunnel  right.  All  of  the 
above  mines  and  quarts  lode  claims  com- 
mence atQuartzgulcb.andrnn  thenceeast- 
erly  to\vnrd8  Dixie  gnlch,^the  'Vishnu,* 
eight  hundred  feet,  (80O;)  the  'Ida ho, 'four-

thereof;  and  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part  hereby  agree,  in  the  event  of  such 
non-performance  on  their  part,  to  surren- 
der possession  of  the  said  premises  upon 
demand  by  said  parties  of  tbe  first  part 
claiming  their  right  to  re-enter. 

'*It  is  hereby  mutually  covenanted  and 
agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  to  this

their  assigns.  And  it  is  hereby  expressly 
and  mutually  covenanted  and  agreed  that 
this  covenant  shall  be  taken,  held,  and 
deemed  a  covenant  real,  running  with  and 
binding  the  land.

At  the  same  time  the  following  instra- 
ment  in  writing  was  executed  by  appel- 
lants and  delivered  to  the  respondents: 
*'We,  the  undersigned,  in  consideration  of 
the  execution  and  delivery  to  us  of  a  cer- 
tain lease  with  the  privilege  of  purchase  of 
the 'Vishnu'  and  'Idaho*  mines,  and  of 
other  property,  of  even  date  herewith,  by 
G.  F.  Settle  and  Jacob  Rceser,  hereby  cov- 
enant and  promise  to  have  each  and  every 
man  employed  by  us  in  working  said  mines 
to  sign  the  following  contract,  viz. :  'In 
consideration  of  my  being  employed  by 
John  Winkelbach,  J.  B.  Winters,  and  F. 
Ganahl,  the  lessees  of  the  "Vishnu,"  "Ida- 
ho,** and  other  mines,  I  hereby  covenant 
and  agree  to  look  alone  to  said  lessees  for 
my  pay,  and  hereby  waive  all  rights  or 
claim  that  I  may  have  in  law  or  equity 
against  the  property,  or  the  owners  there- 
of, G.  F.  Settle  and  -J.  Reeser.*  Witness 
our  hands  and  seals  this  nineteenth  day  of

Soon  after  the  execution  of  this  contract 
the  defendants  bought  in  the  Kitto  lease 
mentioned  in  the  ccm tract  at  an  exi^ense 
of  about  $5,000,  and  entered  into  posses- 
sion of  the  properties,  and  began  work 
thereon,  and  extracted  a  large  amount  of 
ore. 

On  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  November, 
1883,  the  parties  further  agreed,  in  writlns» 
as  follows: 

"  In  consideration  of  the  extension  of  the 
time  of  the  above  instrument  until  and 
including  December  27,  1883,  we  hereby 
consent  and  agree  to  take  a  deed  for  1,897 
and  one-sixth  feet  of  the  Idaho  ledce  In- 
stead of  ],400  feet,  as  covenautefl  in  the 
above  instrument,  and  to  pay  interest  at 
one  per  cent,  per  month  on  the  balance  of 
the  purchase  money  from  now  until  De- 
cember 27, 1883,  or  any  time  it  is  paid  prior 
to  that  date.

That  prior  to  the  twenty-seventh  day«rf 
December.  1883,  defendanta  paid  over  to 
plaintiffs  $20,075.04,  and  on  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  December,  1883,  they  paid  over 
$948.96,  making  in  all  $21,024,  as  one-half 
gross  proceeds  of  ore  taken  out  before  the 
twenty -seventh  day  of  December,  188S; 
and  they  continued  to  work  a  portion  of 
the  said  mines  until  the  service  of  injunc- 
tion in  this  action,  on  the  eleventh  day  of 
February,  1K84,  the  same  having  been  com- 
menced February  4,  1884.  Defendants  ex- 
tracted ore  from  said  mines  during  tbe 
time  they  worked  it  to  the  amonnt  of  over 
$42,000.  It  is  claimed  by  the  plain  tills  that 
they  demanded  possession  of  this  proper- 
ty in  disputeabout  tbe  twenty-second  day 
of  January,  1884.  This  is  denied  by  defend- 
ants. The  trial  court  found  that  the  de- 
maud  was  made. 

The  plain tifts  brought  this  action  to  re- 
strain defendants  from  further  interfering 
with  the  premises  in  dispute,  and  for  an 
accounting.    The  defendants  answer  the 
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niM,  and  also  file  a  cross-coin  plaint, 
whflnin,  amonK  otber  tilings,  tbey  allege 
tbe  making  of  the  contract ;  tbat  the  same 
was  for  tbe  sale  of  the  said  premises;  that 
■  farther  extension  thereof  has  been 
Kiaoted:  tbat  the  same  Is  still  In  force; 
■ad  tbat  tbey  hare  exercised  the  option 
to  pDiThase,  and  paid,  as  part  purchase 
Doaej  thereon,  tbe  snro  of  921,024;  that 
tbej  had  paid  oot  for  the  KItto  lease 
15,000.  and  the  further  sum  of  $34,000  In 
working  and  improving  tbe  mine;  that 
tbe  defendants  were  ready,  willing,  and 
dtfiroos  to  complete  the  contract,  and 
recdre  the  deed*  and  pay  the  balance  of 
the  porebase  money  thereon,  and  had 
tmdered  the  same  to  the  plaintiffs;  that 
phiiotlffs  are  unable  to  comply  with  their 
ptrt  of  the  contract ;  that  defendants  had 
greatly  enhanced  the  value  of  the  prop- 
ertj:  tbat  they  had  expended  a  large 
tnonnt  nf  money  between  the  twentj- 
•eTeotb  day  of  December,  1883,  and  the 
eommencement  of  this  action;  and  ask 
Isr  ■  specific  performance  of  the  contract 
•0  far  as  plalDtiffs  were  able;  and  that 
tb^  be  enjoined  from  interfering  with  the 
propertj. 

Tbe  plain tifffn  answer  the  crosa-com- 
pialnt,  and,  among  other  things,  deny 
tbat  defendants  exercised  any  option  to 
psrebase.  They  allege  that  the  work 
done  bj  defendanta  was  on  the  **  Vishnu" 
■hiiBir claim ;  deny  that  defendanta  have 
apeoded  a  greater  sum  than  omvhalf  tbe 
m  proceeda  of  the  ore  taken  out;  deny 
tbeexbaacing  of  the  valne  of  the  mine; 
uA  allege  tbat  defendants  have  taken 
from  tbe  mine  ore  of  the  valne  of  $45,000. 
Plsfaitiflto  aver  tbat  the  money  paid  by 
Meadanta  was  for  rent  or  royalty,  under 
tbe  terms  of  the  lease,  and  not  otherwise, 
•ad  Is  less  than  one-half  of  the  proceeds  of 
ores  taken  out.  Plaintiffs  deny  that  tbe 
option  to  parchase  has  In  any  manner 
beea  extended  twyood  the  twenty-seventh 
day  of  December,  18S3:  and  allege  that  all 
work  done  after  said  date  was  by  the 
wroogfol  act  of  tbe  defendants,  and  with- 
ost plaintiffs'  consent;  and  allege  that  on 
tbe  twenty-aecond  day  of  January,  1H84, 
theydemaufled  possession  of  the  property. 
Tbey  allege  that  they  were  ready,  able,  and 
willlDg  at  all  times,  up  to  the  twenty- 
eiabtb  day  of  December,  1883.  to  comply 
with  tbe  terms  of  the  contract;  and  that 
defendanta  knew  plaintiffs*  title  at  the 
tine  of  making  the  contract.  Plaintiffs 
farther  allege  t'bat  the  contract  was 
drawn  by  one  of  the  defendants,  Frank 


Ganahl,  who  was  an  attorney  of  this 
court;  that  there  was  no  other  attorney 
that  could  be  procured;  and  that  said 
Ganahl  represented,  promised,  and  qlalmed 
that  time  was  of  tbe  essence  of  tho  con- 
tract; that  If  the  whole  sum  of  $40,000 
was  not  paid  at  the  expiration  of  the  con- 
tract, then  defendants  would  quit,  and 
surrender  up  possession  of  the  premises; 
and  that  he  had  full  knowledge  of  plain- 
tiffs' title. 

The  case  was  tried  by  the  court,  and, 
upon  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  of 
law  duly  filed.  Judgment  was  entered  In 
favor  of  the  plaintiffs,  from  which  defend- 
ants appeal  to  this  court.

It  Is  Immaterial  that  the  parties  call  the 
contract  a  lease  If  it  shows  a  sale  was  in- 
tended. The  Intent  Is  to  be  gathered  from 
the  whole  Instrument,  and,  when  so  as- 
certained. It  Is  to  be  carried  out,  though 
the  name  given  to  It  and  particular  clauses 
tend  to  show  a  different  intent.  Chase  v. 
Bradley,  26  Me.  &31;  Merrill  v.  Gore,  29 
Me.  346;  Warren  v,  Merrlfleld,  8  Mete. 
(Mass.)  96;  District  Tp.  v.  Dubuque,  7

PortsmouthCo.,  46  N.  H.  240;  Ueryford 
V.  Davis,  102  U.  8.  235,  243,  244;  Nightin- 
gale V.  Barens,  47  Wis.

767;  Aqueduct  Corp.  v.  Chandler,  9  Allen, 
167:  Miller  v.  Steen,  30Cal.  403;  Di^^gle  v. 
Boulden,  48  Wis.  477,  485,  4.  N.  W.  Rep. 
678. 

A  covenant  to  convey  on  payment  of  a 
sum  of  money  Is  binding,  and  will  be 
specifically  enforced  on  acceptance  of  the 
one  to  whom  the  covenant  Is  made,  al- 
though, by  tbe  terms  of  the  contract,  he 
does  not  bind  himself  to  pay  the  money. 
Corson  v.  Mulvany,  49  Pa.  St.  88;  Wll- 
lard  V.  Tayloe,  8  Wall.  557;  Ewlns  v. 
Gordon,  49  N.  H.  444;  Barnard  v.  Lee,  97 
Mass.  92. 

It  Is  enough  that  the  parties  have  mu- 
tually agreed  that  their  respective  acts 
shall  be  done  at  or  before  a  day  named, 
or  that  the  defendants' undertaking  Is  In 
the  form  of  a  bond,  and  the  condition  re- 
quires  certain  acts  to  be  done  after  or  con- 
temporaneously with  some  act  to  be 
done  by  the  obligee.  Steele  v.  Branch,  40 
Cal.  3;  Moote  v.  Scriven,  83  Mich.  500; 
Gibbs  v:  Champion,  3  Ohio.  335;  D'Arras 
V.  Keyser,  26  Pa.  St.  249;  Edgerton  v. 
Peckham.  11  Paige,  352;  Hall  v.  Dela- 
I  plalne,  5  Wis.  206. 
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Tlie  vendor  cannot  treat  default  alone 
as  terminating:  the  contract,  but  he  must 
give  prompt'  and  unequivocal  notice,  and 
make  demand.

Where  time  is  of  the  essence,  the  stipula- 
tions of  the  contract  must  be  complied 
with.    Pom.  Spec.  Perf.  §§  399,  401. 

Parol  evidence  is  admissible  to  show 
that,  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the 
contract,  time  was  understood  and  con- 
sidered to  be  of  the  essence  of  the  con  tract. 
Nokes  V.  Kilmorey,  1  De  Gex  &  S.  444; 
Thorin^ton  v.  Smith,  8  Wall.  1;  Stoops  v.

Specific  performance  of  a  contract  will 
not  be  decreed  when  there  is  a  want  of 
mutuality.  Marble  Co.  v.  Ripley,  10  Wall.

V.  Holt.  1  Dnv.  95;  Rogers  v.  Saunders, 
16  Me.  92;  Green  v.  CoviUaud,  10  Cal.  330. 

One  who  is  bound  to  convey  on  the  pay- 
ment to  him  of  the  purchase  price  of  lands 
Is  not  requireil  to  demand  such  payment, 
and  may  stand  on  the  defensive  until  it  is 
tendered  to  him,  and  cannot  be  deemed  in 
default  in  the  absence  of  such  tender.  Ten 
Eick  V.  Simpson,  1  Sandf.Cb.250;  Good  ale 
▼.  West,  5  Cal.  339. 

Where  a  vendee  of  land  has  obtained 
possession  from  the  vendor  under  a  con- 
tract of  purchase,  if  he  refuses  to  pay  the 
purchase  money,  and  accept  the  vendor's 
title,  he  must  surrender  the  possession; 
and  this,  although  the  vendor  has  not  a 
icood  title.

Hats,  C.  J.  This  case  has  been  prepared 
with  great  care,  and  presented  with 
marked  ability  on  each  side.  It  is  conced- 
ed that  the  contract  upon  which  this  ac- 


tion is  based  was  drawn  by  one  of  the  d^ 
fendants,  who  Isa lawyer;  that  there  wa« 
no  other  attorney  preaent,  or  to  be  pro- 
cured, at  the  time  and  place  where  it  was 
drawn.  Our  first  duty  is  to  ascertain 
what  the  parties  themselves  meant  and 
understood  by  the  terms  of  this  inatra- 
ment;  for  if  the  intention  is  plain  and 
clear,  we  ought,  if  possible,  to  give  force 
and  effect  to  their  intent. 

Reading  this  contract,  then,  in  the  ligbt 
of  surrounding  circumstances,  as  tbey 
existed  at  the  time  of  drawing  and  execut- 
ing the  same,  we  think  it  must  be  con- 
strued to  be  a  lease  with  an  option  to 
purchase.  Did  not  the  defendant  who 
drew  the  contract  so  understand  it?  If 
not,  did  ho  not  intend  that  the  plaintiffs, 
who  are  unlearned  in  the  law,  should?  if 
he  did  not  intend  that  the  plain  tiffs  sboold 
so  understand  it,  why  did  he  begin  the  in- 
strument,''This  indenture  of  lease  with 
privilege  of  purchase?  *  Again,  the  words 
are  used,  ** grant,  demise,  and  lease. "  Then, 
the  usuai  reservations  of  a  lease  are 
found, — that  the  parties  of  the  first  part 
shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  minea 
at  all  times.  "'The  parties  of  the  second 
part  agree  to  enter  upon  said  properties 
and  extract  ore  so  long  as  they  shall  deem 
it  profitable.**  They  are  to  do  the  woric 
in  a  proper  and  workman-like  manner,  to 
keep  the  property,  clear  of  all  liens  for 
working  tlie  same,  and  to  pay  one-half  of 
the  gross  proceeds  of  the  mine,  as  fast  as 
taken  out,  to  the  parties  of  the  first  part; 
and  ''upon  the  expiration  of  the  term 
'hereby  granted,'  to  surrender  up  the  said 
premises,  with  all  the  improvements,  un- 
less on  or  before  the  twenty-seventh  day 
of  November,  1883,  the  said  sum  of  forty 
thousand  dollars  should  have  been  paid ;" 
and, ''upon  failure  to  comply  with  any 
covenant,  promise,  or  thing  therein  con- 
tained by  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  to 
re-enter,  take  possession, *'  etc. 

True,  the  contract  provides  that  the 
parties  of  the  first  part  shall  credit  the 
said  purchase  price  of  $40,000  with  the  sum 
so  received,  and  there  are  terms  used  that 
might  be  construed  into  a  contract  of  sale. 
But  in  construing  a  contract  it  is  contra- 
ry to  well-settled  rules  to  give  it  a  narrow 
and  technical  interpretation,  based  upon 
some  particular  word  or  clause.  The  in- 
tent must  be  gathered  from  an  examina- 
tion of  the  instrnment  as  a  whole,  and  all 
clauses  made  consistent,  if  possible. 

At  the  time  of  making  the  contract,  and 
as  a  part  of  the  transaction,  Che  appel- 
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lante  execoted  and  delivered  to  rcepond- 
cntii  tbe  ai^reenient  In  writloi;  drawo  by 
defeodant  Gaaahl,  in  which  they  mention 
tlie  contract  aa  a  **  lease  with  the  privilege 
ofporchaae."  and  they  alsu  deecribe  them- 
trtTee  am  "leasees."  Onder  the  clrcnni- 
etaacra,  bow  most  the  reepondents  have 
coaaidered  the  contract,  and  what  did  tbe 
appellaata  intend  to  have  tbem  under- 
•taod?  We  think  tbe  natural  interpreta- 
ttoa  of  the  words  utfed  Indicates  the  inten- 
tiun  of  tbe  respondents  to  lease  the  prem- 
Imb  ia  diapate  to  appellants,  and  to  ^ve 
to  tbem  tbe  rli^ht  or  option  to  purchase, 
at  aay  time  during  tbe  life  of  said  lease, 
■pon  tbe  payment  in  full  of  the  u mount 
agreed  upon.  It  seems  to  us  that  it  must 
harelicen  so  onderstood  by  all  the  parties. 
While  tinieis  not  necessarily  of  the  essence 
of  tbe  contract  in  equity,  yet  it  may  be 
■ade  so  by  tbe  parties  themselves,  or  by 
the  circumstances  of  tbe  case.  3  Pars. 
CoDt.  3M3;  1  Pum.  Eq.  Jur.  §  455;  Green  v. 
CoriUand,  10  Cal.  317;  Utley  v.  Lumber 
Co..  50  Ifirh.  263,  26  N.  W.  Rep.  4S8. 

Waterman,  in  hia  woric  on  the  Specific 
Performance  of  Contracts,  say b  :  **  Courts 
oleqaity  formerly  paid  but  lit  tie  attention 
to  the  mere  time  at  which  thestipnlations 
ol  a  contract  were  to  be  performed,  and 
carried  tbe  doctrine  of  relief,  notwltb- 
ataodiai:  a  want  of  punctuality,  to  an  ez- 
travasant  lenictb.  *  "  But  the  tendency  of 
tlie  modem  decisions  is  to  brinx  the  doc- 
triae  witbin  snch  moderate  bounds  as 
aeem  clearly  indicated  by  the  principles  of 
eqalty,  and  by  a  reasonable  refcard  to  tbe 
coaiBion  accidents,  mistakes,  infirmities, 
aad  Inequalities  lielonRinis:  to  all  human 
traaaactlons.'*    Section  456. 

Equity  nsnally  treats  time  as  originally 
of  the  essence  of  the  contract  when  tbe 
^sreement  shows  that  the  parties  in  tended 
that  it  should  l>e  so  regarded.  Wat.  Spec. 
Peff.H  450,  460;  Pom.  Spec.  Perf.  §§  399, 
4»1 ;  Gray  v.  Tnbbs.  48  Cal.  362 ;  Benedict 
▼.  Wocb,  1  Johns.  Cb.  370;  Wells  v.  Smith, 
7  PaiiM,  22,31  Amer.  Dec.  274,  and  note; 
Will.  Eq.  Jur.  294;  Phelps  v.  Railroad  Co., 
O  III.  468. 

This  role  seems  to  be  well  settled,  and 
perhaps  tbe  more  difiacult  question  for  so- 
lotloo  now  before  ua  is  whether  time,  in 
tbiacase,  has  been  made  essential.  The 
coDtract  provides  that  it  shall  run  until 
thetwenty-serenth  day  of  November,  1883. 
Itfmtber  provides  for  a  conveyance,  pro- 
vided the  sum  of  940,000  shall  have  been 
paid  oa  or  before  the  twenty-seventh  day 
of  NovemlMr,  1883.     It  further  provides 


that  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  here- 
by granted,  to  surrender  up  the  posses- 
sion of  said  premises,  with  all  tbe  improve- 
ments, to  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part, 
unless,  on  or  before  tbe  said  twenty-sev- 
enth day  of  November,  1S83,  tbe  said  sum 
of  $40,000  have  been  paid.  Again,  by  the 
terms  of  the  extension  of  November  24th, 
which  are:  ''In  consideration  of  the  exten- 
sion of  the  time  of  the  above  instrument 
for  thirty  days,  or  until  and  includiniir  De- 
cember 27, 1883,**— it  would  seem  that  the 
parties  understood  and  intended  to  make 
time  essential ;  for  the  respondents  extend 
the  time  until  and  includin^c  December  27, 
1883.  Each  party  is  specrific  in  fixing  the 
limit  of  time.  Then,  again,  we  may  be 
aided  in  reaching  a  correct  conclusion  by 
an  examination  of  the  character  of  the 
property.  Real  estate  is  less  stable  in  this 
country  than  in  England,  hence  ourcourts 
have  been  more  liberal  in  extending  tbe 
rule  and  allowing  the  special  facts  and  cir- 
cumstances of  each  case  to  have  a  more 
controlling  influence.  Time  is  usually  re- 
garded as  of  the  essence  of  tbe  contract, 
both  in  England  and  America,  where  the 
character  of  the  property  renders  It  liable 
to  fluctuations  in  value.  Pom.  Spec. 
Perf.  §  385;  Wat.  Spec.  Perf.  460;  Fry, 
Spec.  Perf.  5§  713,  718;  Green  v.  Covillaud, 
10  Cal.  330;  Jennieons  v.  Leonard,  21  Wall. 
302;  Goldsmith  v.  Guild,  92  Mass.  239; 
Christie's  Appeal,  85  Pa.  St.  463. 

Fry  on  Speclflc  Performance,  §  716, says: 
** The  nature  of  all  mining  transactions  is 
such  as  to  render  time  essential ;  for  no 
science,  foresight,  or  examination  can 
afford  a  sure  guaranty  against  sudden 
loss,  disappointment,  and  reverses;  and 
a  person  claiming  an  interest  in  such  an 
undertaking  ought,  therefore,  to  show 
himself  in  good  time  willing  to  partake 
nf  the  possible  loss  as  well  as  profit. " 
The  same,  in  substance,  has  been  stated 
by  many  other  authors.  Wat.  Spec.  Perf. 
§  460;  Pom.  Spec.  Pei-f.  §  385,  and  note; 
Will.  Rq.  Jur.  292.  We  think  this  a  wise 
rule,  and  that  it  should  be  adhered  to, 
especially  in  a  mining  country  like  ours. 

It  is  claimed  by  the  appellants  that 
respondent  Reeser  extended  the  time  after 
the  twenty-seventh  of  December,  1883. 
The  trial  court  found  that  no  snch  ex- 
tension had  been  made,  and  the  evidence 
abundantly  sustains  this  finding. 

It  Iri  also  claimed  by  the  appellants  that 
no  demand  was  made  upon  them  by  re- 
spondents for  tbe  possession  of  tbe  mine. 
Tbe  trial  court  found  the  demand  was 
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made,  and  we  think  thi'  evidence  pre- 
ponderates in  favor  of  the  finding. 

The  appellants  offered  payment  in  full, 
in  Jane,  1884;  but  this  beln^c  made  long 
after  the  commencement  of  the  action, 
and  more  than  five  months  after  the  time 
limited  by  the  parties  for  such  payment, 
we  think,  cannot  be  available  for  the 
reasons  heretofore  stated. 

It  has  been  urged  with  great  force  that 
in  this  case  appellants' have  paid  to  plain- 
tiffs more  than  one-half  of  the  agreed 
price;  but  it  must  be  rememberer?  that 
this  was  all  from  the  moiety  of  ore,  or 
from  the  proceeds  thereof,  stipulated  to 
be  paid,  and  must  be  treated  as  royalty 
or  rent  for  the  use  of  the  mine.  We  think, 
in  the  case  at  bar,  a  different  rule  should 
govern  than  what  would  be  applied  in 
an  ordinary  sale  of  real  estate.  For  then, 
usually,  the  value  of  the  realty  remains 
the  same;  and  if  the  grantor  is  permit- 
ted to  retain  both  payment  and  realty, 
great  injustice  might  be  done.  But  in  the 
case  at  bar  each  ton  of  ore  taken  out 
depletes  the  mine  so  much,  and  in  this 
case  it  has  been  exhausted  to  the  amount 
of  over  f42,000.  But  it  is  claimed  that 
the  appellants  have  worked  the  mine  at 
great  loss.  By  the  terms  of  the  contract 
they  were  at  liberty  to  abandon  the  work 
whenever  they  should  deem  it  unprofit- 
able. Surely  It  will  not  be  claimed  that 
equity  can  be  invoked  to  relieve  a  party 
from  the  result  of  a  bad  bargain  alone. 

Many  other  questions  have  been  dis- 
cussed, and  many  points  urged  by  appel- 
lants, and,  after  a  careful  consideration  of 
them  all,  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  dis- 
cuss them  at  length,  as  we  find  no  error. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  contract 
as  we  construe  it,  the  evident  intent  of 
the  parties,  the  nature  and  character  of 
the  property  in  dispute,  and  we  think  the 
conclusion  is  irresistible  that  time  is  of 
the  essence  of  the  contract,  and  that  a 
court  of  equity,  with  all  its  great  and 
varied  power,  cannot  decree  a  specific  per- 
formance in  this  case. 

Judgment  Is  therefore  affirmed. 

Brodbrick,  J.,  concurring. 

Buck,  J.,  (disseatiofir,)  Conceding,  for 
the  present,  that  the  contract  in  question 
is  a  lease  with  the  option  to  purchase, 
when  does  the  lease  go  into  operation, 
and  when  is  the  option  to  purchase  ex- 
ercised?   It  seems  to  be   mutual.    It   U 


signed  by  both  parties,  and  each  cove* 
nants  to  do  certain  acts.  As  a  leaae  it  was 
partly  executed  when  the  defendants  en- 
tered into  possession  of  the  mine.  Until 
the  option  to  purchase  was  exercised  the 
defendants  held  as  lessees.  Whenever 
they  exercised  that  option  by  the  term*  of 
the  inistrument  they  held  as  vendees.  A 
sale  is  a  contract  whereby  the  ownership 
to  property  la  transferred.  The  sale  is 
completed  when  the  possession  and  title 
pass  from  vendor  to  vendee.  In  the  case 
at  bar  the  possession  was  in  defendants^ 
but  under  the  lease  the  title  remained  in 
the  plaintiffs,  the  lessors.  When  the  op- 
tion to  purchase  was  exercised  the  title 
passed  from  the  lessors  to  the  lessees,  and 
their  relation  changed  from  lessoni  and 
lessees  to  vendors  and  vendees.  The 
lessees  having  possession  under  an  agrees 
ment  to  purchase,  at  a  purcliase  price  of 
f40,000,  the  title  passed  whenever  they 
exercised  their  option  by  paying  the  pur- 
chase price,  or  any  part  of  it.  By  the 
terms  of  the  contract  all  money  paid  to 
the  plaintiffs  was  to  be  credited  on  the 
purchase.  Whenever,  therefore,  a  credit 
was  so  made,  a  part  of  the  purchase 
price  was  paid,  and  I  apprehend  the 
option  to  purchase  was  exercised.  We 
cannot  call  this  payment  royalty  or  rent» 
because,  to  do  so,  would  contradict  the 
express  provisions  of  a  sealed  instrument. 
After  the  purchase  this  contract,  wbleb* 
up  to  that  time,  had  operated  as  a  lease, 
became,  in  Its  legal  effect,  a  mortgage  to 
secure  the  payment  of  the  unpaid  par- 
chase  price. 

It  is  said  that  under  the  terms  of  tbfn 
instrument  the  defendants  could  abandon 
the  venture  at  anytime.  This  provision 
enables  us  to  appreciate  the  importance 
of  that  provision  which  makes  the  money 
paid  purchase  price.  To  induce  defend- 
ants to  continue  the  venture,  and  not 
abandon  it,  the  plaintiffs  stipulate  that 
every  dollar  paid  shall  be  a  credit  in  pay- 
ment of  the  mine.  Can  we  say,  after,  un- 
der this  inducement,  the  defendants  have 
expended  a  large  amount  of  money,  and 
paid  plaintiffs  more  than  half  the  amount 
of  the  purchase  price,  that  the  plaintiffs 
may  alter  or  disregard  the  express  eove- 
nant  which  has  t>een  the  inducement  to 
defendant's  outlay,  and  say  this  $21,000 
which  you  have  paid  us  is  only  rent, — ^yoo 
have  not  yet  paid  us  any  part  of  the  pur- 
chase money, — you  have  never  exercised 
your  option  to  purchase?  it  is  claimed 
that  time  is  of  the  essence  of  this  con- 
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tract.  The  general  mle  for  tlie  purchase 
of  land  la  that  time  la  not  of  the  essence 
of  the  contract.  It  ia  claimed,  however, 
that  mining  property  constitutes  an  ex- 
ception. Certain  text  writers  are  quoted 
as  auatalninK  this  exception.  An  inspec- 
tion of  these  references,  however,  ^Uii% 
08  bnl  two  or  three  ancient  English  cases. 
No  American  cases  are  cited.  If  this  ex- 
ception la  established  b^*  adfadlcation,  it 
is  remarkable  that  npon  thie  coast.  In  the 
40  years  of  mining,  no  such  has  been  ad- 
Jndleated. 

The  terma  osed  In  the  contract  specify- 
ing the  time  at  which   the  entire  purchase 
price  ahunld  be  made,  and  when  the  plain- 
lllb  might  reamer,  cannot  t>e  said  to  de- 
termine that  time  is  of  Its  essence;  for 
much  stronger  language  has  been  adjudi- 
cated aa  meaning  differently.    OoncedinK* 
however,  for  the  argument,  that  this  ex- 
eeptioo  ezlata  in  the  case  of  mere  options 
f6r  the  porchaae  of  mining  property,  the 
qiicfltloD  remains,  is  this  contract  simply 
aa  option?    It  is  admitted  that  it  is  un- 
oioai  in  its  terms,  conditions,  and  cove- 
■aata,  and  that  It  is  difflcnit  to  construe. 
If  we  attempt  to  construe  it  on  the  theory 
that  it  ia  aimply  a  lease,  with  an  option  to 
parehaae,  tbe  terms  used  will  be  nnneces- 
wmrj  and  confusing.    If  we  consider,  how- 
ever, f  lie  circumstances  of  tbe  parties  and 
tbe  property  at  the  time  the  contract  was 
eseeated;  that,  as  seems  established  by 
andiapQted  testimony,  the  plaintiff?  wished 
to  sell  and  the  defendants  to  buy ;  that 
■otbtng  wbaterer  was  said  of  leasing  the 
property,   and  that  the  word   was  first 
oecd  in   the  contract  itself ;  and  interpret 
thta  taatroment  with  the  light  which  these 
dflVQOiataDees  afford,—  we  may  understand 
tbe  eoD tract  to  be,  what  it  is  allesred  to 
be,  more  than  a  mere  option  to  purchase; 
tbat  it  was  intended  to  secure  the  defend- 
aats  in  an  anticipated  large  expenditure 
of   money,  and  to  enable  them  to  secure 
tlie  fruit  of  their  labor  by  finally  obtain- 
ing tbe  title  to  tbe  property:  and  also  to 
aecnre  the  plaintiffs,  through    the  cove- 
nan  ta  to  reenter,  against  tbe  loss  of  any 
portion  of  the  purchase  price.    If,  indeed,  it 
la  conceded  that  it  Is  generally  understood 
by  miners  that  time  is  of  the  essence  in  the 
mere  option  to  purchase  mines,  that  fact 
nay  aceunnt  for  the  unusual  covenants 
in  the  contract,  and  indicate  that  they 
were  Intended  to  guard  against  that  very 
coffstnietion,  and   protect  the  defendants 

Ifl  addition   to   these  considerations,  in 


considering  tbe  relief  sought  by  plaintiffs 
in  enjoining  defendants  from  occupying 
the  disputed  premises,  we  should  remem* 
ber  tbat  the  plain  tiffs  covenant  in  the  con- 
tract to  give  defendants  n  deed,  free  and 
clear  of  all  incumbrances,  of  the  premises 
in  dispute.  It  is  admitted  that  at  the  time 
when  they  claim  the  940,000  should  have 
been  paid,  and  at  the  time  this  action 
was  commenced,  the  property  was,  and 
as  far  as  appears  is  yet,  incumbered  by  a 
mortgnfte  of  at  least  $7,000.  It  is  alleged 
that,  after  the  alleged  termination  of  tbe 
lease,  demand  was  made  of  defendants  for 
tbe  premises.  Was  a  mere  demand  suffi- 
cient? Should  not  that  demand  have  been 
accompanied  with  an  offer  to  fulfill  on  their 
part?  This  action  to  enjoin  defendants 
and  dispossess  them  of  tbe  premises  is,  in 
effect,  an  action  for  specific  performance 
against  defendants.  The  plaintiffs  rely 
upon  tbe  strict  letter  of  the  law.  They 
who  seek  equity  must  do  equity,  and  I 
think  the  rule  applies  that  a  party  who 
seeks  specific  performance  must  first  be 
prepared  to  do  equity.  This  the  plaintiffs 
have  never  done.  It  is  said  tbat  the 
amount  of  this  incumbrance  might  have 
been  deducted  from  tbe  contract  price; 
that  the  plaintiffs  intended  to  pay  this  in- 
cumbrance out  of  the  purchase  price.  The 
defendants  were  not  required  In  the  con- 
tract to  provide  for  this  incumbrance,  nor 
to  pay  before  It  was  discharged.  Over 
f 21 ,000  had  already  been  paid,  and  yec 
tbe  Incumbrance  of  f  7,000  was  unprovided 
for. 

Are  the  plaintiffs  in  position  to  invoke 
this  hard  relief  against  defendants  when 
they  have  never  offered  to  perform,  and 
have  never  been  in  a  condition  to  ful- 
fill, on  their  part?  I  think  tbe  suggestion 
that  this  incumbrance  might  have  been 
provided  against  by  retaining  its  amount 
by  defendants  is  not  tenable.  This  would 
involve  a  new  contract;  plaintiffs  claim 
under  tbe  written  one  set  out  in  the  com- 
plaint. It  is  suggested  that  defendants' 
tender  of  the  balanceducmadesix  months 
after  tbe  time  when  tbe  lease  terminated. 
Is  too  late.  I  think  equity  will  regard  tbe 
plaintiffs'  action  as  asking  for  specific  per- 
formance of  the  contract,  as  they  allege  it 
to  be,  and  defendants'  cross-complaint  in 
response  thereto  as  settlnirupand  praying 
specific  performance,  as  they  understand 
tbe  con  tract;  that  the  defendants'  tender  la 
made  responsive  to  plaintiffs' demand,  hUd 
is  sufficient  in  time.  I  think  this  view  is 
fully  sustained    by  the  authorities  cited 
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upon  the  argnment,  but  I  have  not  the 
time  to  classify  them.  For  these  reasons  I 
cannot  assent  to  the  opinion  of  the  court.

3.  An  objection,  on  appeal  in  a  criminal 
cause,  that  the  verdict  is  contrary  to  the  evi- 
dence, will  not  be  considered.

Norman  H,  Camp  was  convicted  of  era- 
beizllnfc  Rovernroeiit  money  intrusted  to 
him  as  assayer,  and  appeals.    AflSrmed.

The  burden  of  proof  rested  upon  plain- 
tiff to  show  every  siusrie  circumstance  es- 
sential to  the  conclusion  that  defendant 
was  guilty.  Sumner  v.  State,  86  Araer. 
Dec.  661;  Com.  ▼.  Webster,  62  Amer.  Dec. 
711:  1  Starkie,  Ev.  671. 

And  the  burden  of  proof  never  shifts. 
Com.  y.  McKie,  1  Qray,  61;  Com.  v.  Eddy, 
7  Gray,  688;  State  v.  Jones.  60  N.  H.  370; 
People  ▼.  Garbutt,  17  Mich.  9;  State  v. 
Crawford,  11  Kan.  32;  Fife  v.  Com.,  29  Pa. 
St.  429,  439;  1  Greenl.  Ev.  §§  84,  85,  78. 

Where  a  legal  presumption  does  not  ex- 
ist, it  lis  error  to  instruct  the  Jury  that  one 
fact  should  be  Inferred  from  another;  so 
held  as  to  an  liistructiou  that  one's  failure 
to  pay  over  public  money,  if  excusable, 
raised  no  presumption  of  felonious  ap- 
propriation, which  would  authorise  a  ver- 
dict of  guilty.  People  v.  Carrillo,  64  Cal. 
6H:  People  v.  Walden.  61  Cal.  688;  Stone  v.

Every  instruction  which  correctly  de- 
clares the  la  w  applicable  to  the  case  which 
it  supposes,  if  the  case  can  be  rationally 
Inferred  from  the  testimony,  should  be 
given.

The  presumption  of  the  innocence  of  a 
third  person  is  not  alone  sufficient  to  con- 
vict a  defendant,  for  presumption  balances 
presumption,  and  nothing  is  thus  affirma- 
tively approved.

1106, 1106;  Campbell  v.  People,  16  111.17;

If  there  is  any  evidence  from  which  the 
Jury  may  infer  a  fact  to  be  true,  or  that 
the  fact  may  exist,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
court  to  declare  the  law  thereon,  no  mat- 
ter how  slight  the  evidence  may  be.

A  defendant  Indicted  for  a  crime  is  en- 
titled to  have  the  law  applied  to  every 
conclusion  deducible  from  the  evidence,  al- 
though the  court  may  think  lightly  of  the 
weight  and  value  of  the  testimony,  and  a 
charge  compoMed  of  statutory  definitions 
of  the  crime,  generally  applied,  will  not 
suffice.  Scott  V.  State,  10  Tex.  App.  113; 
Lawrence  v.  State, Id.496;  Davis  v.  State, 
Id.  31;  People  v.  Doggett,  62Cal.27;  State 
V.  Dunlop,  66  N.  C.  288;  Schools  y.  Risley, 
10  Wall.

It  matters  not  how  clearly  the  circum- 
stances point  to  guilt,  still  if  they  are  rea- 
sonably explainable,  on  a  theory  which  ex- 
cludes guilt,  they  cannot  satisfy  the  Jury 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that  the  de- 
fendant is  guilty;  hence  they  will  be  in- 
sufficent.

Buck,  J.  The  defendant  was  indicted, 
tried,  and  convicted  at  the  December  term, 
1886,  of  the  district  court  in  and  for  Ada 
county,  Second  judicial  district,  for  the 
crime  of  erobeislementof  $12,806.86  govern- 
ment money,  intrusted  to  him  as  asaayer 
at  the  Boise  City  assay  office,  Idaho  terri- 
tory. The  evidence  establishes  the  follow- 
ing facts,  which  are  admitted:  That  de^ 
fendant  took  charge  of  said  office  on  or 
about  June  1, 1883,  and  was  last  in  charge 
of  the  same  April  14,1886.  On  April  14, 
1885,  there  should  have  been  a  balance  of 
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931,119.78  fn  bill  pomefislon  of  goTemment 
Boney  received  by  bim  daring  said  time. 
Co  the  laat-named  date  defeDdant  went 
east,  and  remained  abRent  until  about 
liay.  1885.  Tbat  durlni?  his  absence  tlie 
office  and  fanda  thereof  were  in  char^ce  of 
R.  Uearacbkel,  aaslBtant  ansayer  under  the 
defendant.  When  the  defendant  left  fur 
theeaat.and  turned  thefunds  over  to  said 
Heurachkel,  neither  counted  the  money  in 
the  presence  of  the  other.  Defendant  teii- 
tiHea  that  be  conn  ted  it  himself,  and  there 
vaa  In  the  neifchborhood  of  $24,000. 
Heanebkel  testifies  tbat  he  did  not  count 
it;  anpiKMed  It  was  ail  rifcbt,  and  report- 
ed the  fnll  amount  on  hand  for  16  days 
thereafter,  and  until  he  received  orders 
from  WaablnRtun  to  count  the  same;  that 
upon  tbe  receipt  of  said  order  he  counted 
tiie  money  with  witnesses,  and  found  the 
funda  abort  In  the  amount  charged  in  the 
Indictment.  It  waa  the  theory  of  the  de- 
fenae  that  llr.  Henrschlcel  having  equal 
cvpportnnltj  to  embeszle  the  funds  with 
tb«  defendant,  it  was  Impossible  to  say 
that  defendant  took  It,  and  he  should  have 
been  acquitted. 

Upon  this  point  the  defendant  asked  the 
eonrt  to  charge  as  follows:  "The  Jury  are 
ina  true  ted  tbat  If  they  believe  from  the 
erldenee  tbat  the  circumstances  and  testi- 
mooy   point  as  strongly   tu  some  other 
pcraon  or  persons  as  t>eing  guilty  of  tak- 
ing the  funds  charged  as  being  embezzled 
in  tbe  indictment  number  one  as  they  do 
to  the  defendant,  then  the  Jury  are  in- 
atmcted  tbat  they  must  find  the  defendant 
not   g^nllty.**    The  law  relied  on  as  the 
foandatlon  for  this  charge  Is  quoted  from 
1  Blab.  Crim.  Proc.  S  1105,  to- wit:  ''If  one 
of  two  peraons  Is  shown  to  be  guilty,  but 
It  cannot  t>e  distinctly  ascertained  which 
one,  none  can  be  convicted.**    It  is  clear 
that  If  It  cannot  be  distinctly  ancertalned 
who  committed  a  crime,  no  one  should  be 
convicted.     The  effect,   however,  of   the 
charge  requested  would  be  to  acquit,  if  tbe 
evidence  showed  two  or  more  were  equal- 
ly guilty.    Two  might  commit  a  murder, 
end  the  evidence  show  the  guilt  of  both, 
and  yet,  because  It  pointed  as  strongly 
to  one  as  to  the  other,  neither  could  be 
separately  convicted  under  the  charge  as 
rpquested.    To  support  this  charge  appel- 
lant refers   to  Campbell  v.  People,  16  III. 
17.    The  charge  there  asked  for  was:  '*If 
it  is  uncertain  from  the  evidence  which 
one  out  of  two  or  more  persons  intiicted  a 
Utah,  thepriaoner  must  be  acquitted,  unless 
there  is  proof  tbat  the  prisoner  aided  or 


abetted  the  person  ascertained  to  have 
killed  him."  Tbe  two  charges  are  quite 
different.  Had  thecbargerequesied  stated 
tbat  when  the  evidence  pointed  as  strongly 
to  one  as  to  the  other,  and  it  was  uncertain 
which  of  tbe  two  was  guilty,  the  element 
of  uncertainty  would  have  made  it  impos- 
sible to  say  tbat  either  was  suilty,  there 
could  be  no  moral  certainty  by  the  Jury. 
We  think  the  charge  was  properly  refused. 
In  appellant's  brief  many  principles  of 
law  are  en  undated  which  seem  sound,  and 
supported  by  the  authorities  cited,  but  we 
are  unable  to  see  that  any  error  therein 
was  committed  by  the  court. 

It  Ih  insisted  that  tbe  court  should  never 
refuse  an  instruction  asked  by  defendant 
in  a  criminal  case  to  which  there  is  no 
valid  objection.  This  proposition  involves 
the  question  as  to  tbe  character  of  a  charge 
to  a  Jury.  We  apprehend  that  It  should 
be  brief,  explicit,  and  comprehensive;  full 
enough  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  par- 
ties, and  not  so  prolix  as  to  confuse  the 
Jury.  A  few  plain  propositions  embracing 
tbe  law  as  applicable  to  tbe  facts  are  all 
that  are  required  or  should  be  given.  Kel- 
ley,  CYim.  Law  J  867;  Htate  v.  Mix,  15  Mo. 
153;  State  v.  Floyd,  Id.  349;  People  v. 
Vanium,  63  Cal.  630;  People  v.  King,  27 
Cal.  507;  People  v.  Davis,  47  Cal.  93:  Peo- 
ple v.  Dodge,  30  Cal.  448;  Railroad  Co.  v. 
Horst,  93  U.  S.  295.  We  think  the  charge 
fairly  states  the  law  of  the  case,  and  that 
no  essential  feature  of  the  defense  was 
omitted.  The  appellant  assigns  as  error 
the  admission  of  certain  papers,  receipts, 
and  documents  of  defendant,  showing  bla 
financial  circumstances,  and  his  expendi- 
tnres  at  tbe  time  he  assumed  such  position 
as  assayer,  and  immediately  prior  to  and 
during  the  time  of  his  holding  said  posi- 
tion. We  think  such  evidence  competent 
and  relevant  ina  charge  on  embezsleroent. 
2Bish.  Crim.  Proc.  §  327;  Railroad  Corp. 
V.  Dana,  1  Gray,  83. 

In  the  printed  brief  the  appellant  states 
that  said  papers  were  offered  and  received 
in  bulk,  and  alleges  the  same  as  error.  An 
inspection  of  the  record  shows  that  the 
objection  to  their  admission  was  upon  the 
ground  of  incompetency,  and  not  to  the 
manner  of  placing  them  in  evidence.  We 
think  this  objection  should  have  been 
made  at  the  trial,  and  cannot  be  consid- 
ered for  the  first  time  on  appeal. 

It  is  urged  that  the  verdict  is  contrary 
to  evidence.  Under  our  criminal  practice 
act  this  court  cannot  consider  the  weight 
of  conflicting  evidence.    We  may  review 
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errors  of  law  In  admitting  evidence,  and, 
lu  case  of  error,  grant  a  new  trial,  but  tlie 
•question  of  fact,  where  there  is  any  legal 
•evidence,  is  for  the  Jury.  People  v.  Ah 
Hop,  1  Idaho,  698. 

We  find  no  error,  and  the  Jndgiuent  is 
affirmed.

Ail  order  in  an  action  for  divorce,  award- 
ing counsel  fees  and  alimony  pendente  lite^  is 
not  appealable. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Ada  county. 

Action  for  divorce  by  Wyatt  against 
Wyatt.  From  an  order  awarding  plain- 
tiff counsel  fees  and  alimony  peadente  Hte^ 
And  restraining  defendant  from  disposing 
of  his  property,  he  appeals.  Appeal  dis- 
missed as  to  alimony,  and  affirmed  as  to 
>restraining  order.

B RODERICK,  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from 
jin  order  of  the  district  judge,  at  cham- 
bers, awarding  to  the  plaintiff  alimony 
ior  support  pending  her  divorce  suit,  and 
for  counsel  fees.  The  first  question  pre- 
sented is  whether  this  court  has  Jurisdic- 
tion in  this  class  of  cases.  It  is  conceded 
that  the  court  here  possesses  no  power  in 
'divorce  suits  except  such  as  is  conferred  by 
statute.  Congress  has  provided  that 
writs  of  error,  bills  of  exceptions,  and  ap- 
peals shall  be  allowed  in  all  cases  from 
the  final  decisions  of  the  district  courts  to 
the  supreme  court  of  the  territory,  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law.  The  legislature  has  provided,  by 
.section  642  of  the  Code,  that  an  appeal 
may  be  taken  from  the  district  courts  to 
the  supreme  court  from  a  final  Judgment, 
and  then  the  mode  of  appeal  is  prescribed. 
>Can  it  be  said  that  an  order  for  alimony 
pendente  lite  is  a  final  Judgment  within 
the  meaning  of  the  statute? 

It  is  contended  by  counsel  for  the  appel- 
lant that  the  order  is  in  the  nature  of  a 
final  Judgment,  and  appealable  as  such, 
and,  in  support  of  this  argument,  cite 
'8haron  v.  Sharon,  67  Cal.  185,  7  Pac.  Rep. 
456,  635.  and  8  Pac.  Rep.  709.  From  a  care- 
iul  examination  of  the  Sharon  Case,  it  ap- 


pears that  the  decision  was  placed  upon 
the  following  grounds:  (1)  That  an  ac- 
tion of  divorce  is  in  the  nature  of  a  caae 
inequity;  (2)  that  by  the  constitution  of 
California  the  supreme  court  had  appellate 
Jurisdiction  **  in  all  caises  inequity.^  The 
court  say:  "Appellate  Jurisdiction  lo 
other  enumerated  cases  was  and  is  cod- 
ferred,  hut  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  court  In 
an  action  of  divorce,  in  our  opinion,  de- 
pends on  its  being,  in  this  state  at  least,  a 
case  in  equity."  The  decision  in  this  case 
being  based  on  the  terms  of  the  constitu- 
tion conferring  upon  the  supreme  court 
appellate  Jurisdiction  in  all  cases  in  equity, 
it  was  further  lield  that  "wherever  and 
whenever  a  superior  court  has  Jurisdiction 
to  take  any  step  or  proceeding,  or  make 
any  order  in  any  case  In  equity,  of  that 
step,  proceeding,  or  order  the  supreme 
court  has  appellate  Jurisdiction." 

There  is  no  provision,  either  in  the  or- 
ganic act  or  statute  of  this  territory,  that 
corresponds  to  the  constitutional  provi- 
sion of  California ;  hence  it  does  not  seem 
to  us  that  the  Sharon  Case  is  applicable 
to  the  case  at  bar.  Our  statute  defining 
the  appellate  Jurisdiction  of  this  court 
(section  21,  Code)  reads:  " Its  appellate 
Jurisdiction  extends  to  a  review  of  all 
cases  removed  to  it,  under  such  reicula- 
tlons  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed  hy  law, 
from  the  final  decisions  of  the  district 
courts.  **  It  is  said  by  Judge  Bovibq  that 
a  "final  Judgment  is  one  which  puts  an  end 
to  a  suit.**  Certain  it  is  that  the  order 
appealed  from  does  not  come  within  thia 
definition.  It  is  an  incident  to  the  suit. 
But  it  is  said  in  some  of  the  cases  that 
such  an  order  is  in  the  nature  of  a  final 
Judgihent.  Thia  Is  the  most  that  has  or 
can  be  said.  That  such  an  order  may  be 
said  to  be  in  the  nature  of  a  final  Judgment 
does  not  convince  us  that  the  legislature 
intended  to  make  it  appealable.  And  a^ 
this  class  of  orders  is  not  enumerated 
among  the  Interlocutory  Judgments  and 
orders  made  appealable  by  other  provi- 
sions of  the  statute,  it  cannot  be  claimed 
that  an  appeal  will  lie  in  this  case  unless 
the  ord'^r  is  appealable  as  a  final  Judg- 
ment. Whether  there  should  be  an  appeal 
In  such  cases  Is  not  for  us  to  determine; 
but  it  seems  to  us  that  an  appeal  would, 
in  many  instances,  defeat  the  object  and 
purpose  of  the  statute  allowing  tempora* 
ry  alimony. 

Wliere  a  wife  has  good  ground  for  di- 
vorce, hut  has  no  property  in  her  own 
right,  it  is  doubtful  if  she  can  bind  herself

Action  by  W.  C.  Bradbury  and  another 
against  the  Idaho  &  Oregon  Land  Im- 
provement Company  on  an  acceptance  for 
tbe  construction  of  an  irrigating  ditch, 
and  to  foreclose  a  mechanic's  lien  on  snid 
ditch.  From  a  judgment  for  plaintiffs, 
and  from  an  order  overruling  a  motion  for 
a  new  trial,  defendant  appeals.    Affirmed.

Buck,  J.  This  action  was  brought  to 
collect  an  acceptance  for  f  0,774.49,  payable 
In  15  days  from  date,  which  bad  been  pro- 
tested, and  was  unpaid.  Tbe  plaintiffs 
claim  that  said  acceptance  was  given  for 
a  balance  found  due  on  settlement  from 
defendant  to  plaintiffs  for  digging  an  irri- 
gating ditcb  in  Alturas  county,  Idaho  ter- 
ritory; and  pray  tbe  foreclosure  of  a  me- 
cbanic*8  lien  upon  said  ditcb.  Tbe  com « 
plaint  also  alleges  that  said  ditcb  was  dug 
upon  contract,  and  sets  out  tbe  contract 
therein.  Tbe  answer  admits  tbe  contract 
and  tbe  settlement,  but  allegosthat,  with- 
out defendant's  knowledge  or  authority, 
the  plaintiffs  dug  said  ditcb  larger  than 
tbe  contract  specified,  and  tbat  tbe  alleg^ed 
settlement  was  made  by  them  without 
knowing  of  said  enlargement,  and  was  pro- 
cured by  plaintiffs  by  fraud,  and  deny  tbat 
a  larger  sum  than  $500  was  due  thereon* 

Tbe  case  was  tried  by  a  Jury,  and  tbe 
following  special  questions  were  sub mit- 
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ted  to  the  ]dry«  and  answered,  to  wit: 
**(1)  Was  the  ditch  constructed  upon  the 
survey  made  by  the  engineer  in  charge  em- 
ployed by  the  defendant  corporation? 
Answer.  Yes.  \Ti  Did  the  dimensions  of 
the  ditch  as  laid  out  by  the  engineer  in 
charge  yary  from  the  dimensions  as  stated 
in  the  written  contract?  A.  Yes.  (8) 
Were  the  changes  and  variations  in  the  di- 
mensions of  the  ditch  made  with  the 
Itnowledge  of  Mr.  Case,  the  vice-president 
and  general  manager  of  the  defendant  cor- 
poration, and  by  his  direction?  A.  Yes. 
(4)  Wos  there  a  settlement  between  the 
plaintiffs  and  defendant  on  the  ninth  day 
of  June,  1883?  A.  Yes.  (5)  What  amount 
was  found  to  be  dae  to  plaintiffs  from  de- 
fendant upon  such  settlement?  A.  $16,- 
774.49.  (6)  Did  the  defendant,  by  its  gen- 
eral manager,  R.  £.  Strahorn,  give  its  ac- 
ceptance to  plaintiffs  for  the  sum  of  $6,- 
774.49  upon  such  settlement?  A.  Yes." 
The  jury  found  a  general  verdict  that  there 
was  doe  plaintiffs  f 4,^4.49,  and  20  per 
cent,  interest  from  date  of  acceptance. 

The  court  found  several  findings  of  fact, 
and  the  following  conclusions  of  law: 
'M Conclusions  of  La  w :  (1)  That  the  plain- 
tiffs are  entitled  to  a  Judgment  for  $10,107.- 
52;  (2)  that  plaintiffs  are  entitled  to  a  de- 
cree of  foreclosure  of  the  lien  set  forth  in 
their  complaint;  and  it  is  so  ordered.** 

The  appeal  is  taken  from  the  order  over- 
ruling a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  and  from 
the  Judgment,  and  Is  broughtupon  a  state- 
ment of  the  case. 

The  record  asHlgns  as  error  **  (1)  that  the 
first  four  findings  of  fact  by  the  court  are 
not  sustained  by  any  findings  or  special 
verdict  of  the  Jury;  (2)  that  the  court  erred 
in  making  any  finding  of  facts  after  the 
cause  had  been  once  submitted  to  a  Jury ; 
(8)  that  the  court  erred  in  its  first  concla- 
sion  of  law,  in  that  it  id  in  conflict  with 
the  general  verdict  of  the  jury,  and  because 
there  is  no  finding  of  fact  by  the  Jury  au- 
thorizing It;  (4)  that  the  conclusion  of  law 
that  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  a  fore- 
closure of  the  mechanic's  lien  is  not  sup- 
ported by  the  evidence,  in  that  the  evi- 
dence does  not  show  that  it  was  filed  of 
record  within  30  days  after  the  work  was 
done,  and  that  the  notlceitself  shows  that 
it  was  only  intended  as  a  Hen  upon  a  ditch 
as  originally  contracted  for;  (5)  that  the 
court  erred  in  decreeing  a  foreclosure  of  the 
lien  for  the  full  amount,  because  the  dam- 
ages allowed  for  protest  are  not  secured  by 
the  lien. " 

There  are  also  other  alleged  errors  which 
will  be  considered  hereafter.    The  alleged 


error  of  rendering  judgment  for  a  different 
amount  than  specified  in  the  general  ver- 
dict seems  not  well  taken.  Section  885  off 
our  Code  provides  that  where  special  fiud* 
ings  of  fact  are  inconsistent  with  the  gen- 
eral verdict,  the  former  control  the  latter, 
and  the  court  must  give  verdict  accord- 
ingly. There  is  an  inconsistency  between 
the  special  findings  of  fact  and  the  general 
verdict,  but  the  judgment  is  in  accordance 
with  the  special  findings,  and  is  valid  un- 
der said  section  of  the  (/Ode. 

The  alleged  error  that  the  conclusion  by 
the  court  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to 
the  foreclosure  of  bis  mech«inic's  lien  waa 
error  seems  not  well  taken, as  iheevidence 
shows  the  plaintiffs  to  have  been  origrinal 
contractors,  and  entitled  to  80  days  io 
which  to  file  their  lien. 

The  objection  to  the  decree  of  foreelosore 
on  the  ground  that  the  lien.  If  allowed, 
could  not  cover  damages  for  protesting 
the  acceptance,  seems  well  taken.  The  lien 
exists  only  by  force  of  the  statute,  and 
cannot  exceed  theexpress  provisions  there- 
of. Section  815  of  our  Code  provides  that 
the  lien  is  for  work,  labor,  or  material 
done  and  furnished,  and  section  827 allows 
the  lien  to  extend  to  moneys  paid  for  flllncr 
and  recording  the  same.  It  cannot  be  ex- 
tended beyond  theseitems.  1  Jones,  llortg. 
§  360;  Phil.  Mech.  Liens,  5  204. 

In  the  statement  of  the  case  are  several 
exceptions  to  the  ruling  of  thecourt  in  the 
admission  or  rejection  of  evidence.  It  is 
maintained  by  respondents  that  such  ex- 
ceptions can  only  be  brought  up  on  a  bill 
of  exceptions.  Section  413,  subd.  3,  of  the 
Code,  provides  that  if  a  motion  for  a  new 
trial  is  to  be  made  upon  a  statement  of 
the  case,  the  moving  party  must  prepare 
the  statement.  When  the  notice  of  motion 
designates  errors  iu  law  occurring  at  the 
trial  as  the  ground  relied  on  in  the  mo- 
tion, the  particular  errors  relied  on  shall 
be  specified  therein.  The  Code  seems  to 
make  no  distinction  between  the  errors  to 
be  brought  up  in  a  bill  of  exceptions  and 
on  a  statement.  It  seems  to  leave  It  op- 
tional with  the  aggrieved  party  as  to 
which  method  he  will  adopt.  A  statement 
of  the  case  can  only  be  made  upon  a  mo- 
tion for  a  new  trial.  Upon  a  simple  appeal 
from  the  judgment  no  statement  Is  au- 
thorised. A  statement  once  made  may  be 
used  on  appeal  from  a  jnrlgment,  nnder 
section  653  of  th^  Code,  and,  under  the  au- 
thorities, it  seems  that  a  statement  can  be 
so  used  on  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  on- 
ly when  first  used  on  a  motion  for  a  new 
trial.    Haynes,  New  Trials  h  App.  §  254. 
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In  otber  TespertB  a  Btatement  and  bill  of 
exceptions  are  aimilar.  People  v.  Crane, 
IllCal.  279;  People  ▼.  Lee.  14  Cal.610;  Pnr- 
dyx.  Steele  I  Idaho,  216;  People  v.  Hont, 
Id.  438.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  excep- 
tkma  to  the  ralloy^  of  tbe  court  in  admit- 
timt  or  relectins  evidence  may  beconaid- 
erad  oo  a  statement,  where  a  statement  is 
anthoriaed,  the  same  as  in  a  bill  of  escep- 
tloiis. 

ExamfaiiiiK  these  alleged  errors,  we  And 
that  the  mlinKS  of  the  court  sustaining  ob- 
jections to  certain  qaeetions  specifled  in 
tbe  fifth  assiflniment  of  error  are  in  bar- 
iDonj  with  estahlisbed  rules  of  evidence. 
The  first  qaestion  is, **  What  conversation, 
tf  say,  was  had  at  the  time  of  making  tbe 
rontraet?**  Tbe  written  Instrument  it- 
self contains  tbe  final  result  of  their  con- 
▼eisation,  and  what  tbej  said  outside  of 
it  was  immaterial.  *'(2)  Did  you  Inform 
plaUatifT  Bradbury  that  you  had  no  au- 
thority to  contract  for  a  larger  ditch  than 
that  sperlfled,  and  that  a  different  con- 
tract would  not  be  ratified?**  The  Issues 
Biade  hj  the  pleading:8  were,  was  tbe  ditch 
dttK  Asd  accepted?  Tbe  preliminary  con* 
▼ersattons  of  parties  would  be  irrelevant 
to  these  issues,  and  were  proparly  reiected. 
The  evidence  admitted  under  objections  in 
sssULninrntii  of  error  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  and  4 
went,  fpenerally.  to  the  proKress  of  the  en- 
terprise, and.  while  apparently  not  rele- 
Tiint  to  the  chief  issue  of  tbe  acceptance  of 
the  ditch  as  completed  by  the  defendant, 
w 3  csnnot  see  that  it  in  any  way  prejudiced 
drietidant's  case. 

We  think  the  instructions  present  the  is- 
soes  is  the  case  fairly  to  tbe  Jury,  and  that 
ao  matter  material  to  tbe  appellant's  cause 
was  omitted.

2.  Where,  in  an  action  to  recoyer  damages 
to  plaintiff's  land,  caused  by  leakage  from  de- 
fendant's irrigating  ditch,  evidence  was  submit- 
ted tending  to  show  leakage  and  damage  from 
such  leakage,  defendant's  contention  on  appeal 
that  a  verdict  for  plaintiff  was  unsupported  by 
the  evidence  will  not  be  sustained.

Buck,  J.  The  defendant  is  a  corpora- 
tion existing  under  the  laws  of  Idaho 
territory,  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
digging  and  operating  a  ditch  for  irriga- 
tion. The  ditch  is  constructed  across 
the  farm  of  plaintiff.  The  complaint  filed 
June  17, 18^,  alleges,  in  substance,  that 
during  the  years  1883  and  1884  the  plain- 
tiff's land  had  been  damaged  by  water  es- 
caping from  the  ditch  and  running  upon 
it  during  said  years,  and  prior  thereto, 
through  defects  in  tbe  same,  and  by  care- 
Ifssness  and  mismanagement  in  operating 
the  same,  in  the  sum  of  $400.  The  defend- 
ant, answering,  alleges,  among  other 
things,  that  said  damage,  if  any,  was  the 
result  of  the  carelessly  and  negligently 
flowing  water  thereon  by  plaintiff,  and 
from  rains  and  floods,  and  denies  all  the  al- 
legations of  the  complaint.  Thecausewas 
tried  by  a  Jury,  who  found  a  verdict  for 
plaintiff,  and  assessed  her  damages  in  the 
sum  of  f  IRO.  The  appeal  is  taken  from  the 
Judgment,  and  from  the  order  overruling 
a  motion  for  a  new  trial.  A  bill  of  excep- 
tions is  incorporated  In  tbe  record. 
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The  flrat  assiffDinent  of  error  is  that  the 
verdict  is  unsupported  by  the  evidence  in 
that  the  evidence  is  not  sufficient  to  prove 
that  water  in  sufficient  quantity  to  injure 
the  land  of  plaintiff  ever  escaped  through 
or  over  defendant's  ditch  upon  the  same. 
The  second  error  assigned  is  that  the  evi- 
dence shows  that  whatever  damage  was 
done  to  plaintiff's  land  was  done  by  irri- 
gating land  above  plaintiff's  land,  by 
others  than  defendant,  and  by  the  plain- 
tiff's careless  irrigating  of  her  own  land 
surrounding  the  portion  alleged  to  have 
been  injured.  Evidence  upon  both  of 
these  propositions  was  submitted  to  the 
jury,  and  it  was  their  especial  province  to 
determine  its  weight  and  credibility.  Ex- 
cept in  the  absence  of  all  evidence,  we  can- 
not disturb  their  findings  thereon. 

The  third  alleged  error  is  the  refusal  of 
the  court  to  allow  the  defendant  to 
show  that,  at  a  small  expense  on  the  part 
of  plaintiff,  any  surplus  water  that  may 
have  come  from  defendant's  ditch  could 
have  been  conducted  off  of  the  land  of 
plaintiff,  so  that  the  same  would  do  her 
no  harm.  This  proposition  involves  the 
main  issue  of  the  appeal.  The  important 
question  is,  what  are  the  relative  duties 
and  obligations  of  the  ditch-owners  and 
the  owners  of  the  land  through  which  the 
ditch  runs? 

It  is  admitted  that  the  alleged  overflow 
and  seepage  had  continued  with  the 
knowledge  of  defendant  for  at  least  a 
year;  that  the  plaintiff  had  notified  the 
defendant  of  the  alleged  defects  in  its 
ditch,  and  offered  to  repair  the  same  so 
that  no  water  should  escape  therefrom 
upon  her  premises  for  $25,  and  that  the 
defendant  had  declined  said  proposition. 
The  theory  and  claim  of  defendant  is  that 
the  plaintiff  was  under  a  legal  obligation 
to  dig  a  ditch  upon  her  own  premises,  if  it 
could  be  done  at  a  small  expense,  and 
thus  conduct  the  said  seepage  from  de- 
fendant's ditch  off  from  her  land.  If  this 
he  true,  then  it  results  that  ditch-owners 
have  such  a  dominion  over  the  lands 
through  which  their  ditch  is  located  as 
gives  them  not  only  a  right  of  way  for 
lateral  ditches  to  conduct  off  water  es- 
caping from  their  main  ditch  thniugh  the 
adjoining  land,  but  also  that  such  escape 
ditches  shall  be  maintained  by  such  ad- 
joining owners,  providing  that  it  can  be 
done  at  a  small  expense.  We  do  not  un- 
derstand that  the  doctrine  relied  on  can 
be  extended  so  far.  The  plaintiff  is  en- 
titled   to    control    her    own     premises.

We  understand  the  rule  to  be  that 
where  one  person  suffers  injury  by  the 
carelessness  of  anottier,  occniriiig  onez- 
pectedly,  and  in  a  transitory  manner,  the 
one  so  suffering  must  go  to  some  troable 
to  avoid  or  lessen  the  damage.  If  a  tem- 
porary expedient  or  slight  expense  will  do 
so;  but  if  the  one  whose  carelessneae  or 
negligence  causes  a  continuing  injury  to 
another,  having  knowledge  of  the  evil 
and  the  cause  of  It,  deliberately  stands 
by,  having  an  equal  opportunity  to  pre- 
vent the  damage  as  the  one  sufferlner  It, 
and  permits  it  to  continue  without  an 
attempt  to  prevent  It,  he  cannot  avoid 
his  responsibility  by  showing  that  tbe 
one  injured  might  have  avoided  the  dam- 
age by  a  slight  expense.  Shear.  &  R.  Kes:. 
§S  25,  ^.  31,  86;  Ker whack  v.  Railroad 
Co.,  62  Amer.  Dec.  246;  Beach,  Contrib. 
Neg.  §S  13,18,64;  Railroad  Co.  v.  Ander- 
son, 81  Amer.  Rep.  750;  Railroad  Co.  ▼. 
Jones,  95  U.  S.  439;  Gould  v.  McKenna,  27

The  appellant  assigns  the  giving  of  tbe 
first  six  instructions  on  behalf  of  plaintiff, 
and  the  refusal  to  give  the  first,  second, 
and  third  instructions  asked  for  by  de- 
fendant, as  error.  The  objection  to  these 
instructions  given,  and  to  the  refusal  to 
eive  the  first  and  second  asked  by  de- 
fendant, are  based  upon  the  theory  that 
the  plaintiff  was  guilty  of  negligence.  We 
think  that  the  evidence  offered  by  de- 
fendant Itself,  and  the  admissions  of 
defendant,  show  that  plaintiff  did  all 
that  could  legally  be  required  of  her,  and 
there  was  no  evidence  of  nesrligence  to 
justify  the  instructions  refused,  or  tbe  re- 
jection of  those  given.  Had  plaintiff 
failed  to  notify  defendant  of  the  defects 
in  its  ditch,  and  thus  allowed  the  dam- 
age to  continue  and  Increase  to  her 
knowledge,  when  the  defendant  was 
Ignorant  of  its  cause,  or  had  there  tieen 
a  sudden  break  in  the  ditch,  which,  by  a 
temporary  expedient,  at  a  slight  expense, 
the  plaintiff    might  have    repaired,  and 
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tkM  have  inneTeoted  the  damaire,  the  doc- 
trine of  neslisence  would  apply.  Bat  Id 
tUs  case  we  thlok  there  was  no  error  In 
glTiof^  or  refaHlnic  Bald  loBtroctiona. 

The  third  iuatractlon  asked  for  hy  de- 
feadant,  and  retuacNl,  Is  as  followfr:  "The 
dtfeadaat  ia  not  liable  for  damagea  that 
■ay  haTe  reaolted  from  rains  or  floods, 
or  from  damaRes  that  may  have  resulted 
Iron  the  acta  of  other  parties  in  IrrlKat- 
ias  hlah^r  srouncla,  or  from  water  stand- 
las  ahoTe  the  ditch  of  defendant,  and 
percolating  througrh  the  soil,  and  accumo- 
latiBS  on  land  of  plaintiff;  nor  from 
breaka  in  the  banks  of  the  ditch  of  defend- 
ant, tf  defendant  used  such  care  In  con- 
«trnctlniC»  operatinK,  and  rt^pairing  Its 
ditch  aa  a  prndent  man  would  use  if  his 
own  property  were  exposed  to  damage.** 
The  llrat  propoeition  in  this  Instruction, 
thoosh  ituod  In  a  case  where  there  was 
no  Qaeation  aa  to  water  from  defendant's 
ditch  contributing  towards  the  damage, 
fai  hardly  applicable  to  this  case.  There 
aeenia  to  be  no  question  that  water  es- 
caped from  the  defendant's  ditch,  and,  at 
beat,  mingled  with  the  waters  from  other 
•■ooreea.  If  auch  there  were.  But  the  fact 
th«t  othem  were  also  lialile  would  not 
me  the  wrongful  negligence  of  defend- 
Cooley.  Torts,  684;  4  Walt,  Act.  & 
L  719.  We  think  the  second  part  of  the 
taatmction  not  applicable,  for  the  reason 
that  defendant's  own  testimony  shows 
tbat  it  allowed  the  water  to  run  wlth- 
oat  nalns  adeqnate  means  to  stop  it, 
npon  the  tiieory  that  the  plaintiff  might 
avert  the  damage  at  a  slight  expense, 
aad  that  it  was  her  duty  to  do  so. 

The  appellants  allege  as  error  the  refusal 
of  tlie  court  to  strike  out  certain  findings 
of  fact  and  conclusions  of  law.  The  first 
andln^  objected  to  seems  to  be  necessarily 
iacladed  in  the  general  verdict  of  the  jury, 
and  can  result  In  no  harm  to  defendant, 
aad  tlie  others  were  within  the  province 
of  tlie  trial  Jodge,  and  bear  upon  the  mat- 
ter of  the  inj  a  nctlon.  As  to  the  remain- 
tag  allexed  error,  to  wit,  the  granting  of 
tlie  Injunction,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
tils  remedy  is  not  necessary  to  protect  the 
rigata  of  the  plaintiff,  and  Is  of  doubtful 
•fffifjr. 

The  Jod^ment  is  affirmed  as  to  damages, 
aod  feTeraed  as  to  granting  the  Injunc- 
fJoD.

2.  The  fact  that  an  execution  on  a  judg- 
ment in  attachment,  delivered  to  the  constable, 
who  held  the  property  by  virtue  of  the  levy 
made  by  him,  was  directed  '*to  the  sherifF  of 
the  county,**  does  not  render  the  execution 
void,  as  such  direction  was  an  improper  one, 
and  amendable.

When  a  writ  is  directed  to  an  Improper 
officer,  but  executed  by  a  proper  officer, 
the  error  in  the  direction  does  not  vitiate 
the  writ,  and  may  be  cured  by  amendment.

V.Bradbury,  9  Mass.  95;  Rollins  v.  Rich, 
27  Me.

A  writ  of  execution  directed  to  the 
sheriff,  but  handed  to  a  constable,  and  ex- 
ecuted by  him. is  valid.  Blanchard  v.  Wa- 
ters, 10  Mete.  (Mass.)  185;  Lyon  v.  Fish,  20 
Ohio,  104.

Hats,  C.  J.  The  appellant  was  an  act- 
ing constable  of  tlailey  precinct,  Alturas 
county,  and  on  the  twentieth  day  of  June, 
1888,  a  warrant  of  attachment  was  duly 
placed  in  his  hands  for  service  In  an  action 
against  one  Charles  E.  Bolton.  It  was 
duly  served  by  him  seizing  and  holding 
certain  property  of  Bolton's.  After warda 
judgment  was  duly  entered  against  said 
Bolton  and  an  execution  issued  thereon, 
and  directed  "to  the  sheriff  of  Alturas 
county."    The  execution  was  delivered  to 
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defendant,  in  virtue  of  which  he  sold  the 
attached  property.  Soon  after  the  attach- 
ment Bolton  assiKned  his  estate  to  this 
plaintiff,  who  broufcht  his  salt  against 
this  defendant  for  the  valae  of  th«  g(tod8 
theretofore  seized.  Defendant  songht  to 
Justify  by  showing  the  goods  were  seised 
by  him  as  constable  under  attachment 
proceedings  against  Bolton,  and  after- 
wards sold  upon  the  execution  iSHoed  apon 
the  Jndgment  obtained  in  the  attachment 
suit.  When  the  defendant  offered  tlie  exe- 
cution in  evidence  plaintiff  olijected  be- 
cause it  was  not  directed  to  B.  F.  Oliver, 
or  to  any  constable,  but  was  directed  to 
**  the  sheriff  of  Alturas  county."  Thecourt 
sustained  the  objection,  and  defendant 
duly  excepted.  The  court  also  refused  to 
permit  defendant  to  show  anything  done 
by  him  as  constable  under  the  writ;  all  of 
which  was  duly  excepted  to. 

It  is  conceded  that  the  defendant  was 
the  officer  who  had  served  the  attachment 
process,  and  that  he  held  the  property  by 
virtue  of  that  writ.  It  therefore  follows, 
as  a  matter  of  law,  that  he  was  the  proper 
officer  to  whom  theexecntion  which  sought 
to  reach  said  attached  property  should 
issue,  as  he  was  the  proper  officer  to  make 
the  sale.  Freem.  Ex'ns,  62;  Clark  y.  Saw- 
yer, 48  Cal.  133.  Since  all  the  property  In 
dispute  was  that  lield  under  the  attach- 
ment, the  direction  of  the  execution  must 
therefore  be  treated  as  a  direction  to  an 
improper  officer,  as  it  clearly  was,  so  far 
as  the  subject-matter  of  this  action  is  con- 
cerned. The  rule  is  laid  down  by  Freeman 
on  Executions,  §  65:  **  Where  a  writ  is  di- 
rected to  an  improper  officer, but  executed 
by  the  proper  officer,  the  error  in  the  di- 
rection does  not  vitiate  tlie  writ,  and  may 
be  cured  by  amendment.*'  This  position 
is  abundantly  sustained  by  the  au  thorlties. 
Wap.Attachm.141;  Uearsey  v.  Bradbury, 
V  Mass.  96;  Campbell  y.  Stiles,  Id.  217; 
Lyon  V.  Fish,  20  Ohio,  106;  Bank  v.  Frank- 
lin,  2U  Kan.  264;  Walden  y.  Davison,  15 
Wend.  575;  Hibberd  v.  Smith,  50  Cal.  619. 
It  follows  that  the  execution  was  not 
void,  and  the  irregularity  might  have  been 
cured. 

Doubtless  the  better  practice  in  such 
cases  is  to  apply  to  the  court  from  which 
the  writ  issues  to  amend  the  same.  Such 
court  would  have  the  right,  and  it  would 
be  its  duty,  to  correct  the  same;  in  this 
case  by  directing  it  to  the  officer  to  whom 
it  was  doubtless  intended  to  be  given  for 
service.  But  as  this  execution  was  amenda- 


ble, and  not  yoid,  we  think  ttae  court  erred 
in  sustaining  the  plaintiff's  objection.  For 
the  same  reason  we  think  the  court  erred 
in  refusing:  to  permit  defendant  to  iibow 
delivery  of  execution  to  him.  For  these 
reasons  we  think  the  Judgment  sboold  be 
reversed,  and  a  new  trial  ordered. 

Judgment  reversed  and  cause  remanded 
for  further  proceeding  in  accordance  with 
this  opinion.

Resulting  Tbust — PTmcHASB  of  Mtxb. 

Where  plaintiffs,  half  owners  of  a  mine, 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  defendant,  by 
which  defendant  was  to  negotiate  and  purchase 
the  remaining  half  of  the  mine,  and  defendant 
does  so  purchase,  paying  the  consideratioa  out 
of  his  own  funds,  the  fact  that  at  the  same 
time  defendant  purchases  an  interest  in  anoth- 
er  mine  will  not  create  a  resulting  trust  in  fa- 
vor of  plaintiffs  in  such  other  mine. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Alturaa 
county. 

Action  by  James  P.  Motlierwell  and 
others  against  Frank  Taylor  to  declare  a 
partnership  and  a  resnitiug  trust  in  favor 
of  plaintiffs  in  certain  mining  property. 
From  a  Jndgment  for  defendant,  and  from 
an  order  overruling  their  motion  for  a 
new  trial,  plaintiffs  appeal.    Affirmed.

Hats,  C.  J.  This  action  was  brought  to 
declare  a  partnership  and  a  resulting  trust 
in  fayor  of  the  plaintiffs  in  certain  minioijc 
property.  The  theory  of  the  plaintiffs 
was  that  a  mining  partnership  waa  en- 
tered into  between  plaintiffs  and  defend- 
ant, Frank  Taylor,  about  the  first  day  of 
August,  1882;  and  it  is  alleged  by  plain- 
tiffs that  at  the  same  time  defendant 
agreed  to  negotiate  for,  and  if  possible 
buy  in,  for  the  partnership,  of  one  JocM^ph 
Taylor,  a  conflicting  claim  called  the 
"Far  West,"  in  the  Davltt  mine;  that  od 
or  about  the  eighteenth  day  of  Augost, 
1882,  the  defendant  purchased  said  claim, 
together  with  an  interest  in  the  "Snow 
Fly"  claim,  then  a  prospect,  for  $000; 
that  the  said  sum  of  f  GOO  was  by  defend- 
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ant  loaned  nr   advanced   to  the  partner- 

Rtalp,  and  aecurity  taken  tberefor  upon  the 

ores  npon   the   damp  and  in  siKht  in  the 

Davitt  mine;    that  afterwards  the  $600  so 

paid  for  the  intereet  In  the  claim  was  re- 

Iiald  to  Frank  Taylor  from  the  prf Meeds 

of  tlieDaTlttmine;  that  defendant,  Frank 

Taylor,  had   ffrandalently  concealed  from 

the  plalntillR  the  fact  that  he  (defendant) 

had  poTcbaaed   an  interest  In  the  8now 

Fly«  and   that  plaintiffs  did  not  ascertain 

the  fact  fi)r  more  than  a  year  after  the 

tranaactlon.     Tbe  plaintiffs  claim  that  by 

fvaaon  of  these  facts  there  whs  a  result- 

ias  traat  In  their  favor  In  and  to  the  Snow 

Fly  mlnlnK  property. 

Thecaa^  was  tried  by  the  court,  and  the 
liadlaKB  were.  In  substance,  that  there 
was  no  partnership  entered  Into  until 
after  tb9  porchase  of  the  claim  from  Jo- 
seph Taylor;  that  the  defendant,  Frank 
Taylor,  paid  for  tbe  entire  property  pur- 
chawNl  of  Joseph  Taylor  from  his  (defend- 
aBt*s)  own  funds;  that  defendant  did  not 
take  any  security  from  plaintiffs  for  the 
money  so  paid  for  tbe  claim;  that  the 
%%M  was,  after  the  purchase,  repaid  from 
the  proceeds  of  tbe  Davitt  mine;  that 
there  was  no  fraudulent  concealment  of 
facts  on  the  part  of  tbe  defendant,  Frank 
Taylor;  that  all  tbe  agreement  between 
the  plaintiffs  and  defendant  as  to  the 
partnetvblp  was  made  contingent  upon 
the  pnrrhaiie  of  the  conflicting  claim ;  and 
that  as  It  was  not  partnership  funds  that 
parrbaaed  the  claims,  there  was  no  result- 
%m%  tnuft  in  faror  of  the  plaintiffs  in  the 
S»ow  Fly  mining  property.  On  the  find- 
lacs  and  conclusions  of  law  Judgment  was 
rendered  against  the  plaintirfs.  Blotion 
for  ne^r  trial  was  overruled,  fknd  from 
the  Judgment  and  order  overruling  the 
motion  for  a  new  trial  the  plaintiffs  ap- 
peal to  tills  court. 

Tbe  question  is,  was  tbe  money  used  by 
the  defendant,  Taylor,  In  the  purchase  of 
the  two  claims,  partnership  funds?  If  It 
was  not,  tben  there  is  no  resulting  trust. 
As  we  understand  the  law  applicable  to 
this  case.  It  was  the  payment  of  the  pur- 
chase money  at  tbe  time  the  title  was  ob- 
tained that  would  raise  a  trust  of  this 
kind,  and  neither  a  promise  to  pay  nor 
after  payment  Is  sufficient.  Here  the  de- 
fradant  paid  his  own  money,  and  we  can- 
not see  that  be  took  any  security  there- 
for. Certainly  there  was  nothing  said  or 
dose  which  would  have  made  the  plaln- 
tllb  peraonally  liable  to  the  defendant, 
Taylor    lor  the  money;  nor  was  there 


any  note  or  other  security  In  writing 
taken,  nor  property  pledged  and  deliv- 
ered to  defendant.  We  conclude  from  the 
record  that  defendant  purchased  the 
claims  with  the  view  of  getting  bis  nH>ney 
back  from  the  proceeds  of  the  mine.  If  be 
could  do  so,  and  that  there  was  no  part- 
nership at  the  time  of  the  purchase. 
Ryan  v.  Dunphy,  4  Mont.  342, 1  Pac.  Rep. 
711:  Snyder  v.  Wolford,  88  Minn.  175,  22 
N.  W.  Rep.  254. 

We  have  examined  the  record  and  see 
no  error.  Judgment  of  the  court  below 
Is  therefore. affirmed.

1.  In  an  action  of  replevin  it  appeared  that 
A.,  in  tbe  employ  of  defendant,  and  threatened 
with  attachment  suits,  executed  a  bill  of  sale 
to  defendant  of  certain  mules;  that  on  the  ioV 
lowlnsr  day,  to  effect  a  delivery,  A.  and  defend- 
ant went  to  where  the  mules  were,  in  the 
charffe  of  plaintiff;  that  A.,  being  indebted 
to  plaintiff,  in  the  presence  and  with  the  ac- 
quiescence of  defendant,  sold  to  plaintiff  by  bill 
of  sale  and  actual  delivery  five  of  the  mules 
covered  by  defendant's  conveyance;  and  that 
A.  "then"  made  a  delivery  to  defendant.  ffeZcf, 
that  the  question  as  to  the  ownership  of  the 
five  mules  was  pronerlv  submitted  to  the  jury. 
Same— Special  Findings. 

2.  Under  Code,  §  385,  making  it  the  prov- 
ince of  the  conrt  to  determine  as  to  what  par- 
ticular facts  the  jury  shall  find  specially,  error 
cannot  be  predicated  on  the  action  of  the  court 
in  refusing  to  direct  the  jury  to  find  specially 
on  certain  issues. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Alturaa 
county. 

Action  of  claim  and  delivery  by  H.  Luf- 
kinii  BKalnst  G.  H.  Collins  and  another. 
From  a  Jud^raent  for  plaintiff,  defendants 
appeal.    Affirmed.

Broderick,  J.  This  case  was  here  on 
appeal  at  tbe  Instance  of  defendants,  and 
was  decided  At  the  January  term,  1885. 
Ante,  335,  7  Pac.  Rep.  95.  The  former 
Judgment  was  there  reversed,  and  the 
cause  remanded  to  the  court  below  for  a 
new  trial.    The  plaintiff  axaln  obtained  a 
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▼erdict  and  judgment,  sod  from  this  Judg- 
ment the  defendants  appeal. 

The  facts,  as  disclosed  by  the  record,  are 
snbstautially  as  follows:  On  and  prior 
to  the  twenty-first  day  of  November,  1882, 
the  firm  of  Adams  &  Conningham  were 
the  owners  of  71  bead  of  mules  and  horses 
used  in  teaming,  and  at  that  time  the  firm 
was  engaged  in  teaming  for  Collins  &  Co., 
the  defendants  herein,  with  this  plaintiff 
as  boss  or  train- master,  in  the  employ  of 
said  Adams  &  Cunningham, on  theOregon 
Short  Line  Railroad.  On  November  21, 
1882,  at  Pocatello  station,  on  the  line  of 
said  road,  Adams  &  Cunningham,  being 
threatened  with  attachment  suits,  sold 
their  stocic  and  forwarding  outfit  to  Col- 
lins &  Co.,  defendants,  and  delivered  to 
them  a  bill  of  sale,  but  the  property  was 
not  there,  and  no  part  of  it  was  delivered 
until  the  next  day  thereafter.  The  defend- 
ants and  Adams  then  proceeded  to  the  16- 
mile  station  on  the  road,  where  they  met 
the  plaintiff  with  some  of  the  property, 
and  informed  him  of  the  transaction.  On 
the  twenty-second  day  of  November,  1882, 
at  the  48-mile  station  on  the  road  the  firm 
of  Adams  &  Cunningham,  by  bill  of  sale 
and  by  actual  delivery,  sold  to  the  plain- 
tiff the  five  mules  described  in  the  com- 
plaint. While  the  negotiation  was  going 
on  between  plaintiff  and  Adams  for  the 
five  mules,  the  defendant  Stevens  said  to 
plaintiff  that  the  sale  of  the  property  to 
defendants  did  not  amount  to  mncn ;  that 
It  was  done  to  Iceep  the  worlc  going  on, 
and  that  he  (plaintiff)  could  go  ahead 
and  purchase  the  mules,  and  thereby  malce 
himself  secure.  Immediately  thereafter, 
and  in  presence  of  Stevens,  the  plaintiff  se- 
lected the  five  head  of  mules,  and  he  and 
Adams  agreed  upon  the  purchase  price, 
and  they  were  then  and  there  delivered  by 
Adams  to  the  plaintiff.  Tlie  delivery  of 
the  property  was  accomplished  by  a  bill 
of  sale  executed  by  Adams  &  Cunningham. 
This  occurred  before  the  property  had 
been  delivered  to  the  defendants.  Adams 
then  delivered  to  Stevens,  for  defendants, 
the  other  property,  consisting  of  66  head 
of  stock  and  the  forwarding  outfit,  and 
by  agreement  there  made  the  plaintiff  re- 
tained the  control  of  the  same  for  defend- 
ants, and  continued  in  their  employ  as 
train -master.  The  plaintiff  retained  pos- 
session of  the  mules  so  purchased  by  him, 
and  claimed  and  used  them  without  objec- 
tion from  defendants  until  some  time  in 
January,  1888.  On  the  nineteenth  day  of 
January,  1888,  the  defendants,  while  the 


plaintiff  was  absent,  and  without  bia  con- 
sent, and  by  ** force  and  arms,"  tools  and 
drove  away  the  mules,  claiming  them  un- 
der the  bill  of  sale  of  November  21, 1882. 

The  action  was  brought  to  recover  tha 
property,  and  for  damages,  and  the  ver- 
dict was  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  for  the 
return  o!  the  property  or  f  1,000,  the  value 
thereof,  and  f800  damages  for  wrongful 
detention  of  the  same. 

On  the  trial  of  the  case,  among  others, 
the  folio  wing  special  question  was  submit 
ted  to  the  Jury:  *'(2)  Was  there  a  dale  and 
delivery  of  the  property  in  questioD  for  a 
valuable  consideration  by  Adams  ft  Cun- 
ningham to  the  plaintiff  Luflcins?  And  If 
so,  did  the  defendants  assent  or  acquiesce 
in  such  sale  and  delivery?"  This  «ioes- 
tion  was  answered  by  the  Jury  In  the 
affirmative,  and  no  other  special  verdict 
returned  is  in  any  manner  inconsistent 
with  this  one.  This  special  finding  of  the 
Jury  supports  the  general  verdict,  and  is 
conclusive  upon  the  question  there  submit* 
ted,  if  there  is  any  evidence  to  sustain  the 
finding. 

At  the  trial  defendants  requested  the 
court  to  instruct  the  Jury  to  find  s|)ecially 
on  certain  other  questions,  a  part  of 
which  were  submitted  and  others  refuaed, 
and  defendants  excepted  to  the  ruling  up- 
on the  questions  refused,  and  assign  the 
same  as  error.  By  our  Code,  S  885,  it  is  the 
province  of  the  court  to  determine  as  to 
what  particular  facts  the  Jury  shall  find 
specially,  and  neither  party  has  a  right  to 
dictate  the  terms  of  such  questions,  and 
for  refusing  to  comply  with  such  request 
no  error  can  properly  be  assigned. 

There  area  number  of  assignments  of 
error  in  the  record  as  to  giving  certain  in- 
structions to  the  Jury,  as  well  as  to  the 
refusal  of  the  court  to  g^ve  others,  which 
assignments  need  not  be  noticed  in  detail. 

We  are  unable  to  find  any  error,  either 
in  the  instructions  given  or  refused. 

Counsel  for  defendants  urge  that  the 
court  erred  in  refusing  to  give  the  last  in- 
struction requested,  which  is  as  follows: 
''On  the  undisputed  facts  in  this  case  de- 
fendants are  entitled  to  a  verdict  of  no 
cause  of  action."  This  request  was  made 
on  the  assumption  that  there  was  no  evi- 
dence in  support  of  the  plaintiff's  claim. 
We  have  carefully  examined  the  reconi, 
and  are  satisfied  that  this  ^assumption  is 
not  well  founded.  There  Is  some  evidence 
to  support  the  verdict,  but  we  di^m  it  un- 
necessary to  comment  thereon  at  length. 
The    circumstances  surrounding  the  par- 
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tta,  tbe  apparent  motive  that  governed 
tbe  partlM  when  che  trantsactiooR  were 
had,  tbe  apparent  acquiescence  of  tbe  de- 
todanta  in  tbe  sale  to  plaintiff,  tbe  man- 
ner in  wbleb  tbe  defendants  obtained  pos- 
■eadon  of  the  property ,^in  short,  the 
whole  ca^e, — ^la  auch  that  we  think  it  was 
properly  an  boo  It  ted  on  the  evidence  and  in- 
stmetlona  to  tbe  Jury  to  determine  who 
had  tbe  better  rl^lit  and  title  to  the  prop- 


erty. Silver  Mln.  Co.  v.  McLaughlin,  I 
Idaho,  661;  Blown  v.  Brown,  41  Cal.  88; 
Trenor  v.  Railroad  Co.,  50  Cal.  222. 

^e  are  further  satisfied,  in  view  of  all 
the  facts  and  circumstances  of  this  case, 
that  Justice  has  been  done,  and  that  the 
verdict  and  Judf^meot  should  not  be  dis- 
turbed. Thejudgment  is  therefore  affirmed.

Under  Rev.  St.  tJ.  S.  (  1855,  proTidinjr 
that  no  law  of  any  territorial  legislatnre  shall 
be  made  by  which  the  officers  of  the  legislature 
are  paid  any  compensation  other  than  tnat  pro- 
vided by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  a  ter- 
ritorial legislature  has  no  power  to  dect  an  as- 
sistant chief  cleric,  as  such  office  is  not  created 
by  any  United  States  law,  and  accordingly  a 
resolution  of  the  legislature  authorizing  the  pay- 
ment of  such  officer  out  of  the  territorial  treas- 
ury is  void. 

Sabmission  on  an  ajcreed  Htatement  of 
facts,  of  a  controverRy  between  one  Ste- 
venson and  one  Moody,  as  territorial  comp- 
troller, to  determine  the  rl^bt  of  plaintiff 
to  compensation  as  assistant  chief  clerk  of 
the  territorial  legislature.  Controversy 
dismissed. 

Buck,  J.  This  controversy  comes  into 
this  tribunal,  as  a  court  of  original  Juris- 
diction, upon  an  agreed  statement  of  facts, 
under  sections  20  and  780  of  our  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure.  Tbe  statement  of  facts 
agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  and  submitted 
to  tbe  court,  are— First.  That  on  the 
thirteenth  day  of  December,  A.  D.1880,  the 
legislative  council  of  Idaho  territory  pro- 
ceeded to  elect  such  attaches  as  have 
formerly  been  elected;  that  tbe  plaintiff 
was  elected  to  a  position  designated  by 
said  council  as"  assistant  chief  clerk  of  the 
council, "  and  that,  as  such  clerk,  he  has 
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rendered  services  for  89  days.  Second, 
That  assistant  chief  clerks  of  tbe  coonciU 
so  called,  have  been  elected  by  former  as- 
semblies of  this  territory.  Third.  That 
the  duties  devolving  upon  the  chief  clerk 
of  said  council  are  onerous  in  tbe  extreme, 
and  that  public  business  is  expedited  by 
tbe  employment  of  an  assistant,  and  such 
assistance  is  necessary  for  the  proper 
transacting  of  the  business  of  tbe  council. 
Fourth.  That  the  plaintiff  made  the  de- 
mand of  tbe  defendant,  as  comptroller  of 
Idaho  territory,  for  a  warrant  upon  the 
general  fund  of  the  territory  for  tbe  sum 
of  $195,  claimed  by  him  to  be  due  him  for 
said  services,  at  the  rate  of  f5  per  day,  as 
said  assistant  chief  clerk,  and  the  defend- 
ant refuses  to  execute  or  deliver  said  war- 
rant to  plaintiff  for  the  alleged  reasons: 
(1)  That  there  is  no  law  of  the  United 
States  creating  or  recognising  such  subor- 
dinate ofbcer  of  either  branch  of  the  legis- 
lative assembly  of  the  territory;  (2)  that 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  forbid  the 
payment  of  moneys  belonging  to  this  ter- 
ritory to  any  subordinate  officers  of  tbe 
legislative  assembly,  for  services  rendered 
such  assembly;  (8)  that  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  forbid  the  creation  of  aurfa 
subordinate  office  by  a  legislative  assem- 
bly; and  (4)  because  there  is  no  law  ao- 
thorlsing  tbe  comptroller  to  draw  a  war- 
rant in  payment  for  services  rendered  said 
assembly  by  persons  n«>t  officers  of  said 
territory. 

Tbe  following  sections  of  the  United 
States  Statutes  determine  the  powers  and 
authority  of    our    territorial    assembly. 
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"See.lS&l.  Tbe  leirlslative  power  of  every 
territory  ahall  extend  to  all  rightful  sub- 
]cctBof  lesl&lation  not  InGonaistent  with 
the  coQatltotloQ  and  lawn  of  the  United 
States.  «  •  «  Sec.  1855.  No  law  of  any 
territorial  leslalatare  ahall  be  made  or  en- 
forced by  wblch  the  governor  or  aecretary 
of  a  territory,  or  tbe  inembers  or  ofi^cera 
olany  territorial  leglalatare,  are  paid  any 
compeDsatlon  other  than  that  provided 
by  tbe  laws  of  the  Pnited  States.  **  *'8ec. 
ItM.  No  lefcislatlve  aaaembly  of  a  territo- 
ry shall,  in  any  instance,  or  under  any 
pretext,  exceed  the  a moont  appropriated 
by  conicresa  for  ita  annual  expenaea." 

in  the  case  of  National  Banlc  v.  County 
of  Yankton,  101  U.  H.  129.  Mr.  Chief  Juatice 
WArTE,  in  announcing  tbe  declalon  of  the 
court,  says:  "All  territory  wltliin  the 
jarisdietion  of  the  United  Statea,  not  in- 
rlotled  in  any  atate,  must  neceaaarily  be 
pivvmed  by  or  under  the  authority  of 
congress.  •  •  •  The  relation  of  the  ter- 
ritories to  tbe  general  government ia  much 
the  same  aa  that  which  countiea  bear  to 
their  respective  atatea,  and  congreaa  may 
legislate  for  tliem  aa  a  atate  doea  for  ita 
mnnScipal  corporation.  The  organic  law 
<A  a  territory  takea  the  place  of  a  conati- 
tation,  as  the  fundamental  law  of  the  lo- 
cal i^vemment.  It  ia  obllgntory,  and 
binds  tbe  territorial  authoritiea.  Con- 
irress  has  full  and  complete  legislative  au- 
thority over  the  people  of  the  territoriea, 
and  all  tbedepartmenta  of  the  territorial 
government. " 

It  is  clear  from  the  inapectlon  of  the  or- 
ganic act  of  the  territory,  and  from  the 
decision  of  tbe  aupreme  court  of  the  ITnit- 
ed  States,  that  the  legialative  aaaembly 
can  be  compoaed  of  auch  peraouH  only  aa 
are  provided  by  congreaalonal  enactment, 
and  tbat  the  number  of  ita  oliicera  and 
Mttmcbes  la  determined  by  theaame  pow- 
#r.  A  lesrlalatlve  aaaembly  of  tbe  territory 
cannot  Increaae  the  number  of  ita  mem- 
bers or  oflncera  or  Httachea,  or  the  amount 
of  tbeir  compensation,  by  any  enactment 
of  its  own.  If  the  length  of  time  allowed 
for  Its  session,  or  the  number  of  itaofficera, 
Is  not  anfficient,  the  relief  must  come  from 
congress.  Section  1855  of  the  United  Statea 
Bevised  Statutes  li  mi  tat  he  coropenaation 
of  tbe  membera  of  the  legialative  aaaem- 
bly to  a  specified  amount.  Section  1888. 
la  atil]  more  explicit  terma,  provides  that 
tbe  anaoal  expenses  of  a  legialative  aaaem- 
bly ahall  not  exceed,  in  any  inatance,  or 
noderany  pretext,  the  amount  appropri- 
ated by  coBflrress.    Section  ]855enacta  tha  t 


the  amount  of  auch  compenaation  for  any 
member  or  officer  of  a  territorial  aaaem- 
bly ahall  not  be  increased  over  the  amount 
provided  by  congreaa,  and  prohibita,  in 
ezpreaa  terma,  the  making  of  a  law  for 
that  purpoae  by  ancb  aaaembly. 

In  January,  1K73,  aa  appeara  by  aectlon 
1861  of  the  Revised  Statutea  of  the  United 
Statea,  aaalatant  chief  clerka  of  each 
branch  of  the  legialative  aaaembly  of  terri- 
turiea  were  expreaaly  provided  for.  In 
1878,  however,  by  act  of  congreaa  paaaed 
June  19th,  (20  St.  U.  S.  193,)  aaid  aectlon 
waa  repealed,  and  it  waa  provided  that  the 
aubordinate  officera  of  each  branch  of 
the  territorial  legislature  ahall  conaiat  of 
a  chief  clerk,  enrolling  and  engrosaing 
clerk,  aergeant-at-arma,  and  door-keeper, 
meaaenger,  and  watchman,  and  chaplain. 
The  office  of  asaiatant  chief  clerk  waa  not 
included  within  this  new  enumeration  of 
attaches  to  the  legialative  aaaembly.  We 
muar  preaume  that  thla  omiasion  waa  in- 
tentional. 

From  an  Inapectlon  of  tbe  several  aec- 
tiona  of  the  United  Statea  atatutea,  and 
the  decisions  of  the  supremo  court  of  thu 
United  States,  it  seems  clear  that  the 
election  of  an  assistant  chief  clerk  of  the 
council  was  not  authorised  by  law;  that 
the  Joint  resolution  of  the  legialative  as- 
sembly, pruviding  forthe  payment  of  such 
officer  out  of  the  territorial  treasury,  was 
contrary  to  the  laws  of  tbe  United  States, 
and  void;  and  that  tbe  territorial  comp- 
troller is  not  authorised  by  law  to  draw 
a  warrant  upon  the  territorial  treasurer 
for  the  payment  of  plaintiff  aa  said  aaalat- 
ant clerk. 

Upon  the  above  concluaiona  of  law,  and 
the  atipulatiou  of  partiea  herein,  thia  con- 
troversy la  diamiaaed.

Hats,  C.  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from  an 
order  granting  a  new  trial.  The  grounds 
of  the  motion  for  a  new  trial  were  irreg- 
ularity in  the  proceedings  of  the  court, 
newly-discovered  evidence,  insufficiency 
of  the  evidence,  and  errors  in  law.  The 
appellants  contend  that  the  affidavit  of 
J.  Durkheimer,  produced  and"  read  in  the 
court  below  on  the  motion  for  a  new  trial 
on  the  ground  of  newly-discovered  evi- 


dence, was  insufficient  and  void  on  ac- 
count of  not  having  a  proper  Jurat  there- 
on. It  was  read  and  treated  as  an  affi- 
davit in  the  court  below  without  objec- 
tion, and  counsel  cannot  be  heard  to  raise 
such  an  objection  for  the  first  time  in  this 
court.  If  it  was  defective,  they  should 
have  objected  to  it  in  the  court  below, 
and,  if  overruled,  they  could  have  except- 
ed, and  been  heard  here.  While  courts 
look  with  disfavor  on  motions  for  new 
trial,  on  the  ground  of  newly-discovered 
evidence,  yet  the  court  below  must  be 
clothed  with  large  discretionary  powers 
in  such  cases,  and,  if  there  is  no  abuse  of 
that  discretion,  the  appellate  court  will 
not  interfere.  We  find  no  abuse  of  that 
discretion  in  this  case,  but  think  the  order 
a  very  proper  one.  This  being  decisive  of 
the  question,  other  points  discussed  will 
not  be  considered. 
The  order  is  affirmed.

Brodbrick,  J.  These  actions  were  com- 
menced in  support  o(  the  adverse  claims 
made  by  the  plaintiffs  against  the  issuance 
of  patents  to  Ives  and  Sil  vert  horn  to  tbe 
Idaho  Bar  claim,  in  Shoshone  county, 
Idaho.  The  two  cases  were,  by  consent 
of  tbe  parties,  consolidated,  and  tried  by 
thecourt  without  a  Jury.  The  court  found 
and  adjudged  that  Ives  and  Sil  vert  horn 
were,  as  against  the  plaintiffs  in  each  of 
sal«l  cases,  the  owners  of,  and  entitled  to 
the  possession  of,  a  certain  portion  of  the 
claim,  which  was  described  in  the  Judg- 
ment; that  the  plaintiffs  in  tbe  Lansdale 
Case  were  the  owners  of,  and  entitled  to 
the  possession,  as  against  the  defendants, 
of  that  portion  of  tbe  Idaho  Bar  claim 
more  than  80  rods  distant  from  the  west 
line  thereof,  which  conflicted  with  the 
lower  half  of  the  Murray  location ;  that 
the  plaintitrs  in  the  Rosenthal  Case  were 
the  owners  of,  and  entitled  to  the  posses- 
sion, as  against  the  defendants,  of  all  the 
area  in  conflict  with  the  upper  half  of  the 
Murray  location;  that  Ives  and  Silver- 
thorn  be  enjoined  and  restrained  from  as- 
serting or  claiming  any  right,  title,  inter- 
est, or  estate  in  any  of  the  two  parcels 
herein  adjudged  to  be  the  property  of  the 
plaintiffs  in  the  consolidated  cases,  respec- 
tively, and  from  prosecuting  their  applica- 
tion for  a  United  States  patent  to  any 
portion  of  said  parcels  of  land. 

From  this  Judgment  Ives  and  Silver- 
thorn  appeal  to  this  court,  and  assign  as 
error:  First.  That  the  consolidation  and 
trial  of  the  two  cases  as  one  was  unau- 
thorised by  law,  and  improper,  even  with 
the  consent  of  the  parties.  Second.  That 
the  findings  do  not  show  that  Murray  (one 
of  the  original  locators)  was  a  citizen  of 
the  United  Stares,  or  had  declared  his 
intention  to  become  such,  nor  that  the 
plaintiffs  in  either  of  said  cases  werecitlsens 
of  the  United  States,  or  had  declared  their 
intention  to  become  such.  Third.  That 
the  findings  fail  to  show  that  the  plain- 
tiffs in  either  of  said  cases,  or  their  pred- 
ecessors in  interest,  ever  complied  with 
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the  requireinentB  of  Bectlon  2324  of  the  Re- 
vised 8tati]te8»and  theseveralacteaiiK^Dd- 
ntorj  thereof,  an  to  performing  the  annual 
labor  required  by  tbofte  acta,  durinsr  A.  D. 
1884.  Fourth.  The  finding  that  there  waR 
a  mining  custom  in  force,  at  the  date  of 
the  Ives  location,  limiting  all  placer  claims 
in  that  locality  to  80 rods  In  length  toeanh 
locator;  that  no  exceptions  to  this  custom 
were  allowed  by  the  custom  itself;  that 
the  Ives  location  was  made  In  violation  of 
this  custom,  and  was  void  as  to  the  excess 
in  length  beyond  80  rods  from  its  begin- 
ning point. 

We  will  notice  these  questions  in  their  or- 
der. 

The  consolidation  of  the  cases  below  for 
the  purposes  of  the  trial,  by  the  consent 
of  the  parties,  is  certainly  no  ground  for 
reversal.  The  defendants  were  the  same 
in  both  cases,  and  the  questions  involved 
the  same.  The  consolidation  and  trial  as 
one  case  saved  costs  to  all  the  parties, 
and,  if  the  order  was  error,  it  was  without 
prejudice.  At  least,  there  has  been  no 
claim  here  that  any  prejudice  resulted 
therefrom.  In  such  a  case  a  party  should 
not  be  heard  to  complain  here  of  that  to 
which  he  assented  In  the  court  below. 

The  second  question,  as  to  the  omission 
to  find  that  Murray  or  the  plaintiffs  in 
either  of  the  cases  were  citlxens,  or  had 
declared  their  intention  to  become  such.  Is 
more  difficult.  It  appears  from  the  record 
that  In  the  Rosenthal  Case  the  citizenship 
of  Murray  and  plain tltfs  is  alleged,  and 
not  denied.  In  the  Lansdale  Case  the  dti- 
senship  of  plaintiffs  Is  alleged,  denied  by 
the  defendants,  and  hence  put  in  issue.  It 
further  appears  that  on  October  13, 1886, 
after  the  rendition  of  the  Judgment,  appel- 
lants stipulated  in  open  court  that  the 
Lansdale  Case  should  *' abide  and  be  con- 
trolled by  all  orders,  decisions,  and  Judg- 
ments In  the  Rosenthal  Case." 

It  is  contended,  on  behalf  of  the  respond- 
ents, that  the  Judgment  in  the  Rosenthal 
Case  should  be  affirmed,  (so  far  as  this 
point  is  concerned,)  because  thecitlxensbip 
of  Murray  and  the  plaintiffs  is  admitted, 
or  not  denied;  and  also  that  the  Judgment 
In  the  Lansdale  Case  should  be  affirmed, 
because  under  the  stipulation  it  was  to 
abide  and  be  controlled  by  the  decision 
and  Judgment  here  in  the  Rosenthal  Ca<ie. 
In  ordinary  cases,  this  point  made  by 
counsel  would  have  to  be  sustained,  as  It 
is  B  general  rule,  well  recognized,  that 
what  is  admit  ted  by  the  pleadings  is  taken 
as  proven,  and  that  which  is  alleged  in  the 


complaint,  and  not  denied  by  the  answer, 
is  considered  admitted,  as  between  the 
parties.  But  these  are  statutory  actions* 
brought  under  an  act  of  congress,  and 
must  be  controlled  by  its  provisions.  It 
la  true  that  it  is  a  contest  between  parties 
to  settle  the  right  of  possession  to  m loins 
ground,  but  the  act  provides  that,  after  a 
Judgment  is  rendered,  the  party  entitled 
to  the  possession  of  the  claim,  or  any  i>art 
thereof,  may,  without  giving  further  no- 
tice, file  a  certified  copy  of  the  Judgment 
roll  with  the  register  of  the  land-office,  to* 
get  her  with  the  certificate  of  the  surveyor 
general,  etc.,  and  make  the  payments  re- 
quired; '*  whereupon  the  whole  pro<!eed- 
ings  and  the  Judgment  roll  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  the  register  to  the  commissioner  of 
the  general  land-office,  and  a  patent  shall 
Issue  thereon  for  the  claim,  or  such  por- 
tion thereof  as  the  applicant  shall  appear 
from  the  decision  of  the  court  to  rightly 
possess."  The  amendatory  act  of  IS'il 
provides  that  if,  upon  the  trial,  neither 
party  appears  to  be  entitled  to  the  claim 
in  dispute,  nor  any  part  thereof,  this  fact 
must  be  found,  and  Judgment  rendered 
accordingly. 

From  a  consideration  of  these  provisions, 
it  is  clear  that  the  object  and  purpose  of 
the  action  is  not  only  to  settle  the  contro- 
versy as  between  the  claimants,  but  for 
the  Information  of  the  officers  of  the  land 
department  of  the  general  government 
It  is  not  enough  that  one  party  should 
show  the  better  orsuperior  title,  as  against 
the  other  claimant,  but  one  party  ronst 
show  clearly,  as  against  the  government, 
the  right  to  a  patent  for  the  disputed 
ground,  or  some  part  thereof,  t>efore  either 
claimant  can  prevail  in  the  action.  Jack- 
son V.  Roby,  109  U.  S.  441.  3  Sup.  Ct.  Rep. 
301 ;  Lee  Doon  v.  Tesh,  68  Cal.  43,  6  Pac. 
Rep.  97,  and  8  Pac.  Rep.  625;  McGlnnis  v. 
Egbert,  8  Colo.  41,  6  Pac.  Rup.  653,  660. 

The  citizenship  of  Murray  and  the  plain- 
tiffs was  pleaded,  and  wc  think  there 
should  have  been  a  finding  upon  this  alle^ 
gation  of  the  complaint,  notwithstanding 
the  admissions  of  the  defendants.  We 
must  not  be  understood  as  deciding  that 
in  all  actions  the  trial  court  must  find  up- 
on allegations  which  are  admitted  by  the 
parties,  but  we  limit  our  conclusions  in 
this  regard  to  this  particular  class  of  cases. 
North  Noonday  Min.  Co.  v.  Orient  Min« 
Co.,  1  Fed.  Rep.  522. 

As  to  the  third  assignment  of  error,  we 
think  the  findings  show  a  sufficient  com- 
pliance on  the  part  of  the  plaintiffs  with 
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tlie  requirements  of  law  as  to  performinK 
tbe  Dec«8iiary  labor  upon  the  claim. 

This  brlni^   qs   to  the  fourth  and  laut 
question  to   be  cooHidered.    Was  it  error 
to  find  the  existence  of  a  mining  custom  at 
the  date  of  ttie  lyes  location,  limiting  all 
placer  claims  in  that  locality  to  80  rods  in 
lengrth,  and  will  this  flnding  support  the 
coodasion  nf  law  based  thereon  ?    Rules 
and  customs  of  miners,  reasonable  in  them- 
ai^Tes,  and  not  in  conflict  with  any  higher 
law,  haye  long  been  recogniied  and  sanc- 
tioned by  lesislati ye  enactments  and  Judi- 
cial decisions.    That  such  rules  may  still 
tie  adopted   and  enforced  as  a  part  of  the 
law  ot  this  country  is  too  well  settled   to 
admit  of  argument.    We  cannot  see  that 
tbe  custom   in  question  in  any  way  con- 
IHctB  either  with  the  acts  of  congress,  or 
tbe  laws  of  tbe  territory,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, think  the  custom  a  reasonable  one, 
and  entirely  in  harmony  with  the  spirit 
of  tbe  laws.    Rey.  St.  U.  S.  §  2319;  Code 
Civil  Proc.  Idaho,  §  4^;  Smelting  Co.  y. 
Kemp,  104  U.  S.  652;  Erhardt  y.  Boaro, 
U3  U.S.  535,  5  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  560;  North 
Noonday   Mio.  Co.    y.  Orient    Min.    Co., 
1  Fed.  Rep.  .522. 

We  find  no  error  in  the  record,  except  the 
omission  to  find  on  the  question  of  cltisen- 
sbip;  and,  to  haye  this  ominRlon  supplied, 
tbejndsment  is  reyprsed,  and  the  causes 
remanded  to  the  court  below,  with  direc- 
tions to  find  upon  this  question  on  the 
evidence  taken  at  the  trial,  if  sufficient, 
and.  If  not,  upon  such  eyidence  as  may  be 
adduced,    and   render  Judgment   accord- 

loRiy.

Buck,  J.  This  action  was  brought  to 
set  aside  a  deed  from  plaintiff  to  defend- 
ant, on  the  ground  that  it  was  procured 
hj  fraud.  Decree  was  granted,  setting 
aside  the  deed,  and  from  the  decree  and 
•order  denying  a  new  trial  appeal  is 
taken.  The  appellant  specifies  three 
errors  upon  which  he  relies.  First.  That 
the  court  erred  in  excluding  evidence 
offered  by  the  defendant  that  he  had 
furnished  the  money  that  purchased  the 
property  conveyed  by  the  deed.  The 
record  shows  that  the  offer  was  to  show 
that  defendant  had  given  money  to  plain- 
tiff, from  time  to  time,  which  was  used  by 
tier  in  the  purchase  of  property.  He  did 
not  offer  to  show  that  he  had  loaned  or 
furnished  her  money  with  the  understand- 
ing that  it  was  to  be  used  to  purchase 
the  property.  8he  had  a  right  to  use  her 
own  money  as  she  chose,  whether  she  re- 
•celved  it  from  the  defendant  or  others 
We  think  the  evidence  clearly  incompe- 
tent. Second,  Appellant  claims  that  the 
evidence  was  insufficient  to  support  the 
sixth,  seventh,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh, 
thirteenth,  and  fourteenth  findings  of 
fact.  Upon  an  examination  of  the  testi- 
mony we  find  evidence  upon  the  subject- 
matter  of  each  of  these  findings.  Some  of 
it  Is  undisputed,  and  where  there  is  a  con- 
flict we  think  the  credibility  of  the  wit- 
nesses a  matter  for  the  trial  Judge,  and  we 
«ee  no  ground  for  disturbing  the  decision 
of  the  court  thereon.  Third.  That  some 
of  the  findings  are  outside  of  the  issues, 
and  that  those  actually  found  do  not 
cover  the  Issues  raised  by  the  pleadings. 
Thin  objection  suggests  the  question, 
what  are  the  material  Issues  in  the  case? 
The  citation  from  1  Danlell,  Ch.  Pr.,  in 
appellant's  brief,  states  that,  In  actions  of 
fraud,  "everything  intended  to  be  proved 
should  be  stated,  otherwise  evidence  can- 
not i)e  admitted  to  prove  it.*'  1  Danlell, 
fh.  Pr.  335.  Accepting  this  as  correct,  yet 
it  does  not  follow  that  everything  alleged 
in  a  pleading  will    be  proven  upon  the 


trial,  or  that  every  allegation  most  be 
sustained  by  evidence  before  fraud  can  be 
established.  Bigelow,  Frauds,  490,  493. 
The  ^raFameii  of  plaintiff's  alleged  canoe 
of  action  is  that  "on  the  twenty-seventh 
day  of  May,  1884,  defendant,  fraudulently 
taking  advantage  of  plaintiff's  incapacity 
resulting  from  sickness  and  diaeaee, 
caused  her  to  execute  a  certain  deed, 
whereby  she  conveyed  to  him  certain  real 
estate."  The  charging  part  of  the  com- 
plaint is  as  follows:  "That  the  plaintiff 
being  then  sick,  weak,  and  enfeebled  from 
disease  and  prolonged  sickness  and  confine- 
ment, and  believing  she  had  but  a  short 
time  to  live,  and  plaintiff  being  an  illiter- 
ate person,  and  unable  to  read  or  write, 
the  defendant  on  that  day,  fraudulently 
taking  advantage  of  the  plaintill*a  aald 
incapacity,  procured  her  to  sign  a  certain 
writing,  without  paying  her  any  consld* 
eratlon  therefor,  and  which  wrltiug  be 
falsoly  and  fraudulently  represented  to  be 
a  will  of  the  plaintiff,  and  purporting  to 
devise  her  property  as  she  had  theretofore 
directed. **  In  the  decision  of  the  court 
there  is  no  finding  upon  the  allegation 
that  defendant  fraudulently  represented 
to  plaintiff  that  said  deed  was  a  will. 
The  failure  to  find  upon  this  allegation 
is  assigned  and  insisted  upon  as  error. 

In  Schroeder  v.  Jahns,  27  Cnl.  281,  the 
court  siiys:  "While  agreeing  with  coun- 
sel that  the  court  roust  find  as  to  tbe 
truth  of  every  issue  of  fact  found  in  tbe 
case,  we  think  the  finding  need  not  l>e  di- 
rectly and  pointedly  made  that  each  of  tbe 
several  allegations  of  the  complaint  or  an- 
swer Is  not  true.  But  If  the  court  finds 
such  facts  as  will  be  sufficient  »  •  • 
to  necessarily  determine  every  material  Is- 
sue in  the  cause,  the  requirement  of  the 
law  will,  in  that  respect,  be  satisfied.'* 
See,  alHO,  to  the  same  effect,  Bigelow, 
Frauds,  above  cited. 

In  the  case  at  bar  the  court  finds  that 
on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  May,  1884, 
the  plaintiff  was  the  owner  of  certain  real 
estate  of  the  value  of  f  1,500 ;  that  on  said 
day  she  made  the  deed,  whereby  she  con- 
veyed It  to  the  defendant  for  the  consider- 
ation of  two  dollars;  that,  at  the  time  she 
made  the  deed,  the  plaintiff  was  so  sick, 
weak,  and  enfeebled,  both  mentally  and 
physically,  by  disease  and  prolonged  aick- 
ness,  that  she  did  not  know  or  compre- 
hend what  kind  of  an  Instrument  she  was 
signing;  that  she  had  been  a  prostitute 
for  years,  and  that  the  only  relation  exist- 
ing betwen  her  and  defendant  were  those 
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fwaltlng:  from   lUesaT  cohabitation ;  that 
pvlor  to  the  making  of  the  deed  the  defend- 
ant had  been  very  asalduoQB  tn  his  atten- 
tions to  plaintiff,  and  that  after  satd  deed 
was  proenred  his  attentions  almost  entire- 
ly eeaaed ;  that  the  property  conveyed  by 
tlie  deed  eonatltuted  plaintiff's  entire  es- 
tate; that  ahebadeijcht  children;  that  a 
abort  time  before  the  malriDK  of  said  deed 
she  bad  made  a  will  devising  said  proper- 
ty to  her  children,  and  that  a  few  days 
before  the  execntion  of  said  deed,  with  the 
asristance  of  defendant,  she  had  destroyed 
said  will;  that  said  deed  was   executed 
aboQt  mldnlfirbt,  before  a  notary  who  had 
been  sent  for  at  the  request  of  the  defend- 
ant, there  appearing  no  necessity  for  such 
■anaoal  proceedings  or  haste;  that  plain- 
tiff did  not  know  the  character  of  the  in- 
atrameat  that  she  had  signed  until  about 
the  thirtieth  of  Heptember,  four  months 
after  its  execution;  and  that,  having  as- 
certained that  she  had  executed  a  deed  to 
Her  property,  she  demanded  of  defendant 
that  he  reeonvey   the  same  to  her,  and 
open  his  refusal  so  to  do,  she  commenced 
this  action  to  recover  the  same;  and  that 
aaid  deed    was  obtained  of  plaintiff    by 
fraod   by  defendant.    It  Is  maintained  by 
appelant   that  some  of  these  findings  are 
ontalde  of  the  issues,  and  that  findings 
ovtBide  the  issue  will  not  sustain  a  Judg- 
asent.    The  legal  proposition  that  findings 
oatalde  the  Issue  will  not  sustain  a  Judg- 
ment la  probably  correct,  and  we  think  it 
la  alao  corrvct  that  findings  outside  an  Is- 
aac will   not  Impair  a  Judgment  entered 
npon  aafflcient  findings  responsive  to  the 
iaraca.    In  the  case  at  bar  we  think  the 
lladin|$s  are  all  responsive  to  the  issues, 
although   the  subject-matter  of  them  may 
not  all  have  tieen  alleged  In  the  pleadings. 
II  la  said  in  BIgelow  on  Frauds,  482,  that 
*fraad  may  l>e  proved  either  by  intrinsic 
evidence  of  unfairness  in  the  transaction 
Itself,  or  by  evidence  or  facts  and  circum- 
stances attending  it."    3  Lawyers'  Briefs, 
p.  883,  §  577. 

fa  the  citation  from  Danlell's  Chancery 
beretufure  made  it  is  said  '*that  every- 
thing intended  to  be  proved  must  be  al- 
leged;* but  this  would  hardly  be  con- 
strued to  mean  that  all  the  evidence  by 
which  It  was  to  be  proved  must  be  plead- 
ed. In  the  case  at  bar  the  gravamen  of 
the  charge  is  that,  the  plaintiff  being  sick 
and  enfeebled,  the  defendant  took  advan- 
tage of  her  condition,  and  procured  the 
deed.  The  fact  that  the  plaintiff  had  eight 
children  to   whom  a  few  days  before  she 


had  willed  her  property ;  that  the  defend- 
ant had  assisted  her  to  destroy  said  will; 
that  defendant  had  sent  for  a  notary  at 
midnight,  without  any  apparent  necessity 
for  haste,  to  have  the  deed  -  executed,— 
are  circumstances  properly  admitted  in  ev- 
idence, and,  if  competent  evidence,  we 
think  findingsupon  them  would  be  respon- 
sive to  the  issues.  Appellant  claims  that 
defendant  is  entitled  to  a  finding  as  to 
the  allegation  in  the  complaint  that  he 
falsely  represented  to  plaintiff  that  the  deed 
was  a  will.  While  a  finding  that  such  al- 
legation was  true  might  serve  to  make 
the  fraud  more  apparent,  yet  the  finding 
that  it  was  not  true  could  hardly  relieve 
the  defendant  from  the  effect  of  the  other 
findings  in  the  case.  The  complaint  does 
not  in  terms  limit  the  acts  of  the  defend- 
ant to  the  alleged  false  representations  as 
to  the  character  of  the  deed.  It  alleges 
that  defendant  took  advantage  of  the 
condition  of  the  plaintiff,  and  induced  her 
to  sign  the  deed  without  consideration, 
and  falsely  represented  to  her  that  the 
deed  was  a  will.  Without  a  finding  upon 
the  false  representations,  we  think  enough 
was  found  to  sustain  the  judgment  under 
the  authorities  cited.  It  is  also  claimed 
by  appellant  that,  if  the  direct  misrepre- 
sentation by  defendant  as  to  the  will  Is 
not  found,  the  remaining  facts  as  alleged 
and  found  constitute  constructive,  rather 
than  actual,  fraud  as  i^lleged  in  the  com- 
plaint. Actual  fraud  is  defined  to  be  the 
intentional  and  successful  employment 
of  any  cunning  or  artifice  used  to  circum- 
vent another.  3  Lawyers'  Briefs,  p.  508,  § 
&58.  We  think  the  facts  found  by  the 
court  clearly  come  within  this  definition. 
We  find  no  error,  and  the  Judgment  be- 
low Is  afilrmed.

If  the  right  to  injure  is  claimed  as  a 
punishment  for  traveling  on  the  Sabbath, 
this  right  does  not  belong  tfi  the  city  of 


Lewlston.  **  Veng^eance  is  mine;  I  will  re- 
pay, saith  the  Lord.**  Bible,  tit.  "Ro- 
mans,** c.  12. 

If  the  right  to  punish  respondent  is 
rlainied  by  appellant  for  his  earning  his 
subsistence  by  assisting  to  harvest  a 
wheat  crop  on  the  Sabbath,  we  cite:  "It 
is  lawful  to  do  well  on  the  Sabbath  day.  * 
Bible,  tit.  "St.  Matthew,**  c.  12. 

Appellant, having  excepted  to  tbe  whole 
Instruction,  and  having  failed  to  specify 
what  portion  thereof  It  excepted  to  before 
the  jury  retired,  is  estopped  from  assign- 
ing error  here.  Thomp.  Char.  Jar.  parn. 
115, 116;  Haynes,  New  Trials  &  App.  S  129; 
Code  Civil  Proc.  §  402;  Brown  v.Kentfleld, 
50  Cal.  130;  Robinson  ▼.  Railroad  Co.,  4S 
Cal.  425;  Hicks  v.  Coleman,  25  Cal.  122. 

Hats,  C.  J^  The  charter  of  the  city  of 
Lewlston  gives  to  that  corporation, 
among  its  powers,  the  right  to  control  all 
streets,  high  ways,  squares,  and  other  pub- 
lic grounds  within  its  limits;  and  provldeB 
that  it  shall  be  liable  to  any  one  for  any 
injury  to  any  person  growing  out  of  any 
casualty  or  accident  happening  to  any 
such  person  on  account  of  the  condition 
of  any  street  or  public  ground  therein. 
The  plaintiff  claims  to  have  been  greatly 
injured  by  falling  into  a  hole  which  the 
city  had  negligently  suffered  to  remain  in 
one  of  Its  public  streets;  that  it  occnrred 
In  the  night-time,  while  he  was  lawfully 
traveling  along  the  public  highway,  and 
he  was  free  from  fault  or  negligence.  All 
of  which  is  denied  by  the  defendant.  The 
case  coming  on  for  trial,  a  jury  was  duly 
called ;  and,  when  plaintiff  rested,  the  de- 
fendant moved  for  nousult  on  the  grounds 
hereinafter  stated,  which  motion  waa  de- 
nied, and  the  defendant  now  assigns  aach 
ruling  as  error. 

After  submission  of  all  the  testimony 
and  arguments  of  counsel,  in  tbe  court 
below,  the  learned  judge  who  there  pre- 
sided charged  the  jury  at  considerable 
length,  evidently  intending  to  give  them 
all  the  law  that  was  necessary  for  tbeir 
information  in  the  consideration  of  the 
case.  Tu  which  said  Instructions,  and 
the  whole  thereof,  counsel  for  defendant 
excepted.  There  was  no  specific  excep- 
tion to  any  particular  portion  of  the 
charge,  nor  did  counsel  seek  to  point  out 
or  inform  the  court  wherein  he  claimed 
the  instructions  to  be  wrong,  but  con- 
ten  tel  himself  with  a  general  exception  to 
the  whole  instruction.  It  Is  not  claimed 
or  contended  but  that  many  of  the  propo- 
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lit  ions  of  law  g^ren  by  the  conrt  were 
(oiTBct.  While  the  Jiitftractions,  aH  a 
wbole,  very  fairly  prpHeot  the  law  of  the 
caw,  some  speciflc  partn  of  an  iostruction 
perbapii  miicht  be  open  to  critlclam.  and 
tke«e  specific  portions  appellants  here 
BtsJiqi  as  error,  and  ask  a  reversal  on 
tbat  grooDd.  We  think  the  exceptions 
taken  entirely  too  general  to  be  available 
to  the  defirndant  on  appeal.  The  rule 
Mems  to  he  well  settled  in  the  federal  and 
Doet  of  the  state  coorts,  and  we  now 
adopt  it  us  the  rale  o^  this  court,  that  the 
■Dpreoie  court  will  not  review  the  charge 
of  the  district  Jodge  nnless  his  attention 
has  been  called  by  exceptions  specially  to 
tboae  particular  portions  complained  of. 
Tbe  necessity  for  such  a  rule  is  appai-ent. 
la  the  iinrry  of  Jury  trials  in  the  district 
rouru,  it  inuBt  often  happen  that  the 
jsdge  prepares  hla  charge  hastily,  and 
wltliuut  an  opportunity  for  that  investi- 
gattoQ  and  deliberation  which  is  desir- 
able; and  It  would  be  nn]ast  to  him,  and 
a  wrung  to  suitors,  if  an  error  inadvert- 
eatly  committed,  and  which  the  Judge 
tobM  have  perceived  and  corrected  bad 
te  attention  been  called  to  it,  should  be 
aOowed  to  work  a  reversal  of  the  Judg- 
■eat.  If  the  party  thinks  the  charge 
vroBg  in  any  particular,  let  him  call  the 
]ttlKe*a  attention  to  it  at  the  time,  and 
ipre  an  opportunity  for  correction;  thus 
•ariog  the  necessity  for  an  appeal. 

Joatice  Haki.an,  in  delivering  the  opin- 
loB  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  in  fonnecticnt  Mnt.  Life  Ins.  Co. 
T.  roion  Trust  Co.,  112  U.  S.  250,  5  Sup. 
Ct.  Rep.  119,  said.  In  .speaking  on  this  sub- 
let: ''The  attention  of  the  court  should 
be  called  to  the  particular  point  by  some- 
tbisg more  definite  than  the  general  ex- 
ception taken."  Substantially  the  same 
vaa  bf>ld  in  Beckwith  v.  E^ean,  98  U.  S. 
ft*;  Beaver  v.  Taylor,  93  D.  S.  46:  and  in 
>aajr  other  cases.  Again,  the  same  court 
bokia  tbat  a  general  exception  to  a  charge, 
wbicbdid  not  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Court  to  the  particular  portion  of  It  to 
vbich  the  objection  is  made,  raises  no 
<|aeitlon  for  review  in  the  appellate  court. 
Barton  v.  Ferry  Co.,  114  U.  S.  474,  5  Sup. 
tt.  Rep.  960. 

In  luwa  it  has  been  held  that  an  excep- 
tioD  to  all  the  instructions  in  a  mass 
fvbvs  no  question  for  the  consideration  of 
tbeanpreme  ronrt.  Pitman  v.  Molsberry, 
49  luwa,  :t39;  McCaleb  v.  Smith,  24  Iowa, 
591. 

in  Nlsbet  ▼.  Gill,  38  Wis.  657,  the  defend- 
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ants  excepted  **to  each  and  every  part  of 
the  Judge's  charge  to  the  Jury;"  and  the 
court  said :  **  Under  repeated  decisions  of 
this  court,  if  the  charge  is  correct  in  any 
material  particular,  such  an  exception  is 
entirely  insufficient  to  authorize  us  on  an 
appeal  to  review  the  charge."  The  same 
court  says:  ** General  and  sweeping  ex- 
ceptions to  anything  resting  in  detail  will 
be  disrognrded  here,  when  any  single  de» 
tail  is  correct.**  University  v.  Shanks,  40 
Wis.  352.  Such  is  the  settled  rule  in  that 
state,  and  the  same  has  been  adopted  sub- 
stantially in  California. 

In  Hicks  v.  Coleman,  25  Cal.  122,  that 
court  says:  **  We  take  this  occasion  to 
remark  that  exceptions  to  a  rharge  ought 
to  point  out  the  specific  portions  excepted 
to,  and  to  be  made  at  the  time  of  the 
trial,  in  order  that  the  Judge  may  have  an 
opportunity,  before  the  Jury  retires,  to 
correct  any  error  he  may  have  Inadvert- 
ently fallen  into  in  drawing  up  the  charge 
in  the  hurry  and  perplexities  of  the  trial." 
This  was  approved  later.  Robinson  v. 
Railroad  Co.,  48  Cal.  409. 

InNewYoikit  is  held  that  a  general 
exception  to  a  charge  containing  distinct 
propositions  is  unavailing,  unless  the  par- 
ty excepting  can  show  that  each  prop- 
osition is  erroneous,  to  his  prejudice. 
Haggart  v.  Morgan,  5  N.  Y.  422;  Stone  ▼. 
Transportation  Co.,  38  N.  Y.  240.  An  ex- 
ception to  the  whole,  and  to  each  and 
every  part  of  a  charge,  is  equally  unavail- 
ing, if  any  part  of  the  charge  is  correct. 
Jones  v.  Osgood,  6  N.  Y.  233;  Caldwell  ▼. 
Murphy,  11  N.  Y.  416. 

In  Kansas,  where  the  ccurt  gave  a  gen- 
eral charge  to  the  Jury,  and  the  charge 
contained  various  propositions  of  law» 
and  a  general  exception  only  was  taken 
to  the  charge,  it  was  held  that  the  excep- 
titm  was  not  sufficient.  FuUenwider  v. 
£wing,  25  Kan.  69,  and  cases  there  cited; 
Bailey  v.  Dodge,  28  Kan.  72. 

Many  other  states  have  adopted  this 
rule,  but  we  think  the  wisdom  of  it  so  evi- 
dent that  it  is  unnecessary  to  cite  author- 
itips  further  in  its  support. 

When  the  plaintiff  rested,  a  nonsuit  was 
asked  by  defendant  on  the  following 
grounds:  (1)  That  the  plaintiff  has  not 
proved  that  said  road  mentioned  in  the 
complaint  as  the  **  Cam  as  Prairie  Road" 
is  within  thf*  limits  of  the  city  of  Lewis- 
ton,  or  that  the  same  had  ever  been 
adopted  by  th^  common  council  of  said 
city,  by  any  ordinance  thereof,  as  a  pub- 
lie  street,  highway,  or  thoroughfare,  or 
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that  the  same  has  been  ordered  opened  up 
by  any  ordinance  of  said  council,  or  that 
it  has  ever  been  dedicated  an  a  public 
ground;  (2)  that  the  proof  nhowB  that 
plain tltr  was  ^ailty  of  contributory  negr- 
licence  suffkient  in  law  to  prevent  him 
from  recovering:;  (3)  the  proof  shows  that 
said  accident,  If  any  occurred,  took  place 
on  Sunday,  and  there  is  no  proof  that 
plaintiff  was  engaged  in  a  work  of  ne- 
cessity. 

As  to  the  first  ground,  there  whs  ample 
proof  to  go  to  the  jury  on  that  point. 

As  to  the  second  ground,  if  the  undis- 
puted facts  showed  contributory  negli- 
gence, it  would  then  have  been  the  duty 
of  the  court  to  grant  the  motion;  but,  if 
there  was  a  question  of  fact  in  dispute  or 
doubt,  it  was  for  the  Jury  to  find  from 
the  evidence,  and  the  court  very  properly 
denied  the  motion. 

The  third  ground  for  nonsuit  cannot  be 
entertained.  The  fact  that  the  accident 
happened  to  the  plaintiff  on  the  Sabbath 
day  will  not  prevent  him  from  recovering, 
since  that  was  not  contributory  negli- 
gence. 

And  the  plaintiff  should  not  be  non- 
suited unless  it  appears  that  the  evidence 
in  his  behalf,  upon  the  most  favorable 
construction  that  the  Jury  would  be  at 
liberty  to  give  it,  would  not  warrant  a 
verdict  for  him.  It  has  liecome  the  settled 
law  of  this  court  that  it  will  not  disturb  a 
Judgment,  or  order  den.Ting  a  new  trial, 
as  being  against  the  evidence,  where  there 
is  a  substantial  conflict  in  the  testimony, 
and  no  rule  of  law  appears  to  have  been 
violated.  Mootry  v.  Hawley,  1  Idaho, 
543:  Ainslie  v.  Printing  Co.,  Id.  641. 

While  the  application  for  a  new  trial  on 
the  ground  of  newly-discovered  evidence 
Is  addressed  to  the  sound  discretion  of 
the  court,  the  authorities  seem  to  agree 
that  such  application  should  be  looked 
upon  with  suspicion  and  disfavor  because 
of  the  temptation  to  make  a  favorable 
showing  after  having  sustained  defeat, 
and  certainly  we  find  nothing  in  this  ap- 
plication to  have  warranted  the  granting 
of  a  new  trial. 

The  evidence  seems  to  have  fully  war- 
ranted the  verdict,  and  the  amount  seems 
reasonable,  in  view  of  the  dreadful  acci- 
dent to  the  plaintiff  occurring  through 
the  defendant's  fault. 

Finding  no  error,  the  Judgment  is  af- 
firmed.

Tbe  appellant  argues  that  the  said  dep- 
oettion   of  Robert  C.  Burton    was  inad- 
BfaMil»le   In   evidence    for  the    reasons— 
Ffnt,  Tbat  the  deposition  was  not  taken 
at  tbe  place  designated  in  tbe  commission. 
An   Inspection  of  the  commission  shows 
tbat  St  designates  the  residence  of  the  com- 
■rtaaioner  at  Bntte, Montana, but  doesnot 
direct  tbat  the  deposition  betaken  at  that 
piaee.   or  any  particular  place.    Second, 
Tbat  It  doee  not  appear  that  the  deposi- 
tkni  of  tbe  witness  was  read  to  the  wit- 
■ef«,  and  corrected  by  him,  as  Is  provided 
by  section  969  of  our  Code.    The  appellant 
filacea  tbia    objection  to   the  deposition 
apcm  tbe  principle  that  evidence  by  deposi- 
tions Is  in  derogation  of  the  common  law, 
and    tbe  statutory  provisions  providing 
cberef or  must  be  strictly  construed.    In 
oopport  of  this  principle  he  cites  Dye  v. 
Ba  ley.   2  Cal.  383:  MeCann   v.  Beach,  Id. 
25;   Williams   v.  Ohadbourne,  6  Cal.  659; 
Locas   ▼.   Richardson,  68  Cal.  618, 10  Pac. 
Rep.  l^-    Tbese  cases,  except  tbat  in  10 
Pac.  Rep.,  were  authorities  under  the  early 
practice  act  of  that  state. 


The  fourth  section  of  the  Civil  Code  of 
California,  adopted  in  1S85,  provides  that 
**the  rule  of  the  common  law  that  statutes 
in  derogation  of  the  common  law  are  to 
be  strictly  construed,  has  no  application 
to  this  Code.  The  Code  establishes  the  law 
respecting  the  subjects  to  which  it  relates, 
and  its  provisions  and  all  proceedings  un- 
der it  are  to  be  liberally  construed,  with 
a  view  to  effect  Its  objects,  and  promote 
Justice. "  This  is  also  section  3  of  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure  of  Idaho  territory. 
This  provision  of  the  Code  changed  the 
rule  in  this  as  well  as  other  questions  of 
practice  In  our  territory. 

lu  Wmiams  V.  Eldridge,  1  Hill,  249, 
CowEN,  J.,  says  that  ^'they  will  presume 
the  commissioner  discharged  his  duty  by 
doing  all  those  things,  in  the  execution  of 
tbe  commission,  which  he  is  not  bound  to 
return  specifically  as  done. " 

Section  965  of  ourCode  provides  that  the 
commissioner  shall  ** certify  the  deposition 
to  the  court. "  It  does  not  specify  the  con- 
tents of  the  certificate,  and  under  the  rule 
above  cited  In  Williams  v.  Eldrldice.  and 
section  8  of  our  Code,  it  will  be  presumed 
that  the  commissioner  did  all  that  he  was 
required  to  do. 

It  is  also  objected  that  there  is  no  cer- 
tificate. There  seems  to  have  been  a  re 
turn  by  the  commissioner^  which  was  not 
objected  to  on  the  trial,  and  we  think  any 
objection  thereto  is  waived,  and  that  the 
deposition  was  properly  admitted  in  evi- 
dence. 

The  second  specification  of  error  is  that 
the  court  erred  In  admitting  the  minutes 
of  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Heagerty  at  a  pre- 
liminary examination  on  a  charge  of  lar- 
ceny. We  find  no  objection  to  this  evl- 
denc3  in  tbe  statement,  and  it  is  claimed 
none  was  made  on  the  trial.  It  is  too  late 
to  make  the  objection  for  the  first  time  on 
appeal. 

The  third  specification  of  error  is  that 
there  is  no  finding  as  to  whether  the  deed 
alleged  to  have  been  forged  from  Landy 
to  Heagerty  was  executed  and  delivered 
on  the  eighth  day  of  January,  1884,  at  La 
Grande,  Oregon.  The  second  finding  of 
fact  is  that  said  Landy's  signature  to  said 
deed  is  genuine.  That  seems  to  have  been 
the  real  issue  in  the  case,  and  we  think  the 
locuain  quo  Immaterial,  and  a  finding  not 
required  thereon. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  alleged  errors  are 
that  the  finding  that  the  said  de^d  was 
valid  is  contrary  to  the  evidence, and  that 
the  judgment  and  decision  are  not  snpport-

ed  by  the  eviflence.  The  evidence  shows 
that  Mr.  Landy  was  the  owner  of  one- 
half  of  the  Black  Maria  mine,  and  had 
been  for  several  years  before  the  transac- 
tions set  oat  in  the  complaint;  that  he 
was  unable  to  develop  the  same,  or  to 
demonstrate  its  value,  because  of  a  lack 
of  machinery;  that  Mr.  Hea^^erty  had  the 
means  to  procure  machinery;  and  that, 
under  an  indefinite  arransrement  with  Mr. 
Landy,  he  shipped  a  quarts-mill  'into  the 
country,  and  met  Mr.  LandyatLaGrande, 
Oregon,  where  the  deed  in  dispute  is  al- 
leged to  have  been  executed.  These  cir- 
cumstances are  such  as  might  lead  to  some 
similar  transaction  to  the  arrangements 
set  up  in  the  answer.  Mr.  Burton  direct- 
ly states  that  Mr.  Landy  executed  the 
deed,  and  Mr.  Landy  directly  denies  it. 
The  deed,  however,  Is  produced,  and  sev- 
eral witnesses  acquainted  with  Mr.Landy's 
signature  declare  It  to  be  genuine.  None 
are  produced  who  deny  its  genuineness, 
and  a  comparison  of  hand  writing  Indicates 
that  the  signature  is  genuine.  In  the  trial 
court  the  witnesses  were  examined  in  per- 
son, and  the  court  had  an  opportunity  to 
Judge  of  their  credibility  from  their  man- 
ner of  testifying  and  appearance  on  the 
stand,  which  this  court  has  not.  We  are 
unable  to  see  that  the  findings  of  fact  are 
not  sustained  by  the  evidence,  and  the 
Judgment  is  affirmed.

Trover  and  Conversion — Damages — Default. 

2.  In  an  action  for  the  wron^ul  sale  of 
personal  property,  and  the  wrongful  conver- 
sion of  the  proceeds  thereof,  it  is  error  for  the 
clerk  to  enter  a  final  judgment  as  upon  default, 
but  the  plaintiff  in  such  case  should  go  into 
court,  and  prove  his  damages.

Though  the  statement  of  the  cause  of 


action  in  the  summons  is  defective,  yet  a 
copy  of  the  complaint  was  served  upon 
one  of  the  defendants,  both  residing  in  the 
same  county,  and  the  court  did  not  fail 
to  acquire  Jurisdiction.  Calderwood  v. 
Brooks,  28  Cal.  151 ;  King  v.  Blood,  41  Cal. 
814. 

Objection  to  a  summons  cannot  be 
raised  for  the  first  time  In  this  court.  Gor- 
don V.  Clark,  22  Cal.  583. 

Nor  would  the  court  below  have  set 
aside  the  default  without  imposing:  such 
terms  as  forbid  that  any  advantage  be 
taken  of  technical  errors.  People  v.  Rains, 
28  Cal.  127. 

When  the  facts  set  forth  In  the  complaint 
make  a  good  cause  of  action  on  contract, 
the  action  is  to  be  regarded  as  one  ex 
ront/'iicfii,  notwithstanding  allegations  of 
false  representations  which  are  insufficient 
to  sustain  an  action  ex  daUcto,  Spar* 
man  v.  Kelm,  83  N.  Y.  245. 

Brodrrick,  J.  This  Is  an  action  for  the 
recovery  of  the  value  of  certain  Koods 
and  chattels  v^hich  ars  alleged  to  bave 
been  wrongfully  converted  and  sold.  The 
plaintiffs  demanded  Judgment  for  %W!^ 
and  costs.  Summons  was  isnued  and 
served  on  the  defendants,  but  there  was 
no  appearance  or  answer.  Default  and 
final  Judgment  was  entered  by  the  clerk, 
and  from  this  Judgment  the  defendantH 
appeal,  and  assign  as  error — firsts  the 
summons  does  not  set  forth  the  cause  of 
action  stated  in  the  complaint  in  any 
manner,  and  the  clerk  had  no  Jurisdiction 
to  enter  default;  seconti,  the  Judgment  en- 
tered by  the  clerk  herein  was  entered 
withoutstatutory  authority,  and  is  void; 
thinly  the  court  never  had  or  acquired  ]n- 
risdlctlon. 

The  first  point  is  not  well  taken.  The 
summons  is  Irregular,  tint  not  void,  and 
for  irregularity  the  remedy,  if  any,  wan  by 
applies tiou  Indue  time  to  the  court  below 
for  an  order  to  quash  or  set  It  aside. 

The  second  alleged  error  is  that  the  Judg- 
ment entered  by  the  clerk  was  without 
statutory  authority,  and  is  void.  Tlie 
authority,  If  any  exists,  by  which  the 
clerk  of  the  district  court  may,  without 
an  order  of  the  court,  enter  Judgment,  la 
found  In  "section  856  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  which  reads:  ''Judgment  may 
be  had  If  the  defendant  fall  to  answer  the 
complaint,  as  follows:  In  an  action  aris- 
ing upon  contract  for  the  recovery  of 
money  or  damages  only,  if  no  answer  has 
been  filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  wltbln 
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the  tlni«  specified  In  the  snromoDB,  or  such 
farther  time  as  muy  hare  been  granted, 
the  clerk,  opon  application  of  the  plain  tiff, 
mwt  euter  the  default  of  the  defendant, 
and  immediately  thereafter  enter  JndR- 
imnt  lor  the  amoont  specified  in  the  suni- 
aunft,  loclQdlns  ^be  costs  asnlnst  the  de- 
leoilant,*'  etc. 

The  complaint  allefces,  in  the  flmt  and 
iect>Q4l  cuanta,  that  defendants  were  the 
■genta  of  the  plaintiffs  to  sell  or  dispose 
ol  certain  machinery,  and  when  dlnposed 
of  defendants  'were  to  account  to  plain- 
tilli  therefor;  that  defendants  wromrfully 
converted  said  property  to  their  own 
ose,  and  disposed  of  the  same  as  tlieir 
property*  and  wrongfully  converted  the 
proceeds,  and  failed  and  refused  to  ac- 
coant  to  plain tltTs.  In  the  third  count 
the  complaint  avers  that  the  plaintiffs  left 
with  the  defendants  certain  mncbinery  to 
dispose  of  as  ascents  for  plaintiffs;  that 
defendants  wrouKfully  converted  this 
int>perty  to  their  own  use,  broke  and  in- 
jured name;  and  that,  by  reason  of  such 
wroniefnl  conversion  and  use,  plain tirrs 
%vere  damaiced  in  the  sum  of  $200.  We  are 
of  opinion  that  neither  of  these  causes  of 
SMtion,  as  set  forth  in  the  complaint,  falls 
writhin  the  statute  which  provides  that, 
*  la  an  action  arisinfl:  upon  contract,  for 
the  recovery  of  money  or  damages  only," 
a  default  and  final  Judgment  may  be  en- 
tered by  the  clerk.  The  plaintiffs  In  this 
«mse  should  not  have  applied  to  the  clerk 
to  enter  Judgment,  but  should  have  gone 
Into  court,  and  submitted  their  proofs 
upon  the  qoeetions  presented  by  the  com- 
plaint. 

The  default  la  opened,  Judgrment  vacated 
and  set  aside,  and  the  cause  remanded  to 
the  court  below  for  further  proceedings.

A  specific  denial  to  each  allegation  of  a 
complaint  is  a  separate  denial,  applicable 
only  to  the  particular  allegation  contro- 
verted.

An  allegation  not  denied  is  admitted, 
though  the  allegation  is  in  the  charging 
part.

Buck,  J.  This  action  is  brought  to  set 
aside  an  alleged  contract,  and  to  reform 
a  deed,  upon  the  ground  that  it  was 
executed  by  mutual  mistake.  The  plain- 
tiff appeals  from  the  Judgment,  and 
brings  the  cause  into  this  court  on  a  bill 
of  exceptions. 
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The  errors  asnUcned  and  insiBted  upon 
are  that  certain  findings  of  fact  by  the 
trial  coart  are  contrary  to  the  evidence, 
in  that  they  are  contrary  to  the  admis- 
sions in  defendant's  answer.  There  is  no 
evidence  in  the  transcript,  and  appellant 
rests  the  merits  of  his  appeal  entirely 
upon  admissions  by  defendant  in  failing 
to  deny  certain  allegations  of  the  com- 
plaint. In  each  instance  in  which  objec- 
tion is  made  to  the  denials  in  the  answer, 
there  is,  at  least,  an  attempted  denial. 
Had  the  objection  been  made  in  the  trial 
coart  by  motion  or  other  appropriate 
remedy,  or  had  objection  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  evidence  been  made  upon  the 
ground  that  the  allegations  In  the  com- 
plaint were  admitted  by  defective  de- 
nials, the  ruling  of  the  court  thereon 
might  have  been  brought  to  the  consid- 
eration of  this  court.  There  is,  however, 
nothing  in  the  record  to  indicate  that 
these  denials  were  not  regarded  sufficient 
to  raise  an  issue  upon  the. trial  of  the 
case.  It  is  a  rule  of  practice  that, '*  if  a 
cause  is  tried  upon  the  theory  that  the 
answer  denies  the  allegations  of  the  com- 
plaint, the  plaintiff  will  not  be  permitted 
to  object  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  denials 
for  the  first  time  in  the  appellate  court.** 
2  Estee,  PI.  &  Pr.  (3d  Ed.)  467;  White  v. 
Railroad  Co.,  50  Cal.  417. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to  find  the 
facts,  upon  tne  Issues  made,  according  to 
the  evidence  given  at  the  trial,  and  the 
presumption  of  law  is  in  favor  of  the  rearu- 
larlty  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court  try- 
ing the  cause.  Lowe  V.  Turner,  1  Idaho, 
107:  Go<idman  v.  Milling  Co.,  Id.  131; 
Hazard  v.  Cole,  Id.  276. 

In  the  absence  of  anything  in  the  record 
indicating  that  these  denials  were  not  ac- 
cepted as  sufficient  when  the  cause  was 
tried,  we  find  no  error,  and  the  Judgment 
is  affirmed.

1874-75.)  the  widow 
may  select  a  homestead  after  the  death  of  her 
husband,  under  section  1  of  said  act,  and  have 
the  same  set  apart  by  the  probate  court  for  the 
benefit  of  herself  and  children,  under  section 


4  of  said  act.  The  widow  is  the  head  of  a  fam- 
ily, in  contemplation  of  the  first  section  of  said 
act,  amd  the  benefits  of  the  act  are  secured  to 
her,  as  a  wife  surriying  her  husband,  by  sec- 
tion 4  of  said  act. 
{SyUaibus  by  the  Court) 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Boise  county. 

Petition  by  Ella  M.  Hoffman,  widow  of 
Fred  Hoffman,  decreased,  to  have  set  aside 
from  the  estate  of  said  deceased  a  home- 
stead. From  a  decree  of  the  district  court 
confirming  an  order  of  the  probate  court 
granting  the  petition,  W.  A.  Coughaoonr 
appeals.    Affirmed. 

George  AInalle,  for  appellant. 

The  widow  could  acquire  no  homestead 
interest  in  the  property  until  an  order  of 
the  probate  court  or  Judge  was  made  set- 
ting it  apart  to  her.  It  differs  from  the 
case  of  a  homestead  created  during  the  ex- 
istence of  the  community  by  a  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  homestead  act. 
Estate  of  Boland,  43  Cal.  640-642  et  seq. 

The  probatecourt  docs  not  acquire  Juris- 
diction to  set  apart  a  homestead  for  the 
surviving  wife,  where  no  homestead  had 
been  selected  bpfore  the  death  of  the  hus- 
band, unless  a  petition  therefor  is  filed. 
Cameto  v.  Dupny,  47  Gal.  79. 

The  declaration  of  homestead  must  be 
filed  during  lifetime,  and  not  by  the  sur- 
vivor.   Estate  of  James,  23  Cal.  416  et  seq. 

The  probate  court,  in  setting  apart,  for 
the  use  of  the  family  of  the  deceased  bos- 
band  or  wife,  property  which  had  l»e«n 
de<licated  as  a  homestead  under  the  home- 
stead act,  does  not  change  or  transfer  the 
title,  nor  does  it  adjudicate  the  question 
of  title.    Rich  v.  Tubbs,  41  Cal.  34-36. 

One  claiming  the  benefit  of  the  home- 
stead law  must  establish  a  clear  case  with- 
in its  provisions.  Tilton  v.  Vignes,  33  La. 
Ann.  240;  Matxen  v.  Shaeffer,  65  Cal.  81,  3 
Pac.  Rep.  92;  Lord  v.  Lord,  65  Cal.  p.  84,  3 
Pac.  Rep.  96. 

The  exemption  of  property  from  sale  on 
execution  is  a  peraonal  right,  which  the 
debtor  may  waive  orclaim  at  bis  election. 
Borland  v.  O'Neal,  22  Cal.  507. 

The  homestead  rights  of  a  widow  and 
children  are  determined  hy  the  conditions 
existing  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the 
husband  and  father,  not  by  the  conditions 
existing  at  the  time  of  the  settlement  of 
the  HuccesBion.  Lessasuer*s  Succession,  34 
La.  Ann.  1066. 

The  widow's  homestead  right  mnst  be 
determined  by  the  law  In  force  when  the 
debts  were  contracted  against  which  it  is 
asserted.    Boiling  v.  Jones,  67  Ala.  50S. 
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The  fact   that    the  probate  court,  after 
tbe  death   of    the   wife,  set  the  property 
apart  aa  a   humeatead  for  the  beaefit  of 
the  anrvlvlnis  husband  and  children,  doea 
not  affect  the   qoeatlon.    Watson  v.  Cred- 
Itora,  oH  CaU  556-558. 
C  &«  Kinxslejr^  for  reapondents. 
Section   123   of    the  **  Probate   Practice 
Act"  pruvldea  for  the  setting  aside  of  a 
homeatead,  either  onder  the  K^neral  home- 
ftead  law  or  under  the  flfth  subdivision  of 
section  126.

If  the  widow  Is  not,  strictly  speatsing, 
^wtfe,"  ahe  la  at  least  tbi« "  head  of  a  fami- 
ly.* ElUa  r.  White,  47  Cal.  73;  Estate  of 
Walley,  II  Nev.  260:  Estate  of  Basse,  36 
Cal.  310. 

That  the  tract  Included  In  the  homestead 
was  orislnally  two  farms  or  tracts,  divid- 
ed by  Imafcinary  lines,  does  not  affect  the 
question,  so  lunfi^'as  they  are  contiguous, 
and  ao  connected  as  to  constitute  one 
budjr.  McDonald  v.  Badger,  23  Cal.  393; 
Clark  T.  Shannon,  1  Nev.  568. 

It  need  not  have  been  taken  or  selected 
befote  the  death  of  the  husband.  Estate 
erf  Bnaae,  35  Cal.

Bot  may  be  made  at  any  time  before 
aaie  on  execution.

It  may  be  taken  for  property  which  the 
liosbaod  acquired  before  marriage.

BrcK,  J.    Appeal  from  a  decree  of   the 
district  coart,  confirming  an  order  of  the 
probate  court  of  Boise    county,  setting 
auride  317  ai-ree  of  laud  as  a  homestead,  up- 
on petition  of  Ella  M.  Hoffman,  widow  of 
Fred  Hoffman,  deceased,  under  section  4, 
p.  3^,  of  tbe  Revised  Laws  of  Idaho.    The 
aeetlon    reads   as   follows:    "The   home- 
atead,   and  other  property  exempt  from 
forced  aaie,    of  either  husband    or   wife, 
may  be  aet  apart  by  the  probate  court  for 
tbe  benefit  of  the  surviving  husband  or 
wif«»,  and   his  or  her  legitimate  children.'' 
Section   1   of  the  same  act  (Rev.  LawR, 
637)  provides  that  "the  homestead,  con- 
alNtlnir  of  a  quantity  of  land,    together 
with  tiie  dwelling  thereon,  and  its  appur- 


tenances, not  exceeding  in  value  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  selected  by 
the  husband  and  wife,  or  either  of  them,  or 
the  head  of  a  family,  shall  not  be  subject 
to  forced  sale  on  execution,*'  etc.  The 
section  further  provides  that  said  home- 
stead shall  be  selected  by  a  written  decla- 
ration, and  recorded  as  a  conveyance 
affecting  real  estate,  and  after  said  record- 
ing the  husband  and  wife  shall  be  deemed 
to  hold  said  premises  as  Joint  tenants. 

It  is  argued  by  appellant  that  a  home- 
stead, set  aside  to  the  widow,  must  be  lim- 
ited to  20  acres,  under  section  126,  c.  6,  of 
the  probate  act,  (page  262  of  our  Revised 
Laws.)  That  section  provides  that,  "If 
there  is  no  law  in  force  exempting  proper- 
ty from  execution,  a  homestead,  consist- 
ing of  a  quantity  not  exceeding  20  acres," 
etc.,  "shall  be  eet  apart  for  thense  of  the 
widow  and  children,  and  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  administration."  In  our  territory 
there  is  an  exemption  law,  and  therefore 
said  section  126  of  chapter  5  is  not  appli- 
cable to  the  case  at  bar. 

It  is  claimed  by  appellant  that  deceased, 
Hoffman,  havins:  neglected  to  claim  his 
homestead  while  living,  he  had  no  real 
estate  exempt  from  execution  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  and  therefore  there  was  no 
homestead  exempt  from  forced  sale  at  the 
time  of  bis  death  which  could  be  set  apart 
to  his  widow  and  children.  This  con- 
struction seems  too  literal  to  be  in  har- 
mony with  the  spirit  of  our  homestead 
laws.  Homestead  and  exemption  laws 
are  construed  liberally,  as  a  protection 
of  the  unfortunate.  Ror.  Jud.  Sales,  §§ 
1354,  1355;  Woodward  v.  Murray,  IH 
Johns.  400;  Conklln  v.  Foster,  57  III.  104; 
Kneettle  v.  Newcomb,  22  N.  T.  249.  It  is 
admitted  in  this  case  that  neither  the  de» 
ceased,  Hoffman,  ncr  his  wife  had  made 
a  selection  of  a  homestead  under  the  stat- 
ute prior  to  his  death ;  but  that,  after  his 
death,  and  prior  to  tbe  order  of  the  pro- 
bata court  appealed  from,  the  widow, 
Ella  M.  Hoffman,  made  the  declaration, 
and  had  the  same  recorded  as  provided  by 
law.  It  is  claimed,  however,  by  appel- 
lant that  the  widow  Is  not  a  wife  In  con- 
templation of  statute,  nor  is  she  the  head 
of  a  family  under  the  contemplation  of 
tbe  homestead  law.  It  is  admitted  that 
the  widow  is  the  mother  of  three  children, 
all  of  whom  are  living  with  her,  and  de- 
pendent upon  her  for  support.  Wethinic 
that  she  is  clearly  the  bead  of  the  family, 
and  entitled  to  exercise  her  right  to  select 
a  homestead  at  any  time  before  tbe  prup- 
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erty  Is  dispoRed  of  by  forced  sale  or  other- 
wise. Hawthornev.Smlth,8Nev.]82;  Es- 
tate of  Walley,  11  Nev.  260;  Ror.  Jud. 
Sales,  §§  1358, 1359.  In  the  case  at  bar  she 
did  so  aft»*r  the  death  of  her  hasband,  and 
daring  the  coarse  of  administration  of  bis 
estate.  We  think  she  was  entitled  so  to 
do. 

It  is  contended,  however,  by  appellant, 
that,  admitting  that  the  selection  of  a 
homestead  was  valid,  ander  the  first  sec- 
tion of  the  homestead  act,  yet,  being  a 
widow,  she  is  not  a  wife,  and  section  4 
does  not  aathorlxe  the  homestead  to  be 
set  off  to  her  as  the  head  of  the  family  by 
the  probate  court.  We  think  this  cons  trac- 
tion inconsistent  with  the  spirit  of  home- 
stead or  exemption  laws.  The  statute 
reads  in  terms  that  the  homestead,  etc., 
may  be  set  apart  for  the  benefit  of  the 
surviving  husband  or  wife.  Perhaps  the 
meaning  would  have  been  better  expressed 
by  transposing  the  words  so  that  it  would 
read  ''fur  the  benefit  of  the  husband  or 
wife  surviving."  But  it  cannot  be  pre- 
sumed that  the  legislators  intended  to 
limit  the  benefits  of  this  section  to  the  hus- 
band, and  deprive  the  widow  of  it,  when 
she  needed  it  most.  Indeed,  the  construc- 
tion contended  for  would  deprive  the 
husband  surviving  the  wife  of  the  home- 
Htead,  as  well  as  the  wifesurviving  the  has- 
band, and  the  section  would  be  without 
force  or  meaning.  We  deem  it  unnecessa- 
ry to  discuss  the  principles  in  volveo  in  this 
case  at  length,  as  we  are  informed  that  in 
the  revision  of  our  laws  which  will  take 
effect  on  the  first  of  June,  1887,  important 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  sections 
considered  in  this  case. 

Judgment  is  afilrroed.

Hats,  C.  J.  This  action  was  brooKbt 
upon  a  promissory  note.  The  complaint 
alleges  the  making  and  delivering  of  the 
note  to  one  Uenry  Bernstine,  by  the  de- 
fendants, who  were  copartners,  under  the 
firm  name  of  Krause  &  Boehm,  and  tbat 
the  same  became  due  on  the  twsnty-tliird 
day  of  August,  1S84,  and  had  not  been 
paid,  that  prior  to  the  maturity  of  the 
note,  Henry  Bernstine  duly  indorsed  and 
delivered  the  note  to  this  plaintiff,  who 
has  ever  since  been  the  owner  and  bolder 
of  the  note.  Defendants,  Krause  & 
Boehm,  answering,  admit  the  partner- 
ship; the  making  and  delivering  of  the 
note;  that  the  same  became  due  endowing 
August  23, 18S4,  and  that  the  same  is  not 
paid;    but  deny  that,  prior  to  August  20, 

1884,  Henry  Bernstine  indorsed  and  deliv- 
ered the  note  to  this  plaintiff,  and  tbat 
the  plaintiff  is  the  owner  and  bolder  of 
the  same.  And  for  further  answer  allege 
that  on  the   thirteenth   day    of  August. 

1885,  Corbit  and  Mack  ay  sued  Henry  Bern- 
stine, and  garnished  these  defendants, 
and  thereby  attached  the  money  due  apoo 
said    note.     Corbit   and   Mackay   inters 
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fcned,  and  eet  out.  In  tbofr  complaint,  as 
iDterTenora.  tn  sabBtance,  what  had  been 
alleged  In  the  answer.  Plaintiff  demarred 
to  this  complaint,  and  thedemnrrer  w^s 
mntaloed.  Upon  motion  of  plaintiff,  the 
answer  was  atricken  out  as  sham  and 
lindeTant,  and  Jadi^ment  was  entered  In 
favor  of  plaintiff,  trom  which  an  appeal 
is  bronght. 

Section  250  of  onr  Code  of  avil  Pro- 
ccdnre  provides:  "Sham  and  irrelevant 
aoswcra,  and  irrelevant  and  redundant 
natter  Inserted  In  a  pleading,  may  be 
etrleken  out  npon  sncb  terms  as  the  court 
■lay  in  Ita  discretion  impose."  Under  this 
■ectlon,  a  conrt  may  strike  ont  a  whc«le 
answer  as  irrelevant  or  as  sham.  By  ref- 
erence to  the  pleadings,  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  defendants  admit  that  the  note 
became  due  An^uBt  23d;  but  they  deny 
that  It  was  indorsed  and  delivered  to 
plaintiff  prior  to  Angust  20th.  This  is 
equivalent  to  an  admission  that  it  was 
ladcinwd  and  delivered  prior  to  its  ma- 
tarlcy.  But  defendants  deny  that  plain- 
tiff Is  tbe  owner  an«1  hdUler  of  the  note. 
This  la  tbe  only  question  raised  by  the 


A  frivolous  answer  is  one  which  denies 
DO  material  averment  In  the  complaint, 
and  wblch,  if  admitted  to  be  true,  does 
■ot  constitnte  any  defense  to  the  plaintiff's 
cvose  of  action.  2  Wait,  Pr.  492,  and 
caeca  there  cited.  An  answer  takinsc  issue 
oalxijn  an  immaterial  averment  in  the 
complaint  to  frivolous.  Fairchild  v.  Rail- 
road Co.  15  N.  Y.  837.  In  Wedderspoon  v. 
Roprera,  82  Cal.  669,  the  court  says :  **  Tbe 
averment  that  the  plaintiff  was  the 
owner  of  the  note  is  not  an  averment  of 
an  toanable  fact.  It  Is  but  the  averment 
oi  a  eonclosion  of  law,  which  follows 
from  tbe  other  facts  averred.  It  was 
Iramateriai,  and  might  have  been  omitted. 
Tbe  concloaion  of  law  necessarily  folio  wed 
frotn  tbe  other  facts  stated."  Tested  by 
tbcMe  rnlea.  this  answer  was  frivolous.

Tbe  plaintiff  properly  proceeded  upon 
proof  fnmiflhed  thecourt  below, in  accord- 
ance with  the  practice,  to  thus  test  the  an- 
awer.  Tbe  conrt  there  fonnd  the  answer 
to  be  abam,— we  think  rlKhtfully,  unless 
ft  may  be  aaid  it  was  so  irrelevant  that  it 
eivnld  not  be  sbam.

Hays.  C.  J.  The  plaintiff  commenced 
bis  action  in  the  district  court.  Defend- 
ant demurred  to  tbe  complaint,  for  the 
reason  that  it  did  not  state  facts  sufficient 
to  constitute  a  cause  of  action.  The 
demurrer  was  sustained.  Plaintiff  not 
amending,  a  Judgment  was  entered  in  favor 
of  defendant,  from  which  Judgment  plain- 
tiff appealed.  No  bill  of  exceptions  was  set- 
tled, and  none  is  brought  to  this  court. 
We  had  supposed  the  practice  tobesettled 
in  this  territory  that  the  exceptions  which, 
by  section  403  of  tbe  Code  of  Civil  Proce- 
dure, tbe  adverse  party  is  deemed  to  have 
taken,  cannot  be  considered  on  appeal 
without  being  incorporated  into  a  bill  of 
exceptions,  and  thus  made  a  part  of  the 
Judgment  roll.  Fox  v.  West,l  Idaho,  782; 
Guthrie  v.  Phelan,  ante,  89,  6  Pac.  Rop. 
107;  Guthrie  v.  Fisher,  ante,  101,  6  Pac. 
Rep.  Ill;  Purdnm  v.  Taylor,  ante,  153,9 
Pac.  Rep.  607. 

Many  questions  of  practice  have  been 
settled  here.  They  should  be  observed  by 
the  professiopj  ^nd  adhered  to  by  the 
courts,  unless  Tnanged  by  legislative  en- 
actment. Prudence  would  seem  to  dictate 
the  necessity  of  a  careful  observance  of 
them,  as  the  danger  of  looking  too  far 
from  home  for  rules  of  practice  must  be 
apparent  to  the  thoughtful  practitioner. 

The  record  fulling  to  bring  before  us  tbe 
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points  discussed,  and  no  error  being  ap- 
parent, the  Jadgment  must  be  afflrn*ed.

Sam B— Exception  to  Challbnor. 

2.  An  exception  to  the  challenge  to  the  panel 
admits  the  facts  stated  therein.  Such  excep- 
tion, in  our  criminal  practice,  has  the  same 
relation  to  the  denial  or  the  challenge  as  a  de- 
murrer to  a  complaint  has  to  the  denials  in  the 
answer  in  our  civil  practice. 

{Syllabus  by  the  CourU) 

One  Armstrong  was  convicted  of  mur- 
der, and  appeals.    Reversed.

Buck,  J.  The  defendant  was  indicted 
at  the  October  term,  18^,  for  the  crime  of 
murder  In  the  first  degree,  and  charged 
therein  with  the  killing  of  one  Paul  Klu- 
bert  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  August, 
18S6.  When  the  cause  was  called  for  trial, 
the  defendant,  by  his  attorneys,  Kings- 
bury &  McGowan,  interposed  a  challenge 
to  the  panel  of  the  trial  Jury,  and  speclQe<), 
as  the  facts  constituting  the  grounds  of 
said  challenge,  **that  the  sheriff  had  pur- 
posely omitted  to  summon  one  L.  H.  Mc- 
Irying.a  trial  juror  drawn  to  serve  at  said 
term  of  court,  and  whose  name  was  on  the 
list  of  jurors  given  to  thesheriff  to  be  sum- 
moned as  said  Juror.'*  To  such  challenge, 
N.  M.  Ruitik,  the  district  attorney  for  Al- 
turas  county,  excepted,  and  the  same  hav- 
ing been  submitted  to  the  court  was  over- 
ruled, to  which  ruling  the  attorneys  for 
the  defendant  excepted,  and  the  cause  is 
brought  into  this  court  on  a  bill  of  excei)- 
tious.  The  record  contains  much  other 
matter;  but,  as  the  conclusion  of  the 
court  upon  said  assismment  of  error  Is  de- 
cisive of  the  case,  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  consider  the  other  specifications  of  er- 
ror. 

The  appeal  haying  come  Into  this  court, 


the  attorney  general  stated  that,  upon  ex- 
amination of  the  record,  he  was  of  th& 
opinion  that  the  said  assignment  of  error 
was  well  taken,  and  moved  that  the  cause 
be  placed  upon  the  calendar,  the  Judgment 
be  reversed,  and  the  case  remanded  for  a 
new  trial.  By  consent  of  the  attorneys 
for  the  defendant  the  said  motion  wa» 
submitted  without  argument. 

Our  criminal  practice  act  (page  409, 
Rev.  Laws  1^4-75)  provides  as  follows: 
"  Sec.  324.  If  the  sufficiency  of  the  facts 
alleged  as  a  ground  of  challenge  be  denied, 
the  adverse  party  may  except  to  th» 
challenge.  Sec.  325.  Upon  the  exception, 
the  court  shall  proceed  to  try  the  snffl* 
ciency  of  the  challenge,  assuming  the 
facts  alleged  therein  to  be  true.  Sec.  325. 
If,  on  the  exception,  the  court  deem  the 
challenge  sufficient.  It  may,  if  jnstlce  re- 
quire it,  permit  the  party  excepting  to 
withdraw  his  exception,  and  to  deny  the 
facts  alleged  in  the  challenge.  If  the  ex- 
ception be  allowed,  the  court  may  in  like 
manner  permit  the  amendment  of  the  chal- 
lenge. Sec.  327.  If  the  challenge  be  denied^ 
the  •  •  •  court  shall  proceed  to  try  the 
question  of  fact."  Section 322  specifies  the 
intentional  omission  of  the  sheriff  to  sum- 
mon one  or  more  jurors  drawn  as  a  good 
cause  of  challenge  to  the  panel. 

An  exception  to  a  challenge  in  our  crim- 
inal practice  is  practically  a  demurrer 
thereto,  and  admits  the  facts  stated  there- 
in. An  exception  to  a  challenge  and  a  de- 
nial of  it  has  sometimes  inadvertently 
been  confounded  as  meaning  the  same 
thing.  This  seems  to  have  been  so  regard- 
ed by  the  dlHtrict  attorney  In  the  case  at 
bar.  An  Inspection  of  the  statute,  bow- 
ever,  IndicatPH  thnt  they  bear  the  same  re- 
lation to  each  other  in  our  criminal  prac- 
tice as  the  demurrer  to  the  complaint  and 
denials  in  the  answer  do  in  our  civil  prac- 
tice. The  district  attorney  having  failed 
to  deny  the  challenge,  the  facts  stated 
therein  were  admitted.  The  intentional 
omission  of  thenheriff  to  summon  the  Juror 
Mclrving  was  thereby  admitted ;  and,  snch 
omission  being  designated  as  a  ground  of 
challenge  by  section  322  of  our  criminal 
practice  act,  it  was  a  good  cause  of  chal- 
lenge to  the  panel,  and  the  challenge 
should  have  been  sustained.  The  motion 
is  granted.  Judgment  reversed,  and  the 
cause  remanded  for  a  new  trial.

In  actions  for  personal  injuries,  con- 
tributory negligence  of  plaintiff  is  a  mat- 
ter of  defense  that  must  be  established 
by  the  defendant,  and  is  therefore  ''new 
matter,"  within  the  meaning  of  the  stat- 
ute, and  must  be  pleaded.  Robinson  v. 
Railroad  Co.,  48  Cal.  426;  McQuilken  v. 
Railroad  Co.,  50  Cal.  7;  Hoyt  v.  Hudson, 
22  Amer.  Rep.  714;  Buescbing  v.  Gas- 
Light,  89  Amer.  Rep.  603;  Thompson  v. 
Railroad  Co.,  51  Mo.  190;  Canal  Co.  v. 
Bentley,  6(i  Pa.  St.  80;  Smoot  v.  Mayor^ 
etc.,  24  Ala.  112;  Johnson  y.  Railroad  Co., 
5  Duer.  21;  Railroad  Co.  v.  Uorst,  98  U. 
S.  298;  Railroad  Co  v.  Qladmon,  15  Wall. 
406. 

Brodkrick,  J.  This  action  is  to  recover 
damages  for  killing  a  team  of  horses,  and 
the  destruction  of  a  wagon  and  harness 
of  the  plaintiff,  which  Is  alleged  to  ha  ve 
been  caused  by  tbe  negligence  of  the  de- 
fendant company,  about  the  first  day  of 
November,  1885,  near  Blackfoot,  in  this 
territory.  The  complaint  alleges,  in  sub- 
stance, that  defendant  was  a  corporation 
duly  incorporated,  etc.;  that  plaintiff 
was  the  owner  of  a  team  and  wagon 
worth  $4oO;  that,  at  a  time  and  place 
named,  the  team  and  wagon  were  negli- 
gently run  against  and  over  by  defend- 
ant's locomotive,  the  team  killed,  and 
wagon  and  harness  damaged;  that  the 
accident  happened  through  no  fault  of 
plaintiff,  but  resulted  from  the  careless- 
ness and  negligence  of  tbe  agents  and 
servants  of  tbe  defendant;  and  that  by 
reason  of  such  negligence  the  plaintiff 
was  damaged  In  the  sum  of  f350.  The 
defendant  answered,  denying  specifically 
each  allegation  of  the  complaint  except 
that  defendant  was  a  corporation.  In 
May,  1886,  the  case  was  tried  before  tbe 
court  with  a  Jury,  which  resulted  In  a 
verdict  and  Judgment  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff  for  f  225  and  costs.  Tbe  defend- 
ant moved  for  a  new  trial.  Motion  over- 
ruled by  tbe  court,  and  from  this  order 
and  tbe  Judgment  the  defendant  appeals, 
and  assigns  as  error— F/rst,  that  tbe  evi- 
dence i9  Insufficient  to  Justify  tbe  verdict 
of  tbe  Jury,  in  this:  that  it  does  not  show 
that  tbe  defendant  was  negligent  in  tbe 
premises,  or  that  any  negligence  on  its 
part  caused  the  Injury  complained  of,  and 
constituting  the  cause  of  action  herein; 
and  In  that  it  does  show  that  tbe  plain- 
tiff's servant,  Charles  Chestine,  who  was 
driving  the  team,  was  negligent  in  not 
looking  along  tbe  track  to  discover  tbe 
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approach  of  an  enRlneasbe  neared  the 
crusslDg,  and  that  his  negligence  ia  that 
connection  cansed,  or  contributed  to 
cause,  the  injury  complained  of;  aecoad^ 
errors  in  law  occurring  at  the  trial,  and 
excepted  to  by  defendant,  in  excluding 
certain  evidence  sought  to  be  introduced 
by  cross-examination  of  plaintirf's  wit- 
nesses; tAiixf,  that  the  court  erred  in  re- 
fusing to  give  certain  instructions  to  the 
Jury  requested  by  defendant's  counsel. 

The  evidence  is  undisputed  that  the 
team  and  the  train  were  coming  from  the 
north:  that  the  train  was  running  at 
rapid  speed;  that  the  high  way  upon  which 
the  team  was  moving,  for  some  distance 
above  the  crossing,  runs  nearly  parallel 
with  defendant's  road;  that  about  80  rods 
above  the  crossing  was  a  whistling  post; 
that  tlie  accident  happened  at  the  cross- 
ing, and  at  the  time  stated  in  the  com- 
plaint. The  rules  of  defendant  In  force  at 
the  time  of  the  alleged  accident  were  iden- 
tified and  received  in  evidence  at  the  trial, 
but  do  not  appear  in  the  record.  The  case 
seems  to  have  been  tried,  however,  on  the 
theory  that  the  rules  required  the  whistle 
sounded  when  a  train  was  nearlug  a  cross- 
ing, and  we  think  there  Is  sufllclent  proof 
in  the  record  from  which  we  may  infer,  for 
the  purposes  of  this  appeal,  that  this  was 
the  requirement  of  the  rule.  Each  party 
introduced  evidence  before  the  court  and 
Jury,  as  to  whether  or  not  the  whistle  was 
sounded,  or  other  signal  given,  before  the 
engine  reached  the  crossing,  and  on  this 
question  there  seems  to  have  been  a  sub- 
stantial conflict  in  the  testimony,  all  of 
which  was  submitted  to  the  jury,  and  the 
question  is  settled  by  the  verdict. 

But  it  is  contended  thateven  though  the 
defendant  was  negligent,  that  the  plain- 
tiff, by  the  carelessness  of  his  servant  who 
was  at  the  time  In  charge  of  the  team, 
contributed  to  the  result  and  Injury,  and 
that,  therefore, the  defendant  is  not  liable. 
In  this  case  the  burden  was  on  the  plain- 
tiff to  prove,  in  the  first  instance,  that  his 
property  was  injured  and  destroyed,  for 
which  he  seeks  redress,  and  that  such  in- 
Jury  was  done  by  the  locomotive  of  the 
defendant  at  or  about  the  time  and  place 
charged  in  the  complaint,  and  that  such 
injury  was  the  result  of  negligence  of  the 
agents  and  servants  of  the  defendant. 
These  facts  proven,  with  the  amount  of 
damages  sustained,  made  a  prima,  lade 
case  for  the  plaintiff.  Then  the  burden 
ehiftpd  to,  and  was  cast  on,  the  defendant 
to  overcome  the  case  made  by  the  plain- 


tiff, by  showing  that  the  agents  and  serv- 
ants of  defendant  were  on  this  occasion 
exercising  duecareand  caution ;  or,  if  it  re- 
lied on  such  contributory  negligence  of  the 
plaintiff  or  his  agent  as  to  prevent  a  re- 
covery of  Judgment  by  plaintiff,  that  was 
a  defense  to  be  proven  and  established  by 
defendant.  Railway  Go.  v.  Gladmon,  lo 
Wall.  401;  Railroad  Co.  v.  Horst,  98  U.  S. 
291.  We  are  aware  that  there  has  been  a 
contrariety  of  opinion  on  this  question, 
but  we  are  entirely  satisfied  with  the  rule 
as  settled  by  the  above-cited  authorities. 

We  see  no  error  in  the  ruling  of  the  trial 
court  in  excluding  the  evidence  sought  to 
be  adduced  by  the  defendant  by  cross-ex- 
amination of  plaintiff's  witnesses  as  tend* 
ing  to  show  contributory  negligence  on 
the  part  of  plaintiff's  servant.  It  is  a  gen- 
eral rule  that  the  defendant  should  not 
open  hid  case  by  a  cross-examinaticin  of 
plaintiff's  witnesses;  but  the  application 
of  this  rule  must  necessarily  rest  largely  in 
the  sound  discretion  of  the  trial  court. 
The  record  shows,  however,  that  the  de- 
fendant, to  make  out  its  defense,  was  per- 
mitted to  introduce  all  evidence  offered  as 
to  the  negligence  of  plain  tiff's  servant,  and 
this  question  was  also  submitted  to  the 
Jury.  In  this  state  of  the  case  It  Is  unnec- 
essary to  determine  here  whether,  under 
our  practice,  the  defendant  should  have 
pleaded  contributory  negligence  asa  predi- 
cate for  the  proof  on  this  point  or  not. 

The  remaining  question  is  as  to  the  in- 
structions requested  by  defendant's  coun- 
sel, and  refused  by  the  court.  Counsel  con- 
tend tbat  the  evidence  shows  that  the  ac- 
cident happened  in  a  level,  open  country, 
where  there  was  no  obstruction  to  pre- 
vent the  driver  from  seeing  the  approach- 
ing engine  in  time  to  have  stopped  or 
turned  aside,  and  thus  have  avoided  the 
collision;  and  that  theinstructions  refused 
were  proper,  and  should  have  been  given 
to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Jury  to  theee 
facts.  It  is  doubtless  the  duty  of  a  person 
approaching  a  railroad  crossing  to  listen 
and  look  if  he  is  In  a  position  where  look- 
ing will  avail  him;  and  If,  under  all  the 
circumstances,  he  has  reason  to  suspect  or 
apprehend  danger,  and  does  not  use  his 
senses,  but  heedlessly  goes  on,  and  is  in- 
jured in  person  or  property,  he  alone  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  consequences  of  such  neg- 
ligence. But  in  this  case  the  teamster  was 
driving  in  advance  of  the  approaching 
train,  with  his  back  towards  it,  and  be 
testifier,  in  substance,  that  he  heard  no 
signal  of  any  kind,  and  saw  nothing  to  in- 
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dieate  danger,  until  witbin  a  short  dis- 
tance of  the  cruaslnKi  and  where  the  hl^h- 
^«y  gradually  tnmed  towards  the  cruss- 
iof;,  and  that  then  and  there  the  horses 
became  aflrixhted,  and  commenced  ]amp- 
Ibk  and  plutiicInK  towards  the  crossinK; 
that  he  was  wholly  unable  to  stop  or  man- 
age thein;  that  he  finally  sprans  out  of 
the  waKOD  in  time  to  save  himself  hurm- 
leaa;  that  the  collision  tools  place;  that 
the  honips  were  killed,  and  the  wagon  and 
bameaa  deatroyed.  There  is  other  evi- 
dence which  corroborates  this  testimony. 

The  trial  court  is  required  to  Klvesucb 
faisiroctioiia  as  are  applicable  to  the  issues 
and  facta  of  each  case,  but  is  not  required 
to  atate  propositions  of  law,  however 
aoand  they  may  be,  which  are  not  appli- 
cable, and  will  not  aid  the  Jury  lu  reach- 
fng  a  correct  conclusion.  Railroad  Co.  v. 
Uomt,  aupra;  D.  8.  v.  Camp,  ante,  215, 10 
Pac.  Hep.  22U. 

The  nrcord  shows  that  an  instruction 
definlnic  ne^llKence,  etc.,  was  given,  which 
nowhere  appears  In  the  transcript.  It  has 
been  held  by  this  court  that,  in  determin- 
tmg  wliether  an  instruction  given  vCas 
prejudicial,  the  entire  charge  should  be 
looked  Into;  and  If  the  charge,  as  a  whole, 
fairly  preeented  tlie  case  to  the  Jury,  that 
the  verdict  would  not  be  disturbed.  Peo- 
ple V.  Bernard,  ante,  178,  10  Pac.  Rep.  30. 
Tbe  aame  rule  will  ap^ly  where  instruc- 
tiona  are  refused.  The  reason  for  the  rule 
Is  apparent. 

We  are  here  asked  to  reverse  a  Judgment 
hecaoae  certain  iDstructlonscalilng  tbe  at- 
tention of  the  Jury  to  the  alleged  negli- 
gence of  tbe  plaintiff  were  refused,  and  It 
appears  from  tbe  record  that  an  instruc- 
tion waa  i^iven  by  the  court,  of  its  own 
motion,  ou  this  question ;  but  the  Instruc- 
tion, aa  given,  is  not  brought  here  for  our 
examination.  Every  Intendment  Is  in 
favor  of  tbe  judgment,  and  tbe  regularity 
of  the  proceedings;  and  the  presumption 
la,  until  tbe  contrary  appears,  that  tbe 
coart  gave  the  Instructions  necessary  and 
proper,  under  the  facts  of  the  ease,  to  as- 
sist the  Jury  In  arriving  at  a  Just  verdict. 
Thia  preaumption  cannot  he  overthrown 
by  a  partial  view  of  the  instructions  given. 
Those  not  given  may  have  been  refused 
for  the  reason  that  they  had  been  subHtan- 
tially  given.  If  so,  the  court  was  not 
buuDd  to  repeat  tiiem. 

No  error  appearing,  the  Judgment  is  af- 
linned.

Bowman  et  al,  v.  Ateics. 

(February  21,  1887.) 

Appeal  —  Reverbal— Uncertainty  of  Findings. 
Where  the  findings  of  fact  are  not  re- 
sponsive to  the  material  issues,  and  are  so  un- 
certain that  they  would  not  warrant  a  judg- 
ment thereon,  the  case  should  be  reversed. 
(Syllabus  by  the  Court) 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Ada  county. 

Action  by  one  Bowman  and  others  to 
restrain  one  Ayers  from  interfering  with 
plaintiffs*  water-ditch.  From  an  order 
grantlngthelnjunctlon,  defendant  appeals. 
Reversed .

Hats,  C.J.  This  case,  tried  before  the 
court  without  a  Jury,  was  brought  to  re- 
strain the  defendant  from  Interfering  with 
plaintiffs'  water-ditch,  and  for  damages 
for  injury  to  the  same.  The  defendant 
claims  an  interest  in  said  ditch.  The  title 
to,  capacity  of,  and  cost  of  constructing 
the  ditch  were  all  in  issue.  There  was  al- 
so an  issue  as  to  the  allegation  that  the 
defendant  had  obstructed  the  ditch,  cut 
down  Its  banks  and  flumes,  and  caused 
the  waters  thereof  t%*  run  to  waste.  It 
was  also  alleged  that  defendant  was  com* 
mitting- waste  of  the  waters  of  said  ditch; 
that  he  threatened  to  continue  the  same, 
and  would,  unless  restrained  by  injunc- 
tion, damage  and  injure  the  ditch,  which 
was  plaintiffs'  property.  All  of  which  de- 
fendant denied. 

The  court  found  that  plaintiffs  and  de- 
fendant had  each  an  interest  in  the  ditch, 
but  failed  to  find  the  capacity  of  the  ditch, 
or  its  cost,  or  the  interest  speciflcttlly  that 
each  party  had  therein.  This  became  nec- 
essary in  order  to  determine  whether  or 
not  tbe  defendant  had  taken  more  water 
from  the  ditch  than  he  was  entitled  to. 
ir  the  ditch  is  as  large  an  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint, it  must  have  a  carrying  capacity 
of  about  2,000  inches  of  water.  It  is  only 
claimed  that  defendant  drew  therefrom  75 
inches;  yet  from  anything  appearing  In 
the  findings  the  defendant's  interest  may 
have  been  much  greater  than  the  plain- 
tiffs*. How,  then,  are  we  to  draw  our 
conclusions  of  law?  How  can  we  deter- 
mine the  rights  of  the  parties  without 
these  findings?  Although  there  is  an  al- 
legation of  waste,  and  that  defendant 
threatens  to  continue  the  same,  and  an 
issue  upon  this  allegation,  the  court  fails 
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to  find  upon  this  issae,  yet  STTADts  an 
lojiinctlon. 

It  Is  found  In  the  sixth  finding?  of  fact 
that  ''in  1883  defendant  constructed  a  ditch 
of  his  own,  bringing:  water  upon  his  land, 
and  using  a  portion  of  plaintiffs'  ditch  up- 
on or  throuffh  defendant's  land.  The  por- 
tion of  the  plaintiffs'  ditch  thus  used  was 
the  part  constructed  In  1874,  and  adopted 
by  the  new  ditch:*  yet  the  court  had  be- 
fore found  that  this  ditch,  which  was  con- 
structed in  1«S74,  was  partly  owned  by  the 
defendant.  If  the  defendant  was  a  Joint 
owner  in  the  old  ditch,  and  the  new  ditch 
adopted  this  old  ditch,  and  enlarged  the 
same,  the  defendant  would  Htill  have  his 
Interest  in  the  ditch.  It  might  be  said,  in 
a  sense,  that  the  ditches  became  commin- 
gled by  the  act  of  the  plaintiffs;  but  this, 
•certainly,  would  not  divesi  defendant  of 
his  property  therein.  The  conclusions  of 
law  and  Judgment  were  not  warranted  by 
the  findings.  If  the  court  is  correct,  in 
finding  6,  we  are  unable  to  see  why  the 
water  which  defendant  by  his  Industry 
and  enterprise  has  brought  upon  his  own 
land  may  not  be  used  by  him  for  any  use- 
ful purpose,  as  he  pleases. 

The  granting  of  an  injunction  restrain- 
ing the  defendant  from  using  this  water 
except  upon  his  own  land  we  think  was 
error;  the  findings  also  being  insufficient. 

The  Judgment  is  reversed.  Case  remand- 
ed for  a  new  trial. 

Buck,  J.,  concurring.  Brodbrick,  J., 
expressing  no  opinion.

constructive  possession  of  the  whole.  2

Mining  ground  acquired  by  entry,  under 
a  claim  for  mining  purposes,  the  boonda 
being  distinctly  detuned,  accompanied  by 
actual  occupancy  of  a  part  of  the  tract,  is 
sufficient  possession  to  maintain  ejectment 
for  the  entire  claim,  although  the  acts  of 
appropriation  were  not  according  to  any 
mining  rule.  2  Estee,  P1.&  Pr.  §  2257:  Ta- 
ble Mountain  Tunnel  Co.  v.  Stranahan,  20 
Cal.

Work  done  outside,  in  immediate  prox- 
imity to,  the  claim,  is  a  sufficient  posses- 
sion.

If  the  possession  is  constructive,  the  ex-

Hatb,  O.  J.    This  action  wascommenced 
poraaant  to  the  provisions  of  section  2326 
off  tbe  Revised  Statutes  of  tbe  United  States 
and  tbe  act  of  March  3, 18M1,  amendatory 
tbcreof ,  to  recover  the  possession  of  specific 
resd  property.    The  plaintiffs  allege  in  the 
complaint,    among    other    things:    ''(1) 
Tbat  tbey  were  citisenb    of    the  United 
States,*  which  was  admitted  by  the  de- 
fleodanta.  "  (2)  That  tbe  plaintiffs  now  are, 
ao^  e^ver  since  the  sixteenth  day  of  August, 
lS84,haTe  been  through  their  grantors  and 
piedeceenors  in  interest,  the  owners  and 
entitled   to  the  possession  of  that  certain 
tract  or  parcel  of  mining  ground  known 
aiftd  called  the  'Lalande  Claim,'  and  [de- 
acviblng  tbe  same]  containing  an  area  of 
thirteen  and  IS-lOO  acres.**    This  the  de- 
feodanta  deny.    ''(8)  That  on   the  sixth 
day  off  November,  1875,  the  said  Scott  Mc- 
Donald and  George  P.  Cater  have  made  an 
application  in  the    United    States  land- 
ofllre  at  Liewistony  Idaho,  for  a   United 
Statea  patent  for  a  certain  mining  claim 
called   the  *Poorroan    Lode  and    Mining 
Claim.*  and  have  caused  a  survey  of  the 
aanie  to  be  made,  apon  which  said  appli- 
cation for  a   patent  is  based,  and  which 
■aid  aorvey  overlaps  a  portion  of  the  land 
alMivo  described  as  belonging  to  the  plain- 


titfb  herein,  and  which  portion,  so  covered 
by  said  survey  and  application  for  patent, 
is  described  by  metes  and  bounds  as  fol- 
lows, to-wit,  [the  premises  are  here  de- 
scribed, containing  an  area  of  six  40-100 
acres  of  land.]*"  The  defendants  admit 
the  making  of  the  application  for  patent 
for  the  mining  claim  called  the  "Poorman 
Lode  and  Mining  Claim,"  and  tbe  survey 
thereof,  and  that  It  includes  the  aforesaid 
land  described  in  subdivision  3  of  the  com- 
plaint, but  deny  that  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof,  belongs  to  the  plaintiffs,  or 
either  of  them.  '*(4)That  on  tbe  sixth 
day  of  November,  1885,  the  said  Scott  Mc- 
Donald and  George  P.  Cater,  by  tbe  order 
of  the  register  of  the  land-office,  caused  no- 
tice of  their  said  application  to  be  pub- 
lished, notifying  all  persons  claiming  ad- 
versely any  portion  of  the  mininir  ground 
covered  by  the  Poorman  Lode  mining 
claim,  as  surveyed,  to  file  their  adverse 
claim,**  etc.;  that  the  plaintiffs  filed  their 
adverseclaimtothetractof  mining  ground 
hereinbefore  described;  that  said  claim 
was  duly  allowed;  and  this  action  is 
bronght  in  support  of  this  claim.  This, 
not  being  denied  by  the  answer,  stands 
admitted.  **(5)  That,  while  the  plaintiffs 
weresuch  owners  of  the  aforesaid  demand- 
ed premises,  seised,  possessed, and  entitled 
to  the  possession  of  the  same,  the  said  de- 
fendants afterwards,  to-wIt,  on  or  about 
theslxth  day  of  November,  1H85,  and  belore 
the  commencement  of  this  suit,  and  with- 
out right  or  title,  entered  into  possession 
of  the  said  hereinbefore  described  tract  of 
minural  land,  mining  claim,  and  location, 
the  demanded  premises,  and  ousted  and 
ejected  the  plaintiffs  therefrom,  and  ever 
since  said  day,  and  now,  unlawfully  with- 
hold possession  thereof  from  the  plain- 
tiffs, to  their  damage,"  etc.  This  the  de- 
fendants deny. 

The  case  being  bronght  to  hearing,  a 
Jury  was  called  to  try  the  issue.  Various 
questions  propounded  by  plaintiffs  were 
excluded  by  the  court,  which  ruling  is  now 
assigned  as  error.  When  the  plaintiffs 
rested,  upon  motion  of  defendants  the 
court  ordered  a  nonsuit,  and  Judgment  of 
nonsuit  and  for  costs  was  duly  entered 
against  the  appellants;  from  which  an  ap- 
peal i%-  brought  to  this  court.  The  re- 
spondents ask  to  have  the  appeal  dis- 
missed, on  the  ground  that  no  appeal  Ilea 
from  a  Judgment  of  nonsuit. 

Section  1869  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
the  United  States  provides  for  the  appel- 
late Jurisdiction  of  this  court  pursuant  to 
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flocb  Btatate.  Section  642  of  our  Code  of 
Civil  Proredure  was  enacted,  which  pro- 
Tides  that  *'an  appeal  raay  be  taken  to  the 
supreme  court  from  a  district  court  (1) 
from  a  final  judgment  in  any  action  or 
special  proceeding.**  The  term  ** final 
judgment"  has  been  variously  defined. 
One  definition  is:  ^'A  judgment  which 
puts  an  end  to  the  action,  by  declaring 
that  the  plaintiff  has  either  entitled  him- 
self, or  has  not,  to  recover  the  remedy 
he  sues  for."  8  Bl.  Comm.  898.  Again,  it 
has  been  defined  to  be  "a  judgment  which 
determines  a  particular  cause,  and  termi- 
nates all  litigation  on  the  same  right.**  1 
Kent,  Comm.  316.  A  third  definition  is 
given  to  be  ^'a  judgment  which  cannot  be 
appealed  from,  but  is  perfectly  conclusive 
as  to  the  matter  adjudicated  upon. "  Snell 
V.  Manufacturing  Co.,  24  Pick.  800;  Foster 
V.  Neilson,  2  Pet.  294;  Forgay  T.Conrad,  6 
How.  201. 

In  what  sense,  then,  did  the  legislature 
use  this  term?  By  the  comm«in  law  in 
England  a  writ  of  error  would  lie  from  a 
judgmentof  nonsuitin  the  ninipiiua courts 
to  the  king*s  bench,  where  costs  were 
taxed  in  favor  of  defendant,  and  judgment 
entei*ed  thereon  against  the  plaintiff.  8 
Bac.  Abr.825.  In  this  country  the  general 
rule  seems  to  be  that,  in  determining  the 
question  whether  or  not  a  Judgment  is 
final,  within  the  meaning  of  the  various 
statutes  in  relation  to  appeals,  matters  of 
form  are  to  be  disregarded,  and  matters 
of  substance  alone  considered,  and  that 
the  judgment  is  **  final  **  if  It  disposes  of  the 
action  or  proceeding  in  which  it  was 
made,  so  far  as  the  court  which  made  it  is 
concerned,  without  reference  to  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  claims  of  the  parties  may 
not  be  litigated  in  some  other  action  or 
proceeding.  Weston  v.  City  of  Charleston, 
2  Pet.  449;  Yates  v.  People,  6  Johns.  389; 
Clason  V.  Shotwell,  12  Johns.  31;  Belt  v. 
Davis,  1  ChI.  135.  With  this  rule  before 
them,  our  Code  was  adopted.  True,  un- 
der a  statute  similar  to  our  own  the  su- 
preme court  of  Montana  seems  to  hold 
that  an  appeal  would  not  He  from  a  judg- 
ment of  nonsuit.  Kleinschmidt  v.  McAn- 
drews,4  Mont.  8,  5  Pac.  Rep.  281.  But  the 
case,  being  appealed,  was  considered  by 
the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  decision  of  the  lower  courts  was 
reversed,  thus  disposing  of  that  case  and 
this  question.  117  U.  K.  282,  6  Sup.  Ct. 
Rep.  761.  We  must  therefore  conclude  that 
the  legislature  intended  by  this  enactment 
to  allow  appeals  from  all  judgments  which 


finally  determine  tho  particular  salt  with- 
out reference  to  the  question  whether  or 
not  it  determines  the  final  rights  of  the 
parties  to  the  subject-matter  of  litigation. 
A  judgment  of  nonsuit  being  a  final  judg- 
ment within  the  meaning  of  our  Code,  the 
motion  to  dismiss  the  appeal  must  be  de- 
nied. 

It  will  beobserved  by  the  pleadings  here- 
tofore referred  to  that  the  claims  of  appel- 
lants and  respondents  overlap  each  other 
to  the  extent  of  6.40  acres;  that  each  par- 
ty has  grouuds  outside  of  the  area  lo  <lli4- 
pute.    Upon  the  trial  of  the  cause  various 
questions  were  propounded  by  the  plain- 
tiffs tending  to  show  work  done  npon  the 
Poorman   grounds    by   defendants,    tut 
outside  of  the  area  in  dispute,  for  the  al- 
leged purpose  of  establishing  possession 
in  the  defendants,  and  thus  tending  to 
prove  ouster  of  plaintiffs.    The  court,  un- 
der objection, excluded  such  testimony  un- 
less the  plaintiffs  first  showed  that  the  df^ 
fendants  have  made  or  attempted  to  make 
a  legal  location  of  the  entire  claim.    As  a 
general  rule,  evidence  should  be  competent 
in  the  order  in  which  it  is  offered;   yet 
from  necessity  it  mud'^  be  left  to  the  dis- 
cretiun  of  the  court  which  tries  the  caee 
whether  evidence  will  be  admitted  out  of 
its  proper  order  or  not,  and,  except  in 
cases  of  manifest  abuse  of  discretion,  the 
supreme  court  will  not  interfere  with  the 
ruling  of  the  court  below  in  that  respect. 
A  party  claiming  mining  lands  through 
possession  alone  only  holds  so  much  as  he 
is  in  actual  possession  of,  while,  if  he  seeks 
to  hold  through  location,  he  must  show 
more  than  mere  possession;  he  must  show 
a  valid  location  upon  which  such  posses- 
sion is  based.    A  location  is  not  made  by 
taking  possession  alone,  but  by  worklufir 
on  the  ground,  recording,  and  doing  what- 
ever else  is  required  for  that  purpose  by 
the  act  of  congress  and  the  local  laws 
and   regulations.    Belk  v.  Meagher,  104  (J. 
S.  279.    If   a  proper   location    had    been 
shown,  and  possession  under  It  to  a  part 
of  the  claim,  this  might  have  been  proper 
evidence  to  go  to  the  jury,  as  tending  to 
prove  the  isaue.    True,  the  plaintiffs  mlii:ht 
perhaps  have  been  able  to  bring  evidence 
later,  tending  to  show  that  the  defend- 
ants held  the  Poorman  claim  through  lo- 
cation, but  the  court  below  gave  them  no- 
tice that  they  must  introduce  such  testi- 
mony in  advance  of  that  which  it  reject- 
ed, and  intimated  if  they  did  so  it  would 
then  be  competent.    This  the  plaintiffs  rt>- 
fused  to  do,  and  we  think  the  testimony 
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was  rifcbtly  rejected ;  for«  standltiK  Alone, 
it  did  nut  tend  to  prove  the  Issue,  and  It 
iraa  not  competent  In  tbe  order  offered. 

Tbe  indsment  Bhowa  the  motion  for 
ooDsnit  to  have  been  based  upon  thefol- 
lovioK  sroQDds:  **(1)  Upon  the  ground 
tkat  the  plalu tiffs  have  failed  to  prove 
that  the  defendants,  or  either  of  them,  at 
the  time  of  the  commencemeDt  of  this  ac- 
tion, or  at  any  time  since,  have  been  or 
BOW  are  In  the  posseHSlon  of  the  premises 
in  controTersy  herein,  or  any  part  thereof; 
yt)  that  the  plaintiffs  have  failed  to  prove 
that  defendants,  or  either  of  them,  at  the 
time  of  the  commencement  of  this  action, 
or  at  any  other  time,  or  at  all,  have  with- 
held tbe  poaaession  of  the  ground  in  con- 
troversy, or  any  part  thereof,  from  tbe 
plaintiffs;  (3)  that  the  plaintiffs  have 
shown  by  their  evidence  that  the  plaintiffs 
were  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of 
this  action,  and  ever  since  have  been  and 
now  are,  in  possesaion  of  the  premises  in 
controversy  herein;  (4)  that  the  plaintiffs 
have  failed  to  show  that  the  location  of 
tbe  iJilande  claim  was  made  upon  vacant 
sad  anoccnpled  public  land."*  The  record 
laO  to  show  upon  which  ground  the  non- 
salt  waa  granted.  Applying  the  rules, 
then,  that  tbe  party  alleging  error  must 
make  It  affirmatively  appear,  and  that 
the  presomptiobs  are  in  favor  of  the  cor- 
aess  of  the  rulings  and  Judgment,  we 
enable  to  see  how  the  Judgment  of 
insolt  can  be  reversed;  for,  if  granted 
apoD  the  fourth  ground,  that  the  plaintiffs 
had  failed  to  show  that  the  location  of  the 
Lalaade  claim  was  made  upon  vacant 
and  anoccupled  public  land,  we  And  no 
evidence  Id  the  transcript  upon  this  point. 
If  sorb  testimony  was  given  in  the  court 
below.  It  ba9  not  been  brought  here  for 
oar  ezamloatiou.  We  must  therefore  pre- 
that  none  was  given,  and,  such  be- 
tbe  case,  the  court  below  properly 
intcd  the  nonsuit.  In  Jaclcson  v.  Boby, 
109  D.  8.  441,  S  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  801,  it  was 
hdd  In  substance  that,  where  neither  par- 
ty showed  a  compliance  with  the  require- 
BMOts  of  la  w  in  regard  to  work  dcme  up- 
on a  claim  like  the  one  at  bar,  the  find- 
lacs  should  be  against  both. 

Tbe  rlRht  of  possession  is  the  question 
to  be  determined  in  this  suit;  and  In  full 
accord  with  the  principles  enunciated 
abuve  is  tiwillira  v.  Donuellan,  115  U.  S. 
•la»5  3ap.  Ct.  Rep.  1110,  wherein  the  court 
Mys:  "A  valid  and  subsisting  location  of 
■Ineral  lands,  made  and  kept  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  statute  of 
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the  United  States,  has  the  effect  of  a  grant 
by  the  United  States  of  the  right  of  pres- 
ent and  exclusive  possession  of  the  lands 
located.  If,  when  one  enters  upou  lands 
to  make  a  location  there  is  another  loca- 
tion in  full  force,  which  entitles  its  owner 
to  the  exclusive  possession  of  the  land,  the 
first  location  operates  as  a  bar  to  the  sec- 
ond. •  •  •  To  entitle  the  plaintiff  to 
recover  in  this  suit,  therefore,  it  was  in- 
cumbent on  him  to  show  that  he  was  the 
owner  of  a  valid  and  subsisting  location 
of  the  lauds  in  dispute  superior  in  right  to 
that  of  the  defendants,  liis  location  must 
be  one  that  entitles  him  to  possession  as 
acralnst  the  United  States,  as  well  as 
against  another  claimant.  If  it  is  not 
valid  against  the  one,  it  Is  not  as  against 
the  other.  The  location  Is  the  plaintiff's 
title.  If  good,  he  can  recover;  if  bad,  he 
must  be  defeated.** 

Applying  this  principle  to  the  case  at 
bar,  if  the  plaintiffs  have  failed  to  show  a 
valid  Uouation,  they  cannot  recover,  and 
they  have  no  longer  any  standing  in  court, 
unless,  perhaps  to  try  and  defeat  the  de- 
fendants* claim  so  as  to  prevent  the  de- 
fendants from  recovering  costs  against 
them  as  provided  in  the  act  of  March  S, 
1881,  which  provides  that  where  the  title 
to  the  ground  in  controversy  shall  not  be 
established  by  either  party,  no  costs  shall 
be  allowed. 

It  follows,  we  think,  that  the  nonsuit 
was  properly  granted,  but  it  should  have 
been  without  costs.  The  judgment  of  the 
court  below  is  therefore  modified  so  as  to 
read  that  it  is  ordered  and  adjudged  that 
the  plaintiffs  take  nothing  by  this  action, 
and  this  action  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
dismissed,  without  costs  to  either  party. 
This  judgment  of  nonsuit,  as  modified,  is 
aflSrmed.

To  determine  who  Is  the  proper  party 
plaintiff,  the  complaint  must  show,  by 
averment,  whether  the  deceased  was  a 
minor  or  major,  and  the  plaintiff  must 
then  be  the  person  Indicated  by  the  stat- 
ute. The  essential  facts  in  every/ case 
must  be  averred  directly,  and  cannot  be 
left  to  inference.  Harris  v.  Hillegass,  54

An  employe  in  the  bridge  department  of 
a  railroad  and  a  telegraphic  operator  are 
fellow-servants.

Buck,  J.  On  the  eleventh  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1H85,  the  defendant,  a  corporation, 
was  running  a  passenger  train  on  its 
road,  which  was  derailed,  and  thrown 
from  the  track,  aud  one  William  O.  Palmer, 
an  employe  of  defendant,  riding  thereon 
at  the  time  of  the-  accident,  was  killed  by 
a  car  falling  upon  him.  It  is  claimed  by 
plaintiffs  that  the  accident  was  caused  by 
a  broken  rail  which  defendant  carelessly 
and  negligently  allowed  to  be  and  remain 
on  the  track.  The  action  was  brought 
by  Linnie  M.  Palmer,  widow  of  deceased, 
and  Alfred  Perle  Palmer,  minor  sou  of  de- 
ceased, by  W.  F.  Fisher,  guardian  of  said 
minor.  The  defendant  interposed  a  gen- 
eral demurrer  to  the  complaint,  on  the 
usual  ground,  **that  it  does  not  state 
facts  sufficient;  to  constitute  a  cause  of  ac- 
tion." 

That  part  of  the  complaint  relied  upon 
by  attorneys  for  defendant  in  the  argu- 
ment of  the  demurrer  is  in  the  following 
words:  '*Thfit  the  plaintiff  Linnie  M. 
Palmer  is  the  widow  of  William  O. 
Palmer,  deceased,  and  that  the  plaintiff 
Alfred  Perle  Palmer  is  the  son  of  Linnle  M. 
Palmer  and  William  O.  Palmer,  deceased; 
that  Alfred  Perle  Palmer,  one  of  the  plain- 
tiffs herein,  is  an  infant  under  the  age  of 
ten  years,  and  that  W.  F.  Fisher  was  duly 
appointed  such  guardian  nd  litem  by  the 
Hon.  J.  B.  Hays,  judge  of  this  court,  on 
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tlie  twenty-eli^btta  day  of  April,  1886;  and 
that  Bald  deceased  died  intestate.  ** 

It  is  agreed    by   both  parties  that  the 
•QlAcleiM^y    of  the  complaint  is  to  be  de- 
termined  by  sections  191  and  192  of  oar 
Code,   which   are  as  follows:     ''Sec.  19V. 
When  the  death  of  a  person,  not  being  a 
minor.  Is  cansed   by  the  wrongful  act  or 
DCKlect  of  another,  his  heirs  or  personal 
repretien  tat  Ives  may  maintain  an  action 
for  damases  against  the  person  cauKlng 
the  death."    Section  191  provides  that,  if 
the  deceased  Is  a  minor,  the  father  and 
mother  may  bring  the  action. 

The    appellant    argues  that  the    com> 
plaint  Is  bad   in  that  it  does  not  allege 
whether  the  deceased    was  a    minor   or 
major.     He    claims,  in    terms,  that    the 
qoestlon  Is  not  whether  there  is  a  cause  of 
action   in   the  abstract,  but  whether  the 
farts  stated  constitnte  a  cause  of  action 
te  fsTor  of  plaintiffs.    We   are  not  pre- 
pared to  concede  the  correctuesH  of  appel- 
lant's position.    We  think  the  qnestlon  is 
— First,  whether  there   is  a  cause  of  ac- 
tion; and,  seeoocf,  whether  the  plaintiffs 
are  tlie  proper  parties.    There  can  be  no 
doobt    that  they  are  the  parties  directly 
lntereste<l   in  the  action.    The  appellant 
claims  that  whether  they  are  the  proper 
parties  to  bring  ^he  action  under  the  Code 
depends  npon   whether  the  deceased  was 
a  minor  or  major,  and  that  that  Is  not 
shown   by  the  complaint.    It  seems  that 
snch  omlaeion,  if  snch  exists,  would  cause 
only  an    ancertalnty,  which    under   our 
Code   Is   a  distinct   cause    of    demurrer. 
Koch  an  objection  does  not  go  to  the  sub- 
stantive cause  of  action,  and   we  think 
cannot  be  taken  advantage  of  under  a 
general  demnrrer.    Blanc  v.  Klumpke,  29 
CaL  156;  Slaitery  v.  Hall,  43  Cal.  191. 

In  Jamison  v.  King,  GO  Cal.  136,  the  de- 
fendant demurred  to  the  complaint  on  the 
xronnd  that  it  was  ambiguous,  nnln- 
tPlHelble,  and  nncertain,  in  that  certain 
facts  did  not  appear  therein.  The  court 
uys :  **The  defendant  had  the  right  to  be 
loformed  whether  the  plaintiff  claimed 
that  the  InRtruroent  was  of  no  effect 
becaose  not  delivered,  or,  having  been 
dellTeredytbat  it  o|»erated  only  as  donatio 
caojui  mortis.  Defendants  are  entitled  to 
a  distinct  statement  of  the  facts  by  plain- 
tiff claimed  to  exist.  The  complaint  is 
amblgoons  and  uncertain,  and  the  de- 
mnrrer oaght  to  have  been  sustained.** 
8o,  In  the  case  at  bar,  perhaps  the  defend- 
tint  bad  a  right  to  be  informed  as  to 
whether  the  deceased  was  a  minor  or  a 


major,  in  order  to  enable  it  to  know 
whether  the  plaintiffs  were  proper  par* 
ties,  and,  if  this  did  not  appear  by  the 
complaint,  it  was  ambiguous  and  un- 
certain; but  this  defect  must  be  specially 
set  out  in  the  demurrer,  and  cannot  be 
taken  advantage  of  upon  the  ground  that 
the  complaint  does  not  state  facts  suffi- 
cient to  constitute  a  cause  of  action. 

The  second  assignment  of  error  is  that 
the  court  erred  in  refusing  a  continuance 
on  the  ground  of  the  absence  of  one  Brad- 
dock,  a  witness  for  defendant.  An  inspec- 
tion of  the  affidavit  upon  which  the  mo- 
tion for  a  continuance  was  made  shows 
that  said  witness  would  testify  that  he 
was  on  the  scene  of  the  accident  soon 
after  it  occurred;  that  said  Braddock 
possessed  special  knowledge  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  defendant's  roadway  and 
track  at  and  about  the  point  of  the  acci- 
dent; that  said  witness  supervised  the 
removal  of  said  broken  rail,  and  person- 
ally inspected  the  same;  that  the  broken 
end  or  surface  showed  a  complete  and 
entirely  new  fracture,  and  that  the  ex- 
ternal appearance  thereof  gave  no  indi- 
cation of  any  defect  therein;  and  that,  by 
reason  of  the  special  knowledge  of  said 
witness  as  an  expert  in  the  structure  and 
maintenance  of  roadway  and  track  of  a 
railway,  and  the  particular  characteris- 
tics and  distinguishing  features  of  the 
fractures  of  iron  and  iron  rail,  the  defend- 
ant will  not  be  able  to  supply  the  proof, 
etc.  The  peculiarity  of  this  affidavit,  as 
considered  in  connection  with  appellant's 
argument,  is  that  it  does  not  allege  that 
said  witness  is  an  expert  in  any  sense,  or 
that  he  has  any  special  knowledge  as  an 
expert.  It  doen  not  set  out  that  witness 
has  any  special  knowledge  of  the  condi- 
tion of  defendant's  roadway  and  track  at 
and  about  the  point  of  the  accident,  and 
it  nowhere  alleges  that  he  has  any  other 
special  knowledge.  The  substantive  fact 
desired  to  be  proven  by  said  witness  was 
that  the  appearance  of  the  broken  rail 
indicated  a  complete  and  entirely  new 
fracture,  and  the  external  appearance 
thereof  gave  no  indication  of  any  defect 
therein.  Although  for  some  reason  the 
record  does  not  show  it,  yet  it  Is  admit- 
ted by  the  attorneys  in  this  court  that 
the  motion  was  overruled  upon  the 
admission  by  attorneys  for  plaintiffs  that 
the  witness  would  testify,  If  present,  as 
is  set  out  in  the  affidavit  of  continuance, 
and  it  was  so  considered  at  the  trial. 
Section  364  of   our  Code   provides    that 
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opon  such  adniisBiou  the  trial  mast  not 
be  postponed. 

Tbe  third  error  uHBifcned  is  that  the  evi- 
dence does  not  jastity  the  verdict,  in  that 
it  does  not  show  that  tbe  accident  was 
the  result  of  a  broken  rail,  which  defend- 
ant carelessly  and  negligently  permitted 
to  remain  on  the  tracts.  An  inspect ioo 
shows  that  the  evidence  apon  this  point 
was  submitted  to  the  jury  by  both  plain- 
tiffs and  defendant.  Us  consideratiuu 
was  within  the  special  province  of  the 
jury,  and  we  see  no  reason  to  disturb 
their  verdict. 

The  fourth  error  assigned  is  that  the 
court  erred  in  refusins;  to  give  instruc- 
tions 3,  4,  and  5,  requested  by  the  defend- 
ant. The  foundation  fur  these  instruc- 
tious  is  in  the  fact  claimed  by  defendant 
that  the  deceased  received  the  injury  of 
which  he  died  in  consequence  of  tlie  care- 
lessness and  negligence  of  a  fellow-serv- 
ant, both  being  in  the  employment  of  the 
defendant.  There  was  evidence  tending 
to  show  that  one  Sherman,  station  agent 
at  Camas,  a  station  about  five  miles  from 
the  scene  of  the  accident,  had  received 
notice  several  hours  before  the  accident 
that  there  was  a  bad  place  in  the  road 
five  miles  from  said  station;  that  his 
duty  was  to  notify  the  proper  officers  of 
the  company,  that  the  same  might  be 
repaired,  and  also  the  conductors  of  pass- 
ing trains,  that  they  might  guard  against 
it;  that  he  neglected  to  do  so,  and,  in 
consequence  of  said  neglect,  the  broken 
rail  was  not  removed  until  after  the  train 
upon  which  deceased  was  riding  was 
thrown  from  the  track.  It  is  claimed  by 
appellant  that,  admitting  all  this,  yet  the 
agent,  Sherman,  was  a  fellow-servant  of 
the  deceased,  Palmer,  and  that  the  com- 
pany is  not  liable  for  the  accident  to 
Palmer  resulting  from  the  carelessness  or 
negligence  of  his  fellow-servant,  Sherman. 
Palmer  was  a  carpenter,  and  had  no  re- 
lations or  connection  with  the  station 
agent,  Sherman.  It  is  admitted  by  ap- 
pellant that  Sherman's  duties  were  the 
same  as  a  train  dispatcher,  us  far  as 
they  relate  to  the  case  at  bar.  The  im- 
portance and  applicability  of  said  instruc- 
tions depend  upon  the  legal  proposition 
that  Palmer  and  Slierman  were  fellow- 
servants,  in  the  sense  that  the  one  cannot 
recover  for  injuries  resulting  from  the 
carelessness  of  the  other. 

The  general  proposition  that  an  em- 
ployer is  exempt  from  responsibility, 
where  injury  results  to  one  servant  from 


carelessness  or  negligence  of  another,  la 
now  said  to  be  well  settled.  Cooley, 
Torts,  642.  **  There  seems,  however,  to  be 
a  strong  disposition  to  hold  that  the  rale 
does  not  apply  where,  at  the  time  of  the 
injury,  the  servant  injured  was  under  tbe 
general  direction  and  control  of  another, 
who  was  intrusted  with  duties  of  a 
higher  grade,  and  from  whose  negligence 
the  injury  resulted.**  Cooley,  Torts,  543. 
We  think  such  was  the  relation  of  the  de- 
ceased. Palmer,  to  the  station  agent, 
Sherman,  and  the  question  for  us  to  de- 
termine is  whether  said  rule  of  law  should 
apply  to  such  a  case. 

Tbe  authorities  cited  by  the  respective 
attorneys  in  their  arguments  constitute 
an  able  collation  of  adjudicated  cases 
bearing  upon  this  question.  The  weight 
of  such  authorities,  considered  by  their 
number,  seems  to  be  in  favor  of  tbe  doc- 
trine that  tbe  employer  is  exempt  from 
liability  where  the  injury  results  to  one 
servant  through  tbe  carelessness  of  an- 
other, without  regard  to  the  connection 
which  the  servants  have  with  each  other. 
Opposed  to  this  view,  however,  is  a  small- 
er number  of  cases  from  high  authorities, 
which  hold  that  the  employer  is  not 
exempt  from  such  liability  where  em- 
ployes are  injured  through  the  negligenc«9 
of  officers  and  agents  who  are  invested 
with  a  controlling  or  superior  duty  In  the 
care  of  the  business  in  which  tbe  servant 
is  engaged.  Hough  v.  Railway  Ck>.,  100 
C.  8.  213. 

In  tbe  case  at  bar  the  agent,  Sherman, 
represented  the  defendant  at  tbe  station 
where  he  was  located.  It  was  his  duty 
to  prevent  accident  by  warning  the  con- 
ductor of  the  passing  train  of  tbe  bad 
place  In  the  track,  and  to  cause  tbe 
broken  rail  to  have  been  removed,  and  a 
sound  one  put  in  its  place,  before  a  train 
should  pass  over  it.  The  deceased  was 
employed  as  a  carpenter  on  the  road,  In  a 
department  wholly  disconnected  with 
that  in  which  tbe  agent»  Sherman,  was 
employed. 

After  a  careful  examinatioo  of  thean- 
thorities,  we  feel  bound  to  adopt  tbe 
doctrine  enunciated  by  tbe  supreme  court 
of  the  United  States,  whose  decisions  are 
controlling  upon  all  territorial  courts. 
In  the  rase  of  Railway  Co.  v.  Ross,  112  U. 
S.  377,  6  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  184,  the  principle  is 
established  that,  where  an  agent  Is 
clothed  with  the  control  and  manage* 
ment  of  a  distinct  department,  tbe  com- 
pany is  liable  to  an  employe  injured  by 
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tbe  carelcBsneiis  of  socb  aKent.  Under 
tbiB  antboiity  we  think  that  the  de- 
ceaeed.  Palmer,  ^pvas  not  a  fellow-Hervaut 
of  the  asent,  Sherman.  Both  were  em- 
pkiyea  of  defenclant,  but  in  entirely  dlH- 
tinet  departments  of  labor.  In  this  view 
the  aald  Inatractiona  were  irrelevant  and 
misleadins,  and  properly  refused. 

The  sixth  instruction  asked  by  defend- 
ant, and   refused,  la  to  the  effect  that  the 
deceased  Is  bound  by  the  conditions  of  a 
certain  pass,   desifin^ated    in    appellant's 
brief  as  a  **|^ng  pass,"  opon   which  he 
and  other  ^rorkmen  were  ridinK  when  the 
accident  occurred.    The  pass  was  between 
dlDerent  4p>artle8  than  those  interested  in 
this   action.      The    deceased    had    never 
alsned  It,  nor  assented  to  its  conditions, 
and   we  think  the  defendant  not  in  a  con- 
dition to   avoid  liability  upon  the  condi- 
liniM  of  a  pasa  issued  by  the  Union  Pacific 
Bailwa  J  to  oneBarraclaufth.  *  We  think  the 
pass  no  defense  to  the  action,  and  that 
this  instruction  was  properly  refused. 

The  only  remafninR  assisnment  of  error 
which  we  deem  it  necessary  to  consider  is 
that  of  irresolarity  in  the  proceedings  of 
tbe  )nry  and  advi^rae  party.  The  affida- 
vit of  P.  Lt.  Williams  in  support  of  this 
sssiignment,  among  other  things,  says 
*that  William  Master  was  a  Juror  in  the 
tzialof  thecanse;  that  during  said  trial  he 
vraa  engaged  in  the  business  of  saloon 
keeping  at  Blackfoot,  where  the  court 
vraa  sitting;  that,  as  affiant  is  informed 
▼erily  believes,  W.  F.  Fisher,  father  of 
of  the  plaintiffs  in  the  action,  and 
indfatber  to  the  other  plaintiff,  Alfred 
Perle  Palmer,  for  several  days  before  the 
said  trial  begun,  and  during  all  the  time 
tt  was  In  progress,  was  a  frequent  and 
Bbn'al  patron  of  said  saloon,  and  that 
dnriniir  tbe  progress  of  said  trial,  and 
enpecmlly  doring  tbe  evenings  and  nights 
ol  tbe  said  twenty-seventh  and  twenty- 
ehthtb  days  of  May  aforesaid,  treated  and 
entertained  in  said  saloon  large  numbers 
of  his  friends  and  acquaintances;  and,  as 
affiant  is  Informed  and  believes,  that  dur- 
ing said  evenings  different  members  of  tbe 
Jnry  loi paneled  to  try  said  cause  drank 
liquor  In  said  saloon  with  the  said  Fisher, 
at  his  expense;  and  that  during  a  portion 
of  the  time  that  said  Fisher  was  so  in 
said  saloon  on  tiie  evening  last  aforesaid, 
and  treating  and  entertaining  the  said 
persons,  th<«  said  Mester  was  present,  and 
waited  upon  and  assisted  in  waiting  upon 
tbe  said  Ffsber  and  his  guests  and  friends; 
that  dnrfnff  one  of  tbe  said  nights,  near 


the  hour  of  2  o'clock  a.  m.,  as  he  is  in- 
formed and  believes,  he  was  awakened 
from  sleep  in  the  hotel  by  the  approach  of 
a  noisy,  tumultuous,  and  boisterous 
crowd  of  men,  comiog  from  the  direction 
of  said  saloon,  some  of  whom  were  talk- 
ing loudly,  some  singing,  some  one  play- 
ing a  banjo,  and  distinctly,  above  the  din 
and  uproar,  affiant  could  distinguish  the 
voice  of  said  Fisher."  To  this  affidavit 
the  said  Fisher  replies  In  a  counter-affi- 
davit, and  alleges  that  for  six  years  prior 
thereto  he  had  frequently  patronised  said 
saloon ;  that  his  reason  for  so  doing  was 
that  said  Mester  kept  the  best  liquor  in 
town,  and  chat  on  one  or  two  occasions 
during  said  trial  he  drank  at  the  bar  of 
said  Mester,  and  treated  some  of  his 
friends:  but  denies  that  during  said  trial 
he  treated  any  member  of  said  jury,  or 
drank  with  any  of  them, or  that  said  Mes- 
ter waited  on  him  at  said  bar  during  said 
trial.  Mr.  Fisher  does  not  deny  that  he 
patronized  said  saloon,  or  that  said  Mes- 
ter and  other  members  of  the  jury  were 
present  on  such  occasions,  as  alleged  in 
the  affidavit  of  said  Williams. 

We  are  unable  to  say  what  effect  this 
liberal  and  conspicuous  patronage  during 
the  trial  may  have  had  upon  the  mind  of 
the  Juror  whose  bar  he  was  patronizing. 
It  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  find  that  it 
had  effect  upon  the  verdict  in  order  to 
sustain  this  assignment  of  error  as  to 
irregularities  of  an  adverse  party  It  is 
enough  to  find  that  it  was  calculated  so 
to  do.  It  is  perhaps  impossible  for  the 
Juror  himself  to  appreciate  what  influence 
this  patronage  may  have  had  upon  his 
mind. 

In  McDaniels  v.  McDaniels,  40  Vt.  874, 
the  court  says:  ** There  is  no  practicalile 
method  to  so  analyze  the  mental  opera- 
tions of  the  Jurors  as  to  determine 
whether,  in  point  of  fact,  tbe  verdict 
would  have  been  the  same  if  the  trial  bad 
been  conducted,  as  both  parties  had  a 
right  to  expect,  according  to  law,  and 
upon  the  evidence  in  court.  Tbe  court 
set  aside  the  verdict  in  justice  to  them 
selves  as  well  as  the  defendants:  that  the 
trial  may  be  conducted  fairly,  so  that  the 
verdict,  when  rendered,  maybe  entitled  to 
the  respect  of  both  parties,  and  the  confi- 
dence of  the  court.** 

In  Cottle  V.Cottle, 6 Greenl.  140, quoted  in 
Uaynes  on  New  Trials  &  Appeals,  g  48,  the 
court  says:  **ln  case  of  an  alleged  at- 
tempt to  infidence  a  jury,  it  mny  be  uReful 
for  a  party  to  lenrn  that  a  good  cause 
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may  be  injured,  bat  cannot  be  promoted, 
by  conduct  of  this  aort,  end  to  the  public 
generally  to  know  that  It  wlU  be  tolerat- 
ed in  no  case  whateTer. " 

In  Cllley  ▼.  Bartlett,  19  N.  H.  824,  where 
statements  were  made  within  hearing:  of 
one  of  the  Jarora,  by  a  party  without 
knowing  that  the  Juror  was  present,  the 
coart  says:  ** There  will  be  no  security 
for  the  proper  administration  of  justice  if 
a  party,  while  his  case  is  on  trial,  can  be 
permitted  to  make  statements  denoun- 
cing witnesses,  during  adjournment,  and 
after  the  Jury  have  separated,  whether  he 
is  aware  of  the  presence  of  the  Juror  or 
not.  If  he  will  conduct  in  this  manner,  he 
must  take  the  risk  of  the  consequences  on 
himself.  The  presumption  is,  where 
Jurors  hear  such  statement's,  they  are 
more  or  less  affected  by  them.  It  is  nec- 
essary that  such  conduct  should  be  dis- 
countenanced, and  the  demandant  is  en- 
titled to  a  new  trial.* 

In  the  case  at  bar  It  is  not  alleged  that 
the  plaintiff  Fisher  made  any  direct  at- 
tempt to  influence  the  verdict  by  denoun- 
cing the  opposite  parties,  or  their  wit- 
nesses, but  that  his  generous  patronage 
at  the  bar  of  one  of  the  Jurors  was  in- 
tended and  calculated  to  influence  a  ver- 
dict In  his  favor. 

In  Knight  v.  Inhabitants  of  Freeport,  13 
Mass.  217,  the  court  suys :  **  We  cannot  be 
too  strict  In  guarding  trials  by  jury  from 
Improper  influence.  This  strlctnebs  Is  nec- 
essary to  give  due  confldence  to  parties  in 
the  results  of  their  causes,  and  every  one 
ought  to  know  that  for  any,  even  the 
least,  intermeddling  with  jurors  a  verdict 
will  always  be  set  aside." 

In  Thompson  &  Merriam  on  Juries,  406, 
the  practice  is  stated  as  follows:  **  Where 
the  successful  party  to  a  suit  is  shown  to 
have  attempted  by  improper  means  to 
influence  the  verdict  In  his  favor  by  cor- 
rupting or  intimidating  particular  Jurors, 
or  arousing  prejudice  in  their  minds  by 
undue  hospitulltieH  or  civilities,  the  ver- 
dict will  he  set  aside  on  the  grounds  of 
public  policy,  without  reference, and  with- 
out considering  whether  the  attempt  was 
successful  or  not." 

These  authorities  establish  the  practice 
that,  whenever  the  adverse  party  is  guilty 
of  conduct  calculated  to  influence  a 
verdict  afterwards  rendered  in  his  favor, 
a  new  trial  will  be  granted  as  a  matter  of 
public  policy,  and  to  secure  a  pure  admin- 
istration of  justice.  What  effect  the  con- 
1uct  of  the  party  in  tfie  case  at  bar  may 


have  had  apon  the  Juror  it  may  be  Im- 
possible to  determine.  He  was  pursuing 
an  occupation  authorised  by  law,  and  if 
Mr.  Fisher  frequented  his  place  of  boal- 
ness,  and  expended  liberal  sums  of  money 
in  the  entertviimMnt  of  bM  MeMia,  wMli 
his  partner  in  business,  and  in  his  pres- 
ence, or  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Juror  and 
other  Jurymen,  as  is  alleged,  and  not  de- 
nied by  Mr.  Fisher,  the  court  will  not  at- 
tempt to  calculate  Its  influence  upon  the 
verdict.  Huch  conduct  is  entirely  repre- 
heoRlble,  as  an  attempt  to  corrupt  the  ad- 
ministration of  Justice.  The  party  thus 
attempting  to  interfere  with  the  trial  of 
causes  is  not  only  guilty  of  contempt  of 
court,  and  liable  to  punishment  therefor, 
but  he  cannot  be  allowed  to  profit  by  a 
verdict  in  his  favor  procured  under  such 
corrupting  Influences. 

We  find  no  error  in  the  law  occurring  at 
the  trial,  but,  on  the  ground  of  irregular- 
ity by  and  in  behalf  of  the  party  in  whose 
favor  the  verdict  was  rendered,  the  Judg- 
ment is  reversed,  and  the  cause  remanded 
for  a  new  trial. 

Brodkrigk,  J.,  concurring.  Hays,  C.  J., 
expressing  no  opinion.

A  gratuitoaB  subscription  with  only  one 
signer  is  but  an  offer,  which,  until  accepted  by 
the  promisee  in  express  terms,  or  bv  a  per- 
formance of  the  conditions  stipulated  therein,  is 
but  a  nudum  nnctnrn^  and  caunot  be  enforced, 
against  the  wiU  of  the  subscriber,  by  suit  at 
law. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Ada  county. 

Action  by  John  B.  Broadbent  and  oth- 
ers against  O.  P.  Johnson  to  recover  a 
subscription  In  aid  of  the  building  of  a 
railroad.  From  a  Judgment  for  plaintiffs, 
defendant  appeals.    Reversed.

BrcK,  J.  This  action  was  brought  to 
recover  the  sum  of  $500  subscribed  by  the 
defendants  towards  the  building  of  a 
branch  railroad  from  the  Oregon  Short- 
Line  Railroad  to  Boise  City.  The  sub- 
scription is  In  the  following  words,  to- wit: 
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A    RAILROAD 
CITY. 


TO    BOISE 


•*We,  the  anderslflrned^citisenn  and  prop- 
crtj  holdetv   of   Boise  City  aod   ▼icinitj, 
Ada  county*  Idaho  territory,  hereby,  each 
forblmseU.  agrees  to  pay  the  amount  set 
opposite  hie  respective  name,  to  the  Union 
Pacific  Railroad  Company,  npon  consider- 
ation that  the  said  Union  Pacific  Railroad 
Gkimpauy   shall   bnild  a  branch  railroad 
from  some  point  ontheOrei^on  Hhort-Line 
Bailroad,  hereafter  to  be  determined  npon 
by  8,  H.  H.Clark,  general  manager  of  said 
Union  Pacific   R.  R.  Co.,  to  Boise  City, 
Idaho;  the  construction  of  such  branch 
road    to    t>e  commenced    and   completed 
within  a  reasonable  time;  said  amounts 
to  t»e  doe  and  payable  to  .Jeremiah  Brum- 
back«  John   Lamb,  and  John  Broadbent 
srhen   required;    said    Brumback,   Lamb, 
and  Broadbent  belujc  duly  authorized  to 
collect    and    pay  over  said    money  sub- 
scribed by  ns. 

*  Boise  Cnty ,  December  7, 1883.    Dollars. 
[SIsned]    -O.  P.  Johnson,  -    -  fSOO." 

The  complaint  states  that  the  said  Gark 
located   the  road  to  Boise  City,  and  that 
f  be  said  Union  Pacific  road,  througrh  the 
Orefcon  Short-Line  Railroad,  surveyed  and 
located  said   branch  road  from  the  town 
of  Caldwell  to  Boise  City,  and  did  procure 
ttie  rlKht  of  way  and  depot  i^rounds,  and 
did  pmmlae  and  a^ree  to  and  with  defend- 
ant, among  others,  to  build  and  construct 
■aid  branch  road,  and  have  commenced 
tlie  construction  thereof;   that  the  said 
promise   and    agreement   of  said    Union 
Pacific  Railroad  was  npon  the  condition 
that    the   said    Oregon    Short-Line  road 
ftbonld  receive  good  and  sufficient  deeds  of 
•aid  branch  line,  road-bed,  depot  grounds, 
and  20  acres  of  ground  forshops;  that  the 
said   Oregon  Short  Line  did  locate  said 
branch  line  to  Boise  City,  and  two  miles 
above  said  city,  and   that  the  defendant 
and   other  subscribers   did  assent,  after 
said  sobscription,  that  the  amount  sub- 
scrilH>d   by  him  and  them  should  be  used 
to  procnreand  purchasesaid  right  of  way, 
•hop,  and   depot  grounds;  that  J.  Brum- 
back and  J.  H.  Bush  were  appointed  by 
dcrfenonntand  other  subscribers  to  procure 
said  right  of  way;  that  they  procured  the 
same,  and  deliverefl  to  said  Oregon  Short- 
Une  ruad  good  and  sufficient  dpeds  there- 
for, and  did   payout  and  expend  about 
$40,000  for  the  same;  that  the  defendant 
bas  paid   no  part  ofsaidfriOO;  aud  that 
the  same  Is  now  due  and  ouing. 


To  this  complaint  the  defendant  inter- 
posed a  demurrer,  upon  the  grounds, 
among  others,  of  non-]oinder  of  parties, 
and  that  it  did  not  state  facts  sufficient  to 
constitute  a  cause  of  action.  The  demur- 
rer was  overruled,  to  ifihich  ruling  the  de- 
fendant excepted.  The  defendant  there- 
upon filed  his  answer  denying  the  allega- 
tions of  the  complaint,  and  alleging  that 
the  same  was  procured  by  fraud.  The  ac* 
tion  was  tried  at  the  April  term  of  court, 
1886,  and  the  Jury  returned  a  verdict  for 
plaintiff  for  the  amount  claimed,  f500. 
From  the  Judgment  entered  upon  the  ver- 
dict the  defendant  api>eal8,  and  brings  the 
cause  into  this  court  on  a  bill  of  excep- 
tions. Among  the  errors  specified  in  the 
bill  of  exceptions  is: 

1.  That  the  court  erred  in  overruling 
plaintltr'H  demurrer  to  the  complaint.  In 
considering  the  merits  of  the  demurrer, 
we  notice  that  the  subscription  set  out  in 
the  complaint  is  not  a  mutual  one,  to 
which  there  are  several  signers.  The  de- 
fendant, O.  P.  Johnson,  is  the  only  signer 
thereto.  If  there  were  others,  It  is  not  so 
alleged  la  the  complaint,  and  it  does  not 
so  appear  in  the  record.  It  is  unilateral. 
For  this  reason  much  of  the  argument, 
and  many  of  the  authorities  cited,  on  ap- 
peal, do  not  seem  applicable  to  the  facts  of 
the  case  as  they  appear  in  the  record.  The 
obligation  set  out  in  the  complaint  is  a 
written  offer  by  defendant  to  the  Union 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  to  pay  the  com- 
pany $500  if  they  will  build  a  branch  road 
connecting  Boise  City  with  the  Oregon 
Short-Line  Railroad,  and  specifying  that 
the  plaintiffs  In  this  action  are  authorized 
to  collect  the  same,  and  to  pay  the  same 
to  said  company.  The  document  contains 
no  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  company. 
In  and  of  itself  it  is  a  naked  offer,— a  prom- 
ise without  a  consideration,— and  not 
binding  on  the  subscriber.  Ballroad  v. 
Brinkehorff,  21  Wend.  139;  Cottage-Street 
M.  E.  Church  %\  Kendall.  121  Mhss.  529; 
LivingHton  v.  Rugers,  1  Caines,  585;  Trus- 
tees, etc.,  v.  Stewart,  1  N.  Y.  581.  It  has 
none  of  the  elements  of  a  mutual  promise 
between  different  signers  of  a  HubHcrlption, 
which  the  courts  have  held  to  be  a  suffi- 
cient consideration  between  the  several 
subscribers. 

The  complaint,  however,  alleges  that, 
after  the  subscription  was  made,  the  said 
Union  Pacific  Railroad  promiHed  and 
asrreed  to  and  with  defendant  and  others 
to  build  said  branch  roatl  upon  the  con- 
sideration that  the  Oregon  Short-Line  Rail- 
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road  should  receive  good  and  safflclent 
deeds  to  tbelr  road-bed,  depot  groands, 
and  fcrouDd  for  shopM,  uod  that  defendant 
assented  thereto;  that  thereupon,  upon 
such  assent,  one  J.  Brumback  and  J.  H. 
Bush  were  appointed  by  the  defendant 
and  other  parties  subscribing  to  procure 
said  right  of  way  in  January,  1884,  to  se- 
cure the  same,  which  they  did,  relying 
upon  said  subscription,  at  an  expense  of 
about  $40,000. 

Accepting  this  statement  to  be  true,  as 
admitted  by  the  demurrer,  it  seems  that 
the  proposition  of  defendant  to  the  Union 
Pacific  Railroad,  made  by  the  terms  of  said 
subscription  dated  December  7, 1883,  was 
met  by  a  counter-proposition  from  said 
company  to  defendant  and  others  to  build 
the  road  if  they  could  he  given  the  right  of 
way,  and  that  defendant,  with  others,  as- 
sented to  the  counter-proposition  in  Jan- 
uary, 1884 ;  that,  pursuant  thereto,  defend- 
ant and  others  appointed  J.  Brumback 
and  J.  H.  Bush  to  procure  said  right  of 
way ;  and  that  said  Brumback  and  Bush 
accepted  such  employment,  and  procured 
said  right  of  way  at  an  expense  of  about 
940,000.  The  agreement  under  which  said 
right  of  way  was  secured,  as  Is  set  out  in 
the  complaint,  was  subsequent  to  and  en- 
tirely distinct  from  the  subscription  upon 
which  this  action  is  founded.  The  sub- 
scription was  dated  December  7, 1883.  The 
arrangement  for  right  of  way  was  made 
in  January,  1884.  If  the  defendant  was  a 
party  to  the  agreement  as  proposed  by 
the  railroad  company  in  January,  1884, 
the  subscription  of  December  7, 1883,  was 
only  referred  to  as  fixing  the  amount  of 
his  liability.  Whatever  obligations  de- 
fendant may  hare  assumed  under  the  ar- 
rangement to  secure  the  road-bed  must 
have  been  under  the  subsequent  agree- 
ment, and  not  on  tbe  subscription  set  out 
In  the  complaint.  Sold  subscription  being 
void  for  want  of  mutuality,*a  mere 
nudum  pactum, -—the  plaintiffs  could  ac- 
quire no  authority  from  it  to  bring  this 
action,  or  to  collect  the  amount  sub- 
scribed; nor  can  the  defendant  be  forced 
to  pay  upon  a  void  obligation.  If  defend- 
ant Is  liable  at  all,  it  uiust  be  lo  parties 
other  than  the  plaintiffs,  and  upon  some 
other  obligation  than  that  set  out  In  the 
complaint. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  demurrer 
should  have  been  sustained,  and  the  judg- 
ment is  reversed.

Hays,  C.  J.  This  case  Is  founded  upon  a 
contract  which  was  entered  into  between 
the  plaintiffs  and  defendant  Kellogg, 
wherein  plaintiffs  were  to  furnish  said  de- 
fendant wf'h  a  prospector's  outfit  known 
In  miner's  parlance  as  a  "gruli-stake,"  in 
consideration  of  which  Kellogg  was  to  do 
certain  prospecting,  and  to  give  to  pltfin- 
tiffs  a  one-half  Interest  in  all  mining  claims 
discovered  by  him.  Kellogg  received  the 
outfit,  and  did  the  prospecting.  It  is 
claimed  by  the  plaintiffs  that  Kellogg  dis- 
covered all  of  the  mining  claims  for  which 
this  suit  is  brought  while  working  under 
said  contract  as  a  prospector,  and  that 
he  made  location  of  some  of  them;  bat 
that  he  afterwards,  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
frauding plaintiffs,  procured  defendant 
O'Rourke,  without  plaintiffs'  knowledge 
or  consent,  to  accompany  him,  and  totnke 
down  the  location  notice  put  up  by  Kel- 
logg, and  to  relocate  the  premises  in  the 
name  of  0*Kourke.  All  of  which  defend- 
ants deuy,  and  claim  the  Bunker  Hill, 
the  only  claim  now  iu  controversy  here, 
was  discovered  by  O'Rourke  alone.  Up- 
on the  trial  a  jury  was  called,  and  special 
questions  submitted  to  them,  upon  which 
they  found  the  facts.  The  court  adopted 
a  portion  of  their  findings  of  fact,  and  fur- 
ther found  that** on  September  10,  1H85, 
Kellogg  became  the  owner,  by  location, 
of  an  undivided  one-half  interest  in  the 
Bunker  Hill  'lode;  that  at  the  time  be  ac- 
quired this  Interest  by  location,  he  was  un- 
der a  contract  with  plaintiffs,  by  which 
they  were  to  have  a  half  interest  in  all 
mining  property  located  or  acquired  by 
him;  that  plaintiffs   were  the  owners  of 
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OM-ball  of  KelloKK'a  InterMit  in  the 
Bonker  HUl  acMOlred  by  htm  by  location 
ao  Sept«iDl>er  10, 1885 ;  that  prior  to  Sep- 
itmber  10th,  while  said  contract  existed 
between  plaintiffs  and  Kelloe^,  Kellogg 
knew  of  the  existence  of  miueral-bea ring 
rock  on  th<>»  Booker  Hill  mine,  and  indica- 
tions  of  mineral  there,  as  caused  him  and 
0*Ronrke  to  locate  tbe  namefor  theirjoint 
beaefit.*  And,  aa  a  conclusion  of  law, 
tbe  conrt  foond  ''plaintiffs  entitled  to  a 
decree  ascalnst  Kellogg  and  0*Roarke  for 
an  undivided  one-fourth  interest  of  the 
Banker  Hill  mine,  as  they  held  the  same 
September  10, 18S5,  and  in  all  interests  ac- 
quired by  them  since  that  date."  Judg- 
mmt  was  entered  in  accord  a  ni*e  with  the 
tmdlacB  of  fact  and  conclusions  of  law. 

Tbe  findings,  we  think,  cover  all  the 
material  Issues  raised  by  the  pleadings, 
and  are  suHicient  to  snpport  the  judg- 
meot.  After  a  careful  examination  of  the 
wrhoiecase,  which  is  very  voluminous,  we 
find  It  more  a  question  of  fact  than  of  law, 
and  upon  the  question  of  fact  we  have  no 
hesitancy  In  saying  we  think  the  findings 
fully  sQstalned  by  the  evidence.  If  the  de- 
fesKlants,  Kellogg  and  0'l{ourke,have  act- 
ed in  good  faitb,  and  did  not  intend  to  de- 
fraod  these  plain  tiffs  out  of  their  legitimate 
interest  in  the  Bunker  Hill  claim,  they  are 
rertalnly  unfortunate  in  having  their 
transactions,  as  detailed  by  themselves, 
iadened  with  many  badges  of  fraud.  We 
are  anable  to  see  how  any  impartial  mind 
ran  arrive  at  a  different  conclusion.  Their 
coBdnrt  relative  to  this  mine  is  consist- 
ent with  this  theory,  and  inconsistent 
with  any  other. 

We  have  examined  all  the  assignments 
of  emir,  and  deem  it  unnecessary  to  dis- 
cans  them  in  detail,  inasmuch  as  we  find 
no  error  that  would  warrant  a  reversal  of 
tbe  judgment.    Judgment  affirmed.

Brodrrick,  J.  This  action  is  in  tbe  na- 
ture of  ejectment,  brought  to  recover  the 
possession  of  certain  placer  mining  ground 
situated  in  8hoshone  county.  Tbe  case 
was  tried  before  the  court  with  a  Jury. 
Verdict  and  judgment  in  favor  of  defend- 
ants. The  plaintiffs  moved  for  a  new 
trial,  which  motion  was  overruled,  and 
from  this  order  and  decision  the  plaintiffs 
appealed.  The  motion  was  made  upon  a 
bill  of  exceptions  which  contains  the  sub- 
stance of  a  portion  of  tbe  evidence,  and 
also  certain  instructions  given  to  the 
Jury,  and  an  exception  taken  by  the  plain- 
tiffs to  the  giving  of  these  instructions. 
The  error  assigned  is  the  giving  of  the  in- 
structions set  out  in  the  bill  of  exceptions, 
and  the  refusal  to  grant  to  plain  tiffs  a  new 
trial. 

At  the  hearing  in  this  court  a  prelimi- 
nary motion  to  dismiss  the  appeal  was 
argued,  ou  the  ground,  among  others, 
that  there  was  no  sufficient  statement  or 
bill  or  exceptions  in  the  transcript.  The 
bill  of  exceptions  is  somewhat  informal, 
but  it  contains  the  charge  excepted  to, 
and  shows  that  the  objection  was  made 
before  ctie  jury  retired  for  deliberation, 
and  indicates  with  sufficient  certainty 
upon  what  the  appellants  rely  for  a  re- 
versal of  the  Judgment.  It  is  authenti- 
cated by  tbe  trial  Judge,  and  it  makes  no 
difference,  under  our  practice,  whether  it 
is  called  a  statement  or  bill  of  exceptions. 
It  brings  the  exceptions  here,  and  we  must 
take  this  portion  of  the  transcript  for 
what  it  is,  and  not  for  what  it  may  have 
been  called.  People  v.  Crane,  eo  Cal.279; 
Bradbury  v.  Improvement  Co.,  ante,  221, 
10  Pac.  Rep.  620.  The  motion  to  dismiss 
is  therefore  overruled. 

Counsel   for  respondents  interpose  an- 
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uCJier  tyrefhnlnarj  objei^tlon  to  passhiK  ap- 
on  ttie  Dierita  of  this  appeal;  and  tt  is  in- 
BlBted  that  tbls  court  has  no  Jarlsdiction 
of  the  case,  becaase  nection  1^,  Rev.  St. 
U.  8.,  allows  appeals  from  the  final  deci- 
Bions  of  the  district  courts  to  the  supreme 
court  of  all  the  terrltorieH  respectively,  un- 
der such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law.  It  Is  therefore  contpuded  that  an 
order  denying  a  motion  for  a  new  trial  is 
not  a  final  decision,  and  not  appealable. 
In  support  of  this  contention  against  ju- 
risdiction counsel  refers  to  McCormick  v. 
Walla  Walla  Co.,  I  Wash.  T.  512.  An  ex- 
amination of  that  rase  will  show  that  it 
is  not  directly  in  point  in  the  case  at  bar. 
In  that  cane  a  new  trial  had  been  granted 
in  the  trial  court,  and  on  appeal  from  the 
order  thesupremecourt  said,  In  substance, 
that  there  was  no  final  decinion  to  appeal 
from.  But, if  thai  decision  does  go  to  the 
extent  that  counsel  hereclalm  for  it,  we 
wculd  still  bo  unwilling  to  follow  it. 

Ever  since  the  organization  of  this  terri- 
tory, litigants  have  been  appealing  from 
orders  denying  motions  for  new  trials. 
Our  reports  sdow  a  great  number  of  theHC 
cases  to  have  been  heard  and  determined 
in  this  court,  and  now  for  the  first  time 
the  right  of  appeal  Is  questioned.  It  wiU 
be  observed  that  the  organic  act  allows 
appeals  from  final  decisions.  Now,  if  an 
application  for  a  new  trial  is  overruled,  is 
not  the  order  a  final  decision?  Certainly, 
so  far  as  the  trial  court  is  concerned,  it 
puts  an  end  to  the  suit.  In  our  opinion  it 
is  final,  within  the  meaning  of  the  law, 
and  from  such  an  order  or  decision  an  ap- 
peal will  lie.  Wyatt  v.  Wyatt,  ante,  219, 
10  Pac.  Rep.  22S. 

This  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Instructions  given  to  the  jury,  and  ob- 
jecteil  to  by  the  plaintiffs  at  the  time. 
They  are  as  follows:  "The  jury  are  In- 
strnctfd  that  if  they  find  from  the  evidence 
that  the  alleged  location  of  the  plaintiffs 
of  June  11, 1S8*^,  was  made  In  one  body,  in- 
cluding 80  acres  of  land,  and  that  said  lo- 
cation was  made  In  the  joint  names  of 
Jesse  A.  Prichard,  C.  A.  8chultx,  M.  H. 
Lane,  and  W.  O.  Eiidlcott,  in  the  absence 
of  said  Schultz  and  Lane,  by  A.  J.  Prich- 
ard as  their  agent,  and  that  before  C.  A. 
Schultz  and  M.  H.Lane  personally  entered 
the  premises,  defendants  in  person  made 
location  thereon  as  required  by  law,  you 
will  find  for  detendants.**  "There  Is  evi- 
dence tending  to  show  that  three  of  the 
locators,  under  the  alleged  location  of 
June  11, 1883,  were  absent  at  the  time  of 


the  aUege«1  location  by  plaintiffs,  and 
mained  absent  until  after  the  location  by 
the  several  defendants  of  the  mining 
ground  claimed  by  them  respectively,  and 
that  the  locations  in  the  names  of  J.  A. 
Prichard,  C.  A.  Schultz,  and  Mary  H. 
Lane  were  made  by  A.  J.  Prichard,  as 
their  agent,  in  their  absence.  I  instract 
3'ou  as  a  matter  of  law  that  if  the  defend- 
ants were  personally  present  on  the  dis- 
puted premises,  with  the  purpose  of  locat- 
ing the  same,  and  that  the  plaintiffa 
Schultz  and  Lane  had  never  been  personal- 
ly upon  the  claim,  but  had  duly  been  repr»- 
sente<]  in  making  their  location  by  A.  J. 
Prichard,  their  agent,  that  the  defendants 
liad  the  better  right,  and  the  absent  plain- 
tiffs acq  ulred  no  righ  ts  t  hrongh  their  agent, 
as  against  defendants  in  possession. "* 
**The  laws  of  the  TTnlted  States  provide 
that  all  valuable  mineral  deposits  in  lands 
belonging  to  the  Cnited  States  are  open 
and  free  to  exploration  and  purchase,  and 
the  lands  on  which  they  are  found  to  oc- 
cupation and  purchase,  under  regulations 
presorlbed  by  law.  The  entry  upon  min- 
eral lands  for  such  purpose,  and  comply- 
ing with  the  laws  in  reference  thereto,  is 
a  location.  A  valid  location  of  a  mining 
claim  practically  severs  the  land  described 
therein  from  the  public  lands,  and  with- 
draws It  from  the  public  domain.  It  la 
important,  therefore,  that  a  person  who 
claims  for  himself  the  privilege  of  holding 
public  land,  and  appropriating  It  to  hia 
own  use  at  the  expense  of  the  public  do- 
main, should  do  so  under  some  specified 
provision  of  law.  I  instruct  you  that 
there  Is  no  provision  of  law  which  author- 
izes a  person  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  Iniliate  the  location  of  a  mining  claim 
by  an  agent  in  the  absence  of  the  principal, 
and  that  any  such  location,  or  attempted 
location,  made  under  power  of  attorney 
from  one  who  is  absent,  is  nnauthorlzed 
bylaw,  and  void,  as  against  one  who  per- 
sonally takes  possession  of  the  premises 
prior  to  the  personal  presence  of  the  prin- 
cipal upon  the  claim." 

We  think  the  propositions  of  law  an- 
nounced in  these  instructions  to  the  jury 
too  broadly  stated.  We  find  nothing  In 
the  statutes  of  the  United  States  that  pro- 
hibits one  from  initiating  a  location  of  a 
mining  claim  by  an  agent.  Counnel  for 
respondents  contend  that  as  the  acts  of 
congress  do  not  specifically  authorize  the 
location  by  an  agent  that  they  must  be 
construed  as  forbidding  It.  We  might  ac- 
cept this  view,  if  congress  had  legislated 
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vpoii  the  entire  sabfect,  and  had  abrogat- 
Hall  other  lawH  nnd  refcalations  witb  ref- 
mnce  thereto.  This  has  nerer  been  done 
with  regard  to  the  public  mlnaiai

To  snstain  these  instructions  and  this 
JsdKment  would  be  holding,  in  substance, 
that  no  one  can  initiate  a  location  to  a 
mining:  claim,  under  any  circumstances, 
unless  he  be  personally  present,  and  par- 
ticipate therein.  We  do  not  think  the  law 
should  be  so  construed  and  administered, 
and.  «»at  of  the  numerous  raining  cases  de- 
cided In  this  country,  not  one  has  been 
cited  that  so  holds.  If  the  parties  heroin 
attempted  to  locate  through  an  agent, 
and  Che  laws  were  not  complied  with  as 
to  the  manner  of  locating,  or  as  to  per- 
furminff  labor,  making  improvements, 
etc.»  that  would  be  another  and  different 
qoestlon. 

In  the  first  paragraph  of  the  instruc- 
tions is  an  intimation  that  there  was  evi- 
dence tending  to  show  that  the  plaintiffs 
and  their  predecessors  in  interest  located 
Jointly,  In  one  body,  «0  acren  dI  ground; 
that  there  wan  bat  one  location,  and  that 


it  was  a  part  of  this  Joint  location  In  dis- 
pute. The  evidence  not  being  here,  we 
cannot  Juu>w  tikt  lartM,aad  ttefsnovd  la 

ssfnpeilect  that  we  would  not  be  war- 
ranted in  expressing  any  opinion  on  the 
merits,  or  as  to  this  Joint  location  of  the 
claim ;  but  think,  on  the  whole  case,  that 
a  new  trial  should  be  awarded. 

The  instructions  that  a  location  could 
not  be  initiated  through  an  agent,  etc., 
are  so  clearly  erroneous  that  the  error 
could  not  have  been  cured  by  any  others 
that  may  have  been  given.  Lufklns  v. 
Collins,  ante,  135,  7  Pac.  Rep.  96. 

The  judgment  is  reversed,  and  cause  re- 
manded to  the  court  below  for  a  new  trial 
in  conformity  with  this  opinion.

Brodbbick,  J.  This  action  was  com- 
menced under  Rev.  St.  §§  2325.  2:^26,  to  de- 
termine ttie  rights  of  adverse  claimants  to 
certain  mining  ground  situated  in  Sho- 
shone county,  Idaho.  The  complaint  sets 
out  the  location  by  plaintiffs  of  the  Tiger 
Lode  mining  claim,  and  that  the  defend- 
ants claimed  an  a«i]acent  mine  called  the 
^  Poorman  Lode  Mining  Claim,"  and  thi^t 
they  (defendants)  wrongfully  caused  a 
survey  of  said  Poorman  claim  to  be  made 
so  as  to  cross  upon  and  overlap  the  said 
Tiger  claim ;  that  defendants  made  appli- 
cation for  a  patent  to  said  Poorman 
claim  ;  that  plaintiffs  filed  in  the land-offlce 
their  adverse  claim  to  that  portion  of  the 
Poorman  which  overlapped  the  Tiger 
claim,  and  in  due  time  thereafter  com- 
menced this  action  to  sustain  their  ad- 
verse claim.  The  defendants  answered  the 
complaint,  denying  some  of  its  allega- 
tions, and  admitting  others,  and  then  set 
up  claim  to  and  right  of  possession  in 
themselves  to  the  area  in  conflict.  At 
the  April  term,  1886,  of  the  district  court, 
the  cause  came  on  for  trial.  A  jury  was 
impaneled,  without  objection,  and  the 
cause  tried,  as  appears  from  the  record, 
as  an  action  at  law  before  the  court  and 
jury.  The  Jury,  being  unable  to  agree  up- 
on a  verdict,  were  discharged  by  the  court. 
The  defendants  then  moved  for  a  change 
of  venue,  but  no  order  was  entered  upon 
the  motion. 

The  defendants  next  moved  the  court, 
**  upon  the  pleadings  and  all  the  evidence 
in  the  cause,  that  the  court  find  the  facts 
involved;  and  render  judgment  according- 
ly, upon  the  ground  that  it  appears  from 
all  the  evidence  that  the  plaintiffs  were, 
at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  this 
action,  in  the  possei^sion  of,  and  at  all 
times  since  have  been  and  now  are  in  the 
possession  of,  the  ground  and  premises  in 
controversy,  and  on  the  further  ground 
that  the  evidence  and  pleadings  show  that 
the  action  is  a  proceeding  in  equity,  and 
not  at  law.  and  is  one  peculiarly  cogniza- 
ble by  the  court,  and  should  be  tried  by 
the  court."  The  court  sustained  the  mo- 
tion, and  rendered  its  decision  upon  the  ev- 


idence and  arguments  adduced  upon  the 
trial.  To  these  rulings  and  deciHlons  the 
plaintiffs  excepted,  and  assign  the  same  as 
error.  The  appeal  is  from  the  judgmeat, 
and  the  questions  involved  must  be  deter- 
mined from  the  judgment  roll. 

The  firHt  question  is  as  to  the  change  of 
venue.  The  trial  court  intimated  its  in- 
tention to  change  the  venue  to  Kootenai 
county,  unless  counsel  agreed  upon  aoiue 
other;  but  no  order  was  made  or  entered, 
and  hence  there  was  no  change,  and  the 
court  did  not  lose  jurisdiction. 

The  second  and  more  important  qaee- 
tion  for  consideration  Is  whether  the  court 
erred  in  holding  that  thin  was  a  cane  in  eq- 
uity, and  rendering  judgment  according- 
ly.   Ordinarily  this  question  would  not  be 
difficult  of  solution.    It  could  be  readily 
settled  from  an  examination  of  the  plead« 
ings ;  but  in  this  case  there  are  able  coun- 
sel on  either  side,  with  years  of  experience 
in  this  class  of  cases,  and  It  was  not  until 
after  the  preparation  of  the  case,  and  a 
trial  before  the  court  and  jury  covering-  a 
period  of  several  days,  and  an  application 
by  respondents  for  a  change  of  renue,  that 
this  question  of  equity  jurisdiction  was 
first  suggested.      The  complaint   alienee 
that  on  the  first  day  of  November,  1885. 
and  prior  thereto,  the  plaintiffs  were,  aqd 
ever  since  have  been  and  now  are,  the 
owners  and  in  possession  of  the  ground 
in  controversy.    In  another  portion  of  the 
complaint  it  is  alleged  that  on  the  sixth 
day    of  November,  18S5,  the    defendants 
wrongfully   entered    upon    the    disputed 
ground,  ousted  and  ejected   the  plain  tiffs 
therefrom,  and  ever  since  have  withheld 
and  still  withhold  the  possession  thereof 
from  the  plaintiffs,  to  their   damage  in 
the  sum  of  f 5,000.    After  some  other  aver- 
ments as  to  an  application  for  patent* 
etc.,  the  complaint  closes  with  a  prayer  for 
Judgment  that  plaintiffs  are  the  ownem 
and  entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  prem- 
ises, the  area  in  conflict,  and  for  reatitu- 
tion  thereof.    While  the  one  allegation  in 
the  complaint,  of  possesnion  by  plaintiffs 
when  the  action  was  commenced,  and  the 
other  of  ouster  by  defendants  prior  there- 
to, and  continued    poHsession    by  them, 
are  inconsistent   averments,   yet,  as  the 
complaint  states  a  caus<^  of  action,  and 
was  not  queHtioned  by  motion  or  demur- 
rer before  trial,  we  think  it  too  late,  after 
the    trial    was    commenced,    to    do   su. 
Brown  v.  Martin,  25Cal.88;  Kerry.  Hays, 
85  N.  Y.  331. 

But   counsel   for  respondents  contend 
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that  the  answer  admits  the  possefleloii  of 
the  premises  to  be  in  the  plaintiffs,  and 
that  thtrre  was  nt>  Issue  as  to  possessiuo 
to  try.  The  portion  of  the  answer  re- 
ferred to  reads  as  foUows:  **ii€Coud. 
Dm  J  that  oo  the  sixth  day  of  November, 
lyto,  or  at  any  otber  time,  the  defendants 
ousted  or  elected  the  plaintiffs  from  the 
groaod  and  premises  described  in  the  sec- 
ond sobdl vision  of  the  complaint,  and 
liny  that  defendants  withhold  the  pos- 
mKion  thereof  from  the  plamtlffs;  but, 
oB  the  contrai7»  defendants  allege  that 
the  plalntiflto  wrunicfolly  withhold  the  pos- 
NBrion  thereof  from  defendants.  Third, 
Admit  that  on  or  about  the  sixth  day  of 
Noreniber,  1885,  the  defendants  filed  field- 
notes,  a  disKram,  and  application  for  pat- 
at  lor  the  Poorman  lode  and  mining 
claim  hi  the  United  States  land-oflSce  at 
Lewiaton,  Idaho,  and  that  such  fleld- 
Botea,  diagram,  and  application  included 
tlMland  and  premises  described  In  the  sec- 
Old  aalidivision  of  plaintiffs*  complaint, 
aad  allege  that  the  same  were  lawfully 
•0  iacladed.  Admit  that  they  caused  the 
njdater  of  said  land-office  to  give  notice 
bj  pablication  of  defendants*  application 
for  patent  for  said  Poorman  lode. "  The 
laawer  aluo  denies  ''that  the  location  of 
theaaid  Tiger  lode  mining  claim  was  ever 
Barked  uDon  the  ground  and  premises 
torribed  in  the  complaint  as  overlapped 
VfVbit  Poorman  lode  mining  claim,  or  any 
part  thereof. " 

While  tliese  pleadings  are  somewhat  in- 
Moite  and  uncertain,  yet  it  Is  clear  that 
tke  qoeatlon  whether  the  boundaries  of 
the  dainis  were  ho  established  as  to  con- 
iict  with  each  other  was  in  issue,  and  also 
the  ri|;bt  to  the  possession  of  the  dis- 
pated  ground.  As  we  understand  the  an- 
nrer,  it  admits  that  defendants  were  in 
poMslon  of  the  Poorman,  when  the  ac- 
tioB  was  commenced,  but  denies  that  it 
orcriapa  the  Tiger,  and  claims  rather  that 
the  Tiger  overlaps  the  Poorman.  If  this 
(onatmction  of  the  pleadings  be  correct, 
it  follows  that  the  right  to  the  possession 
of  the  disputed  ground  was  in  issue,  and 
this  right  of  possession  is  the  gist  of  the 
•ctioo,— the  only  thing  to  be  litigated 
betwepD  the  parties.  Qwllllm  v.  Donnel- 
laB.mr.  8.49,  5  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  IllU;  Kii- 
Han  T.  Ebbingbans,  110  U.  8.  568,  4  Sup. 
a  Bep.  232;  Wolverton  v.  Nichols,  119  U. 
H.  48.}.  7  Sup.  Ot.  Rep.  289.  The  right  by 
vhkh  a  mining  claim  is  held  before  pa  t- 
nf  ia  a  possessory  right,  which  is  ac- 
qolred  by  disco  very » location,  and  compli- 


ance with  the  laws  of  congress,  and  local 
laws  or  customs  not  in  conflict  with  the 
laws  of  congress. 

In  Bftlk  V.  Meagher,  104  U.  8.  283,  Mr. 
Chief  Justice  Wait E,  in  speaking  for  the 
court,  says:  ** Congress  has  seen  fit  to 
make  the  possession  of  that  part  of  the 
public  lands  which  is  valuable  for  rain- 
era  Is  separable  from  the  fee,  and  to  pro> 
Vide  for  the  existence  of  an  exclusive  right 
to  the  possession,  while  the  paramount 
title  remains  in  the  United  S^tates.  In 
furtherance  of  this  policy  it  was  enacted 
by  section  9 of  the  act  of  February  27, 1865, 
c.  64,  (13  8t.  441;  Rev.  St.  §  910,)  that  no* 
possessory  action  between  individuals  in 
the  courts  of  the  United  States  for  the  re- 
covery of  mining  titles  should  be  affected 
by  the  fact  that  the  paramount  title  to 
the  land  was  in  the  United  States,  but 
that  each  case  should  be  adjudged  by  the 
law  of  possession.  '* 

Section  2326,  (Act  Cong.  May  10^ 
1872,)  Rev.  St.  427,  among  other  provi- 
sions, says:  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
adverse  claimant,  within  thirty  days  after 
filing  his  claim,  to  commence  proceedings 
in  a  court  of  competent  JurlRdlction  to  de- 
termine the  question  of  the  right  of  pos- 
session, and  prosecute  the  same  with  rea- 
sonable diligence  to  final  Judgment,  and  a 
failure  so  to  do  shall  be  a  waiver  of  his 
adverse  claim."  We  understand  that  an 
action  to  determine  the  right  of  poases- 
siou  as  authorised  by  this  act  is  in  this 
territory  an  action  at  law.  if  so,  the  ap- 
pellants were  entitled  to  a  Jury,  and  the 
court  erred  in  holding  the  cause  was  a 
suit  in  equity,  and  in  denying  the  right  to 
a  Jury  trial.  Killian  v.  Ebblnghaus,  110 
U.  S.  573,  4  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  235.  This  view 
seems  to  liave  support  in  a  subsequent 
statute  upon  this  subject.  The  effect  of 
the  act  of  congress  of  March  3, 1881,  amend- 
atory of  original  section  2826,  was  that 
the  right  of  each  party  to  the  possession 
of  the  property  should  be  tried  and  deter- 
mined; and,  if  neither  party  established  a 
right  to  the  same,  the  Jury  should  so 
find,  and  Judgment  should  be  rendered  ac- 
cordingly. 

But  it  is  contended  that  the  form  of  ac- 
tion must  be  controlled  by  our  territorial 
practice  act.  Section  476  of  our  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  reads:  ''An  action  may 
be  brought  by  any  person  against  another 
who  claims  an  estate  or  interest  in  real 
property  adverse  to  him, for  the  purpose  of 
determining  such  adverse  claim."  We  see 
nothing  in  this  statute  which  attempts- 
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to  prescribe  aoy  particular  form  of  action 
in  the  class  of  cases  we  have  been  consid- 
ering, or  tbat  can  be  construed  against 
tbe  views  herein  expressed.  We  do  nut 
decide  wbat  would  be  the  effect  of  this 
local  statute  in  ordinary  actions  concern- 
ins  real  property,  but  only  that  it  does 
not  affect  this  cause.  This  is  a  special  ac- 
tion, brought  under  a  statute  of  the 
United  States,  and  roust  be  controlled  by 
its  provisions.  Lee  Doon  v.  Tesb,  <iS  Gal. 
43,  6  Pac.  Rep.  97,  and  8  Pac.  Rep.  622. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  trial  court 
erred  In  holding  tbat  this  was  a  cause  In 
equity,  and  in  denying  to  the  plaintiffs  a 
trial  by  jury.  For  this  reason  tbe  Judg- 
ment is  reversed,  and  .cause  remanded  to 
the  court  below  for  a  new  trial  In  con- 
formity with  this  opinion.    Bo  ordered. 

U  AYS,  C.  J.,  {concurring.)  I  think  the 
rights  of  the  parties  to  this  proceeding 
purely  legal,  dependent  upon  their  legal 
stHtua,  such  as  citizenship,  and  their  hav- 
ing complied  with  the  requirements. of  the 
mining  laws  and  regulations.  When  this 
has  been  shown,  they  have  a  legal  right 
to  demand  a  judgment  of  the  court  that 
they  are  entitled  to  the  "  right  of  posses- 
sion** of  the  premises  In  controversy,  or  so 
much  thereof  us  tbe  facts  warrant,  and 
upon  the  proof  of  this  judgment  they  will 
be  entitled  to  their  patent,  upon  compli- 
ance with  the  other  requirements  of  sec- 
tion 2826,  Rev.  St.  U.  S.  All  that  was  nec- 
essary to  allege  in  the  pleadings  herein 
were  the  ultimate  facts  that  would  have 
authorized  the  respective  parties  to  have 
made  the  required  proof,  showing  such 
citizenship,  and  compliance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  law.  It  is  immaterial 
whether  they  are  in  or  out  of  possession 
of  the  premises  at  the  time  of  the  bringing 
of  the  action,  as  it  is  not  an  equitable  pro- 
ceeding to  remove  a  cloud  from  or  to 
quiet  the  title  to  realty;  nor  is  it  an  ac- 
tion at  law  simply  to  recover  possession 
thereof.  It  is  to  determine  the  right  of 
possession  alone;  for  upon  that  the  pat- 
ent issues,  when  the  requisite  proof  and 
payment  are  made.  The  pleadings  in  this 
case,  I  fear,  were  so  redundant  as  to  have 
confused  the  parties,  and  misled  the  court. 
The  purpose  of  our  Code  is  to  secure  clear- 
ness, conciseness,  and  truthfulness  in 
pleadings,  and  thereby  accuracy  in  the 
issue.  I  commend  its  spirit  to  the  consid- 
eration of  counsel. 

I  concur  in  the  opinion  that  the  judg- 
ment of  the  court   below  should    be   re- 


Tersed.  and  that  a   new  trial  should  be 
granted. 

Buck,  J.»  (dissenting.)  This  case  cornea 
up  on  an  appeal  from  the  judgment,  and 
the  record  properly  before  the  court  con- 
sists, under  section  653,  Code  Civil  Procol 
a  copy  of  the  notice  of  appeal,  of  the  judg- 
ment roll,  and  bill  of  exceptions.  There 
are  in  the  transcript  papers  and  docu- 
ments not  properly  a  part  of  the  record, 
and,  under  the  decision  in  Graham  v.  Line- 
ban,  I  Idaho,  780,  such  documents,  im- 
properly inserted  In  the  transcript,  can- 
not be  considered.  Liooklng  into  this 
record,  it  appears  that  this  case  came  on 
regularly  for  trial  upon  the  Issues  therein 
on  the  seventeenth  day  of  May,  1886,  at 
the  April  term  of  the  district  court.  In 
Shoshone  county,  First  judicial  district; 
that  a  jury  was  impaneled  to  try  the 
issues  of  fact  therein,  and,  having  failed 
to  agree,  were  discharged ;  that,  after  tbe 
discharge  of  the  jury,  the  defendant 
moved  the  court  to  find  the  facts,  and 
render  a  decree  thereon,  on  the  ground 
that  it  was  a  proceeding  in  equity ;  that 
the  plaintiffs  objected  to  the  decinion 
thereof,  claiming  that  it  was  a  cause  for  a 
jury;  tbat,  after  hearing  arguments  there- 
on, the  court  filed  its  findings  of  fact, 
and  rendered  decree  therein,  against  tbe 
objection  of  plaintiffs,  who  duly  excepted 
thereto. 

The  real  question  upon  the  appeal  is 
whether  the  court  had  the  jurisdiction 
to  decide  the  case.  The  jurisdiction  of  tbe 
court  is  determined  by  tbe  character  of 
the  issues  in  the  case. 

In  Basey  v.  Gallagher,  20  Wall.  680. 
Field,  J.,  says:  ''But  the  considera- 
tion which  the  court  will  give  to  the 
questions  raised  by  the  pleadings  when 
the  case  is  called  for  hearing,  whether  it 
will  submit  them  to  a  jury,  or  pass  upon 
them  without  such  intervention,  must 
depend  upon  the  jurisdiction  which  is  to 
be. exorcised.  If  the  remedy  sought  l>e  a 
legal  one,  a  jury  is  essential,  unless 
waived;  If  equitable,  the  court  is  not 
bound  to  call  a  jury;  and,  if  it  does  call 
one,  it  is  only  for  the  purpose  of  enlight- 
ening its  conscience,  and  not  to  control 
Its  judgment.  The  relief  which  equity 
affords  must  still  be  applied  by  tbe  court 
itself." 

This  authority,  coming  from  the  so- 
preme  court  of  the  United  States,  deter- 
mines the  law  of  the  case  upon  this  ques- 
tion.   The  jurisdiction,  then,  of  the  court 
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to  deride  tbe  case  at  bar  depends  upon

Liooklns,  tben,  to  the  pleadings,  we  find 
the  first  alleiication  of  the  complaint  to 
bean  follows:  ''The  plaintiffs  complain, 
and    for    cause  of    action    allege — FirsU 
that  on  the  serenth  day  of  November,  A. 
D.  18H5,  and  long  prior  thereto,  the  plain- 
tlfte  mrere,  and  ever  since  have  been,  and 
aow  are,  tbe  owners,  and  in  the  posses- 
«lon,  and   entitled    to  the  possession,  of 
that  certain  quarts  mine,**  etc.,  ''called 
tbe    'Tiger  Lode,"*  etc.,  describing    the 
•ame  by   metes  and   bounds.    The  com- 
plaint  la  Terified;  and,  under  section  287 
of  oar  Code,  **  If  the  complaint  Is  verified, 
the  denial  of  each  allegation  controverted 
Blast  be  speciflc.**     Section  259  provides 
that  every  material  allegation  of  tbe  com- 
plaint  not   cctntro verted  by  the  answer 
Blast,  for  the  purpoHOfl  of  the  action,  be 
taken    as  true.    Referring  to  thH  answer, 
tbe  defendaut  denies  as  follows:    "Deny 
that   the  plaintiffs  now  are,  or  ever  have 
been,   tbe  owners  of  or   entitled    to  the 
possesslcm  of  tbe    ground  and   premises 
described  in  tbe  complaint."    The  allega- 
tion of  plaintiffs,  that  plaintiffs  are  now 
te  poeseusion  of  said  premises,  is  not  con- 
trorerted   by  defendants;  and,  by  virtue 
of  said  section  259,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
action,  "^must  be  taken  as  true." 

Tbe  defendant  has  a  right,  in  tbe  con- 
duct of  Ms  case,  to  rely  upon  Its  being 
taken  as  true,  and  I  know  of  no  power  in 
the  coort  to  disregard  this  provision  of 
the  Blatute.  In  Gay  v.  Winter,  84  Cal. 
iai>«  Sa.vdkrson,  J.,  in  announcing  the  de- 
rbdon  of  tbe  court,  says:  "Before  entering 
spon  the  trial  of  an  action  it  is  of  the 
otmoBt  Importance  that  all  doubt,  if  such 
there  be,  as  to  the  irfsues,  should  he  re- 
Bored.  This  is  alike  imt>ortant  to  both 
parties  and  to  tbe  court.  The  plaintiff 
Is  entitled  to  an  explicit  denial  of  the  ma- 
terial allegations  of  the  complaint,  or  an 
admisfiioD  of  their  truth,  either  by  direct 
■tatoment  or  by  silence."  In  the  case  at 
bar  tbe  defendant  remained  silirnt  as  to 


plaintiffs'  possession,  and  under  the  Code 
said  allegation  is  to  be  taken  as  true  for 
the  purposes  of  the  action.  Bandrkson, 
J.,  says :  ** It  is  quite  as  important  for  the 
defendant  and  the  court  as  to  the  plaintiff 
that  the  Issues  should  be  settled  in  ad- 
vance." I  am  unable  to  see  how  the 
court  could  disregard  the  rule  of  the  Code 
that  plaintiffs*  allegation  was  admitted 
and  roust  be  taken  art  true.  See  Llllien- 
thal  V.  Anderson,  I  Idaho,  678,  which  is 
conclusive  as  to  the  admission. 

The  appellants  claim  that  the  pleadings 
set  out  an  action  in  ejectment.  I  denomi- 
nate the  action  to  recover  real  property 
under  the  Code  ejectment,  and  the  issue 
was  out  of  law.  But  their  allegation  of 
possession  of  the  premises  described  in  the 
complaint,  which  under  the  Code  mnst 
be  taken  as  true,  precludes  it  from  being 
ejectment.  In  Kribbs  v.  Downing,  2!> 
Pa.  St.  404,  Black,  J.,  sa.vs:  "It  is  not 
without  surprise  that  we  find  parties 
going  back  to  the  remote  transactions  of 
a  former  generation,  and  fishing  up  a 
lawsuit  from  an  oblivion  of  fifty  years. 
It  is  still  stranger  to  see  this  done  in  the 
form  of  an  ejectment  for  the  whole  of  the 
original  tract  of  land,  when  the  plaintiffs 
are  themselves  in  the  actual  possession  of 
a  part  of  it.*'  Ejeutment  is  a  possessory 
action,  and  It  cannot  be  maintained  for 
land  of  which  the  plaintiff  is  himself  in 
possession.  If,  then,  the  allegation  of 
plaintifffl  Is  taken  as  true,  this  cannot  be 
ejectment. 

It  is  claimed,  however,  that  from  a  sub- 
sequent allegation  In  the  complaint  it  ap- 
pears that  the  plaintiffs  are  not  in  posses- 
sion, a  Wait,  Act.  &  Def.  78.  The  third 
allegation  of  complaint  is  as  follows: 
"Plaintiffs  allege  that  while  the  said  plain- 
tiffs were  such  owners,  and  so  seized  and 
possessed,  and  entitled  to  tbe  possession, 
of  said  Tiger  lode  mining  claim  and  prem- 
ises, the  said  defendants  did  on  the  sixth 
day  of  November,  18H5,  without  right  or 
title,  enter  into  and  upon  that  said  por- 
tion and  part  of  the  said  Tiger  lode  min- 
ing claim  last  above  mentioned  and  de- 
scribed, and  oust  and  eject  tbe  plaintiffs 
therefrom ;  and  ever  since  the  said  sixth 
day  of  November,  1885,  have  withheld,  and 
still  withhold,  the  possession  thereof  from 
the  plaintiffs,  to  their  damage  in  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars. " 

This  allegation  Is  evidently  intended  to 
set  up  ouster  by  defendants.  It  is  in  the 
form  presfribed  for  that  purpose.  It  al- 
leges that   defendants   ousted    plaintiffs. 
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and  still  withhold  possesBlon  thereof  from 
plain tiffn.  It  does  not  allege  that  defend- 
ants are  in  possession,  but  that  they  with- 
hold the  possession  from  the  plaintiffs. 
What  constitutes  the  withholding  of  pos- 
session in  the  mind  of  the  pleader  does  not 
appear.  Possibly  thn  filing  a  claim  for 
patent  is  in  h^s  estimation  the  withhold- 
ing of  possession.  It  is  such  an  ailegation 
as  allows  the  pleader  to  evade  the  require- 
ments of  (he  statute.  It  is  not  direct  and 
positive,  as  is  the  allegation  of  possession 
in  plaintiffs.  If  intended  to  be  so,  it  is 
contradictory.  At  best,  it  makes  the  com- 
plaint ambiguous  and  unintelligible.  In 
such  pleading  the  adversary  may  demur, 
on  the  ground  that  the  same  is  ambig- 
uous, unintl^Uigible,  and  uncertain ;  or,  if 
he  thinks  he  can  answer  it  intelligently, 
he  may  do  so,  and,  in  the  event  of  a  con- 
flict between  his  construction  of  it  and  the 
pleader's,  the  pleading  will  be  construed 
against  the  pleader.  2  Wait,  Pr.  334; 
Landers  y.  Bolton,  26  Cal.  418. 

In  Clark  v.  Dillon,  97  N.  Y.  378,  the 
court  says:  ^'A  construction  [drawing]  of 
doubtful  or  uncertain  allegations  in  a 
pleading  which  enables  a  party,  by  thus 
pleading,  to  throw  upon  his  adversary  the 
hazard  «»f  correctly  interpreting  their 
meaning,  is  no  more  allowable  now  than 
formerly;  and,  when  a  pleading  is  sus- 
ceptible of  two  meanings,  that  shall  be 
taken  which  is  most  unfavorable  to  the 
pleader. "    Clark  v.  Jones,  49  Cal.  618. 

In  Landers  v.  Bolton,  above  cited.  Saw- 
yer, J., says:  *'The  allegations  of  a  plead- 
ing are  to  be  taken  most  strongly  against 
the  pleader.  The  presumption  is  that  he 
will  state  his  case  as  strongly  in  his  own 
favor  as  the  facts  will  Justify. "  2  Wait, 
Pr.  p.  334,  §  1;  Bates  v.  Rosekrans,  23 
How.  Pr.  102. 

In  Nation  v.  Cameron,  2  Dak.  362, 11  N. 
W.  Rep.  525,  the  court  says  that  "*  ambi- 
guities arising  on  the  face  of  the  pleadings 
are  to  be  construed  against  the  pleader." 

In  Burke  v.  Water  Co.,  6  Morr.  Min.  B. 
211, an  action  in  ejectment, the  court  says: 
**The  complaint  charges  that  the  defend- 
ant, the  Table  Mountain  Water  Company, 
was  in  possession.  The  answer  of  the 
company  does  not  deny  this  averment. 
This  admission  is  conclusive  evidence  of 
the  fact  admitted.**  In  the  case  at  bar 
the  plain  titr  alleges  possession  in  himself, 
and  the  defendant  does  not  deny  it.  Ih 
not  the  admission  equally  conclusive?  Can 
he  deny  possession,  upon  the  trial,  against 
bis  own  allegation  in  the  complaint? 


In  Butler  v.  Kaulback.  8  Kan.  672.  the 
court  says:  Tacts  admitted  by  the  plead- 
ings cannot  be  disputed  by  the  evidence, 
but  must  betaken  as  true  for  the  purpoiies 
of  the  action.  It  is  impossible  that  a  tbin§: 
be  true  and  untrue  at  the  same  time.* 

In  Board  v.  Shaw,  15  Kan.  34,  the  coart 
says:  **On  the  trial  of  a  cause  the  whole 
pleadings  are  considered  together;  and, 
where  two  allegations  of  the  same  party- 
are  inconsistent  with  each  other,  the  alle- 
gation- most  unfavorable  to  such  party 
will  be  deemed  to  override  the  other  alle- 
gation." To  the  same  effect,  Natches  t. 
Minor,  48  Amer.  Dec.  731,  and  Burrows  v. 
Yount,  39  Amer.  Dec.  439. 

The  pleadings  are  not  merely  constroed 
most  strongly  against  the  pleader  by  tbe 
courts,  but  it  was  the  province  of,  and.  In- 
deed, it  is  necessary  for,  the  defendant  to 
construe  the  allegations  of  the  complaint 
in  making  his  answer.  In  Clark  v.  Dillon, 
above  cited,  the  court  says:  '^Itisin  the 
nature  of  things  that  a  party  who  is  re- 
quired to  frame  his  issues  for  the  informa- 
tion of  his  adversary  and  the  court  most 
be  responsible  for  any  failure  to  express 
his  meaning  clearly  and  unmistakably. 
While  It  is  competent  for  a  party  to  move 
to  make  the  pleadings  of  his  adversary 
more  definite  and  certain,  yet,  inasmuch 
as  it  is  the  primary  duty  of  the  party 
pleading  to  present  a  clear  and  nnequi Fo- 
cal statement  of  his  allegations,  the  onus 
of  having  them  made  so  cannot  be  cast 
upon  his  adversary  by  his  own  fault  in 
failing  to  perform  his  duty." 

In  the  complaint  In  the  action  at  bar 
there  is  a  positive  allegation  of  possession 
in  the  plaintiff  of  the  premises  in  dispute, 
and  an  equivocal  allegation  of  possession 
in  defendant,  and  ouster  by  defendant. 
The  defendant,  in  answering,  exercised  his 
prerogative  in  the  interpretation  of  the 
allegations  in  the  complaint,  admitted 
possession  in  plaintiffs,  and  denied  ouster 
and  possession  in  himself;  and,  under  our 
Code,  possession  in  plaintiffs  must  be  taken 
as  true  for  the  purposes  of  this  action. 
The  court,  in  determining  the  character  of 
the  action  to  be  tried,  must  do  so  upon  an 
inspection  of  the  issues  made  by  the  plead- 
ings. If  it  be  true  that  an  action  of  eject- 
ment cannot  be  maintained  iiy  one  In  pos- 
session of  the  premises  In  controversy,  it 
follows  that  the  case  at  bar  is  not  in  the 
nature  of  an  action  in  ejectment,  and  that 
the  title  to  the  disputed  premises  cannot 
be  determined  by  this  action  under  the  Is- 
sues made  in  the  pleadings,  except  it  be 
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eouidered  ao  actloD  to  determine  the  ad- 
ferae  claim    off  defendants  to  the  pretnisee 
iaaifipute   ooder   sectiun  476  of  our  Code. 
*Tbte  actioD  Ih  broaght  nnder  section  2326 
qI  the  XTnlted    Statea  Statutes,  to  deter- 
nine  the  adveme  claim  of  parties  to  the 
olDlng  claim    in  dispute."    Section  476  of 
oorCode  provides  that  ''an action  may  be 
bruQght  by  any  person  against  another 
wbo  claims  an  estate  or  interest  in  real 
Iiroperty  adverse  to  him,  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  sach  adverse  claim.  **    Un- 
der such  proviaion  of  the  Code,  action  may 
be  broaght  by  one  in  possession.    This  ac- 
tion is  denominated  nn  action  to  quiet 
title,  and  ''ia  the  converse  of  the  legal  ac- 
tkia  of  ejectment. **    Pom.  Rem.  415.    In 
■lany  states  this  action  is  confined  to  par- 
tSea   plaintiff    in    possession.    Under   our 
OcMie  the  plaintiff  may  be  either  in  or  out 
of  posaeoHion,  and  the  adverse  party  must 
daim  an  interest  adverse  to  the  plnintltf. 
In  Curtis  V.  Sutter,  15  Cal.  262,  Field,  J., 
says:  **lt  enlarges  the  class  of  cases  in 
which  equitable  relief  could  formerly  be 
Hoa^ht   in   quieting  title."    In  Pomeroy's 
Equity  Jurisprudence  (volume  8,  p.  435,  § 
1399)  the  principle  is  stated  that  equity 
wfll  ezerclae  this  jurisdiction  where  the  es- 
tate or  interest  is  legal,  when  the  remedies 
at  law   are   Inadequate.    In  the  case. at 
bar.  the  plaintiff  being  in  possession,  the 
legal  action  of  ejectment  cannot  be  main- 
tained, and  the  remedy  at  law  is  inade- 
^ate,  unless  all  the  rules  of  practice  are 
to  he  subverted. 

It  ia  Intimated  that  in  order  to  apply 
section  2326,  St.  U.  8.,  it  may  be  necessary 
to  vary  pome  of  the  established  rules  of 
practice.  That  section,  however,  requires 
that  an  adverse  claimant  must  commence 
pffoceedlogs  in  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction to  determine  the  controversy  be- 
tween the  adverse  claimants.  The  claim- 
aat  mnat  commence  proceedings  according 
to  the  roles  of  practice  of  the  court  in 
wliieta  the  action  is  brought.  If  the  claim- 
ant Is  out  of  possession,  and  his  adversary 
is  possession,  ejectment  is  the  appropriate 
remedy.  If  he  is  in  possession,  his  appro- 
firlate  remedy  is  action  to  quiet  title. 

In  Four  Hundred  and  Twenty  Min. 
Co.  V.  Bullion  Min.  Co.,  9  Nev.  240,  the 
cusrt  says:  ** Congress  did  not,  by  sec- 
tioD  2326,  or  by  the  acts  of  July  26, 1866, 
of  July  9,  187U,  confer  any  additional  ju- 
risdiction on  the  state  courts.  The  ob- 
]crc  of  the  law,  as  we  understand  it,  was 
to  require  parties  protesting  the  issuance 
of  a  patent  to  go  into  the  state  courts  of 
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competent  jurisdiction,  and  institute  such 
proceedings  as  they  might,  under  the  dif- 
ferent forms  of  action  therein  allowed, 
elect,  and  try  the  right  of  possession. 
Said  section  does  not  prescribe  a  different 
form  of  action.  If  the  parties  protesting 
are  in  possession  of  the  ground  in  dispute, 
they  bring  their  action  under  section  256 
of  the  civil  practice  act,  or,  if  they  have 
been  ousted  from  the  possession,  they 
should  bring  their  action  of  ejectment. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  when  the  ac- 
tion is  brought,  whatever  may  be  its  char- 
acter, it  must  be  tried  by  the  same  rules, 
governed  by  the  same  principles,  and  con- 
trolled by  the  same  statutes,  that  apply 
to  such  actions  in  our  courts. " 

This  is  a  clear  and  comprehensive  expo- 
sition of  the  statute  as  understood  by  one 
of  the  highest  courts  upon  the  Pacific 
coast.  I  know  of  no  decision  of  the  su- 
preme court  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 
states  or  territories,  which  holds  that  a 
different  practice  should  prevail. 

If  ejectment  is  not  the  appropriate  rem- 
edy, and  an  action  to  quiet  title  is,  the 
only  question  remaining  is,  to  whatju- 
risdicUon  does  this  action  belong?  Pom- 
eroy,  in  his  Equity  Jurisprudence,  (volume 
3,  §  13»3,)  says  it  belongs  to  the  original 
general  jurisdiction  of  equity' .  Of  this 
there  will  be  no  controversy,  unless,  in- 
deed, it  is  contended  that  there  is  some- 
thing in  section  2326  which  changes  this 
remedy  from  the  equity  to  the  law  side 
of  the  court.  It  may  be  argued  that  this 
would  deprive  the  parties  of  the  benefit  of 
a  jury  trial.  This,  would  be  equally  true 
of  all  equity  cases.  I  see  no  reason  In  the 
nature  of  the  questions  involved  which 
would,  not  apply  with  equal  force  to  an 
action  of  divorce,  to  reform  a  written 
contract  on  the  ground  of  mutual  mis- 
take. The  timemaycome  when,  under  the 
law,  all  qnefltiouH  shall  be  submitted  to  a 
jury.  At  present  the  law  is  otherwise, 
and  the  court  must  apply  the  law  to  the 
issues  made  by  the  pleading?  as  it  exists. 
If  the  Issues  made  are  equitable,  then, 
under  the  authority  of  Basey  v.  Galla- 
gher, a  jury  was  discretionary  with  the 
court,  and  their  findings  but  advisory  on- 
ly. Exercising  its  discretion,  the  court, 
upon  the  trial,  submitted  the  issues  to  a 
jury.  They  having  failed  to  agree,  the 
court,  exercising  its  equitable  powers,  as 
is  common  and  appropriate  in  such  cases, 
found  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  rendered 
n  decree  thereon.  There  was  nothing  ex- 
ceptional in  this  action.    Indeed,  the  pro- 
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cedure  by  action  to  quiet  title  Is  the  Qsiial 
one  adopted  under  circumBtanceM  like 
tliOHe  set  forth  in  the  pleadinf^s  in  the  case 
at  bar.  Mining  Co.  v.  Fremont,  7  Ca1.317; 
Pralus  V.  Mining  Co.,  35  Cal.  34;  City  of 
Han  DicRo  v.  Allison,  46  Cal.  162;  Milligau 
V.  Savery,  6  Mont.  129,  9  Pac.  Hep.  894.  In 
Wolverton  ▼»  Nichols,  5  Mont.  89,  2  Pac. 
Bep.  HU8,  the  court  says:  "^If  the  plaintiff 
is  In  possession,  it  may  be  a  question 
whether,  indeed,  equity  does  not  afford 
the  only  remedy  appropriate  in  this  case.** 

Sectiun  2326  has  the  same  effect  upon  the 
parties  claiming  the  mine  that  an  order  of 
interpleader  does  upon  the  parties  affect- 
ed thereby.  8  Estee,  PI.  &  Pr.  235,  §  4529. 
The  United  States  holds  the  title  to  the 
premises  in  dispute,  and  is  ready  to  trans- 
fer to  either  claimant  entitled  to  receive 
It ;  and  it  directs,  in  this  statute,  that  they 
commence  an  action  within  a  given  time 
to  settle  their  respective  claims  thereto. 
This  Is  in  precise  analogy  to  an  order  of 
interpleader  in  a  court  of  equity.  To  this 
relief  inequity  there  are  four  essential  con- 
ditions given  in  Pomeroy's  Equity  Juris- 
prudence, (section  1822,)  as  follows:  (1) 
The  same  thing  must  be  claimed  by  all  the 
parties.  (The  thing  demanded  in  this 
controversy  Istheminingclaim  in  dispute.) 
(2)  All  their  adverse  claims  must  be  de- 
rived from  a  common  source.  (The  ad- 
verse claimants  in  the  case  at  bar  claim 
from  the  United  States.)  (3)  The  person 
asking  the  relief  must  have  a  claim  or  in- 
terest in  the  controversy.  (The  United 
States  has  no  interest  other  than  to  trans- 
fer the  title  to  the  one  adjudged  to  be  en- 
titled to  it.)  (4)  The  party  praying  for  in- 
terpleader must  be  indifferent  between  the 
parties,— merely  a  stakeholder.  •  (The 
United  States  is  indifferent  in  this  contro- 
versy.) Finally,  (section  1825)  the  stake- 
holder must  have  the  thing  in  his  posses- 
sion, ready  to  deliver  it  upon  a  decree  de- 
termining who  is  entitled  to  receive  it. 
Section  2826  provides  that  the  United  States 
vi'ill  deliver  the  patent  to  the  one  whom 
the  Judgment  declares  is  entitled  to  it. 

For  these  reasons  I  dissent  from  the 
opinion  of  the  court.  He  brings  his  ac- 
tion to  quiet  title.  If  not  in  possession, 
his  action  is  in  ejectment.  The  plaintiff 
was  nonsuited  because  the  court  held  he 
had  not  proven  possession  in  hlmnelf.  The 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  in  re- 
viewing the  case  in  a  decision  brought  to 
the  attention  of  this  court,  and  much  re- 
lied on,  overrules  the  decision  of  nonsuit 
on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  estab- 


lished possession  in  plaintiff,  but  rec€>g- 
niases  the  propriety  of  the  action  as 
brought.  1  think  no  case  has  been  cited 
upon  the  brief  or  in  the  arguments  that 
holds  that  an  action  to  quiet  title  is  not 
the  appropriate  remedy  by  a  party  al- 
leging possession. 

ON  PETITION  FOR  RBHGARINO. 

Brodekicr,  J.  Since  announcing  the 
opii!ion  in  this  cose  counsel  for  respond- 
ents have  petitioned  for  a  rehearing.  In 
support  of  this  application,  numerous  au- 
thorities have  been  cited,  but  very  few  of 
them  throw  any  light  on  the  question  we 
have  been  considering.  As  on  the  hearinir, 
much  theorising  has  been  indulged  in  on 
the  law  of  ejectment  os  it  formerly  existed 
and  now  exists;  but  we  are  still  unable  to 
see  the  application  of  these  rules  of  law  to 
the  case  at  bar.  The  common-law  form 
of  ejectment,  with  all  its  fictions,  has  long 
since  been  almost  entirely  superseded  by 
statutory  enactments,  so  that  now,  in 
most  of  the  states  and  territories,  there  is 
substituted  an  action  to  recover  specific 
real  property, or  to  recover  the  possession 
of  real  property,  which  are  clearly  lesal 
actions.  The  action  to  recover  real  prop- 
erty implies  that  thedefendant  is  in  actual 
possession  by  himself  or  tenant;  hence, 
when  it  appears  upon  the  trial  that  the 
defendant  was  not  in  possession  when  the 
action  was  instituted,  the  plaintiff  will 
be  nonsuited.  But  that  is  not  this  case, 
and  there  is  very  little  analogy  between 
the  two.  This  is  an  action  to  determine 
the  right  of  possession ;  and  it  makes  no 
difference,  so  far  as  the  form  of  the  action 
is  concerned,  who  is  in  possession.  We 
think  this  view  is  amply  sustained  by  tbe 
authorities. 

In  Lee  Doon  v.  Tesh.  6N  Cal.  43,  6  Pae. 
Kep.  97,  and  8  Pac.  Rep.  622,  the  supreme 
court  of  California,  in  considering  a  case 
brought  under  this  act  of  congress,  says: 
'*The  action  is  not  brought  to  recover  pos- 
session of  the  property,  or  damages  for 
trespass  thereon,  or  to  quiet  title  thereto, 
but  is  a  special  action  to  determine  the 
right  of  possession  preliminary  to  tbe 
right  to  purchase  from  the  United  States." 
In  Steel  v.  Mining  Co.,  18  Nev.  87. 1  Pac. 
Rep.  448,  Hawlky,C.  J., in  considering  the 
same  question,  says:  "These  actions  may 
be  brought  by  the  plaintiff,  whether  he  to 
in  or  out  of  possession  of  the  mining 
ground  in  controversy;  and  the  only  sen- 
sible construction  of  the  law  to  that  each 
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party  inaat   pro  re  his  claim  to  the  prem- 

taes  in  dispute,  and   tbat  the  better  claim 

mnat  prevail.  *     To  the  same  effect  is  M(s 

GiDQis  ▼.  Kgbert.8  Ck>lo.41»5  Pac.Rep.  652. 

Here  are   the   latest  adjudicated  cases 

from  the  three  srreat  mining  states  of  the 

Union,  all  agreeing  tbat  this  is  a  special 

action,  not  to  recover  possession  or  to 

qniet  title,  bat  to  deter mioe  who  has  the 

riieht  of  poflseasion,  or,  In  other  words,  to 

determine  i^ho  Is  entitled  to  a  patent  to 

the  dispnted  ij^ronnd.  This  is  the  object  of 

thi9  action,  and   this  object  must  not  be 

lost  sight  of. 

Section  2325,  Rev.  8t.,  provides  how  any 
person  entitled  to  a  patent  to  a  mining 
claim  may  procure  the  same  where  there 
te  no  adverse  claim.  The  applicant  must 
show,  by  his  verified  application  and  other 
proofs,  that  be  has  complied  with  the  law 
In  locating,  marking  the  boundaries,  etc.; 
that  he  has  performed  the  necessary  labor, 
and  has  In  all  other  respects  observed  the 
reqnlrements  of  the  law.  After  notice  of 
the  application  has  been  duly  given  by  the 
refcister  of  the  land-office,  If  no  adverse 
claim  has  been  filed,  the  applicant  will  be 
entitled  to  and  will  receive  his  patent.  It 
will  t>e  observed,  from  an  examination  of 
the  statute,  that  the  applicant  who  claims 
under  a  location  is  not  required  to  show 
actual  possession  of  the  claim  In  order  to 
entitle  him  to  a  patent  therefor.  **  Actual 
possession  of  a  claim  Is  not  essential  to  the 
validity  of  the  title  obtained  by  a  valid  lo- 
caHon.**    Belk  v.  Meagher,  104  U.  S.  279. 

When,  during  the  period  of  publication, 
an  adverse  claim  is  filed,  the  proceedings 
In  the  land-office  are  stayed,  and  the  con- 
troversy is  transferred  to  the  court  for  the 
trial  of  the  questions  necessary  to  deter- 
mine who  is  entitled  to  a  patent.  In  the 
land-office  the  controversy  is  between  the 
applicant  and  the  Dnited  States.  When 
transfened  to  the  court,  the  controversy 
Is  between  the  several  claimants  and  the 
ITnited  States;  but  the  same  questions  are 
tried  that  would  have  been  had  the  pro- 
ceeding remained  in  the  laud-office,  except 
that  the  rights  of  an  additional  party  or 
parties  must  be  adjudicated  io  the  court. 
But  under  the  statute  there  is  no  issue  as 
to  the  actual  possession  of  the  claim  to 
he  tried,  it  Is  not  an  Issuable  fact  in  the 
controversy;  and,  if  it  enters  into  the  trial 
at  all.  It  Is  only  incidentally.  It  seems  to 
OS  that  any  construction  of  the  statute 
tbat  would  make  the  form  of  the  action 
dependent  on  the  question  of  actual  pos- 
session would.  In  effect,  interpolate  into 
the  statute  a  condition  precedent  to  ob- 


taining a  patent  to  a  mining  claim  which 
congress  has  not  seen  fit  to  impose. 

Clearly,  then,  the  question  to  be  tried  in 
this  case  is— F/rst,  as  to  the  qualifications 
of  the  respective  parties  to  hold  such  prop- 
erty by  patent;  and,  second,  the  right  to 
the  possession  of  the  disputed  ground; 
and,  if  the  Jury  find  in  favor  of  either,  the 
general  verdict  should  be,  in  substance, 
that  such  party  has  the  right  of  posses- 
sion to  the  ground.  This  strips  the  ac- 
tion of  all  fiction  and  technicality,  and  de- 
termines the  facts  which  the  commissioner 
of  thegeneral  land-officemust  know  before 
a  patent  Issues,  namely,  who,  if  any  one, 
is  entitled  to  It.  By  the  amendatory  act 
of  March  3, 1881,  if,  on  the  trial,  neither 
party  establishes  a  right  of  possession  to 
the  claim,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  Jury  is 
required  to  so  find,  and  neither  party  will 
be  entitled  to  a  patent.  Thisact  indicates 
clearly  that  the  general  government  is  not 
a  mere  ** stakeholder,"  but  that  it  has  an 
interest  in  these  controversies. 

Counsel  seem  to  place  much  reliance  on 
Four  Hundred  and  Twenty  Miu.  Co.  v.  Bul- 
lion Min.  Co.,  9  Nev.  248,  and  Milllgan  v. 
Savery,  6  Mont.  129,  9  Pac.  Rep.  894.  The 
former  case  was  decided  before  the  sup- 
plemental act  of  March  8, 1881,  and  has 
since  been  essentially  modified  in  Steel  v. 
Mining  Co.,  supra.  The  Montana  case  has 
been  in  effect  overruled  by  the  supreme 
courtof  the  United  States  in  Wolverton  v. 
Nichols,  119  U.  S.  4S5,  7  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  289. 

We  are  also  referred  to  Basey  v.  Gal- 
lagher, 20  Wall.  680.  The  subject  of  the 
controversy  in  that  case  was  a  water 
ditch,  or  damages  for  a  wrongful  diversion 
of  water,  and  we  cannot  see  that  it  Is  au- 
thority in  this  case. 

It  is  also  contended  that  the  words  of 
the  statute, ''commence  proceedings  in  a 
court  of  competent  Jurisdiclion,"  etc.,  are 
significant.  We  think  this  means  a  court 
of  general  Jurisdiction,  whether  federal, 
state,  or  territorial.  In  the  territories  the 
district  courts  are  courts  of  original  gen- 
eral Jurisdiction,  and  In  thesecourts  a  Jury 
trial  is  allowed  as  a  matter  of  right  in  all 
cases  where  it  was  allowed  at  thecommon 
law.  This  right  is  secured  by  the  organic 
acts.  Chambers  v.  Harrington,  111  U.  S. 
351,4Snp.  Ct.  Rep.  428. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  pursue  this  subject 
further.  We  are  still  satisfied  with  the 
conclusions  reached  in  our  former  opinion 
herein.  Application  for  a  rehearing  de- 
nied.

Because  tbe  transcript 
was  not  filed  in  time;  and,  m^couc/,  from 
tbe  order  overruling  tbe  motion  for  a  new 
trial,  because  there  was  no  undertaking 
filed  on  said  appeal.  Tbe  transcript  was 
filed  In  this  court  on  tbe  sixth  day  of 
January,  1888.  The  first  day  of  this  term 
was  tbe  ninth  day  of  January.  Rule  2 
provides  that,  in  an  appeal  perfected  30 
days  before  tbe  commencement  of  tbe  next 
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regular  term  or  adjourned  term  of  this 
court,  the  transcript  shall  be  filed  at  least 
three  days  before  tbe  first  day  of  said 
term.  Rule  8  provides  that  If  tbe  traaa- 
crlpt  of  tbe  record  is  not  filed  witbin  the 
time  prescribed  by  rule  2  the  appeal  may 
be  dismissed  on  motion,  without  notice, 
on  Monday  during  tbe  week  in  which  the 
cause  is  subject  to  call  under  rule  8.  Sec- 
tion 8  of  our  Code  provides  that  •'the 
time  in  which  any  act  provided  by  law  l#i 
to  be  done  is  computed  by  excluding  tbe 
first  day  and  including  the  last,  unless  the 
last  day  Is  a  holiday,  and  then  it  is  also 
excluded. "  We  think  this  provision  should 
control,  and  that  the  transcript  was  filed 
In  time.  The  motion  to  dismiss  tbe  ap- 
peal on  that  ground  is  therefore  over- 
ruled. 

The  motion  to  dismiss  the  appeal  from 
the  order  overruling  a  motion  for  a  new 
trial  is  based  upon  the  alleged  failure  of 
appellant  to  file  the  necessary  undertak- 
ing. There  are  two  notices  of  appeal— 
one  from  tbe  Judgment,  and  one  from  tbe 
order  overruling  the  motion  for  a  new 
trial— and  two  undertakings  on  file  la 
this  case.  Tbe  language  of  the  undertak- 
ings is:  "Whereas,  the  plaintiffs  in  the 
above-entitled  action  appeal  to  the  su- 
preme court  of  Idaho  territory  from  the 
Judgment  made  and  entered  against  them 
on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June,  1887: 
Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  tbe 
premises  and  of  such  appeal  we,  Ohas.  O. 
Burnslde  and  Chas.  P.  Doane,  do  Jointly 
and  severally  undertake  and  promise  on  the 
part  of  the  appellants  that  tbe  said  appel- 
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laBtawUI  pay  all  damacces  and  co«t«i  which 
may  be  awarded  against  them  on  the  ap- 
peal.*   TtaelanKoage  of  the  two  under tak- 
tttga  to  Identical  a«  far  as  quoted,  and  tliey 
were  slfoied  by  the  same  fluretlea,  and  filed 
oo  the  aame  day.    No  reference,  In  terms 
or  otherwlae,  la  made  In  either  of  these  un- 
dertaklnisa  to  an  appeal  from  the  order 
overrallns  the  motion  for  a  new  trial.    It 
Is  claimed,  however,  that  under  our  Code 
theae  aodertakluKs  on  api^eal   from  the 
Jndponent  are  aufflclent  to  sustain  the  ap- 
peal from  the  order  overrullnff  the  motion 
for   a    new  trial.    Section  4809   provides 
**tbat  when  more  than  one  appeal  In  the 
aame  action,  whether  from  the  judgment 
and  an  appealable  order  or  orders,  or  from 
two  <tr  more  appealable  orders,  are  taken 
at  the  same  time,  but  onesnch  undertaking 
or  deposit  for  damages  and  costs  need  be 
Died  or    made."      While    this    provision 
would  uDdoubtedly  alio  w  one  undertaking 
to  be  ao  drawn  as  to  be  sufficient  for  sev- 
eral appeals  In  the  same  action,  we  think 
tbe  laoiruage  should  designate  that  the 
oadertaklng  is  given  in  all  such  several 
appeals.    The  langnage  in  these  undertak- 
iaga  refers  to  the  appeal  from  the  judg- 
meat  alone,  and  specifies  that  it  Is  given  in 
conaideration  of  such  appeal.    We  think 
that  the  sureties  would  not  be  liable  for 
damages  or  costs  on  any  appeal  not  speci- 
fied In  tbe  undertaking.    We  are  therefore 
off  tbe  opinlcm  that  there  Is  no  undertak- 
lag  on  tbe  appeal  from  the  order  overrul- 
ias  tbe  motion  for  a  new  trial,  and  said 
appeal  to  hereby  dismissed.    Haynes,  New 
Trials  &  App.  S  211 ;  Horn  v.  Water  Co.,  18 
CaL142;  Bomheimer  v.  Baldwin,  88  Cal. 
€71 ;  Sharon  v.  Sharon,  68  Cal.  826,  9  Pac.

For  the  breach  of  an  obligation  not 
arising  from    contract,   the   measure   of 
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damasres  Is  the  amount  whicb  will  eom- 
pensate  for  all  the  detriment  proximately 
caused  thereby.  Code  Civil  Proc.  $4453; 
8edg.  Dam.  (4th  £d.)  p.  88,  and  note; 
Boyle  v.  Caae,  18  Fed.  Rep.  880. 

The  value  Is  the  proper  rule  In  the  case 
In  hand.  Butler  v.  Mehrling,  16  111.  488; 
Kenyon  v.  Goodall,  3  Cal.  257;  Allen  v. 
Fox,  51  N.  T.  562;  Williams  Y.Phelps,  16 
Wis.  80;  Crabtree  v.  Clapham,  67  Me.  326; 
Elder  v.  Frevert,  18  Nev.  446, 5  Pac.  Rep.  69. 

When  the  same  goods  are  sold  to  two 
different  persons,  by  conveyances  equally 
valid,  he  who  first  lawfully  acquires  the 
possession  will  hold  them  against  the  oth- 
er. Lanfear  v.  Sumner,  9  Amer.  Dec.  119, 
and  note;  Clow  v.  Woods,  9  Amer.  Dec. 
346. 

Buck,  J.  Action  of  replevin  brought  to 
recover  two  mules.  Originally  there  were 
two  actions,  one  for  each  mule,  but  they 
were  consolidated  on  the  trial  by  the  con- 
sent of  parties.  The  action  was  com- 
menced in  the  probate  court  of  Alturas 
county,  and  thence  taken  by  appeal  to 
the  district  court.  It  was  tried  in  the 
district  court,  at  the  June  term  thereof, 
1887,  and  Judgment  rendered  for  thedefend- 
ant.  Motion  for  a  new  trial  was  made  and 
overruled,  and  an  appeal  taken  to  this 
court  from  the  judgment  and  from  the  or- 
der overruling  the  motion  for  a  new  trial. 
The  appeal  from  the  order  overruling  the 
motion  for  a  new  trial  was  dismissed,  on 
the  ground  that  no  undertaking  had  been 
filed  as  required  by  statute,  and  the  cause 
now  to  be  considered  is  on  the  appeal 
from  the  Judgment  alone. 

In  the  district  court  the  defendant  was 
allowed  to  amend  his  answer  on  terms, 
under  objection  by  the  plaintiffs,  to  which 
ruling  the  plaintiffs  excepted,  and  which 
they  have  specified  as  error.  Section  4841, 
Code  Civil  Proc,  provides  that  the  district 
court  has  the  same  power  to  grant 
amendments  on  appeal  from  probate  and 
Justices*  courts  that  it  does  in  suits  com- 
menced in  the  district  court.  It  is  also 
claimed  that  said  amendment  was  contra- 
ry to  the  stipulation  of  parties  when  the 
consolidation  of  the  two  actions  was 
made;  and  affidavits  are  sent  up  in  the 
transcript  to  prove  such  stipulation.  No 
stipulation  of  the  kind  appears  in  the  rec- 
ord of  the  case,  and  this  court  cannot  go 
outside  of  the  record  to  consider  affidavits 
to  prove  oral  stipulations  of  the  parties. 
Such  stipulations  when  made  should  be 
entered  of  record,  or  reduced   to  writing 


and  filed  with  the  other  papers  in  the  case. 
The  amendment  was  within  the  discretion 
of  the  court,  and  properly  allowed. 

The  appellants  specify  as  error  the  refos- 
al  of  the  court  to  strike  out  the  evidence 
of  A.  F.  Montandon,  attorney  for  defend- 
ant,  who  was  sworn  as  a  witness  in-behall 
of  his  client.  The  evid«»nce  objected  to  ia 
as  follows:  "Mr.  Holt  came  to  my  office, 
and  offered  to  return  the  mules  to  Smith, 
if  he  wanted  to  dismiss  the  suit.**  Tbia 
evidence  was  given  by  the  witness  without 
any  warning  of  its  character,  and  the  at- 
torney for  plainti^s  had  no  opportunity  to 
object  to  it  before  it  was  g^ven.  He  im- 
mediately moved  that  it  be  stricken  out 
as  ^  testimony  showing  an  offer  of  settle- 
ment,** which  motion  was  overruled,  and 
exception  noted.  The  overruling  of  the 
motion  to  strike  this  evidence  ont  is  as- 
signed as  error.  In  the  case  of  Connolly 
V.  Straw,  58  Wis.  648, 11  N.  W.  Rep.  17,  re- 
ferring to  the  practice  of  attorneys  appear- 
ing as  witnesses  in  behalf  of  their  clients, 
the  court  says:  **As  a  general  rule,  do 
doubt,  attorneys  should  not  be  witneases 
for  their  clients.  The  sentiment  of  the 
profesRion  is  against  it,  and  for  very  aa tin- 
factory  reasons;  yet  cases  may  arise,  and 
in  practice  often  do  arise,  in  which  there 
would  be  a  failure  of  Justice  should  the  at- 
torney withhold  his  testimony.  In  such 
a  case  it  would  be  a  vicious  professional 
sentiment  wliich  would  deprive  the  client 
of  the  benefit  of  his  attorney*s  testimony. 
The  attorney  will  decide  for  himself  wheth- 
er he  ought  to  become  a  witness.  If  he  re- 
solves the  question  in  the  afiirmative,  a 
nice  sense  of  professional  propriety  will  no 
doubt  prompt  him,  as  did  the  attorney 
in  the  present  case,— that  is,  to  surrender 
the  management  of  the  case  to  others. 
Of  course,  an  attorney  should  not  accept 
a  retainer  if  he  knows  in  advance  that  he 
will  be  a  material  witness  for  the  party 
seeking  to  employ  him.  But  a  breach  of 
professional  ethics  in  this  respect  does  nor 
necessarily  involve  moral  turpitude,  or 
affect  the  credibility  of  the  attorney  who 
becomes  a  witness  for  his  client.  In  such 
a  case  the  Jury  may  consider  the  relation 
of  the  witness  to  the  parties  in  determin- 
ing the  weight  which  should  be  given  to 
the  testimony."  In  Alger  v.  Merrltt,  16 
Iowa,  121,  the  court  says:  ''No  attorney 
having  a  Just  conception  of  his  true  and 
proper  position,  will  willingly  unite  the 
character  of  a  counsel  and  a  witness  m 
the  same  cn&e,  for  experience  has  shown 
that  those  who  on  repeated  occasions  al- 
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tow  themselves  to  be  thas  used  are  certaiD 
to  feel   must   keenly  the  cuDBeqnences  of 
their  indtscretion.    Some  coartB  have  ex- 
daded  such    testimony  entirely,  becauBe 
pnbUe  policy  and  the  Integrity  and   wel- 
tare  ot  the  profession  dictate  that  no  one 
thonld  be  at  the  same  time  both  advocate 
and  i^tness  for  bis  client.    Such  testimo- 
ny Is  nut  excluded  in  this  state;  hut  if  a 
party   Is    really    taken    by   surprise,    we 
woQld  not  deny  him  a  new  trial  because  of 
bisfsllnre  to  throw  his  attorney  into  the 
witness  box,  to,  if  possible,  save  himself 
from   the  consequences  of  such  surprise. " 
The  above  extracts  indicate  the  jealous 
care  with  which  courts  guard  the  interests 
ul  litigants  and  the  ethics  of  the  profes- 
Blon.    They  indicate  clearly  that  courts 
will  more  readily  grant  new  trials  or  oth- 
er reUef  when  the  cause  of  complaint  has 
its  foundation  in  the  indiscretions  of  the 
attorneys  practicing  under  license  of  the 
eoart,  and   whose  honesty  and  sense  of 
bonor  the  court  guaranties  in  granting 
Ifcenses  to  practice.    The  practice  of  an 
attorney  giving  evidence  on  behalf  of  his 
client  should  be  indulged  in,  only  in  cases 
off  orgent  necessity,  and  when  be  dons  so 
be  sboald  give  his  evidence  with  absolute 
falruess.    If  he  has  no  associate  counsel, 
and   makes  his  statement  without  ques- 
tions, tbe  opposing  attorney  is  unable  to 
protect  his  client  from  tbe  effect  of  improp- 
er statements  made  within  the  hearing  of 
the  Jury.    Striking  out  such  evidence  can- 
not efface  it  from  tbe  memory  of  the  Ju- 
rors.   The  evidence  given  in  this  case  seems 
Inadmlssihle  under  the  established  rules 
off  practice,  and  ought  to  have  been  strick- 
en  oat«    1    Gn^nl.  £v.   §  192;  Barker  v. 
Bosbnell,  75  111.  22U;  Hideout  v.  Newton, 
17  N.  H.  n ;  Williams  v.  Thorp,  8  Cow.  201 ; 
Marvin  t.  Richmond,  3  Denio,  58;   Home 
In«.  Co.  V.  Warehouse  Co.,  d3  U.  S.  546. 

Tbe  respondent  objects  to  the  consider- 
ation of  tbe  errors  of  law  claimed  to  have 
been  committed  on  this  trial,  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  exceptions  thereto  were  not 
settled  at  tbe  time  that  they  were  taken. 
Section  4426  of  onr  Code  of  Civil  Proce- 
dure enacts  that,  except  as  to  such  deci- 
sions as  are  deemed  eicepted  to  under  sec- 
tion 4427  of  theCode.'*tbe  exceptions  must 
be  taken  and  settled  at  the  time  the  deci- 
sion is  made,  and  no  order  of  court  shall 
be  made  for  the  settlement  of  such  excep- 
tions at  any  other  time,  except  by  the 
agreement  of  parties. "  The  record  shows 
asrIpnJatlon  of  the  parties  made  on  the 
trial,  and  entered  in  the  record,  whereby 


it  was  agreed  that  such  exceptions  might 
be  settled  at  another  time;  and  it  is  suffi- 
cient to  authorize  the  Judge  to  settle  the 
same  at  any  time  within  the  terms  of  the 
stipulation. 

The  appellants  object  to  the  rule  of  dam- 
ages given  by  tbe  court  In  Its  instructions 
to  the  jury.  It  was  as  follows:  **You 
are  instructed  that  in  case  you  find  all  or 
any  part  of  the  property  was  wrongfully 
taken  from  tbe  defendant  the  measure  of 
damages  is  the  value  of  the  nroperty  so 
wrougfully  taken  at  the  time  of  the  tak- 
ing, with  the  reasonable  value  of  the  use 
of  the  mules  or  mule  from  the  taking  to 
this  date;  but  in  estimating  the  value  of 
the  use  of  the  animals  you  should  take 
into  consideration  the  taxes  the  defend- 
ant would  have  had  to  pay  had  he  re- 
tained possession  of  them,  and  also  the 
usual  and  ordinary  risk  incident  to  the 
possession  of  such  property."  We  think 
this  instruction  states  the  correct  meas- 
ure of  damages  in  this  case. 

For  the  reasons  above  given  the  judg- 
ment is  reversed,  and  the  cause  remanded 
for  a  new  trial.

CanaNAL  Law—Appeal— Practice. 

On  appeal  from  a  jiidgmont  In  a  crimi- 
nal case,  where  no  part  of  tbo  evidence  ia 
brought  to  the  supreme  court,  by  bill  of  excep- 
tions or  otherwise,  and  the  indictment  is  sum- 
cient  to  support  the  judgment,  this  court  will 
assume  that  the  evidence  was  sufficient  to 
warrant  the  verdict,  and  will  further  assume 
that  the  trial  court  s  charge  to  the  jury  was 
pertinent  to  the  facts  found  on  the  trial.  The 
record  herein  examined,  and  judgment  af- 
firmed. 

{Syllahus  hy  the  Court.) 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Bingham 
county. 

Alexander  Woods  was  convicted  of  mur- 
der in  the  first  degree,  and  appeals.  Af- 
firmed. 

Richard  Z.  Johaaoo,  Atty.  Gen.,  for  the 
People. 

Broderick,  J.  The  defendant  was  io- 
dieted,  charged  with  the  willful  and  delib- 
erate murder  of  Snrab  Woods.  At  the 
May,  18S7,  term  of  the  district  court  for 
Blugham  county  a  trial  was  bad,  and  the 
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defeDdant  found  j^ullty  of  inarder  In  the 
first  decree,  and  Jndirment  rendered  upon 
the  verdict.  From  this  Judgment  the  de- 
fendant appealed. 

In  this  court  no  appearance  wae  made 
on  behalf  of  the  appellant,  and  on  motion 
of  the  attorney  general  the  case  was  sub- 
mitted on  the  record.  The  transcript  con- 
tains the  indictment,  intermediate  orders, 
minutes  of  the  trial,  etc.,  but  the  evidence 
is  not  before  us,  and  no  exceptions  appear 
to  have  been  taken  In  the  trial  court.  Un- 
der the  rule,  we  mlarht  have  affirmed  the 
ludgment  without  inquiry,  but  as  the  life 
of  a  human  being  was  involved,  we  deemed 
It  our  duty  to  carefully  examine  the  record 
brought  here,  and  have  done  so. 

On  the  trial  the  defendant  had  ablecoun- 
sel,  and  no  question  was  there  raised  as 
to  the  sufficiency  of  the  Indictment.  But 
we  have  here  examined  it,  and  find  It  en- 
tirely sufficient  to  support  the  judgment. 
The  evidence  not  being  before  us,  we  must 
assume  that  It  was  sufficient  to  warrant 
the  verdict  rendered;  and  we  must  also 
assume  that  the  court'scharge  to  the  Jury 
was  given  with  reference  to  the  facts 
found. 

We  have  found  no  error  in  the  tran- 
script, and  the  Judgment  is  therefore  af- 
firmed. A  certificate  of  the  Judgment  here 
will  be  remitted  to  the  court  below,  and 
said  court  is  directed  to  make  such  order 
as  may  be  necessary  to  earrj^  its  Judgment 
into  effect.    Judgment  affirmed.

Brodbriok,  J.  This  appeal  is  here  In 
the  same  condition  as  the  appeal  in  People  v. 
Woods,  ante,  334,  16  Pac.  Rep.  551,  just  de- 
cided by  this  court.  The  facts  are  also  similar, 
and  a  like  yerdict  and  judgment  were  obtained 
in  the  trial  court. 

We  have  in  this  case  examined  the  record, 
and  discover  no  substantial  error.  'The  judg- 
ment of  the  district  court  is  affirmed,  and  it  is 
ordered  that  the  judgment  here  be  certified  and 
remitted  to  the  trial  court,  and  said  court  is 
directed  to  make  such  order  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  its  judgment  Into  effect.

In  determining  what 
amount  is  reasouable,  the  court  should  allow  no 
more  than  is  actually  received  or  contracted  for 
by  the  attorney  for  his  serrices.

pay-  the  Interest  makes  the  whole  amount 
of  tbe  note  due  absolutely,  at  the  option 
of   the  holder,  if  he  so  elect,  without  any 
notice  from  tbe  holder  to  the  payors.    In 
socb  case  the  holder  has  oo  duty  to  per- 
form to  the  payor,  and  the  latter  has  no 
excuse   to   delay  payment.

Buck,  J.  This  was  an  action  to  fore- 
close a  mortgage  tried  at  the  April  term, 
1887, in  Ada  county,  and  brought  into  this 
court  on  an  appeal  from  tbe  judgment. 

Tbe  appellants  assign  13  errors,  but 
group  them  in  their  brief,  and  rely  upon 
five,  to-wit:  (1)  Error  in  overruling  a 
general  deojurrer  to  the  complaint.  (2) 
Error  in  overruling  a  special  demurrer  to 
complaint.  (8)  Error  in  finding  the  note 
and  mortgage  sued  on  were  valid.  (4) 
Error  in  not  finding  upon  all  the  material 
issues  raised  by  tbe  findings.  (A)  Error 
in  the  findings  of  fact,  In  that  they  are 
not  supported  by  tbe  evidence,  and  are 
too  general. 

The  first  error  assigned,  to-wit,  error  in 
overruling  defendants'  general  demurrer 
to  the  complaint,  is  baaed  upon  two 
propositions:  (1)  That  the  complaint 
contains  no  allegation  of  the  failure  of  the 
defendant  to  pay  the  interest  due  on 
the  mortgage,  or  any  installment  thereof, 
or  that  tbe  mortgag^ee  had  elected  to  con- 
sider the  whole  sum  due.  (2)  That  the 
complaint  contained  no  allegation  that 
tbe  mortgagee  bad  given  notice  to  the 
mortgagor  that  he  elected  to  cousider  th  3 
whole  amount  secured  by  the  mortgage 
due.  That  portion  of  the  complaint  al- 
leging a  breach  in  the  conditions  of  the 
mortgage  is  as  follows:  ''That  eight 
thousand  dollars,  the  principal  sum  men- 
tioned in  said  promissory  note  and  mort- 
gage, together  with  interest  thereon  at 
the  rate  of  one  and  one-fourth  per  cent, 
per  month  from  said  eleventh  day  of 
March,  1885,  still  remains  unpaid,  in 
whole  and  in  part,  from  said  defendants 
to  this  plaintltf,  and  the  same  is  now 
due  and  payable.**  The  condition  in  the 
mortgage  is  in  the  following  words: 
''But  in  case  default  be  made  in  the  pay- 
ment of  the  said  principal  or  interest,  or 
any  installment  of  interest,  as  provided, 
then  the  whole  sum  of  principal  and  in- 
terest shall  be  due,  at  the  option  of  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  suit 
may  be  immediately  brought,  and  a  de- 
cree be  had  to  sell  said  premises,**  etc. 
While  the  statement  of  tbe  breach  in  the 
complaint  is  not  so  exact  and  clear  as  tbe 
highest  art  in  pleading  might  proscribe, 
yet  its  fault,  if  any,  seems  to  be  that  it  is 
not  sufficiently  definite.  This  defect  does 
not,  however,  go  to  the  substance  of  the 
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pleading,  and  is  not  safflcient  to  sastain 
a  general  demurrer. 

The  second  proposition  of  the  appellants 
that  the  mortgagee  cannot  commence  his 
action  to  foreclose  until  he  has  given  the 
mortgagor  notice  that  he  has  exercised 
the  option  specified  in  the  conditions  of 
the  mortgage,  aud  that  be  had  elected  to 
consider  the  entire  sum  secured  by  the 
mortgage  due,  and  that  the  complaint 
must  allege  such  notice,  is  elaborately 
considered  in  the  briefs.  It  seems  clear 
that  in  Wisconsin  it  is  a  rule  of  practice 
established  by  repeated  adjudications 
that  the  complaint  must  allege  that  the 
mortgagee  has  elected  to  consider  the 
whole  amount  due,  and  that  he  has  noti- 
fied the  mortgagor  of  such  election.  Basse 
v.  Gallegger,  7  Wis.  442;  Marine  Bauk  v. 
International  Bank,  9  Wis.  57;  Uosseel  v. 
Jarvis,  15  Wis.  571.  We  are  unable  to  find 
that  this  rule  of  practice  extends  beyond 
the  state  of  Wisconsin.  **In  Whitcher  v. 
Webb,  44  Gal.  130.  it  is  held  that  the  mort- 
gagor was  not  entitled  to  notice,  In  ad- 
vance of  commencing  the  action ;  that  if 
he  failed  to  pay  the  interest,  that  the 
mortgagee  would  insist  upon  his  right  to 
the  whole  debt.  He  was  bound  to  know 
that  that  consequence  would  follow."  In 
Dean  v.  Applegarth,  65  Cal.  391,  4  Pac. 
Rep.  375,  the  same  doctrine  is  enunciated. 
In  Hunt  V.  Keech,  3  Abb.  Pr.  204,  the 
court  holds  that  thecomroencement  of  the 
suit  to  foreclose  is  a  sufficient  notice  of 
the  determination  that  the  mortgagee  in- 
tends to  treat  the  whole  sum  as  due. 
Noyes  v.  Clark,  32  Amer.  Dec.,  note,  (523; 
Cardiff  V.  Brokow,  7  111.  App.  647,— are  to 
the  same  effect.  In  Trust  Co.  v.  Munson, 
60  111.  371,  the  court  saj^s,  where  like  pro- 
visions were  in  a  deed  of  trust:  *'The 
deed  of  trust  did  not  require  any  notice  to 
be  given  to  the  debtor  himself  of  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  option  to  make  the  whole  in- 
debtedness due.  The  maker  of  the  deed 
knew  that  such  a  contingency  was  liable 
to  occur  at  any  time  during  a  default  of 
payment.  If  he  wished  personal  notice  of 
it  to  himself  to  be  a  condition  precedent 
to  the  exercise  of  the  power  of  sale,  he 
should  have  so  provided  in  his  deed.  To 
add  to  the  power  such  a  condition  by  im- 
plication might  wrongfully  disappoint  the 
expectations  of  the  creditor.  To  i*equire 
a  personal  notice  to  the  debtor,  who,  at 
the  time,  might  be  in  distant  or  unknown 
parts,  might  create  a  very  incouvenient 
delay  in  the  collection  of  a  claim  evident- 
ly intended  by  the  party  to  be  speedy,  and 


the  creditor  might  well  have  refased  a  se- 
curity trammeled  by  such  a  condition." 
These  observations  commend  tbeniselves 
to  the  court  as  being  reasonable  and 
equitable.  In  the  case  at  bar  the  provi- 
sion is  that  the  principal  and  interest  shall 
be  due  at  the  option  of  the  mortgai?ee, 
and  suit  may  be  immediately  hrooght. 
We  think,  upon  principle  and  upon  au- 
thority, notice  to  the  mortgagor  of  the 
election  of  the  mortgagee  to  consider  the 
whole  sum  due  is  not  a  condition  preced- 
ent to  the  commencing  of  the  action  to 
foreclose,  and  that  It  is  not  necessary  to 
allege  such  notice  in  the  complaint. 

The  second  alleged  error  in  appellants' 
brief  is  the  ruling  of  the  court  in  overrul- 
ing the  special  demurrer  of  the  defendants, 
that  the  complaint  does  not  state  suffi- 
cient facts  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  attor- 
ney's fees.  The  allegation  in  the  torn- 
plaint  referring  to  attorney's  fees  is  as  fol- 
lows: ''That  ten  per  cent,  upon  the 
amount  found  due  upon  said  note  and 
mortgage,  as  provided  for  In  said  mort- 
gage, is  no  more  than  a  reasonable  coun- 
sel fee  in  this  action  for  the  foreclosure  of 
said  mortgage."  The  provision  of  the 
mortgage  is  that,  out  of  the  money  aris- 
ing from  the  sale  and  foreclosure,  counsel 
fees,  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent,  upon  the 
amount  which  may  be  found  due  for  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  may  be  retained  tiy  the 
mortgagee.  The  language  of  the  special 
demurrer  Is  ''that  facts  sufficient  to  entitle 
plaintiff  to  an  attorney  fee  are  not  stated.* 
The  finding  of  fact  uppn  this  item  was 
"  that  ten  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  due 
upon  said  note  and  mortgage,  as  stipu- 
lated and  provided  for  in  said  mortgage, 
is  a  reasonable  counsel  fee  for  the  fore- 
closure of  said  mortgage.**  The  appellants 
claim  in  their  brief  that  no  evidence  was  In- 
troduced upon  the  value  of  counsel  fees, 
and  that  under  the  pleadings  and  evidence 
the  plaintiff  Is  not  entitled  to  attorney's 
fees.  The  complaint  distinctly  alleges 
that  said  attorney's  fee  is  no  more  than 
is  reasonable.  The  answer  responds  to 
this  allegation  with  a  denial  "that,  at 
the  timH  of  the  commencement  of  this  ac- 
tion, the  plaintiff  had  either  paid  or  be- 
come liable  fer  any  attorney's  fees  what*  { 
ever  in  this  action.**  There  is  no  denial  of  i 
the  value  of  the  attorney  fee  alleged  In  the 
complaint,  and  Its  value  is  therefore  ad- 
mitted as  alleged.  This  admission  is 
sufficient  to  sustain  the  finding  of  the 
court. 

We  recognise  the  correctness  of  the  inter- 
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pretatloD  of  the  stipulation  for  attor- 
0^*8  teeH  Diraal  in  mortgaKets  as  giynn  by 
Judge  Okadt  Id  Barna  ▼.  Scogsin,  16  Fed. 
Bep.737,qao ted  by  appellants:  ''That  tbe 
true  intent  and  purpose  of  the  provision 
lor  SQCh  fee  ia  the  holdinar  the  plaintiff 
karmlesa  from  cost  and  expense  of  a  suit 
to  foreelofte.*  In  Sewing-Mach.  Co.  v. 
Moreno,  6  Sawy.  85,  7  Fed.  Rep.  HOfS,  the 
court  saya :  **  When  the  fee  is  so  largre  as 
to  suKgest  that  it  is  a  mere  device  to  se- 
core  illegal  interest,  or  some  unconscion- 
ible  advantttKe,  the  court  should  be  slow 
to  enforre  the  payment  of  it,  and  ought 
probably,  on  Mlif^ht  additional  evidence  to 
that  effect,  to  refuse  to  allow  it,  or  reduce 
it  Co  a  reasonablesum.  It  would  be  better 
tt  these  stipulations  were  not  made  for  a 
fixed  Bom  or  percentage.  In  this  way  re- 
sard  might  be  had  to  the  nature  and 
valoe  of  the  services  actually  rendered  by 
Uie  attorney."  In  Griswold  v.  Taylor, 
S  Mian.  342,  (Oil.  301,)  the  coart  quotes 
Irom  Tallroan  v.  Truesdall,3  Wis.443,  with 
approval,  to  wit:  **In  regard  to  the  stip- 
Qlation  for  solicitor's  fees  in  case  of  fore- 
ckMure«  whenever  it  is  resorted  to  as  a 
cover  for  a  ^rreater  rate  of  interest  than 
k  allowed  by  law,  it  then  violates  the 
coDtract;  but  when  stipulated  in  good 
faith,  as  an  indemnity  for  the  necessary 
expenses  of  foreclosure,  and  is  reasonable 
tiaiDouttt,  we  see  no  objection  to  its  incor- 
poration in  the  contract,  or  its  enforce- 
ffleot."* 

These  decisions  sufficiently  indicate  the 
correct  principle  upon  which  stipulations 
ftir  attorney's  fees  should  be  sustained 
asd  enforced.  Cquity  dictates  that  at- 
toroey's  feee  in  actions  to  foreclose  a 
Bortgage  should  be  reasonable,  and  that 
tbe  amount  allowed  the  plaintiff  therefor 
ahoQld  be  limited  to  the  amount  actually 
paid  for  the  services  rendered.  The  prac 
lice  of  charg^oK*  as  attorney's  fees,  10  or 
15  percent,  aicainst  the  mortgagor,  when 
i  mach  smaller  amount  is  actually  paid 
to  tbe  attorney  by  the  plaintiff,  thus 
wrongfully  Inereaslng  the  burden  of  the 
debtor  who  seeks  to  redeem,  is  discredit- 
able to  tbe  profession,  and  contrary  to 
^very  principle  of  equity.  The  courts 
ihoald  not  sustain  such  a  fraudulent  and 
lolqnltous  practice.  In  such  suits  uo  fee 
alioold  be  allowed  as  reasonable  which  is 
to  be  divided  with  the  plalntitr  to  in- 
cmae  the  araouut  over  that  stipulated 
for  in  the  mortgage. 

lo  the  case  at  bar  the  defendants,  having 
appeared,  admit  that  the  amount  stipu- 


lated for  is  reasonable,  and  on  this  appeal 
seek  to  avoid  the  same,  not  because  it  is 
unreasonable,  but  because  stipulations 
therefor  are  contrary  to  public  policy,  and 
void.  In  considering  this  question,  a  clear 
distinction  must  be  made  between  such  a 
stipulation  in  a  promissory  note  and  a  like 
agreement  in  a  mortgage.  While  it  is  ap- 
parent that  an  adjudication  sustaining 
such  an  agreement  in  a  note  would  be  au- 
thority for  sustaining  a  like  stipulation  in 
a  mortgage,  it  does  not  follow  that  adju- 
dications sustaining  an  agreement  for 
attorney's  fees  in  a  mortgage  would  sus- 
tain a  like  agreement  in  a  promissory  note. 
We  now  consider  agreements  of  that  char- 
acter in  mortgages,  the  question  involved 
in  the  suit  at  bar.  The  decisions  which 
sustain  such  agreements,  as  far  as  we 
have  been  able  to  find  and  rlasslfy  them. 
are:  State  v.  Taylor,  10  Ohio,  378;  Shel- 
ton  V.  QUI,  11  Ohio,  417;  Spalding  v.  Bank, 
12  Ohio,  544;  Martin  v.  Bank,  13  Ohio,  250; 
Thomasson  v.  TowuHend,  10  Bush,  114; 
Van  Marter  v.  McMillan,  S9  Mich.  806: 
Myer  V.  Hart,  40  Mich.  517;  Vosburgh  v. 
Lay,  45  Mich.  4.55,  8  N.  W.  Rep.  91.  Thene 
decisions  establish  the  doctrine  that  in 
Kentucky,  Ohio,  and  Michigan  such  stlp- 
ulations  are  void  as  against  public  policy. 
Opposed  to  these  adjudications,  and  hold- 
ing such  stipulations  valid  either  in  a  note 
or  mortgage,  are:  Cox  v.  Smith,  1  Nev.

The  weight  of  authority  is  clearly  in  favor 
of  sustaining  a  stipulation  in  mortgages 
for  an  attorney  fee. 

'  The  appellants  make  the  point  also  in 
their  brief  that  a  stipulation  in  a  mortgage 
allowing  counsel  fees  for  a  foreclosure  does 
not  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  attorney's  fees, 
unless  he  has  paid  them,  or  become  liable 
for  them,  and  that  the  complaint  contains 
no  such  allegation.  We  have  already  Inti- 
mated that  attorney's  fees  allowed  in 
a  foreclosure  should  be  reasonable,  and

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that  no  Boch  fee  la  reasonable  onlesfi  the 
attorney  receive  it,  and  have  the  fall  bene- 
At  of  It;  and  we  think  tt  to  be  the  doty  of 
A  court  granting  a  decree  of  foreclosure, 
whenever  the  fee  is  contested,  and  in  all 
cases  of  dofanlt,  to  limit  the  amount  of 
.  such  fee  to  that  actually  paid,  or  to  be 
paid,  and  in  all  cases  to  allow  no  more 
than  is  reasonable.  It  is  therefore  neces- 
sary to  allege  in  the  complaint  that  such 
fee  is  to  be  paid  to  the  attorney,  and  that 
it  is  a  reasonable  one.  If  the  fee  is  to  be 
reasonable,  its  amount  will  depend  upon 
the  nature  of  the  ease,  and  the  labor  re- 
quired in  its  prosecution.  If  we  adopt  a 
rule  of  practice  that  the  amount  of  the  fee 
must  be  allegcid,  we  necessarily  hold  that 
the  amount  of  such  fee  must  be  determiued 
arbitrarily,  before  the  action  is  com- 
menced. It  is  often  difScult,  and  some- 
times impossible,  to  determine  the  value 
of  a  service  before  it  is  performed.  This  is 
especially  the  case  in  actions  which  may 
continue  for  years,  and  be  finally  deter- 
mined only  in  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States. 

It  may  be  observed  that  the  theory  up- 
on which  stipulations  in  mortgages  are 
sustained  is  that  they  pro  vide  for  expenses 
incurred  by  the  plaintiff  in  foreclosure  for 
the  services  of  an  attorney.  If  there  is  no 
attorney,  such  expense  is  not  incurred. 
If  there  Is  an  attorney,  the  plaintiff's  ex- 
pense is  limited  to  the  amount  paid  there- 
for, provided  it  is  reasonable.  If  this  is 
correct,  it  follows  that  the  fact  of  pay- 
ment or  assumed  liability  is  simply  one 
element  in  the  proof  which  is  offered  to  es- 
tablish the  reasonableness  of  the  allow- 
ance for  the  fee  sought  to  be  recovered.  It 
is  evidence  offered  to  establish  a  substan- 
tive fact,  and  as  such  need  not  be  set  out 
in  the  pleadings.  In  this  case  it  is  admit- 
ted that  the  fee  charged  is  reasonable,  and 
we  think  this  admission  sustains  the  find- 
ing of  the  court;  as  under  our  Code,  §  4217, 
it  is  expressly  provided  ''that  every  mate- 
rial allegation  of  the  complaint,  not  con- 
troverted by  the  answer,  must,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  action,  be  taken  as  true. " 

The  appellants  claim  also  that  the  at- 
torney fee  is  but  usury  in  disguise,  and 
ought  not  to  be  allowed.  In  Lloyd  v. 
Scott,  4  Pet.  225,  Justice  MgF.ean  says* 
^  Where  a  party  agrees  to  pay  a  specified 
sum,  exceeding  lawful  interest,  provided 
he  do  not  pay  the  principal  by  a  day  cer- 
tain, it  is  not  usury.**  This  doctrine  Is 
adopted  in  Cutler  v.  How,  8  Mass.  257; 
Tuttle  T.  Clark,  4  Conn.  153;  Pollard  ▼. 


Baylors,  6  Munf.  438;  Jones  v.  Hobbard« 
6  Cal.  211;  Gower  v.  Carter,  8  Iowa,  244; 
Shuck  V.  Wight,  1  6.  Greene,  128;  Fisher  v. 
Anderson,  25  Iowa,  28:  Rogers  v.  Sample, 
83  Miss.  360;  Gambril  v.  Doe,8  Blackf.  140; 
BiUingsley  v.  Dean,  11  Ind.  881;  Lawrence 
V.  Cowled,  13  III.  577;  Sumner  v.  People,  29 
N.  Y.  337;  Bank  ▼.  Curtis,  19  Johna.  326; 
Tyler,  Usury,  210. 

Tht*  appellants  urge  that  the  court  erred 
in  not  finding  upon  all  the  material  iaaaes 
made  by  the  pleading«.  In  the  answer  of 
the  defendants  they  set  up,  by  way  of  conn- 
ter-claim,  in  separate  allegations,  two 
items  of  HCcount,^one  for  money  laid  out 
and  expended  forplalntlfTs  use  and  benefit 
in  the  sum  of  944;  and  the  other  for  pro- 
fessional services  rendered  for  plaintiff  be- 
tween the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  1882, 
and  the  first  day  of  August,  1885,  in  the 
sum  of  f  7.360.  There  are  two  flndinga  of 
fact  responsive  to  these  allegations,  to- 
wit:  One,  that  the  defendants  had  not 
expended  the  sum  of  f44,  or  any  otber 
sum ,  and,  56000(7,  that  the  defendants  bad 
performed  professional  services  between 
the  dates  named  for  plaintiff,  but  that 
they  had  been  wholly  paid  for  the  same. 

The  appellants  claim  that  there  is  no 
finding  as  to  the  value  of  services  rendered 
for  plaintiff  in  procuring  the  right  of  way 
for  the  Boise  branch  of  the  Oregon  Short- 
Lfine  Railroad,  or  that  said  services  were 
performed  at  plaintiff's  request,  or  paid 
for  by  plaintiff.  These  items  come  into 
the  case  upon  the  testimony  of  witneasee, 
and  not  by  allegation  in  the  pleadings. 
They  are  a  part  of  the  evidence,  under  the 
general  allegation  of  service,  and  the  find- 
ing upon  the  general  allegation  Is  conclu- 
sive as  to  each  item  of  evidence  offered  to 
sustain  it. 

It  is  claimed  also  by  appellants  that  the 
ninth  finding  of  fact  Is  too  general.  It  is 
as  follows:  "That  all  the  allegations  in 
the  plaintiff's  complaint  are  true. "  While 
a  general  finding  of  this  kind  Is  very  nn- 
satisfactory,  and  Justly  criticised  as  tieing 
too  indefinite,  yet  it  Is  sustained  by  re- 
peated adjudications  in  California;  and, 
under  the  evidence  submitted  in  the  tran* 
script,  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  should 
not  be  disturbed. 

The  last  point  in  appellants' brief  Is  that 
the  findings  are  not  supported  by  the  evl* 
dence.  A  careful  examination  of  the  evi- 
dence establishes  certain  facts,  to- wit: 
It  appears  from  defendants'  evidence  that 
the  services  for  which  they  claim  a  set-off 
were  performed  prior  to  July  1, 1884;  that 
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on  jQlyll«1884,tbey  receipted  totbe  plain- 
ttflfor  9125,  In  f  jlt  of  all  acconnts  to  date; 
tbat  tae  receipt  was  in  the  bapdwritlng 
o(  the  deten<laiit,  Jeremiah  Bramback. 
la  th«  evidence  of  said  delendaot,  on  pa^e 
Kil,  Tranacript,  he  saya:  '^Ido  not  reool- 
ktt;but.  It  I  save  a  receipt  in  foil,  tbat 
woQld  be  a  aettlement  of  what  the  receipt 
coTera.*  And  on  paiceSO  he  aaya:  ''If  I 
Kave  a  receipt  In  fall,  I  presume  It  woold 
corrr  Joat  wbat  the  receipt  eovem,— 
whateTer  the  langraage  covers. "  While  a 
receipt  may  be  diapoted,  and  a  mistake. 
If  one  exiata,  be  corrected  in  the  case  at 
bar,  this  evidence  seems  to  be  corroborat- 
ed by  tbe  defendant's  testimony,  and  snp- 
porta  tbe  fIndlnRS  In  tbe  case. 

We  find  no  error,  and  the  Jadflrment  of 
the  court  below  is  affirmed.

The  defendant  cannot  set  up  and  main- 
tain as  a  valid  counter-claim  a  right  of  ac- 
tion subsisting  in  favor  of  another  per- 
son. The  test  is  whether  the  defendant 
rould  have  maintained  an  independent  ac- 
tion upon  the  demand.  Belleau  v.  Thorn p« 
son,  83  Cal.  495;  Chase  v.  Evoy,  58  Cal.  348. 

Where  a  demand  sought  to  be  counter- 
claimed  exists  In  favor  of  the  defendant 
and  a  stranger  to  the  action,  it  cannot  he 
set  up.  lioolc  V.  White,  36  Cal  299;  Camp- 
bell V.  Genet,  2  Hilt,  290;  Bird  v.  McCoy,  22: 
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Iowa,  549;  Well  ▼.  Jones,  70  Mo.  560;  Har- 
ris y.

The  coanter-claim  must  be  between  the 
same  parties,  In  the  same  rlf^ht,  or  In  the 
same  capacities,  as  they  appear  in  the 
original  proceeding.  Naglee  v.  Palmer,  7 
Cal.  54«S;  Johnson  v.  Gunter,  6  Bash,  684; 
Oannon  v.  Dougherty,  41  Cal.  661:  Ives  v.

Hays, G.J.  This  was  an  action  brought 
by  plalutifT  against  defendant  upon  a 
promissory  note  given  by  defendant  to 
plaintiff.  The  defendant  did  not  deny  the 
cause  of  action  Met  out  in  the  complaint, 
but  set  up  three  counter-claims.  The 
plaintiff  demurred  to  each  of  the  counter- 
claims. The  demurrer  was  sustained  as  to 
the  first  and  third, but  overruled  as  to  the 
second.  The  defendant  duly  excepted  to 
the  ruling  of  the  court,  and  now  assigns 
the  same  us  error. 

The  first  counter-claim  is  as  follows: 
^That  from  July  1,  1884,  to  June  15, 1885. 
this  defendant  and  one  H.  E.  Prlckett 
were  partners  in  the  practice  of  law,  do- 
ing business  under  the  firm  name  of  Priclc- 
ett  &  Lamb;  that  during  said  time  said 
H.  £.  Prickett  and  this  defendant  were 
each  attorneys  and  counselora  at  law, 
practicing  as  such  in  the  various  courts  of 
Idaho  territory;  that  on  the  15th  day  of 
June,  18^,  said  H.  E.  Prickett  deceased, 
leaving  this  defendant  the  surviving  part- 
ner; that  between  the  1st  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 18H4,  and  the  1st  day  of  June,  188.5, 
this  defendant,  as  such  partner,  counseled 
and  advised  plaintiff,  at  his  request,  in  and 
about  certain  mattere  and  ditficulties  be- 
tween said  plaintiff  and  one  Nora  Gess, 
since  become  the  wife  of  plaintiff,  and  in 
attending  in  and  about  the  said  business 
of  the  plaintiff;  that  said  services  were 
reasonably  worth  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
•dollars,  no  part  of  which  has  beeu  paid.*' 
The  statutes  provide  that  a  counter-crlaim 
must  be  one  existing  in  favor  of  a  defend- 
ant, and  against  a  plaintiff,  between 
whom  a  several  judgment  might  be  had 
in  the  action,  and  arising  out  of  one  of  the 
following  causes  of  action :  (1)  A  cause 
of  action  arising  out  of  the  transaction 
set  forth  in  the  complaint  as  the  founda- 
tion of  ti.e  plaintiff's  claim,  or  connected 
with  the  subject  of  the  action;  (2)  in  an 
action  arising  upon  contract,  any  other 


cause  of  action  arising  alsonpon  contract, 
and  existing  at  the  commencement  of  the 
action.  It  seems  to  be  well  settled  that 
the  defendant  cannot  set  up  and  maintain 
as  a  valid  counter-claim  a  right  cf  action 
subsisting  in  favor  of  another  person. 
The  test  is  whether  the  defendant  could 
have  maintained  an  independent  action 
upon  the  demand.  If  It  exists  in  favor  of 
defendant  and  a  stranger  to  tbe  suit,  ft 
cannot  be  set  up.  Hook  v.  White,  ^  Cal. 
299:  Weil  v.  Jones,  70  Mo.560;  7  Wait,  Ant. 
&  Del,  p.  540,  §  4,  and  cases  there  cited. 
Pomeroy,  in  his  work  on  Bemedies  and 
Remedial  Rights,  §  751,  says:  **  Where  a 
party  Is  sued,  a  demand  in  favor  of  liiiii- 
self  and  a  former  partner,  not  a  party  to 
the  suit,  is  inadmissible  as  a  cciunter- 
clnim.**  This  seems  to  be  abundantly  uns- 
tained by  the  authorities.  It  follows, 
therefore,  that  the  demurrer  to  the  first 
counter-claim  was  properly  sustained. 

The  third  counter-claim  is  as  follows: 
"That  from  the  1st  day  of  June.  1884.  np 
to  the  1st  day  of  July,  1886,  the  plaintiff 
and  this  defendant  were  partners  in  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  lumber  and 
shingles  in  Idaho  territory,  under  tbe  Ann 
name  of  Lamb  &  McGulre:  that  the  inter- 
est of  plaintiff  in  said  partnership  was  one- 
third,  and  the  interest  of  defendant  was 
two-thirds;  that  the  plaintiff  and  defend- 
ant, as  such  partners,  during  said  time, 
engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacturing 
and  of  selling  and  disposing  of  the  same 
in  Idaho  territory :  that  the  books  of  said 
partnership  were  kept  by  one  Gkforge  M. 
King  and  one  J.  C.  Shainwald;  that  tbis 
defendant  is  informed  and  believes  that 
the  liabilities  and  losses  of  said  partner- 
ship have  been  about  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  all  of  which  have  been  paid 
by  this  defendant;  that  this  defendant  is 
informed  and  believes  that  there  is  now  doe 
and  owing  to  this  defendant  from  said 
plaintiff  for  and  on  account  of  said  part- 
nership the  sum  of  eight  thousand  three 
hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars,  no  part 
of  which  has  been  paid.**  Did  the  conrt 
err  in  sustaining  the  demurrer  to  the  third 
counter-claim?  Clearly  not,  for,  from  an 
examination  of  the  transcript  before  us. 
we  find  the  action  was  commenced  on  the 
7th  day  of  September,  1886,  and  the  answer 
was  sworn  to  on  the  11th  day  of  April. 
1887;  and  tbe  defendant  nowhere  says 
that  he  had  paid  the  liabilities  and  losses 
of  the  partnership  before  or  at  the  com- 
mencement of  this  action.  Again,  tbe  de- 
fendant says  that  there  is  now  due  and 
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owIds  to  tbiB  defendant  from  said  plain- 
tiff for  and  on  account  of  said  partnership 
the  som   of   S8,333,  no  part  of  which  has 
been  paid.     He  does  not  gay  or  claim  that 
this  demand  exiated  at  the  commencement 
of  this  action.     Not  having  alleged  this, 
the    demurrer    was    properly   sustained. 
Rke  ▼.  O'Connor,  10  Abb.  Pr.  362;  Cham- 
hers  T.  Ljewte,  11  Abb.  Pr.  210.    The  third 
coQUter-claiin  of  the  answer  may  be  true, 
and   yet    the    defendant   have  no   claim 
agBlnstttae  plaintiff  at  the  commencement 
of  the  action,  for  be  says  it  is  now  doe. 
We  think  be  ehonld  have  stated  that  at 
tbe  commencement  of  the  suit  the  claim 
waff  due,   or   words   to  that  effect.    We 
think  there  la  a  marked  difference  between 
the  case  at  bar  and  the  cases  of  Gage  v. 
AniceU,  8   How.   Pr.  3B5,  and  Waddell  v. 
Darllns,  51  N.  Y.  327,  cited  and  relied  upon 
by  defendant.    In  tbe  former  case  the  coun- 
ter-claim alleges  the  partnership  had  been 
dtesolved   prior  to  the  commencement  of 
the  action ;  and  on  pa^e  837  of  said  case 
the  learned  jodRe  says:  ''Counter-claims, 
to  be  aTatlable  as  a  defense  to  an  action, 
mast  ariae  upon  contract,  and  must  exist 
at  the  commencement  of  the  action."    In 
Waddell  ▼.  Darling,  the  defendant  alleged 
tbe  disHolation  of  the  partnership  at  a 
tiniie  that  was  doubtless  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  action,  and  also  asked 
for  an  accounting,  and  the  application  of 
the  balance  found  due;  while  in  tlie  case 
at  bar  tbe  dibsolotfon  of  the  partnership 
is  not  alleged,  nor  is  any  accounting  asked 
for. 

Tbe  case  was  tried  upon  the  issues  formed 
ay  tbe  second  counter-claim,  before  tbe 
coort  without  a  jury.  Findings  of  fact 
and  conclusions  of  law  filed,  and  judgment 
eatered  thereon.  After  entry  of  Judgment, 
exceptions  were  taken  thereto,  and  during 
tbe  term  in  which  the  case  was  tried  the 
]adire  filed  further  and  amended  findings, 
Co  wrhich  defendant  excepted.  The  object 
of  an  exception  is  to  call  the  attention  of 
tbe  Judge  to  the  particular  point  com- 
plninvd  of,  so  that  he  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  correct  the  same,  and  thus  re- 
Uevc  tbe  party  objecting  from  the  opera- 
tione  of  the  supposed  error.  To  hold  that 
tbe  judge  bas  no  power  to  amend  his  find- 
iaga  after  exceptions  had  been  taken  there- 
to would  t>e  to  hold  that  the  judge  had  no 
power  to  correct  the  error  complained  of, 
and  would  deprive  the  party  complaining 
of  the  right  which  the  exception  was  in- 
tended to  give  him.  Of  the  right  to  amend 
ftndfnjca     before    judgment    we   have   no 


doubt.  Hayes  v.  Wetherbee,  00  Cal.  396, 
and  cases  there  cited ;  Haynes,  New  Trials 
&  App.  §  347.  That  they  could  not  do  so 
after  an  appeal  from  the  judgment  had 
been  taken  we  think  equally  clear;  but 
whether  tbe  Judge  can  amend  or  file  new 
findings  after  entry  of  Judgment,  and  be- 
fore appeal  is  taken,  is  a  query  which  we 
deem  it  unnecessary  to  discuss  or  decide 
at  this  time,  for  we  think  the  findings,  as 
entered  before  Judgment,  were  responsive 
to  all  the  material  issues  raised  by  the 
pleadings,  and  that  they  were  sufficient 
to  support  tbe  judgment. 

We  ha  vecarefully  examined  all  the  points 
discussed  by  appellant,  and,  finding  no  er- 
ror, the  judgment  is  affirmed.

The  procedure  in  death  by  wrongful  act 
cases,  and  the  particular  parties  to  them, 
are  subject  to  statutory  regulation,  and 
only  the  parties  named  in  the  statute  can 
sue.

The  essential  facts  in  every  case  must  be 
averred  directly,  and  cannot  be  left  to  in- 
ference.

The  deceased  was  not  a  passenger,  but 
an  employe,  at  the  time  of  his  death.    The 
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court  should  therefore  baire  admitted  in  evl- 
deoce  the  pass  on  which  tbe  deceased  was 
riding.  Vick  v.  Railroad  Co.,  95  N.  Y.  267; 
2Ror.  R.  R.  1107;  Abend  v.  Railway  Co., 
17  Amer.  &  Eng.

Quasi  public  corporations,  conducting 
great  enterprises,  like  the  operating  of  a 
railway,  cannot  absolve  themselves  from 
loss  for  the  negligent  conduct  of  that  busi- 
ness, by  simply  leasing  to  some  foreign  or 
insolvent  person  or  corporation,  except 
such  leasing  bedone  by  and  with  such  con- 
sent of  the  legislative  power  which  or- 
ganized them  and  granted  them  their 
franchises.

if  the  negligence  of  a  master  combines 
with  the  negligence  of  a  fellow  servant, 
and  the  two  contribute  to  the  Injury  of 
another  servant,  himself  free  from  negli- 
gence, the  master  Is  liable.

Buck,  J.  This  is  an  action  brought  by 
the  plaintiffs  to  recover  damages  for  the 
death  of  William  O.  Palmer,  alleged  to  have 
been  killed  in  Bingham  county  on  the 
eleventh  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1885, 
through  the  negligence  of  the  defendant  in 
operating  the  train  upon  which  deceased 
was  riding  at  the  time  of  his  death.  The 
caase  was  first  tried  In  1886,  and  on  appeal 
to  this  court  a  new  trial  was  granted.  It 
was  tried  a  second  time,  at  the  May  term, 
1887,  and  verdict  rendered  for  the  plaintiffs 
for  damages  iu  the  sum  of  916,702.85  and 
costs,  which  was  reduced  to  $10,000  by  the 
court  as  a  condition  upon  which  the  mo- 
tion for  new  trial  was  overruled.  It  now 
comes  up  on  appeal  from  the  order  over- 
ruling defendant's  motion  for  a  new  trial 
for  errors  occurring  on  the  second  trial. 

The  appellant  assigns  six  errors  in  his 
brief  upon  which  he  relies*  (1)  In  over- 
ruling defendant's  demurrer  to  the  second 
amended  complaint.  (2)  The  refusal  of  the 
court  to  allow  the  defendant  to  amend  its 
answer.  (8)  Excessive  damages  appear- 
ing to  have  been  given  under  the  influence 
of  passion  or  prejudice.  (4)  Insufllciency 
of  the  evidence  to  Justify  the  verdict.    (5) 


That  the  verdict  waa  against  law.  (S) 
Errors  in  law  occurring  at  the  trial  and 
specified  In  the  assignment  of  errors. 

The  order  of  tlie  court  in  overrolinic  the 
defendant's  demurrer  to  the  second  amend- 
ed complaint  was  considered  on  the  for- 
mer appeal  of  this  case,  reported  ante,  290, 
13  Pac.  Rep.  425,  and  sustained,  and  the 
ruling  thereon  becomes  the  law  of  tbfs 
case.  2  Haynes,  New  Trials  &  A  pp.  §  291 ; 
Phelan  v. San  Francisco,20Ca].40;  David- 
son V.  Dallas,  15  Cal.  82;  Ex  parte  Sib  bald, 
12  Pet.  491 ;  Bridge  Co.  v.  Stewart,  8  How. 
413;  Supervisors  V.  Kennicntt,  94  U.  B.  49H; 
The  Lady  Pike,  96  U.  S.  462. 

The  second  error  assigned  is  the  over* 
ruling  of  defendant's  motion  to  amend  its 
answer  after  a  new  trial  had  t>een  granted. 
Amendments  to  pleadings  rest  largely  in 
the  discretion  of  theconrt,  and  rultni^ 
thereon  by  the  trial  court  will  not  l>e  dis- 
turbed on  appeal,  except  it  appear  that  the 
exercise  of  such  discretion  has  deprived 
the  party  complaining  of  some  substantial 
right.  It  has  been  held  that  such  amend- 
ments should  not  be  allowed  after  a  new 
trial  has  been  granted,  (Bliss,  Code  Pi. 
§  480;  Spanagel  v.  Reay,  47  cal.  608,)  nor 
when  the  amendments  offered  deny  mat- 
ters before  admitted  by  the  pleadings  to 
be  true.  Bliss,  Code  PI.  $  430;  Harrison's 
Adm'rs  v.  Hastlugs,  28  Mo.  346. 

The  complaint  alleges  that  the  defend- 
ant owned  and  operated  its  railroad  and 
was  a  common  carrier  of  passengers  at  the 
time  the  deceased  was  killed.  This  was  not 
denied  in  the  answer,  and  was  therefore 
admitted  and  taken  as  true  upon  the  first 
trial.  The  amended  answer  refused  by 
the  court  denies  that  the  defendant  was 
operating  said  road  or  was  a  common 
carrier  of  passengers,  and  alleges  tbac 
said  road  and  trains  upon  it  were  operated 
by  another  company,  to-wit,  the  Union 
Pacific  Railway  Company.  The  refusal 
of  the  court  to  allow  the  amendment  is 
clearly  sustained  by  the  authorities  above 
cited.  An  inspection  of  the  proposed 
amended  answer,  however,  sustains  the 
ruling  of  the  court  upon  the  additional 
ground  that  it  set  up  no  defense  to  the 
action.  Whether  it  was  intended  to  setup 
matter  in  avoidance  of  facts  alleged  in  the 
complaint,  and  not  denied  in  the  answer, 
or  to  deny  such  facts  and  to  set  up  a  new 
defense,  is  not  clear.  The  purpose  set^ms 
to  have  been  to  set  up  new  matter  which 
would  shift  the  responsibility  of  operating 
the  defendant's  roati  from  the  defendant 
to  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
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who  are  allege  tbereln  to  bave  been  In 
the  exclnslye  possession    of    defends  At 'a 
ruad,and  the  owners  of  and  operating  the 
train  npon  which  deceased  was  ridlnf^  at 
tbe  time  of  the  accident,  resnlting:  in  his 
death.    The  amended  answer  dues  not  ex- 
plain the  relation  existing  between  defend- 
snt  and   the  Union   Pacific  Railroad.    It 
simply  allef^ea  that  said  Union  Pacific  Riiil- 
road  was  at  the  time  and  since  In  tbe  ex- 
tlQsire  possession  of  its  roads,  and  operat- 
ise its   trains.    All  that  is  set  up  in  tbe 
■aid  amended  answer  might  be  trae,  and 
yet  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  be  but  tbe 
employe  of  defendant.    In    either  event, 
«e  think  the  defendant  conld  not  so  shift 
tbe  reaponaibility  of  operating  tbe  road 
vithoot  the  consent  of  tbe  power  whence 
it  obtained  its  franchise,  and  as  no  snch 
consent  'was  alleged,  tbe  proposed  amended 
awwerfiet  up  no  defense  to  tbe  action,  and 
the  motion  to  file  tbe  same  was  properly 
denied.     Abbott  v.  Railroad  Co.,  80  N.  Y. 
27;  Railroad   v.  Mayes,  49  Ga.  355;  Rail- 
road Co.  ▼.  Brown,  17  Wall.  445;  2  Ror.  R. 
a.  1115,  S  ^• 

Th«  third  point  made  by  appellant  is 
that  the  damages  allowed  by  tbe  Jury 
were  excessive,  appearing  to  bave  been 
given  ander  tbe  influence  of  passion  and 
prejudice.  Onr  Code,  section  192, provides 
that  Id  actions  of  this  nature  "snch  dam- 
ages may  l>e  given  aa  under  all  the  circum- 
atancea  of  the  caae  may  be  Just.  ** 

The  loorth  alleged  error  urged  by  appel- 
lant la  that  the  evidence  is  insufficient  to 
soatalD  the  verdict.  An  examination  of 
tbeeridence  fails  toconvlncetbecourttbat 
dtlier  tbe  third  or  fourth  assignment  of 
error  Is  well  taken. 

Tbe  filth  error  assigned  by  appellant  is 
that  tbe  verdict  Is  against  law,  and  tbe 
aixth  error  of  tbe  court  occurring  on  the 
tziaL 

It  la  orged  under  theae  two  pointa  that 
tbe  Jury  dlaregarded  tlie  inatructiona  of 
the  coart  in  finding  the  damages  given 
the  plaintiffs,  and  that  the  court  erred  in 
ita  rollngs  as  to  tbe  admission  of  evidence 
and  aa  to  tbe  amendments  of  tbe  plea d- 
Ibss.  The  ruling  as  to  tbe  pleadings  we 
have  already  considered.  We  bave  care- 
folly  examined  the  Instructions  of  tbe 
court  and  the  rulings  as  to  tbe  admission 
off  evidence,  and  find  no  error. 

No  error  appearing  on  tbe  record,  tbe 
Jadgment  la  affirmed.

which  a  ndw  trial  will  be  granted.

If  a  complaint  contains  several  counts, 
and  the  defendant  demur  to  the  whole 
complaint,  the  demurrer  nhonld  be  over- 
ruled, if  there  is  one  good  count  in  the 
complaint,  althoufth  the  other  counts  may 
be  bad.

B  RODE  KICK,  J.  This  action  was  com- 
menced against  the  sureties  on  the  official 
bond  of  Isaac  N.  HIbbs,  late  postmaster 
at  Lewiston,  to  recover  the  sum  of  910,- 
000,  alleged  to  have  been  received  from  tbe 
United  States  by  said  Hibbs,  as  poat- 
m aster,  and  which  he  failed  and  refused 
to  account  for.  The  complaint  is  In  the 
usual  form,  is  not  verified,  but  a  30py  of 
the  liond  is  annexed  thereto,  and  made  a 
part  of  the  complaint.  The  cause  was 
tried  at  the  December,  1886,  term  of  said 
court,  and  resulted  in  a  Judjcnient  against 
the  defendants  for  the  sum  demanded. 
The  defendants  moved  for  a  new  trial. 
The  motion  was  overruled,  and  from  the 
Judgment,  and  the  order  overruling  tbe 
motion  for  a  new  trial,  the  defendants 
appealed. 

The  record  consists  of  the  Judgment 
roll,  and  what  purports  to  be  a  state- 
ment on  motion  for  a  new  trial.  Upon 
the  argument  here,  counsel  for  respondent 
contended  that  the  statement  was  not 
properly  made  and  should  be  disregarded. 
Under  our  statutes  as  construed  by  this 
court,  there  is  no  substantial  difference 
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between  a  statement  and  bill  of  excep- 
tiojw.  The  nattiei^ven  to  the  docaraent 
buf  little  conaeqoence.  If  ft  bring:!*  bere 
the  rallnKs  or  decialona  of  thft  court  be- 
low, the  objections  and  exceptions  there- 
to, and  Is  duly  certified,  it  should  be 
treated  for  what  It  Is,  and  not  for  what 
It  may  have  l>een  called.  In  this  case  it  is 
clearlj  a  bill  of  exceptions.  Is  certified  as 
TOch,  and  most  be  so  considered.  Brad- 
bury V.  In&proveinent  Co.,  ante,  221,  10 
Pac.  Rep.  620;  Scbultx  y.  Keeler,  ante,  805, 
ISPac.  Rep.  481. 

The  Urst  asslRnnient  of  error  wbicb  we 
■haU  notice  Is  the  decision  of  the  court  In 
stftkins  ont.  on  motion,  all  the  answer 
except  the  first  paragraph  thereof.  This 
IMracraph  la,  in  snbstauce,  a  general  de- 
nial. Counsel  for  appellants  a rKued  at  the 
bar  that  the  several  allegations  of  the  an- 
swer, except  the  general  denial,  were 
stricken  ont  on  general  demurrer,  and 
that«  as  the  answer  contained  a  denial, 
and  was  s^od  thns  far,  the  deinnrrer 
aboald  have  been  overruled.  We  were 
"almost  persoaded**  that  this  point  was 
veil  taken.  It  was  a  good  argument, 
and  well  pnt,  but  the  record  Is  at  vari- 
ance with  the  argument.  The  transcript 
■hovrs  that  tf  part  of  the  answer  was 
■trlehen  ont  on  motion,  and  not  on  de- 
murrer. It  ia  true  a  demurrer  was  filed, 
and  the  record  is  silent  as  to  what  dlspo- 
aitloa  was  made  of  It.  In  such  case,  on  ap- 
peal it  will  be  presuttied  that  the  demurrer 
^wauieitber  abandoned  or  overruled.  Guth- 
rie V.  Pbeian,  ante,  89,  6  Pac.  Rep.  108. 
After  the  motion  to  strike  out  was  dis- 
poned of,  the  defendants  had  left  a  general 
denial  of  the  allegations  of  the  complaint, 
a»d  a  trial  was  bad  of  the  Issues  thus 
Joliked.  The  answer  was  not  verified,  and 
liencc  did  not  put  in  Issue  the  execution  of 
tbe  bond  sued  on.  Section  4200  of  the 
Code  of  C^vil  Procedure  provides  that 
*  when  an  action  Is  brought  upon  a  writ- 
ten tnstrnment,  and  the  complaint  con- 
tains a  copy  of  sncli  instrument,  or  a  copy 
is  annexed  thereto,  the  genuineness  and 
dae  execution  of  snch  instrument  are 
deemed  admitted  unless  tbe  answer  deny- 
inic  tlie  same  Is  verified.**  To  have  put  in 
iasne  tbe  execution  or  genuineness  of  the  In- 
strument, a  specific,  verified  denial  was  uec- 
esffary*  This  disposes  of  the  objections 
raised  to  tbe  introduction  of  the  original 
bond.  Its  execution  and  genuineness  hav- 
ing been  admitted  by  the  answer,  it  would 
seenr  annecessary  to  have  offered  It  in  evi- 
denee  unless  for  tbe  purpose  of  having  it 


placed  among  the  files,  and  hence  no  ob- 
jection would  lie  to  its  reception. 

Under  the  pleadings,  the  issues  to  be 
tried  were  whether  Hibbs  had,  as  post- 
master, received  this  amount  of  money 
from  tbe  government,  and  bad  failed  and 
refused  to  account  for  the  same,  or  nny 
part  thereof,  and  whether  demand  had 
been  duly  made.  In  this  state  of  the  case 
the  plaintiff  was  put  to  the  proof  of  these 
allegtitions,  and  the  defendants,  nuder 
their  general  denial,  could  have  intro- 
duced evidence  to  negative  e^ch  and  all  of 
these  averments.  In  other  words,  we 
understand  that,  under  our  practice  gen- 
erally, where  a  complaint  is  not  verified,  a 
general  denial  puts  the  plaintiff  to  the 
proof  of  the  substantive  allegations  upon 
which  his  right  of  recovery  depends,  and 
that  plain tltr*8  prima  facie  case,  when 
made,  may  be  controverted  and  overcome 
by  defendant.  But  this  Is  not  so  when  the 
action  Is  brought  upon  a  written  Instru- 
ment, and  a  copy  Is  set  out,  or  Annexed  to 
the  complaint,  and  the  defendant  questions 
the  Instrument  Itself;  nor  Is  a  general  de- 
nial sufficient  where  a  defendant  has  an 
affirmative  defense  In  tbe  nature  of  an 
a  voldance.  Bliss,  Code  PI.  §  324 ;  Lattlmer 
V.  Ryan,  20  Cal.  628.  In  this  case  there 
was  clearly  nothing  in  the  paragraphs  of 
the  answer  stricken  out  that  would  war- 
rant or  allow  any  evidence  which  could 
not  have  been  Introduced  under  the  gen- 
eral denial,  and  hence  there  was  no  error 
in  this  ruling. 

Appellants  complain  nf  tbe  ruling  of  the 
court  in  excluding  the  offer  to  prove,  by 
one  Kress,  the  meaning  of  certain  letters 
and  figures  indorsed  on  the  original  bond. 
The  record  does  not  show  that  any  ques- 
tion was  propounded,  butthe  witness  was 
produced,  and  counsel  offered  to  prove  by 
him  what  the  letters  "M,''*'0.''and  -P,'' 
and  the  figures  ** $6,000**  and  ** $4,000." 
meant.  An  objection  was  Interposed  to 
this  offer,  and  was  sustained  by  the  court. 
We  understand  the  rule  to  be  that,  where 
an  offer  of  oral  proof  Is  made,  the  court 
must  be  satisfied  of  tbe  good  faith  of  the 
offer,  and  of  the  materiality  of  the  evi- 
dence, otherwise  It  may  properly  be  ex- 
cluded. In  this  case  there  Is  nothing  in 
tbe  transcript  to  show  or  indicate  that  it 
was  relevant  to  any  Issue  Involved,  or 
would  In  any  manner  have  aided  the  de- 
fense. If  It  appeared  In  any  view  of  the 
case  to  be  relevant,  or  If  counsel  had  stat- 
ed. In  connection  with  the  offer,  that  they

dence  which  wodIcI  make  it  material,  then 
we  think  it  would  have  been  proper  to 
have  allowed  it  to  ^o  to  the  Jary;  but 
the  bare  offer  to  explain  the  letters  and 
tiKures  that  had  at  some  time  been  writ- 
ten on  the  back  of  the  bond,  without  a 
pretense  that  it  was  material  to  the  is- 
sues, has  nothing  to  commend  it,  and  we 
think  was  properly  excluded.  Scotland 
Co.  y.  Hill,  112  U.  S.  li^6,  5  Sgp.  Ct.  Rep.93; 
Hcbmldc  V.  Pfeil,  24  Wis.  821;  Wilson  v. 
Noonun,  85  Wis.  860. 

While  impaneling:  the  Jury,  one  juror 
stated  that  he  had  ''formed  an  opinion 
In  favor  of  the  defendants,  but  in  spite  of 
that  opinion  he  could  render  a  verdict  ac- 
cording to  law  and  the  evidence  in  the 
case.**  This  Juror  was  challenged  for 
cause,  the  challenge  sustained,  and  to  this 
ruling  the  defendants  excepted.  Great  lat- 
itude of  discretion  must  necessarily  be  al- 
lowed to  the  court  in  the  trial  of  chal- 
lenges for  cause,  and  the  rule  is  now  well 
settled  that  the  decision  of  the  court  on 
challenges  for  cause  will  not  be  disturbed 
unless  it  clearly  appears  that  there  was 
an  abuse  of  discretion.  The  reason  for 
this  rule  is  obvious.  The  Judge  who  tries 
the  cause,  sees  the  person  called  as  a  Juror, 
hears  his  answers,  and  observes  his  man- 
ner and  demeanor  in  the  Jury-box,  can 
much  better  Judge  of  his  fitness  and  qual- 
ifications than  can  an  appellate  court 
from  an  examination  of  the  record.  But, 
If  the  ruling  in  the  case  at  bar  was  erro- 
neous, we  think  it  would  still  devolve  up- 
on the  appellants  t<>  ^how  prejudice,  and 
this  they  have  not  attempted  to  do.  It 
has  been  well  stated,  in  treating  of  this 
snbject,  that  ''neither  party  can  be  said  to 
have  a  vested  interest  in  any  Juror; 
therefore,  although  in  impaneling  a  Jury 
one  competent  person  has  been  rejected, 
vet,  if  another  equally  competent  person 
has  been  substituted  In  his  stead,  no  inju- 
ry has  been  done."  Thorap.  &  M.  Jur.  § 
^1,  and  cases  there  cited.  Applying  these 
rules  to  the  question  under  consideration, 
we  see  nothing  in  the  ruling  on  this  point 
of  which  appellants  can  complain. 

In  impaneling  the  Jury  the  defendants 
were  restricted  by  the  court  to  four  per- 
emptory challenges,  and  of  this  they  com- 
plain. The  number  of  peremptory  chal- 
lenges Is  fixed  by  the  statute,  which  pro- 
vides In  civil  cases  that  each  party  is  enti- 
tled to  four,  and,  where  there  are  several 
parties  on  either  side,  they  must  Join  In  a 
ehallenge  before  it  can  be  made.  We  do 
aot  think  the  legislature  intended  that, 


where  there  are  several  parties  on  elthtsr 
side,  each  individual  should  have  fuor 
challenges,  but  that  they  should  Join,  and 
have  one  set  on  either  side.  Abb.  Tr.  Ev. 
23. 

There  is  but  one  other  question  Id  the 
record  we  think  deserves  consideration. 
The  bill  of  exceptions  shows  that  wbeo 
one  of  the  Jurors  was  called  Into  the  box, 
and  sworn  to  answer  as  to  his  qualifica- 
tions, he  was  asked  by  defendants*  coun- 
sel the  following  question:  **Uave  yuo 
formed  orexpressed  the  opinion  that  there 
Is  due  the  government  any  money  from 
the  bondsmen  of  I.  N.  Hibbs  by  reason  of 
his  defalcation?**  This  question  was  ob- 
jected to,  the  objection  sustained,  and  an 
exception  taken.  The  record  does  nut  die- 
close  the  ground  of  the  objection,  nor  does 
It  Indicate  that  any  other  question  was 
propounded  to  the  Juror,  or  that  any 
evidence  was  received  as  to  his  qualifica- 
tions. Ail  that  is  shown  Is  the  one  inter- 
rogatory, the  objection,  the  decision  there- 
on, the  exception,  and  that  the  Juror 
served.  It  further  appears  that  the  de- 
fendants had,  at  this  stage  of  the  trial, ex- 
ercised four  peremptory  challenges,  and 
Interposed  another  which  was  denied. 
The  right  given  to  challengre  for  cause  car- 
ries with  it  the  right  to  examine  for  cause, 
or  have  the  court  do  so.  While  the  court 
should  control  the  examination,  and  may 
restrict  It  to  the  statutory  grounds,  yet 
the  right  of  a  party  to  know  whether  a 
Juror  is  qualified  and  competent  Is  a  sub- 
stantial right  that  cannot,  under  our  law, 
be  denied.  This  seems  to  be  conceded, 
but  it  is  suggested  that,  as  the  record  la 
silent  as  to  any  other  or  further  interroga- 
tion of  this  Juror,  we  mnst  presume  that 
his  competency  was  shown.  We  have 
held  that  the  document  in  the  transcript, 
denominated  a  statement.  Is  In  reality  a 
bill  of  exceptions.  Since  this  Is  so,  we 
must  presume  that  It  contains  all  the  evi- 
dence and  other  matters  material  to  the 
exceptions.  This  presumption  will  al* 
ways  be  Indulged  unless  the  contrary  af- 
firmatively appears  from  the  record. 
Haynes,  New  Trials  &  App.  S  258;  People 
V.  English,  52  Cal.  211 ,  Schultz  ▼.  Keeler, 
supra.  Under  the  facts  of  this  case  as 
disclosed  by  the  record,  wo  think  the 
court  erred  in  sustaining  the  objection  to 
the  question  propounded  to  the  Juror. 
The  Judgment  Is  therefore  reversed,  and 
cause  remanded  for  a  new  trial.

Those  only  who  have  a  clear,  legal,  and 
equitable  title  to  land,  connected  with 
possession,  have  any  right  to  claim  the 
interference  of  a  court  of  equity  to  give 
them  peace  or  dissipate  a  cloud  on  the 
title.    Orton  v.  Smith,  18  How.  268,  266. 

Equity  has  no  Jurisdiction  to  restrain 
the  commission  of  crimes.  1  High.  In]. 
§§20,  29;  Attorney  General  v.  Insurance 
Co.,  2  Johns.  Ch.  871;  Mayor,  etc.,  v. 
Thorne,  7  Paige,  261;  Village  of  Waupun 
V.  Moore,  84  Wis.  456;  Village  of  St.  Johns 
V.  McFarian,  88  Mich.  72. 

In  order  for  plaintiffs  to  maintain  their 
action,  they  must  reside  upon  the  land  in 
question,  either  in  person  or  by  ajient. 
Rev.  St.  Idaho,  c.  4,  tit.  10;  Wolfskin  v. 
Malaiowich.  89  Cal.   276. 

The  possession  must  be  actual,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  will  and  dominion  of  claimants. 
Coryell  v.  Cain,  16  Cal.  578;  Feirbaugh  v. 
Masterson,  1  Idaho,  185;  Preston  v. 
Kehoe,  15  Cal.  315;  Wolf  v.  Baldwin,  19 
Cal.  806:  Polack  v.  McQrath,  82  Cal.  15. 

The  assertion  of  a  right  to  the  exclusive 
use  and  occupancy  of  any  part  of  the  pub- 
lic lands  of  the  United  States  in  any  state 
or  any  of  the  territories  of  the  United 
States,  without  claim  or  color  of  title  or 
asserted  right, is  unlawful.  28  U.  S.  St.  at 
Large,  p.  321;  Villey  v.  Jarreau,  85  La. 
Ann.  542;  Doran  v.  Railroad  Co.,  24  Cal. 
267. 

Hays,  C.  J.  This  action  was  brought  to 
restrain  the  respondent  from  herding, 
grailng,  and  pasturing  his  sheep  upon 
certain  public  lands,  the  property  of  the 
Unite<l  States.  A  temporary  injunction 
was  granted,  and,  the  case  coming  on  to 
be  heard  upon  an  agreed  state  of  facts* 
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the  Injanction  formerly  entered  was  dis- 
Bolved,  and  from  this  order  tbe  appeal  is 
taken  to  this  court.  It  apt>ears  that  the 
premises  to  which  the  injunction  applied 
consists  of  a  larfre  tract  of  tbe  public 
lands  of  tbe  United  States,  only  a  part  of 
which  has  been  surveyed ;  one  of  the  ranges 
beinff  about  fifteen  miles  lon^  and  five 
miles  wide,  as  stated  In  appellants'  brief. 
We  are  not  informed  as  to  the  sine  of  the 
other.  These  appellants  have  used  said 
ranges  for  several  years  for  the  purpose  of 
pasturinflc  their  cattle  and  horses  on  the 
same  during:  the  winter  seasons;  said 
ranges  beins;  very  valuable  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  stock  thus  wintered  upon  said 
ransres  is  driven  to  other  parts  in  the 
summer  season.  It  is  admitted  that 
sheep,  cattle,  and  horses  will  not  thrive 
and  prosper  when  on  the  same  rani^e: 
that  sheep  will  thrive  where  cattle  will 
not.  Shortly  before  bringing  this  action, 
the  respondent  brought  a  large  flock 
of  sheep  to  this  section  of  the  country, 
and  proposed  to  graze,  pasture,  and  win* 
ter  them  on  the  ranges  in  controversy; 
whereupon  this  action  was  brought.  It 
is  claimed  by  appellants  that  they  have  a 
right  to  hold  and  use  said  grounds  for 
winter  pasturage,  and  to  exclude  the  re- 
spondent from  pasturing  his  sheep  there- 
on for  two  reasons:  First,  because  of 
their  priority  of  possession,  they  having 
enjoyed  that  privilege  for  several  years 
past ;  seeoDd,  because  of  the  provision  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  territory, 
which  is  as  follows:  Sec.  6872.  ''Any  per- 
son owning  or  having  charge  of  sheep, 
who  herds,  graces,  or  pastures  the  same, 
or  permits  or  suffers  the  same  to  be 
herded,  grazed,  or  pastured,  on  any  cattle 
range  previously  occupied  by  cattle,  or 
upon  any  range  usually  occupied  by  any 
cattle-grower,  either  as  a  spring,  summer, 
or  winter  range  for  his  cattle,  is  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor;  but  the  priority  of  pos- 
sessory right  between  cattle  and  sheep 
owners  to  any  range  Is  determined  by  the 
priority  in  the  usual  and  customary  use 
of  such  range,  either  as  a  cattle  or  sheep 
range. " 

Although  the  case  was  ably  presented 
atthebar,  and  marked  industry  and  ability 
have  been  shown  by  appellants  in  the 
preparation  of  their  briefs,  they  fail  to  cite 
us  to  any  case  directly  in  point,  and  we 
presume  none  could  be  found  sustaining 
their  position.  As  a  general  rule,  it  is  in- 
cumbent upon  the  party  seeking  relief  by 
interlocutory    injunction  to   show   some 


clear  legal  or  equitable  right,  and  a  well- 
grounded  apprehension  of  immediate  in- 
Jury  to    those   rights.    Thid   position    la 
announced  and  abundantly  sustained  by 
1  High,  InJ.  a  7,  9,  661,  652-698,  and    the 
cases  there  cited;  Hil.  InJ. 819.    The  appel- 
lants in  this  case  do  not  pretend  to   con- 
nect themselves  with  the  land  by  color  of 
title,  or  to  hold  the  same  under  any   pos- 
sessory claim  or  right,  with  a  view  of  en- 
tering said  lands  under  any  of  the  general 
laws  of  the  United  States:    hence  we  are 
unable  to  see  that  they  have  shown  in 
themselves   any  clear  legal  or  equitable 
right  to  the  pastures   grown    upon   tbe 
said    lands.    Such    being   the  case,   tbey 
would  not  be  entitled  to  the  equitable  in- 
tercession of  the  court,  and  the  injunction 
theretofore  granted    was   rightfully  dis- 
solved. 

The  appellants  claim,  however,  that 
they  have  held  these  ranges  for  several 
years,  and  therefore  they  hold  tbe  same 
now  under  «n  adverse  possession,  as  to 
this  respondent,  from  entering  thereon 
with  bis  sheep.  We  think  a  court  of 
equity  should  not  interfere  to  enforce  sacfa 
a  claim  by  injunction, in  view  of  tbe  act  of 
congress  of  February  25, 1885,  (28  St.  U.  8. 
at  Large,  p.  821,)  which  provides,  in  sab- 
stance,  among  other  things,  that  the  as- 
sertion of  a  right  to  the  exclusive  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  part  of  the  public  lands 
of  the  United  States  without  claim,  color 
of  title,  or  asserted  right,  as  therein  speci- 
fied, is  declared  to  be  unlawful,  and  therc^ 
by  prohibited.  When  we  take  Into  con- 
sideration the  object,  purpose,  and  spirit 
of  that  law,  and  the  fact  that  appellants 
do  not  claim  to  hold  by  virtue  of  any  of 
the  possessory  acts,  but  only  by  their 
right  of  prior  possession,  we  think  that 
said  act  of  congress  is  a  complete  answer 
to  all  authorities  cited  and  arguments 
urged  upon  that  point.  If,  therefore,  the 
action  cannot  be  maintained  because  ap- 
pellants have  no  legal  or  equitable  title  to 
the  pasture  in  dispute,  we  think  that  the 
second  ground  urged,  that  the  threatened 
act  will  be  a  violation  of  theUevised  Stat- 
utes before  quoted,  is  equally  untenable: 
for  it  is  a  general  rule  that  a  court  of 
equity  has  no  Jurisdiction  to  restrain  or 
prevent  crime,  or  to  enforce  a  moral  duty, 
except  so  far  as  the  same  Is  connected 
with  the  rights  of  prosier ty.  The  appel- 
lants having  failed  to  show  any  property 
rights  to  the  pasture,  the  exception  to 
thlR  general  rule  cannot  be  Invoked  by 
them. 
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Many  reasona  misrht  beg:1yen  in  support 
of  tbe  correctneas  of  tbe  Jndisment  in  this 
caae,  bot  we  think  a  further  diacnmion  of 
fha  8ub)ect  annaceaaary.  Jadsment  of  the 
court  below  ia  therefore  affirmed.

Uats,  C.  J.  By  the  act  of  con^reas  of 
March  S,  1875,  (1  Supp.  Rey.St.  U.  S.  p.  91,) 
tbe  right  of  way  was  granted  through  the 
public  landa  of  the  United  States  in  this 
territory  to  any  railway  company  duly 
oricaniied  under  the  iawsof  any  state  or 
territory,  upon  certain  conditions,  to  the 
extent  of  100  feet  on  each  side  of  the  center 
line  of  said  road,  *'also  grounds  adjacent 
tu  aocb  right  of  way  for  station  buildings, 
depots,  marhine-shopa,  side  tracks,  turn- 
outa,  and  water  stations, — not  to  exceed 
in  amount  twenty  acres  for  each  ten  miles 
of  road."  The  respondent  company  was 
duly  organised,  and  obtained  the  right  of 
way,  under  said  act,  through  the  lands  of 
tbe  United  States  In  this  territory,  and 
built  their  road  thereon.  Section  1463  of 
tbe  HeTlaed  Statutea  of  this  territory  is  as 
follows:  "The  preeident.  secretary,  super- 
iatendent,  or  other  principal  accounting 
officers  of  any  railroad  or  telegraph  com- 
psoy  bavfn^r  property  In  this  territory, 
trteitber  incorporated  nnder  tbe  law  of 


this  territory  or  not,  when  any  portion  of 
the  property  of  said  railroad  or  telegraph 
company  {a  situated  in  mor^  than  one 
county,  shall  list  for  assessment  and  taxa- 
tion, verified  by  the  oath  of  the  person  so 
listing,  all  the  following  described  proper  ■ 
ty  belonging  to  said  corporation  within 
tbe  territory,  viz. :  Road-bed,  superstruc- 
ture, right  of  way,  and  ail  structures  situ- 
ate tbereon,  rolling  stock,  side  track,  tele- 
graph lines,  furniture  and  fixtures,  and  per- 
sonal property,  belonging  to  such  corpo- 
ration. Such  list  shall  contain,  first,  the 
number  of  miles  of  such  railroad  or  tele- 
graph line  in  the  territory,  and  the  num- 
ber of  miles  of  the  same  in  each  organised 
county  therein;  and  such  return  must  be 
made  to  the  territorial  comptroller  on  or 
before  the  1st  day  of  April,  annually.  If 
the  return  aforesaid  be  not  received  by 
said  comptroller  by  the  3d  day  of  April, 
he  must  thereupon  proceed  to  obtain  tbe 
facts  and  information  aforesaid  in  any 
manner  that  may  appear  most  likely  to  se- 
cure the  same  correctly,  and  for  that  same 
purpose  may  address  a  written  communi- 
cation to  the  corporation,  or  to  some  ofll- 
cer  of  the  corporation,  who  has  failed  or 
refused  to  make  tbe  return  aforesaid.  As 
soon  as  practicable  after  the  comptroller 
has  received  said  return,  or  procui-ed  the 
information  to  be  set  forth  in  said  return, 
a  meeting  of  the  territorial  board  of  equal- 
ization, consisting  of  tbe  governor,  terri- 
torial treasurer,  and  comptroller,  shall  be 
held  at  the  office  of  said  comptroller:  and 
the  said  board  must  then  value  and  assess 
the  property  of  said  corporation  for  each 
mile  of  said  road  or  line,  the  value  of  each 
mile  to  be  determined  by  dividing  the 
sum  of  the  whole  valuation  by  tbe  num- 
ber of  miles  of  said  road  or  line.  In  mak- 
ing up  such  valuation  or  assessment,  the 
said  board  shall  examine  and  consider  the 
return  herein  required  to  be  made,  or  the 
Information  procured  by  the  comptroller 
in  default  of  such  return,  together  with 
such  other  reliable  Information  relative 
thereto  as  they  may  he  able  to  procure. 
Said  board  shall  not  assess  the  value  of 
any  machine-shop  or  repair-shop  or  other 
buildings  not  situated  on  said  right  of  way 
or  grounds  or  other  real  estate  of  any  cor- 
poration or  company  within  this  terri- 
tory: but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  as- 
sessor of  tbe  county,  city,  or  district  in 
which  said  machine  or  repair  shops,  or 
other  buildings  or  grounds,  or  other  real 
estate  is  situated,  to  assesH  the  same,  and

vided  for  theassesHment  aod  return  of  real 
estate  beIoD|[;inK  to  Individuals,  on  or  be- 
fore cbe  second  Monday  of  May,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  the  said  board,  or  any  two 
thereof,  shall  lia ye  made  and  determined 
said  valuation  and  assessment.  The  terri- 
torial comptroller  must  certify  to  the 
clerks  of  the  boards  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  several  counties  in  which 
property  of  the  aforesaid  corporations,  or 
any  part  thereof,  may  be  situated,  the  as- 
sessment per  mile  so  made  on  the  proper- 
ty of  any  such  corporation,  specifyinjc  the 
number  of  miles,  and  amount,  in  each  of 
said  counties.  The  county  commissioners 
must  thereupon  divide  and  adjust  the 
number  of  miles,  and  the  amounts,  falling 
within  each  precinct,  city,  town,  school- 
district,  or  other  division,  in  their  respec- 
tive counties,  and  cause  such  amounts  to 
be  entered  and  placed  on  the  lists  of  taxa- 
ble property, or  assessment  rolls,  returned 
by  the  several  assessors.  The  comptroller 
must  certify  whether  a  return  was  made 
to  him  by  such  corporation,  or  proper 
officer  thereof,  or  whether  the  information 
required  in  and  by  such  returns  was  pro- 
cured by  himself:  and  incase  the  return 
was  not  made  as  required  by  this  act,  or, 
being  made,  was  not  sworn  to,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  county  commissioners  to  add 
any  amount  not  ezceedlns  ten  per  cent,  to 
the  valuation  thus  brought  before  them. " 
The  offic«*ni  of  the  railroad  company,  in 
listing  its  property,  pursuant  to  this  stat- 
ute, for  assessment  by  the  teriitorlal  board 
of  equalization,  listed,  together  with  their 
road  and  right  of  way,  the  machine  and 
repair  shops,  and  the  other  property  de- 
scribed In  the  complaint,  which  is  situate 
at  Shoshone  in  Alturas  countj'.  The  said 
board  assessed  the  right  of  way,  and  such 
property  as  they  found  to  be  thereon,  but 
did  not  assess  the  property  described  in 
the  complaint,  because  they  thought  the 
same  was  not  upon  the  right  of  way,  and 
that  they  had  no  authority,  under  the 
statute,  to  do  so,  and  notified  the  assessor 
of  Alturas  county  of  this  fact.  The  coun- 
ty assessor  then  assessed  the  same,  and 
made  return  thereof.  The  responden t  then 
brought  this  action  to  i*es train  this  appel- 
lant from  assessing  or  collecting  any  tax 
on  the  property  described  in  the  com- 
plaint. The  case  coming  on  to  be  heard, 
the  facts  wero  stipulated  as  follows:  ''(I) 
It  is  hereby  stipulated,  by  and  between 
the  parties  hereto,  that  the  machine  and 
repair  shops,  round-house,  and  other 
buildings,  mentioned  in  the  pleadings  here- 


in, and  situated  at  Shoshone  station,  in 
said  county,  are  more  than  one  hnudred 
feet  from  the  main  track  of  plaintiff's  rail- 
way, and  within  four  hundred  feet  there- 
of; that  the  said  main  track,  at  and  near 
shops  and  other  buildings,  runs  in  an  east- 
erly direction,  and  said  shops  are  on  the 
south  side  of  said  main  track;  that  there 
are  three  side  tracks,  running  through  or 
near  said  shops  and  buildings,  which  are 
united,  by  means  of  switches,  both  to  tbe 
east  and  west  thereof,  into  a  single  side 
track;  and  such  single  track  unites,  by 
means  of  switches,  with  the  said  main 
track  both  east  and  west  of  said  shops. 
(2)  That  said  side  tracks, so  extending  to, 
through,  and  near  said  shops  and  other 
buildings,  afford  the  means  of  rnnnlne  lo- 
comotive engines  and  cars  from  said  main 
track  into  and  out  of  the  said  shops  and 
round-house,  and  connect  with  a  turn-ta- 
ble situate  between  said  main  track  and 
said  round-house,  constructed  and  nsed 
for  the  purpose  of  turning  engines.  (3) 
That  said  side  tracks,  so  ex  tending  to  said 
shops,  round-house,  and  turn-table,  and 
tbe  said  turn-table  and  buildings,  are  nsed 
by  the  plaintiff  for  changing  its  engines 
and  cars,  affording  the  means  of  necesRary 
repairs,  and  also  to  enable  the  plaintiff  to 
supply  its  engines  with  coal  from  a  large 
coal  platform  situated  west  of  and  near 
to  said  shops,  and  on  either  side  of  which 
there  is  one  of  said  tracks  exten«ling  to 
and  near  said  shops  and  other  buildings. 
(4)  That  said  shops,  round-house,  tarn- 
table,  and  tracks  leading  thereto,  are 
used  by  the  said  plaintiff  exclusively  with, 
and  in  connection  with,  the  operation 
of  its  said  railway,  and  are  necessary  for 
such  operation,  but  are  not  used  for  the 
purpose  of  running  trains  over  the  same, 
or  for  the  transaction  of  its  business  as  a 
common  carrier.**  The  injunction  prayed 
for  was  granted,  and  an  appeal  taken  to 
this  court. 

We  are  now  called  upon  to  construe  the 
statute  above  quoted,  so  far  as  it  relates 
to  this  action.  In  construing  statutes  of 
this  nature,  Judge  Cooley,  in  his  very  ex- 
cellent work  on  taxation,  says:  *'The  un- 
derlying principle  of  all  construction  is 
that  the  intent  of  the  legislature  should 
be  sought  in  the  words  employed  to  ex- 
press it;  and  that  when  found  it  should 
be  made  to  govern  not  only  in  all  pro- 
ceedings which  are  had  under  tbe  law, 
but  in  all  Judicial  controyersies  which 
tiring  those  proceedings  under  review. 
Beyond  the  words  employed,  if  the  mean-

iQffli  plain  and  intelligible,  neither  officer 
Jtor  coort  la  to   go  in  search  of  the  legl»- 
latiTe  intent,  bat  the  lefflRlatnre  mast  be 
onderetood    to  intend  what  is  plainly  ex- 
(»macd;  and   nothing    then  remains  but 
to giTe  the  Intent  effect."    Cooley,  Taz'n, 
1 3d  fid.)  264.     We  fully  approve  the  above 
rale  of  conatraction.    It  is  contended  by 
iwponflent  that  a  sta  tnte  almost  identic- 
tl  with  onra   haa  been  constrned  by  the 
topreme  coort   of  the   United    Htates   in 
Railway   Co.  v.  Cheyenne,  113  U.  S.  516,  5 
Sap.  Ct.  Rep.  601.    If  such   was  the  case, 
we  woold   folio ^w  the  constrnctlon  placed 
apon  it  by  tliat  court,  implicitly.    After  a 
careful  examination  of  that  case,  we  do 
■ot  soondemtand  it.  There  the  territorial 
board  of  eqnallxation  had    assessed   the 
right  of  way,  as  it  was  clearly  their  duty 
lo  do;  but  the  city  aothoritles,  disregard- 
lag  aach   aaoeaoment,  songht  by  ylrtue  of 
their  corporate  power  to  assess  the  same 
prriperty,  and  the  question  there  litigated 
was  as  to   ivblch  assessment  was  correct. 
The  court  there  holds  in    favor   of   the 
awweoment   by  the    territorial  board    of 
eqoalisatlon.    We  do  not  understand  that 
tbeqoeation  in  the  suit  at  bar  was  liti- 
gated in  that  case.    We  presume  that  all 
of  the  machineebops  and  other  buildings 
tiiere  awocwaed    were  upon    the   right   of 
way,    otherwise    the    territorial    board 
wonld   not   have  assessed  them.    The  re- 
spondent   contends,  however,  that  not- 
wfthetanding  the  property  described    in 
the  complaint  herein  is  not  upon  any  of 
ti»e    lands     obtained     by     congressional 
grant,  and  Is  more  than  100  feet  from  the 
center  line  of  aaid  road,  yet,  because  said 
machine-shops,  repair-shops,  etc.,  are  con- 
nected with  the  main   track  of  their  road 
by  awltches  and  side  tracics,  that  there- 
fore  the  land  upon  which   they  stand  all 
hecomea  right   of    way,  and    should    be 
aneLoncd  as  sdch,  and,  in  support  of  this 
claim,  cites  us  to  Keener  v.  Railway  Co., 
:a  Fed.  Kep.  126;  Pfaff  v.  Railway  Co.,  108 
Ind.  144.  y  N.  £.  Rep.  93;  Railway  Co.  v. 
Uoar,  lis  lU.  134,  8  N.  £.  Rep.  682.    In  the 
first    case    the    court   says:    *'The  term 
'right  of  way'  has  a  twofold  significa- 
tion.   It  sometimes  is  used   to  mean   tlie 
BMre  intangible  right  to  cross,— 'S  tight  of 
croaalng,  a  right  of  way.    It  is  often  used 
to  othemise   indicate  that  strip    which 
the  railroad  company  appropriates  for  its 
nae,  and  upon  which  it  builds  its  road 
bed.*    They  there  only  determine  how  it 
is  need  io  their  statute,  and  how  the  terra 
is  to  be  eoaatrned  under  the  facts  in  that 


case.  In  the  last  two  cases  cited,  the 
courts  hold,  in  substance,  that,  under  the 
revenue  laws  of  their  respective  states, 
the  term  **  railroad  track  "  includes  lands 
occupied  by  a  railroad  company  with  its 
main  track,  side  tra«!ks,  depot,  round- 
houses, coal  sheds,  and  water-tanks. 
The  reason  for  so  holding  is  because  they 
are  so  designated  by  tneir  statutes. 
Hence  they  give  us  no  light,  except  per- 
haps to  impress  upon  our  minds  the  neces- 
sity of  looking  to  our  own  statutes  to 
ascertain  the  true  legislative  intent.  If 
the  position  taken  by  respondent  is 
correct,  then,  as  a  sequence  therefrom, 
we  must  give  no  force  or  effect  to  that 
portion  of  the  legislative  enactment 
which  provides  that  the  territorial  board 
shall  not  assess  any  machine  or  repair 
shops  not  situate  on  said  right  of  way, 
but  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assess- 
or to  assess  the  same,— unless  we  further 
find  that  the  legislature  presumed  that 
the  railroad  company  would  have  ma- 
chine and  repair  shops  which  would  not 
be  connected  with  the  main  track  by 
some  kind  of  a  railroad  track.  It  is  our 
duty  to  give  force  and  effect  to  all  parts 
of  the  enactment,  where  we  can.  It  fol- 
lows, we  think,  that  the  legislature  in- 
tended that  where  the  railroad  owned 
machine  and  repair  shops,  or  other  build- 
ings, not  situate  on  that  strip  of  land 
designated  by  the  act  of  congress  as  a 
right  of  way,  or  where  they  owned  other 
grounds  than  the  right  of  way,  that  the 
assessor  should  assess  the  same,  and  that 
it  should  not  be  assessed  by  the  terri- 
torial board.  Of  course,  if  the  railroad 
company  had  obtained  the  strip  of  land 
200  feet  wide,  or  less,  for  constructing  its 
main  line  or  buildings  thereon,  through 
private  property,  it  would  still  be  ** right 
of  way,**  and  assessed,  with  buildings 
thereon,  by  the  territorial  board.  We  do 
not  think  that  the  legislature  expected 
the  railroad  company  to  liave  machine- 
shops  and  repair-shops  without  having  a 
track  to  connect  the  same  with  the  main 
line;  and  when  they  enacted  that  the 
territorial  board  ^  shall  not  assess  the 
value  of  any  machine-shop  or  repair-shop 
or  other  buildings  not  situate  on  said 
right  of  way  or  grounds  or  other  real  es- 
tate of  any  corporation  or  company 
within  this  territory,  but  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  assessor  of  the  county,  city, 
or  district  in  which  said  machine  or  re- 
pair shops  or  other  buildings  or  gronnds 
or  other  real  estate  Is  situated  to  asaees 
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the  same,"  their  Intent  seenm  plain,  and 
that,  under  the  facte  of  this  case,  we  muHt 
therefore  hold  it  waci  the  duty  of  this  ap- 
pellant to  assess  the  property  in  contro- 
versy. It  has  been  ably  argued  that  it 
woald  be  better  that  the  territorial  board 
sboold  assess  all  railroad  property.  Con- 
cedinfi:  such  to  be  the  case,  that  argument 
should  be  addressed  to  the  legislature 
rather  than  tlie  court;  for  it  Is  not  our 
province  to  pass  upon  the  wisdom  of  the 
enactment,  but  rather  to  give  effect  to 
the  legislative  intent. 

For  the  reasons  before  given  we  think 
the  Judgment  of  the  district  court  should 
be  reversed.    It  is  so  ordered.

1.  When  the  court  instructs  a  jury  upon 
what  state  of  facts  they  must  find  a  verdict 
for  either  party,  the  instruction  should  include 
all  the  facts  in  the  controversy  material  to  the 
rights  of  the  parties. 

8amb  —  Instrcctions  Basbd  on  Evidbnob  not 
Material. 

2.  Instructions  asked  are  properly  refused 
when  they  are  not  based  upon  some  evidence 
material  to  the  controversy,   although,  as  ab- 
stract principles  of  law,  they  are  correct. 
Rbplbvin — Practice— Gbn rral  Verdict. 

3.  In  an  action  of  claim  and  deliveiy,  a 
general  verdict,  finding  for  or  against  either 
party,  is  sufficient  to  enahle  the  court  to  enter 
judgment  thereon  for  the  return  of  the  proper- 
ty when  such  a  return  is  the  appropriate  rem- 
edy. 

Same— Special  Findings  op  Value. 

4.  In  such  actions,  where  several  articles 
are  sought  to  be  recovered,  if  either  party  de- 
sire a  finding  of  value  of  each  article,  he  should 
request  that  such  findings  be  made,  or  he  can- 
not take  advantage  of  a  failure  to  do  so. 
Same— Jpdomrnt— Form  op. 

5.  The  judgment  of  the  court  in  an  action 
of  claim  and  dolivery,  when  verdict  is  given 
for  defendant,  should  be  in  the  alternative  for 
the  return  of  the  property  or  its  value.  If  a  re- 
turn cannot  be  had,  where  such  return  is  the 
appropriate  remedy,  the  verdict  need  not  be  in 
the  alternative. 

8amb  — Special  Finding  as  to  Return  of  Prop- 
brtt. 

6.  In  such  cases,  if  either  party  desire  a 
finding  for  a  return  of  the  property,  he  should 
request  such  finding.  If  he  fail  to  do  so,  he 
cannot  take  advantage  of  a  failure  to  do  so.

The  plaintiff,  ha rini?  sold  the  goods  at 
public  auction  to  diffei'^nt  parties,  will  not 
be  heard  to  complain  that  he  \h  not  given 
an  opportunity  to  do  that  which  lie  has 
put  It  out  of  bis  power  to  do.  Flagg  v. 
Tyler,  6  Mass.  33. 

If  the  verdict  Is  sufficient  In  sabstance, 
the  fact  that  it  is  defective  in  form  will  not 
invalidate  it.  Colt  v.  Waples,  1  Minn.  ISI, 
(Gil.  110.) 

If  the  court  should  be  of  opinion  that 
the  verdict  covers  all  the  Issues,  and  that 
the  judgment  fthonld  be  In  the  alternative, 
then  this  court  should  not  order  a  new 
trial,  but  should  correct  the  judRment.

Buck,  J.  This  Is  an  action  of  claim  and 
delivery,  brought  oy  the  administrator  of 
the  estate  of  Harry  Melrose  for  certain 
personal  property  claimed  as  a  part  of 
said  estate.  The  defendants  allege  an  a 
defense  that  they  were  partners  of  the  de- 
ceaseil  at  the  time  of  his  death;  that  the 
property  was  partnership  property.  In 
which  each  Is  a  one-third  owner,  and,  as 
surviving  partners,  they  are  entitled  to 
the  possession  thereof  as  such  owners,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  estate.  The 
action  was  tried  at  the  June  term  of  the 
dlHtrlet  court,  18«7,  Custer  county.  Third 
Jnolcial  district,  and  comes  into  this  court 
on  a  statement  of  tbe  case  on  appeal  from 
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Johmon  t.  Fraser, 


the  order  off  the  eovrt  oTerroltHir  a  mo- 
tioD  for  a  Dew  trial.  The  appellant  speci- 
iM  the  refuaal  of  the  eoart  to  give  the  sec- 
ood,  third,  foartli,  eiichtb,  and  ninth  in- 
AtmctioDs  to  the  )ary,  requested  by  plain- 
tiff, and  the  RlvinK  of  the  firat  instruction 
•aked  hy  the  defendants,  aa  error  of  the 
coart,  and  also  error  in  the  verdict,  in 
that  It  Is  contrary  to  law,  (1)  becanseit 
is  not  io  the  alternative;  and  (2)  because 
latnreat  can  only  be  allowed  by  way  of 
damaicea. 

The  instroctions  asked  by  plaintiff,  and 
refosed  by  the  <toart,  are  as  follows:  ''No. 
3.    Dnleaa  the  Jory  find  from  the  evidence 
that  a  partnership  existed,  at  the  time  of 
the  death   of    Melrose,  between   Melrose, 
Kraser,  and  Doherty,  of  the  kind  and  na- 
ture testified  to  by  Fraser  and  Doherty, 
tbey  wlU  find  for  the  plaintiff.    (3)  If  the 
lery  shonld   find  from  the  evidence  that, 
St  the  time  of  the  death  of  Melrose,  only 
■a  aareemant  of  partnership  existed  be- 
tween theae  parties  to  take  effect  at  some 
lot  ore  time,  they  will  find  for  the  plaintiff. 
<4)  Bven  if  the  Jury  should  find  from   the 
evidence  that  Fraser  had  furnished  Mel- 
ruse  the  larsre  amount  of  money  he  claims, 
or  any  other  sum,  still,  if  no  actual  part- 
•ershlp  existed  between  the  three  parties 
at  the  time  of  the  death  of  Melrose,  the 
|4alntlfr   must  recover."    These  tbree  in- 
Htractlons  may  properly  t>e  considered  to- 
gether,   in   Deasey  v.  Thurmitn,  1   Idahti, 
77S,  It  was  held  that,  "when  the  court  in- 
•trncts  a  Jnry  upon  what  state  of  facts 
they  nnst  find  a  verdict  for  or  against 
cither  party,  the  instructions  should  in- 
Hsde  ail  the  facts  in   the  controversy  ma- 
tprlal  to  the  rij^hts  of  the  parties  upon  the 
claim  of  the  plaintiff  or  the  def<'nse  of  the 
iMendanl.**    In  an  action  of  claim  and  de- 
Hvery,  the  plaintiff  must  eetabliKh,  as  the 
fuondatlon  of  his  claim,  either  absolute 
owaersfalp  of  the  property,  or  his  right  to 
the  pfiefficsslon  thereof  through  some  spe- 
cial interest  in  It.    In  this  action  the  plain- 
tiff  alleges    ownership    in    the    property 
claimed,  which  Is  denied  in  the  answer.    It 
Is  not  enough,  therefore,  for  the  Jury  to 
flad    that   certain   facts   are  established 
which.   In    connection    with    ownership, 
woQld  establish   plaintiff's  riirht,  but  they 
most  also  find  that  the  intestate  was  the 
owner,  and  of  this  the  plain  tiff  has  thebur- 
dni  of  Che  pro«»f.    The  instructions  hsked 
for  make  no  reference  to  siiid  ownership, 
and  the  roilnf?  of  the  court  thereon  Is  sus- 
tained by  the  aothority  above  cited.   Gal- 
lagher T«  WilliaBMCHi,  28  Cttl.  334. 


The  eighth  instruction  asked  by  plain- 
tiff, and  refused, Is  as  follows:  "If  the  jury 
believe  from  the  evidence  that  plaintiff 
acted  on  the  representations  of  defendants 
that  they  made  no  claim  to  this  property 
in  taking  possession  of  thesame  as  special 
administrator  of  the  estate  of  Harry  Mel- 
rose, deceased,  that  he  will  l>e  allowed  out 
of  said  property  all  the  expenses  properly 
incurred  by  him  in  the  management  of 
said  estate,  as  shown  by  the  eviileuce,  un- 
til he  was  properly  notified  of  the  claim  of 
defendants  to  said  estate."  This  instruc- 
tion seems  to  be  responsive  to  certain  evi- 
dence tending  to  show  that,  soon  after 
the  death  of  the  intestate,  the  defendants 
represented  to  the  plaintiff  that  they  had 
no  claim  to  the  property  in  dispute,  in 
consequence  of  which  statements  the  plain- 
tiff took  the  same  Into  his  possession  as 
special  administrator,  and  afterwards  re- 
turned it  to  defendants  on  their  claiming- 
the  same.  This  is  an  entirely  different 
matter  than  that  set  up  in  the  complaint, 
not  being  declared  on  as  a  cause  of  action 
in  the  complaint,  nor  could  it  have  been 
joined  with  it,  and  cannot  be  adjudicated 
in  this  action. 

The  ninth  instruction  asked  by  plaintiff, 
and  refused,  is  as  follows:  **If  the  jury  be- 
lieve from  the  evidence  that  Fraser  fur- 
nished Melrose  all  the  money  necessary  to 
purchase  and  pay  for  the  property  in  dis- 
pute, that  fact  alone  can  be  no  defense  to 
this  action.  Without  some  special  con- 
tract between  them  alleged  and  proven, 
Fraser  can  only  be  regarded  as  a  creditor 
of  the  estate.**  While  this  instruction  is 
correct  as  an  al>stract  principle  of  law,, 
yet  an  inspection  of  the  evidence  shows 
that  there  is  no  foundation  for  the  claim 
that  the  money  was  loaned  to  Melrose* 
The  evidence  shows  thut,  If  furnished  at 
all,  it  was  furnished  to  the  partnership. 
Hence  we  think  it  was  properly  refused 
as  misleading. 

The  first  instruction  given  by  request  of 
defendant,  and  excepted  to  by  plaintiff,  is 
as  follows:  "If  the  jury  believe  from  the 
evidence  that  the  defendant  Wm.  J.  Fraser 
furnished  the  money  for  the  purchase  of 
the  property  in  dispute  under  an  agree- 
ment of  partnership  between  Fraser,  Mel- 
rose, and  Doherty,  and  that  said  property 
was  so  held  l)y  them  at  the  time  of  the 
death  of  Melrose,  then  the  jury  should  find 
for  the  defendants."  The  appellant  urges 
that  this  lu'^truction  is  misleading,  In  that 
an  agreement  for  a  partnership  at  some 
Ifuture  timeis  not  an  actual  partnership. 
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nor  would  It  ^ve  a  rigrht  of  pofleession  to 
«ach  property  to  the  Burvivors.  We  think 
the  coDBtruction  claimed  by  appellant  for 
this  instruction  is  not  the  true  one.  If  an 
agreement  of  partnership  was  consum- 
mated, and  the  money  furnished  under  it, 
it  is  a  fair  presumption  that  the  a^ree- 
ment  was  i/7  prmseotU  unless  the  contrary 
appears,  and  we  think  the  riKht  of  posses- 
aion  to  the  property  was  in  the  surviving 
partners  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the 
estate.    Rev.  St.  §  5.>54. 

The  objection  to  t  be  third  instruction 
giveu  at  request  of  defendants  is  sufflcient- 
•ly  considered  in  our  discussion  of  the  eighth 
instruction  re<|uested  by  defendants. 

The  appellant  urges  two  objections  to 
the  verdict  of  the  Jury,  and  these  objec- 
tions seem  the  must  important  questions 
on  this  appeal.  The  first  objection  is  that 
"it  should  have  been  in  the  alternative, 
«ither  for  the  delivery  of  the  property  to 
the  respondents,  or,  in  case  delivery  could 
not  be  bad,  for  the  value  thereof,  with 
damages  for  its  detention.**  The  verdict 
is  as  follows:  **  We,  the  Jury,  find  for  the 
defendants,  and  we  find  the  value  of  the 
property  at  the  time  of  the  taking  to  be 
$2,226.8S.  We  find  the  interest  thereon,  at 
ten  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date  of 
the  taking  to  the  present  time,  to  be 
9334.03.  We  assess  the  damages  of  defend- 
ants at  five  cents.**  Section  43d9  of  our 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  provides  that  "in 
an  action  for  the  recovery  of  specific  per- 
sonal property,  if  the  property  has  not 
been  delivered  to  the  plaintiff,  or  the  de- 
fendant, by  his  answer,  claim  a  return 
thereof,  the  Jury,  if  tlieir  verdict  be  in  fa- 
vor of  the  plaintiff,  or  if,  being  in  favor  of 
the  defendant,  they  also  find  that  he  is 
•entitled  to  the  return  thereof,  and,  if  so 
instructed,  the  value  of  specific  portions 
thereof,  may  at  the  same  time  assess  the 
damages,  if  they  are  claimed  in  the  com- 
plaint or  answer,  which  the  prevailing 
party  has  sustained  by  reason  of  the  tak- 
ing or  detention  of  such  property.**  In 
the  case  at  bar  the  property  had  been  de- 
livered to  the  plaintiff.  The  defendant  de- 
mands the  recovery  thereof,  and  the  ver 
diet  of  the  Jury  finds  its  gross  value.  It 
does  not,  however,  find  the  value  of  the 
several  articles  of  property,  or  that  the 
defendant  is  entitled  to  the  return  thereof 
in  terms.  The  appellant  urges  that  the 
failure  to  find  the  value  of  the  Heveral  arti- 
cles, and  also  as  to  whether  the  defend- 
ant is  entitled  to  paid  return,  is  error 
which  should  give  him  a  new  trial.    An 


inspection  of  the  provision  of  the  statute 
shows  that  the  law  requires  that  the  valae 
of  Hpeciflc  portions  be  found  only  when 
the  Instructions  of  the  court  require  tbe 
Jury  to  do  so.  This  provision  undoubted* 
ly  places  the  find  lug  of  tbe  value  of  spedflc 
articles  within  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
The  court  may  require  it,  or  dispense  with 
it,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the 
case  as  shown  by  the  evidence.  If  either 
party  desire  It,  they  ought  to  request  that 
the  Jury  be  instructed  so  to  find,  if  they 
fall  to  do  so,  they  ought  not  to  be  alio  wed 
to  take  advantage  of  It  on  appeal. 

The  appellant  makes  the  point  that  it  la 
error  in  the  verdict  that  the  Jury  did  not 
find  whether  or  not  the  property  should 
be  returned  to  the  defendant.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  understand  why  the  Jury  should 
find  upon  that  matter  at  all.  If  they  find 
as  a  fact  that  the  property  belongs  to  the 
defendants,  the  law  will  adjudge  that  it 
will  be  returned  to  them  unless  some  sab* 
stantial  reason  be  shown  why  It  cannot 
be  done.  Wells,  Kepi.  §§  753,  754;  Wald- 
man  v.  Broder,  10  Oal.  878;  Underwood  v. 
White,  45  111.  437.  In  the  latter  caee  the 
court  says,  if  the  verdict  is  for  the  d«*fend- 
ant,  no  reason  Is  perceived  why  he  should 
not  be  restored  to  the  possession  of  the 
property  of  which  he  hau  been  wrongfully 
deprived.  Section  4471  of  our  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  provides  that,  ''in  the  execu- 
tion for  the  delivery  of  personal  property, 
it  must  require  the  sheriff  to  deliver  poe- 
session  of  the  same  to  the  person  entitled 
thereto,  and  at  the  same  time  require 
the  sheriff  to  satisfy  any  costs  and  dam- 
ages recovered  by  the  Judgment  oat  of  the 
personal  property  of  the  person  against 
whom  it  Is  rendered.**  Under  this  statute 
the  plain tifl  does  not  have  the  option  to 
return  or  pay  for  the  property  as  he  may 
elect.  It  must  be  returned  in  specie^  if  it 
can  be  done;  and,  If  It  cannot  be  so  re- 
turned, he  must  pay  the  value  thereof. 
The  statute  does  not  in  terms  say  that  the 
Jury  must  find  whet  her  or  not  tbe  property 
must  be  returned.  It  declares:  "If,  find- 
ing for  defendant,  they  also  find  for  the 
return  thereof,  they  must  also  find  the 
value.**  But  under  what  clrcnrostances 
they  must  find  for  the  return  is  not  speci- 
fied. It  is  possible  that  the  party  having 
taken  the  property  in  consequence  of  Its 
loss  or  other  cause  may  not  be  able  to  re- 
turn ft,  and  that  he  may  desire  a  finding 
by  the  Jury  to  that  effect.  If  so,  we  think 
he  ought  to  request  such  a  finding;  and, 
if  he  fails  to  do  so,  he  cannot  complain. 
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Section  48d5  prtiFfdes  "that  when  the  ver- 
dirt  is  tfonoanced.  If  It  Ib  Informal  or  in- 
raSklent  In  not  covering  the  Issoes  Bob- 
Bitted,  It  may  lie  corrected  by  the  Jory  un- 
der the  adTice  of  the  court,  or  the  Jury 
may  be  ai^in  Ment  uat.  **  If  the  objection 
blot  made  at  the  time  the  verdict  Is  re- 
cdved.  It  Is  too  late  to  do  so  afterwardn. 
The  ttatnte.  Indeed,  saveti  an  exception 
to  tbe  verdict,  but  It  Ih  to  the  verdict  as 
it  te  received;  and,  if  it  is  Bufflcient  to 
■obtain  a  Judgement,  It  will  not  be  dia- 
tamed.  Section  4d9«  declares  that  \er- 
dlettf  are  either  fpenera),  which  pronounce 
opon  all  or  any  of  the  iraues;  or  si)ecial, 
by  whieb  tbe  Jiiry  find  only  the  facts.  If  av- 
tecr  tbe  Judgement  to  t^ie  court.  In  this 
ease  tbe  verdict  is  K^neral,  pronouncing^ 
BpoB  all  of  tbe  Isaaee  In  the  case.  Hection 
4453  provides  that,  in  an  action  to  recover 
tbe  poaKflsion  of  personal  property,  "If 
tbe  property  baa  been  delivered  to  the 
pitJatHf,  and  tbe  defendant  demand  a 
return  thereof,  [which  is  the  case  at  bar,] 
Jfldymcnt  may  be  for  a  return  thereof,  or 
for  Its  valae  In  case  return  cannot  be 
btd.*  It  will  be  observed  that  the  provl- 
iloa  reqairing:  JodKinent  for  the  return  is 
Bot  mandatory.  The  language  Is  that 
Mnnent  may  be  entered  for  a  return. 
Tble  would  aeem  to  give  the  court  a  dis- 
cretion to  omit  in  the  Judgment  an  order 
ftirlts  return  ander  certain  circumstances 
vberetbe  substantial  rights  of  both  par- 
ties coold  be BQ baerved  thereby.  In  Bro w n 
V.  Johnson,  45  Cal.  76,  the  court  had  en- 
tered Jadgroent  for  the  value  and  dam- 
•Sca,  without  any  direction  for  the  return 
tbereof.  On  appeal  the  Judgment  was  sus- 
tained; the  court  holding  **that  in  snp- 
IMirtof  such  a  Judgment,  where  the  record 
discloses  nothing  on  the  point,  they  will 
istend  that  tbe  facts  actually  appearing 
below  were  aoeb  as  to  warrant  its  rendi- 
tion.* This  authority  would  indicate 
tbat,  in  rendering  Judgment,  the  court 
would  look  to  tbe  evidence  to  determine 
vbetber  tbe  return  of  the  property  should 
be  adjudged  to  tbe  party.  If  this  is  cor- 
net, tbe  finding  of  a  Jury  as  to  a  return 
tbereof  seems  of  little  value  In  determin- 
biff  tbe  rights  of  tbe  party,  unless,  indeed, 
tbey  should  make  a  finding  as  to  the  ac- 
tnal  sfatotfof  the  property,  and  thuH  give 
tbe  ronrt  a  finding  upon  all  tbe  facts  nec- 
CHaryto  tbe  entry  of  a  Judgment.  We 
tbink  tbe  verdict  sufficienc  to  enable  tbe 
eonrt  to  entei  tbe  proper  Judgment,  under 
tbe  antboHtles  cited.  See,  also,  Wells, 
Bepl.  I  609;  Waldmaa  v.  Broder,  supra; 


Glann  v.  Tounglove,  27  Barb.  480;  Colt  v. 
Waples,  1  Minn.  184,  (Gil.  110.) 

It  is  further  objected  that  the  verdict  is 
against  law,  because  it  finds  both  dam- 
ages and  interest.  These  are  simply  dis- 
tinct flndingH  offset.  Either  may  be  omit- 
ted in  enterinsT  Judgment,  or,  if  an  errone- 
ous Judgment  has  been  already  entered,  It 
may  be  corrected  in  the  lower  court,  or» 
on  appeal,  the  Judgment  may  be  reversed, 
and  the  cause  remanded,  with  direction 
to  enter  a  Judgment  for  the  amount,  less 
tbe  damages,  under  the  authority  of  Ber- 
son  V.  Nnnan,  08 Cal.  &60;  Freeborn  y.Mor- 
cross,  49  Cal.  818. 

The  order  of  the  court  overruling  the 
motion  for  a  new  trial  is  affirmed.

1.  Prior  appropriation  of  all  the  waters  of 
a  stream,  applied  to  a  useful  purpose,  xives  the 
better  right  to  the  tributaries,  and  all  the  direct 
and  immediate  sources  of  supply  of  the  stream; 
and,  when  this  ricrht  once  vests,  it  must  be  pro- 
tected and  upheld. 

Same. 

2.  Rights  cannot  be  acquired  to  the  waters 
of  springs  situated  along  the  channel  of  a 
stream,  and  which  constitute  its  direct  source 
of  supply,  by  entering  upon,  cleaning  out,  and 
thereby  increasing  the  water  supply,  as  against 
prior  appropriations  in  good  faith  of  the  whole 
of  the  waters  of  the  stream.  Query,  whether 
one  can  bring  water  from  another  or  independ- 
ent source  into  a  natural  stream,  whose  waters 
have  been  appropriated,  and  use  the  channel  of 
such  stream  to  conduct  the  wat^s,  thus  brought 
in,  to  another  point,  to  be  there  diverted  and 
used,  suggested,  but  not  decided.

Appeal  from  district  court,  Oneida  coun- 
ty. 

Action  by  the  Malad  Valley  Irrigating 
Company  against  Nephi  Campbell  to  de- 
termine the  right  to  the  possession  and 
use  of  the  waters  of  a  certain  stream,  and 
to  restrain  defendant  from  diverting  or 
interiering  with  the  same.  From  a  Judg- 
ment for  plaintiff,  and  from  an  order  over- 
ruling a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  defend- 
ant appeals.

Adverse  us^r  of  water  stands  upon  the 
same  tooting  as  that  respecting  the  ad- 
verse user  of  land,  and  the  reasoning 
which  will  sustain  the  one  will  likewise 
uphold  the  other.  Vanslckle  v.  Haines,  7 
Nev.  250;  Crandall  v.  Woods,  8  Cal.  141.

Where  a  person  has  conducted  some 
water  to  a  stream,  he  will  be  restrained, 
at  the  suit  of  the  owner  of  the  water  of  the 
stream,  unless  the  former  can  show  that 
he  has  not  diverted  more  water  from  it 
than  he  led  to  it.  Budd  v.  Railway  Co., 
15  Or.  404,  15  Pac.  Rep.  654;  Wilcox  v. 
Hausch,  64  Cal.  461,  3  Pac.  Rep.  108. 

This  general  right  over  the  stream  of 
the  party  who  has  perfected  a  prior  ap- 
propriation is  that  the  water  of  the 
stream  should  continue  to  flow  in  its 
usual  manner,  through  the  natural  chan- 
nel or  bed  of  the  stream,  down  to  the  head 
of  his  ditch,  or  to  the  point  where  hia 
own  actual  dominion  over  it  commences, 
to  the  extent  or  amount  of  his  appropria- 
tion, without  diversion  or  material  inter- 
ruption. Pom.  Rip.  Rights,  (Black*s  Ed.) 
i  60;  Lower  Kings  River,  etc..  Ditch  Co. 
V.  Kings  River,  etc..  Canal  Co.,  60  Cal.  408; 
Lorens  v.  JacobH,  (Cal.)  3  Pac.  Rep.  654; 
Mining  Co.  v.  Hoyt,  57  Cal.  44;  Barnes  v. 
SabrOn,10  Nev.  217;  Water  Co.  v.  Fletcher, 
28  Cal.  481;  James  v.  Williams,  31  Cal. 
211 ;  Feliz  v.  aty  of  Los  Angeles,  58  Cal. 
73. 

Brodrrick,  J.  This  action  was  brought 
by  the  Malad  Valley  Irrigating  Company 
against  Nephi  Campbell,  in  the  district 
court  in  and  for  Oneida  county,  to  deter- 
mine the  right  to  the  possession  and  use 
of  the  waters  of  a  certain  stream  in  said 
county,  known  as  ** Campbell  Creek,"  and 
to  restrain  the  defendant  frDm  diverting 
or  interfering  with  the  use  and  enjoyment 
of  the  same.  The  complaint  alleges  that 
the  plaintiff  is  a  corporation,  and  is  the 


owner  of  and  entitled  to  the  control  aod 
use  of  all  the  waters  of  a  certain  stream 
known  as  "* Devil  Creek,"  situated  In  said 
county,  together  with  aU  its  tributaries; 
that  it  and  its  predecessors  In  interest 
have  for  a  long  numt>er  of  years  owned, 
controlled,  used,  and  enjoyed  said  waters, 
and  peaceably  distributed  the  same  among 
the  farmers  and  residents  alongsald  Btrea  01 
for  the  irrigation  of  agricultural  crops. 
It  is  further  alleged ''that  the  defendant  on 
or  about  the  1st  day  of  June,  1885,  wrong- 
fully and  nulawf oily,  and  without  color 
of  right  or  title,  wlthoot  the  cooaent  of 
plaintiff,  and  against  Its  will,  did  enter 
upon  one  of  the  tributaries  of  said  Devil 
creek,  to  wit,  the  stream  known  as  'Camp- 
bell Creek,'  and  which  enters  said  Devil 
creek  on  the  premises  of  the  defendant, 
and  did  wrongfully  and  nnlawfolly  con* 
struct  certain  dams,  ditches,  and  flumes, 
and  did  divert  the  whole  of  the  waters  of 
said  Campbell  creek,  and  has  ever  since 
continued  to  divert  said  waters,  and  that 
plaintiff,  by  said  wrongful  acts  of  tbe  de> 
fendant,  has  been,  during  tbe  whole  of 
said  time,  deprived  of  the  use  of  all  the 
waters  of  said  stream,  to  the  great  and 
irreparable  injury  of  this  plaintiff.'*  Th** 
defendant  answei*ed,  specifically  denying 
the  allegations  of  the  complaint;  aod,  as 
a  further  defense,  alleges  that  In  the  year 
1S77  he  went  upon  the  stream  known  an 
**  Campbell  Craek,"  and  appropriated  all 
the  waters  of  said  creek,  by  constracting 
dams,  cleaning  and  digging  out  Bprings. 
clearing  brush,  and  diverting  the  whole  of 
said  waters  from  their  natural  channel, 
aod  using  the  same  for  the  purpose  nf 
agriculture,  etc. ;  that,  at  tbe  time,  the 
whole  of  said  stream  ran  to  waste,  and 
was  entirely  unappropriated ;  that,  alnce 
the  appropriation  of  said  waters  In  the 
year  last  aforsaid,  this  defendant  has  con- 
tinuously used  said  waters  for  the  pur- 
pose of  irriga  ting  hi«i  crops.  The  defend- 
ant  then  pleads  in  bar  the  statute  of  limi- 
tations. At  the  Novamber,  1886,  term  of 
said  court,  the  cause  was  tried  wlthoot 
a  Jury,  and  the  following  are  the  findings 
of  fact  and  conclusions  of  law  made  and 
filed  therein:  ''(I)  It  is  found  that  tbe 
plaintiff  and  its  predecessors  in  Interest 
have  for  about  twenty  years  nned  and  en* 
Joyed  the  waters  of  the  stream  known  «« 
*  Devil  Creek,'  in  Oneida  county,  Idaho,  for 
the  irrigation  of  agricultural  crops.  (2) 
That  plaintiff  was  incorporated  in  April, 
1882;  all  parties  owning  water- rights  In 
Devil  creek,  including  the  defendant.  Join- 
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tax  Id  tocb  corpora tloo,  (3)  Tbat  Camp- 
bell creek  Im  a  tribotarj  of  Devil  creek,  en- 
teriDff  9aid  stream  above  the  dam  at 
vbicb  plalD tiff's  i^raotors  arifcinally  ap- 
prupriated  tbe  waters  of  Devil  creek.  (4) 
Tbat  for  tbe  last  tbree  years  tbe  defend- 
•Oi  has.  at  tiuiea,  set  up  some  claim  to 
tbe  rigbt  to  tbe  fizclaslve  use  of  Campbell 
creek,  bat  tbat  previous  to  that  time  it 
bad  been  osed  by  and  controlled  by  plain- 
ts and  ItsfcrantorH;  tbat  plaintiff  and  its 
graDtors  bave  never  relinquislied  their 
claim  to  tbe  nae  of  tbe  waters  of  said 
fttream."  As  conciosions  of  law,  it  is 
fouod:  "(1)  That  plaintiff  is  the  owner 
lad  is  entitled  to  tbe  free  use  and  control 
of  all  the  waters  of  tbe  stream  known  as 
^GanipbeU  Creek ;'  (2)  tbat  the  defendant 
oogbt  to  be  forever  enjoined  from  using 
or  in  any  way  interferinii:  with  tbe  wa- 
tenofaaid  Campbell  creek,  except  under 
tbe  heenae  and  permission  of  plaintiff. 
Aadit  is  ordered  tbat  Judgment  be  en- 
tered accord! nj^ly.  **  Judgment  was  there- 
a|K)Denteretl,  j^iving  to  tbe  plaintiff  the 
five  use  and  control  of  the  waters  of 
Canpbell  cret-k.  An  application  was 
■ade  for  a  new  trial,  which  was  denied, 
aad  from  tbe  judgment  and  tbe  order 
overroling  tbe  motion  for  new  trial  the 
Mendant  appealed,  and  assigns  as  error 
— /lnrt,tliat  tbe  fourth  finding  of  thecourt 
liiuiSQppurt«Ki  by  tbe  evidence,  and  that 
tke fiadiiigs  are  axainat  law. 

We  will  coiiaider  these  questions  to- 
fftker.  Whatever  conflict  there  may  seem 
tabs  la  tbe  adjudged  cases  in  this  country 
fdatlDg  to  tbe  aultjectof  water-rights,  the 
law  of  this  territory  is  tbat  tbe  flmt  ap- 
propriation of  water  for  a  useful  or  bene- 
Adal  porpnse  gives  tbe  better  right  there- 
to; and  when  tbe  rigbt  is  once  vested,  un- 
ka  abandoned.  It  must  be  protected  and 
apbeld.  Tbe  legiHlative  will  is  clearly 
wpreaaod  in  tbe  following  language:  ''As 
between  appropriators,  tbe  one  first  in 
tiaie b  tbe  first  In  right."  Section  3159, 
^.  8t.  Idaho.  See.  also,  Atchison  v.  Pe- 
tasoo,  21)  Wall.  607;  Basey  v.  Gallagher, 
Id.  670.  It  will  t>e  observed  from  the  an- 
iwar  in  this  case  that  the  defendant  does 
>ot  daim  to  bave  brought  any  water 
iato  Campbell  creek  from  an  independent 
aoaroe,  by  reason  whereof  he  is  entitled 
to  tbe  use  of  tbe  channel  of  the  stream  to 
coodoct  tbe  waters,  thus  brought  in,  to 
Ua  branch,  so  as  to  Invoke  the  principle 
noociated  in  Ditcb  Co.  v.  Vaughn,  11  Cal. 
in  Nor  Is  it  alleged  that  the  defendant 
improved  tbe  cbaunel  and  sources  of  sup- 


ply, and  thereby  increased  the  flow  of  tbe 
waters  in  the  stream,  and  that  he  is  en- 
titled to  such  increased  flow.  The  allega- 
tion is ''that  in  JS77  be  went  '^pon  the 
stream  now  known  as  *  Campbell  Creek,' 
and  appropriated  all  the  waters  of  said 
creek  by  constructing  dams,  cleaning  and 
digging  out  spriugs,  clearing  brush,  and 
dlvf^rting;  tbe  whole  of  said  waters  from 
their  natural  channel,  and  using  tbe  same 
for  the  irrigation  of  agricultural  crops.** 
It  is  further  alleged  that,  when  the  defend- 
ant entered  upon  this  work,  the  whole  of 
the  stream  was  unappropriated;  and 
hence  the  question  of  the  first  appropria- 
tion of  the  waters  of  the  stream  was  a 
material  issue,  and  the  one  upon  which 
the  decision  of  the  case  turned.  The 
fourth  flnding  was  responsive  to  this  issue, 
and  there  is  evidence  in  the  transcript  to 
support  it.  It  is  true,  the  defendant  tes- 
tified that  by  his  labor  in  cleaning  out 
springs,  etc.,  he  increased  the  flow  of  the 
water  in  the  stream,  but  there  is  no  predi- 
cate in  tbe  pleadings  for  this  evidence. 
Had  tbe  pleadings  Justified  the  Introduc- 
tion of  this  testimony,  it  could  not  have 
warranted  a  different  Judgment  from  the 
one  rendered.  It  is  considered  that  Camp- 
bell creek  has  had  a  well-defined  channel 
for  more  than  20  years,  and  that  it  is  a 
tributary  of  Devil  creek.  Tbe  court  found, 
in  substance,  that  the  plaintiff  and  its 
predecessors  in  interest  had  used  and  en- 
Joyed  the  whole  of  the  waters  of  Devil 
creek  for  about  20  years  last  past  for  tbe 
irrigation  of  agricultural  crops.  Camp- 
bell creek,  being  a  tributary  of  Devil  creek, 
was  appropriated  long  before  the  defend- 
ant attempted  to  exercise  any  control 
over  It,  and  the  court  so  finds.  The  testi- 
mony all  tends  to  show  that  tbe  springs 
cleaned  out  by  tbe  defendant  were  along 
and  in  tbe  immediate  vicinity  of  Campbell 
creek,  and  that  these  springs  constituted 
the  principal  and  immediate  sources  of 
supply  for  the  stream.  If  persons  can  go 
upon  tbe  tributaries  of  streams  whose 
waters  have  all  been  appropriated  and 
applied  to  a  useful  and  legitimate  pur- 
pose, and  can  take  and  control  tbe  waters 
of  such  tributaries,  tben,  indeed,  tbe 
sources  of  supply  of  all  appropriated  nat- 
ural streams  may  be  entirely  cut  off, 
and  turned  away  from  the  first  and  right- 
ful appropriators.  To  allow  this  to  be 
done  would  disturb  substantial  vested 
rights,  and  tbe  law  will  not  permit  it. 
We  are  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the 
findings  are  not  obnoxious  to  tbe  oblasi- 
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tlons  urged  aflralnst  tbem.  Strait  v. 
Brown,  16  Nev.  817.  We  do  not  wlah  to 
be  QuderBtood  as  deciding  that  una  can- 
not bring  water  from  other  or  foreign 
Boarcea  Into  a  natural  stream,  whose  wa- 
ters hare  been  appropriated,  and  use  the 
channel  of  snch  stream  to  convey  the  wa- 
ter, thus  bronght  and  emptied  in,  to  an- 
other point,  to  be  there  diverted  and  used. 
This  question  Is  not  now  before  us,  and  it 
will  be  time  to  decide  it  when  presented. 
See,  as  to  this  point,  Wilcox  ▼.  Hausch,  64 
Cal.  461,  8  Pac.Kep.  108;  Burnett  ▼.  White- 
aides,  15  Cal.  85.  The  judgment  of  the 
court  below  is  affirmed.

On  the  Ranie 
d«j.  to-wit,  October  1, 1R87,  the  plaintiff 
made  a   motion  that  the  ]adgment  herein 
be  aet  aside,  and  the  report  of  the  referee 
herein  be  amended   by  set  tins  aside  the 
coorloalona  of  law»  and  render  Judgement 
npon  tbe  facts  reported;  and  thereupon

^ras  no  legal  service  of  order  upon  defend- 
ant to  show  cause;  (5)  that  the  Judgment 
Is   jiot  supported    by  the  findings.    The 
fonrth  snggestion  of  error  by  appellant  is 
that  tbe  proper  relief  of  plaintiff  from  the 
laMigment  of  $1,127.45  which  he  claims  was 
lirvt   entered    was   a  motion  for  a  new 
triaL     This  will  be  disposed  of  in  the  con- 
sideration of  the  other  specifications  of 


The  motion  for  a  new  trial  was  based 
on  tbe  foUowing  specifications  of  error: 
(1)  That  tlie  evidence  does  not  support 
the  Jndgnnent;  (2)  that  the  Judgment  is 
euDtrary  to  law.  Neither  of  these  objec- 
tions can  he  considered  on  a  motion  for  a 
new  trial,  and  the  motion  was  properly 
overruled.  Uaynes,  New  Trials  &  A  pp.  § 
•6;  Martin  v.  Matfleld,  49  Cal.  42;  Code 
am  Proc  S  4439. 

Tbe  second  assignment  of  error  seems 
at  variance  with  the  record  in  its  recital 
of  facts.  The  Judgment  roll  shows  but 
one  Judgment  in  the  case.  Prior  to  the 
entry  of  such  Judgment,  the  court  had 
made    an    order  that  the  report  of  the 
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referee  be  approved,  and  that  Judgment 
be  entered  in  accordance  therewith  for  the 
sum  of  91,l'i7.45.  This  was  simply  a  dl* 
rection  to  the  clerk  to  enter  Judgment, 
but  did  not  constitute  a  Judgment.  Aft- 
erwards on  the  same  day  the  court 
made  a  second  order  that  the  conclusions 
of  law  therein,  and  the  order  for  Judg- 
ment heretofore  entered,  be  set  aside,  and 
that  Judgment  be,  and  is  hereby,  entered 
upon  the  findings  of  fact  of  the  referee  for 
plaintiff,  and  against  the  defendant,  for 
$1,382.22.  That  part  of  appellant's  argu- 
ment upon  the  power  of  a  court  to  amend 
its  findings  cannot  be  considered,  for  the 
reason  that  the  record  fails  to  show  that 
the  findings  were  amended  after  Judgment 
was  entered. 

The  point  is  made  that  the  order  set- 
ting aside  the  conclusions  of  law  of  the 
referee,  and  for  entry  of  Judgment  first 
made,  was  error,  because  no  notice  of 
said  motion  was  served  upon  the  at- 
torney of  defendant.  The  record  shows, 
as  recited  in  such  order,  that  tbe  at- 
torney for  defendant  appeared  and  con- 
tested such  order.  Such  appearance,  un- 
less made  specially,  would  constitute  a 
waiver  of  notice,  if  one  was  necessary; 
and  this  objection  is  therefore  without 
merit.  Wade,  Notice,  §§  1189-1204;  Rey- 
nolds V.  Harris,  14  Cal.  677. 

The  last  objection  urged  *by  the  appel- 
lant is  that  the  Judgment  Is  not  sup- 
ported by  the  findings.  The  findings  of 
fact  of  the  referee,  and  conclusions  of  law, 
were  adopted  by  the  court.  The  order  of 
the  court  was  not  that  the  findings  of 
fact  be  changed,  but  that  the  order,  so  far 
as  it  affected  the  conclusions  of  law,  be 
set  aside.  Haynes,  New  Trials  &  A  pp.  §§

think  tbe  court  had  authority  to  change 
its  conclusions  of  law  and  that  there  was 
no  error  in  doing  so.

There  is  no  provision  of  law  for  patent- 
ing tupnel  locations,  but  such  lodes  as  are 
discovered  In  running  a  tunnel  may  be 
patented  with  a  fall  compliance  with  the 
law.

Hays,  G.  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from  the 
Judgment  of  the  dlHtrict  court  of  the  First 
jndiciHl  district  of  Idaho  territory,  in  and 
for  Shoshone  county,  rendered  on  failure 
of  plaintiff  to  amend  the  complaint  after 
demurrer  thereto  was  sustained,  the  plain- 
tiff having  elected  to  stand  on  the  com- 
plaint as  filed.  The  action  is  one  brought 
in  support  of  an  odverse  claim  filed  in  the 
United  States  land-office  against  the  issu- 
ance of  a  patent  for  the  Sierra  Nevada 
lode  mining  claim,  said  adverse  claim  be- 
ing made  on  behalf  of  the  Pilgrim  tunnel 
location  made  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 2323,  Rev.  8t.  U.  S.  At  the  time  of  fil- 
ing the  adverse  claim  and  the  complaint 
in  this  action,  the  Sierra  Nevada  lode 
mining  claim  was  owned  by  the  respond- 
ent, a  corporation,  and  the  said  tunnel  lo- 
cation was  owned  by  the  appellant.  Dur- 
ing the  period  of  publication  of  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Sierra  Nevada  claim  the  ap- 


pellant filed  an  adverse  claim,  accompa- 
nied by  a  map  made  from  actual  survey, 
showing  the  relative  position  of  the  naid 
mining  claim  and  tunnel  location,  in  the 
United  States  land-olfice  in  the  district  in 
which  said  claims  were  situated,  ajid  in 
which  application  for  patent  of  said  claim 
was  filed,  and  said  adverse  claim  was  duly 
allowed  by  the  register  of  said  land-office, 
and  within  30  days  after  so  filing  said  ad- 
verse claim  appellant  filed  his  complaint 
in  an  action  brought  in  support  thereof  in 
the  district  court  aforesaid.  Respondent 
appeared  and  demurred  to  said  complaint 
on  the  grounds  hereinafter  stated. 

Appellant  in  his  complaint  alleges  that 
one  Philip  Kirby,  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  on  April  5, 1886,  located  a  tunnel 
site  under  the  provisions  of  se<*tion  22323, 
Rev.  St.  U.  S.,  8,000  feet  in  length,  in  the 
Yreka  mining  district,  Shoshone  cunnty, 
Idaho  territory,  ana  that  at  the  time  of 
making  such  location  he  marked  the  line 
thereof  by  planting  posts  at  every  100 
feet  along  the  said  line,  each  post  being 
plainly  marked  "Pilgrim  Tunnel  Line," 
and  that  he  posted  a  notice  of  the  location 
of  said  tunnel  at  the  face  thereof;  that  he 
had  cut  out  trails  to  said  tunnel,  three 
miles  In  length,  and  had  cut  out  said  tun- 
nel six  feet  wide  and  six  feet  high,  and  mn 
the  same  four  feet  under  cover,  prior  to 
said  location  and  during  saia  month  of 
April;  that  on  April  12,  1886,  said  Kirby 
appeared  before  the  recorder  of  the  mining 
district  in  which  said  tunnel  was  located, 
and  made  the  affidavit  required  by  the 
regulation  of  the  general  land-oflSce,  and 
the  same  was  duly  attached  to  a  copy  of 
the  notice  of  location  posted  at  the  face  of 
said  tunnel,  and  said  cupy  of  notice  and 
affidavit  were  on  said  12th  day  of  April, 
1S86,  filed  in  the  office  of  said  recorder,  and 
have  there  remained ;  and  said  notice  and 
affidavit  were  afterwards, on  the  I6th  day 
of  April,  1886,  recorded  in  the  ofilce  of  the 
recorder  of  Shoshone  county;  that  said 
Kirby  and  his  grantee,  the  plaintiff,  have 
continuously  and  diligently  prosecuted  the 
work  of  running  said  tunnel  along  the  line 
as  marked  out  ever  since  said  5th  day  of 
April,  1886;  that  at  the  timeof  making  the 
location  of  said  tunnel  there  were  no 
known  ledges  existing  or  cropping  along 
the  course  of  said  tunnel  location  as  the 
same  was  located  and  marked  on  the 
ground;  nor  were  there  any  known  ledges 
that  crossed  said  tunnel  location  In  their 
courfae  or  trend ;  nor  were  there  any  ledges 
previously    known    to    exist,  or    whioh 
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croeAMl  ftafcl  tunnel  location  at  the  time  of 
Ita  location;  that  after  said   tunnel  had 
been  located  as  aforesaid,  to- wit,  on  April 
6.  I^<i6,  del(>ndant'8  tf  ran  tore  entered  upon 
tiM  line  of  said  tunnel  location,  at  a  point 
where  post  No.  9  on  said  line  was  planted, 
and  with  fnll  knowledge  ot  theezintence 
of  said   post,  and  the  location  of  said  tun- 
nel commenced  to  prospect  for  minerals, 
nnd  InsoproRpectinKSunk  a  shaft  through 
tbe  loose  surface  and  slide  earth  and  rock 
to  a  depth  of  12  feet  before  entering  npon 
Hny  solid  formation    or  rock   in    place; 
that  at  or  near  the  place  where  the  shaft 
was  so  sunk  there  was  no  lode  or  ledge  of 
▼alaable  mineral-bearing  rock  previously 
known  to  exist,  nor  did  any  such  crop  or 
show  npon  the  surface  of  the  ground ;  that 
at  or  about  said  depth  of  12  feet  in  said 
shaft  a  ledge  of  valuable  mineral-bearing 
rock  was  discovered  by  said  grantors  of 
defendant;  that  said  discovery  wan  made 
on  and  within  the  line  of  tbe  said  tunnel 
location  while  the  same  was  being  active- 
ly occupied  and  diligently  worked ;  that 
said   lode  or  ledge  is,  and  was  at  the  time 
of  striking  the  same  in  said  shaft,  a  blind 
lead  or  lode  on  the  line  of  said  tunnel ; 
that  the  tunnel,  on  being  continued  in  its 
present  course  on  the  located  line  thereof, 
would  cnt  and  intersect  the  said  lode  on 
Its  dip  within   the  length  and  location  of 
said  tunnel;  that  said  grantors  of  defend- 
ant located  and  recorded  a  mining  claim 
based  npontheirsaid  discovery,  and  called 
MSld  claim  tbe  " Sierra  Nevada;"  that  de- 
fendant, claiming  t<i  bo  the  grantee  of  said 
locators,  did  on  May  23, 1887,  make  appli- 
cation for  United  States  patent  for  said 
claim,  and  filed  its  application  for  pat- 
ent in   the  United    States   land-office  at 
Cfpnr     d'Alene,    Idaho,    and    afterwards 
cansed  notice  of  said  application  to  be 
pnblliibed,  as  required  by  law,  and  during 
period  of  said  -publication  the    plaintiff 
filed  a  protest  and  ad  irerso  claim  in  said 
land-office  against  the  issuance  of  a  patent 
for  said  claim  on  behalf  of  said  tunnel  lo- 
cation, and  within  SOdnys  after  filing  such 
protest  and  adverse  claim  commenced  the 
action  In  the  district  court  of  the  county 
In  which  said  claim  and  tunnel  location  is 
situated ;  that  the  plaintiff  was  and  is  by 
vlrtueof  certain  conveyances  duly  made  the 
gran  tee  of  Pbilip  Kirby,the  locator  of  said 
tunnel  location;  that  he  is  now,  and  in- 
tends to  continue,  diligently  running  said 
toonel  along  the  line  of  said  tunnel  site, 
and  In  tbe  direction  of  said  lode  so  discov- 
ered and  called  the** Sierra  Nevada,"  for 


the  purpose  of  intersecting  and  cutting  the 
same,  and  that  he  Intends,  when  the  same 
shall  have  been  so  intersected,  to  locate 
the  same  according  to  the  provisions  of 
section  2323,  Bev.  St.  U.  S.;  that  the 
ground  upon  which  the  discovery  of  the 
said  lode  was  made  by  defendant's  gran- 
tors was  not  vacant  and  unoccupied  put>< 
lie  mineral  lands  of  the  United  States  at 
the  time  of  such  discovery  and  location, 
and  that  such  location  \^as  void;  and 
prays  the  court  to  adjudge  that  the  loca- 
tion of  the  Sierra  Nevada  mining  claim 
was  null  and  void.  To  which  complaint 
the  respondent  demurred,  and  alleged  as 
grounds  of  demurrer:  ''That  the  plaintiff 
herein  has  not  legal  capacity  to  sue  in  this 
action ;  that  it  does  not  appear  from  said 
complaint  that  the  plaintiff  has  any  right. 
Interest,  or  adverse  claim  npon  which  he 
can  base  an  action  against  the  Sierra 
Nevada  Mining  Company,  by  reason  of  its 
application  for  a  patent  herein;  that  he  is 
not  the  owner  of  any  lode,  vein,  or  surface 
ground,  by  location  or  otherwise,  author- 
izing him  to  file  any  adverse  claim  herein, 
or  to  maintain  any  action  upon  any  pre- 
tended adverse  claim.**  ** Second,  That 
the  said  complaint  does  not  state  facts 
sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action.** 
It  Is  contended  that  the  court  erred  in 
sustaining  the  demurrer,  and  a  reversal  of 
the  judgment  entered  therein  is  now  asked. 
We  have  the  light  of  but  few  adjudicat- 
ed cases  to  aid  us  in  an  investigation  of 
this  subject.  Wo  are  satisfied,  however, 
from  an  examination  of  the  provisions  of 
section  2823.  Rev.  St.  U.S.,  that  it  was  the 
intention  of  congress  that  rights  might  be 
secured  to  all  such  as  should  run  tunnels 
for  the  development  of  a  vein  or  lode  pur- 
suant to  its  provisions,  and  to  aid  in  se- 
curing such  rights  it  was  there  enacted 
that  ** locations  on  the  line  of  such  tunnel 
of  veins  or  lodes  not  appearing  on  the  sur- 
face, made  by  other  parties  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  tunnel,  and  while  the 
same  is  being  prosecuted  with  reasonable 
diligence,  shall  be  invalid.**  It  seems  evi- 
dent from  this  enactment  that  congress 
intended  to  withdraw  from  exploration 
for  lodes  not  appearing  on  the  surface  so 
much  of  the  public  domain  as  lay  upon 
tbe  line  of  such  tunnel  and  to  reserve  such 
for  the  benefit  of  the  proprietor  of  the 
tunnel  so  long  as  he  prosecuted  work 
thereon  with  reasonable  diligence,  and  to 
give  to  him  the  right  of  possession  for  this 
purpose.  True,  the  act  does  not  so  state 
in  dii-ect  terms,  but  this  is  the  effect  of  its 
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proriflions,  and  any  otber  constractioD 
would  but  imperfectly  protect  the  rights 
of  the  proprietor  of  the  tunnel.  The  rights 
of  the  tunnel  locator  bein^  created  by  stat- 
utory eoactment,  the  courts  should  be 
therefore  clothed  with  power  to  protect 
such  rlfchta,  and  we  are  unable  to  see  how 
they  can  be  fully  protected  but  by  permit- 
ting such  locator  to  avail  himself  of  the 
provisions  of  section  2326.  Doubtless  It 
was  the  legislative  will  that  he  should 
have  such  privilege.  Such  being  the  case, 
we  must  bold  that  a  tunnel  location  con- 
stitutes a  mining  claim  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  statute,  as  was  held  by  Commis- 
sioner Kirk  wood  in  his  opinion  of  Decem- 
ber 12.  1881,  (Dec.  Dep.  Int.  594,)  and  that 
It  is  such  a  claim  as  may  be  asserted  and 
protected  under  the  provisions  of  section 
2326,  Rev.  Mt.  U.  S.,  and  the  act  amenda- 
tory thereof.  While  this  appellant  would 
have  nori»rbt  under  his  complaint  to  have 
a  patent  issued  to  him  since  he  does  not 
claim  to  have  discovered  any  vein  or  lode, 
yet  we  think  he  has  the  right  of  possession 
tor  prospecting  purposes  to  the  area  in  dis- 
pute, and  to  show  that  respondent's  loca- 
tion was  made  upon  the  line  of  his  tunnel. 
The  act  of  March  8, 1881,  provides  what 
shall  be  done  when  neither  party  shows 
title  to  the  ground  in  conflict. 

The  Judgment  of  the  district  court  is 
therefore  reversed,  and  the  cause  remand- 
ed for  further  proceedings  a«*cording  to 
law.

Territobt  v.  Eyaks. 

(February  27,  188&) 

Indictment  and  Information  —  Description  of 
Offense— Construction. 

1.  In  determining  the  offense  charged  in  an 
indictment,  all  parts  of  the  instrument  will  be 
considered  together,  and  if,  from  the  whole, 
it  appears  that  a  crime  is  sufficiently  allegtml, 
it  mil  be  sustained. 

Criminal  Law— TriaI/— Instructions. 

2.  In  criminal  prosecutions,  as  in  other  ac- 
tions, instructions  to  the  jury  must  be  based 
upon  some  evidence  in  the  case.  If  they  do  not, 
when  requested  they  should  be  refused. 
Homicide- Murder  in  Second  Deorbb— Trial- 
Instructions. 

3.  An  instruction  to  the  jury  upon  which, 
defendant  is  convicted  of  murder  in  the  second 
degree,  though  objectionable  as  defining  mur- 
der in  the  first  degree,  is  sufficient  to  sustain 
the  verdict  as  found. 


Same— Appeal— Rbyiibw— Objections  to  Instruc- 
tions. 

4.  In  reviewing  alleged  errors  on  appeal 
from  a  judgment  in  a  criminal  case,  where  ob- 
jection is  made  to  specific  instructions,  the  en- 
tire charge  will  be  considered  together,  and, 
if  it  fairly  and  correctly  presents  the  law  bear- 
ing upon  the  issues  tried,  the  appellate  court 
will  not  disturb  the  judgment. 

Same— Presumptions. 

5.  Presumptions  are  in  favor  of  the  deci- 
sion of  the  court,  and,  where  a  reversal  of  a 
judgment  is  sought  on  the  ground  of  error,  the 
rulings  of  the  court  will  be  sustained,  unless 
sufficient  facts  appear  in  the  record  to  diow 
that  error  was  committed. 

{Syllabus  by  the  Court)

Charles  Evans  was  couvicted  of  murder 
in  the  second  deio'ee,  and  appeals.  Af- 
firmed.

When  a  known  felony  is  attempted  apon 
the  person,  be  it  to  rob  or  kUl,  the  party 
assaulted  may  repel  force  by  force,  and 
any  person  present  may  interpose  to  pre- 
vent mischief,  and,  if  death  ensues,  the 
party  so  interfering  will  be  justified.  In 
such  cases  nature  and  social  duty  co-op- 
erate. Com.  V.  Selfridge,  Horr.  &  T.  Cas. 
80;  1  Bish.  Crim.  Law.  §  851;  Pond  v. 
People,  Horr.  &  T.  Cas.  814 ;  Dill  v.  State, 
Horr.  &  T.  Cas.  738;  Crimes  and  Pnnifih- 
ment  Act,  §§  25,  30. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  the  danger 
should  be  actual;  simply  apparent.  1 
Bish.  Crim.  Law,  805,  and  notes;  Archb. 
Crim.  Law,  p.  221;  1  Whart.  Crim.  Law, 
pp.  405,  488,  489;  Crimes  and  Punishment 
Act,  §  26;  Maher  v.  People,  Horr.  &  T.Cas. 
290. 

Whatever  a  man  may  lawfully  do  in  de- 
fending himself  he  may  lawfully  do  in  de- 
fending another.  State  v.  Weetfall,  8 
Amer.  Crim.  Rep.  343. 

R.  Z.  Johnaoa,  Atty.  Qen.,  and  James 
H.  Hawley,  for  the  Territory. 

No  person,  even  if  an  officer,  is  justified 
in  taking  life,  unless  the  absolute  neces- 
sity exists.  No  person  can  lawfully  take 
life  to  prevent  the  commission  of  a  misde- 
meanor, or  to  effect  the  capture  or  prevent 
the  escape  of  one  who  has  committed  a 
misdemeanor.  2  Bish.  Crim.  Law,  630  et 
seq.;  2  Whart.  Crim.  Law,  1031. 

If  a  person  interferes  in  an  affray  wltb  a 
view  to  keep  the  peace,  and  not  to  take  any 
particular  one's  part,  he  may*  If  absolute- 
ly necessary,  kill.  In  order  to  preserve  bis 
own  life  or  tbat  of  a  party  thereto;  but  if 
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\^  mns  In.  and  takes  the  part  of  one  party 
to  the  affray,  it  will  be  manslauiirhter.  1 
Rosa  Crimea,  8&)8;  2  Wbart.  Crim.  Law, 
Kfid;  1  Bast,  P.  C.  291;  1  Hawk.  P.  C.  98. 

And  If  he  interferes,  and  kills  with  mal- 
ite.  It  will  be  murder.    Wbart.  Horn.  444. 

Mere  threats  or  abusive  laagtiage  will 
not  Justify  an  Interference,  nor,  in  case  of 
death,  will  they  reduce  the  crime  from 
murder  to  manslauirhter.  Johnson  v. 
State,  27  Tex.  758;  Stofferv.  State,  Horr.  & 
T.  Gas.  232. 

If  a  defendant  ]ustlfles  on  the  ground 
that  the  act  was  necessarily  committed  In 
lawfully  preserTin(<  the  peace,  as  where  be 
interferes  to  prevent  A.  from  taklDg  the 
life  of  B.,  and  to  that  end  kills  A.,  he  must 
f^how,  to  establish  a  defense,  not  that  he 
had  reasonable  ground  to  believe  that  the 
act  was  necessary ,  bu  t  that  It  was  actually 
neeeasary,  and  that  he  bad  no  other  way 
to  prevent  the  execution  of  the  felony. 
People  ▼.  Cole,  4  Parker,  Crim.  R.  35. 

Where  the  evidence  shows  the  accused 
was  not  forced  to  take  the  life  of  deceased 
to  save  bis  own  life  or  limb  from  serious 
peril,  an  Instruction  which  ignores  the  ex- 
coaeof  self-defenseis  not  erroneous.  Taylor 
T.  state,  48  Ala.  180. 

When  there  is  no  evidence  of  Justification 
of  a  homicide,  It  Is  not  error  to  tell  the 
jnry  that  the  law  of  Justification  Is  not 
applicable.    Parker  v.  State,  31  Tex.  132. 

Bi?CK,  J.  The  defendant  was  Indicted, 
tried  and  convicted  of  murder  In  the  sec- 
ond d^p^e,  at  the  April  term,  188S,  of  the 
district  court.  Third  Judicial  district,  in 
tbe  county  of  Lemhi,  and  comes  into  this 
court  on  an  appeal  from  the  Judgrment. 

The  first  point  made  by  appellant  in  his 
brief  is  that  the  Indictment  does  not  allege 
tbe  crime  of  murder.  The  charging  part 
of  tbe  indictment  Is  as  follows:  ''That 
the  said  Charlra  Evans,  on  tbe  11th  day  of 
November, A.  D.  1886.  did  unlawfully,  will- 
fuUy.  deliberately,  premedltatedly,  feloni- 
ously, and  of  bis  malice  aforetbought,  in 
and  upon  one  Jas.  McKee,  make  an  as- 
sault, and  that  the  said  Chas.  Evans  a  cer- 
tain pistol  then  and  there  loaded  witb 
powder  and  leaden  bullets,  which  said  pis- 
tol he,  the  said  Chas.  Evans,  in  bis  bands 
then  and  there  had  and  held  at  and 
against  tbe  said  Jas.  McKee,  then  and 
there  onlawfolly,  willfully,  deliberately, 
premedltatedly,  feloniously,  and  of  his 
malice  aforethought  did  shoot  off  and  dis- 
chanre,  and  that  the  said  Charles  Evans, 
with  the  leaden  bullets  aforesaid,  by  means 


of  shoo  ting  off  and  discharging  the  said  pis- 
tol so  loaded,  to,  at,  and  against  tbe  said 
Jas.  McKee,  as  aforesaid,  did  then  and 
there  unlawfully,  willfully,  deliberately, 
premedltatedly,  feloniously,  and  of  bis 
malice  aforetbought,  strike,  penetrate, 
and  wound  tbe  said  Jas.  McKee,  g^ivlng 
him,  tbe  said  Jas.  McKee,  as  afaresaid, 
one  mortal  wound,  of  which  mortal 
wound  the  said  Jas.  McKee  did  die.  And 
so  tbe  Jurors  aforesaid,  upon  tbeir  oaths 
aforesaid,  do  charge  and  say  that  tbe  said 
Chas.  Evans  tbe  said  Jas.  McKee,  in  man- 
ner and  form  aforesaid,  then  and  there 
unlawfully,  willfully,  deliberately,  pre- 
medltatedly, feloniously,  and  of  bis  malice 
aforethought  did  kill  and  murder,"  etc. 
Tbe  felonious  and  malicious  intent  herein 
charged  in  terms  qualifies  and  characterizes 
tbe  striking,  penetrating,  and  wounding 
of  tbe  deceased,  McKee,  and  does  not  in 
terms  charge  that  tbe  wound  was  inten- 
tionally and  feloniously  mortal. 

Tbe  appellant  In  his  brief  urges  tbe 
proposition  that  ''under  our  statute  tbere 
must  be  an  intention  to  kill,  or  tbe  crime 
will  not  be  murder."  Under  our  Penal 
Code,  as  it  existed  in  April,  1887,  tbe  time 
when  tbe  indictment  was  found,  (section 
15,  Bev.  Laws,  823,)  murder  was  tbe  un- 
lawful killing  of  a  human  being  witb  mal- 
ice aforethoufi^bt,  either  express  or  implied. 
Section  21  of  the  same  statute,  page  324, 
provides  also:  "That  involuntary  man- 
slaughter sball  consist  In  tbe  killing  of  a 
human  being  without  any  intent  to  do 
so, "etc.,  "provided,  that  when  such  in- 
voluntary killing  shall  happen  in  tbe  com- 
mission of  an  unlawful  act  which,  in  its 
consequences,  naturally  tends  to  destroy 
the  life  of  a  human  being,  or  is  committed 
in  tbe  prosecution  of  a  felonious  intent, 
the  offense  sball  be  deemed  and  adjudged 
to  be  murder.**  Tbe  indictment  in  the 
case  at  bar  charges  tbe  wounding,  strik- 
ing, and  penetrating  of  James  McKee  with 
leaden  bullets,  and  witb  malice  afore- 
thought, of  which  wound  tbe  said  McKee 
died.  The  wounding  is  charged  to  be  witb 
felonious  intent,  and.  If  so,  the  killing,  un- 
der the  statute  referred  to, is  murder,  evon 
without  tbe  intent  to  kill.  It  is,  however, 
urged  by  appellant  that  the  indictment 
does  not  charge  murder.  Tbe  books  con- 
tain various  statements  as  to  bow  an  in- 
dictment should  be  drawn,  and  different 
authors  divide  it  in  to  different  parts.  Our 
statute  (section  7632)  defines  it  to  be:  *An 
accusation  in  writing  presented  by  a 
grand  Jury  to  a  competent  court,  charging 
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a  pel  son  with  a  public  offense,**  and  pro- 
vides tbat  it  mast  contain:  ** Firsts  the 
title  of  tiie  action,— specify inff  the  name  of 
the  court  and  the  names  of  the  parties ; 
and,  second^  a  statement  of  the  acts  con- 
Btitutins  the  offense,  in  ordinary  and  con- 
cise lan^^uage,  and  in  such  manner  as  to 
enable  a  person  of  common understandinK 
to.^lcnow  what  is  Intended."  If  this  is 
done,  the  defendant  cannot  complain. 
The  order  in  which  it  is  dooe  is  not  one  of 
the  essential  elements  of  the  indictment. 
It  is  claimed  by  appellant  that  the  aver- 
ments in  what  is  often  designated  as  the 
"conclusions**  of  the  indictment  cannot  be 
construed  in  connection  with  the  allega- 
tions in  the  charging  part.  That  portion 
of  the  indictment  known  as  the  **  conclu- 
sions" is  not  necessary,  and  is  placed  there 
or  not,  as  the  taste  of  the  pleader  may  dic- 
tate. We  think  when  it  is  used  it  may 
reasonably  be  construed  with  the  other 
portions  of  the  indictment.  This,  we 
think,  is  the  general  understanding  of 
grand  juries.  The  indictment,  construed 
together,  charges  the  crime  of  murder  in 
the  second  degree,  under  the  adjudications 
of  this  court  in  People  v.  OTallaghan, 
ante,  143,  9  Pac.  Rep.  414;  and  we  see  no 
reason  for  changing  that  decision. 

The  other  specifications  of  error  urged 
by  appellant  are  to  the  Instructions  of  tbu 
court  given,  and  to  those  requested  and 
refused.  There  were  seven  instructions 
asked  by  defendant  and  refused,  to  which 
refusal  exceptions  were  taken.  Of  these 
the  fourth  is  disposed  of  by  our  ruling  on 
the  sufficiency  of  the  indictment.  The 
third,  sixth,  and  seventh  are  based  upon 
threats  claimed  to  have  been  known  to 
defendant,  and  to  knowledge  of  the  char- 
acter of  the  parties  Lyon  and  McKen,  and 
to  a  certain  assault  alleged  to  have  been 
made  upon  the  witness  Lyon  upon  a  trial 
not  connected  with  the  assault  and  homi- 
cide set  out  in  the  indictment.  The  bill  of 
exceptions  contains  no  evidence  whatever 
as  to  these  threats,  or  the  character  of  the 
parties  Lyon  or  McKee,  or  the  assault  upon 
the  trial.  It  does,  however,  state  that  it 
contains  so  much  of  the  evidence  as  is  nec- 
essary to  explain  the  rulings  and  decisions 
of  the  court  in  the  trial  of  the  case.  It  is 
well  established  that  the  instructions 
should  be  based  upon  the  evidence  in  the 
case,  and  the  presumption  is  in  favor  of 
the  ruling  of  the  court.  There  appears  in 
the  record  no  evidence  to  Justify  these  in- 
structions, and  we  do  not  consider  it  nec- 
essary to  consider  them,  for,  if  correct  as 


abstract  principles  of  law,  they  do  not  ap- 
pear by  the  record  to  be  founded  on  any 
evidence  in  the  case.  People  v.  Cochran , 
61  Gal.  548;  People  v.  Smith,  59  Cal.  365; 
People  V.  Dick,  32  Cal.  218. 

The  first  instruction  asked  by  appeftavt 
is  as  follows :  **  If  the  Jury  believe  from  the 
evidence  that  on  the  occasion  that  James 
McKee  received  his  mortal  wound  the  de- 
fendant bad  reason  to  believe,  and  did  be- 
lieve, that  McKee  and  Lyon  were  about 
to  take  the  life  of  Caleb  Davis,  or  to  do 
him  some  great  bodily  harm,  and  that 
there  was  no  other  means  to  prevent  it» 
he  would  be  Justified  In  killing  McKee, even 
if  it  should  be  shown  that  he  was  mia- 
taken  in  his  belief.**  ThP  second  instruc- 
tion asked  by  defendant  and  refused  is  as 
follows :  **"  If  the  Jury  believe  from  the  evi- 
dence that  on  the  occasion  that  Jas.  Mc- 
Kee received  his  mortal  wound,  the  de- 
fendant had  reason  to  believe,  and  did  be- 
lieve, that  McKee  and  Lyon  were  about 
to  take  the  life  of  Caleb  Davis,  or  to  do 
him  some  great  bodily  harm,  and  that  be, 
the  said  defendant,  was  present  and  bad 
the  means  and  ability  to  prevent  the  same, 
he  would  have  been  criminally  liable  if  he 
had  not  used  every  necessary  means  in  his 
power  to  protect  the  life  and  person  of  the 
said  Caleb  Davis.**  These  two  instruc- 
tions may  properly  be  considered  together. 
There  is  no  pretense  that  the  defendant 
was  a  peace  officer  in  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duty  at  the  time  of  the  homicide. 
While  it  is  stated  in  some  authorities  that 
a  private  citixen  may,  under  some  circum- 
stances, interfere  to  prevent  a  felony,  and 
if,  in  so  doing,  he  kill  the  wrong-doer,  the 
law  will  Justify  the  homicide,  (1  Arcbb. 
Crim.Pi.805;  Whart.Hom.§  STS;  2Whart. 
Crlm.  Law,  1039;  1  Buss.  Crimes.  *670;  1 
Bast,  P.  C.  58;  1  Hale,  P.  C.  484,)  yet  it  is 
argued  that  the  one  whom  he  seeks  to 
protect  must  bean  innocent  party.  A  pri- 
vate citizen  cannot  thus  interfere  between 
two  persons  both  of  whom  are  in  the 
wrong,  and  slay  one  to  save  the  other. 
The  instructions  should  have  been  so 
drawn  as  to  submit  to  the  Jury  not  mere> 
ly  the  question  of  the  necessity  of  killing 
McKee,  but  also  as  to  whether  Davis  him- 
self was  an  innocent  party  In  the  affray, 
and  whether  he  had  done  all  he  could  to 
avoid  the  encounter.  As  submitted  to  the 
court,  the  instructions  were  likely  to  limit 
the  inquiry  of  the  Jury  simply  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  killing  McKee  to  save  Davis, 
while,  had  the  other  questions  been  sut>- 
mitted  to  the  Jury,  they  might  have  found 
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that  DaTia  was  tbe  wrong-doer,  and  that 
McKee  ahoold  have  been  protected  instead 
of  Davis.  We  think  these  instructions 
rightly  retnaed. 

Appellant  Axcepta  to  the  first,  fourth, 
aAd  seventh  instructions  req  nested  by  the 
prosecntion.  The  first  is  a  quotation 
from  our  statute  deflniuK  murder  end 
manslaughter,  with  Instruction  to  tbe 
Jory  to  find  the  defendant  guilty  of  one 
of  those  two  offenses,  or  not  guilty.  We 
think  it  Justified  by  the  evidence.  The 
foarth  instruction  Is  as  follows:  ''The 
jory  are  instructed  that,  while  the  law  re« 
qoires^in  order  to  constitute  murder,  that 
tlie  kiUlns  shall  he  willful,  deliberate,  and 
premeditated* still  it  does  not  require  that 
the  willful  intent,  deliberation,  or  pre- 
meditation shall  exist  for  any  length  of 
time  before  the  crime  is  committed.  It 
Is  sufficient  if  there  was  a  design  or  deter- 
mination to  kill  distinctly  formed  in  tbe 
mind  at  any  moment  before  or  at  the  time 
the  pistol  was  fired ;  and  in  this  case,  if 
the  Jury  believe  from  the  evidence  beyond 
a  reaf»onsb]e  doubt  that  tbe  defendant 
feloniously  shot  and  kille«l  the  deceased, 
as  charged  in  the  indictment,  and  that  be- 
fore or  at  tbe  time  tbe  pirttol  shot  was 
fired,  the  ilefendant  had  formed  in  bis  mind 
a  willful,  deliberate,  and  premeditated  de- 
sign or  purpose  to  take  tbe  life  of  deceased, 
and  that  the  shot  was  fired  in  pursuance 
of  that  design  or  purpose,  and  wit  bout 
any  Jostifiable  cause  ur  legal  excuse  tbere- 
for.  as  explained  in  these  instructions,  then 
the  Jury  should  find  tbe  defendant  guilty 
of  murder  in  the  second  degree. "  Tbe  sev- 
enth Instruction  is  as  follows:  ''The  Jury 
are  further  instructed  that  if,  without  such 
provocation  as  Is  apparently  sufficient  to 
excite  irresistible  passion,  a  person  shoots 
another,  and  by  such  sbooting  occasions 
death,  although  he  bad  no  previous  malice 
or  in  wiU  towards  tbe  person  shot,  yet  he 
Is  presnmed  to  have  had  nuch  malice  at 
the  time  of  shooting,  and  tbe  person 
sh«K>tlng  will  be  guilty  of  murder.**  Tbe 
seventh  Instruction  quoted  is  supported 
by  InHtrnctions  to  Jurors,  by  Sackett,  (2d 
Kd.,  p.  G94,  S  37,)  and  by  Johnson  v.  Com., 
31  Pa.  St.  387.  It  has  been  criticised  as  not 
containing  the  proper  definition  uf  deliber- 
ation and  premeditation.  In  this  case, 
however,  the  court  instructed  tbe  jury  to 
find  only  for  murder  in  tbe  second  de- 
gree. Tbe  Instruction  undoubtedly  at 
least  defines  malice  aforethought,  and 
would  sustain  a  verdict  of  murder  in 
the  second  degree.    We  are  tberefore  of 


the  opinion  that,  as  applied  to  the  case 
at  bar,  the  defendant  has  no  cause  of 
complaint.  Gardenbeir  v.  State,  6  Tex. 
348;  People  v.  Nlchol,  84  Cal.  211;  Peo- 
pie  V.  Ah  Kong,  49  Cal.

It  is  criticised 
by  appellant  on  tbe  ground  that  it  does 
not  except  Justifiable  or  excusable  hom- 
icide. This  instruction  must  be  talcen  in 
connection  with  tbe  others  given,  and  al- 
though it  might  not  contain  tbe  precise 
accuracy  which  the  most  critical  pleader 
might  desire,  yet.  If  taken  as  a  whole,  the 
cbarge  is  substantially  correct,  and  could 
not  mislead  tbe  Jury.  Tbe  judgment  will 
not  be  disturbed.  People  v.  Cleveland,  49 
Cal.  577;  People  v.  Clemen tshaw,  59  Cal. 
385;  People  v.  Salorse,  62  Cal.  139;  People 
V.  Ye  Park.  Id.  204. 

The  instructions  carefully  explain  to  the 
Jury  tbe  statute  affecting  tbe  rights  of  de- 
fendant, and  the  court  sees  no  reasonable 
ground  of  complaint.   *1  udgment  afilrmed.

(February  27,  1888.) 

Crjutsatj  Law— Prinoifal  and  Accessory. 

1.  By  our  statute,  all  persons  concerned  in 
the  commission  of  a  felony,  whether  they  di- 
rectly commit  the  act  constituting  the  ofifonse, 
or  aid  and  abet  in  its  commission,  are  treated 
as  principals,  and  should  be  prosecuted  and 
punished  as  such;  yet,  if  one  who  is  in  fact 
an  accessory  before  the  fact  is  indicted  as  such, 
this  is  not  a  defect  of  which  the  accused  will 
be  heard  to  complain. 

Samb— Indictment— JoiNDBR  or  Counts. 

2.  Under  our  practice,  the  indictment  must 
charge  but  one  offense,  but  the  same  oitense 
may  be  set  forth  in  different  forms,  and  under 
different  counts.  IleUI,  that  the  indictment 
charging  one  defendant  as  principal,  and  the 
other  as  accessory  before  the  fact,  charges  but 
one  offense. 

Same— New  Trial— Absence  op  Witnesses— Ad- 
mitting Affidavit  as  to  Testimony. 

3.  Where,  in  a  criminal  action,  the  defend- 
ant applies  for  a  continuance  on  the  ground 
of  absent  witnesses,  and  the  prosecution  ad* 
mits  that  the  witness,  if  present,  would  testify 
to  the  facts  as  stated  in  the  affidavit,  and  that 
such  evidence,  if  proper,  be  considered  as  ac- 
tually given,  the  affidavit  thereby  becomes  evi- 
dence, but  not  conclusive  of  its  contents;  and 
it  is  not  error  for  the  court,  after  such  admis- 
sion, to  deny  the  continuance. 
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Sahb— Uncbrtaintt  of  Sentince  —  Rbvibw  on 
Appeal. 

4.  When  the  indictment  is  good,  and  no 
error  appearing  in  the  trial,  but  the  sentence 
is  void  for  uncertainty,  the  appellate  court  may 
remand  the  case  to  the  court  below,  with  di- 
rection to  enter  a  proper  judgment  upon  the 
verdict.

charges  an  assault  with  intent  to  mur- 
der, or  an  assault  with  a  deadly  weapon.

The  Judgment  is  a  fine  or  imprisonment, 
not  a  line  and  imprisonment ;  andforthat 
reason  is  void  as  to  the  imprisonment.

The  Judgment  incase  a  default  is  made  in 
the  payment  of  a  fine  imposed  must  direct 
imprisonment  for  payment  of  fine  until 
paid,  at  a  certain  rate  per  day.

A  party  Illegally  arrested  has  the  right 
to  resist,  and,  if  death  ensues,  be  ia  at 
most  guilty  of  manslaughter.

Granting  and  refusing  continuances  rests 
very  much  in  the  discretion  of  the  court

The  presumption  that  the  officer  did  hl«i 
duty  in  making  the  arrest  is  no  more  In 
conflict  with  the  presumption  of  innocence 
to  which  a  defendant  is  entitled  on  bis  tri- 
al than  is  the  presumption  of  the  regular- 
ity of  judicial  proceedings,  or  of  malice, 
or  from  guilty  possession,  or  from  motive, 
or  from  flight,  or  any  one  of  the  thousand 
other  presumptions  that  may  confront 
the  accused.

Broderick,  J.  At  the  October,  ls^-7. 
term  of  the  district  court  for  Shoshone 
county.  Mathew  Guthrie  and  Terrenee  B. 
Guthrie  were  Jointly  indicted  for  an  as- 
sault upon  Thomas  F.  Handly,  with  in- 
tent to  commit  murder.  Separate  mo- 
tions were  interposed  to  set  aside  the  in- 
dictment on  account  of  some  alleged  Irreg- 
ularity in  summoning  and  impaneling 
the  grand  jury.  These  motions  were  over- 
ruled, and  the  defendants  pleaded  not 
guilty.  Separate  trials  were  ordered. 
The  defendants  then  applied  for  a  change 
of  venue,  which  motion  was  granted,  and 
the  cases  were  transferred  to  Nes  Perces 
county  for  trial.  At  the  December,  18S7, 
term  of  Nez  Petces  county,  a  trial  was 
bad,  and  Terrenee  B.  Guthrie  was  found 
guilty  *'of  an  assault  with  a  deadly  weap- 
on likely  to  produce  great  bodily  Injury." 
Motions  were  made  for  a  new  trial,  and 
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lor  an  arrest  of  Judfiinent,  and  were  by 
tbe  court  overruled,  and  the  iollowlnK 
iodKment  livas  rendered:  ** It  is  therefore 
rooflldered,  and  the  lodgement  of  tbe  conrt 
iB  declared  to  be,  that  yon,  Terrence  B. 
Gothrie,  pay  a  flne  cif  one  thousand  dol- 
lar, and  that  yon  he  taken  into  custody 
by  the  liherilf  of  Nt^s  Perces  county,  and 
taken  from  thia  court  to  the  county  Jail 
ufNesPerrea  county,  Idaho  territory,  and 
thence,  uuleas  aaid  fine  t>e  sooner  paid, 
within  thirty  days,  to  the  territorial  prla- 
tn  in  Ada  county,  territory  of  Idaho; 
and  that  you  be  confined  in  said  prison, 
at  hard  labor,  until  said  fine  be  paid,  not 
exceedinic  ti^o  years  from  the  date  of  this 
sentence,  and  upon  the  payment  of  said 
fine  yon  be  released  from  said  cnntody  and 
confinement.*  From  this  judgment,  and 
tbe  order  denylni;  a  new  trial,  the  defend- 
ant Terrence  B.  Uuthrie  appealed  to  this 
court.  The  record  is  volaminons,  and 
coonael  for  appellant  have  specified  30  al- 
ias^ errors  In  the  transcript.  From  an 
examination  of  the  record,  we  a  re  satisfied 
many  of  these  assignments  are  not  of 
aofilclent  Interest  to  Justify  any  further 
eoDKideration  of  them. 

It  ia  claimed,  first,  that  the  Indictment 
la  not  sufficient  to  sustain  a  conviction 
the  appellant,  that  the  facts  stat- 
tberein    do   not   constitute   a    public 
s  and  that  the  motion  in  arrest  of 
todsment  should    have    been    sustained. 
Tbe    defendants    were    indicted    Jointly; 
If  at  hew  being  charged   with  an  assault 
urith  a  pistol*  etc.,  with  intent  to  murder, 
ADd     Terrence  B.,  the    appellant,    being 
as  accessory.    Section  7697,  Rev. 
alHilishea  all  distinction  between  an 
lory  before  the  fact  and  a  principal, 
and  provides  that  *'all  persons  concerned 
in    tbe  commission  of  a  felony,  whether 
f  bey  directly  commit  the  act  constituting 
tbe  offense,  or  aid  and  abet  In  its  commis- 
aioD,  tbongh  not  present,  shall  hereafter 
he     prosecuted,  tried,   and    punished  as 
principals,  and  no  other  factK  needbe  al- 
Icfped  In  any  indictment  against  such  an 
acceasory  than    are  required  In  an  indict- 
ment against  bis  principal."    The  conten- 
tion Is  that,  by  reason  of  this  statute,  one 
cannot  be  indicted  as  an  accessory.    We 
cannot  agree  with  this  view.    The  last 
danae  of  tbe  statute  quoted  says:    "No 
other  facts  need  be  alleged  In  any  indict- 
ment against  such  an  accessory  than  are 
rpqufred  In   an    indictment    against    his 
principal.**    IC  Is  true  the  statute  makes 
an  accessorv  before  the  fact  a  principal. 


and  it  is  wholly  unnecessary  to  charge  the 
accused  in  any  other  form  than  as  princi- 
pal; but,  if  the  grand  Jury  does  charge 
one  who  is  in  fact  an  accessory  before  the 
fact  as  such,  the  effect  is  simply  to  inform 
hira  more  clearly  of  what  he  must  defend 
against,  and  therefore  it  is  nut  a  defect 
of  which  he  can  be  heard  to  complain. 
The  supreme  court  must  give  Judgment 
without  regard  to  technical  errors  or  de- 
fects which  do  not  affect  substantial 
rights.  Section  8070,  Rev.  St.  We  do  not 
mean  to  assert  that  this  is  the  better 
course,  but  only  that  the  defendant  was 
not  prejudiced  by  this  form  of  charging 
the  offense.  Indeed,  we  think,  when  the 
statuteciearly  provides  what  shall  be  a  suf- 
ficient pleading,  that  it  is  always  better 
that  the  statute  should  be  closely  fol- 
lowed. 

It  was  said,  on  the  argument,  that  the 
indictment  charges  two  offenses.  We  do 
not  think  it  is  open  to  this  objection.  It 
is  true,  the  statute  provides  that  the  in- 
dictment must  charge  but  one  offense,  but 
the  same  offense  may  be  set  forth  in  differ- 
ent forms,  and  under  different  counts. 
Section  7681,  Rev.  St.  The  rule  estab- 
lished by  this  statute  is  not  violated  by 
setting  forth  the  same  offense  in  different 
forms;  and  this  is  all  that  is  herein  done. 

The  case  was  set  for  trial  on  the  15th  of 
December,  and,  when  called,  the  defend- 
ants, by  their  counsel,  moved  for  a  post- 
ponement of  the  trial,  on  the  ground  of 
absent  witnesses,  and  supported  the  mo- 
tion by  their  Joint  affidavit.  The  motion 
was  overruled,  and  an  dxception  taken. 
The  record  shows,  however,  that  an  at- 
tachment for  the  absent  witnesses  was  at 
once  issued,  and  that  the  appellant  was 
not  put  upon  his  triitl  until  December 
21st.  The  motion  for  postponement  was 
then  renewed,  upon  the  affidavit  there- 
tofore presented,  but  no  further  showing 
was  made  or  offered.  The  prosecution 
admitted  that  one  of  the  absent  witnesses 
would,  if  present,  testify  to  the  matters 
and  facts  as  stated  In  the  affidavit,  and 
thereupon  the  court  overruled  tbe  mo- 
tion. It  is  conceded  that  the  testimony 
of  this  witness  was  material  to  the  de- 
fense. An  application  for  a  continuance 
is  addressed  to  the  sound  Judicial  discre- 
tion of  the  court,  and  appellate  courts 
have  uniformly  refused  to  disturb  a  ruling 
on  such  questions,  unless  it  appears 
that  there  was  an  abuse  of  discretion.  In 
this  case,  after  looking  into  the  whole 
record,  we  are  satisfied  there  was  not  a 
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Bufficient  BbowinflT  of  diliicence  pn  -  the 
part  of  the  defendant,  and  hence  there 
was  no  abuse  of  discretion  in  overrnllnfl; 
his  motion.  People  v.  Walter,  I  Idaho, 
386.  Bat  it  is  arsced,  on  behalf  of  appel- 
lant, tiiat,  pending  an  application  for  a 
continuance,  the  admiSHlon  by  the  prose- 
cution in  a  criminal  cane  that  an  absent 
witness  would  testify  to  certain  facts  if  he 
were  present,  Is  an  admission  that  the 
facts  set  forth  in  the  afiidavlt  used  in 
support  of  the  motion  are  true;  and  we 
are  referred  to  People  v.  Dias,  6  Cal.  249, 
as  supportinsT  this  rule.  Our  statute 
makes  the  rule  of  evidence  in  civil  actions 
applicable  to  criminal  actions,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  the  Code.  Section 
7864,  Rev.  St.  Section  4H72,  Rev.  St.,  es- 
tablisbes  the  rule  for  a  continuance  upon 
the  ground  of  the  absence  of  evidence, 
and,  amonR  other  things,  says:  **The 
court  may  also  require  the  moving  party 
to  state,  upon  affidavit,  the  evidence 
which  he  expects  to  obtain;  and  if  the 
adverse  party  thereupon  admit  that  such 
evidence  would  be  given,  and  that  it  be 
considered  as  actually  given,  on  the  trial, 
or  offered  and  overruled  as  Improper,  the 
trial  must  not  be  postponed.**  We  think 
it  would  be  a  strained  construction  of 
this  statute  to  hold  that  when,  under  It, 
a  party  makes  the  admission,  to  avofd 
the  expense  and  delay  incident  to  a  con- 
tinuance, he  thereby  admits  the  absolute 
truth  of  the  evidence  set  out  in  the  affi- 
davit. Such  a  construction  was  certainly 
not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  legisla- 
ture, nor  do  we  think  it  supported  by 
any  well-considered  authority.  We  think 
the  correct  rule  is  that,  when  the  admis- 
sion is  made,  the  affidavit  becomes  evi- 
dence, but  not  conclusive  of  its  contents. 
Whart.  Crim.  PI.  §  645;  State  v.  Mooney, 
10  Iowa,  506;  King  v.  Com.,  (Ky.)  8  S.  W. 
Rep.  4;^0;  State  v.  Jewell,  90  Mo.  467,  3  S. 
W.  Kep.  77,79;  Boggs  v.  Merced  Co.,  14 
Cal.  358. 

It  is  contended  that  the  conrt  erred  in 
giving  to  the  Jury,  of  Its  own  motion,  cer< 
tain  iuHtructions,  and  also  in  refusing 
certain  others  asked  by  the  defendant. 
The  record  shows  a  number  of  instruc- 
tions refused,  but  the  «*harge  given  was 
full  and  comprehensive,  and  was  war- 
ranted by  the  evidence  in  the  case.  We 
have  failed  to  find  anything  in  the  charge 
that  was  prejudicial  to  the  substantial 
rights  of  the  defendant,  or  that  will  war- 
rant a  reversal  of  the  Judgment.  Objec- 
tion is  here  taken  to  some  remarks  of  the 


iudtBb  addressed  to  connsel  while  refoaing 
Instructions  presented  no  behalf  of  the 
defendant;  but  the  record  does  not  abow 
that  the  words  were  spoken  in  the  pres- 
ence or  bearing  of  the  Jury,  nor  were  the  re- 
marks excepted  to  at  the  time  they  were 
made. 

It  is  further  contended  that  the  Judg- 
ment as  pronounced  is  void.  Tbeconvic« 
tion  was  had  under  the  folio winp;  stat- 
ute: "Sec.  6732.  Every  person  who  com- 
mits an  assault  upon  the  person  of  an- 
other with  a  deadly  weapon  or  fnstra- 
ment,  or  by  any  means  or  force  likely  to 
produce  great  bodily  injury,  is  punishable 
by  imprisonment  in  the  territorial  prison 
not  exceeding  two  years,  or  by  fine  not 
exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  or  by 
both."  Several  objections  are  arged 
against  the  judgment,  but  the  one  most 
strongly  insisted  upon  is  that,  when  the 
court  imposes  the  fine,  the  offense  miist 
thereafter  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and 
that  the  defendant  could  not  be  im- 
prisoned in  the  territorial  prison  by 
reason  of  the  non-payment  of  the  fine. 
The  following  statute  is  cited  :  ''Sec.  6311. 
A  felony  is  a  crime  which  is  pnnisbable 
with  death,  or  by  Imprisonment  in  the 
territorial  prison.  £very  other  crime  Is 
a  misdemeanor.  When  a  crime  punish- 
able by  imprisonment  in  the  territorial 
prison  is  ulso  punishable  by  fine  or  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  Jail,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court,  it  shall  be  deemed  a 
misdemeanor,  for  all  purposes,  after  a 
Judgment  imposing  a  punishment  other 
than  imprisonment  in  the  territorial  pris- 
on." It  seems  to  us  that  the  real  objee- 
tion  to  this  Judgment  is  its  uncertainty. 
The  language  is:  **That  you,  Terrence  B. 
Guthrie,  pay  a  fine  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  that  yon  be  taken  Into  custody 
by  the  sheriff  of  Nes  Perces  county,  and 
taken  from  this  court-room  to  the  county 
Jail  of  Nez  Perces  county,  Idaho  territory, 
and  thence,  unless  said  fine  be  sooner 
paid,  within  thirty  days,  to  the  terri- 
torial prison  in  Ada  county,  territory  of 
Idaho;  and  that  you  be  confined  in  said 
prison,  at  hard  labor,  until  said  fine  be 
paid,  not  exceeding  two  years  from  the 
date  of  this  sentence,  and  that,  upon  the 
payment  of  said  fine,  yon  be  released  from 
said  custody  and  confinement."  Sect  ion 
7994  provides  that,  **a  Judgment  that 
the  defendant  pay  a  fine  may  also  direct 
that  he  be  imprisoned  until  the  fine  is 
satisfied,  specifying  the  extent  of  the  Im- 
prisonment, which  cannot  exceed  one  day 
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U*  every  two  dollars  of  tb«  fine.  **  See, 
■Aio.wctlon  7238,  Rev.  8t.  We  are  not 
tattofled  that  In  a  case  where  the  defeiid- 
aat  Is  tried  and  found  guilty  of  a  felony, 
aad  wbeivin  be  may  be  fined  or  Impris- 
oned, in  the  diacretlun  of  the  court,  he 
«ay  not  be  imprisoned  in  the  territorial 
prsoo  in  default  of  payvMBl  of  the  fine. 
We  And  nothlnfif  in  the  ritatute  that  for- 
bids it  in  such  case.  People  v.  War,  20 
ttl.  117. 

We  find  no  error  In  the  record  except 
tbst  the  Judjrraent  pronounced  Is  not 
nfflrlently  definite,  and  for  this  reason 
tke  Jadirment  la  vacated,  and  the  case  Is 
berebj  remanded  to  the  court  below,  not 
for  8  new  trial,  but  with  direction  to 
proDoance  such  Judgment  upon  the  ver- 
<fiet  as  may  seem  pntper.  Reynolds  v.  U. 
Su  8K  n.  S.  1C«;  People  v.  Gosad,  1 
Idaho,  167;  People  v.  O'Callsghiin,  ante, 
113, 9  Pae.  Rep.  414.    It  is  so  ordered.

We  are  therefore  not  prepared  to 
say  that  there  has  been  such  an  abuse  of 
discretion  as  would  warrant  us  In  inter- 
fering. 

The  order  of  the  court  below  is  affirmed, 
and  the  case  remanded  for  further  pro- 
ceedings according  to  law.

2.  The  act  of  the  legislative  assembly  of 
the  territory  of  Idaho,  passed  at  its  tliirteenth 
session,  creating  additional  disqualifications  for 
voting,  and  prescrihing  a  test  oath  as  a  mode 
of  ascertaining  the  qualificationfl  of  persons  of- 
fering to  vote,  is  not  in  Tiolation  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  United  States. 
Save— Right  of  Suffrage  in  Tbbritoribs. 

<S.  The  right  of  suffrage  is  not  a  natural 
right,  nor  an  unqualified  personal  right*  but  in 
a  territory  is  a  right  conferred  by  law,  which 
may  be  abridged  or  withdrawn  by  the  authority 
that  conferred  it,  subject  to  constitntionai  lim- 
itations and  restrictions.

There  is  nothing  in  the  first  amendment 
to  the  federal  constitution  which  can  glre 
protection  to  those  who  practice  what  is 
forbidden  by  the  statutes  as  criminal,  on 
the  pretense  that  their  religion  requires 
or  sanctions  it.

Brodrrick,  J.  This  action  was  com- 
menced in  the  district  court  In  and  for 
Bear  Lake  county.  The  complaint  alleges 
**that,  at  a  special  election  duly  held  in 
and  for  said  county  of  Bear  Lake,  on  the 
20th  day  of  November,  1886,  for  the  elec- 
tion of  a  county  surveyor,  in  and  for  said 
county,  said  defendants  were  the  Judges 
of  election  for  Paris  election  precinct  in 
said  county,  and  being  duly  appointed 
and  qualified  as  such  judges,  and  acting 
as  such,  the  defendants  had  the  polls  open 
for  said  election  at  the  First  ward  school- 
house,  in  uald  Pari»  precinct,  between  the 
hours  of  8  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  7 
o'clock  in  the  evening  of  said  day.  That 
this  plaintiff  then  was  a  male  inhabitant 
of  snld  county  nud  territory,  over  the  age 
of  21  years,  and  a  native-born  citlien  of 
the  United  States,  and  then  resided,  and, 
for  the  space  of  more  than  fonr  months 
and  for  more  than  twenty  years  immedi-

kad  resided  continooaslylo  paid  territory,

tiff waa  not,  at  the  time  of  said  election, 
nder  gnardianahlp,  dob  compos  tneotia, 
orioBane,  and  was  not  and  bad  not  been 
eoBTicted  of  treaaon,  felony,  or  bribery  In 
IUb  territory,  or  in  any  other  state  or  ter* 
ritory  in  the  Onion,  or  elsewhere,  and  was 
aot  a  bigamist  urpolyKamist,  and  did  not 
esbablt  with  more  than  one  woman.

to  rscelre  and  deposit  the  same.  That 
tidi  plaintiff  belnfc  thereupon  cbaHensed 
by  an  elector  entitled  to  vote  at  said  poll, 
aad  one  of  the  defendants  havlnic  declared 
to  this  plaintiff  the  Reneral  quaUficatlons 
of  «D  elector,  this  plaintiff  tben  and  there 
dsclarpd  himself  duly  qualified;  whereup- 
oa,  said  challenge  not  being  withdrawn, 
thit  plaintiff  offered  to  take,  and  request- 
ed said  defendants  to  administer  to  plain- 
tiff, the  following  oath :  '  I  do  solemnly 
sveartbat  I  ant  a  male  citizen  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  over  the  age  of  twenty-one 
yean;  that  I  have  actually  resided  in  this 
tflffritory  for  four  months  last  past,  and  in 
tktaeountv  thirty  days:  that  I  am  not  a 
biicamist  or  polygamist;  that  I  do  not  co- 
habit with  more  than  one  woman,  and 
tbatlbavenot  previously  voted  at  this 
clKtion.  So  help  meOod.'  But  said  de- 
ieadants  then  and  tbere  refused  to  admin- 
ister, or  permit  this  plaintiff  to  take,  said 
oath.  That  said  defendants,  and  each  of 
thea,  not  regarding  their  duty  as  Judges 
crfsaid  election,  and  intending  to  wrong- 
fully deprive  this  plaintiff  of  the  elective 
tfaacblae  at  said  election,  wrongfully,  will- 
fafly,  and  maliciously  refused  to  receive 
or  deposit  aaid  ballot,  although  they,  and 
each  of  them,  then  and  there  well  knew 
that  plaintiff  was  a  qualified  voter,  and 
eatitled  to  vote  at  said  election;  whereby 
phiatiH  was  deprived  of  his  vote  at  said 
decdoo,  to  his  damage  in  the  sum  of  ten 
tboQsand  dollars.  Wherefore  plaintiff  de- 
niands  Judgment  against  the  defendants 
for  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and 
his  foata  and  disbursements  In  this  ac- 
tion.* The  defendants  demurred  on  the 
fround  that  it  appeared  on  the  face  there- 


of that  the  complaint  did  not  state  facts 
sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action. 
The  demurrer  was  sustained,  plaintiff 
declined  to  amend,  and  elected  to  stand 
upon  tbe  pleading.  The  court  thereupon 
ordered  tbe  complaint  dismissed,  and 
Judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  (tefend- 
ants  for  their  costs.  The  plaintiff  duly  ex- 
cepted and  appealed  from  the  JudKmetit. 
In  1885  the  legislative  assembly  of  rh& 
territory  enacted  what  is  commonly 
known  as  the ''Test  Oath  Statute."  Sec- 
tion 16,  13th  Seas.  Laws,  106,  reads  as  fol- 
lows: ''If  any  person  offering  to  vote 
shall  be  challenged  by  any  Judge  or  clerk 
of  the  election,  or  any  other  person  enti- 
tled to  vote  at  tbe  same  poll,  and  either 
Judge  shall  challenge  any  person  offering 
to  vote  whom  he  shall  know  or  suspect 
not  to  be  qualified,  one  of  tbe  Judges  shall 
declare  to  tbe  person  so  challenged  the 
qualifications  of  an  elector.  If  such  per- 
son shall  then  declare  himself  dul^*  quali- 
fied, and  the  challenge  be  not  withdrawn, 
one  of  the  Judges  shall  then  tender  him  the 
following  oath:  'You  do  solemnly  swear 
(or  affirm)  that  you  are  a  male  citisen  of 
the  United  States,  over  the  age  of  twenty* 
one  years;  that  you  have  actually  resided 
in  this  territory  for  four  months  last  past, 
and  in  this  county  thirty  daya;  that  you 
are  not  a  bigamist  or  polygamist;  that 
you  are  not  a  member  of  any  order,  or- 
ganisation, or  association  which  teaches,, 
advises,  counsels,  or  encourages  its  mem- 
bers, devotees,  or  any  other  persons  to 
commit  the  crime  of  bigamy  or  polygamy,, 
or  any  other  crime  defined  by  law,  as  a 
duty  arising  or  resulting  from  membership 
in  sucb  order,  organization,  or associatiun, 
or  which  practices  bigamy  or  polygamy 
or  plural  or  celestial  marriage  as  a  doc- 
trinal rite  of  such  organisation ;  that  you 
do  not  either  publicly  or  privately,  or  in 
any  manner  whatever,  teach,  advise, 
counsel,  or  encourage  any  person  to  com- 
mit the  crime  of  bigamy  or  polygamy,  or 
any  other  crime  defined  by  law  either  as  a 
religious  duty  or  otherwise;  that  you  re- 
gard theconstitutionof  tbe  United  States, 
and  tbe  laws  thereof,  and  of  this  territory 
as  interpreted  by  the  courts,  as  tbe  su- 
preme law  of  the  land,  the  teachings  of  any 
order,  organisation,  or  association  to  the- 
contrary  notwithstanding;  and  that  you 
have  not  previously  voted  at  this  election ; 
so  help  you  God.*"  It  is  contended  on  be- 
half of  the  appellant  that  this  act  is  void 
—First,  because  it  is  in  violation  of  the 
first  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  thO' 
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United  States:  and,  secoocf.  because  it  is 
in  conflict  with  the  act  of  congress  of 
March  22, 1882.  Consrefls  has  the  superior 
power  to  leieislate  lor  the  territories  upon 
this  subject,  as  well  as  all  others:  but  its 
policy  has  usually  been  to  prescribe  the 
qualiflcation  of  electors  at  the  first  elec- 
tion after  the  orfiranization  of  a  territory, 
and  thereafter  allow  the  legislative  assem- 
bly of  the  territory,  under  certain  restric- 
tions and  limitations,  to  regulate  and  fix 
the  qualifications  for  the  exercise  of  the 
elective  franchise  at  all  subsequent  elec- 
tions. Section  1860,  Bev.  St.  C.  S.,  was  in 
force  at  the  time  the  territorial  statute 
was  enacted,  and  is  as  follows:  "At  all 
subsequent  elections,  however,  in  any 
territory  hereafter  organized  by  congress, 
as  well  as  at  all  elections  in  territories  al- 
ready organized,  the  qualifications  of  vot- 
ers, and  of  holding  office,  shall  be  such  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  legislative  as- 
sembly of  each  territory ;  subject,  neverthe- 
less, to  the  following  restrictions  on  the 
power  of  the  legislature,  namely;  First, 
The  right  of  suffrage  and  holding  ofiflce 
shall  be  exercised  only  by  citizens  of  the 
United  States  above  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  and  by  those  above  that  age  who 
have  declared  on  oath, before  a  competent 
4!ourt  of  record,  their  intention  to  become 
such,  and  have  taken  an  oath  to  support 
the  constitution  and  government  of  the 
United  States.  Second,  There  shall  be  no 
denial  of  the  elective  franchise,  or  of  hold- 
ing office,  to  a  citizen  on  account  of  race, 
<color,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude. 
Third,  No  officer,  soldier,  seaman,  mariner, 
or  other  person  in  the  army  or  navy,  or 
attached  to  troops  in  the  service  of  the 
Unite<l  States,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  in 
any  territory  by  reason  of  being  or  service 
therein,  unless  such  territory  is  and  has 
been  for  the  period  of  six  months  his  per- 
manent domicile.'*  It  cannot  be  doubted 
for  a  moment  that  this  act  clearly  dele- 
gates to  the  territories  legislative  power 
over  the  subject  of  suffrage,  subject  to  the 
restrictions  enumerated  therein.  But  of 
course,  like  all  other  grants  in  the  organic 
act,  this  was  subject  to  the  constitutional 
limitations  upon  the  granting  power,  and 
it  is  equally  true,  as  contended,  that  by  the 
grant  congress  did  not  and  could  not  di- 
vest itself  of  the  power  subject  to  the  same 
restrictions.  The  act  quoted,  except  the 
last  two  subdivisions  thereof,  has  been  in 
force  ever  since  the  organization  of  the 
first  of  the  now  existing  territories,  and 
during  all  this  time  the  power  to  fix  the 


qualifications  for  voting  and  holding  office 
has  been  a  concurrent  power  of  congrew 
and  the  territorial  legislature;  the  power 
of  the  former  being  limited  by  the  federal 
constitution,  and  the  power  of  the  latter 
being  limited  by  the  constitution  and  by  i 
the  acts  of  congress.  March  22, 1882,  con- 
gress, in  the  exercise  of  its  power,  passed 
an  act,  the  eighth  section  uf  which  is  alike 
applicable  to  all  the  territories,  and  de- 
clares as  follows:  "Sec.  &  That  nu  polyg- 
amist,  bigamist,  or  any  peraoa  cohabit- 
ing with  more  than  one  woman,  and  no 
woman  cohabiting  with  any  person  di^ 
scribed  as  aforesaid  in  this  section.  In  any 
territory  dr  other  place  over  which  the 
United  States  have  exclusive  Jurisdletioo, 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election 
held  in  any  such  territory  or  other  place, 
or  be  eligible  for  election  or  appointment 
to,  or  be  entitled  to  hold  any  office  or  place 
of  public  trust,  honor,  or  emolument  in/ 
under,  or  for  any  such  territory  or  place, 
or  under  the  United  States. "  Counsel  con- 
tends that  by  this  act  congress  under- 
took to  legislate  upon  the  whole  subject 
of  disfranchisements  growing  out  of  polyg- 
amy, bigamy,  and  unlawful  cohabita- 
tion, and  thereby,  by  implication,  with- 
drew or  revoked  the  former  grant  of  legis- 
lative power  to  the  territories.  We  are 
unable  to  find  anything  in  the  act  itself 
to  warrant  this  conclusion.  The  act  cre- 
ates additional  disqualifications,  and  It  is 
to  that  extent,  we  think,  to  be  regarded 
as  an  amendment  to  theorganic  law.  Re- 
peal by  implication  is  not  favored,  and  we 
cannot  believe  it  was  the  intention  of  con- 
gress to  take  away  the  power  over  tbifl 
subject  delegated  by  section  1600  uf  the 
Revised  Statutes,  but  think  the  intention 
was  only  to  engraft  or  place  another  lim- 
itation upon  that  power.  This  vie  w  seeme 
more  in  consonance  with  the  policy  here- 
tofore pursued  by  the  general  government 
towards  the  territories.  It  Is  true  that 
thecongress  has  the  paramount  right,  and 
may  directly  legislate  for  the  government 
of  any  territory,  and  may  directly  repeal 
or  abrogate  any  act  of  the  territorial  leg- 
islature. But  it  is  also  true  that  when 
congress  confers  power  upon  the  legisls- 
tive  assembly  of -a  territory,  and.  In  pur- 
suance of  this  power,  laws  are  enacted  for 
the  government  of  the  people  thereof,  such 
enactments  must  be  respected  and  upheld, 
unless  clearly  in  confilct  with  some  higher 
1h  w 

The  act  of  March  22, 1882,  disfranchises 
bigamists,  polygamists,  and  thoae  who 
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an  ffDflty  of  unlawful  cohabitation,  and 
dltqaallflea  them  from  holding  office.  8ec- 
tioD  2  of  oar  atatnte  contains  eubstan- 
tiallj  the  same  provision,  as  to  this  class 
uf  persona,  and  then  further  disqualifies  nil 
who  coiiaael,  advise,  aid,  and  aliet  in  the 
commlsiiion  of  thei«e  offenses.  Section  16 
of  the  statute  (hereinbefore  quoted)  estab- 
Oibcs  the  mi>de  by  which  the  disqualifica- 
tions  tlxed  by  the  former  section  and  by 
tiie  act  of  conflpresa  may  be  ascertained 
and  determine«l.  We  see  no  reason  why 
the  lecislatare,  under  the  delegation  of 
power,  coold  not  do  this,  and  therefore 
CMndndethe  power  was  concurrent,  and, 
sofaraa  thia  qoeation  is  concerned,  that 
these  acta  may  stand  together.  This 
brings  OS  to  the  consideration  of  a  more 
important  qneation,  and  one  which  we 
approach  with  a  full  appreciation  of  the 
VMponsibillty.  Is  this  territorial  enact- 
ment in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the 
federal  conatitntion  which  guaranties  re- 
Hginua  freedom  ?  It  is  at  once  conceded 
thatif  theatatcte  prohibits  or  interferes 
hi  any  substantial  manner  with  the  free 
fxerrlse  of  relitclon  then  it  is  void  and  of 
nocffeet.  The  first  amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution declares  that  ** congress  shall 
■nke  no  law  respecting  an  establishment 
ofrdigion,  or  prohibiting  tho  free  exercise 
thereof,**  and  In  another  place  that  "no 
religions  teat  ah  a  11  ever  be  required  as  a 
qualification  to  any  officeorpubllc  trust  un- 
der the  United  States."  These  provisions 
are  liraitationa  npon  the  power  of  congress, 
Irat  it  la  readily  conceded  that  congress 
eooldnot  confer  any  authority  upon  a  sub- 
ardlnate  legialative  body  that  it  did  not 
itsdf  have  and  could  not  exercise.  There- 
fore tlie  inquiry  will  be  confined  to  the  one 
qsestlon.  There  is  much  general  discus- 
•ion  of  these  constitutional  inhibitions 
foand  In  the  boolcs,  but  we  liave  not  been 
referred  to  any  authority, nor  do  we  know 
of  any,  npon  the  prpcise  point  involved  in 
tbe  case  at  bar.  The  authors,  however, 
agree  aa  to  the  object  and  purpose  of  the 
amendment*  as  well  as  to  the  causes 
which  led  to  its  adoption.  "This  amend- 
ment,* aaya  Judge  8tort,  ''cut  off  the 
BMana  of  religious  persecution,  (the  vice 
and  peat  of  former  ages,)  and  of  the  sub- 
version of  the  rights  of  cunscience  in  mat- 
tets  of  religion,  which  had  been  trampled 
■pon.almoat  from  the  days  of  the  apostles 
to  tlie  preaent  ag^.  The  history  of  the 
parent  country  had  afforded  the  most  sol- 
emn waminga  and  melancholy  instruc- 
tkma  on  thia  bead;  and  even  New  Eng- 


land, the  land  of  persecuted  Puritans,  as 
well  as  other  colonies  where  the  Church  of 
England  had  maintained  its  superiority, 
would  furnish  out  a  chapter  as  full  of  the 
darlcest  bigotry  and  intolerance  as  any 
which  could  be  found  to  disgrace  the  pages 
of  foreign  annals."  Judge  Cooley,  in  his 
valuable  work  on  Constltutlunal  Limlta- 
tiuns,  676,  says:  "Whatever,  therefore, 
may  have  been  their  individual  sentiments 
upon  religious  questions,  or  upon  the 
propriety  of  the  state  assuming  supervi- 
si<m  and  control  of  religious  affairs,  under 
other  circumstances,  the  general  voice  has 
been  that  persons  of  every  religious  per- 
suasion should  be  made  equal  before  the 
law,  and  that  questions  of  religious  belief 
and  religious  worship  should  be  questions 
between  each  indlviduol  man  and  his 
Maker.  Of  these  questions  human  tribu- 
nals, so  long  as  the  pnblic  order  is  not 
disturbed,  are  not  to  take  cognizance  ex- 
cept as  the  individual,  by  his  voluntary 
action  in  associating  himself  with  a  reli- 
gious organization,  may  have  conferred 
upon  such  organization  a  Jnrisdictlon  over 
him  in  ecclesiastical  matters."  Authori- 
ties might  be  multiplied,  but  the  result  of 
all  is  that  the  government  must  not  inter- 
fere with  opinion,  but  may  with  conduct. 
Laws  are  made  for  the  government  of  ac- 
tions, and  when  the  conduct  and  actions 
are  criminal  it  is  no  excuse  to  say  that 
these  things,  though  forbidden  by  the  law, 
are  done  in  tho  name  of  roliirlon.  In  Rey- 
nolds V.  U.  S.,  98  ir.  S.  166,  Mr.  Chief  Jus- 
tice Waitb  said :  "80  here,  as  a  law  of  the 
organization  of  society  under  the  exclu- 
sive domiuiun  of  the  United  States,  It  is 
provided  that  plural  marriages  shall  not 
be  allowed.  Can  a  man  excuse  bis  prac- 
tices to  the  contrary  becarse  of  his  reli- 
gious belief?  To  permit  this  would  make 
the  professed  doctrines  of  religioua  belief 
superior  to  the  law  of  the  land,  and  In 
effect  to  permit  every  citizen  to  become  a 
law  unto  himself.  Governments  could  ex- 
ist only  in  name  under  sucn  circum- 
stances. * 

Perhaps  the  constitutional  provision  of 
the  state  of  New  York,  on  this  subject.  Is 
as  sound  a  commentary  as  can  be  given  of 
religious  freedom.  "The  free  exercise  and 
enjoyment  of  religious  profession  and  wor- 
ship, without  discrimination  or  preference, 
shall  forever  be  allowed  in  this  state  to  all 
mankind,  and  no  person  shall  be  rendered 
incompetent  to  be  a  witness  on  account 
of  his  opinions  on  matters  of  religious  be- 
lief; but  the  liberty  of  conscience  hereby 
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secured  ehall  not  be  00  eonstraed  an  to  ex- 
cuse acts  of  liceDtiousness,  or  justify  prac- 
tices Inconsistent  with  the  peace  and  safety 
of  the  state.  **  But  counsel  for  appellant 
strenuously  ari2;iied  that  the  oath  here  pre- 
scribed and  required  to  be  taken  does  In 
effect  Interfere  with  the  rights  of  con- 
science in  rell^ous  ni  a  iters,  and  thereby 
with  free  exercise  of  religion.  The  most 
objectionable  clause,  and  the  one  said  to 
come  within  the  inhibition,  is  as  follows: 
''That  you  are  not  a  member  of  any  or- 
der, orKunlzation,  or  association  wMicb 
teaches,  advises,  counsels,  or  encourages 
Its  members,  devotees,  or  any  other  per- 
sons to  commit  the  crime  of  bigamy  or 
polygamy,  or  any  other  crime  defined  by 
law,  as  a  duty  arising  or  resulting  from 
membership  in  such  order,  organization, 
or  association,  or  which  practices  bigamy 
or  polygamy,  or  plural  or  celestial  mar- 
riage, as  a  doctrinal  rite  of  such  organiza- 
tion." This  clause  is  undoubtedly  open 
to  criticism,  but  the  Intention  of  the  legis- 
lature was  to  withdraw  the  right  of  .suf- 
frage from  persons  who  encourage,  aid, 
and  abet  those  who  are  endeavoring,  not 
by  constitutional  methods,  but  against  all 
law,  to  overthrow  a  sound  public  policy 
of  the  government,  and  one  that  has  ex- 
isted from  its  foundation.  In  Murphy  v. 
Ramsey,  114  U.  S.  43,  5  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  747, 
Mr.  Justice  Mathbws,  In  construing  the 
act  of  March  22. 1882,  and  speaking  for  the 
entire  court,  says:  "Disfranchisement  is 
not  prescribed  asa  penalty  for  beingguilty 
of  the  crime  and  offense  of  bigamy  or  polyg- 
amy; for,  as  has  been  said,  that  offense 
consists  in  the  fact  of  unlawful  marriage, 
and  a  prosecution  against  the  offender  is 
barred  by  the  lapse  of  three  years  by  sec- 
tion 1044  of  Revised  Statutes.  Continuing 
to  live  in  that  state  afterwards  is  not  an 
offt)nse,  although  cohabitation  with  more 
than  one  woman  Is.  But  as  one  may  be 
living  in  a  bigamous  or  polygamous  state, 
without  cohabitation  with  more  than  one 
woman,  be  is  in  that  sense  a  bigamist  or 
polygamsit,  and  yet  guilty  of  no  criminal 
offense.  So  that,  in  respect  to  those  dis- 
qualifications of  a  foter  under  the  act  of 
-March  22, 1882,  the  objection  is  not  well 
taken  that  represents  the  Inquiry  into  the 
fact  by  the  ofl^cers  of  reg^tration  as  an 
unia  wful  mode  of  prosecuting  for  crime.  ** 
This  ease  shows  clearly  that  the  test  is 
not  whether  the  persons  excluded  could  be 
prosecuted  for  any  crime,  but  whether  the 
facts  bring  the  parties  within  the  scope  of 
the   act.    The    decision    rests,   however, 


upon  the  ground  that  congress  may  take 
from  the  people  of  a  territory  any  right  of 
suffrage  it  may  have  previously  conferred, 
or  at  any  time  modify  or  abridge  it,  as  ic 
may  deem  best.  It  should  be  ohserved, 
however,  that  the  right  of  suffrage  is  not 
a  natural  right,  nor  an  unqualified  per- 
sonal right.  The  elementary  writers  do 
not  include  this  right  among  the  rights  of 
property  or  persons.  2  Kent,  Comm.  587. 
But,  as  applied  to  a  territory,  it  is  a 
right  conferred  by  law,  and  may  be  modi- 
fied or  withdrawn  liy  the  authority  which 
conferred  it,  without  inflicting  any  puuisb- 
ment  on  those  who  are  disqualified.  Since 
the  decision  fif  the  case  of  Murphy  v.  Ram- 
sey, supra,  the  power  of  congress  over  this 
subject  has  not  been  disputed,  and,  if  we 
are  correct  in  the  conclusion  that  the 
power  of  the  territorial  legislature  is  con- 
current, we  see  no  reason  why  it  may  not 
Impose  additional  disqualifications,  in  so 
far  as  it  acts  within  the  scope  of  the  au- 
thority committed  to  it.  It  has  been  well 
said  that  ** every  government  ought  to 
contain,  in  itself,  the  means  of  its  own 
preservation."  This,  in  our  judgment, 
enunciates  the  principle  which  lies  at  the 
foundation  of  this  whole  qucHtion,  and 
that  must  finally  determine  and  set  it  at 
rcHt.  But  the  only  question  for  us  to  de- 
termine is  purely  a  question  of  power. 
The  courts  are  not  warranted,  nor  are 
they  authorized,  to  abrogate  laws  merely 
because  they  may  be  deemed  un  wine  or  im- 
politic. These  are  questions  entirely  within 
the  cognizance  of  the  law-making  branch 
of  the  government,  and  with  which  the 
courts  have  nothing  to  do.  A  statute 
will  not  be  held  void  unless  its  invalidity 
is  clear.  If  unwise  laws  are  enacted  the 
remedy  is  with  the  people,  who  must  cor- 
rect such  legislation  through  the  exercise 
of  their  political  power.  As  applied  to 
this  case,  if  the  law  is  Impolitic  or  unjust, 
the  legislature  may  repeal  it,  or  the  con- 
gress may  abrogate  it. 

It  will  be  conceded  that  if  the  statute  is 
valid,  as  the  plaintiff  did  not  offer  to  nega- 
tive all  the  disqualifications  imposed,  his 
vote  was  not  wrong^fully  rejected.  Test 
oaths  are  not  new  In  this  country.  Tliey 
have  been  prescribed  at  different  times  in 
our  history,  and  were  justified  by  some 
real  or  supposed  public  danger  or  public 
necessity.  But  our  attention  has  not  been 
called  to  any  similar  to  the  one  before  us. 
The  nearest  approach  to  It  is  the  one  pre- 
scribed by  the  registration  officers  of  Utah, 
which  will  be  found  In  the  statement  of  the 
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rase  of  Murphy  v.  Ramsey,  114  U.  8. 19,  5 
Sap.  Ct.  Rep.  750.  In  that  case  the  same 
objection  was  raised  to  tbe  validity  of  the 
rale  that  is  here  insisted  apon ;  bnt  in  that 
case  the  court  held  that  the  oath  required 
was  a  proper  mode  of  ascertaining  the  dis- 
qsaliflrations  Imposed  by  the  law,  and 
that  it  did  not  interfere  with  the  frae  exer- 
die  of  religion.  So  we  conclude  in  this 
caae.  II  we  are  wrong  in  this,  we  con- 
irratolate  oarselveii  that  there  is  a  court 
iboTe  us  for  the  final  adjudication  of  such 
questions,  where  our  Judgment  may  be 
corrected.  To  this  we  defer,  confident 
tliat  none  will  more  cordially  concur  In 
the  result. 
Jadgment  affirmed.

In  an  action  between  claimants  to  de- 
termine the  right  of  possession  to  a  min- 
ing claim,  the  plaintiffs  must  allege  and 
show  all  the  qualifications  necessary  to 
entitle  tbem  to  purchase,  among  which 
must  be  included  an  allegation  that  the 
plaintiff  is  a  citizen,  or  has  declared  bis  in- 
tention to  become  such;  and,  when  the 
action  is  tried  by  the  court  alone,  all  these 
facts  must  be  found.  Rey.  St.  U.  S.  §  2319; 
Act  July  26,  1866,  §  1;  Rosenthal  ▼.  Ives, 
ante,  244, 12  Pac.  Rep.  904. 

No  minins:  customs  or  rules  and  regula- 
tions can  be  made  which  will  diripense 
with  the  requirements  that  the  location 
must  lie  distinctly  marked  on  the  ground, 
so  that  its  boundaries  may  bo  readily 
traced.  Rev.  St.  U.  S.  §  2324;  Jupiter  Min. 
Co.  V.  Bodle  Consol.  Min.  Co.,  4  Morr. 
Min.R.  411 ;  Barnes  v.  S&bron,  10  Nev.  217. 

The  provisions  of  section  2324,  Rev. 
St.  U.  8.,  requiring  the  location  to  be 
distinctly  marked  on  the  ground,  so  its 
boundaries  may  be  readily  traced,  and  a 
record  of  the  claims  to  be  made  in  man- 
ner set  forth,  are  equally  applicable  to 
lode  and  placer  claims.

Actual  possession  of  a  portion  of  a  min- 
ing claim,  according  to  the  custom  of  min- 
ers, extends  by  construction  to  the  limits 
of  the  claim  held  in  accordance  with  such 
custom.  Hicks  v.  Bell,  3  Cal.  220;  Att- 
wood  V.  Fricot,  17  Cal.  37. 

Actual  possession  of  a  mining  claim  Is 
not  essential  to  thp  validity  of  the  title 
obtained  by  a  valid  location, .and.  until 
such  location  is  terminated  by  abandon- 
ment or  forfeiture,  no  right  or  claim  to 
the  property  can  be  acquired  by  an  ad- 
verse entry  thereon  with  a  view  to  the 
relocation  thereof.  Belk  v.  Meagher,  104 
D.  S.  279;  Qropper  v.  King,  4  Mont.  3«7, 
1  Pac.  Rep.  755;  Pralus  v.  Mining  Co.,  85 
Cal.  30;  Weeks,  MIn.  1U9, 150, 157. 

When  the  grantor  is  in  actual  posses- 
sion of  a  mining  claim,  he  may  convey 
the  same  by  verbal  sale,  accompanied  by 
a  transfer  of  the  possession.  Jackson  v. 
Water  Co.,  14  Cal.  18;  Tunnel  Co.  v.  Stran- 
ahan,  20  Cal.  198;  Gatewood  v.  McLaugh- 
lin, 23  Cal.  178;  Kinney  v.  Mining  Co.,  4 
Sawy.  386. 

Brodbrigk,  J.  This  action  was  com- 
menced in  the  district  court  in  and  for 
Lemhi  county  against  the  defendants  for 
trespassing  upon  certain  placer  mining 
ground,  for  damages,  and  for  equitable 
relief  by  injunction  to  restrain  future  tres- 
passes. The  case  was  tried  by  the  court 
without  a  Jury.  Judgment  for  the  plain- 
tiff, and  defendants  appealed.  The  plain- 
tiff allege,  among  other  facts,  thut  he 
was  the  owner,  entitled  to  the  possession, 
and  had  been  in  the  actual  possession,  by 
himself  and  through  his  grantors,  for 
more  than  15  years  last  past.  The  answer 
for  the  defendants  denies  the  essential  al- 
legations of  the  complaint,  and  further 
alleges  that  the  lands  were  on  the  23d 
day  of  March,  1885,  vacant  and  unoccu- 
pied public  lands  of  the  United  States,  and 
subject  to  location  under  the  laws  thereof; 
and  that  said  defendants  then  located  all 
of  said  ground. 

Neither  plaintiff  nor  defendants  have  al- 
leged any  facts   as    to  citizenship.    This 


seems  to  us  to  havebeAu  requisite.  By  Xh^i 
act  of  congress  of  May  10, 1872,  all  valu- 
able mineral  deposits  in  lands  belonging 
to  the  United  States  were  declared  to  be 
free  and  open  to  exploration  and  pur- 
chase by  citisens  of  the  United  States,  aod 
those  who  have  declareil  their  Intention 
to  become  such,  under  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  law,  and  according  to  the 
laws,  customs,  and  rules  of  miners  in  the 
several  mining  districts,  so  far  as  appli- 
cable and  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  the  United  States.  It  Is  conceded  that 
if  this  were  an  action  In  support  of  an  ad- 
verse claim,  and  to  determine  the  right  of 
possession  therein,  it  would  have  been 
necessary  to  have  pleaded  and  proved 
citizenship,  or  what  Is  its  equivalent.  In 
such  action.  But  it  is  contended  that  In 
an  action  for  trespass  upon  mining 
ground  and  for  damages  by  reason  of 
such  trespass  It  is  unnecessary  to  show 
any  fact  in  relation  to  citizenship.  We 
cannot  adopt  this  view.  The  record 
here  shows  that  the  legal  title  to  the 
ground  Is  in  the  United  States.  The  right 
of  possession  is  by  the  pleading  made  a 
material  issue.  Unless  plaintiff  can  estab- 
lish this  right  he  cannot  recover;  and  as 
a  prerequisite  he  must  show  himself  to  be 
a  citizen,  or  to  have  declared  his  intention 
to  become  such.  Rosenthal  v.  Ives,  ante, 
244,12  Pac.  Rep.  904;  North  Noonday  Min. 
Co.  V.  Orient  MIn.  Co.,  1  Fed.  Rep.  522; 
Hess  V.  Winder,  30  Cal.  355;  Lee  Doon  v. 
Tesb,  68  Cal.  43,  6  Pac.  Rep.  97,  and  8  Pac. 
Rep.  621. 

The  objection  was  first  raised  in  this 
court  that  the  complaint  herein  does  not 
state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause 
of  action.  This  objection  may  be  taken 
at  any  time  before  final  Judgment.  We 
think  the  point  well  taken,  for  the  reason 
hereinbefore  given ;  but  as  the  objection 
was  not  raised  In  the  trial  court,  where 
the  plaintiff  would  doubtless  have  been 
allowed  to  amend  his  pleading,  we  have 
concluded  to  reverse,  with  leave  to  either 
party  to  amend.  The  Judgment  is  there- 
fore reversed*  and  the  cause  remanded  for 
a  new  trial,  with  direction  to  the  court 
below  to  allow,  on  application,  either 
party  to  amend  generally.

6.  In  a  case  involving  a  question  of  conflicting 
boundaries  between  pUinuiTs  and  defendants' 
mines,  defendants'  measurements  being  claimed 
to  be  excessive  and  void,  the  decision  of  which 
would  determine  the  question  whose  locatiOD  was 
prior  in  point  of  time,  there  was  no  error  in  charg- 
ing the  jury  that  ** there  is  really  but  one  question 
in  this  case,  and  that  is.  who  first  made  a  valid  lo- 
cation on  this  groundl " 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Shoshone 
county. 

Action  by  the  Stem- Winder  Mining  Com- 
pany  against  the  Emma  &  Last  Chance  Con- 
solidated Mining  Company  and  another  to 
determine  the  right  of  possession  to  a  cer- 
tain mine  and  mining  claim.  From  a  Judg- 
ment for  defendants,  entered  upon  the  ver- 
dict of  a  jury,  and  from  an  order  denying  a 
motion  for  a  new  trial,  plaintiff  appeals.

A  location  of  a  claim  upon  mineral  lands 
of  the  United  States  carries  with  it  a  grant 
from  the  government  to  the  person  m^ing 
the  same,  and  confers  upon  such  person  the 
right  to  the  exclusive  possession  and  enjoy- 
ment of  all  the  surface  ground  within  the 
lines  of  such  location.  Belk  v.  Meagher, 
104  U.  S.  284. 

No  estate  or  interest  in  real  property  or  in 
any  manner  relating  thereto  or  concerning  it 
can  be  created,  granted,  assigned,  or  surren- 
dered unless  by  an  operation  of  law,  or  a 
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^conveyance  or  other  instrument  in  writing, 
subscribed  by  the  party.  Melton  v.  Lam- 
bard,  51  Cal.  259;  Rev.  St.  §§  2920,  6007; 
Jackson  v.  Shearman,  6  Johns.  19;  Jackson 
V.  Vosburgh,  7  Johns.  186;  Garthe  v.  EEart, 
73  Cal.  541, 15  Pac.  Rep.  93. 

It  is  not  necessaiy  to  plead  the  statute  of 
frauds  to  take  advantage  of  evidence  of  this 
class  when  offered.  May  v.  Sloan,  101  U.  S. 
231;  Dunphy  v.  Ryan,  6  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  486; 
Dung  V.  Parker,  52  N.  Y.  494;  Purcell  v. 
Miner,  4  Wall.  573. 

So  the  amended  location  of  the  Stem  Wind- 
er having  been  made  before  the  Emma  lo- 
cation haid  ever  been  properly  staked  or 
amended,  the  plaintiff  has  the  only  valid  lo- 
cation on  the  vein.  Belk  v.  Meagher,  104 
U.  S.  284;  Mining  Ck).  v.  Deferrari,  62  Cal. 
160;  Lakin  v.  Mining  Co.,  25  Fed.  Rep.  337; 
Russell  V.  firosseau,  65  Cal.  605,  4  Pac.  Rep. 
643. 

A  notice  of  location  of  itself  is  only  a 
proof  of  the  performance  of  one  step  in  the 
legation  of  a  mine,  the  last  step  in  perfect- 
ing the  location;  and  even  when  the  certifi- 
cate, for  any  of  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the 
statute,  is  deemed  void,  it  is  admissible,  in 
connection  with  an  amended  location  cor- 
recting the  defects  of  the  original.  Van 
Zandt  V.  Mining  Co.,  2  McCrary,  159,8  Fed. 
Rep.  725;  Strepey  v.  Stark,  7  Colo.  614,  5 
Pac.  Rep.  Ill;  McGinnis  v.  Egbert,  8  Colo. 
41,  5  Pac.  Rep.  652. 

A  claim  located  within  the  boundaries  of 
another  existing  location  is  void.  Mining 
Co.  V.  Smith,  2  Dak.  399,  UN.  W.  Rep.  98. 

The  location  of  a  mining  claim  is  absolute- 
ly void  if  the  discovery  be  made  on  a  claim 
already  located;  and  continues  void,  and  is 
not  cured  or  made  effectual  by  a  sul^equent 
discovery  on  the  claim  located.  Upton  v. 
Larkin,  5  Mont.  600,  6  Pac.  Rep.  66. 

A  location  of  a  mining  claim  cannot  be 
made  by  a  discovery  shaft  upon  any  claim 
which  has  been  previously  located,  and  which 
is  a  valid  location.  Little  Pittsburgh  Con- 
sol.  Min.  Co.  V.  Aimie  Min.  Co.,  17  Fed. 
Rep.  57. 

No  rights  can  be  acquired  under  the  stat- 
ute of  location  before  the  discovery  of  a  vein 
or  lode  within  the  limits  of  the  vein  located. 
Jupiter  Min.  Co.  v.  Bodie  Consol.  Min.  Co., 
11  Fed.  Rep.  666. 


No  valid  location  of  a  mining  claim  can  be 
made  until  a  vein  or  deposit  of  gold,  silver, 
etc.,  has  been  discovered.  Mining  Co.  t. 
Corcoran,  15  Nev.  147. 

No  location  of  a  mining  claim  shall  be 
made  until  the  discovery  of  a  vein  or  lode 
within  the  limits  of  the  claim.  Discovery 
of  one,  after  location,  in  a  different  part  of 
the  claim,  will  not  avail.  Van  Zandt  ▼. 
Mining  Co.,  2  McCrary,  159, 8  Fed.  Rep.  725. 

The  statute  contemplates  that  the  location 
of  a  vein  shall  be  along  the  course  of  the 
lode  or  vein.  Argentine  Min.  Co.  v.  Terri* 
ble  Min.  Co.,  122  U.  S.  485,  7  Sup.  Ct.  Rep; 
1356. 

Side  lines  are  side  lines  only  when  they  are 
parallel  with  the  course  of  the  vein.  When 
they  cross  the  vein  they  become  end  lines. 
Mining  Co.  v.  Tarbet,  98  U.  S.  463;  Argen- 
tine Min.  Co.  v.  Terrible  Min.  Co.,  122  U. 
S.  478,  7  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  1356;  Iron  Silver 
Mining  Co.  v.  Elgin  Mining  &  Smelting  Co., 
118  U.  S.  196,  6  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  1177. 

Woods  df  HeybufTi,  for  respondents. 

A  locator,  having  selected  his  point  or  lo- 
cation, could  not  claim  the  surface  of  the 
ground  to  exceed  300  feet  on  either  side  of 
it  for  the  width  of  his  claim,  nor  to  exceed 
1,500  feet  along  the  course  of  the  vein  meas- 
ured from  the  point  of  discovery;  and  if, 
in  marking  his  claim  upon  the  groand,  he 
inadvertently  or  from  any  cause  included 
more  ground  than  300  feet  on  each  side  of 
his  discovery,  his  claim  would  be  void  as  to 
the  excess.  Mining  Co.  v.  Rose,  114  XJ.  S. 
576,  5  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  1055. 

A  thing  which  is  void  from  the  beginning 
cannot  be  so  amended  as  to  give  it  validity. 
Belk  V.  Meagher.  104  U.  S.  284;  Argentine 
Min.  Co.  V.  Terrible  Min.  Co.,  122  U.S.  478, 
7  Sup.  Ct  Rep.  1356. 

Locations  in  excess  of  the  length  or  width 
allowed  bv  law  are  void  only  as  to  the  excess. 
Mining  Co.  v.  Tarbet,  98  U.  S.  463. 

Recording  notice  of  a  mining  claim  is  di- 
rectory, and  not  imperative.  Jupiter  Min. 
Co.  V.  Bodie  Consol.  Min.  Co.,  11  Fed.  Rep. 
666. 

Weib,  C.  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from  a 
Judgment  in  favor  of  the  d^endants  and 
against  the  plaintiff,  entered  upon  the  ver- 
dict of  a  jury,  and  also  from  an  order  deny- 
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lug  a  motion  for  a  new  trial.  Tbe  cause  of 
acbon  aroee  in  the  county  of  Shoshone,  in 
the  First  diBtrict.  The  complaint  substan- 
tially alleges  that  the  plaintiff  is  a  corpora- 
tion duly  organized  and  existing  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Oregon,  and  that  one  of 
defendants  is  likewise  a  corporation  organized 
and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws 
of  the  same  state;  that  since  the  11th  day  of 
March,  1887,  plaintiff  has  been,  and  is  now, 
the  owner  of  the  premises  in  dispute,  subject 
only  to  the  paramount  title  of  the  United 
States,  and  is  entitled  to  the  possession  of  a 
certain  mineand  mining  claim,  called  ''Stem- 
Winder  Mining  Claim,'*  and  then  proceeds 
to  set  out  the  description  of  the  claims  of  the 
plaintiff  and  of  the  defendants,  and  that  the 
grantors  of  the  defendants,  on  the  6th  day  of 
March.  1887,  died  with  the  register  of  the 
land-office  an  application  for  a  patent,  and  in 
soeh  application  wrongfully,  and  without 
right,  set  np  title  to  certain  premises  which 
the  plaintiff  claims  is  the  property  of  itself, 
and  that  the  suit  is  brought  for  the  purpose 
of  aacertaining  the  ownership  of  the  said  al- 
leged tract  of  land  in  dispute;  and  then  prays 
Judgment  against  the  defendants^ — FireU  that 
the  plaintiff  is  the  owner  of.  and  lawfully  in 
and  entitled  to  the  possession  of,  the  prem- 
Jses  described, — the  area  in  conflict  between 
the  Stnn^Winder  mining  claim  and  the  al- 
leged Emma  mining  claim, — and  the  lode 
Uierein,  and  quieting  and  confirming  plain- 
tiiTs  title  thereto  and  the  possession  thereof; 
and  that  the  defendants  have  no  title  to  or 
rigiit  of  possession  of  said  conflicting  area, 
or  the  lode  therein,  or  any  part  thereof.  The 
defendants  demurred  to  the  complaint  in  the 
action,  which  demurrer  wto  overruled  by  the 
eoart«  and  the  defendants  were  given  five  days 
in  wliich  to  prepare  and  serve  an  answer. 
The  answer,  though  very  long,  contains  sub- 
stantially general  denial,  and  sets  up  title  or 
claim  to  the  premises  in  dispute  by  reason  of 
a  location  thereof  by  certain  parties,  and  the 
transfer  thereof  to  the  defendants,  and  that 
sadi  location  was  prior  to  the  location  made 
by  plaintiff's  grantors;  and  further  claims 
that  the  location  under  which  the  plaintiff 
claims  was  never,  at  any  time,  located,  staked, 
marked,  and  defined  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  law,  if  at  all,  until  long  sub- 
sequent to  tiie  aforesaid  location  of  the  Emma 


mining  claim  by  the  locators  thereof;  and 
that  the  plaintiff  is  not,  nor  has  it  ever  been, 
In  possession  of  the  area  so  in  conflict,  as 
aforesaid.  Upon  these  issues  the  case  came 
to  trial. 

The  plaintiff  offered  such  evidence  as  It 
saw  fit  as  to  the  location  of  its  claim,  and 
the  defendants  did  the  same.  Strictly,  there 
was  but  one  issue  in  the  case,  and  that  was, 
which  of  the  parties  made  the  first  valid  lo- 
cation of  the  area  in  dispute?  The  evidence 
on  that  point  was  conflicting,  and  presented 
a  question  of  fact  for  the  jury.  Upon  this 
question  the  Jury  rendered  a  verdict  in  favor 
of  the  defendants,  and  against  the  plaintiff, 
whereupon  the  plaintiff  made  a  motion  for  a 
new  trial  upon  the  proper  papers,  which  mo- 
tion was  denied. 

The  questions  presented  for  our  considera- 
tion are  alleged  errors  made  by  the  court  in 
the  admission  of  certain  testimony,  and  as 
to  the  charge  made  by  the  court  to  the  jury, 
and  its  refusal  to  charge  certain  requests 
made  by  the  plaintiff.  The  only  exception 
taken  to  the  admission  of  alleged  improper 
evidence  by  the  court  was  in  regard  to  a  com- 
promise monument  erected  along  the  alleged 
line  between  the  claim  of  the  plaintiff  and 
defendants.  The  defendants  offered  evidence 
to  show  that  the  compromise  point  was  erect- 
ed by  agreement,  not  for  the  purpose  of  es- 
tablishing a  location,  but  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  where  the  location  was,  as  it  was 
then  understood  by  all  parties.  This  evi- 
dence the  court,  upon  objection  by  the  plain- 
tiff, excluded,  but  it  appears  that  a  map  used 
for  other  purposes  on  the  trial  contained  up- 
on its  face  the  compromise  monument,  and 
that  it  was  frequently  referred  to  as  the  com- 
promise monument,  and,  as  so  referred  to, 
the  question  was  really  before  the  jury.  It 
appears  that  the  court  permitted  evidence 
by  the  engineer  who  surveyed  the  defend- 
ants* claim  in  December,  1886,  in  regard  to 
having  this  compromise  monument  pointed 
out  to  him,  by  the  parties  then  claiming  the 
ground,  as  the  compromise  monument  agreed 
upon  by  such  parties  themselves. 

We  are  by  no  means  prepared  to  say  that 
the  evidence,  as  offered  by  defendant,  was 
not  admissi ble.  Such  evidence  was  not  with- 
in the  rule  laid  down  by  the  authorities  cited 
by  the  plaintiff,  and  did  not  seek,  in  any  man- 
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ner,  to  establish  the  location  of  a  mining 
claim  by  parol;  but,  on  the  contrary,  really 
sought  to  show  that  the  claims,  as  located, 
were  in  some  dispute,  and  the  parties  ran 
the  lines  by  agreement  so  as  not  to  interfere 
with  each  other,  and  placed  this  monument 
only  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  they  had 
done  so.  But,  even  though  this  was  error, 
the  testimony  admitted  by  the  court  was 
clearly  right  and  proper.  The  engineer,  in 
making  the  survey,  referred  to  this  compro- 
mise monument  only  to  show  how,  and  in 
what  manner,  he  had  made  the  survey.  We 
see  nothing  in  the  admission  of  this  testimo- 
ny which  was  improper,  or  which  in  any 
manner  tended  to  prejudice  the  rights  of  the 
plaintiff. 

We  shall  not  notice  the  many  exceptions 
taken  by  the  plaintiff  in  regard  to  the  charge 
of  the  court,  and  the  refusal  of  the  court  to 
make  certain  charges  at  the  request  of  the 
plaintiff.  Most  of  them  are  utterly  without 
merit,  for  f;he  reason  that  the  court  had  al- 
ready fully  charged  upon  propositions  re- 
quested, and  also  for  the  reason  that  many  of 
the  requests  practically  called  for  a  decision 
upon  the  same  propositions  of  law  rejected 
by  the  court,  couched  in  different  language. 
The  charge  of  the  court  as  delivered  was  very 
full  and  complete,  and  really  presented  to  tlie 
jury  every  question  necessary  for  their  con- 
sideration; and  the  many  requests  made  by 
the  plaintiff  were  but  a  repetition  of  the 
charge  already  delivered. 

We  shall  notice,  however,  three  of  the 
plaintiff's  exceptions:  FirsU  those  which  re- 
late to  the  defendants'  location  being  in  ex- 
cess of  the  quantity  of  land  allowed  by  law; 
eecondt  the  right  of  a  corporation  to  locate  a 
mining  claim;  and,  third,  the  question  raised 
by  the  plaintiff  as  to  what  distance  the  plain- 
tiff was  entitled  to  from  the  middle  of  the 
vein  or  point  of  discovery. 

It  is  perfectly  clear  in  our  mind  that  the  lo- 
cation of  the  defendant  was  not  wholly  void 
for  the  reason  that  the  defendants'  grantors 
did,  in  marking  the  boundaries  of  the  loca- 
tion, place  their  stakes  more  than  1,500  feet 
in  length  and  600  feet  in  width.  Under  the 
evidence  in  this  case  no  fraud  is  alleged  or 
claimed.  No  rights  of  third  parties  were  in- 
fringed upon,  and  the  evidence  is  conclusive 
that  the  location  was  made  by  measurements 


by  the  eye  and  by  stepping  off  the  distances; 
and  it  also  appears  that  in  December.  1886* 
the  alleged  location  was  surveyed,  and  the 
lines  were  drawn  in  such  manner  that  the 
amount  of  the  claim  was  not  in  excess  of  the 
amount  allowed  by  law.  This  occurred 
prior  to  the  plaintiff's  making  its  amended 
location ;  and,  under  the  facts  of  this  case* 
there  can  be  no  question  that  the  location  or 
claim  of  the  defendant  was  void  only  as  to 
the  excess.  The  authorities  would  seem  to 
be  conclusive  upon  that  point:  Atkins  v. 
Hendree.  1  Idaho,  95;  Mining  Co.  v.  Tarbet, 
98  U.  S.  464;  Mining  Co.  v.  Rose,  114  U.  S. 
576,  5  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  1055. 

It  appears  conclusively  from  the  location 
notice  placed  upon  the  ground  by  the  defend- 
ants' grantors  at  the  time  of  location  that 
they  only  claimed  1,500  feet  along  the  lode 
or  vein  and  800  feet  on  each  side,  and  no 
more.  There  is  nothing  in  the  contention 
that  the  decision  of  the  court  in  the  last  case 
does  not  apply  in  principle  to  the  present  case. 
It  is  true  that  that  case  was  decided  ander 
the  act  of  1866,  and  the  present  case  arises 
under  the  act  of  1872;  yet  the  principle  is  the 
same.  In  that  case  the  court  says:  ''We 
hardly  think  it  needs  discussion  to  decide 
that  the  inclusion  of  a  larger  number  of 
linear  feet  than  two  hundred  renders  a  loca- 
tion, otherwise  valid,  totally  void.  This 
may  occur,  and  often  must  occur»  by  acci- 
dent of  the  surveyor,  or  other  innocent  mis- 
take, where  there  exists  no  intention  to 
claim  more  than  the  two  hundred  feet. 
Must  the  whole  claim  be  made  void  by  this 
mistake,  which  may  injure  no  one,  and  was 
without  design  to  violate  the  law?  We  can 
see  no  reason  in  justice  or  in  the  nature  of 
the  transaction  why  the  excess  may  not  be 
rejected,  and  the  claim  be  held  good  for  the 
remainder,  unless  it  interferes  with  the 
rights  previously  acquired."  We  do  not, 
therefore,  think  it  necessary  to  further  con* 
aider  this  point,  except  to  say  that  we  find 
no  error  in  the  refusal  of  the  court  to  charge 
on  the  subject  as  was  requested  by  the  plain- 
tiff. Moreover,  there  was  no  merit  in  the 
plaintiff's  requests.  The  location  of  the 
plaintiff,  as  proven,  showed  the  same  state 
of  facts  in  relation  to  itself  as  did  the  de- 
fendants'; and  the  court  would  not  have 
been  justified,  under  the  evidence,  in  charg- 
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\^  the  jury  that  the  defendants*  location 
ODly  would  be  void. 

The  defendants  requested   the   court  to 
cbarge  the  jury  that  tiie  plaintiff  was  a  cor- 
poialion  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
itate  of  Oregon,  and  that  no  such  corpora- 
tion is  entitled  to  the  priYilege  of  making  a 
mineral  location  of  lands  belonging  to  the 
United   States..    This  the  court   charged. 
Without  deciding  whether  this  was  error  or 
not*  we  can  safely  say  that  it  is  not  such  an 
error  in  this  case  as  would  justify  the  court 
in  reyeising  the  judgment.    There  was  no 
evidenoe  ttiat  the  corporation  made  the  loca- 
ti<Hi.    On  the  contrary,  the  evidence  was 
condttsive  that  the  corporation  did  not  make 
tlie  location,  and  the  charge,  even  though  er- 
ror, oouM  not  in  any  way  have  injured  tlie 
plaintiff.    Besides  this,  the  defendants^  claim 
was  in  precisely  the  same  condition,  and  the 
eridmce  was  conclusive  that  the  defendants 
did  not  make  the  location,  but  stood  in  the 
same  position  as  the  plaintiff  did;  namely, 
thej  had  purchased  their  claim  from  citizens, 
wrbo  had  made  locations.    The  charge  of  the 
coort  being  perfectly  clear  as  to  the  real  facts 
of  the  case,  and  the  case  being  properly  sub- 
mitted to  the  jury,  to  charge  as  the  court  did, 
under  all  the  circumstances,  was  not  error,  as 
Bach  charge  could  not,  in  any  manner,  have 
injured  any  one.    We  therefore  conclude  that 
as  to  this  point  there  was  no  error  to  justify 
US  in  reversing  the  judgment. 

As  to  the  third  and  last  point  which  the 
plaintiif  raises,  we  think  there  is  nothing 
whatever  in  it,  and  that  the  charge,  as  de- 
livered by  the  court,  was  perfectly  correct 
uiider  the  facts  in  every  respect.    Under  the 
circumstances  the  court  would  have  been 
perfectly  justified  in  refusing  to  consider  the 
requests  made  by  the  plaintiff  at  that  time; 
but,  even  as  delivered  and  refused,  we  find 
no  error.    The  court  stated  to  the  jury  that 
*at  the  time  of  the  location,  the  measurement 
must  be  from  the  point  of  discovery, — ^the 
middle  of  the  point  of  discovery,  —  unless 
there  is  evidence  before  you  that  the  vein  had 
been  actually  established  and  run;  but,  if  the 
evidence  is  simply  that  there  was  a  point  of 
discovery,  then  the  only  knowledge  you  can 
have  of  the  vein  is  that  part  which  crops  out 
at  the  point  of  discovery,  and  the  parties 
most  be  entitled  to  SOO  feet  on  each  side  of 


the  middle  of  the  vein  at  the  point  of  discov- 
ery, as  they  had  so  located  this  claim.  It 
must  not  exceed  300  feet, — ^that  is,  they  are 
entitled  to  8C0  on  each  side  of  the  vein." 
This  we  think  was  proper,  and  was  the  only 
charge  that  could  have  been  given  to  the  jury 
under  the  state  of  the  evidence. 

The  plaintiff  seems  to  lay  great  stress  on 
the  fact  that  the  court  refused  to  charge  the 
twenty-second  proposition  requested  by  it. 
In  answer  to  this  claim  it  is  only  necessary 
to  say  that,  from  the  examination  of  the  rec- 
ord, it  will  be  found  that  the  court  charged 
the  proposition,  except  as  to  two  or  three 
lines,  which  should  not  have  been  charged. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  charge  the  court 
verbally  charged  the  jury  as  follows:  "That 
there  is  really  but  one  question  in  this  case, 
and  that  is,  who  first  made  a  valid  location 
on  this  ground?  That  is  really  the  whole 
question.  Now,  to  determine  that  point, 
you  must  go  into  all  the  evidence  you  have 
heard.  Reconcile  it,  if  you  can,  and  ascertain, 
if  you  can;  who,  in  your  judgment,  made  a 
valid  location  upon  that  ground.  If  you 
find  that  the  plaintiff  made  the  first  valid  lo- 
cation, the  plaintiff  is  prior  in  point  of  time, 
and,  whatever  may  be  the  facts  in  this  case, 
the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  a  verdict  at  your 
hands.  If  you  find,  however,  that  the  de- 
fendant made  the  first  valid  location  of  the 
ground  in  dispute,  then  the  defendant  is  en- 
titled to  a  verdict  at  your  hands.  I  state 
this  to  you  so  as  to  simplify  the  case  and 
bring  it  down  to  the  direct  point  in  issue." 
Under  the  pleadings  and  the  evidence  this 
charge  was  perfectly  proper,  and  the  jury 
could  not  have  been  mistaken  as  to  what  was 
the  real  issue  in  the  case.  The  evidence  was 
conflicting,  but  fully  justified  the  verdict  of 
the  jury. 

The  contention  of  the  plaintiff  that  be- 
cause the  location  notice,'  as  recorded  by  the 
defendants,  described  the  defendants'  claim  as 
adjoining  the  Stem- Winder,  the  defendants 
are  estopped  from  claiming  that  their  location 
is  prior  in  point  of  time  to  plaintiff's,  under 
the  evidence  and  the  explanation  which  was 
given  of  that  statement,  is  utterly  without 
merit.  We  think  that  there  is  no  error  in 
the  record  which  would  justify  this  court  in 
reversing  the  judsment.  The  judgment  is 
therefore  affirmed  with  costs. 
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(March  11, 1889.) 

Contracts— Rbsci88ion—Pabt  Pbrformakcs. 

Four  persons  owned  in  common  a  water-ditch, 
and  while  in  the  joint  possession  and  use  of  the 
water  three  of  said  tenants  in  common  entered  in- 
to an  agreement  in  writing  with  A.,  agreeing  that 
if  A.  would  do  certain  wonc  in  enlarging  and  im- 
proving the  ditch  he  should  have  an  interest 
therein,  and  right  to  use  water  therefrom.  A.  en- 
tered upon  the  performance  of  his  contract,  and 
did  work  upon  the  ditch  to  the  value  of  $50,  and 
began  to  use  water  from  the  ditch,  and  was  pro- 
ceeding to  complete  his  contract,  when  he  was 
stopped  by  the  owners,  including  the  persons  with 
whom  he  had  contracted,  and  who  declared  the 
contract  rescinded,  whereoy  A.  was  prevented  by 
them  from  the  completion  of  his  work.  No  reason 
was  assigned  for  the  attempt  to  rescind,  and  n> 
offer  to  pay  for  the  work  done.  A.  insisted  upon 
his  contract,  and  right  to  use  the  water  under  it, 
and  continued  to  use  water  from  the  ditch.  There- 
upon the  owners,  including  the  contracting  per- 
sons, brought  a  joint  action  in  trespass  against  A. 
for  wrongful  use  of  the  water  from  the  time  he  en- 
tered. Held  (1)  that  the  defendant's  acts  did  not 
constitute  trespass,  and  that  the  plaintiffs  cannot 
recover;  (2)  that  a  party  to  a  valid  contract,  in 
the  absence  of  fraud  or  other  special  reason,  can- 
not rescind  at  pleasure;  (3)  that  where  there  has 
been  part  performance  a  party  cannot  rescind 
and  still  retain  the  benefits  received  under  the 
agreement. 

{Syllahvs  by  the  Court) 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Ada  county. 

Action  by  William  Bowman  and  others 
against  J.  F.  Ayers  to  recover  damages  for 
defendants  alleged  wrongful  act  in  cutting 
and  otherwise  injuring  plaintiffs'  ditch,  and 
diverting  the  waters  therefrom,  and  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  further  diversion. 
From  a  judgment  for  plaintiffs,  defendant 
appeals.    Reversed. 

The  other  facts  fully  appear  in  the  follow- 
ing statement  by  Berry,  J.: 

This  is  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  ren- 
dered in  the  district  court,  Ada  county. 
The  action  is  for  damages,  in  trespass,  and 
also  praying  equitable  relief.  The  complaint 
avers,  in  substance,  *'that  in  1883  tlie  plain- 
tiffs were  the  owners  and  in  possession  of  a 
certain  ditch,  necessary  for  irrigating  the 
lands  of  plaintiffs;  and  that  the  defendant 
wrongfully  entered  upon  and  cut  and  tapped 
said  ditch,  also  drew  water  from  said  ditch, 
to  the  plai  n tiffs*  damages  8500. "  It  also  avers 
that  in  1888,  1884,  and  1885  the  defendant 


wrongfully  placed  dams  in  said  ditch, 
cut  down  its  banks,  to  the  further  damage  of 
the  plaintiffs  $200.    It  further  avers  that  the 
defendant  is  continuing  such  trespanea,  and 
threatens  and  intends   to  continue  them; 
that  the  defendant  is  insolvent,  and   the 
plaintiffs  remediless,  unless  the  deifendant  be 
enjoined;  and  prays  judgment  for  the  sum 
of  $500  damages  sustained;  also  that  an  in- 
junction issue  against  the  defendant.    The 
answer  puts  in  issue  each  allegation  of  the 
complaint  and  avers  ownership,  in  common 
with  the  plaintiffs,  to  the  extent  of  one- 
sixth  of  the  whole  ditch;  that  he  also  owns 
lands    (describing    them)  to    which    one- 
sixth  of  the  waters  of  the  ditch  are  neces- 
sary; that  prior  to  1887,  the  ditch  being  in 
part  on  and  through  the  defendant's  lands, 
the  plaintiffs  wrongfully  entered  upon  his 
said  lands,  and  enlarged  the  ditch,  and  did 
damage,  etc.;  and  demands  judgment,  etc. 
The  cause  was  tried  before  the  court  with 
a  jury,  and  a  general  verdict  was  rendered 
in   the   following  words:    ''We,  the  jury 
in  the  above-entitled  action,   find  for  the 
plaintiffs,  and  assess  the  damages  at  the  sum 
of  nothing.*'    The  jury  also,  under  instruo- 
tions  of  the  court,  made  special  findings; 
the  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  being  as  fol- 
lows:   ''Question  submitted  to  jury,  by  the 
court:    (7)  In  the  matter  of  the  contract 
made  between  the  defendant  and  the  plain- 
tiffs in  the  spring  of  1883,  by  which  the  de- 
fendant was  to  enlarge  and  improve  the 
ditch  for  an  interest  therein,  did  the  defend- 
ant perform  all  the  conditions  of  the  agre**- 
ment  on  his  part?    Atuwer.  He  did  noi. 
Q,  (8)  What  was  the  cost  to  the  plaintifb  of 
the  construction  of  the  ditch  under  contro- 
versy?   A.  6500.     Q.  (9)    What    was    the 
value  to  plaintiffs  of  the  work  done,  or  caused 
to  be  done,  by  the  defendant  on  the  ditch  un- 
der the  contract  made  in  the  spring  of  1883? 
A,  $50."    The  special  findings  of  the  jury, 
except  the  fifth,  are  on  the  alleged  trespass 
of  the  defendant,  and  are,  in  substance,  in- 
cluded in  the  general  verdict.    The  fifth  spe- 
cial finding  is  that  the  enlargement  of  the 
ditch  on  defendant's  land  by  the  plaintiffs 
was  not  without  defendant's  consent.     On 
this  verdict  judgment  was  entered  for  the 
plaintiffs  decreeing  the  said  ditch  to  be  the 
property  of  the  plaintiffs;  that  the  defendant 
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te  birred  of  all  interest  therein ;  and  for  $271 
eoatt  ^  this  action.

Tboagh  an  oral  purchase  from  a  cotenant 
docs  not  convey  the  legal  title,  it  gives  the 
porcfaaser  an  equitable  title  to  the  interest  of 
lbs  eotenant,  and  protects  him  from  being  a 
trrspasBcr.

Berry,    J.,   {c^fter   stating   the  facts,) 
There  are  numerous  assignments  of  error 
in  this  case,  but  we  shall  not  find  it  neces- 
sary to  consider  them  all.    Evidence  was 
given  upon  the  trial  tending  to  show  an 
agreement  in  1883,  and  before  the  acts  com- 
plained of,  between  the  plaintiffs,  or  some 
of  them,  and  the  defendant,  for  a  purchase 
hy  the  defendant  of  the  right  to  take  water 
from  this  ditch;  the  plaintiffs  claiming  to  be 
tenants  in  common  of  the  right  to  the  water 
flowing  in  the  ditch.    The  counsel  for  the 
defendant  requested  the  court  in  its  charge  to 
the  jury  to  instruct  them  that  *'if  you  find 
from  the  evidence  that  the  plaintiffs,  or  a 
portion  of  them,  proposed  in  writing  that  the 
defendant  should  be  entitled  to  water  if  he 
should  do  certain  work  on  the  ditch,  and  de- 
fendant accepted  such  proposition,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  do  such  work,  and  offered  to  com- 
plete the  same,  but  was  prevented  by  the 
plaintiffs,  the  defendant  is  entitled  to  the 
rights  the  plaintiffs  proposed  to  give  him. 
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They  cannot  rescind  the  contract  if  the  de- 
fendant had  accepted,  and  partly  performed, 
and  offered  to  perform  the  rest,  but  was  pre- 
vented by  plaintiffs."  The  court  refused  to 
so  instruct,  but  modified  the  request,  and 
gave  the  modified  charge  as  follows :  *"  If  you 
find  from  the  evidence  that  the  plaintiffs,  or 
a  portion  of  them,  proposed  in  writing  that 
the  defendant  should  be  entitled  to  water  if 
he  should  do  certain  work  on  the  ditch,  and 
defendant  accepted  such  proposition,  and 
proceeded  to  do  such  work,  and  performed 
all  the  conditions  of  the  contract  on  his  part, 
then  he  was  entitled  to  his  proportion  of  the 
water."  This  charge  was  objectionable  for 
ambiguity,  and  as  it  really  made  the  jury  the 
judges  of  the  legal  obligations  of  the  defend- 
ant. But,  given  as  it  was,  in  contradistinc- 
tion to  a  request  clearly  defining  the  rights 
of  the  defendant,  and  the  obligations  of  the 
plaintiffs,  it  could  be  underatood  by  the  jury 
only  as  charging  that  acts  of  the  plaintiffs 
could  not  excuse  the  defendant  from  the  full 
completion  of  all  the  work  to  be  done.  The 
evidence  tended  to  show  his  acceptance  of 
the  plaintiffs^  terms,  and  a  part  performance. 
Indeed,  the  court  submits  the  question  to  the 
jury  as  to  the  value  of  the  defendant's  work 
on  this  agreement;  and  the  jury  found  upon 
it  as  follows :  "  Question  for  special  finding. 
What  was  the  value  to  the  plaintiffs  of  the 
work  done,  or  caused  to  be  done,  on  the  ditch 
by  the  defendant  under  the  contract  made  in 
the  spring  of  1883?  Answer,  $50."  But 
the  respondent  seeks  to  avoid  the  conse- 
quences of  this  error  of  the  court  in  refusing 
to  charge  as  requested,  and  in  giving  the 
modified  charge,  by  claiming  that,  even  if 
the  charge  was  wrong,  and  the  finding  of  the 
jury  was  wrong  in  consequence  of  it,  still  it 
does  not  prejudice  the  defendant,  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  verdict  of  the  jury  was  only  ad- 
visory, and  not  conclusive  upon  the  court; 
that  the  court  still  had  the  evidence  before 
it,  and  could  make  its  own  findings  on  this 
point;  and  that  the  cou  rt  did  in  fact  act  on  this 
view  of  its  duties,  and  in  the  fifteenth  find- 
ing of  fact  found  as  follows:  '*That  the  de- 
fendant did,  in  the  spring  of  1883,  enter  into 
a  contract  with  the  plaintiffs  Bowman,  But- 
ler, and  McDowell,  to  enlarge  the  ditch  de- 
scribed in  the  plaintiffs'  complaint,  and  have 


an  interest  therein ;  that  the  defendant  failed 
to  perform  the  conditions  of  said  agreement* 
and  plaintiffs  terminated  said  agreement." 
This  the  court  had  no  right,  as  an  origioal 
finding,  to  do.  The  question  submitted  to 
the  jury  was  one  of  fact,  in  a  common  action 
at  law,  for  damages  arising  from  trespass. 
In  the  seventh  amendment  to  theoonsUto- 
tion  of  the  United  States  it  is  provided  that 
'*in  suits  at  common  law  no  fact  tried  by  a 
jury  shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any 
court  of  the  United  States  than  according  to 
the  rules  of  common  law."  We  are  aware 
of  no  rule  of  law  authorizing  such  re-exam- 
ination, except  through  the  regular  proceed- 
ing of  appeal.  That  the  court  followed  the 
jury  makes  no  difference  with  its  right  to 
make  an  original  finding  on  this  point.  Its 
duty,  if  it  did  anything  as  to  stating  thie  as 
a  fact  found,  was  to  follow  the  verdict;  and 
the  only  allowable  presumption  is  that  it  did 
so.  And  it  is  equally  presumable  that  the 
jury  found  that  the  acts  of  the  defendant 
were  unlawful,  from  the  erroneous  chargi^ 
given  them .  The  charge  as  given  could  have 
been  foUowed  by  no  other  results,  providing 
any  part  of  the  work  the  defendant  was  to 
do  had  not  been  done;  and  this,  although  the 
cause  of  that  failure  was  the  unlawful  acts 
of  the  plaintiffs  themselves.  His  readiness 
and  willingness  to  perform,  if  indeed  such 
was  the  fact,  (and  the  evidence  on  that  point 
raises  a  strong  presumption  on  his  part  of 
such  readiness  and  willingness,)  was  not  al- 
lowed to  go  to  the  jury,  or  to  have  any  con- 
sideration by  them.  It  may  be  further  said 
that  no  notice  was  taken  by  either  the  court 
or  the  jury  of  the  work  done  under  this  con- 
tract, further  than  to  assess  its  value.  But 
that  work  had  been  done  by  the  defendant 
on  that  contract,  and  It  appears  that  the 
plaintiffs,  without  repaying  it  or  offering  to 
do  so,  '* rescinded  the  contract."  A  party  to 
a  valid  contract,  where  there  is  no  fraud  or 
other  special  reason,  (and  none  is  hereshown«) 
cannot  rescind  at  pleasure,  and  especially 
where,  as  in  this  case,  there  has  b€«n  a  part 
performance,  and  still  retain  the  benefits  re- 
ceived under  it.  2  Pars.  Cent.  679,  680;  1 
Whart.  Gont.  §  285,  and  cases  cited  in  notes. 
The  judgment  should  be  reversed.  Judg- 
ment reversed.    All  concur.

Action  by  R.  H.  G.  Minty  against  the  Un- 
ion  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  persona] 
iojuries.  From  a  judgment  for  plaintiff, 
fiDd  from  an  order  overruling  its  motion  for 
a  new  trial,  defendant  appeals.    Reversed. 

The  £a^  appear  in  the  foUowing  state- 
nient  by  £££&¥»  J«: 


On  the  12th  day  of  January,  1884,  the 
plaintiff  waa  in  the  employ  of  the  defendant 
as  traveling  auditor,  his  duties  extending 
over  the  entire  lines  of  the  company  west  of 
Cheyenne,  including  the  entire  Utah  &  North- 
ern road,  and  continued  in  such  employment 
until  August  17,  1886.  On  the  7th  day  of 
January,  1886,  while  on  duty,  and  on  a  train, 
traveling  from  station  to  station  on  the  Utah 
&  Northern  road,  and  in  the  course  of  such 
employment  as  traveling  auditor,  the  car  in 
which  the  plaintiff  was  riding  was  derailed, 
and  the  plaintiff  was  injured.  The  case  was 
tried  by  a  jury  before  Hon.  Casb  Broderick, 
district  judge,  at  the  May  term,  1888,  in 
Oneida  county.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
for  the  plaintiff,  and  assessed  his  damages  at 
$4,000.  Judgment  was  entered  and  docketed 
the  same  day.  A  bill  of  exceptions  was  duly 
made  by  the  defendant,  and  a  case  containing 
the  evidence,  bill  of  exceptions  as  agreed  upon 
by  the  respective  parties,  was  settled  and  al- 
lowed, upon  which  the  defendant  moved  for 
a  new  trial,  which  was  refused,  and  the  de- 
fendant appeals  from  both  the  judgment  and 
the  order  denying  a  new  trial.  In  the  com- 
plaint the  cause  of  action  is  stated  as  follows: 
'*  That  on  or  about  the  1st  day  of  November, 
1885,  and  from  that  time  continuously  until 
on  or  about  the  1st  day  of  April,  1886,  the 
defendant  negligently  and  carele3:ily  per- 
mitted the  said  line  of  railroad,  known  as  the 
*  Utah  &  Northern  Railway,'  to  become  ruin- 
ous and  out  of  repair,  and  so  negligently  and 
carelessly  permitted  the  rails  upon  said  rail- 
way to  become  worn  out  and  weak  and  in- 
sufficient to  support  the  trains  run  upon  the 
same,  and  particularly  did  negligently  and 
carelessly  permit  said  rails  to  become  so  worn 
out  and  weak  and  insufficient  on  the  7th  day 
of  January,  1886,  at  a  point  in  Montana  ter- 
ritory, near  Monida  station,  that  the  said 
rails  there  became  broken  on  the  passage  over 
them  of  the  train  on  which  the  plaintiff  was 
that  day  riding,  as  hereinafter  stated ;  that  on 
the  said  7th  day  of  January,  1886,  this  plain- 
tiff was  traveling  in  the  discharge  of  his  du- 
des as  traveling  auditor  upon  the  regular  pas- 
senger train  of  the  defendant;  that  the  de- 
fendant, while  knowing  the  ruinous  condi- 
tion of  its  said  track,  was  nevertheless  run- 
ning l)Oth  passenger  and  freight  trains  upon 
it;  that  while  plaintiff  was  rightfully  rid- 
ing said  train,  it  came   to  a  point  near 
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Monida  aforesaid,  where  said  rails  were 
worn  out,  and  weak,  and  insufficient  to 
support  the  trains,  as  above  stated,  when  by 
reason  of  the  said  worn  out,  weak,  and  in- 
sufficient condition  of  said  rails,  upon  said 
track  so  negligently  and  carelessly  permitted 
to  be  and  remain  there,  one  of  said  rails  be- 
came broken,  and  the  car  in  which  plaintiff 
was  riding  was  thereby  and  by  reason  of  the 
aforesaid  ruinous  condition  of  the  track  at  that 
place  run  off  the  track,"  etc.,  whereby  the 
plaintiff  was  injured,  etc.,  to  his  damage,  etc. ; 
^'that  plaintiff  was  at  all  times  before  he  re- 
ceived said  injuries  ignorant  of  the  ruinous 
condition  at  said  place,  and  defendant  had 
then,  and  for  a  long  time  immediately  prior 
thereto,  notice  and  full  knowledge  of  said  ruin- 
ous condition  of  said  railroad ;  wherefore  the 
plaintiff  demands  judgment."  The  answer 
puts  in  issue  each  allegation  of  the  complaint, 
but  avers  that  plaintiff  **  was  at  the  time  an 
employ^  of  the  defendant,  to-wit,  its  traveling 
auditor  upon  the  said  Utah  &  Northern  Rail- 
way and  other  lines  of  railway  owned  or  op- 
erated by  defendant;  that  it  was  the  duty  of 
the  plaintiff  to  travel  from  one  station  to  an- 
other on  the  line  of  said  railway,  and  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  station  agents  of  defend- 
ant on  said  railway;  that  by  his  contract  of 
employment  ♦  ♦  ♦  plaintiff  was  to  re- 
ceive a  certain  price  and  compensation  per 
month,  and  was  to  be  transported  from  place 
to  place  on  said  railway,  free  of  charge,  as 
his  duties  as  such  employ^  required;  that  in 
pursuance  of  said  contract  the  defendant  is- 
sued to  plaintiff  an  employe's  time-pass  or 
free  ticket;  that  said  pass  had  indorsed  there- 
on a  condition  to  the  effect  that  the  person 
accepting  the  same  should  assume  all  the 
ilsks  of  accidents,  etc.;  that  the  plaintiff  had 
knowledge  of  such  indorsement,  accepted  the 
terms,  and  was  bound  by  it."  Other  facts 
of  the  case  will  appear  in  the  opinion  of  the 
court.

Berry,  J.,  {after  stating  the  facts,) 
The  specific  wrong  by  the  defendant  of 
wliich  the  plaintiff  complains,  after  a  gen- 
eral statement  relating  to  the  track,  is  that 
"in  particular  [the  defendant]  did  negli- 
gently and  carelessly  permit  said  rails  to  be- 
come so  worn  out  and  weak  and  insufficient, 
on  the  7th  day  of  January,  1886,  at  a  point 
in  Montana  territory,  near  Monida  station. 
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tiukt  the  rails  there  became  broken,  on  the 
passage  over  them  of  the  train  in  which  the 
pUintilf  was  that  day  riding;"  that  on  that 
day  "the  defendant,  well  knowing  the  con- 
dition of  its  said  track,"  ran  its  cars  upon 
it,  and,  at  a  "point  near  Monida  aforesaid," 
where  the  rails  were  worn  out,  and  too  weak 
to  support  the  train,  and  by  reason  of  such 
weak  and  worn-out  condition  of  said  rails 
*tbere"  or  at  that  point  the  car  in  which  the 
plaintiff  was  riding  ''was  thereby  and  by  rea- 
son of  the  said  ruinous  condition  of  the 
trade  at  that  place  run  off  the  track,"  and 
the  plaintiff  was  injured.  No  defect  in  the 
canorother  machinery  is  alleged,  nor  is  there 
aaj  miiconduct  on  the  part  of  the  persons 
in  dnige  of  the  train  either  alleged  or  shown ; 
bat  the  sole  grievance  is  that  the  track  at 
tbat  point  was  ruinous  and  weak,  and  the 
dpfendant,  knowing  it,  still  ran  its  trains; 
that  this  weakness  of  the  track  threw  off  the 
car,  and  caused  the  injury.  There  is  no  di- 
net  evidence  that  a  rail  was  broken.  No 
oae  seems  to  have  seen  a  broken  rail.  Nor 
te  thoe  any  evidence  of  special  defect  in  the 
trsdc  at  that  point.  A  careful  review  of  the 
eridenee  would  indicate  that  the  track,  where 
the  accident  occurred,  was  as  good,  if  not 
better,  than  at  other  parts  of  the  road;  but 
the  iflsae  Is  tendered  and  joined  as  to  a  de- 
feet  m  the  track,  and  that  such  defect  was  the 
cause  of  the  accident.  To  sustain  the  posi- 
tion of  the  plaintiff  as  to  the  weak  and  ruin- 
008  condition  of  the  track  at  this  time  and 
place,  the  following  questions  were  asked  by 
the  pJaintiff  of  Timothy  Farrel,  the  con- 
dnefeur  of  the  wrecked  train,  and  evidence 
given  under  objection,  duly  made  by  the  de- 
fendant, as  to  each  question  and  answer. 
*(ittettion.  What  caused  this  wreck?  An^ 
nper.  I  don't  hardly  know  what  caused  the 
vreek.  I  suppose  it  was  a  broken  rail.  Q. 
Was  the  track  laid  with  new  iron  or  steel 
riiortly  after  the  accident?  A,  Not  for  some 
Umt.  I  believe  it  was  some  time  late  in  the 
ftdlowing  fall.  Q.  What,  if  any,  was  the 
diflercnce  in  the  new  rails,  that  were  laid 
the&,~what  is  the  difference  in  the  size  of 
the  new  rails  and  the  old  ones?  A.  Tliere  is 
eonatderaUe  difference  in  the  size  and  heft 
both.  Q.  Which  is  the  heaviest?  A.  The 
last  iron  laid  was  considerably  heavier  than 
the  iron  it  repUoed.    Q.  Can  you  give  the 


comparative  difference?  Ib  one  twice  as 
heavy  as  the  other?  A.  I  don^t  think  it  is 
twice  as  large.  Q.  Have  you  observed  any 
broken  rails  along  there  since  the  new  track 
wa<i  laid?  A,  No,  sir;  not  to  my  personal 
knowledge.  Q,  Was  not  one  of  the  causes 
of  the  track  being  rough  (without  reference 
to  any  particular  place)  because  the  ends  of 
the  rails  were  battered  down?  A.  I  expect 
it  was.  Q,  Have  you  had  your  train  wrecked 
at  any  other  time  since  this  accident, — the 
accident  in  which  the  plaintiff  was  injured? 
A.  Yes,  sir.  Q.  How  many  times?  A. 
Twice  that  1  remember.  Q,  On  the  same 
road?  A.  Yes,  sir.  Q.  How  near  to  this 
place  did  they  happen?  A.  One  was  about 
flf ty  miles,  and  the  other  about  eight  miles, 
from  it.  Q.  How  long  after  this  wreck? 
A.  One  was  about  six  months,  and  the  other 
about  a  year;  one  happened  before,  and  the 
other  after,  this  wreck.  Q,  Was  the  last  one 
before  or  after  this  iron  was  laid?  A.  It 
was  after."  The  defendant  moved  to  strike 
out  the  answers  of  the  witness  as  to  the  two 
wrecks  before  and  after  the  accident  in  ques- 
tion as  immaterial  and  irrelevant,  which 
motion  was  refused,  and  the  defendant  duly 
excepted.  We  think  the  testimony  was  im- 
proper, and  should  have  l)een  rejected. 
These  two  wrecks  were  too  remote,  botli  in 
time  and  place,  from  the  wreck  in  question ; 
and  besides,  it  was  not  shown  from  what 
cause  they  occurred.  They  have  no  proxi- 
mate relation  to  the  condition  of  the  track  at 
the  time  and  place  of  accident.  No  fact  was 
stated  by  tliis  witness  as  a  ground  for  his 
opinion  that  it  was  a  broken  rail  that  caused 
the  wreck,  and  we  have  no  intimation  as  to 
the  grounds  of  his  belief.  That  there  was  a 
broken  rail,  and  that  the  wreck  was  caused  by 
it,  were  facts  to  be  found  by  the  jury;  and 
the  opinion  of  a  witness,  not  based  on  com- 
petent facts,  should  not  have  been  given  to 
them.  Aside  from  this  "supposition"  of  tiie 
witness  Farrel,  who  was  himself  injured  at- 
the  accident,  too  much  to  take  notice,  there 
is  no  evidence  that  a  rail  was  broken  at  all. 
Nor  was  the  fact  that  in  the  fall  of  the  same 
year,  but  more  than  eight  months  after  the 
accident,  the  wiiole  road  was  reironed,  and 
heavier  rails  placed  upon  it,  competent  evi- 
dence of  the  cause  of  this  accident.  What 
the  motive  was  is  not  shown  by  the  act  it- 
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self,  or  otherwise.  Tfaere  are  many  reasoaB* 
each  of  which  is  equally  presamable,  which 
may  have  induced  this  reironing;  each  of 
which  reasons  may  have  been  wholly  discon« 
nected  with  any  weak  or  ruinous  condition 
of  the  track  at  the  time  and  place  of  accident. 
Even  granting  that  the  road  as  a  whole, 
eight  or  more  months  after  the  7th  day  of 
January,  1886,  required  strengthening  in 
view  of  the  uses  it  was  to  be  put  to,  still 
those  defects  may  have  been  at  great  dis- 
tances from  the  place  of  the  accident,  or 
from  causes  not  at  all  existing  at  that  place. 
Any  possible  relation  of  this  evidence  is  too 
remote  in  character,  time,  and  place,  from 
the  acts  in  question.  Morse  ▼•  Railroad 
Co.,  16  N.  W.  Rep.  358.  This  evidence  may 
not  have  influenced  the  Jury,  but  we  cannot 
see  that  it  did  not. 

A  more  serious  error  was  in  giving  the 
first  charge  to  the  jury  at  the  request  of  the 
plaintiff,  that  *^if  the  car  was  overturned  by 
reason  of  any  defect  in  said  car,  or  of  the 
track  on  which  it  was  running,  *  ♦  ♦ 
this  is  in  itself  presumptive  evidence  of  neg- 
ligence on  the  part  of  the  defendant;  and  the 
burden  is  on  the  defendant  to  show  that 
there  has  been  no  negligence  whatever,  and 
that  the  overturning  has  resulted  from  a 
cause  which  reasonable  care  and  foresight 
could  not  prevent." 

1.  It  was  not  any  defect  in  the  car  that 
was  in  issue.  Suppose  the  car  had  been  de- 
railed by  a  broken  axle,  that  would  raise  no 
presumption  that  the  track  was  ruinous  and 
weak,  or  that  the  defendant  had  knowledge 
of  its  condition. 

2.  Nor  was  it  "any  defect"  which  the  track 
might  have  which  the  jury  were  to  consider, 
but  only  the  defects  charged.  It  was  in  evi- 
dence that  the  weather  was  very  cold  at  that 
time  -  and  place, — ^the  thermometer  was  28 
degrees  below  zero;  also  that  broken  rails  are 
more  frequent  when  the  weather  is  cold. 
But  no  issue  has  been  made  upon  a  defect  so 
caused;  nor  of  the  defendant's  knowledge  or 
want  of  knowledge  of  such  defect.  Yet  the 
charge  is  that  such  or  any  other  defect  in  the 
track  is  presumptive  evidence  of  negligence 
of  the  defendant  in  what  constituted  '*the 
real  cause  of  the  acddent,"  whatever  it  was, 
and  lays  on  it  the  burden  of  showing  that 
there  was  no  negligence  whatever.    That  is 


very  unreasonable.  It  is  as  though  the  Joiy 
were  told  the  same  thing  in  case  an  enemy 
had  drawn  the  spikes,  thereby  causing  the 
car  to  be  derailed.  It  is  imp(»sible  to  see 
how  such  a  fact,  even  if  the  jury  thought 
the  defendant  carcdess  in  such  a  case,  could 
be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  defendant's 
negligence  in  letting  its  track  become  weak 
and  ruinous. 

The  second  charge  was  also  equally  errone- 
ous. The  court  charged  "that  the  burden  of 
proof  is  upon  the  plaintiff  to  show  the  negli- 
gence of  the  defendant,  but  it  is  sufficient  for 
that  purpose,  prima  facie,  if  he  show  he 
suffered  injury  without  his  fault,  while  law- 
fully traveling  in  the  car  of  defendant;  and 
that  the  cause  of  that  injury  was  probably 
the  negligence  of  the  defendant;  and  that 
whether  it  is  so  or  not  is  in  the  knowledge  of 
defendant,  for  then  the  defendant  must  show 
what  the  real  cause  of  the  injury  was;  and  if 
the  defendant  does  not  choose  to  give  the  ex- 
planation, the  jury  would  be  authorized  to 
find  that  the  real  cause  of  the  injury  was  the 
negligence  of  the  defendant  in  the  particular 
case  specified  in  the  complaint."  This  is 
wrong  for  many  reasons.  It  tells  the  jury 
that  whatever  may  have  been  the  cause  of 
the  accident,  whether  as  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint, or  from  any  other  cause,  however  re- 
mote, if  the  defendant  was  "probably"  neg- 
ligent in  it,  then  the  jury,  without  any  fur- 
ther proof,  may  find  against  the  defendant 
on  the  facts  in  issue.  To  show  that  the 
plaintiff  was  injured  by  a  broken  axle;  that 
such  axle,  on  inspection,  appeared  much 
worn,  and  that  the  defendant  probably  knew 
it;  or  that  the  engineer  was  probably  intoxi- 
cated, and  so  caused  the  accident, — certainly 
could  raise  no  presumption  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  track,  nor  of  the  company's  knowl- 
edge of  that  condition.  The  company  may 
be  equally  ignorant  with  the  plaintiff  as  to 
what  the  jury  may  think  is  "probably"  the 
"real  cause"  of  an  accident,  or  of  what  is  in 
fact  "the  real  cause."  But  this  instruction 
is  to  the  effect  that,  whether  the  company 
has  or  has  not  any  knowledge,  if  still  it  is 
probably  negligent  in  something  else,  which 
might  have  been  the  cause  of  the  accident,  it 
must  nevertheless  show  what  the  real  cause 
was,  or  the  case  as  charged  will  stand  con- 
fessed.   Ko  rule  of  law,  we  think,  will  sus- 
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tain  that  position.  Wood,  Mast.  &  Serv.  g 
419:  Wliart.  Neg.  §  421;  Railroad  Go.  v.  Scott, 
61  Tex.  549;  note  to  Railroad  Co.  v.  Brice, 
1  S.  W.  Rcfk  483,  28  Amer.  &  Eng.  R.  Caa. 
551;  Elj  T.  lUulway  Co.,  77  Mo.  84. 

A  point  Is  made  bj  the  defendant  that  the 
pUntiff  at  the  time  of  the  accident  was  riding 
on  a  pass,  which  had  condiiions  that  in  case 
of  injury  to  the  holder  wonld  protect  the  de- 
fradant  from  liability.  The  effect  of  such  a 
proTision  upon  a  pass  is  not,  under  the  evi- 
dence, a  question  in  this  case.  The  pass  was 
apparently  adopted  by  both  parties  as  a  con- 
Tenieot  way  to  carry  out  a  contract  of  em- 
plojment. .  The  terras  of  that  pass  wer6  no 
part  of  that  aipreement.  Its  object  was  only 
to  enable  the  plaintiff,  by  its  means,  to  pass 
oTer  the  road.  The  agreement  was  that  the 
plaintiff  aJiould  serve  the  defendant  as  its 
tnTding  auditor;  go  from  station  to  station 
on  this  and  other  lines  of  road,  upon  the  cars 
of  defendant,  without  charge  to  the  plain- 
tiff; for  which  he  was  to  have  an  agreed  com- 
pensMtion.  With  or  without  the  pass  he  was 
to  do,  and  would  have  done,  so  far  as  ap- 
pears, precisely  what  he  was  doing  at  the 
time  of  the  accident.  He  was  a  servant  of 
the  company,  on  duty  in  the  defendant's  bus- 
inen.  and  riding  upon  or  under  his  contract 
of  employment,  but  of  which  contract  neither 
the  pass  nor  its  conditions  were  a  part.  The 
relations  between  the  parties  were  those  of 
■aster  and  servant,  and  the  only  rule  of  the 
liability  of  the  defendant  to  the  plaintiff  is 
flie  rale  of  the  liability  of  the  employer  to 
the  employ^.  That  rule  is  "that  when  a 
serrant  enters  into  the  employ  of  another  he 
assames  all  the  risks  ordinarily  incident  to 
flie  business.  He  is  presumed  to  have  con- 
tiieted  with  reference  to  all  the  hazards  and 
risks  ordinarily  incident  to  the  employment; 
and  be  cannot  recover  for  injuries  resulting 
from  such  ordinary  risks."  Wood,  Mast.  & 
Serv.  §326.  Koyesv.  Smith,  28  Yt.  59.  The 
servant  seeking  to  recover  for  an  injury  takes 
the  burden  upon  himself  of  establishing  neg- 
ligence on  the  part  of  the  master,  and  due 
ears  on  his  own  part;  and  he  is  met  with  two 
presumptions,  both  of  which  he  must  over- 
come, in  order  to  entitle  him  to  a  recovery: 
Fint,  That  the  master  discharged  his  duty 
to  him  by  providing  suitable  instrumentali- 
ties for  the  business;  and  this  involves  some- 


thing more  than  proof  of  the  mere  fact  that 
the  injury  resulted  from  a  defect  in  those  ap- 
pliances. The  burden  is  imposed  on  him  of 
showing  that  the  master  had  notice  of  the 
defect,  or  that,  in  the  exercise  of  ordinary 
care,  which  he  is  bound  to  observe,  he  would 
have  known  it.  Second.  When  this  is  estab- 
lished, he  is  met  by  another  presumption,  the 
force  of  which  he  must  overcome,  and  that 
is  that  he  assumes  all  the  ordinary  hazards  of 
the  business.  To  overcome  this  presumption 
he  must  show  that  the  injury  did  not  arise 
from  an  obvious  defect  in  the  instrumentali- 
ties of  the  business,  or  from  hazard  incident 
to  the  business,  or  from  causes  known  by  him 
to  exist,  or  which  he  might  have  known  by 
the  exercise  of  ordinary  care.  Failing  to 
overcome  these  presumptions,  he  cannot  re- 
cover. Wood,  Mast.  &  Serv.  §  882,  and  cases 
cited.  The  jury  in  this  case  should  have 
been  so  instructed,  instead  of  being  permit- 
ted to  act  upon  the  instruction  given  totheni 
by  the  court  There  was  no  evidence  in  the 
case  to  overcome  either  of  these  presump- 
tions; and  for  this,  as  well  as  for  the  other 
reasons  above  stated,  the  judgment  must  be 
reversed.  Judgment  reversed,  and  a  new 
trial  ordered.

The  time  of  holding  the  district  courts,  as 
well  as  the  place,  is  fixed  by  the  judges  of 
the  supreme  court;  but  they  must  be  held  in 
the  ''several  counties  or  subdivisions"  of  the 
district.    Rev.  St.  U.  S.  §  1914. 

To  convict  under  the  indictment,  it  was 
incumbent  on  the  government  to  prove  two 
principal  facts:  (1)  That  the  defendant 
lived  (cohabited)  with  the  two  women 
named  in  the  indictment;  (2)  that  a  mar- 
riage, real  or  ostensible,  with  eacli  of  these 
women,  had  preceded  this  cohabitation. 
Rev.  St.  U.  S.  §  1865. 

James  H,  Hawley,  U.  S.  Dist.  Atty. 

The  word  "cohabit,"  when  used  in  a  crim- 
inal statute,  means  "together  as  man  and 
wife."  Rev.  St.  Idaho.  §  7684;  Webst. 
Diet.  284;  Cannon  v.  U.  S.,  116  U.  S.  74, 
6  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  278. 

While  this  court  has  the  power  to  set 
terms  of  court  in  each  of  the  counties  of  the 
territory,  it  would  still  have  the  right  to  de- 
termine in  which  of  said  counties  United 
States  business  should  be  transacted.  Rev. 
St.  U.  S.  §  1910;  Id.  §  1874. 

Logan,  J.  The  defendant  was  indicted 
by  the  grand  jury  at  Blackfoot,  Idaho  terri- 
tory, in  October,  1887,  for  a  violation  of  sec- 
tion 8  of  the  act  of  congress  approved  March 


22,  1882.  c.  47,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
section  fifty-three  hundred  and  fifty-two  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  in 
reference  to  bigamy  and  for  other  purposes." 
The  section  reads  as  follows:  "Sec.  3.  That 
if  any  male  person,  in  a  territory  or  other 
place  over  which  the  United  States  have  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction,  hereafter  cohabits  with 
more  than  one  woman,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  six  months, 
or  by  both  said  punishments,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. "  The  defendant  was  tried 
and  convicted  at  the  June  term.  1888,  of  the 
district  court  of  Bingham  county,  for  u 
violation  of  the  preceding  section,  and  sen- 
tenced to  suffer  the  extreme  penalty  of  the 
law,  and  from  that  judgment  he  has  appealed 
to  this  court. 

The  indictment  referred  to  reads  as  fol- 
lows: "Samuel  Kuntze  is  accused  by  the 
grand  jury  of  the  United  States  within  and 
for  the  Third  judicial  district  of  Idaho  terri- 
tory, duly  summoned  and  impaneled  upon 
their  oaths,  by  this  indictment,  of  the  crime 
of  unlawful  cohabitation,  committed  as  fol- 
lows, to-wit:  The  said  Samuel  Kuntze,  at 
Bear  Lake  county,  within  said  Third  judicial 
district  of  Idaho  territory,  on  the  first  day  of 
December.  A.  D.  1884,  and  thereafter,  on 
divers  other  days,  and  continuously  from  the 
said  first  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1884,  up  to 
and  including  the  day  of  finding  this  indict- 
ment, did  unlawfully  cohabit  with  more  than 
one  woman,  to-wit,  with  Airs.  Samuel 
Kuntze  and  one  Caroline  Wuthridc,  against 
the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  United  States, 
and  contrary  to  the  form,  force,  and  effect  of 
the  United  States  statute  in  such  case  made 
and  provided."  To  this  indictment  the  de- 
fendant demurred  upon  the  ground  that  the 
same  did  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute 
an  offense,  in  this:  That  it  charges  a  mere 
conclusion  of  law;  that  it  did  not  state 
whether  he  cohabited  with  the  two  women 
named  as  his  wives  or  otherwise;  and  that 
the  court,  being  a  district  court  for  Bingham 
county,  had  no  jurisdiction  of  the  offense 
attempted  to  be  charged,  it  being  alleged  to 
have  been  committed  in  Bear  L^e  county* 
The  demurrer  was  overruled  by  the  court  be- 
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lov,  which  deciflion  is  assigned  as  error  by 
the  defendant. 

The  first  objection  goes  to  the  meaning  of 
the  word  ''cohabit,"  used  in  section  3  of  the 
•et,  and  also  in  the  indictment.  This  word 
has  seTeral  meanings,  as  defined  by  Webster 
md  Worcester,  and  among  its  definitions  we 
find  that  it  is  defined,  ''To  dweli  or  live  to- 
gether as  husband  and  wife;"  and  this  un- 
questionably is  the  sense  in  which  it  is  used 
both  in  the  statute  and  in  the  indictment. 
The  context  in  which  it  is  found,  and  the 
manifest  evils  which  gave  rise  to  the  statute 
ia  regard  to  cohabitation,  require  that  the 
word  should  have  the  meaning  assigned  to  it. 
Cknnon  v.  U.  S.,  116  U.  S.  55,  6  Sup.  Ct. 
Rep.  278.  Taking  the  meaning  of  the  word 
n  defined,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
used  in  tlie  indictment,  we  think  it  is  suffi- 
deni  to  charge  the  defendant  with  the  crime 
be  is  alleged  to  have  committed.  Certainly, 
the  defendant  was  fully  aware  of  the  nature 
of  the  offense  with  which  he  was  charsed; 
and,  taking  into  consideration  sections  7684 
and  7686  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho, 
we  think  the  indictment  is  sufficient. 

The  second  objection  is  practically  disposed 
of  by  this  court  when  it  has  disposed  of  the 
lint  objection.  At  any  rate,  it  becomes  more 
a  qaestion  of  evidence  than  of  law,  if  the 
■eaniog  of  the  word  '^cohabit"  is  to  be  in 
the  sense  used.  The  opinion  of  the  su- 
preme court  is  very  full  upon  this  subject,  as 
vili  appear  on  page  71^  of  Cannon  v.  U.  S. 
Although  it  is  true  that  this  case  cannot  be 
eonsidered  as  authority,  yet  the  opinion  of 
the  court  upon  the  questions  raised  is  of  as 
Biach  \alue  as  if  the  case  was  of  the  most 
binding  authority. 

The  third  objection  goes  to  the  Jurisdiction 
of  the  court,  and  the  construction  of  the  jury 
bj  which  the  defendant  was  convicted.  No 
qnestlon  is  raised  as  to  the  manner  of  draw- 
ing the  grand  jury,  for  the  reason  that  the 
manner  of  their  drawing  does  not  appear  to 
the  oaort.  The  question  is  raised,  however, 
as  to  Uie  power  of  the  court  to  summon  such 
grand  jnry  from  the  district  at  large,  and  the 
light  of  the  United  States  marshal  to  ex- 
eente  the  process.  The  same  questions  are 
laised  in  regard  to  the  trial  jury,  and  we  will 
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consider  and  dispose  of  both  the  questions  at 
the  same  time. 

The  only  question  involved  is  the  power 
of  the  court  to  hold  sessions  of  court  for  the 
trial  of  causes  arising  under  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States  in  one  desig- 
nated place  in  the  judicial  district.  Tlie  or- 
ganic act,  §  1914,  provides  that  the  time 
of  holding  the  district  courts,  as  well  as  the 
places,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  judges  of  the  su* 
preme  court  when  assembled  at  their  respect- 
ive seats  of  government.  Section  1874  of 
the  organic  act  provides  that  the  judges  of 
the  supreme  court  in  each  territory  of  the 
United  States  are  hereby  authorized  to  hold 
court  within  their  respective  distncto  in  the 
counties  wherein,  by  the  laws  of  said  terri- 
tory, courto  have  been  or  may  be  established, 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  or  determining  all 
matters  and  causes  except  those  in  which  the 
United  States  is  a  party.  The  act  of  March 
2,  1867,  passed  with  especial  reference  to 
Idaho  territory,  provides  that  the  judges  of 
the  supreme  court  of  said  territory,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall,  when  assembled  at  the 
seat  of  government  of  said  territory,  define 
the  judicial  districta  of  said  territory,  and  as- 
sign the  judges  who  may  be  appointed  for 
said  territory  to  the  several  districts,  and 
shall  also  fix  the  times  and  places  for  hold- 
ing court  in  the  several  counties  or  subdi- 
visions in  each  of  such  judicial  districta,  and 
alter  the  times  and  places  of  holding  the 
courts  as  to  them  shall  seem  proper  and  con- 
venient. It  would  certainly  seem  fair  to 
conclude  from  these  acta  that  the  judges,  as 
provided  by  law,  may  so  arrange  the  time 
and  place  lor  holding  court  for  the  trial  of 
causes  in  which  the  United  States  is  a  party 
at  such  place  or  places  in  the  district  as  they 
may  think  proper  and  convenient.  The 
place  for  holding  court  in  the  Third  district 
was  fixed  at  Blackfoot.  Bingham  county. 
We  think  the  court  had  this  power.  Huston 
V.  Heed,  1  Idaho,  402. 

The  selection  of  jurors  by  the  marshal  from 
the  body  of  the  district  under  open  venire  di- 
rected to  him  was  made  the  subject  of  chal- 
lenge by  the  defendant,  which  challenge  was 
overruled  by  the  court.  We  are  referred  to 
the  case  of  Clinton  v.  Englebrecht,  13  Wall. 
434,  as  decisive  of  this  point  in  favor  of  the 
defendant    This  case  is  not  at  all  in  noint. 
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It  was  a  civil  case,  arising  under  the  laws  of 
Utah,  and  did  not  fall  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  a  district  court  fixed  for  the  trial  of 
such  issues.  The  law  of  the  territory  of 
Utah  had  provided  a  mode  of  selecting  and 
returning  jurors,  which  was  openly  disregard- 
ed by  the  district  court,  and  for  this  errox 
the  judgment  was  reversed.  The  case  at  bar 
is  founded  upon  the  statute  of  the  United 
States,  and  appertains  to  the  federal  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  court,  and  differs  materially  from 
that  decided  by  the  supreme  court  in  the 
above  case.  No  provision  has  been  made  by 
the  legislature  of  this  territory  for  selecting 
or  summoning  jurors  for  the  trial  of  cases 
arising  under  the  laws  and  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  or  in  which  the  United 
States  is  a  party,  and  it  would  seem  that  in 
the  absence  of  any  territorial  law  the  court 
had  the  common-law  power  to  proceed  in  the 
manner  in  which  it  did,  and  this  position  is 
supported  by  undoubted  authority.  Beery  v« 
U.  S.,  2  Colo.  186;  Huston  v.  Heed,  1  Idaho, 
404;  U.  S.  V.  Beebe,  2  Dak.  292,  11  N.  W. 
Rep.  505;  McCann  v.  U.  S.,  2  Wyo.  275; 
Bennet  v.  U.  S.,  2  Wash.  T.  179,  3  Pac,  Rep. 
272.  The  marshal  being  the  executive  offi- 
cer of  the  court  when  sitting  for  the  trial  of 
causes  in  which  the  United  States  is  a  party, 
and  performing  essentially  the  duties  of  a 
sheriff  at  common  law,  it  is  no  objection  that 
the  selection  of  the  jurors  was  intrusted  to 
him;  for,  by  the  common  law,  he  was  clothed 
with  authority  to  that  end.  Beery  v.  U.  S.» 
supra.  We  think,  therefore,  that  no  error 
was  committed  by  the  court  below  in  its  dis- 
position of  the  demurrer  and  challenges  to 
the  grand  and  trial  juries. 

The  defendant  requested  the  court  to  in- 
struct the  jury  that  in  this  case  the  evidence 
did  not  waiTant  a  verdict  of  guilty,  and 
that  it  was  their  duty  to  return  a  vei^dict  of 
not  guilty.  The  court  was  right  in  declin- 
ing to  give  this  instruction.  There  was 
some  evidence  in  the  case  tending  to  prove 
the  guilt  of  the  defendant,  and  sufficient  to 
authorize  the  court  in  submitting  the  case  to 
the  jury,  and,  the  jury  having  found  a  ver- 
dict upon  the  evidence,  we  are  not  inclined 
to  interfere  with  their  verdict. 

The  refusal  of  the  court  to  give  the  first 
instruction  requested  by  the  defendant  was 
not  error.    The  court  charged  the  jury  that, 


when  a  person  is  charged  with  an  offense, 
his  flight  or  hiding  will  not  of  itself  warrant 
a  conviction,  but  it  may  be  proven  as  a  cir- 
cumstance to  be  considered  with  the  other 
evidence  in  the  case.  This,  we  think«  was 
sufficient  and  justified  by  the  evidence,  and 
consequently  it  became  unnecessary  there- 
after to  charge  as  requested  by  the  defend- 
ant upon  the  same  point.  People  y.  For- 
sythe,  65  Cal.  101, 3  Pac.  Rep.  402;  People t. 
McDowell,  64  Cal.  467,  3  Pac.  Rep.  124. 

It  was  manifestly  improper  on  the  part  of 
the  district  attorney  to  have  referred  to  the 
fact  in  any  way  in  his  address  to  the  jury 
that  the  defendant  had  failed  to  testify  in  his 
own  behalf.  He  should  not  have  called  the 
attention  of  the  jury  to  that  fact.  Bat  as  it 
appears  subsequently  that  the  defendant  re- 
quested the  court  to  instruct  the  jury  that 
the  failure  of  the  defendant  to  testi^  as  a 
witness  in  his  own  behalf  should  not  be  tak- 
en into  consideration  by  the  jury  in  arriving 
at  their  conclusion  in  this  case,  aind  is  not  to 
be  considered  as  a  circumstance  against  him, 
and  it  appearing  that  the  court  did  so  in- 
struct the  jury,  all  of  which  took  place  sub- 
sequent to  the  remarks  made  by  the  district 
attorney,  we  fail  to  see  in  what  manner  the 
defendant  was  injured  by  such  remarks. 
The  error  on  the  part  of  the  district  attorney 
was  cured  by  the  act  of  the  defendant,  and 
of  the  court  in  the  charge  above  referred  to. 
We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  notice  par- 
ticularly any  other  exception  taken  by  the  de- 
fendant in  this  case.  It  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  we  find  no  error  in  the  record  calling 
for  a  reversal  of  the  judgment.  The  Judg- 
ment is  therefore  affirmed.

Bebrt,  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from  the  dis- 
trict court  of  the  Third  judicial  district,  Bear 
Lake  county,  tried  by  a  jury  at  the  July  term, 
1888,  Hon.  Gasb  Broderioe,  district  judge, 
presiding.  The  action  is  brought  by  the 
plaintiff  as  administrator  of  one  Fred.  S. 
Drake,  deceased,  who  was  killed  in  an  acci- 
dent on  the  Oregon  Short-Line  Railway,  one 
of  the  lines  of  the  defendant,  at  a  point  near 
Ham*s  Fork,  in  Wyoming  territory,  January 
28, 1887.  The  complaint  alleges  that  the  de« 
ceased  was  employed  by  the  defendant  at  the 
time  as  a  fireman  on  one  of  its  locomotive  en- 
gines; that  at  the  place  of  the  accident  ''the 
track  of  the  said  road  was  out  of  repair,  and 
unfitted  for  the  passage  of  trains,  by  reason 
of  ice  and  snow,  which  the  defendant  had 
negligently  permitted  to  remain  on  the 
tr^;"  that  the  defendant,  with  knowledge, 
etc.,  willfully  and  carelessly  ran  its  train  and 
engine  over  said  track,  whereby  the  deceased, 
without  fault  on  his  part,  was  killed;  that  the 
deceased  was  ignorant  of  the  condition  of  said 
track,  or  that  it  was  out  of  repair,  or  unfit 
for  use.  The  plaintiff  demands  judgment  as 
administrator,  and  pleads  the  statute  of  Wy- 
oming territory,  where  the  accident  occurred, 
as  allowing  recovery  by  an  administrator. 
The  answer  of  the  defendant  puts  in  issue 
each  allegation  of  the  complaint.  On  the  trial, 
when  the  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff 
was  closed,  and  the  plaintiff  had  rested  his 
case,  the  defendant  moved  for  a  judgment  of 
nonsuit,  under  section  4354,  St.  Idaho,  subd. 
5,  on  the  ground  that  the  plaintiff  had  failed 
to  prove  a  sufiicient  case  for  the  jury.  The 
motion  was  denied,  and  the  defendant  ex- 
cepted. 

Gertain  requests  were  made  by  the  defend- 
ant to  the  court  to  charge  the  jury,  (which 
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requests  will  hereafter  be  referred  to  more  at 
length,)  each  of  which  was  refused  by  the 
court,  and  to  which  refusal  the  defendant 
duly  excepted.  The  court  delivered  its  charge 
to  the  jury,  which  was  also  excepted  to  by 
the  defendant,  as  will  more  fully  appear,  and 
the  jury  found  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  in 
the  sum  of  $3,000.  A  bill  of  exceptions  and 
a  case  were  duly  settled  and  allowed,  and 
upon  which  a  motion  was  made  for  a  new  trial, 
which  motion  was  denied,  and  judgment  on 
said  verdict  was  entered  for  plaintiff;  and  the 
defendant  appeals  from  such  order  of  refusal 
and  from  the  judgment  to  this  court. 

The  first  point  of  the  appellant  is  that  the 
court  erred  in  refusing  judgment  of  nonsuit 
That  motion  was  based  upon  the  want  of  evi- 
dence, and  the  ground  Is  taken  that  the  evi- 
dence did  not  show  such  a  state  of  facts  that 
the  jury  could  find  the  defendant  liable.  It 
is  stipulated  that  the  case  before  us  contains 
all  the  evidence.  A  review  of  this  point  in- 
volves an  examination  of  the  facts  of  the 
case.  There  is  little  or  no  conflict  between 
the  witnesses  on  any  material  point.  Stated 
as  strongly  for  the  plaintiff  as  the  evidence 
will  warrant,  they  are  about  as  follows:  The 
deceased  is  alleged  in  the  compL'iint  to  have 
been  at  the  time  of  the  accident  in  the  employ 
of  the  defendant  as  fireman  on  one  of  its  lo- 
comotive engines;  and  the  evidence  shows 
that  this  employment  was  on  and  over  this 
division  of  the  road,  on  its  regular  trains,  and 
that  he  had  been  so  employed  for  some -years; 
that  he  ran  between  Montpelier,  in  Idaho, 
and  Granger  or  Green  River,  in  Wyoming 
territory,  with  his  head-quarters  at  Mont- 
pelier, and  on  each  trip  passed  over  the  place 
of  the  accident;  that  the  train  on  which  he 
was  regularly  employed  and  running  was 
stopped,  either  the  day  of  the  accident  or  the 
preceding  day,  while  going  east,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  snow  on  the  track,  and  difilcul- 
ty  of  running,  in  consequence  of  the  drifted 
condition  of  the  roads,  at  a  station  called  Fos- 
sil, about  10  miles  west  of  the  place  of  the  ac- 
cident; that  other  trains*  from  both  directions, 
had  stopped  there,  and  the  running  of  regular 
trains  had  been  practically  suspended,  since 
early  in  the  morning  of  the  accident;  that  at 
12:15  F.  M.  of  that  day  a  special  train  was 
made  up  of  passenger  cars,  to  be  drawn  by 
two  engines,  the  train  so  made  up  being 


what  is  known  as  a  '* double-header,''  to  be 
sent  from  Fossil  east  over  this  line,  both  to  for- 
ward the  train,  and  also  thereby  open  and  clear 
the  track  of  the  drifted  snow;  that  the  second 
engine  was  the  one  on  which  the  deceased 
w«s  accustomed  to  mn,  but  on  which,  on  that 
occasion,  another  engineer  than  the  usual  one 
was  placed;  it  was  a  special  provision,  for  a 
special  duty,  made  necessary  by  the  drifted 
snow;  that  no  snow-plow  was  sent  ahead  of 
this  train,  but  that  this  ''double-header,"  as 
admitted  on  the  argument,  and  in  the  re- 
spondent's brief,  was  sent  out  to  "buck  the 
snow."  It  is  also  shown  that  the  oflBcers  of 
the  company,  and  the  trainmen  at  Fossil,  had 
knowledge  of  the  storm  of  wind  and  snow 
that  had  commenced  about  three  days  prcYi- 
ous  to  the  28th  of  January.  From  the  cir- 
cumstances, in  the  absence  of  proof,  th^are 
presumed  to  have  known  it;  and  of  the  pres- 
ence of  drifts  upon  the  line;  and  of  the  difil- 
culty  of  running  in  consequence;  and  of  the 
delayed  and  deranged  conditions  of  the  trains; 
but  not  that  this  place  of  the  accident  was  in 
any  way  specially  dangerous,  above  other 
places  in  its  vicinity;  and  it  was  not  shown 
that  the  track  at  this  point  was  in  any  way 
defective;  and  also  it  was  shown  that  the  ac- 
cident was  on  account  of  the  engines  running 
into  a  drift  at  that  point,  at  a  speed  of  about 
25  miles  an  hour.  It  was  shown  that  the 
weather  was  unusually  cold, — some  d^rees 
below  zero, — and  had  been  cold  for  a  day  or 
two  previous  to  the  wreck;  that  the  presence 
of  a  drift  at  the  place  of  the  accident  was  on 
account  of  the  wind  blowing  from  an  unu- 
sual  quarter;  that  the  altitude  was  about  7,000 
feet;  the  country  extremely  hilly  and  rough; 
that  service  in  "bucking  snow-drifts,"  wheth- 
er by  snow-plow  or  otherwise,  is  considered 
by  railroad  men  as  extrahazardous.  There 
was  other  evidence,  but  not  to  materially  af* 
feet  either  of  these  facts.  Had  this  action 
been  for  injury  to  a  passenger,  instead  of  to 
an  employ^,  much  of  this  evidence  would 
have  had  no  bearing,  except  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  defend- 
ant; but  being  by  the  representative  of  an 
employ^  and  under  the  circumstances  shown, 
it  involves,  or  tends  to  show,  the  knowledge, 
or  means  of  knowledge,  of  the  deceased,  of 
the  causes  of  the  accident,  and  the  quality  and 
degree  of  risks  which  the  deceased  vohmtadly 
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ramed,  and  for  which  the  defendant  might 
not  be  liable. 

It  18  not  claimed  that  there  was  any  proo^ 
ise  to  Indemnify  the  deceased,  or  to  do  any- 
thing to  insure  safety;  nor  that  the  deceased 
made  any  request  or  protest;  or  tliat  the  com- 
pany had  any  knowledge,  which  the  do- 
ceased  did  not  have,  or  might  not  have  had, 
if  he  had  desired.  Under  such  evidence,  it 
is  difficult  to  see  how  the  company  could 
have  been  found  liable  in  damages^for  the 
death  of  the  dec«»ed.  It  is  by  no  means 
clear  that  the  motion  for  nonsuit  should  not 
have  been  granted.  We  think  it  should  have 
been  allowed.  But,  if  this  were  not  so,  the 
Uw  as  to  the  risk  assumed  by  the  employ^ 
should  have  been  given  to  the  jury,  and  the 
distinction  in  the  obligation  of  the  defend- 
ant, in  cases  of  a  mere  passenger  and  of  an 
employ^,  engaged  in  this  service,  under  the 
eircumstanoes  of  this  case,  and  as  to  his 
knowledge,  or  want  of  knowledge,  of  the 
facts  consUtnting  this  danger,  and  as  to  his 
assent,  or  his  want  of  assent,  to  the  assump- 
tion of  the  danger,  should  have  been  stated. 

The  Judge  charged,  at  the  plaintiff's  re- 
quest: ''(1)  That  if  the  jnry  find  from  the 
evidence  that  the  said  railway  track  was  ob- 
stnicted  with  ice  and  snow;  that  this  caused 
the  wreck  of  the  train  on  which  Fred.  S. 
Brake  was  riding;  that  in  such  wreck  he 
was  killed  without  fault  on  his  part;  that 
the  defendant's  road-master  or  superintend- 
ent, or  both  of  them,  had  notice  of  said  ob- 
structions in  time  to  remove  the  same,  or  in 
time  to  have  prevented  the  said  train  from 
mnning  into  or  upon  such  obstructions,  by 
the  use  of  ordinary  diligence,  under  all  of  the 
eircumstanoes  of  the  case, — then  your  ver- 
dict should  be  for  the  plaintiff.  (2)  In  this 
ease  it  is  admitted  that  Fred.  S.  Drake  lost 
his  life  at  the  time  and  place  alleged  in  the 
eomplaint;  and  the  first  question  for  your 
consideration  is  whether  there  was  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  the  defendant  company. 
The  defendant  was  bound  to  use  ordinary 
care  in  keeping  its  track  in  a  safe  condition. 
If  it  failed  after  notice  to  do  it,  in  this  in- 
stance, then  it  is  liable;  but  if,  under  all  the 
attendant  circumstances,  you  are  not  satis- 
fied from  the  evidence— that  is,  by  a  prepon- 
derance thereof— that  the  company  was  neg- 
ligent, then  it  is  not  liable  in  this  action. 


and  you  are  the  exclusive  Judges  of  the  evi- 
dence and  facts."  These  charges  are  erro- 
neous, both  in  what  they  contain,  and  in 
what  they  do  not  contain.  The  case  was  not 
the  case  of  a  passenger  riding  upon  a  train, 
and  the  Jury  should  not  have  hem  induced 
to  so  consider  it.  The  court  adopted  a 
wrong  theory  of  the  nature  of  the  rights  and 
obligations  of  the  parties,  respectively,  and 
both  charges  are  consistent  with  such  wrong 
theory.  How  well  soever  it  may  have  suit- 
ed the  case  of  an  injury  to  a  mere  passenger, 
it  was  misleading  when  applied  to  this  case; 
and,  as  we  have  before  said,  the  learned 
judge  should  have  given  the  law  as  to  the 
liability  of  the  defendant  to  its  employi^,  un- 
der the  circumstances  of  the  case  on  trial 
This  the  charge  does  not  do,  but,  so  far  as 
it  assumes  to  give  a  rule,  it  is  erroneous. 

The  defendant  further  requested  the  court 
to  charge  "that  if,  in  this  case,  the  jury  find 
from  the  evidence  that,  at  and  near  the 
point  of  the  wreck  resulting  in  the  death  of 
Fred.  8.  Drake,  and  at  the  date  of  its  occur- 
rence, there  had  been  recent  storms  and 
snow-falls  in  various  places  6n  the  track  of 
said  railway,  thereby  increasing  the  risks 
and  dangers  to  trainmen  and  others  in  go- 
ing over  said  portion  of  said  road,  and  the 
deceased  had  knowledge  or  the  means  of  be- 
ing informed  of  said  conditions,  by  the  exer- 
cise of  ordinary  diligence,  and  notwithstand- 
ing he  continued  in  said  employment  until 
he  received  the  said  injury  resulting  in  his 
death,  in  consequence  of  the  said  dangers, 
then  the  plaintiff  cannot  recover  in  this  ac- 
tion.'' This  request  was  refused,  but,  in 
our  opinion,  should  have  been  given  especial- 
ly, as  qualifying  what  was  actually  given, 
and  its  refusal  was  error.  The  rule  as  to 
risks  assumed  by  an  employ^,  and  the  liabil- 
ities of  the  employer,  as  to  injury  to  the 
servant  while  on  duty  in  such  employment, 
is,  in  effect,  stated  in  Pierce  on  Railroads, 
879,  that  a  servant  who,  before  the  injury, 
had  knowledge  of  the  special  risks  and  dan- 
gers of  the  service,  or  who,  having  reasona- 
ble opportunities  to  inform  himself,  ought  to 
have  known  the  facts  constituting  such  risks 
and  dangers,  by  remaining  in  the  company's 
service  is  presumed  to  have  assumed  the 
risk  of  such  voluntary  exposure  of  himself; 
and  he  cannot  recover  for  an  injury  result- 
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ing  therefrom;  and  his  knowledge  has  the 
same  effect,  whether  the  employer  was  in- 
formed or  was  in  fact  ignorant  of  such  dan- 
ger; and  the  rale  applies  with  special  force 
when  the  danger  is  obvioas  to  the  senses,  as 
in  this  case,  and  where  the  servant  was  vol- 
untarily assuming  the  task  of  removing  the 
very  obstructions  complained  of.  2  Thomp. 
Neg.  p.  1008,  §  15;  Railway  Co.  v.  Fowler» 
8  Amer.  &  Eng.  B.  Cas.  504;  Gibson  v.  Bail- 
road  Co.,  63  N.  Y.  449;  De  Forest  v.  Jew- 
ett,  88  N.  Y.  264;  Wood,  Mast.  &  Serv. 
§  879.  The  judgment  and  order  overruling 
motion  for  a  new  trial  sliould  be  reversed, 
and  a  new  trial  granted.  Judgment  set 
aside,  and  new  trlid  granted,  costs  to  abide 
the  event.

But  if  the 
complaint  be  not  in  fact  verified,  a  general,  and 
not  specific,  verified  answer,  may  put  in  issue  the 
main  allegations'  of  the  complaint,  under  section 
4188  of  the  Revised  Statutes.

Appeal  from  district  court,  Lemhi  county. 

Action  by  the  people  of  tlie  United  States 
in  the  territory  of  Idaho,  by  their  relator, 
John  McDonald,  district  attorney  in  and  for 
Lemhi  county,  suing  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  said  Lemhi  county,  against  George  L. 
Shoup  and  others,  sureties  upon  a  bail  bond. 
From  a  judgment  for  plaintiffs,  defendants 
appeal,    i^eversed. 

The  other  facts  fully  appear  in  the  follow- 
ing statement  by  Berrt,  J . : 

This  is  an  appeal  from  the  Judgment  of  the 


district  court  in  and  for  I^mhi  county,  ren- 
dered April  26,  1888,  in  favor  of  the  plain- 
tifiCs,  and  against  the  defendants  severaUj,  in 
the  sum  of  $500  each.  The  action  was  com- 
menced July  14,  1887.  The  defendants  on 
the  28tb  day  of  December,  1887,  appeared  by 
their  attorney,  C.  A.  Wood»  Esq.,  and  filed  a 
demurrer  to  the  amended  complaint,  which 
amended  complaint  had  been  filed  on  the  19th 
day  of  that  month.  The  complaint  set  up 
a  bond  executed  by  the  defendants,  Novem- 
ber 26, 1886,  in  the  penal  sum  of  62,500, 
which  the  defendants  promised  to  pay  in 
sums  of  $500  each,  conditioned  for  the  ap- 
pearance of  one  Thomas  McKinney,  to  an- 
swer to  a  criminal  charge,  in  whatsoever 
court,  etc.,  and  to  hold  himself  amenable  to 
the  orders,  etc.  The  proceedings  in  which 
the  bond  is  talcen  were  regular,  and  au- 
thorized the  taking  of  such  bond  as  plain- 
tiffs say  this  was  intended  to  be.  The  bond 
was  in  form  as  described  by  section  499  of 
the  Criminal  Code  of  Idaho  territory,  (Rev. 
Laws,  8th  Sess.,)  except  that  it  was,  by  its 
terms,  payable  to  **the  people  of  the  United 
States,''  instead  of  to  "the  people  of  the 
United  States  of  the  territory  of  Idaho. "  The 
complaint,  which  was  not  verified,  admits 
this  deficiency,  but  alleges  that  the  defect 
was  caused  by  mistake  of  all  parties  to  it; 
and  that  the  prosecutor  and  all  the  defend- 
ants intended  it  to  be  in  statutory  form ;  and 
pra5's  that  (1)  the  bond  be  reformed  by  add- 
ing to  it,  after  the  words  ''United  States, "* 
the  words  ''of  the  territory  of  Idaho,"  as  the 
obligees  of  said  bond;  (2)  that  the  plaintiffs 
have  Judgment  upon  the  bond.  To  this  com- 
plaint the  defendants  demurred,  and  state, 
as  grounds  of  demurrer:  (1)  That  the  plain- 
tiffs have  not  the  legal  capacity  to  sue;  (2) 
that  the  complaint  does  not  state  facts  suffi- 
cient to  constitute  a  cause  of  action.  The 
demurrer  was  overruled  by  the  court,  and  the 
defendants  excepted;  whereupon  the  defend- 
ants answered  as  follows:  The  defendants, 
in  answer  to  the  complaint  of  the  plaintiffs 
herein,  "deny  each  and  every  allegation  there- 
in contained/'  which  answer  was  duly  veri- 
fied. On  the  26th  day  of  April,  1888,  the 
plaintiffs,  by  their  counsel,  said  district  at- 
torney, moved  for  judgment  on  the  plead- 
ings, on  the  gpround  that  the  answer  was 
only  general,  and  not  a  specific  denial  of  the 
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illesaUons  of  the  complaint.  The  motion 
w«a  Bustained,  and  judgment  was  entered 
ag^nst  the  defendants  in  the  sums  of  $500 
each;  to  all  of  which  the  defendants  excepted.

.f  a  condition  prescribed  by  statute  is 
omitted,  the  bond  is  void,  although  the 
surety  is  benefited.  Alexander  v.  Bates, 
S3  Ga.

If  the  recognizance  is  not  authorized  by 
_w,  or  if  the  court  had  no  authority  to  take 
It,  it  is  void.  Keppler  v.  State,  14  Tex.

If  the  answer  was  sham  or  frivolous,  or 
improper  for  any  other  reason,  it  should 
have  been  stricken  out;  but  so  long  as  the 
answer  remained  on  the  records,  denying 
any  of  the  material  allegations  of  the  com- 
plaint, the  court  had  no  authority  to  order 
judgment  on  the  pleadings*  Reich  v.  Min- 
ing Co..  3  Utah,  254.  2  Pac.  Rep.  703;  Prost 
V.  More,  40  Cal.  S^7;  Hicks  v.  Lovell,  64 
Cal.  14.  27  Pac.  liep.  942.

As  the  complaint  shows  that  the  derend- 
ants  secured  the  discharge  of  their  principal 
by  the  execution  of  the  bond  in  question, 
neither  said  principal  nor  the  defendants 
were  prejudiced  by  the  clerical  error  in  the 
bond.  People  v.  Myers,  1  Idaho,  357;  Huflf- 
man  v.  Koppelkom,  8  Neb.  344,  1  N.  W. 
Rep.  243;  Kopplfkom  v.  Huffman,  12  Neb. 
95.  10  N.  W.  Rep.  577;  State  v.  Soudriette, 
105  Ind.  306,  4  N.  E.  Rep.  860;  Gorman  v. 
SUte,  38  Tex.  112;  Marfree,  Off.  Bonds,  § 

62. 

The  sureties  cannot  set  up  as  a  defense 
the  fact  that  the  amounts  in  which  they 
justified  were  insufficient  under  the  statute. 
The  justification  is  no  part  of  tlieir  contract. 
Ftople  V.  Carpenter,  7  Cal.  402;  People  v. 
Shirley.  18  Cal.  121;  People  v.  Penniman. 
87  Cal.  271;  Murdock  v.  Brooks,  38  Cal. 
e03;  Brandt,  Sur.  §§  439, 440. 

Although  the  complaint  was  not  verified, 
the  territory  being  plaintiff,  the  statute  re- 
quired the  defendants  to  verify  their  answer. 

Bev.  St.  §  4199. 
A  general  denial  in  a  verified  answer  is 


sham  and  frivolous,  and  may  be  stricken  out 
or  disregarded.  People  v.  Hagar,  52  Cal. 
171,  175,  182;  Lumber  Co.  v.  Richardson. 
31  Minn.  267,  17  N.  W.  Rep.  388. 

Whenever  the  answer  fails  to  deny  any  of 
the  material  allegations  of  the  complaint  in 
such  form  as  to  put  the  same  in  issue,  the 
plaintiff  is  entitled  to  judgment  upon  the 
pleadings.  Doll  v.  Good.  38  Cal.  287;  Fitz- 
gibbon  V.  Calvert,  39  Cal.  261;  Pelch  v. 
Beaudry,  40  Cal.  443. 

Berry,  J.,  {c^fter  stating  the  facts.) 
The  .first  question  is  whether  the  action 
is  brought  in  the  name  of  the  proper 
plaintiff.  It  is  conceded  that  the  county  of 
Lemhi,  Idaho  Ter.,  is  the  party  in  interest, 
and  for  whose  benefit  the  action  is  brought. 
Whatever  was  tlie  practice  as  it  stood  prior 
to  the  Ist  day  of  June,  1887,  the  statutes  on 
which  that  practice  rested  were  either  re- 
pealed, or  superseded,  by  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes, which  went  into  effect  June  1,  1887. 
By  section  4090  all  actions  must  be  brought 
in  the  name  of  the  party  in  interest.  By 
section  1732  all  acts  respecting  the  property 
and  rights  of  the  counties  shall  be  in  the 
names  of  the  respective  counties.  And  by 
section  1733  counties  may  sue  and  be  sued. 
It  seems,  therefore,  that  the  county  is  not 
only  authorized  to  sue  in  its  own  name,  but 
is  required  to  do  so;  and  that  this  action 
should  have  been  brought  in  the  name  of 
Lemhi  county.  But  it  is  objected  further 
that  the  bond  does  not  run  to  the  county  of 
Lemhi,  or  even  to  the  people  of  the  territory 
of  Idaho,  but  to  the  people  of  the  "United 
States,"  and  that  such  a  bond  was  unauthor- 
ized by  the  laws;  that  as  to  the  meaning  of 
the  parties  to  this  bond  the  court  cannot 
from  the  words  alone  take  judicial  knowledge 
that  the  bond  was  intended  to  run  otherwise 
than  it  was  in  fact  drawn.  The  bond,  if  a 
judgment  was  to  be  rendered  upon  it  in 
favor  of  the  people  of  the  territory  of  Idaho, 
or  for  the  benefit  of  Lemhi  county,  should 
have  been  reformed.  It  was  not  reformed; 
and,  as  it  stood  when  judgment  was  ren- 
dered, would  not  sustain  a  judgment  in  favor 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States  in  the  ter- 
ritory of  Idaho.  A  bond  in  this  form  was 
unknown  to  the  laws;  and  only  on  reforma- 
tion could  it  have  any  validity  whatever. 
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But  it  is  claimed  that  it  is  alleged  in  the 
complaint  that  it  was  the  intention  of  all 
parties  to  it  to  make  it  payable  as  provided 
by  section  498  of  the  Laws  of  the  Eisrhth 
Session,  and  that  such  fact  is  admitted. 
Even  if  such  were  the  case,  (which  the  de- 
fendants do  not  admit,)  the  bond  should  have 
been  reformed  as  prayed  in  the  complaint, 
before  a  judgment  should  have  been  ren- 
dered. In  some  way  it  should  appear  in  the 
action  of  the  court  that  the  promise  was  for 
the  benefit  of  tlie  party  demanding  judgment 
upon  such  promise.  There  should  have  been 
a  formal  reformation  of  the  bond,  even  if,  as 
the  respondent  contends,  the  answer  was  not 
sufficiently  speci fie.  But  was  not  the  answer 
sufficient  to  put  in  issue  each  material  fact  of 
the  complaint?  Whatever  may  be  thought 
of  the  intention  of  the  parties,  we  must  still 
look  to  what  they  did,  and  for  this,  first,  to 
the  pleadings.  The  allegations  of  tlie  com- 
plaint are  that  by  mutual  mistake  there  was 
a  defect  in  stating  in  the  bond  the  name  of 
the  obligee;  and  which  allegation,  if  ad- 
judged to  be  true,  might  cure  that  alleged 
defect  in  the  judgment.  The  answer,  as  to 
every  material  allegation  in  the  complaint, 
(Rev. St.  Idaho,  §g  4188,  4184.)  is  good,  as  a 
general  denial .  But  it  is  not  a  specific  denial 
of  each  allegation  controverted;  hence,  if  the 
complaint  is  verified,  the  answer  is  open  to 
the  objection  of  insufficiency.  The  learned 
judge  in  the  court  below  seems  to  have 
taken  the  view  tliat  the  complaint  was  veri- 
fied, and  that  the  answer  should  be  wholly 
disregarded.  While  it  is  not  specifically 
stated  for  what  cause  he  ignores  the  answer, 
we  may  suppose  it  was  for  want  of  compli- 
ance with  the  statute,  (section  4183,)  in  not 
being  specific  in  denial  of  each  material  alle- 
gation of  the  complaint  controverted.  If 
such  holding  is  correct,  it  must  be  for  the 
reason  that  in  this  case  a  general  answer  is 
denied  to  the  defendants.  Section  4199,  Hev. 
St.,  provides  that  when  an  action  is  brought 
in  the  name  of  an  officer  of  the  territory,  and 
for  the  public,  the  complaint  need  not  be 
verified;  but  the  defendant,  unless  he  also  be 
an  officer,  or  answering  in  his  official  capac- 
ity, must  verify  his  answer.  The  statute 
goes  no  further  on  that  point  than  merely  to 
excuse  such  officer  from  verifying  his  plead- 
ing, and  of  requiring  unofficial  parties  to 


verify.  The  statute  does  not  **  verify  tbe 
complaint,  *'  as  the  respondent  claims.  The 
officer  is  excused  from  verification  for  rea- 
sons growing  out  of  the  fact  that  his  rela- 
tions to  the  subject-matter  are  official,  and 
not  personal.  If  he  desires,  he  may  verify; 
and  then  his  pleading  will  be  a  verified 
pleading,  and  will  entitle  him  to  whatever 
advanti^e  may  result  from  that  fact.  But 
if  he  do  not  verify,  his  pleading,  for  all  pur- 
poses, except  as  to  the  single  matter  of  verifica- 
tion alone,  differs  in  nothing  from  an  ordinary 
unverified  pleading.  In  this  case  the  de- 
fendants were  entitled  to  interpose  either  a 
general  or  specific  denial  of  the  material  alle- 
gations of  the  complaint,  controverted  bv  the 
defendant.  Bev.  St.  §  4183,  subd.  I.  *  The 
answer  was  good,  and  the  action  of  tbe  court 
below  was  therefore  error.  From  the  view 
taken  of  the  pointe  here  noted,  it  is  apparent 
that  the  judgment  cannot  be  sustained. 
Judgment  reversed.

The  lien  of  a  judgment  gives  to  the  judg- 
ment creditor  a  vested  right  of  property  in 
the  land  to  which  it  attaches.  Gunn  v.  Bar- 
ry, 15  Wall.

liMiiR,  J.  This  is  an  action  brought  by 
tbe  plaintiff  against  the  defendants  in  eject- 
■neot.  The  action  arose  in  Oneida  county, 
tod  the  same  was  tried  upon  an  agreed 
*Ute  of  facts.  It  appears  from  the  findings 
of  the  oouit  that  on  the  17th  day  of  July, 
1883,  the  plaintiff  recovered  a  judgment 
igahist  the  defendant  £.  T.  Bichards,  in  the 
probate  court  of  Oneida  county;  that  on  the 
iune  day  an  abstract  thereof,  made  in  con- 
formity with  the  requirements  of  section  608 
^  ths  then    Code   of  Civil   Procedure  of 


Idaho,  was  filed  and  docketed  In  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  Third 
judicial  district  of  Idaho,  in  and  for  Oneida 
county;  that  on  the  same  day  a  writ  of  exe- 
cution was  duly  issued  to  the  sheriff  of 
Oneida  county  upon  the  judgment  so  dock- 
eted, and  that  under  and  by  virtue  of  this 
writ  the  sheriff  levied  upon  the  real  estate 
described  in  the  complaint;  that  said  real  es- 
tate was  then  the  property  of  the  defendant 
£.  T.  Bichards;  that  by  virtue  of  such  execu- 
tion the  sheriff  of  the  county  advertised  the 
said  property,  as  required  by  law,  for  sale, 
and  that,  on  the  10th  day  of  September,  1883, 
the  same  was  sold,  and  the  plaintiff,  being 
the  highest  bidder,  became  the  purchaser  of 
the  said  property;  that  on  the  1st  day  of 
April,  1884,  the  defendant  £•  T.  Bichards 
not  having  redeemed  the  said  premises,  the 
sheriff  executed  to  plaintiff  a  deed  of  convey- 
ance of  said  land  and  premises:  and  that  by 
virtue  of  this  deed  the  plaintiff  seeks  to 
eject  the  defendants.  The  defendants,  how- 
ever, claim  that  on  the  3d  day  of  September, 
1883, — just  seven  days  before  the  sale  of  the 
premises  by  the  sheriff, — Ann  Bichards,  who 
was  then  the  lawful  wife  of  the  defendant 
E.  T.  Bichards,  by  herself,  filed,  and  caused 
to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  county  recordei 
of  said  Oneida  county  her  declaration  of 
homestend,  in  the  form  and  in  all  respects 
as  required  by  law,  upon  the  premises  de- 
scribcKl  in  the  complaint;  that  the  defendant 
E.  T.  Bichards,  with  his  wife  and  family, 
had  resided  upon  the  premises  continuously 
for  seven  years  last  past  from  the  date  of  the 
execution  and  recording  of  the  declaration  of 
homestead;  and  that  they  now  have  no  other 
homestead  or  place  of  residence  whatever. 
Under  this  state  of  facts  the  court  found 
as  conclusion  of  law  that  the  defendants  are 
entitled  to  the  possession  of  all  the  land  and 
premises  described  in  the  complaint  herein 
as  against  the  plaintiff  and  all  persons  claim- 
ing, or  to  claim,  the  same  under  him,  and 
that  the  plaintiff  had  no  right,  title,  or  inter- 
est in  or  to  the  said  land,  or  any  part  tliere- 
of.  It  is  claimed  that  this  conclusion  of 
law,  as  founded  upon  the  facts,  is  error;  and 
a  reversal  of  the  judgment  is  sought  upon 
that  ground. 
The  question  presented  for  our  oonsideia- 
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tion  is,  can  the  defendant,  or  his  wife,  under 
the  circumstances,  by  tiling  a  declaration  of 
homestead  subsequent  to  the  atuiching  of 
a  judgment  lien>  divest  that  lien,  and  prevent 
the  property  being  made  subject  to  it?  It  is 
with  some  difficulty  that  we  have  been  able 
to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  conclusion  in  this 
case.  Such  doubts  have  arisen  mainly  from 
a  consideration  of  the  decisions  of  the  courts 
of  Nevada  and  California.  These  cases  ap- 
pear to  hold  that  the  homestead  itself  is  ex- 
empt from  forced  sale  under  execution,  and 
that  a  subsequent  filing  of  a  declaration  of 
homestead  under  the  statute  defeats  the 
operation  and  effect  of  the  lien.  Although 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  these  cases  do  not 
go  fully  to  that  extent,  yet,  even  if  they  do, 
we  are  not  prepared  to  uphold  the  doctrine 
laid  down  therein.  Freeman,  in  his  work  on 
Executions,  §§  249, 249d,  249e,  says,  referring 
to  the  cases  which  we  have  mentioned: 
*' These  provisions  clearly  make  it  the  duty 
of  the  ollicer  to  levy  the  writ  on  all  property 
not  then  exempt  from  execution,  and  after- 
wards, in  the  event  of  plaintiff  *s  recovering 
judgment,  to  sell  all  the  property  attached,  if 
necessary  to  produce  a  satisfaction  of  such 
judgment.  We  think,  therefore,  that,  con- 
struing all  the  statutes  together,  it  clearly 
.-ippears  that  these  decisions  are  wrong,  and 
that,  when  an  attachment  is  properly  levied 
on  lands  not  then  exempt  from  attachment 
and  execution,  a  lien  is  created  which  no  sub- 
sequently arising  exemption  can  supplant; 
and  in  so  thinking  we  are  sustained  by  a  de- 
cided preponderance  of  the  adjudications 
upon  this  subject."  Thompson  on  Home- 
steads &  Exemptions,  §  317,  says:  "If  a 
simple  contract  debt,  created  at  a  time  when 
the  creditor  has  not  had  the  notice  required 
by  law, — whether  given  by  visible  occupancy 
or  a  declaration  of  record, — that  the  debtor 
has  withdrawn  a  certain  portion  of  his  land 
from  exemption  by  making  it  his  homestead, 
will  bind  such  homestead,  a  fortiori  a  valid 
lien  placed  upon  land  before  it  acquires  the 
character  of  homestead  will  not  be  subse- 
quently impaired  by  the  debtor  occupying 
such  land  as  his  homestead,  or,  in  those 
states  where  such  a  proceeding  is  required, 
by  filing  the  statutory  declaration  of  home- 
stead.   If  the  legislature  of  a  state  cannot 


divest  such  a  lien,  it  is  pretty  clear  tfaat  a 
private  individual  can  do  no  act  which  would 
have  this  effect.  Plain  as  thisoonclusion  would 
seem  to  be,  the  question  has  been  thrust  in 
the  face  of  the  courts  again  and  again." 
Smyth  on  Homesteads  &  Exemptions,  §  35. 
says  *Uhat,  if  the  premises  l>ecame  a  home- 
stead after  a  lien  has  attached,  this  does  not 
discharge  or  affect  the  lien;"  and  ^a  lien 
claimant,  having  a  lien  older  than  the  home- 
stead right,  may  enforce  his  lien  without  anj 
reference  to  such  homestead  right."     Piatt 
on  Property  Rights  of  Married  Women,  §  71, 
says:  *'A11  liens  acquired  before  the  home- 
stead has  been  established  must  be  raised, 
or  it  will  be  subject  to  forced  sale  for  their 
satisfaction."    And  again,  in  the  same  seo- 
tion,  he  says:    "Consequently  an  appropria- 
tion of  land  as  a  homestead  subsequent  to 
the  levy  of  an  attachment  or  the  attaching  of 
a  judgment  lien  cannot  protect  it  from  forced 
sale  under  the  lien  thus  acquired."     To  the 
same  effect:    Kelly  v.  Dill,  23  Minn.  435; 
Bullene  v.  Hiatt,  12  Kan.  82;  Robinson  y. 
Wilson,  15  Kan.  448;  Bartholomew  v.  Hook, 
23  Cal.  278;  Rix  v.  McHenry,  7  Cal.  89; 
Elston  T.  Robinson,  21  Iowa,  532. 

We  are  cited  by  respondents  to  Hawthorne 
V.  Smith,  3  Nev.  164;  EsUte  of  Wailey.  11 
Nev.  260;  and  Lachman  v.  Walker.  15  Xev. 
122.  In  the  first  case  the  question  was  not 
a  judgment  lien,  but  an  attachment  lien, 
and  the  court  there  refused  to  express  an 
opinion  upon  what  would  be  the  effect  of  a 
judgment  lien  entered  before  the  filing  and 
recording  of  a  declaration  of  homestead.  In 
the  second  case  the  court  merely  held  that 
the  widow  of  David  Walley,  deceased,  was 
entitled  to  have  her  homestead  set  apart  for 
her  by  the  probate  judge,  and  tliat,  when  so 
set  apart,  it  was  not  subject  to  the  debts  of 
the  said  David  Walley;  but  no  opinion  is  ex* 
pressed  as  to  what  would  \}%  the  effect  of  a 
judgment  lien.  In  15  Nev.  424,  which  is 
tlie  latest  case  called  to  our  attention,  the 
court  say:  *'  We  intimate  no  opinion  of  what 
would  have  been  the  effect  of  a  homestead 
declaration  filed  by  plaintiff's  grantors  sab- 
sequent  to  the  docketing  of  Rinaldo*s  judg^ 
ment,  but  before  sale  of  the  property  under 
execution  issued  upon  that  judgment,  and 
prior  to  the  conveyance  by  McCarran  and 
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vife  to  plaintiffs.  In  tbis  case  no  declara- 
tion has  ever  been  filed,  and  we  have  not  the 
ilightest  doubt  that  the  property  is  not  ex- 
Mipt.  The  statute  only  exempts  a  home- 
itead  which  has  been  selected  according  to 
ite  provisions.  *  The  homestead  *  *  * 
to  be  selected  ♦  «  «  shall  not  be  sabject 
toforoed  sale.  •  •  ♦  Said  selection  shall 
be  made  by  either  hosband  or  wife,  or  both 
of  them,  m  m  m  declaring  their  inten- 
tion in  writing  to  claim  the  same  as  a  home- 
itad.*  The  law  does  not  compel  any  person 
to  hsTS  his  property  become  a  statutory 
homestead  against  his  will,  but  it  requires 
km  to  do  certain  things  in  order  to  enjoy  its 
benetiU.''  Under  the  act  of  1881  home- 
Heads  are  not  exempt  from  sale  under  exe- 
cuUoo,  and  thus  leaves  the  law  as  it  was  un- 
der the  act  approved  January  13, 1875.  Sec- 
tion 1  of  that  act  is  substantially  the  same  as 
theXevada  statute;  and  the  only  construc- 
tion which  we  can  place  upon  it  is  as  con- 
tended for  by  the  appellant.  The  homestead 
is  to  be  selected  by  the  husband  and  wife,  or 
either  of  them,  or  other  head  of  a  family, 
and  when  that  is  done  it  is  exempt  from 
forced  sale  under  execution  so  far  only  as  to 
saheeqnent  liens.  The  property  in  this  case, 
it  the  time  of  the  filing  and  docketing  of  the 
judgment  herein  mentioned,  was  the  prop- 
ertj  ci  £.  T.  Richards,  the  defendant,  and 
VIS  sabject  to  levy  and  sale  under  thatjudg- 
nent.  No  subsequent  act  of  the  defendant, 
orof  inyone  acting  for  him,  could  release 
that  hen  except  by  payment.  A  person 
against  whom  the  law  has  created  the  lien  is 
Bnable  by  any  act  of  his,  short  of  discharg- 
ing it,  to  impair  or  affect  it;  and  certainly, 
in  a  case  of  this  kind,  what  he  could  not  do 
bj  himself  he  could  not  do  by  his  wife.  Tin- 
M7  ▼.  Wolston,  41  111.  215.  The  effect, 
imder  the  statute,  of  permitting  the  wife  to 
file  a  declaration  of  homestead,  and  thus  de- 
feating the  lien,  would  be  indirectly  doing 
for  himself  what  he  could  not  do,  because 
the  statute  provides  that  from  and  after  the 
filing  for  record  of  said  declaration  the  hus- 
huid  and  wife  shall  be  deemed,  and  hold  said 
l^omestead  as,  joint  tenants.  The  judgment 
in  this  case  should  be  reversed,  and  the  case 
''^Quuided  to  the  court  below,  with  instruc- 
tions to  enter  judgment  according  to  this 
ofMnioQ.    Judgment  reversed,  with  coats.

Mandamus  to  Tebritobial  Officbbs— Produc- 
tion AND  CoRBBOTioN  OF  Lboislativb  Journals. 
Rev.  St^  Idaho,  S  124,  provides  that  the  dark,  at 
the  close  of  each  sessioii  of  the  leeislature,  mast 
arrange  all  blllB  and  papers,  and  deliver  them  to 
the  secretary  of  the  territory,  who  most  certify 
to  their  reception.  Section  Iw)  charges  the  secre- 
tary of  the  territory  with  the  castody  of  journals 
of  the  legislature.  Section  1844  of  the  organic  act 
provides  that  the  secretary  shall  record  and  pre- 
serve all  the  laws  and  proceedings  of  the  legisla- 
ture. Held^  that  mananmus  would  not  lie,  on  the 
application  of  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, to  compel  the  secretary  of  the  territorv 
to  produce  a  document  delivered  to  him  hy  the  clerk 
of  the  house,  and  purporting  to  he  the  journal 
thereof,  signed  hy  the  speaker  jyro  tem,^  in  order 
that  petitioner  might  make  corrections  therein, 
and  to  receive  the  corrected  journal  as  the  journal 
of  the  house.    Bbbbt,  J.,  dissenting. 

Applies  tion  for  msntlam  ua  by  H.  Z.  Burk- 
hart, speaker  of  the  house  of  representa- 
tives, to  compel  Charles  H.  Reed,  chief 
clerk  of  the  house,  and  Edward  J.  Curtis, 
secretary  of  the  territory,  to  produce  and 
correct  the  house  Journal.    Denied.

Weir,  C.  J.  This  is  an  application  by  the 
plaintiff  for  a  writ  of  mandate  to  be  direct- 
ed to  the  defendants  above  named.  The 
grounds  upon  which  the  writ  is  asked  are 
fully  set  out  in  the  petition  of  the  plaintilY, 
which  is  as  follows:  ''The  above-named 
plaintiff,  H.  Z.  Burkhart,  shows  that  he 
was  the  duly-elected  speaker,  and  is  now 
the  actual  and  acting  speaker,  of  the  house 
of  representatives  of  Idaho ;  that  defendant 
Charles  H.  Reed  is  chief  clerk  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  and  Edward  J.  Curtis  is 
the  secretary  of  the  territory  of  Idaho ;  and 
for  cause  of  action  for  mandamus  alleges 
that  the  said  defendant  Chas.  H.  Reed  has 
in  his  possession,  as  such  chief  clerk,  the 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  said  house  of 
representatives  for  the  last  day  of  the  fif- 
teenth session ;  that  the  same  has  not  yet 
b^n  slgrned  by  plaintiff,  H.  Z.  Burkhart,  the 
speaker,  and  said  defendant  Reed  refuses  to 
present  the  same  to  said  speaker  for  hi^ 
signature,  but  that  said  defendant  Reed,  in 
preparing  a  record  of  said  minutes,  omitted 
a  part  of  the  said  proceedings;  that  in 
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tmth,  on  the  sixtieth  day  of  the  said  ses- 
sion, February  7, 1889,  Just  before  12  o'clock 
p.  M.fthe  said  speaker  inquired  if  there  wai9 
any  further  business ;  that  the  clerk  replied 
there  was  none;  said  speaker  then  request- 
ed the  Journal  to  be  read,  which  was  done 
by  the  clerk ;  that  thereupon  the  proceed- 
ings, as  recorded  in  said  journal,  were  ap- 
proved by  the  house  of  representatives,  and 
by  said  speaker  declared  to  be  approved ; 
that  thereupon,  the  hour  of  12  o'clock  mid- 
night having  arrived  and  passed,  the  speak- 
er did,  after  said  hour,  declare  and  an- 
nounce that  the  time  having  arrived  when, 
by  act  of  congress,  the  session  of  the  legis- 
lature must  close,  therefore  he,  as  speaker, 
thereby  then  and  there  declared  said  ses- 
sion closed  and  adjourned  without  day; 
that  no  objection  was  made  by  the  hoube, 
or  any  member  thereof,  to  the  said  adjourn- 
ment, or  to  the  authority  of  said  speaker  t-o 
declare  the  same  adjourned,  but  all  acqui- 
esced therein ;  that  after  the  speaker  and  a 
part  of  the  members  had  retired  from  the 
room  a  portion  of  the  members  pretended 
to  elect  a  speaker  pro  tern.,  to-wlt,  one 
George  P.  Wheeler,  and  assumed  and  at- 
tempted to  proceed  with  pretended  legisla- 
tion ;  that  a  large  number  of  assumed  and 
pretended  bills  were  assumed  to  be  parsed 
by  the  said  remaining  members,  and  pre- 
tended to  become  the  acts  of  the  legislature; 
that  all  pretended  proceedings  on  said  last 
day  after  the  speaker  retired  were  after  12 
o'clock  midnight,  and  after  said  house  had 
been  adjourned;  that  in  preparing  the  Jour- 
nal of  said  proceedings  said  clerk  omitted 
to  state,  and  did  not  state,  that  the  min- 
utes were  read  and  approved  by  the  house; 
that  the  si>eaker  declared  the  house  ad- 
journed ;  that  the  house  was  adjourned  by 
the  acquiescence  and  assent  of  all  the  mem- 
bers, and  that  the  speaker  pro  tern,  was 
elected  after  the  said  adjournment,  and  the 
subsequent  pretended  legislation  had  and 
done  after  snch  adjournment;  that  said 
chief  clerk,  Chas.  H.  Reed,  pretends  and  as- 
serts that  he  has  made  up  the  journal  of

that  the  said  secretary,  Edward  J.  Curtis, 
treats  and  wrongfully  holds  out  the  min- 
utes so  signed  by  said  Wheeler  and  the  chief 
clerk  as  the  true  minutes,  record,  and  Jour- 


nal of  the  house  of  representatives,  and 
recording  the  same  as  such  Journal, 
threatens  to  certify  them  to  con^n^eaa  aa

a  demand  in  writing  that  he  do  not  recoi 
said  proceedings,  and  a  protest  against  t| 
same  on  the  ground  that  they  were  not 
correct  record  of  the  proceeding's  of  tl 
house  of  representatives ;  that  the  plaintil 
did,  on  the  8th  day  of  Februaiy ,  1889, 
mand  of  the  defendant  Chas.  H.  Reed 
he  present  said  minutes  of  proceedings 
the  plaintiff  for  sig^nature;  that  he  faU< 
and  refused,  and  still  fails  and  refuses,  to 
produce  the  same;  that  the  rules  and  pi 
ticeof  said  house  of  representatives  requli 
thatthesald  defendant  Reed  present  all  tl 
minutes  of  proceedings  thereof  to  the  plaii 
tiff,  as  such  speaker,  for  his  si^natni 
Wherefore,  plaintiff  prays  that  said 
ward  J.  Curtis  may  produce  in  court  tl 
original  minutes,  record,  or  proceedings  6i 
livered  by  said  Reed  to  said  Curtis,  and  thi 
said  defendant  Chas.  H.  Reed  be  required 
prepare  said  Journal  according  to  the  fi 
as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  state  th4 
said  minutes  were  read  and  approved ;  ttu 
aiter  the  hour  of  12,  midnight,  of  Febmai 
7, 1889,  the  speaker  declared  said  house  ad- 
journed sine  die;  that  the  house  did  not  ob- 
ject to  such  adjournment,  but  acquiesced 
therein,  and  iu  all  of  the  other  proceedings 
hereinbefore  stated ;  and  that  such  Journal 
be  handed  to  the  speaker  to  sign,  and  there- 
after, when  so  amended  and  completed,  to 
be  delivered  to  said  secretary  of  the  tcarri- 
tory  as  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
said  last  day,  or  that  said  defendants  show 
cause  forthwith  why  said  defendants  should 
not  do  so." 

Upon  this  i)etition  the  court  granted  an 
alternative  writ  of  mandate,  which  was 
made  returnable  on  the  14th  day  of  Febm- 
ary,  1889,  to  which  the  defendant  Curtis  de- 
murred, and  assigned  for  g^rounds  of  de- 
murrer the  following:  ''(1)  That  this  court 
has  no  jurisdiction  of  the  person  of  the  de- 
fendant. (2)  That  this  court  has  no  Juris- 
diction of  the  subject-matter  of  this  action. 
(8)  That  the  plaintiff  has  not  legal  capaci- 
ty to  sue,  in  this :  First,  that  the  plaintllf 
was  not  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of 
this  action,  and  is  not  now,  the  speaker  of 
the  bouse  of  representatives  of  Idaho  teni- 
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lorj :  second,  that  tbe  plaintiff  has  no  ben- 
iAdal  interest  in  the  result  of  this  action ; 
ttM,  that  If  the  plahitlff  is  now,  or  was  at 
tiiethne  of  the  commencement  of  this  ac- 
lloii«  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatiyes 
af  Idaho  territory,  this  action  should  and 
mast  have  been  broujprlit  upon  the  relation  of 
ttie  proper  prosecuting  officer ;  fourth ,  that 
there  is  a  misjoinder  of  parties  defendant 
hvete ;  that  this  defendant,  as  secretary  of 
Idaho  territory,  is  Joined  as  co-defendant 
with  <::ha8.  H.  Reed,  clerk  of  the  house  of  rep- 
necntatives  of  Idaho  territory ;  that  there 
k  no  eommonity  of  interests  or  duties  be- 
tween said  defendants,  and  no  act,  the  per- 
tonnance  of  -which  this  writ  was  issued  to 
safbrceyconid  be  Jointly  performed  by  them, 
and  the  writ  herein  requires  different  and 
separate  acta  from  each  of  said  defendants ; 
Mb,  that   aereral  causes  of  action  have 
heen  improperly  Joined  herein  in  this :  that 
tite  defendant  Chas.  H.  Reed  is  required  to 
do  and  perform  certain  acts,  and  this  defend- 
ant required  other  and  different  acts,  which 
actshaTe  no  relation  to  each  other;  sixth, 
that  it  does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  con- 
stitute a  cause  of  action ;  seventh,  that  the 
tame  Is  ambii^uous  and  uncertain  In  this : 
it  does  not  appear  what  is  required  of  this 
delNidant;  It  does  not  clearly  appear  who 
Is  to  make  the  alterations  in  the  records 
and  Journals ;  it  does  not  appear  who  has 
the  possession  of  the  Journals  and  records 
ol  the  house  of  representatives,  or  who  did 
hare  the  possession  at  the  time  of  thecom- 
naieement  of  this  action." 

The  Jurisdiction  of  this  court  to  issue  the 
writ  is  deriyed  from  section  3816  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  wliich  is  as  follows:  '*Its 
original  Jurisdiction  extends  tothelssucmce 
of  writs  of  mandate,  review,  prohibition, 
AaAeas  corpus,  and  all  writs  necessary  to 
tbe  exercise  of  its  appellate  Jurisdiction." 

Wedo  not  deem  It  necessary  to  notice  the 
various  grounds  of  demurrer  as  hereinbe- 
fore set  forth,  but  will  confine  our  attention 
to  the  sixth  ground:  "That  It  does  not 
state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause 
of  action."    The  disposition  of  the  case  up- 
on this  ground  disposes  of  it  according  to 
our  view,  and  renders  it  unnecessary  for  us 
toconslder  any  further  point.    The  petition 
for  complaint  alleges  that  the  plaintiff  was 
thedoly-^ected  speaker,  and  is  now  the  act- 
ual and  acting  speaker,  of  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives of  Idaho ;  that  the  defendant 
Charies  H.  Reed  is  chief  clerk  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  and  Edward  J.  Curtis  is 
the  secretary  of  the  territory  of  Idaho; 
that  Qiaries  H.  Reed  has  in  his  possession. 


as  such  chief  clerk,  the  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  said  house  of  representar 
tlves  for  the  last  day  of  the  fifteenth  ses- 
sion ;  that  he  refuses  to  present  the  same  to 
the  plHintiff  for  bis  siffnature,  and  has  pre- 
pared a  record  of  said  minutes,  omitting 
a  part  of  the  said  proceedings.  The  peti- 
tion then  proceed  H  to  set  forth  certain  facts 
which  it  allegef  took  place  in  the  house 
of  representatives,  but  that  the  defend- 
ant Reed  has  omitted  such  proceedings 
from  the  minutes;  and  proceeds  to  allege 
that  the  said  chief  clerk  has  made  up  a  Jour- 
nal of  said  last  day's  proceedings,  has  pro- 
cured the  signature  of  one  Wheeler,  as 
speaker  pro  tern.,  and  has  delivered  the 
same  to  £dward  J.  Curtis,  secretary  of  the 
territory;  that  the  minutes  of  proceed- 
ings, as  prepared  by  said  Reed,  omit  the 
matters  alleged  in  the  said  petition  to  have 
been  omitted,  and  Is  a  false  statement  or 
record  of  the  proceedings;  that  the  secre- 
tary, Edward  J.  Curtis,  wrongfully  holds 
out  the  minutes  so  signed  by  Wheeler  and 
the  chief  clerk  as  the  true  Journal  of  the 
house  of  representatives,  and  is  recording 
the  same  as  such  Journal,  and  threatens  to 
certify  them  to  congress  as  the  Journal  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  although  he 
knows  that  the  said  proceedings  were  not 
signed  by  the  plaintiff.  While  it  is  true  that 
a  general  demurrer  admits  the  truth  of 
facts  as  stated  in  the  plesidings,  yet  it  is 
equally  true  that  facts  not  well  pleaded, 
and  mere  conclusions  of  law,  are  not  admit- 
ted by  a  demurrer.  There  is  no  pretense 
that  the  averments  in  this  paragraph  are 
mere  conclusions  of  law,  or  that  the  facts 
are  not  well  stated.  The  contention  is  that 
the  facts  stated,  if  established,  would  be 
immaterial  and  irrelevant,  and  would  con- 
stitute no  valid  ground  upon  which  this 
court  could  act.  In  plain  language,  the 
facts.  If  admitted  true,  would  not  const!- 
tuteacause  of  action.  Bliss, Code  PI.  §  418. 
Moreover,  **  a  public  statute,  of  which  we 
are  bound,  ex  o/ficio,  to  take  notice,  as  well 
as  to  the  time  it  went  into  effect,  as  to  its 
provisions,  this  allegation  is  not  admitted, 
or  to  be  taken  to  be  true  by  the  demurrer. 
The  existence  or  the  time  of  the  taking  ef- 
fect of  a  public  act  cannot  be  put  in  issue, 
or  admitted  or  denied  by  the  pleadijigs,  but 
must  be  determined  by  the  Judgft  them- 
selves. **  Attorney  Greneral  v.  Foote,  H 
Wis.  16. 

It  seems  to  be  well  settled  that  the  courts 
will  take  Judicial  notice  of  the  Journal  of  a 
legislative  body  to  determine  whether  an 
act  of  the  legislature  is  constitutionally 
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passed,  and  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
what  was  done  by  the  legislature.  A  jour- 
nal, according  to  the  petition,  has  been  filed 
with  the  secretary  of  the  territory,  and  is 
therefore  a  public  record,  and  such  a  record 
as  this  court  is  bound  to  take  Judicial  notice 
of.  There  is,  then,  no  need  of  stating  what 
appears  upon  the  Journals  of  the  legislature 
or  what  does  not  appear.  Such  matters 
are  Judicially  noticed  without  averment. 
No  issue  of  fact  can  be  taken  upon  what  a 
court  is  required,  as  a  court,  to  know. 
These  averments  in  the  pleading,  even  if 
true,  contain  no  issuable  fact,  and  in  such  a 
case  a  demurrer  is  the  proper  remedy.  The 
petition  concedes  that  a  journal  has  been 
filed  by  the  clerk,  upon  the  adjournment  of 
the  legislature,  with  the  secretary  of  the 
territory,  but  alleges  that  the  journal  was 
not  properly  made  up  by  him.  Section  124 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho  provides 
that  "theclerks,at  the  close  of  each  session 
of  the  legislature,  must  mark,  label,  and  ar- 
range all  bills  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
archives  of  their  respective  houses,  and  de- 
liver them,  together  with  all  the  books  of 
both  houses,  to  the  secretary  of  the  terri- 
tory, who  must  certify  to  the  reception  of 
the  same." 

We  have  said  that  the  petition  concedes 
that  a  journal  has  been  delivered  to  the  sec- 
retary of  the  territory,  and  that  the  secre- 
tary of  the  territory  treats  such  Journal  as 
the  journal  of  the  legislature.  By  section 
190  of  the  Revised  Statutes  the  secretary  of 
the  territory  is  charged  with  the  custody  of 
such  journals.  Section  1844  of  the  organic 
act  provides  that  the  secretary  shall  record 
and  preserve  all  the  laws  and  proceedings 
of  the  legislative  assembly.  We  are  now 
invited  to  direct  the  secretary  to  produce 
before  this  court  the  journal  which  was  de- 
livered to  him  by  the  clerk  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  in  order  that  the  plaintiff, 
a  member  of  the  legislature,  may  be  allowed 
to  make  certain  corrections  therein,  and 
that,  after  such  corrections  are  made,  the 
secretary  receive  the  corrected  journal  as 
the  journal  of  the  l^slature,  delivered  to 
him  by  the  clerk  thereof.  The  production 
of  the  journal  would  be  a  mere  idle  proceed- 
ing, unless  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the 
court  to  pass  upon  the  question  of  fact  as 
to  whether  this  book  is  or  is  not  the  jour- 
nal of  the  legislature.  The  journal  itself  is 
a  public  record,  and  open  for  public  inspec- 
tion, and  any  citizen  of  the  territory  is  enti- 
tled to  inspect  the  same;  so  that  its  produc- 
tion can  only  be  asked  for  in  order  to  allow 
certain  corrections  to  be  made.    Hence,  if 


this  court  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  It 
cannot  allow  such  corrections  to  be  made, 
then  the  production  of  the  Journal  merdy 
(or  inspection  is  wholly  unnecessary. 

There  is  no  dispute  that  the  law  places  no 
obligation  upon  Curtis,  as  secretary,  other 
than  that  he  must  receive  the  journal  from 
the  clerks  of  the  leg^islature  and  record  the 
same.    From  the  language  of  section  124  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  it  is  cleariy  the  duty 
of  the  clerk  to  make  up  such  records  as  he 
deems  proper  to  be  delivered  to  the  secre- 
tary, and  deliver  the  same.    This  be  ha« 
done,  and  that  is  the  only  duty  imposed 
upon  him  by  statute.    The  law  presumes 
he  has  done  this  correctly,  and,  if  not,  he  is 
amenable  to  the  Criminal  Code  of  this  terri- 
tory.   The  question  whether  the  papers  so 
delivered  by  the  clerk  to  the  secretary  are 
correct  or  not  is  one  which  this  court  can- 
not entertain.    The  papers  so  delivered  ei- 
ther are  or  are  not  the  journal  of  the  le^s- 
lature.    If  they  are,  then  this  proceeding 
necessarily  fails.    If  they  are  not,  then  it  is 
not  the  province  of  this  court,  nor  within 
the  power  of  this  court,  to  questlan  them^ 
or  to  make  a  journal  for  the  legislature. 
That  power  is  vested   in  the  l^slatnre 
alone,  and  is  not  a  power  conferred  upon 
the  courts. 

It  is  contended  with  great  teal  by  the 
learned  counsel  for  the  relator  that  the  Jour- 
nal so  delivered  is  not  thejoumalof  the  leg- 
islature; hence  the  relator  has  a  ri^ht  to 
correct  it,  so  that  in  his  judgment  it  may 
become  the  journal  of  the  legislature,  and, 
as  so  corrected,  that  the  same  be  filed  with 
the  secretary.  This  position  is  wholly  un- 
tenable. Certainly  this  court  would  not 
correct  so  important  a  document  as  the 
journal  of  a  legislature,  or  what  purports 
to  be  the  journal  of  a  legislature,  upon  the 
unsupported  statement  and  recollection  of 
one  person  only,  without  hearing  evidence 
which  might  be  offered  by  the  defendant. 
That  would  necessarily  involve  the  trial  of 
an  issue  of  fact, — namdy,  is  the  journal  so 
filed  correct  or  incorrect,— the  trial  of  which 
issue  might  lead  to  the  most  absurd  conse- 
quences which  we  do  not  deem  necessary  to 
state.  If  the  plaintiff  desires  the  production 
of  this  public  record  as  a  mere  matter  of  cu- 
riosity, then,  of  course,  the  court  would  re- 
fuse to  grant  the  writ.  His  only  object  in  de- 
manding its  production,  therefore,  can  be 
but  for  one  purpose  only,  and  that  is,  that 
the  court  may  correct  it  according  to  certain 
evidence  which  may  be  introduced.  The 
principle  of  law  is  settled  beyond  contro- 
versy that  a  court  will  not  sro  behind  the 
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Jonmal  of  a  lecrialataiie  to  aiscertain  what 
was  done  by  that  body.    The  journal  itself 
is  conclusive,  and,  if  the  Joarnal  is  Incorrect 
or  improperly  made  up,  it  is  for  the  le^sla- 
tnre  itself  to  correct  it,  and  not  for  the 
conrt.    The  Journal,  as  filed,  purports  to  be 
the  jonmal  of  the  legislature.    It  is  si^ed 
by  George  P.  Wheeler,  speaker  pro  tern,  of 
the  honse,  and  would,  therefore,  seem  to  be 
correct  on  its  face.    The  presumption  al- 
ways  is  that  when  an  act  of  the  Ic^slature 
Is  si^^ed  and  enrolled  that  it  has  g^one 
throni^h  all  the  necessary  formalities.    A 
few  of  the  states  hold  that  the  enrolled 
stetnte  is  conclusive  evidence  of  its  due  pas- 
sage and  validity.   A  ^reat  majority  of  the 
states,  however,  hold  that  this  makes  out  a 
prim^  ikcie  case  only,  and  that  such  case 
may  be  overthrown  by  the  journals,  and 
that  the  Judges,  for  the  purpose  of  satisfy- 
iniT  themadves,  may  take  Judicial  notice  of 
the  Journal,  and.  If  that  appear  to  be  re^- 
lar,  that  Is  final  and  conclusive  upon  the 
courts.    Cooley,  Const.  Lim.  (5th  Ed.)  163, 
note  2.    Sherman  v.  Story,  30  CaJ.  253,  276 ; 
Territory  v.  aayton,  18  Pac.  Rep.  628,  629; 
State  V.  Smith,  7  N.  £.  Rep.  449;  Koehlerv. 
Hffl,  14N.  W.  Rep.  738. 

We  have  been  unable  to  find  a  single  case 
which  maintains  the  contrary  of  this  doc- 
trine. Counsel,  with  great  zeal,  have 
searched  for  such  authority,  but  have  been 
unable  to  cite  us  to  a  single  one.  We  have 
endeavored  to  find  some  authority  for  the 
position  taken  by  counsel  for  the  plaintiff, 
hut  have  be^i  unable  to  find  any.  The  au- 
thorities cited  by  counsel  in  which  superior 
courts  have  compelled  inferior  courts  to 
correct  their  records  are  not  at  all  in  point, 
and  are  entirely  different  in  principle.  The 
superior  courts  have  authority  over  inferior 
courts,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  compel  them 
to  keep  proper  records.  On  the  contrary, 
eonrts  have  no  authority  over  the  deliber- 
ations of  a  l^slative  body,  and  therefore 
cannot  compel  them  to  keep  any  record,  or 
interfere  with  any  record  that  they  have 
kept.  The  case  of  Territory  v.  Clayton,  su- 
pra, is  in  point  here,  and  seems  to  have 
been  well  decided  both  upon  authority  and 
principle.  In  that  case  the  court  refused  to 
go  as  far  as  we  are  disposed  to  go.  There 
the  conrt  refused  to  look  beyond  the  record 
contained  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
the  territoiy,  and  refused  to  go  to  the  jour- 
nals of  the  legislature  for  information,  and 
expressly  held  that  it  would  not  receive 
vethal  testimony  to  support  or  contradict 
the  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
the  territory. 


I  It  is  unnecessary  for  us  to  go  into  the  rea- 
sons which  have  induced  the  various  courts 
to  unanimously  proclaim  the  doctrine 
which  we  may  have  set  forth.  It  would  be 
a  mere  waste  of  time,  because  most  of  the 
authorities  which  we  have  cited  contain 
the  reasons  of  the  courts  for  their  action. 

It  is  contended  that  there  is  some  differ- 
ence between  a  direct  attack  upon  the  action 
of  a  legislature  and  a  collateral  attack.  It 
is  sufficient  to  say  that  in  every  case  which 
has  been  presented  to  our  attention  the  at- 
tack upon  the  acts  of  the  legislature  has 
been  collateral.  We  concede  that  this  is 
the  first  case,  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  ascer- 
tain, in  which  the  court  has  been  invited  by 
mundamus  to  inquire  into  the  acts  of  a  leg- 
islative body  by  verbal  testimony,  and  to 
permit  its  record  to  be  corrected,  or,  if  there 
be  no  record ,  to  make  one ;  and  we  can  safely 
say  that  this  case  is  sanctioned  by  no  prec- 
edent and  sustained  by  no  authority.  ^The 
supposed  case  of  less  than  amajority  of  this 
court  causing  a  judgment  to  be  entered  of 
record  is  not  apropos,  for,  if  it  were  done, 
the  only  remedy  would  be  in  this  court,  for 
the  reason  there  is  no  other  tribunal  or  de- 
partment of  the  government  that  could  af- 
ford one;  and,  by  parity  of  reasoning,  the 
only  correction  that  can  be  made  in  a  legis- 
lative journal  is  by  the  body  that  caused  it 
to  be  made.  The  suggestion  that  fraud  or 
bad  motives  in  those  who  caused  it  to  be 
made  might  defeat  the  remedy,  would  ap- 
ply to  the  one  case  as  well  as  to  the  other; 
but  confidence  must  be  reposed  somewhere, 
and  why  not  in  a  legislative  body  as  to  the 
keeping  of  its  journals,  as  well  as  in  this 
court  as  to  the  keeping  of  Its  records  ?  Be- 
sides, the  people  is  the  final  tribunal  before 
whom,  as  a  rule,  such  delinquencies  must 
be  settled,  (Cooley,  Const.  Lim.  168,)  and,  in 
the  case  of  legislators,  the  return  to  the  peo- 
ple being  at  comparatively  short  intervaJs 
of  time,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  such  abuses, 
if  they  exist,  can  be  of  very  long  standing, 
and  in  such  cases  it  is  '  better  to  bear  the 
ills  we  have  than  fiee  to  others  we  know 
not  of.' "    State  v.  Smith,  7  N.  E.  Rep.  449. 

Some  question  has  been  raised  by  counsel 
for  the  plaintiff  that  this  body  was  not  the 
legislature.  As  the  petition  itself  alleges 
that  the  plaintiff  was  the  speaker  of  the 
house,  that  the  defendant  Heed  wa^  chief 
clerk  of  the  house,  and  that  these  journals, 
with  certain  exceptions,  are  the  journals  of 
the  house,  and  that,  as  such  journals,  they 
have  been  delivered  by  the  clerk  to  the  sec- 
retary of  the  territory,  and  received  by  him 
and  recorded  as  such,  we  cannot  consider 
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that  point.  For  the  reasons  that  we  haye 
stated  the  demurrer  must  be  sustained,  and 
the  application  for  a  writ  denied^  with 
costs. 

Logan,  J.,  concurs. 

Berry,  J.,  {dissenting.)  In  this  case  I 
am  constrained  to  dissent  fron  th<  opinion 
of  my  associates,  sustaining  the  demurrer 
in  this  proceeding,  and  I  deem  it  necessary 
and  proper  that  the  g^rounds  of  Kuch  dis- 
sent be  stated.  The  object  of  the  proceed- 
ing is  to  secure  the  Issuance  of  a  writ  of 
mandamus  against  certain  public  officers. 
I  shall  at  first  confine  my  attenton  to  this 
CBiSe,  and  afterwards  r^er  to  the  similar 
case  of  Clough  v,  Curtis,  post,  488.^  It  Is  a 
familiar  principle  in  law  and  practice  that 
the  allegations  of  a  pleading  demurred  to 
shall,  for  the  purposes  of  that  proceeding, 
be  taken  aa  true.  The  allegations  of  this 
complaint  are,  therefore,  to  be  taken  as  ad- 
mitt^.  I  copy  the  body  of  the  complaint 
in  this  case,  together  with  the  demurrer, 
and  make  them  a  part  of  this  dissenting 
opinion.  The  following  is  the  complaint: 
"The  above-named  plaintiff,  H.  Z.  Burk- 
hart,  shows  that  he  was  the  duly-elected 
speaker,  and  is  now  the  actual  and  acting 
speaker,  of  the  house  of  representatives  of 
Idaho;  that  defendant  Chas.  H.  Beed  is 
chief  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives, 
and  Edward  J.  Curtis  is  the  secretary  of 
the  territory  of  Idaho,  and  for  cause  of  ac- 
tion for  mandamus  aJleges  that  the  said 
Chas.  H.  Beed  has  in  his  possession,  as  such 
chief  clerk,  the  minutes  of  proceedings  of 
said  house  of  representatives  for  the  last 
day  of  the  fifteenth  session ;  that  the  same 
have  not  been  signed  by  plaintiff,  H.  Z. 
Burkhart,  the  speaker,  and  the  defendant 
Reed  refuses  to  present  the  same  to  said 
speaker  for  his  signature;  but  that  said  de- 
fendant Beed,  in  preparing  a  record  of  said 
minutes,  omitted  a  part  oif  the  said  proceed- 
ings; that  in.  truth,  on  the  sixtieth  day  of 
said  session,  February?,  1889,  just  before  12 
o'clock  p.  M.,  the  said  speaker  inquired  if 
there  was  any  further  business ;  that  the 
clerk  replied  that  there  was  none;  said 
speaker  then  requested  the  journal  to  be 
read,  which  was  done  by  the  clerk;  that 
thereupon  the  proceedings,  as  recorded  in 
said  journal,  were  approved  by  the  house 
of  representatives,  and  by  said  speaker  de* 
dared  to  be  approved ;  that  thereupon,  the 
hour  of  12 o'clock,  midnight,  having  arrived 
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and  passed,  the  speaker  did,  after  said  honr, 
declare  and  announce  that  the  time  having 
arrived  when,  by  act  of  congn^ess,  the  Be»- 
sion  of  the  legislature  must  close,  therefore 
he,  as  speaker,  thereby  then  and  there  de- 
clared said  session  closed  and  adjourned 
without  day ;  that  no  objection  was  made 
by  the  house,  or  any  member  thereof,  to  the 
said  adjournment,  or  to  the  authority  of 
the*  said  speaker  to  declare  the  same  ad- 
journed, but  all  acquiesced  therdn ;  that 
after  the  speaker  and  part  of  the  members 
had  retired  from  the  room,  a  portion  of  the 
members  pretended  to  elect  a  speaker  pro 
tem.,  to-wit,  one  George  P.  Wheeler,  and  as- 
sumed and  pretended  to  proceed  with  the 
pretended  legislation ;  that  a  large  nnmber 
of  assumed  and  pretended  bills  were  as- 
sumed to  be  passed  by  the  said  remaining 
members,  and  pretended  to  become  the  acts 
of  the  l^^lature ;  that  all  pretended  pro- 
ceedings on  said  last  day,  after  the  speaker 
retired,  were  after  12  o*clock,  midnight,  and 
after  said  house  had  been  adjourned ;  that 
in  preparing  the  journal  of  said  proceedings 
said  clerk  omitted  to  state,  and  did  not 
state,  that  the  minutes  were  read  and  ap- 
proved by  the  house ;  that  the  speaker  de- 
clared the  house  adjourned ;  that  the  house 
was  adjourned  by  the  acquiescence  and  as- 
sent of  all  the   members;   and  that  the 
spealcer  pro  tem,  was  elected  after  the  said 
adjournment,  and  the  subsequent  pretended 
legislation  had  and  done  was  after  such  ad- 
journment ;  that  said  chief  clerk,  Chas.  H. 
Beed,  pretends  and  asserts  that  he  has  made 
up  the  journal  of  said  last  day's  proceedings, 
has  secured  the  signature  of  said  Whedfer 
as  speaker  pro  tem.,  and  delivered  the  same 
to  Edward  J.  Curtis,  secretary  of  the  terri- 
tory ;  but  the  minutes  of  proceedings,  as 
prepared  by  said  Beed,  omit  the  matter  as 
hereinbefore  alleged  to  be  omitted,  and  are 
a  false  statement  or  record  of  said  proceed- 
ings ;  that  the  said  secretary,  E^dward  J. 
Curtis,  treats  and  wrongfully  holds  out  the 
minutes  so  signed  by  said  Wheeler  and  tiie 
chief  clerk  as  the  true  minutes,  record,  and 
journal  of  the  house  of  representatives,  and 
is  recording  the  same  as  such  journal,  and 
threatens  to  certify  them  to  congress  as  the 
journal  of  said  house  of  representatives; 
that  he  knew  that  said  proceedings  of  the 
last  day  were  not  signed  by  the  speaker; 
that  plaintiff,  by  his  attorney  Lyttleton 
Price,  has  filed,  to-wit,  on  the  9th  day  of 
February,  1889,  and  before  the  same  were 
recorded  with  said  secretary,  Eklward  J. 
Curtis,  a  demand  in  writing  that  he  do  not 
record  said   proceedings,  and  a  protest 
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aicainst  the  same,  on  the  ground  that  they 
were  not  the  correct  record  of  the  proceed- 
iagB  of  the  honae  of  repreeentatlveB ;  that 
the  plaintiff  did,  on  the  8th  day  of  Febru- 
azy,  1889,  demand  of  the  d^endant  Chas. 
H.  Reed  that  he  present  said  minutes  of  pro- 
ceedings to  the  plaintiff  for  signature;  that 
he  failed  and  refnsed,  and  still  fails  and  re- 
fnees,  to  so  produce  the  same;  that  the 
rules  and  practice  of  said  house  of  repre- 
sentatiTes  require  that  the  said  defendant 
Beed  present  all  the  minutes  of  proceedings 
thereof  to  the  plaintiff,  as  such  speaker,  for 
his  signature.  Wherefore,  plaintiff  prays 
that  said  Edward  J.  Curtis  may  produce  in 
oourt  the  original  minutes,  record,  or  pro- 
ceedings delivered  by  said  Reed  to  said 
Cortis,  and  that  said  defendant  Chas.  H. 
Reed  be  required  to  prepare  said  journal 
according  to  the  facts  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth,  and  state  that  said  minutes  were 
read  and  approved ;  that,  after  the  hour  of 
U  o'clock,  midnight,  of  February  7, 1889, 
the  epeaker  declared  said  house  adjourned 
swe  dh;  that  the  house  did  not  object  to 
said  adjournment,  but  acquiesced  therein, 
•ad  in  all  of  the  other  proceedings  hereinbf  • 
iorestated;  and  that  such  journal  be  hand- 
ed to  the  speaker  to  sign,  and  thereafter, 
when  so  amended  and  completed,  to  be  de- 
fiTered  to  said  secretary  of  the  territory  as 
the  minates  of  the  proceedings  of  said  last 
daj.  or  that  said  defendant  show  cause 
forthwith  why  said  defendants  should  not 
do  80."   This  complaint  was  verified. 

DEMURBBR. 

"Now  comes  the  defendant  Chas.  H.  Reed 
and  demurs  to  the  alternative  writ  of  man- 
date herein  filed,  on  the  grounds  that  it  ap- 
pears on  the  face  thereof  (1)  that  this 
honorable  court  has  no  jurisdiction  of  the 
nbject  of  this  proceeding;  (2)  that  the 
ttmrt  has  no  jurisdiction  of  the  person  of 
the  defendant  in  this  proceeding;  (3)  that 
aaid  H.  Z.  Burkhart  has  not  legal  capacity 
to  nie  in  this  proceeding ;  (4)  that  there  is 
a  miaioinder  of  parties  defendant  in  that 
•aid  alternative  writ  joins  this  defendant 
and  Edward  J.  Curtis,  the  secretary  of  the 
territory  and  an  officer  of  the  United  States, 
•8  defendants ;  (5)  that  several  causes  of 
action  have  been  improperly  united,  in  that 
relief  is  demanded  against  this  defendant 
on  the  ground  that  this  defendant  has  in 
Ilia  possession  certain  proceedings  of  the 
honae  of  representatives  of  the  territory, 
and  another  alleged  and  distinct  cause  of 
action  is  stated  against  Edward  J.  Curtis, 
theaecretary  of  the  territory,  on  the  ground 
that  said  Edward  J.  Curtis,  as  such  secre-

tary,  has  possession  of  said  proceedings ; 
(6)  that  the  same  does  not  state  facts  suffi- 
cient to  constitute  a  cause  of  action,  or  to 
entitle  said  plaintiff  to  relief  by  writ  of 
mandamus  against  this  defendant;  (7) 
that  the  same  is  ambig^ious,  unintelligible, 
and  uncertain  in  this:  that  it  la  first  averred 
therein,  as  a  ground  of  relief  against  this 
defendant,  that  this  defendant  has  in  his 
possession  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
sought  to  be  reached  herein,  as  a  ground  of 
relief  against  the  said  defendant  Edward  J. 
Curtis,  secretary  of  the  territory ;  that  this 
defendant  has  filed  said  minutes  with  said 
secretary,  as  this  defendant  is  required  by 
law  to  do ;  and  that  said  secretary  retains 
and  preserves  the  same,  as  he  is  required 
by  law  to  do." 

Not  having  had  an  opportunity  until  the 
present  moment  to  see  or  know  the  tenor  or 
effects  of  the  points  made  in  the  opinion  of 
my  associates  upon  .the  bench,  beyond  the 
bare  fact  that  the  demurrer  was  to  be  sus- 
tained, the  scope  of  my  observations  may 
be,  perhaps  beyond  the  required  limits, 
made  necessary  by  the  opinion  dissented 
from.  But  I  will  follow  in  some  degree  the 
order  of  the  argument  of  the  leading  counsel 
in  support  of  the  demurrer. 

1.  There  is,  I  think,  no  room  for  a  serious 
question  that  this  court  has  full  and  com- 
plete power  to  issue  the  writ  as  prayed ; 
also,  that  it  has  jurisdiction  of  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  complaint.  The  power  to  is- 
sue writs  of  mandamus  must  be  vested 
somewhere,  and  the  leirislature,  in  plain 
and  unequivocal  terms,  has  conferred  it  up- 
on this  court.  It  seems  to  me  too  plain  to 
admit  of  any  doubt.  Section  1866,  Rev.  St. 
U.  S.,  says :  "  The  jurisdiction,  both  appel- 
late and  original,  of  the  courts  provided  for 
in  sections  1907  and  1908  shall  be  as  limited  by 
law ; "  and  in  section  1907,  **  the  judicial  pow- 
er in  New  Mexico,  Utah,  Washingrton,  Colo- 
rado, Dakota,  Idaho,  Montana,  and  Wyom- 
ing shall  be  vested  in  a  supreme  court,  dis- 
trict courts,  and  probate  courts,  and  in  jus- 
tices of  the  peace."  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  §§  3815, 
3816,  tit.  2,  entitled  "Of  the  Supreme  Court," 
are  as  follows,  viz. :  "  The  jurisdiction  of 
this  court  is  of  two  kinds :  First,  original ; 
and,  second,  appellate."  Its  original  juris- 
diction extends  to  the  issuance  of  writs  of 
mandate,  review,  prohibition,  habeas  cor- 
pus, and  ail  writs  necessary  to  the  exercise 
of  its  appellate  jurisdiction.  Section  3817 
defines  its  appellate  jurisdiction. 

2.  So  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  over 
the  persons  of  both  defendants.  It  makes 
no  difference  that  one  of  them,  the  secre- 
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tary  of  the  territory,  is  appointed  by  the 
president  of  the  United  States.  He  is  not, 
therefore,  the  executive  branch  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  government,  nor  even  of  the  ter- 
ritory of  Idaho.  Congress  has  declared,  In 
the  organic  act  of  the  territory,  that  the 
executive  power  of  the  territorial  govern- 
ment is  vested  in  the  governor  alone.  The 
secretary  is  no  more  above  the  laws  than 
the  marshal,  the  United  States  district  at- 
torney, or  the  deputies  of  either  of  these 
officers,  or  the  most  humble  person  in  the 
land.  Kendall  v.  U.  S.,  12  Pet.  608,  and  U. 
S.  V.  Schura,  102  U.  S.  372.  The  authorities 
are  numerous  and  clear  that  even  cabinet 
officers  are  equally  subject  to  the  mandate 
of  courts  with  any  other  person ;  but  it  is 
not  necessary  to  cite  those  authorities. 
The  one  principally  relied  on  by  the  defend^ 
ants  is  that  of  Marbury  v.  Madison,  1 
Cranch,  137.  But  that  case  was  decided  on 
other  grounds  than  the  official  character  of 
the  party  defendant.  Congress  supplied 
the  defect  found  in  the  law  in  that  case  by 
conferring  the  needed  power  to  issue  the 
writ  on  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. Since  then  cabinet  officers  have  con- 
stantly been  held  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  courts  with  no  more  power  than  has 
this  court.  If  the  court  can  issue  a  writ  at 
all,  — of  which  there  is  no  doubt, —  no  case 
can  reasonably  be  supposed,  unless  it  be  the 
case  of  Clough  v.  Curtis,  post,  488,^  nocv 
pending  in  this  court.  Involving  a  part  of 
this  controversy,  calling  for  the  exercise  of 
this  power  more  emphatically  than  do  the 
admitted  facts  in  the  ca«e  at  bar.  If  cabi- 
net officers  are  thus  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  court,  there  Is  certainly  no  ground 
for  an  inferior  officer  of  a  territory  to  claim 
greater  immunity,  simply  because  he  Is  ap- 
pointed by  the  president.  They,  also,  are 
appointed  by  the  president,  and  stand 
nearer  to  him  than  any  officer  of  the  terri- 
tory. The  counsel  for  the  secretary  practi- 
cally admits  this  by  saying  that  a  state 
court  cannot  issue  a  writ  of  mandamus  to 
an  officer  commissioned  by  the  United 
States,  except  aj9  they  are  authorized  by 
the  United  States.  I  think  the  counsel  is 
mistaken  in  this,  and  that  he  will  find  that, 
while  the  rule  as  to  state  courts  is  not  uni- 
versal, it  applies  only  where  the  officer's 
duties  are  purely  federal,  as  in  the  case  of  a 
United  States  land-officer ;  but  not  in  such 
a  case  as  this,  where  the  officer  is  not  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  but  only  an  in- 
ferior officer  of  the  territorv  acting  in  and 
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for  the  territory.  But,  even  If  it  were  oth- 
erwise, this  court  has  federal  Jurisdiction 
as  well  as  territorial.  I  suppose  that  fact 
will  not  be  disputed.  I  can  see  nothing 
valid  in  the  objection  that  a  territorial  offi- 
cer is  not  amenable  to  the  laws  because  he 
is  commissioned  by  the  president  of  the 
United  States. 

3.  The   plaintifT  has  an  unquesldonable 
power  to  sue.    He  was,  and  still  Is,  the 
spealcer  of  the  house,  and  as  such,  had,  and 
still  hafi,the  exclusive  right  to  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  set  forth  in  the  com- 
plaint.   The  public  requires  it  of  him,  even 
if  no  executive  or  administrative  officer  can 
be  found  willing  to  assist  him  to  his  own 
and  the  public  right.    If  that  right  is  in- 
vaded, ajs  by  the  defendants'  demurrer  It  Is 
admitted  to  be  in  this  case,  he  may  invoke 
the  aid  of  this  tribunal  to  enable  him  to 
periorm  his  sworn  duties  to  the  public. 
Any  member  of  that  legislative  body  may 
interpose  to  preserve  the  lawful  records  of 
its  proceedings,  and  prevent  the  dearest 
rights  of  the  community,  the  very  founda- 
tion of  its  laws, — the  evidence  upon  which 
the  interests  of  thousands  depend, — ^from 
being,  in  a  wholesale  manner,  falsified  and 
debauched.    It  was  shown  on  the  argu- 
ment that  in  a  matter  vital  to  the  public 
any  citizen  may  Institute  proceedings  uy 
mandamus.    High,  Extr.  Rem.  §§  431-133; 
Railroad  Co.  v.  Hall,  91  U.  S.  354 ;  Hall  v. 
Railroad  Co.,  3  Dill.  521.    In  Railroad  Go. 
V.  Hall  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  held  that  mandamus  was  correctly 
brought  by  a  citizen  of  Council  Bluffs  to 
compel  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Com  pany 
to  fulfill  its  contract  with  the  United  States 
to  build  a  bridge  across  the  Missouri  river. 
This  case  meets  the  objection  raised  by  the 
demurrer  on  this  point,  without  at  aJl  re- 
ferring to  the  official  character  and  rights 
of  this  plaintiff.    The  contract  with  the 
United  States  on  the  part  of  the  Union  Pa- 
cific Railway  Company  was  one  to  enforce 
which  the  attorney  general  would  have 
been  a  proper  officer  to  sue  out  the  writ, 
and  might  have  done  it ;  but,  as  he  did  not 
do  it,  the  court  held  that  any  other  citizen 
might  do  so. 

4.  Itis  also  contended  that  th^re  is  a  mis- 
joinder of  defendants.  No,  there  is  no  mis- 
Joinder  if  the  facets  are  as  stated  in  the  com- 
plaJnt,  and  the  demurrer  admits  them, 
what  papers  the  secretary  has  are  admit- 
ted to  be  unsigned,  mutilated,  and  fraudu- 
lent papers,  and  are  not  **  archives  of  the 
legislature,"  which  alone  the  secretary  has 

,  a  right  to  receive,  any  more  than  would  be 
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the  records  of  a  base-baH  club,  or  any  oth- 
er nnles^islative  association  or  gathering. 
Of  this  he  was,  and  is,  duly  apprised.  If 
what  is  admitted  to  be  true  are  real  facts, 
the  secretary  is  aiding  and  abetting  the 
dak  in  his  attempt  to  foist  upon  the  terri- 
toi7  as  records  what  are  not  records,  to  be 
used,  if  at  aD,  as  conclusiire  evidence  to  es- 
tabllfih  as  factB  what  are  not  facts,  and 
that  legislative  acts  were  done  which  it  is 
admitted  were  never  done  by  a  legislature. 
The  ioining  by  these  two  officers  in  the  per- 
petration of  a  grave  wrong,  one  doing 
one  part  and  the  other  completing  it, 
makes  them  both  partieeps,  and  subject  to 
the  same  process,  if  necessary,  for  its  cor- 
rection and  prevention.  In  this  case  it  is 
BccesBaiy.  The  secretary  must  produce 
the  fraudulent  papers,  abstain  from  trea1>- 
ing  them  as  genuine,  or,  as  he  threatens  to 
do,  from  recording  them  and  sending  them 
to  congress,  and  the  several  officers  of  the 
United  States  government,  as  genuine,  or 
hi  any  way  to  act  upon  them,  until  the 
derk  shall  write  them  truthfully,  and  they 
shall  have  the  necessary  official  sanction  of 
the  chief  officer  of  the  house,  whose  pro- 
ceedings they  profess  to  record,  and  until 
they  thereby  become  real  records  and  ar- 
chives of  the  legislature.  There  is  no  mis- 
Joinder. 

5.  Proceeding  in  the  order  of  the  attor- 
ney for  the  secretary,  we  may  here  inquire 
whether  the  session  of  the  legislature  did, 
hi  fact,  expire  with  the  7th  day  of  Febru- 
uy,  1889.  The  inquiry  is  not  necessary, 
perhaps,  for  the  fact  is  admitted.  But  let 
08  look  into  the  facts  and  the  law.  It  met 
on  the  10th  day  of  December,  1888.  That 
was  its  first  legislative  day,  and  so  appears 
on  its  ]oumaJs.  The  session  began  with 
the  be^ning  of  that  day.  The  claim  that 
it  did  not  be^n  till  noon  of  that  day,  and 
hence  that  the  first  day  should  end  at  noon 
ol  the  next  day,  and  so  for  each  day 
through  its  session,  to  the  6l8t  day,  simply 
because  the  territorial  legislature  had 
enacted  that  the  legislature  should  meet  at 
noon  of  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting, , 
cannot  for  a  moment  be  maintained.  If 
inch  a  thing  could  be,  there  would  be  no 
meridian  to  the  legislative  day.  It  met  at 
12  o'clock  *'  K. ;"  that  day's  noon  would  be 
midnight.  The  law  takes  no  notice  of  frac- 
tions  of  a  day.  Congress  has  said  how 
long  the  session  should  continue,  and  it 
was  not  competent  for  the  territorial  leg- 
hdatnre  to  prolong  the  time.  This  act  of 
congress  is  in  the  following  words,  and  has 

8^  the  force  of  a  constitutional  provision : 


Rev.  St.  U.  S.  §  1852,  says :  "The  sessions  of 
the  legislative  assemblies  of  the  several  ter- 
ritories shall  be  limited  to  sixty  days*  dura- 
tion." The  act  of  the  legislature  fixing  the 
hour  recognizes  the  second  Monday  of  De- 
cember as  the  first  day  of  the  session.  The 
section  (Rev.  St.  Idaho)  is  as  follows :  Sec- 
tion 122.  **At  the  hour  of  12  o'clock  m.,  on 
the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  any 
regular  session  of  the  legislature,  the  presid- 
ing officer,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  chief  clerk 
of  each  house  of  the  last  session,  must  call 
the  same  to  order,  and  preside  until  a  pre- 
siding officer  is  chosen,  or,  in  case  of  the 
absence  of  both  of  said  officers,  the  senior 
member  present  must  perform  said  duties 
All  members-elect  present,  having  certifi- 
cates of  election  from  the  clerk  of  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  of  their  respective 
counties,  and  no  other  person,  has  the  right 
to  participate  in  the  organization  of  the  re- 
spective houses.  Neither  house  must  or- 
ganize or  transact  business,  but  must  ad- 
journ from  day  to  day  until  a  majority  of 
all  the  members  authorized  by  law  to  be 
elected  are  present."  It  does  not  pretend 
to  extend  the  time  fixed  by  cong^ress,  but 
merely  fixes  the  hour  of  meeting,  and  de- 
clares it  shaJl  meet  at  noon  of  that  day. 
There  is  nothing  whatever  in  the  statute,  or 
either  of  them,  or  in  the  construction  given 
them  by  either  branch  of  the  legislature  in 
the  numbering  the  days  of  the  session,  to 
Justify  this  extraordinaxy  claim.  Both 
bodies  coimted  in  their  Journals  the  10th 
day  of  December  as  one  day  of  the  session, 
and  numbered  from  it.  Even  the  bodies 
which  met,  as  is  alleged,  on  the  8th  day  of 
February,  admit  the  hollowness  of  this  pre- 
tense, by  claiming  its  acts  to  have  been 
done  on  the  7th  of  February  instead  of  on 
the  day  on  which  it  is  admitted  they  were 
in  fact  done.  They  themselves  seek  to  take 
shelter  under  a  false  date.  Were  there  any- 
thing in  this  claim,  no  reason  is  apparent 
why  acts  done  before  noon  of  the  8th 
should  be  antedated  a  day  to  bring  them 
within  the  law. 

6.  It  was  clearly  the  duty  of  the  presid- 
ing officers  of  both  houses  to  obey  the  law ; 
and,  when  the  constitutional  time  had  ex- 
pired, to  declare  the  session  ended.  Such 
action  is  abundantly  sustained  by  both 
authority  and  precedent.  In  this  case  the 
acts  of  both  presiding  officers  were  acceded 
to  by  both  houses.  What  occurred  in  the 
house  also  occurred  in  the  council.  When 
the  minutes  of  the  last  day  had  been  read, 
and  formally  approved  in  the  house  by  the 
members  in  session,  and  the  clerk  had  pub- 
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lldy  announced  that  there  was  no  more 
business  before  the  house,  and  the  speaker, 
at  1  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  8th  of 
February,  declared  to  the  listening  house 
that  the  hour  fixed  by  congress  for  ad- 
journment had  arrived  and  passed,  and 
that,  in  view  of  such  fact,  he,  a«  presiding 
officer,  declared  that  session  ended,  and 
there  was  no  objection  or  appeal  from  this 
decision,  that  session  was  ended.  Three 
things  concur  to  give  force  and  effect  to  the 
solemnity  of  his  a^t:  First,  the  expiration 
of  the  time  fixed  by  congress ;  Becond,  the 
ofiicial  action  of  the  presiding  ofilcer ;  and, 
third,  the  assent  and  concurrence  of  the  en- 
tire body.  Whether,  under  such  conditions, 
the  house  broke  up,  as  is  conceded  it  did, 
or  all  members  remained  in  their  places,  is 
of  no  moment.  The  regular  session  was 
ended;  and  if,  before  the  meeting  of  the 
next  le^slature,  that  body  could  reconvene, 
it  must  be  in  extra  session,  called  pursuant 
to  law.  Ait&r  that  m oment,  whatever  was 
done  by  certain  members  weu}  not  done  by 
a  legislative  body,  and  all  its  acts  pretend- 
ing to  be  legislative  acts  are,  in  fact,  abso- 
lutely null  and  void. 

7.  It  follows  from  the  facts  that  this  so- 
called  legislature  was  not  a  legislature, 
and  those  so-called  records  are  not,  in  any 
sense,  legislative  records;  that  the  argu- 
ments and  authorities  upon  the  power  of 
the  court  to  correct  or  supervise  acts  done 
by  a  real  legislature,  or  the  effect,  for  any 
purpose,  of  real  le^slative  records,  or 
whether  such  real  records  can  or  cannot  be 
impeached  collaterally,  and  any  and  all 
questions,  and,  I  think,  either  in  the  majori- 
ty of  opinions  of  this  court,  or  otherwise, 
based  on  a  presumption  founded  on  real 
records,  ajre  wholly  irrelevant,  and  do  not 
bear  on  this  case.  These  questions  com- 
prise most  of  l^e  arguments  of  these  de- 
murrants, and  have  no  bearing  on  the  case 
before  this  court.  They  are  collateral  mere- 
ly. Those  papers  are  not  called  in  question 
collaterally,  but  directly,  by  proceedings 
provided  by  law  to  determine  whether 
they  are,  in  fact,  records  of  a  legrislative 
body  or  not ;  and,  if  not  records,  then  to 
have  them,  or  such  of  them  as  are  not  rec- 
ords, so  declared,  and  to'  have  the  spurious 
portions  expunged,  and  the  true  records 
substituted.  This  is  a  plain  and  simple 
duty  of  the  court,  for  which  it  was  created 
ajid  armed  with  plenary  power. 

8.  These  considerations  apply  as  well  to 
tbe  case  of  Clough  v.  Curtis,  supra,  rh 
to  this  case.  The  facts  in  the  two  cases 
are,  in  the  main,  the  same,  only  that  like 


proceedings  took  place  in  the  council  as  in 
the  house,  and  except  that  in  that  case  a 
fact  is  also  alleged  and  admitted  by  the  de- 
murrer: that  the  true  record  was  mutilat* 
ed ;  that  three  leaves  of  the  genuine  records, 
which  had  actually  been  written  up  and 
approved  before  adjournment,  were  r^ 
moved  from  the  records,  and  their  places 
supplied  with  matter  falsely  purporting  to 
be  a  record  of  proceedings  by  the  legislature 
before  it  had  expired.  The  high-handed 
character  of  those  acts  should  be  investi- 
gated, and  should  not  be  hidden.  If  those 
grave  charges  be  not  in  fact  true,  let  them 
be  denied,  and  let  both  sides  be  admitted  to 
their  proof.  The  demurrer  in  both  cases 
should  be  overruled.

Mandamus— To  Sbcbktart  of  Tsrbitobt  ^Cob- 

RBCTioN  OF  Records. 

Rev.  St.  Idaho,  S 124,  provides  that  the  secretary 
of  the  territory  must  certify  to  the  reception  of  all 
hills  and  papers  belonging  to  both  houses  of  the 
legislature  delivered  to  him  by  the  respectivo 
clerks.  Section  1844  of  the  organic  act  providea 
that  he  ^  shall  record  and  preserve  all  the  laws  and 
proceedings  of  the  legislative  assembly. "  Kekl» 
that  mandam^is  would  not  lie,  on  the  application 
of  the  president  of  the  council  of  a  session  of  the 
legislature,  to  compel  the  secretary  of  the  terri- 
tory to  record  a  report  of  such  president  as  pari 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  session,  or  to  expunge 
from  the  reoords  of  such  proceedings  part  of  » 
former  report  made  by  the  derk.  Bsrrt,  J.,  dis- 
senting. 

Application  of  J.  P.  Clousb,  president  of 
the  council,  for  a  writ  of  mandate  to  com- 
pel Edward  J.  Curtis,  secretary  of  the  ter- 
ritory, to  correct  the  record  of  thecoau- 
cil.    Denied.

Weir,  C.  J.  This  Is  an  application  by  the 
plaintiff  for  a  writ  of  mandate  to  be  di- 
rected to  the  defendant  above  named.  The 
grounds  upon  which  the  writ  is  asked  are 
fully  set  out  in  the  petition  of  the  plaintiff, 
which  reads  as  follows :  "  Tour  applicant 
respectfully  shows  to  your  honorable  court 
that  he  is  the  president  of  the  council  of 
the  fifteenth  session  of  the  leg^islature  of 
Idaho  territory.  That  he  was  duly  elected, 
qualified,  and  acted  as,  and  is  the  actinji:. 
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fTt«\clent  of  that  body.  That  the  defendant, 
Edward  J.  Curtis,  is  the  secretary  of  the 
territory  of  Idaho.  That  on  the  60th  day 
of  the  said  session  of  the  legislature,  Feb- 
ruary 7,  1889,  the  following  proceedings 
were  had  in  the  council:  That  the  said 
conncil  continued  in  session  during  the 
whole  of  the  said  sixtieth  day  till  12 
o'clock,  midnight,  of  that  day,  and  there- 
after tin  about  one  o'clock  of  the  next  suc- 
ceeding morning.  That  at  tbat  time  a 
communication  was  received  by  the  said 
council  from  the  chief  clerk  of  the  house  of 
repregentati ves  of  the  said  fifteenth  session, 
announcing  that  the  said  house  of  repre- 
sentatiyes  had  then  and  there  dected  one 
George  P.  Wheeler  a  speaker  pro  tern,  of 
the  said  house  of  representatives.  That 
this  communication  was  received  long  after 
the  sixtieth  day  had  expired,  to-wit, 
about  one  o'clock  of  the  8th  day  of  Febru- 
ary, 1889.  That  your  applicant,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  council,  then  and  there  declined 
to  receive  the  said  message  as  a  message 
from  the  house,  for  the  reason  that  the  said 
house  of  representatives  had  no  authority 
to  elect  a  speaker  after  the  60  days  pre- 
scribed by  the  limitation  of  the  act  of  con- 
gress had  expired.  That  thereupon  this 
applicant,  as  president  of  said  council,  did 
then  and  there  announceto  thecouncil  and 
declare  *  that  because  the  hour  of  12  o'clock 
and  after  had  arrived,  and  the  time  had 
lapsed  In  which  the  said  legislature  was 
permitted  to  transact  business,  therefore 
the  said  council  was  adjourned  without 
day/  and  your  applicant  alleges  tbat  the 
said  fifteenth  session  of  the  council  of  the 
legislature  of  Idaho  territory  was  then  and 
there  adjourned  and  terminated.  That 
your  applicant  then  inquired  of  the  chief 
clerk,  Edward  L.  Curtis,  if  the  said  ad- 
journment was  recorded  in  the  minutes  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  said  session,  and  re- 
ceived the  reply  from  him  that  it  was. 
Tour  applicant  further  shows  that  the 
said  council  then  dispersed,  and  he  him- 
s^,  and  other  members  of  the  council,  left 
the  room,  and  your  applicant  Is  informed, 
and  alleges  on  information  and  belief,  that, 
after  the  said  president  of  the  council  and 
other  members  of  the  council  had  left  the 
room,  other  members  assumed  and  pre- 
tended to  reorganise  the  said  council,  and 
assumed  and  pretended  to  elect  one  S.  F. 
Taylor  president  pro  tern,  of  said  council, 
and  to  elect  other  officers  of  the  council, 
and  assumed  and  pretended  to  transact  leg- 
islative business  thereafter,  and  assumed 
and  pretended  to  pass  ^lactments  which 


the  said  persons  pretending  to  be  a  legisla- 
ture did  then  and  there  assert  and  claim 
were  acts  of  the  legislature  of  the  fifteenth 
session  of  Idaho  territoiy.  That  as  your  ap- 
plicant is  informed,  and  on  his  information 
and  belief  charges,  there  are  some  17  of  said 
pretended  acts  of  the  legislature  thus  as- 
sumed and'  pretended  to  be  passed  by  the 
said  persons  after  the  time  had  expired  for 
holding  said  session  of  the  legislature.  Your 
applicant  further  alleges  that,  in  making  up 
and  preparing  a  record  of  the  said  60th  day 
of  the  said  session  of  the  legislature,  the  clerk 
did  not  show  thereafter  the  same  to  this  ap- 
plicant, and  your  applicant  has  never  seen, 
till  after  the  said  chief  clerk  had  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  the  territory,  the  defendant 
herein,  certain  papers  which  he  claimed  and 
pretended  were  the  proceedings  of  the  said 
sixtieth  day  of  the  said  session  of  the  coun- 
cil, but  which,  in  truth  and  in  fact,  were  a 
false  and  fictitious  account  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  that  day,  signed  by  S.  F.  Taylor, 
and  not  signed  by  J.  P.  Clough,  president  of 
the  council,  as  required  by  the  rules  and 
practice  of  the  council.  That  your  appli- 
cant has  now  seen  the  said  pretended  pro- 
ceedings in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the. 
territory,  and  finds  that  a  part  of  the  said 
pretended  minutes  or  records  has  been  cut 
out.  That  there  are  3  stubs  of  leaves  which 
have  been  part  of  the  former  proceedings  of 
the  records  or  minutes  of  the  said  fifteenth 
session.  That  that  part  of  the  minutes 
which  recites  that  the  said  president  of  the 
council  had  declared  the  said  session  ad-< 
joumed,  and  his  reasons  therefor,  has  been 
cut  out,  and  was  omitted  from  the  min- 
utes as  filed  with  said  secretary  of  the 
territory.  That  this  applicant,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  said  council,  did,  on  the  14th  day 
of  February,  1889,  call  the  attention  of  the 
said  secretary  of  the  territory  to  the  said  cut 
leaves,  and  stated  to  him  the  proceedings 
which  should  have  appeared  therein,  and 
handed  to  him  a  report  of  the  proceedings 
as  they  actually  occurred,  and  demanded 
that  the  same  should  be  Incorporated  with 
the  proceedings  of  the  said  legislature,  and 
be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  council  of  said  legislature.  That  the 
said  Edward  J.  Curtis,  secretary  of  the  ter- 
ritory of  Idaho,  did  then  and  there  decline  to 
record  the  said  adjournment  and  proceed- 
ings, and  each  and  every  part  thereof,  as 
part  of  the  proceedings  of  the  said  legisla- 
ture. And  your  applicant  did  then  and 
there  also  demand  that  the  said  report,  as 
furnished  by  this  applicant,  should  be  cer- 
tified to  congress  as  a  part  and  a  portion 
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of  the  proceedings  Of  the  legislature  of  Idaho 
for  the  fifteenth  session.  That  the  said  Ed- 
ward J.  Curtis  did  then  and  there  rdhose  to 
report  the  said  adjournment  as  a  part  of 
the  said  proceedings,  or  any  part  of  the  re- 
port, as  furnished  by  this  applicant;  and 
your  applicant,  after  having  stated  and  cer- 
tified to  said  Edward  J.  Curtis,  secretary  of 
the  territory  of  Idaho,  that  all  of  the  alleged 
proceedings  wherein  it  was  pretended  and 
claimed  that  said  S.  F.  Taylor  was  presi- 
dent pro  tern,  were  had  after  the  hour  of 
12  o'clock,  and  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
said  council  by  the  president  thereof,  de- 
manded that  the  said  subsequent  pre- 
tended proceedings  and  pretended  legisla- 
tion should  not  be  recorded  as  a  part  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  legislature,  and,  if  al- 
ready recorded,  that  the  same  be  expunged 
from  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
fifteenth  session  of  the  said  l^slature,— ail 
of  which  the  said  secretary  of  the  territory 
declined  to  do,  and  still  does  decline  to 
treat  the  said  pretended  proceedings  and 
acts  signed  by  the  said  S  .F.  Taylor  as  presi- 
dent pro  tern,  as  null  and  void,  and  threat- 
ens to  report  the  said  proceedings  of  the 
council  of  the  said  legislature,  and  threat- 
ens to  certify  the  same  to  congress  as  a 
part  of  the  said  proceedings:  Wherefore, 
your  applicant  prays  that  a  writ  of  man- 
d&m  us  may  issue  from  this  honorable  court, 
cbmmanding  the  said  Edward  J.  Curtis, 
secretary  of  Idaho  territory,  to  record  the 
said  report  of  your  petitioner  as  a  part  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  said  fifteenth  session 
of  the  council  of  the  territory  of  Idaho,  and 
commanding  him  to  expunge  from  the  rec- 
ords and  minutes  of  the  sixtieth  day  of 
said  session  ail  the  pretended  proceedings 
assumed  to  be  done  by  S.  F.  Taylor  as  presi- 
dent of  the  council,  and  to  strike  from  the 
files  and  records  of  the  laws  of  Idaho  those 
pretended  acts  of  the  legislature  which 
were  passed  while  the  said  S.  F.  Taylor 
pretended  to  be  president  pro  tern,  of  tlie 
council,  and  signed  by  him  as  such,  and 
for  such  other  relief  as  may  be  proper  un- 
der the  circumstances." 

Upon  this  petition  the  court  granted  an 
altematiye  writ  of  mandate,  returnable  on 
the  14th  day  of  February,  1889,  to  which 
the  defendant  demurred,  and  assigned  tor 
cause  the  following  grounds:  ''(1)  That 
the  court  has  no  Jurisdiction  of  the  person 
of  the  defendant  or  the  subject  of  this  pro- 
ceeding. (2)  That  the  plaintiff  has  no  le- 
gal capacity  to  sue,  in  this :  that  the  said 
writ  does  not  show  that  he  has  any  bene- 
ficial interest  therein;  that  if  he  be  the  of- 


ficer alleged  in  said  writ  at  the  time  of  ttie 
commencement  of  this  action  the  proceed- 
ings should  have  been  brought  upon  the 
relation  of  the  proper  prosecuting  officer. 
(3)  That  it  does  not  state  facts  Bofficlent 
to  constitute  a  cause  of  action  or  proceed- 
ing of  this  kind.  (4)  That  the  same  is  am- 
biguous and  uncertain  in  this:  that  the 
same  does  not  clearly  state  what  act  or 
acts  the  defendant  is  required  to  perform, 
what  matters  are  sought  to  be  inserted  in 
said  Journals  and  minutes,  and  what  to  be 
stricken  out." 

This  proceeding  is  based  on  sections  3815 
and  3816  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  ter- 
ritory. Section  3815  declares  that  the  Juris- 
diction of  this  court  is  of  two  kinds,  orig- 
inal and  appellate.  Section  3816  provides 
that  *'its  original  Jurisdiction  extends  to 
the  issuance  of  writs  of  mandate,  review, 
prohibition,  b&heas  corpus,  and  all  writs 
necessary  to  the  exercise  of  its  appellate 
Jurisdiction." 

We  dp  not  deem  it  necessary  to  notice  the 
various  grounds  set  out  in  this  demurr^, 
but  will  confine  our  attention  to  the  third 
cause  assigned,  which  is  as  follows :  "  That 
it  does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute 
a  cause  of  action  or  proceeding  of  this  kind. " 
The  decision  of  the  court  upon  this  gpx>und 
disposes  of  the  case  according  to  our  view, 
and  renders  unnecessary  a  discussion  of  the 
other  grounds.  The  consideration  and  de- 
cision of  the  question  raised  by  this  ground 
of  demurrer  necessarily  involves  an  inquiry 
into  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  defend  ant 
secretary,  conferred  upon  hi m  by  law.  Sec- 
tion 124  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho 
prescribes  the  duties  of  the  clilef  clerk  of  the 
legislative  council,  and  the  duties  of  the 
defendant,  as  secretary  of  the  territory,  in 
reference  to  the  Journals  and  rolls  of  that 
body,  in  these  words:  "The  clerks,  at  the 
close  of  each  session  of  the  legislature,  must 
mark,  label,  and  arrange  ail  bills  and  pa- 
pers belonging  to  the  archives  of  their  re- 
spective houses,  and  deliver  them,  together 
with  ail  the  books  of  both  houses,  to  the 
secretary  of  the  territory,  who  must  certify 
to  the  reception  of  the  same."  Section  1844 
of  the  organic  act  imposes  further  duties 
upon  the  secretary  of  the  territory,  and 
prescribeM  and  defines  those  duties  as  fol- 
lows :  "  The  secretary  shall  record  and  pre- 
serve ail  the  laws  and  proceeding's  of  the 
legislative  assembly,  and  ail  the  acts  and 
proceeding^  of  the  governor  in  the  executive 
department.  He  shall  transmit  one  copy 
of  the  laws  and  Journals  of  the  l^slative 
assembly  within  thirty  days  alt^  the  end 
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of  each  session  thereof,  to  the  president, 
and  two  copies  of  the  laws,  within  like 
time,  to  the  president  of  tiie  senate  and  to 
the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives, 
for  the  nse  of  congress.  He  shall  transmit 
one  copy  ot  the  executive  proceedinie^s'and 
olRcial  correspondence  semi-annnally,  on 
the  first  day  of  January  and  July  in  each 
year,  to  the  president.  He  shall  prepare 
the  acts  passed  by  the  legislative  assembly 
for  publication,  and  furnish  a  copy  thereof 
to  the  public  printer  of  the  territory,  with- 
in ten  days  alter  the  passage  of  each  act." 
And  afterwards,  by  act  of  congress  of  June 
20, 1874,  further  duties  were  imposed  upon 
him,  which  are  as  follows :  "And  hereafter 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  each 
territory  to  furnish  estimates  in  detail  for 
the  lawful  expenses  thereof,  to  be  presented 
to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  October  of  every  year." 
The  duties  of  the  defendant  secretary  are 
very  clearly  defined  by  these  statutes.  They 
constitute  the  chart  of  his  authority.  He 
is  bound  to  perform  the  duties  thus  imposed 
upon  him,  but  nothing  more.  He  must  re- 
ceive from  the  clerks  of  both  branches  of 
the  legislature,  at  the  close  of  each  session, 
aU  bills  and  papers  belonging  to  the  ar- 
chives of  the  respective  houses,  together 
with  all  the  books  of  both  houses,  and 
must  also  certify  to  the  reception  of  the 
same.  He  is  not  required,  nor,  in  fact,  per- 
mitted, to  receive  and  record  any  such  doc- 
uments from  any  other  source.  Clearly,  it 
was  not  his  duty  to  receive  from  the  plain- 
tiff his  alleged  report  of  the  proceeding's,  as 
he  claimed  them  to  be,  or  to  incorporate 
the  same  in  the  proceedings  of  the  said  leg- 
islature, or  to  record  the  same  as  a  part  of 
the  proceedings,  or  to  certify  the  same  to 
congress.  It  is  equally  clear  that  it  was 
not  the  duty  of  the  secretary,  upon  the 
plaintifl's  demand,  to  expunge  from  the 
Journal  and  minutes  of  the  sixtieth  day  of 
said  session  the  proceedings  assumed  to  be 
bad  before  S.  F.  Taylor  as  president  of  the 
council,  or  to  strike  from  the  files  and  rec- 
ords the  alleged  pretended  acts  of  the  legis- 
lature, which  were  passed  while  the  said 
8.  F.  Taylor  was  acting  as  president  pro 
tern,  of  the  council.  Not  only  was  he  not 
authorised  to  do  what  was  demanded  of 
him,  but,  if  he  had  done  so,  it  would  have 
been  a  clear  breach  of  his  official  duty. 
The  law  authorized  him  to  receive  such  re- 
ports from  one  source  only,  and  he  could 
not  receive  them  from  any  other.  The  presi- 
dent of  the  council  had  no  more  right  to 
make  this  demand  upon  the  secretary  than 


would  any  other  member  of  the  legislature ; 
and  certainly,  upon  the  unsupported  word 
of  one  member  of  the  legislature  only,  the 
secretary  would  not  be  authorized  to 
change,  modify,  or  expunge  from  the  Jour- 
nal, which  he  had  received  from  the  proper 
source,  anything  therein  contained.  Neith- 
er had  he  the  right  to  assume  judicial  func- 
tions, and  decide  upon  evidence  what  should 
constitute  the  proceedings  of  the  legislature. 
It  is  not  within  the  scope  oi  mandamus 
to  confer  power  upon  those  to  whom  it  is 
directed.  It  only  enforces  the  exerclRe  of 
powers  already  existing,  when  its  exercise 
is  a  duty.  U.  S.  v.  County  of  Clark,  95  U.  S. 
769.  The  court  there  say:  ^^Amandamva 
does  nqt  confer  power  upon  those  to  whom 
it  is  directed.  It  only  enforces  the  exercise 
of  power  already  existing,  when  its  exer- 
cise is  a  duty."  In  the  case  of  Supervisors 
V.  U.  S.,  18  Wall.  77,  Mr.  Justice  Strono,  in 
delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  says : 
''It  is  very  plain  that  a  mandamus  will  not 
be  awarded  to  compel  county  officers  of  a 
state  to  do  any  act  which  they  are  not  au- 
thorized to  do  by  the  laws  of  the  state  from 
which  they  derive  their  powers.  Such  offi- 
cers are  the  creatures  of  the  statute  law, 
brought  into  existence  for  public  purposes, 
and  having  no  authority  beyond  that  con- 
ferred upon  them  by  the  author  of  their  be- 
ing. And  it  may  be  observed  that  the  of- 
fice of  a  writ  of  mandamus  is  not  to  create 
duties,  but  to  compel  the  discharge  of  those 
already  existing.  A  relator  must  always 
have  a  clear  right  to  the  performance  of  a 
duty  resting  on  the  defendant  before  the 
writ  can  be  invoked."  And  again,  in  the 
case  of  U.  S.  v.  County  of  Macon,  99  U.  S. 
591,  the  court  say :  "We  cannot  create  new 
rights  or  confer  new  powers.  All  we  can 
do  is  to  bring  existing  powers  into  opera- 
tion." We  might  cite  a  multitude  of  au- 
thorities which  sustain  this  doctrine,  but 
the  principle  is  so  well  established  that  we 
deem  it  unnecessary.  Certainly,  consider- 
ing this  as  the  well-established  law,  we  can- 
not create  in  the  secretary  of  the  territory 
a  power  to  determine  from  evidence  what 
are  the  correct  minutes  of  the  legislature. 
No  such  power  is  conferred  upon  him  by 
statute,  nor  is  there  any  such  duty  imposed 
upon  him.  As  we  have  already  stated,  he 
is  required  to  receive  such  Journals  as  are 
handed  to  him  by  the  clerks,  and,  after  re- 
ceiving them,  to  periorm  certain  duties  in 
regard  thereto  such  as  we  have  stated. 
There  his  po  wer  and  his  duty  ends.  To  dis- 
pose of  this  case  it  is  only  necessary  to  re- 
fer to  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  which 
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**  prays  that  a  writ  of  mandamus  may  is- 
sue from  this  honorable  court,  commanding 
the  said  Edward  J.  Curtis,  secretary  of 
Idaho  territory,  to  record  the  said  report 
of  your  petitioner  as  a  part  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  said  fifteenth  session  of  the  coun- 
cil of  the  territory  of  Idaho,  and  command- 
ing him  to  expunge  from  the  records  and 
minutes  of  the  sixtieth  day  of  said  session 
all  the  pretended  proceedings  assumed  to  be 
done  by  S.  F.  Taylor  as  president  of  the 
council,  and  to  strike  from  the  files  and  rec- 
ord of  the  laws  of  Idaho  those  pretended 
acts  of  the  legislature  which  were  parsed 
while  the  said  S.  F.  Taylor  pretended  to  be 
president  pro  tern,  of  the  council,  and 
signed  by  him  as  such,  and  for  suQh  other 
relief  as  may  be  proper  under  the  circum- 
stances." 

For  these  reasons,  and  also  for  those 
stated  in  the  case  of  Burkhart  v.  Reed,  ante, 
470,  22  Pac.  Hep.  I,  (decided  at  this  term  of 
the  court,)  the  demurrer  is  sustained, 
und  tlie  application  for  a  writ  of  peremp- 
tory mandamus  is  denied,  with  costs.

Smith  v.  Anderson  et  al. 

(Maroh  11, 1889.) 

Factors  and  Brokers— Right  to  Commisbiok. 

Plaintiir  wai  employed  by  the  defendants  to  find 
a  purchaser  for  a  certain  piece  of  property,  at  a 
named  sum.  The  plaintiff  bad  some  conversations 
with  one  P.  with  regard  to  the  purchase  of  the 
property,  and  introduced  him  to  the  defendants, 
rlalntiff  also  advertised  the  property  for  sale.  Tho 
defendants  afterwards  notified  plaintiff  that  he 
was  not  to  act  for  them  any  longer  in  procuring  a 
purchaser  for  the  property,  as  they  did  not  desire 
to  sell  it ;  but  about  a  month  after  such  notice  they 
sold  the  property  to  P.  for  a  less  sum  than  that 
named  in  their  agreement  with  plaintiff.  HeZd,  in 
an  action  by  plaintiff  for  his  commission,  that  the 
refusal  of  a  nonsuit  was  proper.

Ko  objection  to  the  instructions  can  be 
considert^d,  as  no  objection  to  them  was  made 
on  the  trial,  and  no  objections  reserved.

114  U.  S.  474, 
5  Sup.  Gt.  Rep.  960:  Connecticut  Mut.  Life 
Ins.  Go.  V.  Union  Trust  Go.,  112  U.  S.  250. 
5  Sup.  Gt.  Rep.  119. 

Logan,  J.  The  plaintiff  in  this  action  al- 
leges that  in  the  month  of  August.  1886,  the 
plaintiff,  being  engaged  in  the  business  of 
buying  and  selling  real  estate  upon  com- 
mission, was  employed  by  the  defendants  to 
find  for  them  a  purchaser  for  a  certain  ranch, 
known  as  the  ""  Booth  Ranch,"  then  the  prop- 
erty of  the  defendants;  that  in  case  the  plain- 
tiff found  a  purchaser  the  defendants  agreed 
to  pay  the  plaintiff  10  per  cent,  upon  the 
price  for  which  said  ranch  should  be  sold; 
that  plaintiff  did  find  a  purchaser  for  the 
ranch,  and  brought  him  to  the  defendants; 
and  that  thereafter  tlie  defendants  sold  the 
said  ranch  to  such  purchaser  for  the  sum  of 
$6,000.  The  complaint  contains  a  second 
cause  of  action,  substantially  the  same  as  the 
first,  except  that  the  plaintiff  claimed  the 
right  to  recover  upon  a  quantum  meniiU 
The  answer  is  substantially  a  general  deniiil. 
Upon  the  issues  raised  the  cause  duly  came 
to  trial,  and  the  jury  rendered  a  verdict  for 
the  plaintiff,  and  assessed  his  damages  in  tlie 
sum  of  6600.  The  evidence  given  at  the 
trial  was  very  brief,  and  upon  the  part  of  the 
plaintiff  it  was  to  the  effect  that  he  waa 
employed  by  the  defendants  in  the  month  of 
August,  1886,  to  find  a  purchaser  for  the 
Booth  ranch,  at  the  sum  of  not  less  than 
S8,000;  that  during  the  month  of  Noverob^, 
1886,  he  had  a  conversation  with  one  £«  A. 
Potter  in  regard  to  the  purchase  of  said 
ranch,  and  that  thereupon  he  took  said  Poi- 
ter  to  the  defendants,  and  introduced  him  to 
them;  that  he  had  been  for  some  time  nego- 
tiating the  trade  with  said  Potter  while  the 
ranch  was  owned  by  and  in  the  poasesaion  of 
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Booth;  that  Pbtter  snhseqnentlj  came  to  the 
pUintiff,  and  told  him  that  he  could  buy  the 
property  from  the  Andf rsonst  the  then  own- 
ers of  the  property,  and  employers  of  the 
plaintiff,  for  a  less  sum  than  he  was  offered 
the  property  by  the  plaintiff.  It  further  ap- 
pears that  the  plaintiff  advertised  the  prop- 
erty for  sale  in  certain  newspapers,  at  his 
own  expense,  and  that  in  January,  1887,  he 
presented  the  advertisement  to  the  defend- 
ants, and  called  their  attention  to  it;  that 
afterwards,  some  time  in  May,  1887,  defend- 
ants sold  the  ranch  to  said  Potter  for  $6,000, 
and  received  the  money;  that  prior  thereto,  in 
the  month  of  March,  1887,  said  defendants 
notified  the  plaintiff  that  he  was  not  to  act 
any  further  as  agent  to  procure  a  purchaser 
for  said  ranch,  and  discharged  said  plaintiff 
from  said  employment,  and  said  they  did  not 
desire  to  sell  the  ranch;  that  the  plaintiff 
never  did  anything  with  reference  to  the  sale 
after  March,  1887,  nor  before,  except  as  be- 
fore testified;  and  that  10  per  cent,  on  the 
parchase  price  was  a  reasonable  fee  for  pro- 
curing the  sale;  and  that  he  had  been  en- 
giged  in  the  roy-estate  business  for  three 
JC9US.  The  plaintiff  then  rested.  There- 
upon the  defendants  moved  the  court  for  a 
nonsuit,  which  motion  was  denied.  No  ex- 
ception was  taken  to  the  charge  of  the  court 
to  the  jnry*  and  no  requests  were  made  by 
the  defendants  upon  the  court.  The  whole 
question,  therefore,  rests  upon  the  very  sim- 
ple proposition  as  to  whether  the  court  was 
right  in  refusing  to  grant  a  nonsuit. 

In  considering  the  evidence  upon  a  motion 
of  this  character  we  are  bound  to  assume  that 
the  same  was  true,  and  to  consider  what 
natural  inference  the  jury  might  arrive  at 
from  a  consideration  of  the  testimony.  The 
phuntiff  was  employed  by  the  defendants  to 
do  a  particalar  thing,  namely,  to  procure  a 
purchaser  for  tlie  ranch,  at  the  sum  of  $8,000, 
for  which  services  he  was  to  receive  10  per 
cent,  upon  the  purchase  money  paid.  It  ap- 
pears that  in  the  month  of  March,  1887,  the 
drfendants  revoked,  or  attempted  to  revoke, 
the  agency  of  the  plaintiff,  and  in  their 
notice  of  revocation  they  used  the  following 
language:  That  the  plaintiff  was  not  to  act 
any  further  as  agent  to  procure  a  purchaser 
for  said  ranch,  and  discharged  the  plaintiff 
from  their  employment,  and  stated  further 


that  they  did  not  desire  to  sell  the  ranch. 
Yet,  in  the  face  of  this  statement,  and  Hliout 
a  month  thereafter,  they  consummated  a  sale 
with  the  very  person  with  whom  the  plaintiff 
had  negotiated,  and  to  whom  he  had  intro- 
duced the  defendants  as  a  purchaser.  It  is 
also  fair  to  presume  that  some  negotiations 
had  preceded  the  actual  consummation  of  the 
sale,  so  that  it  could  not  have  been  very  far 
from  the  time  of  the  revocation  by  the  d^ 
fendants  of  the  plaintiff's  agency  that  the 
negotiations  were  taken  up  by  the  defendants 
in  person.  Considering  these  facts,  and  con- 
sidering  the  fact  that  the  defendants  stated 
in  tneir  letter  of  revocation  that  they  did  not 
desire  to  sell  the  ranch,  yet,  in  the  very  teeth 
of  that  statement,  proceeding  to  sell,  and  to 
the  very  person  to  whom  the  plaintiff  had  in- 
troduced them,  it  was  a  fair  inference  from 
the  testimony  that  the  object  of  the  letter  of 
revocation  was  an  attempt  to  deprive  the 
plaintiff  of  his  commission.  Lloyd  v.  Mat- 
thews, 51  N.  Y.  124;  Martin  v.  Silliman,  53 
N.  Y.  615;  Sussdorff  v.  Schmidt,  55  N.  Y. 
319.  The  evidence,  although  not  very  full, 
was  sufficient  to  justify  the  court  in  refusing 
the  motion  for  a  nonsuit.  These  defendants 
should  not  be  permitted  by  their  own  act  to 
deprive  the  plaintiff  of  his  laiirful  commis- 
sions, and,  the  case  having  been  submitted 
to  the  jury  upon  the  whole  evidence,  and  the 
jury  having  found  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff, 
we  do  not  deem  it  proper,  under  the  circum- 
stances, to  Interfere  with  that  verdict.  The 
judgment  is  therefore  affirmed.

Quo  Warrawto— Title  to  Offics— Jury  Trial. 

1.  An  action  under  Act  Jan.  80,  1885.  to  try 
title  to  an  offloe  to  which  there  are  several  claim- 
ants, is  one  of  legal  and  not  of  equitable  cogni- 
zance. The  Issues  in  such  action  or  proceeding 
are  legal  ones,  and  the  trial  of  such  issues  by  a 
jury  is  a  constitutional  right  of  the  parties. 

Constitutional   Law— Jurt  Trial— Action  to 
Try  Title  to  Office. 

2.  That  part  of  section  686  (said  act)  provid- 
ing that  actions  of  this  nature  **  shall  be  tried  by 
the  judge  of  the  district  court  at  chambers,  and 
without  the  intervention  of  a  Jury,  **  is  held  an- 
oonstltutional  and  void. 

(SyUaims  hy  the  Court) 
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Appeal  from  diHtrict court.  Boise coonty. 

ProceedlogB  in  the  nature  of  quo  whf- 
r&nto  by  tbe  people,  by  their  relator,  John 
Gorman,  a^rainst  Cary  C.  Uavird,  to  try 
the  title  of  defendant  to  the  ofBceof  aheriff 
of  Boise  county.  There  was  Judgment  for 
defendant.  From  an  order  overruling  a 
motion  for  a  new  trial,  plaintiff  appeals. 
Reversed.

Berry,  J.  This  action  Is  under  an  act 
of  the  territorial  legislature  of  Idaho, 
passed  January  80,  1885,  being  sections 
634-542,  Inclusive,  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  and  its  purpose  is  to  try  the 
title  of  the  respondent  to  the  office  of 
sheriff  of  Boise  county.  It  baa  the  usual 
provisions  for  obtaining  Jurisdiction  of 
the  parties,  the  formation  of  iHsues  by 
pleading,  the  trial  of  the  issues,  and  tbe 
rendition  of  }udgra«nt,  with  the  further 
privilege  of  appeal  to  this  court.  The 
proceeding  is  called  by  the  act  an  ''ac- 
tion,** and  it  is  so  treated  by  both  parties, 
and  it  must  be  so  considered  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  appeal.  Its  purpose,  how- 
ever, is  to  attain  theend  reached  by  a  writ 
of  quo  wajTHtito  at  common  law,  or  a 
writ  of  right  for  the  king,  against  him 
who  improperly  claimed  or  usurped  an 
office.  Such  a  writ  is  not  suited  to  our 
foi*m  of  government,  and  in  America  it  has 
fallen  into  disuse,  and  statu toi*y  proceed- 
ings in  the  nature  of  a  .writ  of  quo 
w&iTHDto  have,  in  most  of  the  states, 
if  not  all,  taken  its  place.  Those  stat- 
utes vary  in  the  extent  of  the  remedy 
which  tbey  furnish ;  some,  as  in  Alabama, 
(St.  Ala.  Feb.  3,  1840,  §  4,)  make  of  the  court 
a  mere  inquisition  to  ascertain  the  reg- 
ularity of  the  election.  These  have  been 
held  not  to  confer  judicial  power  upon 
tlie  court,  as  in  a  suit  at  common  law; 
hence,  that  exercise  of  the  right  to  hear 
and  decide  is  rather  in  the  character  of 
supervisor  of  elections,  and  does  not  re- 
quire the  intervention  of  a  jury.  In  other 
states  this  statutory  proceeding  has  ap- 
proximated more  nearly  in  its  scope  to 
the  writ  of  quo  warranto;  still  r«)taining 
the  criminal  form  of  that  writ,  but  using 
it  as  a  civil  reraedj'  only.  In  our  own 
territory  our  legislature  has  gone  much 
further,  and  Includes  within  its  act  the 
full  scope  of  an  information  In  the  nature 
of  a  writ  ot  quo  warranto,  including  its 
criminal  features  and  power  to  punish. 
Such  information  in  the  nature  of  a  writ 


of  quo  warranto  was  properly  a  crimfnal 
method  of  prosecution,  as  well  to  puDlah 
the  usurper  by  a  fine  for  the  usurpation 
of  the  franchise  as  to  oust  him,  or  seisa 
the  office  for  the  crown.     Paine,   Elect, 
710.    This  law  not  only  provides  for  su- 
pervision of  elections,  and  the  correction 
of  errors,  but  it  goes  further,  and  places  in 
the  court  unmistakable  judicial  poweni. 
Section  541  provides  ''that  when  a  defend* 
ant,  against  whom  such  action  has  beem 
brought,  is  adjudged  guilty  of  usurping 
or  intruding  into,  or  unlawfully  holding, 
any  office,  franchise,  or   privilege.  Judg- 
ment must  be  rendered  that  the  defendant 
be  excluded  from  the  office,  franchise*  or 
privilege,  and  that  he  pay  the  costs  of 
the  action.    The  court  or  the  judge  may 
also,  in  its  or  his  discretion,  impose  opon 
the   defendant  a  fine  not  exceeding  two 
thousand  dollars.'*  Here  are  questions  not 
merely  as  to  regularity  of  an  election,  but 
also  as  to  personal  guilt  or  innocence,  fol- 
lowed by  pecuniary  consequences  of  no 
small  moment.    It  aims  not  only  at  a  dvil 
remedy,  but  also  at  a  criminal  trial,  per- 
sonal punishment,  and  pecuniary  fine  and 
loss.    The  act  of  willful  intrusion  into  a 
public  office,  to  which  one  has  not  been 
elected,  is  declared  to  be  a  misdemeanor. 
Kev.  St.  Idaho,  §  6388. 

The  section  of  the  act  in  question,  under 
which  the  district  judge,  at  chaniberp,  as- 
sumed jurisdiction,  and  tried  this  case,  is 
section  536,  Act  1885,  providing,  among 
other  things:  "And  such  action  shall  be 
heard  and  determined  by  the  Judge  of  the 
district  court  at  chambers,  and  without 
the  intervention  of  a  jury,  after  due  service 
of  the  summons,  and  the  expiration  of 
time  allowed  by  law  for  answering  the 
complaint  in  a  civil  action :  but  no  judg- 
ment shall  be  rendered  in  such  action  by 
default.  **  This  is  an  essential  provision  of 
the  act,  and  without  which  the  other  pro- 
visions are  inoperative.  If  this  is  uncon- 
stitutional, as  the  respondent  claims,  the 
remedy  under  the  act  fails.  This  objection 
was  taken  by  the  respondent  before  the 
answer  was  tiled.  His  exceptions  to  the 
ruling  were  then  and  there  settled  by  the 
judge,  and  are  incorporated  as  a  part  of 
the  statement  of  the  case  on  appeal.  The 
respondent  still  stands  upon  such  objec- 
tion and  exceptions  in  this  court.  It  is 
true  that  the  court,  upon  the  hearing, 
found  for  the  defendant,  and  that  the  de- 
fendant does  not  appeal.  Yet  it  is  not 
easy  to  see,  if  the  objection  was  valid 
when  it  was  taken,  how  his  failure  to  ap- 
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^«a\troin  a  flndinir  'n  ^^^  favor,  where  he 
has  aU  along,  and  on  the  appeal,  insisted 
on  h\B  objection,  ahoald  be  constfaed  us  a 
waWer  ol  Ida  exception.    If,  Indeed, In  any 
rase.  It  mliglit  be  so  waived,  it  cannot  be 
fHj  in  tfaia  case;  for  the  objection  goes  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  coart,  to  the  validi- 
ty of  the  statute,  aud  not  merely  to  an 
irrefcnlarlty.    That  is  not  sabject  to  pnch 
waiver.    If  that  part  of  the  act  is  void, 
the  objection  may  be  made  at  any  time, 
even  on  appeal.    The  pounds  on  which  it 
Is  nrxed  that  this  provision  is  unconstitu- 
tional are  (1)  that  it  denies  the  right  of 
trial  by  jurj' ;  (2)  that  It  creates  a  tribunal 
nnknown  and  unauthorized  by  the  laws. 
Section  1868  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States,  as  amended  April  7, 1874, 
prescribing  and  limiting  the  powers  of  ter- 
ritorial   legislatures,  provides  that  ''no 
pATty  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  of  trial 
by  Jury  in  cases  cognizable  by  the  common 
law."    Again,   (Const.  U.  S.  art.  3,  §  2,) 
*^  the  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  im- 
peachment, shall  be  by  jury.**   Again,  (Id. 
art.  5,  Amendments,)  ''no  person  shall  be 
deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property  with- 
out due  process  of  law."    And  again,  (Id. 
Amend.  7,)  ''in  suit  atcommon  law,  where 
the  value  In  controversy  shall  exceed  twen- 
ty dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall 
be  preserved. "    There  seems  to  have  been 
a   disposition  in  some  states,  under  their 
own  constitutions,  to  evade  these  provis- 
ions, whether  of  the  United  States  or  state 
conBtitntlons,  or  such  of  them  as  clearly 
affect  this  case.    Some  courts  have  gone 
so  far  as  to  deny  squarely  that  proceed- 
ing^ of  this  nature  are  of  legal,  instead  of 
equitable,  cognizance.     A    Missouri  case 
(State  V.  Luptou,  64  Mo.  415)  so  holds. 
But  this  case  is  met  by  the  New  Yoric 
court  of  appeals  in  People  v.  Railroad  Co., 
57  N.'  T.  161,  In  which  case  the  court  holds 
that  an  action  in  the  nature  of  a  <7i/o  w^r- 
muto,  brought  by  the  attorney  general. 
In  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  state,  to 
try   the   title   to   a  corporate   office,   to 
which  there  are  several  claimants,  is  one 
of  legal    and  not  equitable   cognizance; 
that  the  Issues  therein  are  strictly  legal 
ones;  and  that  the  trial  of  such  by  a  jury 
is  the  constitutional  right  of  the  parties. 
The  constitutional  guaranty  of  the  right 
of  trial   by  jury  in  that  state  goes  no  far- 
ther than  the  provisions  of  the  federal  con- 
stitution and  the  act  of  congress  cited,  § 
IW.  as  amended,  and  made  especially  to 
apply  to  our  territorial  legislature.    Nor 
can  the  territorial  legislature  pass   any 


law  in  contravention  of  the  constitution 
or  the  laws  of  the  United  States.  Rev.  St. 
U.  S.  §  1851.  In  other  cases,  as  in  the  state 
of  Illinois,  the  statute  itself  only  confers  a 
supervisory  power  over  the  regularity  of 
the  election,  and  does  not  at  all  apply  to 
much  of  the  ground  covered  by  thestatute 
of  Idaho.  A  Louisiana  court,  in  Joseph  v. 
Bidwell,  28  La.  Ann.  882,  holds  that  the 
federal  constitution  in  that  respect  can 
have  no  application  to  the  state  courts. 
Perhaps,  as  Louisiana  is  a  sovereign 
state,  that  claim  may  be  sustained.  Other 
cases  cited  by  the  appellant  hold  the  same. 
But  we  are  not  called  upon  to  discuss  that 
question.  Idaho  is  not  a  state,  but  is  a 
territory  of  the  United  States,  and  in  all 
things  subject  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  laws  of  congress. 
Section  1868  of  the  United  States  Revised 
Statutes,  as  amended,  seems  to  meet  this 
case,  and  is  conclusive.  Even  were  this 
otherwise,  and  the  question  arose  under 
tlie  common  law,  which  is  adopted  in  this 
territory,  (Rev.  St.  §  18,)  the  weight  of  au- 
thority is  in  favor  of  the  construction 
given  by  the  New  Yorlc  court  of  appeals  In 
the  case  in  that  state  above  cited,  but 
arising  under  the  state  constitution.  See, 
also,  Reynolds  v.  State,  61  Ind.  892;  Peo- 
ple v.  Van  Slyck,  4  Cow.  297;  People  v. 
Ferguson,  8  Cow.  103.  But  it  is  cont?ndea 
by  the  appellant  that,  if  the  issues  here 
are  triable  by  jury,  and  the  objection 
was  oris  properly  taken,  and  for  that  rea- 
son the  judgment  should  be  reversed,  still 
a  new  trial  should  be  granted.  The  an- 
swer to  this  may  be  that  the  proceedings 
in  the  court  below  were  under  the  act  in 
question,  and,  if  wrong,  it  is  because  that 
part  of  the  act  on  which  they  are  based  is 
invalid,  and  no  valid  judgment  could  be 
had ;  that,  while  the  action  in  its  present 
form  cannot  proceed,  amendment  chang- 
ing its  nature  and  purpose  is  not  author- 
ized by  law.  We  are  not  called  on  to  decide 
that  point.  There  is  no  Intimation  of  a 
purpose  to  amend  or  change  the  proceed- 
ing in  any  way,  even  if  allowable.  The 
term  of  ofllce  of  the  defendant  expired  in 
January,  1889,  and  we  see  no  purpose 
which  could  now  be  reached  by  any  pro- 
ceeding of  this  nature.  All  that  part  of 
section  536  of  the  act  entitled  *' An  act  to 
amend  chapter  35  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure, beiug  sections  534  to  542  inclusive, " 
approved  January  30, 1885,  beginning  at 
the  words  **  and  such  action, "  in  the  fourth 
line  thereof,  to  and  including  the  words 
''in  a  civil  action, "in  the  eighth  line  there- 
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of,  mnRt  be  declared  nncunstitntional  and 
void,  and  the  Judgment  herein  must  be  re- 
versed.

Bill  or  Bzceptionb— Sbttlbmbnt— Bxtsnbiok  of 

Tims. 

1.  When  exoeptions  to  evidence  are  taken  during 
the  trial,  hut  such  exceptionB  are  not  settled  untU 
two  months  after  the  tnal,  and  more  than  a  month 
after  filing  decision,  the  appellant  then  having  pre- 
pared a  case,  embodying  a  bill  of  exceptions,  in 
which  bill  the  exoeptions  taken  during  the  trial 
are  included,  and  the  case  containing  such  bill  is 
allowed,  and  settled  without  objection  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  attorneys  for  the  respective  parties, 
held,  that  such  exceptions  are  not  waived. 
Held,  aUOt  that  by  the  failure  to  object  at  the  set- 
tlement the  party  is  deemed  to  have  **  agreed  **  to 
the  extension  of  time,  under  section  im  of  the 
Statutes  of  Idaho. 

Mines  and  Mining  — Tbavbfbbb  —  Bvidekgb^ 
Miners*  Customs. 

3.  Evidence  of  local  customs  of  miners,  as  to  the 
manner  of  transfers  of  interest  in  mining  claims 
previous  to  July  26, 1866,  is  admissible. 

Same — Vebbal  Transfer— Validitt. 

8.  Verbal  transfers,  if  followed  by  change  of 
possession,  are  valid  as  transferring  claimant's 
interest. 

Same— Labor  on  Claim— Work  of  Watchman. 

4.  Where  mining  works  are  idle,  time  and  labor 
of  a  watchman  and  custodian  expended  on  the 
property  in  taking  care  of  it  is  labor  done  on  the 
claim. 

Same— Relocation— Abandonment. 

5.  A  party  cannot  make  a  valid  relocation  of 
lands  legally  possessed  by  another  until  the  own- 
er's rights  have  been  abandoned,  forfeited,  or  oth- 
erwise ended. 

Factors  and  Brokers  —  Sale  of  Mine  —  Fidu- 
ciART  Relation. 

6.  The  undertaking  by  one  on  the  ground  to  pro- 
cure a  purchaser  for  a  mining  claim,  the  owners 
being  non-residents  of  the  territory,  and  having 
no  other  agent  in  the  territory  to  look  after  the 
claim,  constitutes  a  fiduciary  relation  of  such  per- 
son in  relation  to  such  property. 

Mines  and  Mining  —  Relocation  bt  Agent  — 
Rights  of  Principal. 

7.  A  person  sustaining  such  fiduciarv  relation 
in  respect  to  a  mining  claim  cannot  defeat  the 
rights  of  his  principal  by  relocating  it  for  himself. 

Same. 

8.  If  he  do  so  relocate  it,  and  benefit  accrues 
from  such  act,  the  benefit  accrues  to  the  owner, 
and  not  to  ttie  relocator. 
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(SyUdbua  by  the  CourU) 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Alturas  coun- 

Action  by  Charles  Lockhart  and  another 


against  True  W.  Rollins,  Jr.,  to  recover  the 
possession  of  a  certain  mining  chiim.  Thfre 
was  judgment  for  plaintiffs.  From  an  order 
overruling  a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  defend- 
ant appeals.    Affirmed. 

The  other  facts  fully  appear  in  the  follow- 
ing statement  by  Berby,  J.: 

This  action  is  for  the  recovery  of  possession 
of  a  certain  mining  claim  situate  on  Bear 
creek,  Alturas  county,  Idaho,  known  as  the 
''Ada  Elmore  Lode  and  Miuing  Claim. "  The 
complaint  alleges  that  the  plaintiffs  have  a 
** legal  right  to  occupy  and  possess"  the  claim 
by  virtue  of  compliance  with  all  the  require- 
ments of  law  and  rules  of  miners,  and  of  act- 
ual prior  occupancy  of  it  as  a  mining  claim; 
also  that  the  defendant,  on  the  4th  day  of 
January,  1886,  while  in  the  employ  of  the 
plHinliffs  as  their  agent,  and  as  such  agent  in 
the  actual  occupancy  of  said  property,  made 
a  relocation  of  the  property  adverse  to  the 
rights  of  the  plaintiffs,  intending  the  same 
to  be  for  his  benefit;  that  the  defendant  ever 
since  such  act  wrongfully  withheld  possession 
from  the  plaintiffs,  to  thei;  damage,  etc.; 
and  prays  judgment  for  the  possession  of  the 
premises,  with  damages  for  detention;  and 
closes  with  a  general  prayer  for  relief.  The 
answer  is  a  general  deniid,  but  avers,  among 
other  things,  that  ''the  said  alleged  original 
locations  on  said  Ada  Ehnore  lode"  consisted 
of  several  mining  claims  located  thereon,  by 
the  discoverers  thereof,  in  1863,  extending 
1,200  feet  in  length,  along  said  lode,  and  no 
more,  "  with  a  width  of  100  feet;  that  prior  to 
the  19th  day  of  June,  1878,  said  Pittsburgh 
and  Idaho  Gold  Mining  Company  had  or 
claimed  an  interest  in,  or  right  of  possession 
of,  700  feet  undivided  of  said  1,200  feet  of 
said  premises;  that  on  that  day  the  plaintiff 
Charles  Lockhart,  as  assignee  of  one  Newton, 
a  judgment  creditor  of  said  company,  and 
purchaser  of  said  interest  of  said  company, 
under  a  sheriff's  sale  thereof,  succeeded,  by 
sheriff's  deed,  to  whatever  interest,"  etc., 
said  company  had  in  said  premises;  that 
thereafter,  and  until  the  defendant's  dis- 
charge, in  August,  1885,  the  defendant  acted 
as  agent  for  said  Lockhart,  in  the  care  and 
supervision  of  said  mining  claim  and  busi- 
ness, and  improvements  connected  therewith; 
that  in  1883  the  plaintiff  Lockhart  contracted 
with  defendant  to  pa/  defendant  for  his  serv- 
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km  as  Btich  agent  6500  a  year,  beginning 
January  !•  1888,  in  consideration  of  whicli 
the  defendant  **  agreed  to  take  and  keep  the 
care  and  supervision  of  said  property,  busi- 
mas,  and  improvements;  prevent  waste  there- 
on; preserve  the  possession  thereof;  attend 
to  the  payment  of  taxes  and  hire  of  laborers 
to  perform  the  requisite  annual  labor,  to  be 
paid  out  of  funds  to  be  furnished  by  the  said 
Lockhart."     Alleges  performance  of  such 
duties  until  his  discharge,  in  August,  1885. 
Alleges  payment  of  such  salary  for  1883  and 
1884,  and  claims  such  salary  as  unpaid  for 
1886,  up  to  July  31st  of  that  year;  and  alleges 
that  the  assessment  work  for  1885  was  not 
done,  whereby,  and  ''by  force  of  the  law," 
the  claim  ''became  forfeited  and  relegated  to 
the  body  of  public  mineral  lands;"  and  on 
the  4th  day  of  January,  1686,  he  "located  a 
daim  as  the  «Ada  Elmore,'  including  said 
premiaes,  of  1,200  feet  long,  and  100  feet 
wide,  enlarging  the  location  to  1,500  feet  in 
length  by  ^  feet  in  width;  claiming  such 
relocation  for  his  benefit;  and  closing  with 
prarer  for  judgment  against  said  plaintiffs 
for  the  right  of  possession  of  his  said  Ada 
Elmore  lode,  and  for  costs,  and  that  the  Judg- 
Bent  "be  certified  to  the  register  of  the  land- 
office,"  etc.    The  case  was  tried  by  the  court 
without  a  Jury,  at  the  October  term,  1887. 
Findings  were  filed  December  10,  1887,  and 
judgment  for  plaintiffs  on  such  findings  of 
hd  and  law  was  entered  on  that  day.    The 
findings  and  judgment  affirm  the  right  of  the 
plaintiffs  to  all  the  lands  described  in  the  de- 
fendant's location  of  January  4,  1886.    This 
part  of  the  judgment  is  based  mainly  on  the 
following  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  of 
law:  '*The  court  finds  as  a  fact  that  on  the 
4th  day  of  January,  1886,  a  fiduciary  relation 
existed  between  the  plaintiffs  and  defendant, 
by  reason  of  the  employment  of  the  defend- 
ant to  procure  for  the  plaintiffs  a  purchaser 
for  the  property  included  in  the  defendant's 
k)caUon  of  January  4, 1886,  for  a  percentage 
of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  as  his  commis- 
non,"  and  as  conclusion  of  law  that  the  de- 
fendant, sustaining  such  fiduciary  relation  in 
respect  to  this  property,  acquired  no  rights  by 
his  relocation, — the  lands  so  affected  by  this 
finding  extending  beyond  the  original  claim 
in  length  250  feet,  and  on  each  side  250  feet, 
the  point  of  location  at  which  defendant 


placed  his  notice  being  at  the  point  of  plain- 
tiffs' shaft  in  the  Ada  Elmore  lode  claim. 
As  to  whether  this  finding  of  fact  is  sustained 
by  the  evidence,  it  was  further  found  that» 
during  the  year  1885,  the  annual  labor  re- 
quired by  law  (Rev.  St.  U.  S.  §  2324)  was 
performed  by  plaintiffs  on  said  Ada  Elmore 
lode  claim  by  caring  for  and  maintaining  the 
buildings  and  improvements  thereon;  and 
hence  that  the  claim  was  not  on  the  4th  day 
of  January,  1886,  subject  to  relocation.  We 
shall  consider  these  findings  hereafter.

It  was  error  to  admit  oral  testimony  to 
show  the  location  of  a  mining  claim  and 
transfers  of  interest  therein,  contrary  to  the 
statute  of  frauds.  Hopkins  v.  Koyes,  4 
Mont.  550,  2  Pac.  Rep.  280. 

The  admission  of  sheriff's  deed,  without 
showing  a  valid  judgment  as  a  predicate, 
was  trror.  Freem.  Judgm.  §  850;  People  v. 
Doe,  31  Cal.  220,  221;  Lanning  v.  London, 
4  Wash.  C.  C.  513. 

In  proceedings  to  determine  adverse  claims 
to  locations  of  mineral  lands,  it  is  incumbent 
upon  the  plaintiff  to  show  a  location  which 
entitles  him  to  possession  against  the  United 
States,  as  well  as  against  the  other  claimant* 
Gwillim  V.  Donnellan,  115  U.  S.  45,  5  Sup. 
Ct.  Rep.  1110. 

A  Valid  location  of  a  claim  is  not  made  by 
taking  possession  alone;  and  merely  working 
mineral  land  gives  no  right  of  possession 
against  a  locator  who  complies  with  the  reg* 
ulacions  prescribed  by  law.  Horswell  v. 
Ruiz,  67  Cal.  Ill,  7  Pac.  Rep.  197. 

The  right  of  possession  is  acquired  only  by 
such  compliance.  Belk  v.  Meagher,  104  U. 
S.  279;  Hopkins  v.  Noyes,  4  Mont.  550,  2 
Pac.  Rep.  280. 

Expenses  of  money  and  time  in  traveling 
about  matters  connected  with  a  mining  claim 
are  in  no  sense  labor  performed  on  the  claim. 
Du  Pratt  V.  James,  65  Cal.  555,  4  Pac.  Repi 
562;  Russell  v.  Brosseau,  65  Cal.  605, 4  Pac. 
Rep.  643. 

A  relocation  on  lands  actually  covered  at 
the  time  by  another  valid  and  subsisting  lo« 
cation  is  void;  and  this,  not  only  against  the 
prior  locator,  but  all  the  world,  because  the 
law  allows  no  such  thing  to  be  done.  Belk 
V.  Meagher,  104  U.  S.  284;  Garthe  V.  Hart,. 
73  Cal.  541,  15  Pac.  Rep.  93. 
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Lyttleton  Price  and  Hiohard  Z.  Johnson^ 
for  respondeuts. 

Mining  locations  and  transfers  of  mining 
property  prior  to  1866  may  be  proved  by 
parol.  Conveyances  of  claims  prior  to  1866 
may  be  made  by  parol.  Kinney  v.  Mining 
Co.,  4  Sawy.  382;  Mining  Co.  v.  Taylor,  100 
U.  S.  87. 

Color  of  title,  even  under  a  void  and  worth- 
less deed,  has  always  been  received  in  evi- 
dence that  the  person  in  possession  claims 
for  himself,  and,  of  course,  adversely  to  all 
the  world.  Pillow  v.  Roberts,  13  How.  477; 
Kennebec  Purchase  v.  Laboree,  11  Amer. 
Dec.  79. 

A  location  may  be  made  by  an  agent. 
Schultz  V.  Keeler,  ante,  305,  13  Pac.  Rep. 
481;  Gore  v.  McBrayer,  18  Cal.  682-588; 
Morton  v.  Mining  Co.,  26  Cal.  534;  Muriey 
V.  Ennis,  2  Colo.  300;  Thompson  v.  Spray, 
72  Cal.  528,  14  Pac.  Rep.  182. 

A  trustee  or  agent  cannot  deal  with  the  sub- 
ject of  the  trust  or  agency  for  himself.  Equity 
will  declare  any  act  of  the  agent  to  be  for 
the  benefit  of  his  principal.  Ewell's  Evans, 
Ag.  255;  Story,  Ag.  210;  Cooley,  Torts,  526; 
Gardner  v.  Ogden,  22  N.  Y.  327;  Ringo  v. 
Binns,  10  Pet.  269;  Bain  v.  Brown,  56  N. 
Y.  285;  McMahon  v.  McGraw,  26  Wis.  614; 
Michoud  V.  Girod,  4  How.  504;  Edmonstone 
V.  Hartshorn,  19  N.  Y.  9. 

Berry,  J.,  (after  stating  the  facta.)  A 
question  of  practice  and  of  evidence  is  pre- 
sented at  the  beginning  of  the  considera- 
tion of  this  case.  It  appears  that  the  find- 
ings of  the  court  below  were  filed  Decem- 
ber 10,  1887,  and  judgment  for  the  re- 
spondents was  entered  on  that  day;  that  a  case 
was  soon  thereafter  prepared,  including  as- 
signments of  error,  presented  for  settlement, 
and  settled  and  allowed,  on  the  28th  day  of 
January,  1888.  The  certificate  of  the  judge 
states  that  such  case,  with  assignments  of 
^rror  included,  were  "examined,  settled,  and 
allowed  in  the  presence  of  the  attorneys  of 
the  respective  parties. "  Both  parties  parti  ci- 
pated  in  the  settlement,  without  objection. 
The  respondents  now  claim  that  many  of  the 
alleged  errors,  if  errors  at  all,  were  commit- 
ted in  the  course  of  the  trial,  and  the  ex- 
ceptions under  Rev.  St.  g  4426,  should  have 
been  settled  at  the  time  the  decision  was  I 


made,  and,  not  having  been  settled  fornearly 
two  months  after  the  trial,  must  be  deenaed 
as  waived.    The  statute  declares  that  sach 
^exceptions  must  be  taken  and  settled  at  the 
time  the  decision  is  made,  and  no  order  of 
the  court  shall  be  made  for  the  settlement  of 
such  exceptions  at  any  other  time,  except  by 
the  agreement  of  both  parties."    The  action 
of  the  court  in  actually  settling  these  excep- 
tions on  the  28th  of  January  is  equivalent 
to  an  extension  of  the  time  to  that  day. 
Both  parties  were  present  at  such  act,  and 
took  part   in   the   proceedings,  apparently 
without  objection.    Such  tacit   consent  ia 
equivalent  to  an  "agreement  of  both  par- 
ties."   The  settlement  of  the  exceptions  was 
therefore  regular:    The  next  question  raised 
is  as  to  the  admissibility  of  the  evidence  of 
the  local  customs  of  miners  in  transferring 
interests  or  rights  of  possession  in  mining 
claims  prior  to  July  26,  1866.    The  original 
locators  of  the  Ada  Elmore  lode  mining  claim 
were  six  in  number,  and  the  witness  Sawyer 
was  one  of  them.    In  showing  a  transfer  of 
the  several  interests  of  some  of  the  several 
locators  to  the  plaintiffs,  the  witness  Sawyer 
was  asked:  "* Question.  What  were  the  cus- 
toms as  to  the  transfer  of  mining  property  in 
that  district  from  1863  to  1866,  till  the  pas- 
sage of  the  law  of  congress  that  year?    (Ob- 
jection was  made  by  appellant  to  the  ques- 
tion and  to  proof  of  custom  as  irrelevant; 
that  the  evidence  of  such  transfers  should  be 
in  writing.    The  objection  was  overruled, 
and  the  witness  answered.)  Answer.  I  know 
the  custom.    It  was  by  bill  of  sale  or  word 
of  mouth.    Eitlier  was  good  from  1863  to 
1866  to  a  friend.    To  those  unknown  it  was 
otherwise.    We  had  no  lawyers  to  write 
deeds.    When  a  sale  was  made  to  a  friend, 
he  would  just  step  into  possession." 

It  was  not  error  to  allow  this  evidence. 
The  act  of  congress  of  July  26.  1866.  clearly 
indicates  that  the  rights  of  mining  claimants 
may  be  subject  "to  the  local  customs  or 
rules  of  miners;"  they  not  being  in  conflict 
with  the  laws  of  the  United  States.  It  even 
allows  those  laws,  customs,  and  rules  of 
miners  in  establishing  the  right  of  a  claim- 
ant to  enter  snd  receive  a  patent  to  a  mining 
claim.  Tunnel  Co.  v.  Stranahan,  20  Cal.  199; 
Mining  Co.  v.  Taylor,  100  U.  S.  37.  The  new 
location  of  the  plaintiffs*  claim  is  admitted 
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in  the  answer;  that  prior  to  June  19,  1878, 
the  Pittsburgh  &  Idaho  Mining  Company, 
one  of  the  plaintiffs,  had  or  claimed  an  inter- 
est of  700  feet  of  the  1,200  feet  of  the  Ada 
Elmore  claim,  and  that  the  plaintiff  Lock- 
hart  became  the  owner  of  it  through  a  sher- 
iff's deed,  in  an  action  <igainst  this  company. 
Convejances  to  said  company  were  aliown, 
eoTering  the  balance  of  said  claim ;  also  that 
plaintiffs  had  been  in  peaceful  and  exclusive 
possession  of  the  claim,  with  claim  of  right, 
working  or  improving  it,  for  nearly  20  years. 
There  was  other  evidence  tending  to  show 
that  the  plaintiffs  were  rightfully  in  posses- 
■ion  of  this  property.  On  this  point  their 
daim  of  rightful  possession  was  fully  estab- 
lished. The  finding  of  the  court  below  on 
this  point  must  be  sustained. 

But  It  is  contended  that  the  labor  re- 
quired by  law  was  not  performed  in  1885, 
and  that  for  that  reason  the  claim  in  ques- 
tion was,  at  the  beginning  of  1886,  open  to 
reloeation  adversely  to  plaintiffs.  By  sec- 
tion 2ri24  of  the  United  States  Revised  Stat- 
utes the  holder  of  a  mining  claim,  to  main- 
tain bis  right  of  possession,  must  see  that 
'^ODB  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  labor  shall  be 
performed  on  such  claim,  or  in  improvements 
maide  thereon,  during  each  year."  The  ob- 
ject of  this  requirement  seems  to  be  that  the 
bolder  of  a  mining  claim  shall  give  substan- 
tial guaranty  of  his  good  faith.  It  cannot  be 
from  any  desire  on  the  part  of  the  govern- 
ment to  obtain  the  money  of  the  locator. 
His  right  of  possession  does  not  depend  upon 
any  money  consideration,  but  it  is  a  right 
founded  in  public  policy.  It  would  be  cleariy 
against  public  policy  for  one  to  take  and  hold 
a  mining  claim  for  years,  against  all  others 
who  would  be  locators,  merely  that  he  might 
speculate  upon  it,  with  perhaps  no  design  to 
develop  it.  Some  guaranty  of  his  good  faith 
is  required,  as  a  condition  of  allowing  him 
such  exclusive  possession.  The  labor  is  not 
required  to  be  applied  in  any  particular  man- 
ner, but  so  that  it  is  unquestionably  devoted 
to  such  claim.  McGarrity  v.  Byington,  12 
Cal.  426.  It  must  not  be  so  as  to  raise  a 
question  as  to  its  purpose.  The  exception 
made  In  the  statute  itself  invites  this  con- 
struction. It  is  conceded  that  this  labor 
may  be  in  digging,  erection  of  works  for 
mining*  in  plying  machinery*  or  in  build- 


ings on  the  claim,  necessary  for  its  working. 
In  the  case  at  bar  the  labor  of  the  defendant, 
under  hire  of  the  plaintiffs,  at  the  salary  of 
3500  a  year,  continuing  at  that  rate  to  the 
81st  day  of  July,  1885,  was  in  its  character 
precisely  what  It  had  been  for  the  two  pre- 
ceding years.  His  time  was  spent  upon  tlie 
property,  in  caring  for  it,  and  in  protecting 
it  from  deterioration,  loss,  or  danger.  It  in- 
volved daily  visitations  in  and  over  it,  and 
into  the  works;  in  fact,  as  the  defendant 
himself  testifled,  "in  doing  all  that  could  be 
done  with  idle  property."  The  exigencies 
of  the  mining  business  frequently  require 
property  of  this  kind  to  remain  idle  for  a 
time,  but  that  is  not  necessarily  evidence  of 
intent  to  abandon  it.  In  this  case,  at  least, 
the  acts  of  the  plaintiffs  show  that  such  was 
not  their  intention.  The  improvements  to 
be  taken  care  of  and  protected  were  valuable, 
and  consisted  of  buildings,  engine,  boiler, 
and  machinery,  hoisting  works,  etc.;  and, 
from  the  defendant's  evidence,  presumably 
costing  thousands  of  dollars.  They  had  been 
constructed  and  used  in  the  development  of 
this  mine.  The  plaintiffs,  with  them,  had 
worked  the  mine  for  years,  and  when  they 
needed  repairs  had  repaired  them.  The  hoist- 
ing works  had  to  be  rebuilt,  while  the  de» 
fendant  was  in  charge  of  the  property,  at  a 
cost  of  $2,300.  All  that  was  done  by  the  de- 
fendant for  the  plaintiffs  in  1885  was  clearly 
in  pursuance  of  their  former  well-established 
purpose. 

The  question  as  to  what  shall  be  under- 
stood as  '* labor  upon  mines,"  buildings,  etc., 
has  been  much  discussed,  in  cases* of  mining 
claims;  more  frequently,  perhaps,  in  cases  of 
liens  for  labor  done.  The  cases  have  mostly 
arisen  under  claims  for  miners*  or  mechanics' 
liens.  While  the  words  of  the  various  stat- 
utes are  not  always  identical,  there  is  a  gen- 
eral uniformity  in  the  words  used  in  these 
laws  witi)  the  statute  requiring  this  annual 
labor  upon  raining  clai ms.  Practically,  where 
the  claim  is  for  work  done,  the  statutes  re- 
quire it  to  be  done  on  the  property.  The  case 
of  Mining  Co.  v.  Bouscher,  (Colo.)  12  Pac. 
Rep.  433,  decides  what  shall  constitute  labor 
done  '*in  or  upon"  mining  claims,  under  the 
lien  law  of  that  state.  The  law  (section  1655, 
Gen.  Laws  Colo.)  reads:  ''AH  miners,  labor- 
ers, and  others,  who  work  or  labor  in  or  upon 
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any  mine,"  etc.,  "shall  have  a  lien,"  etc. 
The  court  holds  that  services  of  a  superin- 
tendent of  mines,  in  planning  or  superin- 
tendint?  the  erection  of  a  mill,  and  machinery, 
are  work  or  lalx>r,  in  or  upon  the  property, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  statute.  So  in 
Utah  (Comp.  Laws,  §  1221)  one  who  shall 
do  work  "upon  any  mine  shall  be  entitled," 
etc.  In  a  case  founded  upon  this  statute 
(Mining  Ck).  v.  CuUins,  104  U.  S.  176)  the 
court  say:  "It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  draw 
the  line  between  the  kind  of  work  and  labor 
which  is  entitled  to  a  lien  and  that  which  is 
merely  professional  or  supervisory  employ- 
ment, not  fairly  to  be  included  in  those  terms. 
Some  courts  have  held,  under  laws  similar  to 
those  of  Utah,  that  an  architect  who  furnishes 
plans,  and  superintends  the  erection  of  a 
building,  acquires  a  lien  thereon  for  work 
and  labor;"  and  cite  Stryker  v.  Cassidy,  76 
N.  Y.  50;  Insurance  Co.  v.  Rowand,  26  N. 
J.  £q.  389;  and  other  cases.  In  that  case  the 
claimant  of  the  lien  was  an  overseer  and 
foreman  of  a  body  of  miners,  and  his  claim 
was  held  good.  If  it  be  said  that  these  cases 
go  rather  to  what  shall  be  deemed  work,  we 
answer  that  is  precisely  the  case  at  bar. 
There  can  be  no  question  that  whatever  was 
done  was  done  on  the  plaintiffs'  claim.  So 
in  Oregon,  under  section  1,  c.  32,  Laws  Or., 
under  a  like  statute,  the  court  in  Falls  Co. 
V.  Bemick,  1  Or.  170,  give  a  like  construc- 
tion. 

All  the  authorities  cited  by  the  appellant 
on  this  point  are  consistent  with  the  same 
view.  The  strongest  case  cited  for  the  ap- 
pellant IS  that  of  Du  Prat  v.  James,  65  Cal. 
555,  4  Pac  Rep.  562.  A  party  had  leased  a 
mill,  located  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from 
his  claim,  but  whether  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  developing  his  claim  does  not  appear.  He 
made. efforts,  at  first  unsuccessful,  to  get 
water  from  a  ditch  to  operate  the  mill,  and 
traveled  to  distant  places,  to  see  agents  of  a 
ditch  company,  to  get  water  for,  as  he  claimed, 
the  same  purpose,  and  incurred  expenses  in 
time  and  money  In  doing  so.  Having  suc- 
ceeded, however,  in  getting  water,  "he  did 
not  use  it,  or  attempt  to  crush  rock  or  ore." 
None  of  tliese  acts  were  done  on  the  claim, 
nor  were  they  necessarily  connected  with  this 
mine.  Indeed,  his  failure  to  use  the  water 
after  he  had  obtained  it  raises  a  strung  pre- 


sumption that  he  did  not  intend  to  do  so;  at 
least,  not  to  develop  this  mine.  The  court, 
properly  as  we  think,  held  this  expenditure 
was  not  on  the  mine,  in  the  sense  intended. 
The  case  cited,  (4  Pac.  Rep.  562,)  is  the  same 
as  that  last  commented  upon.  The  case  of 
McGarrity  v.  Byington,  12  Cal.  426,  by  ina- 
plication,  at  least,  favors  the  view  we  take 
upon  this  subject.  It  holds  that  "work  done 
outside  of  a  mining  claim  with  intent  to 
work  the  claim,  to  l^  considered  by  intend- 
ment as  work  done  on  the  claim,  must  have 
direct  relation  and  be  in  reasonable  proxim- 
ity to  it;"  clearly  implying  that,  when  its 
purpose  is  self-evident,  it  is  within  the  stat- 
utes by  intendment,  if  not  literally.  The 
personal  services  of  this  agent  were  work 
and  labor.  They  were  performed  on  tlie 
property.  They  were  in  aid  of  the  develop- 
ment of  this  claim.  They  tended  as  directly 
as  acts  can  tend  to  show  the  good  faith  of  the 
plaintiffs,  and  their  purpose  not  to  abandon 
the  mine;  at  least  up  to  the  time  they  had  ex- 
pended in  its  preservation,  (in  1885,)  labor  to 
the  value  of  $333. 

But  it  is  contended  that  the  plaintiffs  have 
not  yet  paid  for  this  labor.  That  does  not 
affect  the  fact  that  the  labor  was  done  by 
their  procurement.  The  defendant  did  it  for 
hire,  and  may  recover  for  the  services  under 
his  contract.  We  conclude  that  on  the  4th 
day  of  January,  1886,  the  Ada  Elmore  lode 
mining  claim  was  not  open  to  relocation  ad- 
versely to  the  plaintiffs.  See  Morgan  t.  Til- 
lotson,  15  Pac.  Rep.  88. 

But  the  court  below  goes  further,  and  holds 
that  the  relocation  made  by  the  defendant  in- 
ures to  the  benefit  of  the  plaintiffs.  Under 
the  pleadings  such  relief  can  be  had.  The 
conclusion  is  based  upon  a  finding  of  fact 
that,  at  the  time  of  relocation,  the  defendant 
sustained  a  fiduciary  relation  to  the  plaintiffs 
respecting  this  property.  From  the  evidence 
it  appears  that  one  W.  N.  Frew,  of  Pitt»> 
burgh,  Pa.,  where  the  plaintiffs  resided,  and 
still  reside,  for  about  eight  years  next  prior 
to  the  beginning  of  this  action  acted  as  agent 
of  the  plaintiffs,  and  as  such  had  been  known 
to  and  dealt  with  by  the  defendant.  It  was 
through  Frew  that  defendant  was  in  plain- 
tiffs^ employ  about  the  premises  from  1883 
to  July  31,  1885.  There  was  much  and  con- 
stant correspondence  between  the  defendant 
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and  Frew;  and  on  the  termination  of  the  de- 
fendant's services  in  caring  for  the  property, 
Julj  31, 1885,  through  Frew  defendant  was 
tendered  the  further  service  of  finding  a  par- 
cbaser  for  the  property  at  such  sum  as  the 
jdalntifts  would  be  willing  to  take,  he  to  re* 
ceive  a  percentage  of  the  proceeds  for  his 
eommission  on  completion  of  the  sale.  The 
defendant  undertook  to  procure  such  pur- 
dttser,  bat  none  had  been  found  up  to  the 
banning  of  1886.  From  this  the  court 
held  the  relations  of  the  defendant  with  the 
pUintilh,  with  reference  to  this  property, 
vers  so  far  of  a  fiduciary  nature  that  he 
would  not  be  permitted  to  relocate  the  sub- 
ject of  bis  trust,  for  his  own  benefit;  that 
vhat  be  did  by  the  way  of  enlarging  the 
boundaries  of  the  claim  was  done  for  the 
bene6t  of  his  principals,  subject  to  their  right 
of  election  to  accept  the  same.  We  think  tbe 
ooott  bdow  was  correct  in  so  holding.  Nu- 
menMis  authorities  are  cited  by  the  respond- 
ent hi  support  of  this  decision,  but  the  prin- 
ciplo  is  too  well  settled  to  admit  of  contro- 
ytaj,  and  ws  omit  citations.  The  order 
denying  a  new  trial  is  sustained,  and  the 
Judgment  is  affirmed.

The  grant  contained  in  the  act  of  July  2, 
1864,  (13  St.  at  Large,  p.  865,)  is  a  present 
one,  both  by  its  terms  and  intent,  and  passes 
the  legal  title  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
road to  all  the  odd-numbered  sections  with- 
in the  iOrmile  limit  on  each  side  of  its  road. 
U.  S.  V.  Ordway,  30  Fed.  Rep.  35;  Schulen- 
berg  ▼•  HaiTiraan,  21  Wall.  44;  Leaven- 
worth, L.  &  G.  li.  Co.  V.  U.  S.,  92  U.  S. 
733;  Missouri,  K.  &  T.  By.  Co.  v.  Kansas 
Pac.  By.  Co.,  97  U.  S.  491;  Bailroad  Co.  ▼. 
Baldwin,  103  U.  S.JL26;  Buttz  v.  Bailroad 
Co.,  119  U.  S.  55,  7  Sup.  Ct.  Bep.  100. 

Berrt,  J.  This  case  comes  into  this  court 
on  appeal  from  a  judgment  entered  in  favor 
of  the  defendant  upon  an  order  sustaining  a 
demurrer  to  the  complaint.  Stripped  of  all 
minor  questions,  and  which  are  not  essential 
to  the  case,  the  main  issue,  and  that  on  which 
all  else  in  the  case  depends,  is  as  to  which 
party  is  entitled  to  the  possession  of  certain 
parts  of  sections  25  and  27,  in  township  49 
N.,  of  range  1  £.,  of  Boise  meridian,  in  Sho- 
shone county.  The  plaintiff  claims  a  right 
of  way  for  its  road  through  them,  under  the 
act  of  March  3,  1875.  It  claims  to  have  ful- 
filled all  the  conditions  of  that  act,  and  com- 
pliance with  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  land  department  of  the  United  States; 
and  that  since  the  3d  day  of  November,  1886, 
it  was  and  is  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  the 
act  of  March  3,  1875,  whatever  those  rights 
may  be.  The  complaint  demands  Judgment, 
declaring  the  company's  ownership  of  a  right 
of  way  for  the  plaintiff's  road  on  and  over 
these  two  sections  of  land,  with  right  of  pos- 
session, etc.  The  defendant,  on  its  part, 
claims  both  of  these  sections,  under  the  land 
grant  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Bailroad  Com* 
pany  by  act  of  congress,  July  2,  1864.  The 
lands  are  a  part  of  the  public  domain,  and  sub- 
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ject  to  the  operation  of  the  act  under  which 
the  plaintiff  claims,  unless  they  are  removed 
from  the  operation  of  that  act  by  the  grant 
previously  made  to  the  defendant.  The  act 
of  congress  of  March  3, 1875,  grants  to  rail- 
road companies  complying  with  its  condi- 
tions the  right  of  way  over  the  public  lands 
of  the  United  States,  except  such  lands  be 
contained  within  ''any  military,  Indian,  or 
park  reservation,  or  the  lands  shall  be  other- 
wise specially  reserved  from  sale.*'  The  case 
made  by  the  plaintiff  shows  its  right  to  a  right 
of  way  over  the  lands,  providing  the  defend- 
ant has  not  a  prior  claim.  It  is  contended  by 
the  defendant  that  the  odd  sections  *'  within 
the  40-mile  limit"  of  its  grant  are  not  "public 
lands,"  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  of 
March  3, 1875,  but  that  they  are  private  prop- 
erty, granted  to  the  defendant  for  certain 
purposes,  specified  in  the  granting  act,  and  in 
which  the  defendant,  prior  to  the  act  of  1875, 
had  a  vested  right.  In  support  of  this  claim 
the  defendant  cites  section  3  of  the  granting 
act  to  the  defendant,  of  July  2, 1864,  provid- 
ing ''that  there  be,  and  hereby  is,  granted  to 
the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  (Company  [for 
certain  specific  purposes  in  the  act  declared] 
every  alternate  section  of  public  land,  not 
mineral,  designated  by  odd  numbers,  to  the 
amount  of  twenty  alternate  sections  per  mile, 
on  each  side  of  said  railroad  line,  as  said  com- 
pany may  adopt,  •  ♦  ♦  free  from  pre- 
emption, or  other  claims  or  rights,  at  the 
time  the  line  of  said  road  is  definitely  fixed, 
and  a  plat  thereof  filed  in  the  oifice  of  the 
commissioner  of  the  general  land-ofiice,"  etc. 
Whether  this  act  did  or  did  not  vest  in  the 
defendant  a  present  property  in  these  lands, 
which  would  become  al^olute  as  of  the  time 
its  plat  of  route  should  be  filed,  against  pre- 
emption or  other  claims  arising  after  the  date 
of  the  act,  has  been  the  subject  of  some  dis- 
cussion in  the  courts,  and  the  decisions,  at 
first  view,  are  apparently  conflicting.  We 
think  this  supposed  conflict  is  more  apparent 
than  real,  and  arises  chiefly  from  changed 
circumstances  under  which  the  same  and 
similar  acts  have  from  time  to  time  been  con- 
sidered. The  policy  of  the  United  States  with 
reference  to  the  public  lands  has  ever  been  to 
retain  their  primary  disposal  exclusively  to 
itself.  With  that  exclusive  control  it  will 
allow  no  interference,  either  by  state  or  ter* 


ritorial  governments,  nor  by  any  means  which 
itself  does  not  institute  and  put  in  motion; 
and  we  are  cited  to  no  case,  and  know  of  no 
case,  where  the  government  of  the  United 
States  has  ever  allowed  the  public  lands  to 
be  made  subject  to  taxation  and  sale  for  taxes, 
under  state  or  territorial  laws,  so  long  as  it 
for  any  purpose  holds  the  title.    Improve- 
ments on  public  lands  may  be  taxed,  and  often 
are  taxed,  as  personal  property,  and  sold  for 
taxes,  but  the  soil,  never.    The  reason  is  ob- 
vious.   A  departure  from  this  rule  will  not 
be  presumed  for  reasons  less  than  a  plain  dec- 
laration by  congress  of  such  intent.    There 
is  no  such  intent  expressed  in  this  grant,  and 
the  intent  will  not  be  implied  as  against  tlie 
government.     Railroad    Co.  v.    U.    S.,  9S 
U.  S.  733.    What  the  company  may  do,  in 
pursuance  of  the  expressed  object  of  the  grant, 
in  the  sale  and  transfer  of  equities  in  lands, 
whether  earned  and  title  perfected,  or  the 
equities  still  inchoate,  is  quite  another  thing. 
For  resisons  satisfactory  to  congress,  and 
under  a  clear  right  reserved  in  the  govern* 
ment  to  do  so,  and  by  express  provision  of 
the  act  of  July  15,  1870,  the  title  to  these 
lands  has  been  retained  in  the  government; 
and  it  will  not,  except  through  the  author- 
ized acts  of  the  grantee,  done  in  pursuance 
of  the  objects  of  the  grant,  and  on  full  com- 
pliance by  it,  with  its  obligations  to  govern- 
ment, part  with  the  legal  title  to  the  property 
granted.    The  making  of  these  lands  subject 
to  taxation  by  territories  or  states  was  not  one 
of  the  expressed  objects  of  this  grant.    Its 
purpose  was  not  to  expose  it  to  confiscation* 
but  to  devote  it  to  the  building  of  a  railroad 
and  telegraph  line  from  Lake  Superior  to  the 
Pacific.    To  do  that,  means  were  prescribed 
by  congress  by  which  the  company  might 
mortgage  its  franchises  and  property,  includ- 
ing these  lands,  to  raise  money  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  but  to  allow  the  lands  to  be  incumbered 
by  taxation  would  at  once  raise  a  barrier  to 
the  object  for  which  the  grant  was  made, 
and  tend,  at  least,  to  defeat  its  real  purposes. 
Any  presumption  that  congress  intended,  by 
putting  these  lands  in  the  hands  of  the  com- 
pany, practically  in  trust,  with  a  beneficial 
interest  in  the  trustee,  for  a  specific  purpose, 
to  subject  them  to  immediate  taxation,  as 
soon  as  the  line  of  the  road  should  be  estalh 
llshed,  or  even  as  soon  as  the  lands  should 
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be  earned  by  the  completion  of  the  road,  or 
anj  section  of  the  road,  would  necessarily 
lead  to  the  most  serious  and  absurd  conse- 
qaences;  and  if  we  were  to  look  no  further 
than  the  original  grant,  with  its  expressed 
object  and  intent,  with  the  known  uniform 
policy  of  the  government,  in  having  no  part- 
ner in  the  primary  disposal  of  its  soil,  such  a 
decision  as  that  of  Railroad  €!o.  v.  Traill  Co., 
115  U.  8.  601,  6  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  201,  might 
have  beeoi  reasonably  expected.  Such,  how- 
ever, ts  not  the  reason  given  for  that  decis- 
ion. That  was  based  on  the  fact  that  the  gov- 
ernment had  a  lien  on  all  snch  lands  for  the 
eost  of  sarveying,  selecting,  and  conveying 
the  same,  which  cost  the  grantees  were  to 
pay,  and  in  default  of  which  payment  the 
government  might  be  obliged  to  retake  or  re- 
dispose  of  the  lands.  The  interest  of  the 
road  in  the  lands  is  not  such  an  interest  as  to 
subject  the  lands  to  territorial  taxation,  and 
80  that  case  decides.  But  it  does  not  follow 
from  anything  in  that  case  that  the  benefi- 
cial interests  of  the  company  in  the  grant  are 
any  less,  or  any  different,  from  that  implied 
in  the  obvious  meaning  of  the  words  of  the 
statute,  taken  with  other  portions  of  the 
granting  act,  and  the  act  of  July  15, 1870» 
reserving  this  power  in  the  government.  In 
^^onstruing  the  act,  the  nature  of  the  trust, 
the  character  and  relations  of  the  grantor  to 
the  propoty  granted,  its  rights  secured  by 
hiding  the  title,  its  uniform  policy  and  prac- 
tice in  avoiding  complications  in  the  primary 
disposal  of  its  lands,  and  the  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  object  of  the  grant  itself,  must 
not  be  overlooked.  Subject  to  these  specified 
conditions,  it  seems  clear  that  the  conclusion 
•Hived  at  in  Buttz  v.  Railroad  Ck>.,  119  U.  S. 
55, 7  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  100,  must  be  taken  as  the 
true  role,  in  defining  the  estate  and  interest 
of  the  defendant  in  the  lands  so  granted. 
Other  cases  define  it  quite  as  explicitly.  In 
that  case  the  court  holds  that  the  land  in  con- 
trovert, "and  other  lands  in  Dakota,  through 
vhich  the  Northern  Pacific  was  to  be  con- 
itmcted,  was  within  what  is  known  as  'In- 
dian Country  *  at  the  time  the  act  of  July  2, 
1864,  was  passed.  The  title  of  the  Indian 
tribes  was  not  extinguished,  but  that  fact  did 
oot  prevent  the  grant  of  congress  from  oper- 
ating to  pass  the  fee  of  the  land  to  the  com- 
pany.   The  fee  was  in  the  United  States. 


The  Indians  had  merely  a  right  of  occu- 
pancy,— a  right  to  use  the  lands,  subject  to 
the  dominion  and  control  of  the  government. 
The  grant  conveyed  the  fee  subject  to  this 
right  of  occupancy,  and  the  railroad  com- 
pany took  the  property  with  this  incum- 
brance." There  is  no  question  of  "incum- 
brance" here;  hence  there  was  nothing  to  be 
''removed"  before  the  rights  of  the  company 
attached.  The  court  declares  that  the  com- 
pany "  took  the  property. "  The  counsel  cites 
on  this  point  Schulenberg  v.  Harriman,  21 
Wall.  44,  which  case  fully  sustains  this  view; 
also  Railroad  Go.  v.  U.  S.,  92  U.  S.  738; 
Missouri,  K.  &  T.  Ry.  Go.  v.  Kansas  Pac.  Ry. 
Go.,  97  U.  S.  491;  Railroad  Go.  v.  Baldwin, 
103  U.  S.  426, — all  of  which  cases,  considered 
with  reference  to  their  particular  circum- 
stances, appear  consistent  with  Railroad  Go. 
V.  Traill  Go.,  cited  above,  and  no  reason  ap- 
pears to  question  the  correctness  of  their  con- 
clusions. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  inquire  as  to  which 
of  the  excepted  classes  of  lands,  named  in 
the  act  of  1875,  includes  the  sections  in  ques- 
tion in  this  action,  or  whether  they  are  in 
either  class.  The  United  States  had  already 
granted  these  lands,  subject,  of  course,  to 
the  reservations  and  conditions  of  the  act  of 
July  2,  1864,  and  to  the  requirements  of  the 
act  of  July  15,  1870,  ber€»fter  mentioned, 
when  the  act  of  March  3,  1875,  was  passed. 
It  is  admitted  in  the  complaint  that  the  seo- 
tions  of  land  here  in  question  are  now  **  with- 
in the  forty-mile  limit"  of  the  defendant 
company;  and  from  the  complaint,  which  was 
demurred  to,  it  is  not  apparent  that  they  were 
not  within  such  limit  at  any  time.  It  is  not 
pleaded  that  any  previous  location  of  the  de- 
fendant's road  had  been  definitely  made,  so 
as  to  leave  these  sections  out  of  that  limit, 
on  the  3d  of  November,  1886,  at  which  time 
full  compliance  with  the  act  of  1875  was  com- 
pleted by  the  plaintiff;  and  the  plaintiff  be- 
came entitled  to  its  right  of  way  over  gov- 
ernment lands  under  that  act,  and  we  can- 
not look  into  the  maps  submitted,  which  are 
not  a  part  of  the  complaint,  nor  indeed  alto- 
gether consistent  with  each  other,  for  the 
discovery  of  a  fact  of  which  the  face  of  the 
complaint  does  not  give  notice.  Undoubt- 
edly, if  such  were  the  fact  when  the  right  of 
the  plaintiff  attached,  and  a  change  in  the 
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defendant's  line  was  made  afterwards,  so  as 
to  include  these  sections*  and  it  were  so 
stated,  such  fact  would  demand  attention. 
But  such  is  not  the  condition  of  this  case. 
We  see  nothing  in  the  point  taken  under 
the  act  of  congress  of  July  15,  1870,  ''tl)at 
while  the  cost  of  surveying,  selecting,  and 
conveying  the  lands  granted  to  a  railroad  re- 
mains unpaid,  the  legal  title  of  the  lands  re- 
mains in  the  United  States;  that  the  cost  of 
surveying  the  land  is  a  condition  precedent 
to  tlie  right  to  receive  the  title  from  the  gov- 
ernment:" and  that  in  such  case  the  equities 
of  the  defendant  are  extinguished  or  im- 
paired, as  claimed  under  the  authorii^y  of 
Baihroad  Co.  v.  McShane,  22  Wall.  444.  The 
act,  under  reserved  power  to  amend  and  mod- 
ify the  grant,  merely  imposes  another  condi- 
tion precedent  to  the  government's  obligation 
to  patent  the  lands,  to-wit,  that  certain  costs 
of  survey,  selection,  and  conveyance  shall  be 
paid.  It  goes  no  further,  and  we  think  this 
retention  of  title  in  the  United  States  must 
be  considered  as  a  holding  of  the  naked, 
legal  title  only,  retained,  primarily,  at  least, 
as  security  for  the  cost  of  surveying,  select- 
ing and  conveying  the  lands,  but  leaving  the 
equities  of  the  company  in  the  lands  them- 
selves entirely  intact.  Such,  if  we  under- 
stand them,  is  the  view  taken  by  Judges 
Field  and  Dbady  in  U.  S.  v.  Ordway,  30 
Fed.  Bep.  35.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that 
the  defendant  had  a  vested  interest  and  prop- 
erty in  this  land,  prior  and  superior  to  any 
claim  of  the  plaintiff  under  the  act  of  March 
S,  1875.  The  j udgment  in  this  action  should 
be  affirmed.

Logan,  J.  The  defmdant  was  indicted 
by  a  grand  Jury  of  the  United  States  at 
Blackfoot,  Idaho  territory,  at  the  June  term 
of  court,  A.  D.,  1888,  for  a  violation  of  sec- 
tion 3  of  the  act  of  congress  approved  March 
22,  1882,  c.  47,  entitled  "*  An  act  to  amend 
section  fifty-three  hundred  and  fifty-two  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States 
in  reference  to  bigamy,  and  for  other  par- 
poses."  Under  this  indictment  the  defend- 
ant was  tried  and  convicted  on  the  12th  day 
of  October,  1888,  and  from  that  Judgment  be 
has  appealed  to  this  court.  The  errors  which 
it  is  claimed  by  the  defendant  were  com- 
mitted by  the  court  below  are  as  follows: 
(1)  Error  in  overruling  defendant's  chal- 
lenge to  the  jurors  Henry  Myeia  and  Thomas 
Holoomb.  (2)  Error  in  permitting  counsel 
for  the  government  to  ask  the  fdUowing 
question:  ''What  was  the  general  repute 
in  that  community  as  to  the  rslataona  esiit- 
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lug  Mtween  defendant  and  Rboda  Dim- 
mick?"  (8)  Error  in  the  refusal  of  the  court  to 
charge  certain  requests  made  by  the  defend- 
ant, and  error  as  to  certain  portions  of  the 
eharge  whieh  the  court  actually  delivered  to 
tbejory. 

Ab  to  the  first  assignment  of  error,  the 
Jurors  were  challenged  for  implied  bias,  and, 
in  the  absence  of  the  proof  or  evidence  upon 
which  the  court  below  decided  the  question 
«f  implied  bias,  this  court  is  bound  to  pre* 
some  that  the  decision  of  the  court  below 
was  folly  sustained  by  the  evidence.  The 
decision  of  the  question  of  implied  bias  is  one 
of  fact,  and  will  not  be  disturbed  by  an  ap- 
pellate court,  unless  it  is  so  clearly  against 
the  evidence  as  would  warrant  a  Judge  in 
setting  aside  a  verdict  of  the  jury  as  against 
Um  evidence.  Reynolds  v.  U.  S.,  98  U.  S. 
145.  In  order  to  establish  an  offense  under 
eectiop  8  of  the  law  of  congress  mentioned 
above  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  govern- 
ment to  show  that  the  defendant  actually  co- 
habited with  more  than  one  woman.    We 

have  already  laid  down,  in  the  case  of  U.  S. 
V.  Kantze,  ante,  446,'  (decided  at  this  term,) 

what  is  meant  by  the  term  ''cohabit"  in  this 
section*  and  defined  it  to  mean,  ''To  dwell 
or  live  together  as  husband  and  wife."  It 
therefore  becomes  necessary  for  the  govern- 
ment, in  order  to  convict  the  defendant,  to 
show  that  the  defendant  cohabited  with 
more  than  one  woman,  or  did  dwell  or  live 
together  with  more  than  one  woman  as  bus* 
band  and  wife.  This  was  the  substantive 
fact  to  be  proven,  and  the  only  manner  in 
which  it  could  be  proved  would  be  to  estab- 
lish the  acts  of  the  defendant,  and  from  these 
acts  it  is  for  the  Jury  to  say  whether  he  has 
dwelled  or  lived  together  with  more  than  one 
woman  as  husband  and  wife.  The  facts 
themselves  are  to  be  proven,  and  the  infer- 
ence to  be  drawn  from  the  facts  is  a  question 
for  the  Jury.  It  was  therefore  manifestly 
improper  for  the  government  to  ask  the 
qnestion  which  wss  asked  and  allowed  by 
the  court  in  this  case.  The  question  itself, 
if  answered  in  the  affirmative,  assumed  all 
the  facts  which  were  necessaiy  to  be  proven 
in  Older  to  establish  the  guilt  of  the  defend- 
ast    The  defendant's  guilt  may  be  estab- 

'A  Fee  Sep.  4ffh, 


lished  by  bis  own  acts,  but  certainly  to  as- 
sume the  guilt  without  proof  of  the  acts 
would  be  manifestly  improper.  Proof  of 
marrisge  was  not  necessary,  but  proof  of  co- 
habitation was;  and  under  no  circumstances 
would  this  form  of  question  be  proper  in  a 
case  of  this  kind.  Cohabitation  might  be  in- 
ferred by  the  Jury  from  the  acts  of  the  de- 
fendant, but  such  acts  should  not  be  inferred 
from  general  reputation.  In  this  case  the 
evidence  which  preceded  this  question,  so 
far  as  it  appears  from  the  bill  of  exceptions, 
would  not  warrant  the  question,  and,  in  fact, 
tended  to  prove  nothing.  It  is  claimed  that 
the  case  of  Cannon  v.  U.  S.,  116  U.  8.  bb,  6 
Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  278,  is  an  authority  for  sucn  a 
question.  We  are  unable  to  view  the  case 
in  that  light.  It  appears  there  that  facts 
were  proven  from  which  the  court  held  the 
Jury  might  infer  guilt,  but  no  such  question 
was  asked  or  commented  upon.  We  are  un- 
able to  find  any  authority  warranting  such 
evidence.  1  Greenl.  £v.  g  107;  2  Greenl. 
£v.  §  461. 

The  next  assignment  of  error  is  the  charge 
of  the  court  to  the  Jury,  which  was  given  at 
the  request  of  the  prosecution,  as  follows: 
"In  determination  of  this  you  will  consider 
whether,  under  the  facts  as  proved,  the  acts 
of  the  defendant  have  been  such  as  to  lead 
the  public  to  believe  that  the  relations  of  hus- 
band and  wife  still  continued.  If  they  have 
been  such  as  to  induce  others  to  believe,  or 
the  public  to  believe,  that  the  marital  rela- 
tions still  continue,  then  the  acts  of  the  de- 
fendant are  unlawful."  To  this  portion  of 
the  charge  the  defendant  excepted.  We 
think  this  exception  is  well  taken.  If  the 
court  had  charged  the  Jury  that  if,  from  all 
the  facts  which  had  been  proven  in  the  case, 
(if  there  were  any,)  they  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  by  such  acts  the  defendant  had 
held  out  to  the  public  that  the  marital  rela- 
tion existed  between  himself  and  the  two  wo- 
men named  in  the  indictment,  that  then  they 
should  find  the  defendant  guilty,  the  charge 
might  have  been  proper;  but  the  court  did 
not  so  charge.  Taking  into  consideration 
the  evidence  which  had  been  admitted,  and 
the  charge  of  the  court  as  given,  it  is  clearly 
misleading;  for  in  it  the  Jury  were  told,  in 
effect,  that,  if  the  defendant  had  by  his  acts 
induced  the  publio  to  believe  him  guilty* 
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then  they  must  find  him  guilty.  Nothing 
was  said  in  regard  to  the  acts  which  must  be 
the  foundation  of  public  opiniou;  nothing 
was  said  as  to  what  public  was  referred  to; 
but  merely  that,  if  the  acts  have  been  such 
as  to  induce  others  to  believe,  or  the  public 
to  believe,  that  the  marital  relations  still 
continued,  then  the  acts  of  the  defendant 
are  unlawful.  The  charge  of  the  court  in 
this  case  was  not  very  full,  and  did  not  ex- 
plain to  the  Jury  the  facts  that  were  neces- 
sary to  be  proven  in  order  to  establish  this 
belief  in  the  public;  but  by  the  admission 
of  the  testimony  which  we  have  already  re> 
ferred  to  it  may  well  be  supposed  that  the 
Jury,  without  knowledge  of  any  facts,  found 
the  defendant  guilty  merely  upon  the  gen- 
eral propf  that  his  acts  had  been  such  as  to 
induce  others  or  the  public  to  believe  him 
guilty.  It  may  well  be  said  that  this  was  a 
conviction  based  upon  public  opinion. 

It  is  again  claimed  tliat  Gannon  v.  U.  S.  is 
an  authority  for  this  charge.  We  think  it 
Just  the  opposite.  If  a  defendant  of  this 
kind  cannot  be  convicted  without  the  inven- 
tion and  application  of  new  rules  of  law,  it 
is  better  he  should  be  acquitted. 

It  is  unnecessary  in  this  case  to  consider 
the  question  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  court. 
This  question  has  already  been  considered 
and  disposed  of  in  the  case  of  U.  S.  v.  Kuntze, 
ante,  446,  21  Pac.  Rep.  407,  (decided  at  this 
term  of  the  court;)  nor  is  it  necessary  to  con- 
sider any  of  the  other  alleged  errors  in  this 
case.  It  follows  that  the  Judgment  must  be 
reversed,  and  a  new  trial  granted. 

Weir,  0.  J.,  concurs. 

Berby,  J.,  (dissenting.)  This  case  comes 
up  on  a  bill  of  exceptions.  The  evidence 
given  in  the  court  below  is  not  brought  up. 
Whenever,  therefore,  the  lawfulness  of  pro- 
ceeding upon  the  trial  depends  on  the  evi- 
dence given  at  the  trial,  the  presumption  is 
that  the  requisite  evidence  was  given.  The 
majority  of  the  court  think  there  were  two 
instances  of  error  on  the  trial:  (1)  In  the 
charge  of  the  court  to  the  Jury;  and  (2)  in 
allowing  evidence  of  repute  in  the  family  and 
community  where  the  defendant  resided,  as 
to  the  nature  of  the  relations  of  the  defend- 
ant with  the  woman  in  question,  and  whether 


they  were  regarded  in  the  family  and  com* 
munity  as  those  of  husband  and  wife. 

On  both  of  these  points  I  am  constraiiied 
to  dissent. 

First,  as  to  error  in  the  charge.  The  al- 
leged ground  of  this  is  as  follows :  Evidence 
had  been  given,  and  the  fact  was  not  denied, 
that  for  years  previous  to  the  1st  day  of  June* 
1886,  (the  beginning  of  the  time  alleged  in 
the  indictment  as  the  beginning  of  the  time 
covered  by  the  unlawful  cohabitation,)  the  de- 
fendant, having  a  lawful  wife  still  living, 
had  publicly  lived  and  cohabited  with  anoth- 
er woman,  one  Rhoda  Dimmick,  as  hia  wife; 
that  he  had  at  least  one  child  by  her.  She 
went  by  his  name,  and  was  in  that  comma* 
nity  known  and  recognized  as  the  defendant's 
plural  wife.  It  was  stated  by  defendant  in 
his  own  behalf,  on  the  trial,  that  on  or  short- 
ly prior  to  the  1st  day  of  June,  1886,  it  was 
agreed  between  said  defendant  and  Rhoda 
Dimmick  that  they  would  thenc^orth  live 
separate  and  apart.  It  was  shown  that  the 
defendant  still  supported  said  Rhoda  and  her 
child  as  formerly,  and  that  he  was  seen  at 
her  house.  After  the  cause  was  summed  up, 
the  court  charged  the  Jury  that  "if  from  all 
the  evidence  you  are  satisfied,  beyond  a  rea- 
sonable doubt,  that  the  defendant  has  cohab- 
ited with  the  woman  in  question  at  the  time 
or  any  part  of  the  time  mentioned  in  the  in« 
dictment,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  find  the  d^ 
fendant  guilty;  but  if,  on  the  other  hand,  yoa 
shall  not  believe  from  the  evidence,  beyond 
a  reasonable  doubt,  that  the  defendant  has  so 
cohabited  with  said  Rhoda  Dimmick,  then 
you  will  find  a  verdict  of  not  guilty.  In  this 
case  you  cannot  find  the  defendant  guilty  un- 
less you  find  from  the  evidence  that  defend- 
ant has  lived  with  his  wife  and  with  Rhoda 
Dimmick,  in  the  habit  and  repute  of  mar- 
riage, as  to  both  of  said  women,  between  the 
1st  day  of  June,  1886,  and  the  8th  day  of 
June,  1888;  and  if  you  find  that  prior  to  June 
1,  1886,  they  separated  by  agreement,  and 
ceased  their  relations  of  husband  and  wife* 
and  made  the  termination  of  those  relations 
notorious  and  public,  and  wholly  and  pub- 
licly repudiated  those  relations,  and  have  not 
since  lived  together,  or  continued  such  mari- 
tal relations  in  public  or  privately,  and  that 
he  has  only  contributed  property  to  her  sup- 
port, but  not  as  to  ia  wife,  then  this  does  not 
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constitute  such  a  cohabitation  as  is  con- 
demned by  law,  and  it  would  then  be  your 
duty  to  find  him  not  guilty.  This  change  of 
rela^ona  must  be  ical,  and  not  merely  colore 
able  and  unreal.  It  is  not  the  object  of  the 
law  to  punish  for  acts  of  justice- or  benevo- 
lence* There  is  a  wide  distinction  between 
such  acts*  and  such  as  the  law  prohibits. 
The  example  before  the  public  and  the  in- 
floence  of  such  acts  are  widely  diCTerent.  In 
the  determination  of  this  you  will  consider 
whether*  under  the  facts  as  proved,  the  acts 
oi  the  defendant  have  been  such  as  to  lead 
the  public  to  believe  that  the  relations  of 
hoahand  and  wife  still  continued.  If  they 
have  been  such  as  to  induce  others  to  believe, 
and  to  induce  the  public  to  believe,  that  the 
marital  relation  still  continued,  then  the  acts 
of  the  defendant  are  unlawful."  A  portion 
of  this  chai^  embodies  a  request  of  the  de- 
taidant*8  counsel.  The  part  embodying  the 
request  is  from  the  words,  "in  this  case  the 
jury,*  to  and  including  the  words,  ^find  him 
not  guilty."  The  court  declined  to  give  as 
requested,  except  as  modified  at  the  places 
where  those  words  occur,  by  inserting  the 
words,  ^and  made  the  termination  of  those 
relations  notorious  and  public,  and  wholly 
and  puUicly  repudiated  those  relations;" 
also,  *'or  continued  such  marital  relations  in 
public  or  privately;"  also,  ''butnotas  to  a 


It  will  be  seen  that  the  counsel  for  the  de- 
fendant himself  assumed,  and  the  court  as- 
sumed, as  it  was  in  fact  proved,  that  np  to 
about  June  1, 1886,  the  defendant  had  lived 
in  the  repute  of  matrimony  with  Rhoda  Dim- 
midc;  that  on  the  strength  of  this  alleged 
agreement  with  Rhoda,  testified  to  by  the 
defendant  himself,  and  which  nobody  but  he 
a^iears  to  have  even  suspected,  he  seeks  to 
evade  punishment.  With  the  amendments 
was  given  a  statement  of  their  true  Intent 
and  meaning;.  On  any  fair  reading  it  only 
amounts  to  this:  that  as  the  public  relations 
of  the  defendant  and  Rhoda  up  to  June  1, 
1886,  had  been  those  of  husband  and  wife, 
those  relations  would  be  presumed  so  to  con- 
tinue until  there  was  some  change  visible  to 
others  in  their  relations.  How  long  that  pre- 
sumption would  obtain  is  another  question. 
But  if  it  bold  any  considerable  time  after  the 
1st  of  June,  I8869  it  brings  the  case  within 


the  indictment.  Mere  illicit  intercou rse  was 
not  in  question;  but  the  offense,  under  the 
Edmunds  law,  is  the  living  in  the  repute  of 
marriage  with  more  than  one  woman.  The 
court  said  to  the  jury,  in  effect,  that  the  mere 
secret  agreement  with  the  woman  In  ques- 
tion was  not  of  itself  enough,  if  he  still  kept 
up  social  relations  with  her;  that  he  must 
show  to  the  public,  to  the  community  in 
which  he  lived,  and  while  he  still  continued 
to  visit  the  woman,  that  the  marital  relations, 
so  long  established  and  recognized  in  that 
community,  had  ceased,  and  that  those  rela- 
tions still  continuing  had  changed  in  their 
character;  that  his  acts  and  conduct  must 
show  this.  This  is  the  clear  spirit  and  intent 
of  the  Edmunds  law.  But  whether  the  pub* 
lie  did  actually  believe  in  the  reality  of  the 
change  was  not  essential;  only  so  his  acts 
were  such  as  tended  to  repel  the  presumption 
arising  from  their  conceded  polygamous  rela- 
tions. Such  is  the  view  taken  by  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  in  Gannon  v.  U. 
S.,  116  U.  S.  72,  6  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  287.  The 
judges  say:  '*This  offense  [unlawful  cohab- 
itation] is  not  on  the  one  hand  meretricious, 
unmarital  intercourse  with  more  than  one 
woman.  General  legislation  as  to  lewd  prac- 
tices is  left  to  the  territorial  government. 
Nor,  on  the  other  hand,  does  the  statute  pry 
into  the  intimacies  of  the  marriage  relation. 
But  it  seeks  *  *  *  to  prevent  a  man 
from  flaunting  in  the  face  of  the  world  the 
ostentation  and  opportunities  of  a  bigamous 
household,  with  all  the  outward  appearances 
of  the  continuance  of  the  same  relations 
which  existed  before  the  act  passed,  and  with- 
out reference  to  what  may  occur  in  the  pri- 
vacy of  those  relations.  Compacts  for  sexual 
non-intercourse,  easily  made  and  as  easily 
broken,  when  the  prior  marriage  relations 
continue  to  exist,  with  the  occupation  of  the 
same  house  and  table,  and  the  keeping  up  of 
the  same  family  unity,  is  not  a  lawful  sub- 
stitute for  a  monogamous  family,  which  alone 
the  statute  [the  Edmunds  act]  tolerates." 
The  instructions  of  the  court  in  the  case  at 
bar  go  no  further  than  this.  See,  also,  Mur- 
phy V.  Bamsey,  114  U.  S.  41,  42,  5  Sup.  Ct, 
Kep.  747. 

But  the  court  below  also  allowed  two  wit- 
nesses to  answer  as  to  the  repute  in  the  fam- 
ily and  community  whei'e  he  resided  as  to 
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what  those  continuing  relations  were.  This 
was  competent  as  showing  the  repute  in 
which  he  lived.  It  was  competent  in  show- 
ing the  nature  of  the  acts  proven,  though  not 
of  itself  sufficient  to  convict.  Such  is  the 
rule  of  law  applied  in  Utah,  where  most  co- 
habitation cases  have  been  tried,  and  also  in 
Idaho.  The  bill  of  exceptions  does  not  pur- 
port to  bring  up  the  evidence,  except  of  the 
identical  witnesses  to  whom  the  question  of 
repute  was  put;  and,  because  each  of  those 
witnesses  did  not  from  his  own  knowledge 
testify  to  sufficient  (as  is  claimed)  facts  of 
social  intercourse,  the  nature  of  which  facts 
were  in  question,  and  however  fully  such 
facts  may  have  been  proven  by  other  wit- 
nesses, the  contention  is  that  such  evidence 
of  repute  was  improper.  The  point  made  is 
practically  that  under  no  conditions  is  such 
evidence  admissible. 

Again,  it  must  be  said  the  ofFense  charged 
is  not  bigamy  or  polygamy,  and  a  marriage  in 
fact  was  not  in  issue.  But,  the  fact  of  hav- 
ing a  legal  wife  still  living  being  admitted, 
the  only  question  to  which  this  evidence  was 
directed  was  as  to  whether  the  defendant  was 
also  living  in  repute  of  marriage  with  Rhoda 
Dimmick.  For  the  purpose  of  qualifying 
those  acts  of  defendant,  and  showing  the  re- 
pute in  which  he  was  living,  such  evidence 
is  competent.  1  Greenl.  Ev.  §§  101, 103, 107 ; 
PettengiU  v.  McGregor,  12  N.  il.  179;  Tarpley 
▼.  Poage,  2  Tex.  139-149;  1  Bish.  Mar.  & 
Div.  §§  438-440.  But  to  enforce  this  objec- 
tion the  counsel  contends  that  the  facts 
known  to  each  witness  must  at  least  be  suf- 
ficient to  call  for  such  qualifying  evidence. 
This  distinction  between  those  identical  wit- 
nesses and  other  witnesses  in  the  case  is  not 
well  taken.  All  the  facts  proven  must  be 
taken  together.  Scott  v.  Lloyd,  9  Pet.  460; 
Reenan  v.  Hayden,  39  Wis.  558-^61.  The 
order  denying  a  new  trial  should  be  affirmed. 

Order  reversed.

CONDSMKATION  OF  POB8B8SORT  ClAIM  TO  LaNDS— 

Construction  of  Railroad— Compensation. 

1.  A  tract  of  nnsurveyed  land  of  the  United 
States,  of  an  agricultural  character,  was  located 
and  settled,  and  buUdinj?s  were  erected  on  It.  De- 
fendant, who  was  qualified  to  take  proceedings  to 


obtain  title  under  the  pre-emption  laws,  bought 
the  right  of  possession  and  improvements,  took 
possession,  made  improvements,  and  oontinnousJly 
resided  thereon,  located  the  section,  and  filed  tus 
declaration  to  hold  it  under  tbe  pre-emption  laws, 
and  intended  to  obtain  title  thereunder  when  the 
land  should  be  surveyed.  Provision  for  the  con- 
demnation of  possessory  claims  for  rights  of  way 
was  made  by  act  Cong.  March  8, 1875,  and  Rev.  St. 
Idaho,  tit.  7  Held,  that  defendant's  nossessory 
claim  could  not  be  taken  for  a  riff ht  of  way  hj  a 
railroad  company  having  no  right  to  the  laod, 
without  compensation.

If  possessory  claims  exist  at  the  time  a

Weir,  C.  J.  This  is  an  action  brought 
by  the  plaintiff,  in  which  it  appears  that  the 
plaintiff,  as  a  duly-organized  corporation, 
has  duly  filed  its  certificate  of  incorporation 
and  due  proofs  of  its  organization,  under  the 
act  of  March  3,  1875,  and  is  entitled  to  a

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Ha  nSlroad  over  the  public  lands  of  the 
United  Stotes;  tliat  the  defendant  claims 
thai  ba  Is  the  owner  of  a  part  of  said  public 
Und,  and  ihafc  be  is  entitled  to  the  possession 
of  the  same  aa  against  the  plaintiff;  that 
thereupon,  on  the  28th  day  of  July,  1888» 
pbdntUI  oommenced  proceedings  in  condem- 
nation againat  said  defendant  to  condemn  the 
light  of  way  for  its  road  over  and  through 
tlie  land  so  claimed  by  the  defendant;  that 
open  auch  proceedings  the  district  court  on 
tlie  13th  day  of  August,  1888,  appointed  com- 
naiasionera  to  appraise  and  assess  the  dam- 
which  the  said  Osborne  would  suffer  by 
«  of  the  said  condemnation  for  plain- 
tilTa  right  of  way;  tliat  the  commissioners 
took  testimony*  and  reported,  after  viewing 
the  premiaea  uid  hearing  the  testimony,  that 
ttie  total  damage  sustained  by  the  defendant 
liry  reason  of  the  taking  of  the  premises  by 
Um  plaintiff  were  $6,670.  The  plainUff  de- 
cUnea  to  make  tender  of  that  sum,  or  any 
sum,  to  the  defendant,  upon  the  ground  that 
the  defendant  is  not  entitled  to  the  posses- 
sion of  the  premises  as  against  the  plaintiff. 
Plaintiff  offers  to  pay  the  money  into  court, 
and  abide  the  determination  of  the  question, 
and  tbereupon  proceeds  to  ask  judgment  that 
it  m^  be  decreed  to  be  the  owner  and  enti- 
tled to  the  possession  of  the  land,  and  also  be 
entitled  to  enter  upon  the  same  for  the  pur- 
poaa  of  constructing  its  railroad  without  the 
paynaent  or  tender  of  the  damages  so  found 
by  tbe  commission;  and  asks  for  an  injunc- 
tion restraining  and  enjoining  the  defendant 
from  interfering  with  it  in  the  construction 
and  operation  of  its  road.  The  defendant, 
aaaweringt  alleged  that  he  was  in  all  re- 
apecta  qualified  in  law  to  initiate  proceedings 
to  obtain  title  to  160  acres  of  agricultural 
land  belonging  to  the  United  States;  that  the 
land  upon  which  defendant  was  in  posses- 
sion was  located  and  settled  upon  in  the  year 
1885  by  one  Seth  McFarren  and  Samuel  Nor- 
man, who  in  that  year  built  a  house  and 
oiber  buildings  thereon,  marked  off  the  cor- 
ners of  the  same,  and  partly  fenced  the  same 
on  its  exterior  boundary  as  defined  by  their 
corner  stakes;  that  said  McFarren  and  Kor- 
■um  resided  constantly  upon  the  said  prop- 
arty,  living  in  the  dwelling-house  aforesaid, 
and  ecHistantly  engaged  in  inclosing  and  im- 
ptoving  the  aame  during  the  year  1885  and 


down  to  March,  1886,  at  which  date  the  de* 
fendant  duly  purchased  the  same  from  them, 
paying  therefor  the  sum  of  $2,000;  where- 
upon the  defendant  went  into  possession  of 
the  entire  tract  of  land  comprising  160  acres, 
with  the  intent  in  good  faith  to  initiate  and 
perfect  tbe  title  thereto  under  the  homestead 
or  pre-emption  laws  of  the  United  States ;  and 
that  since  that  time  the  defendant  has  resided 
upon  the  ranch  continuously,  constantly  im- 
proving the  same,  and  completed  the  inclos- 
ure  thereof;  and  that  altogether  he  has  ex- 
pended the  sum  of  $8,000,  exclusive  of  the 
sum  of  $2,000  heretofore  paid  therefor,  aa 
aforesaid.  The  defendant  further  alleged 
that  the  proposed  right  of  way  of  plaintiff 
goes  through  the  center  of  defendant's  gar- 
den, which  defendant  has  thoroughly  reduced 
to  cultivation  and  set  out  in  orchard;  and 
conceded  that  the  land  is  unsurveyed  public 
land  of  the  United  States. 

The  appeal  in  this  action  is  from  thejudg^ 
ment  and  decree  only.  It  does  not  appear 
that  any  motion  for  a  new  trial  has  been 
made,  or  any  statement  been  filed  in  pur- 
suance of  section  4443  of  the  Bevjsed  Stat- 
utes of  Idaho.  We  can,  therefore,  in  dis- 
posing of  this  case,  consider  only  the  judg- 
ment roll.  If  that  appear  to  be  correct,  the 
judgment  must  be  affirmed.  Gamble  v.  Dun- 
well,  1  Idaho,  268;  People  v.  O'Gonner,  Id. 
759;  Purdy  ▼.  Steel,  Id.  216;  Caney  v.Silver- 
thorne,  9  Cal.  67.  The  findings  of  the  court 
in  this  case  are  conclusive  of  the  facts,  and 
the  only  question  that  remains  is  whether 
the  conclusions  of  law  are  supported  by  the 
findings  of  fact.  The  court  found  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  that  on  the  5th  day  of  July,  1886» 
the  plaintiff  became  a  duly-organized  cor- 
poration under  the  laws  of  Washington  Ter- 
ritory, for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
operating  a  railroad  through  a  certain  part 
of  Shoshone  county,  and  on  the  8th  day  of 
November,  1886,  filed  amended  articles  of 
incorporation  extending  the  line  which  the 
plaintiff  proposed  to  construct.  The  prop- 
erty in  question  is  covered  by  the  extension. 
The  court  further  finds  that  the  defendant 
is  a  native-bom  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
has  never  had  the  benefit  of  the  pre-emption 
or  homestead  laws,  and  is  in  all  respects 
qualified  in  law  to  initiate  proceedings  to  ob- 
tain title  to  160  acres  of  the  agricultural  land 
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belonging  to  the  United  States;  that  the 
lands  in  question  are  part  of  the  iinsurvejtid 
public  land  of  the  United  States,  and  agri- 
cultural in  character;  that  the  premises  in 
question  were  settled  upon  in  the  jear  1885 
bySeth  McFarren  and  Samuel  Normant  who 
proceeded  to  erect  buildings  thereon,  and  lo- 
cated the  same,  as  required  by  law;  that,  on 
the  18th  day  of  March,  1886,  in  consideration 
of  $2,000,  these  parties  sold  and  conveyed  to 
the  defendant  all  the  improvements  upon  the 
said  premises,  and  the  right  of  possession 
which  the  said  parties  then  had;  whereupon 
said  Osborne  entered  into  possession,  and 
continued  in  possession  up  to  the  time  of 
the  commencement  of  this  action,  and  has 
duly  located  the  said  section,  as  required  by 
law,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  re- 
corder of  Shoshone  county,  Idaho,  his  decla- 
ration to  hold  said  premises  under  the  pre- 
emption law  under  the  possessory  land  act 
of  the  territory;  that  during  all  the  time 
since  the  18th  day  of  March,  1886,  defendant 
has  resided  upon  the  premises,  making  the 
same  his  home,  and  has  made  large  and  val- 
uable improvements  thereon;  and  that  lie  in- 
tends to  obtain  title  to  said  premises  under 
the  pre-emption  laws  of  the  United  States, 
as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  surveyed  by  the 
government.  As  conclusion  of  law  from 
these  facts  the  court  found  that  the  defend- 
ant is  now,  and  at  all  times  since  the  18th 
day  of  March,  1886,  has  been,  the  owner  of, 
as  against  all  persons  except  the  United 
States,  and  in  possession  of,  the  land  and  prem- 
ises described  in  the  answer;  that  the  title 
and  right  of  possession  of  defendant  in  and  to 
said  premises  are  prior  to  and  paramount  to 
the  right  of  way  of  the  plaintiff  over  the  said 
premises ;  and  that  the  plaintiff  has  no  estate 
or  interest  in  or  to  the  right  of  way  over  and 
across  said  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  as 
against  the  defendant;  that  defendant  is  en- 
titled to  a  judgment  and  decree  of  this  court, 
and  that  he  have  judgment  for  the  costs. 

The  only  question  presented  in  this  case  is 
whether  the  defendant's  possessory  claim 
can  be  taken  by  the  plaintiff  without  com- 
pensation. It  appears  that  the  defendant's 
right  was  acquired  before  the  organization 
of  the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  plaintiff  had  no 
right  whatever.  The  act  of  March  3, 1875, 
provides  that  the  legislature  of  the  proper 


territory  may  provide  for  the  manner  In 
which  private  lands  and  possessory  claims 
on  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  may 
be  condemned.  Section  3  of  said  act.  It  is 
under  this  act  that  the  plaintiff  claims  its 
right.  The  legislature  of  Idaho  has  provided 
a  law  for  the  condemnation  by  railroad  com- 
panies of  the  right  of  way  over  possessory 
claims.  Title  7,  Rev.  St.  Congress  itself  by 
the  act  seemed  to  provide  for  oondemnatioa 
of  possessory  claims,  and  undoubtedly  the 
defendant's  daim  was  a  possessory  one,  and 
this  plaintiff  could  not  enter  upon  it  and  take 
it  from  the  possession  of  the  defendant,  un* 
less  it  had  a  prior  right,  without  due  com- 
pensation. The  question  of  a  rule  of  dam- 
ages in  a  case  of  this  kind,  where  the  prop- 
erty itself  is  property  of  the  United  States,  is 
another  question,  but  is  not  presented  for 
our  consideration  in  this  case.  It  appears 
from  an  examination  of  the  judgment  roll 
that  it  is  in  all  respects  regular,  and  that  the 
conclusions  of  law  are  susteined  by  the  find* 
ings  of  fact.  The  judgment  is  therefore 
affirmed,  with  costo.

LoQAN,  J.  This  action  is  in  the  nature  of 
ejectment,  brought  to  recover  the  possession 
of  certain  placer  mining  ground,  situated  in 
Shoshone  county.  The  case  was  tried  before 
the  court  with  a  Jury,  Verdict  and  Judg- 
ment in  favor  of  the  defendants.  The  appeal 
is  from  the  Judgment  only,  but  the  Judg- 
ment roll  contains  the  complaint,  answer, 
and  bill  of  exceptions.  The  complaint  al- 
leges that  on  the  11th  day  of  June,  1883,  the 
plaintiffs.  Jointly  with  one  Jesse  A.  Pritohard, 
by  their  attorney,  A.  J.  Pritohard,  made  a 
certain  mining  location  in  pursuance  of  the- 
act  of  congress  of  May  10,  1872.  The  an- 
swer admits  that  the  pretended  ownership  of 
the  mining  ground  described  in  the  plain- 
tiffs' complaint  is  based  upon  a  pretended  lo- 
cation thereof  by  one  A.  tf .  Pritohard,  as  the 
agent  of  the  plaintiffs.  Although  we  have 
no  evidence  before  us,  taken  at  the  trial  as- 
to  this  point,  yet  we  have  this  allegation  of 
the  complaint  and  the  admission  by  the  an- 
swer. It  was  therefore  proper  for  the  plain- 
tiffs to  request  the  court  to  charge  that  a  valid 
location  of  a  mining  claim  may  be  made  by 
a  duly  authorized  agent  in  the  name  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  principal,  and  that  when 
such  location  is  once  proved  it  as  completely 
segregates  the  ground  so  located  from  the^ 
public  domain  as  though  located  and  held  by 
the  locator  in  person.  The  fact  of  the  loca- 
tion by  an  agent  was  in  the  case  as  fully  as- 
it  would  have  been  had  there  been  evidence. 
It  was  absolutely  necessary  for  the  plaintiffs, 
in  making  out  their  case,  to  prove  this  allega- 
tion; and  they  could  only  prove  it  in  the  man- 
ner alleged.  The  answer  having  admitted 
the  manner  of  location,  evidence  of  the  man- 
ner might  not  be  necessary,  but  it  furnishes 
no  excuse  for  the  court  to  refuse  to  instruct 
upon  that  subject,  because  the  plaintiffs' 
whole  claim,  and  the  validity  of  their  location,, 
depended  upon  the  question  whether  it  could 
be  made  by  an  agent.  It  is  unnecessary  for 
us  to  go  into  the  question  as  to  whether 
this  request  to  charge  is  proper  or  not.  It 
was  the  law  of  this  case,  for  the  reason  that 
the  same  question  had  been  presented  in  tho' 
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name  action  on  a  former  appeal*  (ante,  805, 
13  Pac.  Rep.  481,)  and  the  charge  waa  there 
held  to  be  proper.  In  that  opinion  we  cer- 
tainly concur.  For  the  refusal  of  the  court  to 
charge  as  requested,  the  judgment  is  reversed, 
4ind  a  new  trial  ordered.

Logan,  J.  It  appears  that  on  the  2?th 
day  of  July,  1887,  the  plaintiff  commenced 
an  action  in  the  district  court  in  and  for  the 
First  district  of  Idaho  territory,  to  reooyer 
$800  upon  a  promissory  note  against  one 
Amadis  Seymour.  A  writ  of  attachment 
was  issued  in  the  action,  and  on  the  dOth  day 
of  July,  1887,  Burke,  the  appellant  herein* 
was  atteched  as  a  debtor  of  the  defendanL 
Such  proceedings  were  had  in  the  action  that 
on  the  25tb  day  of  October,  1887,  judgment 
was  rendered  against  Amadis  Seymour,  the 
defendant,  for  $884.21,  and  $49.55  costs. 
On  the  22d  day  of  Noyember,  1887,  the  plain- 
tiff filed  an  affidayit  in  the  action  stating 
that  the  defendant  Burlce  had  been  attached 
as  a  debtor  of  the  defendant  Seymour,  where- 
upon the  court  made  an  order  requiring  the 
defendant  Burke  to  appear  and  answer  touch- 
ing any  debts  due  by  him  to  the  defendant 
Seymour.  The  defendant  Burke  appeared, 
and  the  testimony  upon  the  examination 
seems  to  have  l>een  somewhat  conflicting. 
Upon  the  testimony  so  taken  the  court  below 
ordered  judgment  in  fayor  of  the  plsdntiff 
and  against  defendant  Burke  tor  the  sum  of 
$933.76  and  for  $26. 15  costs.  It  is  contended 
here  that  the  court  below  had  no  jurisdiction 
to  try  the  question  of  indebtedness  as  between 
Burke  and  Seymour  in  that  summary  man- 
ner, and  to  render  a  judgment  against  Burke 
as  a  garnished  defendant.  Unquestionably 
the  court  had  the  power  to  direct  the  d^end- 
ant  Burke  to  submit  to  an  examination  in 
respect  to  the  indebtedness*  but  had  no  power

«  totliorlty  conferred  upon  him  by  statute 
in  that  manner  to  direct  the  entry  of  judg- 
meDt  against  the  defendant  Burke,  without 
aUowing  to  said  defendant  a  hearing  upon 
iMues  duly  raised.  Bank  ▼.  Pugsley,  47  N. 
T.  368.  Section  4510  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes provideB  a  clear  and  distinct  manner  of 
prooMding  in  such  cases.  The  court  or  judge 
might  authorize  the  plaintiff,  by  order,  if  it 
seemed  to  him  proper,  upon  the  testimony, 
to  commence  an  action  against  the  defendant 
Boike,  and  in  the  mean  time  could  have  re- 
stamined  the  defendant  from  transferring  or 
in  any  manner  disposing  of  the  interest  of 
defendant  until  the  action  so  ordered  should 
be  disposed  of.

Logan,  J.  The  defendant  was  indicted, 
tried,  and  convicted  at  the  October  term, 
1888,  of  the  district  court  of  the  Third  ju- 
dicial district  of  Idaho,  in  and  for  Bingham 
county,  of  the  crime  of  perjury.  The  crime 
was  alleged  to  have  been  committed  by  rea* 
son  of  the  defendant  having  taken  an  oath 
known  as  the  "election  oath"  before  one  A. 
M.  Garter,  registrar  of  Bexburg  precinct  in 
said  county,  on  September  15, 1^8.  The  de^ 
fendant  contends  that  the  indictment  does- 
not  charge  the  commission  of  any  offense  by 
him,  for  the  reason  that  A.  M.  Garter  waa 
not  authorized  by  statute  to  administer  the 
oath  complained  of.  and  that  it  is  not  charged 
in  the  indictment  that  the  defendant  "know* 
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ingly"  took  such  oath.  Other  points  are 
raised  by  the  defendant  in  his  brief  in  re- 
gard to  the  charge  of  the  court,  and  in  regard 
to  the  refusal  of  the  court  to  admit  certain 
evidence  which  was  offered  by  the  defendant. 
These  we  cannot  take  notice  of.  Ko  excep- 
tion was  taken  to  the  charge  of  the  court, 
and  no  requests  were  made  to  the  court  by 
the  defendant  to  charge  in  his  own  behalf. 
The  exception  taken  to  the  refusal  of  the 
court  to  admit  certain  testimony  was  not  er- 
ror. We  have  no  bill  of  exceptions  before  us, 
and  no  evidence.  The  testimony  was  objected 
to  as  immaterial,  and  we  have  no  means  of 
ascertaining  whether  it  was  immaterial  or 
not.  In  regard  to  the  points  raised  as  against 
the  indictment,  we  think  the  registrar  was 
competent  to  administer  the  oath.  While  it 
is  true  that  under  the  general  act,  which  em- 
powerscertain  persons  to  administer  an  oath» 
the  name  of  the  registrar  is  omitted,  yet,  un- 
der sections  504  and  505  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes of  Idaho,  it  is  perfectly  clear  that  the  leg- 
islature intended  to,  and  in  fact  did,  by  these 
sections,  confer  upon  the  registrar  the  power 
to  administer  such  an  oath.  In  regard  to  the 
omission  of  the  word  "knowingly"  in  the 
indictment,  we  are  perfectly  clear  that  the 
use  of  the  words  '*  willfully,  unlawfully,  and 
feloniously  contriving  and  intending  to  pro- 
cure himself  to  be  registered,  ♦  •  *  up. 
on  his  oath  aforesaid  falsely,  wickedly,  and 
feloniously  did  say,  swear,"  etc.,  is  sufficient 
in  a  case  of  this  kind.  The  defendant  was 
called  upon  to  take  oath  as  to  certain  facts 
which  were  necessarily  within  his  own 
knowledge,  facts  which  pertained  to  himself 
alone,  and  which  he  was  bound  to  know; 
and  we  do  not  see  how  he  could  in  any  manner 
be  injured  by  the  omission  of  the  word.  Sec- 
tion 8286  of  the  Penal  Code  of  Idaho  pro- 
vides: ''Neither  a  departure  from  the  form 
or  mode  prescribed  by  this  Code  in  respect  to 
any  pleading  or  proceeding,  nor  an  error  or 
mistake  therein,  renders  it  invalid,  unless  it 
has  actually  prejudiced  the  defendant,  or 
tended  to  his  prejudice  in  respect  to  a  sub- 
stantial right."  For  the  defendant  to  make 
the  claim  he  does  would  seem  to  us  to  be  of 
no  force  whatever.  The  judgment  of  con- 
viction is  therefore  affirmed.  Judgment  af- 
firmed.

therefore  void.

From  a 
judgment  for  plaintiff,  and  from  an  order 
overruling  a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  defend- 
ant appeals.    Reversed.

The  different  killings  constitute  different 
torts,  and,  while  they  may  be  united  in  the 
same  complaint,  they  must  be  set  forth,  as 
they  are,  in  fact,  distinct  causes  of  action. 
Rev.  St.  §  4169;  Buckingham  v.  Waters,  14 
Gal.  146;  Watson  v.  Railroad  Go.,  41  Gal.  17. 

Rev.  St.  §  2680,  if  valid,  creates  an  abeo- 
lute  liability  on  the  part  of  any  railroad 
company  for  all  domestic  animals  killed  or 
injured  by  it  in  the  manner  designated,  un- 
less the  injury  occurred  through  the  neglect 
or  fault  of  the  owner.  The  effect  of  this 
statute,  if  it  means  what  it  says,  is  to  take 
the  property  of  one,  while  in  the  exercise  of 
a  lawful  pursuit,  and  in  a  lawful,  proper,  and 
careful  manner,  aud  transfer  it  to  another. 
This  is  not  due  process  of  law,  is  unconsti- 
tutional, and  void.  Gooley,  Gonst  Lim.  432 
et  seq.;  Zeigler  v.  Railroad  Go.,  58  Ala.  594; 
Railroad  Go.  v.  Geiger,  29  Amer.  A  Eng.  B. 
Gas.  275;  Railway  Go.  v.  Lackey,  78  lU.  55.

Every  one  must  so  use  his  property  as  to 
cause  the  least  injury  possible  to  every  other 
person *s  property,  and  the  state  may,  by  ap- 
propriate legislation,  enforce  this  duty,  even 
to  imposing  suitable  penalties  for  its  viola- 
tion.   Broom,  Leg.  Max.  pp.  275,  276. 

Statutes  of  the  kind  under  consideration 
are  upheld  on  two  grounds.  One  is  that  the 
owner  of  the  animals,  not  being  in  fault, 
ought  to  be  compensated;  and  the  other  and 
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moro  weighty  one  is  that  it  is  unsafe  to  pas- 
sengers and  employes  to  allow  cattle  to  run 
open  the  track,  anti  be  killed  by  the  engines. 
Hence,  to  prevent  the  liability  of  this  kill- 
ing, a  penalty  is  imposed  for  every  killing. 
Cooley,  Const.  Lim.  715;  Railroad  Co.  v. 
Hughes,  68  Tex.  290,  4  S.  W.  Rep.  492; 
Railway  Co.  v.  Mower,  16  Kan.  578;  Hop- 
kina  ▼.  Railway  Co.,  18  Kan.  462. 

liOOAN,  J.  This  action  was  brought  by 
the  respondent  under  the  statute  of  this  ter- 
litozy  to  recover  damages  for  certain  horses 
aUeged  to  have  been  killed  by  the  locomotive 
and  cars  of  the  appellant.  The  appellant  de- 
murred to  the  complaint,  which  demurrer 
was  overruled,  whereupon  the  appellant  in- 
terposed an  answer,  admitting  the  incorpo- 
ration of  the  defendant,  but  placing  in  issue 
the  remaining  facts  set  out  in  the  complaint. 
Upon  the  trial  of  the  issues  the  plaintiff 
pcDTed  the  killing  of  the  horses  alleged  to 
haTe  been  killed,  their  value,  and  rested.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  trial  the  defendant  re- 
quested the  court  to  charge  the  jury  as  fol- 
k>w8:  "^The  court  charges  you  that  though 
yoa  may  believe  that  the  defendant  killed 
each  of  the  horses  sued  for  by  running  its. 
engine  and  cars  over  against  the  same,  yet, 
if  yoa  further  believe  by  a  preponderance  of 
evidence  that  the  defendant,  by  its  agents, 
in  killing  any  of  plaintiff's  horses,  acted  as 
an  ordinarily  prudent  and  reliable  person 
would  under  similar  circumstances,  then  the 
plaintifr  is  not  entitled  to  recover  for  the 
horaes  so  killed,  and  your  verdict  as  to  such 
horses  should  be  for  the  defendant;  that 
mere  proof  of  killing  plaintiff's  horses  is  not 
snfficient  evidence  to  show  that  defendant 
did  not  act  as  an  ordinarily  prudent  and  rea- 
sonable person  would  act  under  similar  cir- 
cnmstances.'*  The  defendant's  counsel  ex- 
cepted to  the  refusal  of  the  court  to  charge 
as  requested,  and  this  exception  raises  the 
only  important  question  of  this  case,  and 
tlut  ia  the  constitutionality  of  the  statute 
under  which  the  suit  is  brought  and  sought 
to  be  maintained;  for  the  refusal  to  so  charge 
cannot  be  upheld  except  upon  the  statute. 
The  sUtute  (section  2680  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
otSB  of  Idaho)  provides  that  '^  every  railroad 
companj  operating  any  line  of  railroad  with- 
in thia  territory^  that  maims  or  kills  any 


horse,  mare,  gelding,  filly.  Jack,  Jenny,  or 
mule,  or  any  cow,  heifer,  bull,  ox,  steer,  or 
calf,  or  any  other  domestic  animal,  by  run- 
ning any  engine  or  cars  over  or  against  any 
such  animal,  Is  liable  to  the  owner  of  such 
animal  for  the  damages  sustained  by  such 
owner  by  reason  thereof,  unless  the  injury 
occurred  through  the  neglect  or  fault  of  the 
owner."  The  plaintiff's  counsel  concedes 
that  if  this  section  is  unconstitutional,  then 
he  is  not  entitled  to  recover  in  this  action. 
\t  is  equally  clear  that  unless  this  action  is 
based  entirely  upon  the  statute,  the  refusal 
of  the  court  to  charge  as  requested  was  error; 
so  that  the  only  question  to  be  determined 
in  this  case  is  one  of  the  constitutionality  of 
the  section  referred  ta  This  statute  makes 
the  defendant  liable  in  cases  where  the  mere 
killing  is  proven  without  proof  of  any  negli- 
gence whatever  on  the  part  of  the  railroad 
company.  In  fact,  the  killing  being  proved 
or  admitted,  negligence  is  presumed.  It  is 
conceded  that  there  is  no  general  statute  in 
this  territory  which  requires  railroad  com- 
panies to  fence  their  tracks.  The  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States,  in  a  recent  case, 
has  decided  that  the  law  compelling  railroads 
to  fence  their  land  is  not  unconstitutional* 
holding  that  it  is  a  police  regulation.^  Bear- 
ing this  doctrine  in  mind,  we  find  that  the 
authorities  which  have  maintained  that  acts 
of  this  kind  are  constitutional  are  based  up- 
on the  grotjnd  that  a  failure  to  fence  on  the 
part  of  the  railroad  company  is  a  violation  of 
the  statute,  and  that  the  damage  in  such 
cases  is  caused  by  the  wrongful  act  of  the 
defendant.  ISuch  statutes  merely  fix  a  pen- 
alty for  the  violation  of  a  duty  imposed  by  a 
valid  law  of  the  land.  As  we  have  stated, 
there  is  no  general  law  in  this  territory 
which  compels  railroads  to  fence  their  lands, 
and  in  order  to  hold  the  provisions  of  this 
section  constitutional  we  must  uphold  the 
right  of  the  legislature  to  inflict  a  penalty 
upon  the  defendant  who  is  doing  a  lawful 
act  in  a  lawful  manner.  We  do  not  feel  that 
we  should  uphold  such  a  statute  as  this. 
The  weight  of  authority  is  decidedly  against 
our  doing  so.  Railroad  Co.  ▼.  Parks,  82 
Ark.  131;  Zeigler  y.  Railroad  Co.,  58  Ala. 
595 ;  Railroad  Co.  v.  Lackey,  78  HI.  55.  The 
court  said  in  the  last  case  cited:  ''On  what 


>  RaUway  Co.  v.  Beckwitb,  9  Sup.  Ct.  Bap.  207. 
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principle  is  it  that  railroad  corporations, 
without  any  fault  on  their  part,  sliall  be  com- 
pelled to  pay  charges  which,  in  other  cases, 
are  borne  by  the  property  of  the  deceased, 
or,  in  default  thereof,  by  the  county  in 
which  the  accident  occurred?"  An  exami- 
nation of  the  section  will  show  that  no  de- 
fault or  negligence  of  any  kind  need  be  es- 
tablished against  the  railroad  company.  A 
penalty — for  it  is  in  the  nature  of  a  penalty — 
should  not  be  inflicted  upon  the  defendant 
by  the  legislature  for  doing  a  lawful  act  in  a 
lawful  manner.  In  fiict  it  has  no  power  to 
inflict  such  penalty.  The  running  of  trains 
by  this  corporation  was  lawful,  and  of  great 
public  beneflt,  and  has  served  more  to  de- 
velop the  resources  of  this  western  country 
than  any  other  agency.  It  is  not  claimed 
that  the  liability  attaches  for  the  violation  of 
any  law,  the  omission  of  any  duty,  or  the 
want  of  proper  care  and  skill  in  running 
their  trains.  It  is  contended  that  the  stat- 
ute should  be  construed  so  that  it  may  estab- 
lish a  rule  of  prima  facie  evidence  of  negli- 
gence. Such  construction  of  the  statute  does 
not  seem  to  us  a  fair  one.  The  language  is 
plain,  and  it  was  clearly  the  intention  of  the 
legislature  to  make  the  killing  of  the  animal 
by  the  railroad  company  the  only  test  of  its 
liability.  To  do  this,  in  our  opinion,  would 
be  an  act  of  great  injustice,  and  would  be  a 
dear  violation  of  the  constitution.  It  is 
with  great  reluctance  that  we  pass  upon  this 
statute,  and  we  would  not  do  so  if  it  were 
possible  to  dispose  of  this  case  Justly  upon 
any  other  basis;  but  the  refusal  to  charge  as 
requested,  and  the  overruling  of  defendant's 
demurrer,  can  be  upheld  upon  no  other 
ground  than  upon  the  existence  of  this  stat- 
ute, for,  in  the  absence  of  the  statute,  both 
rulings  are  manifestly  error.  A  statute  of 
this  character — one  precisely  similar  to  the 
one  in  question — has  lately  been  passed  upon 
by  the  supreme  court  of  Montana  in  the  case 
of  Bielenberg  v.  Railway  Co.,  20  Pac.  Rep. 
814.  That  court  has  declared  such  an  act 
unconstitutional.  We  are  inclined  to  follow 
the  decision  of  that  court.  The  judgment 
and  order  appealed  from  are  therefore  re- 
versed, and  a  new  trial  granted.  Judgment 
reversed*

There  being  findings  in  the  record,  there  is 
no  presumption  of  the  waiving  of  findings 
upon  any  issue.

Hence  the  survey  of  plain- 
tiff was,  at  the  time  it  was  made,  and  ever 
since  has  been,  and  is  now,  absolutely  void 
as  against  the  defendant,  which  has,  subse- 
quent to  such  survey,  surveyed  and  construct- 
ed its  road  over  the  same.  Belk  v.  Meagher, 
104  U.  S.  279;  Railroad  Co.  v.  Sture,  32 
Minn.  95,  20  N.  W.  Rep.  229. 

Weir,  C.  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from  a 
Judgment  in  fkvor  of  the  plaintiff  against 
the  defendants,  in  which  the  plaintiff  asks  a 
Judgment  and  decree  of  this  court  enjoining 
the  defendant,  and  all  persons  claiming  un- 
der it,  from  in  any  manner  entering  upon  the 
right  of  way  of  the  plaintiff  at  the  town  of 
Wallace,  in  the  county  of  Shoshone,  extend- 
ing in  length  a  mile  and  a  half,  and  in  width 
100  feet  on  each  side  of  the  central  line  of 
the  railroad  of  plaintiff,  as  surveyed  and  des- 
ignated on  the  ground,  and  from  further 
constructing  said  railroad  on  said  right  of 
way,  and  from  interfering  with  the  plaintiff 
in  the  peaceable  and  exclusive  possession  and 
occupancy  of  said  right  of  way;  and  that  the 
title  be  decreed  in  the  plaintiff  as  against  the 
defendant.  It  therefore  appears  that  this  ac- 
tion is  for  a  final  Judgment  of  injunction  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiff  and  against  the  defend- 
ant. An  answer  was  interposed  by  the  de- 
fendant, and  upon  issues  framed  the  cause 
came  on  for  trial.  A  preliminary  injunction 
was  granted  in  this  cause,  but  was  subse- 
quently vacated  upon  motion.  It  appears 
from  the  findings  in  this  case  that,  at  the 
uime  of  the  trial  thereof,  the  defendant  had 
completed  its  line  of  road  over  the  disputed 
ground,  and  was  in  the  actual  use  and  occu- 
pation of  the  same.  The  plaintiff,  it  would 
seem,  had  an  adequate  remedy  at  law,  if  its 
contention  is  correct,  and  the  court  below 
was  right  in  refusing  a  judgment  of  perpet- 
ual injunction,  as  prayed  for;  but  we  think 
that  the  court  should  not,  in  that  case,  have 
passed  upon  the  ownership  and  title  of  the 
premises  in  question,  but  should  have  left 
the  plaintiff  to  his  action  at  law.  The  Judg- 
ment of  the  court  below  should  be  modified 
as  we  have  stated,  and.  as  modified,  the  same 
is  affirmed,  without  costs  to  either  party  in 
this  court  or  in  the  court  below. 
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Bbrrt,  J.,  {dissenting.)  The  plaintiff  is 
a  company  duly  created  and  organized  under 
the  laws  of  Washington  Territory  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  a  rail- 
way in  Idaho  territory,  including  on  its  line 
the  premises  more  especially  in  question  in 
this  action.  The  defendant  is  also  a  com- 
pany duly  organized  for  a  like  purpose  under 
the  laws  of  the  territory  of  Montana.  Both 
parties  began  their  survey  of  this  section  of 
their  respective  roads,  as  appears  by  the  find- 
ings of  the  court,  on  the  same  day,  (October 
22, 1886,)  and  completed  their  surveys, — the 
plaintiff  on  the  8th  day  of  December,  1886, 
and  the  defendant,  on  the  5th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1886.  The  plats  of  the  respective  roads 
were  filed  in  the  United  States  land-office  in 
said  district, — ^the  defendant's  on  the  8th 
day  of  November,  1886,  and  the  plaintiffs, 
December  23,  1886, — and  certified  and  ap- 
proved by  the  commissioner  of  the  Interior, 
February  11, 1887.  The  plats  in  each  case 
showed  the  center  line  of  the  route  claimed 
by  each,  at  point  on  the  South  Fork  of  the 
OoBur  d' Alene  river.  The  lines  of  the  roads, 
as  marked  on  the  respective  maps,  diverge 
fzom  each  other  as  follows: 


The  plalntlfiTs  line  is  marked  ''C,**  and 
tile  defendant's  line  is  marked  ''B."  The 
premises  in  controversy  are  from  the  point 
of  crossing  of  these  two  lines  C  and  B  east- 
ward up  the  stream  a  distance  of  about  one 
and  a  half  miles.  The  valley  of  the  South 
Fork  of  the  Coeur  d' Alene  river  at   this 


place  is  alleged  by  the  defendant  In  its  aiu 
swer  to  be  aboat  80  rods  wide.  The  stream 
appears  to  run  near  the  northern  boundary 
of  th'b  valley.  After  the  respective  plats  were 
duly  approved  and  filed,  July  11,  1887,  the 
chief  engineer  of  the  defendant,  George  P. 
Jones,  by  a  written  notice,  advised  the  plain- 
tiff that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  defend- 
ant to  construct  its  said  road  ''on  its  loca^ 
tion  as  filed."  It  is  also  admitted  by  the  de- 
fendant, and  is  part  of  the  bill  of  exceptions 
allowed  herein,  that  August  23,  1887.  and 
before  the  defendant  had  began  work  on  the 
premises  in  question,  the  plaintiff  deliyered 
to  the  defendant  the  following  notice:  "En- 
gineer's Camp  W.  &  I.  B.  B.  Go.  (July  IStfa.) 
August  23rd,  1887.  To  George  P.  Jones, 
Engineer  in  charge,  Coeur  d' Alene  Bailwaj 
&  Navigation  Ck>. — Dear  Sir:  Yon,  and  all 
parties  in  your  charge,  or  in  the  employ  of 
the  Goeur  d'Alene  Bailway  &  Nayigation 
Company,  are  hereby  notified  that  the  Wash- 
ington and  Idaho  Bailroad  Company,  a  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  laws  of  Wash- 
ington Territory,  and  authorized  to  transact 
business  in  Idaho  territory,  lias  heretofore 
duly  filed  complete  maps  of  its  branch  line 
from  old  Mission  to  Mullan,  Idaho,  under 
the  act  of  congress  approved  March  3rd« 
1875,  entitied  *An  act  granting  right  of 
way  to  railroads  through  the  public  lands,' 
and,  having  complied  with  the  rules  and 
r^ulations  of  the  honorable  department  of 
the  interior,  the  said  maps  were  duly  ap- 
proved by  the  said  department,  and  a  right 
of  way  through  the  public  domain  secured 
by  said  company.  Therefore  you,  and  all 
servants  and  employes  and  privies  of  the 
C<Bur  d'Alene  Bailway  and  Navigation 
Company,  are  warned  to  desist  from  oocupy- 
ing  any  portion  whatever  of  the  said  Wash- 
ington and  Idaho  Bailroad  Company*8  right 
of  way  as  the  same  is  staked  out  and  surveyed, 
and  as  shown  by  its  said  maps  now  on  file. 
The  Washington  and  Idaho  Bailboad 
Co.,  by  W.  H.  Burrts,  Engineer  in  Charge." 
That,  after  the  interchange  of  notices,  the 
defendant  entered  upon  Uie  route  on  plain- 
tiff's map  marked  **line  C,"  and  was  in  pro- 
cess of  constructing  its  road  along  said  line 
C  when  this  action  for  an  injunction  was 
begun. 
The  main  question  is  as  to  which  of  these 
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eompaniM  is  the  owner  of  this  right  of  way 
at  the  pbice  in  dispute.  Both  companies 
dalm  it  under  the  act  of  congress  of  March 
3,  lb75,  granting  to  railroads  the  right  of 
way  through  the  pobhc  lands  of  the  United 
8tates.  Section  1  provides:  *'The  right  of 
way  through  the  public  lands  of  the  United 
States  is  hereby  granted  to  any  railroad  com- 
pany duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  any 
state  or  territory.  •  «  •  which  shall 
hafe  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  interior 
a  e<^  of  its  articles  of  incorporation,  and 
due  proofs  of  its  organization  under  the 
nme»  to  the  extent  of  one  hundred  feet  on 
each  side  of  the  central  line  of  said  road. " 
Section  8  anthorizes  the  territorial  legisla- 
tare  to  provide  for  the  manner  in  which 
private  lands*  and  possessory  claims  on  pub- 
lie  lands  of  the  United  States,  may  be  con- 
demned, etc.  Section  4:  ''Any  railroad 
eompany  desiring  to  secure  the  benefits  of 
this  act  shall,  within  twelve  months  after 
tiie  location  of  any  section  of  twenty  miles 
of  its  road,  if  the  same  be  upon  surveyed 
lands,  and,  if  upon  onsurveyed  lands, 
within  twelTe  months  after  the  survey 
thereof  1^  the  United  States,  iile  with  the 
register  of  the  land-offlce  for  the  district 
where  each  land  Is  located  a  profile  of  its 
road;  and,  npon  approval  thereof  by  the  sec- 
Rtaiy  of  the  interior,  the  same  shall  be  noted 
upon  the  plafca  in  said  ofllce;  and  thereafter 
all  soch  lands,  over  which  such  right  of  way 
aball  pass,  ahail  be  disposed  of  subject  to 
SQch  right  of  way:  provided,  that,  if  any  sec- 
ttoa  of  said  road  shall  not  be  completed  with- 
in five  years  after  the  location  of  said  seo- 
tkm,  the  rights  herein  granted  shall  be  for- 
feited as  to  any  such  uncompleted  section  of 
aaidroad." 

This  Is  not  a  grant  to  any  particular  rail- 
road eompany,  but  it  is  an  offer  to  all  com- 
panies, otherwise  entitled,  which  shall  com- 
p^wlth  the  conditions  of  the  act.  When 
eomplied  with.  It  is  only  operative  to  the  ex- 
tent of  100  feet  on  each  side  of  the  central 
Ihfee  of  said  road,  subject  to  the  conditions 
that,  if  aft^  such  compliance  the  road  shall 
not  be  built  within  five  years,  the  rights 
granted  shall  be  forfeited  as  to  such  uncom- 
pleted parts  of  said  section.  The  act  of  lo- 
cation must  define  the  center  of  the  right  of 
way.    To  every  ^rant  of  this  nature  there 


must  be  two  parties, — the  grantor  and  the 
grantee.  The  United  States  is  the  grantor, 
and  the  company  claiming  is  the  grantee. 
When  the  act  has  passed  congress,  some- 
thing else  remains  to  be  done.  The  rights 
granted  must  be  made  definite,  through  the 
supervision  and  approval  of  the  depart- 
ment of  the  interior.  That  is  the  plain  in- 
tent of  the  act,  though  the  secretary  of  the 
interior  may  not,  by  any  merely  captious  re- 
fusal to  approve  a  locHtion,  defeat  the  objects 
of  the  act.  It  is  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  rights  not  only  of  applicants  under  the 
act  defined,  but  also  that  ungranted  privi- 
leges may  be  known,  both  to  the  United 
States'  authorities  and  to  other  claimants, 
that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  interior 
department  of  November  7,  1879,  were 
adopted. 

Bule  first,  and  all  of  its  subdivisions,  are 
merely  directory,  and  as  to  what  evidence  thd 
government  will  require  as  to  the  corporate 
existence  of  the  claimants.  Bule  2  prescribes 
that  upon  the  location  of  any  section  of  th^ 
line  of  route  of  its  road,  not  exceeding  20 
miles  in  length,  the  company  must  file  with 
the  register  of  the  land-district  in  which  said 
section  of  the  road,  or  greater  portion  there- 
of, is  located,  a  map  for  the  approval  of  the 
secretary  of  the  interior,  showing  the  ter- 
mini of  such  portion  of  the  road,  its  lengtht 
and  its  route  over  the  public  lands,  accord- 
ing to  the  public  surveys.  The  map  must  be 
filed  within  12  months  after  the  location  of 
such  portion  of  the  road,  if  located  upon  sur- 
veyed lands,  and,  if  upon  unsurveyed  lands, 
within  12  months  after  the  survey  thereof. 
This,  too,  is  directory,  and  a  condition  on 
which  the  department  will  act.  Bule  8  pre- 
scribes what  acts  are  required  before  it  will 
consider  the  location  as  fixed,  as  between  the 
claimant  and  the  government,  and  other 
claimants  from  the  government.  Bule  4: 
"Should  the  company  desire  to  construct  its 
road  over  lands  prior  to  their  survey,  it  must 
file,  in  manner  as  heretofore  indicated,  a  map 
of  its  surveyed  route,  without  waiting  until 
the  lands  are  surveyed,  and,  upon  approval 
thereof,  may  proceed  with  construction;  but, 
immediately  on  survey  of  the  lands  over 
which  the  road  passes,  the  company  must  also 
file  a  map  showing  the  line  of  route  of  its 
road  over  such  lands,  in  order  that  the  prop- 
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er  notes  and  records  for  the  protection  of  its 
rights  may  be  made."  As  tliis  provision 
was  fully  and  voluntarily  acted  upon  and 
complied  with  by  both  companies  in  their 
dealing  with  the  government,  by  each  mak- 
ing a  plat  showing  its  line  of  route,  obtain- 
ing it  to  be  approved  by  the  secretary  of  the 
interior,  and  filing  it  in  the  United  States 
land-office,  perhaps  nothing  more  need  be 
here  said  of  the  right  of  the  interior  depart- 
ment to  make  tliis  or  any  of  these  rules.  Yet 
its  validity  is  drawn  in  question  by  the  find- 
ings of  the  court  below,  as  being  without  au- 
thority. A  grant  shall  be  construed  most 
favorably  to  the  government.  In  such  case 
the  government  is  deprived  of  no  power  by 
implication.  The  question  of  its  power  to 
prescribe  rules  is  not  so  much  by  what  au- 
thority does  the  land  department  exercise 
this  right,  but  rather  how»  if  at  all,  has  its 
exercise  been  denied.  As  we  have  seen,  it 
is  proper  and  necessary  that  the  government 
shall  always  be  apprised  of  the  limits  of  an 
adverse  right,  or  claim  of  right,  and  to  this 
end  it  is  proper  that  its  construction  of  the 
law,  as  well  as  the  conditions  and  limita- 
tions  of  its  own  acts  of  consent  and  approv- 
al, should  be  distinctly  known.  That,  as  I 
understand  this  rule,  is  precisely  what  it 
does.  I  do  not  concur  with  the  court  in  Ore- 
gon in  case  of  U.  S.  v.  Chaplin,  81  Fed.  Bep. 
892,  in  which  rule  fourth  is  held  to  be  with- 
out authority  and  void.  It  is  precisely  such 
apparent  abuses  of  the  privileges,  under  the 
act  of  March  3,  1875,  as  are  there  alleged, 
(and  by  the  demurrer  admitted,)  which  made 
such  precautions  on  the  part  of  the  govern- 
ment necessary.  Those  rules  do  not  pretend 
to  create  rights,  nor  to  deny  rights  granted 
by  congress,  but  in  this  instance,  at  least,  by 
exercise  of  a  reserved  and  commonly  exer- 
cised right  of  judgment,  to  put  upon  the 
complete  compact  the  construction  of  the 
government.  Such  construction  is  the  light 
by  which  the  acts  of  the  department  are  to  be 
eonstrued  and  understood.  Beference  to  this 
rights  in  the  head  of  the  land  department,  is 
clearly  implied  in  the  act  of  congress  of 
March  3, 1875,  in  requiring  acts  making  cer- 
tain the  claim  of  companies  to  be  done  sub- 
ject to  approval  of  the  secretary  of  the  inte- 
rior. The  rule  is  in  the  spirit  of  the  law, 
and  I  think  the  court  should  not  have  pro- 


nounced it  void,  as  for  want  of  authority  in 
the  head  of  the  land  department  to  make  it; 
in  other  words,  I  think  he  had  such  aa- 
thority. 

Bule  5:  ''Any  variation  within  the  limits 
of  one  hundred  feet  from  the  center  line  of 
the  road,  as  located,  will  not  be  construed  as 
a  deviation  from  such  line;  but  where,  upon 
construction,  it  is  found  necessary  to  trans- 
gress such  limits,  in  which  the  company  has 
right  of  way,  the  company  must  at  onoe  file 
an  amended  map  of  right  of  way  for  approv- 
al." It  is  enough  to  say  that  a  plat  fixing 
the  location  of  each  line  was  necessary,  un- 
der the  act  and  rules;  that  in  view  of  that 
necessity,  and  for  the  express  purpose  of 
complying  with  the  act,  and  also  with  such 
rules,  a  plat  was  made  by  each  company,  pre- 
sented to  the  secretary  of  the  interior  for  his 
approval,  and  by  him  accepted  and  approved, 
and  filed  by  the  company  in  the  ofiioe  of  the 
register  of  the  proper  United  States  land-of- 
fice. These  plats  were  so  made,  approved, 
and  filed  for  the  express  purpose  of  fixing  the 
respective  lines,  and  such  lines  were  thereby 
fix^,  and  made  definite  and  certain.  There 
caut  I  think,  be  no  question  of  that.  By 
rule  fifth,  the  government  declared  that  one 
condition  of  its  approval  was  that  each  party 
should  be  confined  within  100  feet  of  the  cen- 
ter line  so  drawn.  Both  parties,  and  also 
the  government,  acted  in  view  of  the  same 
statute  and  rules  of  the  department.  The 
plat  of  the  plaintiff,  being  subsequent  to  that 
pf  the  defendant,  was  rightfully  made  to  cov- 
er the  route  which  the  defendant  did  not  fol- 
low or  touch;  and  such  line,  followed  and  ap- 
propriated by  the  plaintiff,  is  the  identical 
line  here  in  question.  The  plaiutifTs  selec- 
tion was  confirmed  to  it  by  the  secretary  of 
the  interior,  and  the  plaintiff  became  and  was 
the  owner  of  the  right  of  way  marked  on  the 
several  plats  *^  Line  C. "  But  defendant  avers 
that  its  line  as  platted  and  approved  was 
made,  by  its  own  mistake,  to  cover  the 
wrong  line,  and  that  it  really  meant  to  take 
the  line  covered  by  the  plaintiff's  route;  that 
it  surveyed  three  lines, — one  marked  on  the 
plat  appended  to  its  answer,  and  correspond- 
ing with  the  forgoing  plat,  as  ''Line  A," 
running  south  of  the  line  in  controversy 
about800feet;  onemarkedon  said  plats  ''Line 
B,"  and  south  of  the  plaintiff's  line  about

M  f^et;  and  one  marked  "C,"  which  was 
the  Bmme  as  that  selected  by  the  plaintiff;  and 
tha%  by  mistake  of  its  engineer  or  maker  of 
the  plat  line  B  was  cliosen  instead  of  line  C; 
and  claims  the  right  to  correct  its  location, 
bj  changing  its  route  from  B  to  C.  There  is 
no  all^pfttion  or  pretense  that  the  plaintiff 
tad  anything  to  do  with  the  defendant's 
plat,  or  with  its  selection  or  claim  of  lines, 
or  that  the  land  department  ever  had  any  in- 
formation on  the  subject.  Neither  was  the 
United  States,  or  any  officer  of  the  United 
States,  a  party  to  this  action,  except  that  in- 
TolTed  in  its  approval  by  the  secretary  of  the 
int^or;  nor  has  there  been  any  attempt  to 
amend  the  defendant's  map  of  location.  "  No 
IndiTidual  can  call  in  question  the  validity 
off  the  proceedings  by  which  precision  is  thus 
given  to  the  title  where  the  United  States  are 
satisfied  with  them."  Schulenberg  v.  Har- 
rinuin,  21  Wall.  62. 

Granting  that  the  defendant  did  not  in  fact 
locate  on  the  line  which  it  meant  to  locate 
npon,  still,  under  the  laws  of  congress,  the 
roles  of  the  department,  on  which  all  parties 
acted,  the  rights  so  acquired  by  the  plaintiff 
cannot  be  thus  set  aside.  Its  rights  were  no 
kmger  inchoate,  but  had  become  fixed  and 
Tested,  and  could  not  be  divested  but  by  its 
own  act.  or  by  lapse  of  time.  To  do  so  would 
be  merely  to  take  the  plaintiff's  property 
without  compensation.  Were  this  a  canyon 
or  pass,  where  it  were  necessary  that  both 
loads  should  run  over  the  same  ground,  there 
are  provisions  under  which  both  roads  might 
be  permitted  to  occupy  it.  But  this  is  not 
snch  a  case,  nor  have  those  means  been  at- 
tempted. Yet  the  court  below  adj udged  that 
line  G  was  the  true  line  of  the  defendant,  and 
that  the  right  of  way  over  the  line  in  ques- 
tion belonged  exclusively  to  the  defendant. 
This  was  error.  But  defendant  still  insists 
ttat,  granting  the  right  of  way  to  be  in  the 
plaintiff,  still  the  plaintiff  was  guilty  of 
laches  in  not  apprising  the  defendant  of  its 
claim  before  the  work  was  done,  and  that, 
therefore,  the  plaintiff  is  estopped.  The 
court  below  so  holds.  We  think  the  court  in 
this  was  also  in  error.  From  the  situation  of 
the  case  an  estoppel  does  not  arise.    The  de- 


fendant is  presumed  to  know  its  own  route; 
having  itself  surveyed  the  middle  route, 
made  its  own  plat,  and  procured  that  plat  to 
be  approved  and  fileil  in  the  United  States 
land-office,  as  a  notice  to  all  others.  But  had 
it  been  made  by  another,  if  the  defendant  did 
not  know  what  it  contained,  it  might  have 
known  it  by  very  slight  diligence.  Again, 
the  plat  was  a  public  record  in  the  land-office, 
in  the  vicinity  of  this  work;  and  it  is  hardly 
conceivable  that  the  defendant  should  not 
have  referred  to  its  own  plat  in  so  important 
a  matter  as  building  a  railroad.  But  it  ap- 
pears that  before  any  part  of  this  work  on 
the  disputed  line  was  performed,  and  on  the 
11th  day  of  -July,  the  defendant's  chief  en- 
gineer served  upon  the  plaintiff  a  notice  that 
the  defendant  proposed  to  proceed  with  the 
construction  of  its  road  according  to  its  own 
plat;  to  which  the  plaintiff  replied,  referring 
to  the  plaintiff's  maps,  and  warning  the  de- 
fendant ''to  desist  from  occupying  any  part 
of  the  plaintiff*s  line,  as  the  same  is  staked 
out  and  surveyed,  and  as  shown  by  its  maps 
now  on  file."  This,  with  the  facts  above 
mentioned,  was  certainly  sufficient  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  record  of  the  location,  and  to 
repel  any  presumption  of  laches  on  the  part 
of  the  plaintiff  from  mere  silence  or  inaction. 
The  plaintiff  Is  not  estopped  in  such  case  from 
asserting  its  claim  to  its  own  right  of  way. 
There  are  other  errors  assigned,  but,  from 
the  view  I  take  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  unnec- 
essary to  review  them.  It  is  claimed  by  a 
majority  of  the  court  that  this  judgment  may 
be  modified  so  as  to  avoid  the  error  in  the 
rulings,  findings,  and  judgment  in  the  court 
below;  by  denying  the  injunction  prayed  for; 
and  leaving  all  questions  of  the  right  of  the 
*'Iaintiff  to  the  ownership  of  the  right  of  way 
to  be  determined  in  an  other  action.  But 
that  cannot  be  done.  This  court  has  juris* 
diction  of  the  action  for  that  purpose  with  the 
others,  and  the  plaintiff  demands  an  adjudi- 
cation of  its  rights  in  this  action.  It  is  not 
competent  for  the  court  to  deny  such  de- 
termination, nor  was  the  case  tried  with  such 
end  in  view.  The  judgment  in  the  court 
below  should  be  reversed  and  the  case  re- 
manded.

1.  Orders,  organizations,  associations,  or  hj 
whatever  name  called,  which  teach,  adyise,  coun- 
sel, encoarage,  or  practice  the  commission  of  crimes 
forbidden  by  law,  are  criminal  organizations. 

Baxb— Liability  or  Hbmbbrs. 

2.  To  become  and  continue  to  be  members  of  such 
organizations  are  such  overt  acts  of  recognition  and 
participation  as  make  them  parUcepa  criminUj  and 
as  guilty,  in  contemplation  of  law,  as  though  they 
actively  engaged  in  promoting  their  unlawful  ob- 
jects and  purposes.

8.  The  organic  act  confers  concurrent  power  up- 
on the  territorial  assembly  of  Idaho  tc  prescribe 
the  qualifications  and  disabilities  of  voters  of  the 
territory,  and  to  provide  a  mode  by  which  those 
qualifications  may  be  ascertained. 

Baku— Rrpbal  of  Statutr. 

4.  The  act  of  congress  of  March  33, 1883,  touch- 
ing the  qualifications  of  electors  in  the  territories, 
does  not  repeal  sections  1861  and  18Q0  of  the  organic 
■ot,  which  gives  the  territorial  legislature  power 
to  prescribe  the  qualifications  of  voters  of  the  ter- 
ritory. 

Bamb— Constitutional  Law. 

5.  The  territorial  statute  of  February  8,  1885, 
which  prescribes  the  qualifications  of  voters  of  the 
territory,  and  provides  that  those  qualifications 
may  be  ascertained  by  the  oath  of  the  electors,  is 
not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

{SyUoLbUB  hu  the  Court.) 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Bingham 
county. 

Application  by  H.  S.  Wooley  for  a  writ 
of  mandate  to  compel  G.  N.  Watkins,  reg- 
istrar of  voters,  to  register  plaintiff  as  a 
voter.  H.  M.  Bennett  was  admitted  as  a 
party  defendant.  From  a  judgment  dis- 
missing the  application,  plaintiff  appeals. 
AfQrmed. 

The  other  facts  fully  appear  in  the  fol- 
lowing statement  by  Weir,  C.  J. : 

This  is  an  appeal  by  H.  S.  "Wooley  from 
a  judgment  rendered  against  him  on  the 
16th  day  of  October,  1888,  in  Bingham  coun- 
ty, by  the  district  court  of  the  third  judi- 
cial district  of  the  territory  of  Idaho,  dis- 
missing his  complaint  and  application  for 
a  writ  of  mandamua  against  0.  N.  Watkins, 
registrar  of  voters  in  Paris  precinct,  Bear 
Lake  county,  to  compel  him  to  register  his 
name  in  the  list  of  voters  of  that  precinct. 
On  the  5th  day  of  October,  1888,  the  relator 
filed  his  petition,  wherein  he  avers  '*  that 


he  is  a  male  inhabitant  and  native-bom 
citisen  of  the  United  States,  over  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years ;  that  he  has  resided  in 
Bear  Lake  county,  territory  of  Idaho,  for 
ten  years  last  past,  and  still  resides  there; 
that  he  is  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election 
for  delegate  to  congress,  and  for  territo- 
rial, county,  and  precinct  officeors  in  said 
territory ;  that  he  is  not  under  guardian- 
ship, noii  compos  mentia^  or  insane;  that 
he  has  not  been  convicted  of  treaaon,  felo- 
ny, or  bribery  in  this  territory,  nor  in  any 
other  territory  or  state  in  the  Union ;  that 
he  is  not  a  bigamist  or  polygamist ;  that 
he  does  not  teach,  advise,  counsel,  or  en- 
courage any  person  or  persons  to  become 
bigamists  or  polyagmists,  or  to  commit 
any  other  crime  defined  by  law,  or  to  enter 
into  what  is  known  as  *  plural  'or '  celestial ' 
marriage ;  that  he  Is  not  a  member  of  any 
order,  organization,  or  association  wlilch 
teaches,  advises,  or  encourages  its  members 
or  devotees,  or  any  other  persons,  to  com- 
mit the  crime  of  bigamy  or  polygamy,  or 
any  other  crime  defined  by  law,  either  as  a 
rite  or  ceremony  of  any  order,  organisa- 
tion, or  association,  or  otherwise;  thatC. 
N.  Watkins  is,  and  at  all  times  herein  men- 
tioned has  been,  the  duly-appointed  and 
acting  registrar  of  Paris  precinct.  Bear 
Lake  county,  Idaho  Terr. ;  that  on  the 
29th  day  of  September,  1888,  between  the 
hours  of  nine  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  five  o'clock 
p.  M.,  (that  being  the  time  designated  by 
said  registrar  for  that  purpose,)  he  ap- 
peared before  the  said  registrar  at  the  place 
appointed  by  him  for  the  reg^istration  of 
voters,  and  then  and  there  offered  to  take 
and  subscribe  the  oath  prescribed  by  law, 
and  known  as  the '  elector's  oath,'  answer 
all  questions,  give  aJl  the  information  un- 
der his  control,  take  all  the  oaths,  and  do 
all  other  acts  and  things  required  of  him 
by  law,  and  then  and  there  demanded  of 
said  registrar  to  register  his  name  as  a 
voter,  as  required  by  law ;  that  the  said 
registrar,  in  violation  of  hip  doty,  rejected 
his  name,  and  refused  to  enter  it  upon  the 
election  register,  as  required  by  law ;  that 
he  has  been  for  more  than  ten  years  contin- 
uously a  resident  of  the  said  Paris  precinct, 
and  entitled  to  registration  therein,  and 
that  his  name  has  not  been  entered  upon 
the  election  register  In  said  precinct  or  elne- 
where ;  and  prays  that  a  writ  of  manda^ 
mua  may  be  issued,  directed  to  the  said  C. 
N.  Watkins,  registrar  as  aforesaid,  com- 
manding him  to  register  his  name  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  law.' 
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Ulkontbe  presentation  of  this  petition  the 
court' granted  an  altematiTe  writ  of  niaii-i 
damns^  directed  to  the  said  respondent,  re- 
tomable  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  18S8. 
On  the  retam-day  of  the  writ  the  respond- 
ent filed  an  answer  admittinK  certain  facts 
alleged  In  the  petition,  and  denying  others, 
as  follows:  "The  defendant  admits  all  the 
facts  set  forth  in  the  petition,  except  that  it 
is  denied  that  he  is  an  elector  of  the  terri- 
tory of  Idaho,  for  the  foUowing  reasons, 
and  none  others :  That  the  said  petitioner 
to  a  member  of  what  is  Icnown  as  the  *  Mor- 
mon Church  In  Idaho,'  which  organization 
teaches,  advises,  counsels,  and  encourages 
its  members  to  commit  the  crime  of  polyg- 
amy, and  other  crimes  defined  by  law,  as  a 
du^  arising  or  resulting  from  membership 
In  soch  organisation,  and  which  practices 
bigamy  or  polygamy  as  a  doctrinal  rite  of 
such  orgaidsation.*'  On  the  aforesaid  re- 
tnm-day  one  H.  M.  Bennett  filed  his  peti- 
tion, praying  the  court  to  aJlow  him  to  in- 
tervene on  behalf  of  the  public  or  people  of 
the  territory  in  said  proceeding,  and  to  be- 
come ac<>-defendant,for  the  reasons  stated 
in  hto  petition,  which  are  as  follows :  "  That 
said  action  to  prosecuted  for  the  purpose  of 
procaring  a  Judgment  of  this  court  upon 
certain  questions  in  which  said  petitioner 
to  deeply  interested;  that  his  interest  in 
said  questions  to  adverse  to  the  interests, 
desires,  and  wishes  of  both  plaintiff  and  de- 
fendant; that  the  issue  therein  is  only  col- 
orable; that  said  action  to  coUusively 
brought  and  prosecuted ;  that  the  defend- 
ant did  the  acts  cofiiplained  of  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  procurement  of  the  agents 
and  leaders  of  the  Mormon  Church ;  that 
the  counsel  for  the  plaintiff,  and  those  in- 
terested with  him,  have  either  prepared  or 
advised  the  preparation  of  the  pleadings ; 
that  by  the  laws  of  thto  territory  every 
member  of  an  organization  that  practices 
or  encourages  the  practice  of  crime  among 
its  members,  or  other  persons,  is  inelig^ible 
to  regtoter,  vote,  or  hold  office ;  that  with- 
in thto  territory  there  are  many  members  of 
what  is  known  as  the  '  Mormon  Church  ;* 
that  it  is  an  organization  that,  among 
other  things,  encourages  the  practice  of 
bigamy  among  its  members ;  that  the  plain- 
tiff and  defendant,  and  their  attorneys,  are 
members,  of  the  said  Mormon  Church ;  that 
plaintiff's  attorneys  are  not  employed  by 
plaintiff,  but  are  retained  and  employed  by 
the  agents  and  representatives  of  the  said 
Mormon  Church ;  that  this  action  is  coUu- 
siveily  brought  to  procure  a  Judgment  of 


this  court  that  will  aid  the  leaders  of  said 
church  in  securing  the  registration  of  its 
members  in  violation  of  law ;  that  said  ac- 
tion is  brought  in  such  way  that  the 
agents,  leaders,  and  representatives  of  said 
church  may  control  both  the  prosecution 
and  defense,  and  thereby  prevent  the  ex* 
amination  and  cross^xamination  of  wit- 
nesses and  parties  further  than  they  desire ; 
that  the  Mormon  Church,  acting  through 
its  agents  and  leaders,  has  controlled  and 
directed  every  step  in  this  matter  on  both 
sides,  from  the  inception  to  the  present 
time,  and  intend  to  continue  such  control ; 
that  defendant,  before  refusing  to  register 
the  plaintiff,  registered  a  large  number  of 
Mormons  upon  the  same  showing  made  by 
the  plaintiff,  and  that  he  would  have  regis- 
tered the  plaintiff  in  like  manner  if  he  had 
not  been  by  those  interested  with  the  plain- 
tiff influenced  not  to  do  so,  in  order  to  bring 
this  matter  into  court  for  the  purpbse  here- 
inbefore stated."  Upon  the  presentation 
cmd  filing  of  this  petition,  and  by  the  con- 
sent of  the  relator  and  respondent,  H.  M. 
Bennett,  the  petitioner,  was  by  order  of  the 
court  permitted  to  become  a  party  respond-, 
ent,  and  to  show  cause,  ff  any  there  were, 
why  the  writ  of  mandamus  prayed  for  by 
the  relator  should  not  be  issued .  In  pursu- 
ance of  this  order  the  said  Bennett  filed  an 
answer  on  the  same  day,  wherein  he  denies 
the  relator's  right  to  the  relief  prayed  for 
on  two  grounds:  "(1)  That  the  relator 
is  not  a  qualified  elector  of  Bear  Lake  coun- 
ty, Idaho,  or  of  any  county  of  this  terri- 
tory ;  and  (2)  that  he  is  a  member  of  what 
is  known  as  the  '  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter  Day  Saints,'  commonly  called  the 
'  Mormon  Church ; '  that  said  church  is  an 
organization  which  teaches,  advises,  coun- 
sels, and  encourages  its  members  to  com- 
mit the  crime  of  bifcamy,  polygamy, 
and  other  crimes  defined  by  law,  as  a  duty 
arislDg  or  resulting  from  membership  in 
that  organization,  and  that  practices  big- 
amy, polygamy,  or  plural  or  celestial  mar- 
riage as  a  doctrinal  rite  of  such  organiza- 
tion, and  prays  that  the  proceeding  be  dis- 
missed," etc.  The  case  was  tried  by  the 
court  below  without  a  Jury,  upon  the  is- 
sues made  by  the  aforesaid  pleadings,  and 
upon  the  evidence  introduced  by  the  relator 
and  respondents  respectively.  Upon  the 
issues  and  proofs  so  made  and  g^ven  the 
learned  Judge  who  presided  at  the  trial,  up- 
on his  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  of 
law,  denied  the  writ,  and  entered  Judgment 
against  the  relator,  with  costs.  From  Idiis 
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Judgment  the  relator  appealed,  and  brings 
the  record  here  for  review.

A  person  who  withdraws  from  a  church 
does  not  continue  a  member  of  it  Him  ply 
because  he  holdn  the  same  religious  faith 
and  tenets  with  the  members  of  that 
church.  2  Wait,  Act.  A  Def.  257;  Lucas  v. 
Case,  9  Busb,  297;  Groesbeeck  v.  Duns- 
comb,  41  How.  Pr.  802;  Den  v.  Bolton,  12 
N.J.  Law,  206;  Bouldin  r.  Alexander,  15 
Wall.  131. 

Tlie statute,  being  so  construed  as  to  dis- 
franchise a  person  for  past  conduct  or  re- 
lations, and  by  requiring  him,  as  a  condi- 
tion of  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  any  office, 
to  establish  his  innocence  of  such  past  con- 
duct or  relation  by  means  of  an  expurga- 
tory  test  oath,  is  clearly  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  constitution  forbid- 
ding bills  of  attainder  and  ex  post  facto 
laws,  and  that  no  person  shall  be  required 
to  be  a  witness  against  himself.  Cura- 
roibgs  V.  State  of  Missouri,  4  Wall.  277; 
Ex  parte  Garland,  Id.  833;  Pierce  v.  Car- 
slcndon,  16  Wail.  234,  239. 

If  a  person  is  to  be  disfranchised  because 
guilty  of  some  past  conduct  or  relation, 
his  guilt  must  be  first  Judicially  ascer- 
tained. The  right  of  suffrage,  when  grant- 
ed, will  be  protected.  He  who  has  it  can 
only  be  deprived  of  it  by  due  process  of 
law.  Minor  v.  HapperHott,  21  Wall.  176; 
Huber  v.  Reily,  58  Pa.  St.  112;  Goetcheus 
v.  Mattbewson,  61  N.  Y.  420;  Green  v. 
Shnmway,  39N.  Y.  418.

The  right  of  suffrage  Is  purely  conven- 
tional, and  is  granted  or  withheld  accord- 
ing to  the  legislative  will.  Anderson  v. 
Baker,  Brightly,  Elect.  Cas.  27. 

A  test  oath  may  be  prescribed  to  be  tak- 
en in  order  to  ascertain  if  the  party  offer- 
ing to  reglHter  or  vote  possesses  the  quali- 
fications prescribed  by  law  to  entitle  him 
to  vote.  Blair  v.  Ridgely,  Brightly,  Elect. 
Cas.  83;  Inuis  v.  Bolton,  ante,  407, 17  Pac. 
Bep.  264. 

Society  must  possess  this  power  as  a 
means  of  self-preservation,  and  it  may 
disfranchise  persons,  or  prevent  them  from 
holding  office,  on  account  of  the  belief  they 
may  ectertain  upon  a  given  subject, 
ijlawson  V.  D.  S.,  114  U.  S.  477,  6  Sup.  Ct. 
Rep.  949. 

This  statute  does  not  violate  the  first 
amendment  to  the  constitution.  It  is  in 
the  power  -of  the  legislature  to  prohibit 


criminal  practice,  even  if  performed  In  the 
name  of  religion,  liy  imposing  penalties 
or  disabilities.  Reynolds'  Case,  98  U.  t?. 
145 ;  Cooley ,  Torts,  88. 

Weir,  C.  J.,  {after  stating  the  fkcts.) 
The  argument  of  this  case  at  bar  took 
a  wide  range,  but  the  real  questioDS  In- 
volve<l  lie  in  a  narrow  compass.  Tbey 
may  be  briefly  stated  in  the  following^  or- 
der: (1)  Was  the  relator,  at  the  time  he 
demanded  and  was  rdhised  registration,  a 
member  of  any  order,  organization,  or  as- 
sociation, and,  If  so,  does  that  order,  or- 
ganization, or  association  teach,  advise, 
counsel,  or  encourage  its  members,  devo- 
tees, or  other  persons  to  commit  the  crime 
of  bigamy  or  polygamy,  or  any  other  crime 
forbidden  by  law,  as  a  duty  arising  from 
membership  in  such  order,  organization,  or 
association?  (2)  Has  the  territorial  le^s- 
lature  the  power  to  legislate  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  the  elective  franchise,  and  prescribe 
the  quaJiflcations  of  voters  of  the  territory, 
and  to  declare  by  statute  that  these  quali- 
fications shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the 
elector?  (3)  If  so,  did  that  legislative 
body  exceed  its  power  and  infringe  upon 
any  of  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States  in  the  exercise  of  that 
power? 

The  relator  and  respondents  disposed  of 
one  of  the  questions  of  fact  involved  in  the 
first  proposition  by  a  stipulation  in  writing, 
which  was  given  hi  evidence  upon  the  trial 
below.  This  stipulation  is  expnissed  In 
these  words :  "  In  this  cause  the  following 
facts  are  agreed  to :  That  the  plaintiff  is  a 
native-born  citizen  of  the  United  Stales, 
over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  has  re- 
sided in  Bear  Lake  county  and  Paris  pre- 
cinct for  ten  years;  that  he  is  not  under 
guardianship,  dod  compos  mentis,  or  in- 
sane, and  that  he  has  never  been  convicted 
of  felony,  bribery,  or  treason ;  that  he  is  not 
a  bigamist  or  polygamist;  that  he  does 
not  teach,  advise,  counsel,  or  encourage 
persons  to  commit  the  crime  of  bigamy  or 
polygamy,  or  any  other  crime  defined  by 
law,  or  to  enter  into  the  relation  known  as 
the  *  plural '  or  '  celestial '  marriage,  unless 
he  does  so  by  the  bare  fact  that  he  Is  a 
member  of  the  Mormon  Church ;  that  he  Is 
a  member  of  what  is  known  as  the  '  Utah,* 
or  regular,  branch  of  the  Mormon  Church, 
as  distinguished  from  the  reorganized,  or 
'Josephite,' branch  of  said  church."  By 
this  agreement  the  fact  Is  admitted  that 
the  relator  was,  at  the  time  he  applied  tor 
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and  was  refnsed  r^i^tratioQ,  a  member  of 
an  order,  or  organization,  or  association, 
l^nown  as  the  "  Utah,"  or  regular,  branch  of 
the  Mormon  Chnrch.  And  the  learned 
jadge  before  whom  the  case  was  tried  fonnd 
froip  the  eyidence  before  him  the  fact  that 
the  order,  orig^anixation,  or  association 
known  as  the  **  Utah,"  or  regular,  branch  of 
the  Mormon  Church,  of  which  the  relator, 
by  the  agreement  above  recited,  admits 
that  be  is  a  member,  teaches,  advises, 
coonsels,  and  encourages  its  members,  dev- 
otees, and  others  to  commit  the  crime  of 
bigamy  or  polygamy,  as  a  duty  arising 
or  resulting  from  membership  in  said  or- 
der, organization,  or  association.  From  a 
f arefnl  review  of  the  evidence  recited  by  the 
Ju^  in  his  findings  we  think  it  Is  amply 
mifficient  to  soMtain  his  conclusions  of  fact 
on  this  point. 

The  consideration  of  the  second  proposi- 
tion requires  an  examination  of  the  scope 
of  the  legislative  power  given  by  congress 
to  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  territory 
of  Idaho.  This  power  is  embraced  in  the 
orgtmic  act,  and  is  to  be  found  in  sections 
1851  and  1860  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States.  Section  1851  provides  that 
"the  legislative  power  of  every  territory 
shall  extend  to  all  rightful  subjects  of  legis- 
lation not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and 
cottstltulionof  the  United  States."  Section 
isn  declares  that  *'  at  all  subsequent  elec- 
tions,  however,  in  any  territory  hereafter 
oiga^zed  by  congress,  aa  well  as  at  all 
elections  in  territories  already  organized, 
the  qualifications  of  voters  and  of  holding 
office  Shan  be  such  as  maybe  prescribed  by 
the  kgislative  assembly  of  each  territory, 
snbject,  nevertheless,  to  the  following  re- 
strictions, •  •  ♦  namely:  (1)  The  right 
of  suffrage  and  of  holding  ofiSce  shall  be  exer- 
cteedonly  by  citisens  of  the  United  States 
above  the  age  of  twenty -one  years,  and  bj 
those  above^that  age  who  have  declared  on 
oath,  before  a  competent  court  of  record, 
their  intention  to  become  such,  and  have 
taken  an  oath  to  support  the  constitution 
and  government  of  the  United  States.  (2) 
There  shall  be  no  denial  of  the  elective  fran- 
cfaiBe,orof  holding  office,  to  a  citizen  on  ac- 
count of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition 
ol  servitude.  (8)  No  officer,  soldier,  sea- 
man, mariner,  or  other  person  in  the  army 
or  navy,  or  attached  to  troops  in  the  serv- 
ice of  the  United  States,  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  in  any  territory  by  reason  of  being  on 
service  therein,  unless  such  territory  is,  and 
has  been  for  the  period  of  six  months,  his 


permanent  domicile.  (4)  No  person  belong- 
ing to  the  army  or  navy  shall  be  o!cx*ted  to 
or  hold  any  civil  office  or  appointment  in 
any  territory,"  except  officers  of  the  army 
on  the  retired  list.  That  these  sections  cf 
the  organic  act  confer  upon  the  territorial 
assembly  of  Idaho  the  power  to  legislate  up- 
on the  question  of  suffrage,  and  to  prescribe 
the  qualifications  of  voters  in  the  territory, 
subject  to  the  conditions  and  restrictions 
contained  in  said  act,  is,  we  think,  very 
plain ;  too  plain,  indeed,  to  admit  of  argu- 
ment. But  it  is  contended  by  the  learned 
counsel  for  the  appellant  that,  If  they  do 
confer  such  power,  congress  afterwards,  by 
the  act  of  March  22, 1882,  having  assumed 
to  legislate  upon  the  same  subject,  thereby 
withdrew  or  revoked  that  power,  and  that 
the  territorial  statute  In  question,  having 
been  passed  after  that  withdrawal  or  rev- 
ocation, is  void  for  want  of  authority  in 
the  territorial  assembly  to  paas  it.  This 
theory  of  interpretation  is,  in  effect,  that 
congress,  by  the  act  referred  to,  repealed 
those  provisions  of  the  organic  act  above 
recited,  which  confer  power  upon  the  terri-  * 
torial  legislature  to  prescribe  the  qualifica- 
tions and  disabilities  of  voters  of  the  terri- 
tory. This  view  may  commend  Itself  for 
Ingenuity,  but  cannot  be  recognized  as 
sound.  It  Is  not  a  correct  construction  of 
the  statutes  referred  to.  If  congress  in- 
tended that  act  to  have  any  such  effect,  it 
would  have  so  declared  by  express  terms, 
and  would  not  have  left  its  intention  to 
inference.  Repeal  by  Inference  or  implica- 
tion is  not  favored  In  the  law.  It  is  held  to 
occur  only  where  different  statutes  cover 
the  same  ground,  and  there  is  a  clear  and 
irreconcilable  confiict  between  the  earlier 
and  the  later.  Board  v.  Goal  Co.,  98  U.  S. 
619;  Movlus  v.  Arthur,  95  U.  S.  144;  Arthur 
V.  Homer,  96  U.  S.  137 ;  Chew  Ueong  v.  U. 
S.,112  U.  S.  636,5  Sup.  Ct.  Bep.  255.  A  care- 
ful reading  and  comparison  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  of  congress  of  March 
22, 1882,  and  those  of  the  act  of  the  terri- 
torial assembly  of  February  8, 1885,  which 
bear  upon  this  subject,  fail  to  develop 
such  a  clear  and  irreconcilable  confiict 
between  them  as  brings  them  within  the 
rule  above  stated;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
plainly  shows  that  the  power  conferred  by 
congress  upon  the  territorial  assembly  to 
prescribe  the  qualifications  and  disabili- 
ties of  voters  in  the  territory  is  not  abso- 
lute, and  exclusive  of  the  power  of  congress 
to  legislate  upon  the  same  subject,  but  la 
concurrent,  and  must  be  exercised  subject 
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to  tbe  constitutional  Umitations  and  re- 
Btrictions  imposed  by  congress  in  the  or- 
ganic act. 

The  question  involTed  in  the  third  propo- 
sition is  more  difficult,  and  its  solution  re- 
quires careful  thought.  It  is  contended 
that  those  parts  of  the  act  of  the  territorial 
legislature  which  prescribe  the  qualifica- 
tions of  electors  of  the  territory,  and  which 
require  those  qualifications  to  be  yerified 
by  the  oath  of  the  elector,  are  in  conflict 
with  those  provisions  of  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States  which  declare  (1) 
that  congrrees  shall  make  no  law  respect- 
ing an  establishment  of  religion,  or  prohib- 
iting the  free  exercise  thereof;  (2)  that  no 
religious  test  shaJl  be  required  as  a  qualifi- 
cation to  any  office  of  trust  under  the  United 
States ;  (8)  that  no  bill  of  attainder  or  ex 
post  facto  law  shall  be  passed ;  and  (4) 
that  no  person  shall  be  deprived  of  life,  lib- 
erty, or  property  without  due  process  of 
law.  Those  parts  of  the  territorial  stat- 
ute objected  to  as  obnoxious  to  these  pro- 
visions read  as  follows :  "No  person  who 
is  a  bigamist  or  polygamist,  or  who  teaches, 
advises,  counsels,  or  encourages  any  person 
or  persons  to  become  bigamists  or  polyga- 
mists,or  to  commit  any  other  crime  defined 
by  law,  or  to  enter  into  what  is  known  as 
'  plural '  or '  celestial '  marriage,  or  who  is  a 
member  of  any  order,  organisation,  or  as- 
sociation which  teaches,  advises,  counsels, 
or  encourages  its  members  or  devotees,  or 
any  other  persons,  to  commit  the  crime  of 
bigamy  or  polygamy,  or  any  other  crime 
defined  by  law,dther  as  a  rite  or  ceremony 
of  such  order,  organization,  or  association, 
or  otherwise,  is  permitted  to  vote  at  any 
election,  or  to  hold  any  position  or  office 
of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  within  this  terri- 
tory." Bev.  St.  1887,  §  501.  That  part  of 
the  oath  which  the  elector  is  required  to 
take  to  verify  that  he  is  r^ot  within  the 
scope  of  any  of  these  disf  bilities  is  as  fol- 
lows: "I  do  swear  that  I  am  not  a  big- 
amist or  polygamist;  that  I  am  not  a 
member  of  any  order,  organisation,  or  as- 
sociation which  teaches,  advises,  counsels, 
or  encourages  its  members,  devotees,  or 
any  other  persons  to  commit  the  crime  of 
bigamy  or  polygamy,  or  any  other  crime 
defined  by  law,  as  a  duty  arising  or  result- 
ing from  membership  in  such  order,  organ- 
ization, or  association,  or  which  practices 
bigamy  or  polygamy,  or  plural  or  celestiar 
marriage,  as  a  doctrinal  rite  of  such  organ- 
ization ;  that  I  do  not,  and  will  not,  pub- 
licly or  privately,  or  in  any  manner  what- 


ever, teach,  advise,  counsel,  or  encourage 
any  person  to  commit  the  crime  of  bigamy 
or  polygamy,  or  any  other  crime  defined  by 
law,  either  as  a  religious  duty,  or  other- 
wise; that  I  do  regard  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  laws  thereof,  and 
of  this  territory,  as  interpreted  by  the 
courts,  as  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  the 
teachings  of  any  order,  organisation,  or 
association  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing." 

More  than  three-quarters  of  a  century 
ago  that  great  lawyer  and  emin^it  Jurist^ 
Chief  Justice  Marshall,  announced  a  rule 
of  interpretation  in  cases  involving  alleged 
confiicts  between  statutes  and  constitu- 
tions, which  has  ever  since  commanded  the 
highest  respect  of  coarts  of  Justice.  In 
Fletcher  v.  Peck,  6  Cranch,  87,  he  said: 
'*The  question  whether  a  law  be  void  for 
its  repugnancy  to  the  constitution  is,  at  all 
times,  a  question  of  much  delicacy,  which 
ought  seldonv  if  ever,  to  be  decided  in  the 
affirmative  in  a  doubtful  case.  The  court, 
when  impelled  by  duty  to  render  such  a 
Judgment,  would  be  unworthy  of  its  sta- 
tion could  it  be  unmindful  of  the  solemn  ob- 
ligations which  that  station  impocies.  But 
it  is  not  on  slight  implication  and  vague 
conjecture  that  the  legrislature  is  to  be  pro- 
nounced to  have  transcended  its  powers, 
and  its  acts  to  be  considered  aa  void.  The 
opposition  between  the  constitution  and 
the  law  should  be  such  that  the  Judge  feels 
a  clear  and  strong  conviction  of  their  In- 
compatibility with  each  other."  And  more 
than  50  years  ago  Chief  Justice  Shaw,  in 
considering  this  question  in  the  Wellington 
Case,  16  Pick.  95,  used  similar,  if  not  strong- 
er, language.  In  that  case  he  declared  that 
V  the  delicacy  and  importance  of  the  subject 
may  render  It  not  improper  to  repeat  what 
has  been  so  often  suggested  by  courts  of 
justice,  that  when  called  upon  to  pronounce 
the  invalidity  of  an  act  of  legislation,  passed 
with  all  the  forms  and  solemnities  requisite 
to  give  it  the  force  of  law,  courts  will  ap- 
proach the  question  with  great  caution^ 
examine  it  in  every  possible  aspect,  and 
ponder  upon  it  as  long  as  deliberation  and 
patient  attention  can  throw  any  new  light 
upon  the  subject,  and  never  declare  a  stat- 
ute void  unless  the  nullity  and  invalidity 
of  the  act  are  placed  in  their  Judgment  be- 
yond reajsonable  doubt."  Again,  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Washington,  in  rendering  the  opinion 
of  the  court  in  Ogden  v.  Saunders,  12 
Wheat.  213,  which  involved  a  like  question, 
said :  *'  If  I  could  rest  my  opinion  in  favor 
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of  the  constitutionality  of  tlie  law  on  which 
the  qnestion  arises  on  no  other  around 
than  this  doubt  so  felt  and  acknowledged, 
that  alone  would,  in  my  estimation,  be  a 
Batisfactoiy  ylndication  of  it.  It  is  but  a 
decent  nsspeet  due  to  the  wisdom,  the  in- 
te^ty,  and  the  patriotism  of  the  lesr^Bla- 
tire  body  by  which  any  law  is  passed,  to 
presame  in  favor  of  its  validity,  until  its 
Tiolatlon  of  the  constitution  is  proved  be- 
yond all  reasonable  doubt."  This  rule  has 
been  recognised  and  followed  ever  since  by 
an  the  courts  of  last  resort,  state  and  fed- 
eral, hi  the  United  States,  in  cases  where 
they  have  been  called  upon  to  decide  Ques- 
tions of  this  Idnd. 

It  will  be  observed,  by  a  careful  examina- 
tion, that  the  law  objected  to  as  being  re- 
pQgnant  to  the  first  two  provisions  of  the 
eonstltation  above  recited  is  not  directed 
against  the  entertaining  and  free  exercise 
of  religious  opinions  and  religious  beliefs, 
bat  is  expressly  aimed  against  such  overt 
acti  as  violate  the  law  in  putting  those 
optnions  and  beliefs  into  practice.  While 
eongress,  and,  consequently,  the  territorial 
assembly,  are  deprived  of  all  l^slative 
power  over  mere  opinion,  they  are  left  free 
to  reach  actions  which  are  of  a  criminal 
nature,  and  are  in  violation  of  social  du- 
ties, and  subversive  of  good  order.  This 
distinction  is  stated  with  great  clearness 
by  the  suprenie  court  of  the  United  States 
In  the  Reynolds  Case,  96  U.  S.  166.  Chief 
Justice  WArrK,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of 
the  court,  in  a  few  appropriate  and  well- 
chosen  illustrsitions  demonstrated  the  dis- 
tinction with  great  force.  He  there  said 
that  "laws  are  made  for  the  government 
of  actions,  and,  while  they  cannot  interfere 
with  mere  religious  belief  and  opinions, 
they  mB^  with  practices.  Suppose  one  be- 
Uered  that  human  sacrifices  were  a  neces- 
«tfy  part  of  religious  worship,  would  it  be 
acriously  contended  that  the  civil  govern- 
ment under  ^vhich  he  lived  could  not  inter- 
fere to  prevent  a  sacrifice?  Or,  if  a  wife  re- 
ligiously believed  it  was  her  duty  to  bum 
heneif  upon  the  funeral  pile  of  her  dead 
hoahand,  would  it  be  beyond  the  power  of 
the  dTil  government  to  prevent  her  carry- 
hig  her  belief  into  practice?  So  here,  as  a 
law  of  the  oi^ganiiation  of  society,  under 
^ezdusivedominion  of  the  United  States, 
it  is  proTlded  that  plural  marriages  shall 
not  be  allowed.  Can  a  man  excuse  his 
practices  to  the  contrary  because  of  his  re- 
ligions belief?  To  permit  this  would  be  to 
make  the  professed  doctrines  of  religious 
betteii  superior  to  the  law  of  the  land,  and, 


in  effect,  to  permit  every  citisen  to  become 
a  law  unto  himself.  Government  could  ex- 
ist only  in  name  under  such  circumstances. " 
This  reasoning  and  these  illustrations  ap- 
ply with  as  much  appropriateness  and  force 
to  the  case  in  hand  as  they  do  to  the  one 
cited,  and  we  do  not  think  it  necessary 
to  extend  the  length  of  this  opinion  by  fur- 
ther discussion  to  establish  the  soundness 
of  the  distinction  pointed  out.  Orders,  or- 
ganisations, and  associations,  by  what- 
ever name  they  may  be  called,  which  teach, 
advise,  counsel,  or  encourage  the  practice 
or  commission  of  acts  forbidden  by  law, 
are  criminal  organisations.  To  become 
and  continue  to  be  members  of  such  organ- 
isations or  associations  are  such  overt  acts 
of  recognition  and  participation  as  make 
them  particeps  czimlnis,  and  as  g^iilty,  in 
contemplation  of  criminal  law,  as  though 
they  actually  engaged  in  furthering  their 
unlawful  objects  and  purposes. 

To  demonstrate  the  unsoundness  of  the 
position  so  earnestly  urged  by  appeUant's 
counsel,  namely,  that  the  statute  in  ques- 
tion is  inconfiictwith  that  provision  of  the 
federal  constitution  which  declares  against 
the  passage  of  ex  post  facto  laws,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  compare  the  terms  of  the  stat- 
ute with  what  the  courts  have  so  often  de- 
fined this  provision  to  mean.  They  have 
decided  time  and  again  that  an  export  facto 
law,  within  the  meaning  of  this  clause,  is 
**  one  which  is  enacted  after  the  offense  has 
been  committed,  and  which,  in  relation  to 
ft  or  its  consequences,  alters  the  situation 
of  the  accused  to  his  disadvantage."  IKent, 
Gomm.  409 ;  Cummings  v.  State  of  Missouri, 
4  Wall.  277;  Ex  parte  Garland,  Id.  333; 
Fletcher  v.  Peck,  6  Cranch,  97 ;  Sedg.  St.  & 
Const.  Law,  (2d  Ed.)  568 ;  Pierce  v.  Carska- 
don,  16  Wall.  234.  By  a  careful  reading  of 
the  law  objected  to  it  will  be  observed  that 
it  treats  of  the  present  and  future,  and  not 
of  the  past.  Its  operation  is  entirely  pres- 
ent and  prospective,  and  does  not  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  above  definition, 
and  iMin  no  sense  export  facto.  It  flops  not 
possess  any  of  the  features  or  characteris- 
tics of  such  a  law.  A  law  which  simply 
prescribes  the  qualifications  of  voters,  and 
provides  a  mode  of  ascertaining  those  qual- 
ifications, does  not,  in  our  view,  conflict 
with  this  clause  of  the  constitution.  "A 
state  having  the  sovereign  power  to  pre- 
scribe the  qualifications  of  its  electors  may 
Impose  a  test  oath  to  be  taken  by  every 
voter  at  the  poll.  This  in  no  way  violates 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States." 
Blair  v.Ridgely,41  Mo.  63;  Innis  v.Bolton» 
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17  Pnc.  Rep.  264.1  It  1b  also  InMflted  that 
the  law  in  question  is  null  and  void  because 
it  violates  that  provision  of  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  which  declares 
^*that  no  person  shall  be  deprived  of  life, 
liberty,  or  property,  without  due  process 
of  law."  The  law  under  consideration  does 
no  more  than  prescribe  the  qualifications 
and  disabilities  of  voters  of  the  territory, 
and  pointH  out  the  mode  \xj  which  these 
qualifications  and  disabilities  shall  be  as- 
certained. It  is  difficult  to  see  wherein 
these  provisions  are  inconsistent  with  this 
•clause  of  the  constitution.  "  Among  the  ab- 
solute, unqualified  rights  of  the  states  is 
that  of  regulating  the  elective  franchise; 
it  is  the  foundation  of  state  authority. 
The  right  of  suffrage  is  altogether  a  conven- 
tional one.  It  may  be  granted,  abridged, 
or  talcen  away  by  the  state  government  in 
Its  discretion,  except  so  far  as  it  is  secured 
by  the  state  constitution.'*  Anderson  v. 
Baker,  23  Md.  631.  Upon  a  careful  consid- 
eration of  the  whole  case  we  are  unable  to 
discover  that  the  statute  in  question  is  so 
clearly  repugnant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  as  would 
Justify  us  in  declaring  it  void  on  that 
ground,  and  the  judgment  of  the  court  be- 
low must  therefore  be  affirmed.  Judgment 
affirmed.    All  concur. 

Bbrrt,  J.,  (concurring:)  This  caae  came 
up  from  the  district  court,  Bingham  coun- 
ty, on  appeal  from  an  order  refusing  a  writ 
of  mandamus.  The  only  points  relied  oh 
by  the  HT>pellant,  or  ur^ed  at  the  bearing, 
are :  "  That  the  legislature  of  this  territory 
had  no  authority  to  easjct  the  law  prescrib- 
ing the  qualification  of  voters,  passed  Feb- 
ruary 8, 1887,  and  especially  sections  503 
and  504  of  that  act."  The  provision  espe- 
cially objected  to  is  a  part  of  section  501  of 
the  statutes  of  Idaho,  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows :  **  No  person  who  is  a  member  of  any 
order,  organization,  or  association  which 
teaches,  advises,  counsels,  or  encourages 
its  members  or  devotees,  or  any  other  per- 
sons, to  commit  the  crime  of  bigamy  or  po- 
lygamy, or  any  other  crime  defined  by  law, 
cither  as  a  rite  or  ceremony  of  such  order, 
organization,  or  association,  or  otherwise, 
is  permitted  to  vote  at  any  election,"  etc. 
The  oath  which  the  applicant  is  required  to 
take  is  prescribed  by  section  604.  The  two 
sections  do  not  fully  correspond.  While  the 
latter  section  only  relates  to  acts  and  teach- 
ings enjoined  as  a  doctrinal  rite  of  such  or- 
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ganization,  th^  former  prescribes  the  same 
acts  and  teachings  enjoined  as  a  doctrinal 
rite  or  ceremony  of  such  order,  organiza- 
tion, or  otherwise.  There  is  no  question  as 
to  such  discrepancy,  and  the  issue  is  made 
wholly  on  the  validity  of  section  601.  The 
effect  of  restricting  the  question  to  section 
501  is  to  remove  from  the  case  a  point 
made  on  the  argument,  that  t^e  denial  of 
the  right  to  vote  is  based  absolutely  upon 
a  "rite"  or  "ceremony"  of  a  religious  or- 
der. The  words  "or  otherwise"  clearly 
exclude  such  restricted  construction.  The 
statute  applies  to  secular  institutions  as 
well  as  to  religious ;  and  as  to  all  secular 
institutions  the  argument  against  the  act, 
from  a  religious  standpoint,  will  of  course 
fail  to  apply.  But  the  argniment  that  the 
legislative  power  to  make  membership  in 
any  organization  a  condition  of  right  to 
vote  would  apply  to  either  class  alike  had 
been  withdrawn,  as  we  shall  hereafter  see. 

In  considering  the  case  the  question  as 
to  whether  the  so-called  "  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  "  is  a  religious 
organization,  might  be  a  material  ques- 
tion, but  the  court  below  held  that  such 
organization  is  a  religious  association. 
From  such  holding  no  appeal  is  taken. 
Hence,  however  pertinent  that  question, 
from  the  proof  in  the  court  below,  might 
appear,  it  is  not  at  this  time  before  the 
court,  and  we  shall  consider  it,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  rights  of  its  members,  as  a  re- 
ligious organization. 

The  power  of  the  territorial  leg^islature  to 
determine  who  shall  and  who  shall  not 
vote  at  a  territorial  election  is  subject  to 
both  constitutional  and  congressional  re- 
striction. The  legislative  power  of  a  ter- 
ritorial legislature  extends  to  "  all  rightful 
subjects  of  legislation,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  Unit*- 
ed  States."  Bev.  St.  U.  S.  §  1851.  Such  leg- 
islature is  expressly  given  the  power  to 
prescribe  the  qualifications  of  voters  at  all 
elections  after  the  first.  Id.  §  1860.  This 
granted  power  is  unrestricted,  except  as  to 
certain  specific  exceptions,  but  neither  of 
which  exceptions  touches  this  subject-mat- 
ter. It  is  not  pretended  that  congress  has 
ever  directly  repealed  this  gn'anfc  of  power. 
If  the  legislature  did  not  in  fact  have  au- 
thority to  enact  this  law,  the  power  must 
either  have  been  prohibited  by  the  consti- 
tution, or  it  must  have  been  withdrawn 
by  implication,  through  some  act  of  con- 
gress. In  fact,  the  able  and  exhaustive  ar- 
gument of  the  counsel  for  the  appellant  is 
confined  to  these  two  points.    His  consti- 
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tutfonal  argument  centers  Jn  this:  (1)  That 
article  1  of  the  amendment  of  the  constitu- 
tion declares  that  congress  (and  of  course 
the  territorial  legislatures) "  shall  make  no 
law  respecting  the  establishment  of  relig- 
ion, or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof, 
or  abridging  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of 
the  press."  (2)  That  the  third  subdiyision 
of  article  6  of  the  constitution  provides 
that  "no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  re- 
quired as  a  qualiflcation  to  any  office,  or 
ppblic  trust  under  the  United  States."  (8) 
That  section  9,  art.  1,  of  the  constitution 
provides  that "  no  bill  of  attainder  or  ex 
poBt  tatto  law  shall  be  passed."  (4)  That 
**  no  person  shall  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty, 
or  property,  without  due  process  of  law ; " 
and  concludes  (5)  by  citing  the  preamble  to 
the  constitution,  declaring  the  purposes  of 
that  instrument  to  be  "  to  secure  the  bless- 
higB  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  posterity." 
We  are  asked  to  construe  these  provis- 
ions of  the  constitution  liberally,  accord- 
ing to  their  purpose  and  design  thus  ex- 
pressed. To  do  this  it  Is  necessary  to  con- 
sider the  subject  to  which  these  provisions 
are  to  be  applied.  But  before  proceeding 
to  do  this,  it  may  be  observed  that  some, 
at  least,  of  these  constitutional  provisions 
cannot  apply  to  the  case  at  bar.  The 
foorth  point  can  have  no  possible  bearing 
upon  this  case.  A  law  prescribing  the 
qnaliflcations  of  a  voter  does  not  even  pre- 
tend to  deprive  a  man  of  his  life,  liberty,  or 
property,  for  such  privilege  is  not  essential 
to  either.  It  is  not  even  essential  to  citi- 
Knship,  were  the  latter  held  to  be  within 
the  meaning  of  ^ther  of  these  words.  "  Citi- 
Mi8blp"and  '^soffrage"  are  by  no  means 
inseparable.  Suffrage  is  not  one  of  the 
inalienable  rig^hts  with  which  men  are  en- 
dowed by  their  Creator;  but  it  is  alto- 
lEether  conventional.  Anderson  v.  Baker, 
Briahtly, Elect. Cas. 83.  Again, nuneof  the 
dementary  writers  include  right  of  suffrage 
as  among  the  rights  of  property  or  person. 
Id.  Si  Such  a  law  is  in  no  sense  a  bill  of 
attahider.  It;  is  not  a  punishment,  or  a 
loeans  of  punishment.  It  is  not  an  ex  post 
^uto  law;  for  it  does  not  constitute  or 
teiare  anything  whatever,  either  past  or 
present,  to  be  a  crime.  It  is  not  a  test  or 
qnaUAcation  for  office,  either  religious  or 
otherwise,  that  we  are  considering.  It  is 
"ttffldent  to  consider  that  when  the  ques- 
tion shall  arise.  Nor  is  such  law  directed 
to  the  establishment  of  any  religion;  nor 
does  it  prevent,  or  tend  to  prevent,  the  free 
exerdse  of  any  religion;  nor  does  it 
abridge,  or  tend  to  abridge,  the  freedom 


of  speech  or  of  the  press.  Under  it  a  member 
of  the  organization  in  question  may  do 
and  enjoy  all  he  would  do  without  it,  ex- 
cept that  he  may  not  have  the  privilege  of 
voting  at  an  election.  We  know  of  no  law 
making  such  act  a  religious  ilte  or  cere- 
mony. 

This  would  seem  to  be  a  fair,  plain  state- 
ment of  the  case,  and  of  the  different  rea- 
sons against  the  appellant's  construction 
of  each  of  these  constitutional  provisions. 
But  he  stiil  insists  that  there  is  somo- 
tbing  in  the  nature  of  this  case  culling  for 
a  more  liberal  and  enlarged  construction. 
He  assumes  that  any  law  which  tends  to 
turn  men  away  from  this  organization  in 
order  that  they  may  enjoy  certain  privi- 
leges tends  to  the  subversion  of  the ''  bless- 
ings of  liberty."  We  may  suppose  a  case, 
perhaps,  in  which  such  a  claim  might  be 
allowed,  in  which  this  preamble  might 
be  invoked  to  induce  a  more  liberal  con- 
struction. And,  on  the  other  hand,  a«  in 
case  of  a  claim  to  the  exercise  of  license 
and  crime,  under  the  guise  of  "freedom  of 
speech  and  of  the  press,"  may  call  for  a 
more  restricted  construction.  Whether 
such  a  declaration  of  purpose  as  this  pre- 
amble contains  calls  for  a  liberal  or  a  re- 
stricted meaning  would,  in  this  point  of 
view,  depend  entirely  upon  the  nature  of 
the  subject  demanding  the  construction. 
In  other  words,  if  unrestricted  license  to  do 
all  that  this  organization  aims  at  doing 
tends  to  the  increase  of  the  "  blessings  of 
liberty,"  then  the  appellant  might  possibly 
invoke  the  declared  purpose  of  the  federal 
constitution,  as  an  aid  by  whdch  he  would 
have  these  provisions  construed.  But,  on 
the  other  hand,  if  those  aims  and  purposes 
shall,  on  examination,  be  clearly  against 
morals,  public  and  private ;  clearly  antag- 
onistic to  the  laws  of  the  land ;  clearly  de- 
basing to  Christianity,  and  subversive  of 
true  liberty, — then  by  the  same  rule  a  more 
restricted  construction  would  be  called  for. 
Granting  that  in  the  case  at  bar  the  ap- 
plication of  the  rule  as  demanded  by  the 
appellant  is  correct,  we  may  inquire,  what 
are  the  aims  and    purposes  of  that  or- 

fanization which  demands  this  Immunity? 
ome  of  those  aims  and  purposes  are  dis- 
closed by  the  evidence  given  in  the  case. 
The  notoriety  which  this  organization  has 
attained,  might,  perhaps,  warrant  the 
courts  in  taking  Judicial  notice  of  some  of 
its  features ;  but  we  refrain  from  going  be- 
yond its  authoritative  record,  and  refer 
only  to  part  of  its  book,  "  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,"  given  as  a  whole  in  evidence 
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upon  the  trial  of  thiR  cause.  Our  reference 
must  neceBsarily  be  brief  and  confined  in 
scope. 

On  pag^  159  of  that  book,  in  what  is  there 
stated  to  be  a  "  Revelation  given  through 
Joseph,  the  Seer,  at  Fayette,  New  York, 
January  2,  1831,"  we  read:  "Thus  saith 
the  Lord,  your  God,  even  Jeeus  Christ,  the 
Great  I  Am,  ^pha  and  Omega:  ♦  ♦  ♦ 
Gird  up  your  loins,  and  be  prepared.  Be- 
hold, the  kingdom  is  yours,  and  the  enemy 
shall  not  overcome.  •  ♦  ♦  Behold,  the 
enemy  is  combined ;  and  now  I  show  unto 
you  a  mystery,  a  thing  which  is  had  in  se- 
cret chambers,  to  bring  to  pass  even  your 
destruction  in  process  of  time,  and  ye  knew 
It  not.  •  •  ♦  Fear  not,  for  the  kingdom 
Is  yours.  •  ♦  ♦  The  rich  I  have  made; 
and  all  flesh  is  mine;  and  I  am  no  respecter 
of  persons.  And  I  have  made  the  earth 
rich;  and  behold,  it  is  my  footstool.  Where- 
fore, again  will  I  stand  upon  it,  and  I  hold 
forth  and  deign  to  give  unto  you  gxe&ter 
riches,  even  a  land  of  promise,  a  land  flow- 
ing with  milk  and  honey,  upon  which  there 
shall  be  no  curse,  when  the  Lord  cometh. 
*  •  •  Ye  shall  have  it  for  the  land  of  your 
inheritance,  and  for  the  inheritance  of  your 
children  forever,  while  the  earth  shall  stand ; 
and  ye  shall  possess  it  again  in  eternity, 
and  no  more  to  pa«s  away.  But  verily  I 
say  unto  you  thax  in  time  ye  shall  have  no 
king  nor  ruler;  for  I  will  be  your  king, 
and  watch  over  you.  Wherefore,  hear  my 
voice,  and  follow  me,  and  you  shall  be  a 
free  people,  and  ye  shall  have  no  laws  but 
my  laws,  for  I  am  your  law-giver;  and 
what  can  stay  my  hand?  •  •  •  And 
again  I  say  unto  you  that  the  enemy  in  the 
secret  chambers  seeketh  your  lives.  Ye 
hear  of  wars  in  far  countries,  and  you  say 
there  will  soon  be  great  wars  in  far  coun- 
tries ;  but  ye  know  not  the  hearts  of  the 
men  in  your  own  land.  I  tell  you  these 
things  because  of  your  prayers ;  wherefore, 
treasure  up  wisdom  in  your  bosoms,  lest 
the  wickedness  of  men  reveal  these  things 
unto  you  by  their  wickedness,  in  a  manner 
which  shall  speak  in  your  ears  with  a  voice 
louder  than  that  which  shall  shake  the 
earth.  But  if  ye  are  prepared,  ye  shall  not 
fear.  And  that  you  might  escape  the  power 
of  the  enemy,  and  be  gathered  unto  me,  a 
righteous  people,  without  spot  and  blame- 
less ;  wherefore,  for  this  cause,  I  gave  unto 
you  the  commandment  that  ye  should  go 
to  the  Ohio ;  and  there  I  will  give  unto  you 
my  law ;  and  there  you  shall  be  endowed 
with  power  from  on  high ;  and  from  thence, 
whomsoever  I  will,  shall  go  forth  among 


an  nations,  and  it  shall  be  told  them  wliat 
thev  shall  do ;  for  I  have  a  great  work  laid 
up  in  store ;  for  Israel  shall  be  saved,  and 
I  will  lead  them  whithersoever  I  will ;  and 
no  power  shall  stay  my  hand.  And  now  I 
give  unto  the  church  in  these  parts  a  com- 
mandment that  certain  men  among  them 
shall  be  appointed,  and  they  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  voice  of  the  church,  •  ♦  ♦ 
and  this  shall  be  their  work :  To  govern 
the  affairs  of  the  property  of  this  church. 
And  they  that  have  farms  that  cannot  be 
sold,  let  them  be  left,  or  rented,  ajs  aeemeth 
them  good.  *  •  *  And  that  every  man, 
both  elder,  priest,  teacher,  and  also  mem- 
ber, go  to  work  with  his  might,  with  the 
labor  of  his  hands,  to  prepare  and  accom- 
plish the  things  which  I  have  command- 
ed. *  *  *  And  go  ye  out  ftom  the  wick- 
ed." In  another  **  revelation,"  January  5, 
1831,  page  163,  addressed  to  one  James  Co- 
ville:  "Hearken  and  listen  to  the  voice  of 
Him  who  is  from  all  eternity  to  all  eternity, 
the  Great  I  Am,  even  Jesus  Christ.  •  •  ♦ 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee  [CovlDe]  thou 
art  not  called  to  go  into  the  eaatem  coun- 
tries, but  thou  art  called  to  go  to  the  Ohio. 
And,  inasmuch  as  my  people  shall  assemble 
themselves  to  the  Ohio,  I  have  kept  in  store 
a  blessing  such  is  not  known  among  the 
children  of  men,  and  it  shall  be  poured  forth 
upon  their  heads,  and  from  thence  men 
shall  go  forth,  into  all  nations.  Behold, 
verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you  that  tbe  peo- 
ple in  Ohio  call  upon  me  in  much  faith, 
thinking  I  will  stay  my  hand  in  Judgment 
upon  the  nations ;  but  I  cannot  deny  my 
word ;  wherefore,  lay  to  with  your  might, 
and  call  faithful  laborers  Into  my  vineyard, 
that  it  may  be  pruned  for  the  last  time." 
Again,  in  a  "revelation,"  December  25,1832, 
page  804,  at  a  time  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States  when  "  nuUiflcatlon  "  trou- 
bles in  South  Carolina  had  culminated  in 
calling  a  convention,  which  was  thought 
at  the  time  to  portend  civil  war,  and  such 
trouble  seemed  imminent,  we  have:  "Ver- 
ily, thus  saith  the  Lord,  concerning  the 
wars  that  shall  shortly  come  to  Imubb,  be- 
ginning at  the  Rebellion  of  South  Carolina, 
which  will  eventually  terminate  in  the  death 
and  misery  of  many  souls.  The  day  will 
come  that  war  will  be  poured  out  on  all 
nations,  beginning  at  that  place;  for  be- 
hold, the  southern  states  shall  be  divided 
against  the  northern  states,  and  the  south- 
ern states  win  call  upon  other  nations,  even 
Great  Britain,  as  it  is  called,  and  they  shall 
also  call  upon  other  nations  in  order*  to  de- 
fend themselves  against  othernatioDs;  and 
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thm  shall  war  be  poured  out  upon  all  na- 
tloiw.  And  It  shall  come  to  paas  after 
many  days  slaves  shall  rise  up  against  their 
masters,  who  shall  be  marshaled  and  dis- 
ciplined for  war,  and  it  shall  come  to  pass 
atoo  that  the  remnants  who  are  left  of  the 
land  shall  marshal  themselves,  and  shall 
become  exceeding:  angry,  and  shaJl  vex  the 
SentUes  with  a  sore  vexation ;  and  thus, 
with  the  sword  and  by  bloodshed,  the  in- 
habitants of  the  earth  shall  mourn,  •  •  • 
until  the  consummation  decreed  hath  made 
a  hill  end  of  all  nations ;  that  the  cry  of  the 
aahits,  and  of  the  blood  of  the  saints,  shall 
cease  to  come  up  into  the  ears  of  the  Lord 
Sabaoth,  from  the  earth,  to  be  avenged  of 
their  enemies.'* 

What  motives  and  purposes  do  these  so- 
called  ''revelations"  disclose?  Do  they 
not  point  directly  at  results  which  this  or- 
ganisation has  since  done  much  to  attain? 
Are  they  not  calculated  to  cause  distrust 
and  hatred  of  all  who  are  not  of  this  so- 
called  church?  They  are  of  the  essence  of 
this  so-called  church,  though  those  we  have 
copied  constitute  but  a  small  part  of  such 
teachings,  and  do  not  touch  their  plan  of 
organisation,  polity,  and  system  of  govern- 
ment Yet  these  may  be  sufficient  to  show 
the  temporal  features  and  nature  of  this 
"Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  I^atter-Day 
Saints,"  with  some  of  its  aims  and  pur- 
poses; and  belp,  with  other  like  teachings, 
to  explidn  the  phenomenon  of  Its  history. 
Those  parts  we  have  copied  are  mixed  with 
much  matter  apparently  merely  fustian 
and  meaningless,  and  not  apparraitly  ex- 
planatory of  the  general  purpose,  as  indi- 
cated by  the  extracts.  These  do  not  touch 
the  extraordinary  teachings  of  polygamy, 
or  plural  or  celestial  marriage ;  yet  those 
are  also  included  in  the  blessings^  of  liberty 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  We  are  not 
at  liber^  to  say  these  extracts  have  no 
meaning,  nor  that  their  true  meaning  and 
signification  are  not  indicated  by  the  lan- 
guage used.  They  speak  of  other  people  as 
"enemies,"  and  evidently  imply  that  their 
presence,  their  laws  and  inRtitutions  are  to 
be  looked  upon  as  a  "curse  upon  the  land,'' 
which  ti^e  church  aspires  to  dominate; 
that  in  such  land  there  is  to  be  no  govern- 
ment or  laws,  except  those  alone  of  the 
dinrch,— evidently  the  germ  of  that  state 
of  chronic  warfare  which  that  "  church  " 
has  ever,  and  still  does,  maintain  against 
allgoTemmentsavethatof  thechurch ;  that 
even  Vb»  members  of  the  '*  church  *'  are  not 
their  own  masters.  Their  individuality  as 
freemen  and  citisens  is  denied  them.    Their 


rights  of  choice  and  of  action  as  freemen 
are  merged  in  the  church .  Internecine  wars 
are  welcomed  as  a  means  by  which  the 
* '  gentiles  are  to  be  exterminated . "  The  in- 
tent to  despoil  the  unsuspecting  people  of 
Ohio,  who  vainly  "  called  with  much  trust," 
among  them  that  people  then  seeking  a 
home,  and  who  were  g^iving  to  those  peo- 
ple *'  much  faith ,"  is  plainly  intimated.  The 
revelations  on  polygamy  and  plural  or  ce- 
lestial marriage  had  not  then  been  intro- 
duced. They  came  in  1848,  and  have  since 
been  propagated,  with  what  success  the 
public  statutes  and  records  of  the  courts 
in  some  degree  show.  None  of  these  objec- 
tionable features  have  been  expunged  or 
modified,  and  now  license  to  pursue  and 
realise  all  these  aims  is  demanded.  It  is 
time  to  speak  plainly  on  this  subject.  The 
true  interests  of  this  people  themselves  and 
all  others  demand  it.  The  tendency  of  such 
principles  and  purposes  is  clear.  They  do 
not  lead  to  the  "  security  of  the  blessings  of 
liberty ;"  but  they  do  lead  to  its  utter  sub- 
version. The  guaranty  of  the  freedom  of 
speech  and  of  the  press  is  not  generally  held 
to  be  a  shield  to  protect  license  and  crime; 
nor  is  there  anything  in  the  bare  name  of 
religion,  when  it  seeks  thus  to  deal  wlldi 
temporal  matters,  with  the  facts  and  inter- 
ests of  social  and  political  life,  that  should 
exempt  it  from  that  wholesome  rule  con- 
ceded to  license  and  crime. 

We  think,  if  we  are  at  liberty  to  look  at 
the  preamble  of  the  federal  constitution, 
as  the  appellant  asks  us  to  do,  as  express- 
ing the  objects  of  that  instrument,  and  as 
an  aid  in  construing  its  provisions,  such  ex- 
pression, applied  to  the  alms  and  objects  of 
this  organisation,  does  not  favor  the  view 
of  the  appellant. 

But  to  look  further.  The  question  of  the 
validity  of  the  election  law  has  already 
been  before  the  supreme  court  of  this  terri- 
tory. Innis  V.  Bolton,  17  Pae.  Rep.  254,> 
was  a  case  where  a  party  claiming  the 
right  to  vote,  being  challenged,  declined  to 
take  the  oath  prescribed  In  section  604; 
complying  with  the  law  in  all  other  re- 
spects, but  refusing  to  take  the  oath  of 
non-membership.  The  right  to  vote  was 
denied,  and  he  brought  an  action  for  dam- 
ages against  the  judges  of  election.  Judg- 
ment was  given  for  the  defendants.  The 
issue  was  as  to  the  validity  of  section  604. 
The  reasons  for  such  invalidity  were  there 
alleged  to  be:  (1)  That  the  statute  is  in 
violation  of  the  first  amendment  of  the  con- 
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Btitution ;  (2)  that  it  is  in  conflict  with  the 
act  of  congress  of  March  22, 1882.  On  the 
first  point  it  was  urged,  as  in  this  case, 
that  to  make  membersliip  in  this  organiza- 
tion a  test  of  the  right  to  vote  was  an  in- 
fringement of  r^igious  liberty,  and  hence 
was  forbidden .  And  under  the  second ,  that 
congress,  in  1882,  in  the  Edmunds  act.  in 
declaring  that  polygamists  and  bigamists 
shall  not  vote  in  the  territory,  had  cov- 
ered the  whole  ground ;  and  that  the  legis- 
lature was  precTaded  from  prescribing  any 
further  test  in  any  way,  however  remotely, 
connected  with  those  crimes.  On  both  of 
these  points  the  supreme  court  overruled 
the  appellants.  We  think  the  ruling  should 
be  followed.  While  the  section  of  the  stat- 
ute is  not  the  same  in  the  case  at  bar  as  in 
that,  yet  the  two  sections  are  parts  of  the 
same  act,  and  the  principle  involved  in  the 
two  is  practically  the  same.  But  while 
that  case  has  our  approval,  it  may  be  well 
in  this  to  say  further  that  several  acts  have 
been  parsed  both  by  congress  and  by  the 
territorial  legislature,  prescribing  the  qual- 
ifications of  voters.  The  act  of  congress  of 
March  3, 1863,  organizing  the  territory  of 
Idaho,  is  one  of  those  acts.  By  section  5  of 
the  organic  act,  it  was  provided  that  *'  ev- 
ery free  white  male  inhabitant  above  the 
age  of  21  years,  who  shall  have  been  an  act- 
ual resident  of  said  territory  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  the  first  election,  ♦  ♦  ♦  but  the 
qualifications  of  voters,  and  of  holding  office 
at  all  subsequent  elections,  shall  be  such  aa 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  legislative  assem- 
bly." The  legislative  power,  (Id.  §  6,)  was 
declared  to  "  extend  to  all  rightful  subjects 
of  legislation  consistent  with  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  and  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,'*  except  as  to  laws  inter- 
fering with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil, 
taxing  property  of  the  United  States,  or 
taxing  property  of  non-residents  higher 
than  property  of  residents.  Those  except- 
ed subjects  only  were  forbidden.  The  leg- 
islature exercised  this  right  in  1864,  and 
again,  by  Rev.  Laws  1874,  page  684,  the  law 
was  entfrely  changed.  The  law  of  1864  was 
repealed,  and  one  enacted  that  *'  all  male 
inhabitants  over  the  age  of  21  years  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election,"  pro- 
vided they  be  citizens,  etc.,  and  have  resid- 
ed in  the  territory  four  months,  and  in  the 
county  where  they  offer  to  vote  thirty 
days ;  but  no  person  under  guardianship, 
non  compos  mentis,  or  insane,  nor  any 
person  convicted  of  treason,  felony,  or  brib- 
ery,  etc.,  unless  restored  to  their  civil  rights, 


shall  be  permitted  to  vote  at  any  election. 
In  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States,  passed  at  the  first  session  of  the 
forty-third  session  of  cong^ress,  1873-74,  as 
further  revised  and  reported  September, 
1878,  provisions  on  this  subject,  ''common 
to  all  the  territories,"  are  collated.  These 
provisions  differ  from  that  under  which  the 
territory  was  organized,  and  under  which 
Its  legislature  had  acted,  up  to  that  time. 
It  is  there  provided  (section  1860)  that  at 
all  elections  after  the  first  "the  qualifica- 
tions of  voters,  and  of  holding  office,  shall 
be  such  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  legis- 
lative assembly  of  each  territory, "  except 
(1)  the  right  of  suffrage  and  holding  office 
shall  belong  to  citizens^or  those  who  have 
declared  their  intention  to  become  citi- 
zens, of  the  United  States,  over  21  years  of 
age,  and  have  taken  an  oath  to  support 
the  constitution,  etc. ;  (2)  there  shall  be  no 
distinctions  on  this  subject  between  citi- 
zens on  account  of  color,  or  previous  con- 
dition of  servitude ;  (3)  no  officer,  soldier, 
or  mariner,  shall,  etc.,  unless  he  has  resid- 
ed in  the  territory  six  months ;  (4)  no  per- 
son belonging  to  the  army  or  navy  shall 
hold  any  civil  office.  Now,  although  this 
act  is  very  full  in  saying  who  may  and  who 
may  not  be  allowed  to  vote,  nothing  is 
said  about  persons  under  guardianship, 
persons  non  compos  mentis,  or  insane; 
nor  of  persons  convicted  of  treason  or  oth- 
er crimes;  yet  no  one  pretends  that  this 
general  legislation  by  congress  affected  the 
status  ot  such  persons  as  voters.  Congress 
had  only  its  special  purpose  in  view,  and 
did  not  cover  otlier  grouod.  But.  fulloix- 
ing  that  general  act,  on  March  22,  1882, 
congressenactedthe  "Edmunds  Law."  Its 
object  is  expressed  to  be  "  to  amend  section 
5352,  Rev.  St.  U.  S.,  in  reference  to  bigamy, 
and  for  other  purposes."  No  part  of  the 
act  touches  the  power  of  the  legislature, 
unless,  as  counsel  claim,  the  ^hth  section 
does.  That  provides  that "  no  polygamist, 
bigamist,  or  any  person  cohabiting  with 
more  than  one  woman,  and  no  woman  co- 
habiting with  any  of  the  persons  described 
as  aforesaid  in  this  section,  in  any  territory 
or  other  plax^e  over  which  the  United  States 
have  exclusive  jurisdiction,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  at  any  election  held  in  any  such  ter- 
ritory or  other  place."  In  the  absence  of 
any  expressed  intent  to  repeal  the  gfrant  of 
po  wer  to  the  territories,  it  is  not  easy  to  see 
how  this  could  at  all  affect  such  power.  It 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  territorial 
Ic^slature  is  but  a  creature  of  congress; 
and  while  it,  for  certain  purposes,  exercises 
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the  same  power,  it  acts  aa  a  separate  po- 
litical organization.    An  act  of  cong^ress  is 
not  an  act  of  a  territorial  iei^slature,  and 
rke  versa.    Each  may  act  upon  the  same 
subject,  from  its  own  stand-point,  and  the 
acta  of  each  may  be  valid.     In  such  case 
their  powers  are  clearly  concurrent.    But 
in  the  act  of  1882  the^act  of  congress  does 
not  cover,  nor  profess  to  cover,  the  same 
ground  as  the  act  of  the  territory.    It  does 
not  deal  with  membership  in  any  organi- 
sation ajB  a  qualification  to  vote.    The  one 
subject  is  not  even  germane  to  the  other ; 
or«  If  it  has  a  remote  relation,  as  is  contend- 
ed, congress  did  not  choose  to  enter  on  the 
Srround  covered  by  the  territorial  legisla- 
ture.   The  counsel  cites,  in  addition  to  the 
E^dmunds  act,  Houston  v.  Moore,  5  Wheat. 
22-!M;  Prigg  v.  Com.,  16  Pet.  618;  Passen- 
l^r  Caaea,  7  tfow.  400,  and  elementarv  au- 
thoritieB.   All  the  cases  cited  involve  tne  re- 
lation between  the  several  state  govern- 
ments and  the  United  States.    In  them  it  is 
a  question  of  which  sovereigrnty  has  the 
power  in  dispute.    Cong^ress  exercises  pow- 
ers d^e^^ted  by  the  states.    If  the  former 
have  those  powers,  the  latter,  except  in  ex- 
ceptional cases,  does  not  possess  them.  No 
such  relations  of  antagonism  exist  between 
ccmgresa  and  tlie  territories.    The  will  of 
congress  and  that  of  the  territorial  legisla- 
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tures  are  not  two  distinct  wills,  within  the 
holding  of  some  of  those  cases,  but  are  for 
certain  purposes  (of  which  the  act  in  ques- 
tion is  one)  one  and  the  same  will.  While 
in  their  operation  they  are  distinct,  there 
is  the  relation  of  superior  and  inferior  in  all 
territorial  affairs;  and  the  superior  may 
prohibit  or  nullify  the  acts  of  the  inferior. 
Until  it  does  so  the  acts  of  the  inferior  are 
as  valid,  within  its  province,  as  the  acts  of 
the  superior.  If  it  were  true  (though  it  is 
not  true)  that  section  8  of  the  Edmunds 
act  covered  the  whole  ground  of  section  501, 
and  that  each  was  intended  as  a  punish- 
ment for  the  same  offense,  under  the  au- 
thority cited  by  the  appellant,  (Houston 
V.  Moore,  5  Wheat.  23,)  it  would  seem  that 
the  combined  acts  would  be  only  concur- 
rent, and  that  both  would  be  valid.  See, 
also, Innis  v.  Boltoo,  17  Pac.  Rep.  264.8  But 
it  is  not  necessary  to  go  to  the  extent  in- 
dicated in  that  case,  as  the  two  acts  do  not 
cover  the  same  ground.  After  a  careful 
consideration  of  this  case,  we  do  not  find 
the  act  of  the  territorial  legislature  in  con- 
fiict  with  any  pro  visions  of  the  federal  con- 
stitution, or  with  any  act  of  congress.  The 
ruling  and  the  Judgment  of  the  court  be- 
low must  be  a.fflrmed.

That  in  j  ury  might  possibly 
have  resulted  from  erroneous  ruling  as  to 
evidence  and  instructions  is  ground  for  re- 
versal.

The  bill  of  exceptions  nowhere  states  that 
the  eYidenoe  therein  set  forth  is  all  the  CYi- 
denoe  had  at  the  trial,  and  there  is  no  pre- 
•omption  here  that  it  contains  all,  but  the 
presumption  will  be  that  the  necessary  eyi- 
dence was  given  at  the  trial.  People  y.  Leong 
SlDff,  77  Cal.  118.  19  Pac.  Rep.  254;  People 
r.  Marks.  72  Cal.  46,  47.  13  Pac.  Rep.  149;

Bbattt,  C.  J.  The  appellant  was  indicted 
for  onlawf  al  fishing  alleged  to  hay e  been  done 
in  Bear  Lake  county.  At  the  close  of  the 
people's  testimony  the  appellant  moved  the 
court  to  instruct  the  jury  to  render  a  yerdlct 
of  acquittal,  which  motion  was  oyerruled. 
The  appellant  then  introduced  testimony  in 
bis  behalf,  and  thereafter  the  jury  found  a 
verdict  against  him.  upon  which  judgment 
was  rendered,  from  which  he  has  taken  his 
appeal  to  this  court. 

The  appellant  has  assigned  numerous  al- 
leged errors  based  upon  the  ruling  of  the  court 
on  the  introduction  of  the  eyidence.  All  such 
alleged  errors  must  be  considered  in  the  light 


of  our  statute,  adopted  from  the  California 
Code,  which  is  to  the  effect  that  all  errors  and 
mistakes  in  proceedings  which  do  not  preju- 
dice the  party  in  his  substantial  rights  must 
be  disregarded.  Under  this  statute,  which 
seems  without  ambiguity,  it  has  frequently 
been  held  that  errors  which  are  not  shown  to 
haye  damaged  the  party  complaining  must 
be  disregarded.  The  criticisms  are  largely 
to  the  admission  of  questions  to  which  an- 
swers were  not  made,  or  were  not  against 
appellant,  or  were  stricken  out.  There  was 
also  testimony  to  the  effect  that  appellant  had 
the  reputation  of  being  a  fisherman.  It  is 
not  conceded  that  a  party  can  be  conyicted  of 
an  offense  by  testimony  of  general  reputation 
that  he  has  committed  it;  but  the  appellant 
was  not  charged  with  any  offense  of  being  a 
fisherman,  nor  is  it  an  offense,  nor  does  testi- 
mony of  his  reputation  as  such  damage  him. 
We  do  not  think  any  of  the  alleged  errors 
based  upon  the  introduction  of  the  testimony 
are  shown  to  haye  damaged  the  appellant. 
That  he  was  prejudiced  in  any  of  his  sub- 
stantial rights  will  not  be  presumed  when  not 
shown. 

It  is  also  claimed  the  testimony  is  not  suf- 
ficient to  j  ustify  a  conyiction.  The  only  tes- 
timouy  before  us  is  that  introduced  by  the 
people,  and.  as  it  appears  in  the  record,  it  is 
not  sufficient.  Had  appellant  rested  upon 
that  testimony,  and  brought  it  t>ef  ore  us  in  the 
proper  mode  for  its  consideration,  a  reyersal. 
probably,  would  be  justified;  but.  instead,  he 
proceeded  with  the  introduction  of  testimony 
in  his  defense.  That  is  not  here.  We  do  not 

know  what  it  was.  He  may  haye  conyicted 
himself,  as  has  frequently  happened  with  de- 
fendants. At  any  rate,  the  jury,  upon  all 
the  eyidence.  found  him  guilty,  and  we  can- 
not interfere. 

At  the  close  of  the  people^s  testimony,  ap- 
pellant moyed  the  court  to  instruct  the  jury 
to  return  a  yerdlct  of  not  guilty,  which  mo- 
tion the  court  overruled;  and  this  is  assigned 
as  error.  Our  statute  (section  7877)  is  adopt- 
ed from  the  California  Code,  and  provides 
the  court  may  advise  the  jury  to  acquit.  By 
another  section  (7855,  subd.  6)  it  is  directed 
the  court  ''must  not  charge  the  jury  in  re- 
spect to  matters  of  fact."  Had  the  court 
given  the  peremptory  instruction  asked,  it 
would,  in  Yiolation  of  this  proYlsion.  haye 
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taken  the  facts  from  the  lory.  It  is  held  in 
People  V.  Horn.  70  Cal.  18, 11  Pac.  Rep.  470, 
that  this  the  court  cannot  do»  and  that  it  can 
only  advise  the  jury.  Whether,*  when  the  court 
is  satisfied  the  testimony  is  not  sufficient,  it 
must  advise  the  jury  to  acquit^  regardless  of 
the  form  of  defendant's  motion,  or  whether, 
when  there  is  any  evidence  tending  against 
the  defendant,  the  court  may,  in  its  discre- 
tion, leave  the  question  to  the  jury,  we  need 
not  now  consider  nor  decide. 

After  appellant*s  motion  for  the  peremp- 
tory instruction  was  overruled^  he,  by  intro- 
ducing his  testimony,  waived  his  right  to  as- 
sign as  error  the  order  overruling  his  motion, 
as  is  held  in  civil  cases  by  authority  which  is 
controlling  with  us.  Railway  Co.  v.  Cum- 
mings,  106  U.  S.  700, 1  Sup.  Gt.  Bep.  493; 
Insurance  Go.  v.  Grandal,  120  U.  8.  530,  7 
Sup.  Gt.  Bep.  685.  Our  statute  (section 
7864)  provides:  "The  rules  of  evidence  in 
civil  actions  are  applicable  also  to  criminal 
actions,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
Code."  We  thinks  under  our  statute,  the 
authorities  above  control  iji  this  case;  and  the 
judgment  of  the  lower  court  is  affirmed. 

Bbrry,  J.,  concurs. 

Sweet,  J.  I  dissent  from  the  opinion  of 
the  court  When  the  prosecution  rested, 
there  was  not,  in  my  judgment,  sufficient  ev- 
idence to  warrant  or  sustain  a  conviction. 
The  prosecution  having  failed  to  prove  the 
guilt  of  the  accused,  the  latter  had  a  perfect 
right  to  invoke  the  statute.  After  the  court 
refused  to  advise  an  acquittal,  the  defendant 
excepted,  and  offered  testimony  in  his  own 
behalf.  It  is  urged  in  support  of  the  judg- 
ment (1)  that  defendant  moved  for  an  in- 
struction to  acquit,— an  instruction  which 
the  court  was  not  authorized  to  give;  (2)  that, 
by  introducing  testimony  in  his  own  behalf, 
he  waived  his  exception;  and  (8)  that  the  ev- 
idence is  not  all  here.  I  shall  consider  these 
points  as  here  presented. 

1.  The  prosecution  examined  several  wit- 
nesses, and  rested.  The  defendant  then 
moved  the  court  to  instruct  the  jury  to  bring 
in  a  verdict  of  acquittal.  It  is  proper  to  state 
that  the  exact  language  of  the  motion,  which 
was  evidently  made  in  open  court,  and  not 
reduced  to  writing,  does  not  appear  in  the 


transcript.  On  page  10  we  find  the  follow- 
ing  statement:  " Tlie  defendant,  by  his  coun- 
sel, here  moved  the  court  to  instruct  the  joiy 
to  return  a  verdict  of  not  guilty,  which  mo- 
tion was  by  the  court  overruled."  On  page 
49  of  the  transcript  the  motion  is  present*^ 
in  this  form:  "Defendant  now  moves  the 
court  to  instruct  the  jury  to  render  a  verdict 
of  acq  uittal. "  I  quote  the  two  statements  as 
they  appear  in  the  transcript  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  that  the  exact  words  embodied 
by  the  defendant  in  his  motion  do  not  appear 
in  the  record.  This  is  not  material,  howev- 
er, as  the  substance  of  both  motions  is  the 
same.  Section  7877  of  the  Penal  Code  is  as 
follows:  "If,  at  any  time  after  the  evidence 
on  either  side  is  closed,  the  court  deems  it  in- 
sufficient to  warrant  a  conviction,  it  must 
advise  the  jury  to  acquit  the  defendant;  but 
the  jury  are  not  bound  by  the  advice. "  The 
court  overruled  the  defendant's  motion  ask- 
ing for  an  instruction  to  acquit.  There  is 
nothing  to  indicate  tluit  the  action  of  the 
court  was  governed  by  any  informality  in  the 
language  of  the  motion.  If,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  court,  the  evidence  was  such  as  to  war- 
rant it  in  submitting  the  case  to  the  jury,  it 
was  its  duty  to  overrule  the  motion.  If,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  prosecution  had  failed  to 
establish  the  charge  made  in  the  indictment, 
it  was  the  duty  of  the  court  to  advise  the  ju- 
ry to  acquit.  I  believe  that  the  exercise  of 
such  a  discretion  is  subject  to  reriew.  The 
attorney  general  urges  that  ''the  court  had 
no  right  to  give  the  peremptory  instruction 
in  a  criminal  case  as  asked  at  page  10  of  the 
transcript.  ^  It  is  true  the  court  had  no  right 
to  give  the  peremptory  instruction  to  acquit, 
but  no  court  would  presume  that  the  motion 
was  overruled  by  the  court  below  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  the  word  **  instruct"  was 
used  by  the  attorney  who  made  the  motion 
in  place  of  the  word  ''advisa"  It  is  proper 
enough  for  lawyers  to  deal  in  technicalities. 
By  the  discussion  of  technical  rules,  and  the 
attempt  to  maintain  a  strict,  technical  con- 
struction of  the  language  of  a  statute,  and 
the  efforts,  on  the  other  hand,  to  obtain  a 
broad  and  liberal  construction  of  a  law,  a 
just  and  equitable  medium  of  practice  is  es- 
tablished and  maintained.  It  is,  therefore, 
presumed  that,  in  overruling  the  motion  ask- 
ing for  an  instruction  to  acquit*  the  ooort  in- 
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tended  to  orerrale  a  motion  asking  it  to  "ad- 
viM"  tbe  jury  to  acquit.  I  shall  therefore 
eoDSider  whether  or  not  the  court  erred  in 
refasing  to  grant  the  motion. 

When  the  prosecution  rested,  I  do  not  thinlc 
the  state  had  introduced  evidence  upon  which 
toy  person  could  be  legally  convicted  of  a 
crime.  I  think  it  follows  that  the  defendant 
WIS  entitled  to  the  instruction,  and  that  the 
eoart  ecred  in  not  giving  it;  not  because 
the  defendant's  attorney,  careless  of  the  lan- 
gusge  he  used,  asked  the  court  to  "instruct" 
isstesd  of  '^advise, "  but  because  the  prosecu- 
tion had  ntterly  failed  to  make  out  a  case.  It 
was  not  an  instruction  to  be  given  or  wlth- 
hdd  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  In  the 
absence  of  evidence  to  warrant  a  conviction, 
it  must  be  given.  To  refuse  the  instruction 
was  to  give  the  sanction  of  the  court  to  the 
eoDTiction  of  the  defendant  without  evidence 
to  lustify  it;  and  the  Jury  would  have  a  right 
to  suppose  that,  under  the  law,  the  evidence 
was  sufficient  to  warrant  a  conviction.  Cer- 
tainly, such  an  act  on  the  part  of  the  court 
wonld  interfere  with  the  substantial  rights 
ef  the  defendant  if,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
eridence  given  would  not  warrant  a  convio 
tion.  Whenever  a  defendant  asks  an  in- 
stmction  of  that  character,  he  accepts  the  re- 
nttts  that  may  follow  a  refusal  on  the  part  of 
the  court  to  grant  it.  If,  therefore,  his  re- 
qnest  is  refused,  and  the  reasons  therefor  are 
sufficient,  and  he  is  prejudiced  because  of  the 
onler,  the  resulting  misfortune  U  his  own 
teilt;  but  it  does  not  Justify  the  court  in  re- 
fofting  the  instruction  asked  for,  if  the  status 
of  the  case  demands  it.  The  case  cited  by 
the  attorney  general  (People  v.  Horn,  70  Gal. 
17,  11  Pac.  Bep.  470)  simply  declares  that 
the  court  was  not  authorized  to  give  the  Jury 
a  peremptory  instruction  to  acquit,  but  says 
the  court  was  authorized  to  advise  an  acquit- 
taL  The  theory  of  the  law  is  that  a  man  is 
hinooent  until  he  is  proven  guilty.  This  in 
vsry  many  cases  is  a  fiction,  and  It  not  un- 
trequenUy  happens  that  a  person  brought 
into  court  is  riaquired  to  prove  his  innocence. 
fiat  the  old  theory  is  still  the  law,  and  while 
the  personal  liberty  of  the  citizen  is  the  para- 
BM>ant  consideration  of  government  it  will 
coBtinue  to  be  the  law.  By  refusing  the  in- 
straction,  when  warranted,  the  court  forces 
the  prisoner  either  to  go  to  the  Jury  with  a 


declaration  by  the  court  to  the  effect,  in  sub* 
stance,  that  the  evidence  already  given  war* 
rants  a  conviction,  or,  in  most  instances,  to 
testify  in  his  own  behalf;  in  other  words, 
forces  him  to  prove  his  innocence. 

The  attorney  general  urges  that  the  court 
was  not  authorized  to  advise  the  Jury  to  ac- 
quit under  subdivision  6,  g  7855,  which  reads 
that  the  court  must  not  charge  the  Jury  in 
respect  to  matters  of  fact.  We  do  not  ap* 
prehend  that  section  7877  is  at  all  in  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  section  7855.  Section « 
7877  distinctly  states  that  the  Jury  is  not 
bound  to  act  upon  the  advice  given  by  the 
court;  and,  if  the  court  were  to  advise  the 
Jury  to  acquit,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  tlie 
court  to  state  that  the  Jury  were  at  liberty 
either  to  accept  or  reject  its  advice.  The  fact 
remains,  however,  that  when  a  person  is 
charged  with  crime  he  must  be  convicted  by 
legal  evidence.  The  Jury  pass  Judgment  as 
to  the  facts.  This  is  an  authority  upon 
which  the  court  dare  not  trespass.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  evidence  upon  which  a  per*, 
son  is  convicted  must  be  legal  evidence;  and 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  evidence  tendered  is 
sufficient,  under  the  law,  to  warrant  a  con.* 
viction,  the  court,  on  the  last  appeal,  is  the 
absolute  Judge.  The  statute  provides  that,  if 
the  court  deems  the  evidence  insufficient  to 
warrant  a  conviction,  it  must  so  advise  the 
Jury.  If  there  is,  practically,  no  evidence  of 
guilt,  it  is  not  a  matter  of  discretion  with  the 
court.  Therefore,  when  the  prosecution  rest- 
ed in  this  case,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  court 
to  advise  the  Jury  to  acquit,  regardless  of  any 
trifling  mistake  the  attorney  may  have  maide 
in  using  one  word  for  another.  As  well  say 
that  a  court  will  refuse  to  dismiss  an  indict- 
ment,  when  sufficient  reasons  are  given,  be^ 
cause  the  prosecutor,  following  the  old  form, 
asks  for  a  nolle  prosequi  instead  of  a  dis- 
missal. 

2.  It  is  urged  that  the  defendant  waived  his 
exception  to  the  order  of  the  court  under  the 
rule  laid  down  in  Insurance  Go.  v.  Crandal, 
120  U.  S.  530, 7  Sup.  a.  Bep.  685,  and  in  Ball- 
way  Co.  V.  Gummings,  106  U.  S.  700,  1  Sup. 
Gt.  Bep.  498.  The  language  of  the  court  in 
the  latter  case  (106  U.  S.  701,  1  Sup.  Gt  Bep. 
494)  is  as  follows:  '*It  is  undoubtedly  true 
that  a  case  may  be  presented  in  which  the 
refusal  to  direct  a  verdict  for  the  defendant 
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at  the  close  of  the  plaintifTs  testimony  will 
be  good  ground  for  the  reversal  of  a  Judg- 
ment on  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  if 
the  defendant  rests  bis  case  on  such  testi- 
monj,  and  introduces  none  in  bis  own  be- 
half; but,  if  he  goes  on  with  his  defense,  and 
puts  in  testimony  of  his  own,  and  the  jury, 
under  proper  instructions,  finds  against  him 
on  the  whole  evidence,  the  Judgment  cannot 
be  reversed,  in  the  absence  of  the  defendant's 
testimony,  on  account  of  the  original  refusal, 
even  though  it  would  not  have  been  wrong 
to  give  the  instruction  at  the  time  it  was 
aslced.''  If  the  rule  laid  down  in  this  case 
applies  to  the  section  before  referred  to  from 
our  Penal  Code,  and  to  the  rules  of  criminal 
practice  in  this  territory,  the  discussion 
would  be  ended  and  the  question  settled,  so 
ftir  as  this  court  is  concerned.  Subdivision 
5,  g  4354,  Code  Civil  Proc,  under  which  an 
action  may  be  dismissed  or  a  Judgment  for 
nonsuit  entered,  gives  the  conditions  under 
wliich  a  onsuit  may  be  bad  as  follows:  "By 
the  court,  upon  motion  of  the  defendant, 
when,  upon  the  trial,  the  plaintiff  fails  to 
prove  a  sufficient  case  for  the  Jury. "  The  de- 
cision of  the  supreme  court  before  referred 
to  would,  unquestionably,  control  the  method 
of  procedure  under  this  section ;  but  let  us 
place  the  section  from  the  Penal  Code  by  the 
side  of  section  4354  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure, and  note  how  marked  the  contrast: 
*'If,  at  any  time  after  the  evidence  on  either 
side  is  closed,  the  court*  deems  it  insufficient 
to  warrant  a  conviction,  it  must  advise  the 
jury  to  acquit  the  defendant "  This  is  simply 
declaratory  of  one  of  the  principles  of  the 
common  \slw,  namely,  that  the  guilt  of  the 
accused  must  be  proven.  In  civil  cases  the 
court  "may,"  '^upon  motion, **  grant  the  or- 
der; under  the  Criminal  Code,  the  court 
'*mu8t"  make  the  order,  without  motion,  if 
the  condition  specified  exists.  In  the  case  at 
bar,  if  the  evidence  was  not  sufficient  to  sus- 
tain a  conviction,  when  the  prosecution 
rested,  the  defendant,  under  this  statute,  was 
authorized  to  call  upon  the  court  for  its  en- 
forcement; and  if,  in  the  Judgment  of  the 
appellate  court,  the  evidence  at  that  time 
warranted  the  request,  the  prosecution  hav- 
ing failed  to  prove  the  guilt  of  the  accused 
by  legal  evidence,  the  presumption  of  inno- 
cence and  the  peremptory  statute  entitled 


him  to  that  instruction.  Evidence  that  would 
Justify  the  court  below  in  sending  a  civil 
case  to  the  Jury  in  the  exercise  of  its  discre- 
tion would  be  one  thing,  and  evidence  that 
would  warrant  the  conviction  of  a  person  ac- 
cused of  a  crime  would  be  an  entirely  diifer- 
ent  thing.  The  disti  nction  between  the  two, 
however,  is  no  more  clearly  marked  than  the 
difference  in  the  two  statutes.  This  con- 
struction of  the  statute,  and  the  rights  of  the 
accused  under  it,  are  also  in  harmony  with 
the  principles  of  the  common  law,  which  it 
is  intended  to  modify;  and,  under  the  rules 
of  construction,  we  cannot  pass  one  step  be- 
yond the  point  to  which  the  statute  authorizes 
us  to  go.  Taking  this  view  of  the  question, 
it  matters  little  whether,  in  asking  the  en- 
forcement of  the  statute,  defendant's  counsel 
used  the  word  "advise"  or  "instruct;**  for, 
in  the  absence  of  evidence  to  warrant  a  con- 
viction, it  was  the  duty  of  the  court,  under 
the  positive  mandate  of  the  statute,  to  advise 
the  acquittal,  whether  the  defendant  asked 
it  or  not.  The  section  referred  to  leaves  the 
common  law  in  force  to  that  extent.  Und^r 
the  common  law,  the  defendant  was  not 
heard  either  in  person  or  by  counsel.  Tbi 
case  was  brought  before  the  court,  and  the 
state  offered  its  evidence.  If,  under  that  evi- 
dence, his  guilt  was  not  established,  the  pris- 
oner was  discharged.  With  the  exception  of 
the  old  presumption  still  existing  in  favor  of 
the  accused,  nothing  remains  of  the  old  prin- 
ciple except  this:  "If  the  evidence  does  not 
warrant  conviction,  the  court  must  advise 
acquittal."  The  mandate  to  obey  what  is 
left  is  as  imperative  as  if  the  principle  of  the 
common  law,  and  the  practice  under  it,  had 
never  been  modified  at  alL  This  is  the  only 
power  left  the  court  under  which  it  may 
shield  the  prisoner  in  meritorious  cases;  but 
it  is  a  positive  right  left  the  accused  from  the 
common-law  practice,  and  must  be  exercised 
under  the  statute. 

Let  us  consider  the  matter  from  the  stand- 
point of  another  well-known  principle.  TIm 
ruling  of  the  court  was,  in  sObstance,  a  dec- 
laration to  the  effect  that  evidence  had  been 
given  sufficient  to  warrant  a  conviction.  If, 
under  the  legal  effect  of  legal  evidence,  this 
was  error,  the  rights  of  the  accused  woe 
seriously  and  unlawfully  injured.  He  was 
accused^  arrested,  and  the  state  presented  its 
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e^idenoe  of  guilt.  He  was  in  jeopardy.   And, 
when  the  atate  rested,  if  the  evidence  was 
insufficient  to  warrant  his  being  longer  held, 
under  the  law  and  the  statute  that  jeopardy 
was  legally  at  an  end,  to  the  extent  that  the 
ootut  ^must,"  not  ''may,"  advise  the  jury  to 
acquit;  and  it  was  defendant's  right  to  in- 
voke the  statute.    If  the  court  deny  the  mo- 
tion, the  accused,  if  able,  may  rest  and  ap- 
peal to  a  higher  court.    If  the  accused  is 
poor,  he  has  but  tliis  alternative:  to  go  to  the 
jury  in  tlie  face  of  this  declaration  on  the 
part  of  the  court,  or  attempt  to  show  his  in- 
nocence both  to  the  court  and  jury.    To  tes- 
tify in  his  own  behalf  is  his  only  hope;  and 
tbosv  If  the  court  err,  it  ultimately  forces  the 
defendant  to  the  witness  stand,  and  indirectly 
enforces  and  continues   his   jeopardy.    In 
other  words,  the  prosecution  havinpr  failed  to 
pcore  the  guilt  of  the  accused,  the  latter  must 
still  come  forward,  and  prove  his  innocence. 
3.  It  is  also  urged  that  the  evidence  is  not 
all  here.    The  presumption  is  that  the  tran- 
•eript  conteins  all  of  the  evidence  bearing 
opon  the  objection  made  by  the  defendant. 
It  is  too  late  for  the  respondent  to  object  to 
the  transcript.    The  Idaho  statute,  under 
which  a  bill  of  exceptions  is  prepared  in 
criminal  cases,  was  taken  from  the  California 
I'taal  Code,  and  the  principle  in  issue  has 
been  repeatedly  passed  upon  by  the  supreme 
court  of  that  stote.    In  the  case  of  People  v. 
£nglish«  52  Cal.  211,  the  same  question  was 
raised  tlu^  is  presented  here.    The  court  held 
that  a  bill  of  exceptions,  in  a  criminal  case, 
is  presumed  to  contain  all  the  evidence  given 
at  the  trial  bearing  upon  the  point  of  the  ob- 
jection, and  that,  if  the  bill  of  exceptions  pre- 
pared by  the  defendant  in  a  criminal  case 
does  not  contain  all  the  evidence  given,  bear- 
ing on  the  point  made,  the  district  attorney 
should  be  permitted  to  suggest  an  addition 
to  the  bill  of  such  evidence;  but  the  appellate 
court  cannot  take  his  suggestion  that  such 
evidence  was  given.    It  is  the  duty  of  the 
district  attorney  to  see  that  the  evidence  is 
here.    This  principle  was  confirmed  in  Peo- 
ple v.  Dye.  62  Cal.  524.    It  is  urged  that,  un- 
der our  statute,  the  rules  of  evidence  in  civil 
and  criminal  cases  are  the  same,  except  as  oth- 
O'wise  provided  by  the  Code.    That  is  true. 
This  is  not,  however,  a  question  of  admission 
of  evidence.    It  is  a  question  of  practice,  and 


it  is  also  a  question  of  law;  and  I  do  not  see 
that  this  rule  of  evidence  has  any  bearing 
whatever  on  the  issue  at  bar. 

I  must  conclude  that  the  court  erred  in  de- 
clining to  advise  an  acquittal,  and  that  it  was 
such  an  error  as  to  interfere  with  the  sub- 
stantial rights  of  the  defendant.  It  was  such 
an  error  as  might  result  in  the  conviction  of 
an  accused  person  through  prejudice.  In  other 
words,  under  the  evidence,  it  was  an  error 
that  might  prompt  a  jury  to  convict  an  inno- 
cent man,  under  the  apparent  sanction  of  the 
court,  without  evidence  to  warrant  or  sus- 
toin  the  conviction.

1.  A  judgment  creditor  is  without  an  ade- 
quate legal  remedy  when  the  title  of  defend- 
ant's property  is  clouded  by  a  fraudulent  assign- 
ment thereof,  and  by  another  judgment  which, 
though  fraudulent,  is  held  a  pnor  lien,  and 
when  such  property  is  in  'the  hands  of  a  re- 
ceiver to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  such  fraudu- 
lent judgment.

2.  A  receiyer  cannot  be  sued  without  first 
obtaining  the  permission  of  the  court  which  ap- 
pointed him.

Atchison,  admin- 
istrator of  the  estate  of  Sylvester  M.  Wen- 
sells,  deceased,  the  Kentucky  Smeltinir  St 
Minina:  Company,  a  corporation,  and  Hen- 
ry S.  Gregory  and  Frank  0.  Ijowering,  receiv- 
ers. Plaintiffs  had  judgment,  and  defend- 
ants appeal.    Revented.

Bbatty,  C.  J.  The  complaint  alleges 
that  on  the  12th  day  of  May,  1887,  one 
Brile  obtained  Judgment  for  $650.25  In  dis- 
trict court  of  Shoshone  county  against  de- 
fendant the  Kentucky  Smelting  &  Mining 
Company,  which  was  sold  and  assigned 
to  plaintiffs;  that  on  March  81, 1887,  de- 
fendant company  by  a  deed  of  assignment 
transferred,  for  the  benefit  of  its  creditors, 
to  defendant  Gregory,  a  certain  smelting 
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property  deecrihed  In  tbecomplaiot;  that 
Bald  aBBigiimeiit  waB  illegal  and  void; 
tbat  on  January  24,  1887,  one  WeBBellB 
tiled  bis  mecbanic*8  lien  against  defendant 
company  and  its  property  for  about 
fl,400,  and  on  February  28,  1887,  coro- 
uenced  in  Baid  dlBtrlct  court  biB  forecio- 
sure  action  on  said  lien ;  tbat  on  April  6, 
1887.  Baid  WesBellB  died,  wbeii  defendant 
Atcbison  was  appointed  bin  adminiatra- 
tor;  tbat  on  November  25, 1887,  by  Btipu- 
lation  of  partleB,  Baid  adminlBtrator  re- 
covered Judgment  against  defendant  com- 
pany for  about  fl,000,  v^bicb  was  declared 
a  prior  lien  against  naid  company's  prop- 
erty; tbat  at  tbe  same  time,  defendant 
Lowering  wbr  appointed  by  said  court 
receiver  to  take  charge  of  said  smelting 
property,  sell  it,  and  apply  tbe  proceeds  to 
tbe  pajment  of  said  Wessells*  Judgment; 
tbat  tbe  claim  of  said  Wessells  was  fraud- 
ulent, and  tbat  defendant  company  was 
not  indebted  to  him;  tbat  tbe  Wessells 
Judgment  was  recovered  through  such 
proceedings,  which,  if  true,  would  make  it 
fraudulent,  and  In  them  all  tbe  defendants 
except  Lowering  were  concerned:  that 
In  consequence  of  these  proceedings,  the 
property  being  in  the  hands  of  tbe  re- 
ceiver Lowering,  and  the  Wessells  Judg- 
ment being  held  the  prior  lien,  plaintiffs 
are  unable  to  enforce  their  Judgment  by 
tbe  sale  of  said  smelting  property;  and 
plaintiffs  then  ask,  in  effect,  that  their  Judg- 
ment be  declared  tbe  prior  lien  and  claim 
against  said  smelting  property,  and  tbe 
receiver  be  restrained  from  selling  tbe  lat- 
ter. To  tbe  complaint,  defendants  inter- 
posed their  demurrer,  which  being  over- 
ruled by  tbe  court,  they  refused  to  answer.- 
and  Judgment  was  rendered  against  them 
as  prayed.  From  this  Judgment  they 
have  appealed  to  this  court,  and  tbe  cause 
is  submitted  without  argument,  but  upon 
briefs  of  tbe  respective  parties. 

The  defendants  by  their  demurrer,  and 
here,  claim  tbat  plaintiffs  bad  an  ade- 
quate remedy  at  law.  How  and  by  what 
jiieans?  They  allege  the  smelting  prop- 
erty is  all  the  defendant  company  had, 
and,  this  being  in  tbe  poseiession  and  un- 
der control  of  tbe  court,  plaintiffs  could 
not  proceed  against  it.  Suppose  it  had 
not  been  in  the  hands  of  tbe  receiver,  what 
adequate  remedy  at  law  would  plaintiffs 
then  have?  All  they  could  do  would  be  to 
issue  execution,  and  sell  tbe  property  in 
pursuance  of  tbeir  Judgment.  But  with 
this  prior  alleged  invalid  assignment  of 
tbe  property,  and  the  lien  of  tbe  Wessells 


Judgment  against  It,  who  would  purrbaae 
It?  The  probability  is  no  one  «ould  at 
anything  over  a  aominal  sum,  or  for  any- 
thing near  its  value.  Tbe  result  would  be 
that  plaintiffs  would  be  compelled  to  buy 
in  tbe  property,  and  then  bring  an  action 
against  all  tbeae  parties  to  clear  tbe  cloud 
against  tbe  title,  riaintiffs  may  not  want 
to  purchase  tbe  property ;  they  may  prefer 
it  to  be  Bold  tor  Its  full  value,  and  they  get 
tbeir  money.  The  only  way  this  would  be 
possible  would  be  tbe  clearing  away  of 
these  claims  against  it,  tbe  clouds  upon 
its  title,  all  of  which  plaintiffs  are  entitled 
to  If  the  allegations  of  their  complaint 
are  true.  We  do  not  think  plaintiffs  ba4 
an  adequate  remedy  at  law,  but  that  they 
are  entitled  to  a  remedy,  at  least,  similar 
to  tbat  they  are  pursuing  by  tbis  action. 

The  appellants,  also  claim  there  Ib  a 
misjoinder  of  parties  defendant,  and  In 
that  tb*' receiver  Lowering  is  made  a  party 
Cefendant  without  permlRsion  first  bad 
of  tbe  court  appointing  him.  We  think 
the  claim  of  appellants  is  correct.  Tbe 
receiver  is  an  officer  of  the  court,  in  all 
respects  subiect  to  its  orders  and  direc- 
tions, and,  in  so  far  as  his  duties  bb  such 
go,  is  not  amenable  to  any  other  power 
or  authority,  and  at  all  times  is  under  tbe 
protection  of  tbe  court,  and  tbe  property 
in  his  hands  is  in  euatodlu  legla.  To  per- 
mit any  one  to  bring  actions  against  nim 
concerning  such  property  would  be  to  re- 
move him  from  the  protection  of  the 
court,  and  tbe  property  from  its  posees- 
sion  and  control.  If  tbe  action  can  be 
commenced  against  bim,  it  may  proceed 
to  Judgment,  and  the  property  actually  In 
bis  possession  by  the  prior  order  of  the 
court  sold ;  thus  bringing  tbe  different  or- 
ders and  Judgments  of  tbe  court  on  tbe 
same  subject  directly  in  conflict.  If  such 
proceedings  can  be  tolerated,  then  tbe  ap- 
pointment of  receivers  by  courts  would  be 
a  useless  ceremony,— a  farce.  Tbe  plaintiff^ 
are  not  without  a  remedy,  for  they  may 
ask  tbe  court  to  allow  tbe  receiver  to  be 
made  a  party,  under  such  restrlctionB  as 
tbe  court  deems  best  for  the  preBervatlon 
of  tbe  property,  of  its  own  authority,  and 
the  protection  of  its  officers;  or  tbe  court 
may,  upon  tbe  proper  showing  being 
made,  require  tbe  receiver.  If  tbe  property 
is  sold  in  pursuance  of  its  former  order,  to 
hold  tbe  proceeds  thereof  subject  to  the 
further  direetiens  of  the  court.  Upon 
principle,  this  question  seems  clear,  with- 
out tbe  citation  of  authorities.  In  anp* 
port  of  tbe  view   above  expreBsed,  one 
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cmitroUliifB  with  us  to  BartoD  ▼.  Barboor, 
m  1}.  &  128»  whicb  Bays :  **  It  to  a  general 
into  that,  before  saJl  to  broaght  against 
a  reetf Ter,  toave  of  tbe  coort  by  wblcb  be 
waa  appointed  most  be  obtained.  Uavto 
T.  Gray,  16  Wall.  203,  and  cases  there  cited. 
But  tbe  learned  counsel  for  plaintiff  in  er- 
ror atreoQonsly  contends  tbat  tbe  only 
conaeqneDce  resulting  from  prosecuting 
tb«  suit  witbont  sucb  leave  to  that  the 
pUilntlff  may  be  restrained  by  injunction 
or  attachment  for  contempt,  and  that  the 
rule  applies  only  to  cases  when  the  suit  is 
bronicbt  to  take  from  the  receiver  proper- 
ty whereof  be  to  in  possession  by  order  of 
the  coort.  We  conceive  that  the  rule  is 
not  ao  limited.*  The  court  continues 
tb«n  to  tbe  dtotinct  conclusion  that  an 
;tloD  cannot  be  commenced  against  a  re- 
iver without  permtoslon  of  the  court 
^rhich  appointed  him.  There  are  some 
other  questions  discussed  by  appellants  in 
their  brief  which  we  do  not  deem  it  neces- 
sary to  further  refer  to,  as  they  can  be  bet- 
ter determined  by  tbe  lower  court  when 
upon  tbe  trial  of  tbe  cause  all  the  facts  are 
before  It.  We  therefore  conclude  the  Judg- 
ment of  tbe  lower  court  should  be  re- 
▼eraed,  and  tbe  cause  thence  remanded  for 
avch  action  in  harmony  herewith  as  to  sucb 
court  may  seem  best ;  and  it  to  so  ordered. 

B«RRY,  J.  {dissenting.)  A  part  of  the 
SQbJeet  of  tbe  assignment  in  question  was 
persouai  property  in  the  territory  of  Ida- 
ho. Tbe  assignor  lived  at  the  time  of  its 
•zeeiition  In  Utah  territory,  where  the  as* 
■ISQiDeot  was  made.  It  was  a  voluntary 
aasffl^nment.in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  cred- 
Itom.  and  to  conceded  to  be  valid  under 
the  laws  of  Utah  territory.  The  assignee 
had  icone  into  possession,  and  was  In  pos- 
eeasion  ai»  such  assignee,  when  tbe  prop- 
erty was  seised  and  taken  from  hto  posses- 
eioQ  by  tbe  sheriff  of  Alluras  county,  by 
virtae  of  a  writ  of  attachment  in  favor 
of  a  creditor  of  the  assignor,  residing  in 
tbe  state  of  Minnesota,  where  the  debt 
was  contracted.  Tbe  assignee  brought 
rrptevin  against  the  sheriff,  and,  on  the 
trial  In  tbe  court  below,  had  Judgment  for 
tbe  property.  This  appellant  seeks  to 
reverse  tbat  Judgment.  There  is  but  one 
eon t rolling  question  In  the  case,  vis. 
whether  tbat  assignment,  valid  where  it 
was  made,  should,  under  tbe  statutes 
d  this  territory,  be  held  to  be  operative 
here.  Under  our  statute  I  think  it  is 
cisarijr  valid  and  operative.  The  appel- 
lant leeta  upon  section  5032  of  the  Revtoed 


Statutee  of  Idaho,  which  provides  that 
^no  assignment  of  any  insolvent  debtor, 
other  than  as  provided  in  this  title,  is  le- 
gal or  binding  on  creditors."  This  to  the 
closing  section  of  title  12  of  the  statutes. 
The  act  is  headed,  ''Proceedings  in  Insol- 
vency."  The  general  scope  and  apparent 
purpose  of  the  whole  title  of  58  sections  to 
shown  in  its  first  section,  as  follows: 
"  Every  insolvent  debtor  may,  upon  com- 

giiance  witb  tbe  provisions  of  this  title, 
e  discharged  from  hto  debts  and  liabili- 
ties. "  No  stronger  terms  are  needed  to 
show  that  the  parties  tbus  to  be  favored 
are  the  citlsens  of  Idaho ;  certainly  it  was 
not  designed  to  compel  persons  contem- 
plating assignment  to  reside  here  six 
months  before  doing  so,  nor  to  compel  in- 
to our  courts  citlsens  of  other  states  and 
territories  to  get  a  discharge  from  their 
debts  through  insolvency  proceedings. 
I  do  not  believe  thattherevtoersof  ourlaw 
in  1887  had  any  design  that  Idaho  should 
take  upon  her  a  task  of  tbat  magnitude; 
nor  do  I  think  there  was  any  design  to 
preclude  parties  out  of  this  territory, 
who  might  have  property  in  it, from  mak- 
ing any  assignment  whatever  for  tbe  ben- 
efit of  their  creditors,  without  going 
through  our  courts  in  Insolvency  proceed- 
ings. Of  course,  to  hold  that  this  act  has 
an  extraterritorial  scope  and  meaning  to 
to  practically  deny  to  a  nonresident  the 
right  to  make  any  assignment  whatever 
o(  his  property  here.  The  statemen  t  of  the 
propojiition  seems  to  me  to  carry  with 
it  a  must  forcible  commentary.  It  is  not 
claimed  but  that  a  state  or  territorial  leg- 
islature may  do  so  if  it  desires;  but  the 
precedents  are  that  it  will  no  tbe  presumed 
to  have  so  intended,  unless  its  enactments 
to  that  effect  shall  be  clear  and  unequivo- 
cal. Butler  V.  Wendell,  57  Mich.  62,  23  N. 
W.  Rep.  460;  Ockerman  v.  Cross,  54  N.  Y. 
29.  In  1860  a  statute  was  enacted  in  New 
York  entitled  ''An  act  to  secure  to  credit- 
ors a  Just  division  of  the  estates  of  debt- 
ors, who  convey  to  assignees  for  the  ben- 
efit of  creditors.  **  Such  act  forbade  pref- 
erences. It  provided  how  the  assignment 
must  be  executed;  that  an  inventory 
should  be  filed  of  the  property  assigned ; 
the  assignee  should  give  bonds,  etc.,— all 
substantially  as  provided  in  our  act,  but 
with  a  prohibition  as  to  other  assign- 
ments as  strong  as  our  own.  An  asslftn- 
ment  was  made  by  a  debtor  in  Canada, 
valid  according  to  the  laws  of  Canada, 
but  in  no  way  complying  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  New  York  statute.    Posses- 
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iion  Id  New  Tork  bad  been  taken  by  tbe 
asBignee,  whereapon  a  New  York  creditor 
—not.  as  la  tbie  cam.  a  foreisrn  creditor- 
attached  it;  bat  the  court  held  the  act  to 
apply  to  domestic  aasigrnmentB  only. 
Ockerman  ▼. Cross. 54  N.  Y.  29.  So  in  Bat- 
ler  V.  Wendell,  57  Mich.  62,  28  N.  W.  Rep. 
400;  BO  in  Train  7.  Kendall.iar  Mass.  866; 
BO,  also.  In  Uice  ▼.  Conrtis,  82  Yt.  460. 
But  we  need  go.  I  think,  no  farther  than 
to  the  internal  evidencee  of  the  act,  to  be 
convinced  that  it  was  not  intended  to  ap- 
ply to  foreign  assign  meats;  in  fact,  the 
title  provides  ezpressly  that  the  assignor 
must  be  a  resident  of  the  territory.  The 
Jadgment  in  the  court  below  shoald  be 
affirmed.

Plaintiffs  moved  to  dismiss  the  appeal,  and 
asked  for  an  order  affirming  the  judgment  as 
to  defendants  Edgington  and  Lewis.  Mo- 
tion for  affirmance  overruled .  Motion  to  dis- 
miss granted.

SwisET,  J.  These  are  appeals  from  the 
second  district.  It  is  unnecessary  to  make  a 
statement  of  the  facts  involved  in  the  case. 
It  is  here  presented  on  a  motion  by  tbe  re- 
spondents to  dismiss  the  appeals,  and  a  re- 
view of  the  proceedings  in  connection  there- 
with will  enable  us  to  dispose  of  the  issue  at 
bar. 

On  the  9th  day  of  October.  1889*  E.  C. 
Coffin,  R.  W.  Berry,  J.  M.  Burkett,  and  W. 
H.  Bed  way,  doing  business  under  tbe  firm 
name  of  Coffin  &  Co.,  obtained  a  joint  and 
several  judgment  against  A.  P.  Turner,  T. 
J.  Edgington,  W.  H.  Nye,  Y.  8.  Anderson, 
and  J.  S.  Lewis  for  the  sum  of  $933.85,  with 
interest.  On  the  Ilth  day  of  October,  1889. 
defendants  filed  and  served  theirnotioe  of  ap- 
peal. Defendants  appeal  from  the  judg- 
ment, as  well  as  from  the  order  overruling 
the  motion  for  a  new  trial.  The  appeals  were 
perfected,  and  the  cause  was  regularly  called 
for  hearing  in  this  court.  The  respondents 
submit  two  motions;  one  of  them  being  a 
motion  to  dismiss  both  appeals.  The  other 
asks  for  an  order  of  this  court  affirming  the 
judgment  of  the  court  below  as  against  ap- 
pellants T.  J.  Edgington  and  J.  8.  Lewis. 
The  motions  were  not  presented  in  this 
order;  but,  for  reasons  that  will  appear,  we 
consider  the  second  motion  first.  The  second 
motion  is  based  upon  an  Rffi<lavit  madebvR. 
W.  Berry,  one  of  the  plaintiffs,  in  which  he 
sets  forth  the  fact  that  after  the  entxj  of  tbe 
judgment  in  the  court  below,  '*and  before  the 
notice  of  appeal  herein  was  filed  or  served, 
and  before  any  of  the  proceedings  on  the  said 
appeals  were  had  or  taken,"  defendant Lewia 
died.  The  facts  set  forth  in  the  affidavit  are 
admitted.  The  affidavit  of  Berry  was  filed 
in  this  court  before  the  cause  was  called  for 
argument.  This  was  the  proper  time  to  di- 
rect the  attention  of  the  court  to  the  fact,  and 
the  manner  adopted  was  approved  in  Judson 
y.  Love,  35  Cal.  467.  It  further  appears  from 
the  transcript,  as  well  as  from  the  admissions 
of  counsel,  that  no  substitution  of  the  per- 
sonal representatives  of  the  deceased  defend- 
ant was  had  in  the  lower  court  prior  to  the 
proceedings  had  on  appeal,  and  that  the  at- 
torney for  Lewis  acted  in  behalf  of  the  lat- 
ter^s  representatives,  in  said  proceedingSt 
without  authority. 

The  question  presented  is  as  follows:  Has 
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this  oonit  Jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine 
this  appeal,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  ail  of  the 
proceedings  taken  and  hadontheappoAl  were 
anbtoquent  to  the  death  of  said  defendant 
Lewis  ?  We  think  not  In  the  case  of  Shel- 
don Y.  Dalton,  57  Cal.  20,  the  court  say: 
''There  were  two  plaintiffs  in  this  case,  one 
of  whom  died  1)efore  this  appeal  was  taken. 
Tbore  was  no  suggestion  of  the  death,  and 
no  substitution  of  the  personal  representative 
of  the  deceased  plaintiff.  It  is  conceded  that 
the  appeal  was  prematurely  taken,  and  the 
motion  to  dismiss  is  granted."  In  the  case 
of  Jndson  v.  Loye,  35  Cal.  466,  the  same 
question  was  involved.  Judge  Sawyer, 
speaking  for  the  court,  uses  the  following 
language:  **  A  motion  is  made  to  dismiss  the 
appeal  as  to  the  defendant  Love,  based — 
FirtUfft  upon  exceptions  to  the  transcript; 
and,  weoondly^  upon  affidavits  filed  showing 
that  defendant  Love  died  on  the  15th  of 
March,  1866,  after  the  rendition  of  the  ver- 
dict in  the  court  below,  and  before  any  notice 
of  intention  to  move  for  a  new  trial  was 
given,  on  the  ground  that  all  subsequent  pro- 
ceedings, and  motion  for  new  trial,  and  the 
attempt  to  appeal,  are  void  and  ineffectual 
for  any  purpose  as  to  said  defendant  Love 
and  his  successors  in  interest,  for  want  of  any 
proper  party  to  the  suit,  or  of  any  person  up- 
on whom  a  valid  service  of  papers  could  be 
made.**  Again,  the  court  say:  "It  is  clear 
that  all  these  proceedings,  except  the  entry 
of  judgment  on  the  verdict  before  rendered, 
bad  since  the  death  of  defendant  Harlow  S. 
liove,  on  the  15th  day  of  March,  1866,  are  ir- 
regular and  void  as  to  him,  and  his  succes- 
sors in  interest.  There  was  from  that  time 
forth  no  party  before  the  court  as  to  the  in- 
terest of  Love  in  the  matter  in  controversy, 
and  no  one  authorized  to  represent  it.  The 
power  of  attorney  necessarily  ceased  with  the 
death  of  the  principaL  No  further  proceed- 
ings oould  be  had  without  bringing  in  the 
representatives  of  Love.  The  practice  act 
authorizes  a  judgment  to  be  entered  upon  a 
verdict  when  a  party  dies  after  verdict  and 
befbre  judgment,  *  *  •  but  this  is  as 
far  as  it  goes.  Warren  v.  Eddy,  18  Abb. 
Pr.,  SO,  is  in  point.  Notice  of  argument  bad 
been  served  on  the  attorney  of  defendant  after 
the  death  of  the  latter.  The  court  say:  *  At 
the  time  of  the  service  of  the  notice,  J.  W. 


Culver  could  not  act  for  a  dead  man,  and  he 
had  no  authority  to  act  for  or  represent  the 
estate.  The  order  of  the  general  term  for  af- 
firmance by  default,  founded  on  such  notice, 
was  therefore  irregular,  inasmuch  as  it  was 
made  without  notice  to  any  one  representing 
the  estate  of  Daniel  F.  Eddy.'"  Again,  the 
court  say:  ''His  former  attorney  could  not 
give  a  notice  of  motion  for  new  trial  or  of  ap- 
peal that  would  be  effectual,  for  he  had 
ceased  to  have  any  authority  in  the  matter. 
If  he  has  no  authority  to  give  such  notice» 
he  has  none  to  receive  one,  or  act  upon  it,  in 
the  further  stages  of  the  proceedings,  when 
it  is  received.  He  has  become  a  stranger  to 
the  proceedings. "  It  is  unnecessary  to  quote 
authorities  further  upon  this  point.  Tlie 
principle  is  well  known  and  thoroughly  es- 
tablished. It  Ib  evident,  therefore,  that  no 
proceedings  can  be  had  in  this  court  affecting 
the  interests  of  the  representatives  of  the  de- 
ceased defendant 

The  next  question  is,  could  an  appeal  be 
taken  by  the  defendants  in  this  case  before 
a  substitution  was  made?  It  would  seem 
to  be  impossible.  The  Judgment  rendered 
against  defendants  was  joint  and  several  in 
its  character.  No  decision  of  this  court  can 
be  rendered  affecting  one  of  the  defendants 
without  affecting  all.  This  fact  roalces  them 
adverse  parties,  within  the  statute.  It  may 
be  worth  while  to  define  the  meaning  of 
''adverse  party,"  as  contemplated  by  law. 
In  8enter  v.  De  Bemal,  38  Cal.  640,  the 
court  say:  "The  question  is  as  to  the  mean- 
ing of  the  words  <  adverse  party,'  as  here 
used ;  and  as  to  that  we  think  there  can  be 
no  rational  doubt.  Every  party  whose  in- 
terest in  the  subject-matter  of  the  appeal  is 
adverse  to,  or  will  be  affected  by,  the  reversal 
or  modification  of  the  judgment  or  order 
from  which  the  appeal  has  been  taken,  is,  we 
think,  an  *  adverse  party,'  within  the  mean- 
ing of  these  provisions  of  the  Code,  irre- 
spective of  the  question  whether  he  appears 
upon  the  face  of  the  record  in  the  attitude  of 
plaintiff  or  defendant  or  intervener.  Such 
was  declared  to  be  the  meaning  of  this  lan- 
guage as  used  in  the  statutes  and  rules  of 
the  court  of  chancery  of  New  York  prior  to 
the  adoption  pf  the  Code  in  that  dtate. "  Our 
statute  allows  an  appeal  to  any  and  every 
person  who  may  feel  aggrieved;  but  it  re- 
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quires  of  the  appellant  that  be  shall  aerye  a 
notice  of  his  appeal  upon  all  parties  who  may 
be  affected  by  any  decision  the  appellate 
court  may  render  affecting  the  interests  of 
the  parties.  This  cause  clearly  comes  with- 
in the  rule,  as  any  decision  affecting  the  in- 
terests of  the  representatives  of  Lewis  must 
certainly  affect  the  other  defendants  to  the 
action.  In  the  case  of  Thompson  v.  Ells* 
worth,  1  Barb.  Ch.  627,  after  stating  that 
any  person  may  appeal,  whether  the  Judg- 
ment against  him  be  joint  or  several,  the 
court  say  that  he  is  required  to  notify  all 
other  parties  who  are  interested  in  opposing 
the  relief  which  he  seeks  by  his  appeal,  if  they 
have  formerly  appeared  in  the  action  in  the 
court  below,  or  his  appeal,  as  to  those  not 
served,  will  prove  ineffectual;  and  also  as  to 
those  served,  if  the  relief  sought  is  of  such  a 
character  that  it  cannot  be  granted  as  to  the 
latter  without  being  granted  as  to  the  for- 
mer, also. 

It  is  further  urged  by  counsel  for  respond- 
ents that  this  appeal  should  be  dismissed  for 
the  reason  that  the  undertaking  was  served 
prior  to  the  notice  of  appeal.  It  is  unneces- 
sary to  go  into  the  merits  of  this  question, 
inasmuch  as  the  appeal  must  be  dismissed 
for  the  reasons  already  stated. 

Biit  appellant  asks  that,  in  the  event  of 
an  order  of  dismissal,  the  appeal  be  dis- 
missed without  prej udice.  We  do  not  see  any 
reason  why  the  representatives  of  defendant 
Lewis,  in  whose  interest  the  appeal  is  taken, 
cannot  appeal  to-day,  if  they  so  desire.  Each 
and  every  step  taken  in  the  proceedings  had 
on  appcHl  is  utterly  void.  The  representa- 
tives of  the  deceased  defendant  are  not  bound 
by  them.  In  short,  no  appeal  has  been 
taken.  Therefore  the  rights  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  Lewis  cannot  be  prejudiced. 
However,  section  4828  of  the  Bevised  Stat- 
utes provides  that  **the  dismissal  of  an  ap- 
peal is  in  effect  an  aflSrmance  of  the  judgment 
or  order  appealed  from,  unless  the  dismissal 
is  expressly  made  without  prejudice  to  an- 
other appeal."  The  court  may,  unquestion- 
ably, order  the  dismissal  of  an  appeal  without 
prejudice;  and  perhaps  it  is  always  safer  to 
do  so,  when  the  facts  justify  it. 

The  motion  submitted  by  respondents  ask- 
ing that  the  judgment  be  affirmed  as  against 
Lewis  and  Edgiiigton  is  practically  disposed 


of  by  the  authorities  dted.  If  this  court  is 
without  Jurisdiction  of  the  defendants,  it 
certainly  cannot  make  an  order  that  would 
be  binding  upon  them;  and  that  no  such  ju- 
risdiction has  been  acquired  is  evident.  The 
motion,  therefore,  to  affirm  the  Judgment  as 
against  Lewis  and  Edgington  is  overruled* 
and  the  motion  to  dismiss  the  appeal  as  to  all 
the  defendants  is  granted,  without  prejudice 
to  another  appeal.

Berrt,  J.  This  is  a  motion  by  respond- 
ents to  dismiss  an  appeal  in  the  above-entitled 
action,  which  motion  is  made  under  rules  2, 
3,  and  4  of  this  court,  and  upon  the  oertifl- 
cate of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  Custer 
county.  Tlie  rules  are  as  follows:  Rule  2. 
'*  When  an  appeal  or  writ  of  error  has  been 
perfected  thirty  days  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  next  regular  or  adjourned  term 
of  this  court,  the  transcript  of  the  record 
sliall  be  filed  at  least  three  days  before  the 
first  day  of  such  r^ular  or  adjourned  term." 
RiUe  3.  ''If  the  transcript  of  the  record  is  not 
filed  within  the  time  prescribed  [by  rule  sec- 
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oiid,3  Ura  appeal  or  writ  of  error  may  be  dis- 
miaakU  on  motion,  without  notice,  on  Mon- 
dmj  of  the  week  daring  which  the  cause  is 
subject  to  caiL  under  rule  eight.  A  cause  so 
dismissed  may  be  restored  during  the  same 
term,  opon  good  cause  shown,  on  notice  to 
the  opposite  party.  Unless  so  restored,  the 
dismissal  is  final,  and  a  bar  to  any  other  ap. 
peal  or  writ  of  error  from  the  same  order  or 
judgment.**  Rule  A.  "On  such  motion  there 
shall  be  presented  the  certificate  of  the  clerk 
below,  eertifyiug  the  amount  or  character  of 
the  judgment;  tlie  date  of  its  rendition;  the 
fact  and  date  of  the  filing  of  the  motion  of 
appeal,  or  issuing  of  the  writ  of  error;  the 
fact  and  date  of  the  filing ;  the  undertaking  on 
i^ipeal  or  writ  of  error;  the  fact  and  time  of 
the  settlement  of  the  statement,  if  there  be 
one;  and  also  that  the  appellant  has  received 
a  duly-certified  transcript,  or  that  he  had  not 
veqneated  the  clerk  to  certify  to  a  correct 
transcript  <^  the  record;  or,  if  he  has  made 
such  request,  that  he  has  not  paid  the  fees 
therefor,  if  the  same  have  been  demanded." 
It  18  clear  that  rule  8  is  more  in  the  nature 
of  a  statement,  or  notice  by  the  court,  of 
what  it  will  be  likely  to  do  under  a  given 
statement  of  facts,  than  of  a  declaration  of 
righu  of  a  party  litigant.  The  right  in  the 
eourt  to  dismiss,  when  in  its  opinion  the  in- 
terests of  justice  demand  such  action,  and 
only  when  it  is  so  demanded,  puts  upon  the 
party  requesting  such  action  the  burden  of 
oonvincing  the  court,  by  a  proper  showing 
of  facta,  that  the  interests  of  justice  require 
aoch  action.  Hale  4  seems  specially  intended 
to  effect  that  purpose.  The  certificate  of  the 
derk  is  to  inform  the  conscience  of  the  court. 
The  derk  of  the  court  below  makes  his  cer- 
tificate in  substance  as  follows:  "That  on 
the  2d  day  of  October,  1889,  judgment  was 
rendered  in  said  district  court,  in  favor  of 
theplalntifib  ♦  «  *  and  against  said  de- 
fendants, for  costs  of  plaintifiFs  in  said  ac- 
tion amounting  to  the  sum  of  $858.95,  and 
that  each  of  said  defendants  be  adjudged  to 
pay  one4hird  thereof,  to-wit,  the  sum  of 
$286.32,  and  that  Paul  P.  Lawson  and  Chris. 
RogeiB  have,  and  each  of  them  has,  the  right 
to  the  ose  of  10  inches  of  the  water  of  Alder 
ereek,  a  tributary  of  Big  Lost  river,  and  to 
use  no  more  than  10  inches  each,  measured 
onder  a  four-inch  pressure^  unless  there  shall 


be  more  than  220  inches  of  water  running  in 
said  creek;  and  I  further  certify  that  on  the 
29th  day  of  November,  1889, 1  received  an 
order  made  by  G.  H.  Berry,  judge  of  said  dis- 
trict court,  ordering  and  directing  that  all 
papers  and  files,  including  evidence,  in  above 
cause,  be  sent  to  the  clerk  of  the  district 
court  at  Blackfoot,  which  was  accordingly 
done;  and  I  further  certify  that  no  notice  of 
appeal  from  the  judgment  entered  in  said 
cause  on  the  2d  day  of  October,  1889,  has 
been  filed  in  this  office,  nor  has  any  been  pre- 
sented at  this  office  for  filing,  nor  has  any 
statementon  appeal  from  said  judgment  been 
settled  and  filed  in  this  office,  nor  has  any 
person  requested  that  a  transcript  of  the  rec- 
ord of  said  action  be  made  out  and  certified 
to  the  clerk  of  said  district  court,  and  sent 
such  request  to  this  office,  but  on  the  5th  day 
of  December,  1889,  an  undertaking  for  stay 
of  execution  was  made  out  by  Paul  P.  Law- 
son,  one  of  the  defendants  in  said  action,  in 
the  sum  of  $600,  being  more  than  double  the 
amount  named  in  said  judgment,  and  was 
duly  filed  in  this  office  according  to  law." 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  certificate, 
while  it  states  many  facts,  states  few  re- 
quired by  rule  4.  Incidentally  upon  the  ar- 
gument, however,  it  appeared  that  a  notice 
of  appeal  by  the  defendants  from  the  judg- 
ment had  been  served  more  than  SO  days 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  this  term  of  the  su- 
preme court,  and  that  an  appeal-bond,  regu- 
lar in  form,  had  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  in  the  court  below;  also  that  the  action 
in  which  the  judgment  was  entered  was  an 
action  in  equity,  in  which  a  decree  was  made 
in  favor  of  the  respondents  in  those  things 
constituting  the  subject-matter  of  the  said 
action.  Aside  from  those  general  facts,  this 
court  is  not  further  informal  in  the  case.  It 
is  not  alleged  that  any  hardship  to  the  re- 
spondents exists  by  reason  of  the  failure  to 
file  in  time  the  transcript  on  appeal;  and  if 
the  respondents  are  not  being  injured,  prima 
fade  at  least,  they  have  no  cause  to  com- 
plain. But  the  appeUants'  counsel  gives 
reasons  for  the  delay.  He  alleges  that,  in 
addition  to  the  appeal  from  the  judgment,  it 
is  his  purpose  to  move  for  a  new  trial  of  the 
case,  and  thereby  reach  a  more  comprehen- 
sive remedy  than  would  alone  be  an  appeal 
from  the  judgmenti  or  the  bringing  into  this 
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court  of  the  Judgment  roll;  that,  in  case  his 
motion  for  a  new  trial  is  denied,  he  desires 
to  appeal  the  order  of  denial;  and  that,  if  he 
gets  a  new  trial,  the  necessity  for  any  ap- 
peal may  be  avoided.  He  also  avers  that  the 
statement  of  his  case,  on  which  he  proposes 
to  move,  on  account  of  causes  beyond  control, 
is  not  settled,  or  even  yet  made;  and  that, 
in  view  of  such  f&cts,  the  court  below  has 
extended  the  time  for  settlement  of  a  state- 
ment to  a  time  not  yet  expired. 

There  is  nothing  to  cast  doubt  upon  the 
entire  good  faith  of  these  allegations,  and  in 
themselves  they  are  certainly  consistent  with 
fairness  and  the  interests  of  justice.  We  do 
not  think,  from  this  stand-point,  that  we  are 
called  upon  to  exercise  this  reserved  power, 
and  summarily  dismiss  the  appeal.  But  be- 
yond this,  as  we  have  seen,  the  respondents* 
counsel  has  not  brought  himself  within  the 
conditions  prescribed  by  rule  4.  The  certifi- 
cate does  not  even  show  the  nature  of  the 
Judgment  appealed  from,  except  in  the  sin- 
gle matter  of  costs  and  certain  minor  pro- 
visions in  favor  of  the  appellants.  *  In  the 
absence  of  a  more  full  and  complete  showing, 
the  court  is  precluded,  by  its  own  rules,  from 
dismissing  the  appeal  as  prayed,  and  the  mo- 
tion to  dismiss  must  be  denied.

Defendant's  order,  being  specific  as  to 
amount,  acceptance,  and  time  of  payment* 
was  a  bill  of  exchange,  negotiable,  and  sub- 


ject to  all  rules  of  commercial  paper.  Code. 

Hal- 
lack,  9  Colo.  572,  18  Pac.  Rep-  700;  Pars. 
Merc  Law.  (2d  Ed.)  p.  84,  §  1;  Pars.  Notes 
&  B.  pp.  52,  54,  858,  §  1. 

Plaintiff,  being  the  holder*  was  bound  to 
make  demand  for  payment,  and,  if  dishon- 
ored, to  give  defendant  "drawer"  ootice. 
Dean's  Bryant  &  S.  Com.  Law,  §  353;  Don- 
ohoe  y.  Gamble,  88  Cal.  840. 
Kingsbury  dk  Medcwan^  for  respondent 
There  being  no  exception  in  the  record,  if 
complaint  states  a  cause  of  action,  and  will 
support  a  Judgment,  the  Judgment  must  be 
affirmed.  Lamkin  ▼.  Sterling,  1  Idaho,  120; 
Purdy  y.  Steel,  Id.  216;  Gamble  y.  Dunwell. 
Id.  268;  Diehl  y.  Hull,  Id.  852;  McCoy  v. 
Oldham,  Id.  465;  Hyde  y.  Harkneos,  Id.  638; 
Fox  y.  West,  Id.  782, 

Bbattt,  C.  J.  On  October  18*  1886,  ap- 
pellant deliyered  his  promissory  note  to  re- 
spondent for  the  sum  of  $500,  due  the  next 
day,  and,  as  collateral  security  for  its  pay- 
ment, transferred  a  demand  he  held  against 
one  Shaw,  payable  on  the  1st  day  of  Noyem- 
ber,  18B6.  At  this  latter  date,  Shaw  was 
solvent,  but  by  April  following  became  in- 
solvent; Just  when  does  not  appear.  In 
August,  1887,  this  action  was  commenced 
for  the  recovery  of  the  $500  note,  to  which 
appellant  interposed  the  defense  that  respond- 
ent had  neglected  to  collect  the  claim  against 
Shaw,  which  by  the  latter's  subsequent  in- 
solvency became  wholly  lost  to  appellant. 
Judgment  followed  for  respondent,  from 
which  defendant  appeals  here,  and  he  now 
claims  the  demand  against  Shaw  was  a  bill 
of  exchange,  of  the  dishonor  of  which  he  is 
entitled  to  notice,  according  to  the  law  mer- 
chant; also  that  defendant's  failure  to  col- 
lect the  same  must  be  held  such  negligence 
as  will  charge  him  with  its  loss.  The  record 
does  not  inform  us  clearly  of  the  nature  of 
this  claim  against  Shaw.  Appellant,  in  his 
answer,  says  it  was  a  "bill  of  items"  for 
goods  sold  to  Shaw;  that  Shaw  admitted  the 
same  was  correct,  indorsed  his  acceptance 
thereon,  and  appellant  then  assigned  it  to  re- 
spondent. The  findings  refer  to  it  as  an  or- 
der drawn  by  appellant  on  Shaw,  payable  to 
respondent;  also  as  a  "demand"  against  Shaw. 
Appellant  has  not  shown  it  was  a  bill  of  ex- 
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dumge,  or  even  a  chose  in  action,  negotiable 
In  form.  It  was.  however,  an  evidence  of  a 
debt  admitted  by  Shaw  to  be  due  from  him 
to  appellant,  and  by  the  latter  transferred  as 
eoUateral  aecnr i  ty  to  respondent.  The  record 
shows  respondent  made  no  special  demand  of 
appellant  for  payment  of  his  note;  neither 
did  the  latter  request  respondent  to  collect 
the  Shaw  claim,  nor  did  the  latter  attempt 
to  collect  it.  No  agreement  existed  between 
the  parties  for  its  collection  other  than  that 
ioiplied  by  law.  The  record  simply  shows 
the  collateral  was  accepted,  was  not  col- 
lected, that  Shaw  became  insolvent,  and  the 
claim  against  him  was  lost.  Does  its  loss, 
nnder  such  circumstances,  become  the  loss 
of  the  respondent? 

From  the  briefs  of  counsel,  we  conclude 
they  were  unable  in  their  researches  to  find 
r^vant  authorities  by  which  the  court  might 
be  aided  to  the  correct  conclusion,  and  in  our 
•effort  to  supplement  their  labor  we  have 
foand  the  courts  on  this  question  in  consid- 
erable at  least  apparent  conflict,  in  part  the 
result  of  difference  in  the  facts  of  the  cases. 
It  Is  impossible  to  prescribe  any  definite,  un- 
yielding rule  applicable  to  every  case  of  prop- 
erty pMged  as  collateral  security.  Each  case 
must  be  determined  more  by  the  attendant 
facts  and  circumstances  than  by  any  fixed 
niandard.  In  all  cases,  however,  the  pledgee 
will  be  responsible  for  any  loss  resulting 
from  his  gross  negligence;  and  generally,  to 
avoid  such  responsibility,  he  must  exercise 
at  least  ordinary  care  and  diligence.  It  must 
be  borne  in  mind  he  does  not  sustain  to  such 
property  the  relation  of  owner.  As  such, 
be  would,  of  course,  bear  all  loss,  whether  oc- 
corring  through  theft,  fire,  or  other  accident. 
When  he  holds  it  as  pledgee,  it  operates  as 
an  accommodation  to  the  owner  also,  by  ex- 
tending the  time  of  payment  of  his  liability; 
and  the  pledgee  so  holding  it  would  not  be 
liable  for  its  loss  by  accident,  unless  the  re- 
sult of  his  gross  carelessness.  In  this  case, 
what  is  the  negligence  of  respondent  of  which 
appellant  can  complain?  The  latter  says  he 
was  entitled  to  prompt  notice  of  the  dishon- 
or by  Shaw  of  the  claim.  We  do  not  think 
so.  One  of  the  objects  of  giving  notice  of 
the  dishonor  of  commercial  paper  is  that  the 
indorser  may  be  held  responsible.  It  does 
not  appear  that  the  claim  here  against  Shaw 


was  a  bill  of  exchange;  and  even  if  it  were, 
and  respondent  had  given  appellant  prompt 
notice  of  its  dishonor,  he  would  not  have  had 
any  recourse  against  respondent,  or  in  any 
way  added  to  his  responsibility.  Hence,  all 
the  reasons  of  the  rule  requiring  notice  of  the 
dishonor  of  commercial  paper  not  existing, 
the  rule  itself  is  subject  to  modification. 

The  appellant  invokes  in  his  behalf  the  pro- 
visions of  section  3601  of  our  statutes.  That 
and  the  next  preceding  section  clearly  refer 
alone  to  written  evidences  of  debt  sold  and 
transferred  for  value,  and  not  to  those  de- 
posited as  collateral  security.  These  sections 
provide  that  when  the  assignee,  after  due 
diligence,  fails  to  recover  thereon,  he  can 
then  hold  the  assignor  responsible.  But  in 
our  case,  had  the  respondent  made  every  ef- 
fort to  collect  the  debt,  and  failed,  he  could 
not  have  any  recourse  against  appellant  there- 
for, or  even  for  his  expenses  incurred  in  his 
effort  to  collect.  In  this  case  it  does  not  ap- 
pear that  the  respondent  was  grossly  negli- 
gent, nor  does  it  appear  there  were  any  par- 
ticular acts  of  negligence.  It  does  not  appear 
certainly  that  he  cou  id,  if  he  had  tried,  have  col- 
lected the  Shaw  claim.  There  may  have  been 
good  reason  why  he  could  not.  As  he  did 
not  the  presumption  is  that  he  could  not, 
rather  than  that  he  would  not.  There  is  no 
actual  evidence  of  his  neglect,  unless  the 
mere  fact  that  he  did  not  collect  it  must  be 
so  construed.  If,  however,  the  appellant  in- 
sists such  is  the  legal  conclusion,  it  still  de- 
volves upon  him  to  show  that  such  negli- 
gence resulted  in  his  damage;  for  damage 
cannot  be  presumed, — it  must  alfirmatively 
appear.  It  would  be  preposterous  for  appel- 
lant to  claim  a  benefit  from  the  harmless 
negligence  of  respondent.  The  question, 
then,  is  not  whether  respondent  was  negli- 
gent, but  whether  he  must  be  presumed,  with- 
out proof,  to  have  committed  such  neglect  as 
resulted  in  appellant's  damage.  There  is  not 
in  this  record  any  such  proof.  Lawrence  v. 
McCalmont,  2  How.  454,  Is  a  case  where  notes 
deposited  as  collateral  security  were  not  duly 
protested,  and  the  court  says:  ''No  evidence 
was  shown  at  the  trial  to  establish  any  loss 
or  damage  *  ♦  *  for  want  of  due  pro- 
test and  notice;  *  *  *  and,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  such  proof,  we  are  not  at  liberty  to 
presume  that  the  agents  did  not   do  their 
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<luty."  The  same  is  held  in  Aldi^ich  v. 
Goodell,  75  111.  457.  In  Wilkinson  v.  Culver, 
33  Fed.  Rep.  708,  it  appears  bonds  and  chases 
in  action  were  assigned  as  collateral  security, 
with  the  agreement  that  the  proceeds  from 
their  sale  should  be  applied  to  the  reduction 
pf  the  secured  debt.  The  pledgee  failed  to 
sell  the  same,  and  loss  resulted  to  the  pledgeor. 
The  court  says  the  obligation  of  the  pledgee 
did  not  differ  fn>m  that  ''usually  and  natu- 
rally resting  upon  holders  of  collateral  se- 
curity of  same  character,  viz.,  that  a  sale* 
in  the  absence  of  a  request  to  sell,  or  the 
commencement  of  suits,  was  not  compulsory, 
but  was  to  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  pledgee. " 
In  Bast  y.  Bank,  101  U.  8.  93,  a  valid  judg- 
ment was  assigned  as  collateral.  The  bank 
neglected  to  collect  it,  and  in  the  mean  time 
it  became  worthless.  The  court  held  it  was 
not  the  bank's  loss.  Bice  v.  Benedict,  19 
Mich.  132-135,  is  a  cause  much  like  this,  in 
which  it  was  held  the  pledgee  was  not  re- 
sponsible for  the  loss  of  the  securities;  and 
in  the  same  line  are  Bozet  v.  McClellan,  48 
111.  345;  Hobinson  v.  Hurley,  11  Iowa,  412; 
GkHMlall  V.  Bichardson,  14  N.  H.  567 ;  Fletcher 
v.  Harmon,  7  Atl.  Bep.  271 ;  while  more  or  less 
to  the  contrary  are  Kennedy  v.  Bosier,  33  N. 
W.  Bep.  226;  Easton  v.  Bank,  24  Fed.  Bep. 
5*23;  and  Hanna  v.  Holton,  21  Amer.  Bep. 
23.  To  these,  many  others  might  be  added, 
entertaining  almost  every  shade  of  view  on 
the  question.  But,  after  considerable  exam* 
ination,  we  conclude  the  judgment  of  the 
court  below  should  be  affirmed,  except  that  il 
should  be  so  modified  as  to  bear  interest  from 
its  dale  at  the  rate  of  10 per  cent,  per  annum; 
and  it  is  so  ordered.

Beatty,  C.  J.  The  indictment  in  this 
cause  charges  that  the  appellant  "did  unlaw- 
f  uUy  keep  a  house  for  the  purpose  of  prosti- 
tution," upon  the  trial  of  which  she  was 
found  guilty  of  the  charge;  and  thereupon 
the  court  rendered  Judgment  against  her  of 
imprisonment  in  the  county  Jail  of  Ada 
county  for  the  period  of  four  months,  and 
that  she  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  $1&0.  From 
such  judgment  she  has  prosecuted  her  appeal 
to  this  court,  and  now,  without  further  con- 
test here,  she  represents  that  she  suffered 
imprisonment  under  such  Judgment  for  the 
period  of  three  weeks  before  being  released 
on  bonds;  that  she  has  discontinned  the 
offense  of  which  she  was  charged,  and  prays 
the  court  for  a  modification  of  the  judgment 
against  her.  The  attorney  general,  repre- 
senting the  territory,  not  disputing  the  state- 
ment made  by  i^pellant,  consents  to  a  modi- 
fication of  the  judgment,  but  claims  that  the 
law  as  given  by  the  trial  court  should  be  af- 
firmed. 

The  section  (6842)  of  our  statutes  upon 
which  the  indictment  is  based  provides  that 
"every  person  who  keeps  any  disorderly 
house,  or  any  house  for  the  purpose  of  sssiif- 
nation  or  prostitution,  or  any  house  of  public 
resort,  by  which  the  peace,  comfort,  or  decency 
of  the  immediate  neighborhood  is  disturbed, 
or  who  keeps  any  inn  in  a  disorderly  man- 
ner, is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor."    Bev.  St. 

Under  this  indictment  and  the  statute  two 
questions  are  involved:  Was  the  house  re- 
ferred to  in  the  proceedings  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose of  prostitution?  and  did  the  appellant 
keep  it? 

The  first  question  is  disposed  of  by  estab- 
lishing the  character  of  the  house.  To  do 
this  it  is  not  incumbent  on  the  prosecntion 
to  prove  particular,  or  any,  acts  of  prostitu- 
tion committed  in  the  house.  This,  in  the 
nature  of  things,  would  be  impracticable, 
and  generally  impossible.  8uch  acts  are 
veiled  from  the  public  eye,  and  are  known 
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only  to  the  participators  therein,  whose  in« 
terest  it  is  to  carefully  conceal  them.  What- 
ever difference  of  opinion  maj  have  existed 
OD  this  subject,  it  is  now  settled  by  the 
weight  of  authority  that  in  actions  of  this 
nature  evidence  of  the  general  reputation  of 
the  house  is  competent  and  admissible  to  es- 
tablish its  chara<^r ;  and  so  we  hold.  People 
T.  Buchanan.  1  Idaho,  688;  Sara  v.  State, 
(Tex.)  8  S.  W.  Bep.  889;  State  v.  Smith, 
(Minn.)  12  N.  W.  Rep.  524;  Drake  v.  State, 
(Neb.)  17  N.  W.  Rep.  117;  State  t.  Mack, 
(La.)  6  South.  Rep.  808;  Graeter  ▼.  State, 
(Ind.)  4  N.  £.  Rep.  461;  State  v.  Brunell.  29 
Wis.  435. 

There  was  eyidenoe  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  jury  that  the  house  was  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose of  prostitution,  and  that  the  appellant 
vas  its  keeper,  which  justifies  the  judgment, 
bat,  in  consideration  of  the  facts  above 
stated,  we  direct  that  the  trial  court  so 
modify  its  judgnient  that  the  sentence  of  im- 
prisonment be  remitted;  but  in  all  other  ro* 
spects  the  judgment  is  affirmed.

Beattt,  G.  J.  At  the  general  election 
held  in  November^  1888,  the  parties  to  tliis 
action  were  opposing  oandidates  for  the  ofllce 
of  8herii¥  of  Bingham  county,  to  which  the 
appellant  was  declared  elected.  The  respond- 
ent, in  pursuance  of  our  statute  for  **  Con- 
testing Certain  Elections."  beginning  with 
section  5026,  commenced  this  action  of  con- 
test, alleging  as  the  grounds  thereof — FirsU 
malconductof  the  IxNird  of  Judges  of  election 
in  Kexburg  precinct,  in  said  county;  and  see- 
ond,  that  Illegal  votes  were  cast  in  said  pre- 
cinct, and  counted  for  appellant.  At  the  trial 
of  the  cause,  when  respondent  closed,  appel- 
lant interposed  his  motion  for  nonsuit,  which 
being  overruled,  he  proceeded  with  the  intro- 
duction of  his  testimony.  By  the  judgment 
of  the  court  the  respondent  was  declared  elect- 
ed to  said  office,  and  the  appellant  here  asks 
its  reversal 

All  the  allied  errors  complained  of  by  ap- 
pellant may  be  considered  under  the  follow- 
ing subdivisions:  (1^  That  the  court  erred 
in  overruling  his  motion  for  nonsuit  because 
respondent's  testimonv  was  insufficient  to 
warrant  a  judgment  in.  his  favor;  (2)  that 
the  findings  do  not  sup})ort  tlie  judgment; 
(3)  that  the  court  failed  to  find  on  all  the  is- 
sues raised;  and  (4)  that  the  judgment  is  not 
warranted  by  the  facts  and  the  law. 

The  consideration  of  these  questions  has 
required  an  examination  of  perhaps  the  most 
voluminous  record  that  has  ever  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  review  of  this  court,  and  it  has 
been  found  a  most  onerous  duty  to  comply 
with  the  closing  suggestion  of  appellant's 
brief,  in  which  he  "commends  it  to  our  care- 
ful attention  and  thorough  consideration." 
We  earnestly  urge  a  closer  observance  of  the 
provisions  of  our  statutes  which  forbid  the 
incumbering  of  the  record  with  "redundant 
and  useless  matter."  Even  when  an  appeal 
is  taken  upon  the  ground  of  the  insufficiency 


of  the  evidence,  it  is  entirely  tinneceasaiy  to 
incorporate  all  that  has  been  said  by  wit- 
nesses, including  questions  and  answers. 
The  statute  will  protect  the  appellant  who 
inserts  in  his  record,  in  narrative  form,  only 
such  evidence  as  is  pertinent  to  the  material 
issues,  and  procures  thereto  the  proper  cer* 
tificate  of  the  judge,  showing  that  all  such 
evidence  is  inclnd^. 

Motion  for  nonsuit  on  account  of  insuffi- 
ciency of  evidence  is  waived  by  the  subse- 
quent introduction  of  testimony  by  the  mov- 
er. Did  the  court  err  in  overruling  the  mo- 
tion for  nonsuitV  The  motion,  as  above 
stated,  was  based  upon  the  alleged  insuffi- 
ciency of  the  evidence.  In  the  determination 
of  this  question,  examination  of  the  testimo- 
ny is  unnecessary,  for  any  error  the  court 
may  have  made  in  this  matter  was  entirely 
waived  by  the  subsequent  introduction  of  ap- 
pellant's testimony.  It  is  so  settled  by  the 
highest  authority,  to  which,  for  the  justlfica- 
tlon  of  ouir  ruling,  we  refer.  Bradley  ▼. 
Poole,  98  Mass.  179;  Railway  Co.  ▼.  Cam- 
mings,  106  U.  S.  700.  1  Sup.  Gt.  Rep.  493; 
and  Insurance  Go.  v.  Crandal,  120  U.  S.  530, 
7  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  685. 

Do  the  findings  support  the  judgment? 
The  appellant  claims  the  findings  do  not  jus- 
tify and  support  the  judgment.  It  is  admit- 
ted they  would  be  more  satisfactory  if  more 
specific,  but,  being  "proceedings"  under  oar 
statute,  they  must  likewise  be  liberally  cof»- 
strued.  They  are,  in  effect,  that  "the  judges 
of  said  election  in  said  precinct  permitted  le> 
gal  voters  to  be  arrested,  intimidated^  and 
prevented  from  voting;"  "that  they  permit- 
ted legal  voters  to  be  arrested  for  challenging 
illegal  voters;"  "that  they  permitted  a  large 
number  of  persons,  whom  they  suspected 
were  illegal  voters,  to  vote  without  chal- 
lenge;" "that  they  themselves  were  terror- 
ized by  threats  of  arrest,  if  they  challenged 
illegal  votes;"  "that  one  of  the  clerks  was 
violently  arrested  and  taken  away  l>ecause  he 
had  challenged  illegal  votes;"  "that  they 
conducted  the  election  almost  the  entire  day 
without  any  election  register;"  "that  they 
and  others  were  Intimidated  and  prevented 
from  challenging  any  person  offering  to  vote 
by  armed  men  who  were  sent  there  from 
without  the  precinct  by  the  United  States 
marslial. "    Our  statute  does  not  define  wliat

eonstitutes  malconduct  of  the  ofBcero  of  elec- 
tion, but  it  must  be  held  that  any  proceed- 
ings which  result  in  unfair  elections,  that  de- 
prive the  qualified  elector  of  the  opportunity 
of  peaceably  casting  his  ballot  and  having 
it  counted  as  cast,  or  that  permit  illegal  votes 
to  be  cast  and  counted,  are  within  the  stat- 
utoiT  provisions.  Section  570  of  our  stat- 
utes directs  that  the  Judges  of  election  must 
chalienge  any  person  offering  to  vote  whom 
they  know  or  suspect  not  to  be  qualified;  also 
it  is  required  the  ''election  register"  must  be 
It  the  polls.  That  the  Judges  themselves 
were  intimidated  does  not  Justify  such  con- 
duct on  their  part  as  results  in  an  unfair  elec- 
tion. The  design  of  the  law  is  that  the  elec- 
tioD  shall  be  so  conducted  as  to  result  in  the 
free  expression  of  the  legal  voters'  will.  If 
this  faib  from  any  conduct  on  the  part  of  the 
Judges,  regardless  of  the  cause,  the  law  is  not 
faltilled.  It  cannot  be  doubted  from  these 
findings  that  the  election  was  irr^ular  in  the 
highest  degree.  The  findings  further  show 
that  those  irregularities  procured  the  appel- 
lant to  be  declared  elected,  when  he  had  not 
rsceiTfd  the  highest  number  of  legal  votes; 
that  illegal  votes  were  cast  for  him;  that,  if 
tiie  iUe^  votes  cast  and  counted  for  him 
were  dedneted  from  his  total  vote,  it  would 
leave  him  with  fewer  legal  votes  than  respond- 
ent had;  and  open  these  findings  the  court 
nddered  Jndgment  that  defendant  was  elect- 
ed to  the  office,  and  appellant  was  not,  which 
we  think  they  fully  sustain. 

Were  all  necessary  findings  made?  The 
appellant's  next  assignment  of  error  is  that 
the  court  did  not  find  upon  all  the  issues. 
This  question  seems  for  the  first  time  to  be 
suggested  in  his  argument,  as  the  record  does 
n<A  disclose  that  he  asked  any  additional  find- 
ings, or  excepted  to  those  found  as  i  nsuificient, 
or  made  any  objection  whatever.  It  is  noted 
that  his  objection  now  is  not  to  a  failure  to 
find  on  all  material,  but  on  all,  issues  raised  in 
the  case.  By  numerous  decisions  it  has  been 
held  that  findings  must  be  made  upon  all  ma- 
terial issues,  but  even  this  ruling  is  modified 
in  various  ways;  as  that,  '*when  the  court 
fails  to  find  on  a  material  issue,  *  *  * 
Judgment  will  not  be  reversed  if  the  finding 
must  have  been  adverse  to  the  appellant.*' 
Hutchings  v.  Castle,  48  Cal.  156;  People  v. 
Center,  66  Cal.  5t)4,  5  Fac.  Ren.  263,  and  6 


Vac.  Rep.  481;  California  S.  R.  'Co.  v.  South- 
em  Pac.  R.  Co.,  67  Cal.  65,  7  Paa  Rep.  123. 
Also,  if  the  facts  found  sustain  the  Judgment* 
there  is  no  necessity  to  go  further,  and  find 
on  other  issues,  (Kobarts  v.  Haley,  65  Cal. 
402,  4  Pac.  Hep.  385;)  and  this  court  haa 
said:  ''It  must  be  held  that  all  questions  put 
in  issue,  and  not  found  upon,  would  have 
been  found  against  the  appellants,  or  they 
were  deemed  immaterial,"  (Gamble  v.  Dun- 
well,  1  Idaho,  271.)  However,  the  question 
before  us  is  not  the  establishment  of  a  rule 
for  the  formulation  of  findings,  but  was  it 
necessary  in  this  case  to  find  others  than  those 
in  the  record?  This  is  solved  by  the  plead- 
ings themselves.  The  findings  made  are  al- 
most in  the  language  of  the  allegations  in  the 
complaint,  and  substantially  responsive  to 
all  thereof,  while  the  answer  simply  denies 
those  allegations,  and  hence  raises  no  addi- 
tional issue.  It  is  held  by  numerous  author- 
ities that  findings  which  follow  the  language 
of  the  pleadings  are  sufficient;  and,  theae  be- 
ing responsive  to  all  the  material  issues  ten- 
dered by  the  pleadings,  we  deem  others  are 
unnecessary. 

Is  the  Judgment  sustained  by  the  evidence? 
The  only  remaining  question  for  considera- 
tion is  whether  the  testimony  is  sufficient  to 
Justify  the  decision  of  the  trial  court.  The 
reversal  of  a  Judgment  on  this  ground  must 
be  only  upon  clear  and  convincing  evidence 
that  the  court  erred  in  its  conclusion.  In 
Ainslie  v.  Printing  Co.,  1  Idaho,  643,  it  is 
held  that  whenever  "there  is  a  substantial 
confiict  in  the  testimony  it  will  not  disturb 
the  verdict  or  the  decision  of  the  court  be- 
low. "  Other  courts  have  gone  even  further, 
and  by  abundant  authority  it  has  become  the 
established  rule  to  sustain  the  conclusion  of 
the  trial  court,  unless  it  appears  it  is  support- 
ed by  so  little  evidence,  and  contradicted  by 
so  much,  that  it  must  be  inferred  it  was 
reached  through  passion  or  prejudice.  We 
will  briefly  consider  the  testimony  concerning 
— ^tr^^the  alleged  irregularities  of  the  elec- 
tion ;  and,  secoiid,  the  rejection  by  the  court, 
as  illegal  voters,  of  those  persons  who  claimed 
to  have  withdrawn  from  the  Mormon  Church 
just  prior  to  the  election. 

It  was  claimed  in  argument  that  the  dep- 
uty-marshals were  there  in  pursuance  of  law, 
and  only  for  the  purpose  of  nreserving  the 
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peace  and  tbe  purity  of  the  ballot-box.  At- 
tention has  been  directed  to  the  chapter  on 
the  "Elective  Franchise,"  commencing  with 
section  2002,  Bev.  Bt.  U.  S.,  as  containing 
the  authority  under  which  the  marshal  acted. 
The  only  section  therein  at  all  relevant  pro- 
vides that  "when  an  election  at  which  repre- 
sentatives or  delegates  to  congress  are  to  be 
chosen  is  held  in  any  city  or  town  of  20,000 
inhabitants  or  upwards,  the  marshal  shall,  on 
application  in  writing  of  at  least  two  citizens 
residing  in  such  city  or  town,  appoint  special 
deputy-marshals. "  No  power  under  this  sec- 
tion is  given  for  such  appointment,  the  place 
not  having  the  necessary  population.  Sec- 
tion 2023  provides  that,  when  an  arrest  is 
made,  "the  person  so  arrested  shall  forthwith 
be  brought  before  a  commissioner,  judge,  or 
court  of  the  United  States  for  examination." 
Instead  of  the  record  showing  any  compliant^e 
with  this  provision,  it  appears  therefrom  that 
most  of  the  parties  arrested  were  simply  held 
as  prisoners  until  the  polls  closed,  and  were 
then  discharged.  This  being  so,  the  mar- 
shals, instead  of  upholding  the  law,  were,  in 
its  name,  violating  the  rights  of  citizens.  It 
is  also  in  testimony  that  they  were  armed; 
that  in  a  threatening  manner  they  dictated 
how  the  election  should  l>e  conducted;  that 
they  arrested  and  carried  away  those  who 
were  peaceably  and  lawfully  challenging  those 
suspected  of  being  illegal  voters;  that  they 
arrested  election  officers;  that  unauthorized 
persons  that  day  registered  illegal  voters, 
who  were  permitted  to  vote;  that  part  of  the 
time  the  necessary  election  books  were  not  at 
the  polls, — all  of  which  is  disputed  by  other 

witnesses,  who  further  testified  that  other 
persons,  representing  the  opposite  party,  were 

there  with  a  large  number  of  warrants,  with 
the  design  of  intimidating  registered  voters 
by  arresting  them.  From  this  mass  of  con- 
flicting testimony  the  court  undertook  to  sift 
tbe  truth,  and,  from  the  record  and  state- 
ments made  in  argument,  it  appears  the 
court  concluded  the  election,  was  attended 
with  such  irregularities  as  to  wholly  vitiate 
it,  and  it  set  the  poll  aside.  With  such  a  con- 
flict in  the  testimony  it  cannot  be  concluded 
the  court  erred,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  tes- 
timony shows  the  election  was  a  farce.  It 
was  a  scramble  between  contending  parties, 
in  which  the  law  was  ignored.    Tbe  indul- 


gence of  such  methods  would  speedily  convert 
the  beneficent  power  of  the  ballot  into  an  en- 
gine of  fraud  and  lawlessness.  Tbe  lower 
court  properly  treated  it  as  void,  and  set  the 
returns  aside,  which  is  Justified  by  the  law 
as  well  as  tlie  facts.  McCrary  on  Elections 
(2d  Ed.)  §§  302,  416,  lays  down  the  rule  that 
when  there  are  such  irregularities,  and  dis- 
regard of  the  law,  as  that  the  real  expression  of 
the  legal  voters  is  not  had, — when  tbe  trae  re- 
sult cannot  be  ascertained  by  the  returns, — 
the  poll  must  be  set  aside;  but  he  adds:  ''It 
does  not  follow  that  legal  votes  cast  at  such 
poll  must  be  lost.  They  may  be  proven  by 
secondary  evidence,  ♦  •  ♦  [the  poll  be- 
ing primary,]  and,  when  thus  proven,  may  be 
counted.**  Other  authorities  sustain  the 
view,  which  we  see  no  reason  to  condemn. 
In  this  case,  the  court,  having  treated  the 
election  as  irregular  and  invalid,  permitted 
the  parties  to  j)roduce  those  who  had  voted, 
and  by  inquiring  into  their  qualifications, 
and  how  they  voted,  ascertain  the  true  result 
This  examination  involves  one  of  the  que^ 
tions  most  complained  of  by  the  appellant. 
A  large  number  of  those  who  had  voted  for 
him  had  been  members  of  the  Mormon 
Church,  and  shortly  prior  to  the  election  had, 
in  form,  severed  their  connection  therewith. 
Appellant  insists  this  was  done  in  good  faith; 
that  they  thereby  became  qualified  electors, 
and,  having  been  registered  as  such,  were  en- 
titled to  vote;  that  the  court,  if  it  inquired 
into  their  qualifications,  was  bound  to  so 
bold,  because  they  were  no  longer  mwnbers 
of  that  proscribed  organization. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  of  tbe  court's  pow- 
er, in  a  case  of  an  election  contest,  to  inquire 
into  the  qualification  of  those  who  voted,  and 
reject  all  disqualified.  If  in  this  case  it  found 
the  alleged  withdrawal  from  the  church  bj 
those  parties  was  a  mere  form, — a  pretense 
to  avoid  the  letter  of  the  law, — and  that  in 
faith  and  practice  they  still  adhered  to  such 
organization,  it  would  be  justified  in  reject- 
ing them  as  legal  voters.  These  persons 
were  before  the  court,  and  from  their  own 
statements  and  the  facts  of  the  case  we  may 
judge  them.  A  very  large  number  withdrew 
on  the  same  day,  and  idl  within  about  two 
weeks  immediately  prior  to  the  day  of  elec- 
tion. Tliey  say  this  was  absolutely  without 
counsel  or  advice  from  any  one,  and  geoeial- 
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]j  without  knowledge  that  others  were  doing 
the  same.    In  most  of  the  cases  it  was  done 
by  a  written  resignation,  which  eacli  claimed 
he  had  written  out  himself.    Yet  appellant 
in  hia  brief  says  these  withdrawals  were  by 
"notices  in  writing,  and  in  substantially  the 
following  forms. "    Then  follows  the  form. 
It  18  moat  remarkable  that  so  many  persons, 
at  about  the  same  time,  but  without  instruc- 
tions or  concert  of  any  kind,  should  sever 
their  association  with  this  organization  in  a 
form  of  words  so  similar  that  appellant  can 
reproduce  what  he  alleges  is  substantially  the 
form  used.    They  also  testified  their  reason 
for  leaving  the  church  was  their  desire  to 
vote,  and  be  endowed  with  all  the  privileges 
of  American  citizenship;  that,  while  they  had 
two  years  prior  been  denied  the  privilege  of 
voting  for  the  same  reason,  they  had  not  un-> 
ta  shortly  before  the  last  election  been  im- 
pressed with  the  gravity  of  the  situation,  and 
that  the  desire  to  change  their  atatui  came 
opon  them  rather  suddenly.    While  claiming 
they  had  acted  in  good  faith,  most  of  them 
admitted  they  still  wore  their  ''endowment 
garments."    The  general  explanation  of  this 
was,  they  would  wear  them  until  they  wore 
out,  but  one  explained,  ''they  will  never  wear 
out."    Should  it  prove  true  that  they  acted 
in  good  fklth,  we  will  much  regret  oar  pres- 
ent doubts.    Gladly  would  we  see  them  in 
the  enjoyment  of  idl  the  rights  accorded  to 
American  citizenship,  but  only  through  vol- 
untary allegiance  to  the  government,  and 
full  obedience  to  all  its  laws.    In  view  of  all 
the  testimony,  we  must  conclude,  with  the 
court  below,  that  those  people  did  not  act  bona 
JIde;  that  such  withdrawals  resulted  from  a 
concert  of  action,  most  likely  through  the 
counsel  ot  their  leader,  and  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose oi  evading  the  law;  and  that  they  were 
not  entitled  to  vote.    Even  should  the  evi- 
dence in  the  record  justify  a  reversal,  we 
would  be  precluded  therefrom  by  another  fact 
contained  therein.    On  psige  654  it  is  certi- 
fied that  testimony,  in  the  form  of  exhibits, 
used  by  the  parties  at  the  trial,  is  not  in- 
doded  in  the  record,  and  respondent  claims 
It  is  important.    There  is  no  certificate  of  the 
jodge  showing  that  the  omitted  testimony  is 
Immaterial.     Without  all  the  material  tes- 
timony open  all  material  issues,  it  cannot  be 
fdond  the  evidence  is  insufficient  to  support 
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the  decision  of  the  lower  court.    Its  judg- 
ment is  therefore  affirmed.

Findings. 

1.  In  an  action  on  a  promissory  note,  by  an  as- 
Biffnee  after  maturity,  defendant  alleged  that  he 
Bigned  the  note  as  surety  on  the  principal*8  agree< 
ment  to  give  a  mortgage  to  the  payee  to  Becure  the 
note,  which  fact  the  payee  knew,  and  that  the 
payee  accepted  the  mortgage  with  the  note  pur- 
suant to  Buch  agreement.  There  was  unoontro- 
verted  evidence  of  the  truth  of  Buoh  allegatiouB. 
and  the  mortgage,  which  showed  the  description  of 
land  covered  and  the  purpose  to  secure  the  note, 
was  in  evidence.  The  judge,  sitting  without  a, 
jury,  refused  defendant's  request  to  find  on  such 
aUegations,  except  as  to  the  giving  of  the  mort- 
gage; and  also  refused  requestB  to  find  as  to  the 
condition  and  purpose  of  the  mortgage,  which 
plaintlfE  daimed  was  defective.  Held  reversible 
error. 

Same— Anbwbb— ImmatbbiaZi  Allboationb. 

2.  Where  the  mortgage  is  not  in  fact  invalid, 
aUegations  in  the  answer  that  the  principal  has 
given  subsequent  mortgages  on  the  land,  to  its  full 
value,  and  that,  unless  the  note  be  paid  from  the 
land,  defendant  will  be  damaged,  as  the  principal 
has  no  other  property,  are  immaterial,  and  proper- 
ly stricken  out,  as  the  first  mortgage  has  pre- 
oedenoe. 

Samb— Rights  of  Bubbtibb. 

a.  Rev.  Bt.  Idaho,  S  4520,  provides:  ^'There  can 
be  but  one  action  for  the  recovery  of  any  debt,  or 
the  enforcement  of  any  right  secured  by  mortgage. 
•  •  ♦  In  BUch  action  the  court  may  •  *  -  di- 
rect a  sale  of  the  incumbered  property,  and  the  ap- 
plication of  the  proceeds **  to  the  debt,  eta,  and,  if 
a  balance  still  remains,  **  judgment  can  then  be 
docketed  for  such  balance  against  the  defendant 
or  defendants  personally  liable. "  Held,  that  where 
a  mortgage  was  given  by  the  maker  to  secure  a 
note,  and  for  the  surety's  safety,  and  the  security 
is  valuable,  an  action  could  not  be  maintained  on 
the  note  alone  against  the  maker  and  surety,  ig- 
noring the  mortgage. 


Appeal  from  district  court,  Kez  Forces 
county;  John  L.  Looan,  Judge. 

Action  by  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Lewiston  against  M.  M.  Williams  and  an- 
other on  a  promissory  note.  From  a  judg- 
ment for  plaintiff,  and  from  an  order  over- 
ruling a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  defendant 
Williams  appeals.    Reversed* 
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The  other  facto  fully  appear  in  the  fol- 
lowing statement  by  Bebrt,  J.: 

On  the  30th  day  of  OctoberT  1884,  Alonzo 
Leland  and  the  appellant,  M.  M.  Williams, 
duly  made  their  Joint  and  several  promissory 
note,  payable  to  the  order  of  one  A.  J.  Shaw, 
six  months  after  date*  and  thereafter  deliv- 
ered the  same  to  the  payee.  The  note  was 
given  for  the  debt  of  Leland,  and  Williams 
joined  in  it  at  the  request  of  Leland,  as  sure- 
ty only,  though  the  fact  that  he  was  surety 
did  not  appear  on  the  face  of  the  note.  To 
induce  Williams  to  join  in  the  making  of  the 
note,  it  was  agreed  between  Leland  and  Will- 
iams that  Leland  should  give  to  Shaw,  the 
payee,  a  first  mortgage  on  real  estate  to  se- 
cure the  note,  so  that  he,  (Williams.)  in  case 
Leland  did  not  pay  the  no^e,  '*  would  only 
have  the  balance  to  pay  that  the  property  did 
not  bring;"  which  agreement  was  known  to 
Shaw,  and  was  assented  to  by  him  at  the 
time.  A  mortgage  was  made,  on  the  1st  day 
of  November,  1884,  by  Leland  to  Shaw,  ac- 
knowledged on  the  6th  day  of  the  same 
month,  and  recorded  by  said  Shaw,  in  said 
county,  on  the  next  day,  the  7th  of  Novem- 
ber, covering  160  acres  of  land  therein  de- 
scribed, the  property  of  the  mortgagor,  set- 
ting out  the  note  in  full,  and  stating  upon  ito 
face  that  it  was  'Mntended  as  a  mortgage  to 
secure  payment  of  "  this  note  so  set  out,  and 
containing  the  usual  power  of  sale.  Wheth- 
er the  mortgage  was  delivered  at  the  time  of 
delivery  of  the  note  does  not  appear.  On  re- 
ceipt of  the  mortgage,  Shaw  reported  to  Will- 
iams that  it  had  been  given  to  him  by  Le- 
land. A  little  over  three  months  after  the 
note  and  mortgage  fell  due,  in  Shaw's  hands, 
the  latter  assigued  both  note  and  mortgage 
to  one  Volmer,  the  president  of  the  plaintiff, 
who,  on  the  same  day,  assigned  them  to  his 
bank,  this  plaintiff.  That,  at  the  time  he  re- 
ceived the  note  and  mortgage  from  Shaw, 
Volmer  discovered  that  the  mortgage  was  un- 
sealed. The  plaintiff  brought  his  action 
against  both  the  makers  upon  the  note  alone, 
by  filing  his  complaint  against  both,  but  did 
not  proceed  further  against  Leland,  and  did 
proceed  to  a  final  judgment  against  Williams 
only.  The  answer,  besides  stating,  in  sub- 
stance, the  foregoing  facts,  (all  of  which  ap- 
pear either  in  the  complaint,  or  were  proven 
at  the  trial,)  contains  the  following  clause: 


''That  after  the  mortgage  to  secure  the  note 
had  t)een  recorded,  two  mortgages,  still  valid 
and  existing,  have  been  executed  and  deliv- 
ered by  said  Leland, — ^the  first  to  said  Vol- 
mer, and  the  second  to  the  plaintiff  itself, — 
both  amounting  to  $1,600,  covering  the  same 
land  described  in  the  said  mortgage,  to  secure 
the  note,  and  were  recorded  before  the  omd- 
mencement  of  this  action;  that  said  two  sub- 
sequent mortgages  are  for  the  full  value  of 
said  lands,  and  that  said  Leland  has  no  per- 
sonal property  not  exempt;  and  that,  unless 
the  note  in  suit  be  paid  from  such  real  estate, 
this  defendant  will  sustain  damage."  This 
clause  in  the  answer  was  by  the  court,  on 
motion,  stricken  out  before  trial,  the  appel- 
lant excepting  to  such  order.  The  answer 
further  demands  that,  in  case  the  defendant 
is  held  to  pay  the  note  in  suit,  said  Will- 
iams be  subrogated  by  judgment  to  the  orig- 
inal righto  in  said  mortgage  of  this  plaintiff, 
and,  of  course,  of  said  Shaw.

The  surety  is  only  bound  to  fulfill  the 
promise  in  the  sense  in  which  the  promisee 
knew  at  the  time  the  promisor  intended  it; 
and  it  matters  not  in  what  way  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  meaning  is  brought  to  the  mind 
of  the  promisee.  De  Coly.  Guar.  pp.  7,  8, 
and  authorities  cited;  Miller  v.  Stewart*  9 
Wheat.  680. 

A  surety  is  always  discharged  by  the  lach- 
es of  the  creditor;  and,  should  the  creditor 
fail  to  do  anything  which  he  is  bound  or 
agreed  to  do  for  the  protection  of  the  surety, 
then  the  surety  is  discharged.  De  Coly 
Guar.  p.  432  et  seq.;  Story,  £q.  Jur.  8  324; 
King  V.  Baldwin,  2  Johns.  Oh.  554:  Watts 
V.  Shuttleworth,  7  Hurl.  &  N.  353. 

A  want  of  diligence  in  taking  security,  or 
a  security  worthless  by  reason  of  the  laches 
of  the  creditor,  discharges  the  surety.  King 
V.  Baldwin,  8  Amer.  Dec  415;  Ex  parte 
Mure,  2  Cox,  Ch.  63. 

Any  material  variation  of  the  cnriginal 
contract  will  discharge  the  surfty.  Meis- 
winkle  v.  Jung,  30  Wis.  361;  McWilliams  t. 
Mason,  31  N.  Y.  294;  Ham  v.  Grave,  34 
Ind.  18;  Mellendy  v.  Austin,  69  111.  15. 

Parol  evidence  may  be  offered  to  show  the 
signer  of  a  note  is  in  reality  a  surety.

Berry,  J.,  (c^fter  stating  the  facts.) 
The  alleged  grounds  of  error,  mostly  oc- 
curring on'  the  trial  in  the  findings  of  the 
court,  in  refusing  a  new  trial,  and  in  the 
judgment,  will  more  fully  hereafter  appear. 
Tbe  case  was  tried  by  the  court  without  a 
Jury.  Tbe  evidence  received  upon  the  trial 
was  introduced  and  given  without  objection. 
Being  so  given,  the  question  of  its  admissi- 
bility, if  objected  to,  does  not  arise.  Tbe 
complaint  shows  the  note  to  have  been  past 
due  when  transferred  by  Shaw,  the  payee,  to 
the  president  of  the  plaintiff;  that  on  the 
same  day  he  transferred  it  to  his  bank;  and 
that  botli  transfers  were  by  "assignment." 
Whalever  equities  existed  iu  favor  of  the  ap- 


pellanjb  against  the  noie^  or  the  right  to  sue 
upon  tbe  note  in  the  hands  of  the  original 
payee,  continued  to  exist  against  it  in  the 
hands  of  this  plaintiff.  It  is  proper,  then, 
in  the  outset,  to  inquire  as  to  the  rights  of  the 
appellant,  as  against  the  original  payee  of 
the  note.  The  obligations  of  Shaw  will  be 
considered  as  equally  the  obligations  of  tlie 
plaintiff.  On  the  trial,  when  the  plaintiff 
had  rested  his  case,  the  appellant,  the  def  end«- 
ant  below,  called  John  P.  Yolmer,  who  testi- 
fied that  he  had  been  president  of  the  plain- 
tiff corporation  "ever  since  the  iNink  was  or- 
ganized;" identified  the  note;  and,  on  being 
shown  another  paper,  said:  "That  is  a  moio- 
gage  executed  by  defendant  Leland  to  A.  J. 
Shaw,  the  payee  named  in  this  note.  1  no- 
tice tliere  is  no  seal  of  party  executing  it  on 
this  mortgage.  It  is  in  the  same  condition, 
as  to  execution  and  acknowledgment,  as  when 
r received  it  from  Mr.  Shaw.  It  may  have 
been  at  the  time  I  had  transaction  with  Mr. 
Shaw  tliat  I  noticed  lack  of  seal.  I  never 
mentioned  or  said  anything  to  Williams  about 
there  being  any  defect  in  the  mortgage," 
Mortgage  introduced  in  evidence  by  appellant 
Alonzo  Leland  testitied:  "This  is  the  note 
executed  by  me  to  A.  J.  Shaw.  This  is  my 
signature.  The  other  signature  is  Hint  of 
Williams.  I  am  principal  debtor  on  tlie  note. 
Williams  signed  it  as  surety  only;  and  it 
was  signed  by  him  on  condition  that  1  should 
execute,  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  note,  a 
valid  first  mortgage  upon  real  property.  Tliat 
was  a  condition  of  his  signing  the  note.  That 
condition  was  known  also  by  Mr.  Shaw,  the 
payee  of  that  note,  and  the  agreement  was 
assented  to  by  him  at  the  time.  It  was  on 
those  conditions,  and  under  that  agreement, 
that  defendant  Williams  signed  tlie  note. 
That  is  my  signature,  and  1  executed  that 
document,  and  supposed  it  to  be  a  mortgage 
upon  the  land."  M.  M.  Williams,  the  ap- 
pellant, tealified:  "I  am  defendant  sued  in 
this  action.  I  signed  this  note  as  surety 
only.  1  signed  it  on  condition  and  under 
the  agreement  that  Leland  should  secure  the 
payment  of  it  by  a  first  mortgage  on  propei^ 
ty,  and  he  would  get  the  money  from  Mr. 
Shaw,  and  I  would  have  only  any  balance  to 
pay  that  the  property  did  not  bring.  Mr. 
Shaw,  the  payee,  knew  of  the  agreement  and 
condition  of  my  signing  the  note.    I  don^t 
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'  know  whether  the  mortgage  was  executed  or 
not.  Mr.  Sliaw  called  right  away,  and  told 
rae  he  had  the  mortgage  upon  the  land.  Mr. 
Yolmer,  nor  any  officer  of  the  bank,  ever  told 
me  the  mortgage  was  defective*  or  said  any- 
tliing  about  the  mortgage." 

There  was  no  evidence  in  any  way  contro- 
verting either  of  these  facts.  Each  was 
within  the  Issues  made  by  the  pleadings. 
The  judge  in  his  findings,  though  specially 
request^  by  the  defendant,  refused  to  find 
upon  either  of  these  facts,  except  the  fact 
that  the  mortgage  to  secure  the  note  was, 
at  Williams'  request,  given  by  Leland. 
To  this  refusal  to  find  (1)  as  to  the  con- 
ditions on  which  the  defendant  Williams 
became  a  maker  of  the  note,  also  as  to 
the  connection  of  Shaw  with  that  agree- 
ment, and  signing  of  the  mortgage;  (2)  as  to 
tlie  condition  of  the  mortgage  as  to  seal,  and 
what  lands  it  was  upon;  (8)  as  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  plainti£f,  in  becoming  the  suc- 
cessor of  8haw  in  the  ownership  of  the  note, 
— ^the  appellant  excepted.  This  raises  the 
question  of  the  materiality  of  the  issues  in- 
volved in  the  points,  or  any  of  them,  on 
which  the  judge  refused  to  find.  The  de- 
scription and  amount  of  lands  covered  by  the 
mortgage  are  shown  in  that  exhibit,  as  well 
as  its  object  to  secure  this  note.  The  evi- 
dence, as  we  have  seen,  will  warrant  find- 
ings only  as  claimed  by  the  appellant.  Con- 
trary findings  on  either  point,  upon  the 
evidence,  could  not  be  made.  Those  points 
are:  (1)  Was  Williams  only  a  surety  upon 
that  note?  (2)  Bid  Shaw,  in  taking  that 
note,  know  what  relations  Williams  held  to 
it?  (3)  And  for  what  purpose  the  mortgage 
was  executed?  And  did  he  become  a  party 
thereto,  by  knowing  the  agreement  between 
the  principal  and  surety  on  the  note,  assent- 
ing to  the  agreement,  and  accepting  the 
mortgage  as  security  for  the  note?  Of  course, 
if  he  did,  he  was  bound  in  good  faith  not  to 
defeat  the  measures  which  the  appellant  had 
taken  for  his  protection,  and  which  Leland 
had  placed  in  Shaw's  hands  as  special  security 
for  the  note.  The  mortgage  security  became 
and  was  a  part  of  the  contract  between  Shaw 
and  the  makers  of  this  note.  Besides  the 
fact  of  its  being  the  condition  of  appellant^s 
signing,  the  payee  of  the  note  held  it  as  a 
lien  on  property  of  the  principal  debtor,  to 


which  it  was  his  duty  to  look  before  resoitUi^ 
to  the  surety  on  the  note.  If  this  were  not 
an  elementary  principle  of  law,  it  beeame  a 
controlling  principle  in  this  case,  by  ▼irtne 
of  the  agreement  between  the  makers,  known 
and  assented  to  by  Shaw,  and  by  his  act  in 
accepting  the  mortgage,  pursuant  to  such 
agreement,  together  with  the  note.  It  is  dear 
that  those  facts  are  material  to  this  defend- 
ant. The  counsel  for  respondent  contends 
that,  where  there  is  no  material  issue  ten- 
dered by  the  pleadings,  findings  on  such 
matters  will  not  be  required.  But  the  amend- 
ment to  defendant's  answer  does  tender 
these  issues.  The  matter  was  material,  and 
evidence  was  given  upon  it  without  objec- 
tion, and  was  so  submitted  to  the  court  as  a 
part  of  the  defendant's  case.  The  authorities 
are  numerous  and  conclusive  that  a  failure 
to  find  upon  a  material  issue,  where  the  same 
is  not  in  effect  waived,  but  is  requested,  is 
error,  and  ground  for  reversal.  Hayoe,  New 
Trials  &  App.  §§  239,  240,  and  cases  cited; 
Porter  v.  Muller,  4  Pac.  Bep.  581. 

The  appellant  further  contends  that  the 
court  below  erred  in  striking  out  a  part  of 
the  answer,  in  effect  as  follows:  ''That  since 
the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  mortgage 
by  which  the  note  herein  sued  upon  is  se- 
cured, and  since  the  recording  of  said  mort- 
gage, that  two  mortgages,  still  valid  and  ex- 
isting, have  been  executed  and  delivered  by 
the  defendant  Leland, — one  of  said  mort- 
gages to  John  P.  Volroer,  president  of  the 
Firsc  National  Bank  of  Lewiston,  plaintiff 
herein;  and  the  other  of  said  iHSt- named  mort- 
gages to  the  plaintiff  herein,"  aggiegalhig 
$1,600  in  amount,  and  ''covering  the  lands 
herein  described,"  (the  lands  in  the  Leland 
mortgage,)  "both  of  which  were  recorded 
prior  to  the  commencement  of  this  action;** 
and  that  said  lands  are  not  worth  more  tlian 
sufficient  to  pay  said  last  two  mortgages,  etc.; 
and  claiming  such  act  was  to  the  damage  of 
the  defendant.  It  appears  by  the  evidence 
that  the  plaintiff  claimed  the  Leland  mort- 
gage to  be  defective,  in  not  having  been 
sealed;  that  such  supposed  defect  was  dis- 
covered by  the  president  of  the  plaintiff  when 
taking  the  note  and  mortgage  from  Siiaw, 
and  before  taking  the  subsequent  mortgages 
from  Leland,  upon  the  same  property;  but 
that  the  fact  of  such  supposed  defect  was  not 
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emnmunicftted  to  Williams  bj  any  holder  ot 
tiiese  {>apers.  It  is  only  in  view  of  the  in- 
Yulidi^  of  this  Ant  mortgage  that  any  injury 
to  Williams  could  arise  from  those  other 
nortgages.  By  the  statute  in  force  when 
the  Leiand  mortgage  was  rnsde.  no  seal  was 
necessary.  Section  1»  ''Act  Concerning  Con- 
Tejanees,"  approved  January  12, 1875.  Iq 
eflecti  this  statute  was  the  same,  as  to  the  seal, 
u  section  2920,  Rev.  St.  Hence  the  mort- 
gage was  not  invalid  on  that  acoount,  and  it 
did  in  fact  have  precedence  of  the  other  two 
mortgages.  This  part  of  the  answer  was 
i\mk  immaterial  to  the  issue,  and  was  prop- 
erly stricken  out. 

But  the  plaintiff  was  the  holder  of  the 
nole,  and  of  a  valid  mortgage  on  real  property 
toieeorethe  same;  yet  instead  of  bringing 
so  action  to  foreclose  the  mortgage,  and  for 
any  balance  that  might  remain  after  apply- 
ing the  proceeds  of  sale  upon  the  sura  due  on 
the  note,  as  he  might  have  done,  he  filed  his 
complaint  against  both  of  the  defendants  on 
the  note  akme,  but  had  summoned  only  the 
sarety  on  the  note,  and  proceeded  for  a  money 
Judgment  against  him  alone.  This  he  had 
no  right  to  do,  not  only  because  it  was  his 
duty  to  exhaust  the  securities  of  the  principal 
debtor  in  his  hands,  placed  there  specially  as 
a  prior  security,  to  protect  the  defendant, 
but  also  becaase  the  statute  denies  another 
■etion,  by  any  party*  for  the  foreclosure  of 
the  mortgage. 

Section  4520,  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  provides: 
"There  can  be  but  one  action  for  the  recovery 
o(  any  debt,  or  the  enforcement  of  any  right 
aeeuied  by  mortgage  upon  real  estate  or  per- 
sonal property,  which  action  must  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  thi^  chapter. 
In  such  action  the  court  may,  by  its  judg- 
ment, direct  a  sale  of  the  Incumbered 
property,  and  the  application  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  to  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  the 
eonrt,  and  the  expenses  of  the  sale,  and  the 
amount  due  to  the  plaintiff;  •  *  *  and  if  it 
appear  from  the  sheriff's  return  that  the  pro- 
ceeds are  insutticient,  and  a  balance  still  re- 
mains due,  judgment  can  then  be  docketed 
for  such  balance  against  the  defendant  or  de- 
fendants pesBonally  liable  for  the  debt, "  etc. 

There  are  no  other  provisions  in  that 
diapter  affecting  this  case.  As  we  have 
aeea,  the  mortgage  was  valid,  and  it  is  not 


pretended  that  the  security  is  valueless.  The 
appellant  claims  that,  upon  a  note  so  secured, 
an  action  ignoring  the  mortgage  cannot  be 
sustained;  and  cites  Bartlett  v.  Cottle,  63 
Cal.  366.  In  that  case  the  court  holds  'Hhat, 
in  such  case  as  the  one  at  bar,  an  action  can- 
not be  maintained  on  the  note  alone,  unless 
the  security  is  valueless. "  In  that  case  also 
the  value  of  the  security  appears  to  have 
been  in  issue,  and  it  was  not  shown  to  be 
without  value.  This  was  decided  under  sec- 
tion 726  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil  Proce- 
dure, which  substantially  corresponds  with 
t  lie  Idaho  statute  above  quoted.  Yandewater 
V.  Mcl^ae,  27  Cal.  596,  was  an  action  by  the 
holder  of  a  note,  secured  by  a  mortgage  on 
real  estate,  against  indorsers  of  the  note. 
Commenting  upon  the  statute  in  question, 
the  court  in  that  case  say:  "The  words  [in 
the  statute]  *  secured  by  mortgage'  are  de- 
scriptive of  the  right  or  personal  liability 
contemplated  by  the  section,  and  any  person- 
al liability  not  so  secured  is  manifestly  with- 
out its  purview.  *  *  *  A  mortgage 
which,  by  its  terms,  is  made  applicable  to  the 
promise  of  the  maker  only,  can  in  no  just 
sense  be  regarded  as  collateral  either  to  the 
personid  liability  or  to  the  *  right  *  of  which 
the  contract  of  indorsement  is  the  source. " 
The  judgment  in  that  case,  for  the  reason 
that  the  defendants'  contract  was  not  that  of 
makers  of  the  note  so  secured,  but  was  that 
of  indorsers  only,  •  and  so  was  not  secured, 
was  against  the  indorsers.  But  the  doctrine 
of  Bartlett  v.  Cottle,  supra,  is  fully  recog- 
nized. 

There  can  be  no  question  in  the  case  at 
bar,  that  the  mortgage  was  given  to  secure 
the  note,  for  the  safety  of  the  appellant.  8o, 
in  Quid  V.  Stoddard,  54  Cal.  613,  it  was  held 
that  where  a  mortgagee  had  prosecuted  an 
action  in  Ohio  to  final  judgment,  upon  a  note 
secured  by  a  mortgage  on  lands  in  California, 
he  could  not  maintain,  in  the  latter  state,  an 
action  for  foreclosure,  for  the  reason  that 
under  this  statute  there  can  be  but  one  ac- 
tion for  the  recovery  of  any  debt  secured  by 
mortgage.  But  the  respondent's  counsel 
contend  that  as  the  note  was  several  as  well 
Its  joint,  under  section  4106  of  the  Statutes, 
the  plaintiff,  at  his  option,  might  sue  either 
or  both  of  the  defendants;  and  if  he  chose 
to  sue  only  the  surety  on  the  note,  as  he  was 
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not  tbe  maker  of  the  mortgage,  forecloanre 
of  the  mortgage,  in  that  suit,  was  impossi- 
ble; also  that  it  is  optional  with  the  plaintiff 
to  abandon  the  mortgage  security  altogether; 
and  cites  Ladd  v.  Buggies,  23  Cal.  233.  On 
that  question,  if  there  be  any  doubt  about  it, 
we  do  not  decide.  But  this  joint  and  several 
note  was  the  debt  secured  by  this  mortgage; 
and  a  Judgment  against  either,  upon  the  note, 
equally  precluded  a  judgment  of  foreclosure 
of  the  mortgage,  and  in  effect  canceled  it. 
Subrogation  of  the  defendant,  to  the  rights 
of  the  plaintiff  in  said  mortgage,  even  had  it 
been  made,  as  there  was  a  mere  pretense  of  do- 
ing, (but  which  was  not  done,)  would  be  of  no 
use  or  value  to  him.  He  could  no  more  fore- 
close  it  than  could  the  plaintiff.  The  plain- 
tiff had  no  right,  by  prosecuting  this  action, 
thus  to  deprive  the  defendant  of  the  benedt 
of  his  original  stipulation,  for  security  to  be 
given  for  l;he  note,  for  his  own  protection, 
on  his  becoming  a  co-maker  of  it.  He  had  a 
right  to  plead  this  statute,  and  the  several 
decisions  of  the  court  on  that  question,  and 
the  Judgment  rendered,  were  each  and  all 
erroneous.  There  are  other  points  of  error 
assigned,  but,  from  the  conclusions  reached 
in  the  foregoing,  they  need  not  be  consid- 
ered. 

The  Judgment  in  the  court  below,  and  the 
order  overruling  motion  for  a  new  trial,  must 
be  reversed.  Judgment  reversed,  and  new 
trial  ordered.    All  concur.

Must  a  }oror  bave  all  the  qaalf  fications  of 
an  elector?  Whether  a  juror  must  have  the 
■ame  qualifications  now  required  of  an  elector 
ia  the  question  involved  in  the  first  assign- 
ment  of  error.  Sections  8941, 3942,  Rev.  St., 
together  provide  that  Jurors  uiust  be  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  and  electors  of  the 
county.  Sections  500, 501.  require  that  elect- 
ors, besides  having  certain  qualifications, 
must  not  be  membersof  any  "organization 
which  teaches  its  adherents  to  commit  the 
crime  of  bigamy  or  polygamy. "  While  these 
statutes  seem  clearly  to  exclude  as  jurors  all 
persons  who  belong  to  such  ''organization," 
it  is  contended  such  a  construction  will  do 
violence  to  the  legislative  will  and  intention, 
for  which  the  reasons  following  are  assigned: 
(1)  That  when  the  law  first  provided  a  juror 
shoald  be  an  elector  (Laws  8tli  Sess.  p.  704) 
the  only  qualifications  of  an  elector  were 
citizenship  and  residence,  and,  in  changing 
thequaliflcation  of  electors  (13th  Sess.  p.  106) 
by  requiring  they  must  not  belong  to  said 
organization,  it  was  not  designed  to  apply 
this  restriction  to  jurors,  also;  (2)  that,  if 
jurors  must  have  all  the  qualifications  of 
electors,  tliey  must  also  be  registered,  which, 
under  the  operation  of  the  registration  law, 
would  often  result  in  the  temporary  exclu- 
sion of  good  citizens  as  jurors,  whoare  other- 
wise qualified  electors;  and.  (3)  that  in  some 
counties  in  this  territory  so  many  of  the  peo- 
ple are  members  of  such  organization  that 
the  couta  woold  thus  be  practically  without 
jurors. 

1.  The  authorities  holding  that  statutes 
will  not  be  repealed  by  implication  are  not 
appiirable  to  general  laws  which  are  in  con- 
flict with,  and  repugnant  to,  each  other. 
When  a  general  law  is  in  apparent  conflict 
with  some  prior  private  or  special  act,  passed 
for  the  benefit  of  some  particular  interest  or 
municipality,  the  presumption  is  indulged 
that  it  was  not  designed  by  the  general  tore- 
peal  the  special  law;  but  no  such  presump- 
tion ia  entertained  in  the  case  of  conflicting 
general  statutes.  They  cannot  stand  to- 
gether. There  can  be  no  question  that  the 
two  statutes  prescribe  different  qualifications 
for  electors,  and  the  older  must  yield  to  the 
later.  It  may  be  added  that  the  act  of  the 
thirteenth  session  was  an  election  law,  and 
by  its  last  section  it  not  only  expressly  re- 


pealed the  former  law  on  the  same  subject, 
but  also  "all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict 
with  this  act,"  which  must  be  held  to  exclude 
any  presumption  that  the  legislature  did  not 
intend  the  repeal  of  all  conflicting  statutes. 
However,  the  fact  that  on  the  11th  day  of 
January,  1887,  the  legislature  by  one  act 
swept  out  of  existence  all  former  legislation 
and  laws  of  Idaho,  and  enacted  a  complete 
revision  tliereof,  now  embodied  in  our  Re- 
vised Statutes,  including  sections  3941, 3942, 
as  they  now  are,  is  suflicient  answer  to  all 
suggestions  that  the  legislature  did  not  in* 
tend  the  statutes  as  they  now  read.  One  of 
the  prime  objects  of  a  revision  is  the  elimina- 
tion of  doubt.  What  is  included  therein 
must  be  construed  together  as  the  law,  and 
all  that  formerly  existed,  and  not  included, 
is  clearly  repealed.    Section  19,  Rev.  St. 

2.  It  is  not  conceded  an  elector  must  be 
registered  to  act  as  a  juror.  Section  50O 
says  he  must  be  registered  to  vote.  It  does 
not  follow  that,  if  he  has  all  the  quail  fica- 
tiens  of  an  elector,  he  must  be  registered,  to 
sit  in  the  jury-box.  Registration  does  not  go 
to  his  qualification,  but  is  only  a  precaution 
to  prevent  fraud  in  the  election.  But,  even 
if  the  law  should  be  construed  that  a  juror 
must  be  registered,  it  would  generally  result 
in  only  a  few  being  temporarily  detuirred  the 
privilege  of  jurors. 

3.  It  is,  unfortunately,  true  that  in  some 
counties  such  a  Uirge  proportion  of  the  people 
belong  to  said  "organization"  that  juries 
cannot  be  selected  from  the  mass  of  the 
people,  and  courts  may  at  times  find  it  even 
inconvenient  to  procure  them.  So,  also, 
communities  might  be  found  where  the 
qualification  of  citizenship,  or  any  other  gen- 
eral qualification,  might  result  in  the  same 
inconvenience.  On  the  contrary,  we  think 
the  legislature  meant  to  exclude  from  jury 
service  those  bf longing  to  the  so-called  ** Mor- 
mon Church."  By  section  501  they  are  dis- 
tinctly enjoined  from  "holding  any  position 
or  ofllce  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit."  Laws 
are  construed  in  the  light  of  the  facts  and 
circumstances  under  which  enacted.  We  are 
justified  in  supposing  the  law-maker  took 
notice  of  the  generally  admitted  fact  that  the 
members  of  that  church  are  more  ok)edlent 
to  its  teachings,  which  are  antagonistic  to 
the  laws  of  the  land,  than  to  the  latter*

View  this  question  in  any  light,  we  are 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  under  our  laws 
a  Juror  must  have  all  the  qualifications  now 
required  of  an  elector,  and  that  the  court 
should  have  excluded  the  Juror  objected  to 
by  appellant  That  tids  conclusion  will  lead 
to  inconvenience  in  some  localities  may  be 
true,  but  we  cannot  change  what  seems  to  be 
a  positive  and  clear  statute.  If  there  is  any 
need  of  a  change,  we  respectfully  refer  it  to 
the  legislative  department. 

Exception  to  Order  Overruling  Challenge 
for  General  Cause,  Respondent  insists, 
however,  that,  even  if  the  Juror  was  not 
qualified,  the  statute  does  not  allow  appellant 
an  exception  to  the  order  of  the  court  over- 
ruling his  challenge  to  such  Juror.  Incon- 
sistent as  it  may  appear,  it  seems  sach  is  the 
statute.  Section  7831  divides  causes  of  chal- 
lenge to  Jurors  into  (1)  general,  including 
"a  want  of  any  of  the  qualifications  pre- 
scribed by  law  to  render  a  person  a  com- 
petent Juror,"  (7832,)  and  (2)  particular, 
which  includes  implied  and  actual  bias 
(7833.)  The  cause  of  challenge  in  this  case 
was  a  general  cause;  and  the  statute  in  no 
place  provides  for  or  allows  an  exception  to 
an  order  overruling  such  a  cause  of  challenge. 
Our  section  7940  (Pen*  Code  Gal.  §  1170) 
allows  exceptions  only  in  matters  of  chal- 
lenge based  on  implied  or  actual  bias.  Here, 
then,  we  have  a  statute  which  declares  a 
Juror  disqualified,  but  provides  no  remedy  to 
the  aggrieved  party  when  the  court  admits 
him.  On  the  principle  that  there  is  a  remedy 
for  all  wrongs,  we  would  be  inclined  to  hold 
that  such  action  of  the  court  is  reviewable. 
But  our  statute  on  this  subject  is  an  exact 
copy  of  that  of  Califoniia,  and  in  ailopting 
their  laws  we  adopt  also  their  construction 
of  them.  Partially  in  point  is  the  case  of 
People  V.  Riley,  66  Cal.  107,  3  Pac.  Rep.  413, 
and  cases  cited,  which  hold  that  a  defendant 
is  not  allowed  an  exception  to  the  ruling  of 
the  court  disallowing  a  "challenge  for  actual 
or  implied  bias,"  because  the  statute  makes 
no  provision  for  such  exception,  but  only 
allows  it  to  the  decision  of  the  court  'Mn  ad- 
mitting or  rejecting  testimony,  or  in  charg- 
ing the  triers  in  the  trial  of  a  challenge  to  a 
juror  for  actual  bias."  The  direct  ques- 
tion is  decided  in  People  v.  Fong  Ah  Sing, 
70  Cal.  8-11,  11  Pac.  Rep.  323,  being  a  cause 


in  which  defendant  was  found  guilty  of  mur- 
der. A  Juror  who  was  not  a  resident  of  the 
county,  as  required  by  law,  was  admitted 
against  defendant's  challenge.  On  appeal  it 
was  held  this  was  a  general  cause  of  chal« 
lenge,  to  rulings  in  which  no  exception  is 
allowed.  The  case  seems  approved  in  People 
v.  Ward,  77  Cal.  113,  19  Pac.  Rep.  373.  We 
therefore  hold  the  appellant's  exception  to 
the  order  of  the  court  overruling  his  chal- 
lenge to  the  Juror  is  not  well  taken. 

Depositions  may  be  Used  on  the  TriaL 
Was  it  error  to  admit  in  evidence  the  depo- 
sitions referred  to  in  the  cause?  Appellant 
claims  it  was,  because  not  permitted  by  the 
statute,  and  contrary  to  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States.  ITnder  the  common  law, 
the  depositions  of  witnesses,  taken  in  the 
presence  of  the  defendant,  could  be  nsed  at 
the  trial  of  the  cause  in  case  of  the  death  or 
absence  of  the  witness,  but  it  seems  they 
could  not  be  used  before  the  grand  Jury. 
Does  our  statute  abrogate  the  common-law 
rule,  or  prohibit  the  use  of  depositions? 
Sections  7576  and  7634  provide  for  the  tak- 
ing of  the  depositions,  and  their  use  before 
the  grand  Jury.  It  seems  probable  these 
provisions  were  designed  to  procure  the  tes- 
timony of  witnesses  while  it  is  fresh  in  their 
minds,  and  also  in  the  interest  of  economy 
and  convenience.  The  question  of  testimo- 
ny before  the  trial  Jury  was  not  under  con- 
sideration. The  two  questions  are  not  suf- 
ficiently relevant  that  the  consideration  of 
one  necessarily  involves  the  other.  It  is  ev- 
ident this  legislation  referred  only  to  the  use 
of  such  evidence  before  the  grand  Jury;  for 
it  provides  for  its  use  even  when  the  pres^ 
ence  of  the  witness  can  be  procured,  which 
is  never  permitted  in  the  use  of  such  testi- 
mony  before  the  trial  Jury.  The  subjects 
not  being  relevant,  failure  to  provide  for  its 
use  before  the  trial  Jury  does  not  operate  to 
exclude  it.  Our  statutes  expressly  establish 
and  recognize  the  principle  of  the  use  of 
depositions  on  the  trial  in  certain  cases,  of  the 
absence  or  death  of  the  witness.  Sections  7588 
and  8161.  Then  why  not  in  all  cases,  if  not 
expressly  forbidden?  Section  8161  provides 
expressly  for  the  taking  of  depositions  of  de- 
fendant's witnesses  for  use  on  the  trial,  and 
the  fact  that  no  provision  is  made  therein 
for  taking  the  deposition  of  the  people's  wit- 
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Btiongly  suggests  that  it  was  designed 
they  should  not  be  used.  But  it  does  not 
appear  we  have  abolished  the  comroon-law 
rule  on  this  subject*  nor  have  we  directly 
enjoined  the  use  of  such  testimony;  and  it 
does  appear  that  all  the  depositions  above  re- 
ferred to  are  taken  in  the  same  way,  in  the 
presence  of  the  accused,  thus  justifying  the 
presamptlun  of  a  like  use  of  all  so  taken; 
and  section  7864  provides  that  **the  rules  of 
evidence  in  civil  actions  are  applicable  also 
to  criminal  actions,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  Code/'  There  is  no  doubt  this 
is  a  question  relating  to  ''the  rules  of  evi- 
dence*" nor  is  there  that  depositions  may  be 
used  in  civil  actions.  We  think  our  statute 
permits  their  use  before  the  trial  jury' when 
doly  taken  in  the  defendant's  presence,  and 
the  witnesses  cannot,  for  good  cause»  be 
bnwght  before  the  court 

The  Use  <^  Depositions  not  Forbidden  by 
United  States  Constitution.  It  remains  to 
consider  whether  article  6  of  the  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  providing  that  the  accused  must  be 
''confronted  with  the  witnesses  against 
bim,**  absolutely  requires  the  presence  of 
the  witnesses  at  the  trial.  This  question 
has  been  discussed  time  after  time  in  the 
courts  of  the  states  having  the  same  or  simi- 
lar constitutional  provisions;  and,  while  the 
decisions  have  not  been  uniform  in  their 
conclusions,  the  weight  of  authority  is  that 
depositions  taken  in  the  presence  of  the  de- 
fendant, with  the  right  of  cross-examina- 
tion, is  l>eing  "confronted  by  the  witnesses," 
and  meets  the  demands  of  the  constitution. 
8uch  depositions  have  been  admitted  when 
it  appeared  the  witness  was  dead.  If  con- 
stitutional in  such  case,  the  same  justifica- 
tion can  be  urged  for  their  use  in  case  of 
absence  of  the  witness.  Of  the  many  au- 
tliorities  sustaining  this  view  are  State  v. 
McO'Blenis,  24  Mo.  412,  a  murder  case,  in 
which  depositions  were  allowed  notwith- 
itanding  a  constitutional  provision  that  "in 
all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  has  the 
right  to  meet  the  witnesses  against  him  face 
to  face. "  Summons  v.  State,  5  Ohio  St.  340, 
was  a  murder  case.  The  constitutional  pro- 
vision was:  *'In  any  trial,  in  any  court,  the 
party  accused  shall  be  allowed  *  *  *  to 
meet  the  witnesses  face  to  face."    The  testi- 


mony of  a  witness  given  in  a  former  trial  was 
permitted  to  be  testified  to  by  those  who 
heard  it;  the  witness  having  In  the  mean  time 
died.  To  same  effect  are  Gilbreath  v.  State, 
26  Tex.  App.  318,  9  S.  W.  Rep.  618;  Sneed  v. 
State,  (Ark.)  1  S.  W.  Rep.  70;  and  numer- 
ous authorities.  Had  the  depositions  been 
improperly  admitted,  the  appellHnl  lias  failed 
to  furnish  the  court  such  a  record  as  will 
authorize  it  to  correct  the  error.  Section 
8236  is :  "  Neither  a  departure  from  the  form 
or  mode  prescribed  by  this  Code  in  respect 
to  any  pleading  or  proceeding,  nor  an  error 
or  mistake  therein,  renders  it  invalid,  unless 
it  has  actuaUy  prejudiced  the  defendant,  or 
tended  to  his  prejudice,  in  respect  to  a  sub- 
stantial right. "  The  appellant  has  entirely 
failed  to  show  us  he  was  prejudiced  in  the 
least  by  the  alleged  error  of  permitting  the 
use  of  the  depositions.  That  the  court  may 
judge  whether  they  were  detrimental  to  ap- 
pellant, he  should  have  brought  them  here, 
which  he  has  failed  to  do.  It  is  not  enough 
for  appellant  to  show  error.  He  must,  un- 
der our  statute,  show  damaging  error.  Un- 
der the  plain  provision  last  noted,  we  do  not 
need  the  guide  of  other  courts  to  lead  us  to 
this  conclusion;  but  in  harmony  with  it  are 
People  V.  Brotherton,  47  Gal.  888;  People  v. 
Leong  Sing,  77  Cal.  117, 19  Pac.  Kep.  254, 
and  cases  cited;  and  People  v.  Olsen,  (Gal.) 
22  Pac.  Bep.  126.  The  judgment  in  this 
cause  should  be  and  is  affirmed.

Constitutional  Law— Intbbstats  Covxbbgb— ^ 
Exportation  or  Fish. 

Section  7108,  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  prohibitiiig  the 
exportation  of  fish  from  this  territory,  being  in  con- 
flict with  section  8,  art.  1,  of  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  providing  for  the  regulation  by 
congress  of  commerce  between  the  states,  is  Yoid.

Appeal  from  district  court,  second  district; 
C.  H.  Berry,  Judge. 

Thomas  Evans  was  convicted  of  violating 
the  provisions  of  Rev.  St.  §  7198,  making  it 
''unlawful  for  any  person  to  make  any  dam, 
or  use  any  nets,  seines,  fish-traps,  or  any 
similar  device  or  measures  for  catching  fish, 
or  to  ship  the  same  out  of  this  territory  for 
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speculative  purposes,"  and  appeals.  Judg- 
ment set  aside,  and  indictment  dismissed.

Penal  statutes  must  be  construed  strictlj, 
and  cannot  be  extended  by  implication,  or 
beyond  the  legitimate  import  of  the  words 
used.  U.  S.  V.  Gooding,  12  Wheat.  460; 
Hawson  V.  State,  19  Conn.  299;  Martin  v. 
Hunter's  Lessee,  1  Wheat.  326;  People  v. 
Tisdale,  57  Gal.  104;  Stuart  v.  Allen,  16  Gal. 
473;  Hankins  v.  People,  106  111.  628;  Pa- 
cific V.  Seifert.  79  Mo.  210;  Chase  v.  Rail- 
road Co.,  26  N.  Y.  523. 

Our  legislative  assembly  may  perhaps  be 
able  to  entirely  prohibit  by  statute  the  catch- 
ing or  transportation  of  fish,  as  a  proper  ex- 
ercise of  the  police  powers  of  the  territory, 
but  cannot  make  it  lawful  to  transport  and 
sell  fish  within  the  territory  and  a  crime  to 
do  so  beyond  its  boundaries.  In  re  Barbdr, 
39  Fed.  Bep.  641;  Harvey  v.  Huffman,  Id. 
646;  Swift  v.  Sutpbin,  Id.  630;  Gibbons  v. 
Ogden,  9  Wheat.  1;  Bowman  v.  Bail  way  Co., 
125  U.  S.  465,  8  Sup.  Ct.  Bep.  689,  1062; 
Ward  V.  Maryland,  12  Wall.  418 ;  Hender- 
son v.  Mayor,  92  U.  S.  259;  Mugler  v.  Kan- 
sas, 123  U.  S.  623,  8Pac.  Bep.  273;  Railway 
Co.  V.  Husen;  95  U.  S.  465;  Walling  v.  Mich- 
igan, 116  U.  S.  446,  6  Pac.  Bep.  454;  In  re 
Watson,  15  Fed.  Bep.  511;  Smith  v.  Turner, 
7  How.  283;  Brown  v.  Houston,  114  U.  S. 
622,  5  Sup.  Ct.  Bep.  1091.

Beatty,  C.  J.  The  appellant,  Thomas 
Evans,  was  indicted  with  George  Bae  for 
a  violation  of  section  7193  of  tlie  Bevised 
Statutes  of  Idaho,  which,  as  amended  by 
act  of  the  fifteenth  legislative  assembly, 
reads:  '*It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  in 
this  territory  to  make  any  dam,  or  use 
any  nets,  seines,  fish-traps,  or  any  similar 
device  or  measures  for  catching  fish,  or  to 
ship  the  same  out  of  this  territory  for  specu- 
lative purposes."  The  appellant,  Evans, 
alone,  was  tried  upon  this  charge,  and  from 
the  judgment  rendered  against  him  upon  his 
conviction  thereof  he  has  appealed  to  this 
court.  While  the  record  contains  various 
specifications  of  alleged  error,  the  appellant 
has  in  his  argument  of  the  cause  referred  tof 
but  two,  viz. :    That  the  statute  does  not  pro- 


hibit the  exportation  of  fish,  and,  if  it  does, 
it  is  in  violation  of  section  8,  art.  1,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  troe  the  statute  does  not  read  as  it 
undoubtedly  was  intended  it  shoald,  and  it 
is  surprising  that  it  passed  unchallenged  the 
ordeal  of  six  readings  in  the  presence  of  care- 
ful legislators.  Construed  as  it  reads,  it  pro- 
hibits the  exportation  from  this  territory 
only  of  dams,  and  this  nse  of  nets,  fish-tn^xs. 
and  other  devices  for  catching  fish,  and  not 
the  fish  themselves.  As  dams  cannot  be 
shipped,  and  the  use  of  a  thing  is  an  in- 
corporeal right,  this  statute,  if  construed 
by  its  words,  undertakes  to  prevent  the 
performance  of  an  impossibility,  hence,  in 
effectj  is  void.  Conceding,  however,  that 
it  may  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  ex- 
portation of  fish,  as  the  legislature  undoubt- 
edly designed  it,  is  it  in  violation  of  the 
section  referred  to  of  the  supreme  law  of  the 
land?  This  question  was  involved  in  the  court 
below,  in  the  demurrer  to  the  Indictment,  on 
the  exceptions  to  the  instructions,  and  in  the 
motion  for  arrest  of  Judgment,  and  is  saved 
by  appellant's  exception  to  the  ruling  of  the 
court  in  those  matters.  The  provision  of 
section  8,  art.  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  that  ''congress  shall  have 
power  *  *  «  to  regulate  commerce  with 
foreign  nations  and  among  the  several 
states,**  having  been  so  frequently  and  fully 
considered  by  the  ablest  including  the  high- 
est, courts  in  the  nation,  it  will  not  be  ex- 
ped»d  we  shall,  to  any  length,  now  attempt 
its  discussion.  It  is  clearly  settled  and  con- 
ceded by  all,  that  the  above  provision  of  the 
constitution  confers  upon  congress  the  ex- 
clusive power  to  regulate  commerce  between 
the  states,  and  any  statute  which  attempts' 
to  prohibit  the  shipment  into  or  out  of  a 
state  of  any  lawful  commodities  or  articles 
of  commerce  or  trade  is  in  conflict  there- 
with, and  necessarily  void.  To  each  state 
is  reserved  the  power  of  regulating  commerce 
within  its  borders,  but  not  that  extending 
across  its  boundary  lines.  The  state  may 
also,  under  its  police  power,  enact  such  laws 
as  are  necessary  to  the  protection  of  the  lives. 
the  health,  and  comfort  of  its  citizens,  and 
for  the  promotion  of  good  order  within  its 
liniits.  But  whenever,  under  the  pretense 
of  an  exercise  of  its  police  power,  the  state 
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enacts  any  statate  which  operates  to  prevent 
the  free  exehange  between  the  states  of  law- 
ful articles  of  trade,  it  is  void  becaiiso  in  con- 
flict with  that  constitutional  provision.  This 
is  clearly  illustrated  in  a  namber  of  recent 
and  Interesting  cases.  Railroad  Go.  v.  Husen, 
95  U.  8.  468,  is  a  case  in  which  the  state  of 
Minoari,  under  the  claim  of  exercising  its 
pc^ce  prerogative,  and  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  contagious  cattle  disease  in  the  state,  en- 
acted a  statute  forbidding  the  unloading  of 
Iteaa  cattle  within  the  state,  but  allowing 
tlieir  passage  through  it  on  board  of  cars  or 
vessels.     The  court  held  that  cattle  were  sub- 
jeets  of  lawful  commerce,  and  could  noc  be 
excladed.  except   when  diseased;  that  the 
Btatate  practically  operated,  not  in  the  ex- 
clusion of  diseased  cattle  alone,  but  of  all 
Texss  cattle,  and  was  void.    Tlie  business  of 
butchering  cattle,  and  shipping  the  dressed 
freab  meat  into  the  surrounding  states  from 
the  ]riace  of  slaughter,  has  in  recent  years  be> 
eoofte  an  important  pursuit,  but  one  which 
csme  In  conflict  with  local  dealers.    To  pre- 
rent  this,  statutes  were  enacted  in  several  of 
the  western  states,  purporting  to  be  in  pur- 
aoance  of  tlieir  police  power,  and  to  promote 
tbe  health  of  their  inhabitants  by  preventing 
the  importittion  of  diseased  meat.     They  re- 
quired tliat  a*l  animals  should  be  inspect- 
ed   witliin    24   Iwurs  l)efore  their  slaugh- 
ter, and  the  sale  of  meat  of  animals  not  so 
inspected  should  be  prohibited.    The  courts 
have  nniforroly  held  that  such  statutes  are 
not  within  the  police  power  of  the  state,  and 
that,  whatever  their  design,  they  operate  as 
m  |MX>hibition  to  tbe  importation  of  dressed 
meet,  which  is  a  lawful  article  of  trade,  and 
whenever  tliese  statutes  have  come  before  the 
eourta  for  consideration,  they  have  been  held 
Toid.     Tbe  following  cases  on  this  subject 
will  be  found  of  interest,  and  in  them  the 
whole  subject  is  fully  reviewed:    Swift  v. 
6atpliln,  39  Fed.  Rep.  630;  In  re  Barber, 
(Or.   Ct.  U.  8.  D.  Minn.)  Id.  641;  In  re 
Christian,  (State  Dist.  Ct.  Minn.)  Id.  636; 
Harvey  v.  Huffman,  (State  Cir.  Ct.  Ind.)  Id. 
646;  Ex  parte  Kieffer,  (Cir.  Ct.  U.  S.  D.  Kan. ) 
40  Fed.  Bep.  400.    In  the  state  of  Indiana  a 
•tstote  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  natural 
gas  from  the  state  through  pipes  has,  upon 
the  same  principle,  recently  been  held  void. 


The  state  of  Kansas  has  had  a  statute  to  pre- 
vent the  shipment  therefrom  of  fowls  and 
other  game.  For  a  violation  of  this,  an  ex- 
press agent  was  indicted  for  shipping  to  Chi- 
cago four  prairie  chickens.  The  act  only  pre- 
vented the  exportation  of  chickens,  and  did 
not  prevent  their  capture  and  use  by  the  den- 
izens of  Kansas,  but  seemed  rather  to  pro- 
serve  them  for  their  exclusive  use  and  com- 
fort. It  was  held  void  in  State  v.  Saunders, 
19  Kan.  128.  By  the  law  of  this  ter- 
ritory we  recognize  fish  as  a  lawful  ar- 
ticle of  trade.  The  statute  only  attempts 
to  preserve  tfiem  for  us,  and  to  deprive 
our  neighbors  of  their  use,  which,  in 
the  light  of  the  authorities,  we  must  con- 
clude is  in  violation  of  the  constitutional  pro- 
vision referred  to,  and  therefore  void.  It 
follows  that  the  demurrer  to  the  indictment 
above  referred  to  should  be  sustained,  and  it 
Is  therefore  ordered  that  the  judgment  ap- 
pealed from  be  set  aside,  and  the  indictment 
dismissed. 

Bbrhy,  J.  I  concur  that  the  act,  so  far  as 
it  prohibits  the  shipping  of  fish  out  of  this 
territory  for  speculative  purposes,  is  uncon- 
stitutional. I  think  the  statute  is  not  against 
the  shipping  of  dams,  etc.»  but  is  against 
shipping  of  fish  only.

Where  a  sheriff  levies  on  personal  proper- 
ty under  attachmjBnt,  and,  holding  under  such 
levy,  receiyes  a  second  attachment,  and  levies  on 
the  same  property  under  the  second  attachments 
and  afterwards,  but  before  sale  on  either,  a  third 
person  claiming  the  property,  the  second  attach- 
ing creditor  indemnmes  the  sheriff  against  loss 
under  the  second  attachment,  and  the  sneriff  sells 
under  execution  in  the  first  attachment  suit,  and 
pays  all  the  proceeds  to  the  first  attaching  cred- 
itor, the  claimant  of  the  property  having  recov- 
ered of  the  sheriff  the  value  of  the  property  sold, 
held^  (I)  that  the  sheriff  cannot  recover  on  the 
indemnifying  bond  of  the  second  attaching  cred- 
itor; (2)  the  complaint  not  claiming,  nor  the 
Sroof  snowing,  that  after  the  levy  the  sheriff 
id  any  act  under  the  second  attachment,  the  sec- 
ond attaching  creditor  is  not  liable,  (Bbattt,  G.  J., 
dissenting ;)  (8)  in  such  case,  when  the  plaintiff  has 
rested,  it  is  not  error  for  the  court  to  instruct  the 
jury  to  find  for  the  defendant;  (4)  in  such  case, 
also,  the  effect  of  an  Indemnifying  bond  must  be 
determined  by  its  own  conditions.

Appeal  from  district  court,  Alturaa  county. 

Action  by  Charles  H.  Fury,  sheriff,  against 
£.  A.  White  and  others,  on  an  attachment 
bond.  There  was  judgment  in  the  probate 
court  for  plaintiff,  and  defendants  appeal  to 
the  district  court.  From  a  judgment  of  the 
district  court  for  defendants,  entered  upon  a 
verdict  directed  by  the  court,  plaintiff  ap- 
peals.   Affirmed.

The  sheriff's  right  to  recover  on  the  at- 
tachment bond  does  not  in  any  manner  de- 
pend upon  the  question  whether  the  giver  of 
the  bond  was  benefited  or  not  by  the  seizure 
and  sale,  nor  upon  the  fact  whether  he  re- 
ceived any  part  of  the  money  for  which  the 
property  was  sold.  Weber  v.  Ferris,  87  Hpw. 
Pr.  102;  Herring  v.  Hoppock,  15  N.  Y.  409; 
Davidson  v.  Dallas,  15  Cal.  75* 

The  several  indemnity  bonds  were  inde- 
pendent securities  for  the  same  object,  and  a 
sheriff  who  holds  several  indemnity  bonds  for 
the  same  object  may  resort  to  either  at  his 
option.  Brandt.  8ur.  §  195;  Muller  v. 
Downs,  94  U.  S.  444.

If  the  evidence  is  not  set  out,  instructions 
will  be  presumed  correct  if  possibly  so  under 
any  conceivable  state  of  facts,    i^eople  v. 


Bourke,  66  Cal.  455,  6  Fac.  Rep.  89;  People 
V.  Johnson,  61  Cal.  142;  People  v.  Smith,  57 
Cal.  130;  People  v.  Dick,  34  Cal.  663;  People 
V.  Levison,  16  Cal.  98;  People  y.  King,  27 
Cal.  507. 

All  presumptions  are  in  favor  of  the  regu- 
larity of  the  action  of  the  court  below.  Error 
will  never  be  presumed,  but  must  affirmative- 
ly appear  in  the  record.  Gonzales  v.  Hunt- 
ley, 1  Cal.  32;  Lowe  v.  Turner,  1  Idaho,  108; 
Qoodman  v.  Mining,  etc..  Co.,  Id.  131;  Fol- 
som  V.  Root.  1  Cal.  374;  Hazard  v.  Cole,  1 
Idaho,  276-282;  People  v.  Baker,  1  CaL  404- 
406. 

Berry,  J.  Previous  to  June  21, 1883,  the 
plaintiff,  as  sheriff  of  Alturas  county,  hold- 
ing two  writs  of  attachment  from  the  pro- 
liate  court  of  that  county, — one  in  favor  of 
Donaldson  and  Young,  and  another  in  favor 
of  Bartch  and  Mills, — both  issued  against 
one  Bolton,  levied  upon  and  took  into  his 
possession  certain  personal  property  as  the 
property  of  Bolton.  After  such  levy,  and 
while  such  property  was  in  his  possession, 
the  defendant  White,  on  the  21st  day  of  Jone. 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  a  third 
writ  of  attachment  in  his  favor,  against  said 
Bolton.  The  answer  of  White  alleges  that 
the  sheriff,  having  such  property  in  his  posses- 
sion, attached  to  this  said  writ  a  schedule  of 
such  property,  and  indorsed  thereon  that  he 
had  levied  on  the  property  under  said  attach- 
ment. Aside  from  this  admission  by  White, 
there  is  no  evidence  of  such  levy  under 
White's  attachment. 

It  appears  that  afterwards,  the  pn^ierty 
being  claimed  by  one  Braden.an  assignee  fur 
the  creditors  of  Bolton,  a  bond  of  indemnity, 
dated  June  22, 1883,  was  given  to  the  sheriff  by 
the  defendant  White  as  principal,  with  tlie  de- 
fendants Riley  and  Fox  as  sureties.  That 
bond  is  the  subject  of  the  action  at  bur.  Its 
conditions  are  "that  if  the  obligors  shall  wdl 
and  truly  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
said  Fury,  sheriff,"  «tc.,  "of  and  from  all 
damages,  expenses,  costs,  and  charges,  and 
against  all  loss  and  liabilities,  which  he,  the 
said  Fury,  as  sheriff, "  etc.,  '* shall  sustain,  or 
in  any  wise  be  put  to,  by  reason  of  attach- 
ment, seizing,  levying,  taking,  or  detention 
by  the  said  sheriff,  in  his  custody,  under  said 
attachment  [the  attachmentof  White  against 
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Bolton]  of  fluid  property  claimed  [by  said 
BndeDj  as  aforesaid,  then  the  above  obliga- 
tion to  be  void. " 

Tbe  case  is  presented  on  bill  of  exceptions; 
the  only  exception  being  to  the  charge  or  di- 
rsdion  of  the  court  to  the  Jury  to  find  a  ver- 
diet  for  tbe  defendant.  The  appellant,  in  his 
brief,  states  **that  on  the  6th  day  of  Deceni- 
bor,  1887,  this  cause  caine  on  for  trial  before  a 
joiy,  and  the  evidence  showed  that  the  prop- 
eitj  described  in  said  indemnity  bond  had 
been  levied  upon  under  prior  attachments 
which  bad  been  served  by  the  plaintiff  as 
•beriff,  and  was  sold  under  said  prior  attach- 
ments, and  not  under  the  attachment  in  the 
cue  in  which  said  indemnifying  bond  was 
giTen,  and  the  appellant  admitted  that  tl\e 
defendant  £.  A.  White  received  no  part  of 
tbe  money  for  which  said  property  was  sold; 
thst  thereupon  the  defendants  moved  the 
eottrt  to  peremptorily  instruct  the  Jury  to 
bring  in  a  verdict  for  the  defendants,  which 
rooUon  was  sustained  by  the  court,  and  tlie 
jaiy  was  thereupon  instructed  to,  and  did, 
bring  in  a  verdict  for  the  defendants."  To 
this  roling  and  instruction  the  plaintiff  ex- 
cepted. 

The  arguments  upon  the  hearing  in  this 
ooart  have  l>een  mainly  based  on  the  decision 
in  Davidson  v.  Dallas,  8  Cal.  227,  holding 
that  where  property  is  seized  under  two  a£ 
tMhments,  and  the  property  is  claimed  by  a 
thini  person,  and  both  attaching  creditors 
indemnify  the  sherilf ,  who  goes  on  and  sells 
it,  and  pays  the  proceeds  to  the  first  attach- 
ing creditor,  the  amount  not  equaling  his 
judgment,  and  afterwards  the  party  claiming 
the  property  recovers  Judgment  against  the 
iherifl  for  the  value  of  tbe  property,  the  re- 
course of  the  sheriff  is  only  against  tiie  first 
sttaching  creditor,  for  whose  benefit  the 
property  was  sold;  and  the  same  case,  15  Cal. 
75,  in  which,  \ihile  the  former  decision  is 
affinned  for  that  case,  its  doctrine  is  com- 
mented upon  and  doubted.  But  we  do  not 
find  it  necessary,  in  this  case,  to  enter  into 
that  question.  The  case  at  bar  is  widely  dif- 
ferent from  that,  and  the  action  of  the  court 
below  may  well  have  been  based  on  other 
groands  than  upon  the  doctrine  of  that  case. 
A  review  of  this  case  makes  the  distinction 
sppiuent. 

Tbe  issue  in  the  court  below  was  as  fol- 
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lows:  In  the  probate  court  the  complaint, 
in  substance,  sets  up:  (1)  The  official  char- 
acter of  the  plaintiff.  (2)  Alleges  tbe  mak- 
ing of  the  bond,  setting  it  out  in  full.  (8) 
"That  defendants  have  failed,  neglected,  and 
refused,  and  still  fail,**  etc.,  ''to  comply  with 
the  conditions  of  said  bond,  and  to  save  harm- 
less this  plaintiff,  to-wit,  that  on,^  etc.,  "said 
Braden,  [the  assignee  of  said  Bolton,]  men- 
tioned in  said  bond,  assigned  to  T.  E.  Picotte 
all  his  rights  in  and  to  said  personal  proper- 
ty, *  *  *  and  all  claims  for  damages  for 
taking  and  seizing  said  property  by  the  plain- 
tiff that  had  accrued  to  said  Braden,  *  *  * 
and  that  said  Picotte  was  entitled  to  said 
personal  property,  and  to  all  damages  accru- 
ing to  said  Braden  for  taking  and  detention 
thereof  by  the  plaintiff;  that  said  Picotte,  as 
successor  in  interest  as  aforesaid,  and  as  as- 
signee for  the  benefit  of  creditors  oC  the  said 
Bolton,  on  the  24th  day  of  Mnrch.  1884,  com- 
menced an  action  in  the  district  court  of  said 
Alturas  county,  against  the  plaintiff,  to  recov- 
er the  sum  of  $2,500,  claimed  as  damages  for 
the  taking  and  detention  of  said  personal 
property  under  and  by  virtue  of  said  writ  of 
attachment."  And  (4)  that  said  Picotte,  as 
such  assignee  and  successor  of  Braden,  re- 
covered judgment  against  the  defendant  for 
damages  and  costs,  $1,580.  (5)  That  the 
plaintiff  has  paid  the  judgment,  and  in  addi- 
tion the  sum  of  $212  in  defending  the  suit. 
(6)  That  the  plaintiff  has  demanded  of  these 
defendants  payment  of  the  penal  sum  of  the 
bond,  which  was  refused, — and  closes  with 
a  demand  for  judgment. 

The  complaint  is  silent  as  to  any  act  done, 
either  by  seizure,  detention,  or  sale  of  the 
propei-ty,  in  the  suit  of  White  against  Bol- 
ton, or  under  either  of  the  senior  attach- 
ments. The  defendants  answered,  putting  in 
issue  each  allegation  of  the  complaint;  and 
on  this  issue  a  trial  was  had  in  the  probate 
court,  and  judgment  had  for  tlie  plaintiff. 
From  that  judgment  an  appeal  was  taken  to 
the  district  court  in  Alturas  county,  and  a 
retrial  was  had.  Before  trial  in  the  district 
court  the  complaint  was  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  allegations,  to-wit: 
"(1)  That  the  damages  in  said  complaint  al- 
leged to  have  been  sustained  by  the  plaintiff 
Wt-re  sustained  by  reason  of  the  plaiiitiff^s 
levying  upon  and  holiling  the  property  de* 
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scribed  in  Exhibit  A,  which  was  the  bond  in 
suit.  (2)  That  the  Jadginent  in  the  district 
court,  referred  to  in  tlie  complaint,  by  T.  E. 
Picotte,  as  assignee  of  G.  E.  Bolton,  was  re- 
covered against  this  plaintiff  by  reason  of  his 
having  levied  upon  and  detained  the  proper- 
ty described  in  said  Exhibit  A. "  The  levying 
and  detention  is  not  alleged  to  have  been  under 
White's  attachment.  No  sale  of  the  proper- 
ty is  alluded  to,  nor  do  the  defendants  appear 
to  have  had  notice,  or  to  have  taken  any  part 
in  the  action  by  Picotte  against  this  plaintiff. 
For  all  that  appears,  previous  to  the  trial  in 
the  district  court,  tne  property  was  still  held, 
as  at  first  taken,  by  the  sheriff,  under  pro* 
cess  ''of  prior  attaching  creditors."  It  is  not 
alleged,  nor  does  it  anywhere  appear,  that 
there  was  any  privity  between  those  ''prior  at- 
taching creditors"  and  the  defendant  White. 
The  answer  puts  all  the  allegations  of  the 
amended  complaint  in  issue,  and  upon  these 
issues  the  case  was  tried  in  the  district  coui-t, 
and  Judgment  was  rendered  for  the  defend- 
ants. 

We  may  here  inquire:  (1)  What  were  the 
contract  obligations  of  the  defendants  to  the 
plaintiff?  (2)  Was  that  contract  broken  by 
the  defendants?  And  in  what  manner  was 
it  broken?  And  (3)  in  what,  if  anything, 
was  the  error  of  the  court  in  its  charge  to 
the  jury? 

And  first:  What  were  the  obligations  of 
the  defendants?  This  bond  was  not  strictly 
statutory,  hence  its  effect  is  not  the  subject 
of  statutory  construction.  It  was  voluntary, 
and  its  effect  must  be  gathered  from  its  own 
conditions.  The  statute  in  view  of  which  a 
bond  might  be  given,  and  by  reason  of  which, 
pi;esumably,  this  was  given,  is  section  240  of 
the  Revised  Laws  (8th  session)  of  Idaho, 
which  provides:  "If  the  property  levied  on  be 
claimed  by  a  third  person  as  his  property, 
the  sheriff  shall  summon  from  his  county  six 
persons  qualified  as  Jurors  between  the  par- 
ties, to  try  the  validity  of  the  claim.  He 
shall  also  give  notice  of  the  claim  and  of  the 
time  of  trial  to  the  plaintiff,  who  may  appear 
and  contest  the  claim  before  the  jury.  *  *  * 
If  their  verdict  be  in  favor  of  the  claimant, 
tlie  sheriff  shall  relinquish  the  levy,  unless 
the  judgment  creditor  give  him  a  sufficient 
indemnity  for  proceeding  thereon."  This  is, 
of  course,  after  Judgment  has  been  rendered 


for  the  creditor,  and  execution  is  issued.  But 
when  attached,  and  before  judgment,  section 
ISl,  Id.,  provides  that,  "if  any  personal  prop- 
erty attached  be  claimed  by  a  third  person  as 
his  property,  the  sheriff  may  summon  a  Jury 
of  six  men  to  try  the  validity  of  such  claim ; 
and  such  proce^ings  shall  be  had  thereon, 
with  the  like  effect,  as  in  case  of  claim  after 
levy  upon  execution ^"  As  to  the  validity  of 
these  provisions  as  a  means  of  determining 
the  ownership  of  property  levied  upon,  or 
how  far  such  proceedings  will  protect  the 
sheriff,  is  a  question  not  here  in  issue;  and 
we  do  not  intend  to  intimate  any  opinion  upon 
it.  Yet  the  stat  o  tory  prelim  in  ary  conditions 
for  calling  a  sheriff's  Jury  seem  to  have  arisen 
by  claim  of  Braden  to  the  property  as  assignee 
of  Bolton.  But  if,  under  any  of  the  attach- 
ments, such  conditions  existed,  it  was  optional 
with  the  sheriff  to  call  or  not  to  call  a  Jury. 
Had  they  existed  under  White's  attachment, 
they  must  have  existed  as  well  under  the 
senior  attachments,  and  the  sheriff  most  have 
released  the  liens  of  such  prior  attachments, 
or  taken  indemnity  under  them.  If  he  did 
not  dismiss  or  take  indemnity,  it  was  his  own 
fault.  In  no  event,  however,  as  the  case 
stood,  did  the  sheriff  have  right  to  demand 
indemnity  from  the  defendant  White.  Bat 
if  he  had  such  riglit,  and  had  done  so,  the 
statute  prescribes  no  form  for  the  bond,  and 
only,  if  it  be  under  the  statute,  that  it  must 
be  "sufficient."  The  question  of  sufficiency 
is  left  entirely  between  the  creditor  and  the 
sheriff.  If  there  were  any  doubt  as  to  the  nat- 
ure of  the  instrument  in  question,  the  brief  of 
the  appellant  settles  it  for  this  case.  It  says: 
"We  maintain  that  the  liability  of  the  de- 
fendants depends  simply  upon  the  terms  of 
their  contract  with  the  plaintiff."  The  bond 
was  then  purely  voluntary,  and  must  be  con- 
strued by  its  own  conditions.  Those  condi- 
tions are,  simply,  that  the  defendants  shall 
save  the  sheriff  harmless  from  loss  or  liabili- 
ty which  he  may  incur  "by  reason  of  attach- 
ing, seizing,  levying,  taking,  or  retention  by 
said  sheriff  in  his  custody,  under  said  attach- 
ment, of  said  property,"  or  under  the  attach- 
ment in  favor  of  White.  The  acts,  then,  for 
which  the  sheriff  was  indemnified,  were  only 
those  done  under  and  by  virtue  of  White's 
attachment.  The  defendants,  in  terms,  guar- 
antied aigainst  nothing  that  was  not  to  te  for 
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White's  benefit,  or  acts  done  by  the  sheriff  on 
his  account.  If,  then,  the  sheriff  did  no  act 
under  that  attachment  causing  loss  or  dam- 
age to  himself»  the  defendants  incurred  no 
liabilitj. 

It  must  be  noticed  that  there  is  no  allega- 
tion in  the  complaint*  nor  any  evidence  al- 
leged as  given  on  the  trial,  that  White's  at- 
tachment was  the  reason  for  anything  which 
the  sheriff  did.  The  plaintiff's  bill  of  excep- 
tions avers  that  on  the  trial  in  the  district 
coart  the  evidence  showed  that  the  property 
involved  had  been  levied  upon  under  prior 
attachments  which  had  been  served  by  the 
plaintiir  as  sheriff,  and  was  sold  under  said 
prior  attachments,  and  not  under  White's  at- 
tachment. The  allegation  in  the  answer  of 
White  ''that  plaintiff,  as  such  sheriff,  under 
said  writ  of  attachment,  did  no  act  to  or 
with  any  of  daid  property,  nor  did  the  de- 
fendant White,  or  either  of  the  defendants, 
receive  any  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  prop- 
erty," seems  to  be  fully  sustained.  The  ap- 
pellant contends  that  it  could  make  no  differ- 
ence whether  he  did  or  did  not  receive  benefit. 
We  are  not  prepared  to  go  so  far  as  that 
Were  it  shown  that  defendant  White  did 
feceive  benefit,  that  question  might  arise; 
but  it  does  not  arise  as  the  case  stands. 

It  Is  also  to  be  noted  that  the  claim  of  the 
plaintiff  that  he  had  suffered  damage  is  con- 
troverted* and  the  bill  of  exceptions  refers  to 
no  proof  that  he  had  sustained  damage,  or 
that  the  judgment  alleged  in  the  complaint 
in  favor  of  Picotte,  which  is  put  in  issue,  was 
ever,  in  fact,  rendered;  nor  was  there  any 
offer  made  by  the  plaintiff  to  show  that  fact, 
or  to  show  any  other  fact  which  was  not 
shown  on  the  trial. 

At  what  stage  of  the  trial  the  request  was 
made  by  the  judge  to  instruct  the  jury  to  find 
a  verdict  for  the  defendants,  does  not  affirm- 
atively appear.  Presumably,  it  was  under 
section  ^54,  snbd.  5,  and  section  4385,  Rev. 
St.  Idaho,  and  when  the  phiintiff  had  rested 
his  case,  and  on  statutory  motion  for  non- 
suit. The  presumption  is  that  the  proceed- 
ings in  the  court  below  were  regular  till  the 
contrary  appears.  It  was,  presumably,  a 
'special  instruction."  having  the  effect  of  a 
judgment  of  nonsuit;  and  given  on  the 
ground  that  **the  plaintiff  had  failed  to  prove 
a  sufficient  case  for  the  jury."   It  Is  not  ap- 


parent to  the  court  that  there  was  any  breach 
of  covenant  on  the  part  of  the  defendants. 
As  the  case  stood,  when  the  court  was  re- 
quested to  instruct  the  jury  the  judge  was 
fully  justified  in  giving  the  instructions  de- 
manded by  the  defendants;  and  the  assign- 
ment of  error  on  that  account  cannot  be  sus- 
tained.   Judgment  affirmed. 

Beatty,  C.  J.  I  do  not  concur  in  any 
part  of  this  opinion  which  may  be  construed 
hs  holding  that  a  subsequent  attaching  cred- 
itor is  not  liable  on  his  indemnity  bond  when 
he  received  none  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
the  attached  property^  but,  for  other  reasons 
stated  therein,  I  agree  the  judgment  should 
be  affirmed. 

Sweet,  J.  I  concur  in  affirming  the  judg- 
ment of  the  court  below.  The  failure  of  re- 
spondent to  tender  certain  proofs  renders  it 
impossible  for  this  court  to  consider  or  pass 
upon  the  legal  questions  involved  at  the  trial 
in  the  lower  court.  My  concurrence»  there* 
fore,  is  based  upon  the  failure  of  the  record 
to  present  the  real  issues  involved;  and  be- 
yond this  I  express  no  opinion.

5.  Under  Rev.  St.  1887,  9  4397,  providhig 
that  "the  court  may  direct  the  jury  to  find  a 
special  verdict  in  writing  upon  all  or  anv  of 
the  issues,"  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to  submit 
special  issues  at  the  request  of  parties  when  tne 
issues  are  of  a  complicated  nature;  and  a  re> 
f  usal  to  do  so  is  reversible  error.

Appeal  from  district  court,  Shoshone 
couDty;  Weir,  Jud^e. 

Action  byj.  M.Burke  and  others  against 
Scott  McDonald  and  others  to  determine 
title  to  a  certain  mining  claim.  There  was 
Judgment  for  plaintiffs.  From  an  order 
overruling  a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  de- 
fendants appeal.    Reversed.

Beattt,  C.  J.  The  appellants,  as  claim- 
ants of  the  Laclsa wanna  lode  miniufl; 
cfaira,  situated  in  Yreka  mining  district, 
Shoshone  county,  Idaho,  filed  in  the  local 
land  office  their  application  for  patent 
therefor,  to  which  the  respondents,  as 
claimants  of  the  Mammoth  claim,  within 
the  times  required  by  law,  filed  in  said 
land  office  their  adverse  claims,  and  com- 
menced this  action  in  the  district  court,  in 
said  county.  Upon  the  trial  of  the  cause 
before  a  Jury,  a  general  verdict  was  found 
in  respondents'  favor,  upon  which  a  Judg- 
ment being  rendered,  the  appellants  moved 
for  a  new  trial,  and,  from  the  order  of  the 
court  overruling  such  motion,  they  have 
appealed  to  this  court.  Whatever  the 
value  of  the  property  in  controversy  may 
he,  the  causv,  having  been  so  ably  and 
fully  presented  by  eminent  counsel,  merits 
careful  considera  tion.  This  has  been  given 
it,  so  far  as  the  brief  time  between  its  sub- 


mission and  the  necessarily  eariy  adioom* 
ment  of  the  court  permits.  Our  attention 
has  been  directed  to  numerons  proposi- 
tions involving  questions  of  both  law  and 
fact,  of  not  all  o(  which  will  we  attempt 
a  consideration.  Appellants  earDvatly 
urge  that  no  vein  was  discovered  in  the 
Mammoth  prior  to  its  location  or  that  of 
the  Lackawanna.  The  difficulty  is  not  su 
much  ignorance  of  the  law's  demand,  or 
of  what  constitutes  a  vein  under  it,  as  ita 
willful  violation.  Tlie  practice  of  posting 
notices  upon  any  grround  within  which  the 
existence  of  a  ledge  may  be  imagined  has 
become  so  common  that  the  emphatic  re- 
quirement of  the  law,  that  a  ledge  discov- 
ery must  initiate  the  location  of  a  claim, 
is  nearly  forgotten.  The  courts  will  insist 
upon  and  enfoircetbis  most  important  pro- 
vision of  the  law  wherever  opportunity 
offers.  It  must  be  remembered  that  every 
seam  or  crevice  in  the  rock,  even  tboogh 
filled  with  clay,  earth,  or  rock,  does  nut 
constitute  a  vein,  nor  every  ridge  of 
stained  rocks,  its  cropping.  Nor,  ou  the 
contrary,  is  it  requlreil  that  well-defioed 
walls  shall  be  developed,  or  paying  ore 
found  within  them.  But  something  mne( 
be  found  in  place,  as  rock,  clay,  or  earth, 
so  colored,  stained,  changed,  and  decom- 
posed by  the  mineral  elements  as  to  mark 
and  diMtinguish  it  from  tlieincloHlngcunif- 
try.  While  the  contents  of  ore-bearing 
veins  widf*ly  diflfer,  there  is  that  indescrib- 
able peculiarity  In  the  "ledge  matter,^  the 
matrix  of  all  ledges,  by  which  the  experi- 
enced miner  easily  recognises  his  ledge  when 
discovered.  The  evidence  in  this  case  does 
not  clearly  show  such  discovery  of  a  vein 
in  the  Mammoth  as  the  law  requires^ 

It  is  also  claimed  by  appellants  that  If 
the  locators  of  the  Mammoth  did  post 
their  notice  on  September  17,  1885,  aa 
claimed,  they,  before  niMrkinic  its  bonnil- 
aries,  left  It,  to  pros[)ect  for  and  locate 
other  claims,  and,  before  their  return,  the 
Lackawanna  was  located  ou  the  follow- 
ing day,  and,  as  an  evidence  of  the  irregu- 
larity of  their  locations,  I  refer  to  the  fact 
that  in  four  days, commencing  on  Septem- 
ber 16th,  Smith,  Catline,  and  Flaherty  lo- 
cated 15  claims.  The  law  does,  in  its  liber- 
ality, allow  the  prospector,  after  the  dis- 
covery of  his  vein,  a  reasonable  time  In 
which  to  develop  its  course,  and  then 
mark  accordingly  the  boundaries  of  his 
claim;  but  it  does  not  permit  him,  after 
having  posted  his  notice,  to  leave hlsdalm 
incomplete,  and,  going  in  quest  of  other 
claims,  post  his  notice  here  and  there  over 
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tbe  country,  to  tbeexclaMonof  other  proa- 
pectors.  UDd  at  his  leinarv  proiip«ct  and 
nark  oat  hit  claims.  While  no  hardship 
or  auunual  exertion  is  required  uf  him, 
i  good  faltb  and  reasonable  diligence  are. 
lb  Ho  ions  A"  be  exercises  the  la  t  ter,  t  he  con  rts 
is  will  shield  him,  bat  not  in  the  commission 
of  any  fraud  upon  the  law.  If  in  this  case 
the  eTidence  clearly  showed  as  true  what 
appellants  claim,  this  court  wonld  place 
Its  seal  of  condpronation  upon  the  Mam- 
motb  location.  But  these  questions  above 
referred  to,  with  that  concerning:  the  per- 
formance of  the  annual  assessment  work 
on  said  dalm,  were  submitted,  under  the 
Instructions  of  the  court,  to  a  Jury,  com- 
p«jaed  in  part,  at  least,  of  miners,  and,  in 
riew  uf  the  conflictinK  testimony  on  these 
questions,  this  court  would  not  be  Justi- 
fied in  disturbing  their  conclusion. 

Were  the  boundaries  of  the  Mammoth 
so  lance  as  to  render  the  location  Toid  ? 
Saatarly  of  the  discovery  point  it  was 
marked  about  150 feet  longer  than  thecalls 
of  the  notice,  and  was  considerably  wider 
than  allowed  by  law,  while  the  westerly 
1,000  feet  was  marked  substantially  cor- 
rect in  siae.    Strict  accuracy  In  the  mark- 
IttS  of  claims  cannot  be  expected  or  re- 
quired.   The  character  of  the  ground  over 
srhlch  the  locator  must  make  his  measure- 
ments must  be  considered;  if  even,  with 
iinobfitractecl     Tiew,     greater     accuracy 
ivould  be  required  than  when  thesurface  is 
broken,  and  covered  with  timber.    If  a 
claim  is  made  excessive  in  site  with  fraud- 
olent  Intent,  it  is  void.    If  made  so  large 
that  it  cannot  be  deemed  the  resnlt  of  in- 
nocent error,  fraud  will  be  presumed,  or  if 
from   any  cause  it  be  made  so  large  and 
with    such  indistinct  markings  that  its 
bonndaries  cannot  t>e  readily  traced,  and 
•Qbseqaent  locators,  after  reasonable  dili- 
ICieoce,  cannot  dnd  the  same.  It  would  be 
▼old*  as  against  another  location  made 
In  good  faith.    Just  what  excess  will  be 
tolerated,  or  what  will  vitiate,  cannot  be 
defiocMl,  but  most  depend  somewhat  upon 
the  cirenmstances  of  each  case.    In  Mon- 
tana, it  has  been  held  a  claim  located  1,768 
feet  long  Is  void,  and  the  tendency  there  Is 
towards   strict   accuracy   of    boundary; 
while  in  other  courts  it  has  been  held  that 
lo  the  absence  of  fraud  the  claim  will  be 
herd  void  onlv  as  to  the  excess.    Stem- 
Winder  Case,  (Idaho.)  21  Pac.  Uep.  1U40;i 
Mining  Co.  t.  Rose,  114  C.  S.  679, 5  Sup.  Ct. 
Bep.  1UR6;  Jupiter  Min.  Co.  v.  Bodie  Coo- 
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solidated  MIn.  Co.,  11  Fed.  Bep.  075.  In 
this  case  it  appears  the  ground  IS  such 
that  accuracy  In  measuremeut  could  not 
be  expected;  also  that  the  Lackawanna 
was  dlHcovered  and  located  mostly  on  the 
westerly  end  of  the  Mammoth,  where  the 
latter  was  correctly  marked.  It  cannot 
be  presumed,  from  all  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  the  Lacka  wannalocators  were 
misled  by  these  markings,  and  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  trial  court  is  sustained. 

The  respondents  having  alleged  in  their 
complaint  the  filing  by  them  in  the  land 
oflice  of  their  adv«»rse  claim,  appellants  in- 
sist such  filing  must  be  proven,  though  not 
denied  by  them,  and  rely  upon  Rosenthal 
V.  Ives,  12  Pac.  Rep.  904,9  decided  in  this 
court,  and  Mattingly  v.  Liewlsnhn,  (Mont.) 
19  Pac.  Rep.  810.  The  latter  holds  it  a  nec- 
essary allegation,  but  does  not  say  it  must 
be  proven  when  not  denied.  In  the  for- 
mer, this  court  held  cltisensbip  must  be  al- 
leged, proven, and  found,  even  though  not 
denied.  But  why  did  it  so  hold?  The 
reason  is  evident,  dtisenshlp  is  an  abso- 
lute qualification  to  the  holding  of  mineral 
land.  The  government  grants  its  lands 
only  to  its  citizens.  Before  It  will  issue  Its 
patent  to  any  one,  It  must  know  positive- 
ly that  he  is  a  citisen;  hence  the  necessity 
of  showing  by  the  Judgment  of  the  court 
the  citisenHhip  of  the  applicant.  Whether 
the  plaintiff  files  or  proves  the  filing  of  his 
adverse  claim  in  the  land  ofl^ce  is  a  matter 
of  no  interest  or  consequence  to  the  gov- 
ernment. That  Is  simply  a  question  of 
practice  which  it  provides  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  interests  of  the  adverse  parties, 
and  which  they  majr  waive.  If  they  desire. 
The  appellants,  not  denying  the  allega- 
tion, waived  their  right  of  its  proof  by  ro- 
spondents,  and  the  latter  are  clearly  Justi- 
fied by  section  4217  of  our  statute  in  not 
tendenng  testimony  thereon. 

We  will  consider  together  the  alleged  er- 
ror of  the  court  in  not  submitting  special 
Issues  to  the  Jury,  and  the  informality  of 
their  verdict,  which  is  as  follows:  **  We, 
the  Jury  In  above-entitled  cause,  find  the 
title  to  the  right  of  possession  of  the  area 
in  confiict  described  in  the  complaint  to  be 
In  favor  of  the  plaintiffs;**  upon  which  a 
Judgment  was  rendered  to  the  effect  that 
plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  the  possession 
of  the  ground  In  controversy  as  against 
the  defendants.  It  must  be  observed  this 
verdict  simply  finds  the  plaintiffs  are  enti- 
tled to  the  right  of  possession ;  it  does  not 
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show  they  have  sacb  rl^rht  by  reason  of  a 
compliance  with  the  a  bsol  ate  requirements 
of  the  law,  or  that  thoy  have  it  as  against 
the  government,  or  any  bnt  the  defend- 
ants. It  amounts  to  a  declaration  that, 
as  between  the  parties  to  the  action,  the 
plaintiff  showed  the  better  ri^ht,  and 
should  prevail,  which  in  Golden  Fleece 
G.  &  8.  Min.  Co.  V.  Cable  Con.  G.  & 
H.  Min.  Co.,  12  Nev.  820,  was  held  the 
rule:  but  whether  or  not  such  was  the 
law  then,  it  has  not  been  since  the  con- 
prresBional  act  of  March  8, 1881,  providing 
that,  if  **  title  to  the  ground  in  controversy 
shall  not  be  eetablislied  by  either  party, 
the  Jury  shall  so  find.  *  Since  this  act  it 
ban  liecome  necessary  that  the  decision, 
whetlier  by  court  or  Jury,  must  show,  not 
only  that  the  ^uccessfnl  party  is  en  titled  to 
the  possession  as  against  his  opponent,  but 
also  as  against  all  others,  including  the 
government,  and  by  a  compliance  with  all 
the  laws  applicable*  The  government  is 
interested  in  knowing,  before  issaing  its 
patent  to  a  party,  that  he  is  a  citizen; 
that  he  has  discovered  a  vein;  that  he 
has  periormed  the  $500 development  woric ; 
that  be  has  complied  with  the  law.  It  is 
provided  that  upon  the  Judgment  in  these 
adverse  claim  cases  being  certified  to  the 
general  land  office,  together  with  the 
proper  certificates  of  such  claim,  a  patent 
shall  issue  to  the  successful  party.  If,  there- 
fore, a  Judgment  is  sufficient  which  shows 
only,  as  in  this  case,  the  title  to  be  in  the 
saccessful  party  as  against  his  opponent, 
it  might  fi«quently  happen  that  a  patent 
would  issue  to  a  party  who  was  an  alien, 
or  who  had  never  discovered  a  vein,  or  in 
other  particulars  had  failed  to  comply 
with  the  law  of  congress.  In  the  follow- 
ing cases  Judgments  were  reversed  because 
of  the  insufficiency  of  the  verdicts,  some  of 
which  were  more  specific  than  the  one  un- 
der conHideration :  McGinnia  y.  Egbert, 
(Colo.)  5  Pac.  Rep.  600;  Manning  v.  Streh- 
low,  (Colo.)  18  Pac.  Rep.  625;  Thomas  v. 
Chisholm,  (Colo.)  21  Pac.  Rep.  1020.  And 
Rosenthal  v.  Ives,  (Idaho,)  12  Pac.  Rep. 
904,8  was  reversed  becaiiHe  the  Judge  who 
tried  the  cause  failed  to  find  the  successful 
party  was  a  citizen.  This  was  not  be- 
cause that  was  a  material  issue  under  our 
practice,  but  that  it  was  necessary  to 
show  his  compliance  with  the  laws.  All 
these  authoritief>  are  sustained  by  Gwillim 
y.  Donnellan.  115  U.  8.  50,  5  Sup.  Ct.  Rep. 
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1110,  and  we  must  hold  the  verdict  in  tbls 
case  informal  and  cause  for  reversal.  Our 
statute,  by  section  43S»7,  after  designating 
the  class  of  cases  in  which  it  is  optional 
with  the  Jury  to  find  a  general  or  special 
verdict,  further  provides  that  **  the  court 
may  direct  the  jury  to  find  a  special  ver- 
dict in  writing,  upon  all  or  any  of  the  is- 
sues.** In  cases  where  the  nnml>er  and 
nature  of  the  issues  are  such  as  likely  to 
confuse  the  Jury,  the  court  can  greatly  aid 
it  by  formulating  such  issues  into  sepa- 
rate, distinct  propositions,  and  thus  have 
them  submitted  in  logical,  concise  ques- 
tions, instead  of  in  one  confused  mass. 
Through  a  general  verdict,  a  Jury  is  more 
likely  to  Jump  to  a  conclusion,  or  yield  to 
its  impulse  or  sympathy,  than  when  spe- 
cial issues  are  submitted,  to  which  the 
facts  can  be  directly  applied.  Certainly 
the  court  must  submit  only  those  mate- 
rial, and  only  in  such  numbed  and  form  as 
will  aid,  and  not  bewilder,  the  Jury.  Is 
this  a  matter  left  entirely  to  the  discretion 
of  the  court?  It  might  be  so  held  if  the 
statute  were  designed  alone  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  court,  but  it  is  not.  On 
the  contrary,  its  object  is  to  aid  the  Jury 
to  the  proper  conclusions,  and  to  promote 
Justice  in  the  administration  of  the  law. 
It  is  a  discretion  that  must  be  soundly  ex- 
ercised by  the  court,  and  subject  to  review 
as  any  other  discretionary  power  when 
not  properly  exercised.  The  complicated 
nature  of  the  issues  in  this  case  is  such  as 
to  render  it  one  in  which  special  issues 
should  be  submitted,  if  ever  necessary  in 
any  case,  and  the  court's  error  in  refusing 
the  request  of  appellants  in  this  matter  is 
also  cause  for  reversal.  The  appellants 
also  asked  the  court  to  have  the  Jury  view 
the  premises,  as  permitted  by  our  statute. 
There  are  many  features  of  this  case  which 
mark  it  as  one  in  which  this  request  should 
have  been  granted,  but  whether  the  action 
of  the  court  is  cause  for  reversal,  it  la  un- 
necessary to  determine.  It  follows  from 
the  foregoing  that  the  Judgment  and  or- 
der appealed  from  must  be  reversed,  and 
the  cause  remanded  for  a  new  trial;  and 
It  is  so  ordered.

On  appeal  to  the 
supreme  ooort  the  act  was  aeclared  unconstitu- 
tlflmaL  and  the  jiKigment  reversed.  Held^  the  ef- 
fect of  sodi  reveraal  was  to  declare  the  suit  a  nnl- 
litjr,  and  it  should  haTeheen  dismissed  by  the  court 

Dm  Facto  Shsritp— Rights  to  Fbbs— Makdamus. 
a.  Though  Code  Idaho,  %  880,  forbids  the  county 
eommissioners  to  issue  warrants  for  the  salary  of 
an  oOloe  during  the  pendency  of  a  suit  to  contest 
an  election  tiiereto.  a  person  who  is  in  posses- 
sion of  the  office  of  sheriff,  and  performing  the 
duties  thereof,  under  a  certificate  of  election  is- 
sued by  the  canvassing  board,  is  entitled  to  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  the  olEioe;  and  on  application 
a  writ  of  mandamtis  will  issue  to  compel  the 
eommissioners  to  issue  warrants  therefor. 

SmsMS  CorRT  Rboords— Validity— Fraud. 

8.  An  entry  on  the  records  of  the  supreme 
eoort  cannot  be  attacked,  on  the  ground  of  miud, 
on  an  ol^ection  to  its  introduction  as  evidence. 
Its  validity  can  only  be  questioned  upon  allega- 
tions of  fraud  fully  and  fairly  made,  and  issue  pos- 
itively tendered.

John 
Oorman,  a  contestant  for  said  office  of 
sheriff,  was  admitted  as  a  party  defend- 
ant. The  application  was  p^rantcd.  De- 
fendant Uorroan  then  applied  for  permis- 
sion to  appeal  the  cause  to  the  supreme 
coort  of  theUnite«]  States.  Permission 
given.

H.  W.  DnntoUn  for  Boise  County. 

Sweet,  J.  Cary  C.  Havird  was  a  can- 
didate for  sheriff  at  the  rejcular  election  in 
Buiae  county  held  in  November,  1886.  lie 
vras  declared  elected  to  said  office  by  the 
eanya«dngr  board  of  said  county,  and  in 
doe  time  received  a  certificate  accordingly. 
Within  the  time  prescrit>ed  by  law,  John 
Gorman,  the  opposing  candidate  for  sher- 
iff at  said  election,  commenced  a  proceed- 
ing under  an  act  of  the  territorial  legisla- 
tive assembly  approved  January  30, 1885, 
in  which  be  contested  the  right  and  title 
of  said  Havird  to  said .  office.  The  cause 
was  heard  by  the  district  Judge  in  and  for 
said  county,  as  by  said  act  provided,  and 
a  Judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the 
applicant  herein.  John  Gorman,  the  inter- 
venorin  this  action,  moved  for  a  new  trial, 


which  motion  was  by  said  Judge  over- 
ruled ;  and  from  the  order  overruling  said 
motion  said  Gorman  appealed  to  the  su- 
preme court  of  the  territory.  The  cause 
came  on  for  hearing  before  said  court  at 
its  January,  1889,  term,  and  on  the  11th 
day  of  March,  1889,  the  opinion  of  the 
court  was  rendered  by  Mr.  Justice  Bekry  ;' 
the  court,  by  said  opinion,  declaring  the 
act  under  which  the  trial  before  the  Judge 
in  said  Boise  county  was  held  to  be  uncon- 
stitutional and  void,  and  by  reason  thereof 
caused  to  be  entered  in  the  records  of  this 
court  an  order reversinir  the  Judgment  ren- 
der«Hl  by  the  Judge  of  said  district.  On  the 
18th  day  of  the  same  month  the  Judgment  of 
the  court  as  rendered  on  the  11th  was 
amended  on  motion  of  counsel  for  the  re- 
spondent, and,  by  this  amended  Judgment, 
it  was  ordered  that  the  action  be  dis- 
missed ;  the  substance  of  said  order  being 
that  the  word  **  dismissed  "  was  substitut- 
ed for  the  word  **  reversed.  *  On  the  fol- 
lowing day  an  entry  appears  in  the  record 
setting  forth  that  Chief  Justice  Weir  and 
Justice  Loo  AN,  two  of  the  members  of  said 
court,  having  reconsidered  the  action  of 
the  court  as  entered  of  March  18th,  ordered 
that  the  motion  to  amend  the  original 
entry  of  March  11th  be  denied,  and  that 
the  word  ''reversed*'  should  stand  as  the 
Judgment  of  the  court  in  place  of  the  word 
"dismissed." 

The  matter  comes  up  at  this  time  on  an 
application  by  Cary  C.  Havird  for  a  writ 
of  mandate  commanding  the  county  com- 
missioners of  said  Boise  county  to  order 
the  issuing  of  warrants,  payable  to  the 
order  of  said  Havird,  as  compensation  for 
services  rendered  as  aforesaid,  in  the  form 
of  salary,  and  for  Tees  and  expenses  al- 
lowed by  law.  The  commissioners  an- 
swer the  order  to  show  cause  by  stating 
that  the  title  to  the  office  is  involved  in  an 
action  now  pending  in  the  district  court 
in  and  for  that  county,  and  that,  under  sec- 
tion 380  of  the  statute,  the  said  board  is 
prohibited  from  ordering  any  warrants 
drawn  in  payment  of  salary  during  the 
pendency  of  an  action  over  the  title  of  the 
office.  John  Gorman,  the  intervenor, 
avers  that  the  action  is  still  pending  in  the 
court  below,  and  that,  while  such  action 
is  pending,  he  is  an  interested  party,  and 
invokes  section  380  of  the  Htatute  to  show 
that   this  court  is  without  authority  to 

lAnte,  498, 25  Paa  Rep.  S94. 
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issue  said  writ.  The  alleffations  contained 
In  the  pleadings  cover  a  much  wider  range 
o!  Investigation.  Indeed,  under  the  com- 
plaint and  answer,  it  might  be  possible  to 
try  the  entire  case,  as  It  is  averred  on  the 
one  hand  that  one  party  was  elected,  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  election  of  the  first 
party  is  denied,  and  the  election  of  the  sec- 
ond party  averred.  A  greater  poi-tlon  of 
these  declarations  pro  and  eon  are  rea  ad- 
judicata^  and  will  not  beconsidered  by  this 
court.  The  only  question  here  presented 
Is  the  status  of  the  case  after  the  decision 
rendered  by  the  supreme  court  at  its  last 
session. 

What  purports  to  be  the  record  of  the 
court,  particularly  the  entry  of  March  19, 
1S89,  is  not  regular  upon  its  face,  and  in 
terms  states  that  the  action  therein  taken 
is  the  result  of  a  conclusion  reached  by  two 
of  the  members  of  the  court;  but  It  is  not  de- 
clared to  be  the  action  of  the  court  by  the 
court,  and,  from  its  very  appearance, 
would  perhaps  suggest  that  any  person 
Interested  would  be  Justified  in  seeking  to 
investigate  Its  character.  The  Intervenor, 
as  well  as  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners, in  answering  plain  tiff  *s  applica- 
tion in  the  matter  now  at  bar,  rely  upon 
the  entry  made  on  March  19th,  and  upon 
the  remittitur  sent  down  by  the  clerk  of 
this  court  to  the  court  below,  as  Justifying 
the  position  taken  by  them,  which  is  that 
the  action  over  the  title  to  said  office  is 
still  pending  In  said  Boise  county.  Cn 
questionably  the  rem /tt/tur  so  states.  It 
Is  l)efore  us;  and,  although  the  entry  of 
March  19th  does  not  declare  that  the  con- 
clusion therein  mentioned  was  reached  by 
the  court,  the  remittitur  was  to  the  effect 
that  such  was  the  order,  not  of  two  of  the 
Justices,  but  of  the  court.  Counsel  for 
plaintiff  offer  to  show  that  the  entry  of 
March  19th  is  not  a  record  of  this  court. 
Tliey  contend  that  that  entry  was  made 
out  of  term-time,  after  the  court  had  ad- 
journed, upon  the  order,  not  of  the  court, 
hut  of  two  of  its  individual  members.  If 
this  statement  were  true.  It  would  not 
only  not  be  a  record,  but  It  would  be  a 
false  entry  in  a  record,  and  must  result  in 
very  serious  consequences  to  those  who 
made  it. 

The  plaintiff  Introduced  those  entries  In 
the  record  appearing  as  of  March  lltb 
and  March  18th,  and  there  rested.  When 
the  intervenor  and  defendant  offer  to  in- 
troduce the  entry  of  March  19th,  plaintiff 


objects,  and  offers  to  prove  by  parol  evi- 
dence the  Irregularities  above  set  forth. 
Defendant  and  intervenor  contend  that  the 
record  of  the  court  Is  conclusive,  and  that 
it  cannot  be  assailed,  and  numerous  au- 
thorities are  cited  in  support  of  the  prop- 
osition. On  general  principles,  this  court 
will  hot  question  the  doctrine.  It  is  a  fact, 
however,  that  no  instrument  is  sacred  if 
in  any  manner  tainted  with  fraud.  A  Ju- 
dicial record  cannot  be  assailed,  but  this 
is  a  different  proposition  from  denying  the 
existence  or  validity  of  a  record.  In  other 
words,  the  record,  once  established,  is  nn- 
assallable,  and,  as  the  honest  record  of 
the  court,  is  absolutely  unquestionable. 
In  Lowry  v.  McMillan,  49  Amer.  I>ec.  503, 
the  court  uses  this  language:  **A  record  is 
entitled  to  great  sanctity  in  the  law,  but 
then  it  must  be  an  honest  record.  It  Is  in 
vain  to  talk  of  the  danger  of  altering  or 
explaining  a  record  by  parol.  Everything 
Imbued  with  fraud  must  give  way  before 
credible  sworn  testimony.  ^  Note  5,  p.  170, 
of  Bigelow  on  Fraud,  reiterates  this  doc- 
trine, and  there  distinctly  states  that  the 
question  of  fraud  maybe  raised  so  long  as 
it  was  not  a  question  Involved  in  the  trial 
of  the  cause ;  in  other  words,  if  it  in  any 
manner  tampered  with  the  rights  of  the 
parties,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  or  the 
correctness  of  the  proceeding,  at  such  time 
or  in  such  manner  as  that  the  interested 
party  was  not  able  to  be  heard  to  protect 
himself.  The  general  principle,  therefore, 
is  that  a  Judicial  record  cannot  be  contra- 
dicted by  parol  evidence.  It  is  an  equally 
well-known,  indeed  an  elementary,  princi- 
ple, that  no  Instrument, no  record,  no  doc- 
ument. Is  valid,  or  can  exist,  in  the  face  of 
fraud,  corruption,  or  dishonesty.  But,  in 
the  matter  at  bar,  is  the  applicant  in  posi- 
tion to  assail  the  record?  We  think  not. 
Without  attempting  to  specify  how  such 
a  record  may  be  assailed,  and  in  what 
form  the  allegations  should  be  made  tu 
admit  of  the  introduction  of  parol  evidence 
to  contradict  the  record,  it  is  snfflclent  to 
say  that,  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  offer 
parol  evidence  In  proof  of  so  serious  a 
charge,  and  of  a  fraud  so  serious  in  its 
character,  and  so  far-reaching  in  its  effect, 
the  allegation  must  be  fully  and  falriy 
made,  and  the  Issue  clearly  and  positively 
tendered.    In  this  case,  and  under  the  alle- 

f:ation8  of  the  complaint,  the  entry  of  the 
9th  of  March  cannot  be  assailed. 
This  court  is  called  upon,  then»  to  settle 
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tbe  aUttuM  of  this  case  upon  all  of  its  r^c- 
orda  here,  the  effect  of  the  action  of  this 
court  a  year  ago,  and  the  rights  of  the 
parties  under  it.  The  opinion  of  the  court 
as  rendered  last  March,  duly  filed  on  the 
11th  of  said  month,  and  these  various  en- 
tries, will  be  used  to  guide  us  In  reaching  a 
conclusion  in  tbe  matter  at  bar. 

The  opinion  declares  that  the  act  of  the 
letClslatnre  under  which  the  contested  elec- 
tion case  was  tried  was  unconstitutional 
and  Told.  To  say  that  the  act  Is  uncon- 
stitutional and  void,  and  that  the  pro- 
ceedings under  it  may  be  valid,  is  an  a b 
surdity  too  patent  to  be  discussed.  This 
court  reversed  the  court  below.  Reversed 
what?  Reversed  its  decision?  No.  It  sim- 
ply declared  that  there  was  nothing  to 
decide;  that  the  act  under  which  they 
were  proceeding  was  in  itself  void,  and, 
as  a  matter  of  course,  the  proceedings 
themselves  could  not  possess  more  validity 
than  the  act  under  which  they  proceeded. 
Then,  why  should  It  lie  sent  back?  Sent 
back  for  another  trial  under  an  unconsti- 
tutional act?  But  this  discussion  may  be 
ended  by  declaring  that  when  the  supreme 
court  lield  the  act  of  January  30,  iS^,  to 
be  null  and  void,  the  Case  of  Gorman  v. 
Havird  no  long^er  existed,  and  as  a  legal 
Aitity,  so  far  as  its  having  any  possible 
effect  upon  either  of  the  parties  to  the 
suit  is  concerned,  never  had  existed. 

We  now  pass  to  the  record.  We  find  an 
mtry  on  the  11th  of  March  declaring  that 
the  Jndgment  of  the  lower  court  is  re- 
versed ;  another,  on  the  18th,  to  the  effect 
that  It  should  be  dismissed ;  and  on  the 
19th  two  of  the  Judges,  personally,  have 
reconsidered  what  the  court  did  on  the 
18th,  and  restored  the  action  of  the  11th, 
or  at  least  attempted  so  to  do.  Perhaps 
it  is  as  well  to  pass  this  record  with  this 
statement ;  for,  whether  It  be  a  true  rec- 
ord or  not.  It  Is  entitled  to  but  little  con- 
sideration, and  the  more  it  Is  studied  the 
more  doubt  It  creates  as  to  how  the  opin- 
ions of  the  court  were  decided,  and  how 
that  particular  decision  was  announced. 
It  amounts  to  but  a  quibble,  at  best.  The 
one  entry  declares  that  the  court  below 
shall  proceed  as  it  may  deem  best ;  and 
the  other,  that  the  action  shall  be  dis- 
missed. The  opinion  of  this  court  was 
certified  down  to  the  court  below;  and, 
no  matter  what  the  court  below  may 
have  thought,  there  was  but  one  thing  for 
It  to  do,  and  that  wan  to  dismiss  the  ac- 
tion. And  this  brings  us  down  to  the  next 


point  in  the  matter, or  to  the  next  quibble 
presented,  namely,  whether  this  court 
dhould  send  the  case  back  to  be  dismissed 
by  the  Judge  of  the  .district,  or  whether 
this  court  should  order  it  dismissed.  It  Is 
a  distinction  without  a  difference.  When 
the  supreme  court  thus  clearly  indicated 
the  Invalidity  of  the  law,  and  the  inevita- 
ble status  of  the  case  under  it,  the  appli- 
cant should  have  had  his  money,  and  the 
expense  of  this  litigation  ended.  The  case 
having  been  returned,  however,  we  find 
that  it  has  been  continued  from  time  to 
time ;  and  the  plaintiff  is  still  carrying  on 
the  expense  of  conducting  the  executive 
business  of  the  county  without  pay,  and. 
Judging  of  the  future  by  the  past,  without 
prospect  of  ever  having  anv,  or  without 
any  probability  of  ever  reaching  a  settle- 
ment of  the  legal  questions  involved. 

Let  there  be  no  misunderstanding  about 
the  conclusion  reached  this  time.  The  case 
ought  to  have  been  dismissed.  It  was 
the  intention  of  the  supreme  court  a  year 
ago  that  it  should  be  dismissed ;  and  the 
retention  of  the  case  in  court,  and  its  con- 
tinuance, did  not,  and  does  not,  afford 
the  plaintiff  not  only  a  speedy  and  ade- 
quate remedy  at  law,  but  affords  him  no 
remedy  at  all.  Under  such  a  condition  of 
affairs,  he  was  authorized  to  appear  be- 
fore this  court,  and  declare  that  he  had  no 
speedy  and  adequate  remedy  at  law,  and 
invoke  the  extraordinary  powers  given 
this  court  to  secure  to  him  the  rights  and 
privileges  guarantied  him  by  law.  Let  it 
not  be  understood  that  the  intervenor  or 
the  commissioners  are  in  any  manner  at 
fault.  They  were  bound  by  the  remittitur 
sent  down  to  them ;  and,  unless  the  Judge 
saw  fit  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  im- 
plied order  of  the  court,  these  parties  had 
no  alternative  but  to  await  the  remedy  or 
therelief  that  time  would  bring.  The  in- 
tervenor, Gorman,  is  but  exercising  the 
right  of  a  citizen  in  contesting  this  elec- 
tion ;  and,  until  the  act  under  which  he 
was  proceeding  was  declared  unconstitu- 
tional and  void,  he  was  pursuing  methods 
prescribed  by  law.  It  is  no  wonder  that, 
under  the  conflicting  entries  in  the  records 
of  this  court,  and  the  remittitur  sent 
down,  both  counsel  and  client  were  at  a 
loss  to  know  what  steps  to  take,  or  in 
what  manner  to  proceed. 

We  now  pass  to  the  question  of  fees  and 
salary  claimed  by  plaintiff,  and  the  dis- 
tinction, if  any  there  be,  as  to  the  amount 
due  on  account  of  salary,  and  the  amount 
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dae  by  law,  and  allowed  by  the  board,  for 
expeDses  and  foee.  In  the  absence  of  a 
statute  on  the  subject,  plaintiff  would  be 
entitled  to  receive  both  the  salary  and  the 
fees  pertaininji:  to  the  office  of  sheriff,  for 
the  reason  that,  beins?  In  possession  of  the 
certificate  declaring  him  duly  elected,  and 
havinK  qualified  as  provided  by  law,  he 
would  be  presumed  to  be  entitled  to  all  of 
the  fees  and  emoluments  of  the  office;  and, 
If  the  title  to  the  fees  were  subsequently 
declared  to  belong  to  another,  the  person 
subsequently  declared  elected  would  be  en- 
titled to  sue  the  de  facto  officer  for  all  fees 
and  emoluments  received  by  him  during 
the  time  he  was  in  office.  Even  then, 
however,  the  de  facto  officer  would  be  en- 
titled to  receive  the  necessary  expenses  In- 
curred by  him  in  earning  the  fees  and  emol- 
uments received.  These  principles  are  laid 
down  In  the  case  of  Mayfield  v.  Moore,  5 
Amer.  Rep.  62,  and  Auditors  v.  Benoit,  4 
Amer.  Rep.  382.  Our  statute,  by  section 
880  of  the  Code,  preserves  the  salary  to 
which  the  dejure  officer  is  entitled  by  for- 
bidding the  issuance  of  the  warrant  dur- 
Ini?  the  pendency  of  the  suit.  As  before 
stated,  were  It  not  for  this  decision,  plain- 
tiff would  be  entitled  to  receive  the  salary 
attached  to  the  office  of  sheriff  of  his  coun- 
ty by  virtue  of  his  prima  facie  right  to  ex- 
ercise the  duties  of  the  office,  and,  natu- 
rally, to  receive  the  compensation  thei-efor. 
But  we  do  not  think  that  this  section  ap- 

Slies  to  that  portion  of  the  sheriff's  bill  or 
ills  which  have  been  allowed  by  the  board 
on  account  of  his  expenses.  For  instance, 
plaintiff  was  allowed  by  the  board  of  com- 
missioners,  for  boarding  prisoners,  $692.25 ; 
for  Jailer's  fees,  f  1,802;  for  transportation 
of  prisoners,  f  156.15 ;  and  other  items  of 
like  character.  He  is  entitled  to  this  mon- 
ey even  if  the  intervenor  were  finally  to  re- 
cover the  title  of  the  office.  It  is  due  for 
money  expended;  and  Mr.  Gorman,  never 
having  expended  the  money,  would  not  be 
entitled  to  it,  either  from  the  county  or 
from  plaintiff.  In  other  words,  the  plain- 
tiff, in  possession  of  his  certificate  of  elec- 
tion, and  all  other  indicia  of  office,  made 
necessary  expenditures  out  of  his  own 
pocket  on  behalf  of  the  county.  There 
can  be  no  question  of  his  right  to  receive 
that  money,  and  It  should  have  been  paid 
to  him  long  ago.  It  was  proper  enough 
to  withhold  the  $2,978  on  account  of  sal- 
ary during  the  pendency  of  the  action  in- 
augurated to  test  the  title  of  the  office; 
but,  when  that  action  was  disposed  of  by 


the  highest  court  In  the  territorv,  there 
was  no  longer  any  reason  for  withholding 
the  payment  of  the  salary.  It  is  true  that, 
under  the  rem/ttitur  sent  down  from  this 
court,  this  action  may  seem  llKe  a  hard- 
ship against  Gorman.  It  Is,  unquestion- 
ably, an  unfortunate  condition  of  affairs 
for  both ;  for,  as  will  be  seen  by  glancing 
at  the  history  of  this  case,  not  only  has 
the  plaintiff  been  denied  a  speedy  and  ade- 
quate remedy,  but  the  intervenor  seems  to 
be  without  remedy  at  all.  The  condition 
of  the  record,  the  continuance  of  the  case, 
and  the  numerous  awkward  circumstances 
with  which  the  entire  transaction  Is  sur- 
rounded, seem  to  have  been  reached  with- 
out the  co-operation,  or  even  knowledge, 
of  the  intervenor  or  his  counsel,  while  It 
is  perfectly  plain  that  the  county  commis- 
sioners would  not  know  what  to  do,  and 
could  be  safe  only  in  doing  nothing. 

In  accordance  with  the  decision  hereto* 
fore  rendered,  the  Judgment  of  the  court  is 
that  the  action  which  by  the  remittitur 
before  us  appears  to  be  now  pending  in 
the  lower  court  should  be  dismissed,  and 
that  a  writ  of  mandate  forthwith  issue, 
under  the  seal  of  the  clerk  of  this  court, 
directing  the  defendants,  the  county  com- 
missioners of  said  Boise  county,  to  order 
the  issuing  of  a  warrant  or  warrants,  in 
the  name  of  plaintiff  herein,  for  the 
amounts  heretofore  allowed  by  said  board 
during  the  time  specified  on  account  of  fees 
and  expenses,  and  that.  Immediately  upon 
the  dismissal  of  said  action  by  said  dis- 
trict court,  a  writ  of  mandate  shall  issue, 
under  the  seal  of  the  clerk  of  this  court, 
commanding  said  commissioners  to  order 
the  Issuing  of  a  warrant  or  warrants,  in 
the  nameof  plaintiff  herein,  for  the  amount 
due  him  as  salary  for  the  time  specified, 
and  that  a  ropy  hereof  be  certified  to  said 
district  court.

A  writ  of  mandate  is  given  or  withheld 
in  the  sound  discretion  of  the  court,  but 
the  exercise  of  this  discretion  is  subject  to 
review.  In  the  matter  of  Havird  v.  Coun- 
ty Commissioners,  (Gorman,  intervenor,) 
the  court  ordered  the  issuing  of  the  writ. 
The  intervenor  has  applied  for  permission 


■    ^ 
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to  appeal  to  the  sapreme  coart  of  the 
United  States.  The  appeal  is  not  so  mach 
desired  on  tbe  g^round  of  questioning:  the 
exerclne  of  discretion  by  this  coart  as  for 
tbe  pnrpose  of  reviewing  the  decision  ren- 
dered by  the  coart  a  year  ago  apon  the 
constitutionality  of  the  act  under  which 
the  case  was  tried.  The  writ  was  granted 
in  the  matter  at  bar  by  virtue  of  the  decis- 
ion rendered  a  year  ago,  and  the  inter- 
Tenor  declares  that  that  decision  was 
wrong,  and  expects  the  supreme  court  of 
tbe  United  States  to  so  hold.  We  are  of 
tbe  opinion  that  when  this  matter  is  pre- 
sented to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States,  ft  will  simply  inquire  as  to  wheth- 
er this  court  abused  its  discretion  in  or- 
dering the  writ,  but  will  refuse  to  review 
tbe  decision  of  a  year  ago  upon  the  consti- 
tutionality of  the  act,  and  that  the  appeal 
would,  therefore,  be  dismissed.  We  are 
also  of  the  opinion  that,  if  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  did  review  the 
decision  of  a  year  since,  and  reverse  the 
judgment  of  the  supreme  court  of  this  ter- 
ritory as  to  tbe  constitutionality  of  the 
act,  and  by  reason  thereof  a  new  trial 
was  bad,  and  Gorman  should  recover  't6e 
title  to  tbe  office  in  question,  still  Havird 
would  be  entitled  to  his  fees  and  expenses. 
As  tbe  de  facto  officer,  and  in  possession 
of  all  the  indicia  of  office,  we  do  not  enter- 
tain the  slightest  doubt  as  to  tiavlrd's 
rights  in  this  matter,  and  that  Gorman's 
action  against  Havird  must  be  for  the 
profits  finly.  But  the  intervenor  con- 
tends that  we  are  wrong,  and  asks  that 
we  grant  him  an  appeal  to  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States;  and  we  are 
not  disposed  to  deny  it.  It  Havird  were  a 
mere  usurper  of  the  office,  he  would  not 
then  be  entitled  to  receive  anything.  His 
right,  however,  to  receive  his  expenses  as  a 
delbcfo  officer  shows  clearly  the  line  drawn 
between  a  mere  usurper  and  a  person  in 
possession  of  a  certificate  duly  certifying 
his  election.  We  feel  that,  in  granting  this 
appeal,  we  are  trespassing  seriously  upon 
the  rights  of  Havird  to  receive  forthwith 
the  money  which  he  has  expended  in  the 
Interests  of  the  county,  and  which,  in  any 
event,  he  is  entitled  to  recover.  Perhaps 
tbe  appeal  ought  not  to  be  granted,  under 
such  circumstances.  Still,  we  do  not  feel 
like  refusing  to  any  petitioner  at  tbe  bar 
tbe  privilege  of  being  beard  by  the  highest 
court  in  the  land.  If,  by  any  construction 
of  tbe  statute,  it  may  be  held  that  he  is 
entitled  to  the  writ.  It  is  ordered,  there- 
fore, that  the  appeal  may  be  had.

far  depart  from  a  perpendicular  from  their  course 
downward  as  to  extend  outside  the  vertical  side 
lines  of  such  surface  locations. "  He/d,  that  an 
owner  of  a  mining  claim  has  no  right  to  follow  a 
vein  into  an  adjoining  claim  unless  such  vein  has 
its  apex  within  his  own  side  lines.

2*.  On  bill  to  enjoin  an  adjoining  owner  from 
working  a  vein  on  plaintifF's  claim,  defendant  al- 
leged that  such  vein  had  its  apex  on  ills  claim. 
Defendant's  claim  adjoined  plaintifTs  on  the  east 
of  the  latter:  and  it  appeared  that  plainUfE  sunk  a 
shaft  near  his  eastern  line,  in  ledge  matter,  con- 
sisting of  various  substances,  including  some  ore. 
Following  the  dip  of  the  ledge  matter,  and  deflect- 
ing to  the  south  about  150  feet,  he  struck  defend- 
ant's under-ground  workings,  finding  some  ore  be- 
fore doing  do.  The  ledge  matter  was  continuous. 
Defendant's  ore  was  of  a  kind  sometimes  found 
in** blanket  veins,"  without  apices  or  dips,  and 
it  was  doubtful  if  the  vein  was  a  fissure  vein.  The 
dip  was  nearly  at  right  angles  with  the  north  side 
line  of  plaintiff's  claim,  and  deflected  little,  if 
at  all,  from  the  lead  of  defendant's  ledge.  The 
true  average  dip  of  a  vein  is  always  at  right  an- 
gles to  the  lead.  All  of  defendant's  tunnels 
were  on  the  bed-rock  or  floor  of  the  ore  de- 
posits, rose  slightly  as  they  receded  from  their 
mouths  on  defendant's  claim,  were  at  right  angles 
with  a  line  formed  bv  their  mouths,  and  pursued 
an  almost  due  westerly  course.  The  mouths  were 
at  an  outcrop  of  a  deposit,  nearly  horizontal  in 
position,  on  a  mountain-side.  The  dip  of  the  floor 
of  the  ore  deiK>8itfl  was  from  north  to  south.  Held, 
that  it  was  not  shown  that  the  apex  of  the  vein 
was  on  defendant's  claim,  and  hence  defendant 
had  no  right  to  extend  its  works  into,  and  extract 
ore  from,  plaintifTs  claim.

(2)  when  the  commission  or  continuanoe  of  some 
act  dnrinff  the  litigation  would  produce  waste  or 
great  or  Irreparable  injury  to  the  plaintiff;  and 

(3)  when  the  defendant  is  doine  some  act  in  viola- 
tion of  the  plaintiff^s  rights,  having  a  tendency 
to  render  the  judgment  ineffectual  HeUl,  that 
injunction  would  lie  to  restrain  continuanoe  of 
the  unlawful  removal  of  ore  from  plaintiff^s  mine, 
whether  or  not  the  Injury,  if  consummated,  would 
be  irreparable. 

SwssT,  J.,  dissenting. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Shoshone  coun- 
ty;  SwE£T,  Judge. 

Action  by  £.  M.  Gilpin  against  the  Sierra 
Nevada  Consolidated  Mining  Company  to 
restrain  defendant  from  worlcing  a  vein  on 
plaintiff *s  claim.  From  an  order  denying 
tbe  injunction,  plaintiff  appeals.    Reversed. 

The  other  facts  fully  appear  in  the  follow- 
ing statement  by  Berrt»  J. : 

The  complaint  shows  the  plaintiff  to  be  the 
owner,  and  entitled  to  the  possession,  of  one 
compact  piece  of  mining  lands  in  the  Treka 
mining-district,  Shoshone  county,  Idaho  ter- 
ritory, embraced  within  the  outer  boundary 
lines  of  three  contiguous  mining  claims,  called 
the  "Apex,"  the  "Rambler,"  and  the  "Tip 
Top,"  all  constituting  the  plaintiff *s  said 
mining  grounds;  that  while  the  plaintiff  was 
so  in  possession,  on  the  29th  of  October,  1888, 
the  defendant,  a  corporation,  entered  upon 
such  grounds  of  the  plaintiff,  and  with  force, 
etc..  took  possession,  and  unlawfully  ejected 
the  plaintiff,  and  still  unlawfully  withholds 
the  same  from  the  plaintiff,  to  his  damage  of 
eiOO.OOO;  that  the  plaintiff *s  said  claim  is 
upon  a  mineral  zone  or  belt  containing  gold, 
silver,  and  other  precious  metals;  that  pre- 
vious to  such  ouster  the  plaintiff  had  bden 
working  and  mining  the  three  locations 
nnmed  as  above,  as  one  mining  claim,  con- 
tinuously since  the  Sd  day  of  November, 
1887;  that  the  defendant  owns  a  mining 
claim  adjoining  on  the  east  of  these  several 
claims  of  the  plaintiff,  so  constituting  one 
claim,  the  defendant's  claim  being  called  the 
"Sierra  Nevada;"  that  the  western  sideline 
of  the  Sierra  Nevada  is  coincident  with  east- 
ern end  boundary  line  of  said  Tip  Top  claim, 
and  also  with  the  eastern  erid  line  of  the  Apex 
claim,  and  nearly  coincident  with  the  eastern 
end  line  (k  the  Rambler  claim.  The  relation 
of  the  properties  of  tlie  partiei  is  shown  by 
the  following  diagram: 


The  plaintiff  further  claims,  in  substance, 
that  the  plaintiffs  middle  claim,  the  Apex, 
is  upon  and  along  said  mineral  zone  or  belt; 
that  the  mineral-bearing  rock  in  place  is  a 
part  of  such  zone,  and  crops  to  the  sorfaoe  in 
and  upon  the  Apex  location,  the  true  apex  of 
the  zone  or  belt  being  within  the  exterior 
boundaries  of  the  Apex  claim;  also,  that  the 
zone  or  belt  ift  of  greater  width  than  the  Apex 
claim,  and  extends  on  either  side  of  tbe  Apex, 
and  is  coTered  by  the  Rambler  and  Tip  Top 
locations.  The  plaintiff  also  claims,  and  the 
fact  is  admitted  by  the  defendant  both  in  its 
cross-complaint  and  in  argument,  that  the 
defendant,  prior  to  tbe  commencement  of  this 
action,  has  been  working  the  Sierra  Nevada 
claim,  and  from  tbe  under-ground  tannela  in 
the  Sierra  Nevada  claim  has  extended  its 
works  and  tunnels,  beyond  its  western  side 
line.  Into  and  upon  the  grounds  claimed  by 
the  plaintiff,  and  main^ns  bis  possession 
thereof  against  the  plaintiff,  and  has  been 
and  is  extracting  and  carrying  away  ore 
therefrom,  and  Is,  as  the  plaintiff  avers,  pre- 
venting the  plaintiff  from  working  his  mines 
within  his  own  mining  grounds;  that  such 
acts  are  waste,  and  irreparable  damage  to  the 
plain tlfTs  property;  to  recover  which  prop- 
erty. With  other  purposes,  thii  actian  la  in- 
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iUtotod;  Chat  the  defendant  is  a  foreign  cor- 
poiation,  and  insolvent;  and  prays  that  pend- 
ing the  litigation  a  temporary  injunction  be 
gnuited*  etc«  The  aUc^tions  of  the  com- 
pijUDt  are  made  positively,  as  of  the  plain- 
tifTs  own  knowledge,  and  the  same  are  veri- 
fied in  the  same  manner. 

The  answer  is  upon  information  and  belief, 
•ad  18  so  verified.    It  admits  that  the  defend- 
ant is  a  foreign  corporation.    Except  this  ad- 
mission, it  denies  every  other  material  alle- 
gHtion  of  the  complaint,  and  prays  that  the 
rufflplaint  be  dismissed.    The  defendant  also 
Gin  his  cross-bill,  and  prays  affirmative  re- 
lief; and  for  each  purposes  maizes  this  plain- 
tiff, Larry  O'Xeill,  A.  D.  Bevin,  David  Le 
Ban,  A.  M.  Baldwin,  Edward  Leonard,  W. 
T.  Malony,  William  Rogers,  a  J.  McMillen, 
B.  F.  Bates,  and  W.  B.  Heybum*  parties  de- 
fendant, and  avers:   (1)  The  corporate  char- 
acter of  the  cross-complainant.    (2)  That  on 
tlietjlb  of  April,  1886,  the  lands  of  the  Sierra 
Nevada  daim  were  public  domain,  and  un- 
occupied mineral  lands,  and  on  that  day  were 
duly  claimed,  by  parties  named,  as  a  mining 
claim,  nnder  that  name;  that  said  locators, 
vith  others  who  bad  become  interested  in  the 
Kent  Nevada  claim,  on  June  3,  1886,  "hav- 
ing discovered  the  true  strike  and  course  of 
nid  vein,"  flled  an  amended  location  of  said 
daim,  as  it  now  appears  on  the  diagram  here- 
tofore given:  that  the  cross-complainant  be- 
eune  the  owner  of  such  amended  location 
and  claim  on  the  15th  of  November,  1886,  and 
is  still  such  owner,  and  in  possession  of  the 
same,  and  has  expended  $100,000  in  improve- 
ments thereon,  in  tunnels  run  in  and  upon 
add  vein,  cross-cuts,  shafts,  et^.,  and  is  still 
in  possession  of  all  such  tunnels,  etc.    (3) 
"That  while  said  £.  M.  Gilpin  claims  to  be 
the  owner  in  bis  own  right  of  said  Apex 
mining  claim,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  each  and 
*U  of  the  parties  hereto,  to-wit,  [the  other  de- 
lendants  in  this  cross-complaint  named,]  are 
the  owners  of  undivided  interests  therein  as 
tenanU  in  common  with  the  said  £.  M.  Gil- 
pin,** and  the  claim  of  said  Gilpin  to  be  the 
■ole  owner  is  untrue;  wherefore  said  parties 
ne  Joined  as  defendants  herein  in  order  that 
"their  claims,  together  with  the  claim  of  the 
■aid  £.  M.  Gilpin,  may  be  fully  and  finally 
determined,  adjudicated,  and  settled;"  that 
said  defendants  ''actually  claim  an  Interest 


unknown  to  the  cross-complainant  in  and  to 
the  premises  hereinbefore  described,  and  in 
and  to  the  vein  thereon,  which  is  the  Sierra 
Nevada  lode  mining  claim  and  vein;"  and,' 
that  such  claim  may  also  be  settled,  it  is 
necessary  tliat  all  of  said  defendants  be  made 
parties.  (4)  That  all  of  the  defendants  are 
insolvent,  and  are  pretended  owners  of  u 
mining  claim  described  in  the  complaint  of 
the  plaintiff,  Gilpin,  as  the  Apex,  Kambler, 
and  Tip  Top  mining  claims,  and,  as  such  al< 
leged  owners,  have  by  their  under-ground 
workings  entered  upon  the  Sierra  Nevada 
claim,  and  by  shafts,  etc.,  have  gone  down 
and  broken  into  the  works  of  the  cross- 
complainant,  '*made  by  its  following  its  said 
vein,  upon  the  dip  thereof,  into  the  ground," 
and  threaten  to  take  and  hold  possession,  ete.» 
of  said  workings  so  broken  into,  and  are  en- 
gaged in  under-ground  works  with  that  in- 
tent. (5)  That  the  Tocations  of  the  Apex, 
Rambler,  and  Tip  Top  are  in  fact  void  and 
of  no  effect,  because  they  were  made,  or  at- 
tempted to  be  made,  within  the  line  of  the 
Sierra  Nevada,  etc.,  and  that,  if  the  defend- 
ants be  allowed  to  carry  out  their  designs, 
the  cross-complainant  will  sustain  irrepara- 
ble damages.  (6)  And  prays  that  the  defend- 
ants named,  except  said  Gilpin,  be  brought 
in  as  defendants;  that  all  such  defendants  be 
decreed  to  have  no  right  to  any  of  the  ground 
in  controversy;  that  pending  this  suit  the  de- 
fendants be  enjoined  from  entering  upon, 
etc.,  any  of  the  grounds  in  dispute,  and  up- 
on the  determination  of  the  action  the  in- 
junction be  made  perpetual. 

A  large  amount  of  evidence  was  taken  up- 
on the  &sues  so  made  up,  and  upon  the  5th 
day  of  February,  1890,  his  honor,  Jud^e 
SwsET,  by  order,  denied  the  injunction. 
From  that  order  an  appeal  is  taken  by  the 
plaintiff  to  this  court.

Berrt,  J.,  {after  stating  the  facts,) 
There  are  three  principal  points  in  this  case: 
(1)  Is  the  plaintiff  the  owner  of  the  mining 
grounds  claimed  by  him,  so  as  to  be  entitled 
to  invoke  the  aid  of  this  court  to  prevent  the 
acts  complained  of?  (2)  Is  the  injury  alleged 
of  such  a  character  as  to  warrant  the  exer- 
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else  of  the  equity  power  of  the  court?  And 
(3)  is  such  in  jury,  in  fact,  threatened  or  be- 
ing done? 

Aa  to  the  question  of  non-Joinder  of  par- 
ties plaintiff,  that  is  not  properly  in  issue 
on  an  application  for  an  injunction  against 
the  acts  of  a  stranger  to  the  property  threat- 
ened with  injury.  A  party  may  intervene  to 
protect  by  injunction  his  own  interests,  as 
well  as  the  interests  of  his  co-tenants.  But, 
if  this  were  otherwise,  the  deeds  to  plaintiflT 
introduced  in  evidence  on  the  hearing  cover 
all  the  interests  of  each  of  those  persons  in 
each  of  the  three  claims  alleged  by  the  plain- 
tiff to  belong  to  him,  except  said  W.  B.  '^ey' 
burn,  who  is  not  shown  to  have  any  interest 
in  either  of  said  claims;  and  from  the  evi- 
dence there  appears  to  be  no  ground  for  such 
claim. 

We  may  first  inquire,  then,  as  to  whether 
the  plaintiff  has  shown  sufficient  to  give  liim 
a  standing  in  court.  This  case  seems  to  liave 
been  tried,  in  part  at  least,  upon  the  theory 
and  tacit  understanding  that  prima  facia 
proof  of  the  plaintiff *s  title  was  all,  on  the 
question  of  location,  that  need  be  shown 
in  such  a  case  as  this.  After  some  evidence 
had  been  put  in  by  the  plaintiff  tending  to 
sliow  the  validity  of  his  location  of  the  Apex 
claim  the  court  asked:  '*  Are  you  gentlemen 
going  into  matters  showing  everything  which 
goes  to  show  a  valid  location?  Plaintiff's 
Counsel.  We  do  not  want  to.  Defendant's 
Counsel.  We  do  not  either.  Plaintiff's 
Counsel.  We  just  propose  to  make  a  prima 
facie  case, " — and  passed  immediately  from 
tlie  subject  of  the  Apex  location  (which  to 
that  point  had  been  the  subject  of  the  evidence) 
to  the  location  of  the  Kambler.  This  may 
not  be  considered  as  a  stipulation  releasing 
the  plaintiff  from  the  obligation  to  introduce 
further  evidence  on  the  location  of  the  Apex, 
or  that  the  evidence  already  in  made  a  prima 
facie  case  of  location;  but  it  seems  to  express 
the  mutual  understanding  between  the  court 
and  the  counsel  on  either  side  as  to  the  theory 
and  rule  of  law  on  which  the  case  was  to  be 
heard  and  determined,  and  may  well  have 
had  an  effect  in  restricting  the  amount  of  ev- 
idence which  either  side  might  deem  neces- 
sary after  making  tk  prima  facie  case. ,  It  is 
not  to  be  presumed  that  the  defendant,  on  a 
preliminary  motion,  and  especially  under  such 


circumstances,  would  introduce  all  Che  evi« 
dence  he  would  on  the  trial.  From  a  review 
of  the  plaintiff's  evidence  up  to  the  close  of 
the  examination  of  John  Gill  this  theory  was 
evidently  relied  on;  but  afterwards,  how- 
ever, the  plaintiff  returned  to  the  subject  of 
the  location  of  the  Apex,  introduced  Michael 
Gibbons,  John  M.  Burke,  W.  Clayton  Miller, 
J.  M.  Porter,  C.  D.  Porter,  and  other  wit^ 
nesses  as  to  the  facts  of  locations,  as  to  the 
character  of  the  ledge  claimed  in  the  Apex. 
Its  outcrop  within  the  Apex  lines,  the  <^ar- 
acter  of  the  material  as  to  ore,  its  appearance 
or  non-appearance  in  the  shaft  sunkfxom  the 
surface  of  the  Apex,  the  dip  of  the  nnder- 
ground  veins,  and  the  relation  of  the  ledge 
claimed  for  the  Apex  with  the  defendanrs 
drifts  beyond  the  west  side  line  of  the  Sierra 
Nevada,  and  on  other  points.  Much  of  this 
evidence  was  controverted  by  the  witnesses 
of  the  defendant,  and  some  of  it  was  corrob- 
orated; but,  on  the  whole,  the  weight  of  the 
testimony  seems  to  be  in  favor  of  the  validity 
of  the  plaintiff's  locations.  He  certainly 
makes  a  strong  prima  facie  case,  covering 
his  surface  locations,  and,  of  course,  to  the 
vein  in  the  Apex,  whatever  it  may  be,  and 
wherever  it  may  ran  or  dip.  The  defendant, 
in  its  brief,  says:  "The  plaintiff  should  es- 
tablish his  title  to  the  surface  ground  under 
which  he  claims,  which,  to  say  the  least,  is 
very  doubtful  upon  the  showing.**  This  is 
the  defendant's  view  after  the  evidence  is  all 
in.  It  must  be  noted  that  the  plaintiff  is  in 
possession  of  his  claim,  and  the  presumption 
is  that  his  possession  is  lawful,  and  the  bur- 
den is  on  the  defendant  to  repel  such  pre- 
sumption, and  also  that  one  object  of  this 
action  is  to  settle  the  question  of  that  right. 
In  the  cross-bill  the  defendant  demands  that 
it  shall  be  settled.  The  action  of  the  judge,  or 
of  either  of  the  judges,  before  whom  this  mo- 
tion has  been  considered,  did  not  aifect,  or 
tend  to  affect,  that  settlement.  The  j  udges  had 
no  authority  to  do  that.  The  fact  of  the  plain- 
tiff's compliance  with  the  law,  or  his  non- 
compliance, is  a  question  of  fact  only,  to  he 
determined  on  the  trial  of  the  case.  If,  then, 
after  all  this  preliminary  proof  on  both  sides 
is  in,  the  question  is  pronounced  by  the  de- 
fendant as  "doubtful  upon  the  showing,"  the 
status  of  the  plaintiff  as  a  proper  par^  to 
demand  the  preservation  of  the  property  he 
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iscontending  for  is  practicallj  conceded.  But 
without  sach  concession  the  law  insures  such 
light  to  the  plaintiff. 

We  maj  then  inquire  as  to  the  character  of 
the  injury  alleged.  By  section  4288,  Hev. 
8t.  Idaho,  subds.  1-^,  it  is  provided  that  an 
injunction  may  be  granted  ''(1)  when  it 
appears  by  the  complaint  that  the  plaintiff  is 
entitled  to  the  relief  demanded,  and  such  re- 
lief* or  any  part  thereof,  consists  in  restrain- 
ing the  commission  or  continuance  of  the  act 
complained  of,  either  for  a  limited  period  or 
perpetually;"  and  "(2)  when  it  appears  by 
the  complaint  or  afUdavit  that  the  commis- 
sion or  continuance  of  some  act  during  the 
litigation  would  produce  waste,  great  or  ir- 
reparable injury  to  the  plaintiff;  (3)  when 
it  appears  during  litigation  that  the  defend- 
ant is  doing  ♦  *  ♦  some  act,  in  viola- 
tion of  the  plaintiff^s  riglits,  respecting  the 
subject  of  the  action,  and  [having  a]  tenden- 
cy to  render  the  judgment  ineffectual. ''  The 
statute  seems  to  be  framed  to  meet  the  case 
of  such  an  injury  as  is  here  complained  of. 
The  subject-matter  of  tlie  litigation  is  a  mine, 
which  is  valuable  only  for  the  mineral  it  con- 
tains. To  remove  that  mineral  is  certainly 
waste,  and  waste  is  one  ground  for  the  issu- 
ance of  this  writ.  It  is  also  great  injury; 
and  that  is  another  ground,  whether  it  be  rep- 
arable or  not.  Irreparable  injury  is  still  an- 
other ground,  disjoined  in  the  statute  from 
the  other  grounds.  To  remove  the  ore  from 
the  mine,  and  leave  but  a  worthless  shell  to 
be  contended  for,  would  certainly  have  a 
''tendency  to  render  ineffectual''  any  judg- 
ment which  the  plaintiff  might  recover. 
Conceding  the  plaintiff's  rights  to  his  mining 
claim  and  to  the  ledge  to  be  as  stated  in  the 
complaint,  it  cannot  be  argued  that  con- 
tinuing to  remove  the  ore  from  the  mine  is 
not  waste  of  the  property,  nor  that  such  acts 
do  not  constitute  gpreat  damage,  nor  that  to 
do  so  does  not  tend  to  render  a  judgment  in 
his  favor  ineffectual.  The  chief  argument 
of  the  defendant  is  that  the  defendant  Is 
solvent,  and  abundantly  able  to  pay  any  dam- 
age which  may  be  found  against  it.  But 
even  on  this  point  the  case  is  against  the  de- 
fendant. The  complaint  states  that  the  de- 
fendant is  a  foreign  corporation.  That  is 
admitted.  Also,  positively,  that  it  is  in- 
solvent.   That  is  only  denied  on  information 


and  belief.  There  was  no  evidence  given  on 
the  subject  at  the  hearing.  Hence  that  al- 
legation of  a  fact  in  the  case,  except  for  the 
purposes  of  pleading  only,  must  be  taken  as 
unanswered.  On  the  whole,  upon  this  point, 
it  may  well  be  questioned  whether  the  plain- 
tiff has  not  fully  shown  that  the  injury,  if 
consummated,  will  be  irreparable.  But, 
whether  it  be  fully  shown  or  not,  the  other 
statutory  grounds,  as  we  have  seen,  are  suf- 
ficient to  authorize  him  to  claim  an  injunc- 
tion. 

We  may  then  turn  to  the  main  and  last  con- 
sideration in  this  case,  and  inquire  whether 
the  evidence  taken  shows  that  the  Injury 
complained  of  is  in  fact  being  done.  We  have 
before  said  ihdX,  prima  facte ^  a  miner  is  con- 
fined within  the  boundary  lines  of  his  claim. 
Section  2322,  Rev.  St.  U.  S.,  provides,  among 
other  things,  that  the  owner  of  a  mining 
claim  "shall  have  the  exclusive  right  of  })os- 
session  and  enjoyment  of  all  the  surface  in- 
cluded within  the  lines  of  their  locations, 
and  of  all  veins,  lodes,  and  ledges  throughout 
their  entire  depth,  the  top  or  apex  of  which 
lies  inside  of  such  surface  lines  extended 
downward  vertically,  although  such  veins, 
lodes,  or  ledges  may  so  far  depart  from  a  per- 
pendicular in  their  course  downward  as  to 
extend  outside  the  vertical  side  lines  of  such 
surface  locations."  The  claim  of  the  defend- 
ant is  that  the  veins  of  ore  on  which  the  de- 
fendant admits  it  is  working  are  veins,  the 
top  or  apex  of  which  lies  inside  of  the  side 
lines  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  claim.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  plaintiff  avers  that  the  apex  of 
such  veins  is  not  within  the  side  lines  of  the 
Sierra  Nevada  claim,  and  hence  that  the  de- 
fendant has  no  right  to  follow  it  within  the 
plaintiff's  lines.  His  theory  is  that  the  true 
apex  of  the  lode  is  in  his  Apex  claim,  and 
that  its  strike  is  nearly  at  right  angles  with 
the  western  side  line  of  the  Sierra  Nevada 
claim,  and  that  the  dip  of  the  vein  matter 
is  more  to  the  south  than  is  claimed  by  the 
defendant.  But  the  plaintiff  also  urges 
that,  wherever  the  apex  of  this  vein  may 
be,  or  if  it  have  no  apex  at  all,  but  is  simply 
a  blanket  vein,  if  its  apex  be  not  between 
the  defendant's  side  lines,  the  defendant  has 
no  right  to  follow  it  into  the  plaintiff's 
grounds,  or  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
claims  of  which  the  plaintiff  is  in  posses- 
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sion.  That  la  a  proper  oonstruction  of  the 
law.  The  defendant's  right  to  that  ore,  if 
he  have  auch  right,  must  be  based  solely 
upon  the  fact  that  the  vein  has  its  ai^ex  with- 
in its  own  side  lines.  The  difficulty  in  de- 
termining this  matter  is  greatly  increased  by 
the  fact  that  no  up-raises  upon  the  vein  are 
shown  to  have  been  made  by  the  defendant 
to  determine  its  apex,  or  to  show  its  dip  or 
trend.  No  shafts  have  been  sunk  on  any  of 
the  ground  in  question,  except  it  be  the  shaft 
in  the  Apex  claim,  which  penetrated  the 
workings  of  the  d^endant.  Considerable 
evidence  has  been  produced,  mostly  (unless 
we  except  the  evidence  of  the  Apex  shaft, 
and  diagrams  and  plats  of  defendant's  work- 
ings) of  a  speculative  character.  There  is  in 
that  evidence  much  conflict  on  material 
points.  But,  considering  all  of  the  witnessoi 
of  equal  credibility,  the  circumstances  undei 
which  their  knowledge  was  obtained,  anc) 
the  probabilities  of  their  correct  understand* 
ing  of  the  facts,  throws  light  upon  many  oi 
these  apparent  discrepancies;  and  the  act- 
ual measurements  and  plats  of  skillful  en- 
gineers show  controlling  facts,  in  view  of 
which  the  oral  evidence  must  be  understood, 
and  erroneous  theories  must  be  corrected. 
Tlie  courses  of  the  surface  lines  of  these  sev- 
eral claims  require  careful  attention.  The 
fact  that  the  Sierra  Nevada  claim  has  been 
relocated  and  swung  around  from  its  original 
location  has  little  or  no  bearing  upon  what  is 
here  tlie  main  question.  We  are  to  consider 
the  claim  as  it  now  is. 

It  is  proved  beyond  a  question  that  the 
plaintiff  sunk  a  shaft  from  about  midway 
between  the  side  lines  of  the  Apex  claim, 
and  near  the  eastern  end  liiie,  in  what  is  de- 
scribed as  '*leiige  matter,"  consisting  of 
quartzite,  talc,  and  some  ore,  at  a  considera- 
ble deflection  to  the  south  from  a  vertical 
line,  following  the  dip  of  this  so-called  "ledge 
matter"  in  its  several  variations,  but  always 
inclining  to  the  south,  a  distance  of  about 
150  feet,  and  was  led  thereby  upon  and  into 
the  under-ground  workings  of  the  defendant; 
that  such  shaft,  in  its  descent,  when  the  de- 
fendant's work  was  struck,  had  passed  be- 
yond the  side  line  of  the  Apex  claim,  a  con- 
siderable distance  into  the  Rambler  grounds; 
that  in  the  descent  the  plaintiff  found  some 
ore  before  reaching  the  defendant's  works, 


and  had  put  some  in  sacks  before  reaching 
the  lagging  over  the  defendant's  tunnel. 
This  so-called  ''ledge  matter"  is  testified  to 
as  continuous.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the 
ore  which  the  defendant  was  tunneling  and 
stoping  out  was,  in  character,  carbonate  and 
galena.  "Witness  Gibbons.  Question.  State 
from  your  observation  as  to  the  quality  of 
the  ore.  Answer.  It  was  carbonate,  I  said.** 
This  does  not  seem  to  be  controverted,  and 
the  fact  may  bear  upon  the  question  of  apex 
or  dip;  for  it  is  a  matter  of  common  knowl- 
edge that  carbonate  ores  are  sometimes  found 
in  blanket  veins  without  apices  or  dips.  The 
extraordinary  width  of  this  mineral  belt  or 
zone— extending,  as  all  concede,  often  to 
many  hundreds  of  feet — is  unusual,  and 
hardly  conceivable  in  a  fissure  vein;  also  its 
position,  almost  horizontal,  at  least  in  the 
claims  in  question.  All,  taken  together,  may 
raise  strong  doubts,  in  the  absence  of  actual 
demonstration,  of  its  being  in  its  main  breadth 
a  fissure  vein  at  all.  If  th.it  were  so,  it 
would  be  an  end  to  the  controversy  between 
the  parties,  and  the  injunction  should,  of 
course,  issue.  But  the  case  is  presented  as 
concerning  a  fissure  vein  only,  with  the  usu- 
al apices  and  dips;  and  so  we  must  consider  it, 
by  the  light  given  us  by  the  evidence.  In  ex- 
amining the  maps  and  diagrams  in  the  case, 
our  attention  is  at  once  called  to  the  fact, 
from  the  map  of  the  defendant,  (Exhibit  X,) 
that  the  mean  dip  of  the  vein  in  the  grounds 
claimed  by  the  plaintiff,  corresponding,  also, 
mainly  to  the  evidence  of  the  witness,  is 
south,  5  degrees  west.  The  north  side  line 
of  the  Apex  claim  runs  south,  82  degrees  30 
minutes  east.  Hence  such  dip  is  only  2}  de- 
grees east  of  a  right  angle  with  that  side  line 
of  the  Apex  claim,  or  nearly  at  right  angles 
with  it.  The  lead  of  the  vein  as  claimed  by 
the  defendant  on  that  map  seems  by  inspec- 
tion to  be  about  north,  from  5  to  10  degrees 
east;  so  that  the  average  dip,  as  the  defend- 
ant claims  it,  would  deflect  from  the  lead  of 
the  Sierra  Nevada  ledge  something  less  than  5 
degrees, — possibly  not  at  alL  it  was  stated 
on  the  arcfumeiit,  and  not  controverted,  and 
as  we  think  the  rule  is,  that  the  true 
average  dip  of  a  vein  is  always  at  right  an« 
gles  to  the  lead ;  and,  if  the  veins  so  being 
worked  by  the  defendant  are  really  dips  from 
the  Sierra  Nevada  claim  or  lead,  it  is  difficult 
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to  batmonize  these  principles  and  facts.  But 
tbey  do  all  harmonize  with  the  claim  and 
tbeorj-  of  the  plaintifiF.  To  comply  with  the 
defendant's  theory,  the  average  true  dip 
Bboald  be  west,  and  perhaps  some  degrees 
north  of  west,  or  at  least  90  degrees  from 
what  it  is  shown  to  be  on  the  map,  and  also 
as  stated  by  the  witnesses. 

The  following  diagram,  drawn  from  the 
exhibits,  mostly  of  the  defendant,  will  tend 
Btill  further  to  illustrate  the  facts  in  the  case: 


Tannel  A  is  a  working  tunnel,  and  some 
distance  below  the  plane  of  the  mineral  and 
of  the  tunnels  upon  the  ore.  All  the  tun- 
nels, B,  O,  D,  £,  are  claimed  by  the  defend- 
ant to  enter  on  the  outcrop  of  the  ledge;  but 
the  elevations  marked  on  Exhibit  X  show 
that  such  outcrop  is  not  an  apex  or  crest  of 
a  vein  dipping  laterally  from  it,  but  that  it 
is  an  outcrop  on  the  mountain  side  of  a 
mineral  deposit,  nearly  horizontal  in  position, 
bat  rising  slightly  as  it  recedes  into  the  hill, 
and  at  right  angles  with  a  line  formed  by  the 
mouths  of  these  tunnels.  AH  these  tunnels 
run  on  the  foot  wall,  or  rather  on  the  bed- 
rock or  floor  of  the  ore  deposits.  Here  there 
can  be  no  dispute  as  to  the  respective  eleva- 
tions of  the  mineral  at  the  points  named. 
The  elevation  of  the  bottom  of  the  mouth  of 
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tunnel  B  is  8,415  feet.  At  its  face,  in  the 
Rambler  claim,  it  is  3,419  feet, — a  rise  of  4 
feet.  The  elevation  at  the  mouth  of  tunnel 
C,  distant  from  B  about  150  feet,  is  8,438 
feet.  At  a  point  a  little  over  200  feet  west, 
where  the  measurement  was  taken,  its  ele- 
vation is  8,441  feet, — a  rise  of  8  feet.  Tun- 
nel D,  at  its  mouth,  is  3,449  feet.  At  about 
150  feet  west,  its  elevation  is  8,454  feet, — a 
rise  of  5  feet.  At  a  point  near  the  south- 
east corner  of  the  Apex  claim,  it  falls  to 
8,448  feet, — a  depression  of  1  foo^  below 
its  mouth,  about  250  feet  distant.  The  ele- 
vation of  tunnel  E  at  its  mouth  is  8,469  feet. 
In  about  100  feet  it  descends  to  3,467  feet, 
and  in  about  60  feet  further  rises  to  8,472, 
or  to  a  plane  8  feet  above  its  mouth.  It  is 
admitted  on  the  argument  that  the  water 
from  these  workings  of  the  defendant  flows 
out  at  the  mouths  of  these  tunnels.  When 
we  consider  that  these  tunnels  are  practical- 
ly almost  parallel  with  each  other,  and  run- 
ning nearly  west,  it  seems  impossible  to  con- 
clude that  these  deposits  of  ores  in  anyway 
dip  from  anything  yet  shown  in  the  Nevada 
claim.  They  all  rise  upward  from  the  entire 
Sierra  Nevada  system,  whatiever  its  forma- 
tion may  be. 

But,  further  considering  the  tunnel  devel- 
opments, there  is  not  one  of  them  that  does 
not  leave  the  line  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  out- 
crop, practically,  at  right  angles  to  it. — each, 
as  testified  by  the  defendant's  witnesses, 
upon  a  vein  of  mineral,  and  pursuing  an  al- 
most due  westerly  course;  tunnel  B,  at  least, 
running  over  600  feet, — and  all  ending  among 
the  stopes,  uniting  these  tunnels  at  their 
westerly  ends.  Not  one  tunnel  indicates  a 
lead  in  the  direction  of  what  the  defendant 
claims  as  the  apex  of  its  mining  claim;  but 
all  of  them  do  indicate  an  extension  of  the 
mineral  belt  or  zone  westerly,  at  almost 
right  angles  from  the  defendant's  outcrops, 
longitudinally  with  the  side  lines  of  plain- 
tiff's claims,  through  and  westerly  of  the 
point  reached  by  the  plaintiff's  shaft,  from 
what  is  called  the  "discovery  point"  of  the 
Apex  claim,  the  bed-rock  or  floor  of  the 
whole  system  rising  slightly  from  the  out- 
crop on  the  Sierra  Nevada  as  the  system, 
zone,  or  mineral  belt  and  the  defendant's 
tunnels  reach  to  the  westward.  Another  fact, 
heretofore  mentioned,  has  proof  positive  in 
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the  several  elevations  of  these  tunnels,  name- 
ly, that  the  dip  of  the  floor  of  this  mineral 
belt  or  zone  is  from  north  to  south.  The 
elevation  at  the  mouth  of  tunnel  B  is  3,415 
feet  One  hundred  and  fifty  feet  northerly,  at 
the  mouth  of  C,  the  rise  is  23  feet.  At  D, 
125  feet  further,  the  rise  is  11  feet.  From 
D  to  C,  100  feet  further  north,  it  is  20  feet, 
bo  that  the  rise  from  B  to  G-~a  distance,  by 
inspection  of  the  map,  of  about  375  feet--- 
crossing  this  mineral  belt,  is  54  feet;  and  as 
far  west  as  these  tunnels  go  along  this  belt 
the  same  relations  in  the  elevations  of  tl)e 
southern  portions  seem  to  be  maintained. 
This  also  corroborates  the  evidence  of  some 
of  the  witnesses,  and  is  consistent  with  plain- 
tiff's claim. 

From  these  and  other  like  facts,  it  seems 
to  us  as  plain  that  defendant  shows  no  reason 
whatever  to  justify  it  in  extending  its  worlcs, 
and  extracting  tlie  ore  in  this  mineral  ground 
west  ot  its  own  side  line  of  the  Sierra  Nevada 
claim,  and  within  the  boundary  lines  of  the 
plaintiff's  mining  claim.  The  order  denying 
the  injunction  should  be  overruled,  and  a 
temporary  injunction  should  issue,  as  prayed 
in  the  complaint.    It  is  so  ordered. 

Beatty,  C.  J.,  {specially  concurring,) 
Upon  the  record  we  have  in  this  matter, 
were  it  a  hearing  upon  the  merits,  I  would 
hesitate  to  agree  to  a  reversal;  for,  from  the 
examinations  I  have  been  able  to  make  of  the 
testimony,  I  think  its  weight  seems  to  be  with 
the  defendant.  This,  however,  is  not  to  set- 
tle the  title  to  the  ground  in  controversy,  but 
only  to  preserve  its  value  until  that  title  can 
be  settled  upon  full  hearing.  Admitting  the 
defendant  is  right,  the  inconvenience  to  it 
from  an  injunction  will  be  less  than  would 
be  the  damage  to  plaintiff  should  he  prove  to 
be  right.  Always,  in  questions  of  injunction 
on  the  working  of  mines,  the  doubt  should 
be  resolved  in  favor  of  granting  the  writ. 
There  is  evidence  for  and  against  plaintiff's 
claim  of  a  ledge  in  his  Apex  ground,  and  in 
the  shaft  therein ;  but  the  undisputed  fact, 
which  with  me  is  almost  controlling,  is  that 
the  various  workings  of  the  Sierra  Nevada 
show  a  nearly  flat  vein,  with  a  much  more 
decided  dip  to  the  south  than  to  the  west, 
which  so  far  sustains  plaintiff's  theory  that 
the  vein  runs  easterly  and  westerly,  instead 


of  mere  northerly  and  southerly,  aa  defendant 
claims.  At  the  same  time  it  must  be  admit- 
ted that,  from  all  the  facts  before  us»  the 
general  course  of  the  great  principal  vein 
through  the  country,  for  miles,  is  as  defend- 
ant holds.  Whether  that  dip  to  the  south 
may  be  from  some  dislocation  of  the  Iedge» 
from  neighboring  dikes,  or  other  causes, — 
may  be  a  part  of  another  cross-ledge, — 1  do 
not  undertake  to  answer.  The  simple  fact 
is,  it  is  there;  and,  until  clearly  explained  aa 
only  the  result  of  some  dislocation  of  the 
ledge,  and  not  its  true  dip,  I  ihink  plaintiff 
should  be  protected.  I  do  not  agree  to  any 
suggestion  that  these  workings  are  a  part  of 
a  wide  vein,  on  the  zone  theory.  While  it 
may  so  prove,  I  do  not  think  the  facts  before 
us  so  show;  and  I  will  not  indulge  in  any 
theory.  My  concurrence  in  reversing  the 
order  refusing  the  plaintiff  an  injunction  is 
based  alone  upon  the  reasons  I  have  here 
stated. 

Sweet,  J.,  {diasenting.)  The  plaintiff  is 
the  owner  of  what  is  termed  the  **  Apex  Min- 
ing Property,"  situated  in  Yreka  mining  dis- 
trict, Shoshone  county,  Idaho.  This  property 
is  composed  of  three  claims,  called  the  *'Tip 
Top, "  •*  Apex,  *•  and  "liambler."  The  defend- 
ant, a  corporation,  is  the  owner  of  the  Sier- 
ra Nevada  mining  claim.  The  properties  of 
plaintiff  and  defendant  join,  the  three  first- 
named  claims  lying  along  the  west  side  line 
of  the  Sierra  Nevada.  Plaintiff  asks  that  a 
writ  be  issued,  restraining  the  defendant 
from  mining  and  extracting  ore  from  with- 
in the  grounds  of  the  Rambler  mining  claim. 
Defendant  admits  tiiat  it  is  extracting  ore 
from  within  the  lines  of  the  Rambler,  but 
avers  that  it  has  a  lawful  right  so  to  do,  by 
reason  of  the  alleged  fact  that  in  crossing  the 
west  side  line  of  the  Sierra  Nevada,  and  en- 
tering the  ground  of  the  Rambler,  it  is  fol- 
lowing a  vein  upon  its  dip,  the  apex  of  which 
is  wiihin  the  boundary  lines  of  the  Sierra 
Nevada.  Plaintiff  admits  that,  if  defendant 
is  following  a  vein  upon  its  dip,  the  apex  of 
which  lies  within  the  defendant's  lines,  it 
has  a  perfect  right  so  to  do,  but  avers  that 
defendant  is  not  following  the  vein  upon  its 
dip,  but  upon  its  strike,  it  la  conceded  by 
counsel  that  the  vein  in  controversy  is  situ- 
ated on  or  is  a  part  of  the  great  mineral  ledge 
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or  vein  beginning  with  the  Sullivan,  in  Milo 
gulch,  and  extending  to  the  Eureka,  in  Gov- 
ernment gulch,  aditttance  of  about  two  miles. 
Both  sides  appeal  to  the  same  authorities,  the 
same  cases»  and,  one  may  almost  say,  to  the 
same  facts.  Maps  have  been  filed  and  wit- 
nesses have  been  examined  touching  every 
phase  of  the  controversy;  but,  after  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  entire  matter,  partly 
from  the  evidence  and  partly  from  the  maps, 
adcnowledged  by  both  parties  to  be  correct,  I 
ilnd  myself  unable  to  assent  to  nearly  all  the 
condttsions  presented  in  the  opinion  just  ren- 
dered, and  beiieve  it  to  be  my  duty  to  dissent 
from  the  same  at  some  length. 

If  the  general  strike  or  trend  of  the  vein  is 
in  an  easterly  and  westerly  direction,  it  must 
necessarily  cross  the  side  lines  of  the  Sierra 
Nevada  on  its  strike;  and,  if  it  so  crosses  the 
Sierra  Nevada  on  its  strike,  it  must  pass 
through  the  Apex  property  on  its  strike,  and 
its  true  dip  would,  under  the  showing  made, 
be  to  the  south.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
general  strike  or  trend  of  the  vein  is  north 
and  south,  and  admitting  that  it  crosses  the 
bierra  Nevada  in  a  north-westerly  and  south- 
easterly direction,  then,  as  a  matter  of  coarse 
and  as  a  matter  of  fact,  its  true  dip  could 
not  be  ^ther  to  the  north  or  south.  It  must 
be  either  to  the  east  or  west,  or  to  the  south- 
vest  or  north-east,  depending  upon  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  th4>re  is  considerable  vari- 
ation in  the  vein  from  a  direct  course  of 
north  and  south.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me 
to  deal  extensively  with  the  authorities  cited, 
for  the  reason  that  no  serious  legal  proposi- 
tions are  in  dispute.  As  before  stated,  it  is 
almost  entirely  a  question  of  fact;  certain 
legal  propositions  being,  perliaps,  more  or 
kM  involved. 

I  cannot  assent  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  defendant  to  show  that  plain- 
tiff is  not  the  owner  of  the  surface  ground 
embraced  within  the  lines  of  the  Rambler. 
I  believe  the  correct  determination  of  this 
phase  of  the  question  to  be  as  follows :  Plain- 
tiff must  show,  by  a  preponderance  of  evi- 
dence, that  he  is  entitled  to  the  writ  asked 
for  by  reason  of  his  ownership  of  the  ground, 
and  must  also  prove  his  ownership  of  the 
ground  by  a  preponderance  of  testimony. 
Having  established  his  title  to  the  Rambler, 
(sufficiently,  at  least,  for  the  purposes  of  this 


action,)  and  thus  becoming  the  legal  owner, 
prima  facie,  of  all  ore  found  within  its 
boundary  lines,  it  would  devolve  upon  da- 
fendant  to  show  by  a  prepondmrane*  of  testi- 
mony that  it  was  authorized  to  crosa  ita  own 
side  line  into  the  ground  of  the  Rambler.  I 
am  therefore  disposed  to  consider  the  right 
of  the  defendant  to  enter  the  ground  of  the 
Rambler  solely  from  two  stand-points:  First, 
and  principally,  as  to  whether  ddendant  is  fol- 
lowing the  Sierra  Nevada  vein  upon  its  dip; 
and,  aecondt  the  validity  of  the  Rambler  lo- 
cation,— the  latter  question  being  hereinafter 
discussed,  from  the  stand-point  raised  by 
counsel  for  plaintiff,  upon  what  must  be 
termed  a  theory  of  the  case,  but  a  theory 
that  has  been  implicitly  accepted  and  relied 
upon  in  the  decision  just  rendered. 

The  court  in  this  instance  would  not,  of 
course,  try  the  title  to  the  surface  ground  of 
either  of  the  properties  involved.  It  would 
devolve  upon  the  plaintiff,  however,  to  show, 
prima  facist  a  valid  location;  and  this  must 
depend,  first,  upon  a  valid  discovery,  other- 
wise plaintiff  would  simply  appear  on  behalf 
of  the  United  States  to  enjoin  the  defendant 
from  mining  in  ground  that  did  not  belong 
to  it,  or  from  unlawfully  following  its  vein 
beyond  its  side  lines.  Such  a  position  is  not 
assumed  by  plaintiff,  but  reliance  Is  placed 
upon  the  prima  facie  discovery. 

Plaintiff  seems  to  rely  upon  two  theories, 
as  nearly,  at  least,  as  I  am  able  to  ascertain 
his  exact  claim.  One  is  that  his  location  is 
based  upon  the  actual  discovery  of  tlie  Sierra 
Nevada  vein,  as  the  term  '*  vein"  is  commonly 
understood,  within  the  lines  of  the  Apex ;  and 
that  the  Sierra  Nevada  location  was  made 
^pon  this  same  vein  as  it  extended  in  an  east- 
<srly  and  westerly  direction  through  the 
ground  covered  by  the  Sierra  Nevada  loca- 
tion. It  is  also  proposed  to  place  this  case 
within  the  rule  laid  down  in  Eureka  Con. 
Min.  Go.  V.  Richmond  Min.  Ck>.,  4  Sawy.  302, 
reprinted  in  9  Morr.  Min.  R.  578.  At  least, 
wliether  plaintiff  relies  upon  the  Eureka  v. 
Richmond  decision  or  not,  the  opinion  pre- 
sented is  based  upon  that  theory.  This  may 
be  due  to  the  fact  that  counsel  for  plaintiff, 
during  his  very  forcible  presentation  of  the 
case,  always  referred  to  the  vein  as  a  zone  or 
belt.  In  the  opinion  rendered,  it  seems  to 
be  treated  as  a  zone  or  belt.    The  conclusion 
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must  be  reached,  not  from  the  evidence  sub- 
mitted in  the  case,  but  from  the  declarations 
of  counsel.  This  theory  is  that  what  has 
heretofore  been  called  a  ''vein,"  extending 
from  the  Sullivan  location  in  Milo  gulch  to 
the  Eureka  location  in  GKivernment  gulch,  is  a 
mineralized  belt  or  zone,  and  that  a  location 
made  on  this  belt  is  a  location  within  the 
law;  and  that,  therefore,  a  location  within 
the  boundary  lines  of  the  Apex  was  valid, 
whether  any  ore  body  located  in  or  extending 
through  this  belt  came  to  the  surface  at  that 
point  or  not.  In  Eureka  Con.  Min.  Go.  v. 
Kichmond  Min.  Ck).,  Justice  Field,  speaking 
for  the  court,  defines  the  meaning  of  the  word 
''lode,*'  as  used  in  the  act  of  congress,  as  fol- 
lows: "But  to  the  practical  miner,  the  As- 
sure and  its  walls  are  only  of  importance  as 
indicating  the  boundaries  within  which  he 
may  look  for  and  reasonably  expect  to  find 
the  ore  he  seeks.  A  continuous  body  of 
mineralized  rock,  lying  within  any  other  well- 
defined  boundaries  on  the  earth^s  surface  and 
under  it,  would  equally  constitute,  in  his  eyes, 
a  lode.  We  are  of  opinion,  tlierefore,  that 
the  term,  as  used  in  the  acts  of  congress,  is 
applicable  to  any  zone  or  belt  of  mineralized 
rock  lying  within  boundaries  clearly  separat- 
ing it  from  the  neighboring  rock.  It  in- 
cludes, to  use  the  language  cited  by  counsel, 
all  deposits  of  mineral  matter  found  tli rough 
a  mineralized  zone  or  belt  coming  from  the 
same  source,  impressed  with  the  same  forms, 
and  appearing  to  have  been  created  by  the 
same  processes." 

Having  defined  a  "lode,"  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  act  of  congress,  to  be,  under  some 
circumstances,  a  zone  or  belt  of  mineral.  Jus- 
tice Field  discusses  the  vein  in  oontroveray 
in  the  Eureka-Iiichmond  Case,  and  says: 
"We  find  that  it  is  contained  within  clearly 
defined  limits,  and  that  it  bears  unmistaka- 
ble marks  of  originating,  in  all  its  parts,  un- 
der the  influence  of  the  same  creative  forces. 
It  is  bounded  (in  the  south  side  for  its  whole 
length,  at  least  so  far  as  explorations  have 
been  made,  by  a  wall  of  quartzite  of  several 
hundred  feet  in  thickness,  and  on  its  north 
side,  for  a  like  extent,  by  a  belt  of  clay  or 
shale  ranging  in  thickness  from  less  than  an 
inch  to  seventy  or  eighty  feet.  At  the  east 
end  of  the  zone,  in  the  Jackson  mine,  the 
quartzite  and  shale  approach  so  closely  as  to 


be  separated  by  a  bare  seam  less  than  an  inch 
in  width.  From  that  point  they  diverge  un- 
til, on  the  surface  in  the  Eureka  mine,  they 
are  about  five  hundred  feet  apart;  and  on 
the  surface  in  the  Kichmond  mine,  about 
eight  hundred  feet.  The  quartzite  had  a  gen- 
eral dip  to  tiie  north  at  an  angle  of  about  45 
degrees,  subject  to  some  local  variation.  As 
the  course  changes,  the  clay  or  shale  is  more 
perpendicular,  having  a  dip  at  an  angle  of 
about  eighty  degrees.  At  some  depth  under 
the  surface  these  two  boundaries  of  the  lime- 
stone, descending  at  their  respective  angles, 
may  come  together.  In  some  of  the  levels 
worked,  they  are  now  only  from  two  to  three 
hundred  feet  apart." 

Thus,  in  the  Eureka  Case,  we  have  a  belt  of 
mineralized  limestone,  lying  between  forma- 
tions of  quartzite  and  shale.  The  ore  is  found 
in  pockets  or  bodies,  regardless  of  any  uni- 
formity in  course,  except  as  to  the  general 
course  of  the  entire  belt.  Justice  Field  also 
defines  a  "lead"  to  be  a  vein  or  seam  or  strata 
indicating  mineral,  and,  followed  by  the 
miner,  takes  him  to  the  body  of  ore  he  seeks. 
Of  course,  it  is  understood  that  this  vein  or 
seam  or  strata  must  be  in  place;  and  by  be- 
ing "in  place"  it  means  that  the  mineralized 
substance,  whatever  it  may  be,  is  presented 
in  a  separate  and  distinct  form  from  that 
which  lies  upon  either  side  of  it;  although, 
perhaps,  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  discovery 
that  both  walls  be  perfectly  defined,  and  the 
vein,  as  a  fissure  vein,  be  perfectly  demon- 
strated. 

Plaintiff  does  not  pretend  that  he  has  a  vein 
of  pay  ore  from  the  surface  in  the  Apex 
ground  to  the  point  where  the  workings  of 
the  Apex  come  in  confiict  with  those  of  the 
Sierra  Nevada.  He  claims  a  seam  of  miner- 
alized talc,  iron,  and  quartzite,  considered  by 
him  as  an  indication  of  ore,  and  that,  as  a 
miner,  he  believed  would  lead  him  to  ore. 
Starting  on  this  seam  at  the  surface,  he  fol- 
lowed it  until  he  reached  the  workings  of  the 
Sierra  Nevada,  and  he  therefore  claims  that 
the  finding  of  ore  justified  his  theory  in  fol- 
lowing the  indications  mentioned.  To  jus- 
tify tlie  location  of  material  of  this  sort  in 
the  mind  of  a  practical  miner,  and  in  the 
absence  of  knowledge  on  his  part  that  he 
would  find  a  body  of  ore  by  sinking  the  shaft, 
whether  he  had  indications  of  mineral  or  not. 
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it  is  doubtful  if  he  would  expend  very  much 
money  in  following  such  an  indication,  un- 
less it  lay  between  Wf*ll-detined  walls,  and 
was,  in  fact,  a  fissure  vein.  Then  he  would 
spend  a  large  or  a  small  sum  of  money,  de- 
pending upon  how  strong  the  indications 
were,  and  whether  or  not  he  might  be  an  ad- 
venturesome or  a  very  conservative  miner. 
In  this  case  the  plaintiff  was  bound  to  dis- 
cover the  ore,  because  the  defendant  was  al- 
ready taking  it  from  the  ground  beneath  his 
shaft;  and,  as  a  matter  of  course,  it  was  only 
a  question  of  the  depth  of  the  shaft  until  the 
ore  body  would  be  reached.  I  am  ot  the  opin- 
ion that  this  position  is  not  consistent  with 
the  other  claim  made  by  plaintiff, — ^that  the 
Sierra  Nevarla  is  a  well  and  clearly  defined 
ledge,  extending  in  an  easterly  and  westerly 
direction,  crossing  the  Sierra  Nevada,  and 
entering  the  ground  of  the  Rambler  upon 
the  strike  of  the  vein,  instead  of  upon  its  dip. 
It  is  hardly  possible  that  the  two  conditions 
can  exist.  If  this  entire  quartzite  belt  is  sim- 
ilar to  the  belt  or  zone  described  by  Justice 
FiSLD  in  Eureka  Con.  Min.  Go.  v.  Richmond 
Min.  Co.,  then  the  Sierra  Nevada  can  be  but 
a  pocket  or  chute  of  ore  in  that  belt.  Messrs. 
Burke,  Clement,  and  Porter  agree  that,  in 
examining  the  under-ground  workings  of  the 
Sierra  Nevada,  whatever  its  course  or  dip 
may  be,  they  found  a  perfect  vein,  with  per- 
fect walls,  and  in  the  judgment  of  each  it 
was  a  complete  and  genuine  fissure. 

Again,  the  quartzite  belt  is  not  sufficiently 
defined  by  any  of  the  witnesses  to  authorize 
a  court  in  sending  the  question  to  a  jury  on 
that  issue.  There  must  be  something  more 
to  this  belt  to  make  it  a  mineralized  zone, 
within  Justice  Field's  decision,  than  iron- 
stained  quartzite.  By  the  witnesses  referred 
to,  the  Sierra  Nevada  vein  is  described  as  a 
very  strong  and  powerful  one.  That  it  shou  Id 
stain  the  adjoining  rock  for  a  greater  or  less 
distance  along  its  entire  course  is  not  at  all 
remarkable,  and  would,  perhaps,  be  expected. 
In  defining  the  character  of  this  fissure,  tlie 
witnesses  describe  it  as  being  incased  within 
walls  of  quartzite,  with  a  gangue  between 
the  ore  body  and  the  walls.  The  only  thing 
to  indicate  that  it  is  a  part  of  a  belt  is  that 
both  walls  are  of  quartzite,  and  this  only  dem- 
onstrates that  it  is  not  a  contact  vein. 


To  return  to  the  theory  that  it  is  a  belt  or 
zone  of  mineral,  composed  of  many  veins  and 
deposits,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  no 
witness  has  defined  it.  In  the  Eureka  Case, 
the  mineral  belt,  which  was  held  to  be  a 
zone,  was  confined  within  well-defined  walls 
of  quartzite  and  shale;  and  the  only  thing 
remarkable  about  the  vein  in  that  case  was 
its  extraordinary  width  and  narrowness  at 
different  places.  There  is  no  evidence  what- 
ever as  to  the  well-defined  limits,  or  as  lo 
the  lead  in  question  being  incased  between 
walls  of  any  character.  Proceeding  on  this 
theory,  the  plaintiff  followed  a  seam  composed 
of  talc,  iron,  and  mineralized  quartzite  from 
the  surface  in  the  Apex  to  the  point  where 
he  came  in  conflict  with  the  workings  of  the 
Sierra  Nevada,  within  the  Rambler  lines. 
Plaintiff  had  the  lead,  but  where  did  it  lead 
him?  It  led  him  to  a  body  of  ore.  To 
what  body  of  ore?  To  the  Sierra  Nevada, 
which  had  been  followed  from  the  surface, 
where  the  outcropping  was  plain  and  undis- 
puted, to  the  point  where  plaintiff's  workings 
came  in  contact  with  the  ore.  The  defend- 
ant, to  be  sure,  had  crossed  the  side  line  of 
its  claim;  and  this  brings  us  to  the  second 
phase  of  the  case.  In  crossing  the  side  line, 
was  it  following  the  vein  upon  its  dip,  or 
upon  its  strike?  And  thus  the  two  questions 
of  fact  in  this  very  important  case  are  before 
us. 

In  passing  from  the  belt  or  zone  theory  of 
the  plaintiff,  (if  it  may  be  said  that  the  plain- 
tiff has  any  such  theory,)  which  is,  that  a 
location  anywhere  on  the  belt,  outside  the 
lines  of  any  other  valid  claim,  is  go<xl,  I  can 
state  that,  if  plaintiff  had  established  a  case 
sufiicient  to  bring  the  issue  at  bar  within  the 
rule  laid  down  in  Eureka  Con.  Min.  Co.  v. 
Richmond  Min.  Co.,  this  investigation  would 
assume  more  difficult  proportions.  Within 
the  zone  or  belt  theoiy,  a  location  was  made 
upon  the  Apex  and  Rambler.  The  examina- 
tion of  the  witnesses  shows  that  the  discovery 
amounted  to  iron,  manganese,  and  iron- 
stained  quartzite.  So  far  as  any  evidence 
has  been  introduced  on  the  subject,  such  is 
the  general  character  of  the  entire  mountain. 
Again,  I  say,  whether  this  mountain  is  in 
itself  a  vein,  lying  between  distinct  forma- 
tions and  containing   different   veins  and 
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pockets,  88  in  the  Eureka-Biehmond  Case, 
there  Is  not  sufficient  evidence  to  show;  and* 
unless  it  does  come  within  that  rule,  it  is 
clear  that  no  valid  discovery  was  made  on 
these  claims  lying  to  the  west  of  the  Nevada, 
unless  the  course  of  the  vein  is  east  and  west, 
and  not  north-west  and  south-east.  Under 
the  theory  adopted  in  the  opinion  just  sub- 
mitted, the  location  of  the  Apex  is  valid,  be- 
cause, if  I  correctly  understand  it«  it  is  higher 
on  the  surf^u^  of  the  mountain  than  the  loca- 
tion in  the  Sierra  Nevada.  Carrying  out  this 
theory,  if  the  entire  mountain  is  a  vein,  the 
one  who  finally  locates  on  the  very  summit 
has  the  apex  of  the  vein.  Three  or  four  loca- 
tions of  this  character,  if  such  reasoning  be 
oon-ect,  will  secure  all  the  ore  in  the  Goeur 
d'Alene. 

Defendant  contends  that  the  Sierra  Nevada 
vein,  as  located,  constitutes  a  vein,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  law;  not  as  contemplated 
in  the  Eurdsa-Hichmond  Case,  but  that  it  is 
a  true  and  complete  fissure,  and  in  no  sense 
a  part  or  portion  of  such  a  belt  as  is  defined 
in  said  case.  Each  and  every  witness  testi- 
fied that  this  vein  was  perfect  in  every  par- 
ticular. Its  perfection  and  completeness 
were  emphasized  by  witnesses  supposed  to  be 
interested  with,  or  in  sympathy  with,  both 
plaintiff  and  defendant;  and,  as  already  stat- 
ed, on  all  of  the  evidence  presented,  I  am 
forced  to  the  same  conclusion,  and  think  no 
court  Justified  in  accepting  the  zone  or  belt 
theory  for  any  purpose  whatever.  What  the 
future  may  develop  I  am  not  here  to  decide. 
Plaintiff  and  defendant  agree  that  the  Ne- 
vada vein,  whether  it  be  a  mineralized 
zone  or  belt,  or  a  distinct  fissure  vein,  as 
commonly  understood,  is  a  part  of  the  great 
vein  of  mineral  extending  from  the  Sulli- 
van to  the  Eureka,  a  diistance  of  about 
two  miles.  Both  parties  admit  that  the  true 
dip  of  a  vein  is  at  right  angles  to  its  true 
strike;  and,  as  a  matter  of  course,  the  con- 
verse must  be  true.  If,  therefore,  the  dip 
can  be  obtained,  there  is  no  difiiculty  in 
settling  the  true  strike  or  course  of  the  vein; 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  if  we  can  obtain  the 
true  course  of  the  vein,  it  would  settle  the 
true  dip.  The  parties  to  this  action  agree  up 
to  this  point. 

Plaintiff,  however,  maintains  that  the  true 


dip  can  and  should  be  ascertained  from  the 
workings  within  the  Sierra  Nevada.  The 
defendant  relies  upon  what  the  workings  in 
the  mine  demonstrate,  as  well  as  upon  the 
well-known  course  of  tiie  vein.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  true  dip  of  this  vein  may  be 
more  correctly  ascertained  by  examining  the 
map  showing  the  general  course  of  the  vein 
along  its  entire  known  length,  in  connection 
with  the  workings,  than  by  attempting  to 
settle  it  from  the  dip  in  the  comparatively 
few  feet  exposed  in  the  workings  of  the  Sierra 
Nevada. 

It  is  claimed  by  plaintiff  that  the  general 
course  is  easterly  and  westerly;  and  by  the 
defendant,  that  it  is  north-west  and  south- 
eant.  Plaintiff  urges.  In  vindication  of  his 
theory,  that,  while  the  vein  dips  to  the  south- 
west, it  dips  to  the  south  more  than  to  the 
south-west,  and  that  this  fact  is  demonstrat- 
ed by  the  entire  workings  in  the  Nevada. 
Defendant  admits  that,  at  the  place  indicat- 
ed, the  dip  is  more  to  the  south  than  to  the 
south-west;  but  claims  that,  inasmuch  as  the 
course  of  the  vein  is  in  a  north-westerly  and 
a  south-easterly  direction,  the  dip  to  the  south 
is  but  a  wave  in  the  vein,  for  the  reason  that 
it  is  impossible  for  a  vein  running  north- 
westerly and  south-easterly  to  dip  to  the 
south,  beoMss  the  dip,  as  both  admit,  must 
be  at  right  angles  to  the  tme  eswea.  Mc 
Clement  testified  that  the  course  of  the  vein 
through  the  Nevada  was  north  and  south,  by 
40  deg.  west.  Mr.  Gibbons  testified  that  the 
vein  crosses  the  west  side  line  of  the  Sierra 
Nevada  at  right  angles.  If  this  be  true,  the 
position  taken  by  plaintiff  is  correct.  With- 
out going  into  a  consideration  of  the  evidence 
upon  this  point,  I  must  conclude,  from  the 
croppings,  as  they  appear,  without  dispute, 
along  tlie  surface  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  claim; 
from  the  fact  that  on  a  line  drawn  from  the 
Sullivan  to  the  Eureka  the  general  course  or 
trend  of  this  vein  would  be  north-west  and 
south-east;  from  the  fact  that  it  dips  to  the 
south-west  with  as  much  uniformity  as  to 
the  south, — that  it  cannot  cross  the  west  line 
of  the  Sierra  Nevada  at  right  angles,  and 
that  its  true  dip  would  not  ^  to  the  south, 
notwithstanding  it  may  thus  appear  from  the 
tunnels  now  run  upon  the  foot  wall  within 
the  Nevada  claim. 
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Conceding  that  the  true  oouraeof  this  vein 
is  north-west  and  soath-east,  the  true  dip,  at 
right  angles  with  that  course,  would  be  south- 
west; which  would  certainly  be  parallel  with 
the  Nevada  end  lines,  making  said  end  lines 
practically  at  right  angles  with  the  true 
course  of  the  vein,  and  the  side  lines  substan- 
tially parallel  therewith.  This  conclusion  as 
to  the  dip  and  strike  of  the  vein  is  based  up- 
on taking  into  consideration  the  entire  course 
of  the  Tein  between  the  points  indicated,  the 
statements  of  witnesses,  and  the  admissions 
of  counsel.  I  do  not  believe  the  true  dip  of 
this  vein  can  be  ascertained  from  the  under- 
ground workings  in  any  one  mine  on  its 
course,  at  the  depth  as  yet  attained  by  any 
of  these  properties.  No  doubt  the  entire 
vein  runs  in  waves,  as  it  crosses  gulches  and 
climbs  mountains,  until  it  straightens  up  un- 
tier  the  mountains,  or  passes  beyond  the 
effect  of  surface  disturbaDces. 

My  conclusions  are:  (1)  If  the  vein  in 
question  does  not  oome  within  the  rule  laid 
down  in  the  Eureka-Richmond  Case,  the 
Rambler  location  is  void.  There  is  no  proof 
whatever  that  the  mineralized  belt,  or  por- 
tion of  the  mountain  npon  which  the  Ram- 
bler is  located,  is  incased  within  walls;  or,  in 
other  words,  that  it  constitutes  a  lead,  lode, 
or  vein,  with  the  meaning  of  the  rule  laid 
down  in  the  Eureka-Richmond  Case.  In- 
deed, the  showing  as  to  the  completeness  of 
the  Sierra  Nevada  vein  is  overwhelming; 
and  npon  that  question,  as  the  evidence  now 
stands,  it  would  be  impossible  to  send  the 
issue  to  a  Jury.  (2)  The  true  course  of  the 
vein  being,  in  my  judgment,  north-west  and 
south-east,  it  is  impossible  that  its  true  dip 
could  be  a  little  east  of  south;  and,  as  it  is 
conceded  that  the  vein  crosses  the  south  end 
line  of  the  Nevada,  it  is  impossible  that  it 
should  cross  the  west  side  line  at  right  an- 
gles. Under  the  showing  made,  the  true 
strike  must  be  practically  at  right  angles 
with  the  end  lines  of  the  Nevada.  I  have 
dissented  at  considerable  length,  because  I 
deem  the  conclusions  reached  so  far  from  the 
merits  involved  in  tlie  issue  at  bar  as  to  be 
dangerous  to  the  property  interests  of  the 
community,  in  the  at»ence  of  a  demonstra- 
tion of  Uie  theory  set  forth  and  adopted  in 
the  opiaioQ  Just  tendered.

In  an  actio  a  on  a  promissory  note,  it  ap- 
peared that  plaintiff  wished  defendant  to  manage 
a  mine  whicn  he  was  about  to  purchase,  and  that 
defendant  was  unwilling  to  do  so  without  an  inter- 
est in  it;  that  plaintiff  paid  for  the  mine,  and  had 
it  conveyed  to  them  jointly,  and  took  defendant's 
note  for  half  the  purchase  price,— /leld,  that  parol 
evidence  of  a  contemporaneous  agreement  that  de- 
fendant might  examine  the  mine,  andi,  if  dissatis- 
fied, convey  his  interest  to  plaintiff,  and  the  note 
should  be  canceled,  was  inadmissible,  as  varying 
the  terms  of  the  note.    Be&bt,  J.,  dissenting.

Action  by  H.  Grafton  Dulaney  against 
John  M.  Burke  on  a  promissory  note.  From 
a  judgment  for  plaintiff,  and  from  an  order 
denying  a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  defendant 
appeals.    Affirmed.

The  conveyance  of  the  mining  property  to 
the  defendant  was  not  intend^  as  a  sale, 
but  was  made  by  the  plaintiff  for  a  certain 
purpose  of  his  own,  and  upon  an  under- 
standing with  the  defendant  that  the  land 
was  afterwards  to  be  conveyed  back  in  the 
event  of  certain  contingencies,  and  that  the 
note  was  given  at  the  time  under  sn  agree- 
ment that  it  was  not  to  be  paid.  This  fact 
was  sought  to  be  proven  by  the  defendant, 
and  the  court  below  refused  to  admit  the 
evidence.  The  answer  raises  this  defense 
squarely,  and  in  law  it  was  a  good  defense, 
and  the  refusal  to  receive  the  evidence  was 
error.

A  verbal  contract  made  at  the  time  a  prom- 
issory note  is  executed,  varying  the  terms 
of  the  note,  cannot  be  set  up  to  defeat  a 
suit  on  the  note.

Sweet,  J.  On  August  10, 1883,  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  John  M.  Burke  executed 
and  delivered  a  certain  promissory  note  in 
the  sum  of  $4,308.80,  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum  until  paid,  due 
one  year  after  date,  and  payable  to  H.  Graf- 
ton Dulaney,  or  order.  Before  the  maturity 
of  said  note  defendant,  Burke,  became  a  resi- 
dent of  Idaho  territory,  and  on  the  7th  day  of 
October,  1887,  plaintiff  commenced  an  action 
in  the  district  court  of  Idaho  territory,  first 
judicial  district,  in  and  for  Shoshone  county, 
for  the  collection  of  said  note.  Defendant 
sets  up  as  ft  defense  in  said  action  an  oral 
agreement  made  at  the  time  of,  or  prior  to  the 
execution  of, said  note,  the  substance  of  whicli 
is  as  follows:  "That  plaintiff  was  about 
to  consummate  the  purchase  of  two  min- 
ing claims,  and  desired  the  defendant  to  be- 
come the  superintendent  or  manager  thereof. 
To  this  proposition  defendant  replied  tliat  he 
did  not  care  to  enter  into  such  an  arrange- 
ment, unless  there  was  something  in  it  for 
him.  Plaintiff  thereupon  offered  to  purchase 
tlie  property,  giving  to  defendant  a  one-half 
interest  tlierein,  the  defendant  to  execute  to 
plaintiff  his  promissory  note  for  one-half  the 
purchase  price  of  said  property,  at  the  same 
time  giving  to  defendant  an  opportunity  to 
examine  and  test  said  mining  pro|)erty;  and 
further  agreeing  that  if,  after  such  examina- 
tion, defendant  did  not  desire  to  pay  the  note, 
and  retain  his  interedt  in  the  property,  he 


might  surrender  said  interest  to  plaintiff; 
and  that,  upon  surrendering  this  interest, 
plaintiff  would  canoel  defendant's  note  given 
therefor.  That,  in  accordance  with  this  agree- 
ment, plaintiff  porcliased  the  property,  taking 
a  deed  therefor  in  the  names  of  plaintiff  and 
defendant.  That  afterwards  defendant  did 
examine  and  test  the  mines  thus  purchased, 
and  concluded  that  he  did  not  care  to  retain 
his  interest  in  the  same,  and  notified  plain- 
tiff tliat  lie  was  ready  to  execute  a  deed  in 
favor  of  plaintiff  to  his  interest  in  said  mines 
whenever  plaintiff  would  cancel  said  note. 
Wherefore,  he  prays  judgment  against  plain- 
tiff for  the  cancellation  of  said  note,  and  for 
his  costs,"  etc. 

At  the  trial  defendant  offered  to  prove  said 
agreement,  at  the  same  time  tendering  a  deed 
to  the  property,  and  plaintiff  objected  to  the 
introduction  of  evidence  to  such  effect,  on 
the  ground  that  it  was  an  attempt  to  vary  the 
terms  of  a  written  contract  by  parol  evidence. 
The  offer  thus  made  was  tendered  in  various 
fornxs,  and  always  met  by  the  same  objection; 
and  this  objection,  for  tiie  reason  above  set 
forth,  was  sustained  by  the  court.  The  case 
was  tried  without  a  jury,  and  the  court  gave 
judgment  for  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  $5,692.80. 
Defendant  excepted  to  the  ruling  of  the  court 
in  excluding  the  evidence  by  which  it  was 
proposed  to  prove  the  agreement  before  men- 
tioned; and  the  ruling  thus  made  is  the  error 
assigned  upon  which  defendant  and  appel* 
lant  relies  to  reverse  the  order  of  the  court 
below,  overruling  defendant's  motion  for  a 
new  trial.  Defendant  cites  Schindler  v.  Miihl- 
heiser,  45  Conn..  153,  as  an  authority  in  sup- 
port of  his  interpretation  of  the  law.  Sev- 
eral other  authorities  are  cited  by  appellant, 
more  or  less  in  line  with  the  case  just  referred 
to;  but  unquestionably^hindler  v.  Muhl- 
heiser  is  the  strongest  case  presented  by  the 
appellant  as  tending  to  support  his  claim  in 
the  issue  at  bar.  After  stating  the  facts  in 
this  case,  the  court  reaches  three  separate  and 
distinct  conclusions.  They  are  as  follows: 
'*(!)  'i*he  note  was  given  pursuant  to,  and 
in  fulfillment  of,  an  ante^ent  agreement 
between  the  parties.  (2)  That  agreement 
shows  that  it  was  not  given  as  evidence  of 
any  existing  indebtedness,  but  as  a  means  of 
accomplishing  aa  ulterior  object  wholly  in 
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the  interest  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  plain- 
tiff. (3)  Oonsequently  the  note  was  an  ac- 
commodation note,  the  collection  of  which 
would  operate  as  a  fraud  upon  the  defend- 
ant. **  We  need  not  quote  authorities  to  es- 
tablish the  principle  that  fraud  vitiates  any 
contract.  The  quotation  of  authorities  upon 
this  proposition  is  wholly  unnecessary;  and 
we  repeat  what  has  already  been  decided  over 
and  over  by  every  court  that  ever  considered 
the  question,  and  what  has  been  declared  to 
lie  the  law  by  every  text- writer  discussin^^ 
it,  that  ^ny  contract  may  be  assailed  upon 
the  charge  of  fraud,  mistake,  or  failure  of 
consideration. 

We  will  now  consider  whether  the  case  at 
bar  comes  within  any  of  these  rules,  or  wheth- 
er it  comes  within  the  rule  laid  down  in  the 
case  fii-st  cited.  Defendant  offered  to  prove 
that  the  agreement  was  made  prior  to  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  nota  To  this  extent,  it  bears 
some  resemblance  to  the  first  conclusion 
reached  by  the  court  in  Schindler  v.  Muhlheis- 
er.  But  after  all,  no  contract  can  be  execut- 
ed before  it  is  discussed  in  all  of  its  forms  and 
phases,  and  thoroughly  understood  and  agreed 
on  between  the  parlies;  and  the  execution  of  a 
written  agreement  or  contract,  in  accordance 
with  such  a  discussion,  would  not  l)e  a  fulfill- 
ing of  an  antecedent  agreement.  It  is  simply 
placing  the  agreement  in  writing, and  thereaf- 
ter the  contents  of  the  written  agreement  are 
to  bear  witness  as  to  the  intent  of  the  parties. 
Beyond  this  first  conclusion,  however,  the 
facts  ascertained  by  the  court  in  the  case  cit- 
ed do  not  apply  to  the  matter  at  bar.  It  was 
there  found  that  the  note  was  executed  *'  whol- 
ly in  the  interest  and  for  the  benefit  of  the 
plaintiff."  The  note  having  been  executed 
for  the  benefit  of  the  plaintiff,  it  was  further 
found  to  be  an  ac^^modution  note,  and  that 
its  collection  would  operate  as  a  fraud  upon 
the  defendant.  There  is  nothing  in  this  case 
to  indicate  such  a  condition  of  affairs.  De- 
fendant desired  **a  show  to  make  something 
for  himself."  By  what  course  of  reasoning 
are  we  to  conclude  that  it  was  to  the  benefit 
of  plaintiff  to  pay  defendant's  half  of  the  pur- 
chase price  of  the  property,  and  accept  de- 
fendant's note  therefor?  How  did  that  be- 
come an  accommodation  to  the  plaintiff? 
How  could  plaintiff  perpetrate  a  fraud  upon 
the  defendant  by  advancing  the  latter*s  half 


of  the  purchase  price  of  this  property,  and 
carrying  it  for  him  during  the  time  specified 
in  the  note?  If  we  were  to  speculate  outside 
the  written  conditions  of  the  agreement,  we 
might  say  that  there  was  more  danger  of 
plaintiff  giving  defenilant  an  opportunity  to 
watch  the  development  of  the  mine  for  a  year, 
and  then,  if  the  progress  of  the  work  was  such 
as  to  discourage  its  owners,  permit  him  to  re- 
pudiate the  contract,  then  there  would  be  dan- 
ger of  fraud  upon  tlie  defendant  by  generous- 
ly advancing  the  money  to  carry  his  portion 
of  the  purchase  price. 

Now  let  us  consider  the  conditions  under 
which  parol  evidence  may  be  admitted  to  vary 
the  terms  of  a  promissory  note.  In  Schurmeier 
V.  Johnson,  10  Minn.  819,  (Gil.  252,)  the 
court,  in  discussing  this  question  says:  "It 
is  a  rule  well  settl^  that  in  the  at»ence  of 
fraud  or  mistake  parol  evidence  is  inadmissible 
at  law  or  in  equity  to  vary  a  written  contract. 
Such  a  contract  cannot  be  varied,  explained 
away,  or  rendered  ineffectual  by  parol  proof 
of  any  conversation  or  stipulation  prior  to  or 
contemporaneous  w4th  its  execution.  It  is 
conclusively  presumed  to  set  forth  the  whole 
agreement  of  the  parties,  and  the  extent  and 
manner  of  their  agreement."  Does  defend- 
ant allege  fraud  as  a  reason  why  the  plain 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  note  should  not 
be  executed?  Does  he  aver  a  failure  of  con- 
sideration? Does  he  allege  a  mistake?  These 
are  the  only  grounds  upon  which  the  plain 
and  speci  fie  utterances  of  a  written  agreement 
may  be  assailed  and  set  aside.  Not  one  of 
them  comes  within  the  proof  tendered  by  de- 
fendant at  the  trial.  He  admits  the  execution, 
admits  the  consideration,  admits  the  execu- 
tion  of  the  deed  in  his  own  name,  admits  that 
the  note  calls  for  the  sum  agreed  to  be  paid 
for  the  property.  Clearly,  then,  he  is  not 
within  the  rule  which  authorizes  a  court  to 
set  aside  the  provisions  of  a  written  contract 
upon  the  ground  of  fraud,  mistake,  or  failure 
of  consideration.  What,  then,  does  he  plead  ? 
He  sets  up,  in  effect,  that  the  agreement  is 
not  all  in  writing,  and  asks  permission  to  add 
to  the  contract  signed  by  him  on  August  10, 
1883,  by  inserting  a  condition  concerning 
which  the  contract  is  absolutely  silent.  It  is 
vain  to  say  that  these  offers  do  not  tend  to 
vary  the  terms  of  the  written  agreement.  An 
agreement  for  an  option  to  purchase  this  half

interest  would  have  been  as  different  in  sub- 
stance and  in  effect  from  ttie  agreement  ao- 
tually  before  as  as  it  is  possible  to  make  one 
contract  different  from  another.  Contracts 
cannot  be  added  to  or  taicen  from  in  this  man- 
ner. In  Brown  v.  Spofford,  95  U.  S.  480, 
this  question  is  directly  passed  upon  by  the 
court.  We  quote  from  the  decision:  "Ne- 
gotiable notes  are  written  instruments,  and  as 
such  they  cannot  be  contradicted, nor  can  their 
terms  be  varied  by  parol  evidence.  And  that 
proposition  is  universally  true  where  a  prom« 
issory  note  is  in  the  hands  of  an  iuAOcent 
holder.  Where  a  bill  of  exchange  was  drawn 
in  the  usual  form,  and  was pixiftested  for  non- 
payment, the  court  held  twenty  years  ago  that 
parol  evidence  of  flm  understanding  between 
the  drawer  and  the  party  in  whose  favor  the 
bill  wtts  drawn  was  inadmissible  to  vary  the 
terms  of  the  instrument. "  The  court  then 
states  the  issue  involved  in  Brown  v.  Wiley, 
20  How.  442,  and  approves  the  same.  Fur- 
ther on,  in  the  same  case, (481,)  the  court  say: 
''Attempt  was  made  in  a  leading  case  to  prove 
that  the  payee  agreed  witti  the  indorser  that  if 
he  would  indorse  the  note  he  should  incur  no 
responsibility,  as  the  payment  was  secured  by 
collaterals,  and  when  offered  in  the  circuit 
court  the  evidence  was  admitted;  but  the 
court,  when  the  case  was  brought  here  on  a 
writ  of  error,  reversed  the  judgment,  holding 
that  the  evidence  should  have  been  excluded ;" 
citing  Banks  v.  Dunn,  6  Pet.  51.  Continuing, 
and  on  the  same  page:  ''Decided cases  of  the 
most  authoritative  character  have  determined 
that  parol  evidence  of  an  oral  agreement  al- 
leged to  have  been  made  at  the  time  of  the 
drawing,  making,  or  indorsement  of  a  bill  or 
note,  cannot  lie  admitted  to  vary,  qualify, 
contradict,  add  to,  or  subtract  from,  the  ab- 
solute terms  of  a  written  contract."  Specht 
V.  Howaixl,  16  Wall.  564.  In  the  same  case 
the  court  indorses  the  quotation  already  made 
from  10  Minn.,  in  the  following  language: 
"In  the  absence  of  fraud,  accident,  or  mis- 
take, the  rule  is  the  same  in  equity  as  at  law, 
that  parol  evidence  of  an  oral  agreement  al- 
leered  to  have  been  made  at  the  time  of  the 
drawing,  making,  or  indorsing  a  bill  or  note 
cannot  be  permitted  to  vary,  qualify,  contra- 
dict, add  to,  or  subtract  from,  the  absolute 
terms  of  a  written  contract;''  citing  Forsyth 
V.  Kimball,  91  U.  S.  291. 


Defendant  contends  that  the  payment  of 
this  note  was  dependent  upon  a  condition,  or 
that  its  delivery  was  dependent  upon  a  eon- 
dition,  it  matters  not  which.  There  is  noth- 
ing conditional*about  the  written  agreement. 
It  states  clearly  and  specifically  what  the 
maker  of  the  note  promises  to  do.  There  is 
no  condition  about  it;  and  if  there  was  an 
agreement  entered  into  at  the  time  that  de- 
fendant might  do  something  else  at  his  op- 
tion, it  would  be  a  plain  contradiction  of  the 
termJB  of  the  instrument  itself.  Quoting 
further  from  Brown  v.  Spofford,  (4b2,)  we 
find  a  declaration  directly  upon  this  point: 
"Parol  evidence  of  an  agreement  made  con- 
temporaneously \/ith  a  promissory  note, 
which  contains  an  absolute  promise  to  pay  at 
a  specified  time,  is  not  admissible  in  order  to 
extend  the  time  for  paymenc,  or  to  provide 
for  the  payment  out  of  any  particular  fund, 
or  in  any  other  way  than  that  specified  in 
the  instrument,  or  to  make  the  payment  de- 
pend upon  condition."  Authorities  in  sup- 
port of  this  principle  might  be  continued  in- 
definitely. Those  cited  have  been  referred 
to,  not  so  much  to  establish  the  principle* 
because  it  is  conceded  by  both  parties  in  the 
matter  at  bar,  as  to  show,  from  the  similar- 
ity of  questions  involved  in  the  cases  re- 
ferred to,  the  erroneous  position  taken  by 
defendant.  Therefore,  as  the  evidence  re- 
jected by  the  court  below  tended  to  establish 
an  oral  agreement  different  in  form,  differ- 
ent in  purpose,  and  different  in  effect  from 
the  written  contract  in  issue,  and  as  the  ef- 
fort to  change  those  conditions  is  not  based 
upon  either  a  failure  of  consideration,  fraud, 
or  mistake,  we  hold  that  the  court  below  did 
not  err  in  refusing  to  admit  the  testimony, 
and  that  the  Judgment  must  t>e  affirmed* 

Beattt,  C.  J.,  concurs. 

Berry,  J.,  {dissenting,)  This  is  an  ac- 
tion upon  a  promissory  note,  made  by  the  de- 
fendant to  this  plaintiff  at  Salt  Lake  City. 
Utah,  August  10, 1883,  payable  one  year  aft- 
er date.  The  action  is  between  the  original 
parties  to  the  note.  The  complaint  is  in  the 
usual  form.  The  amended  answer  sets  up 
that  "the  note  mentioned  and  set  forth  in 
the  complaint  was  given  for  the  considem- 
tion  and  under  the  conditions  following,  to- 
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wit:  On  the  lOUi  day  of  Angast,  1883,  the 
plaintiff  had  negotiated  the  purchase  of  the 
two  mining  properties  at,  etc.,  territory  of 
Utah,  being  the  undivided  half  of  the  prop- 
erties known  as  the  'Uve  Yankee'  lode 
claim,  and  the  •  Mary  Ellen  '  lode  claim,  of 
M.  Collen  and  Pennis  Ryan,  and  orally  agreed 
with  this  defendant  that  he  would  purchase 
the  said  properties,  and  give  this  defendant 
the  option  of  becoming  the  owner  of  the  un- 
divided one-sixth  of  each  of  said  claims,  for 
the  same  price  which  plaintiff  paid  for  said 
interests,  to  be  paid  by  the  defendant  to  the 
plaintiff  one  year  after  date,  in  the  event  the 
defendant  should  desire  to  t>ecome  the  owner 
and  purchaser  of  said  interests.  Tlie  defend- 
ant thereupon  agreed  to  accept  such  option 
of  purchase,  and  the  plaintiff  thereupon 
bought  tlie  said  property. "  That  in  the  con- 
summation of  the  purchase  of  said  proper- 
ties, at  the  instance  solely  of  plaintiff,  the 
eonveyance  therefor  was  taken  in  the  Joint 
names  of  plaintiff  and  defendant,  and  plain- 
tiff  requested  defendant  to  give  his  note  for 
his  share  of  the  purchase  price,  the  same  be- 
ing the  sum  of  $4,308.80,  as  set  forth  in  the 
note  declared  to  be  payable  one  year  after  date, 
and  then  and  there  agreed  with  defendant 
that  defendant  could  explore.  waBk«  and  de- 
velop said  jnimimg-HMm;  and  if  at  any  time 
before  the  maturity  of  said  note  defendant 
desired  to  do  so,  he  could  relinquish  said  op- 
tion of  purchase,  and  the  plaintiff  would  can- 
cel said  note,  and  accept  a  reconveyance  of 
the  interests  so  deeded  to  defendant  in  said 
mining  claims  in  full  discharge  of  said  note, 
and  cancellation  thereof,  and  defendant  ac- 
cepted the  conveyance  of  said  claims,  and 
executed  said  note  upon  the  agreement  afore- 
said, and  the  consideration  of  said  note  was 
none  other  or  different.  That  the  defendant, 
pursuant  to  said  agreement,  entered  upon 
and  explored  the  property,  and  within  the 
year  notifled  the  plaintiff  that  he  was  dissat- 
isfied with,  and  declined  to  take,  the  proper- 
ty, relinquished  his  said  option,  and  in  March, 
1884,  notified  ttio  plaintiff  of  these  facts,  '*and 
proffered  his  readiness  and  willingness  to 
convey  the  interest  so  appearing  in  his  name 
upon  demand,  at  his  own  expense,  and  there- 
upon vacated  the  property  to  the  plaintiff, 
who  entered  upon  and  worked  the  same.*' 
The  defendant  avers  readiness  to  convey  the 


interest  to  the  plaintiff,  and  tenders  a  deed 
thereof. 

Upon  these  issues  the  case  was  brought  to 
trial  before  the  court,  without  a  Jury,  De- 
cember 18, 1888,  and  Judgment  was  rendered 
for  the  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  $5,692.80. 
Statement  of  a  case  fot  new  trial  was  duly 
made,  the  motion  was  denied,  and  defendant 
appeads  from  both  the  Judgment  and  order 
denying  a  new  trial. 

The  assignments  of  error  are,  in  substance: 
(1)  The  findings  of  fact  made  by  the  court 
are  contrary  to  the  evidence.  (2)  Errors  of 
law  arising  on  the  trial,  duly  excepted  to. 

It  is  only  necessary  to  consider  this  second 
ground  of  error,  for,  if  this  charge  is  sus- 
tained, the  former  follows  of  course.  As 
stated  above,  this  case  is  l^etween  the  orig- 
inal parties  to  the  transaction,  stripped  of  all 
questions  of  the  right  of  innocent  holders  of 
commercial  paper.  The  agreement  on  which 
the  defendant  relies,  aside  from  the  note  it- 
self, is  alleged  in  the  answer  to  have  been 
entirely  by  parol.  This  alleged  parol  con> 
tract  is  that,  prior  to  the  making  of  tim  tiote, 
the  plaintiff  was  negotiating  ior  certain  min- 
ing propertyj  and  ihmX  the  plaintiff  agreed  to 
puidlnae  the  property,  and  g^ve  to  the  de* 
fendant  a  year's  option  of  becoming  the  own- 
er of  an  undivided  part  of  the  same,  at  the 
same  price  the  plaintiff  was  to  pay  for  it;  the 
defendant  to  have  one  year  to  explore  and 
work  the  property,  to  determine  whether  he 
would  become  such  owner;  that  in  consum- 
mating the  purchase  the  plaintiff,  of  his  own 
motion  solely,  took  the  title  in  the  name  of 
both  of  these  parties;  that  ttie  defendant, 
with  knowledge  that  the  property  had  been 
so  deeded,  at  the  request  of  the  plaintiff, 
gave  the  note  in  suit,  but  that,  as  a  part  of 
the  transaction,  it  was  further  agreed  that  if 
at  any  time  within  the  year  tiie  defendant 
chose  to  relinquish  his  option  of  purchase, 
the  plaintiff  would  cancel  the  note,  and  ac- 
cept a  conveyance  of  the  interest  of  the  prop- 
erty so  deeded  to  defendant,  in  full  discharge 
of  said  note  and  cancellation  thereof.  The 
defendant  accepted  the  conveyance,  and 
made  the  note  upon  such  agreement  only. 

The  allegations  of  the  answer  must  be 
taken  together,  and,  if  shown  as  stated,  the 
plaintiff  never  became  the  owner  of  this  note, 
and  entitled  to  enforce  the  same  against  the 
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defendant.  The  full  consideration  of  it  never 
passed  to  the  defendant.  He  had  not  pur- 
chased the  property,  and  some  roontlis  before 
the  expiration  of  the  time  which  he  had  to 
explore  and  work  the  mine,  and  make  up  his 
mind  whether  he  would  take  it,  he  deter* 
mined  not  to  take  it;  so  notified  the  plaintiff, 
left  the  mine,  and  the  plaintiff  enjoyed  pos- 
session of  it.  The  contract  of  purchase  was 
never  consummated.  As  to  that,  the  minds 
of  the  parties  never  met.  This  case  results 
from  the  peculiar  mode  adopted  by  the  plain- 
tiff in  giving  an  option  upon  this  property. 
From  the  evidence  it  seems  that  the  plaintiff 
bad  his  own  way  in  the  peculiar  manner  in 
which  the  option  was  given.  Instead  of  tak- 
ing the  title  in  his  own  name,  the  plaintiff, 
in  taking  it,  of  his  own  choice,  took  it  to 
each  of  the  parties  jointly.  It  appears  in  the 
evidence  that  the  motive  of  the  plaintiff  in 
desiring  to  associate  the  defendant  with  him 
in  the  mine  was  to  have  his  services  in  its 
management  and  working.  Even  if  he  in- 
sisted on  the  note  as  security  that  the  de- 
fendant, if  he  refused  to  buy,  would  recon- 
vey  the  title,  of  which  there  is  no  pretense, 
that  makes  the  plaintiff^s  position  no  better. 
The  note  would  be  only  as  security  on  the 
defendant's  refusal  to  reconvey.  It  was  still 
but  the  sale  of  an  option.  The  note  was  not 
given  for  the  land ;  the  maker  had  not  then 
agreed  to  take  the  land.  But  it  was  given  for 
another,  and  a  merely  temporary,  purpose. 
The  simple  and  only  question  is,  may  the 
fact  be  shown  that  the  note  was  only  an  in- 
cident to  an  incomplete  contract  by  parol? 

It  is  contended  by  the  plaintiff  that  to  al- 
low such  showing  would  be  a  violation  of 
the  rule  that  parol  proof  cannot  be  given  to 
contradict  or  vary  the  terms  of  a  written 
agreement.  There  is  some  conflict  in  the 
authorities  as  to  what  sliall  be  deemed  to 
change  the  terms  of  an  instrument;  but  the 
plain  words  of  the  rule  itself  are  as  near  an 
expression  of  its  meaning  as  we  can  hope  to 
have.  Chancellor  Kent  (2  Kent,  Gomm.  556) 
says  that  '*it  is  an  inflexible  rule  that  parol 
evidence  is  not  admissible  to  supply  or  con- 
tradict, enlarge  or  vary,  the  words  of  a  con- 
tract in  writing.  That  would  be  the  substi- 
tution of  parol  for  written  evidence,  under 
the  hand  of  the  party;  and  it  would  lead  to 
uncertainty,  error,  and  fraud.    Parol  evi- 


dence is  received  when  it  goes,  not  to  con- 
tradict the  terms  of  the  writing,  but  to  defeat 
the  whole  contract,  as  being  fraudulent  or 
illegal,  for  it  then  shows  that  the  instrument 
never  had  any  valid  operation;  and  this  rale 
is  supported  on  grounds  of  policy  and  neces- 
sity. "  The  contention  is,  in  the  case  at  bar, 
that  the  writing  purporting  to  be  a  contract 
was  in  fact  not  a  contract  at  all;  that  it  was 
not  made  as  a  contract,  but  only  as  an  inci- 
dental part  of  a  transaction,  mostly  by  parol, 
which  might  or  might  not  become  a  contract; 
that,  as  it  stood,  it  was  without  considera- 
tion; that  the  conditions  on  which  it  might 
become  a  contract  never  occurred.  The  de- 
fendant disavows  any  intention  in  any  man- 
ner to  vary  the  terms  or  words  of  this  instru- 
ment. Many  cases  are  cited,  but  none  of 
them  make  the  rule  any  plainer  than  it  is  as 
here  stated.  Few,  if  any,  of  these  cases  go 
the  extent  of  denying  that  the  consideration 
of  a  note  in  the  hands  of  the  original  payee 
can  be  inquired  into.  In  the  hands  of  bona 
fide  holders  without  notice,  the  case  may  be 
different;  but  that  depends  on  other  consid- 
erations. In  Kennedy  v.  Goodman,  14  Neb. 
588, 16  N.  W.  Rep.  834,  the  court  say:  •*  The 
law  is  now  well  settled  that  in  an  action 
against  a  party  to  a  negotiable  instrument, 
by  his  immediate  promise,  a  want  or  failure 
of  consideration  is  a  good  defense.  It  is  un- 
necessary to  cite  authorities  on  this  point,  be- 
cause there  seems  to  be  no  conflict. "  We  are 
especially  cited  to  decisions  of  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States,  because  of  their 
controlling  authority  over  this  court;  bat  on 
examination  all  of  those  cases  presuppose  a 
valid  contract  foundation  for  the  instruments 
there  in  question.  In  Brown  v.  Wiley,  20 
How.  444,  the  action  was  upon  a  bill  of  ex- 
change, payable  one  year  after  its  date;  but 
by  the  laws  of  the  state  where  it  was  made, 
and  where  it  was  sought  to  be  enforced,  it 
became  due  at  once  on  its  acceptance  being 
refused.  It  was  regularly  presented,  accord- 
ing to  law,  and,  being  dishonored,  suit  was  at 
once  begun.  Defendants  set  up  a  different 
agreement  as  to  the  time  of  presentment  than 
that  prescribed  by  law,  and  deducible  from 
the  terms  of  the  bill;  and  the  court  held  that 
such  parol  agreement  was  inconsistent  with 
those  terms.  In  its  decision  the  court  say  in 
reaching  its  conclusion:    "It  is  admitted  the 
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bill  was  given  for  full  value,''  and  the  ques- 
tion is  presented,  "whether  parol  evidence 
should  have  been  received  to  vary,  alter,  or 
contradict  that  which  appears  on  the  face  of 
the  bill  of  excbanffe."  The  contract  was 
perfect,  the  obligation  to  pay  at  some  time 
coDceded,  and  its  own  terms,  construed  by 
the  law,  fixed  the  time.  This  holding  is  con- 
sistent with  the  argument  of  this  defendant, 
or  at  least  it  does  not  preclude  his  claim.  To 
lilce  effect  Banks  v.  Dunn,  6  Pet.  56;  also 
8pecht  V.  Howard,  16  Wall.  564.  So  in  Brown 
v.  Spofford,  95  U.  S.  474.  So  in  Isaacs  v.  El- 
kins,  11  Vt.  679.  The  latter  case  was  upon  a 
note  regular  upon  its  face  for  money,  but  in 
defense  to  which  the  defendant  offered  to 
prove  that  it  was  in  reality  given  as  a  chattel 
note,  and  not  for  money;  and  the  court  very 
properly  held  the  evidence  inadmissible.  The 
reason  is  obvious,  and  the  rule  in  that  and  in 
sU  similar  cases  must  be  conceded.  Numer- 
ous authorities  are  cited  from  state  courts, 
some  of  which  would  entirely  exclude  the  de- 
fense in  this  case;  but  we  do  not  find  that 
the  United  States  supreme  court  intended  to 
go  beyond  the  cases  cited  from  it. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  many  of  the  leading 
states  of  the  Union,  a  doctrine  admitting 
this  defense  is  the  settled  law.  The  ques- 
tion involved  is  not  one  to  be  affected  by 
mere  numbers  of  adherents  to  either  view. 
That  side  that  has  the  more  cogent  reasons, 
which  is  most  in  harmony  with  natural 
right  and  Justice,  must  ultimately  prevail. 
Temporary  or  local  considerations,  founded 
on  the  nature  of  business  transactions,  in 
any  particular  time  and  place,  cannot  affect 
it.  It  is  said  that  to  admit  this  defense  will 
open  the  door  to  false  swearing  and  fraud. 
That  may  be  a  ground  for  legislative  action, 
but  we  cannot  indulge  the  presumption  that 
to  prevent  perjury  the  laws  must  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  deny  men  the  opportunity  to 
commit  it.  If  men  will  avail  themselves  of 
an  opportunity  to  perjure  themselves,  opened 
by  a  rule  of  law  for  the  necessary  purpose  of 
protecting  the  unwary  and  unsuspecting 
from  impositions  and  frauds,  the  criminal 
laws  will  correct  them.  The  civil  law  is  not 
made  to  favor  any  class  of  contract  breakers, 
but  it  is  made  to  shield  the  honest,  the  un- 
wary, and  the  oppressed  in  their  enjoyment 
of  right  and  justice.    The  case  of  Schiudler  v. 


Muhlheiser,  45  Conn.  158,  was  in  many  re- 
spects like  the  case  at  bar,  and  nearly  identi- 
cal in  principle.  The  note  on  which  that 
action  was  brought  was  claimed  by  the  de- 
fendant to  be  made  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  plaintiff,  and  hence  that  it  was  not  a  debt 
of  defendant  to  plaintiff.  In  the  decision  of 
that  case  the  court  say:  ''The  note  was  given 
purauant  to,  and  in  fullfillment  of,  an  an- 
tecedent agreement  between  the  parties. 
*  *  *•  The  plaintiff  invokes  the  familiar 
rule  of  law  that  parol  evidence  is  not  admis- 
sible to  contradict  or  vary  a  written  instru- 
ment. ♦  *  ♦  It  has  for  its  object  the 
prevention  of  fraud  and  perjury,  in  those 
cases  where  the  parties  have  put  their  con- 
tracts in  writing,  by  excluding  any  other  ev- 
idence of  the  terms  of  the  contract  than  the 
writing  itself.  But  that  is  not  this  case. 
The  contract  was  not  reduced  to  writing.  It 
was  a  parol  agreement,  and  provided  fur  the 
use  of  the  note  in  suit,  and  also  of  the  deed,  [to 
the  defendant,]  for  a  special  purpose.  ♦  *  * 
So  far  the  contract  has  been  performed.  But 
this  is  not  all  of  it.  A  further  provision  in 
it  was  that  the  defendant  should  reconvey 
the  lands  to  the  plaintiff,  and  the  plaintiff 
should  give  up  to  the  defendant  his  note. 
This  part  the  plaintiff  refuses  to  perform. 
He  insists  that  the  defendant,  contrary  to 
the  intention  and  understanding  of  both  par- 
ties, shall  retain  the  land  and  pay  the  note. 
That  makes  the  transaction  simply  a  sale  of 
real  estate,  when  there  was  no  sale  in  fact. 
It  compels  the  defendant  against  his  will  to 
become  the  purchaser  of  this  land.  Instead 
of  preventing  fraud,  such  an  application  of 
the  rule  would  perpetrate  a  fraud  of  the 
grossest  character,  and  bring  reproach  upon 
the  law,  and  the  administration  of  justice;" 
citing  Brush  v.  Scribner,  11  Conn.  888;  Case 
V.  Spaulding,  24  Conn.  578;  Daggett  v.  Whit- 
ing. 35  Conn.  366;  Downer  v.  Chesebrough» 
36  Conn.  39;  Dale  v.  Gear,  39  Conn.  89. 

With  slight  change  in  verbiage,  the  words 
of  the  court  in  Schindler  v.  Muhlheiser  would 
apply  as  well  to  the  case  at  bar.  So  in  Maltz 
V.  Fletcher,  52  Mich.  484,  18  N.  W.  Rep. 
228,  Chief  Justice  Coolet  says:  "It  is  al- 
ways competent  to  show  that  a  contract  sued 
upon  is  without  consideration;  and  no  rule 
or  policy  of  the  law  is  violated  by  allowing 
proof  to  be  made  of  the  purpose  for  which 
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negotiabJe  paper  was  given;  or  that  th«  pur- 
pose does  not  require  that  payment  should 
be  enforced."  This  case  is  parallel  with  one 
phase  of  the  present  case.  Malty  sued 
Fletcher  on  promissory  note,  and  Fletcher 
pleaded  that  it  was  understood  when  the  notes 
were  given  that  they  were  only  to  be  paid  if 
the  logs  for  which  they  were  given  should  be 
adjudged,  in  a  certain  action  then  proceeding 
to  test  the  title  to  the  logs,  not  to  belong  to 
Fletcher.  So,  in  Dicken  v.  Morgan,  54  Iowa, 
684,  7  K.  W.  Rep.  145,  which  was  on  a  promis- 
sory note  and  mortgage,  the  answer  alleged 
that  a  part  of  the  consideration  of  the  note 
was  an  agreement  by  parol  that  the  plaintiff 
should  procure  a  highway  to  be  constructed, 
etc.,  which  he  had  failed  to  do.  This  was  de- 
murred to,on  the  ground  that  it  sets  ap  a  verb- 
al agreement,  by  which  defendant  attempts  to 
add  to  or  change  the  terms  of  the  note  and 
mortgage.  The  court  say:  *' The  agreement 
alleged  in  the  answer  did  not  add  to  or  cliange 
the  terms  of  the  contract  contained  in  the 
note,  which  was  to  pay  the  sum  expressed 
therein.  That  contract  is  that  defendants 
will  pay  phiintiff  the  sum  of  money  named 
in  the  notes  at  the  time  fixed,  with  interest. 
The  contract  pleaded  by  the  defendants  is  a 
distinct  and  independent  contract,  which  was 
a  partial  consideration  for  the  note.  It  in 
no  sense  changes,  or  adds  to  the  terms  of  the 
note,  and  was  not  intended  so  to  do.  Con- 
tracts of  this  kind,  where  one  is  the  consider- 
ation of  another,  are  common  business  trans- 
actions. It  has  never  been  thought  by  those 
who  made  them  that  the  contract,  which  is 
the  consideration,  adds  to  or  changes  the 
other ;  surely  the  courts  never  so  held. "  Cit- 
ing Trayer  v.  Reeder,  45  Iowa,  272;  Putman 
V.  Haltey,  24  Iowa,  425.  Such  a  plea  goes  to 
the  consideration  of  the  note,  and  behind  the 
eases  cited  by  the  plaintiff.  So.  also,  in  Ben- 
ton V.  Martin,  52  N.  Y.  570,  which  was  an 
action  on  a  duplicate  draft  by  defendant  to 
plaintiff.  Judge  Folger,  in  delivering  the 
opinion,  says:  '* Clearly,  it  was  competent  to 
show  the  terms  upon  which  the  duplicate  was 
delivered,  and  for  the  defendant  to  restrict 
and  limit  his  liability  thereby,  and  to  protect 
himself  by  them  against  any  liability;  *  «  * 
and  the  annexing  of  such  conditions  to  the 
delivery  is  not  an  oral  contradiction  of  the 
written  obligations,  though  negotiable,  as 


between  the  parties  to  it,  or  others  having 
notice.'*  In  speaking  of  this  rule  excluding 
oral  evidence  to  vary  the  terms  of  a  written 
agreement,  Chancellor  Kent,  further  says: 
"It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  rule  is  directed 
only  against  the  admission  of  any  other  ev- 
idence of  the  language  employed  by  the  par- 
ties in  making  the  contract  than  that  which 
is  furnished  in  the  writing  itself.  **  In  the 
case  at  bar  there  is  no  question  as  to  the  lan- 
guage used  in  the  note.  The  question  is  on- 
ly as  to  the  conditions  on  which  it  was  put 
in  the  plaintiff^s  bands.  That  the  consider- 
ation of  negotiable  promissory  notes,  the 
same  being  concurrent  parol  agreements, 
may  be  inquired  into,  in  an  action  on  the 
notes,  by  the  promisor  against  the  maker, 
the  authorities  are  numerous,  and  sustain 
the  view  that  any  other  rule,  or  any  other 
application  of  the  rule,  excluding  evidence  to 
vary  the  language  of  the  contract,  would,  in 
the  words  of  the  court  in  Sehindler  ▼.  Muhl- 
heiffer,  supra,  perpetrate  a  fraud  of  the  gross- 
est character,  and  bring  reproach  upon  the 
law  and  the  administration  of  justice;"  at 
least,  such  result  would  be  likely  to  follow. 
I  conclude  (I)  that  the  agreement  set  up 
in  the  answer  in  this  case,  and  sought  to  be 
proved  by  the  defendant  upon  the  trial,  was 
proper  to  be  shown ;  and  (2)  that  parol  evi- 
dence was  competent  to  show  the  same;  that 
such  evidence  was  admissible  under  the 
pleadings;  and  that  the  several  rulings  of  the 
court  below  in  excluding  the  same  were  er- 
roneous. Kennedy  v.  Goodman,  14  Neb. 
585,  16  N.  W.  Rep.  834;  Haynes  v.  Thorn, 
28  N.  H.  886.  This  judgment  should  be  re- 
versed, and  a  new  trial  ordered.

Chattel  Mortoaob  —  Possession  bt  Mobtoagob 
—Rights  of  Attaorino  Cbbbitobs. 

Rev.  Stw  Idaho,  S  8S86,  provides  that,  where 
the  mortgagor  retains  possession  of  mortgaged 
chattels,  the  recording  of  the  mortgage  ahaU  pro> 
tect  the  mortgagee  against  attaching  creditors. 
Held  that,  in  the  absence  of  farther  statutory  en- 
actment, a  chattel  mortgage  providing  that  the 
mortgagor  shall  continue  in  possession,  doing  a  re- 
tail business,  is  invalid  as  against  attaching  credit- 
ors, Iq  the  absence  of  a  provision  that  the  proceeds 
of  the  business  shaU  be  appUed  on  the  mortgagee's 
debt. 
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Appeal  from  district  court*  Kootenai 
•ooiity* 

Action  by  the  Lewiston  National  Bank 
against  William  Martin,  sheriflT,  for  damages 
lor  defendant's  failure  to  seize  and  sell  cer- 
tain goods  under  an  execution.  There  was 
judgment  for  plaintiff.  From  an  order  over- 
ruling a  motion  lor  a  new  trial,  defendant 
appeals.    Rerersed.

A  judgment  based  upon  findings  which  do 
not  determine  all  the  issues  raised  by  the 
pleadings  is  a  decision  against  law,  for  which 
a  new  trial  may  be  had.  Knight  v.  I^he, 
66  Gal.

A  chattel  mortgage  reserving  the  right  to 
dispose  of  the  goods  in  the  usual  course  of 
trade  is  void,  and  taking  possession  there- 
after by  the  mortgagee  will  not  cure  the 
fraud.  Wells  v.  Langbein,  20  Fed.  Rep. 
Ibd;  Chenery  v.  Palmer,  6  Cal.  120;  Delaware 
V.  Ensign,  21  Barb.  85;  Parshall  v.  Eggert, 
54  N.  Y.  18:  Blakeslee  v.  Rossinan,  43  Wis. 
116;  Stein  v.  Munch.  24  Minn.  390. 

A  mortgage  of  a  stocic  of  goods,  such  as  is 
usually  kept  for  sale  in  the  particular  trade 
of  the  mortgagor,  with  provision  that  the 
mortgagor  may  retain  possession,  and  use 
and  enjoy  the  mortgaged  property,  is  void  on 
its  face  us  to  other  creditors  of  the  mort- 
gagor; and  where  the  mortgagee  knowingly 
allows  the  mortgagor  to  sell  the  goods,  and 
appropriate  the  proceeds  to  his  own  benefit, 
the  mortgage  will  be  void  as  to  such  other 
creditors,  independent  of  any  such  provision. 
Davenport  v.  Fouike,  68  Ind.  382;  Peiser  v. 
Fetioolas,  50  Tex.  638;  Lund  v.  Fletcher,  39 
Ark.  325.

When  the  mortgage  on  its  face  does  not 
grant  any  power  to  the  mortgagor  to  sell  or 
dispoee  of  the  mortgaged  property,  its  terms 
and  conditions  cannot  be  contradicted  or  va- 
ried by  an  unwritten  agreement  or  under- 
standing of  the  parties  had  at  the  time  or 
contemporaneously  with  its  execution. 
Berthold  v.  Fox,  13  Minn.  501,  (Gil.  462;) 
Chenery  v.  Palmer,  6  Cal.  122;  Adair  v. 
Adair,  5  Mich.  204. 

Statutes  providing  for  the  recording  of 
mortgages  of  personal  property  are  the  sub- 
stitute for  possedsiou  by  the  mortgagee,  and 


repel  all  imputation  of  fraud  which  would 
arise  from  the  want  of  it.  Jones,  Chat. 
Mortg.  §  380;  Berson  v.  Kunan,  63  Cal.  550; 
Bullock  V.  Williams,  16  Pick.  33;  Forbes  v. 
Parker.  Id.  462;  Shurtleff  v.  Willard,  19 
Pick.  202;  Hughes  v.  Cory,  20  Iowa,  399: 
Torbert  v.  Hayden,  11  Iowa,  435;  Smith  v. 
Moore,  11  N.  H.  55. 

The  assignee  of  a  mortgage  takes  it  sub- 
ject to  the  equities  between  the  parties  of 
which  he  had  notice,  either  from  the  mort- 
gage itself  or  from  other  sources.  Croft  v. 
Bunster,  9  Wis.  503;  James  v.  Morey,  2 
Cow.  296. 

Sweet,  J.    On  the  Slst  day  of  December, 

1887,  James  McGrail  executed  and  deliven*d 
to  S.  R.  Smith  a  chattel  mortgage,  as  secu- 
rity for  three  promissory  notes,  one  note  for 
$319.71,  and  two  for  8717.95  each,~the  first 
note  payable  60  days  after  date,  and  the  two 
latter  payable  7  months  after  date,  —  said 
notes  bearing  even  date  with  the  mortgage 
above  mentioned.  The  mortgaged  property 
consisted  of  the  contents  of  a  drug-store,  in- 
cluding the  fixtures  thereof,  and  an  apparatus 
for  bottling  soda.  Among  other  provisions 
in  said  mortgage  contained  we  find  the  fol- 
lowing: ''Until  default  be  made  in  the  pay- 
ment of  said  sums  of  money,  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part,  his  administrators  or  assigns* 
may  remain  and  continue  in  the  quiet  and 
peaceable  possession  of  the  said  goods  and 
chattels,  and  in  the  free  and  full  use  and  en- 
joyment of  the  same.  *'  On  January  15, 1888, 
the  mortgagee.  Smith,  transferred  said  notes 
and  mortgage  to  plaiutifl  herein,  the  Lewis- 
ton  National  Bauk.  On  March  2, 1888,  Mc- 
Grail sold  the  entire  stock  of  goods  then  on 
hand  to  the  mortgagee,  S.  B.  Smith,  who  im- 
mediately took  possession  of  the  same,  and 
carried  on  a  retail  drug  business  from  said 
stock  of  goods,  together  with  such  additional 
purchases  as  he  may  from  time  to  time  have 
added  thereto,  until  the  26th  day  of  May, 

1888,  when,  in  an  action  wherein  Porter  A 
Co.  were  plaintiffs  and  said  mortgagor  and 
mortgagee,  McGrail  and  Smith,  were  defend- 
ants, a  writ  of  attachment  was  issued,  under 
and  by  virtue  of  which  defendant  and  ap- 
pellant, William  Martin,  as  sheriff  of  Koote- 
nai county,  took  possession  of  the  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  in  said  store.    The 
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action  brought  by  Porter  ft  Co.  was  prose* 
cuted  to  a  Jadgment  in  the  probate  court  of 
said  countj;  and  thereapon  an  execution  was 
issued  under  and  by  virtue  of  which,  on  the 
20th  day  of  August*  1888,  defendant,  as 
sheriff  aforesaid,  proceeded  to  sell  the  con- 
tents of  said  store  seized  by  him  under  the 
said  writ  of  attachment  at  the  time  said  ac- 
tion was  commenced.  On  the  11th  of  Sep- 
tember, 1888,  the  Lewiston  National  Bank, 
in  an  action  against  said  McGrail.  obtained  a 
judgment  in  tiie  sum  of  $1,623,  and  an  order 
for  the  sale  of  the  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandise described  in  said  mortgage,  adding, 
as  a  further  description  thereto,  as  follows: 
"Being  the  property  that  was  in  said  store  on 
December  31,  1887."  Defendant  returned 
said  execution,  with  an  indorsement  tliereon 
to  the  effect  that,  after  due  and  diligent 
searcli,  he  was  unable  to  find  the  goods  and 
chattels  described  therein,  save  and  except 
the  said  bottling  apparatus,  which  he  had 
siezed  and  sold  for  the  benefit  of  plaintiff. 
Thereupon  plaintiff  brought  an  action  against 
the  defendant  herein,  the  said  sheriff,  fur  the 
sum  of  4^1,623.31,  the  alleged  value  of  the 
goods  described  in  said  mortgage.  In  its 
complaint  plaintiff  avers  that,  by  reason  of 
defendant's  failure  to  seize  and  sell  said  goods, 
or,  in  other  words,  that  by  reason  of  defend- 
ant's seizure  and  sale  of  said  goods  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  attachment  and  judgment 
above  set  forth,  the  plaintiff  was  damaged  in 
the  amount  specified,  and  asked  judgment 
therefor.  Defendant,  answering  the  com- 
plaint, sets  forth  the  facts  already  detailed 
herein,  and  asks  that  plaintiff *s  action  be  dis- 
missed. Plaintiff  obtained  judgment  in  the 
lower  court  for  the  sum  above  set  forth,  and 
defendant  forthwith  appealed  to  this  court. 

The  question  presented  to  this  court  is  as 
follows:  Is  a  mortgage  on  the  goods,  wares, 
and  merchandise  of  a  store,  under  the  terms 
of  which  the  mortgagor  continues  in  posses- 
sion of  said  goods,  doing  a  retail  business 
from  day  to  day,  valid,  as  against  the  attach- 
ing creditors  of  the  mortgagor,  in  the  absence 
of  a  provision  in  said  mortgage  to  the  effect 
that  the  proceeds  of  said  business  shall  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  debt  due  from 
the  mortgagor  to  the  mortgagee?  The  ap- 
pellant contends  that  such  a  mortgage  is  not 
valid  as  against  attaching  creditors,  and  that, 


in  the  absence  of  a  statutory  provision  on  the 
subject,  it  is  fraudulent  per  se*  Under  the 
common  law,  a  chattel  mortgage  of  personal 
property  was  void,  unless  the  possession  of 
said  property  was  retained  by  the  mortgagee. 
In  many  instances,  this  provision  of  the  law 
served  to  prevent  the  use  of  many  kinds  of 
personal  property  as  security;  hence  it  was 
that  the  recording  statutes  were  enacted,  and 
under  those  provisions  the  mortgagor  was 
enabled  to  pledge  personal  property  as  secu- 
rity for  a  debt,  and  retain  possession  thereof, 
provided  the  mortgage  thereon  be  duly  re- 
corded. In  common  with  very  many  of  the 
states,  the  legislature  of  Idaho  adopted  the 
recording  statute;  and  under  its  provisions 
the  mortgagor  may  give  a  chattel  mortgage 
upon  his  property  and  retain  possession  there- 
of, and  said  mortgage  will  protect  the  mort- 
gagee against  the  attaching  creditors  of  the 
mortgagor,  in  the  event  it  is  executed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  that  statute, 
and  recorded  as  by  said  act  provided.  Bev. 
St.  Idaho,  §  3386.  If,  under  our  own  statute, 
however,  the  mortgagor  removes  the  property 
mortgaged  from  the  county  wherein  the  mort- 
gage is  recorded,  or  destroys,  conceals,  sells, 
or  in  any  manner  disposes  of  the  property 
mortgaged,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  the 
consent  of  the  holder  of  said  mortgage,  he  is 
guilty  of  larceny,  and  such  sale  or  transfer 
is  void.    Id.  §  3397. 

It  is  fair  to  infer  that,  while  our  statute 
contemplates  the  act  of  recording  the  mort- 
gage as  a  substitute  for  the  possession  of  the 
property  by  the  mortgagee,  it  also  contem- 
plates that  the  mortgagor  shall  retain  that 
property  in  his  possession,  except  the  mort- 
gagee permit  him  to  remove  or  sell  the  same. 
That  is  as  far  as  our  statute  goes,  and  to  this 
extent  only  do  the  laws  of  our  territory  cover 
the  case  at  bar.  By  the  decisious  of  various 
st^ites,  and  by  a  large  majority  of  them,  when- 
ever the  mortgagee  agrees  with  the  mortga- 
gor that  the  latter  may  sell  and  dispone  of  the 
goods  mortgaged,  without  a  further  agree- 
ment to  the  effect  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 
debt  due  from  the  mortgagor  to  the  mort- 
gagee, then  the  recording  of  said  mortgage 
ceases  to  protect  the  mortgagee  from  the  at- 
taching creditors  of  the  mortgagor.  In  some 
of  the  states,  a  provision  in  the  mortgage  to 
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tbe  effect  that  the  mortgagor  may  dispose  of 
ttle  goods  ia  the  usual  ooorse  of  trade  is  held 
to  be  prima  fade  evidence  of  fraud.  In  this 
state  the  fraudulent  intent  must  be  proven. 
In  the  absence  of  a  statute  of  that  character* 
the  best  authorities  are  to  the  effect  that  such 
a  mortgage  is  utterly  void  with  respect  to  the 
creditors  of  the  mortgagor.  The  recording 
set  was  simply  intended  to  serve  as  a  substi- 
tute for  possession  on  the  part  of  the  mort- 
gagee. It  was  formulated  in  response  to  the 
necessities  of  the  commercial  world,  and  to 
extend  and  multiply  the  sources  of  security 
for  business  purposes.  Being  simply  a  sub- 
stitute f6r  possession,  (and  it  was  never 
dairaed  to  be  anything  more, )  it  wilt  not  cov- 
er any  stipulation  that  might,  and  doubtless 
would,  in  many  instances,  be  resorted  to  as 
a  shield  to  protect  fraudulent  transactions  or 
defeat  honest  creditors.  In  Robinson  v.  Ell- 
iott, 22  Wall.  524,  the  court,  in  discussing 
precisely  the  question  now  at  bar,  and  under 
astHtute  very  much  the  same  as  our  own, — 
practically  the  same, — uses  the  following  lan- 
guage: "We  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  a 
mortgage,  under  the  Indiana  statute,  would 
not  be  sustained,  which  allows  a  stock  of 
goods  to  be  retained  by  the  mortgagor  and 
nM  by  hi  in  at  retail  for  the  express  purpose 
of  applying  the  proceeds  to  the  payment  of 
the  mortgage  debt.  Indeed,  it  would  seem 
that  such  an  arrangement,  if  honestly  carried 
oat,  would  be  for  the  mutual  advantage  of 
the  mortgagee  and  tbe  unpreferred  creditors; 
but  there  are  features  ingrafted  on  this  mort- 
gage which  are  not  only  to  the  prejudice  of 
creditors,  but  which  sliow  that  other  consid- 
erations than  the  security  of  the  mortgagees, 
or  their  accommodation  even,  entered  into  the 
eontnu^t.  Both  the  possession  and  right  of 
disposition  remain  with  the  mortgagors. 
They  are  to  deal  with  the  property  as  their 
own,  sell  it  at  retail,  and  use  the  money  thus 
obtained  to  replenish  their  stock.  There  is 
no  covenant  to  account  with  the  mortgagees, 
aor  any  recognition  that  the  propeily  is  sold 
for  their  benefit.  Instead  of  the  mortgage 
bdttg  directed  solely  to  the  6ona^0  security 
o(  tbe  debts  then  existing,  and  their  payment 
at  maturity,  it  is  based  on  tbe  idea  that  they 
maybe  indefinitely  prolonged.**  This  case 
is  directly  in  point. 
Ik..Mc6raU  was  a  witness  in  this  case, 
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and,  without  objection,  explained  what  was 
meant  by  the  free  use  of  the  goods,  given 
him  by  tlie  terms  of  the  m6rtgage.  That  use 
was  to  carry  on  a  retail  drug  business,  and, 
nx>  doubt,  his  position  with  the  bank,  or  the 
position  of  Smith  witti  the  bank,  would  have 
been  secure  so  long  as  the  business  seemed 
to  be  well  conducted,  and  interest  on  the 
notes  was  promptly  paid.  In  Lyon  v.  Bank, 
29  Fed.  Bep.  578,  after  an  exhaustive  re- 
view of  the  question  now  under  considera- 
tion, the  court  held  that  the  inference  of  fraud 
is  an  inference  of  law.  The  decision  from 
22  Wall.,  before  referred  to,  is  binding  upon 
this  court,  and  has,  we  think,  been  followed 
by  a  majority  of  the  United  States  courts,  al- 
though the  United  States  courts  have  been 
very  largely  influenced  by  the  practice  pre- 
vailing in  the  state  wherein  the  question 
happened  to*  arise.  In  the  absenoe  of  a  stat- 
ute on  tbe  subject,  we  are  heartily  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  line  of  authorities  holding  that 
possession  of  a  stock  of  merchandise  by  the 
mortgagor,  with  power  to  sell  and  retail  the 
same,  without  requiring  that  the  profits  sliall 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  debt  due  to 
the  mortgagee,  is  absolutely  void  as  to  the  at- 
taching creditors  of  the  mortgagor.  The  rule 
laid  down  in  Robinson  v.  Elliott,  which  we 
follow  in  this  oase,  is  a  healthful  doctrine  for 
any  state  engaged  in  rapidly  developing  its 
resources,  and  necessarily  establishing  its 
credit.  It  closes  one  of  the  most  dangerous 
avenues  to  fraudulent  practices,  and,  what 
follows,  injurious  effects  upon  the  business 
character  of  the  state  and  the  honest  efforts 
of  bona  fide  business  men.  The  judgment  of 
the  lower  court  is  reversed  and  vacated,  and 
a  new  trial  ordered.

H.  Lipman,  against  P.  H.  Kinney,  to  re- 
cover tlie  possession  of  certain  goods  seized 
by  said  defendant  as  sheriff  under  a  writ  of 
attacliment  against  plaintiff*s  assignor,  or 
tlie  value  of  the  same.  From  a  judgment 
for  plaintiff,  and  from  an  order  overruling  a 
motion  for  a  new  trial,  defendant  appeals.

Before  the  Judgment  could  be  attacked, 
the  findings  must  be  set  aside,  because  not 
Justified  by  the  evidence,  and  this  could  only 
be  done  on  motion  for  a  new  trial.  Beed  v.

When  a  court  draws  erroneous  conclusions 
of  law  from  its  finding  of  facts,  it  is  a  deci- 
sion against  law,  for  which  a  new  trial 
should  be  granted.  Simmons  v.  Hamilton, 
66  Oal.

There  being  no  issue  of  facts,  the  facts 
being  all  conceded,  the  court  could  commit 
no  error  as  to  them,  nor  could  there  l>e  a  re- 
exam  inatiop  of  what  was  never  examined  or 
even  in  issue.

A  motion  for  a  new  trial  was  not  the 
proper  way  to  inform  the  court  as  to  the  law, 
and  that  there  can  be  no  new  trial  granted 
where  no  issue  of  fact  has  been  tried.

A  voluntary  assignment,  valid  under  the 
law  of  the  domicile  of  the  assignor,  will  con- 
vey personal  property  situate  in  another 
state,  especially  if  there  are  no  home  creditors, 
and  always  if  the  assignee  has  taken  posses- 
sion.

Sweet,  J.  On  the  23d  day  of  November, 
1887,  M.  H.  Lipman,  a  citizen  of  Utah,  do- 
ing business  at  Salt  Lake  City,  made  an  as- 
signment to  plaintiff  herein  in  trust  for  all  his 
creditors.  The  deed  of  assignment  carried 
with  it  certain  personal  property  situated  in 
Hailey,  Alturas  county,  Idaho  territory,  to- 
wit,  a  stock  of  goods  and  merchandise.  It  is 
admitted  that  at  the  time  the  assignment  was 
made  said  Lipman  was  insolvent;  that  in  all 
respects  the  assignment  was  made  in  con- 
formity with  the  laws  of  Utah  territory;  and 
that,  under  said  deed  of  assignment,  the  cred- 
itors of  said  assignor  were  divided  into  class- 
es, certain  classes  being  designated  as  pre- 
ferred creditors,  and  said  assignee  being 
instructed  by  said  deed  of  assignment  to  ob- 
serve said  preferences  in  settling  the  liabili- 
ties of  the  assignor  as  fast  as  the  sale  of  said 
merchandise  enabled  him  to  do  so.  On  the 
25th  day  of  November,  1887,  plaintiff,  as 
said  assignee,  took  possession  of  the  said 
stock  of  goods  situated  in  Hailey,  in  said  Al- 
turas county  and  Idaho  territory,  having  first 
caused  to  be  duly  recorded  in  said  county  the 
said  deed  of  assignment.  On  the  following 
day,  to- wit,  the  26th  day  of  November,  1887, 
defendant  herein,  then  the  duly  qualified 
and  acting  sheriff  of  said  Alturas  county, 
levied  upon  and  took  possession  of  said  goods 
under  and  by  virtue  of  a  writ  of  attachment 
issued  out  of  the  district  court  of  the  second 
judicial  district  of  Idaho  territory,  in  and  for 
said  Alturas  county,  in  an  action  wherein  tl^e 
St.  Paul  Knitting- Works  Company*  «  cor- 
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poration,  was  plaintiff,  and  the  said  M.  H. 
Lipman  was  defendant.  On  the  12th  day  of 
December,  1889,  plaintiff  commenced  an  ac- 
tion in  said  court  against  the  defendant  here- 
in for  the  leoovery  of  the  possession  of  said 
goods  and  chattels,  or  for  the  sum  of  $5,000, 
the  Talue  thereof,  in  case  a  delivery  of  the 
amme  could  not  be  had.  Plaintiff  obtained 
Judgment  in  the  lower  court,  took  possession 
of  BsXd  goods,  and  thereupon  proceeded  to 
sell  the  same,  realizing  therefrom  the  sum  of 
64,000.  Defendant  appealed  from  said  ]  udg- 
ment.  and  the  assignee  now  holds  said  sum  of 
money  subject  to  the  final  determination  of 
this  litigation.  By  a  careful  examination  of 
the  findings  of  the  lower  court,  we  find  that 
the  issues  here  presented  are  clearly  and  dis- 
tinctly set  forth.  They  are,  In  brief,  to  re- 
capitulate, as  follows:  The  assignor,  at  the 
time  of  making  said  assignment,  was  a  non- 
resident of  this  territory.  The  assignment 
was  made  in  strict  conformity  with  the  laws 
of  Utah  territory,  of  which  he  was  a  citizen. 
The  attaching  creditor  was  also  a  non-resi- 
dent of  Idaho,  and  it  is  conceded  that  said 
Lipman  was  Justly  indebted  to  said  corpora- 
tion in  the  sum  of  $1,992;  that  at  the  time 
the  writ  of  attachment  was  levied  the  as- 
signee was  in  possession  of  the  goods;  and 
that  the  deed  of  assignment  had  been  duly 
recorded  in  said  county;  also  that  the  defend- 
ant was  the  duly  qualified  and  acting  sheriff 
of  said  Altoras  county. 

The  legal  question  involyed  is  as  fol- 
lows: May  a  non-resident  make  an  assign- 
ment, with  preferences,  of  personal  property 
situated  in  this  territory,  that  will  be  valid 
as  against  a  non-resident  attaching  creditor? 
And  this  question  further  involves  the  effect 
— Firstp  of  possession  by  the  assignee  when 
the  attachment  is  levied;  iecond^  the  rule  of 
comity  between  the  states;  and,  thirds  the 
effect  of  the  attaching  creditor  being  a  resi- 
dent or  a  non-resident  of  the  territory.  We 
premise  a  discussion  of  these  questions  with 
the  remark  that  a  decision  by  the  United 
States  supreme  court  is  binding  upon  us, 
and  that  wheneyer  any  issue  presented  here 
has  been  clearly  and  distinctly  settled  by  said 
eoort,  we  need  look  no  further. 

We  will  first  take  up  the  question  of  citi- 
zenship, and  we  submit  it  in  this  form :  Will 
the  ooortfl  of  this  territoiy  concede  to  any  of 


I  its  citizens  any  rights  or  privileges  under  its 
attachment  laws  not  extended  to  any  citizen 
of  the  United  States  who  is  a  non-resident  of 
the  territory?  The  attachment  laws  of  this 
territory  give  no  preferences  as  between  resi- 
dent and  non-resident  attaching  creditors. 
Therefore,  under  the  rule  laid  down  in  Green 
▼.  Van  Buskirk,  7  Wall.  151,  we  must  con- 
sider the  matter  settled.  It  is  there  held  that 
the  rights  of  the  attaching  creditor  are  not 
at  all  affected  by  the  question  of  citizenship. 
In  Sheldon  ▼.  Blanvelt,  a  case  recently  de- 

.  cided  by  the  supreme  court  of  South  Carolina, 
reported  in  7  S.  £.  Rep.  593,  the  same  con- 
c1  usion  is  reached.  The  statute  of  South  Car- 
olina with  reference  to  assignments  by  insoly- 
ent  debtors  is  the  same,  in  effect,  as  are  the 
provisions  of  our  oWn  statute,  and  the  facts 
involved  in  the  case  just  cited  are  precisely 
the  same  as  those  presented  in  the  case  at  bar. 
Section  2,  art.  4,  of  the  constitution  reads  as 
follows:  ''The  citizens  of  each  state  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  privileges  and  immunities  of 
citizens  in  the  several  states."  We  think  that 
the  decision  before  alluded  to,  in  7  Wall.,  in 
which  this  article  is  construed  as  affecting 
the  rights  of  non-resident  citizens  in  cases 
similar  to  this,  applies  to  the  facts  as  they  are 
here  presented ;  and  under  that  decision,  as 
well  as  under  Sheldon  v.  Blanvelt  and  the 
authorities  therein  cited,  we  must  conclude 
that  the  non-residence  of  the  attaching  cred- 
itor in  this  case  could  not  in  any  manner 
prejudice  his  rights,  and  that  he  was  entitled 
to  the  same  privileges  that,  under  the  same 
circumstances,  would  be  accorded  to  any  citi- 
zen of  Idaho. 

In  reaching  this  conclusion  we  are  follow- 
ing what  we  conceive  to  be  the  rule  laid  down 
by  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States; 
and  the  wisdom  of  the  principle  thus  enunci- 
ated by  our  highest  court  is  as  unquestionable 
as  its  authority.  When  once  a  citizen  has 
been  accepted  by  any  court  of  the  United 
States  as  a  suitor,  it  does  not  seem  to  be  in 
accordance  either  with  the  principles  of  jus- 
tice, or  with  common  fairness,  or  with  com- 
mon honesty  between  man  and  man,  to  ques- 
tion him  as  to  the  particular  state  in  which 
he  may  reside,  and  then  give  or  refuse  him 
what  the  court  would  deem  to  be  justice  if 
the  suitor  were  a  citizen  of  our  own  state, 
but  deny  him  this  supreme  right  if  the  fact

in  dereloped  that  he  It  8  eitlzeit  o<f  another 
state.  la  Atherton  v.  lyes,  20  Fed.  Bep. 
897,  the  court  followe  this  doctrine,  and  con- 
dudes  a  Tigorous  indorsement  of  the  princi- 
ple in  these  words :  **  We  think  such  a  distino^ 
&on  should  nerer  be  drawn  by  a  court,  unless 
compellpd  to  do  so  by  legislatiye  will  clearly 
expressed.  It  m^y  be  that  the  legislature  of 
a  state  has  the  power  to  exercise  such  a  *  pa- 
tariarcbal  and  provident  sovereignty,*  but  this 
court  will  not  assume  such  as  the  legislative 
will."  In  concluding  our  discussion  of  this 
principle,  we  will  say  that  the  pointed  deoI:i- 
ration  just  quoted  meets  with  the  hearty  ap- 
proval of  this  court,  and  in  the  absence  of  a 
positive  statutory  enactment,  we  do  not  think 
the  court  justified  in  asking  the  citizen  who 
seeks  the  beneficial  protection  of  its  laws 
whence  he  came,  with  a  view  of  administer- 
ing the  law  accordingly. 

The  principle  of  comity  between  states,  or 
to  what  extent  laws  governing  the  transfer 
of  property  in  one  state  will  be  respected  by 
a  sister  state,  is  the  next  question  to  be  con- 
sidered. The  courts  of  the  country  have  dif- 
fered very  much  on  this  proposition.  Nev- 
ertheless it  is  conceded  by  all  that  one  state 
is  not  bound  to  accept  the  transfer  laws  of 
another  state  affecting  property  located  with- 
in its  borders.  It  is  useless  for  us  to  discuss 
the  question.  The  rule  is  laid  down  for  our 
guidance  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  in  Green  v.  Van  Buskirk,  7  Wall.  151. 
The  language  of  the  court  is  as  follows: 
*' And  this  principle  of  comity  always  yields 
when  the  laws  and  policy  of  the  state  where 
the  property  is  located  has  prescribed  a  differ- 
ent rule  of  transfer  with  that  of  the  state 
where  the  owner  lives."  In  Atherton  Co.  v. 
Ives,  20  Fed.  Bep.  895,  896,  the  court  also 
indorses  this  rule. 

The  only  question  remaining  in  this  con- 
nection is,  was  the  assignment  made  by  Lip- 
man,  under  the  laws  of  Utah  territory,  con- 
trary to  a  clearly  expressed  statute  or  to  the 
settled  policy  of  this  territory?  We  think  it 
was  contrary  to  both.  Commencing  with 
section  5875,  the  statute  designates  how  an 
insolvent  debtor  may  proceed  in  this  territory 
in  proving  his  insolvency,  and  the  necessary 
steps  to  be  taken  to  complete  the  transfer  and 
sale  of  his  property  for  the  benefit  of  his 
creditors.  Under  this  aat,  an  assignee,  chosen 


by  the  creditors,  (and  let  ns  remarit  that  these 
creditors  may  be  residents  or  non-residents,) 
is  appointed  bj  the  court.  The  assignee  thus 
appointed  must  dispose  of  the  property  of  the 
insolvent  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  creditors* 
share  and  share  alike,  preferences  or  priority 
being  st^ctly  fbrbidden.  Section  5932  is  as 
follows:  "No  assignment  of  any  insolvent 
debtor  otherwise  than  as  proTided  in  this 
title  is  legal  or  binding  on  creditors.**  The 
assignment  made  by  Lipman  was  in  direct 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  statute, 
and  one  of  its  most  important  provisions,  to- 
wit,  that  which  prohibits  preferences.  It 
was  urged  by  the  respondent  that,  if  this  rule 
were  applied  to  the  case  at  bar,  a  non-resident 
of  Idaho  doing  business  in  the  territory  oould 
not  make  an  assignment  of  property  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  territory.  This  may 
be  true,  but  the  resident  insolvent  is  not  per- 
mitted under  this  law  to  prefer  any  ereditor 
in  this  territory  over  any  creditor  out  of  the 
territory;  and  we  do  not  think  a  non-resi- 
dent insolvent,  doing  business  in  Idaho, 
ought  to  be  permitted  to  make  an  assignment 
giving  preferences  to  non-residents  of  the 
territory  over  residents  of  the  territory  in 
which  he  is  doing  business,  and  the  laws  of 
wliich  he  invokes  to  protect  his  property,  and 
maintain  for  him  the  same  rights  and  priv- 
ileges that  are  extended  to  any  citizen  of  the 
territory.  A  non-resident,  being  entitled  to 
the. same  right  under  our  law  as  a  citizen  of 
the  territory,  may  invoke  the  same  principles. 
While  this  point  was  urged  by  the  respond- 
ent, we  think  it  was  carried  a  little  too  far. 
The  courts  of  this  territory  would,  we  be- 
lieve, respect  the  assignment  of  a  non-resi- 
dent doing  business  in  Idaho,  if  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  its  laws.  In  other  words,  if 
Mr.  lipman's  assignment  had  been  made  for 
the  benefit  of  all  his  creditors,  share  and 
share  alike,  we  believe,  under  the  principle 
of  comity,  it  would  have  been  respected,  as 
it  would  not  have  been  contrary  to  the  laws 
or  the  policy  of  this  territory.  In  holding 
that  this  assignment  was  invalid  as  against 
attaching  creditors,  we  are  following  the  rule 
already  quoted,  and  feel  bound  so  to  do;  yet 
we  do  not  hesitate  to  sav  that  the  rule  meets 
with  our  approval.  Persons  doing  business 
with  residents  of  this  territory  should  know 
what  laws  govern  the  transfer  of  property. 
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Dy  having  one  uniform  principle  applicable 
.Mliketo  all  property  situated  in  this  territory, 
whether  of  residents  or  non-residents,  every 
person  doing  business  within  the  territory, 
and  eveiy  non-resident  doing  business  with 
persons  residing  in  the  territory,  may  know, 
before  extending  credit  or  locating  property 
within  the  Jurisdiction  of  our  laws,  what 
laws  will  govern  the  transfer  ol  that  proper- 
ty, whose  rights  may  attach,  and  how  they 
may  attach;  and  it  gives  to  our  business 
oommunity  a  stability  and  character  that  we 
believe  to  be  not  only  desirable,  but  almost 
necessary,  to  free  and  advantageous  commer- 
cial intercourse  with  distant  states  lying  to 
the  east  and  to  the  west  of  us. 

Before  passing  to  a  consideration  of  the 
next  principle  involved,  we  add  the  further 
suggestion  that  sheriffs  and  other  officers  of 
like  character  in  the  territory  have  a  right  to 
understand  whether  or  not,  in  proceeding  un- 
der our  laws,  and  in  accordance  therewith, 
they  are  protected  by  them.  In  this  case  the 
sheriff  proceeded  regularly  and  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  Idaho;  yet  he  is  subjected 
to  a  suit  for  damages,  because  he  did  not  un- 
derstand and  proceed  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  Utah,  or  in  pursuance  of  transactions 
executed  in  harmony  with  those  laws,  but  in 
direct  violation  of  our  own. 

Counsel  for  respondent  urged  with  a  great 
deal  of  strength  and  persistency  the  fact  that 
plaintiff  was  in  possession  of  the  goods  at  the 
time  of  the  seizure  by  defendant  under  the 
writ  of  attachment.  It  is  also  averred  by 
counsel  for  respondent  that  defendant  had 
actual  notice  of  the  contents  of  the  deed  of 
assignment,  and  the  possession  thereunder 
by  plaintiff.  This  point  was  urged  with  a 
great  deal  of  ability,  and  numerous  authori- 
ties cited  relating,  perhaps  indirectly,  there- 
to. It  does  not  seem  to  be  a  serious  ques- 
tion. It  is  entirely  regulated  by  the  statute. 
If  we  do  not  recognize  the  principle  of  comi- 
ty, for  the  reasons  before  stated,  we  must 
proceed  under  our  own  statute.  This  stat- 
ute declares  in  the  most  positive  terms  that 
any  assignment  made  with  preferences  shall 
not  be  legal  or  binding  as  against  creditors. 
This  being  true,  of  what  effect  was  this  pos- 
session under  and  by  virtue  of  an  assign- 
ment that  was  clearly  invalid?  The  attach- 
ing creditor  was  under  no  obligations  to  re- 


spect it.  Indeed,  the  law  distinctly  dedarss 
that  it  was  not  valid  as  to  him,  and  hence  the 
mere  fact  of  his  possession  under  an  invalid 
instrument  is  not  material.  May  a  person 
violate  the  positive  mandates  of  astatute,  and 
then  claim  protection  as  against  the  com- 
plainant, because  the  latter  knew  of  the  for- 
mer's violation  of  the  law?  Nor  do  we  see 
that  the  question  of  a  voluntary  or  an  in- 
voluntary assignment  is  entitled  to  consider- 
ation in  passing  upon  the  merits  of  the  issue 
involved.  No  general  assignment  can  be 
made  in  this  territory,  voluntary  or  other- 
wise, giving  preferences.  Therefore  we  do 
not  see  that  the  fact  of  this  assignment  hav- 
ing been  voluntary  on  the  part  of  Lipman 
has  any  bearing  whatever  on  this  case.  We 
must  conclude,  therefore,  that  the  court  be- 
low erred. in  holding  such  assignment  to  be 
valid  as  against  attaching  creditors  of  the 
assignor,  and  the  possession  of  the  defendant 
under  said  writ  of  attachment  to  have  been 
unlawfuL  Let  the  Judgment  be  reversed, 
and  the  cause  remanded  to  the  lower  court, 
with  instructions  to  enter  Judgment  for  the 
defendant  in  accordance  herewith. 

Beattt,  C.  J.,  {oonaurring,)  Having 
been  of  counsel  between  the  same  above- 
named  parties  in  a  cause,  in  the  same  lower 
court,  but  with  a  different  attaching  creditor, 
I  desired  to  take  no  part  herein  further  than 
to  sit  at  the  hearing.  I  have  not  participated 
with  my  associates  in  the  discussion,  but, 
they  having  reached  opposite  conclusions, 
the  disagreeable  duty  rests  upon  me  of  break- 
ing the  dead-lock,  which,  in  following  my 
convictions  and  what  seems  to  me  the  weight 
of  authority,  I  do,  by  concurring  in  the  able 
opinion  of  Mr.  Justice  Swbet. 

Berrt,  J.,  {di89enting,)  A  part  of  the 
subject  of  the  assignment  in  question  was 
personal  property  in  the  territory  of  Idaiho. 
The  assignor  lived  at  the  time  of  its  execu-  . 
tion  in  Utah  territory,  where  the  assign- 
ment was  made.  It  was  a  voluntary  assign- 
ment in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  and 
is  conceded  to  be  valid  under  the  laws  of 
Utah  territory.  The  assignee  had  gone  into 
possession,  and  was  in  possession  as  such 
assignee,  when  the  property  was  seized  and 
taken  from  his  possession  by  the  sheriff  of 
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Alturas  oounty  by  yirtde  of  a  writ  of  attach- 
ment in  favor  of  a  creditor  of  the  assignor, 
residing  in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  where  the 
debt  was  contracted.  The  assignee  brought 
replevin  against  the  sheriff,  and  on  the  trial 
in  the  court  below  had  judgment  for  the 
property.  This  appellant  seeks  to  reverse 
that  j  udgmen t.  There  is  but  one  controlling 
question  in  the  case,  viz.,  whether  that  as- 
signment, valid  where  it  was  made,  should, 
under  the  statutes  of  this  territory,  be  held 
to  l)e  operative  here.  Under  our  statute  I 
think  it  is  clearly  valid  and  operative.  The 
appellant  rests  upon  section  5932  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho,  which  provides 
that  "no  assignment  of  any  insolvent  debtor 
other  than  as  provided  in  this  title  is  legal  or 
binding  on  creditors."  This  is  the  closing 
section  of  tiUe  12,  p.  677,  of  the  statutes  of 
Idaho.  The  act  is  headed  "Proceedings  in 
Insolvency."  The  general  scope  and  ap- 
parent purpose  of  the  whole  title  of  58  sec- 
tions is  shown  in  its  first  section,  (5875,)  as 
follows :  "  £yery  insolvent  debtor  may,  upon 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
title,  be  discharged  from  his  debts  and 
liabilities."  No  stronger  terms  are  needed 
to  show  that  the  parties  thus  to  be  favored 
are  the  citizens  of  Idaho;  and  certainly  it 
was  not  designed  to  compel  all  persons  con- 
templating assignment  to  reside  here  six 
months  before  doing  so,  or  to  compel,  into 
our  courts,  citizens  of  other  states  and  ter- 
ritories to  get  a  discharge  from  their  debts 
through  insolvency  proceedings.  I  do  not 
believe  that  the  revisers  of  our  law,  in  1887, 
had  any  design  that  Idaho  should  take  upon 
her  a  task  of  that  magnitude.  Nor  do  I 
think  there,  was  any  design  to  preclude 
parties  out  of  this  territory,  who  might  have 
property  in  it,  from  making  any  assignment 
whatever  for  the  benefit  of  their  creditors 
without  going  through  our  courts  in  in- 
solvency pr9(>eedings.  Of  course,  to  hold 
that  this  act  has  any  extraterritorial  scope 
and  meaning  is  practically  to  deny  to  a  non- 
resident the  right  to  make  any  assignment 
whatever  of  his  property  here  for  the  benefit 
of  creditors.  The  statement  of  the  proposi- 
tion seems  to  me  to  carry  with  it  a  most 
forcible  denial  of  any  such  intent.  It  is  not 
claimed  but  that  a  state  or  territorial  legis- 
lature may  do  so  if  it  desires;  but  the  prec- 


edents are  that  it  will  not  be  presumed  to 
have  so  intended  unless  its  enactments  to 
that  effect  shall  be  clear  and  unequivocal. 
Butler  V.  WendeU,  57  Mich.  62,  28  N.  W. 
Bep.  460;  Ockerman  v.  Cross,  54  N.  Y.  29. 
In  1860  a  statute  was  enacted  in  New 
York  entitled  "An  act  to  secure  to  cred- 
itors Just  division  of  the  estates  of  debtota 
who  convey  to  assignees  for  the  benefit  of 
creditors."  Such  act  forbade  preferenoes. 
It  provided  how  the  assignment  must  be 
executed;  that  an  inventory  should  be  filed 
of  the  property  assigned;  assignee  should 
give  bonds,  etc., — all  substantially  as  pro- 
vided in  our  act,  but  with  a  prohibition  as 
to  other  assignments  as  strong  as  our  own. 
An  assignment  was  made  by  a  debtor  in 
Canada,  valid  according  to  the  laws  of 
Canada,  but  in  no  way  complying  with  the 
requirements  of  the  New  York  statute. 
Possession  in  New  York  had  Deen  taken  by 
the  assignee,  whereupon  a  New  York  cred- 
itor (not,  as  in  this  case,  a  foreign  creditor) 
attached  it;  but  the  court  held  the  act  to  ap- 
ply to  domestic  assignments  only,  and  held 
the  foreign  assignment  good.  Ockerman  v. 
Cross,  54  N.  Y.  29.  So  in  Butler  v.  Wen- 
dell, 57  Mich.  62,  23  N.  W.  Bep.  460.  So  in 
Train  v.  Kendall,  137  Mass.  366.  So,  also, 
in  Bice  v.  Courtis,  '6J.  Vt,  460.  But  we  need 
go,  I  think,  no  further  than  to  the  internal 
evidences  of  the  act  to  be  convinced 
that  it  was  not  intended  to  apply  to  foreign 
assignments.  In  fact  the  title  provides,  ex- 
pressly, that  the  assignor  must  be  a  resident 
of  the  territory.  The  judgment  in  the  court 
below  should  be  afi!rmed.

RiPAKiAN  Rights— Prior  Appropriation.

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atream,  all  of  which  he  claimed,  had  used,  and 
needed  for  irrigation,  was  entitled  to  the  whole 
aa  acainst  a  patentee  of  land  through  which  the 
atream  flowed,  though  no  custom  to  that  effect  was 
ahowB.  Bbbbt,  J.,  dissenting.

A  judgment  will  not  be  reversed  for  any 
error  therein  which  the  records  will  enable 
the  appellate  court  to  fully  correct.  The 
judgment  will  be  modified  and  affirmed.

Beatty,  G.  J.  In  the  year  1879,  respond- 
ent Qulgley  took  possession  of  a  tract  of  un- 
surveyed  land  at  the  mouth  of  what  has  since 
been  known  as  "'Qulgley  Gulch,"  near  the 
town  of  Hailey,  in  Alturas  county,  and  at 
the  same  time  appropriated  for  the  irrigation 
of  said  land  the  water  of  the  stream  flowing 
down  said  gulch;  and  the  other  respondents, 
Drake  and  Covert,  subsequently  became 
owners  in  a  part  of  said  land  and  water.  At 
later  dates  the  several  defendants  in  this  ac- 
tion became  possessed  of  certain  lands  lying 
upon  said  stream  further  up  the  gulch,  and 
commenced  the  use  of  the  said  water.  To 
perpetually  restrain  them  from  such  use,  this 
action  was  commenced;  and,  up<m  the  trial 
before  the  court,  the  right  to  the  water  was 
adjudged  to  respondents,  and  defendants 
were  restrained  and  enjoined  from  using  any 
thereof.  From  this  judgment  the  appellant 
Earhart  alone  has  appealed  to  this  court. 

From  the  findings  of  the  court  it  appears 
that  in  1879  said  Quij^ley  located  the  land  re- 
ferred to,  and  afterwards  be  and  said  Drake, 
who  had  purchased  a  part,  obtained  patents 
therefor,  and,  so  far  as  the  findings  sliow, 
still  own  it;  that  'Mn  said  year  1879,  said 
Quigley  took  out  of  said  Quigley  creek,  a 
stream  flowing  in  said  gulch,  by  a  ditch  built 
by  him  upon  said  land,  all  the  waters  flow- 
ing therein,  and  caused  the  saxxxk  to  flow  upon 
a  portion  of  said  land;"  that,  "at  the  time  of 
appropriation  of  said  water  as  aforesaid,  said 
Quigley  posted  a  notice  *  *  *  claiming 
600  inches  of  the  water  of  said  stream;"  and 
the  court  also  found  "that  said  stream  carries 
150  inches  of  water;"  that  afterwards  said 
Drake  and  Covert  succeeded  to  all  the  water, 
and    the     three     respondents    "continued 
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*  *  *  to  use  said  water  of  aaid  fttream 
for  agricultural  purposes  upon  tbe  land  be- 
fore mentioned;"  that  they  have  at  all  times 
asserted  title  to  all  of  said  water;  that  none 
of  the  defendants  had  ever  made  any  appro- 
priation of  any  of  said  water  in  pursuance  of 
the  laws  of  this  territory;  that  "irngation  is 
necessary  to  the  proper  cultivation  of  the 
lands  of  all  the  parties,  and  all  the  waters  of 
said  stream  are  required  for  the  irrigation  of 
the  lands  of  plaintififs."  It  appears  from 
Earhart's  answer  that  he  purchased  his  land 
in  1885.  and  that  it  had  been  occupied  by  his 
grantor  since  May,  1883.  The  appellant 
suggests  the  insufficiency  of  the  findings. 
While  they  are  not  explicit,  if  they  will  sup- 
port the  judgment,  they  must  not  be  dis- 
turbed. They  show  the  respondents  together 
own  the  land  and  water,  the  latter  by  prior 
appropriation;  that  they  use  it  to  irrigate 
this  land,  for  which  all  the  stream  is  used. 
They  do  not  specify  under  what  pressure  the 
water  is  measured;  but,  as  all  in  the  stream 
is  required  by  them,  and  as  there  are  but  150 
inches  therein,  being  450  less  than  was 
claimed  by  the  act  of  appropriation,  it  cannot 
be  discovered  how,  in  this  case,  the  failure  to 
specify  the  pressure  can  result  in  injury  to 
the  appellant. 

It  is  also  found  by  the  court  ''that  some 
time  in  the  year  188-,  before  the  commence- 
ment of  this  action,  plaintiffs  Brake  and 
Quigley  sold  a  small  quantity  of  said  water 
to  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railway  for  a  wa- 
ter supply  at  its  station  atHailey/'  From 
the  fact  that  respondent  so  sold  a  portion  of 
said  water,  it  is  argued  that  they  had  at- 
tempted the  appropriation  of  more  than  they 
needed  for  a  '* useful  or  beneficial  purpose." 
It  is,  unquestionably,  the  law  that  more  than 
is  required  for  such  purpose  cannot  be  taken; 
that,  when  legally  appropriated,  it  may  be 
sold  for  some  other  useful  purpose;  and  that 
its  use  for  railroad  necessities  is  such  a  pur- 
pose. Did  respondents  sell  what  they  did 
not  need?  It  appearing  that  in  1879  all  the 
water  of  this  stream  was  sufficient  to  irrigate 
but  a  part  of  the  land  now  owned  by  respond- 
ents, it  follows  that  the  sale  of  the  water  was 
not  from  an  unneeded  surplus,  but  from  that 
which  they  had  actual  use  for.  It  is  their 
privilege  to  dispose  of  what  they  need,  if  they 
desire.    Its  sale  did  not  damage  appellant. 


nor  could  its  retention  by  tfaemiiitve  benefit- 
ed him.  How  tlie  conveyanees  of  this  land 
and  water  were  made,  or  by  what  arran|^ 
ments  the  respondents  together  nse  them. 
does  not  appear,  and,  it  not  appearing  to 
have  been  a  matter  of  contest  below,  is  im- 
material here.  The  findings  support  the 
judgment. 

"^  The  important  question,  for  the  settlement 
of  which  this  appeal  was  chiefly  brought,  is 
what,  if  any,  rights  the  appellant  has  to  any 
of  that  water  as  a  riparian  proprietor.    His 
claim  is  not  based  upon  prior  or  any  appro- 
priation under  our  territorial  laws,  but  upon 
the  fact  that  the  stream  in  question  flows  by 
its  natural  channel  through  his  land;  hence, 
that  he  is  entitled  to  the  use  thereof  allowed 
by  the  common  law.    This  doctrine  of  ripa- 
rian proprietorship  in  water  as  against  prioi 
appropriation  has  been  very  often  discussed, 
and  nearly  always  decided  the  same  way  by 
almost  every  appellate  court  between  Mexicc 
and  the  British  posses9ions,  and  from  the 
shores  of  the  Pacific  to  the  eastern  slope  of 
the  Bocky  mountains,  as  well  as  by  the  sn* 
preme  court  of  the  United  States.    But  fox 
the  fact  that  it  has  elsewhere  repeatedly  ap- 
peared in  the  same  court,  it  would  seem  sur- 
prising that  it  should  now  be  seeking  anoth- 
er solution  in  this.     While  there  are  ques- 
tions growing  out  of  the  water  laws 'and 
rights  not  fully  adjudicated,  this  phantom  of 
riparian  rights,  based  upon  facts  like  those 
in  this  case,  has  been  so  often  decided  ad- 
versely to  such  claim,  and  in  favor  of  tite 
prior  appropriation,  that  the  maxim,  "first  in 
time,  first  in  right,"  should  be  considered  the 
settled  law  here.    Whether  or  not  it  is  a  be- 
neficent rule,  it  is  the  lineal  descendant  of 
the  law  of  necessity.    When,  from  among 
the  most  energetic  and  enterprising  classes 
of  tlie  east,  that  enormous  tide  of  emigration 
poured  into  the  west,  this  was  found  an  arid 
land,  which  could  be  utilized  as  an  agricult- 
ural country,  or  made  valuable  for  iU  gold* 
only  by  the  use  of  its  streams  of  water.    The 
new  inhabitants  were  without  law,  but  they 
quickly  recognized  that  each  man  should  not 
be  a  law  unto  himself.    Accustomed,  as  they 
had  been,  to  obedience  to  the  laws  they  had 
helped  make,  as  the  settlements  increased  to 
such  numbers  as  justified  organization,  they 
established  their  local  custonui  and  rulBS  for 
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thftir  govornmeiife  in  the  use  of  water  and 
land.  They  foand  a  new  condition  of  tfainga. 
The  oBe  of  water  to  which  they  had  been  ac- 
eu8tomed»  and  the  hi  we  concerning  it,  had  no 
application  here.  The  demand  for  water 
they  found  greater  than  the  supply,  as  ia  the 
unfortunate  fact  still  all  over  this  arid  region. 
Instead  of  attempting  to  divide  it  among  all, 
thus  mailing  it  unprofitable  to  any,  or  instead 
of  applying  the  common-law  riparian  doc- 
trine, to  which  they  had  been  accustomed, 
they  disregarded  the  traditions  of  the  past, 
Mnd  established  as  the  only  rule  suitable  to 
their  situation  that  of  prior  appropriation. 
This  did  not  mean  that  the  first  appropriator 
could  take  all  he  pleased,  but  what  he  actual- 
ly needed,  and  could  properly  use  without 
waste.  Thus  was  established  the  local  cus- 
tom, which  pervaded  the  entire  west,  and  be- 
came the  basis  of  the  laws  we  have  to-day  on 
that  subject.  Very  soon  these  customs  attract- 
ed the  attention  of  the  legislatures,  where 
they  were  approved  and  adopted,  and  next 
we  find  them  undergoing  the  crucial  ^t  of 
judicial  investigation.  As  far  back  as  1855, 
the  supreme  court  of  California,  in  Irwin  v. 
Phillips,  5  CaL  145,  and  in  Tartar  v.  Min- 
ing Co.,  Id.  397.  distinctly  held  that  the 
prior  appropriator  of  water  should  hold  it 
against  the  riparian  claim  of  the  owner  of 
land  through  which  it  flowed,  and,  also,  that 
in  all  branches  of  industry  the  prior  appro- 
priator of  land,  water,  and  easements  would 
be  protected.  Not  only  had  such  become  the 
law  by  custom,  by  the  legislative  will,  and 
the  decisions  of  the  courts,  without  dissent, 
bnt  the  general  government,  for  many  years, 
without  protest,  acquiesced  in  such  occupa- 
tion and  nse  of  its  lands  and  waters  by  its 
citizens,  while  valuable  properties  and  indus- 
tries were  building  upon  this  principle.  To 
put  the  question  beyond  uncertainty,  to  ap- 
prove and  adopt  what  already  existed  as  the 
common  law  of  the  west,  the  congress,  by  its 
act  of  July  26,  1866,  §  9,  provided  ''that 
whenever,  by  priority  of  possession,  rights  to 
the  use  of  water  for  mining,  agricultural, 
manufacturing,  or  other  purposes  have  vest- 
ed and  accrued,  and  the  same  are  recognized 
and  acknowledge  I  by  the  local  customs,  laws, 
and  the  decisions  of  courts,  the  possessors 
and  owners  of  such  vested  rights  shall  be 
maintained  and  protected  in  the  same."    It 


will  be  obsenred  that  the  aot  is  based  upon, 
the  existence  of  local  customs,  laws,  and  de* 
dsionaof  courts.  It  is  not  necessary  that  aU 
these  conditions  shall  exist  for  the  protection 
of  the  right ;  bnt,  as  held  in  Basey  y .  Gal- 
lagher, 20  Wall.  684,  the  existence  of  either 
condition  is  sufficient. 

It  has  been  said  that  in  the  case  at  bar  no 
custom  has  been  shown.  It  is  not  necessary 
it  should  be;  for,  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
appellant's  claim,  the  superior  nights  of 
prior  appropriation  were  acknowledged  by 
our  territorial  law  of  1881,  and  by  the  decis- 
ions of  our  courts.  By  a  practically  un- 
broken line  of  decisions  the  rule  of  the 
cases*  above  referred  to  in  5  Cal.  has  been 
followed,  and  is  now  established  by  so  many 
and  such  high  authorities  that  it  would  seem 
this  theme  of  discussion  is  exhausted.  Brief 
reference,  however,  may  be  made  to  some  of 
tlie  leading  cases.  Basey  v.  Gallagher,  20 
Wall.  681,  682,  clearly  indorses  the  superior 
right  of  prior  appropriation  between  agri- 
cultural claimants  in  the  following  explicit 
language:  "In  the  late  case  of  Atchison  y. 
Peterson,  [Id.  507,]  we  had  occasion  to  con- 
sider the  respective  rights  of  miners  to  run- 
ning waters  on  the  mineral  lands  of  the  pub- 
lic domain;  and  we  there  held  that,  by  the 
custom  which  had  obtained  among  miners  in 
the  Pacific  states  and  territories,  the  party 
who  first  subjected  the  water  to  use,  or  took 
the  necessary  steps  for  that  purpose,  was  re- 
garded, except  as  against  the  government, 
as  the  source  of  title  in  all  controversies  re- 
specting it;  that  the  doctrines  of  the  common 
law  declaratory  of  the  rights  of  riparian  pro- 
prietors were  inapplicable,  or  applicable  only 
to  a  limited  extent,  to  the  necessities  of  min- 
ers, and  were  inadequate  to  their  protection; 
that  the  equality  of  right  recognized  by  that 
law  among  all  the  proprietors  upon  the  same 
stream  would  have  been  incompatible  with 
any  extended  diversion  of  the  water  by  one 
proprietor,  and  its  conveyance,  for  mining 
purposes,  to  points  from  which  it  could  not 
be  restored  to  the  stream ;  that  the  govern- 
ment, by  its  silent  acquiescence,  had  assented 
to  and  encouraged  the  occupation  of  the  pub- 
lic lands  for  mining;  and  that  he  who  first 
connected  his  labor  with  property  thus  sit- 
uated, and  open  to  general  exploration,  did, 
in  natural  justice,  acquire  a  better  rigtit  to 
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its  use  and  enjoyment  than  others  who  had 
not  given  such  labor;  that  the  miners  on  the 
public  lands  throughout  the  Pacific  states 
and  territories,  by  their  customs,  usages,  and 
regulations,  had  recognized  the  inherent  Jus- 
tice of  this  principle,  and  the  principle  itself 
was  at  an  early  period  recognized  by  legisla- 
tion, and  enforced  by  the  courts  of  those 
states  and  territories,  and  was  finally  ap- 
prcwed  by  the  legislation  of  congress  in  1866« 
The  views  there  expressed,  and  the  rulings 
made,  are  equally  applicable  to  the  use  of  wa- 
ter on  the  public  lands  for  purposes  of  irriga- 
tion. No  distinction  is  made  in  those  states 
and  territories,  by  the  custom  of  miners  oY 
settlers  or  by  the  courts,  in  the  rights  of  the 
first  appropriator  from  the  use  made  of  the 
water,  if  the  use  be  a  beneficial  one."  In 
this  case  it  is  said:  "The  rij^ht  of  the  first 
appropriator,  exercised  within  reasonable 
limits,  is  respected;"  that  it  "is  not  unre- 
stricted. It  must  be  exercised  with  refer- 
ence to  the  general  condition  of  the  country, 
and  the  necessities  of  the  people.  '*  This  lan- 
guage has  been  seized  upon  as  Justifying  the 
equitable,  if  not  equal,  division  of  the  water 
among  all  desiring  or  needing  it,  regardless 
of  the  claim  of  the  prior  appropriator.  Such 
a  construction  is  not  Justified,  and  would 
make  the  decision  inconsistent  with  itself,  as 
well  as  with  the  other  decisions  of  the  same 
court.  Jennison  v.  Kirk,  98  U.  S.  461; 
Broder  v.  Water  Co..  101  U.  S.  276.  It  is 
evident  that  all  the  court  means  by  this  lan- 
guage is  that  the  first  appropriator  shall  not  be 
allowed  more  than  he  needs  for  some  useful 
purpose;  that  he  shall  not,  by  wasting  or 
misusing  it,  deprive  his  neighbor  of  what  he 
has  not  actual  use  for.  In  98  U.  S.  461,  su- 
pra, the  court  says:  "The  owners  of  a  min- 
ing claim  and  the  owner  of  a  water-right  en- 
Joy  their  respective  properties  from  the  dates 
of  their  appropriation, — the  first  in  time  be- 
ing the  first  in  right;  but,  where  both  rights 
can  be  enjoyed  without  interference  with  or 
material  impairment  of  each  other,  the  en- 
joyment of  both  is  allowed."  It  clearly  fol- 
lows, as  the  courts  have  certainly  held,  that 
when  all  cannot  use  the  water  without  injury 
to  the  prior  appropriator  the  other  must  yield 
to  his  superior  right.  The  claim  having 
been  asserted  that,  when  a  party  procured  a 
patent  for  land,  he  would  be  entitled  to  the 


use  of  all  waters  flowing  through  the  same, 
this  was  put  at  rest  by  the  act  of  congress  of 
July9, 1870,  as  follows:  "Seel?.  All  patents 
grantCKl,  or  pre-emption  or  homesteads  al- 
lowed, shall  be  subject  to  any  vested  and  ac* 
crued  water-rights  or  rights  to  ditches,"  etc. 
{since  this  act  the  rulings  have  been  uniform 
that  the  patentee  of  land  has  no  claim  upon 
the  water  flowing  through  the  same  as  against 
a  prior  appropriator.  Barnes  v.  Sabron,  10 
Nev.  230;  Hill  v.  Lenormand,  (Ariz.)  16 
Pac.  Rep.  267,  268;  Geddis  v.  Parrish, 
(Wash.)  21  Pac.  Rep.  314;  Reduction 
works  V.  iStevenson,  (Kev.)  Id.  318;  Ham- 
mond V.  Rose.  (Colo.)  19  Pac.  Rep.  466;  De 
Necochea  v.  Curtis,  (Cal.)  20  Pac.  Rep.  563; 
Irrigation  €k>.  v.  Campbell,  ante,  378,  18 
Pac.  Hep.  52;  Mining  Co.  v.  Rosa,  80  Cal. 
334,  22  Pac.  Rep.  222. 

While  there  are  numerous  questions  grow- 
ing out  of  the  water  law,  we  have  aimed  to 
confine  this  discussion  to  that  involved  in 
this  case,  which  is  simply  a  contest  between 
a  prior  appropriator  of  the  water  of  a  stream, 
all  of  which  he  claims,  has  used,  and  needs 
for  a  useful  purpose,  and  a  party  who,  since 
such  appropriation,  has  entered  and  patented 
some  of  the  land  through  which  such  water, 
by  its  natural  channel,  flows,  and  who  claims 
its  use  as  a  riparian  propriet<«.  In  accord 
with  the  authorities,  as  well  as  with  oor 
local  law  on  this  subject,  it  must  be  held  that 
the  Judgment  of  the  lower  court  should  be 
affirmed;  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

Berry,  J.,  (dissenting*)  This  action  was 
brought  in  the  court  below  to  restrain  the 
defendants  from  the  use  of  any  of  the  waters 
of  a  stream  in  Quigley  gulch,  on  the  east 
side  of  Wood  river,  and  near  the  city  of 
Hailey.  The  plaintiffs  sue  Jointly,  as  prior 
appropriators  of  the  water  of  that  stream  for 
agricultural  purposes.  The  defendants  are 
occupants  of  lands  lying  above  the  plain- 
tiffs' on  that  stream,  and  through  which 
lands  of  the  defendants  the  stream  runs. 
Judgment  was  given  for  the  plaintiffs,  de» 
daring  them  Jointly  to  be  the  absolute 
'* owners  of,  and  entitled  to  the  use  of,  all 
the  waters  flowing  in  Quigley  gulch,"  with- 
out reference  to  its  amount,  or  to  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  was  diverted,  or  owned  by 
them,  or  is  to  be  used;  and  the  defendants 
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are.  and  eath  of  them  is,  ODjoined  trom  di- 
verting or  uslDg  any  of  the  waters  of  said 
itream ;  and  for  costs  against  the  defendants, 
in  the  sum  of  $270.    There  was  no  motion 
for  a  new  trial,  and  no  statement  of  the  case 
made,  and  the  case  comes  up  upon  the  judg- 
ment roll  alone.    It  is  claimed  that  the  judg- 
ment roll  discloses  errors  for  which  the  judg- 
ment should  be  reversed,  and  that  the  judg- 
ment in  itself  is  erroneous,  in  declaring  the 
plaintiffs  the  exclusive  owners  of  all  the 
waters  of  the  stream,  and  restraining  the  de- 
fendants from  any  use  thereof,  ''notwith- 
standing it  discloses  that  the  water  flows 
through  the  lands  of  the  defendant  £arhart.^ 
I  shali  attend,  firstly,  to  the  first  point 
made,  namely,  that  the  judgment  roll  dis- 
closes errors  for  which  the  judgment  should 
be  reversed.    A  liberal  construction  of  the 
complaint  may,  perhaps,  warrant  the  find- 
ings of  fact  made  l^  the  court,  though  it 
goes  no  further  than  that.    It  claims  that 
the  stream  carries  114  inches  of  water.    The 
findings  of  fact  are  as  follows:  "(1)  In  the  au- 
tumn of  the  year  1879,  William  G.  Quigley 
located  a  piece  of  government  land  near  the 
mouth  of  Quigley  gulch,  in  the  Wood  Ri?er 
valley,  in  the  county  of  Alturas  and  terri- 
tory of  Idaho.    The  land  being  then  unsur- 
veyed  public  domain,  he  was  at  that  time  un- 
able to  purchase  the  same  from  the  United 
States,  but  afterwards,  upon  the  same  being 
surveyed  and  coming  in  the  market,  he  and 
the  plaintiff  Drake,  to  whom  Quigley  had 
sold  a  part  of  the  lands  originally  claimed  by 
him,  entered  the  same  at  the  United  States 
land-oflSce  at  Hailey  and    afterwards  took 
patents  therefor.    In  said  year  1879,  said 
Quigley  took  out  of  Quigley  creek,  a  stream 
flowing  in  said  gulch,  by  a  ditch  built  by 
him  upon  said  land,  all  the  waters  fiowin^r 
therein,  and  caused  the  same  to  flow  upon  a 
portion  of  said  land,  and  in  the  same  year 
built  a  house,  and  continued  to  reside  on  said 
land  from  that  time  until  the  commencement 
of  this  action.    At  the  time  of  appropria- 
tion of  said  water  as  aforesaid,  said  Quigley 
posted  a  notice  at  the  point  of  diversion  of 
8»id  water  in  which  he  claimed  600  inches  of 
the  water  of  said  stream  for  agricultural 
purposes;  that  said  stream  carries  150  Inches 
of  water.    (2)   Afterwards,  and  before  the 
commencement  of  this  action,  the  plaintiff 


Drake  stioceeded  to  one-half  of  all  the 
waters  claimed  and  owned  by  said  Quigley, 
and  the  plaintiff  Covert  succeeded  to  the 
other  half  thereof;  and  said  plaintiffs  Drake 
and  Covert  and  said  Quigley  continued,  ex- 
cept for  the  trespass  and  unlawful  diversions 
of  said  water  by  the  defendants  hereinafter 
mentioned,  to  uninterruptedly  use  the  waters 
of  said  stream  for  agricultural  purposes 
upon  the  land  before  mentioned.  (8)  That 
some  time  in  the  year  188-,  before  the  com- 
mencement of  this  action,  plaintiffs  Drake 
and  Quigley  sold  a  small  quantity  of  said 
water  to  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railway 
Company  for  a  water  supply  at  its  station  at 
Hailey.  (4)  At  several  times  since  the  year 
1881,  parties  not  connected  with  this  suit 
have,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  certain 
brick-yards  situate  near  said  stream,  taken 
small  quantities  of  the  water  thereof  to  sup- 
ply brick-yards  for  short  periods  of  time,  in 
some  instances  with  the  consent  of  Quigley, 
while  he  was  an  owner  thereof,  and  at  other 
tiroes  without  the  consent  of  any  one  of  the 
plaintiffs.  (5)  The  defendant  occupies  a 
several  and  distinct  piece  of  land  above  the 
point  of  diversion  by  plaintiffs,  and  the  lands 
owned  by  them,  through  which  lands  of  de- 
fendants said  stream  flows  in  its  natural 
channel.  (6)  That  defendants,  and  each  of 
them,  have  taken  out  of  said  stream,  at  vari- 
ous times,  quantities  of  water  in  ditches  con- 
structed by  them  and  their  predecessors,  and 
used  the  same  for  irrigating  their  lands,  to 
which  use  the  plaintiffs  have  objected,  and 
defendants  have  at  all  times  been  informed 
of  and  have  known  that  plaintiffs  asserted 
title  to  all  the  water  flowing  in  said  stream; 
and  plaintiffs  have  many  times  torn  out  the 
dams  constructed  by  defendants,  and  turned 
the  water  from  their  ditches  back  into  the 
stream,  and  caused  the  water  to  flow  down 
into  the  plaintiffs'  ditches,  and  upon  their 
lands.  (7)  Kone  of  the  defendants  have 
been  in  the  actual  adverse  possession  of  the 
water  of  said  stream,  nor  of  any  part  there- 
of, for  the  period  of  Qve  years  next  before 
the  commencement  of  this  suit.  (8)  None 
of  the  defendants  at  any  time  ever  posted 
any  notice  claiming  any  of  the  waters  of 
said  stream,  nor  did  they,  or  any  of  them, 
comply,  or  attempt  to  comply,  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  Idaho  legis- 
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latun  of  Febraaiy  IQ,  1881.  in  jslation  to 
water-rightB,  with  a  view  to  acquire  the 
right  to  the  use  of  any  of  the  waters  of  said 
stream.  (9)  Irrigation  is  necessary  to  the 
proper  cultivation  and  the  raising  of  crops 
upon  the  lands  of  all  the  parties  to  this  ac- 
tion, and  all  the  waters  of  said  stream  are 
required  for  the  irifigation  of  the  lands  of  the 
plaintiffs." 

These  are  all  of  the  findings  of  fact.  No 
custom  as  to  the  use  of  water  is  alleged  or 
found,  and  the  appellant  contends  that  these 
facts  are  insutUcient  to  sustain  a  judgment 
for  the  plaintiffs.  He  says  that  custom,  and 
custom  alone,  where  right  exists  to  use  water 
for  irrigating  purposes  on  the  public  domain, 
must  1m  shown  as  the  basis  of  that  right; 
that  it  must  be  alleged  and  shown,  and,  of 
course,  must  be  found.  That  is  the  law. 
Custom  is  indispensable  to  the  plaintiffs' 
right.  Such  right  is  founded  on  custom  and 
user.  14  U.  8.  St.  at  Large,  p.  253,  §  9; 
Basey  v.  Gallagher,  20  Wall.  683.  But  noth- 
ing of  the  kind  exists  here.  We  might  go 
no  further,  and,  resting  on  this,  the  judgment 
is  not  sustained.  But  the  counsel  goes 
further.  He  insists  that  the  respondents, 
and  each  of  them,  fails  to  show  that  he  has, 
or  ever  had,  lands  to  irrigate  requiring  600 
inches  of  water,  or  any  other  amount.  The 
court  seems  to  have  properly  assumed  that 
the  right  to  divert  water  for  agricultural 
purposes  depends  upon  having  some  parcel 
of  land  to  irrigate.  Such  is,  unquestionably, 
the  law.  The  decisions  of  the  court  are  uni- 
form on  that  point;  also  thcf  statutes  of  Ida- 
ho. Chapter  1,  tit.  9.  Covert  does  not  seem 
to  have  had  any  land  at  any  time.  Quigley 
in  1879  is  found  to  have  occupied  "a  piece" 
Bomewliere  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  the  gulch, 
but  there  is  no  intimation  as  to  how  much, — 
whether  one  acre  or  one  hundred  acres;  nor 
is  there  any  definite  location  or  description 
of  it.  Water  was  conducted  onto  '*a  part" 
of  this  "piece;"  but  whether  upon  that  part 
which  Quigley  sold  to  Drake,  and  wliich 
Drake  got  a  patent  for,  or  upon  that  which 
Quigley  retained,  does  not  appear.  At  the 
same  time,  Drake  and  Quigley  appear  to  have 
held  their  lands  in  severalty.  Drake  entered 
his  land,  whatever  it  was,  at  the  land-ofiice 
after  1879,  presumably  after  the  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 10, 1881;  but,  whenever  it  was.  he  is 


not  shown  to  have  been  in  the  use  of  any 
"waters  at  that  time.  After  such  parcbaae 
from  the  United  States,  the  lands  were  not 
government  domain,  but  any  considerable 
appropriation  of  water  by  him  must  have 
Leen  under  the  statute  of  Idaho.  He  did 
nothing,  under  that  statute  or  otherwise,  at 
any  time,  tending  to  constitute  an  appropri- 
ation by  him.    Neither  did  Covert. 

In  the  second  finding  it  is  said  that  at  some 
time  not  specified  "Drake  succeeded  to  'one- 
half  '  of  all  the  waters  claimed  and  owned  by 
Quigley,  and  the  plaintiff  Covert  succeeded 
to  the  otiier  half."  By  what  means  they 
"succeeded,"  whether  by  abandonment  bv 
Quigley  and  reappropriation  by  Drake  and 
Covert,  or  by  sale  by  Quigley  to  them,  of  the 
lands  on  which  the  water  was  used,  or  by 
sale  of  the  water  alone,  does  not  appear. 
Presumably,  if  such  be  the  fact,  it  should 
have  been  by  lawful  claim  by  them  for  irri- 
gating agricultural  lands;  and  no  such  act 
of  appropriation  was  done  by  either.  But. 
whether  Quigley  divested  himself  of  his  as- 
sumed right  by  abandonment  or  other  wise* 
it  is  certain  that  Quigley  had  nothing  re- 
maining from  the  time  Drake  and  Covert 
succeeded,  one  to  ''one-half"  and  the  other 
''to  the  other  half,''  of  his  righU.  His  in- 
terest was  ended.  He  is  out  of  the  case,  and 
yet  the  judgment  is  in  his  favor.  As  neither 
Drake  nor  Covert  are  in  any  way  shown  to 
have  had  at  any  time  any  interest  whatever  in, 
or  right  to  use,  this  water,  or  any  part  of  it, 
for  agricultural  or  for  any  other  purpose,  all 
of  the  plaintiffs  are  out  of  court;  and  yet  the 
judgment  is  in  favor  of  all  of  them  jointly. 
It  is  therefore  impossible,  in  this  case,  to 
reach  what  might  otherwise  be  the  princi- 
pal and  more  impoiiant  question  involved  in 
the  judgment,  namely,  whether  such  a  claim 
as  the  plaintiffs  made  to  absolute  ownership 
for  agricultural  purposes  of  the  waters  of  a 
natural  stream  of  the  country,  to  the  entire 
exclusion  of  all  other  settlers  on  the  same 
stream,  whose  lands  require  irrigation,  and 
to  whom  water  is  one  of  the  necessaries  of 
life,  and  through  whose  lands  that  stream 
may  run,  can,  under  our  laws,  be  maintained. 
The  facts  found  not  being  sufficient  to  sus- 
tain the  conclusions  of  law  or  judgment, 
it  follows  that  tlie  judgment  as  to  the  ap- 
pellant should  be  xevenwd. 
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There  ie  no  room  for  any  presumption 
that  other  prerequieltiee  to  a  valid  Judgment 
existed.  Indeed,  it  is  shown  affinnatively 
that  the  necessary  grounds  did  not  exist. 
Here,  then,  I  think  this  case  should  end. 
What  may  be  further  said  on  the  question  of 
rights  of  parties  diverting  water  upon  lands 
fbr  purposes  of  irrigation  can  have  no  bind- 
ing force.  There  is  no  case  before  the  court 
warranting  a  discussion  of  the  subject  Such 
discussion  may  be  taken  as  obiter^  mwely. 
But  the  majority  opinion  goes  into  it,  and  I 
may  be  excused  for  following  its  example,  so 
far  aa  the  little  time  allowed  me  will  permit. 

1.  The  assumptions,  in  the  majority  opin- 
ion, of  facts  as  drawn  from  the  findings,  or 
as  properly  deducible  from  those  findings,  I, 
for  the  most  part,  controvert.  The  findings 
of  fact  are  hereinbefore  stated  in  full,  and 
they  speak  for  themselves. 

2.  Nor  do  I  admit  that  posting  a  notice  on 
a  stream,  prior  to  1881,  claiming  600  inches 
of  water,  was  "an  act  of  appropriation."  It 
had  nothing  to  do  with  *'an  act  of  appropria* 
tion  on  the  public  domain.  **  That  could  only 
be  done  on  the  public  domain  by  having 
hmds  to  irrigate;  second^  by  actually  divert- 
ing waters  upon  it,  by  means  sufilcient  to 
conduct  all  the  water  actually  appropriated. 
There  is  nothing  of  that  kind  in  this  case, 
and  the  court  is  not  warranted  in  assuming 
that  there  is. 

8.  The  majority  opinion  pronounces  the 
daim  of  a  person  whose  lands  lie  upon  a 
stream  as  resting  on  the  "phantom  of  ripa- 
rian rights."  I  deny  that  under  the  laws  of 
this  territory  "riparian  rights"  are  a  "phan- 
tom," unless  unlawfully  and  unjustly  made 
so.  The  doctrine  of  riparian  rights  is  a 
part  of  the  oommon  law;  and  the  common 
law  is  the  law  of  this  territory,  except  jis  the 
statute  steps  in,  and  repeals  or  changes  it. 
Section  18  of  the  Revised  Statutes  so  declares. 
It  provides  that  "the  common  law  of  Eng- 
land, so  far  as  it  is  not  repugnant  to  or  iut 
consistent  with  the  constitution  or  laws  of 
the  United  States,  in  all  cases  not  provided 
for  in  'these  lievised  Statutes,  is  the  rule  of 
decision  in  all  the  courts  in  this  territory. " 
The  United  States  statutes  have  in  some  re- 
spects modified  the  common-law  rule  of  ripa- 
rian rights  on  the  public  domain  where  cus- 
toms are  shown  to  exist,  and  not  otherwise. 


IXo  customs  are  pretended  here.  Indeed,  all 
customs  are  studiously  ignored.  The  statutes 
of  the  territory  previous  to  1881  had  no  pro«- 
vision  whatever  on  the  subject  of  water* 
rights.  But  in  1881  what  are  equivalent  to 
common-law  water-rights  were  in  some  re- 
spects expressly  affirmed,  only  those  rights 
were  enlarged.  Section  3180,  Bev.  St., 
provides  that  "all  persons,  companies,  and 
corporations  owning  or  claiming  any  lands 
situated  on  the  banks  or  in  the  vicinity  of 
any  stream  are  entitled  to  the  use  of  the 
waters  of  such  stream  for  the  purpose  of  irri- 
gating the  land  so  held  or  claimed."  In  the 
preceding  chapter  of  the  statutes  it  is  pro- 
vided that  by  complying  with  certain  condi- 
tions (not  one  of  which  is  pretended  to  be 
compiled  with  in  this  case)  a  party  may  en- 
title himself  to  superior  rights  in  the  use  of 
water.  No  one  denies  this  fact.  But  it  no- 
where provides  that  any  one  may  entitle  him- 
self to  ownership  of  a  stream,  or  to  entirely 
exclude  others  "on  the  banks  or  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  a  stream"  from  some  use  of  the  water, 
as  provided  in  section  8180,  above  quoted. 
Our  statute  is  a  little  more  comprehensive — 
a  little  stronger,  in  some  respects,  in  favor  of 
those  needing  water — than  the  common  law 
of  riparian  rights;  but  it  leaves  many  of  tliose 
rights  intact.  It  is  wrong,  then,  to  designate 
these  common -law  rights  as  a  "phantom." 
They  are  real,  and  the  interests  of  our  terri- 
tory demand  that  they  should  be  recognized. 
4.  By  the  common  law,  running  water  is 
not  the  subject  of  ownership.  No  statute  of 
Idaho,  nor  of  congress,  either,  makes  it  such. 
By  custom,  when  that  is  shown,  a  person  in 
its  prior  use  may  not  be  disturbed  in  its  use, 
providing,  as  Mr.  Justice  Field  says  in 
Basey  v.  Gallagher,  the  custom  and  claim 
under  it  are  reasonable.  But  that  is  as  far 
as  it  goes, — as  far  as  any  statute  of  the 
United  Slates  or  of  this  territory  goes.  Our 
own  statutes  are  in  accord  with  that  view. 
Rev.  St.  Idaho,  g  3188.  In  Basey  v.  Galla- 
ffher,  20  Wall.  683,  Mr.  Justice  Field  says 
that  "in  all  such  cases  the  right  of  the  first 
appropriator,  exercised  within  reasonable  lim*- 
its,  is  respected  and  enforced.  We  say  with* 
in  reasonable  limits;  for  this  right  to  water, 
like  the  right  by  prior  occupancy  to  mining 
ground,  ♦  ♦  *  is  not  unrestricted.  It 
must  be  exercised  with  reference  to  the  gen* 
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eral  conditio^  of  the  country  and  the  neces- 
BlUes  of  the  people,  and  not  bo  as  to  deprive 
a  whole  neighborhood  or  community  of  its 
ose,  and  to  vest  an  absolute  monopoly  in  a 
single  individual." 

What  does  this  judgment  do,  but  to  violate 
every  provision  of  the  foregoing,  severally 
and  as  a  whole?  Is  it  reasonable  to  appro- 
priate ail  the  waters  of  a  stream,  even  if  it 
contains  1.000  inches,  or  wliatever  it  may  be* 
to  irrigate  "a  piece''  pf  land,  with  no  intima- 
tion of  its  description  or  amount?  Is  it  rea- 
sonable to  allow  absolute  and  ** unrestricted** 
ownership  in  water  diverted  for  purposes  of 
irrigation,  only,  to  be  used,  as  in  this  case, 
for  sale  to  railroads  and  brick-yards,  or  other 
purposes  than  irrigsition,  and  still  deny  to 
others  their  natural,  lawful,  statutory  rights 
in  any  of  it?  Where  are  tlie  "reasonable 
limits*'  of  such  a  claim?  Is  such  a  claim  in 
accord  with  "the  conditions  of  the  country 
and  necessities  of  the  people,"  when  those 
people  are  famishing  for  water,  and  preclud- 
ed from  using  a  drop,  though  an  abundance 
runs  past  their  doors?  Does  not  this  judg- 
ment establish  "an  absolute  monopoly"  of 
the  waters  of  this  stream?  Every  one  of 
these  questions  carries  with  it  its  own  an- 
swer. I  do  not  propose  to  pursue  this  argu- 
ment, and  show  that  a  great  majority  of  the 
cases  relied  on  to  establish  this  doctrine  of 
absolute  ownership  and  exclusive  monopoly 
in  streams  do  not  relate  to  the  use  of  water 
for  agricultural  purposes  at  all,  but  that  those 
cases  relate  to  diversions  or  use  for  mining 
purposes  only.  That  fact  may  be  easily 
shown,  or  else  that  the  cases  where  they  re- 
late to  irrigation  are  based  upon  mining 
cases.  There  are  few  of  them  that  are  not  so 
founded,  even  of  those  cited  in  the  majority 
opinion.  The  doctrine  of  those  cases  would 
prevent  the  settlement  upon  lands  depending 
on  our  natural  streams,  and,  as  in  the  case  at 
bar,  would  drive  away  half  or  more  of  the 
settlers  who  have  already  settled  there.  This 
is  not  for  the  interest  of  the  territory,  and  to 
allow  the  example  of  this  case  to  obtain  will 
prove  detrimental  in  other  ways  than  in  de- 
creasing our  population.  The  suffering  set- 
tlers will  very  soon  resort  to  the  demoralizing 
aid  of  the  ever  present  "Winchester"  or  re- 
volver.  People  will  not  tolerate  such  unlaw- 


ful claims ;  and  the  sooner  they  are  abandoned, 
or  reduced  within  reasonable  bounds,  the  bet- 
ter will  it  be  for  alL  This  judgment  should 
be  reversed.

The  Judgment  rendered  in  the  Ja8tlee*8 
court  is  not  a  Judgment  by  default,  an  an- 
swer being  in,  and  issue  of  fact  pending. 
Neither  was  It  a  Judgment  by  confession, 
which  must  he  In  writing,  admittinK  some 
sum  to  be  due,  and  concisely  stating  the 
facts  out  of  which  the  debt  confessed 
arose.    Rev.  St.  §§  5061,  4777,  4726. 

Neither  is  It  a  Judgment  by  consent  on 
the  theory  that  by  consenting  thereto  the 
party  waives  all  objection  to  the  Judg- 
ment, and  win  not  be  allowed  to  question 
the  same  on  appeal.  The  consent  was  not 
real,  but  pro  forma  only,  and  the  party 
does  not  waive  or  lone  any  of  his  rights 
thereby.  Mecham  v.  McKay,  87  Cal.  158, 
159:  Haynes,  New  Trials  &  App.  §  282. 

To  make  a  good  complaint  in  a  Justice's 
court,  the  facts  constituting  the  plalntin's 
cause  of  action  must  be  concisely  stated. 
Rev.  St.  §  4668.

There  can  be  no  trial  de  novo  where 
there  was  no  trial  originally.  Southern 
Pac.  R.  Co.  V.  Superior  Court,  59  Cal.  475. 

Sweet,  J.  On  March  25,  1889,  plain- 
tiff filed  his  complaint  before  J.  S.  Lan- 
ouiBHE,  a  Justice  of  the  peace  in  and  for 
Ward ner precinct.  Shoshone  county,  Idaho 
territory,  in  which  he  alleged  that  the  de- 
fendant was  indebted  to  him  in  the  sum 
of  S150  for  professional  services  rendered 
at  defendant's  instance  and  request.  On 
that  day  a  summons  was  issued,  and  was 
returned  on  the  29th  of  the  same  month. 
On  the  29th,  also,  defendant  appeared  and 
filed  its  answer,  denying  each  and  every 
allegation  contained  in  plaintiff's  com- 
plaint. At  the  same  time  defendant  con- 
sented to  what  is  termed  in  this  written 
consent  the  entering  of  a  pro  forma  Judg- 
ment, and  Judgment  was  thereupon  en- 
tered for  plaintiff.  The  paper  under  which 
the  Judgment  was  entered  is  as  follows: 
''This  case  having  been  called  for  trial,  the 
defendant  consents  that  Judgment  may  be 
entered  pro  lorma  in  favor  of  plaintiff  and 
against  defendant,  as  prayed  for  in  tbe 
complaint  hei*ein,  reserving  all  of  its  rights 
under  an  appeal  from  said  Judgment. 
William  H.  Cla  obtt.  Attorney  for  Defend- 
ant.** Immediately  after  the  rendition  of 
lodgment,  to-wit,  on  the  said  29th  day  of 
March,  1889,  defendant  filed  its  notice  of 
appeal,  together  with  the  undertaking 
thereon,  and  the  said  appeal  was  perfected 
by  defendant's  causing  a  transcript  of  the 
docket  of  said  Justice  to  be  verified  and 
forwarded  to  the  clerk  of  the  district  court. 
The  cause  came  on  for  trial  in  the  district 
court,  whereupon  plaintiff  moved  that  the 
appeal  be  dismissed.  The  motion  was 
(granted  by  the  district  court  on  the  ground 
that,  inasmuch  as  there  had  been  no  trial 
In  tbe  lower  court  upon  questions  of  fact, 
and  that,  as  no  statement  had  been  made, 
tbere  was  nothing  to  try.  The  court,  in 
dismissing  the  case,  used  the  following 
language :  ^  As  before  stated ,  the  case  can- 
not be  tried  in  this  court  for  tbe  first  time. 
There  must  have  been  an  actual  trial  be- 
fore the  Justice  before  that  can  be  done 
here.  Manifestly,  this  case  can  only  be  af- 
firmed or  reversed  by  this  court,  or  the  ap- 
peal dismissed.    The  appeal  must  be  dis- 


missed, for  the  reason  that  there  are  no 
issues  presented  to  this  court  which  can 
be  tried. " 

We  do  not  understand  why  the  issues 
were  not  clearly  presented  in  the  district 
court.  The  complaint  was  there,  alleging 
the  debt.  The  answer  was  there,  denying 
it.  The  issues  were  as  fully  presented  in 
the  district  court  as  they  could  be  present- 
ed after  a  trial  had  in  the  Justice's  court. 
No  trial  in  the  Justice's  court  would  have 
presented  the  issues  any  differently  from 
the  manner  in  which  they  were  presented 
at  that  time.  We  take  it  that  this  objec- 
tion is  not  a  valid  one. 

The  next  inquiry  suggested  is  far  more 
serious  in  its  character.  It  is  this:  May 
the  defendant  consent  to  a  Judgment  in  the 
Justice's  court,  and  then  appeal  from  the 
Judgment  to  which  he  has  consented?  If 
the  amount  were  $100,  or  less,  the  defend- 
ant would  unquestionably  be  bound  by 
the  Judgment  to  which  he  consented,  un- 
less a  new  hearing  were  granted  in  the 
Justice's  court  for  cause  shown;  and  we 
doubt  if  his  declaration  that  he  consented 
only  to  a  pro  forma  Judgment  would  save 
him.  We  do  not  think  the  appeal  could 
be  saved  by  declining  to  enter  into  a  trial 
before  the  Justice  involving  an  amount  con- 
fined to  the  original  Jurisdiction  of  the 
lower  court.  Counsel  for  defendant  treats 
his  written  consent  to  the  entry  of  said 
Judgment  as  a  stipulation,  and  cites 
Mecham  v.  McKay,  37  Cal.  159,  as  an  au- 
thority in  support  of  his  position.  After 
stating  that  tbe  court  has  repeatedly  re* 
fused  to  review  Judgments  and  orders  en- 
tered by  consent,  the  court  discuss  the 
question  further,  and  say :  "  We  are  not 
inclined  to  retract  or  modify  this  proposi- 
tion, but  it  is  to  be  limited  to  cases  where- 
in it  does  not  appear  from  the  record  that 
the  consent  was  given  only  pro  forma  to 
facilitate  the  appeal,  and  with  the  under- 
standing on  both  sides  that  the  party  did 
not  thereby  intend  to  abandon  his  right 
to  be  heard  on  the  appeal  in  opposition  to 
the  Judgment.  •  •  •  If  it  appears  from 
the  record  that  it  was  intended  by  the  par- 
ties to  be  only  a  pro  forma  Judgment  or 
order  entered,  by  consent,  for  the  mere 
purpose  of  hastening  an  appeal,  and  with 
no  intention  to  waive  an  exception  there- 
to, it  would  be  a  somewhat  rigid  rule  to 
give  the  stipulation  a  conclusive  effect  not 
contemplated  by  the  parties.  ♦  •  •  The 
stipulation  in  this  case,  on  which  the  order 
denying  a  new  trial  is  entered,  is  noc  free 
from  doubt ;  but,  taking  it  al  together,  and 
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construing  It  aB  a  whole,  in  connection  with 
the  other  facts  disclosed  in  the  record,  we 
conclude  it  was  intended  by  the  parties 
that  the  motion  for  a  new  trial  should  be 
denied  pro  forma  only  to  hasten  the  ap- 
peal. "  But  the  plaintiff  contends  that  this 
paper  is  in  no  sense  a  stipulation.  Taken 
alone,  it  could  not  be  considered  as  such. 
But  the  amount  involved  was  and  is  with- 
in the  original  Jurisdiction  of  the  district 
court.  Both  parties  were  before  the  jus- 
tice. An  answer  had  been  filed  denying 
the  indebtedness,  and  on  the  same  day  the 
notice  of  appeal  was  given,  the  undertak- 
ing filed,  and  the  transcript  promptly  for- 
warded to  the  district  court.  Counsel  for 
defendant  contends  that  after  said  answer 
was  filed  it  was  agreed  between  counsel 
for  plaintiff  and  defendant  that  this  Judg- 
ment should  be  entered,  and  that  defend- 
ant should  forthwith  appeal  the  case. 
Counsel  for  defendant  further  insists  that 
this  agreement  was  reached  between  the 
parties  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  it  was 
then  and  there  understood  that  neither 
party  would  accept  the  Judgment  of  the 
justice's  court  as  final,  and  that,  no  mat- 
ter which  way  it  might  be  decided,  the  ap- 
peal would  follow;  and  that  therefore 
they  would  save  costs  and  trouble  by  sim- 
ply consenting  to  the  pro  forma  judgment, 
(whatever  that  may  mean,)  and  the  ap- 
peal should  go  forward.  The  counsel  who 
represented  plaintiff  and  respondent  in 
this  court  did  not  appear  in  the  Justice's 
court,  nor  in  the  court  below ;  hence  makes 
no  denial  of  all  these  assertions  made  by 
counsel  for  defendant,  except  that  the  pa- 
per in  itself  is  not  a  stipulation,  and  that, 
therefore,  the  rule  Just  quoted  from  Me- 
cham  V.  McKay  does  not  apply. 

Taking  all  the  facts  together,  we  are  in- 
clined to  believe  that  the  agreement  was 
fairly  made.  The  defendant  was  there 
ready  to  try  its  case.  So  was  the  plaintiff. 
They  agreed  that  the  Judgment  rendered 
by  the  justice,  no  matter  which  way  it 
went,  would  be  forthwith  appealed  from  by 
the  losing  side.  There  can  be  no  question 
but  that  defendant  would  have  tried  the 
case  then  and  there  had  not  such  an  under- 
standing been  arrived  at.  As  shown  by 
the  record,  also,  no  evidence  was  taken  by 
the  justice;  and  he  gave  judgment  for  the 
plaintiff  without  requiring  a  syllable  of  ev- 
idence, and  in  the  face  of  a  denial  averring 
that  defendant  was  not  indebted  to  plain- 
tiff in  any  sum  whatever.  This  simply 
tends  to  show  that  the  justice  also  under- 
stood the  real  stipulation  between  the  par- 


tiesr  and  that  immediately  upon  its  con- 
summation the  judgment  was  entered  in 
accordance  therewith.  It  would,  of  course, 
be  an  absurdity  to  say  that  the  defendant 
intended  to  consent  to  a  bona  tide  judg- 
ment, in  the  face  of  the  peculiar  written 
consent  given,  and  in  the  face  of  the  an- 
swer, filed  at  the  same  time,  denying  that 
the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  the  judgment. 
We  do  not  understand  that  the  court  be- 
low entertained  any  such  view  of  the  case. 
The  court  below  simply  intimated  that 
the  case  should  go  back  for  trial  In  the 
justice's  court.  That  means  simply  that 
the  parties  should  introduce  theirevidence 
in  the  justice's  court,  and  then  appeal 
again  to  the  district  court,  where  they 
would  occupy  precisely  the  same  position 
in  which  they  found  themselves  when  th^ 
were  dismissed  in  the  first  instance;  for 
even  had  evidence  been  Introduced,  they 
would  still  go  to  trial  de  novo  in  the  dis- 
trict court  on  the  pleadings  as  they  now 
stand,  and  as  they  have  stood  from  the 
beginning.  As  before  stated,  if  it  were 
not  a  case  in  which  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
district  court  were  concurrent  with  the  Ju- 
risdiction of  the  Justice's  court,  an  appeal 
of  the  kind  would  not  be  allowed,  for  the 
reason  that,  unless  the  amount  exceed 
$100,  the  intention  of  the  statute  Is  that 
the  higher  court  shall  not  be  burdened 
with  the  consideration  of  the  case  until, 
after  a  trial,  the  party  appeals  as  pre- 
scribed  bv  law 

Defendant  cites  Brick  v.  Brick,  (Mich.)  81 
N.W.  Rep. 907.  Thelanguageof thecourtin 
that  case  is  as  follows :  '*  It  appears  from 
the  printed  reconi  that  the  decree  below 
was  entered,  by  the  consent  of  defendant, 
by  his  solicitor.  Such  a  decree  is  binding 
upon  the  parties  unless  impeached  for  fraud 
or  mistake,  and  no  such  claim  is  advanced 
on  this  appeal. "  The  facts  already  stated 
show  most  conclusively  that,  to  say  the 
least,  if  the  consent  entered  in  the  Justice's 
court  resulted  in  a  judgment  from  which 
no  appeal  could  be  legally  had,  a  mlstcdce 
was  made.  This  view  urged  by  the  defend- 
ant is  not  seriously  denied.  Counsel  for 
respondent  cites  Campbell  v.  Randolph,  13 
m.  314.  Thellllniols  statute  provides  that 
"appeals  from  judgmeuts  of  Justices  of  the 
peace  to  the  circuit  court  shall  be  granted 
in  all  cases  except  on  judgments  confessed. " 
Rev.  St.  1845,  c.  59,  §58.  Theeatry  in  thecase 
discussed  was  as  follows :  "  This  day  be- 
ing set  for  trial,  and  the  parties  appeared, 
and  the  defendant  filed  his  set-off.  But,  no 
proof  being  before  the  court,  and  the  de* 
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fnidant  by  bis  counsel  admittioic  the  plain* 
tifTB  account,  Judgment  is  therefore  ren- 
dered in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  and  acainst 
tbe  defendant  for  the  sum  of  $17.20  princi- 
pal and  interest,  and  costs  of  «nit.  "^  The 
eunrc  held  this  not  to  be  a  JudKuient  by 
confesston.  Under  our  statute  a  Judgment 
by  confession  may  be  made,  but  section 
5061  contains  the  following  requirements: 
"It  mast  be  made,  signed  by  the  defend- 
ant, and  veiified  by  his  oath  to  thefollow- 
ing  effect:  (1)  It  must  authorise  the  en- 
try of  Judgment  for  a  specified  sum;  (2)  if 
it  be  for  money  due  or  to  become  due,  it 
must  state  concisely  thefactsout  of  which 
it  arose,  and  show  that  th^  sum  confessed 
therefor  fs  Justly  due  or  to  become  due ;  (8) 
If  it  be  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
plaintiff  against  a  contingent  liability,  it 
must  state  concisely  the  facts  constitut- 
ing the  liability,  and  show  that  the  sum 
confessed  therefor  does  not  exceed  tbe 
same. "  It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  the 
Judgment  in  this  case  was  not»  under  this 
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statute,  a  Judgment  by  confession;  nor 
was  it  a  Judgment  by  default,  because  the 
defendant  was  in  court  with  an  answer 
denying  the  allegations  contained  in  the 
complaint.  We  think  there  can  be  no 
question  of  the  agreement  between  the 
parties  as  to  what  should  be  done  in  the 
premises ;  nor  do  we  think  it  possible  for 
the  judgment  to  stand,  having  been  ren- 
dered, without  evidence,  notwithstanding 
defendant's  answer  denying  the  averment 
set  forth  in  the  complaint.  Cui'tis  v.  Su- 
perior Court,  68  Gal.  435. 

We  will  not  pass  this  case  without  ex- 
pressing our  disapproval  of  proceeding  in 
this  manner;  for  it,  at  best,  incumbers  the 
practice  with  proceedings  of  a  doubtful 
character,  and  throws  into  the  court 
many  perplexing  questions  involving  both 
time  and  expense.  The  Judgment  is  re- 
versed, and  a  trial  ordered  in  the  district 
court.

The  re- 
spondents ask  the  court  to  dismiss  the  ap- 
peal for  the  reason  that  the  record  does 
not  show  that  there  has  ever  been  a  no- 
tice of  appeal  filed  in  this  case.

The  statute  points  oat  tbe  method  bj 
which  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  is 
taken,  as  follows:  "An  appeal  is  taken 
b J  filing  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  in 
which  the  Judgment  or  order  appealed 
from  is  entered  a  notice  stating  the  appeal 
from  the  same,  or  some  specific  part  there- 
of, and  serving  a  similar  notice  on  the  ad- 
verse party,  or  his  attorney."  Section 
4808,  Rey.  St.  Idaho.  The  record  must 
afilrmatlvely  show  that  the  notice  of  ap- 
peal was  filed  with  the  clerk  below,  and 
served  upon  the  adverse  party,  or  his  at- 
torney, within  the  time  required  by  stat- 
ute.

made  at  any  time.  Both  appeals  are  dis- 
missed.

Application  by  Justin  Gilbert  for  a  writ 
of  mandate  to  compel  Silas  W.  Moody, 
state  auditor,  to  issue  a  warrant  in  favor 
of  plaintiff  in  payment  of  certain  services 
performed  by  plaintiff  as  stenographic 
court  reporter.    Peremptory  writ  granted.

B.  Roberta^  Atty.  Gen.,  for  defendant. 

Sullivan,  C.  J.  The  plaintiff,  Justfn 
Gilbert,  applied  to  this  court  for  a  writ  of 
mandate  to  compel  the  defendant,  Uon. 
Silas  W.  Moody,  auditor  of  the  state  of 
Idaho,  to  issue  his  warrant  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff,  in  payment  for  certain  serviceB 
claimed  to  have  been  performed  by  said 
plaintiff  as  stenographic  court  reporter. 
The  material  facts  set  forth  in  said  applica- 
tion are  substantially  as  follows:  On  the 
dd  day  of  April,  1889,  the  plaintiff  was  duly 
appointed  stenographic  court  reporter  of 
the  second  Judicial  district  of  Idaho  terri- 
tory, by  Chief  Justice  WiER,  sitting  as  a  dis- 
trict Judge  of  said  Judicial  district.  That 
said  plaintiff  entered  upon  and  performed 
the  duties  of  said  ofl^ce,  and  performed  the 
same  under  said  appointment,  to  and  in- 
cluding the  2d  day  of  November.  1890,  for 
which  services  he  received  the  compensa- 
tion provided  by  law.  That  from  and  after 
said  2d  day  of  November,  1890,  to  the  18th 
day  of  November,  1890,  he  continued  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  said  office  under  and  by 
virtue  of  said  appointment  made  as  afore- 
said. That  on  the  18th  day  of  November, 
1890,  the  plaintiff  wa*s  duly  appointed 
stenographic  reporter  of  the  third  Judicial 
district  of  the  state  of  Idaho  by  tbe  Uon. 
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£.  Nugent,  Judiee  of  said  third  district. 
That  on  said  IStb  day  of  November  be  en- 
tered upon  his  duties  as  such  stenog^rapbic 
reporter  under  said  appointment,  and 
continued  to  perform  the  duties  of  such 
position  up  to  the  close  of  tbn  11th  day  of 
January,  1891,  and  still  continues  to  per- 
form said  duties  under  said  last  appoint- 
ment. That  on  the  9tb  day  of  January, 
1891,  the  plaintiff  presented  his  claim 
against  the  state  of  Idaho,  for  his  services 
as  official  reporter,  from  the  3d  day  of  No- 
vember, 1890,  to  the  lltb  day  of  January, 
1891 ;  both  mentioned  days  included, 
amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  of  $374.98. 
That  on  the  9th  day  of  January,  1891,  the 
defendant  was,  ever  since  has  been,  and 
now  is,  the  duly-qualified  and  acting  au- 
ditor of  the  state  of  Idaho.  That  the  de- 
fendant, as  such  auditor,  refused  to  allow 
plaintiff's  said  claim,  and  refused  to  issue 
to  the  plaintiff  his  warrant  in  payment  of 
said  claim,  and  asks  that  a  writ  of  man- 
date be  i-SKued  out  of  this  court  command- 
ing the  said  auditor  to  draw  bis  warrant 
on  the  state  treasurer  of  Idaho,  in  favor 
of  the  plaintiff,  for  the  amount  of  said 
claim.  The  defendant  admits  all  of  the 
material  facts  set  forth  in  plaintiff's  ap- 
plication, but  denies  that  the  Hon.  E.  Nu- 
gent* as  Judge  of  the  third  judicial  district 
of  the  state  of  Idaho,  had  any  authority 
to  appoint  the  plaintiff  stenographic  re- 
porter of  said  third  district  court.  And 
farther  alleges  that  no  appropriation  has 
been  made  by  law  for  the  payment  of  com- 
pensation to  the  stenographic  court  re- 
porter of  said  district  court;  and,  further, 
that  there  is  no  money  or  funds  In  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  state  of  Idaho 
applicable  to  the  payment  of  plaintiff's 
said  claim. 

Tills  case  involves  the  validity  of  an  act 
panned  by  the  fifteenth  legislative  as- 
sembly of  Idaho,  entitled  **  An  act  to  pro- 
Tide  for  the  appointment  of  a  court  steno- 
graphic reporter  in  each  Judicial  district 
of  Idaho  territory,**  which  act  was  ap- 
proved February  4, 1889,  (15th Sess.  Laws, 
p.  25.)  The  plaintiff,  in  said  application 
for  a  writ  of  mandate,  alleges  that  he 
was  appointed  official  reporter  of  the 
second  Judicial  district  of  the  territory  of 
Idaho,  and  performed  the  duties  of  that 
position  until  the  18th  day  of  November, 
189(1,  on  which  date  he  was  appointed  offi- 
cial reporter  of  the  district  court  of  the 
third  Judicial  district  of  the  stateof  Idaho, 
and  performed  the  duties  of  such  position 


to  and  including  the  11th  day  of  January, 
1891.  The  defendant  contends  that  the 
appointment  of  the  plaintiff,  made  by 
the  Hon.  E.  Nugent,  Judge  of  the  third 
Judicial  district  of  the  state  of  Idaho,  on 
the  18th  day  of  November,  1890,  was  made 
without  authority  of  la  w.  The  first  point 
to  be  determined,  then,  is  whether  the 
Hon.  E.  Nugent,  Judge  of  the  district 
court  of  the  third  Judicial  district  of  the 
state  of  Idaho,  had  the  authority  to  ap- 
point the  plaintiff  official  reporter  of  said 
court  on  tne  18th  day  of  November,  1890. 
In  other  words,  was  the  act  above  referred 
to  in  force  on  the  18th  day  of  November, 
1890,  and  continued  in  force  to  and  Including 
the  11th  day  of  January,  1891?  Idaho 
was  admitted  as  a  state  on  the  8d  day  of 
July,  A.  D.  1890,  under  a  constitution 
theretofore  adopted  by  the  people  of  the 
state.  Section  2  of  article  21  of  said  con- 
stitution Is  as  follows:  ** All  laws  now  In 
force  in  the  territory  of  Idaho,  which  are 
not  repugnant  to  this  constitution,  shall 
remain  in  force  until  they  expire  by  their 
own  limitation,  or  be  altered  or  repealed 
by  the  legislature.  '*  It  is  not  claimed  that 
said  act  has  expired  by  its  own  limitation, 
or  has  been  repealed  or  altered  by  the  leg- 
islature. Said  act  in  no  manner  conflicts 
with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution, 
and  is  not  repugnant  thereto ;  hence  said 
act  was  In  force  at  the  date  of  said  ap- 
pointment, and  has  been  in  force  since  its 
approval,  February  4, 1889.  Said  act  au- 
thorized the  judges  of  each  district  court, 
in  the  then  territory  of  Idaho,  to  appoint 
a  competent  official  reporter;  defines  his 
duties ;  fixes  the  tenure  of  his  office,  and 
his  yearly  compensation ;  dii^ects  that  it 
be  paid  quarterly  out  of  the  general  fund 
of  the  territorial  treasury:  and  authorises 
the  comptroller  to  draw  his  warrants,  to 
make  such  payments,  when  they  sbnll  be- 
come due.  Gen.  Laws  Idaho,  15th  Sess., 
1888-89,  p.  25.  The  defendant  also  con- 
tends that  no  appropriation  has  been 
made  for  the  payment  of  this  claim,  as  re- 
quire by  section  13  of  article  7  of  the  con- 
stitution. The  act  in  question  makes  the 
appropriation.  Itfixes  thecompensation, 
the  time  of  payment,  and  authorizes  the 
comptroller  to  draw  his  warrant  to  pay 
the  same  when  due.  No  further  appro- 
priation Is  required.  The  defendant  fur- 
ther contends  that  the  act  of  the  present 
session  of  the  legislature,  amending  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho,  and  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  Idaho  of  the  Fifteenth  Session , 
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by  changinsT  the  word  "  territory "  to 
•* state,"  and  ** comptroller"  to  •'auditor,'* 
is  Id  conflict  witti  section  18,  art.  8,  of 
the  constitution,  which  section  is  as  fol- 
lows :  "  No  act  shall  be  revised  or  amend- 
ed by  mere  reference  to  its  title;  bat  the 
section  as  amended  shall  be  set  forth  and 
published  at  lengrth."  The  object  of  this 
provision  is  to  prevent  obscnrity,  confu- 
sion, and  uncertainty  in  the  laws.  This 
section  deals  with  such  amendments  of  ex- 
isting: legislation  as  change  the  applica- 
tion, force,  or  effect  of  an  act,  or  a  portion 
thereof.  The  amendments  referred  to  do 
not  change  the  application,  force,  or  effect 
of  the  sections  amended,  but  merely 
change  the  words  "territory"  to  "state,* 
and  "comptroller"  to  "auditor."  These 
amendments  cannot  result  in  any  ambi- 
guity or  uncertainty,  nor  can  any  one  be 
misled  as  to  the  purpose  of  these  amend- 
ments. To  hold  that  each  section,  so 
amended,  should  be  published  at  length 
would  be  an  unreasonable  construction  of 
said  provision,  and  entail  needless  expense 
upon  the  people.  The  office  of  comptroller 
has  not  been  abolished  by  the  constitu- 
tion,— the  name  only  has  been  changed  to 
"auditor."  The  fact  that  there  are  no 
funds  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  tne 
state  with  which  to  pay  said  claim  will 
not  excuse  the  auditor  from  issuing  his 
warraiit.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a 
peremptory  writ  should  issue,  and  it  is  so 
ordered.

the  1st  day  of  Januaiy,  and  every  second  year 
thereafter;  tMrd,  sessions  convened  by  the  gov- 
ernor. 

Same  —  State  Legislatube  —  Compekbation  op 
Members. 

2.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  28,  art  8,  of 
the  constitution,  applies  to  the  regular  or  bien- 
nial sessions  only  as  to  the  per  diem  compensa- 
tion of  members,  and  the  aggregate  of  per  diem 
allowances. 


8.  The  second  pttragn^  of  satd  section  9B 
fixes  the  per  diem  of  each  member,  except  tlie  pre- 
siding oincers,  for  the  first  session  of  said  legis- 
lature and  for  sessions  convened  by  the  governor, 
and  does  not  limit  the  aggregate  per  dim  allotr- 
anoes  for  said  first  session.

4.  A  writ  of  mandate  will  issue  tooompel  the 
state  auditor  to  issue  his  warrant  to  pay  uie  per 
diem  of  each  member  for  each  day's  atteodanoe 
upon  the  first  session  of  said  legiaiatuze,  regaxd- 
less  of  whether  such  member  has  already  re- 
ceived, in  the  aggregate.

SuLLtVAN,  C.  J.  On  the  23d  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1891,  J.  L.  Goodnisrht,  the  plaintiff, 
made  his  application  to  this  court  for  a 
writ  of  mandate  to  the  Hon.  Silas  W. 
Moody,  auditor  of  the  state  of  Idaho, 
commanding:  said  auditor  to  issue  hia 
warrant  upon  the  state  treasurer  for  the 
sum  of  five  dollars,  in  payment  of  the  per 
diem  for  the  applicant's  attendance  as  a 
member  of  the  house  of  representatives  of 
the  state  of  Idaho  for  the  2l8t  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1891.  The  facts  stated  in  said  ap- 
plication are  substantially  as  follows: 
That  said  applicant  was,  on  the  1st  day 
of  October,  1890,  duly  elected  as  a  member 
of  the  houpe  of  representatives  of  the  legis- 
lature of  the  state  of  Idaho  from  the  coun- 
ty of  Nez  Perces,  state  aforesaid,  for  the 
term  of  two  years;  that  on  the  8tb  day 
of  December,  1890,  he  duly  qualified  as  such 
representative,  and  that  ever  since  said 
8th  day  of  December  he  has  been,  and  now 
is,  a  duly-qualified  and  acting  member  of 
the  house  of  representatives  of  said  Idaho 
legislature  for  the  county  aforesaid ;  that 
on  said  8th  day  of  December  the  legislatnre 
of  the  state  of  Idaho  was  convened  in  its 
first  session  by  a  proclamation  of  the 
governor,  and  began  its  duties  under  and 
by  virtue  of  said  proclamation  and  the 
constitution  of  the  state  of  Idaho,  and 
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remalBed  in  continaoas  semlon  from  Bai<] 
8th  day  of  December,  1890,  to  the  20th  day 
of  December,  1890,  at  which  last-men- 
tioned  date  said  legislatare  adjoamed  to 
the  5th  day  of  January,  1891,  and  on  said 
5th  day  of  Januar3'  reconvened,  and  re- 
mained In  contlnnouH  seeaion  since  said 
5th  day  of  January;  that  on  the  2lBt  day 
of  February,  A.  D.  1891,  the  said  legisla- 
ture was  in  lawful  session  at  the  capitol  of 
the  state,  and  that  the  applicant,  as  a 
member  thereof,  as  aforesaid,  was  present 
and  attended  the  session  on  that  day,  and 
performed  all  duties  required  to  be  per- 
formed by  him  as  such  member  by  the  laws 
and  constitution  of  the  state  of  Idaho  : 
that  there  was  due  and  payable  to  said 
applicant  from  the  state  of  Idaho  for  said 
day*s  services  the  sum  of  five  dollars; 
that  on  said  21st  day  of  February,  Hon. 
Frank  A.  Fenn  was  the  dub'  elected,  qual- 
ified, and  acting:  speaker  of  said  house  of 
representatives,  and  as  such  speaker  made 
out  and  delivered  to  the  applicant  hiH 
certificate,  in  due  form  of  law,sbowins^  and 
certlfyluK  that  the  applicant  had  attended 
said  day's  session  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives aforesaid,  and  was  entitled  to 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  for 'said  day's  serv- 
ices; that  the  defendant,  Silas  W.  Moody, 
is  the  duly  elected,  qualified,  and  acting; 
auditor  of  the  state  of  Idaho,  and  that  it 
Is  the  duty  of  the  said  auditor  to  issue 
warrants  to  all  members  of  the  said  legris- 
lature  for  their  p^r  diem  for  attendance 
for  each  day  that  the  members  of  said  leg- 
islature are  lef?ally  entitled  thereto;  that 
there  is  a  lawful  appropriation  of  funds 
In  the  Btate  treasury  for  the  payment  of 
the  per  dittn  of  aM  members  of  the  leg^is- 
lature  for  said  day ;  that  on  the  2l8t  day 
of  February,  1891.  the  applicant  presented 
to  said  auditor,  at  his  office  in  Boise  City, 
Idaho,  the  f»aid  certificate  of  the  said 
speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives, 
toued  to  the  applicant  as  aforesaid,  and 
the  applicant  then  and  there  requested  and 
demanded  that  he,  the  said  state  auditor. 
Issue  to  the  applicant  a  state  warrant  on 
the  state  treasury  of  the  state  of  Idaho 
for  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  the  amount 
due  the  applicant  for  the  services  rendered 
by  him,  as  aforesaid,  on  the  21st  day  of 
Fpbruary,  A.  D.  1891 ;  that  the  said  Hon. 
Silas  W.  Moody  refused  without  any  Jui^t 
cause  to  Issue  and  deliver  to  the  applicant 
bis  warrant  on  the  treasury  of  the  state 
ol  Idaho,  as  by  law  It  was  his  duty  to  do, 
and  that  said    auditor  still    refuses,  al- 


though often  requested  so  to  do,  to  Issue 
and  deliver  to  the  applicant  an  Idaho 
state  warrant  for  said  sum  of  five  dollars; 
that  said  Hon.  Silas  W.  Moody,  auditor, 
as  aforesaid,  stated  as  his  reason  for  refus- 
ing to  Issue  the  warrant  aforesaid  that  the 
applicant,  J.  L.  Qoodnigbt,  had  heretofore 
been  paid  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dol- 
lars as  per  diem^  in  state  warrants,  as 
representative  in  the  first  session  of  the 
legislature  of  the  state  of  Idaho,  the  sams 
being  the  sum  limited  by  the  constitution  of 
the  state  of  Idaho.  The  applicant  prays 
that  a  writ  of  mandate  issue  to  compel  the 
said  auditor  to  issue  to  the  applicant  his 
warrant,  in  due  form  of  law,  upon  the  state 
treasurer,  for  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  in 
payment  of  the  per  diem  provided  by 
law  for  his  attendance  as  a  member  of 
the  house  of  representatives  of  the  state 
of  Idaho  for  the  21st  day  of  February,  A. 
D.  1891.  The  defendant,  Hon.  Silas  W. 
Moody,  interposes  bis  demurrer  to  said 
application,  and  alleges  as  the  ground 
thereof  that  said  application  does  not 
state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of 
action  against  him.  This  causecame  on  for 
hearing  upon  said  demurrer.  The  defend- 
ant, by  his  demurrer,  admits  the  facts  set 
up  in  the  application  to  be  true.  It  is 
therefore  admitted  that  the  defendant  re- 
fused to  issue  his  warrant  to  the  plaintiff, 
for  the  reason  that  said  plaintiff  had 
theretofore  been  paid  the  sum  of  $300 
for  per  diem  allowances  as  a  member  of 
the  state  legislature  of  Idaho  for  the  first 
session  thereof;  that  being  the  sum  to 
which  each  member  is  limited  for  per  diem 
allowances  by  the  'constitution.  If  It  be 
true  that  the  constitution  limits  the  per 
diem  of  each  member  of  the  legislature  to 
$300  for  the  first  session  thereof,  then  the 
writ  of  mandate  should  not  issue;  but  If 
the  coustitution  does  not  limit  the  aggre- 
gate amount  which  each  member  shall  re- 
ceive at  this  session  for  per  diem  allow- 
ances, the  writ  should  issue. 

To  determine  the  question  Involved  we 
must  turn  to  the  constitution.  Section 
8,  art.  3,  of  the  constitution  is  as  follows: 
**The  sessions  of  the  legislature  shall, 
after  the  first  session  thereof,  be  held  bien- 
nially at  the  capitol  of  the  state,  com- 
mencing on  the  first  Monday  after  the 
first  day  of  January,  and  every  second 
year  thereafter,  unless  a  different  day 
shall  have  been  appointed  by  law,  and  at 
other  times  when  convened  by  the  gov- 
ernor."   This  section  mentions  the  first 
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Beraion  of  the  leg^islature,  the  sessions  to 
beheld  hiouoially  after  the  first  session,  and 
sessions  convened  by  tbe  governor.  The 
first  session  of  the  legislature  is  the  ses- 
sion provided  for  by  section  14,  art.  21,  of 
the  constitution.  This  section  directs  the 
g^overnor  of  the  state.  Immediately  upon 
his  qualifying  and  entering  upon  the  du- 
ties of  his  office,  to  issue  a  proclamation 
convening  the  legislature  of  the  state  at 
the  seat  of  government  on  a  day  to  be 
named  in  said  proclamation,  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  30  nor  more  than  BO  days 
after  the  date  of  said  proclamation.  The 
biennial  sessions  are  those  fixed  by  said 
eighth  section  of  the  constitution  to  be 
held  at  the  capitol  of  the  state,  commenc- 
ing on  the  first  Monday  after  the  1st  day 
of  January,  biennially,  after  the  first  ses- 
sion, and  every  second  year  thereafter. 
The  other  sessions  of  the  legislature  re- 
ferred to  in  section  8  are  those  convened 
by  the  governor.  The  last-mentioned 
sessions  are  those  referred  to  in  section  9, 
art.  4,  of  the  constitution,  which  section 
empowers  the  governor,  on  extraordinary 
occasions,  to  convene  the  legislature  by 
proclamation.  The  present  session  of  the 
legislature  is  the  session  designated  in  said 
section  8  of  the  constitution  as  the  "  first 
session.**  Section  23,  art.  3,  of  the  consti- 
tution, among  other  things,  fixes  the  pay 
of  the  members  of  the  legislature,  and  is, 
upon  that  point,  as  follows:  "  Kach  mem- 
ber of  the  legislature  shall  receive  for  his 
services  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars 
per  day  from  the  commencement  of  the 
session,  but  such  pay  shall  not  exceed  for 
each  member,  except  the  presiding  officers, 
in  the  aggregate  three  hundred  dollars 
for  per  diem  allowances  for  any  one  ses- 
sion ;  and  shall  receive  each  tiie  sum  of 
ten  cents  per  mile  each  way  by  the  usual 
traveled  route. "  "  When  convened  in  ex- 
tra session  by  the  governor  they  shall  each 
receive  five  dollars  per  day ;  but  no  extra 
session  shall  continue  for  a  longer  period 
than  twenty  days,  except  in  case  of  the 
first  session  of  the  legislature;"  and  also 
provides  that  they  shall  receive  such  mile- 
age as  is  allowed  for  regular  sessions. 
This  section  is  divided  into  two  para- 
graphs. In  the  first  paragraph  it  is  de- 
clared that  no  member,  except  the  presid- 
ing officers,  shall  receive  for  his  services  a 
sum  exceeding  five  dollars  per  day,  and 
in  the  aggregate,  for  per  diem  allowances, 
not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  for 
any  one  session,  and  shall  receive  the  sum 


of  ten  cents  per  mile  each  way  by  the 
usual  traveled  route.  The  second  para- 
graph fixes  absolutely  the  per  diem  which 
each  member  shall  receive  when  convened 
in  extra  session  by  the  governor,  and 
what  each  member  shall  receive  at  the 
first  session,  and  declares  that  no  extra 
session  shall  continue  for  a  longer  period 
than  20  days,  except  in  case  of  the  first  ses- 
sion ;  and  farther  declares  that  each  mem- 
ber shall  receive  such  mileage  as  is  allowed 
for  regular  sessions.  There  is  no  provis- 
ion of  the  constitution  fixing  the  mileage 
for  regular  sessions,  except  said  first  para- 
graph of  section  23,  and  that  part  of  said 
paragraph  referring  to  mileag^e  is  sepa- 
rated from  the  remaining  part  of  said  par- 
agraph by  a  semicolon,  as  shown  by  the 
original  enrolled  copy  of  the  constitution* 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
and  not  by  a  period,  as  shown  by  the 
printed  (pamphlet)  copy  of  the  constitu- 
tion. As  the  second  paragraph  of  said 
section  clearly  refers  to  the  first  para- 
graph thereof  as  fixing  the  mileage  of 
members  for  regular  sessions,  and  as  that 
part  of  said  first  paragraph  fixing  such 
mileage  is  separated  from  the  remaining 
part  by  a  semicolon  only,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  that  part  of  said  first  para- 
graph which  declares  that  no  member  ex- 
cept the  presiding  officers  shall  receive 
more  than  $300  for  per  diem  allowances 
for  any  one  session  applies  to  biennial  or 
regular  sessions, — sessions  directed  by  sec- 
tion 8,  art.  3,  of  the  constitution  to  be 
held  biennially  after  the  first  session,  com- 
mencing on  the  first  Monday  after  the  1st 
day  of  January,— and  every  second  year 
thereafter,  and  does  not  apply  to  the  first 
session  of  the  legislature.  The  framers  of 
the  constitution,  and  the  people  who 
adopted  it,  certainly  recognized  the  fact 
that  the  first  session  of  the  legislature 
would  necessarily,  from  the  amount  of 
legislation  required,  be  a  prolonged  one. 
United  States  senators  were  to  be  elected; 
laws  passed  to  carry  Into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution;  the  laws 
amended  so  as  to  conform  to  the  condi- 
tions of  statehood ;  and  much  other  needed 
legislation.  In  view  of  these  facts,  and* 
as  we  think,  the  clear  Intent  of  the  provis- 
ions of  the  constitution,  we  are  of  tbe 
opinion  that  the  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture at  the  present  session  (this  being  the 
first  session)  are  not  limited  In  the  aggt^ 
gate  to  three  hundred  dollars  for  />er  diem 
allowances,  but  that  each  member,  except 
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the  presiding:  officers,  is  entitled  to  the 
nuB  of  five  dollara  per  day  for  each  day*s 
attendasee  daring  the  present  seesion. 
The  demurrer  Is  therefore  overruled,  and 
It  is  ordered  that  a  pensmptory  writ  of 
mandate  Issue  as  prayed  for  by  the  plain- 
tUf. 

MoBOAN,  J.,  concurs. 

Huston,  J.,  (disaentinff,)  I  find  myself 
unable  to  agree  with  tlie  majority  of  the 
court  in  the  conclusion  they  have  reached 
in  this  case.  Whether  the  first  session  of 
the  legislature  be  called  a  regular  or  an 
extra  session  or  a  session  aui  ffenerls,  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  provision  in  the  first 
subdivision  of  section  23  of  the  constitu- 
tion, limiting  thepercf/em  compensation  of 
members  to  f  300  **  for  any  one  session , "  is  so 
clear,  distinct,  and  unequivocal,  as  not  to 
necessitate  the  invocation  of  any  rule  of 
construction.  My  view  is  strengthened 
when  I  consider  the  consequences  involved 
in  the  construction  given  by  the  majority 
of  the  court  to  section  2R,  1  am  unwilling 
to  believe  that  the  framers  of  the  consti- 
tution intended  to  piece  no  other  limit 
upon  the  amount  of  p^r  (//em  compensa- 
tion to  members  of  the  legislature  than 
that  of  their  full  term  of  two  years,  at  five 
dollars  per  day.

Huston,  J.  This  is  an  action  for  the 
dissolution  of  a  copartnership  between 
plaintiff  and  defendant,  and  for  the  adJuHt- 
ment  of  the  accounts  of  the  firm.  The 
pleadings  in  the  case  are  various,  multi- 
tudinous, and  voluminous,  too  much  su  in 
fact  to  be  inserted;  nor  is  it  necessary 
they  should  be,  in  the  view  we  take  of  the 
case.  The  record,  aside  from  the  copies 
of  the  pleadings,  is  incomplete  and  unsat- 
isfactory. 8ufilce  to  say  that  on  the 
10th  day  of  December,  1887,  the  case  was, 
upon  agreement  of  parties,  by  order  of  the 
court,  referred  to  a  referee  **  to  hear  the 
testimony  and  report  his  findings  of  fact 
thereon.  *    On  the  14th  day  of  February^ 

1888,  the  referee  filed  his  findings  of  facc» 
and  on  the  20th  day  of  .luly,  1888,  the  ref- 
eree, by  leave  of  the  court,  made  and  filed 
additional  findings.  It  does  not  appear 
from  the  record  that  any  exceptions  were 
taken  to  the  findings  of  the  referee,  or  that 
any  motion  for  a  Judgment  was  made. 
The  next  entry  upon  the  record  is  a  motion 
by  the  attorney  for  the  plain  tiff  to  modify 
and  set  aside  the  findings  of  the  court 
made  and  filed  on  the  2d  day  of  August, 

1889.  We  next  have  the  amended  and  sup- 
plemental ** findings  by  the  court, "from 
which  it  appears  that  the  court  had  pre- 
viously made  findings  of  f&ct  in  the  case, 
but  that,  "the  attention  of  the  court  hav- 
ing been  called  to  the  necessity  of  a  review 
of  its  previous  action,  such  review  has 
been  had,*'  etc.  These  last  findingH  by  the 
court  wem  filed  on  February  6, 1890,  and 
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J adgmcut  entered  thereon  infavof  of  the 
defendant,  from  which  ^Jadfrment  this  ap- 
peal Is  taken.  The  record  docH  not  show 
any  motion  to  amend  or  set  aside  the  re- 
port of  the  referee,  nor  does  it  appear  that 
any  motion  was  made  for  a  rraabmission. 
The  record  simply  shows  that  the  conrt, 
npon  Its  own  motion,  or  of  its  own  voli- 
tion, assumed  to  set  aside  the  findings  of 
the  referee,  and  make  findings  of  its  own, 
and  enter  Judgment  thereon.  This  action 
of  the  district  court,  we  think,  was  error. 
In  the  making  up  of  the  record  there  may 
have  been  omissions;  but  of  this  we  can- 
not, of  course,  take  cogniEance.  We  must 
deal  with  the  case  ap  it  is  presented  to  us 
by  the  record.  We  can  find  no  warrant, 
either  in  the  statutes  of  the  state  or  the 
decisions  of  the  courts,  for  the  action  of 
the  district  court  in  this  case  in  setting 
aside  the  findings  of  the  referee.  The  Judg- 
ment of  the  district  court  is  reversed,  and 
the  cause  remanded  with  directions  to  the 
district  court,  to  make  conclusions  of  law, 
and  enter  Judgment  upon  the  findings  of 
the  referee. 

Morgan,  J.,  having  been  of  counsel,  took 
no  part  in  the  hearing  or  decision  of  this 
case.

Huston,  J.  The  defendant  was  indicted 
and  convicted  at  the  May  term,  1890,  ot 
the  district  court  for  the  county  of  Bing- 
ham of  the  crime  of  robbery.  **  Robbery,  * 
as  defined  by  the  statutes  of  Idaho,  *lfl 
the  felonious  taking  of  personal  property 
in  the  possession  of  another,  from  his  per- 
son or  immediate  presence,  and  against 
Ills  will,  accomplished  by  means  of  force  or 
fear.  **  The  evidence  in  this  case,  as  shown 
by  the  record,  is  as  follows:  "One  W.  D. 
Hood  testified  that  he  was  in  Pocatello 
on  or  about  the  28th  day  of  January  last. 
Knows  the  defendant.  Saw  him  there 
about  that  time.  Started  to  go  into  a  sa* 
loon,  when  witness  mot  this  man  and  one 
McLoutlilin.  Afterwards  saw  them  get 
into  a  Bcnffle.  While  they  were  scuffling, 
saw    defendant  hand   McLrouthlln  aome- 
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thins.  H«  took  this  something,  and 
dodged  Into  next  room.  Didn't  see  what 
it  was  that  he  handed  him.  He  got  it 
from  an  old  man  that  he  was  scufiQing 
with.  Didn't  see  him  get  it  from  him. 
Wooldn't  swear  that  he  got  it  from  him. 
Thought  he  got  it  from  him,  becaune  I 
thought  so. "  On  cross-examination  this 
witness  testified,  in  response  to  the  ques- 
tion what  he  saw:  **!  think  he  got  it 
from  this  roan,  and  I  saw  him  pass  it  to 
MrLouthlin.  Didn't  think  he  would  get 
Into  a  scuflle  without  some  object.  The 
old  man  was  very  drunk.  Think  the  de- 
fendant was  sober."  James  Criswell,  a 
witness  on  the  part  of  the  prosecution, 
testified,  as  appears  by  the  record,  in  sub* 
stance  as  follows:  "  Was  in  Gundecker's 
saloon  at  five  o'clock  on  the  rooming  of 
that  day,  [January  28,  1890.]  Saw  this 
man  and  a  man  by  the  name  of  Miles 
standing  close  together,  and  defendant 
had  bis  right  arm  over  his  shoulder,  and 
whOe  he  was  standing  there  he  took 
something  from  Miles'  pocket,  and  it  was 
handed  to  this  man  McLouthlin,  and  he 
left  the  room.  Witness  was  not  more  than 
two  or  three  feet  away  when  defendant 
took,  and  saw  him  take  it  from  his  pock- 
et." On  cross-examination,  this  witness 
testified^  as  appears  by  the  record :  "That 
there  was  no  scuffle  at  all.  That  there 
were  in  the  saloon  only  witness,  Hood, 
and  the  bar-tender.  This  occurred  about 
five  minutes  after  witness  entered  the  sa- 
loon. Don't  know  what  the  parties  were 
doing  before.  Defendant  and  Miles  stood 
in  position  described  some  time.  When 
witness  entered  they  were  standing  close 
to  the  window.  McLouthlin's  where- 
abouts, when  he  saw  the  defendant  put 
his  arm  amund  the  old  man,  unknown  to 
the  witness.  They  were  not  standing  in 
that  position  when  witness  entered.  The 
old  man  was  drunk, — very  drunk.  Didn't 
seem  to  know  what  was  going  on.  Don't 
think  he  realised  what  was  going  on. 
Question.  You  say  you  saw  no  scuffling? 
Answer.  Yes, sir;  that  is  what  I  say.  Mc- 
Louthlin took  what  the  defendant  handed 
him,  and  left  the  room."  Samuel  Oun- 
decker,  a  witness  for  the  prosecution,  tes- 
tified :  ''That  he  was  a  machinist  residing 
ft  Pocatello,  Idaho.  Was  there  on  the 
$th  day  of  January  last.  Was  keeping 
the  People's  saloon.  Saw  the  defendant 
on  that  day,  after  the  occurrence  in  the  sa- 
loon, in  the  jail  at  Pocatello.  Witness, 
having  learned  what  had  occurred, 
thought  he  would  look  up  the  case,  and 


found  the  man,  and  he  acknowledged  to 
him  that  he  got  the  money,  and  when 
witness  asked  him  what  he  did  it  for  he 
said  that  it  was  to  get  out  of  town. 
Didn't  state  what  he  did  with  the  money, 
or  what  was  the  amount."  On  cross-ex- 
aminatibn,  this  witness  testified  that  when 
he  called  on  this  man  in  Jail  he  asked  him 
what  he  did  with  what  he  took,  and 
what  he  took  the  money  for;  and  he  said 
he  didn't  take  any  money ;  and  after  wit- 
ness made  him  believe  that  he  was  going 
on  his  bond,  and  told  him  that  it  was  no 
use  to  deny  It,  for  that  he  knew  that  he 
was  the  man,— after  that,^  he  said  he  was 
the  fellow  who  done  it,  and  that  he  didn't 
know  what  he  was  doing!  Witness  is  sure 
that  he  said  this.  It  was  previous  that 
witness  made  him  believe  that  he  would 
go  on  his  bond.  This  witness,  proceed- 
ing, testified  that  he  took  the  man  Mc- 
Louthlin with  him  to  the  Jail,  and  that  he 
was  present  at  the  conversation  already 
related.  "  Witness  is  a  detective,  and  so 
told  the  defendant.  Has  no  interest  in 
securing  the  conviction  of  the  defendant. 
Hope  to  be  a  partner  of  the  district  at- 
torney. **  There  was  no  testimony  offered 
by  defendant. 

The  above  is  the  substance  of  all  the  evi- 
dence in  the  case.  There  were  several  re? 
quests  to  charge  on  the  pare  of  the  defend- 
ant, which  were  refused  by  the  court,  to 
which  exceptions  were  taken.  The  first 
error  assigned  by  the  defendant  is  the  re- 
fusal of  the  court  to  strike  out  so  much  of 
the  testimony  of  the  witness  Hood  as 
states  **  what  he  thought. "  It  is  not  prop- 
er to  permit  a  witness,  except  in  the  case 
of  an  expert,  to  testify  as  to  his  opinion  in 
regard  to  a  fact,  or  the  occurrence  of  a 
fact.  The  witness  had  already  stated 
what  he  saw.  He  had  detailed  the  facts 
and  circumstances  upon  which  his  opin- 
ion, or  bis  **  thought,^  as  he  expresses  it, 
was  based;  but  we  cannot  say  what 
weight  the  opinion  or  "thought*  of  the 
witness  may  have  had  with  the  Jury. 
The  rule  as  given  by  Prof.  Best,  in  his 
work  on  Evidence,  (page  494,  note  1,)  is  as 
follbws:  "The  opinion  of  a  witness  is  not 
in  general  to  be  received.  Facts  should  be 
stated,  and  not  Inferences  made."  In  the 
same  note  he  says :  **  Where,  therefore,  it  is 
both  desirable  and  possible  that  the  Jury 
should  draw  an  inference  from  the  facts 
upon  which  the  witness  must  necessarily 
base  his  opinion,  and  these  facts  can  be 
placed  before  the  Jury,  the  opinion  of  the 
witness  is  not  to  be  received.**    Best,  Kv. 
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p.  406,  and  cases  cited  Inliotel.  This  would 
«eeiii  to  exclade  the  statement  of  an  opin- 
ion in  sQcb  a  case  as  that  underconsldera- 
tion.  The  witness  had  already  stated  all 
the  facts  within  his  knowled^re,  and  we 
think  the  inference  to  be  drawn  from 
these  facts  should  have  been  left  to  the  Ju- 
ry, unaided  by  the  "  thought "  or  opinion 
of  the  witness.  Defendant's  motion  to 
strike  out  so  much  of  the  testimony  of 
the  witness  Uood  an  stated  what  he 
thought  defendant  did,  should  have  been 
allowed.  Abbott  v.  People,  86  N.  ¥.471. 
We  do  not  think  the  second  assignment  of 
'error  is  well  taken.  The  confessions  of 
the  defendant  to  the  witness  Gundecker 
were  not  made  to  a  person  or  under  clr- 
•cumstances  that  would  exclude  them  as 
eyidence.  Gundecker  was  not,  nor  did  he 
pretend  to  be,  acting  under  authority  at 
the  time  the  confession  was  made.  The 
fourth  assignment  of  error  Is  as  to  the 
oral  charge  of  the  court,  in  the  following 
words:  "As  to  the  force,  the  court  in- 
structs you  that,  if  a  man  stealthily  filch 
from  the  pocket  of  another,  the  force  nec- 
essary to  remove  the  property  is  all  the 
force  that  the  statute  requires."  We 
think  this  was  error.  Subdivision  6,  S 
7855,  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  provides  that,  in 
criminal  cases,  the  charge  of  the  court 
*'niust  be  reduced  to  writing  before  it  is 
given,  unless  by  mutual  consent  of  thepar- 
tips  it  is  given  orally."  It  does  not  ap- 
pear that  any  such  consent  was  given. 
Again,  the  charge  does  not  correctly  state 
the  law.  It  virtually  abolishes  all  dis- 
tinction between  robbery  and  larceny 
from  the  person.  Larceny  from  the  per- 
son is  made  grand  larceny  by  our  statute 
Rev.  St.  Idaho,  §  7048,  subd.

SuTXiVAN,  C.  J.  This  actitin  was 
brought  by  the  respondents  to  abate  a 
public  nuisance,  which  it  is  claimed  plain- 
tiffs had  created  by  the  erection  of  a  cer- 
tain building  on  certain  lands  lying  be- 
tween the  west  side  of  West  Main  street 
and  the  Utah  A  Northern  Railway  track, 
in  the  town  of  Blackfoot,  Bingham  coun- 
ty, state  of  Idaho.  The  plaintiffs  allege  in 
their  complaint  and  amendment  thereto 
substantially  as  follows:  That  plaintiffs 
are  husband  and  wife,  and  have  been  such 
during  all  the  times  mentioned  in  said 
complaint,  and  are  living  together  as 
such ;  that  they  are  the  owners  and  in  the 
possession  of  lots  1  and  20  In  block  28  in 
said  town  of  Blackfoot;  that  there  are 
situated  upon  said  lots  certain  buildings 
owned  by  and  in  the  possession  of  plain- 
tiffs, and  used  by  them  for  hotel  and  res- 
taurant purposes;  that  said  property  is 
situated  on  the  west  side  of  West  Main 
street  in  said  town ;  that  said  street  ex- 
tends in  a  northerly  direction  through 
said  town,  and  is  100  feet  In  width 
throughout  Its  entire  length,  and  was  and 
has  been  for  more  than  12  years  prior  to 
the  commencement  of  this  suit  used,  ap- 
propriated, and  dedicated  as  a  public 
street;  that  the  Utah  ft  Northern  Rail- 
way Company  own  a  strip  of  land  200  feet 
wide,  extending  through  said  town,  and 
bordering  on  the  easterly  side  of  said 
West  Main  street,  on  which  strip  of  land 
are  situated  the  road-bed,  track,  depot, 
and  other  buildings  of  said  company ;  that 
said  corporation  is  a  common  carrier,  and 
its  trains  stop  at  the  depot  in  said  town 
of  Blackfoot,  to  receive  and  discharge  mall 
and  passengers;  that  said  depot  and 
other  buildings  of  said  railroad  company 
are  situated  easterly  of  the  above-described 
lots,  and  that  there  are  no  obstructions 
or  impediments  to  travel  or  to  the  sight 
between  said  points,  except  those  placed 
there  by  the  defendants;  that  in  the  year 
1890  the  defendants  commenced  the  erec- 
tion of  a  frame  building  easterly  and 
southerly  from  said  lots  and  buildings  of 
plaintiffs  and  the  said  depot  and  place 
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where  passengerg  leaTa  and  enter  the  can 
raonlDg  upon  lAdd  rullroad,  and  contin- 
ued to  erect  said  building,  and  have  main- 
tained the  same  thereon;  that  by  reason 
of  said  bailding  so  erected  by  the  defend- 
ants travel  in  and  apon  and  across  said 
street  has  been  Impeded  and  obstructed, 
and  communication  made  more  difficult 
between  said  railroad  depot  and  grounds 
and  that  part  of  said  town  situated  west 
of  said  West  Main  street;  that  all  the 
people  of  said  Bingham  county  residing  in 
and  about  said  town  of  Blackfoot  have 
been  delayed  and  damaged  by  reasun  of 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  said 
building  by  the  defendants  as  aforesaid ; 
that,  beside  being  injured  and  damaged 
thereby,  and  In  common  with  other  people 
and  residents  of  said  town  of  Blackfoot, 
the  plaintiffs  have  been  specially  injured 
and  damagea  by  reason  that  travelers 
visiting  said  town  are  unable  to  readily 
see  and  determine  the  location  of  plaintifrs* 
said  hotel  and  restaurant,  and  in  conwe- 
quence  thereof  such  travelers  have  become 
the  guests  of  other  hotels,  to  plaintiffs* 
damage  in  the  sum  of  flOO ;  that  in  conse- 
quence of  said  building  erected  and  main- 
tained as  aforesaid,  the  said  property  of 
plaintiffs  has  become  lessened  and  depreci- 
ated in  value,  to  their  damoge  in  the  sum 
of  $100,  and  that  the  erection  and  mainte- 
nance of  said  building  is  a  nuisance  to  the 
people  of  said  town  of  Blackfoot  and  vicin- 
ity ;  that  plaintiffs  have  requested  defend- 
ants to  remove  said  buildings,  and  they 
have  refused  to  do  so;  that  plaintiffs  are 
without  adequate,  remedy  at  law;  that 
no  pecuniary  damages  would  be  adequate 
compensation  to  plaintiffs,  and  that  de- 
fendants are  insolvent.  Plaintiffs  demand 
Judfirment  for  f  200  damages  and  costs  of 
suit,  and  that  defendants  be  perpetually 
restrained  from  maintaining  said  build- 
ing, and  that  the  same  be  declared  a  nui- 
sance, and  that  an  order  for  its  abatement 
be  made.  The  defendants  deny  that  West 
Main  street  in  said  town  of  Blackfoot  is 
100  feet  wide,  or  is,  or  ever  was,  of  any 
greater  width  than  66  feet.  They  aver 
that  the  store  building  and  warehouse  of 
W.  H.Danilson  is  10  feet  and  5  inches  upon 
the  84  feet  which  plaintiffs  aver  to  be  a 
part  of  said  street ;  that  said  store  has 
been  so  located  during  11  years  last  past; 
and  denied  each  and  every  allegation  in 
said  complaint;  and  aver  that  said  build- 
ing, erected  as  aforesaid,  is  situated  on 
defendants'  private  property,  and  that  said 
ground  on  which  said  building  is  situated 


was  never  claimed  aa  a  part  of  aald  Weat 
Main  street  to  their  knowledge,  and  that 
plats  of  said  town,  made  for  W.  C.  Lewis, 
W.  N.  Shilling,  and  W.  H.  Danilson,  (each 
for  portions  of  said  town,)  show  the 
streets  of  said  town  to  be  but  66  feet  wide; 
and  that  the  stock-pen  of  said  Utah  A 
Northern  Railway  Company  has  stood  for 
18  months  immediately  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  this  suit  22  feet  upon  the  S4 
feet  claimed  by  plaintiffs  as  a  part  of  aaid 
West  Main  street.  This  cause  was  tried 
by  the  court  without  a  Jury  on  the  19th 
day  of  July,  1890.  Judgment  was  entered 
in  the  court  below  in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs 
on  the  29th  day  of  July,  1890.  Thereupon 
the  defendants  moved  for  a  new  trial, 
which  motion  was  overruled,  and  from 
the  order  overruling  said  motion  this  ap- 
peal was  taken.  The  appeal  is  presented 
on  a  bill  of  exceptions  and  statement. 

The  first  assifpment  of  error  contained 
in  appellants' brief  is  as  follows:  '^FlivL 
The  order  of  the  court  overruling  defend- 
ants* objections  to  the  introduction  of  any 
evidence,  for  the  following  reasons,  to- 
wit:  (1)  That  the  complaint  does  not 
state  any  cause  of  action  In  favor  of  tbe 
plaintiffs  and  against  the  defendants.  (2) 
That  the  plaintiffs  have  no  suit  for  the 
town  of  Blackfoot  at  large,  and  no  right 
to  introduce  evidence  for  damages  to  It, 
and  have  no  action  for  special  damages  to 
themselves."  The  respondents  contend 
that  said  assignment  of  error  cannot  be 
considered  by  this  court,  for  the  following 
three  reasons:  **  (1)  That  this  is  an  appeal 
from  the  order  refusing  a  new  trial  alone; 
(2)  that  no  reference  Is  made  to  such  al- 
leged error  in  the  notice  of  motion  for  a 
new  trial ;  (3)  that  the  bill  of  exceptions 
herein  cannot  be  entertained  here,  and  is 
not  before  the  court,  as  it  was  not  filed  in 
time,  and  no  extension  of  time  was  grant- 
ed for  said  bill  of  exceptions."  It  ap- 
pears from  the  record  that  the  bill  of  ex- 
ceptions was  served  on  the  attorneys  for 
the  respondents  on  November  14,  1890, 
and  on  tbe  3d  day  of  December,  1890,  was 
certified  to  by  said  attorneys  as  correct, 
and  was  on  said  date  settled  by  the  dis- 
trict Judge.  The  record  further  shows 
that  said  district  Judge  made  the  follow- 
ing order  overruling  appellants*  motion 
for  a  new  trial,  to-wit:  *' Now,  upon  this 
3d  day  of  December.  1890,  the  motion  of 
the  defendants  for  vacation  of  decision 
and  granting  of  new  trial  herein  coming 
regularly  on  to  be  heard  before  the  Judge 
at  chambers   upon  their  statement  and 
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bni  of  exceptions  heretofore  settled  and  on 
file  herein,  said  motion  being  submitted 
for  decision,  and  the  Jndfce  beinsr  fully  ad- 
vised thereon,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that 
said  motion  for  vacation  of  decision  and 
for  new  trial  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
overruled.  D.  W.  Stanrod,  Judge.  Filed 
December  3, 1890. "  It  is  thus  shown  that 
the  respondents  had  full  knowledge  of  the 
contents  of  said  bill  of  exceptions,  and  cer- 
tified to  it  as  correct  on  the  8d  day  of  De- 
cember, 1890,  and  on  that  date  said  bill 
was  settled  and  signed  by  the  district 
Jndice.  On  the  same  date  the  motion  for 
Dew  trial  was  submitted  for  bearing  on 
Raid  bill  of  exceptions  and  statement.  The 
record  contains  no  objection  or  exception 
by  respondents  to  the  settlement  of  said 
bill  of  exceptions,  nor  to  its  being  submit- 
ted to  the  Judge  at  the  hearing  of  the  mo- 
tion for  new  trial.  The  respondents  had 
knowledge  of  the  fact  that  appellants 
would  apply  to  the  Judge  to  have  said  bill 
of  exceptions  settled.  Respondents'  attor- 
neys certified  to  the  correctness  of  said 
bill  of  exceptions,  and  permitted  it  to  be 
Qsed  on  thts  hearing  of  appellants'  motion 
for  new  trial,  without  objection.  The 
respondents,  by  said  acts,  waived  their 
right  to  said  objection.  Hayne,  New 
Trial  ft  App.  §§  27,  146;  Higgins  v.  Ma- 
honey,  50  Cal.  444.  We  think  that  sec- 
tion 4443  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  con- 
clusive in  this  matter.  Said  section  enu- 
merates the  papers  that  constitute  the  rec- 
ord on  appeal,  to- wit,  the  Judgment  roll 
and  aflSdavits,  or  the  records  and  files  in 
the  action,  or  bill  of  exceptions,  or  state- 
ment used  on  hearing  of  the  motion  for 
new  trial.  The  order  overruling  the  mo- 
tion for  a  new  trial  recites  the  fact  that 
■aid  bill  of  exceptions  was  used  on  said 
bearing,  and  is  therefore  properly  before 
this  court  for  consideration. 

The  first  error  assigned  by  the  appel- 
lants is  the  order  of  the  court  overruling 
the  objection  to  the  introduction  of  any 
evidence  whatever,  for  the  reason  that  the 
complaint  does  not  show  any  cause  of  ac- 
tion in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs  and  against 
the  defendants.  To  entitle  plaintiffs  to 
recover  for  injuries  sustained  from  a  pub- 
lic nuisance  they  must  first  allege  in  their 
complaint  facts  clearly  showing  that  they 
have  sustained  special  or  peculiar  dam- 
aires,  damages  different  in  kind  and  char- 
acter from  the  rest  of  the  public,  so  that 
such  damage  cannot  fairly  be  said  to  be 
a  part  of  the  common  injury  resulting 
from  such  nuisance.     Wood,  Nuis.  §  646; 
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BIgley  V.  Nunan,  53  Cal.  403.  Will  the  com- 
plaint  in  this  action,  when  measured  by 
the  rule  above  indicated,  bear  the  test? 
The  only  allegation  of  special  damage  or 
injury  contained  in  said  complaint  is  as 
follows,  to-wit:  ''That,  besides  being  in- 
jured and  damagred  thereby  and  in  com- 
mon with  other  people  and  residents  of 
said  town  of  Blackfoot,  these  plaintiffs 
lierein  have  been  specially  injured  and 
damaged  by  reason  thereof  in  tills:  that 
on  account  thereof  travelers  visiting  tfald 
town  of  Blackfoot  are  unable  to  readily 
and  easily  see  and  determine  the  location 
of  said  hotel  and  restaurant  of  the  plain- 
tiff, and  in  consequence  thereof  such  trav- 
eiers  have  still  continued  to  become  the 
guests  of  other  hotels  and  restaurants  in 
said  town  of  Blackfoot  situate  and  being, 
instead  of  the  guests  and  patrons  of  the 
plaintiff,  and  that  in  consequence  thereof 
the  plaintiffs  have  been  damaged  in  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars;  that,  In  con- 
sequence of  said  building  being  erecte<] 
and  maintained,  the  said  property  has  be- 
come lessened  and  depreciated  in  value,  to 
their  damage  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars;  that  the  erection  and  mainte- 
nance of  said  building  aforesaid  is  a  nui- 
sance to  the  people  in  the  said  town  of 
Blackfoot  and  vicinity  generally,  in  this: 
tlifit  it  is  an  obstructicm  to  the  free  pas- 
sage and  use  in  the  customary  manner  of 
said  West  Main  street."  This  allegation 
Hhows  that  said  obstruction  is  a  public 
nuisance,  but  does  not  show  that  respond- 
ents have  sustained  an  injury  different  in 
kind  or  character  from  that  sustained  by 
the  public  or  other  business  men  located 
in  the  vicinity  of  respondents*  hotel.  The 
allegation  of  special  damages  would  equal- 
ly apply  to  other  business  men  situated  in 
said  vicinity,— that  by  reason  of  the  erec- 
tion of  said  building  the  merchants  and 
other  dealers  have  sustained  spe(*ial  dam- 
ages because  passengers  leaving  the  trains 
could  not  as  readily  and  easily  see  their 
places  of  business,  and  by  reason  thereof 
go  to  other  places  of  business.  We  are  of 
the  opinion  that, if  said  allegations  of  spe- 
cial damage  were  fully  established  by  the 
evidence,  the  respondents  would  not  be 
entitled  to  any  relief  in  this  action.  In 
cases  of  this  kind  the  authorities  are  very 
numerous  which  hold  that  no  person  can 
maintain  an  action  for  damage  from  a 
common  nuisance,  where  the  injury  and 
damage  are  common  to  all.  The  reason 
for  this  rule  is  that,  if  private  persons 
were  permitted  to  maintain  suits  to  abate 
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Q  public  nuisance.  It  would  lead  to  a  mul- 
tiplicity of  sultH.  Wood,  in  his  excellent 
work  on  the  Law  of  NulHancee,  (section 
646r)  says:  ** Therefore  the  courts  yery 
wisely  have  unswervingly  adhered  to  the 
rule  that  an  individual,  in  order  to  be  en- 
titled to  a  recovery  for  injaries  sustained 
from  a  public  nuisance,  must  make  out  a 
clear  case  of  special  damages  to  himself, 
apart  from  the  rest  of  the  public,  and  of  a 
different  character,  so  that  they  cannot  be 
fairly  said  to  be  a  part  of  the  common  in- 
Jury  resulting  therefrom.  It  is  not  enough 
that  he  sustained  more  damage  than  an- 
other: it  must  be  of  a  different  character, 
spei'ial  and  apart  from  that  which  the 
public  in  general  sustain,  and  not  such  as 
is  common  to  every  person  who  exercises 
the  right  that  is  injured. "  The  respond- 
ents allege  that  said  building  is  in  a  pub- 
lic street,  and  is  a  public  nuisance.  If  this 
allegation  be  true,  the  Revised  Statutes, 
§  960  et  seq.,  provide  the  method  and  man- 
ner for  the  removal  of  such  obstructions. 
Section  961  provides  the  manner  of  giving 
notice  to  the  person  causing  such  obstruc- 
tion to  i*emovethe  same.  Section  962  fixes 
the  penalty  for  failure  to  remove  such  ob- 
struction ;  and,  in  case  that  the  encroach- 
ment upon  such  street  is  denied,  section 
963  directs  the  road  overseer  to  commence 
an  action  In  the  proper  court  to  abate  the 
same  as  a  nuisance.  This  statute  was 
enacted  for  the  purpose  of  removing  ob- 
structions from  highways,  and  such  ob- 
structions as  are  public  nuisances,  and 
was  intended  to  prevent  a  multiplicity  of 
suits.  We  areot  the  opinion  that  the  com- 
plaint does  not  state  a  cause  of  action  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiffs.  With  this  view  of 
the  case  it  is  not  necessary  for  this  court 
to  consider  any  other  questions  raised  on 
this  appeal.  The  cause  Is  reversed,  and  re- 
manded for  dismissal. 

Morgan,  J.,  having  been  of  counsel  for 
the  defendants  in  the  court  below,  took  no 
part  in  the  hearing  or  decision  of  this  case.

Huston,  J.  This  is  an  action  brousrht 
by  plaintiff  against  defendant  corpora- 
tion to  recover  damages  for  injuries  bX" 
\ee^  to  have  been  received  by  the  plain- 

tilf  while  in  the  employ  of  the  defendant, 
aa  a  miner,  working  in  the  Viola  mine, 
owned  and  operated  by  defendant,  in 
Lemhi  county,  in  this  state,  which  injuries 
plaintiff  charges  were  the  result  of  and 
attributable  to  the  negligence  of  defend- 
ant«  We  are  called  upon  iu  limine  to  pass 
upon  the  motion  of  respondent  to  strike 
out  the  statement  and  dismiss  the  appeal 
in  this  case,  first,  because  it  does  not  ap- 
pear by  the  record  that  the  Judge  of  the 
district  coort,  in  allowing  an  extension  of 
the  time  for  defendant  to  prepare  and 
serve  Its  statement,  made  such  allowance 
Qpon  good  cause  shown,  as  provided  in 
oection  4932,  Rev.  St.  Idaho.  We  do  not 
think  it  necessary  that  the  record  should 
contain  the  evidence  upon  which  the  ac- 
tion of  the  district  judge  was  predicated. 
The  presumption  of  law  is  that  good 
caase  was  shown,  and  such  presumption 
can  only  be  overcome  by  proof.  No  at- 
tempt at  such  proof  is  shown. 

The  next  objection  by  the  respondent  is 
that  this  court  cannot  review  the  excep- 
tion of  defendant  to  the  charge  of  the 
court,  for  the  reason  that  such  exception 
was  not  taken  in  time,  and  is  too  general 
to  entitle  it  to  consideration  on  appeal. 
We  do  not  think  this  case  comes  within 
tbe  purview  of  the  rule  laid  down  in  Black 
▼.  City  of  Lewiston,  (Idaho,)  13  Pac.  Rep. 
80.^  The  following  language  by  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Miller  in  the  case  of  Railroad  Co.  v. 
Reeves,  10  Wall.  189,  seems  to  us  to  be 
more  applicable  in  this  case:  "As  to  the 
chai^  given  by  the  court,  the  language  of 
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the  exception  is  more  general  than  we 
could  desire;  and  if  the  errors  of  this 
charge  were  less  apparent,  or  if  there  was 
any  reason  to  suppose  they  were  inadvert- 
ent, and  might  have  been  corrected  If  spec* 
ified  by  counsel  at  the  time,  we  would  have 
some  difficulty  in  holding  the  exception  to 
it  sufficient.  But  the  whole  charge  pro- 
ceeds upon  a  theory  of  the  law  of  common 
carriers,  as  it  regards  the  effect  of  loss 
from  the  act  of  God  on  the  contract,  so 
different  from  our  views  of  the  law  on 
that  subject  that  it  needs  no  special  effort 
to  draw  attention  to  it,  and  it  is  so  clear- 
ly and  frankly  stated  as  to  have  made  It 
tbe  turning  point  of  the  case.  We  are  of 
opinion,  then,  that  both  the  refusal  to 
charge  as  requested  and  the  charge  actu- 
ally given  are  properly  before  us  for  exam- 
ination. "  So,  in  this  case,  we  think  the 
exposition  of  the  law  of  negligence,  as  ap- 
plicable to  the  evidence  in  this  case,  given 
by  the  district  court  in  its  charge  to  the 
jury,  was  so  erroneous  as  to  bring  it  clear- 
ly within  the  rulelaid  down  by  the  supreme 
court^f  the  United  States  in  Railroad  Co. 
V.  Reeves,  above  cited.  No  point  is  sought 
to  be  made  by  the  respondent  against 
the  exceptions  of  defendant  to  the  refusal 
of  tbe  court  to  give  instructions  1  and  2, 
asked  by  defendant.  We  will  consider 
those  instructions  further  on. 

The  facts  in  this  case,  as  shown  by  the 
evidence,— and  there  Is  but  little  conflict 
in  the  testimony,— are  briefly  as  follows: 
The  appellant  defendant  below,  was  on 
the  15th  February,  1889,  the  owner  of  and 
engaged  in  working  and  operating  the 
Viola  mine,  in  Lemhi  county,  Idaho ;  that 
pn  that  date  the  respondent,  plaintiff  be- 
low, was  in  the  employ  of  defendant  as  a 
miner  In  said  mine;  that  on  the  date  last 
aforesaid  the  plaintiff  was  at  work  In  a 
drift  about  110  feet  below  the  surface  of 
the  ground ;  that  he  had  been  thus  em- 
ployed for  some  months,  and  on  this  day 
it  became  necessary  for  him  to  ascend  to 
the  surface  for  some  purpose.  There  was 
a  shaft  some  four  or  five  feet  square,  sided 
up  with  lumber,  extending  from  the  sur- 
face to  the  level  where  plaintiff  was  at 
work,  and  below.  Through  and  up  this 
shaft,  ore,  etc.,  was  hoisted  to  the  surface 
from  below  bv  means  of  a  steam-hoist, 
located  on  the  surface,  and  near  the 
mouth  or  entrance  of  the  shaft.  Asia 
usual  in  such  eases,  there  was  a  ladder  at 
the  side  of  the  shaft,  presumably  for  use 
in  ascending  or  descending  the  shaft, 
whenever  the  exigencies  of  the  work  or 
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the  convenience  of  the  workmen  required. 
Extending  from  the  surface  to  the  level 
below,  there  was  at  the  time  last  men- 
tioned a  large  rope.  The  evidence  shows 
that  the  steam-hoist  had  not  been  used 
regularly  for  a  period  of  several  months. 
There  was  also  a  wire  attached  to  a  bell 
on  the  surface,  and  extending  down  the 
shaft,  whldh  was  used  as  a  signal,  by 
those  working  below  to  those  above,  of 
the  presence  of  some  person  in  the  shaft. 
The  blacksmith,  one  Goodall,  employed  by 
the  defendant  In  sharpening  the  picks, 
drills,  and  other  tools  used  by  the  min- 
ers, had  been  in  the  habit,  as  he  testifies, 
and  he  is  undisputed  on  this  point*  for  a 
long  time,  when  the  steam-hoist  was  not 
being  run,  of  lowering  the  drills,  picks,' 
etc.,  sharpened  by  him,  to  the  level  below, 
by  attaching  them  to  the  large  rope  above 
r^erred  to  by  means  of  a  smaller  rope,  the 
end  of  which  he  held  in  his  hand,  and  al- 
lowing them  to  slide  down  the  large  rope 
to  the  level,  while  descending  himself  by 
the  ladder,  and  delivering  the  said  tools 
to  the  miners  in  the  drift  where  they  were 
at  work.  This  was  the  condition  of 
things  on  the  I5th  day  of  February,  1889, 
when  the  plaintiff  attempted  to  ascend  the 
shaft  from  the  level  by  means  of  the  lad- 
der aforementioned.  He  had  proceeded 
but  a  short  distance  up  the  ladder  when 
he  was,  as  he  testified,  struck  upon  the 
head  and  arm  by  a  drill  then  being  low- 
ered by  the  blacksmith  down  the  rope  as 
above  described,  and  received  thereby  the 
injuries  complained  of,  and  for  which  he 
seeks  to  recover  damages  of  the  defendant. 
The  first  question  for  our  consideration 
is,  was  there  negligence  on  the  part  of  the 
defendant  in  a  failure  to  furnish  sufficient 
and  safe  appliances  and  machinery  for  the 
performance  of  the  labor  upon  which  the 
plaintiff  was  engaged?  It  is  nowhere  as- 
sumed, or  attempted  to  be  proven,  that 
there  was  any  defect  in  any  of  the  ma- 
chinery or  appliances  in  or  about  themine, 
nor  that  the  injury  of  plaintiff  resulted 
from  or  was  in  any  way  attributable  to 
a  want  of  proper  machinery  or  appliances, 
or  to  any  defect  in  the  machinery  or  ap- 
pliances provided  by  defendant.  In  fact, 
the  case  seems  to  have  been  tried  wholly 
upon  the  theory  that  the  accident 
which  resulted  in  the  Injury  to  the  plain- 
tiff resulted  entirely  from  the  negligence 
or  want  of  care  of  the  blacksmith  Goodall, 
and  that,  Goodall  not  being  a  fellow- 
servant  of  plaintiff,  defendant  is  liable  for 
any  injury  resulting  from  such  negligeuce 


or  want  of  care  on  his  part.  The  plain- 
tiff alleges  in  his  complaint  **  that  at  the 
time  plaintiff  entered  into  the  employ- 
ment of  the  defendant,  and  from  then  up 
tothetimesaid  injury  occurred,  the  regular 
and  usual  mode  of  letting  all  tools  used  in 
Bald  mine  down  Into  the  same  was  by 
means  of  a  hoist  and  buckets. "  It  is  fur- 
ther shown  by  the  testimony  of  the  plain- 
tiff himself  that  there  was  another  shaft 
located  about  700  or  800  feet,  on  the  sur- 
face, from  the  shaft  in  question ;  that  said 
shafts  were  connected  under-ground ;  and 
that  at  the  other  shaft  there  was  a  hoist 
which  was  running  at  the  time.  It  was 
as  easy  for  Goodall  to  let  the  tools  down 
by  one  shaft  as  by  the  other,  except  that 
in  one  case  a  walk  of  some  700  or  800  feet 
on  the  surface,  and  a  corresponding  dis- 
tance below,  was  involved.  Elvery  means 
necessary  or  requisite  for  the  safe  trans- 
mission of  tools  from  the  surface  to  the 
miners  at  work  below,  as  wdl  as  for 
their  safe  entry  to  and  exit  from  the 
mine,  had  been  provided  by  the  defendant. 
How,  then,  coald  the  defendant  be  said 
to  be  guilty  of  n.gllgence?  We  think  the 
evidence  in  this  case  entirely  falls  to  estab 
llsh  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  defend* 
ant.  Mr.  Beach,  in  his  work  entitled  Con- 
tributory Negligence,  says:  "It  Is  the 
common  law  in  every  state  and  territory 
of  the  Union,  and  in  the  federal  courts, 
that  a  master  or  employer  is  not  responsi- 
ble to  those  engaged  in  his  employment 
for  injuries  suffered  by  them  as  the  result 
of  negligence,  carelessness,  or  misconduct 
of  other  servants  in  his  employ,  engaged 
in  the  same  common  or  general  service  or 
employment,  denominated  *fellow-i9erv- 
ants*or' co-employes,' unless  the  employer 
himself  has  been  at  faalt;"  and  he  adds: 
**  This  rule  is  so  undisputed  that  it  is  suffi- 
cient to  cite  one  leading  or  recent  decision 
in  point  In  each  jurisdiction ; "  and  he  cites 
Innumerable  cases  In  support  of  the  text. 
We  think  the  district  court  erred  when  it 
assumed  that  the  defendant  had  provided 
the  means  used  by  Goodall  for  getting  the 
tools  into  the  mine  for  any  such  purpose. 
On  the  contrary,  we  think  the  evidence 
clearly  shows  that  the  means  employed 
by  Goodall  for  getting  the  tools  into  the 
mine,  to-wit,  by  tying  or  fastening  them 
to  the  large  rope,  was  not  the  means 
provided  by  the  defendant  for  that  pur- 
pose. There  was  a  bucket  attached  to 
another  large  rope,  which,  had  it  been  used 
by  Goodall,  would  doubtless  have  pre- 
vented any  accident.    If  it  is  claimed  that 
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the  hoist  to  wbich  this  rope  was  attached 
was  not  then  rQnnlng.  we  answer  that 
there  was  another  shaft  easy  of  access, 
In  which  there  was  a  rope  and  bucket,  and 
which  was  running  at  the  time,  and  the 
neglect  of  either  the  plaintiff  or  Good  all 
to  avail  themselves  of  snch  safe  appliance 
cannot  be  attributed  or  charged  as  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  defendant.  We  think 
the  district  court  erred  in  its  statement  of 
the  law  as  to  what  constitutes  a  fellow- 
servant.  Says  Mr.  Beach,  in  his  work 
above  referred  to  on  Contributory  Negli- 
gence: ''In  the  present  state  of  the  law, 
the  essence  of  common  employment  is  a 
common  employer  and  payment  from  a 
common  fund.  The  weight  of  authority  is 
to  the  effect  that  all  who  work  for  a  com- 
mon master,  or  who  are  subject  to  a  com- 
mon control,  or  derive  their  compensation 
from  a  common  source,  and  are  engaged 
in  the  same  general  employment,  working 
to  accomplish  the  same  general  end, 
though  it  may  be  in  different  departments 
or  grades  of  it,  are  co-employes,  who  are 
held  in  law  to  assume  the  risk  of  one  an- 
other's negligence. "  Beach,  Cont.  Neg.  § 
100,  and  cases  cited  in  note  4.  If  this  is 
the  correct  rule,  and  we  so  accept  it,  can 
there  be  any  doubt  that  plaintiff  and 
Goodall  were  fellow-servants?  The  plain- 
tiff having  failed  to  show  negligence  on 
the  part  of  defendant,  it  seems  to  us  that 
the  defendanrs  motion  for  a  nonsuit 
should  have  been  granted.  Under  the  rule 
of  law  applicable  thereto,  as  quoted  by  us 
above  from  Beach  on  Contributory  Negli- 
gence, which  seems  to  have  been  very  gen- 
erally, if  not  uniformly,  recoguised  by  the 
courts  of  this  country,  we  think  that  the 
fourth  instruction  asked  by  the  defendant, 
and  refused  by  the  court,  should  have 
been  granted.  It  seems  to  us  that  the 
plaintiff,  in  not  availing  himself  of  any  of 
the  precautions  usual,  and  which  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  ordinary  care  would  have  been 
adopted  by  a  prudent  person  in  his  situa- 
tion, to- wit,  by  signaling  to  those  at  the 
surface,  either  by  ringing  the  bell,  calling 
up  the  shaft,  or  carrying  a  light,  was 
guilty  of  contributory  negligence;  and  his 
only  excuse  for  not  so  doing  is  that  ''there 
was  not  supposed  to  be  anybody  there,  and 
nobody  was  supposed  to  be  around  there ;  *' 
and  yet  it  seems  from  the  evidence  that 
there  were  at  least  two  persons  there  at 
that  time,  /.  e.,  Goodall  and  Ruhl.  The 
plaintiff  cannot  act  upon  his  suppositions, 
and  then,  when  he  is  in]ui*ed  by  reason  of 
their  being  unfounded,  make  it  the  predi- 


cate of  a  charge  of  negligence  on  the  part 
of  either  the  defendant  or  his  fellow-serv- 
ant. The  Judgment  in  this  easels  reversed, 
and  the  cause  remanded  for  a  new  trial. 

Morgan,  J.,  having  been  of  counsel  In 
this  ease,  took  no  part  in  the  hearing  or 
decision  thereof.

2.  In  case  a  challenge  to  an  individual  grand 
juror  is  allowed,  he  should  not  be  present  during 
the  consideration  of  the  charge  as  to  which  he  is 
challenged.

8.  If,  notwithstanding  the  injunction,  he  is 
present,  he  is  liable  to  punishment  for  contempt; 
but  the  indictment  should  not  be  set  aside  for 
thai  cause.

{Samuel  Staples  was  convicted  of  making 
a D**  assault  upon  the  person  of  another 
with  a  deadly  weapon,**  and  appeals. 
Affirmed.

Morgan,  J.  The  defendant  was  indict- 
ed by  the  grand  jury  of  the  third  judicial 
district  in  and  for  the  county  of  Custer, 
and  charged  with  the  crime  of  assault 
with  intent  to  murder.  He  had  not  been 
examined  before  a  committing  magistrate 
before  indictment,  and  was  not  in  cus- 
tody. Upon  being  arraigned  upon  the  in- 
dictment on  the  10th  day  of  May,  1890. 
the  defendant  moved  the  court  to  set 
aside  the  indictment  for  the  reasons :  (1 ) 
That  Parley  Gould,  a  member  of  the 
grand  jury  which  found  the  indictment, 
was  also  a  witness  against  him  before  the 
grand  ]ury ;  (2)  that  said  Gould  had  ex- 
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preesed  the  opinion  that  said  defendant 
vae  guilty  of  the  crime  charged ;  (3)  that 
J.  G.  Finnell  and  Enos  Wateon,  aleo  mem- 
bers of  the  grand  Jary>  had  such  prejudice 
asrainst  him  (the  defendant)  .that  they 
could  not  act  impartially.  As  evidence  of 
these  facts  defendant  filed  his  affidavit, 
statins:  that  said  Parley  Gould  had  on 
the  6th  day  of  May,  1890,  used  the  follow- 
ing language  to  the  defendant,  to- wit :  **  1 
want  you  to  stay  away  from  my  prem- 
ises, and  from  around  my  house.  Tou 
were  down  here,  doing  a  lot  of  shooting, 
last  night,"— and  filed  the  affidavit  of  Hen- 
ry Edward  Miller,  showing  that  said 
Gould  acted  with  the  grand  Jury, cross-ex- 
amined witnesses  in  the  Jury-room,  and 
manifested  his  interest  in  the  case  in  oth- 
er ways.  On  the  13th  day  of  May  the  said 
motion  to  set  aside  the  indictment  was 
heard  by  the  court,  and  denied,  to  which 
ruling  the  defendant  excepted.  Thereaft- 
er, on  the  said  13th  day  of  May,  1890,  the 
defendant  was  placed  upon  trial  for  the 
offense  charged,  and,  under  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  court,  was  convicted  of  the 
crime  of  *' assault  upon  the  person  of  an- 
other witn  a  deadly  weapon,"  und  judg- 
ment of  the  court  entered  thereon.  From 
the  said  Judgment  the  defendant  takes  an 
appeal  to  this  court,  and  assigns  for  er- 
ror, substantially  as  follows:  (I)  That 
the  court  erred  in  refusing  to  set  aside  the 
indictment  because  members  of  the  said 
grand  Jury— J.  G.  Finnell,  Enos  Watson, 
and  Parley  Gould— were  in  such  a  state 
of  mind  in  reference  to  this  case  and  this 
defendant  as  would  satisfy  the  court  that 
they  could  not  and  did  not  act  impai'tial- 
ly  and  without  prejudice  to  the  substan- 
tial rights  of  the  defendant.  (2)  That  the 
said  Parley  Gould  expressed  the  unquali- 
fied opinion  that  the  defendant  was  guilty 
of  the  crime  charged,  in  the  following  lan- 
guage, used  on  the  6th  day  of  May,  1890, 
to  defendant:  **!  want  you  to  stay  away 
from  my  premises,  and  from  around  my 
house.  You  were  down  here,  doing  a  lot 
of  shooting,  last  night.  **  It  is  claimed  by 
counsel  that  the  court  should  have  set 
aside  the  indictment  under  clauses  3  and 
4  of  section  7730,  Rev.  St.  Idaho.  Clause 
3  is:  **The  indictment  must  be  set  aside 
when  a  person  is  permitted  to  be  pres- 
ent during  the  session  of  the  grand  Jury, 
and  when  the  charge  embraced  in  the 
indictment  is  under  consideration,  except 
as  provided  in  chapter  3,  tit.  4. "  Clause  4 
is:  **  When  the  defendant  had  not  been 
held  to  answer  before  the  finding  of  the  in- 


dictment on  any  ground  which  would 
have  been  good  ground  for  challenge  ei- 
ther to  the  panel  or  to  any  individual 
grand  Juror. "  The  reference  to  chapter  3, 
tit.  4,  refers  to  the  latter  clause  of  section 
7640,  which  reads:  *'The  district  attorney 
of  the  county  may  at  all  timed  appear  be- 
fore the  grand  Jury  for  the  purpose  of  giv- 
ing information  or  advice  relative  to  any 
matter  cognisable  by  them,  and  may  in- 
terrogate witnesses  before  them  whenever 
they  or  he  thinks  it  necessary ;  but  no 
other  person  is  permitted  to  be  present 
during  the  sessions  of  the  grand  Jury«  ex- 
cept the  members  and  witnesses  actually 
under  examination,  and  an  Interpreter, 
when  necessary;  and  no  other  person 
must  be  permitted  to  be  present  during 
the  expressions  of  their  opinions,  or  giving 
their  votes  upon  any  matter  before  them." 
This  clause  means  no  person  except 
members  of  the  grand  Jury,  and  does  not 
refer  to  members  of  the  panel.  People  v. 
Colby,  54  Cal.  38.  It  does  not  appear 
whether  the  three  grand  Jurors  to  whom 
objection  is  made  were  present  during 
the  expressions  of  their  opinions  by  the 
grand  jury,  nor  when  giving  their  votes. 
and  therefore  we  have  no  evidence  that 
there  was  any  violation  of  the  statute  to 
which  the  defendant  could  object.  Upon 
examination  of  the  words  spoken  by  the 
Juror  Gould,  it  will  be  seen  that  they  do 
not  constitute  an  expression  of  an  opin- 
ion that  the  defendant  is  guilty  of  the 
crime  charged.  He  says:  ''I  want  yon  to 
stay  away  from  my  premises,  and  from 
around  my  house.  Yon  were  down  here, 
doing  a  lot  of  shooting,  last  night.  **  This 
is  not  an  opinion  that  defendant  was 
guilty  of  the  offense  of  "assault  with 
intent  to  murder, "even  if  the  same  oc- 
currence was  meant,  of  which  tht?rc  is 
no  evidence.  Section  7613  indicates  what 
must  be  done  in  case  a  challenge  to  an  in* 
dividual  Juror  is  allowed  on  the  ground 
that  he  is  a  witness,  and  has  been  served 
with  process,  or  bound  by  undertaking  as 
such,  if  he  has  formed  or  expressed  an  un- 
qualified opinion  or  belief  that  defendant 
is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  the  offense 
charged,  or  if  a  state  of  mind  exists  on 
his  part  which  satisfies  the  court  that  he 
cannot  act  impartially.  Then  the  Juror 
cannot  be  present,  or  take  part  in  the  con- 
sideration of  such  charge  or  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  grand  Jury  thereon,  but  he 
still  remains  a  member  of  the  grand  jury. 
If,  notwithstanding  the  injunction  of  the 
court,  he  does  take  part,  he  is  to  i>e  pun- 
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tebed  for  contempt;  but  the  Indictment  ts 
not  set  aside  for  that  canse.  Id. ;  People 
▼.  Hunter,  M  CaL  65.  Much  of  the  arsrn- 
mimt  in  this  caae  was  had  on  the  groand 
that  the  coort  erred  in  refustng  a  chanite 
of  venue,  but  this  point  is  not  saved  in 
the  bill  of  exceptions,  and  is  therefore  not 
before  the  court.    Judgment  affirmed.

4.  A  strained  construction  of  the  constitution 
is  not  required  nor  permittevi,  in  order  to  work 
the  repeal  of  statutes  not  clearly  repugnant 
thereto.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to  give  both 
the  statute  and  the  constitution  such  oonstruo- 
tion  as  will  give  effect  to  both,  unless  the  statute 
is  so  clearly  repugnant  to  the  constitution  as  to 
admit  of  no  other  reasonable  construction.

To  maintain  an  action  on  behalf  of  the 
public,  it  must  be  by  somebody  who  is  an- 
thorisBed  to  bind  the  public.  The  plaintiffs 
bring  suit  to  prevent  a  change  of  the  coun- 
ty-seat, and  to  determine  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  question.  This  is  beyond  the 
power  of  a  private  individual.  Such  rights 
can  only  be  determined  by  public  author- 
ity. I>emarest  v.  Wickham,  63  N.  7.320; 
Doollttle  V.  Supervisors,  18  N.  Y.  155;  (>h-

Within  the  general  grant  of  legislative 
po^  er  is  the  grant  to  submit  to  the  people 
certain  local  questions,  such  as  flxibg  a 
county-seat.

Morgan,  J.  Appellants,  who  were  plain- 
tiffs below,  are  residents,  tax-payers,  and 
qualified  electors  of  the  county  of  Logan, 
in  this  state.  John  Hailey,  H.  T.  Smith, 
and  J.  S.  Whitton,  defendants,  are  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  the  said  county  of  Logan.  By  author- 
ity of  section  8,  art.  21,  of  the  constitu- 
tion, the  governor,  on  the  18th  day  of 
July,  1890,  **  ordered  an  election  to  be  held 
by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  state  of 
Idaho  at  the  usual  voting  places,  or  in 
such  places  as  may  be  provided  in  each 
precinct,  on  the  Ist  day  of  October,  1890, 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  following 
officers,  namely :  A  representative  in  con- 
gress, a  governor,  lieutenant  governor,

order  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  said 
Ist  day  of  October,  for  the  election  of  all 
officers,  state,  district,  and  precinct;  mem- 
bers of  the  legislature;  a  member  of  con- 
gress; and  directing  that  notices  be  given 
of  Fuch  election,  in  the  manner,  and  for 
the  length  of  time,  provided  by  the  laws 
of  the  territory  in  cases  of  general  elec-

The  board  of  county  commission- 
ers for  Logan  county,  at  the  meeting  held 
on  the  28th  day  of  July,  1890,  made  an  or- 
der submitting  to  the  voters  of  said  coun- 
ty, attbe  election  to  be  held  therein  on  the 
1st  day  of  October,  1890.  the  question  of  the 
permanent  location  of  the  county-seat  of 
said  county,  alleging  that  said  action  was 


provided  for  in  section  6  of  an  act  of  the  Ida- 
ho legislatureentitled*"  An  act  creating  and 
organising  the  counties  of  Elmore  and 
Logan,  and  defining  the  boundaries  of 
Bingham  and  Alturas  counties,"  ap- 
proved February  7,  1889.  Said  special 
meeting  was  held  puranant  to  a  notice 
published  in  the  Shoshone  Journal,  a  news- 
paper published  in  said  county  of  Logan, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  proclamation 
of  the  governor.  The  notice  calling  the 
said  meeting  of  the  board  of  commission- 
ers contained  no  statement  that  the  mat- 
ter of  theselection  of  a  permanent  location 
of  the  county-seat  of  said  county  would 
be  acted  upon.  At  said  meeting  the  board 
of  commissioners  ordered  that  the  ques- 
tion of  the  permanent  location  of  the  coun- 
ty-seat of  Logan  county  be  submitted  to , 
the  voters  of  said  county  at  the  election 
to  be  hel  d  October  1 ,  1890.  At  said  elec  t ion 
a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  for  the 
permanent  location  of  the  county-aeat  of 
said  county  were  in  favor  of  the  town  of 
Bellevue,  as  appears  by  the  canvass  of 
votes  made  by  the  said  board  on  the  lOtfa 
day  of  October,  1890.  On  the  7th  day  of 
October,  1890,  the  plaintiffs  filed  their  com- 
plaint in  this  cause,  and  alleged,  among 
other  things,  that  the  defendants  were 
about  to  remove  the  county  archives,  rec- 
ords, and  property  from  the  county  offi- 
ces in  said  town  of  Shoshone  to  the  said 
town  of  Bellevue,  and  threaten  that  they 
will  make  such  removal;  and  further  al- 
lege that,  unless  restrained  by  the  injunc- 
tion of  the  court,  they  will  take  and  re- 
move the  books,  archives,  etc.,  from  said 
town  of  Shoshone  to  the  town  of  Belle- 
vue, to  the  damage  of  the  plaintiffs  and 
other  tax-payers,  electors,  and  residents 
of  said  county;  that  said  removal  will  be 
of  great  and  permanent  injury  to  all  of 
the  said  residents,  in  that  it  will  cost  a 
large  amount  of  the  public  revenue  and 
moneys  of  said  county  to  pay  the  expen- 
ses of  the  said  removal,  and  will  be  of 
great  and  permanent  disadvantage  to  the 
plaintiffs  and  other  residents.  Plaintiffs 
further  allege  that  there  was  no  petition 
whatever  of  a  majority,  or  of  any,  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  county  ever  made 
or  presented  at  any  time;  allege  that 
plaintiffs  have  no  remedy  at  law;  pray  for 
temporary  injunction  until  further  hear- 
ing, and  that  It  be  made  permanent  on 
final  hearing.  To  this  complaint  defend- 
ants demur  upon  the  ground  that  the 
complaint  does  not  state  facts  sufficient 
to  constitute  a  cause  of  action;  that  the 
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eomplaint  doee  not  atate  facts  salllcSeiit 
to  entitle  plalntlfto  to  any  injonction*  nor 
to  entitle  the  plaintiffs  to  the  Interference 
of  a  coort  of  equity.  Filed  October  21, 1890. 
On  the  same  date  the  defendants  filed  their 
motion  to  dissolve  the  temporary  injanc- 
tion,  and  their  answer;  and  deny  that  the 
coanty-seat  was  ever  permanently  located 
at  Shoshone;  deny  that  the  vote  was 
taken  for  chanicin^  the  coanty-seat,  but 
allege  that  the  said  vote  taken  on  the  Ist 
day  of  October,  1890.  was  for  the  perma- 
nent location  of  the  county -seat.  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  provittions  of  an  act  of 
the  fifteenth  session  of  the  territorial  lefc- 
islatnre,  entitled  "An  act  creating:  and  or- 
Ranising  the  counties  of  Elmore  and 
Losran,  and  defining  the  boundaries  of 
Binfi^ham  and  Alturas  counties, "approved 
February  7,1889;  deny  that  the  removal 
of  the  books,  records,  etc.»  would  be  of 
any  damage  to  plaintiffs;  and  allege  that 
Bellevue  received  a  maiority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  at  said  election,  and  thereupon 
Bellevue  was,  by  said  board  of  couuty 
commissioners,  declared  to  be  the  perma- 
nent county-seat  of  Logan  county.  Vari- 
ous other  mat  ters  were  alleged,  not  deemed 
necessary  to  rehearse.  On  the  23d  day  of 
October,  1890,  the  hearing  upon  the  motion 
to  dissolve  the  injunction  was  had  before 
the  Judge  of  the  district  court,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  dissolution  of  the  injunction. 
From  the  order  dissolving  the  said  injunc- 
tion this  appeal  was  taken. 

The  first  questicm  necessary  to  be  con- 
sidered by  this  court  is,  can  these  parties 
bring  an  action  of  this  kind?  They  al- 
lege that  they  are  residents  and  electors 
of  Logan  couuty,  and  tax-payers  therein. 
They  also  allege  that  the  board  of  county 
commiHsioners.  defendants  herein,  had 
no  right  to  submit  this  question  to  the 
voters  of  Logan  county  at  the  election 
held  October  1,1890;  that  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  state  required  an  afilrmatire 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  votes  cast 
at  said  election  to  take  the  county- 
seat  to  Bellevue;  that  two-thirds  of 
said  voters  did  not  vote  in  favor  of 
said  proposition;  thnt  said  defendants 
threatened  to  remove  the  books,  records, 
etc.,  of  said  county  to  Bellevue  without 
authority  of  law;  that  said  plaintiffs 
would  be  greatly  damaged  thereby;  that 
they  had  no  adequate  remedy  at  law. 
Pomeroy  on  Remedies  has  the  follow- 
ing: "Actions  brought  by  a  citizen  and 
tax -payer  or  freeholder  are  permitted  in 
many,  and  perhaps  most,  of  the  states, 


and  are  common  forms  of  Judicial  plro- 
ceedings  to  restrain  the  abuse  of  local  leg- 
islative and  administrative  power  by  mu- 
nicipal officers. "  Pom.  Rem.  {  142.  And 
when  an  act  about  to  be  committed  by 
a  municipal  corporation  is  clearly  illegal, 
and  its  necessary  effect  will  be  to  impose 
heavy  burdens  upon  the  property  of  clt- 
isens  and  tax-payers,  a  court  of  equity  is 
warranted  in  interfering  by  injunction 
for  the  prevention  of  such  act.  In  such 
case  a  more  prompt  and  efficacious 
remedy  Is  demanded  than  is  afforded  by 
the  tardy  action  of  courts  of  law,  and 
equity  alone  can  administer  the  necessary 
relief  by  the  exercise  of  its  extraordinary 
power  by  injunction.  2  High,  InJ.  §§  1236, 
1247.  The  preventive  Jurisdiction  of  equity 
extends  to  the  acts  of  public  officers,  and 
will  be  exercised  in  behalf  of  private  citi- 
sens  who  sustain  such  injury  at  the  hands 
of  those  claiming  to  act  for  the  public  as 
is  not  susceptible  of  reparation  In  the  or- 
dinary course  of  proceedings  at  law.  Id. 
§1308.  To  the  same  effect  is  the  following : 
^To  allow  the  taxable  inhabitant  to  main- 
tain a  bill  for  an  injunction  to  prevent  il- 
legal expenditures  or  appropriations  of 
money,  has  the  advantage  of  directness  and 
simplicity,  and  notwithstanding  its  de- 
parture, or  apparent  departure,  from  tech- 
nical principles,  has  the  quite  general,  but 
not  uniform,  approval  of  the  courts  of  this 
country;  and  practically  this  course  has. 
not  had  the  effect  to  engender  a  multi- 
plicity of  similar  suits  by  separate  parties, 
but  a  few  persons  usually  unite  in  one 
suit,  which,  when  Judicially  determined, 
in  effect  settles  the  question  in  controver- 
sy." 2  Dill.  Mun.Corp.  §  921.  To  warrant 
the  relief,  however,  in  any  case.  It  must 
appear  that  the  acts  complained  of  are  of 
such  a  character  that  full  and  adequate 
redress  cannot  be  had  at  law.  2  High, 
InJ.  §  1243.  The  record  In  this  case  does  not 
show  that  there  was  any  order  entered 
upon  the  records  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  Logan  county  directing  the  re- 
moval of  the  records  or  other  property  to 
the  town  of  Bellevue,  from  which  an  ap- 
peal could  have  been  taken  to  the  court 
to  test  the  legality  of  the  election,  or  the 
threatened  removal,  nor  does  It  appear 
that  there  was  any  other  means  for  bring- 
ing the  action  of  the  county  commissioners 
before  the  court  for  consideration  and  de- 
cision. We  are  of  the  opinion,  therefore, 
that  the  plaintiffs  had  no  adequate  remedy 
at  law,  and  that  they  were  entitled  to  re- 
lief in  equity.    We  do  not  understand  the 
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appenantB  to  stow  sertoaBly  contend  t&at 
the  law  pasfled  by  the  ftfteenth  aeasion  of 
the  lesifiilatore  is  void.  Wo  afnnme  that 
the  decisions  of  the  coarts  have 'finally  set- 
tled this  qaestlon  in  favor  of  its  Talidity. 
S<>ction  6  of  the  act  creating:  the  county  of 
Elmoro  is  a«  follows:  **The  countynseat 
of  said  Elmore  county  is  temporarily  lo- 
cated at  the  town  of  Rocky  Bar;  the  coun- 
ty-seat of  Logan  county  is  located  tempo- 
rarily at  the  city  of  Shoshone;  and,  at  the 
regular  election  to  be  held  in  the  year 
1890,  the  county  commlRSioners  of  said 
Elmore  and  Logan  counties  must  submit 
the  question  of  location  of  the  county- 
seat,  for  their  respective  counties,  to  the 
voters  of  their  said  counties,  and  the 
places  in  each  county  receiving  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  for  the  county -seat 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  permanent 
county-seats  for  said  counties."  The  au- 
thorities are  numerous  and  conclusive 
that  the  legislature  has  the  right  and  au- 
thority to  submit  to  the  vote  of  the  people 
certain  local  questions,  among  which  is 
fixing  a  county-seat.  See  Paine,  Elect.  § 
268,  and  cases  there  cited. 

The  next  question  to  be  considered  Is, 
was  section  6  of  the  act  of  the  fifteenth 
sesMlon  of  the  legislature,  entitled  ''An  act 
creating  the  counties  of  Elmore  and  Lo- 
gan, "  etc.,  abrogated  by  the  constitution  ? 
Section  2,  art.  21,  of  the  constitution, 
provides  that  all  laws  then  In  force  in  the 
territory  of  Idaho,  which  are  not  repug- 
nant to  this  constitution,  shall  remain  iu 
force  until  they  expire  by  their  own  limita- 
tion, or  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  legis- 
lature. Section  2,  art.  18.  of  the  constitu- 
tion, is  relied  upon  by  the  appellants  as 
abrogating  the  section  in  question.  It  is 
clear  from  the  reading  of  this  section  that 
the  framers  of  the  constitution  had  no 
such  intention.  It  reads:  '*  No  county-seat 
shall  be  removed  unless  upon  petition  of 
a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
county,  and  unless  two-thirds  of  the  qual- 
ified electors  of  the  county  voting  on  the 
proposition  at  a  general  election  shall  vote 
in  favor  of  such  removal.  A  proposition 
of  removal  of  the  county-seat  shall  not  be 
submitted  in  the  same  county  more  than 
once  in  six  years,  except  as  provided  by 
existing  law, "  etc.  The  conditions  apply 
to  the  removal  of  a  county -seat  once  per- 
manently fixed.  The  county-seat  of  Logan 
county  had  never  been  permanently  fixed. 
The  language  of  the  section  is :  **  The  coun- 
ty-seat of  Logan  county  is  located  tem- 
porarily at  the  city  of  Shoshone."    The 


legislature,  in  etfect.  says  It  is  neeessarr 
that  we  should  designate  some  place  ia 
«aid  county  where  the  county  business 
shall  be  done,  until  the  people  can  by  thMr 
votes  designate  the  place  they  desire  for 
the  permanent  county-seat.  Therefore  the 
act  states  the  county-seat  is  located 
temporarily  at  the  city  of  Shoshone.  The 
balance  of  the  section  puts  the  meaning 
beyond  question,  as  follows:  "And  at  the 
regular  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  1890 
the  county  commissioners  of  said  Elmore 
and  Logan  counties  must  submit  the  ques- 
tion of  location  of  the  county-seat  forthefr 
respective  counties  to  the  voters  of  said 
counties,  and  the  place  in  each  coonty  re- 
ceiving the  highest  number  of  votes  for 
the  county-seat  is  here  by  declared  to  be  the 
permanent  county -seat  for  said  counly." 
The  language  of  the  act  is  too  plain  for 
construction  or  argument.  It  was  not 
the  removal  of  the  county-seat  which  was 
submitted  to  the  voters,  but  the  perma- 
nent location  thereof.  The  said  section  of 
the  constitution,  therefore,  was  not  in- 
tended to  apply  to  the  location  of  a  coun- 
ty-seat, consequent  upon  the  organisation 
of  a  new  county.  A  strained  construction 
of  the  constitution  is  not  required  nor  per- 
mitted in  order  to  work  the  repeal  of  stat- 
utes not  clearly  repugnant  thereto.  It  is 
the  duty  of  the  court  to  give  both  the 
statute  and  the  constitution  such  con- 
struction as  will  give  effect  to  both,  unless 
the  statute  is  so  cleariy  repugnant  to  the 
constitution  as  to  admit  of  no  other  rea- 
sonable construction.  McCool  v.  Smith,  I 
Black,  459;  Bo  wen  v.  Lease,  5  Hill,  221;  Ex 
parte  Yerger,  8  Wall.  85,  105;  Furman  v. 
Nlchol,  Id.  44;  Bed  Bock  v.  Henry,  106  U. 
S.  596, 1  Sup.  Ct.  Bep.  434.  We  must  there^ 
fore  conclude  that  the  section  of  the  con- 
stitution was  not  intended  to  and  does 
not  repeal  section  6  of  the  act  requiring 
the  location  of  the  county -seat  of  Logan 
county  to  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the 
people. 

Had  the  board  of  commtsslonera  lawful 
authority  to  submit  the  question  of  the 
t)ei  manent  location  of  the  county-seat  of 
Lo.fan  county  to  a  vote  of  the  people  at 
the  election  held  October  1, 1890?  The  lan- 
guage of  the  act  Is:  **At  the  regular  elec- 
tloL  to  be  held  in  the  year  1890  the  county 
commisHioners  of  said  Elmore  and  Logan 
counties  must  submit  the  question  of  loca- 
tion of  the  county-seat  to  the  voters  of 
said  counties."  We  accept  the  definition 
given  to  the  word  "regular"  by  the  appel- 
lants, that  it  is,  in  this  connection,  synon- 
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jmoDS  with  tbe  word  "iceneral,*  and,  as 
owd,  wan  intended  to  mean  the  general 
election,  as  provided  for  by  eectlon  465  of 
the  ReFl0ed  Statutea  of  Idaho.  Rev.  St. 
Idaho,  §S  465,  466,  are  as  foUowa:  **See. 
465.  There  must  be  held  throaghoat  the 
territory  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the 
first  ilonday  of  November,  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  and  in 
every  second  year  thereafter,  an  election 
to  be  known  as  the  'general  election.' 
See.  466.  At  such  election  the  following  offi- 
cers mast  be  elected:  One  delegate  to 
congress  for  the  en  tire  territory;  members 
of  the  legislative  council  and  house  of  rep- 
rpsentatives,  according  to  the  number  ap- 
portioned by  law  to  the  county,  or  to 
coan ties  jointly :  one  probate  Judge;  one 
treasurer,  who  is  ex  o&cio  public  admin- 
istrator; one  sheriff;  one  district  attor- 
ney; one  recorder,  who  is  ex  oScio  audi- 
tor, and  exo&cio  clerk  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners;  one  assessor,  who 
is  ex  oScio  tax  collector;  one  surveyor; 
one  school  superintendent  and  one  coroner 
tor  each  county,  and  one  county  commis- 
sioner for  each  of  the  three  districts  of  each 
coonty :  two  Justices  of  the  peace  and  one 
foDStable  for  each  precinct  of  each  coun- 
ty." It  is  not  a  general  election  because 
the  day  on  which  it  was  to  take  place  was 
fixed  as  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  of  November,  1888,  and  every  sec- 
ond year  thereafter,  but  because  all  the 
officers  of  the  territory,  of  tbe  districts, 
and  of  the  counties  and  precincts  were 
then  to  be  elected.  If  the  legislature,  or 
any  other  competent  authority,  should 
in  the  mean  time  change  the  date  on  which 
tbe  same  oflScers  should  be  elected,  it 
would  still  be  the  general  election  for  that 
year.  McCrary,  Elect.  §  159.  Congress 
might  have  at  any  time  changed  the  date 
provided  by  this  statute  for  the  election 
of  tbe  same  otticers  in  the  territory  of 
Idaho,  and  it  would  have  still  been  the 
jEeneral  election.  The  constitution  adopt- 
ed by  the  people,  and  ratified  by  congress, 
did  change  the  date  for  the  general  elec- 
tion for  the  year  1890,  and  fixed  said  time 
by  the  proclamation  of  the  governor  on 
October  1st  of  said  year.  At  said  time  so 
fixed  were  elected  all  the  officers  named  In 
section  466,  above  quoted,  and  many  more. 
Such  a  general  election  never  did  occur  in 
the  history  of  the  territory,  and  never  will 
occur  again  in  the  progress  of  the  state. 
The  term  ** general  election"  is  more  clear- 
ly and  completely  defined  by  reference  to 
the  next  section  of  the  statute,  which  de- 


fines "special  eleotions,*  as  contradistin- 
guished from  ** general  elections, "  described 
in  section  466,  as  follows :  •*"  Sec.  467.  Spe- 
cial elections  are  such  as  are  held  to  supply 
vacancies  In  any  office,  and  are  held  at 
such  times  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
proper  board  or  officer. "  It  was  not  the 
day  on  which  it  occurred, nor  the  author!* 
ty  which  designated  theday.but  the  char- 
acter of  the  election,  which  made  it  the 
general  election  for  chat  year.  The  stat- 
ute making  it  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  to  submit  this  ques- 
tion to  the  voters  at  the  general  election 
for  the  year  1890  rendered  it  unnecessary 
for  the  commissioners  to  give  any  notice, 
in  their  call  for  the  meeting  of  July  28th, 
that  such  action  would  be  taken.  We  are 
of  the  opinion,  therefore,  thut  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  had  the  author- 
ity, and  it  was  their  duty,  to  submit  the 
permanent  location  of  the  county-seat  of 
Logan  county  to  the  voters  at  said 
election;  that  they  did  lawfully  submit 
said  question  to  said  voters;  that  said 
election  resulted  in  theselection  of  Bellevue 
as  the  permanent  county-seat;  and  that 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  had 
lawful  authority  to  remove  the  records  to 
said  town.  The  action  of  the  Judge  of  the 
court  below,  refusing  the  permanent,  and 
dissolving  the  temporary,  injunction,  is 
approved,  and  the  Judgment  affirmed.  It  is 
further  ordered  that  the  plaintiffs  herein 
pay  the  costs  of  this  action,  and  that  ex- 
ecution issue  therefor.

The  stockholders  are  not  sureties  for 
thecorporatlon,  but  are  principal  debtors.

V.  Beckman,  64  Cal  117,  28  Pac.  Rep.  110.

This  instrument  can  in  uo  wise  be  con- 
ritrued  but  as  a  corporation  obligation. 
^I,  as  the  manager  and  president  of  this 
institution,  do  agree,**  etc.  The  restrictive 
word  "as,"  doing  away  with  the  Individ- 
ual liability,  makes  it  binding  on  the  cor- 
poration alone.  Daniel,  Neg.  Inst.  (3d 
Ed.)  §  406;  Blanchard  v.  KauU,  44  Cal. 
440. 

It  cannot  be  anything  but  a  certlflcate 
of  stock,  for  it  was  **  to  bear  Interest  as 
other  shares  of  stock  In  the  institution,*' 
and  the  general  rule  Is  that  one  who  par- 
ticipates In  the  profits  of  a  corporation, 
by  receiving  dividends,  is  held  to  be  a 
stockholder,  and  the  equities  attaching  to 
his  title  are  things  with  which  the  com- 
pany and  its  creditors  in  general  have 
nothing  to  do.  Thomp.  Liab.  Stockn.  § 
168. 

Ht'STON,  J.  This  is  an  action  Instituted 
by  the  plaintiff  against  the  defendant  and 
several  others  as  stockholders  in  **Tbe 
Montpeller  Co-operative  Institution,"  al- 
leged to  be  organized  and  existing  under 
the  laws  of  Idaho  territory,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  2609  of  the  RevlHed 
^Statutes.  The  answer  denies  any  indebt 
edness  by  the  defendant.  Certain  other  de- 
fenses set  up  in  the  answer  were  stricken 
out  on  demurrer.  The  action  is  based  upon 
a  paper  writing,  as  follows:  " Montpeller, 
Idaho,  April  29,  1H84.  Be  it  known  by 
these  presents,  that  I,  as  manager  and 
president  of  this  institution,  do  agree  to 


refund  to  Jacob  Jones  the  sum  of  Sd26  9^ 
100  dollars  at  one  year's  notice  from  date 
of  said  notice.  It  is  the  understanding 
that  this  money  shall  draw  what  interest 
it  makes  in  proportion  to  all  the  shares 
in  the  Institution.  [Signed]  H.  S.  Wooi^ 
LEY."  Upon  the  trial  the  above  paper 
was  introduced,  its  execution  proven,  as 
was  also  the  giving  of  the  notice  provided 
for  therein,  and  the  plaintiff  then  rested. 
Thereupon  the  defendant  moved  for  a 
nonsuit,  which  was  granted  by  the  court. 
We  are  left  to  conjecture  upon  what  prin- 
ciple of  law,  equity,  or  Justice  the  court 
bcLsed  its  decision,  as  uo  reason  is  given 
in  the  record.  The  whole  defense  seems  to 
be  based  upon  the  construction  of  the  pa- 
per copied  above,  and  this  court  is  present- 
ed with  a  lengthy  dissertation  upon  the 
word  "refund,"  as  defined  by  the  various 
lexicographers.  No  attempt  is  made  to 
disprove  the  paper  or  its  contents,  or  to 
do  away  with  the  plain  and  palpable  ob- 
ligation to  repay  the  money  borrowed  or 
received,  upon  compliance  with  the  condi- 
tions prescribed  in  the  paper  writing.  It 
is  claimed  by  the  defendant  that  *'the  in- 
strument in  question  is  a  prim  a  facie  cer- 
tificate of  stock."  An  inspection  of  the 
paper  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  show  the 
absurdity  of  this  proposition.  In  sup- 
port of  this  latter  contention  the  counsel 
of  respondent  cites  Daniel,  Neg.  Inst.  (3d 
Ed.)  §  406,  and  Blanchard  v.  KauU,  44  Cal. 
440.  A  careful  examination  of  these  au- 
thorities falls  to  develop  anything  In  sup- 
port of  the  position  of  the  respondent. 
On  the  contrary,  they  militate  strongly 
against  such  a  view ;  nor  is  this  position 
supported  by  the  authority  quoted  from 
Thompson  on  Liabiiity  of  Stockholders. 
The  paper  writing  does  not  make  the 
plaintiff  a  stockholder  in  any  sense.  While 
the  provision  that  ** it  is  the  understand- 
ing that  this  money  shall  draw  what  in- 
terest it  makes  in  proportion  to  all  shares 
in  the  Institution"  may  have  been  intend- 
ed by  Its  author  to  place  the  plaintiff  in 
the  unfortunate  position  of  a  stockholder, 
the  object  fails  when  tested  by  the  plain 
rules  of  Justice,  unaided  by  revelation. 
The  corporation  had  the  money  of  the 
plaintiff.  They  gave  their  legal  written 
obligation  to  pay  it,  and,  as  the  answer- 
ing defendants  appear  from  the  evidence 
to  have  absorbed  the  assets  of  the  corpo- 
ration, it  is  only  simple  Justice  that  they 
should  "refund"  their  proportion  of  the 
money  so  received.  The  objection  of  re- 
spondent to  the  consideration  of  the  evl-

dence,  whicb  appears  in  tbe  transcript  by 
this  court,  we  do  not  think  is  well  taken. 
Tbe  evidence  appears  in  tbe  bill  of  excep- 
tions, which  was  prepared,  settled,  and 
served  in  doe  time,  and  is  properly  before 
us.

ScLLiTAN,  C.  J.  This  is  an  action  in 
ejectment,  brought  by  the  plaintiff  against: 
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the  defendant,  to  recoyer  poBsession  of 
certain  real  estate  situated  In  the  county 
of  Bear  La  lie,  in  ttiiH  state.  The  com- 
plaint is  the  ordinary  one  in  an  action  of 
ejectment.  The  answer  is  a  general  de- 
nial of  the  allegations  of  the  complaint, 
and  sets  up  that  defendant  is  in  posses- 
sion of  said  land  under  a  homestead  entry. 
The  pleadings  are  not  verified.  The  case 
was  heard  in  the  court  below  upon  the 
following  stipulation  of  facts:  '^In  the 
above  cause  it  is  stipulated  and  agreed 
that  the  facts  are  as  follows:  That  about 
the  month  of  August,  1884,  Laurits  Nell- 
son  made  pre-emption  declaratory  state- 
ment No.  1,362,  embracing  the  land  in  con- 
troversy in  this  cause,  and  on  the  1st  day 
of  October,  1886,  made  his  pre-emption  en- 
try and  final  proof  for  the  land  embraced 
in  his  declaratory  statement,  being  the 
lands  in  controversy  in  this  case  and  in  the 
case  of  B.  P.  Sorrenson  v.  Em  11  Meyers, 
[post,  802.1]  That  he.  on  that  day,  pnr- 
cnased  said  land,  and  paid  $200  therefor, 
and  took  patent  certificate  Tor  the  same. 
That  on  the  2Kth  day  of  October,  1880, 
said  Laurits  S.  Nvilson,  together  with  his 
wife,  Catharine  Neilson,by  deed  of  convey- 
ance duly  executed  and  recorded,  con- 
veyed the  lands  described  in  the  complaint 
to  the  plain  tin,  Thomas  W.  Jones.  That 
said  Thomas  W.  Jones  has  never  con- 
veyed any  of  said  land  to  any  other  person. 
That  said  conveyancetoThomasW.  Jones 
was  made  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
9200,  which  had  been  paid  in  the  month  of 
June  or  July,  1886.  That  said  purchase 
was  made  in  good  faith  by  said  purchaser 
on  June  7, 1886.  That  the  defendant  filed 
an  affidavit  in  the  United  States  land- 
offlce  at  Oxford,  Idaho,  charging  that 
Lanritz  8.  Neilson  had  failed  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  pre-emption 
law  in  the  matter  of  residence  and  im- 
provement of  said  land,  previous  to  his 
final  proof  and  payment  therefor.  That 
Neilson  was  notified  by  the  officers  of  the 
United  States  land-ofiice  that  a  day  had 
been  set  for  hearing,  to  determine  the 
question  as  to  whether  his  final  entry 
should  be  canceled  on  account  of  the  fraud 
charged.  That  Neilson  ignored  this  no- 
tice, and  did  not  endeavor  to  resist  such 
cancellation,  if  itcould  be  made.  That  the 
defendant  appeared  at  the  time  appoint- 
ed, August  10,  1886,  and  offered  his  evi- 
dence: and  that  afterwards,  on  the  24th 
day  of  January,  1887,  an  order  was  made

by  the  officers  of  the  land  department  of 
the  United  Stat«»s  canceling  the  final  en- 
try of  Laurits  S.  Neilson;  and  thereafter, 
on  the  25th  day  of  January,  lfti7,  the  de- 
fendant, Emil  Meyers,  made  homestead  en- 
try upon  said  land,  which  was  accepted 
by  the  land  department  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  prtiper  certificate  issued. 
That  the  defendant,  Emil  Meyers,  took 
possession  of  the  land  mentioned  in  the 
complaint  on  the  20th  day  of  Janaary, 
1887,  and  has  ever  since  had  possession  of 
the  same.  That  a  reasonable  rent  for  the 
premises  described  in  thecomplalnt  during 
the  time  that  the  defendant  has  been  in 
possession  is  f  150.  That  the  damage  to 
the  plaintiff,  being  ejected  from  the  land, 
is  $1.00;  and  it  is  agreed,  in  case  the  plain- 
tiff recover  in  this  case,  that  he  shall  recov- 
er f  l.OOdamages  for  the  taking  of  the  place 
by  the  defendant,  and  9150  damages  for 
rent  during  the  time  he  has  been  excluded 
therefrom  by  the  defendant.  It  is  fnrtber 
agreed  that  said  Neilson  had  not  resided 
upon  the  said  land  six  months  prior  to 
his  making  said  final  proof,  and  did  not 
reside  upon  the  land  at  the  time  he  made 
said  proof. " 

It  is  admitted  that  Laurits  S.  Neilson, 
the  grantor  of  plaintiff,  entered  the  land 
in  question  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  pre- 
emption laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
that  at  the  time  he  made  his  final  proof 
and  received  his  final  receipt  or  certificate 
from  the  receiver  he  had  not  resided  upon 
said  land  six  months,  and  did  not  reside 
thereon  at  the  time  of  making  said  final 
proof.  It  is  conceded  by  appellant  that 
the  final  certificate  was  procured  illegally 
and  fraudulently,  but  appellant  contends 
that  the  land  department  of  the  United 
States  has  no  authority  to  cancel  an  entry 
where  final  certificate  has  been  issned,  and 
the  land  described  therein  sold  to  each  a 
purchaser  as  the  stipulation  of  facts 
shows  appellant  to  be.  It  is  admitted 
that  respondent  entered  a  conteHt  to  set 
aside  Neilson 's  entry  in  June,  1886.  It  is 
also  admitted  that  appellant  purchased 
the  land  in  question  from  Neilson  In  June, 
1886,  and  paid  him  therefor  in  June  or  July. 
1886,  but  that  said  Neilson  did  not  execute 
a  deed  of  conveyance  conveying  said  land 
to  the  appellant  until  October  28,  1886. 
Neilson  was  duly  notified  that  said  con- 
test was  set  for  hearing  August  10, 188^ 
but  failed  to  appear  and  defend.  The 
respondent  in  this  cause  introduced  his 
testimony  at  said  hearing,  and  thereafter 
said   entry  was  canceled  by  the  proper

olficer  of  tlM  laud  department.  The  qneth 
tloD,  then,  la,  had  the  land  department, 
under  the  facts  of  this  case,  the  authority 
to  cancel  said 'entry?  The  secretary  of 
the  Interior  is  given  by  law  tlie  entire  su- 
pervision of  the  survey  and  the  sale  of  the 
pablic  lands.  The  commissioner  of  the 
iceneral  land-ofilce  is  by  law  required  to 
perform*  under  the  directions  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  interior,  all  executive  duties  ap- 
pertaining to  the  survey  and  sale  of  the 
public  lands  of  the  United  States.  The 
reiristers  and  receivers  are  but  local  offi- 
cers of  tlie  several  land-districts,  charged 
w^ith  the  performance  of  certain  duties, 
and  subject  to  the  direction  and  supervis- 
ion of  the  commissioner  of  the  general 
land-office  and  secretary  of  tbe  interior. 
From  the  organisation  of  the  land  de- 
partment of  the  United  States  down  to  tlie 
present  time  it  has  been  held  by  that  de- 
partment (and  by  the  supreme  courts  of 
numerous  states  and  territories)  that  it 
had  the  right  and  authority  to  cancel  all 
entries  of  public  lands  upon  a  proper  show- 
ing, made  priortothe  issuance  of  a  patent, 
if  the  entrymen  had  failed  to  comply  with 
the  law,  and  had  procured  final  receipt  or 
certificate  upon  false  proof.  In  re  Oogs- 
w^l,  3  Dec.  Dep.  Int.  23,  and  authorities 
tliere  cited;  llosmer  v.  Wallace,  47  Cal. 
44S1;  Ficrg  V.  Hensley.  52  Cal.  299;  Ues- 
tres  V.  Brennan.  50  CaL  211 ;  Vance  v.  Kohl- 
berg,  50  Cal.  346:  Randall  v.  Edert,  7 
Minn.  450.  (Gil  350;)  Gray  v.  Stockton, 
8  Minn.  529,  (Gil.  472;)  Judd  v.  Randall, 
(Minn.)  29  N.  W.  Rep.  589;  Bellows  v. 
Todd,  34  Iowa,  81;  McLane  t.  Bovee, 
85  Wis.  27;  Franklin  v.  Kelley,  2  Neb. 
79;  Hayes  v.  Parker,  3  Pac.  Rep.  901.  We 
have  examined  the  cases  cited  by  counsel 
for  apiiellant  and  many  other  cases  not 
cited,  and,  with  the  exception  of  Smith  v. 
Ewlng,  23  Feil.  Rep.  741,  have  been  unable 
to  find  any  case  that  sustains  tbe  view 
takra  by  appellant.  The  decided  weight 
of  authority  is  clearly  against  the  posi- 
tion contended  for  by  appellant.  The  ap- 
pellant cites  Cornelius  v.  Kessel,  58  Wis. 
237,  16  N.  W.  Rep.  550,  as  holding  that  the 
commission  had  no  power  to  cancel  a 
final  certificate.  The  court  Rays:  *'Tl)e 
land  was  then  subject  to  entry.  It  was 
purchased  by  him,  and  paid  for.  There 
wajs  no  fraud  or  mistake  in  the  transac- 
tion.'' In  the  case  at  bar  it  is  admitted 
that  the  eutryman  had  not  complied  with 
the  law ;  that  he  had  not  resided  upon  the 
land  six  months,  and  was  not  residing 
theire  at  the  time  he  made  his  final  proof. 


The  ease  at  bar  differs  from  the  one  last 
above  cited  in  this:  in  that  case,  there 
was  no  mistake  or  fraud ;  in  this,  there apo 
pears  to  have  been  perjury  committed  in 
making  the  final  proof,  and  by  such  per- 
jury a  fraud  was  committed  upon  the 
land  department.  The  appellant  also 
cites  U.  8.  V.  Minor,  114  U.  S.  238,  i 
as  an  authority  in  this  case.  It  was 
held  in  that  case  that,  where  the  land  de- 
partment had  issued  a  patent  upon  false 
and  perjured  alfldavits,  the  United  States 
is  not  precluded  from  instituting  a  suit  in 
equity  to  cancel  such  patent.  It  does  not 
conflict  with  former  decisions  of  said 
court,  in  which  it  has  been  held  that  the 
decisions  of  the  land  department  upon 
qnestions  of  fact  and  mixed  law  and  fact 
are  conclusive. 

Appellant  contends  that  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  iu  Myers  v. 
Croft,  13  Wall.  291,  holds  that  a  sale  by  a 
pre-emptor,  after  entry  and  final  proof 
and  the  issue  of  a  final  certificate  to  a 
bona  Me  purchaser  for  a  valuable  consid- 
eration, conveys  to  the  purchaser  a  valid, 
legal  title.  The  court  in  that  case  in  no 
respect  intimates  that  the  grantee  of  a 
pre-emptor  would  g^et  an. v  better  title  than 
his  grantor  had,  or  that  any  title  woald 
pass  if  the  grantor  had  not  in  good  faith, 
and  in  full  compliance  with  the  require* 
meats  of  the  pre-emption  law,  entered  th« 
land  conveyed.  The  concluding  portion 
of  said  opinion  indicates  very  strongly  the 
contrary  opinion.  The  court  says:  *'If  it 
had  been  the  purpose  of  congress  to  at- 
tain tlie  object  contended  for,  it  would 
have  declared  the  lands  themselves  un- 
alienable until  the  patent  was  granted. 
Instead  of  this,  the  legislation  was  direct- 
ed against  the  assignment  or  transfer  of 
the  right  secured  by  the  act,  whicb  was 
the  right  of  pre-emption,  leaving  the  pre* 
emptor  free  to  sell  his  land  after  entry,  if 
ac  that  time  he  was  in  good  faith  the 
owner  of  the  land,  and  had  done  nothing 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the 
law  on  the  subject. "  13  Wall.  297.  It  wiU 
not  be  contended  for  a  moment  that  Neil- 
son,  appellant's  grantor,  was  in  good 
faith  the  owner  of  the  land  in  question 
when  he  sold  the  same  to  the  appellant. 
The  case  of  Carrol  v.  Safford,  3  How.  441, 
cited  by  appellant,  proceeds  upon  the  the- 
ory that  the  government  has  no  right  to 
refuse  a  patent  to  a  bona  Ode  purchaser 
of  land  offered  for  sale.    The  court  says:

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"But  where  there  baa  been  fraad  or  mis- 
take the  patent  may  be  withheld,  and  ev- 
ery other  parchaser  at  tax-sale  incars  the 
risk  as  to  the  validity  of  the  title  he  pur- 
chases. "  The  case  of  Brill  v.  Stiles,  36  111. 
809,  is  cited  by  the  appellant  as  holding; 
that  the  commissioner  has  no  power  to 
cancel  the  final  certificate,  and  that  his 
doing  so  is  yoid.  The  court  says :  "  If  the 
entry  was  authorized  by  law,  the  title 
passed  to  him,  subject  to  be  defeated  by 
the  proof  of  a  right  of  pre-emption;  and. 
If  unauthorized,  he  acquired  no  title.  But 
until  it  was  shown  to  have  been  illegally 
made,  or  to  have  been  defeated  by  proof 
of  a  pre-emption,  the  certificate  of  pur- 
chase was  evidence  of  an  equitable  title. " 
There  may  be  some  apparent  confiict  in 
the  Illinois  decisions,  but  in  the  case  of 
Bobbins  t.  Bunn,  54  111.  48,  the  court  has 
clearly  shown  that  there  is  no  conflict  in 
the  decisions  of  that  state  upon  this  ques- 
tion. The  court  says,  after  citing  Brill  v. 
Stiles,  supra,  and  other  decisioos:  "These 
two  classes  of  cases  may  seem  at  first  in- 
consistent with  each  other,  and  there  are 
probably  some  expressions  in  the  various 
opinions  not  strictly  harmonious,  but  on 
further  consideration  it  will  be  seen  there 
is  no  real  antagonism  in  the  decisions. 
The  cases  in  the  first  class  relate  to  pre- 
emption claims  upon  which  the  land-of- 
fices have  decided.  The  pre-emption  law 
of  1830  required  proof  of  the  facts  upon 
which  the  right  of  pre-emption  depended 
to  be  made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  regis- 
ter and  receiver,  agreeably  to  rules  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  commissioner  of  the  gen- 
eral land-office.  This,  by  implication, 
gave  them  the  right  to  decide  all  cases  of 
conttfsted  pre-emption,  so  far  as  they  de- 
pended upon  the  facts  of  prior  settlement; 
and  this  construction  has  been  uniformly 
given  to  the  law,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
cases  before  cited  and  in  other  authorities 
quoted  in  the  opinions  pronounced  Jin  these 
cases.  The  finding  of  the  land-ofiicers 
upon  the  facts  in  matters  of  pre-emption 
has  been  held  conclusive  by  the  courts, 
upon  the  fa  miliar  ground  that  such  officers, 
in  these  proceedings,  were  acting  In  a 
quasi  Judicial  capacity,  and  within  the 
scope  of  their  authority.  But,  on  the 
other  hand,  when  these  officers  have  under- 
taken to  cancel  a  patent  or  a  certificate  of 
entry  for  which  a  purchaser  has  paid  his 
money,  either  at  their  discretion,  or  under 
some  patented  regulation  of  the  depart- 
ment which  the  law  did  not  authorize,  or 
under  some  clearly  erroneous    construc- 


tion of  the  law  of  congress,  thecourtshave 
held  themselves  not  bound  by  such  acts 
of  the  officers  of  the  land  department,  be- 
cause they  were  not  exercising  a  Judicial 
function  within  the  limits  prescribed  by 
law.  The  cases  cited  by  counsel  for  de- 
fendant will  be  found  to  relate  to  proceed- 
ings of  this  character.  Between  those 
two  classes  of  authorities  there  is  a  clear 
and  sound  distinction.  In  the  one,  the 
proceedings  of  the  land-officers  are  held 
conclusive,  because  Judicial  in  their 
character,  and  within  their  conceded  juris- 
diction ;  in  the  otlier,  such  proceedings  are 
held  not  conclusive,  because  they  are  either 
ministerial  in  their  character,  or,  if  Judi- 
cial, beyond  the  authority  given  by  the 
acts  of  congress. "  In  Stark  v.  Starrs,  S 
Wall.  402,  it  is  claimed  that  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  holds  that  "a 
right  to  a  patent  once  vested  is  treated  by 
the  government  when  dealing  with  the 
public  lands  as  equivalent  to  a  patent  is- 
sue." This  case  arose  under  what  Is 
known  as  thA  "Oregon  Donation  Act.* 
and  under  that  act  the  right  of  the  claim- 
ant to  a  patent  became  perfected  when  the 
certificate  of  the  surveyor  general  and  ac- 
companying proof  were  received  by  the 
commissioner  of  the  general  land-office, 
and  he  found  no  valid  objection  thereto. 
In  that  case  the  law  had  been  fully  com.- 
plied  with  by  the  claimant,  but  the  com- 
missioner objected  to  issuing  the  patent  to 
Stark  upon  the  ground  that  the  land  waa 
brought  underthe  operation  of  the  "town- 
site  act,"  and  was  not  subject  to  disposi- 
tion under  said  ''donation  act."  If  the 
''donation  act"  of  1S50  was  applicable  to 
the  lands,  Stark's  right  to  a  patent  became 
perfect  when  the  certificate  of  the  survey- 
or general  and  accompanying  proof 
showed,  in  the  Judgment  of  the  commis- 
sioner, a  compliance  with  its  requirementa. 
In  that  case  the  commissioner's  objection 
to  the  issuance  of  a  patent  arose,  not  from 
any  defect  in  the  certificate  or  proof,  but 
from  an  opinion  that  the  lands  were  sul>- 
Ject  to  the  provisions  of  the "  town-site 
act"  of  1844.  How  very  different  from  the 
case  at  bar!  The  appellant's  grantor  had 
not  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
pre-emption  law.  Through  false  proof  he 
had  obtained  a  final  certificate.  A  hear- 
ing was  ordered  long  before  the  appellant 
received  a  deed  of  conveyance  from  hia 
grantor,  and,  had  the  appellant  examined 
the  records  of  the  land-office  at  Oxford, 
Idaho,  he  would  have  found  a  contest 
pending  to  set  aside  his  grantor's  entiy

at  least  four  months  before  said  deed  of 
coDTeyanee  was  executed.  If  an  entry- 
man  can  throG^h  false  proof  pre-empt 
land,  and,  as  soon  as  he  obtains  his  final 
certificate,  sell  the  same,  and  convey  a 
ralid  title.  It  seems  to  as  that  it  would 
"open  wide  the  door  to  frauds  innumera- 
ble and  to  an  extent  almost  incalculable. " 
Until  the  patent  issues,  we  think  that  the 
rale  CAveAt  emptor  applies  with  peculiar 
force  to  purchasers  of  lands  from  pre-emp- 
tliin  entry  men. 

Chief  Justice  Tripp,  of  Dakota,  in  the 
cane  of  United  States  v.  Edward  H.  Dudley, 
1887,*  rendered  an  exhaustive  opinion  as 
to  the  authority  of  the  land  department 
to  cancel  a  final  certificate  issued  to  a  pre- 
emptor,  in  which  he  reviews  and  com- 
ments upon  numerous  decisions  of  the  su- 
preme court  of  the  United  States  and  de- 
cisions of  the  hlRhesteourts  of  many  of  the 
Btates  and  territories,  and  arrives  at  the 
folio wini;  conclusions,  to-wit:  "I  am 
clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  supervisory 
and  appellate  powers  vested  in  the  secre- 
tary of  the  interior,  and  the  commissioner 
o(  the  general  land-office,  under  his  direc- 
tion, gives  them  the  right  to  examine  all 
acts  of  the  raster  and  receiver.  In  mat- 
ters of  fact  left  to  the  determination  of  the 
local  officers,  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  secre- 
taiy  and  commissioner  may  be  exercised 
by  appeal  and  a  re-examlnation  of  the  fact 
themselves,  or  by  examination  of  their  ac- 
tion, and  requiring  them  again  toexamine 
the  questions  of  fact  lnvolv?d,  and  in  all 
cases  to  supervise  the  purely  administra- 
tive or  executive  acts  of  the  local  officers. " 
The  power  of  supervision  given  thA  secre- 
tary and  commissioner  Is  a  general  one 
over  all  the  acts  of  the  rcgrister  and  re- 
celrer.  There  is  no  exception  made  in  the 
matter  of  the  Issuing  of  final  certificates; 
and.  If  the  position  here  contended  for  be 
the  correct  one,  to- wit,  that  the  commis- 
sioner must  issue  a  patent  at  once  upon 
the  presentation  of  the  certificate,  and 
that  Issue  of  the  certificate  would  conclude 
all  Inquiry  Into  matters  settled  by  its  is- 
•ae,then  It  would  conclude  all  supervision 
b;  the  superior  officers ;  and  on  that  rea- 
soning the  patent  might  as  well  issue  by 
the  local  as  by  the  supervisory  officers.    I 

*  A  niH  pritca  decision,  (rendered  by  Chief  Jus- 
tics  Tbifp,  sitting  as  \\iiis&  of  the  dlstriot  court,) 
ad  not  reported  in  any  regular  series.  But  see, 
alia  Vantonseren  v.  ueffeman,  88  N.  W.  Hep. 
SS^  in  which  substantially  the  same  language  Is 
BMd  la  a  Dakota  supreme  ooort  decision. 
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am  led  to  adopt  the  contrary  of  this  rea- 
soning. Besides,  any  other  view  would 
lead  to  hopeless  confilct  between  the  de- 
partment and  the  courts.  Our  calendars 
would  be  crowded  with  land  contests,  and 
the  action  of  the  department  would  be  in- 
definitely postponed.  The  only  true  doc- 
trine, in  my  opinion.  Is  that  announced  by 
the  supreme  court,— that  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  court  commences  when  that  of  the 
department  ceases;  and  that,  until  the 
patent  issues,  and  while  the  matter  is  still 
pending  before  the  department.the  q  uestlon 
is  not  one  of  private  right  upon  which  the 
courts  have  power  to  act.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  if  a  pre^mptor  has  not  com- 
plied with  the  law,  and  procures  a  final 
certificate  through  fraud  or  perjury,  a  pur- 
chaser from  him  gets  no  better  title  tnan 
such  pre-emptor  obtained,  and,  if  such 
fraud  or  failure  to  comply  with  the  law  is 
established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  lan'l 
department,  under  Its  rules  and  regula- 
tions, before  patont  has  been  issued,  the 
land  department  has  the  authority  to  can- 
cel such  certificate.  In  re  Cogswell,  8  Dec. 
Dep.  Int.  23,  and  authorities  there  cited. 
Those  decisions  which  hold  that  a  final 
certificate  is  equivalent  to  a  patent  issued 
proceed  upon  the  theory  that  the  pre-emp- 
tor has  complied  with  the  law  as  to  resi- 
dence and  improvement  and  all  other  re- 
quirements, and  that  such  certificate  was 
not  procured  through  fraud  or  perjury. 
The  judgment  of  the  court  below  is  af- 
firmed, with  costs.

A  verdict  not  Justified  by  evidence  can- 
not be  distnrbed  when  there  is  a  conflict 
of  testimony,  even  though  it  should  be 
greatly  against  the  weight  of  evidence.

Huston,  J.  This  is  an  action  of  claim 
and  deli  very  for  the  recovery  of  two  horses 
or  the  value  thereof.  The  horses  wen» 
seized  by  defendant  upon  an  execntion  l»> 
sued  upon  a  Judgment  recovered  in  Ja»* 
tice's  court  of  Moscow  precinct,  Latah 
county,  Idaho.  Plaintiff  claims  that  the 
property  so  seized  was  exempt  under  the 
statutes  of  Idaho,  for  the  reason  chat  he, 
the  plaintiff,  was  ^n  actual  resident  of 
Idaho  at  the  time  of  the  seizure,  and  en- 
gaged solely  in  teaming  with  said  team  aa 
a  means  of  livelihood.  The  answer  of  de- 
fendant denies  both  the  actual  residence 
and  occupation  of  plaintiff.  The  case  was 
tried  to  a  Jury,  and  verdict  rendered  for 
plaintiff  for  recovery  of  property,  and 
damages  for  detention.  The  appeal  to 
from  the  order  of  the  district  Jadge  crver- 
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inllns  defendant's  mottoii  for  a  new  trial. 
Tbe errora  charged  are: 

First,  error  In  tbe  ctiaiiKe  of  tbe  coort  to 
the  Jory,  in  tbis :  The  coort  charged  the 
Jaiy  as  follows:  "There  must  be  two 
things  that  most  occor  In  order  that  this 
plaintiff  may  have  bis  property  exempt: 
(1)  He  most  at  tbe  time  have  been  an  act- 
ual resident  of  Idaho  territory;  and  (2)  he 
most  have  been  a  teamster,  asintr  his  team 
babltoally  as  a  means  of  llyelibood." 
This  instroction  was  sobstantlally  re> 
peated,  at  least  three  times,  In  the  In- 
stroctions  of  the  coort;  bat  it  appears 
that  in  its  excess  of  repetition  tbe  court, 
eyidently  by  inadvertence,  used  tbe  word 
"and*  in  one  case  where  the  word  "or" 
should  have  been  used,  to-wit,  after  stat- 
hif  tbe  law  as  above  given,  tbe  court 
says:  "If  yoo  find,  however, thecontrary, 
that  he  [tbe  plaintiff]  was  not  an  actual 
resident  of  this  territory,  and  that  be  did 
not  use  those  horses  habitually  as  a 
means  of  livelihood, "  etc.  It  is  the  ose  of 
the  conjunction  "  and  *  In  place  of  tbe  dis- 
Jsnctlveconjnnrtlun  "or"  that  is  charged 
as  error.  We  cannot  think  that  this  mere 
lapsus  llnfiTox,  oecurrinfc  in  a  charge  which 
had  repeatedly  stated  the  law  of  tbe  case 
correctly,  could  have  misled  the  Jury.  If 
technically  error,  it  was  harmless,  and 
will  not  warrant  a  reversal. 

The  second  error  urged  is  that  the  at- 
torney for  tbe  plaintiff,  in  his  closing  ar- 
gument to  the* Jury,  used  tbe  following 
words:  "Gentlemen  of  the  Jury:  If  you 
could  have  only  seen  this  young  man,  the 

g  loin  tiff,  come  into  my  office  with  tears  in 
is  eyes,  lamenting  the  loss  of  his  horses, 
all  that  be  bad  in  the  world,  the  day  of 
the  sale,  yon  would  not  suspect  him  of  eu- 
deavoring  to  deceive  you. "  It  is  claimed 
by  appellant's  counsel  that  in  making  the 
above  statement  of  facts,  of  which  there 
was  no  proof  in  tbe  testimony,  the  only 
evidential  statement  was  as  to  the  horses 
being  "all  that  plaintiff  had  in  the  world," 
and  this  fact  was  testifle^l  to  by  the  plain- 
tiff, and  was  undisputed.  Tbe  agony  al- 
luded to  by  his  counsel  may  be  fairly  in- 
ferred to  have  been  intended  to  meet  some 
charge  of  dishonesty  or  deception  charged 
to  have  been  attempted  by  the  plaintiff. 
Witboot  tbe  argument  upon  both  sides 
before  as,  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  say 
what  degrpe  of  relevance  there  was.  At 
any  rate,  tbe  matter  is  too  trifling  to  war- 
rant a  reversal. 

The  only  other  error  charged  by  the  ap- 
pellant is  that  the  evidence  does  not  war- 


rant or  sostain  the  verdict.  The  evidence 
upon  the  fact  of  the  occupation  of  plaintiff 
was  ondisputed.  The  evidence  of  resi- 
dence was  somewhat  conflicting,  but  we 
think  fully  warranted  tbe  finding  of  tbe 
Jury.  Order  of  tbe  court  below  overruling 
motion  for  new  trial  la  affirmed*  with 
costs  to  respondent.

The  plaintifl  held  a  ohattel  mortgage  given 
by  defendant  to  aeonre  the  payment  of  tbred  cer- 
tain promissory  notes  made  by  defendant,  for  pur- 
chase, price  of  certain  personal  property.  Defanlt 
having  been  made  by  defendant  in  the  oonditioQ 
of  mortgage,  plaintiff  foreclosed  by  notice  and 
sale,  as  provided  by  statute.  The  return  of  the 
sheriff  snowed  a  deflclenoy  of  some  $900,  to  re 
cover  which  amount  plaintiff  brings  this  action. 
To  a  complaint  setting  forth  all  the  details  of  the 
transaction,  including  the  foreclosure  sale,  and 
report  of  sheriff  showing  deflciencv,  in  proper 
form,  defendant  enters  a  general  demurrer. 
whicQ  was  sustained  by  the  court.  Held^  that 
the  action  was  properly  brought,  and  that  the  ae- 
tion  of  district  court,  in  sustaining  demurrer  to 
oomplaint,  was  error.

Huston,  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from  an 
order  and  Judgment  of  the  district  court 
for  the  coanty  of  Latah,  sustaining  de- 
fendant's demurrer  to  the  complainant's 
complaint.  The  facts  as  they  appear 
from  the  record  are  substantially  as  fol- 
lows :  On  the  19th  day  of  September,  1890, 
at  Moscow,  Latah  county,  Idaho,  the  de- 
fendant made  and  delivered  to  plaintiff 
his  three  promissory  notes,— one  being  for 
the  sum  of  $750,  payable  on  the  1st  of  No- 
vember, 1890;  and  the  other  two  being 
each  for  the  sum  of  $725,  (me  payable 
the  1st  day  of  November,  1891,  and  the 
other  the  1st  day  of  November,  1892.  Said 
notes  were  given  in  payment  for  a  thresh- 
ing-machine, engine,  etc.,  bought  of  the 
appellant  by  the  respondent.  Contempo- 
raneous with  the  execution  and  delivery 
of  said  notes  the  defendant,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  the  payment  of  the  same, 
made,  executed,  and  delivered  to  the  plain- 
tiff a  chattel  mortgage.  In  the  usual  form, 
and  also  a  written  agreement  to  which 
was  attached  one  of  the  aforesaid  notes, 
by  the  terms  of  which  agreement  the  de- 
fendant agreed  to  deliver  to  the  plaintiff 
certain  other  security  in  addition  to  said 
chattel  mortgage,  namely,  certain  banka- 
ble notes,  to  be  taken  from  farmers  for 
threshing  to  be  done  by  the  defendant  to 
the  amount  of  $50  for  each  week  from  Oc- 
tober 3, 1890,  to  the  1st  day  of  November, 
1890.  It  was  also  agreed  in  the  said  agree- 
ment that,  in  case  the  additional  security 


I  mentioned  therein  was  not  ddirered  upon 
demand  made  by  appellant  upon  respond- 
ent, and  upon  five  days'  notice  of  such  de- 
mand, and  failure  upon  the  part  of  the  re- 
spondent to  so  deliver  the  said  security, 
the  said  three  promissory  notes  should  be- 
come immediately  due  and  payable.  The 
complaint  alleges  that  demand  whs  made 
and  notice  given,  and  that  the  respondent 
failed  and  refused  to  deliver  the  security 
so  agreed  to  be  delivered.  Default  having 
been  made  by  the  defendant  In  complying 
with  the  conditions  of  the  chattel  mort- 
gage, the  plaintiff  proceeded  to  foreclose 
the  same,  as  provided  by  statute;  and  on 
the  29th  day  of  October,  1890,  sold  the 
property  at  public  auction  for  the  sum  of 
$1 ,500.  The  sheriff,  after  deducting  his  fees» 
paid  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  such 
sale  to  the  plaintiff,  the  mortgagee  In  said 
chattel  mortgage.  Therebelng  an  unpaid 
balance  due  upon  the  notes  and  mortgage* 
after  applying  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
aforesaid,  the  plaintiff  brings  this  action 
to  recover  the  same.  The  foregoing  facts 
are  set  forth  in  the  complaint  of  the  plain- 
tiff, to  which  the  defendant  demurs,  upon 
the  ground  that  the  s<»me  does  not  state 
facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  ac- 
tion, and  from  the  action  of  the  district 
court,  in  sustaining  such  demurrer  this  ap- 
peal is  taken.  The  ccmtentlon  of  re- 
spondent is  that  the  plaintiff.  In  bringing 
his  action  for  the  recovery  of  the  deficien- 
cy, has  mistaken  his  ren^y.  The  stat* 
utes  of  Idaho  provide  how  chattel  mort- 
gages may  be  foreclosed  In  this  state, 
namely,  either  by  notice  and  sale,  as  was 
done  in  the  case  under  consideration,  or 
by  action  in  the  district  court.  When  the 
former  course  is  adopted,  the  officer  mak- 
ing the  sale  is  required  to  make  return  up- 
on the  afUdavit  of  all  his  proceedings,  and 
file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  district 
court  having  Jurisdiction  in  the  county  in 
which  the  same  was  made,  all  of  which 
was  done  In  the  present  case ;  and  from 
the  return  of  the  officer  so  made  ft  ap- 
peared that,  after  applying  the  proceecls 
derived  from  the  sale  of  the  mortgaged 
property  upon  the  mortgage  debt,  there 
still  remained  a  deficiency  of  something 
over  $900.  The  statutes  of  Idaho  provide, 
in  the  case  of  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  on 
real  estate,  for  the  docketing  of  a  Judg^ 
ment  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  and  against 
the  defendant  or  defendants  personally 
liable  for  the  debt ;  butthift  pro  vision  does 
not  apply  in  case  of  a  foreclosure  of  a 
chattel  mortgage  by  notice,  affidavit,  and 
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sale.  How,  then,  was  the  plaintiff  to  r^ 
cover  the  defleleacy?  We  know  of  no 
other  proper  coarse,  except  the  one  adopt- 
ed by  it.  All  the  rights  of  the  defendant 
were  folly  protected.  Any  defense  he 
misht  have,  or  desire  to  make,  to  the  fore- 
closure proceedings,  was  permissible  in 
this  action,  and  we  cannot  divine  what 
reasonable  objection  eonld  be  raised  to  it. 
By  the  terms  of  the  chattel  mortgage  and 
eontemporaneous  written  agreement,  up- 
on default  in  any  of  the  conditions  all 
three  notes  were  to  become  due.  The 
Judgment  of  the  district  court  Is  reversed, 
and  the  cause  remanded,  costs  to  appel- 
lant.

''An  appeal  maj  be  taken  to  the  sapreme 
court  from  a  dlatrict  eonrt^Firstt  from  a 
final  Judgment  In  an  action  or  special  pro- 
ceediDK  commenced  in  the  court  in  which 
the  same  is  rendered  within  one  year  after 
the  entry  of  Judgment.**  In  McLaug^hlin

Coast 
Law  J.  92,  the  Journal  entry  was  in  the 
following  language :  **  Ordered  that  plain- 
tiff's prayer  for  a  decree  of  dlroree  be  de- 
nied, and  that  defendant  have  Judgment 
for  costs. "  The  court  h^d  this  to  be  an 
order  for  Judgment  only,  and  dismissed  the 
appeal.  The  same  was  held  in  the  case 
of  Thomas  ▼•  Anderson,  56  Cal.  48.  Both 
these  cases  were  approved  in  Schroder  ▼, 
Schmidt,  71  Cal.  399, 12  Pac.  Rep.  302;  also 
in  Tyrrell  v.  Baldwin,  72  Cal.  192, 13  Pac. 
Rep.  475;  Kimple  v.  Conway,  69  Cal.  71, 10 
Pac.  Rep.  189.  Section  4454  of  our  statute 
requires  the  clerk  to  keep  a  Judgment 
book,  in  which  Judgments  must  be  entered. 
S^tion  4456  requires  him  immediately  aft- 
er entering  the  Judgment  to  attach  togeth- 
er and  file  certain  papers,  which  shall  con- 
stitute the  Judgment  roll.  It  is  from  the 
Judgment  so  entered  in  the  Judgment  book 
that  an  appeal  must  be  taken,  and  not 
from  the  order  of  the  court  directing  such 
Judgment.    The  language  used  in  this  case 
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and  recorded  in  the  Journal  waa  simply 
an  order  directing  the  entiy  of  Judgment 
of  dismissal  and  fur  costs.  Black,  J  udgm. 
fiS  110, 115;  Hayne,  New  Trials  &  App.  183, 
note  6.  It  is  but  Just  to  the  eminent  coun- 
sel engaged  in  this  cause  to  say  that  this 
conclusion  was  arrived  at  before  the  sup- 
plemental briefs  were  filed.  Since  they 
were  filed  the  case  cited  by  counsel  for  ap- 
pellants has  been  examined,  but  has  not 
changed  the  opinion  of  the  court.  In  our 
opinion,  an  objection  to  the  Jurisdiction 
may  be  made  at  any  time.  If  not  made 
at  all  by  counsel,  and  It  appeared  in  the 
record,  the  court  would  be  obliged  to  take 
notice  of  it.  Appeal  dismissed,  without 
prejudice  to  another  appeal ;  costs  of  ap- 
peal awarded  to  respondent.

If  the  legislature  has  power  to  create 
new  counties.  It  has  the  power  to  locate 
the  county-seat  of  the  new  county.  The 
people  have  no  vested  right  to  a  county- 
seat  at  any  particular  place:  and  when, 
by  the  division  of  a  county,  and  the  crea- 
tion of  a  new  county,  the  seat  of  govern- 


ment of  the  old  county  falls  within  the 
limits  of  the  new,  the  connty-seat  as  It 
existed  Is  abolished.

Morgan,  J.  On  the  8d  of  March,  1891, 
the  legislature  passed  an  act  entitled  **  An 
act  to  create  and  organize  the  counties  of 
Alta  and  Lincoln,  to  locate  the  county 
seats  of  said  counties,  and  to  apportion 
the  debt  of  Logan  county. "  The  first  sec- 
tion establishes  the  connty  of  Alta,  com- 
posed of  the  territory  of  Alturas  county 
as  It  then  existed  and  about  half  of  the 
contiguous  territory  of  Logan.  Section  2 
establishes  the  county  of  Lincoln  from  the 
residue  of  the  territory  theretofore  belong- 
ing to  Logan.  Section  8  makes  Hailey, 
then  the  county -seat  of  Alturas  county, 
the  county-seat  of  Alta  county.  Section  4 
mo  Ices  Shoshone  the  county-seat  of  Lin- 
coln county.     Section  5  authorises    the 
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(Covernor  to  appoint  the  county  officers 
of  the  two  counties  thus  established.  Sec- 
tion tf  provides  that  all  the  county  rec- 
ords, books,  money,  office  furniture  and 
fixturep,  and  all  other  personal  property 
belonffhiK  to  Logan  county,  and  all  real 
estate  situate  in  the  county  of  Lincoln, 
thus  organized,  before  belonging  to  Lo« 
gan  county,  shall  become  the  property  of 
Lincoln  county,  and  that  the  commission- 
ers of  Lincoln  county  shall  within  30  days 
cause  all  records,  books,  funds,  and  other 
personal  property  of  said  Logan  county 
to  be  transferred  to  Shoshone.  Section 
7  provides  that  all  public  buildings,  rec- 
ords, books,  furniture,  money,  real  estate, 
and  personal  property  theretofore  belong- 
ing to  Alturas  county,  shall  become  the 
property  of  Alta  county.  Section  9  pro- 
vides that  all  the  indebtedness  of  Logan 
coanty  shall  be  assumed  and  paid  by 
Lincoln  county,  and  that  all  the  indebted- 
ness of  Alturas  county  shall  be  assumed  and 
paid  by  Alta  county.  Under  and  by  virtue 
of  this  act  the  commissioners  of  Lincoln 
county  demanded  the  said  books,  records, 
and  personal  property  then  in  the  custody 
of  Wesley  B.  George,  the  duly  elected  and 
qualified  clerk  of  the  district  court,  and 
ex  o&cio  auditor  and  recorder  of  Logan 
county,  which  being  refused,  the  coanty 
of  Lincoln,  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  1891, 
filed  its  petition  in  this  court  for  a  writ  of 
mandate  to  compel  said  George  to  deliver 
said  property  to  Lincoln  coanty.  On  the 
same  day  the  said  George  filed  his  demur- 
rer to  said  petition,  and  alleges  that  it 
does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute 
a  cause  of  action.  The  issue  thus  formed 
raises  the  question  as  to  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  act  of  March  3, 1891. 

Considerable  of  the  argument  of  the 
pause  related  to  the  question  as  to  wheth- 
er the  counties,  as  recognized  by  the  con- 
stitution in  section  1,  art.  18,  as  they 
then  existed,  could  be  abolished  by  act 
of  the  legislature.  In  the  view  I  take  of 
the  cause  it  is  not  necessary  to  determine 
this  question.  It  will  also  be  apparent 
that  it  is  not  necessary  to  decide  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  defendant,  George, 
being  duly  elected  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution,  is  such  a  con- 
stitutional officer  that  he  cannot  be  de- 
prived of  his  office  by  an  act  of  the  legisla- 
ture. The  question  that  must  determine 
this  case  is,  can  a  portion  of  the  territory 
of  one  county  be  cut  off  and  attached  to 
another  without  a  vote  of  the  people,  re- 
siding in  the  segregated  portion,  consent- 


ing thereto,  In  the  manner  adopted  in  this 
act?  The  first  paragraph  of  section  3  of 
article  18  of  the  constitution  is  as  follows: 
"'No  county  shall  be  divided  unless  a  ma- 
jority of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  terri- 
tory proposed  to  be  cut  off,  voting  on  the 
proposition  at  a  general  election,  shall 
vote  in  favor  of  such  division:  provided, 
that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
creation  of  new  counties.**  What  is  the 
evident  intent  of  tbo  act  under  considera- 
tion? What  was  the  object  to  be  effect- 
ed? What  is  the  result  accomplished? 
The  object  was  not,  certainly,  to  change 
the  names  of  the  two  counties.  If  that 
had  been  desired  it  could  have  been  effect- 
ed by  a  direct  act  for  that  purpose,  us  the 
constitution  does  not  forbid  it,  and  the 
act  says  nothing  about  changing  the 
names  of  the  counties  of  Logan  and  Al,- 
turas.  It  could  not  have  been  desired  to 
abolish  the  counties  of  Alturas  and  Lo- 
gan. Nothing  is  said  in  the  act  about 
abolishing  the  counties,  and  they  do  not 
seem  to  be  abolished.  The  same  terri- 
tory that  before  the  passage  of  the  act 
constituted  the  counties  of  Alturas  and 
Logan,  under  this  act  const! tutee  the 
counties  of  Alta  and  Lincoln.  No  new 
territory  is  added  to  them ;  none  is  taken 
away;  but  the  larger  half  of  the  county 
of  Logan  is  cut  off,  and  attached  to  the 
county  of  Alturas,  and  the  names  of  the 
two  counties  changed.  There  were  two 
counties  before;  there  are  but  two  now. 
It  is  evident  that  the  whole  intent  and 
object  of  the  act  was  to  cut  this  body  of 
territory  from  the  county  of  Logan,  and 
attach  it  to  the  county  of  Alturas.  In 
fact,  I  understand  the  counsel  did  not 
deny  that  this  was  the  sole  object.  l>ut 
the  constitution  says  this  cannot  be  done 
except  by  a  vote  of  the  people.  The  legis- 
lature cannot  do  indirectly  what  it  can- 
not do  directly.  People  v.  Marshall,  12 
111.891;  Craig  v.  State,  4  Pet.  410.  Says 
the  court  in  the  case  first  above  men- 
tioned:  "No  means  can  be  constitutional 
which  effect  an  unconstitutional  object. 
While  we  would  not  extend  the  prohibi- 
tions of  the  constitution  so  as  to  embrace 
measures  and  objects  not  manifestly  and 
clearly  within  the  design  of  its  framers, 
yet,  where  that  is  undeniably  the  case, 
then  by  no  means  whatever  should  it  oe 
allowed  to  be  evaded."  See,  also.  Bock 
Island  Co.  v.  Sage,  88  111.589;  Gotcher  v. 
Burrows,  9  Humph.  589.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  court  to  give  both  the  st4&tute  and  the 
constitution  such  construction  as  will  give 
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effect  to  both,  unless  the  statute  is  so 
clearly  repugnant  to  the  constitnition  as 
to  admit  of  no  other  reasonable  construc- 
tion. .  Doan  r.  Board,  (Idaho,)  26  Pac. 
Rep.  167,1  and  cases  there  cited.  Suppose 
tne  court  should  hold  that  this  provision 
of  the  constitution  could  be  evaded  in  the 
manner  adopted  by  this  act,  then  succes- 
slve  lefdslatures  could  go  on  and  sever  a 
portion  of  the  territory  of  one  county  and 
attach  it  to  another  in  every  part  of  the 
state,  and  continue  the  work  indefinitely, 
without  the  vote  of  the  people  in  any  case. 
Xi.  will  be  seen  that  it  would  render  this 
provision  of  the  constitution  of  no  effect 
whatever,  as  the  legislature  and  the  court 
would  have  clearly  pointed  out  a  method 
by  which  it  might  be  evaded.  I  think  the 
creation  of  a  new  county  under  the  pro  • 
Tiso  in  this  section  must  be  held  to  be  the 
creation  of  an  additional  county,  which 
the  legislature  may  do  out  of  any  terri- 
tory it  may  see  fit,  and  without  a  vote  of 
the  people.  The  constitution  is  the  funda- 
mental law  of  the  state;  must  control  all 
branches  of  the  government.  No  evasion, 
bowever  specious,  can  be  permitted.  No 
amount  of  circumlocution  can  divide  a 
county,  and  attach  the  part  cut  off  to 
another,  without  compliance  with  section 
8,  by  submitting  the  proposition  to  a  vote 
of  the  people.  We  are  not  permitted  to 
consider  theapparent  necessity  of  the  case, 
nor  the  injustice  under  which  any  county 
may  be  laboring.  Wrongs,  if  they  exist, 
can  only  be  righted  by  constitutional 
means.  We  can  only  say  thus  it  is  writ- 
ten in  the  constitution.  To  cut  off  a  por- 
tion of  any  county,  and  attach  the  part 
thus  detached  to  another  county,  without 
a  vote  of  the  people  in  the  segregated 
part,  would  be  in  direct  violation  of  the 
clause  referred  to,  and  therefore  void. 
The  importance  of  the  cause  and  the  abili- 
ty of  the  counsel  engaged  has  induced  us 
to  examine  the  cases  cited  with  more  than 
ordinary  care,  but  we  have  not  been  able 
to  arrive  at  a  different  conclusion.  The 
writ  of  mandate  is  denied,  with  judgment 
for  costs  against  the  relator,  and  execu- 
tion may  issue  therefor. 

HcsTON,  J.,  {concurring,)  I  approach 
the  ccmsideration  of  thlM  case  with  u  full 
recogrnition  of  the  fact  that,  when  called 
upon  to  pass  upon  the  validity  of  an  act 
of  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  govern- 
ment, courts  have  a  delicate  duty  to  per- 
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form,  but  it  is  a  duty  the  obligation  of 
which  must  not  be  evade*!  or  shrunk 
from. .  I  recognise  further  the  potency  of 
the  rule  which  requires  that,  before  pro^ 
nouncing  an  act  of  the  legislature  invalid, 
the  court  should  be  fully  satisfied  that 
such  act  is  clearly  repugnant  to  some 
provision  of  the  organic  law  of  the  state. 
In  this  view  let  us  consider  the  questions 
involved  in  this  case.  Section  1,  art.  18, 
tit.  "County  Organisation,"  of  the  consti- 
tution of  Idaho,  reads  as  follows:  "The 
several  counties  of  the  territory  of  Ida- 
ho, as  they  now  exist,  are  hereby  recog- 
nize<l  as  legal  subdivisions  of  this  state." 
Section  2  of  said  article  is  as  follows: 
"No  county-seat  shall  be  removed  unless 
upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  county,  and  unless  two^ 
thirds  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  coun- 
ty voting  on  the  proposition  at  a  general 
election,  shall  vote  in  favor  of  such  re- 
moval. A  proposition  of  removal  of  the 
county-seat  shall  not  be  submitted  in  the 
same  county  more  than  once  in  six  years, 
except  as  provided  by  existing  laws.  No 
person  shall  vote  at  any  county-seat  elec- 
tion who  has  not  resided  in  the  county  six 
months,  and  in  the  precinct  ninety  days." 
Sections  of  said  article  18  is  as  follows: 
"No  county  shall  be  divided  unless  a  ma- 
jority of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  terri- 
tory proposed  to  be  cut  off,  voting  on  the 
proposition  at  a  general  election,  shall 
vote  in  favor  of  such  division :  provided, 
that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
creation  of  new  counties.  No  person  shall 
vote  at  such  election  who  has  not  been 
ninety  days  a  resident  of  the  territory 
proposed  to  be  annexed.  When  any  part 
of  a  county  is  stricken  off  and  attached 
to  another  county,  the  part  stricken  off 
shall  be  held  to  pay  its  relative  propor- 
tion of  all  existing  liabilities  of  the  county 
from  which  it  is  taken. "  Section  4  of  the 
same  article  reads:  " No  county  shall  be 
established  which  shall  reduce  any  county 
to  an  area  of  less  than  four  hundred  square 
miles,  nor  shall  a  new  county  be  formed 
containing  an  area  of  less  than  four  hun- 
dred square  miles."  On  the  8d  day  of 
March,  1891,  the  legislature  of  the  state  of 
Idaho  enacted  a  law  entitled  "An  act  to 
create  and  organize  the  counties  of  Alta 
and  Lincoln,  and  to  locate  the  county- 
seats  of  said  counties,  and  to  apportion 
the  debt  of  Logan  county. "  The  sole  pur- 
pose and  effect  of  this  act  was  to  segre- 
gate or  strike  off  from  Logan  county  near- 
ly one-half  its  territorial  area,  and  attach 
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the  ptfrt  80  itiieken  off  to  Alturas  countr, 
and  to  change  the  name  of  Altaras  to  Al- 
ta,  and  that  of  Logan  to  Lincoln.  The 
proFMon  fur  the  apportionment  of  the 
debt  of  Loican  county  wa«  a  neceuary  ee- 
qoence.  IVaa  this  act,  so  passed,  repag- 
nant  to  the  proylsions  of  tlie  constitution 
of  the  state  above  quoted,  or  to  any  of 
them  ?  We  must  take  this  constitution  as 
we  find  it,  as  it  is  presented  to  us  by  its 
makers,— the  people.  It  is  not  within  the 
purview  of  our  authority  or  the  limits  of 
our  Jurisdiction  to  bate,  or  set  aside,  or 
treat  as  naught,  any  Jot  or  tittle  thereof, 
and  "no  accepted  canon  of  construction 
can  Justify  us  In  adding  to  the  constitu- 
tion qualifying  words  of  our  own,  sug- 
gested only  by  outside  considerations, 
which  may  or  may  not  have  been  of 
weight  with  the  convention  in  framing,  or 
the  people  in  adopting,  that  instrument.  ** 
('ooley.  Const.  Lim.  Provisions  similar  to 
those  above  cited  from  the  constitution  of 
Idaho,  are  found  in  many  of  the  constitu- 
tions of  other  states,  and  there  has  been 
no  more  disturbing  element  In  the  legisla 
tion  and  litigation  in  many  of  the  states 
than  that  which  arises  from  the  organisa- 
tion of  counties,  and  the  location  and 
changing  of  county-seats,  and  the  chang- 
ing of  county  boundaries.  The  elements 
of  greed  and  self-interest  enter  so  largely 
into  the  consideration  and  discussion  of 
these  questions  that  men  have  been  prone, 
as  shown  in  the  history  of  several  of  the 
western  states,  not  only  to  override  con- 
stitutional provisions,  but  to  set  aside  all 
legal  restraints,  and  resort  to  brute  force, 
to  carry  out  their  purposes  in  this  direc- 
tion. Idaho,  while  a  territory,  had  some 
experience  in  this  sort  of  legislation,  of 
which,  doubtless,  the  framers  of  our  con- 
sitution  were  not  unmindful;  hence  we 
find  in  our  constitution  a  provision  un- 
known to  that  of  the  older  states,  and 
which  can  only  be  found  in  the  constitu- 
tions of  nine  states  of  the  Union,  to-wlt, 
Missouri.  California,  Colorado,  N.  Dakota, 
S.  Dakota,  Washington,  Montana,  Texas, 
and  Idaho,  to- wit,  section  1  of  article  18. 
The  first  appearance  of  this  provision  we 
find  in  the  constitution  of  Missouri  adopt- 
ed In  1875.  We  are  not  at  liberty  to  ignore 
or  treat  as  meaningless  this  provision  of 
theconstitutiun  wnV''  tliHn  wt*  «'ould  any 
other.  Its  incorporation  into  the  organic 
law  by  the  makers  thereof  was  for  a  pur- 
pose. Doubtless  they  mean  what  the  lan- 
guage of  the  section  plainly  expresses,— > 
that  the  existing  county  organisations 


should  remain  a^s  such,  subleet  only  to 
such  change  as  was  permitted  by  the  con- 
stitution. A  eareful  examination  of  toe 
authorities  will  fail  to  show  a  single  case 
in  which  the  right  of  the  legislature  to 
abolish  a  county  has  been  recognised  in 
any  state  whose  constituticm  contained  a 
provision  like  that  of  section  1  of  article 
18  of  the  Idaho  constitution.  The  Judges 
of  the  supreme. court  of  the  state  of  Mis- 
souri (55  Mo.  295)  did  hold  that  "counties 
are  subdivisions  of  the  state  for  govern- 
mental purposes,  and  there  can  be  no 
doubt  about  the  constitutional  power  of 
the  general  assembly  to  create,  alter* 
abolish,  and  regulate  them  as  expediency 
may  demand,  so  that  no  vested  rights  are 
interfered  with."  This  opinion  was  ren* 
dered  in  1873,  and  it  is  significant  Chat  in 
the  constitution  adopted  by  the  people  of 
Missouri  in  1875,  the  following  provision 
appears  for  the  first  time  in  the  organic 
law  of  that  state:  Section  1,  art.  9.  ''The 
several  counties  of  this  state,  as  they  ex> 
ist,  are  hereby  recognised  as  legal  subdi- 
visions of  the  state.  **  I  have  been  nnable 
to  find  a  single  case  in  any  of  the  states, 
whose  constitutions  contain  this  provis- 
ion, where  the  legislative  right  to  abolish 
a  county  has  been  upheld  by  the  courts. 
The  contention  of  the  plaintiff  would 
make  this  provision  of  our  constitution  a 
mere  "oyes"  clause,  having  no  purpose  or 
intention,  save  to  grive  utterance  to  a  self- 
evident  fact.  I  dare  not  so  mock  the  wis- 
dom of  the  makers  of  our  constitution.  It 
may  be  conceded  as  elementary  that  the 
legislature  has  entire  control  of  the  ques- 
tions of  county  organisations  and  county 
boundaries,  exc««pt  where  limited  by  the 
inhibitions  of  the  constitution ;  but  the 
plaintiff  contends  that  there  are  no  inhibi- 
tions upon  the  power  and  authority  of 
the  legislature  in  this  matter  contained 
in  the  cpnstitution;  that  the  first  clause 
In  section  3  of  article  18 :  "No  county  shall 
be  divided  unless  a  majority  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  the  territory  propf>sed  to 
be  cut  off,  voting  on  the  proposition  at  a 
general  election,  shall  vote  in  favor  of  such 
division,  "—is  rendered  null  and  void  by  the 
proviso  **  that  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  the  creation  of  new  counties."  With- 
out doubt  this  section  is  unhappily  con- 
structed. Strictly  read,  the  proviso  would 
apply  to  the  whole  of  section  8,  and  yet 
the  legislature  did  not  so  construe  it,  for 
they  made  provision  In  the  act  under  con- 
sideration for  the  apportionment  of  the 
debt  of  Logan  county,  as  required  by  the 
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cloaliiff  parttidvpli  of  MctSon  8.  Sorely  }t 
would  reqotre  mcMt  cogent  reasoolns  to 
induce  any  eonrC  to  arbitrarily  Mt  aside 
a  proYifldon  of  the  constitntlon  so  plainly 
and  nneqairocally  expressed,  and  wblch 
la  palpably  Intended  to  reserire'  to  the  peo- 
ple so  raloable  and  Important  a  rlflrht  as 
that  of  having  a  rolce  in  tiie  decision  of  a 
qaestlon  in  which  they  are  the  parties 
most  interested.  I  cannot  believe  that  it 
was  the  purpose  of  the  makers  of  oar  con- 
stitntlon to  thus  "palter  in  a  double 
sense"  with  the  people  whom  they  were 
representing,  to  so  **  keep  the  word  of 
promise  to  their  ears,  and  break  It  to  their 
hopes.  **  The  constitution  distinctly  pro- 
claims that^'no  county  shall  be  divided 
unless  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors 
of  tiie  territory  proposed  to  be  cut  off, 
rotting  on  the  proposition  at  a  general 
election,  shall  vote  in  favor  of  s*icli  divis- 
ion. *  There  is  nothing  equivocal,  noth- 
ing ambiguous,  in  this  language.  The 
limitation  upon  the  legislative  power  is 
direct,  palpable,  and  imperative.  The  ob- 
vloas  Intent,  purpose,  and  effect  of  the  act 
In  question  was  to  cut  off  or  segregate  a 
portion  of  Logan  county,  and  attach  the 
same  to  Alturas  county.  Not  for  the  pur- 
pose of  creating  a  new  county  in  the  sense 
thai  term  Is  evidently  uwed  in  sections; 
bat  solely,  entirely,  and  exclusively  for  the 
porpose  of  enlarglnj:  the  area  of  Alturas 
county.  That  this  was  the  sole  purpose 
of  the  act  Is  so  plain  ''that  he  who  runs 
may  read.  ^  The  changing  of  names  of 
tlie  two  counties  from  Alturas  to  Alta, 
and  from  Logan  to  Lincoln,  was  but  a 
weak  Invention,  of  no  more  operative 
force  than  Faulconbridge's  boast:  ''And 
If  his  name  be  George  I'll  call  him  Peter.  ** 
The  makers  of  the  constitution  recognized 
the  doctrine  that  even  local  governments, 
"^long  established,  should  not  be  changed 
for  light  and  transient  causes, "  or  be  left 
entirely  to  the  caprice  of  legislative  bod- 
ies, to  the  exclusion  of  the  rights,  inter- 
ests, and  wishes  of  the  people  who  are 
most  interested  therein.  But  we  are  told 
that  this  view  does  away  entirely  with 
the  powers  of  the  legislature,  clearly  al- 
lowed by  the  constitution  to  form  new 
counties.  A  mere  glance  at  the  map  of 
Idaho  will  furnish  a  complete  answer  to 
this  objection.  A  very  wilderness  of  new 
eountlea  can  be  formed  out  of  the  area  of 
tills  state  without  the  slightest  impinge- 
ment of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
stitution. But  If  the  contention  of  the 
plaintiff  is  to  obtain,  the  whole  internal 


structare  of  the  state,  both  terrltortal 
and  polltieal,  wUl  be  left  to  themutatioua 
whims  of  each  succeeding-  legislative  am 
sembly,  and  the  protective  provisions  of 
the  fandamental  law  will  stand,  "Ilka 
counters  In  a  barber's  shop,  as  much  for 
mock  as  mark;*  and  gerrymandering  will 
assume  the  position  of  an  exact  science. 

No  better  mle,  It  seems  to  me,  can  be 
found  for  the  guidance  of  courts  in  the  de> 
cision  of  these  cases,  than  that  expressed  by 
Chief  Justice  Bronson  in  Oakley  v.  Aspin- 
wall,  8  N.  Y.  547.  Says  that  learned  Jurist 
In  his  opinion  in  that  case:  "It  Is  highly 
probable  that  inconveniences  will  result 
from  following  the  constitution  as  it  is 
written.  But  that  consideration  can  have 
no  force  with  me.  It  Is  not  for  us,  but 
those  who  made  the  instrument,  to  sup* 
ply  its  defects.  If  the  legislature  or  the 
courts  may  take  that  office  upon  them- 
selves, or  if,  under  color  of  construction, 
or  upon  any  other  specious  ground,  they 
may  depart  from  that  which  Is  plainly  de* 
clared,  the  people  may  well  despair  of  ever 
being  able  to  set  any  boundary  to  the 
powers  of  the  government.  Written  con- 
stitutions will  be  more  than  useless.  Be- 
lieving, as  1  do,  that  the  success  of  free  in- 
stitutions depends  upon  a  rigid  adherence 
to  the  fundamental  law,  I  have  never 
yielded  to  considerations  of  expediency  la 
expounding  it.  There  is  always  some 
plausible  reason  for  latitudinarian  con- 
structions which  are  resorted  to  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  power;  some  evil  to 
be  avoided,  or  some  good  to  be  attained 
by  pushing  the  powers  of  the  government 
beyond  their  legitimate  boundary.  It  Is 
by  yielding  to  such  Influence  that  consti- 
tutions are  gradually  undermined,  and 
finally  overthrown.  My  rule  has  ever 
been  to  follow  the  fundamental  law  as  It 
Is  written,  regardless  of  consequences.  If 
the  law  does  not  work  well,  the  people 
can  amend  it;  and  inconveniences  can  be 
borne  long  enough  to  await  that  process. 
But  if  the  legislature  or  the  courts  under- 
take to  cure  defects  by  forced  and  unnat- 
ural constructions,  they  inflict  a  wound 
upon  the  constitution  which  nothing  can 
heal.  One  step  taken  by  the  iegisiatun^ 
or  the  Judiciary  in  enlarging  the  powers  of 
the  government  opens  the  door  for  anoth- 
er, which  will  be  sure  to  follow;  and  so 
the  process  goes  on  until  all  respect  for 
the  fundamental  law  is  lost,  and  the  pow- 
ers of  the  government  are  Just  what  those 
in  authority  please  to  call  them."  Bays 
I  Judge  Couley,   in    his    work    on   Oonstl- 
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tutional  LimltatlonR,  (5th  £d.)  p. 86, note: 
'^'We  agree  with  the  Hapreaie  coart  of 
lodiana,  (Greencaatle  Tp.  v.  Black,  5 
iDd.  657,  565,)  that  in  coDBtrning  con- 
•etitntioDS  courts  have  nothing  to  do 
with  the  argument  &b  incouvenientU 
and  should  not  bend  the  constitution 
to  suit  the  law  of  the  hour."  What 
was  intended  to  be  done,  what  was  done, 
•by  the  passege  of  the  act  under  con- 
sideration? Was  any  new  county  formed? 
The  proposition  is  absurd ;  the  position  is 
untenable.  The  simply  enlarging  the  area 
of  one  county  by  appropriating  a  portion 
•of  an  adjoining  county  cannot,  it  seems 
to  me.  be  seriously  claimed  to  be  the  or- 
ganization of  a  new  county,  even  if  the 
•ceremony  of  rechristening  of  both  copnties 
is  resorte<i  to.  It  is  suggestive  of  the  view 
which  the  legislature  had  of  the  meaning 
of  the  provisions  of  section  8,  art.  18,  of 
the  constitution,  that  at  the  same  session 
at  which  the  act  under  consideration  was 
passed  the  same  body  enacted  a  law  divid- 
ing the  county  of  Ada,  and  erecting  from 
the  part  segregated  an  entirely  new  county 
to  be  called  "Canyon  County, "and  sub- 
mitting the  adoption  thereof  to  a  vote  of 
the  people  of  the  segregated  territory. 
What  rights  have  the  people  of  Ada  coun- 
ty, under  the  constitution,  which  are  not 
shared  equally  by  the  people  of  Liogan 
•county?  Is  the  constitution  to  receive 
one  construction  in  behalf  of  the  people  of 
one  county,  and  an  entirely  different  inter- 
pretation when  the  rights  and  interests  of 
the  people  of  another  county  are  involved? 
Is  not  this,  in  the  language  of  the  supreme 
4;ourt  of  Indiana,  above  cited,  "bending 
the  constitution  to  suit  the  law  of  the 
hour?*'  The  proposition  of  counsel  that 
the  provisions  of  the  constitution  are  only 
applicable  when  in  the  judgment  of  the 
legislature  it  is  expedient  to  make  them 
so,  is  something  more  than  startling,  it  is 
'"monstrous  and  heretical.**  We  can  find 
no  authority  in  support  of  such  a  view. 
There  would  be  little  use  for  written  con- 
«titutions  if  such  a  rule  could  obtain. 
Constitutional  provisions  cannot  be  re- 
garded as  directory  merely,  to  be  obeyed 
or  not,  within  the  discretion  of  either  or 
all  of  the  departments  of  government. 
Hunt  V.  State,  (Tex.)  3  S.  W.  I{ep.  283.  A 
strained  construction  or  astute  interpre- 
tation is  not  to  be  given  to  relieve  against 
local  or  individual  hardships.  Law  v. 
People,  87  111.  385.  While  it  is  true  that 
the  constitutions  of  very  many  of  the 
states  contain  clauses  similar  to  section  4, 


art.  18,  of  the  Idaho  constitution,  it  to 
equally  true  that  only  in  the  constitutiona 
of  the  nine  states  above  mentioned  will  a 
provision  similar  to  that  of  section  I  of 
article  18  of  the  Idaho  constitution  be 
found ;  and  I  have  been  unable  to  find  a 
single  case  in  any  of  those  nine  states 
where  the  authority  of  the  legislature  to 
abolish  existing  coonties  has  been  sus- 
tained. 

The  case  of  State  v.  Larrabee,  1  Wis. 
200,  is  not  in  point.  Section  7,  art.  13,  of 
the  constitution  of  Wisconsin  provided 
that  "  no  county  with  an  area  of  nine  hun- 
dred square  miles  or  less  shall  be  divided* 
or  have  any  part  stricken  therefrom,  with- 
out submitting  the  question  to  a  vote  of 
the  people  of  the  county,  nor  unless  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  legal  voters  of  the  county 
voting  on  the  question  shall  vote  for  the 
same."  Washington  county  contained 
less  than  900  square  miles  excluslveof  that 
part  of  Lake  Michigan  within  its  bound- 
aries. It  was  claimed  that  so  much  of 
Washington  county  as  was  covered  by 
Lake  Michigan  should  not  be  included  in 
estimating  its  area;  and  that  therefore 
the  act  of  the  legislature  segregating  a 
portion  of  said  county,  and  erecting  tne 
county  Osaukee  from  the  territory  so  tak- 
en off,  was  in  violation  of  said  section  7, 
art.  13,  of  the  constitution.  Tb«s  court 
held  that  in  estimating  the  area  of  Wasli- 
ington  county  the  portion  covered  by 
Lake  Michigan  should  be  included,  and 
this  took  it  out  of  the  provisions  of  said 
section  7,  art.  13.  The  other  question  de^ 
cided  by  the  court  in  that  case,  touching 
the  effect  of  the  segregation  and  organi- 
zation of  the  new  county  upon  the  conn* 
tynsdat,  has  no  applicability  here.  The 
case  of  Attorney  General  v.  Fitspatrlck,  2 
Wis.  642«  is  only  another  phase  of  the 
same  question,  arising  under  the  same 
act,  and  upon  the  same  facts.  The  other 
authorities  cited  by  counsel  for  plaintiff 
in  support  of  the  proposition  that  the  leg- 
islature is  supreme  in  the  matter  of  creat- 
ing or  abolishing  counties,  being  all  de- 
cisions from  states  whose  constitutions 
have  no  provision  in  similitude  with  sec- 
tion 1,  art.  18,  of  our  constitution,  cannot 
be  considered  of  weight  herein.  It  soems 
to  me  that  the  language  of  Judgj^  Caton 
in  People  v.  Marshall,  12  111.  396,  is  pecul- 
iarly applicable  to  this  case.  Says  that 
learned  judge,  in  the  closing  part  of  his 
opinion:  "There  is,  no  doubt,  a  certain 
degree  of  plausibility  in  the  course  of  ar- 
gument by  which  this  la  wis  attempted  to 
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tie  Buatalneilt  It  te'  traly  nald  tbat  the 
constitotlon  Is  a  restraint  apon  leRlslative 
powers,  and  there  Is  no  doubt  but  this 
law  might  be  passed  onless  prohibited  bj 
the  constitotlon.  From  this  It  Is  argued 
that,  as  there  Is  no  express  prohibition 
to  abolish  counties,  It  Is  within  the  power 
of  the  le^cislature  to  do  so,  and  from  ne- 
cessity there  must  be  authority  to  org^aniie 
the  disorganiied  territory.  But  this  rei&» 
BonlnR  Is  more  specious  than  sound.  As 
we  have  before  seen,  It  leads  inevitably  to 
the  overthrow  of  the  paramount  law  of 
the  state.  No  means  can  be  constitution- 
al which  effect  an  unconstitutional  ob- 
ject. While  we  would  not  extend  the 
prohibitions  of  the  constitotlon,  so  as  to 
embrace  measures  and  objects  not  mani- 
festly and  clearly  within  the  desi^rn  of  its 
framers,  yet  where  that  Is  undeniably  the 
ease,  then  by  no  means  whatever  should 
it  be  allowed  to  be  evaded."  Suppose 
the  legislature  of  Idaho,  In  their  wisdom, 
had.  In  the  lani^uage  of  counsel,  decided 
that  It  was  to  the  advantage  of  the  peo- 
ple Inhabiting  that  portion  of  the  state  of 
Idaho  now  known  and  designated  as  Ada 
county,  to  have  that  county  abolished, 
and  the  territory  of  which  it  is  composed 
attached  to  Washington  county,  and 
should  enact  a  law  to  that  effect,  without 
sabmitting  the  question  to  a  vote  of  the 
people  to  t>e  affected  thereby,  can  it  be  se- 
rioasly  contended  that  such  an  act  would 
be  constitutional?  Or  suppose  a  legisla- 
tore  of  Idaho,  not  actuated  or  prompted 
thereto  by  wisdom,  or  any  principle  of 
rigbteoosness  or  Jostice,  hot  ** moved  and 
Instigated  by  the  devil,"  as  It  Is  said  the 
legislatores  of  other  states  sometimes  are, 
ahoold  ''decide  It  Is  to  the  advantage"  of 
the  people  Inhabiting  that  portion  of  Ada 
coonty  lying  north  of  Main  street  In  Boise 
City,  that  such  territory  should  be  at- 
tached to  Boise  county,  and  should  pass 
an  act  to  that  effect,  without  submitting 
it  to  a  vote  of  the  people  to  be  directly 
affected  thereby,  will  It  be  claimed  for  a 
moment  tbat  such  a  law  could  be  sus- 
tained as  constitutional?  And  yet  all 
these  consequences  are  Involved  In  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  contention  of  the  plaintiff. 
Bay  the  supreme  court  of  Tennessee  in 
James  Co.  r.  Hamilton  Co.,  14  S.  W.  Rep. 
601 :  **  A  county  Is  a  government  within  a 
government,  and  Its  voters  must  be  con- 
solted  In  all  matters  pertaining  to  it.  It 
Is  not  created,  nor  can  it  be  destroyed,  by 
an  arbitrary  legislative  breath.  The 
county  was  made  at  the  Instance  of  the 


people  and  foi'  Its  people,  ahd  can  be- 
changed  or  abolished  only,  when  at  all, 
by  their  consent.  If  the  legislature  may 
dissolve  one  county  and  divide  it  out 
among  Its  neighbors.  It  may  abolish  all,, 
and  destroy  the  state;"  and  It  must  be  re- 
membered that  the  state  constitution  of 
Tennessee  eontalns  no  such  provision  as- 
section  1,  art.  18,  of  the  Idaho  constitu- 
tion. It  is  evident  to  my  mind  that  sec- 
tion 3,  art.  18,  of  the  constitution  does- 
not,  as  It  stands,  clearly  express  the  inten- 
tion of  the  malcers  of  that  instrument.  A 
careful  analysis  of  the  section  will,  I 
think,  make  this  apparent.  It  seems  to* 
roe  that  the  proviso  Is  misplaced  In  that 
section.  Evidently  it  was  the  Intention 
of  the  makers  of  the  constitution  that  so- 
much  of  section  3  as  required  a  submission 
to  the  people  of  any  proposition  for  the- 
dividing  of  any  county  should  not  apply 
to  the  creation  of  a  new  county,  and  no- 
further.  My  own  view,  therefore.  Is  that, 
to  express  the  evident  Intention  and 
meaning  of  the  makers  of  the  eonstitu* 
tlon,  section  8,  art.  18,  should  be  con-^ 
strued  to  read :  "No  county  shall  be  di- 
vided unless  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  territory  proposed  to  be 
cut  off,  voting  on  the  proposition  at  a 
general  election,  shall  vote  In  favor  of 
such  division.  No  person  shall  vote  at 
such  election  who  has  not  been  ninety- 
days  a  resident  of  the  territory  proposed 
to  be  annexed,  provided,  that  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  the  creation  of 
new  counties.  When  any  part  of  a  county 
is  stricken  off  and  attached  to  another 
county  the  part  stricken  off  shall  be  held 
to  pay  Its  relative  proportion  of  all  exist- 
ing liabilities  of  the  county  from  which  it 
Is  taken. "  I  do  not  think  It  was  the  In- 
tention of  the  makers  of  the  constitution 
that  the  proviso  In  section  8  should  apply 
to  the  last  clause  of  said  section.  There- 
Is  no  reason  grrounded  In  any  principle  of 
equity  or  Justice  which  would  make  the- 
people  of  a  segregated  portion  of  a  county 
responsible  for  a  pro  rata  portion  of  the 
existing  liabilities  of  the  old  county  in 
case  of  a  division  of  the  county,  and  not  In 
a  case  where  the  same  territory  was  seg- 
regated for  the  purpose  of  forming  or 
creating  a  new  county.  I  am  unhesitat- 
ingly of  the  opinion  that  the  act  of  the  leg- 
islature of  March  3, 1891,  segregating  a 
portion  of  Logan  county  therefrom,  and 
annexing  the  territory  so  segregated  to- 
Alturas  r.oonty,  was  not  the  creation  of  a. 
new  county  in  any  sense,  and  that  said

SuT^UTAN,  C.  J.*  (dlssentittg.)  I  am  an- 
able  to  coocar  In  the  opinion  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  eonrt.  The  question  Involved 
in  this  caose  is  whether  a  certain  act  of 
the  leglsla  tore  entitled**  An  act  to  create 
and  organize  the  counties  of  Alta  and 
Lincoln,  to  locate  the  county-seats,  and 
to  apportion  the  debt  of  Loaan  county, " 
Is  in  conflict  with  the  constitution.  *'A 
state  constitution  is  an  instrument  of  re- 
Mtriction  and  limitation  upon  powers  al- 
ready plenary,  so  far  as  it  affects  the 
powers  of  the  government  and  the  objects 
of  legislation.'^  State  v.  Lancaster  Co.,  4 
Neb.  587;  People  v.  Draper,  16  N.  Y.  546; 
People  Y.  Flagg.  46  N.  T.  401.  It  Is  a  well- 
established  principle  that  the  law-making 
power  of  the  legislature  is  supreme,  sub- 
ject only  to  the  limitations  imposed  by 
the  constitution.  In  other  words,  that 
which  the  constitution  prohibits  from  be- 
ing done  determines  the  power  of  the  leg- 
islature under  it.  McMlllcn  v.  Lee  Co.,  6 
Iowa,  8dl;  People  v.  Blodgett,  18  Mich. 
127.  It  is  also  a  well-established  rule  that 
an  express  power  to  make  laws  is  not 
necessary  to  enable  the  legislature  to  make 
them.  The  court  is  called  upon,  in  this 
case,  to  declare  a  solemn  legislative  enact- 
ment unconstitutional  and  void.  Judge 
Cooley,  in  his  work  on  Constitutional 
Limitations,  p.  192,  says:  "The  power  to 
declare  a  legislative  enactment  void  Is  one 
which  the  Judge,  conscious  of  the  fallibili- 
ty of  human  Judgment,  will  shrink  from 
exercising  in  any  case  where  he  can  con- 
iscientlonsly  and  with  due  regard  to  duty 
and  official  oath  decline  the  responsibili- 
ty. *•  Courts  have  not  the  power  to  d«*- 
dare  acts  of  the  legislature  void  simply 
because,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  such 
acts  are  repugnant  to  natural  Justice  and 
expediency.  Mr.  Cooley  says  on  this 
point,  (Const.  Lim.  pp.  201, 202:)  "The  rule 
of  law  upon  this  subject  appears  to  be 
that,  except  when  the  constitution  im- 
poses limits  upon  the  legislative  power, 
it  must  be  considered  as  practically  abso- 
lute, whether  it  operates  according  to 
natural  Justice  or  not,  In  any  particular 
case.    The  courts  are  not  the  guardians  of 


the  rli^ts  of  the  people  of  the  stats.  sEzeept 
as  those  rights  ars  secured  bysottieconstl- 
tntlonal  provision  which  comes  within  the 
Judicial  cognisance.  *  *  *  It  cannot 
run  a  race  of  opinions  upon  points  of 
right,  reason,  and  expediency  with  the 
law-making  power."  Eff^t  shonld  be 
given  to  this  act,  unless  It  la  dearty  r»* 
pugnant  to  the  constitntion.  The  rule  of 
deelslon  is,  where  the  constltutloBallty  of 
a  statute  is  questioned,  if  there  Is  any 
doubt,  such  doubt  must  be  resolved  in  fa- 
vor of  the  statute.  '^To  doubt  is  to  miSi- 
tain  the  act."  Sedg.  St.  a:  Const.  Law, 
409 ;  Cooley,  Const.  Llm.  pp.  88, 192, 232. 230 ; 
Winch  V.  Tobln.  107  III.  212;  Wnlff  v.  AU 
dricb,  124  111.  592, 16 N.  E.  Rep. 888;  Sharpless 
V.  Mayor,  etc.,  21  Pa.  St.  164.  "It  must  be 
clearly,  plainly,  and  palpably  in  violation 
of  the  constitution. "  Hess  v.  Pegg, 7  Nev. 
80;  Township  of  Monntclair  v.  Ramsdeil, 
107  U.  S.  147,  2  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  891 ;  Morri- 
son ▼.  Springer,  16  Iowa,  804;  Stewart  v. 
Supervisors,  1  Amer.  Rep.  241,  242. 

Construed  by  the  light  of  the  above 
principles  and  rules,  is  said  act  unconsti- 
tutional? That  is  the  question.  Article 
18  of  the  constitution,  entitled  "County 
Organisation,"  contains  all  of  the  inhibi- 
tions upon  the  legislature  in  regard  to  the 
organisation  of  new  counties.  The  first 
four  sections  of  said  article  are  quoted  by 
Mr.  Justice  HuSTOif,ln  his  opinion ;  but  he 
bases  his  opinion  upon  the  first  and  third 
sections  thereof.  The  fourth  section  of 
said  article  is  substantially  the  same  as 
section  1,  art.  7,  of  the  constitution  of 
Illinois,  as  to  the  area  of  countlea,  and  IS 
as  follows:  "No  new  county  shall  be  es- 
tablished which  shall  reduce  any  county 
to  an  area  of  lees  than  four  hundr^ 
square  miles;  nor  shall  a  new  county  be 
formed  containing  an  area  of  less  than 
four  hundred  square  miles."  It  was  de- 
cided by  the  supreme  court  of  Illinois  In 
People  V.  Marshall.  12  III.  892,  that  an  act 
of  the  legislature  abolishing  two  counties, 
and  of  their  territory  creating  a  new  one, 
was  not  in  conflict  with  said  section,  "ei- 
ther in  letter  or  spirit. "  As  the  people  of 
Idaho  adopted  this  provision  of  theconstl- 
tution  of  Illinois,  the  rule  Is  that  they  also 
adopted  the  Judicial  Interpretation  given 
to  said  section  by  the  highest  court  of  that 
state.  Hess  v.  Pegg,  7  Nev.  28;  Leaven- 
worth Co.  V.  Miller,  7  Kan.  479;  Dally  v. 
S  wope,  47  Miss.  867.  The  act  in  question  Is 
not  repugnant  to  section  4.  Mr.  Justice 
Huston  places  great  stress  upon  section  1 
of  said  article  1^^,  which  section  is  as  fol- 
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lows:  "TlMMTaral  eotmtiOT  of  this  stats, 
•otlisj  now  exist,  ars  lM*reby  reeoiciiissd  as 
kical  sabdlTlsioiis  of  this  state."  The 
learned  Justice  states  that  he  has  been  an- 
able  to  find  a  slngrle  casSt  In  any  of  the 
states  whose  ennstitatiuns  contain  the 
above  provision,  where  the  legislative 
risbt  to  abolish  a  county  has  been  npbeld 
by  the  courts.  1  have  been  unable  to  find 
m  single  decision,  from  any  of  the  states 
whose  constitution  contains  said  pro  vis* 
Ion,  where  the  courts  have  held  that  said 
asctlon  was  a  prohibition  upon  the  l^s- 
latnre  from  abolishing  a  county.  If  said 
section  prohibits  the  legislature  from  abol- 
ishing a  county,  I  submit,  then,  that  it  is 
a  prohibition  from  changing  the  bound- 
aries in  any  manner  whatever,  for  said 
section  recognises  the  counties  of  this 
state  "as  they  now  exist. "  It  is  admitted 
by  my  associates  that  the  legislature  has 
the  power  to  organise  new  counties.  If  a 
new  county  is  organised,  it  must  be  con- 
ceded that  the  boundaries  of  some  county 
or  counties  must  be  changed,  and  that 
such  county  or  counties  so  changed 
would  not  thereafter  ** exist**  as  it  or 
they  **  existed"  at  the  date  of  the  adoption 
of  the  constitution.  The  entire  territorial 
limit  of  the  state  was  included  in  18  coun- 
ties, and  if  the  counties  must  continue  as 
tbey  then  ^^existpd,"  no  new  counties 
conld  be  formed,  unless  the  state  acquired 
territory  that  was  not  within  its  limils 
at  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  the  consti- 
tution. If  this  section  prohibits  the  legis- 
lature from  abolishing  a  county,  it  pro* 
blblts  the  change  of  county  boundaries  in 
any  manner  and  for  any  purpose.  It  this 
position  is  tenable,  what  becomes  of  the 
proviso  of  section  3?  If  by  said  section 
the  counties  of  the  state  are  made  consti- 
tutional countiee,  they  must  each  continue 
to  exist  as  they  ** existed"  at  the  date  of 
the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  or  until 
the  constitution  is  amended,  permitting  a 
ehange  in  their  territorial  existence  or 
boundaries.  Nearly  every  state  constitu- 
tion of  which  I  have  any  knowledge  rec- 
ognises the  counties  of  such  states;  and 
many,  if  not  all,  state  constitutions  name 
each  and  every  county  of  their  respective 
states.  The  constitution  provides  for 
county  government  and  county  organisa- 
tion, but  this  of  itself  is  not  a  prohibition 
upon  the  legislature  from  extingui«h1ng  a 
coun^  government  and  establishing  an- 
other in  its  stead,  over  the  same  territory, 
la  connection  with  other  territory.  Coun- 
ty  government  cannot  be  abolished  by 


the  legtelature,  so  that  the  state  and  peo- 

Ele  would  be  deprived  of  it:  and  no  effort 
as  been  made  by  the  legitdatute  to  do 
away  with  county  government.  The 
mere  recognition  of  a  county  by  the  con- 
stitution should  not  be  construed  into  an 
inhibition  on  the  legislature  from  abolish- 
log  it. 

Section  8,  art.  18,  provides  as  follows: 
"No  county  shall  be  divided  unless  a  mi^ 
)ority  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  ter- 
ritory proposed  to  be  cut  off,  voting  on 
the  proposition  at  a  general  election, 
shall  vote  in  favor  of  such  proposition: 
provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  the  creation  of  new  counties.  No 
person  shall  vote  at  such  election  who 
has  not  been  ninety  days  a  resident  of  the 
territory  proposed  to  be  annexed*  When 
any  part  of  a  county  is  stricken  off  and 
attached  to  another  county,  the  part 
stricken  off  shall  be  held  to  pay  Its  relative 
proportion  of  all  then  existing  liabilities." 
By  the  proviso  in  said  section  it  is  de- 
clared that  in  the  creation  of  new  counties 
said  section  shall  not  apply.  When  ap- 
plied to  the  creation  of  new  counties^  the 
constitution  should  be  construed  as 
though  said  section  was  not  contained 
therein.  The  only  prohibition  placed 
upon  the  legislature  in  regard  to  dividing 
counties  and  changing  county  lines  is  con^ 
talned  in  said  section  8,  and  the  prohibi- 
tion therein  contained  does  not  apply  to 
the  creation  of  new  counties.  Section  8  is 
not  to  be  considered,  and  is  not  applicable 
to  the  division  of  counties,  made  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  new  ones.  The  power 
of  the  legislature  is  unrestricted,  in  the 
creation  and  organisation  of  new  coun- 
ties, to  the  extent  and  out  of  such  terri- 
tory as  it  may  deem  best,  so  long  as  no 
county  is  created  with  an  area  of  not  less 
than  400  square  miles,  which  limitation  is 
contained  in  section  4,  art.  18.  It  is  main- 
tained by  Mr.  Justice  Hitston  that  said 
section  8  is  unhappily  constructed,  and 
that,  strictly  construed,  the  proviso  would 
apply  to  the  whole  section.  The  rules  of 
construction  would  need  to  be  carried  to 
an  extreme  limit  to  hold  that  said  proviso 
does  not  apply  to  the  whole  section.  The 
proviso  is  in  Vf*ry  terse  and  plain  English, 
and  declares  that  **  this  section"  shall  not 
apply  to  the  creation  of  new  counties.  It 
is  too  plain  to  require  construction.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  legislature  did  not  con- 
strue said  proviso  to  apply  to  all  of  said 
section,  for  the  reason  that** they  msde 
provision  in  the  act  under  consideration

for  the  apportionment  of  the  debt  of  Lo- 
gan connty,a8  reqafred  by  theclosinKpar- 
afi^raph  of  section  8.  **  Haid  entire  Bection 
applies  to  the  etrikintr  off  of  a  part  of  one 
county,  and  attaching  the  part  so  strick- 
en off  to  anothtf^r  coonty ,  then  in  existence. 
The  effect  of  said  section  is  to  leave  to  the 
choice  of  the  people,  as  expressed  by  their 
Totes,  whether  they  will  be  removed  from 
one  existing  county  to  another.  The  last 
paraffruph  or.  sentence  of  said  section  is 
as  follows:  ''When  any  part  of  a  county 
Is  stricken  off  and  attached  to  another 
county,  the  part  stricken  off  shall  be  held 
to  pay  its  relative  proportion  of  all  then 
existing  liabilities  of  the  county  from 
which  it  is  taken. "  I  do  not  understand 
why  one  of  my  associates  claims  that  the 
legislature,  by  the  act  in  question,  ap- 
portioned the  debt  of  Logan  county,  as 
required  by  the  paragraph  above  quoted, 
when  section  9  of  said  act  is  as  follows: 
"All  of  the  indebtedness  of  Logan  county 
shall  be  paid  by  Lincoln  county. "  There 
is  not  an  intimation  in  said  act  requiriug 
that  that  part  of  Logan  county  taken,  in 
connection  with  Alturas  county,  to  form 
Alta  county, shall  pay  its  relative  propor- 
tion of  all  then  existing  liabilities  of  Lo- 
gan county,  but  specifically  requires  Lin- 
coln county  to  pay  all  of  the  indebtedness 
of  Logan  county.  Said  last  paragraph  of 
section  8  is  not  a  prohibition  on  the  legis- 
lature from  apportioning  the  debts  of  the 
counties  from  which  territory  may  be  tak- 
en to  organise  new  counties  as  may  be  Just 
and  equitable. 

In  the  opinions  of  the  majority  of  this 
court  it  is  held  that  the  words  ''new  coun- 
ties, **  as  used  in  the  constitution  mean 
"additional  counties."  I  do  not  think 
that  construction  tenable.  Had  it  been 
the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  consti- 
tution to  confine  the  meaning  of  the  word 
"new"  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
counties,  they  would  have  used  the  word 
"additional,"  or  some  term  that  clearly 
expressed  the  idea  that  the  new  counties 
to  be  created  must  increase  the  number  of 
counties.  In  the  case  of  People  v.  Dubois, 
23  in.  548,  and  People  v.  Bangs,  24 IH.  184, 
it  was  held  that  the  legislature  could  in- 
crease the  number  of  circuits,  but  that  it 
could  not  deprive  a  Judge  of  his  office  by 
creating  a  "new  circuit"  out  of  the  terri- 
tory from  which  such  Judge  was  elected, 
"when  such  new  circuit,  so  created,  was 
not  an  additional  circuit.  The  provision 
of  the  Illinois  constitution,  permitting  the 
legislature  to  increase  the  number  of  cir- 


cuits, is  Very  different  from  the  constitu- 
tion of  Idaho.  Section  7,  art.  6,  provides: 
"The  state  shall  be  divided  into  nine  Ju- 
dicial circuits,  in  each  of  which  one  circuit 
Judge  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  vot- 
ers thereof,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  a 
term  of  six  years,  and  until  his  successor 
shall  be  commissioned  and  qualified;  pro- 
vided, the  general  assembly  may  increase 
the  number  of  circuits  to  meet  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  state. "  It  will  be  observed  that 
the  state  of  Illinois  was  divided,  by  said 
section  of  the  constitution.  Into  nine  cir- 
cuits, and  the  legislature  was  authorised 
and  empowered  to  increase  the  number  of 
circuits  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the 
state.  Section  15  of  the  same  article  pro- 
vides that.  "  whenever  an  additional  cir- 
cuit is  created,"  etc.  The  word  "new"  is 
used  in  said  decisions  to  designate  the  cir- 
cuit created  by  said  act.  The  court  held 
that  a  "new"  circuit  had  been  created, 
but  that  such  "  new  "  circuit  was  not  an 
additional  circuit;  that  the  number  of  cir- 
cuits were. not  increased:  hence  said  act 
was  repugnant  to  the  constitution.  Had 
the  framers  of  the  constitution  intended 
that  the  legislature  should  be  confined  to 
the  creation  of  additional  counties,  apt 
words  would  have  been  used,  and  the  pro- 
viso in  section  8  would  have  read :  "Pro- 
vided, that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
the  creation  of  additional  counties.  ^  Web- 
ster defines  the  word ."  new  "  to  mean  "  bar- 
ing existed  but  a  short  time;" "recently 
established."  A  new  county  does  not  neces- 
sarily mean  an  additional  county.  If 
threA  of  the  counties  of  the  state  should 
decrease  in  population  and  wealth,  so  as 
not  to  be  able  to  sustain  a  county  govern- 
ment, or  for  any  other  reason  the  legisla- 
ture should  conclude  that  it  was  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  people  to  create  a  new 
county  out  of  the  territory  of  the  three* 
such  county,  so  created,  would  be  a  new 
county,  within  the  meaning  of  the  term 
"new  county  "as  used  in  the  constitution. 
Only  two  sectifmsof  the  constitution  refer 
to  the  creation  of  new  counties,  to- wit, 
sections  8,  4,  art.  18.  In  section  3  the 
word  "  new  "  is  used  as  follows :  "  Provid- 
ed, that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
creation  of  new  counties."  And  in  section 
4  as  follows :  "  No  new  county  shall  be  es- 
tablished ;  •  •  •  nor  shall  a  new  coun- 
ty be  formed  containing  li«s  than  four 
hundred  square  miles. "  Said  secton  8  can- 
not apply  to  a  legislative  act  creating  a 
new  county.  The  constitution  places  but 
one  restriction  upon  the  legislature  in  the 
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crpatlon  of  new  cuuntiee,  and  that  is  that 
no  county  shall  be  created  with  an  area 
of  less  than  400  square  miles.  Such  new 
county  need  not  neceraarily  he  an  addi- 
tional county.  Mr.  Justice  Morgan,  In 
his  opinion,  says:  ''It  could  not  have  been 
desired  to  abolish  the  counties  of  Alturas 
and  Logran.  Nothing  is  said  In  the  act 
about  abolishing  the  counties,  and  they 
do  not  seein  to  be  abolished. "  Would  not 
said  counties  have  been  abolished,  provid- 
ed said  act  bad  been  held  constitutional, 
as  effectually  as  if  said  act  had  contained 
a  section,  or  several  sections,  directly  de- 
claring them  abolished?  They  certainly 
would. 

The  assessment  roll  of  Alturas  county 
for  1888  ( before LfOgan  and  Elmorecountles 
were  created  from  Alturas)  shows  the 
total  assessed  valuation  of  Alturas  to 
have  t>een  f8,837,862.  A  careful  ef«timate, 
mada  by  the  assessor,  shows  that  about 
9975,000  of  that  a  mount  was  in  the  present 
county  of  Alturas.  The  assessment  roll  of 
Alturas  county  for  1880  shows  the  assessed 
valuation  to  have  been  $814,887;  assessed 
valuation  for  1800,9649,104;  being  a  reduc- 
tion, for  one  year,  of  f  105,283,  and  for  two 
years  a  reduction  of  9326,896.  This  shows 
a  decrease  in  the  ta  xable  property  of  Al- 
turas county  for  the  years  1889  and  1890  of 
about  88  per  cent.  In  population,  the  loss 
in  Alturas  county,  since  1888,  is  about  83 
per  cent.,  as  indicated  by  the  election  re- 
turns. This  great  decrease  in  population 
and  wealth  may  have  been  one  of  the 
eanaes  that  induced  the  legislature  to  pass 
the  act  under  consideration.  I  only  state 
these  facts,  by  way  of  reply  to  the  proposi- 
tion of  the  majority  of  the  court,  as  to  one 
of  the  causes  or  reasons  the  legislature  had 
for  passing  said  act.  This  court  ''cannot 
run  a  race  of  opinions  upon  points  of 
right,  reason,  and  expediency  with  the 
law-malcing  powery^as  stated  by  Judge 
Cooley,  supra.  This  court  has  no  au- 
thority to  inquire  into  the  motives  of  the 
legislature  In  the  passage  of  the  act  under 
consideration.  Wright  v.  Defrees,  8  Ind. 
298:  Attorney  General  v.  Supervisors,  83 
Mich.  2i<9;  Cooley,  Const.  Llm.  223,  and 
note  4,  p.  223.  Because  the  legislature 
passed  an  act  dividing  Ada  county,  and 
erected  from  the  part  segregated  a  new 
county,  to  be  called  "Canyon  County," 
and  submitted  the  question  to  a  vote  of 
tba  people  living  In  the  segregated  terri- 
tory. It  is  suggested  in  the  opinion  of  one 
of  my  associates  that  the  legislature 
placed  one  construction  upon  the  consti- 
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tntlon  for  the  people  of  Logan  county, 
and  a  different  construction  for  the  people 
of  Ada  county.  If  the  legislature  has  the 
power  to  create  new  counties  without' 
submitting  the  question  to  a  vote  of  the 
people,  the  fact  of  having  submitted  the 
question  to  a  vote  of  the  people  is  no  rea^ 
son  for  charging  the  legislature  with  In- 
terpreting the  constitution  one  way  when 
applied  to  one  county,  and  directly  the 
opposite  when  applied  to  another.  There 
is  nothing  in  the  constitution  requiring 
the  legislature  to  exercise  all  the  power 
which  it  has.  It  Ih  claimed  that  a  danger- 
ous power  would  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  legislature  if  it  had  the  power  to 
create  new  countieR  out  of  any  territory 
it  might  deem  best.  Had  the  framers  of 
the  constitution  so  thought,  they  no 
doubt  would  have  inserted  in  the  consti- 
tution such  provisions  as  the  constitutions 
of  Illinois  or  Tennessee  contain,  prohib- 
iting the  legislature  from  dlriding  a  coun- 
ty, for  any  purpose,  without  a  vote  of  the 
people.  On  the  contrary,  they  were  very 
careful  to  provide  that  section  3,  art.  18, 
should  not  apply  to  the  creation  of  new 
counties ;  that  being  the  only  section  that 
prohibits  the  legislature  from  dividing  a 
county  without  first  submitting  the  ques- 
tion to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  electors. 
This  court  is  not  authorised  to  so  inter- 
pret the  constitution  as  to  place  restric- 
tions upon  the  leg^islature  which  are  not 
warranted  by  the  plain  meaning  and  in- 
tent of  the  constitution.  The  entire  mat- 
ter of  the  creation  of  new  counties  has 
been  left  by  the  people  in  the  hands  of  the 
legislature,  with  but  one  restriction,  to- 
wit,  that  no  county  shall  be  made  to  con- 
tain an  area  of  less  than  400  square  miles. 
This  indicates  that  the  people  were  not 
afraid  of  the^mutatious  whims  of  each 
succeeding  legislature,"  or  that  "gerry- 
mandering will  assume  the  position  of  an 
exact  science."  Nor  should  this  court 
"suppose"  that  the  legislature  would  be 
"moved  and  instigated  by  the  devil  "to 
divide  any  county  in  this  state,  and  for 
that  reason  attempt  to  place  restrictions 
or  inhibitions  on  the  legislature  which  the 
constitution  does  not  clearly  warrant. 
Other  departments  of  our  government 
are,  as  I  believe,  quite  as  apt  to  be  con- 
trolled by  "mutations  < whims"  nnd 
"moved  and  Instigated  by  the  devil"  as  is 
the  legislative  branch.  It  has  been  held 
by  the  supreme  court  of  North  Carolina 
that  the  legislature  had  the  general  power 
to  alter  the  boundaries   of  counties,  to 
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create  new  ones,  or  to  destroy  a  county 
altoffether.  Mills  r.  Williams,  11  Ired.  558; 
Granville  Co.  ▼.  Ballard,  69  N.  C.  18.  The 
people  of  North  Carolina  have  adopted  a 
hew  const! tatioo  since  said  decisions  were 
rendered,  and  did  not  prohibit  therein  the 
legrlslature  from  abolishinK  a  county  when- 
ever it  saw  fit  to  do  BO.  The  people  were 
not  afraid  to  leave  that  power  with  the 
legislature.  It  has  been  held  by  the  su- 
preme courts  of  other.states  that  the  leg- 
islature, under  constitutions  similar  to 
that  of  Idaho,  had  the  power  to  abolish, 
alter,  modify,  and  create  counties.  State 
T.  McFadden,  23  Minn.  40;  Opinion  of 
Judges,  65  Mo.  296;  Division  of  Howard 
Co.,  15  Kan.  194;  Reepnblica  v.  McClean, 
4  Teates,  399;  8tate  v.  Choate,  11  Ohio, 
511 ;  Hlnkel  v.  Stevens,  (Kan.)  3  Pac.  Jtep. 
581:  Attorney  General  v.  Fltspatrick,  2 
Wis.  542-548;  1  Dill.  Mun.  Corp.  §S  46,63,  65. 
The  constitution  of  Illinois,  In  force  at  the 
time  of  the  rendition  of  the  decision  of 
People  V.  Marshall,  supra ;  and  the  consti- 
tution of  Tennessee  in  force  at  the  dates 
of  the  decisions  of  Gotcher  v.  Burrows,  9 
Humph.  585;  Marion  Co.  v.  Grundy  Co., 
5Sneed,  492;  and  James  Co.  v.  Hamilton 
Co.,  (Tenn.)  14  S.  W.  Rep.  601,— prohibited 
the  legislature  from  dividing  a  county  for 
any  purpose  whatever,  without  submit- 
ting the  question  to  a  vote  of  the  people, 
and  are  not  in  point.  The  opinion  of  the 
court  in  James  Co.  v.  Hamilton  Co.,  sur- 
pra,  Was  rendered  October  4,  1890,  and 
the  court  says :  **  The  fact  that  the  ques- 
tion [as  to  the  power  of  the  legislature  to 
abolish  a  county]  has  only  arisen  in  two 
cases,  (People  v.  Marshall,  supra,  and  the 
case  at  bar,)  goes  to  show  that  legisla- 
tures have  heretofore  interpreted  consti- 
tutions as  giving  no  such  power,  either  by 
Implication  or  in  terms, '^  This  derision 
should  be  given  no  weight  as  authority  in 
this  case  for  the  following  reasons:  (1) 
It  proceeds  upon  the  theory  that  a  state 
constitution  is  a  grant  of  power  to  the 
legislature,  and  that,  unless  the  power  to 
abolish  a  county  is  granted  the  legislature 
does  not  possess  the  power,  when  It  is  a 
well-established  principle  that  a  statecon- 
stitution  is  an  instrument  of  restriction 
and  limitation  upon  powers  already  ple- 
nary. (2)  The  constitution  of  Tennessee 
prohibits  the  change  of  county  lines  for 
any  purpose,  without  a  vote  of  the  peo- 
ple, either  for  the  creation  of  new  counties 
or  otherwise.  (3)  Prior  to  said  decision, 
the  point  as  to  whether  the  legislature 
had  the  power  to  abolish  a  county  had 


been  decided  by  the  supreme  courts  of  sev- 
eral different  states,  (authorities  cited,  su- 
pra,) while  the  codrt  says:  **The  qaestion 
has  arisen  In  but  two  cases, "  to-wit,  the 
Illinois  case,  and  the  case  then  before  that 
court.  The  only  states  whose  highest 
courts  have  held  that  the  legislature  had 
not  the  power  to  abolish  a  county  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  a  new  one,  that  I 
have  any  knowledge  of,  are  Illinois  and 
Tennessee;  and  the  constitutions  of  said 
states  prohibit,  in  terms,  the  legislature 
from  dividing  a  county  for  the  purpose  of 
creating  a  new  county  or  otherwise,  with- 
out submitting  the  question  to  a  vote  of 
the  people.  When  the  constitution  of  Ida- 
ho was  framed  it  was  known  that  the  leg- 
islature had  exercised  the  power  of  chang- 
ing the  boundaries  of  counties  and  creat- 
ing new  ones,  and  that  certain  conse- 
quences resulted  therefrom.  The  framers 
of  the  constitution  saw  fit  to  prohibit  the 
legislature  from  striking  off  a  part  of  one 
county  and  attaching  it  to  a  county  then 
in  existence,  without  submitting  the  ques- 
tion to  a  vote  of  the  f^eople  residing  in  the 
part  to  be  stricken  off,  but  expressly  pro- 
vide that  such  inhibition  shall  not  apply 
to  the  creation  of  new  counties.  Section 
2,  art.  7,  of  the  Illinois  constitution  was 
incorporated  into  section  8,  art.  18,  of  the 
Idaho  constitution;  and,  the  framem  of 
theconstitutlon  knowing  theconstmctlon 
that  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  of  Illi- 
nois had  placed  upon  said  section  in  Peo- 
ple V.  Marshall,  supra,  they  inserted  a 
proviso,  thus  clearly  indicating  that  th^ 
did  not  intend  to  adopt  the  interpretation 
given  said  section  by  said  court. 

In  interpreting  the  constitution  this 
court  should  not  apply  a  prohibition  on 
the  legislature  which  the  constitution 
itself  declares  shall  not  be  a  prohibition. 
The  convention  that  framed  our  constitu- 
tion included  some  of  the  most  eminent 
lawyers  of  the  state.  With  the  constitu- 
tions of  other  states  before  them,  and  the 
Interpretations  thereof  as  given  by  the 
courts  of  last  resort,  they  did  not  place 
any  restrictions  on  the  legislature  in  the 
creation  of  new  counties  except  as  to  area. 
Lest  section  8  should  be  interpreted  to 
apply  to  the  creation  of  new  counties,  the 
fraraers  of  the  constitution  were  very 
careful  to  insert  a  proviso,  thus  showing 
the  intention  to  leave  the  entire  matter  of 
the  creation  of  new  counties  with  the  leg- 
islature, unrestricted,  except  as  to  area. 
The  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  con> 
stltution  is  manifest,  from  the  manner  in 
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wbicb  aectlon  3  deals  with  the  sabject,  In 
making  provision  for  existing  liabilities  of 
the  'Counties,  when  a  part  of  one  is  strick- 
en off  and  attached  to  another.  Was  the 
creation  of  Alta  and  Lincoln  counties  a 
creation  of  new  counties,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  that  term  as  used  in  the  constitn- 
tioQ  ?  As  before  shown,  the  creation  of  a 
new  county  does  not  necessarily  mean  an 
additional  county.  A  "  new  county  **  is  a 
new  county  organisation,  erected  over 
and  upon  territory  which  had  not  before 
comprised,  in  itself,  a  county.  Alta  coun- 
ty Included  a  part  of  the  territory  of  what 
was  formerly  Logan,  and  all  of  the  terri- 
tory of  what  was  formerly  Alturas.  Lin- 
coln county  included  a  part  of  what  was 
formerly  I^gan  county,  but  not  the  whole. 
Hence  Alta  and  Lincoln  counties  are  new 
counties,  within  the  meaninic  of  that  term 
as  used  in  the  constitution.  A  new  county 
organisation  was  by  said  act  erected  over 
territory,  which  had  not  before  comprised. 
In  Itself,  a  county.  If  the  legislature  has 
not  the  power  to  create  new  counties  by 
dividing  a  county  as  Logan  was  divided  in 
the  creation  of  Alta  and  Lincoln  counties, 
then  the  proviso  of  section  8  is  not  the 
controlling  part  of  said  section,  and  is 
given  no  effect  whatever  in  the  interpreta- 
tion of  said  section;  and,  to  apply  the 
quotation  of  Mr.  Justice  Huston, it  would 
stand  in  said  section,  ''like  counters  in 
a  barlMr's  shop,  as  much  for  mock  as 
mark."  The  act  In  question  does  unite  a 
part  of  what  was  formerly  Logan  county 
to  what  was  formerly  Alturas,  but  within 
the  meaning  of  section  8,  art.  18,  it  does 
not  strike  off  a  part  of  Logan  county  and 
attach  it  to  Alturas,  because  Logan  and 
Alturas  counties  were,  by  said  act,  extin- 
guished. The  legislature,  by  this  act, 
does .  not  undertake  to  do  indirectly  what 
It  was  prohibited  from  doing  directly. 
Two  new  counties  were  created  out  of 
Logan  and  Alturas  counties.  A  part  of 
Logan  county  was  not  stricken  off  and 
attached  to  Alturas  county ;  but  a  new 
county  was  created,  and  the  legislature, 
In  creating  said  new  counties,  used  consti- 
tutional means,  and  effected  a  constitu- 
tional object,  to-wit,  created  two  new 
counties. 

It  is  contended  that  the  ofl9ce  of  clerk  of 
the  district  court  of  the  county  of  Logan 
was  created,  and  the  term  of  office  fixed  by 
the  constitution,  and  that  the  defendant 
was  legally  elected  to  said  office,  and  that 
be  could  not  be  legally  deprived  thereof 
except  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  for 
which  he  was  elected.    The  fact  is  that 


the  defendant  held  his  office  by  appoint- 
ment made  by  the  governor.  From  our 
view  of  this  case  that  makes  no  difference. 
In  the  case  of  Respublica  v.  McClean,  4 
Yeates,  899,  the  court  held  that  the  com- 
mission of  the  officer  became  void  by  the 
political  annihilation  of  that  part  of  the 
county  for  which  the  officer  was  commis- 
sioned. "Article  5, §  16, provides  for  aclerk 
of  the  district  court  fur  each  county  in  the 
state,  and  fixes  the  tenure  of  office;  yet 
both  office  and  tenure  of  the  clerk  of  the 
district  court  in  and  for  a  particular  coun- 
ty are  dependent  upon  the  existence  of 
such  county.  **  If  the  county  is  extinguished 
by  the  legislature,  the  office  fails.  People 
V.  Morrell,  21  Wend.  577;  Hlnkel  v.  Ste- 
vens,  (Kan.)  8  Pac.  Rep.  531;  State  v. 
Choate,  11  Ohio,  511;  Hagerty  v.  Arnold, 
18  Kan.  867.  County  officers  have  no  such 
vested  right  to  their  offices  as  would,  un- 
der the  constitution  of  Idaho,  prohibit  the 
legislature  from  abolishing  a  county  in  the 
creation  of  a  new  county.  Laramie  C!o,  v. 
Albany  Co.,  92  U.  S.  807.  The  case  of  Rock 
Island  Co.  v.  Sage,  8K  III.  589,  is  not  in 
point,  ifor  the  reason  that  the  constitution 
of  Illinois  prohibits  the  legislature  from 
changing  county  lines  without  submitting 
the  question  to  a  vote  of  the  people.  Sec- 
tion 2,  art.  7,  is  as  follows:  ^No  county 
shall  be  divided,  or  have  any  part  stricken 
therefrom,  without  submitting  the  ques- 
tion to  a  vote  of  the  people  of  the  county, 
nor  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  vot- 
ers of  the  county  voting  on  the  question 
shall  vote  for  the  same.  **  In  that  case  the 
legislature  undertook  to  change  the  lines 
of  a  county  without  submitting  the  ques- 
tion to  a  vote  of  the  people,  which  act 
was  expressly  prohibited  by  said  section 
of  theconstitution.  The  proposition  which 
Mr.  Justice  Huston  mentions  as  having 
been  advanced  by  counsel,  to- wit,  that 
the  provisions  of  the  constitution  are  only 
applicable  when  in  the  Judgment  of  the 
legislature  it  is  expedient  to  make  them 
so,  is  a  proposition  that  I  have  not  been 
able  to  find  advanced  in  any  of  the  briefs 
submitted  in  this  case,  and  is  one  that  I 
did  not  hear  advanced,  or  even  intimated, 
in  the  oral  argument  of  this  cause.  The 
counsel  on  both  sides  of  this  cause  are,  as 
I  believe,  too  eminent  and  honorable  to 
advance  such  an  infamous  proposition. 
In  the  case  of  Edwards  v.  Railway  Co., 
(Colo.)  21  Pac.  Rep.  1011,  the  court  says: 
**  The  view  that  a  solemn  legislative  pro- 
vision is  a  useless  and  lifeless  thing  should 
be  entertained  when  no  reasonable  intend- 
ment can  be   fairly   deduced   therefrom 
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after  dniiarent  and  IndastrloaB  search,  aid- 
ed by  all  pertinent  rales  of  statutory  In- 
terpretation."  A  reasonable  intendment 
can  be  fairly  deduced  from  the  act  in  qnes- 
tion,  and  said  act  can  be  const roed  to 
stand  without  the  slightest  impingement 
on  the  provisions  of  the  constitution.  The 
act  in  question  is  not  repugnant  to  any 
provision  of  the  constitution,  and  the 
writ  should  issue  as  prayed  for  by  the  re- 
lator.

Morgan,  J.  The  record  In  this  case 
shows  that  on  the  18th  day  of  December* 
1890,  the  complaint  of  the  Spokane  NatloA- 
al  Bank,  Plaintiff,  v.  Charles  Hussey  and 
David  T.  Ham,  Defendants,  was  presented 
to  the  Honorable  Junius  Holleman, 
Judge  of  the  district  court  of  the  first  Judi- 
cial district  of  this  state,  in  an  action  then 
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about  to  be  commenced,  for  the  foreclosure 
of  a  mortgage,  giyen  by  the  defendaDt 
Charles  Uunsey  to  the  plaintiff,  the  Spo- 
kane National  Bank,  upon  certain  mining 
property,  therein  described  as  three  min- 
ing claims,  a  concentrator,  and  millHsite, 
together  with  all  water-ditches,  flumes, 
and  a  quantity  of  personal  property  used 
In  connection  with  said  real  estate;  that 
on  said  date  the  said  Judge  made  an  order 
appointing  Peter  Porter  a  receiver, in  said 
action,  of  said  mining  claims  and  other 
property,  with  directions  to  said  receiver  to 
take  possession  of  said  property,  providing 
alaoinsaid  order  that  thesame should  take 
effect  upon  the  receiver  filing  his  bond,  and 
theflUngof  the  com  plain  tin  the  action.  On 
the  same  day  the  Judge  of  said  court  ap- 
pointed the  said  Porter  receiver  of  certain 
other  property  of  the  defendant  Charles 
Hussey,  in  the  suit  of  McNab  &  Livers 
against  Charles  Hussey  and  the  Bank  of 
Murray.  On  the  19th  day  of  December, 
1890,  the  complaint  in  the  case  of  the  Spo- 
kane National  Bank  v.  Charles  Hussey 
and  David  T.Ham,  and  of  McNab  &  Livers 
T.  Hussey  and  the  Bank  of  Murray,  placed 
on  file  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  and, 
upon  filing  bond,  the  receiver  took  posses- 
sion of  the  prcipcrty  of  the  said  HuHsey, 
and,  as  directed,  proceeded  to  work  the 
mines.  On  the  28th  day  of  February,  li^l, 
the  Gold  Hunter  Mining  ft  Smelting  Com- 
pany filed  Its  petition  in  intervention  in 
the  suit  of  the  Spokane  National  Bank  v. 
Hossey  and  David  T.  Ham,  was  permitted 
to  intervene,  and  thereby  became  a  party 
thereto.  Upon  the  return-day  W.  B.  Hey- 
bum  appeared  for  the  petitioner,  and 
Messrs.  McBride  &  Allen,  Albert  Hagan, 
and  Charles  O'Nell  for  the  respondent. 
On  the  6th  day  of  May,  1891,  the  plaintiff 
herein  filed  his  petition  in  this  court 
against  said  district  court  for  writ  of  re- 
view, alleging,  among  others,  the  above 
facts.  The  writ,  being  issued,  was  made 
returnable  June  17,  1891.  Respondents 
Jointly  filed  their  motion  to  quash  the 
writ  of  review,  on  the  grounds  (1)  that 
the  petition  does  not  state  facts  sufficient 
to  constitute  a  cause  of  action ;  (2)  that 
petitioner  is  not  a  party  beneficially  in- 
terested ;  (8)  petitioner  is  not  a  party  to 
the  suit  of  McNab  &  Livers  v.  Charles 
Hussey  and  Bank  of  Murray,  and  demurs 
upon  the  same  grounds.  The  demurrer, 
motion  to  quash,  and  the  main  question 
arising  upon  the  return  of  the  writ  were 
heard  together  by  direction  of  the  court. 


The  court  has  arrived  at  the  following 
conclusions :  That  the  petition  does  state 
facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of 
action ;  that  the  plaintitr  herein,  not  be- 
ing a  party  to  the  suit  of  McNab  ft  Livers 
V.  Hussey  and  the  Bank  of  Murray,  has 
not  the  right  to  ask  review  of  any  matters 
occurring  in  said  cause,  and  as  to  said 
cause  the  writ  is  dismissed;  that,  having 
been  allowed  to  intervene  in  the  suit  of 
the  Spokane  National  Bank  v.  Hussey  et 
al.,  it  becomes  a  party  thereto,  and  its 
rights  are  as  comprehensive  as  the  rights 
of  the  original  parties  to  the  suit,  so  far  as 
any  action  of  the  court  interferes  with  its 
substantial  rights,  (see  section  4111,  Rev. 
St.  Idaho;  Lacroix  v.  Mennrd,  15  Amer. 
Dec.  161;)  that  plaintiff  herein  is  author- 
ized to  bring  this  writ.  The  main  ques- 
tion, then,  is,  did  the  Judge  of  the  district 
court,  by  his  action  on  the  18th  day  of 
December,  1890,  exceed  his  Jurisdiction? 
Section  4329,  Rev.  St.,  authorised  a  re- 
ceiver to  be  appointed  In  certain  cases, 
when  an  a<*tion  is  pending  or  has  passed 
to  Judgment.  An  action  cannot  be  pend- 
ing until  it  has  been  commenced.  Civil  ac- 
tions in  the  courts  arecommenced  by  filing 
a  complaint.  Rev.  St.  §  4188.  Section  4068, 
Rev.  St.,  is  as  follows:  An  action  is  com- 
menced when  the  complaint  is  filed.  Sec- 
tion 4139  provides  that  the  clerk  must  in- 
dorse on  the  complaint  the  day,  month, 
and  year  that  it  is  filed.  The  complaint 
cannot  be  said  to  be  filed  until  it  is  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  clerk,  or  in  his  office, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  above  in- 
dorsement. It  then  becomes  the  duty  of 
the  clerk  to  make  said  indorsement  there- 
on. The  action  Is  then  commenced,  is 
then  pending,  and  the  court  or  Judge,  as 
the  case  may  be,  then  has  Jurisdiction  of 
the  subject-matter,  and  may  deal  there- 
wi  th  according  to  law.  The  appoin  tment 
of  the  receiver  on  the  18th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1890,  in  the  cause  of  Spokane  National 
Bank  v.  Hussey  and  Hara,  was  not  within 
the  power  of  the  court,  and  was  therefore 
void,  because  there  was  no  suit  then  pend* 
ing.  Bank  v.  Kent,  43  Mich.  292,  5  N.  W. 
Rep.  627;  Jones  v.  Schall,  45  Mich.  379,  8 
N.  W.  Rep.  68.  We  are  not  permitted  to 
take  into  consideration  the  advantages 
or  disadvantages  of  a  discharge  of  the  re- 
ceiver, or  of  prosecuting  the  work  upon 
the  mines  in  question.

Erovides  that  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  shall 
e  ex  offldo  auditor  and  recorder.  Section  7  of 
the  same  article  provides  that  the  compensation 
of  this  officer,  tor  all  the  duties  he  shall  perform 
as  such  officer,  shall  not  exceed  I8,0U0.  nor  fall 
below  $500,  for  any  one  year.

A  constitutional  provision  is  self-execut- 
ing if  it  supplies  a  sufficient  rule  by  means 
of  which  tbe  right  given  may  be  enjoyed  and 
protected, or  tbe  duty  Imposed  may  be  en- 
forced. Cooley,  Const.  Lim.  (5th  Ed.)  p. ' 
100,  §  83. 

A  law  applicable  to  all  tbe  counties  of 
tbe  state,  and  to  all  tbe  county  officers 
with  which  it  deals,  is  neither  a  local  nor 
a  special  law.

The  said  board,  after  duly  considering^ 
the  said  bill,  entered  the  following  order : 
*Ata  regolar  meeting  of  the  board  held 
the  14th  day  of  April.  1891,  the  within  bill 
of  Barry  N.  Hillard,  made  out  under  the 
proFlalons  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho, 
fii  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  said  county  considered  correct ;  but  the 
same  Is  hereby  disallowed,  for  the  reason 
that  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
think  that  all  oflScers  work  under  the 
constitution  of  the  state  of  Idaho,  and 
laws  enacted  thereunder.  C.  Kraus, Chair- 
man." The  plaintiff  thereupon  appealeil 
from  the  action  of  said  board,  and  from 
said  order,  to  the  district  court  of  the  first 
Judicial  district  of  thestateofIdaho,inand 
for  Shoshone  county.  On  the  4th  day  of 
June,  1891,  thesaid  court  affirmed  the  order 
of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  afore- 
said, disallowing  said  bill.  From  the 
Judgment  of  the  said  court  the  plaintiff 
brings  the  cause  to  this  court. 

In  the  argument  of  appellant's  counsel. 
It  Is  stated  that  the  only  question  involved 
In  this  appeal  is,  does  section  7,  art.  18,  of 
the  constitution,  make  any  provision  for 
a  salary  to  be  paid  to  the  auditor  and  re- 
corder? and  then  proceeds  in  the  argument 
to  show  that  the  offices  of  clerk  of  the 
diatrtct  court  and  auditor  and  recorder, 
though  held  by  one  person,  are  separate 
and  distinct  offices,  and  cites  a  list  of  au- 
thorities from  the  California  Reports  tend- 
ing to  sustain  that  position.  We  do  not 
think  this  is  the  real  point  in  this  case. 
The  real  question  is,  was  it  the  intention 
of  the  framers  of  the  constitution  that  the 
person  who  held  the  offices  of  clerk  of  the 
district  court  and  auditor  and  recorder, 
both  offices  being  united  in  one  person, 
should  not  receive  more  than  the  sum  of 
93,000.  nor  less  than  f  500,  for  his  services 


in  both  positions,  and  have  they  so  ex- 
pressed themselves  in  the  constitution T 
Section  16  of  article  5  of  the  constitution 
is  as  follows :  **  4  clerk  of  the  district  court 
for  each  county  shall  be  elected  by  the 

aualifled  voters  thereof,  at  the  time  and  in 
lie  manner  prescribed  by  law  for  the  elec- 
tion of  members  of  the  legislature,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years. "  It  will  be  noticed  that  this  officer 
does  not  hold  the  same  office  that  was  oc- 
cupied by  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  be- 
fo*e  the  admission  of  Idaho  as  a  state. 
He  was  then  the  clerk  of  the  district 
court  for  the  first,  second,  or  third  district* 
as  the  case  might  be,  consisting  of  several 
counties,  and  was  appointed  by  the  Judge. 
Now  he  is  clerk  of  the  district  court  for  a 
county  only,  and  Is  elected  by  the  people. 
It  will  be  noticed,  also,  that  the  section 
of  the  constitution  quoted  above  is  opera- 
tive the  moment  the  constitution  was  ap- 
proved and  the  state  admitted  by  con- 
gress. This  section  provides  for  the  first 
election  of  clerk.  Section  6  of  article  18  of 
the  constitution  provides  that  **  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  shall  be  ex  officio 
auditor  and  recorder. "  This  clause  in  the 
constitution  is  also  self-operative,  and  ap- 
plies to  the  clerk  elected  at  the  first  elec- 
tion as  well  as  those  thereafter  elected. 
The  clerks  of  the  district  courts  in  the  sev- 
eral countlen  did  not  hesitate  in  consider- 
ing  both  these  clauses  self-operative,  and 
assumed  all  the  duties  of  both  offices,  if 
we  call  them  separate  offices,  as  soon  after 
their  qualification  as  they  could  lawfully 
get  possession  thereof,  and  very  properly 
did  so.  Thus  far  the  constitution  has 
provided  for  a  clerk  of  the  district  court 
for  each  county,  and  has  made  this  officer 
exoScio  auditor  and  recorder.  He  Is  still 
one  person  and  one  officer,  although  he 
holds  two  or  three  distinct  and  separate 
offices,  if  we  please  to  call  them  so,  and 
performs  the  duties  of  all.  We  must  not 
confound  the  office  with  the  officer  or  per- 
son who  holds  the  office.  The  compensa- 
tion is  not  paid  to  the  office  of  district 
clerk,  nor  to  the  office  or  offices  of  auditor 
and  recorder,  but  to  the  one  person  or 
officer  who  holds  all  these  offices,  and 
performs  the  duties  thereof.  The  consti- 
tution having  created  this  officer,  and  di- 
rected what  positions  he  shall  hold  and 
the  duties  he  shall  perform,  then  proceeds 
to  provide  for  his  compensation  in  section 
7,  substantially  aa  follows:  "The  clerk  of 
the  district  court,  who  is  auditor  and  re- 
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corder,  shall  receive  annually,  as  com pen- 
Bation  for  his  serrlces,  not  more  than 
three  thousand  dullars  and  not  less  than 
five  hundred  (500)  dollars."  This  section, 
•In  effect,  says  that  tlie  officer,  meaning 
the  person  who  is  clerk  of  the  district 
4:ourt,  and  who  is  auditor  and  recorder, 
and  performs  the  duties  of  such  offices, 
shall  receive  as  his  compensation,  etc.  It 
wonld  seem  that  this  reading,  which  la 
strictly  in  accord  with  the  sense  and  gram - 
jnatical  construction  of  the  section,  would 
make  the  meaning  of  these  sections  of  the 
constitution  unmistakable.  This  section 
is  also  self-operative.  It  does  not  provide 
a  salary  for  this  officer,  and  no  salary  is 
anywhere  in  the  constitution  provided  for 
either  position,  but  fixes  a  limitation  pro- 
viding that  he  shall  not  receive  more  than 
$3,000  for  any  one  year,  and  not  less  than 
$500,  and  provides  no  means  of  payment, 
but,  like  the  other  sections  referred  to,  goes 
into  operation  as  soon  as  the  officer  quali- 
fiesand  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 
This  section  would  be  operative  at  once, 
although  the  legislature  did  not  provide 
a  schedule  of  fees  for  five  years  after  the 
section  went  into  effect.  Its  operation 
does  not  depend  at  all  upon  the  amount 
of  fees  the  officer  may  charge  and  receive, 
uor  the  source  from  which  he  receives 
them.  Section  8  of  the  same  article  then 
proceeds  to  direct  how  this  officer  shall  be 
paid,  not  a  salary,  but  the  compensation 
provided  in  section  7,  and  further  provides 
that  all  fees  and  commissions  that  he  re- 
ceives, under  whatsoever  law  he  may  re- 
ceive tbcni,  in  excess  of  the  maximum, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury, 
and,  in  case  his  fees  in  any  one  year  shall 
not  amount  to  the  minimum,  the  deficien- 
cy shall  be  paid  him  by  the  county.  It 
will  be  seen  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
court,  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  being 
ex  officio  auditor  and  recorder,  and  per- 
forming the  duties  of  both  or  all  three  of 
these  offices,  cannot  receive,  as  compensa- 
tion for  his  own  use,  for  the  performance  of 
all  of  said  duties,  any  sum  in  excess  of 
$8,000  for  any  one  year;  and  this  compen- 
sation he  is  to  receive  in  fees  and  commis- 
sions, with  the  single  exception  that,  if 
such  fees  and  commissions  fall  below  the 
minimum,  the  county  shall  make  up  the 
compensation  to  that  amount.  Thejudg* 
ment  of  the  district  court  is  affirmed. 
Costs  are  awarded  to  the  respondent.

same  at  Boine  City,  on  May  6, 1801.  Opln- 
ioDB,  not  then  beSnff  fnlly  prapared,  were 
afterwards  filed  on  the  3d  day  of  June, 
1891,  (2B  Pac.  Rep.  983,)i  and  this  m<ition 
for  new  trial  was  placed  on  file  June  12tb. 
Counsel  for  defendant  now  move  to  strike 
said  motion  from  the  files,  and  said  cause 
from  the  calendar.  In  the  argument  for 
the  plaintiff  we  have  been  referred  to  sec- 
tion 3862,  subd.  8.  Rev.  St.,  which  is  as 
follows:  "Every  court  has  power  to 
amend  and  control  its  process  and  orders, 
so  as  to  make  them  conformable  to  law 
and  Justice.  **  No  one  appears  to  dispute 
it.  not  even  this  court,  but  the  line  of  ar- 
l^ument,  which  would  make  this  a  perti- 
nent authority  in  support  of  this  motion 
for  new  trial,  does  not  commend  itself  to 
the  court.  The  terms  "process"  and  "or- 
ders" have  a  well-defined  meaning  in  law, 
and  differ  very  materially  from  final  Judg- 
ments. The  same  may  l^  said  with  ref- 
erence to  section  4368,  also  cited  by  plain- 
tiff, which  is:  "An  issue  of  law  must  be 
tried  by  the  court,  unless  referred  by  con- 
sent." The  method  of  trying  an  issue  of 
law  is  by  hearing  the  argument  and  exam- 
ining authorities  cited.  That  the  word 
"tried"  was  used,  in  our  opinion  has  no 
special  significance,  and  simply  means, 
heard  and  determined.  In  the  decision 
upon  petition  for  rehearing,  which  was 
rendered  by  the  court  in  the  case  of  Peo- 
ple v.Coon,  25  Cal.  653,  Mr.  Justice  Currey 
seems  to  have  been  quite  careful  as  to  the 
language  he  used.  He  says:  "Our  Judg- 
ment in  the  case  was  that  of  a  court  of 
original  Jurisdiction,  and,  for  the  correc- 
tion of  any  error  which  we  may  commit 
In  such  cases,  the  party  aggrieved  must 
pursue  the  course  prescribed  by  the  prac- 
tice act  in  like  cases,  arising  in  the  district 
courts,  so  far  as  may  be. "  It  is  unneces- 
sary to  refer  to  the  particular  provisions 
of  the  act,  specifying  the  course  to  be  pur- 
sued in  order  to  obtain  a  re-exa  nil  nation 
of  n  case  by  the  same  court  of  original  Ju- 
risdiction, after  onedeclrtlon  made  therein; 
the  course  prescribed  by  the  statute  has 
not  been  followed,  etc.  If  the  learned 
Judge  does  not  mean  that  the  party  deem- 
ing himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of 
the  supreme  court,  in  a  case  where  said 
court  is  exercising  its  original  Jurisdiction, 
may  move  for  a  new  trial  in  that  court, 
then  it  is  difficult  to  understand  what  he 
does  mean.  .  The  language  used  Is  almost 
Identical  with  that  used  in  our  statute  and

in  that  of  California'  in  the  definition  of  a 
"new  trial."  The  statute  is:  "A  new 
trial  is  a  re-examination  of  an  issue  of  fact 
in  the  same  court  after  a  trial  and  decis- 
ion. "  In  the  decision  the  court  says:  "It 
is  unnecessary  to  refer  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act,  specifying  the  course  to  be  pur- 
sued in  order  to  obtain  a  re-examination 
of  a  case  by  the  same  court. "  This  sug- 
gestion seems  never  to  have  been  followed 
in  any  instance  by  the  supreme  court  of 
California.  In  the  cane  of  People  v.  Hol- 
lo way,  41  Cal.  409,  the  issues  of  fact  were 
sent  to  the  district  court  for  trial,  motion 
for  new  trial  was  made  in  the  district 
court,  and  the  supreme  court  say  that  the 
motion  should  be  made  in  the  supreme 
court.  A  lasting  peace  was  given  to  that 
decision,  and  to  the  whole  matter,  by  the 
legislature  of  California  in  section  1092, 
Code  Cal.,  and  in  our  statute  by  section 
4984,  which  is  as  follows:  "The  motion  for 
a  new  trial  must  be  made  In  the  court 
where  the  issue  of  fact  is  tried."  Our 
statute  does  not  contemplate  or  prescribe 
any  method  for  obtaining  a  new  trial,  ex- 
cept for  the  re-examination  of  an  issue  of 
fact  in  the  same  court.  The  statute  says : 
"  A  new  trial  is  a  re-examination  of  an  is- 
sue of  fact,  in  the  same  court,  after  a  trial 
and  decision  by  a  Jury  or  court  or  by  ref- 
erees." Rev.  Kt.  Idaho,  8  4438.  Section  656, 
Code  Civil  Proc.  Cal.,  Is  the  same.  See, 
also,  Knight  v.  Roche,  56  Cal.  17;  Benja- 
min V.  Stewart,  61  Cal.  607.  A  motion  for 
a  new  trial  is  an  application  for  a  re- 
examination of  the  issues  of  fact.  Wit- 
tenbrock  v.  Bellmer,  62  Cal.  560.  No  new 
trial  can  be  had,  unless  there  is  to  be  a  re- 
examine tlon  of  an  issue  of  fact.  Knight 
V.  Roche,  56  Cal.  17;  Benjamin  v.  Stewart, 
supra;  Wittenbrock  v.  Bellmer,  supra. 
The  matter  of  new  trial  is  wholly  statu- 
tory. Benjamin  v.  Stewart,  61  Cal.  608. 
When  there  are  findings  of  fact  in  a  trial 
before  the  court,  which  are  not  set  aside,— 
not  complained  of,— there  is  no  new  trial 
as  to  them.  Wittenbrock  v.  BeJlmer, 
supra.  A  petition  for  a  mandamus  was 
filed  in  this  court.  To  that  a  demurrer 
was  filed.  This-  admitted  all  the  facts 
properly  pleaded.  Therefore  there  was  no 
issue  of  fact.  If  no  issue  of  fact,  there  can 
be  no  new  trial.  There  is  no  method  of 
obtaining  a  rehearing  on  an  issue  of  law» 
once  determined  by  the  district  court, 
pointed  out  in  our  statute,  except  by  ap- 
peal. This  does  not  apply  to  the  supreme 
court.  The  supreme  court  does  point  out, 
by  its  rules,  a  method  for  obtaining  a  re- 
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heariDff  tberetn.  Whether  that  rnle  ap- 
plies to  canes  of  oriidnal  JarlsdlctlOD  we 
are  not  now  called  upon  to  decide.  The 
motion  of  defendant  Is  allowed.  Costs 
awarded  to  defendant.

Texajs  Angel,  for  respondent. 

In  acting  upon  a  claim,  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  administrator,  by  virtue  of  his  office, 
to  fully  investigate  all  the  facts  concern- 
ing the  matter,  and  fully  inform  himself  of 
all  the  particulars  of  the  claim.  Now,  if 
fn  doing  this  he  admits  or  acts  in  his  offi- 


cial capacity  upon  any  fact  which  Is 
against  the  interest  of  the  estate,  and  is 
favorable  to  the  claim  of  the  other  party, 
this  admission  Is  properly  admiasible  In 
evidenee  against  him.

The  presentation  of  a  claim  to  the  ad«- 
mlnlstrator  or  executor  of  an  estate  Is 
equivalent  to  bringing  suit  on  the  claim, 
and  servos  to  interrupt  the  operation  of 
the  statute  of  limitations.  Beckett  v.  8el^ 
over,  7  Cal.  215;  Pico  y.  £>e  La  Gnerra,  18 
Cal.  480;  Deck's  Estate  v.  Gherke,  6  Cal. 
669. 

The  approval  of  the  account  after  it  has 
been  allowed  by  the  administrator  is  a 
Judicial  act,  a  quasi  Judgment,  and  so  far 
affects  the  rights  of  the  parties  as  to  pre^ 
vent  any  further  investigation  In  that 
court.    Neill  v.  Hodge,  5  Tex.  489. 

Huston,  J.  This  is  an  action  brought 
by  plaintiff  against  defendant,  as  ad  minis* 
trator  of  the  estate  of  Hiram  A.  Pear- 
sons, deceased,  for  the  value  of  services, 
alleged  to  have  been  rendered  and  psr- 
formed  by  the  plaintiff  for  the  decedent  dur- 
ing his  life-time,  and  at  his  special  in- 
stance and  request.  The  appeal  is  from' 
the  order  of  the  district  court,  overrnling 
defendant's  motion  for  new  trial.  The 
record  purports  to  contain  a  bill  of  excep- 
tions and  statement  on  motion  for  a  new 
trial.  The  bill  of  exceptions  was  never 
(as  appears  by  the  record)  submitted  to, 
settled,  or  signed  by,  the  district  Judge, 
and  cannot,  therefore,  be  considered  by 
this  court  as  such. 

One  of  the  grounds  of  error  upon  which 
defendant  predicates  his  motion  for  a  new 
trial,  and  his  appeal  from  the  order  of  the 
district  court  denying  the  same,  is  the  in- 
sufficiency of  the  evidence  to  support  the 
verdict.  The  claim  or  demand  sued  upon 
in  this  action  is  for  services  alleged  to  have 
been  performed  by  the  plaintiff  for  the  de- 
fendant during  his  life-time,  and  at  his  spe- 
cial instance  and  request.  The  facts,  as 
they  appear  from  the  record,  are  substan- 
tially as  follows :   The  decedent,  Hiram  A. 
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PearsoDB,  and  one  J.  O.  Morrison  were 
tiie  ownen  of,  and  were  engajred  in  work- 
ing and  operating,  certain  mines  and  a 
mill,  located  at  Ronansa,  Caster  connty, 
Idaho,  In  the  year  1888.  Morrison  was 
present  and  attending  in  person  to  said 
operations  and  working.  Pearsons  was 
not  present  or  personally  attending  to 
said  operations  or  working,  bat  on  or 
^bont  Angast  9,  1888,  he  employed  the 
plaintiff,  as  the  evidence  shows,  to  go  to 
said  mines  and  mill,  and  look  after  his  in- 
terests,—in  fact  to  represent  him  there, 
— and  gave  the  plaintiff  the  following  let- 
ter, addressed  to  his  (decedent's)  partner, 
which  letter  was  received  in  evidence 
wlthont  objection,  and  is  as  follows: 
""Cballis.  Idaho,  Aag.  9, 1888.  J.  0.  Mor- 
rison, £sq.,  Bonania,  Idaho — Dear  Sir: 
The  bearer,  Irad  BMnert,  I  have  retained 
to  look  after  oar  mill  and  milling  basi- 
ness,  and  for  the  better  discharge  of  his 
duties,  which  are  to  commence  at  once,  I 
wish  that  any  man  he  may  saggest  the  re- 
moval or  employment  of  will  be  enter- 
tained by  you.  I  shall  expect  him  to 
have  the  freedom  of  oor  mines,  books, 
and  hnsinees,  and,  ho  long  as  he  draws  his 
entire  salary  from  me,  to  be  subject  only 
to  removal  by  me.  Instructions  as  to  his 
duties  I  have  given  him.  Trusting  that 
be  will  meet  wich  a  courteous  reception 
from  you,  I  am,  yours,  etc.,  H.  A.  Pear- 
sons. ''  James  Hooper  testifies  that  Pear- 
sous  told  him  that  ^he  was  going  up  that 
afternoon  to  hire  Meinert  to  look  after  his 
Interests  until  the  next  summer. "  Hooper 
further  testifies:  **!  knew  Meinert  was 
sent  In  there  afterwards.  He  was  there 
directly  afterwards.**  Meinert  was  per* 
mlcted  to  testify,  without  objection,  as 
follows:  "Pursuant  to  the  employ mrnt 
indicated  In  that  letter,  1  went  to  the 
mines  and  mills  of  Morrison  and  Pearsons, 
and  went  to  work  in  the  mill.  Mr.  Mor- 
rison was  there,  nnd  I  continaed  until  Mr. 
Morrison  interfered  with  my  employment 
of  the  men.  After  that  I  told  him  he  could 
take  charge  of  the  men;  that  I  would 
have  nothing  more  to  do  with  them.  I 
remained  there,  looking  after  Mr.  Pear- 
sons' interests  in  the  business,  until  the  time 
of  his  death,  July  20,1889."  Plain tlfl*8  conn- 
s' here  offered  In  evidence  the  following 
telegram,  received  by  plaintiff  from  Pear- 
sons: ''Chicago,  111.,  June  7th,  1889.  Irad 
Meinert,  Bonansa,  Idaho,  via  Ketchum: 
I  will  leave  In  about  a  week,  direct  for  the 
mine.  H.  A.  Pearsons."  To  the  intro- 
duction of  which  defendant  objected,  up- 


on the  ground  that  It  Was  Irrdevant  and 
Immaterial,  which  objection  was  over- 
ruled by  the  court,  and  which  ruling  Is  as* 
signed  as  error  by  appellant.  From  the 
character  of  the  employment  of  plalntlfl, 
as  Indicated  by  the  letter  from  Pearsons 
to  Morrison  and  the  testimony  of  Meinert, 
we  think  the  admission  of  the  telegram 
was  proper,  as  tending  to  show  that  such 
relation  had  continued  op  to  that  date. 
The  plaintiff  farther  testified,  without  ob- 
jection, that  "from  the  8th  day  of  August, 
1888,  to  the  20th  day  of  July,  1889,  (the 
date  of  Mr.  Pearsons'  death,)  be  did  not 
leave  his  employment;  and  that  he  had 
not  been  discharged  by  Mr.  Pearsons;  aad 
that  he  was  not  under  any  employment  of, 
or  under  any  contract  of,  Mr.  Morrison. 
He  had  no  understanding  with  Morrison 
whereby  Morrison  was  to  keep  his  time 
or  pay  him.  He  had  no  control  whatever 
over  my  wages  or  time."  The  only  evi- 
dence which  the  record  shows  on  the  part 
of  the  defendant  was  the  testimony  of  J. 
G.  Morrison,  the  partner  of  Mr.  Pear- 
sons, who  testified  that  plaintiff  brought 
to  him  the  letter  from  Pearsons,  given 
above;  that  plaintiff  worked  98  days,  and 
no  more.  Although,  as  we  have  before 
stated,  the  record  does  not  purport  to 
contain  all  of  the  evidence,  we  think  from 
that  shown  there  is  a  clear  prepcmderance 
in  favor  of  the  verdict.  The  appellant 
contends  that  "there  was  and  is  no  legal 
evidence  of  a  price  fur  plaintiff's  serviccH.  ** 
The  plaintiff,  as  required  by  statute,  pre- 
sented to  the  administrator  his  claim 
against  the  estate  of  Pearsons,  setting 
forth  the  time  of  service  and  the  price,  as 
he  alleges,  agreed  to  be  paid  him  by  Pear- 
eons  for  such  service.  The  administrator 
assented  to  the  price,  but  refused  to  al- 
low plaintiff  for  more  than  98  days'  serv- 
ice, which  action  of  the  administrator  was 
subsequently  approved  by  the  probate 
Judge.  This  was  an  admission  by  the  ad- 
ministrator of  the  amount  per  month 
agreed  by  Pearsons  to  be  paid  plaintiff; 
and,  having  been  made  by  the  administra- 
tor while  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  bis 
duties  as  such,  it  binds  the  estate  to  that 
extent.  Church  v.  Howard,  79  N.  T.  415; 
Faunce  v.  Gray,  21  Pick.  243;  Whiton  v. 
Snyder,  88  N.  T.  306;  Hill  v.  Buckminster, 
5  Pick.  391;  7  Amer.  Ik  Eng.  £nc.  Law, 
374.  We  find  no  error  in  the  instructions 
given  by  the  coart.  or  in  its  refusal  to  give 
those  proposed.  As  all  the  questions 
raised  by  defendant's  exceptions  to  the 
refusal  of  the  district  court  to  give  the 
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Instrtictlohfl  asked  have  been  passed  upon 
by  us  in  the  conslderatioa  of  the  case  as 
^ven,  it  is  unnecessary  to  agrain  repeat 
them.  The  order  of  the  district  court 
overrulin)?  the  appellant's  motion  for  a 
new  trial  is  affirmed.  Costs  awarded  to 
respondent.

Sullivan,  G.  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from 
the  district  court  of  Alturas  county.  The 
facts  are  substantially  as  follows:  The 
appellant  brought  his  suit  in  the  probate 
court  of  Alturas  county,  on  a  money  de- 
mand, against  the  respondent,  and  recov- 
ered Judgment  therein.  Thereafter  a  writ 
of  execution  was  issued  by  said  court  for 
the  collection  of  said  Judgment.  There- 
upon the  respondent  made  application  to 
said  probate  court  for  an  order  to  quash 
or  vacate  said  writ.  After  hearing  said 
motion  or  application,  the  probate  court 
denied  the  same.  Thereupon  the  reapond- 
ent  appealed  to  the  district  court,  from 
the  order  denying  said  application.  There- 
after, and  before  said  appeal  came  on  for 
trial  in  the  district  court,  the  appellant 
moved  to  dismiss  the  said  appeal  so  tak- 
en from  the  probate  court.  The  district 
court  overruled  said  motion  to  dismiss. 
Thereupon  the  appellant  appealed  to  this 
court  from  the  order  of  the  district  court 
overruling  said  motion  to  dismiss.  The 
respondent  appears  in  this  court,  and 
moves  to  dismiss  theappeal  on  theground 
that  the  order  appealed  from  is  not  an 
appealable  order,  and  cites,  among  other 
authorities,  in  support  of  said  motion, 
section  4807  of  the  Revised  Statu  tea  of  Ida- 
ho, as  follows:  "An  appeal  may  be  taken 
to  the  supreme  court  from  the  district 
court  *  *  *  (3)  from  an  order  grant- 
ing or  refusing  a  new  trial ;  from  an  or- 
der granting  or  refusing  an  injunction; 
from  an  order  refusing  to  grant  or  dis- 
solve an  injunction;  from  an  order  dis- 
solving or  refusing  to  dissolve  an  attach- 
ment; from  an  order  granting  or  refusing 
to  grant  a  change  of  the  place  of  trial; 
from  any  special  order  made  after  final 
Judgment,**— and  urges  that  the  order 
appealed  from  is  not  enumerated  in  said 
section  as  an  appealable  order,  and  that 
it  is  not  an  order  from  which  an  appeal 
can  bo  taken.  The  appellant  maintains 
that  said  order  is  a  "special  order,  made 
after  final  judgment,**  and  is  mentioned 
in  said  section  as  one  of  the  orders  from 
which  an  appeal  may  be  taken ;  that  the 
final  Judgment  in  the  main  case  was  made 
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and  entered  by  the  probate  conrt,  and 
that  the  order  appealed  from  was  made 
after  final  Jadfcment  therein.  This  court 
Is  called  opon  to  determine  whether  said 
order  refoslns  to  dlsmlBS  said  appeal  la 
"a  apeclal  order,  made  after  final  Jud^ 
ment,"  within  the  meaning;  of  aald  aectlon 
4S07.  The  order  made  by  the  diatrict 
cc»urt,  refnaln^  to  dlamlaa  aald  appeal,  la 
an  interlocatory  order,  made  In  the  pro- 
ceeding to  obtain  an  order  to  qaaah  or 
vacate  a  writ  of  execution,  and  la  not  a 
**  apeclal  order  after  final  Jndgment,  *  with- 
in the  meanInK  of  aald  aectlon  4807.  If  a 
"apeclal order  after  final  Judgment  "meana 
every  order  that  a  court  may  make  In  the 
trial  or  hearing  to  determine  whether 
an  order  prayed  for  ahall  be  granted,  a 
aeparate  appeal  would  lie  from  each  and 
arery  Interlocutory  order  made  by  the 
eonrt  during  the  trial.  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  ezpreaalon  "apeclal  order 
made  after  final  Judgment,"  aa  uaed  In 
aald  aectlon,  meana  the  apeclal  or  partic- 
ular order  applied  for  after  final  Judgment, 
and  not  eyery  order  that  may  be  made  by 
the  court  In  the  hearing  to  determine 
whether  the  order  applied  for  ahall  be 
granted.  By  aavlng  the  proper  exception 
to  all  Interiocutory  ordera  made  by  the 
eonrt  on  the  hearing  of  an  application 
for  an  order  after  final  Judgment,  all  of 
aoch  interlocutory  ordera  may  be  reviewed 
on  an  appeal  from  the  order  granting  or 
refualng  the  order  prayed  for.  For  the 
reaaona  above  atated  thla  appeal  ahould 
be  diaroiaaed,  and  It  la  ao  ordered,  with 
coata  againat  the  appellant.

SoLLiVAN,  C.  J.  Thla  la  an  appeal  from 
the  diatrlct  court  of  the  fifth  Judicial  dia- 
trlct. The  facta  are  aubatantlally  aa  fol- 
io wa  :  The  appellant  waa  arreeted  for  the 
crime  of  grand  larceny,  and  taken  before 
a  committing  maglatrate.  The  record 
ahowa  that  a  warrant  of  arreat  waa  ia- 
aued,  but  falls  to  ahuw  that  a  complaint 
or  Information  or  any  depoaitiona  were 
laid  before  the  maglatrate  charging  the 
commlaaion  of  a  public  offenae,  aa  required 
by  Hection  7510  of  the  Revised  Statu  tea  of 
Idaho,  either  before  or  after  the  Issuance 
of  the  aald  warrant  of  arreat.  The  record 
further  ahowa  that  a  preliminary  examina- 
tion waa  held,  and  the  depoaitiona  of  two 
wltnessea  taken.  The  following  commit- 
ment waa  Indoraed  on  aald  depoaitiona : 
"It  appearing  to  me  that  the  offense  In  the 
within  depositions  mentioned  has  been 
committed,  and  that  there  Is  aufilclent 
cause  to  believe  that  the  within-named 
John  Bralthwaite  is  guilty  thereof ,  I  order 
that  he  be  held  to  answer  the  same,  and 
that  he  is  admitted  to  bail  In  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  la  committed  to 
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the  sheriff  of  the  coanty  of  Bfnffhain  ODtll 
he^ive  Boch  bail.**  It  Is  certlfled  In  the 
record  that  It  contains  a  record  of  all  the 
propeedlngs  by  and  before  the  committing 
magistrate,  and  contains  all  of  the  papers 
transmitted  to  the  district  court  by  said 
magLtitrate.  The  depositions  of  John  O. 
Brown  and  C.  Uevlnney  are  the  only  deposi- 
tions contained  in  the  record,  neither  of 
which  contains  a  qaestion  put  to  the  wit- 
nesses. At  the  June  term  of  the  district 
court  the  district  attorney  filed  an  infor- 
mation a{;ainst  the  appellant,  charging 
him  with  grand  larceny,  which  informa- 
tion  was  filed  under  and  by  virtue  of  sec- 
tion 8  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  prosecuting  offenses  on  informa- 
tion, and  to  dispense  with  calling  grand 
Juries  except  by  order  of*  the  district 
Judge,"  approved  March  13,1891.  See  1st 
Sees.  Laws  Idaho.  Said  information  con- 
tained the  following  indorsement,  to- wit: 
''Names  of  witnesses  whose  depositions 
were  examined  before  filing  the  foregoing 
information :  John  G.  Brown  and  C.  Devin- 
ney.  **  After  said  information  had  been 
filed  in  the  said  district  court,  the  appel- 
lant, by  his  attorneys,  filed  a  motion  to 
quash  the  information,  on  the  ground, 
among  others, ''that,  previous  to 'the  fil- 
ing of  the  information,  the  defendant  had 
not  been  committed  or  held  to  answer  by 
any  magistrate  having  authority  to  com- 
mit, "  which  motion  was  overruled  by  the 
court,  to  which  ruling  the  defendant  duly 
excepted,  and  assigns  said  ruling  as  error 
Thereafter  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty 
to  the  crime  charged.  On  the  25th  day  of 
June,  1891,  the  defendant,  by  his  attor- 
neys, filed  a  motion  in  arrest  of  Judgment 
on  the  ground  following,  to-wit:  "That 
the  court  had  no  Jurisdiction  to  try  the 
defendant, for  the  reason  that  the  law  bad 
not  been  complied  wltb  in  the  arrest  and 
preliminary  examination  of  the  defend- 
ant,"—which  motion  was  overruled  by  the 
court,  and  duly  excepted  to  by  the  defend- 
ant, and  the  said  ruling  is  assigned  as 
error.  The  proceeding  by  information 
agaiust  persons  accused  of  crime  is  a  creat- 
ure of  the  constitution,  (section  K,  art.  1,) 
and  provides  that  "no  person  shall  be  held 
to  answer  for  any  felony  or  criminal 
offense  of  any  grade  unless  on  the  present- 
ment or  indictment  of  a  grand  Jury,  or  on 
information  of  the  public  prosecutor  after 
a  commitment  by  a  magistrate."  To 
carry  into  effect  said  provision  of  the  con- 
stitution, the  legislature  passed  the  act 
above  cited. 


As  we  view  it,  there  is  bat  one  question 
for  this  court  to  decide  In  this  case,  and 
that  is,  can  a  defendant  be  prosecuted  for 
a  crime  by  information,  under  and  by  vir- 
tue of  section  8  of  the  act  above  referred 
to,  until  such  person  shall  have  had  a  pre- 
liminary examination  as  provided  bylaw, 
or  waived  his  right  to  such  examination, 
or  is  a  fugitive  from  Justice?  There  is  no 
claim  in  this  case  that  the  defendant 
waived  his  right  to  such  examination,  or 
that  he  is  a  fugitive  from  Justice.  Section 
8  of  said  act  declares  as  follows:  "No  in- 
formation shall  be  filed  against  any  per- 
son for  any  offense  until  such  person  shall 
have  had  a  preliminary  examination  there- 
for as  provided  by  law. "  Section  7676  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho  directs  how 
the  depositions  in  a  preliminary  examina- 
tion must  be  taken  and  authenticated. 
Subdivision 2  of  said  section  provides  that 
the  depositions  must  contain  theqaeetlons 
put  to  the  witnesses,  and  their  answers 
thereto.  Subdivision 5 of  said  section  pro- 
vides that  the  deposition  must  be  ai^ed 
by  the  witness,  and  certified  by  the  com- 
mitting mnglstrate.  Section  8  of  the  act 
above  referred  to,  and  section  7576  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho,  are  mandatory, 
and  the  district  court  has  no  Jurisdiction 
to  try  any  person  for  an  offense  by  infor- 
mation until  the  statute  in  regard  to  pre- 
liminary examinations  has  been  complied 
with.  Kalloch  v.  Superior  Court,  66  CaJ. 
229.  In  my  opinion,  the  Judgment  of  tiie 
district  court  should  l>e  reversed^  and  it  is 
so  ordered.

BuLUVAN,  G.  J.  This  Is  an  application 
madA  by  tbe  adjutant  g^eneral  of  the  state 
of  Idaho  for  a  writ  of  mandate  to  compel 
the  auditor  of  the  state  to  Issue  his  war^ 
rant  upon  tbe  state  treasurer  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  plaintiff's  salary  as  adjutant 
fceneral  from  April  10,  1891,  to  July  11, 
1H91.  The  defendant  appears,  and  by  an- 
awer  waives  the  Issuance  of  the  altema- 
tlve  writ,  and,  further  answerinflr,  admits 
each  and  every  allegation  of  the  petition ; 
and  alleges,  as  the  ground  of  his  refusal  to 
Issue  the  warrant  demanded,  that  there  Is 
no  fund  or  appropriation  provided  by 
law  for  the  payment  of  said  claim,  or  up- 
on which  the  defendant  may  lawfully 
draw  a  state  warrant  In  payment  thereof. 
Tbe  plaintiff.  In  support  of  the  applica- 
tion for  said  writ,  contends  that  section 
32  of  the  act  approved  March  14,  1891,  en- 
titled "An  act  tor  the  organization  of  the 
nillltla  of  the  state  of  Idaho,"  (see  1  Sees. 
Laws  Idaho,  p.  217,)  appropriates  the  sum 
of  $2,100  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
carrent  expenses  of  the  Idaho  National 
Guard,  and  of  arming  and  equipping  the 
companies  thereof  for  the  year  1891,  and 
that  tbe  sum  so  appropriated  constitutes 
what  Is  designs  ted  as  the  **  Military  Fund  " 
In  sections  8,  83,  84,  and  86  of  said  act. 
Tbe  defendant  contends  that  section  8  of 
Bald  act  provides  that  the  salary  or  com- 
pensation of  the  adjutant  general  shall  l)e 
paid  quarterly  out  of  the  "  Military  Fund,  ** 
and  that  tbe  appropriation  above  referred 
to  does  not  constitute  said  fund.  The 
only  qnestlon  for  our  consideration,  then, 
in  as  to  whether  the  f  2.100  appropriated 
to  pay  tbe  current  expenses  of  the  Idaho 
National  Guard  constitute  the  '^Military 
Fund,"  within  the  meaning  of  that  term 
as  used  In  said  act.  That  part  of  section 
8  which  refers  to  the  payment  of  the  sal- 
ary or  compensation  of  the  adjutant  gen- 
eral Is  as  follows :  **  He  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  compensation  of  five  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  quarterly 
cot  of  the  military  fund,  In  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  state  officers  are  paid. "  Sec- 
tion 82  of  said  act  provides  as  follows: 
''For  tbe  purpose  of  defraying  the  current 


expenses  of  the  Idaho  National  Guard,  and 
of  arming  and  equipping  the  companies 
thereof  as  they  are  organized,  there  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  general 
fund  for  the  year  1891  the  sum  of  92,100, 
and  for  the  year  1892  tbe  sum  of  $2,200,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  maybe  necessary."  As 
will  be  observed,  the  above  apprnpri»llon 
was  made ''for  tbe  purpose  of  defraying 
the  current  expenses  of  tbe  Idaho  Na- 
tional Guard,  and  of  arming  and  equip* 
ping  the  companies  thereof, "  and  is  an  ap- 
propriation made  from  the  general  fund  of 
the  state,  and  Is  not  designated  as  the  mil- 
itary fund  mentioned  in  said  act.  It  is 
simply  an  appropriation  out  of  the  gen- 
eral fund  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
"current  expenses"  of  tbe  Idaho  National 
Guard.  The  compensation  of  the  adju« 
tant  general  Is  not  a  part  of  the  ''current 
expenses"  of  the  Idaho  National  Guard, 
within  tbe  meaning  of  the  term  ** current 
expenses, "  as  used  in  said  act.  The  said 
act  mentions  a  military  fund,  but  falls  to 
establish  such  a  fund.  For  tbe  reasons 
stated,  I  am  of  tbe  opinion  that  the  ap- 
plication fo^  the  writ  should  be  denied^ 
and  it  is  sO  ordered.

Laws 
Idaho,  p.  179,)  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the 
compensation  of  the  auditor  in  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  taxes,  is  as  fol- 
lows: "As  the  auditor,  he  is  allowed  and 
may  receive,  when  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law,  fees  as  follows:  For  all 
services  in  connection  with  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  taxes  and  other 
duties  relating  to  revenue,  for  each  year, 
except  licenses,  ten  cents  per  name.  *  Sec- 
tion 8  of  the  same  act  provides ''that  all 
acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
pealed." Such  parts  of  section  1679,  and 
subdivision  6  of  section  2157,  Rev.  St. 
as  relates  to  the  fees  of  the  county  audi- 
tor, are  plainly  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  4  of  the  first  Ses- 
sion Laws,  as  above  quoted,  and  are 
therefore  repealed.  The  auditor  is  allowed 
10  cents  per  name  for  all  his  services  in 
connection  with  the  assessment  and  col- 
lection of  taxes,  and  no  more.  All  com- 
pensation due  the  county  auditor,  not 
chargeable  to  or  received  from  other 
sources,  is  to  be  paid  to  him  by  the  coun- 
ty.

Huston,  J.  The  facts  as  stated  in  the 
complaint,  and  shown  by  the  record,  are, 
in  substance,  as  follows:  On  the  17th 
day  of  February,  1874,  one  Noah  S.  Kel- 
logg was  duly  and  legally  married  to 
one  Mary  A.  Byrd»  and  the  said  parties 
continued  in  the  relation  of  husband  and 
wife  until  the  death  of  the  said  Mary  A., 
which  occurred  on  the  8th  day  of  July, 
1886.  That  during  said  time  the  said  Noah 
S.  Kellogg  acquired  and  became  seised  and 
possessed  of  the  mining  property  and  lode 
claims  described  In  the  complaint,  and  the 
same  became  and  were  the  community 
property  of  the  said  Noah  S.  Kellogff,  and 
Mary  A.,  his  said  wife.  That  on  or  about 
the  1st  day  of  November,  1S78,  the  said 
Noah  8.  Kellogg  abandoned  his  wife,  the 
said  Mary  A.  Kellogg,  and  lived  separate 
and  apart  from  her  all  the  time,  and  con- 
tinually, until  her  death,  at  thetiraeafore- 
said,  and  was  living  separate  and  apart 
from  her  at  the  time  of  her  death.  That 
the  said  Mary  A.  Kellogg  died  intestate, 
leaving  as  her  sole  heirs  at  law  the  said 
Clarissa  E.  Jacohson,  the  plaintiff  in  this 
action,  and  one  J(»sephine  Ward,  who 
were  the  daughters  and  the  only  children 
and  the  sole  heirs  at  law  of  the  said  Mary 
A.  Kellogg.  That  the  said  Josephine  Ward 
refuses  to  join  plaintiff,  and  become  a  par- 
ty plaintiff  in  this  action,  and  is  not  Joined 
as  one  of  the  plaintiffs  herein,  for  the  rea- 
son of  her  said  refusal.  That  no  adminis- 
tration was  ever  had  upon  the  estate  of 
said  Mary  A.  Kellogg,  and  that  there  were 
no  debts  or  claims  against  the  said  Mary 
A.  at  her  death,  and  that  there  are  now 
no  debts  or  clnims  existing  against  her  said 
estate.  The  complaint  alleges  ownerabip, 
seizure,  and  possession  by  the  said  Noah 
S.  Kellogg  and  the  said  Mary  A.,  his  wife, 
of  the  property  described,  at  tbe  time  of 
the  death  of  the  said  Mary  A.  Tbe  com- 
plaint alleges  ouster  of  plaintiff  by  defend- 
ant; claims  damages  in  the  sum  of  $10,000; 
also  avers  the  rents.  Issues,  and  prolits  of 
the  said  land,  raining  claims,  and  prem- 
ises from  the  2d  day  of  August,  1887,  and 
while  the  plaintiff  has  been  excluded  there- 
from, is  f  100,000.  And  for  another  cause 
of  action,  and  for  equitable  relief, the  com- 
plaint states  the  corporate  character  of 
the  defendant;  ownership  In  fee  of  the 
plaintiff  and  said  Juspphino  Ward  to  the 
various  Interests  claimed  in  the  property 
described  in  the  complaint;  the  possession 
of  the  defendant:  the  withholding  then^of 
from  the  plaintiff;  waste  by  the  defend- 
ant; the  values  of  the  entire  properties  at 
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$3,000,000,  and  the  net  value  of  the  ore 
beiDK  extracted  therefrom  at  $8,000  per 
day;  and  the  Intention  of  the  defendant 
to  make  large  and  extensive  expenditures 
In  improvements  upon  said  property,  and 
the  exclusion  of  plaintiff  from  any  knowl- 
edge or  direction  in  regard  thereto  or  par- 
ticipation therein.  Prays  Judgment  that 
the  plaintiff  be  let  into  possession  of  the 
described  premises  and  every  part  and 
parcel  thereof;  for  the  sura  of  $10,000  dam- 
ages for  the  wrongful  withholding  of  said 
premlRes;  and  for  the  further  sum  of 
$100,000  for  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of 
said  premises,  and  the  use  and  working 
thereof  by  the  defendant;  and  for  injunc- 
tion. The  defendant  Josephine  Ward  files 
a  general  and  special  demurrer  to  the  com- 
plaint. The  defendant  corporation,'  by  its 
amended  answer,  denies  all  the  material  al- 
legations of  the  complaint,  except  the  mar- 
riage of  said  Noah  8.  Kellogg  and  Mary  A. 
Byrd;  the  death  of  said  Mary  A.;  and  that 
the  plaintiff  and  said  Josephine  Ward  were 
her  children  and  heirs  at  law.  Admits  the 
ownership  a  tone  time  by  said  Noah  S.  Kel- 
logg of  certain  interests  in  the  properties 
described  in  the  complaint,  but  avers  that, 
for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  certain  in- 
debtedness incurred  by  him  in  defending 
and  protecting  his  title  to  said  proper- 
ties, said  Noah  8.  Kellogg  conveyed  his 
interests  in  said  properties  to  certain  par- 
ties, the  grantors  of  this  defendant;  that 
all  such  purchases  and  transfers,  as  well 
of  this  defendant  as  its  grantors,  were 
made  for  an  adequate  and  valuable  con- 
sideration, in  good  faith,  without  any 
knowledge  or  information  that  plaintiff 
claimed  any  interest  in  any  portion  of  said 
mining  claims,  or  that  there  was  or  could 
be  any  doubt  of  the  right  of  said  Noah  S. 
Kellogg  to  sell  and  convey  the  same.  An- 
swer further  avers  that  on  the  23d  of  De- 
cember, 1887,  and  while  defendant  was  in 
the  actual  and  peaceable  possession  of 
said  properties  aforesaid,  it  instituted 
proceedings  to  acquire  patent  from  the 
United  States  to  the  said  properties;  that 
all  the  requirements  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  for  the  procuration  of  such 
patent  were  complied  with  by  the  defend- 
ant; and  that  at  no  time  during  the  pe- 
riod prescribed  by  law  was  any  adverse 
claim  filed  against  the  said  application 
of  defendant  by  or  on  the  part  of  the 
plaintiff.  The  Issues  were  tried  before  the 
court  with  a  Jury.  After  the  proofs  on 
the  part  of  the  plaintiff  were  In,  defendant 
moved  for  nonsuit,  which    motion  was  | 


granted  by  the  court,  and  Judgment  of 
dismissal  entered  thereon,  from  which  or- 
der and  Judgment  plaintiff  appeals  to 
this  court.  The  case  is  brought  here  on 
a  bill  of  exceptions,  which  purports  to 
contain  all  of  the  evidence. 

The  plaintiff  makei*  the  following 
assignment  of  errors:  (1)  The  admis- 
sion of  testimony,  against  the  protest 
of  plaintiff,  as  to  the  means  of  sup- 
port of  plaintiff  at  the  time  when  she 
was  supporting  her  mother,  as  shown 
by  folios  192  to  195  of  the  transcript. 
(2)  The  granting  of  the  nonsuit  against 
the  plaintiff  on  motion  of  the  defend- 
ants. (3)  The  refusal  of  the  conrt  to 
allow  plaintiff  to  amend  the  complaint  to 
conform  to  the  proofs  in  the  matter  of 
residence  of  Noah  8.  Kellogg.  (4)  The  re^ 
fusal  of  the  court  to  first  try  the  equitable 
issues. 

As  to  the  first  and  third  assignments  of 
error,  while  the  correctness  of  the  ruling 
of  the  district  court  is,  at  least,  very 
doubtful,  we  think  it  can  hardly  be 
claimed  to  have  been  prejudicial  to  plain- 
tiff, as  the  court  seems  to  have  given  but 
little  consideration  to  the  testimony  ob- 
jected to,  the  admission  of  which  is  as- 
signed as  error,  in  passing  upon  defendant's 
motion  for  nonsuit,  and  we  are  anable  to 
see  wherein  the  amendment  of  the  com- 
plaint at  the  time  it  was  asked  wonld 
have  benefited  plaintiff,  or  the  refusal  in- 
jured her  case. 

The  second  assignment  of  error  raises 
all  the  questions  we  deem  material  in  the 
case,  and  we  will  now  proceed  to  consider 
them.  Counsel  for  defendant  raises  the 
objection  for  the  first  time  in  this  court 
that  the  complaint  does  not  state  facts 
sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  uf  action. 
Conceding  that  such  objection  may  be 
raised  for  the  first  time  in  the  appellate 
court,  still  we  think  the  contention  of 
counsel  cannot  obtain.  It  is  claimed  by 
defendant's  counsel  that  the  complaint  is 
insufficient,  in  that  it  does  not  contain  the 
exceptional  words  of  the  statute  in  defin- 
ing what  is  community  property,  L  e., 
that  it  was  not  obtained  by  **gift,  tie- 
quest,  devise,  or  descent."  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  this  objection  cannot  be 
raised  by  general  demurrer,  but  only  by 
special  demurrer,  for  ambiguity  and  un- 
certainty ;  but  we  think  the  allegation  In 
this  case  sufficient.  Gimmy  v,  Glromy, 
22  Cal.  633;  Gimmy  v.  Doane,  Td.  835; 
Tread  way  v.  Wilder,  8  Nev.  91;  Souter  v. 
Maguire,  78  Cal.  543,  21  Pac.  Rep.  183. 
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The  second  position  of  defendant,  that 
the  complaint  does  not  state  that  the 
community  property  was  nut  chargeable 
with  debts,  Is  not  tenable.  The  complaint 
does  not  state  that  there  are  no  debts 
chanieable  against  "her  [the  p1alntiff*s] 
said  estate.**  If  this  was  not  deemed 
sufficient  by  defendant,  It  should  have 
been  re&ched  either  by  a  special  demurrer 
for  uncertainty,  or  by  motion  to  make 
the  complaint  more  certain.  When  coun- 
sel for  plaintiff  tendered  proof  upon  this 
matter  he  was  interrupted  by  the  court 
and  Informed  that  that  was  a  matter  of 
defense. 

The  third  ground  upon  which  defendant 
asked  a  nonsuit  Is  that  mining  property, 
being  held  under  a  grant  from  the  United 
States,  Is  not  community  property.  This 
proposition  Is  novel,  and  we  have  exam- 
ined all  of  the  authorities  cited  by  counsel 
in  support  of  it  with  much  care;  but  we 
find  ourselyes  unable  to  agree  with  coun- 
sel for  defendant  in  this  contention.  All 
the  cases  cited  by  counsel  in  support  of 
this  proposition  arose  upon  Spanish, 
French,  or  Mexican  grunts,  and  there  Jls, 
in  our  view,  a  manifest  difference  between 
the  grants  referred  to  in  the  authorities 
cited  by  counsel  and  the  general  grant  un- 
dcT  the  mining  laws  of  the  United  States. 
Id  the  former  cases  it  is  always  a  special 
grant  to  the  individual  named,  based  up- 
on grounds  or  considerations  personal  to 
the  grantee,  while  in  the  latter  It  is  a  gen- 
eral grant  to  all  the  citizens,  as  well  as 
those  who  have  declared  their  intention 
to  become  citizens,  of  the  renubllc.  It  id 
BOggestive  that  while  near^  all  the  mining 
properties  in  this  country  have  been  ac- 
quired under  this  general  grant,  this  is  the 
first  time  this  question  has  ever  come  be- 
fcire  our  conrts.  A  further  answer  to  this 
contention  of  defendant  is  found  in  the 
fact  that  the  evidence  in  the  case  shows 
that  Kellogg  acquired  his  interest  in  the 
properties  described  in  the  complaint  by 
purchase,  to-wit,  an  undivided  one-half 
interest  in  the  Bunker  Hill  lode,  and  a 
three-eighths  undivided  interest  in  the 
Richmond  lode,  from  Phillip  O'Rourke,  an 
andivided  one-fourth  interest  in  the  Sul- 
livan lode  from  Con  Sullivan,  and  an  in- 
terest in  the  Fraction  mining  claim  from 
Joseph  Klever. 

The  next  contention  of  the  defendant  In 
support  of  the  nonsuit  is  that  the  statute 
of  Idaho,  under  which,  and  the  amend- 
ments therete,  plaintiff  claims,  is  by  its 
terms  limited  to  a  community  created  in 


the  territory,  or  to  persons  who,  having 
been  married  elsewhere,  come  within  the 
state  and  become  domiciled  there.  Sec« 
tlon  15  of  an  act  entitled  **  An  act  defining 
the  rights  of  husband  and  wife  **  ( Rev.  La  ws 
Idaho  1875,  p.  634)  Is  as  follows:  **The 
rights  of  husband  and  wife  married  in 
this  territory  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
act,  or  married  out  of  this  territory,  but 
who  shall  reside  and  acquire  property 
herein,  shall  also  be  determined  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  with  respect  to  such 
property  as  shall  be  hereafter  acquired, 
unless  so  far  as  such  provisicms  may  be  in 
conflict  with  the  stipulations  of  any  mar- 
riage contract. "  The  domicile  of  the  hus- 
band, as  a  general  rule,  is  the  domicile  of 
the  wife.  Is  there  anything  in  this  act  to 
vary  the  rule  or  work  an  exception  to  it? 
Section  2  of  said  act  is  as  follows:  "All 
property  acquired  after  the  marriage  by 
either  husband  or  wife,  except  such  prop- 
erty as  may  be  acquired  by  gift,  bequest, 
devise,  or  descent,  shall  be  common  prop- 
erty." This  act  takes  from  the  wife  her 
estate  of  dower  in  the  realty  of  which  her 
husband  dies  seised,  which  was  in  no  wise 
affected  by  residence,  and,  if  the  contention 
of  the  defendant  is  correct,  gives  her 
nothing  in  the  place  of  it,  should  she  not 
be  so  fortunate  as  to  be  a  resident  of  the 
state.  When  we  remember  how  very 
many  married  men  there  were  in  Idaho 
whose  wives  were  non-residents  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act;  when  we  re- 
member, to  their  credit,  how  exception- 
ally careful  our  legislatures  have  been  in 
preserving  and  protecting  the  rights  of 
women, — we  are  slow  to  believe  that 
they  ever  intended  to  perpetrate  such  an 
outrage  upon  the  rights  of  married  women 
as  the  construction  of  this  statute  con- 
tended for  by  defendant  would  be.  The 
act,  evidently  and  palpably,  was  intended 
to  apply  to  and  include  "'all  property  ac- 
quired after  marriage  by  either  husband 
or  wife,  except,  **  etc.  The  residence  of  the 
husband  was  the  residence  of  the  com- 
munity, so  far  as  property  rights  were 
concerned. 

The  fifth  ground  upon  which  nonsuit 
was  asked  was  that  there  was  not  suffi- 
cient proof  of  abandonment  by  Kellogg 
of  the  plaintiff's  ancestor  to  support  the 
allegation  thereof.  The  statute  under 
which  plaintiff  claims  is  an  amendment 
to  the  law  of  the  eighth  session  of  the  ter- 
ritorial legislative  assembly  of  Idaho, 
passed  at  the  tenth  session  of  said  legisla- 
tive assembly, and  is  as  follows:  "Section 
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11  be  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Upon 
the  dlBsolntion  of  the  community  by  the 
death  of  the  wife,  the  entire  common  prop- 
erty, without  administration,  shall  be- 
long to  the  sarvlving  husband,  if  he  shall 
not  have  abandoned  and  lived  separate 
and  apart  from  her;  but  if  the  husband 
Rhall  have  abandoned  his  wife,  and  lived 
separate  and  apart  from  her,  the  half  of 
the  common  property,  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  chargeable  to  it,  shall 
be  at  her  testamentary  disposition,  and, 
in  absence  of  such  disposition,  goes  to  her 
descendants  or  heirs  at  law,  exclusive  of 
her  husband,**  etc.  It  will  be  seen  that, 
to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  recover  in  this 
action,  it  is  incumbent  upon  her  to  estab- 
lish that  the  man  Noah  S.  Kellogg  ''aban- 
doned and  lived  separate  and  apart  from 
his  wile."  A  man  may  live  separate  and 
apart  from  his  wife,  and  still  not  "aban- 
don" her,  in  the  sense  that  the  term  Is  used 
in  the  statute,  although  he  could  scarcely 
abandon  her  without  living  separate  and 
apart  from  her.  ''Abandonment,*' in  the 
sense  that  *term  is  used  In  this  statute, 
means,  we  apprehend,  a  total  relinquish- 
ment of  all  marital  rights,  and  a  total  re- 
pudiation of  all  marital  duties,  by  the  hus- 
band. It  islargely  a  question  of  intent.  It 
must  be  voluntary.  An  enforced  absence, 
or  an  absence,  although  voluntary  in  Its 
inception,  yet  prolonged  by  circumstances 
beyond  the  control  of  the  husband,  or  for 
reasons  or  under  circumstances  which  neg- 
ative the  idea  of  his  Intention  to  relin- 
quish his  marital  rights,  or  to  repudiate 
his  marital  obligations,  is  not  an  aban- 
donment under  this  statute.  This  is  un- 
questionably the  sense  in  which  the  term 
was  used  In  the  statute.  The  condition  of 
the  territory  and  its  people  at  the  time 
the  act  was  passed,  as  well  as  the  lan- 
guage of  the  act  itself,  confirms  this  con- 
struction. The  instances  of  men  coming 
to  a  new  mining  country,  and  bringing 
their  wives  with  them  in  the  firstinstance, 
are  exceptional.  Hence  the  language  of 
the  statute,  "abandoned  and  llve4l  sepa- 
rate and  apart  from." 

Does  the  evidence  in  this  case,  as  it  ap- 
pears in  the  record,  support  or  establish 
such  a  case  of  abandonment  as  made  it 
obligatory  upon  the  court  below  to  send 
the  case  to  the  Jury,  or  was  there  such  a 
failure  of  proof  in  this  behalf  as  Justified 
that  court  in  granting  a  nonsuit?  Much 
of  the  evidence  which  appears  In  the  tran- 
script. It  seems  to  us,  is  dehors  the  isinie. 
We  do  not  readily  see  what  the  pecuniary 


condition  of  the  plaintiff  had  to  do  with 
the  question  of  the  abandonment  of  her 
mother  by  Kellogg,  any  more  than  did  her 
physical  or  moral  condition.  All  the  tes- 
timony, we  believe,  except  that  of  the 
plaintiff,  in  regard  to  abandonment.  Is  by 
deposition.  The  case  seems  to  rest  large- 
ly upon  the  testimony  of  the  plaintiff.  In 
fact,  her  testimony  takes  up  48  of  the  66 
pages  of  the  transcript  devoted  to- the  tes- 
timony in  the  case.  We  have  not  the  wit- 
ness before  us,  as  the  district  court  had, 
but  her  evidence,  as  it  appears  to  as  In  the 
record,  is  more  remarkable  for  crispness 
of  reply  than  for  frankness  of  expression 
or  lucidity  of  narrative.  She  states  that 
her  mother  and  Noah  S.  Kellogg  were  liv- 
ing together  as  man  and  wife  at  Dayton, 
Washington  Territory,  (now  state,)  in  Oc- 
tober, 1878;  that  about  the  10th  of  that 
month  she  received  a  telegram  from  Kel- 
logg, that  his  wife,  the  mother  of  the 
plaintiff,  was  very  ill,  and  if  she  wished  to 
see  her  alive  to  come  at  once.  In  response 
to  the  telegram,  plaintiff  went  at  once  to 
Dayton;  found  her  mother,  the  wife  of 
Kellogg,  suffering  from  a  stroke  of  paraly- 
sis. From  the  evidence  it  appears  that 
Kellogg  was  at  that  time  not  only  in  very 
straitened  circumstances,  but  was  also  in 
poor  health,  although  the  plaintiff,  when 
pressed  in  regard  to  these  matters,  upon 
cross-examination,  seems  to  emulate  the 
secretive  peculiarity  of  the  '  well-known 
Puget  sound  bivalve:  but  the  fact  Is  testi- 
fied to  by  Mrs.  Josephine  Ward,  a  sister  of 
the  plaintiff  and  a  witness  on  her  behalf. 
It  seems  that,  shortly  after  the  arrival  of 
the  plaintiff  at  Dayton,  her  sister,  Mrs. 
Josephine  Ward,  also  came  there,  and  the 
two  sisters  remained  until  Kellogg  left,  in 
February,  1879.  When  we  look  Into  the 
testimony  of  the  plaintiff  to  ascertain 
what  were  the  circumstances  under  which 
Kellogg  left,  we  meet  with  such  a  petulant 
exhibition  of  female  asperity  as  renders 
the  testimony  of  this  witness  most  dis- 
tressingly unsatisfactory,  as  instance:  In 
the  transcript  appears  the  following,  upon 
cross-examination  of  plaintiff:  "Question. 
He  went  away  leaving  her  with  you  in 
Dayton?  Answer.  He  did.  Q.  What  was 
the  understanding  between  you  and  him 
about  that,  if  any?  A.  There  was  no 
particular  understanding.  Q.  What  was 
said  about  It?  A.  There  wasn't  very  much 
said  about  it,  if  anything.  Q.  \  want  to 
know  what  was  said.  A.  I  don't  know 
that  there  was  anything  said.  Q.  Did  he 
say  he  was  going  away?    A.  He  said  he 
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was  golDff  away,  and  he  went.  Q.  Didn't 
he  talk  with  yoa  aboai  it,— Kive  any  reason 
for  It?  A.  He  said  he  was  soing  away  to 
work.  Q.  Where  did  he  say  he  was  going? 
A.  He  didn't  say.  Q.  Did  he  give  any 
other  reason?  A.  He  did  not."  Farther 
on,  to  a  questifin  on  cross-examination, 
the  plaintiff  states:  ''Answer.  He  told  me 
that  he  was  going- away,  but  he  didn't 
tell  me  where  he  was  icoing  to,  or  what  he 
was  going  to  do.  Question.  IfVas  there  any 
other  conversation  about  his  leaving  than 
that?  A.  I  don't  think  there  was  any  be- 
tween Mr.  Kellogg  and  myself.  Q.  Did 
you  ever  make  an  affidavit  In  this  case  at 
the  time  that  an  application  was  made  for 
a  receiver?  A.  I  did.  Q.  I  will  ask  yon 
if  you  did  not  state  in  that  affidavit  that 
about  the  1st  of  February,  1870,  the  said 
NoahS.  Kellogg  abandoned  the  mother  of 
deponent,  and  stated,  upon  his  departure, 
to  deponent,  that  he  was  badly  In  debt, 
and  could  do  the  family  no  good  by  re- 
maining home,  and  that  he  would  let  de- 
ponent hear  from  him.  Did  you  so  state? 
A.  Is  that  my  affidavit?  Q.  You  are  here 
to  say,— Is  It  or  isn't  it?  Did  you  make 
that  affidavit,  I  am  asking  you.  A.  I  cer- 
tainly expected  him  to  do  something  for 
her,  and  I  certainly  expected  to  hear  from 
him,  and  I  think  he  made  some  such  state- 
ment that  I  would  hear  from  him.  Q.  I 
asked  you  a  while  ago  if  he  made  any 
statement  of  his  condition  and  circum- 
stances, and  you  said  he  did  not.  A.  I 
don't  remember  of  his  ever  saying  any- 
thing about  being  In  debt.  I  think  be  was 
in  debt;  I  aon't  know.  Q.  Did  you  ever 
make  any  such  affidavit  as  this:  that  he 
was  heavily  in  debt,  and  could  do  the  fam- 
ily no  good  by  remaining  home?  A.  I 
might  have  said  so,  but  I  don't  remember 
clearly.  Q.  Isn't  It  a  fact,  and  Isn't  it 
within  your  knowledge,  that  he  was  at 
that  time  Involved  In  debt,  and  didn't  he 
BO  state  to  you,  that  he  was  badly  in* 
volved  in  debt,  and  that  he  couldn't  earn 
anything  there  for  the  support  of  his  wife, 
and  that  he  had  better  go  away,  and  you 
would  take  charge  of  his  wife?  A.  I  cer- 
tainly had  some  such  agreement  with  Mr. 
Kellogg,  and  he  certainly  made  some  such 
remark,  that  he  would  go  away,  and  that 
If  he  made  money  he  would  send  It  to  me, 
but  he  didn't  tell  me  where  he  was  going, 
and  he  never  sent  me  the  money."  And 
yet  It  Is  in  the  record,  and  admitted  by  her 
counsel  on  the  argument  here,  that  Kel- 
logg did  send  her  deeds  for  lots  at  Medical 
lake,  from  which    she    realised  at  least 


$300;  and,  from  aught  that  appears  In  the 
record,  that  Is  all  Kellogg  ever  earned,  be- 
yond his  living,  from  the  time  of  his  de- 
parture from  Dayton,  in  February,  1879, 
to  the  time  of  the  death  of  his  wife,  in  Ju- 
ly, 1886. 

As  another  evidence  of  the  uncertain  and 
unnatisfactory  character  of  the  plaintiff's 
testimony,  we  quote  the  following,  from 
her  cross-examination,  as  it  appears: 
"Question.  I  will  ask  the  question  now 
whether  she  contributed  during  the  time 
she  was  there  to  the  support  of  the  family 
as  well  as  after  the  time  that  Mr.  Kellogg 
left.  Answer.  I  contributed  to  the  sup- 
port of  my  mother  after  Mr.  Kellogg  left. 
Q.  Did  you  contribute  anything  b^ore? 
A.  No,  sir.  Q.  So  that  the  only  expense 
that  you  were  to  was  on  your  own  ac- 
count during  the  time  he  remained  there? 
A.  He  did  not  remain  very  long.  Q.  Well, 
we  know  about  the  length  of  time.  Dur- 
ing that  time  he  supported  the  family  him- 
self? A.  He  did  not  during  all  the  time 
before  he  left.  Q.  If  he  didn't,  who  did  ? 
A.  I  think  that  I  took  complete  charge 
not  over  a  month  after  I  went  there,  and 
after  that  I  supported  the  family.  Mr. 
Kellogg  was  there  several  months  after- 
wards. " 

I  have  quoted  somewhat  extensively 
from  the  testimony  of  this  witnesH,  be- 
cause hers  Is  the  only  testimony  in  the 
record  which  bears  directly  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  abandonment.  Mrs.  Josephine 
Ward,  a  sister  of  the  plaintiff,  who,  al- 
though she  refused  to  be  joined  as  a  plain- 
tiff in  the  action,  appears  as  a  witness  on 
behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  when  interrogated 
by  the  counsel  for  plaintiff  (by  deposition) 
as  to  the  circumstances  under  which  Kel- 
logg left  his  wife  in  February,  1879,  also 
emulates  the  mollusk  before  referred  to, 
and  replies:  **I  refuse  to  answer  further, 
or  give  circumstances."  Why  counsel  did 
not  press  her  further  upon  this  point,  we 
do  not  know.  Perhaps  his  experience  had 
taught  him  the  verity  of  the  old  distich: 

**  When  a  woman  will,  she  will. 
You  may  depend  on't; 
And  when  she  won't,  she  won't. 
And  there's  an  end  on't " 

We  get  a  little  light  upon  this  matter 
from  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Fernando  Mil- 
ler, a  witness  on  behalf  of  plaintiff,  who 
says,  "After  Kellogg  left  [Dayton]  I  think 
I  had  a  conversation  with  plaintiff.  She 
was  in  my  store,  and  I  asked  where  Kel- 
logg had  gone.  She  said  she  did  not  know 
or  care,  and  that  Josie,  her  sister,  had 
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told  him  to  'git,'  or  Bonie  each  expression. 
I  met  plaintiff  a  few  days  ago  in  Tacoma. 
She  told  me  Kellogg  claimed  that  he  had 
sent  her  deeds  to  property  somewhere. 
Don't  know  as  she  said  he  had  sent  them. 
Bald,  If  he  did  send  them,  they  were  worth- 
less.^ The  plaintiff  testifies:  **!  never 
learned  from  Mr.  Kellogg  where  they  [the 
deeds]  came  from.  Mr.  Kellogg  never  told 
me  that  he  sent  the  deeds. "  And  this  Is 
repeated  again  and  again  by  the  plaintiff, 
not  in  the  same  language,  bat  to  the  snme 
purport  and  effect;  and  yet  the  plaintiff 
testifies,  In  her  examination  in  chief,  that 
she  received,  "I  don't  think,**  to  use  her 
own  language,  **  over  three  hundred  dol- 
lars for  the  whole  thing; "  referring  to  the 
property  at  Medical  lake. 

As  before  stated,  the  only  evidence  In 
the  record  bearing  directly  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  abandonment  (for  we  do  not  con- 
sider proof  of  mere  absence  evidence  of 
abandonment)  Is  that  of  the  plaintiff 
She  testifies  in  her  own  behalf.  She  If^ 
playing  for  a  large  stake.  She  has  every- 
thing to  gain,  and  nothing  to  lose.  She  \» 
even  unsupported  by  that  sister,  who  was 
a  co-worker  In  the  support  of  their  inva- 
lid mother,  and  under  whose  roof  the  poor 
old  invalid  spent  the  last  years  of  her  af- 
flicted life,  after  having  been  hawked 
about  the  territory  of  Washington  from 
poor-house  to  poor-house  for  years;  and 
this  the  plaintiff  calls  supporting  her,— 
such  support,  we  should  say,  as  Lear  re- 
ceived from  his  pelican  daughters;  and  It 
is  upon  such  testimony  that  the  court  is 
asked  to  wrest  from  innocent  purchasers, 
for  value,  property  which  the  plaintiff  es- 
timates at  millions  of  dollars  In  value. 
Every  witness,  including  the  plaintiff, 
who  testified  upon  the  subject,  states  that 
up  to  the  time  of  his  departure  in  Febru- 
ary, 1879,  Kellogg  and  his  wife  had  always 
lived  happily  together.  It  may  be  that  a 
man  possessed  of  the  ordinary  instincts 
of  humanity,  not  brutalized  by  debasing 
habits,  or  the  Indulgence  of  a  vicious  ap- 
petite, would,  after  having  lived  for  years 
happily  with  a  woman,  borne  with  her 
the  vicissitudes  incident  to  a  life  in  this 
country.  It  may  be  that  such  a  man  would 
without  other  excuse  than  the  failure  of 
her  health  willfully  abandon  the  wife  he 
had  solemnly  pledged  himself  to  support 
and  maintain.  I  say  such  a  thing  might 
be,  for  the  vaearies  of  the  human  heart 
and  human  affections  are  beyond  compu- 
tation or  estimation ;  but  before  we  can 
make  such  a  conclusion  the  basts  of  Judi- 


cial action,  at  least  to  the  extent,  and  en- 
tailing the  consequences,  Involved  In  this 
case,  we  must  have  better  assurance  than 
Is  afforded  by  the  evidence  In  this  record. 
The  Judgment  and  order  of  the  district 
court  are  affirmed.

ON   REHEARING. 

(Dec.  21,  1891.) 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  petition 
for  a  rehearing  filed  In  this  case,  as  well 
as  the  authorities  cited  therein.  More- 
over, we  have  again  gonecarefuUy  through 
the  record,  and  the  result  of  our  labors 
has  been  to  confirm  us  In  the  opinion  here- 
tofore filed  In  this  case.  We  note  the  ref- 
erence of  counsel  to  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of 
this  state  In  regard  to  trial  by  Jury ;  bot 
counsel  must  be  aware  that  the  non-ap- 
plicability  of  those  provisions  to  the  ques- 
tion here  under  consideration  is  no  longer 
a  mooted  question  in  this  country.  The 
right  of  the  legislature  to  confer  upon  the 
courts  the  power  to  grant  nonsuits  in  cer- 
tain cases  has  been  too  long  and  too  gen- 
erally conceded  to  now  be  questioned. 
Section  4.S54,  subd.  5,  Rev.  Ht.  Idaho, 
provides  that  the  court  may  grant  a  non- 
suit, ''upon  motion  of  the  defendant, 
when,  upon  the  trial,  the  plaintiff  falls  to 
prove  a  sufficient  case  for  the  Jury."  In 
the  federal  courts  of  the  United  States  a 
compulsory  nonsuit  cannot  be  granted, 
but  the  same  result  is  reached  through  a 
peremptory  instruction  to  the  Jury.  In 
the  case  of  Schuchardt  v.  Aliens,  1  Wall. 
359,  cited  In  petition,  the  court  says: 
**  Whenever  the  evidence  Is  not  legally  suffi- 
cient to  warrant  a  recovery,  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  court  to  instruct  the  Jury  accord- 
ingly.** It  has  been  repeatedly  held  by 
the  supreme  courts  of  California  and  other 
states  whose  statutes  are  similar  to  those 
of  Idaho  that  the  granting  of  a  nonsuit  is 
a  question  of  law.  The  doctrine  that,  if 
there  is  even  a  seiutWa  of  evidence,  the 
case  must  go  to  the  Jury,  Is  exploded ;  and 
in  good  time,  if  courts  are  to  be  consid- 
ered as  tribunals  where  the  law  Is  admin- 
istered in  Justice.  Mr.  Proffat,ln  hie  work 
on  Jury  Trial,  (section  107,)  says:  **The 
principle  is  well  established,  in  legal  in- 
vestigation, that  the  court  Is  to  decide 
upon  the  law,  the  Jury  upon  the  facts: 
and.  acting  upcm  this  principle.  It  would 
seem    to  be   within  the  province  of  the 
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coort,  when  the  plaintiff's  evidence  ia  eab- 
mitted,  and  not  controverted  by  the  de- 
fendant, to  decide  on  the  safflclency  of  the 
evidence,  and  to  order  a  nonsuit  when  the 
evidence  has  failed  to  Rive  the  plaintiff  a 
riacht  to  recover.**  In  Pratt  v.  Hull,  13 
Johns.  334,  the  court  says:  '^This  must 
be  a  power  vested  In  the  court.  It  results 
necessarily  from  their  being  the  judges  of 
the  law  of  the  case  when  no  facts  are  in 
dispute. "  Say  the  supreme  court  of  Con- 
necticut in  Nauftatuck  R.  Co.  v.  Water- 
bnry  B.  Co.,  24  Conn.  46S:  "The  Jury  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  relevancy  and 
materiality  of  evidence,  nor  with  infer- 
ences of  law  from  facts  fully  established 
or  noc  denied."  The  supreme  court  of 
Maryland  (Belt  v.  Marriott,  9  Gill,  831) 
held  that  whenever  the  testimony  ad- 
duced by  eit*ber  party  *'is  so  light  and  in- 
conclusive that  no  rational,  well -con- 
structed mind  can  infer  from  it  the  fact 
which  it  is  offered  to  establish,  it  is  the 
doty  of  the  court,  when  applied  to  for 
that  purpose,  to  instruct  the  Jury  that 
there  is  no  evidence  before  them  to  war- 
rant their  finding  the  fact  thus  attempted 
to  be  proved. "  Say  the  supreme  court  of 
Maine,  in  Connor  v.  Giles,  76  Me.  182; 
"There  is  no  practical  or  logical  difference 
between  no  evidence  and  evidence  with- 
out legal  weight.  There  is  no  object  in 
permitting  a  Jury  to  find  a  verdict 
which  a  court  would  set  aside  as  often 
as  found."  We  believe  the  true  rule,  and 
that  which  now  finds  very  general  recog- 
nition, to  be  that  where  the  evidence  is 
sacb  that  the  trial  court  would,  In  the 
event  of  a  verdict  thnreon,  feel  compelled 
to  set  it  aside,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court 
to  take  the  case  from  the  Jury.  Nor  do 
we  think  trial  courts  are,  or  will  be,  over 
anxious  to  assume  this  responsibility. 
Our  experience  is  to  the  contrary.  The 
supreme  court  of  MisHourl  administer  an 
expressive  rebuke  to  the  trial  courts  of 
that  state  for  the  exhibition  of  weakness 
they  give  in  submitting  to  Juries  cases  in 
which  a  verdict  ought  not  to  stand  if 
rendered  for  the  plaintiff.  It  will  be 
found  in  nearly  all  the  cases  upon  this 
question  that  the  decisions  have  been  pred- 
'cated  largely  upon  the  facts  of  each  in- 
flividual  case.  The  circumstances  of  this 
case  are  peculiar.  The  plaintiff  is  seeking 
to  recover  a  large  amount  of  property, 
valned  by  her  at  millions,  and  this  recov- 
ery Is  sought  against  third  parties,  inno- 
cent purchasers  for  value.  It  is  sought 
under  a  statute  punitive  in  its  character. 


Surely,  under  such  circumstances,  the 
plaintiff  ought,  at  least,  to  make  a  prlmu 
facie  cane;  but,  as  we  have  before  stated, 
the  only  evidence  In  the  case  which  goes 
directly  to  the  question  of  abandonment 
is  the  testimony  of  the  plaintiff;  and  she 
not  only  contradicts  herself,  but  is  con- 
tradicted by  her  own  witnesses;  and  it 
requires  no  "reading  between  the  lines," 
as  counsel  intimated,  to  satisfy  the  court 
of  these  facts.  As  to  the  animus  on  the 
part  of  plaintiff  or  her  conduct  on  the  wit- 
ness stand,  this  court  has  only  the  record 
to  Judge  from.  It  would  serve  no  good 
purpose  for  the  court  to  again  review  the 
testimony.  We  have  examined  the  case 
with  all  the  care  it  is  possible  fur  us  to 
bestow,  and  our  conclusion  is  that  the 
petition  for  a  rehearing  should  be  denied, 
and  it  is  so  ordered.

In  an  action  by  P.  to  recover  from  defendant, 
who,  as  sheriff,  had  seized  and  sold  590  sacks  or 
wheat  of  the  said  crop  of  1890  under  a  foreclos- 
ure of  said  chattel  mortgage,  ?ield,  that  under 
the  statutes  of  Idaho  said  chattel  mortgage  was 
a  valid   lien  upon  said  crop,  and  any  rights  ac- 

?.uired  thereto  from  D.  subsequent  to  the  record- 
bg  of  said  chattel  mortgage  were  subject  there- 
to.

2.  Vrhere,  in  an  action  of  claim  and  delivery, 
the  evidence  shows  that  the  ownership  of  the 
property  was  the  onlv  issue,  an  allegation  in  the 
complaint  that  the  plaintiff  was  the  owner  of  and 
entitled  to  the  property  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
mencement of  the  suit  is  sufficient  after  verdict.

HuBTON,  J.  This  is  an  action  of  claim 
and  delivery,  brought  by  the  plaintiff 
ngalnstthe  defendant  for  the  possession  of 
590  sacks  of  wheat.  The  facts  as  they  ap- 
pear in  the  record  are  as  follows:  On  the 
jst  day  of  October,  1889.  one  James  F. 
Davidson  leased  of  C.  A.  H.  Glogaw  a  cer- 
tain ranch  situated  in  Latah  county,  Ida- 
ho, for  the  term  of  three  years  from   the 


1st  day  of  November,  lHf<9,  at  a  rental  of 
one-third  of  the  crop  or  yield  therefrom. 
That  on  the  28th  day  of  January,  1890, 
said  James  F.  Davidson,  to  secure  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  of  $518,  evidenced  by 
three  promissory  notes  made  by  said  Dar 
vidson,  executed  and  delivered  to  M.  J. 
Shields  A:  Co.  a  chattel  mortgage  upon 
''the  crop  of  wheat  that  may  be  sown  and 
grown  for  the  year  1890  upon  that  certain 
piece  or  parcel  of  land  lying  and  being  in 
the  county  of  Latah,  territory  of  Idaho." 
etc.,  describing  the  same  land  described  in 
and  covered  by  the  lease  from  Glogaw 
to  Davidson,  which  chattel  mortgage  was 
duly  acknowledged  and  recorded  In  the 
recorder's  office  of  said  Latah  county  on 
the  4th  day  of  February,  1890.  Default 
having  been  made  in  the  condl|;ions  of  said 
chattel  mortgage,  the  mortgagee  proceed- 
ed to  foreclose  the  same,  by  delivering  to 
the  defendant  herein — at  that  time  sheriff 
of  Latah  county^an  affidavit  and  notice 
as  required  by  statute,  and  directing  him 
to  take  into  his  possession  the  property 
described  in  said  chattel  mortgage,  and 
sell  the  same  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law.  The  defendant,  by  virtue  of  said 
notice  and  affidavit,  took  the  property 
described  in  the  mortgage  into  his  posses- 
sion, advertised  and  sold  the  same.  On 
the  23d  day  of  October,  1890,  the  plalntflT 
instituted  his  action  of  claim  and  delivery 
by  filing  a  complaint  and  issuance  of  sum- 
mons, to  which  complaint  defendant  filed 
a  general  demurrer,  which  demurrer  was 
overruled  by  the  court,  and  the  action  of 
the  court  therein  is  assigned  as  error. 
The  case  was  tried  to  a  Jury,  and  a  ver- 
dict was  rendered  in  favor  of  plaintiff. 
Defendant  moved  for  new  trial,  which  mo- 
tion was  overruled  by  the  district  judge, 
and  Judgment  was  entered  in  favor  of 
the  plaintiff  and  against  the  defendant, 
from  which  Judgment  and  order  defendant 
appeals. 

The  appellant  specifies  24  errors  in  his 
assignment.  We  shall  consider  and  pass 
upon  such  only  as  we  deem  ma  terlal  to 
the  settlement  of  the  law  of  the  case.  The 
plaintiff  predicates  his  right  to  recover  in 
this  case  upon  a  certain  writing  executed 
by  James  F.  Davidson  to  plaintiff  on  the 
1st  day  of  March,  1890,  and  which  ap- 
pears in  the  record,  as  follows:  "March 
the  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety. 
This  is  to  certify  that  James  F.  Davidson 
has  subleased  the  Glogaw  ranch  to  Joseph 
H.  Pierce,  and  he  agrees  to  fulfill  the  agree- 
ment stated  on  the  other  side,  with  Glo- 
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iraw,  for  the  year  1890  to  December,  1890. 
[ssignedj  Jambs  F.  Davidson.  In  wit- 
neMB:  J.  H.  Henley.  Witoess:  G.  W. 
Kirk."  This  wrItinKt  it  appears,  was  In- 
dorsed on  the  lease  from  Glogawto  Da- 
vidson, and  purports  to  have  been  execut- 
ed on  March  1,1890.  Plaintiff  testifies :  '*I 
bargained  for  the  place  at  the  mill  on  the 
2d  day  of  October,  1889.  I  made  a  con- 
tract to  take  the  land  off  his  [Davidson's] 
liands  ]ast  as  he  had  taken  it  from  Gloga  w, 
— a  verbal  agreement  between  him  and 
Glogaw.  I  moved  on  the  place  the  3d  day 
of  October,  1889."  G.  W.  Kirk,  a  witness 
called  by  plaintiff,  and  who  was  the  at- 
testing witness  to  the  execution  of  the 
sublease  from  Davidson  to  plaintiff,  and 
who  was  a  brother-in-law  of  the  plaintiff, 
testifies  that  the  sublease  was  executed  in 
June,  1890.  It  is  true  that  the  plaintiff  at- 
tempts to  impair  the  weight  of  this  wit- 
ness' testimony  subsequently  by  showing 
his  ignorance;  but,  having  selected  him 
as  the  attesting  witness  to  the  instru- 
ment, and  placed  him  on  the  stand  as  a 
witness,  we  think  that  the  plaintiff  is  ee- 
topped  from  disputing  or  impeaching  his 
testimony.  Mra.  J.  F.  Davidson,  wife  of 
James  F.  Davidson,  the  original  lessee 
from  Glogaw,  testifies,  referring  to  the 
lease  and  the  sublease:  "I  have  seen  this 
paper  before.  I  thought  some  of  it  was 
not  here.  It  seems  to  me  that  there  was 
more.  I  saw  it  on  the  Glogaw  ranch, 
when  we  lived  on  the  Glogaw  ranch.  Mr. 
Davidson  had  it,  and  he  gave  it  to  me.  I 
bad  it  up  to  June  28,  1890.  Mr.  Pierce 
came  over  there,  and  Mr.  Davidson  and 
he  called  for  It,  and  of  course  I  had  to  give 
it  up  to  them.  I  gave  it  up  to  them.  Mr. 
Piei-ce  made  some  alteration  in  it,  and  he 
had  me  sign  Mr.  Davidson's  name  to  it. 
It  is  my  hand-writing.  I  did  it  at  Mr. 
Davidson's  and  Mr.  Pierce's  request.  They 
were  both  at  my  house.  *  *  *  Mr. 
Pierce  came  to  our  house.  Mr.  Davidson 
was  out  in  the  bam,  and  he  [Pierce]  went 
out  there,  and  they  came  to  the  house  to- 
gether, and  called  for  the  lease,  and  then 
they  called  for  pen  and  ink,  and  done  the 
writing,  except  signing  Mr.  Davidson's 
name.  Then  they  had  me  sign  Mr.  David- 
son's name  on  the  lease,  [evidently  the 
sublease.]  They  said  to  me,  this :  *ir  I  did 
not  sign  it  the3'  would  settle  ray  coffin  for 
me.'  They  said  that  they  had  done  it  to 
defraud  Mr.  Shields,— to  beat  Mr.  Shields; 
that  was  their  intention.  I  hesitated.  I 
told  them  I  did  not  think  it  was  right.  I 
told  them  I  thought  It  was  a  bad  piece  of 


business.*  It  is  impossible,  it  seems  to 
us,  to  resist  the  force  of  this  testimony. 
Pierce  swears  that  he  made  the  contract, 
as  he  calls  it,  on  the  2d  day  of  October, 

1889,  and  went  into  possession  on  the  4th 
of  that  month.    On  the  28th  of  January, 

1890.  the  mortgage  Is  given  by  Davidson 
to  Shields;  and  Shields  testifies  that  he 
furnished  Davidson  with  wheat  to  seed 
said  ranch,  and  during  all  the  time  from 
October  1, 1889,  to  June  28, 1890,  the  lease 
had  remained  in  the  possession  of  David- 
son. Nothing  Is  said  about  the  sublet- 
ting until  the  28th  of  June,  1890.  The  con- 
clusion, it  seems  to  us,  is  inevitable,  the 
whole  matter  of  the  subletting  or  subleas- 
ing was  an  atter-thought,  and  was  done, 
as  testified  by  Mrs.  Davidson,  ''to  beat 
Mr.  Shields. "  Whatever  interest  plaintiff 
took  in  the  crop  he  took  with  full  notice 
of  the  rights  of  Shields  under  the  chattel 
mortgage,  and  any  rights  he  acquired 
thereto  or  therein  were  subject  to  the 
chattel  mortgage.  The  plaintiff,  introduc- 
ing the  sublease,  himself  establishes  the 
time  when  it  was  made,  to-Wit,  March  1, 
1890, — ^long  subsequent  to  the  execution  of 
the  chattel  mortsrage, — by  his  own  testi- 
mony ;  and  the  testimony  of  Mrs.  David- 
son and  George  Kirk  fix  it  at  a  still  later 
period,  to-wit,  the  28th  of  June,  1890.  The 
plaintiff  tentlfies:  "I  made  a  contract  to 
take  the  land  off  his  hands  )ust  as  he  had 
taken  it  from  Glogaw ;"  but  theleasefrom 
Glogaw  to  Davidson  was  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  while  the  sublease  from  Da- 
vidson to  plaintiff  was  fur  a  term  from 
March  1, 1890,  to  December,  1890. 

The  first  error  urged  by  appellant  is 
raised  by  the  demurrer  to  the  complaint, 
and  is  to  the  effect  that  it  does  not  appear 
from  the  complaint  that  the  plaintiff  was 
in  possession  of  or  entitled  to  the  posses- 
sion of  the  property  in  dispute  on  the  20th 
day  of  October,  1890,— the  date  of  the  al- 
leged unlawful  taking.  We  think  this  ob- 
jection is  too  technical.  The  complaint 
alleges  that  on  the  21st  day  of  October, 
1800,  the  plaintiff  ''was  the  owner  of  and 
entitled  to  "the  property  in  question;  that 
on  the  20th  day  of  October,  1890,  the  defend- 
ant wrongfully  took  the  same;  that  on 
the  23d  day  of  October,  1890,  and  **  before 
the  commencement  of  this  action,  said 
plaintiff  demanded  of  defendant  the  pos- 
session thereof. "  We  think  this  sufficient, 
as  It  manifestly  appears  by  the  allegation 
of  the  complaint  Ihat  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  suit  the  property  in  die- 
pate  was  In  possession  of  the  plaintiff; 
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that  defendant  wrongcfally  took  it  from 
his  possession ;  and  that  he  demanded  its 
reHtoration.  We  think  this  disposes  of 
the  second  allegation  of  error. 

In  the  case  of  Gaynor  v.  Blewitt,  (Wis.) 
34  N.  W.  Rep.  726,  the  nonsuit  was  grant- 
ed **  because  of  the  failure  of  the  plaintiff 
to  show  himself  entitled  to  the  posses- 
sion. '*  It  is  true  that  the  right  of  posses- 
sion does  not  always  follow  as  a  necessa- 
ry incident  nf  ownership,  as  seems  to 
have  been  the  case  of  Gaynor  ▼.  Blewitt; 
but  in  this  case,  as  shown  by  the  evidence, 
the  right  of  possession  was  a  necessary 
incident  of  ownership.  The  ownership  of 
the  property  in  question  was  really  the 
only  issue  tried,  and  this,  an  examination 
of  the  authorities,  we  think,  will  show  is 
the  t<rue  criterion.  Gaynor  v.  Blewitt, 
(Wis.)  34  N.  W.  Rep.  726;  Britt  v.  Aylett, 
62  Amer.  Dec.  283;  Alden  v.  Carver,  81 
Amer.  Dec.  480 ;  Berthold  v.  Fox,  97  Amer. 
Dec.  243. 

The  third  assignment  of  error  urged  by 
the  appellant  is  the  insufficiency  of  the 
description  of  the  property  in  the  com- 
plaint. The  only  description  of  the  prop- 
erty in  the  complaint  is  *'flve  hundred  and 
ninety  sacks  of  wheat."  A  description 
of  the  property  is  sufficient  if  it  will  ena- 
ble a  third  person,  aided  by  inquiries  sug- 
gested by  Che  instrument,  to  Identify  the 
property.  We  do  not  think  the  descrip- 
tion in  this  case  conies  within  this  rule. 
The  description  ''five  hundred  and  ninety 
sacks  of  wheat**  is  too  slight  in  any  case, 
under  almost  any  circumstances;  but  in 
a  country  where  whole  acres,  at  the  sea- 
son of  the  year  when  this  suit  was  insti- 
tuted, are  covered  with  sacks  of  wheat  of 
uniform  dimensions  and  appearance,  it 
conveys  virtually  no  information,  and 
suggests  nothing  upon  which  an  inquiry 
could  be  predicated.  In  the  action  of 
replevin,  or  claim  and  delivery,  under  the 
Code,  it  is  the  identical  property  which  is 
sought  to  be  recovered,  and  the  fact  that 
a  party  may  have  a  Judgment  for  the 
value  in  case  the  property  cannot  be  re- 
turned, does  not  avoid  or  render  less  nec- 
essary a  sufficient  description  of  the  prop- 
erty In  the  complaint.  Welch  v.  Smith, 
45ral.  231;  Wells,  Repl.  §§  169-173;  Lock- 
hart  V.  Little,  (S.  C.)  »  S.  E.  Rep.  611;  Ste- 
vens V.  Osmau,  1  Mich.  92. 

The  next  error  urged  by  the  appellant  is 
the  refusal  of  the  court  to  give  the  fol- 
lowing instructions  to  the  Jury:  **A 
mortgage  on  personal  property,  not 
owned,  but  to  be  subsequently  acquired, 


by  the  mortgagor,  is  good  against  bira 
and  all  claiming  under  him. "  While  we 
believe  this  instruction  correctly  stateb 
the  law,  we  think  the  court  gave  it  in  sub- 
stance in  his  charge. 

The  objection  to  the  verdict  is  well  taken. 
Had  the  description  in  the  complaint  been 
sufficient,  the  verdict  might  stand,  but«  as 
the  verdict  refers  to  **  the  personal  proper- 
ty described  in  the  complaint,"  and  the 
description  in  the  complaint  is  fatally  de- 
fective, the  verdict  is*  not  aided  thereby. 
The  same  objection  obtains  as  to  the 
Judgment. 

The  chattel  mortgage  of  Davidson  to 
Shields  &  Co.  was  a  valid  lien  upon  the 
crop  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  sub- 
lease by  Davidson  to  plaintiff,  and  any 
rights  acquired  by  the  latter  under  the 
sublease  were  subject  to  the  lien  of  the 
chattel  mortgage,  of  which  plaintiff  had 
notice.  Mitchell'  v.  Winslow,  2  Story. 
644;  Grand  Forks  Nat.  Bank  v.  Minneap- 
olis &  N.  Elevator  Co.,  (Dak.)  48  N.  W. 
Rep.  808;  Ludlum  v.  Rothchild,  (Minn.)  43 
N.  W.  Rep.  139. 

The  instructions  given  to  thejury  by  the 
court  we  think  give  substantially  the  law 
of  the  case,  but  the  Jury  seems  to  have 
paid  as  little  regard  to  them  as  to  the  evi- 
dence. The  Judgment  of  the  district  court 
is  reversed ;  the  case  is  remanded  to  the 
district  court,  with  directions  to  enter 
Judgment  for  the  defendant,  with  coats 
of  both  courts.

Huston,  J.  This  is  an  action  by  the 
plaintiffs  to  recover  f  1,000  damages  for 
the  unlawful  conversion  by  the  defend- 
ants of  wheat  and  barley  upon  which 
plaintiffs  held  a  chattel  mortgage.  The 
complaint  alleges  the  execution  and  deliv- 
ery by  the  defendant  Davidson  to  the 
plaintiffs  on  the  28th  day  of  January,  1890, 
of  a  certain  chattel  mortgage  to  secure 
the  payment  of  certain  promissory  notes 
theretofore  executed  by  said  Davidson  to 
tbe  plaintiffs,  and  then  owned  and  held  by 
them.  The  chattel  mortgage  then  cov- 
ered the  following  described  property,  to- 
wit:  "The  crop  of  wheat  and  barley  that 
may  be  sown  and  grown  for  the  year  1N90 
upon  that  certain  piece  or  parcel  of  land 
lying  and  being  in  the  said  county  of  Nes 
Peixres,  territory  of  Idaho,  and  particularly 
described  as  follows,  to-wit:  *The  north- 
west quarter  of  section  twenty-three, 
township  thirty -seven  north,  of  range  five 
W.,  B.M.,  known  as  the  "Richard  Ruddy 
Ranch.**'  All  the  said  property  being 
now  in  the  possession  of  the  said  first 
party,  in  the  county  and  territory  afore- 
said, and  free  from  all  incumbrances.** 
The  mortgage  Is  in  the  form  required  by 
tlie  statute,  containing  usual  provisions 
IS  to  f'iroclosure  and  sale  in  case  of  de- 
fault, and  provides  for  an  attorney's  fee 
of  $150,  and  other  expenses,  in  case  of  fore- 
closure, and  was  duly  acknowledged, 
sworn  to  by  mortgagors,  and  recorded  In 
the  proper  office  of  said  county  of  Nes  Per- 
ces  on  January  29. 1890.  Complaint  charges 
fraud  and  conspiracy  on  the  part  of  de- 
fendants, with  intent  and  for  the  purpose 
of  cheating,  wronging,  and  defrauding 
plaintiffs,  by  means  of  which  conspiracy  an 
arrangement  was  made  between  said  de- 
fendants whereby  said  crop  of  wheat  and 
barley  was  to  be  harvested,  threshed,  and 
sold  by  defendant  Ruddy,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  to  be  divided  between  de- 
fendants, to  the  exclusion  of  plaintiffs,  and 
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In  abnegation  of  their  rights  under  their 
aaid  chattel  mortgage.  The  complaint 
charges  that  in  pursaance  of  said  conspir- 
acy said  defendant  Ruddy  had  said  wheat 
and  barley  threshed  and  sacked,  amount- 
ing to  about  1,000  saclcs  of  wheat  and 
about  500  sacks  of  barley,  and  fraudulent- 
ly sold  and  conveyed  the  same  to  the  use 
of  the  defendants.  Complaint  avers  the 
non-consent,  in  writing  or  otherwise,  of 
the  plaintiffs  to  the  sale  of  said  wheat  or 
barley,  or  any  portion  of  either;  avers 
the  value  to  be  f  1,000,  and  that  demand 
was  made  for  name  prior  to  commence- 
ment of  suit.  The  answer  admits  partner- 
ship of  plaintiffs,  execution  of  notes  and 
chattel  mortgage,  and  non-payment,  as 
charged  in  complaint;  denies  all  other  al- 
legations of  complaint  except  value.  An- 
swer avers  execution  by  defendant  Ruddy 
on  October  1, 1889,  to  defendant  Davidson, 
of  a  lease  of  the  premises  aforementioned. 
Entry  by  Davidson  under  said  lease, 
which  lease  was  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
and  Ib  in  the  words  and  figures  following, 
to-wit : 

"Lease.  Richard  Ruddy  to  J.  F.  David- 
son. This  indenture,  made  this  first  day 
of  October,  1889,  between  Richard  Ruddy, 
of  the  town  of  Genesee,  Idaho  terri- 
tory, party  of  the  first  part,  and  J.  F. 
Davidson,  of  Genesee,  Idaho  territory, 
party  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth  that 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  and 
In  consideration  of  the  covenants  herein- 
after mentioned  and  reserved  on  the  part 
of  the  second  party,  has  let,  and  by  these 
presents  doth  grant,  remise,  and  let,  unto 
the  said  second  party,  his  executors,  ad- 
ministrators, and  assigns,  all  that  parcel 
of  land  situated  in  the  county  of  Nez  Per- 
cps  and  territory  of  Idaho  described  as 
follows,  via.:  'TheN.  W.  3(  of  section  23, 
Tp.  87  N.,  range  5  W.,  B.  m.,  containing 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  more  or  less :' 
To  have  and  hold  the  said  premises,  with 
appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  unto 
the  said  second  party,  his  executors,  ad- 
ministrators, and  assigns,  for  the  terra  of 
one  year  from  the  first  day  of  October, 
1S89,  to  the  first  day  of  October,  1890,  at 
a  yearly  rental  of  one- third  of  all  grain 
raised  upon  said  premises,  delivered  in 
sacks  at  threshing-mnchlne;  said  grain  to 
be  well  sacked,  said  first  party  furnishing 
sacks  for  his  one-third  of  the  grain.  And 
said  second  party  by  these  preHsnts  cove- 
nants and  agrees  to  plow  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres,  or  the  entire  tract  heretofore 
described,  and  put  the  same  in  a  good  con- 


dition to  receive  the  seed ;  the  same  to  be 
sown  in  wheat,  oats,  or  barley,  the 
amount  of  which  to  be  governed  by  the 
condition  of  land  to  receive  grain  at  time 
of  seeding.  Said  first  party,  however,  re- 
serves the  right  to  seed  said  ground,  pro- 
vided the  said  second  party  fail  to  do  the 
same  in  good  season.  Said  second  party 
is  to  put  out  squirrel  poison  in  the  spring, 
and  use  his  best  efforts  to  exterminate  the 
pests  on  said  premises.  Said  first  party 
reserves  the  right  to  use  the  fields  for  past- 
ure for  his  stock  after  the  grain  is  har- 
vested, and  also  therightto  feed  thestraw 
upon  the  ground.  The  said  second  party 
is  to  stack  the  straw  in  a  workman-Uke 
manner,  and  hold  same  subject  to  the  or- 
der of  said  first  party.  Said  second  party 
is  to  keep  all  buildings  and  fences  in  good 
repair;  and  it  is  hereby  understood  and 
agreed  that  at  the  expiration  of  this  lease 
the  said  second  party  shall  give  peaceable 
possession  of  said  premises  in  as  good 
condition  as  they  were  at  the  beginning  of 
said  lease,  the  usual  wear  and  tear  except- 
ed ;  and  it  is  also  understood  further,  that 
at  the  expiration  of  this  lease  the  said  sec- 
ond party  shall  have  the  refusal  of  said 
premises  for  a  period  of  one,  two,  or  three 
years,  as  he  may  elect.

Defendant  Ruddy  avers  that,  Davidson 
not  being  able  to  procure  seed  to  sow 
the  ground,  as  provided  in  the  lease,  he 
(Ruddy)  on  the  24th  day  of  March,  1890, 
took  from  Davidson  a  release,  and  entered 
Into  possession  of  said  premises,  sowed 
and  harvested  the  crop  for  the  year  1890. 
We  have  already  held  in  the  case  of  Pierce 
V.  Langdon,  28  Fac.  Rep.  401,^  (decided  at 
preflentterm,)thata  chattel  mortgage  up- 
on crops  to  be  sown  was  valid,  and,  when 
duly  recorded,  was  notice  to  all  persons 
acquiring  or  claiming  to  have  acquired 
rights  in  or  to  the  mortgaged  property 
through  or  under  the  mortgagor  subse- 
quent to  the  recording  of  the  mortgaire, 
and  this  case  is  already  within  the  rnle 
there  enunciated.    There  was  much  said 
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on  the  argument  about  forfeiture  by  the 
lessee.  There  is  no  clause  or  condition  of 
forfeiture  in  the  lease.  The  provision 
that,  in  the  event  the  lessee  should  fail  to 
sow  the  crop  in  due  season,  the  lessor 
might  proceed  to  do  so,  cannot  be  con- 
strued to  mean  or  involve  a  forfeiture  of 
the  term.  It  was  simply  a  protection  to 
the  lessor,  and,  in  the  event  of  his  avail- 
ing himself  of  it,  he  became  the  creditor 
of  the  lessee  to  that  extent.  It  gave 
him  no  right  to  declare  a  forfeiture  of  the 
term,  or  even  to  re-enter,  except  for  the 
specified  purpose.  We  are  satisfied  from 
the  evidence  that  the  arrangement  be^ 
tween  the  defendants  on  the  24th  of 
March,  1890,  was  fraudulent.  There  was 
no  consideration  for  It.  There  was  no 
change  of  possession  or  of  the  manage^ 
ment  or  conduct  of  the  farm  thereafter  oi 
during  the  term.  Davidson  went  into 
possession  of  the  ranch  in  Ck:tober,  1889, 
moved  there  with  his  family,  and  contin- 
ued to  live  there,  manage,  and  operate  the 
ranch  to  the  end  of  the  term  expressed 
in  the  lease,  or  at  least  until  the  crop 
was  harvested  and  threshed.  It  is  true, 
defendant  Ruddy  states :  **  After  the  sign- 
ing of  the  instrument  I  went  over  and 
took  possession  of  the  ranch.  I  stayed 
there  perhaps  a  half  day.  I  did  not  pay 
him  off.  There  was  no  difference  to  be 
seen  there  between  two  hours  after  and 
two  hours  before.  I  did  not  change  any- 
thing,"— ^but  even  this  oracular  statement 
of  a  conclusion  cannot  be  accepted  as 
proof  of  a  fact.  Ruddy  took  no  part  per- 
sonally in  the  sowing,  harvesting,  or 
threshing  of  the  crop.  He  seems  to  have 
been  a  sort  of  an  ** absentee"  after  March 
24, 1890.  It  is  quite  clear  from  the  evidence 
that  Davidson  retained  and  received  hia 
interest  in  the  crop  as  under  the  lease. 

Samuel  Nueph  testifies:  ''He  [David- 
son] told  me  he  got  the  two-thirds  [of  the 
crop]  after  Ruddy  got  the  seed  wheat.  I 
had  spoken  to  him,  and  asked  him  when 
I  was  going  to  get  my  pay.  He  said, '  Nev- 
er mind  that;  I  get  my  two-thirds  all  the 
same.' "  Like  expressions  and  statements 
on  the  part  of  Davidson  are  testified  to 
by  several  witnesses;  and  after  the  thresh- 
ing it  seems  the  crop,  or  at  least  a  portion 
of  it,  was  divided  into  three  piles,  one  of 
which  was  allotted  to  Davidson,  one  to 
Pierce,  (who,  it  appears,  was  in  some 
way  interested  with  Davidson,)  and  one 
to  Ruddy. 

The  first  four  assignments  of  error 
urged  by  the  appellant  are  to  the  ruling 
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of  the  court  in  rejecting  certain  testimony 
offered  by  plaintiffs  of  statements  made  by 
defendant  Davidson  as  to  what  share  or 
interest  he  had  In  the  crop  In  qnestion. 
The  court  held  that  no  statements  of 
Davidson  In  recrard  to  his  (Davidson's) 
share  or  Interest  in  the  crop  were  admis- 
sible unless  shown  to  have  been  made  in 
the  presence  of  Ruddy.  This,  we  think, 
was  error.  The  complaint  charges  a  con- 
spiracy between  the  defendants  to  defraud 
the  plaintiffs,  and  Introduced  evidence  sufR- 
dent  to  make  a  /Jiima  facie  case;  and  they 
were  thereafter  entitled  to  prove  the  se vera  1 
or  individual  acts  or  statements  of  any 
one  of  the  conspirators  made  or  done  in 
furtherance  of  the  object  of  the  conspiracy. 
This,  we  think,  covers  the  objections  of 
.appellant  to  the  instructions  of  the  court 
to  the  Jury  upon  the  same  subject.  Sto- 
vall  T.  Bank,  47  Amer.  Dec.  86;  Trimble 
V.  Turner,  53  Amer.  Doc.  93;  Mam  lock  v. 
White,  20  Cal.  601 ;  Reitenbach  v.  Reiten- 
bach,  18  Amer.  Dec.  640;  Riehl  v.  Associa- 
tion, (Ind.  Sup.)  3  N.  £.  Rep.  633.  A  much 
wider  latitude  of  Inquiry  Is  permissible  In 
cases  involving  a  charge  of  fraud  than  in 
those  where  no  such  element  exists  or  Is 
alleged.  Mureh  v.  Swenson,  (Minn.)  42  N. 
W.  Rep.  290;  Waiter  v.  Gernant,  53  Amer. 
Dec.  491;  Stewart  v.  Severance,  97  Amer. 
Dec.  392;  Bump,  Fraud.  Conv.  (3d  Ed.) 
588,  589.  The  ninth  assignment  of  error  Is 
that  the  court  allowed  B.  R.  Wiswell,  a 
witness  for  defendants,  to  testify  as  to  a 
conversation  between  the  two  defendants, 
Ruddy  and  Davidson.  This  was  palpable 
error;  so  palpable  In  fact  as  not  to  require 
authorities  to  establish  it.  The  next  error 
assigned  is  the  refusal  of  the  court  to  per- 
mit Mrs.  M.  C.  Davidson,  wife  of  one  of 
the  defendants,  to  testify  on  behalf  of 
plaintiffs.  Section  5958  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Idaho  declaims:  "A  husband 
cannot  be  examined  for  or  against  his 
wife  without  her  consent,  nor  a  wife  for 
or  against  her  husband  without  his  con- 
sent. **  In  Indiana,  under  a  statute  which 
excluded  husband  and  wife  as  witnesses 
**for  or  against  each  other,"  It  was  held, 
in  an  action  against  husband  and  wife  for 
slanderous  words  spoken  by  the  wife,  she 
is  a  competent  witness  In  her  own  behalf, 
and  he  is  a  competent  witness  in  his  own 
behalf.  Mousler  v.  Harding,  33  Ind.  176. 
•"  But  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  court  by 
Instructions,  if  asked,  to  limit  the  effect 
of  the  testimony  to  the  party  testifying." 
We  see  no  reason  why  that  rule  should 
not  apply  In  a  case  like  this,  where  a  sep- 


arate Judgment  might  be  entered  against 
either  of  the  defendants.  Rev.  St.  §  4351 ; 
Ck>oley,  Torts,  (2d  Ed.)  145,  and  note.  In- 
asmuch as  a  separate  Judgment  might 
have  been  rendered  In  the  case  against  the 
defendant  Ruddy,  the  witness  Mrs.  M.  C. 
Davidson  should  have  been  permitted  to 
testify,  under  Instructions  from  the  court 
to  the  Jury  that  her  testimony  should 
only  apply  to  defendant  Ruddy.  Judg- 
ment and  order  of  district  court  refusing 
new  trial  reversed,  and  cause  remanded ; 
costs  to  appellant.

2.  The  sheriff  and  creditor  do  tnis,  however, 
at  the  peril  of  being  obliged  to  pay  all  damages 
to  the  mortgagee  if  the  mortgage  is  held  good. 

Chattel  Mortqaob  on  Crops—Dbscriptiok. 

8.  A  crop  mortgage,  which  describes  the 
grain  as  the  ^crop  of  wheat  and  flax  now  being, 
standing,  and  growing,  or  all  the  wheat  and  flax 
now  growing,  upon  the  land  known  as  the  *  tim- 
ber claim  *  of  the  mortgagor  in  Nes  Perces  county, 
Idaho,  **  held  good.

4.  The  description,  **all  wheat  and  flax  to  be 
sown  and  grown  upon  the  land  described. "  with- 
out specifying  the  year  in  which  it  is  to  do  sown 
and  grown,  held  insufflcient. 
{SyUctbtis  by  the  CourL) 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Nei  Perces 
county;  W,  C.  Piprk,  Judge. 

Action  by  McConnell,  Maguire  &  Co., 
against  S.  J.  Langdon,  sheriff,  to  recovpr 
damages  for  defendant's  refusal  to  sell 
certain  mortgaged  chattels.  There'  was 
Judgment  for  plaintiffs.  From  an  order 
overruliug  a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  de- 
fendant appeals.    Reversed.

The  court  erred  in  refusing  to  allow  de- 
fendant to  amend  his  return  to  make  It 
conform  to  the  facts.

A  demarrer  will  only  lie  to  the  whole 
pleaillDK,  or  to  tbe  wiiole  of  a  particular 
caoae  of  actioD  or  defense.  It  cannot  be 
directed  to  a  portion  only  of  a  single 
cause  of  action  or  defense,  for  the  manifest 
reason  that  a  demurrer  raises  an  issue  of 
law  upon  which  the  court  is  to  render 
Jodsrment.  KnohlauKh  v.  Hoirlesong,  88 
Minn.  459.  88  N.  W.  Rep.  8ft6:  Locke  ▼.  Pe- 
ters, 65  Cal.

Morgan,  J  The  complaint  alleges  that 
the  plaintiffs,  on  the  2d  day  of  November, 
1887,  executed  and  delivered  to  the  defend- 
ant, as  sheriff,  affidavit  and  notice  re- 
quired by  law,  and  demanded  that  the 
aaid  sheriff  proceed  to  sell  the  personal 
property  in  tbe  said  affidavit  and  notice 
de8cril>ed  by  virtue  of  a  chattel  or  crop 
mortgage  owned  by  plaintiffs,  which  is  at- 
tached tothecomplaint,  and  marked  **  Ex- 
hibit A. "  The  mortgage  was  dated  April 
20,  1887;  was  given  by  A.  Matheason,  a 
farmer,  to  the  plaintiffs  herein,  to  secure 
tbe  payment  of  the  sum  of  9553,  then  ow- 
ing by  said  mortgagor  to  tbe  plaintiffs; 
and  covered  the  following  crop,  vis. :  ''Tlie 
crop  of  wheat  and  flax  now  being,  stand- 
ing, and  growing,  or  that  is  to  be  sown 
and  grown,  upon  that  certain  piece  of  land 
situaced,  *  *  *  and  more  particular- 
ly described  as  follows,  vis. :  All  the  wheat 
and  flax  now  growing  or  that  is  to  be 
•own  and  grown  on  the  south  half  of  the 
Bouth-west  quarter  and  the  west  half  of 
the  south-east  quarter  of  section  twenty- 
two,  in  township  thirty-eight  north,  of 
range  five  west,  Boise  meridian,  known  as 


tbe  'timber  claim  *  of  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part,  the  mortgagor.  **  Said  mortgage 
was  duly  acknowledged  and  recorded 
April  20,  A.  D.  1887.  The  complaint  fur- 
ther alleges  that  said  defendant,  as  sheriff, 
refused  to  sell  the  said  property  by  reason 
of  a  levy  of  a  writ  'jf  attachment  thereon 
by  himself,  as  sheriff,  prior  to  the  levy  un- 
der and  by  virtue  of  sold  notice,  affidavit, 
and  chattel  mortgage,  (a  copy  of  said  af- 
fidavit, notice,  and  return  is  annexed  to 
the  complaint;)  alleges  damage;  and  prays 
Judgment  in  the  sum  of  ft552.12,  and  inter- 
est thereon.  The  defendant  filed  his 
amended  answer,  admits  partnership  of 
plaintiffs,  and  that  the  defendant  was  the 
duly  elected,  qualified,  and  acting  sheriff 
as  alleged.  Second  paragraph  admits 
that  on  November  2,  1887,  the  plaintiffs, 
by  their  attorneys,  delivered  to  the  de- 
fendant the  affidavit  and  notice  attached 
tothecomplaint  and  marked  ''Exhibit  F," 
but  denies  that  the  same  was  an  affida- 
vit required  bylaw.  And  third  paragraph 
denies  that  he  (defendant)  ever  refused  to 
sell  the  property  as  by  said  notice  he  was 
required  to  do,  or  any  part  thereof.  De- 
nies that  as  such  sheriff,  under  said  mort- 
gage, or  under  said  affidavit,  or  under 
said  notice,  or  under  any  authority  what- 
ever, he  was  authorised  or  required  to  sell 
any  property  whatever.  Denies  that  the 
said  mortgage  was  a  lien  upon  or  author- 
ised the  sale  of  the  property  therein  de- 
scribed, or  any  part  thereof.  Denies  that 
under  and  by  virtue  of  said  chattel  mort- 
gage, or  under  or  by  virtue  of  said  affida- 
vit or  notice,  defendant  ever  levied  upon 
or  took  into  his  possession  any  property 
described  in  the  said  chattel  mortgage,  or 
said  affidavit, orsald  notice.  Admits  that 
he  made  the  return  upon  tbe  affidavit  for 
foreclosure  of  the  mortgage,  which  Is  as 
follows:  *•  Territory  of  Idaho,  county  of 
Nes  Perces— ss. :  I  hereby  certify  that  I  re- 
ceived the  within  affidavit  on  the  second 
day  of  November,  1887,  and  proceeded  to 
levy,  and  did  levy,  upon  the  within-de- 
scribed property  on  the  second  day  of  No- 
vember, 1887,  but  by  reasfyn  of  a  writ  of 
attachment  placed  In  my  hands  on  the 
first  day  of  November,  1887,  and  having 
levied,  by  virtue  of  said  writ,  upon  the 
property  described  In  the  within  affidavit, 
with  instructions  from  the  plain  tiffs  named 
in  said  writ  to  hold  said  property  regard- 
less of  said  mortgage,  I  therefore  refuse  to 
proceed  with  said  foreclosure.  Dated  this 
tenth  day  of  November,  1887.  S.  J.  Lang- 
don, Sheriff.    By  Geobob  Lanodon,  Depu- 
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ty."  And  In  the  flame  parancrapb  alleges 
that  at  the  time  of  making  Bald  return 
he  had  and  held  under  and  by  virtne  of  the 
writ  of  attachment,  duly  issued  out  of  the 

firobate  court  of  the  county  of  Nex  Perces, 
daho,  in  an  action  then  pending,  wherein 
Frank  Brothers  Implement  Company  was 
plaintiff,  and  the  said  Andreas  Matheason 
and  Anna  Matheason,  his  wife,  were  de- 
fendants. That  at  the  time  of  making  said 
return  on  said  affidavit  this  defendant,  by 
mistake,  supposed  that  the  said  grain  de- 
scribed ill  the  said  affidavit  was  the  same 
grain  which  he  had  in  his  possession  under 
said  attachment.  Whereas  said  defendant 
alleges,  upon  information  and  belief,  that 
the  said  property  he  thus  had  in  his  pos- 
session under  said  writ  was  not,  nor  any 
part  thereof,  any  of  the  property  described 
in  the  mortgage,  affidavit,  or  notice.  The 
fourth  paragraph  denies  damage,  etc. 
The  trial  was  had  before  the  court,  a  Jury 
being  waived,  and  the  court  found  for  the 
plaintiffs,  and  gave  Judgment  against  the 
defendant  in  the  sum  of  $928  and  costs. 
Defendant  moved  for  new  trial,  which  be- 
ing denied,  he  appeals  to  this  court. 

We  shall  take  such  of  the  alleged  errors, 
In  the  order  in  which  they  are  stated  by 
the  defendant,  as  am  deemed  necessary  to 
a  determination  of  the  material  issues  In 
the  case.  The  first  error  assigned  by  de- 
fendant is:  "Tlie  court  erred  in  overruling 
the  motion  of  the  defendant,  S.  J.  Lang- 
don,  to  amend  his  return  upon  the  affi- 
davit of  J.  0.  Elder,  attached  to  the 
amended  complaint  herein,  marked 'Ex- 
hibit B.*"  It  is  always  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court  to  permit  amendments  to  the 
return  of  the  officer  in  order  to  make  it 
conform  to  the  actual  facts.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  In  the  affidavit  of  the  dep- 
uty-sheriff in  support  of  defendant's  mo- 
tion for  leave  to  amend  his  return  the  affi- 
ant states  that  he  did  not  levy  upon  any 
wheat  or  flax  grown  or  growing  upon 
the  S.jiof  theS.  W.^  and  the  W.  %  of 
the  S.  E.  %  of  section  22  in  township  38 N., 
of  range  5  W.,  Boise  meridian,  and  goes 
on  to  state  that  the  said  premises,  as 
above  described,  were  not,  nor  was  the 
crop  grown  thel'eon,  at  any  time  the 
property  of  the  said  Matheason  or  his 
wife;  but  does  not  state  that  the  wheat 
and  flax-seed  levied  upon  by  the  sheriff, 
both  under  the  attachment  and  by  virtue 
of  the  foreclosure  proceedings,  was  not 
grain  grrown  upon  the  land  ** known  as 
the  *  timber  claim'  of  the  said  mort- 
gagor."   II  it  was  grain  owned  by  the 


said  Matheas'^n,  and  grown  upon  the 
said  timber  claim,  in  said  county  of  Nex 
Perces,  it  would  be  within  the  description 
in  the  mortgage;  and  the  return,  as  It 
stood  upon  the  affidavit,  would  be  proper, 
and  any  amendment  thereof  would  be  Im- 
proper. As  it  was  not  denied  in  the  affi- 
davit or  otherwise  that  it  was  grain 
raised  upon  said  timber  claim,  and  be- 
longed to  the  said  Matheason,  and  was 
therefore  included  In  the  mortgagre.  It  is 
presumed  that  the  conrt  below  refused  to 
permit  the  amendment  to  be  made,  be^ 
cause  he  was  satisfied  that  the  return  cor- 
rectly stated  the  facts.  In  that  case  his 
denial  was  correct,  and  is  approved  by 
this  court. 

The  second  assignment  of  error  in  as  fol- 
lows, to- wit:  "The  court  erred  in  sustain- 
ing the  demurrer  of  the  plaintiffs  herein  on 
the  20th  day  of  June,  1891,  to  paragraphs 
two  and  three  of  the  defendant's  amended 
answer."  Paragraph  2  admits  the  deliv- 
ery of  the  affidavit  and  notice  for  the  lore- 
closure  of  the  mortgage,  but  denies  that 
the  same  was  an  affidavit  required  by 
law.  This  is  a  legal  conclusion,  and  there- 
fore not  proper  or  necessary.  In  the  same 
paragraph  the  defendant  denies  that  said 
affidavit  or  notice  or  demand  was  exe- 
cuted or  made  under  or  by  virtue  of  the 
chattel  or  crop  mortgage  or  any  mort- 
gage then  owned  by  plaintiffs,  other  than 
the  mortgage  a  copy  of  which  Is  marked 
"Exhibit  A,"  and  attached  to  the  com- 
plaint herein.  There  is  no  allegation  Id 
the  complaint  that  the  said  affidavit,  no- 
tice, .and  demand  were  made  under  any 
other  mortgage  than  the  one  marked 
"Exhibit  A,"  and  attached  to  and  made 
a  part  of  the  complaint.  The  denial, 
therefore,  is  of  a  matter  that  had  not  been 
alleged,  and  is  superfiuous.  The  demur- 
rer to  paragraph  2  of  the  defendant's  an- 
swer was  therefore  properly  sustained. 
The  better  practice  In  this  case  would 
have  been  to  have  moved  to  strike  out 
paragraph  2.  Paragraph  8  of  the  answer 
denies  that  as  such  sheriff,  under  said 
mortgage  or  said  affidavit  or  notice,  or 
under  any  authority  whatever,  he  was 
authorized  or  required  to  sell  any  prop- 
erty whatever:  denies  that  said  mortgage 
was  a  lien  upon,  or  authorized  the  sale 
of,  the  property  therein  described,  or  any 
part  thereof;  denies  that  under  or  by  vir- 
tue of  said  chattel  mortgage  or  said  affi- 
davit or  notice  defendant  ever  levied 
upon  or  took  into  his  possession  any 
property  described  in  said  chatty  mort- 
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irage,  aflSdaTit,  or  notice.  Tbese  deuials 
put  io  isaoe  the  validity  and  sufflclency  of 
the  mortfcaKe,  affidavit,  and  notice  for 
foreclosare,  and  the  identity  of  the  grain 
levied  npon  with  that  described  in  the 
mortgage;  all  of  which  were  material 
isHueii,  which  the  plaintiffs  In  the  attach- 
ment salt,  who  are  the  real  parties  in  in- 
terest, had  the  right  to  raise,  and  they 
were  not  elsewhere  raised  by  the  answer. 
The  same  paragraph  alleges  the  levy  of 
the  attachment  in  the  salt  of  Frank  Broth- 
ers Implement  Company  vs.  Andreas  Mat h- 
eason  qpon  the  wheat  and  flax-seed  in 
the  controversy,  and  is  proper.  The  de- 
marrer  to  the  third  paragraph  should 
have  l>een  overrnled.  The  sustaining  the 
demurrer  thereto  prevented  the  defend- 
ant from  introducing  any  evidence  there- 
under, and  was  therefore  error. 

The  next  error  assigned  which  it  is 
thought  necessary  to  notice  is  the  fourth, 
as  follows:  ** The  court  erred  in  allowing 
any  testimony  to  be  introduced  on  the 
part  of  the  plaintiffs  in  this  cause,  upon 
the  ground  that  the  complaint  did  not 
state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause 
of  action,  and  in  overruling  the  defendant's 
objection  thereto."  Under  this  alleged 
error  the  defendant  attacks  the  validity 
of  the  mortgage  and  the  sufficiency  of  the 
description  of  the  property  therein.  The 
mortgage  appears  to  be  duly  and  legally 
executed,  acknowledged,  and  recorded. 
No  objection  is  made  to  any  part  of  the 
complaint,  except  to  this  description  in 
the  mortgage.  The  description  is  as  above 
Bet  forth.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the 
right  of  the  attaching  creditor  to  test  the 
validity  of  the  mortgage  by  levying  his 
attachment  upon  the  property  claimed  to 
be  covered  thereby,  giving  the  sheriff  bond 
to  save  him  harmless  by  reason  of  such 
Jevy  and  a  sale  thereunder,  and  instructing 
htm  to  sell  regardless  of  the  mortgage,  as 
was  done  in  this  case.  He  does  so,  how- 
ever, at  the  peril  of  beingcompelled  to  pay 
all  damages  that  may  accrue  to  the  mort- 
gagee by  such  action  if  the  mortgage  is 
held  good.  The  description  would  evi- 
dently be  good  if  it  covered  the  crop  of 
wheat  and  flax  now  being,  standing,  and 
growing,  or  all  of  the  wheat  and  flax  now 
growing,  on  the  land  described,  and  known 
as  the  ''timber  claim*' of  the  said  mort- 
gttflTor.  As  it  described  property  then  in 
existence  standing  and  growing  upon  said 
land,  the  place  where  said  wheat  and  flax 
was  standing  and  growing  is  given,  and 
this  is  about  the  only  description  that  can 
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be  given  of  a  growing  crop.  There  is  and 
can  be  nothing  to  distinguish  it  from 
other  growing  wheat  and  flax  except  the 
place  where  it  is  located.  This  descrip- 
tion would  be  sufficient  if  the  exact  num- 
bers of  the  land  were  not  given.  A  de- 
scription of  property  is  sufficient  if  It  will 
enable  a  third  person,  aided  by  inquiries 
suggested  by  the  instrument,  to  identify 
the  property.  Rawlins  v.  Kennard  (Neb.) 
41  N.  W.  Rep.  1004;  Jordan  v.  Bank,  (Neb.) 
9N.  W.  Rep.  655;  Price  v.McCkimas,  (Neb.) 
31  N.  W.  Rep.  512;  Peters  v.  Parsons, 
rN«b.)  24  N.  W.  Rep.  688;  Pierce  v.  Lang- 
don,  (Idaho,)  28  Pac.  Rep.  401.1  The  de- 
scription of  wheat  and  flax  as  being,  stand- 
ing, and  growing  npon  the  land  known  as 
the  ''timber  claim  "  «>f  the  said  Matheason, 
mortgagor,  was  sufficient  to  put  third 
persons  on  such  inquiry  as  would  identify 
the  grain,  and  was  therefore  sufficient  no- 
tice to  creditors.  That  part  of  the  de- 
scription, however,  which  attempts  to 
convey  all  the  wheat  and  flax  to  be  sown 
and  grown  upon  the  land  described,  with- 
out specifying  the  year  in  which  said 
grain  is  to  be  grown,  would  apply  as  well 
to  the  crop  to  be  raised  in  any  subsequent 
vear  as  to  the  crop  raised  in  the  year  1887, 
and  is  too  indefinite  and  uncertain,  and  is 
void  as  to  creditors.  Cole  v.  Kerr,  (Neb.) 
26  N.  W.  Rep.  598;  Pennington  v.  Jones, 
(Iowa,)  10  N.  W.  Rep.  274;  Barr  v.  Can- 
non, (Iowa,)  28  N.  W.  Rep.  413;  Eggert 
V.  White,  (Iowa,)  13  N.  W.  Rep.  426.  This 
disposes  of  ail  the  questions  raised  by  the 
appeal  and  necessary  to  a  final  determina- 
tion of  the  case.  .Judgment  reversed,  and 
new  trial  granted;  costs  of  this  appeal 
awarded  to  the  defendant.

1888,  and  relinmiished  the  same  Oc- 
tober 5,  1889,  on  which  day  Daniel  made  home- 
stead entry  of  the  same  tract,  and  on  April  29, 

^Ante,  878. 
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1890,  made  cash  entry  of  said  tract,  and  on  Sep- 
tember 8,  1880,  conveyed  by  warranty  deed  to 
Hamilton  a  portion  of  said  tract.  The  railroad 
company  claims  right  of  way  over  tract  con- 
veyed to  Hamilton,  by  reason  of  compliance  with 
act  of  congress  of  March  8, 1875,  and  the  approval 
of  the  plat  by  the  secretary  of  the  interior,  July 
11,  1889.  Hamilton  claims  damages  because  of 
oompany  grading  its  road-bed  through  said  con- 
vened tract.  Held,  that  Wilkins'  pre-emption 
filing  did  not  exempt  said  land  from  the  grant  of 
right  of  way  to  the  company,  as  he  relinquished 
the  same  before  perfecting  the  title:  that  there 
was  no  privity  or  estate  between  said  Wilkins 
and  Daniel;  that  patent  to  Daniel  would  take 
effect,  by  relation,  October  5,  1889,  the  date  of 
DaniePs  homestead  entry,  and  would  not  ante- 
date the  grant  to  the  company.

From  a  judgment  for  plaintiff,  defendant 
railway  company  appeals.    Reversed.

Under  the  practice  of  express  flndings, 
nothing  is  Implied,  but  full  findings  are 
required  without  any  request  therefor.

W|ien  a  route  Is  adopted  by  the  com- 
pany, and  a  map  is  filed  with  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Interior,  and  accepted  by  that 
officer,  the  route  Is  then  "established.**  It 
Is,  in  the  language  of  the  act,  "definitely 
fixed,**  and  cannot  be  the  subject  of  fu- 
ture change,  so  as  to  affect  the  grant,  ex- 
cept upon  legislative  consent.  Van  Wyck 
V.  Knevals,  106  U.  S.  »66, 1  Sup.  Ct.  Rep. 
336. 

Whoever  settles  upon  or  appropriates 
for  any  purpose,  under  any  law  of  the 
United  States,  any  portion  of  the  public 
lands  on  the  possible  line  of  the  right  of 
way  of  a  road  after  the  date  of  its  "dis- 
tinct location,"  does  so  subject  to  the 
grant  of  the  right  of  way  to  the  railway 
company.  Bybee  v.  Railroad  Co.,  26  Fed. 
Rep.  589,  590;  Railroad  Co.  v.  Ailing,  99  U. 
8.  475;  Doran  v.  Railroad  Co.,  24  Cal.  259; 
Railroad  Co.  v.  Tevis,  41  Cal.  492;  Union 
P.  R.  Co.  V.  Douglas  Co.,  31  Fed.  Rep.  540 ^ 
U.  8.  V.  Garretson,42  Fed.  Rep.  22;  Turner

Public  grants  convey  nothing  by  Impli- 
cation. Charles  River  Bridge  v.  Warren 
Bridge,  11  Pet.  420;  1  Wash b.  Real  Prop. 
202;  Bartram  v.  Turnpike  Co.,  25  Cal.  2^; 
Lansing  v.  Smith,  21  Amer.  Dec.  89;  Wll- 
coxon  V.  McGhee,  54  Amer.  Dec.  410. 

A  grant  or  a  franchise  must  be  strictly 
construed,  and,  if  a  corporation  Is  gran- 
tee, when  there  is  a  doubt  the  public 
should  have  the  benefit,  and  the  construc- 
tion given  against  thecorpiiratloo.  Spring 
Val.  Water  Co.  v.  Kan  Franclseo,  52  Cal. 
112. 

The  cancellation  of  a  homestead  entry 
after  a  grant  to  the  railroad,  and  the  defi- 
nite location  of  its  line  of  road,  does  not  in- 
ure to  the  benefit  of  the  railroad  company, 
but  the  land  rev«rts  to  the  government, 
and  a  person  who  makes  a  homestead 
entry  of  the  same,  and  receives  a  patent 
therefor,  after  such  cancellation  of  the 
first  entry,  is  entitled  to  hold  the  same  as 
against  the  railroad  company.  Railroad 
Co.  V.  Whitney,  182  U.  S.  357, 10  Sup.  Ct. 
Rep.  112;  Railway  Co.  v.  Dunninger,  113 
U.  S.  629,  5  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  566. 

There  must  be  a  person  in  ease  to  give, 
as  well  as  to  take,  in  order  to  make  a  deed 
of  an  immediate  estate  by  or  to  such 
person  good.  8  Washb.  Real  Prop.  p.  281, 
282;  Hunter  v.  Watson,  12  Cal.  363. 

Titles  from  the  government  and  from 
individuals  are  governed  by  the  same 
rules.  Brill  v.  Stiles,  35  111.308;  Crear  ▼. 
Crossly,  40  III.  178. 

Sullivan,  C.  J.  This  la  an  action 
brought  by  the  respondent  (plaintiff  be- 
low) against  the  appellant  (defendant 
below,  and  three  other  defendants,  who 
are  not  appellants  here)  to  recover  f 250, 
damages  alleged  to  have  been  sustained 
by  reason  of  appellant  having  graded  a 
railway  road-bed  through  land  claimed 
by  the  respondent,  and  for  hauling  and 
piling  dirt  upon  said  land.  The  com- 
plaint alleges  that  the  defendant  Is  a  rail- 
road corporation ;  chat  the  plaintiff,  on 
the  3d  day  of  September,  1890,  was,  and 
ever  since  has  been,  the  owner  of  a  piece 
or  parcel  of  land,  being  a  part  of  lot  4, 
section  7,  township  39  N.,  range  8  W.,  B. 
M.,  containing  an  area  of  2.28  acree,  and 
described  said  parcel  of  land  by  metes 
and  bounds;  and,  further,  that  the  appel- 
lant, on  the  20th  day  of  November,  1890, 
entered  upon  said   land  unlawfully  and 
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with  force,  against  the  wishes  of  respoud- 
ent,  and  hauled  a  larice  quantity  of  dirt 
upon  and  graded  a  road-bed  for  a  railroad 
track  through  said  land,  to  plaintiff's 
damage  in  the  sum  of  9250,  for  which  sum 
Judgment  is  demanded.  The  appellant  by 
Its  answer  admits  that  it  is  a  duly-organ- 
ised and  existing  railroad  corporation, 
and  denies  all  other  allegations  of  the 
complaint,  except  the  allegatioa  that  it 
entered  upon  said  land  and  graded  a  rail- 
way road-bed  through  said  land.  The 
answer  further  states  that  the  appellant 
claims  the  rigbt  of  way  over  the  said 
tract  off  land  by  virtue  of  an  act  ofcon- 
grens  approved  March  3, 1875,  entitled  **  An 
act  granting  to  railroads  the  right  of 
way  through  the  public  lands  of  the 
United  States;"  and  that  it  acquired  the 
right  of  way  over  said  land  to  the  extent 
of  100  feet  from  each  side  of  the  middle  of 
Its  track  by  reason  of  a  compliance  with 
tne  terms  and  conditions  of  said  act  of 
congreas;  and  denies  that  plaintiff  is  dam- 
aged in  and  sam  whatever  by  reason  of 
said  road-be<1  having  been  graded  across 
eaid  land.  The  court  tried  the  cause  with- 
out a  Jury,  and  entered  Judgment  against 
the  appellant  for  f  *J50,  damages  and  costs 
of  suit.  From  that  Judgment  the  appel- 
lant brings  the  case  to  this  court,  and  de- 
luands  a  reversal  thereof,  and  assigns  six 
speclficatlonB  of  error  as  ground  therefor. 
The  first  and  second  specifications  of  er- 
ror are  substantially  as  follows,  and  will 
be  considered  together:  That  there  are 
no  findings  to  sustain  the  Judgment;  that 
a  written  decision  of  the  court  is  not  a 
finding,  and  will  not  sustain  a  Judgment; 
that,  even  if  the  written  decision  is  a  flnd- 
lng»  It  will  not  sustain  the  Judgment.  I 
do  not  think  the  onjectlons  raised  by 
these  specifications  of  error  well  taken. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  written  decis- 
ion of  the  court  below  contains  findings 
of  fact  and  conclusions  of  law  sufficient 
to  sustain  the  Judgment  of  the  court  be- 
low, provided  such  finding  of  facts  war- 
ranta  the  conclusions  of  law.  I  will,  how- 
ever, say  that  the  document  containing 
the  finding  of  facts  and  conclusions  of  law 
Is  contained  in  the  transcript,  and  covers 
18  printed  pages  thereof.  Said  document 
contains  a  statement  of  the  contents  of 
the  pleadings,  the  substance  of  the  testi- 
mony, and  a  review  and  comment  on  the 
authorities  cited  by  counsel  on  the  argu- 
ment of  the  case  in  the  court  below,  and 
the  reasons  for  the  decision,  but  fails  to 
technically  comply  with  section  4407  of  the 


Revised  Statutes.  Raid  section  requires 
the  trial  court,  when  a  case  is  tried  to  the 
court  without  a  Jury,  to  give  its  decision 
in  writing,  In  which  the  facts  found  and 
the  conclusions  of  law  applicable  to  such 
facts  must  be  separately  stated.  The  de- 
cision should  not  contain  -a  statement  of 
the  case  and  the  reason  for  the  decision. 
The  said  document  is,  technically  speak- 
ing, an  opinion,  rather  than  a  decision, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  term  ^^ decision " 
as  used  in  said  section  4407.  The  **  decis- 
ion* should  contain  only  the  ultimate 
facts  established  by  the  evidence,  and  the 
conclusions  of  law  resulting  therefrom, 
and  nothing  more.  Hidden  v.  Jordan,  2$ 
Cal.  305;  Bryan  v.  Maume,  Id.  244;  Jones 
V.  Block,  80  Cal.  229;  McOlory  v.  McClory, 
38  Cal.  575;  Sawyer  v.  Sargent,  65  Cal.  259, 
3  Pac.  Rep.  872;  Hayne,  New  Trials  & 
App.  S  242,  p.  734.  The  opinion  of  the 
court  below  will  in  many  cases  save  us 
labor,  and  we  are  always  glad  to  have  it, 
but  it  should  be  entirely  separate  from 
the  finding  of  facts  and  conclusions  of  law. 

The  four  remaining  specifications  -of  er- 
ror will  be  considered  together,  and  are  as 
follows:  (8)  ''The  evidence  shows  that 
the  defendant  the  Spokane  &  Palouse 
Railroad  Company  has  acquired  a  right 
of  way  over  said  land,  and  constructed 
the  road-bed  thereover,  prior  to  the  time 
when  the  plaintiff  acquired  any  right 
therein."  (4)  "That  the  defendant's  map 
was  approved  July  11, 1889,  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  interior,  and  the  homestead 
entry  of  Wm.  G.  Daniel  was  not  made  un- 
til the  5th  day  of  October,  1889,  nor  did 
the  said  Daniel  sell  the  land  in  dispute  to 
the  plaintiff  until  September  8,1890;  there- 
fore the  said  railroad  company  was  prior 
in  right. **  (5)  ''That  the  railroad  line 
has  already  been  built  across  the  land  in 
dispute  prior  to  its  purchase  by  Hamilton, 
the  plaintiff,  that  he  has  no  condemnable 
interest  in  the  land."  (6)  **That  upon 
the  opinion  of  the  court  the  facts  as  set 
out  entitle  the  defendant  to  Judgment. " 

The  appellant  contends  that  theevidence 
shows  that  the  said  Spokane  &  Palouse 
Railway  Company  acquired  the  right  of 
way  over  said  land  on  July  11, 1889,  by 
r»H8on  of  its  having  complied  with  an  act 
of  congress  dated  March  3,1875.  To  deter- 
mine this  contention,  I  refer  to  the  evi- 
dence. The  evidence  shows  that  one 
James  H.  Day  filed  his  declaratory  state- 
ment No.  3,44C,  under  the  pre-emption  laws 
of  the  United  Statee,  In  the  proper  local 
land-office,  for  a  quarter  section  of  land. 
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which  Included  the  2  28  acre  tract,  referred 
to  In  the  complaint,  and  thereafter,  on 
the  5th  day  of  November,  1888,  relinquished 
the  Bame  tu  the  United  Stateer  that  on 
the  7th  day  of  November,  1888,  one  James 
L.  Willcinfl  filed  declaratory  statement  No. 
8,716,  in  the  proper  local  land-offlce,  for 
said  quarter  section  of  land;  that  on  the 
5th  day  of  October,  A.  I>.  1889,  said  Wil- 
kins  rellnqaished  the  land  (covered  by  his 
said  filing)  to  the  government  of  the  Unit- 
ed States;  that  on  the  Rth  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1889,  one  William  G.  Daniel  entered 
said  land  as  a  homestead,  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  homestead  laws  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  at  the  proper  local  office,  claim- 
ing settlement  October  4,  1889;  that  on 
the  291h  day  of  April,  1890,  said  William  Q. 
Daniel  commuted  liis  said  homestead  en- 
try, and  made  cash  entry  of  the  land  cov- 
ered thereby,  and  received  the  final  certifi- 
cate of  purchase  from  the  register  of  said 
United  States  land-office  therefor;  that 
on  the  8d  day  of  September,  1890,  the  said 
William  G.  Daniel  and  Alice  Daniel,  his 
wife,  for  the  consideration  of  $100,  con- 
veyed by  warranty  deed  the  said  2.28  acres 
of  land  to  the  respondent;  that  the  re- 
spondent is  the  owner  of  said  2.28  acre 
tract,  and  ttiat,  by  reason  of  appellant 
having  graded  its  road-bed  thereover,  the 
respondent  has  sustained  damage,  pro- 
vided that  appellant  had  not  acquired  a 
right  of  way  over  said  tract  of  land  under 
said  act  of  congress  as  aforesaid;  that 
the  appellant  was  a  duly-organized  and 
existing  railroad  company  or  corporation, 
and  that  said  company  had  complied 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  said 
act  of  congress  of  March  8, 1875,  In  regard 
to  acquiring  a  right  of  way  through  the 
public  lands  of  the  United  States;  that 
the  profile  map  of  the  appellant's  road 
through  the  said  2.28  acres  of  land  (and 
across  other  lands)  was  approved  by  the 
secretary  of  the  interior  on  the  11th  day 
of  July,  1889,  and  such  approval  noted  on 
said  plat,  as  required  by  section  4  of  said 
act.  The  court  below  substantially  found 
the  facts  as  above  stated,  with  the  addi- 
tional fact  that  respondent  had  sustained 
damages  In  the  sum  of  $250;  and,  as  a 
conclusion  of  law  deduced  therefrom,  found 
that  the  respondent  was  en  titled  to  Judg- 
ment for  f  250  and  costs  of  suit. 

There  is  no  dispute  as  to  the  main  facts. 
The  principal  point  in  the  case,  then,  is 
as  to  whether  the  conclusion  of  law  de- 
duced from  the  finding  of  facts  is  errone- 
ous; in  other-words,  is  the  respondent  en- 


titled to  Judgment  on  the  facts  found? 
The  land  in  question  was  a  part  of  what 
Is  known  and  designated  as  ''nnotfered 
public  lands  of  the  United  States. "  That 
class  of  land  is  subject  to  entry  under  the 
pre-emption  and  homestead  laws  of  the 
United  States.  It  is  also  Included  in  the 
act  of  congress  above  referred  to,  through 
which  railroads  may  acquire  rights  of 
way  under  said  act  of  congress.  It  will 
be  observed  that  the  land  in  controversy 
had  been  filed  upon  under  the  pre-emption 
laws  of  the  United  States,  and  prior  to 
the  approval  of  appellant's  profile  map, 
first  by  one  James  H.  Day,  and  after  his 
relinquishment  by  James  L.  Wilkins,  who 
relinquished  his  said  filing  on  the  5th  day 
of  October,  1889.  The  inchoate  pre-emp- 
tion rights  of  Day  and  Wilkins  under  said 
pre-emption  filings  were  abandoned  by 
such  relinquishments. 

There  is  no  evidence  showing  that  either 
of  said  pre-emption  claimants  had  com- 
plied with  the  pre-emption  law  as  to  set- 
tlement, residence,  improvement,  and  cul- 
tivation. The  land  covered  by  their  said 
filings  had  not  been  disposed  of  by  the 
government  to  either  of  them.  It  is  not 
claimed  that  there  was  any  privity  of  es- 
tate between  both  or  either  of  said  pre- 
emption claimants  and  William  G.  Daniel, 
(the  grantor  of  respondent,)  and  there 
was  none.  The  case  of  Bramwell  v.  Rail- 
road Cos.,  2  Dec.  Dep.  Int.  844,  is  decisive 
of  that  point.  In  that  case  one  Thomas 
filed  his  declaratory  statement  May  19, 
1869,  and  relinquished  the  same  March  29, 
1871,  on  which  last-named  day  Bramwell 
made  homestead  entry  of  the  same  tract. 
The  defendant  companies  claimed  the 
tract  Jointly  under  an  act  of  congress  dat- 
ed May  6, 1870.  The  grant  to  the  railroad 
companies  took  effect  subsequent  to  the 
date  of  Thomas*  filing,  and  prior  to  bis  re- 
linquishment. That  case  is  very  similar 
to  the  one  at  bar.  Acting  Secretary  Jos- 
lyn  in  that  case  (page  844)  says:  **!  con- 
cur with  you  [the  honorable  commission- 
er] in  your  opinion,  as  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  record  fails  to  discover  [disclose] 
any  privity  of  estate  between  Thomas 
and  Bramwell,  whereby  the  latter's  rights 
could  be  made  to  antedate  the  grrant,  or 
to  take  effect  by  relation  as  of  the  date 
of  Thomas'  initiation  of  claim  to  the 
premises.  Moreover,  it  should  be  ob- 
served that  Thomas'  right  was  merely  in- 
choate, he  having  relinquished  without 
perfecting  the  same  or  doing  anything  to 
that  end."    The  record  in  the  case  at  bar 
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dlsclosen  that  Wilklns  relinqolfihed  his 
pre-emption  fllinf^  on  October  5, 1889,  and 
that  respondent's  grantor  made  his  home- 
•^tead  entry  for  said  laud  on  said  5th  day 
of  October.  No  privity  of  estate  is  shown 
or  existed  between  Wilklns  and  Daniel, 
whereby  the  latter*s  homestead  right  to 
Bald  land  would  be  made  to  antedate  the 
Kraut  of  right  of  way  to  the  appellant,  or 
to  take  effect,  by  relation,  as  of  the  date 
of  Wilklns'  pre-emption  filing.  Wilklns* 
pre-emption  claim  was  merely  an  Inchoate 
or  Inceptive  right,  and  he  relinquished  the 
same  without  perfecting  his  title  to  the 
said  land.  The  patent  from  the  United 
States  to  Daniel  (the  grantor  of  respond- 
ent) will  take  effect,  by  relation,  as  of  the 
date  of  his  homestead  entry,  to-wit,  Oc- 
tober 5, 1889,  whereas  the  grant  to  appel- 
lant was  made  July  11, 1889.  The  land  in 
qaestlon  was  not  disposed  of  by  the  gov- 
ernment until  after  the  grant  of  the  right 
of  way  to  appellant.  S««tion4  of  said  act 
provides  that,  after  the  approval  of  the 
plat.  ''aU  such  lands  over  which  such 
right  of  way  shall  pass  shall  be  disposed 
of  subject  to  such  right  of  way.  * 

The  respondent  contends  that  Wilklns' 
said  pre-emption  filing  reserved  said  land 
from  the  operation  of  said  grant,  and 
cites  a  number  of  authorities  in  support 
of  such  proposition.  Upon  that  propo- 
sition the  refipondent  cites  Railway  Co.  v. 
Whitney.  132  U.S. 857, 10  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  112; 
also  Railway  Co.  v.  Dunmeyer,  118  U.  S. 
629,  5  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  566;  also  Railroad  Co. 
▼.  Pracht,  (Kan.)  1  Pac.  Rep.  319;  and 
Feams  v. Railroad  Co.,  (Kan.)  6  Pac.  Rep. 
237.  These  cases  all  arose  under  acts 
of  coqgress  granting  lands  to  aid  in  the 
constniction  of  railroads,  and  each  of 
said  acts  contains  a  provision  renerv- 
fnic  from  such  grants  all  lands  to  which  a 
pre-emption  or  homestead  riirht  had  at- 
tached, and  are  not  In  point.  Mr.  Justice 
FiRi.D,  in  the  case  of  Railroad  Co.  v.  Bald- 
win, 103  U.  S.  426,  very  clearly  draws  the 
distinction  between  grants  of  land  to  aid 
In  the  construction  of  a  railroad  and  a 
Krant  of  a  right  of  way,  in  the  following 
language:  "But  the  grant  of  the  right  of 
way  by  the  sixth  section  contains  no  res- 
ervations or  exceptions.  It  Is  a  present, 
absolute  grant,  subject  to  no  conditions, 
except  those  necessarily  implied,  such  as 
that  the  road  shall  be  constructed  and 
used  for  the  purpose  designed.  Nor  is 
there  anything  in  the  policy  of  the  gov- 
ernment with  respect  to  the  public  lands 
which  would  call  fur  any  qualification  of 


the  terms.  Those  lands  would  not  be  the 
less  valuable  for  settlement  by  a  road 
running  through  them ;  on  the  contrary, 
their  value  would  be  greatly  enhanced.* 
"The  right  of  way  for  the  whole  distance 
of  the  proposed  route  was  arery  impor- 
tant part  of  the  aid  given.  If  the  com- 
pany could  be  compelled  to  purchase  its 
way  over  any  section  that  might  be  oc- 
cupied in  advance  of  its  location,  very  se^ 
rious  obstacles  would  be  often  Imposed  to 
the  progress  of  the  road.  For  any  loss  of 
lands  by  settlement  or  reservation,  other 
lands  are  given;  hut  for  the  loss  of  the 
right  of  way  by  these  means  no  compen- 
sation is  provided,  nor  could  any  be 
given  by  the  substitution  of  another 
route.  **  The  sixth  section  of  the  act  un- 
der which  that  case  arose  is  very  similar 
to  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  March  8, 
1875.  It  grants  the  right  of  way  through 
the  "public  lands*  without  reservation. 
The  act  of  March  8, 1875,  grants  the  right 
of  way  through  "public  lands,*  except  as 
reserved  in  section  5  of  said  act,  to- wit: 
"All  lands  within  the  limits  of  any  mili- 
tary, park,  or  Indian  reservation,  or  other 
lands  especially  reserved  from  sale."  In 
addition  to  the  reservations  mentioned 
in  the  act  of  March  3, 1875,  the  acts  grant- 
ing lands  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
roads  reserve  all  lands  from  the  effect  and 
operation  of  such  grants  "to  which  a 
homestead  or  pre-emption  claim  had  at- 
tached." The  case  of  U.  P.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Doug- 
lass Co.,  81  Fed.  Rep.  540,  cited  by  appe- 
lant, is  a  case  which  arose  under  the  act 
of  congress  of  July  1,1862.  (12  St.  U.  S. 
491,)  granting  the  right  of  way  to  the 
Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company  over 
public  lands.  The  question  presented  was, 
did  the  grant  of  the  right  of  way  operate 
upon  sections  16  and  86,  the  sections 
granted  by  the  organic  act  of  1854  to  the 
territory  of  Nebraska  for  school  purposes? 
It  will  be  observed  that  the  grant  to  the 
railroad  was  later  than  the  grant  to  the 
territory  of  Nebraska,  Mr.  Justice 
BREWBRsays,onpage540:  "But  the  power 
of  congress  over  lands  of  which  the  tee  has 
not  already  passed  and  vested  Is  unques- 
tioned. **  "In  the  land  grant  made  by  this 
act,  congress  made  specific  exceptions  of 
lands  to  which  any  pre-emption,  home- 
stead, or  other  claim  had  attached,  while 
the  grant  to  the  right  of  way  is  absolute 
and  without  exception.*  In  that  case 
Mr.  Justice  Brrwkr  also  discusses  the 
meaning  of  the  term  "public  lands,**  re- 
ferring to  a  quotation  from  the  opinion  in 
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Wilcox  T.  Jackson,  18  Pet.  498,  which  au- 
tboiity  Is  cited  by  reapondeot  as  an  an- 
thurity  In  this  case.  He  sayci:  **On  the 
meanlnic  of  the  term  *  public  lands/  the 
lanjcaage,  which  Is  very  broAd,  mast  be 
construed  with  reference  to  the  facts  of 
that  case;  and  there  It  appeared  that 
land  had  been  reserved  for  military  pur- 
poses, and  It  was  held  that  a  subsequent 
act  for  the  sale  of  lands  In  that  territory 
did  not  operate  upon  this  particular  re- 
served tract.  This  only  shows  that,when 
land  has  been  once  reserved,  congress  will 
not  be  presumed  to  have  Intended  a  dis- 
position of  It  In  any  other  way,  unless  the 
Intent  Is  clearly  expressed ;  but  that  does 
not  meet  the  question  in  this  case,  for  the 
act  of  congress  of  July  1, 1862,  does  not 
purport  to  f^rant  the  fee,  but  only  a  rlRht 
of  way;"  and  cites  with  approval  Rail- 
road C(j.  V.  Baldwin,  supra;  also  Rail- 
road Co.  ▼.  U.  S.,  92  U.  S.  788.  In  the  fol- 
lowing authorities,  the  distinction  be- 
tween a  land  grant  and  a  grant  of  a  right 
of  way  Is  recognized  and  commented 
upon:  Railroad  Co.  v.  Tevls,  41  Cal.  492; 
Doran  v.  Railroad  Co.,  24  Cal.  259;  U.  S. 
«*.  Garretson,  42  Fed.  Rep.  22;  Turner  v. 
Union,  5  McLean,  844;  Railroad  Co.  v. 
Meadows,  46  Fed.  Rep.  254;  Railroad  Co. 
V.  Ailing,  99  U.  S.  475.  In  Bybee  v.  Rail- 
road Co.,  26  Fed.  Rep.  689,  Judge  DbadIt 
says:  "The  grant  of  a  right  of  way  Is  a 
separate  and  distinct  matter  from  that  of 
the  lands  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the 
road.  The  revtjrslon  or  forfeiture  pro- 
vided for  In  section  8  of  the  act  of  1866 
does  not  Include  the  right  of  way,  but  Is 
limited  to  the  Mauds'  remaining  unpat- 
ented or  unearned  at  the  time  of  the  fail- 
ure. The  grant  of  the  right  of  way  is 
without  condition,  except  that  which  the 
law  tacitly  annexes  to  all  such  easements, 
—the  liability  to  be  lost  or  forfeited  for 
non-user,  ascertained  and  determined  in 
a  ludicial  proceeding  Instituted  by  the 
government  for  that  purpose.  But  It  Is 
also  a  present  absolute  grant,  and  taki^ 
effect  when  the  line  of  the  road  Is  locat- 
ed, from  the  date  of  the  act,  as  against 
any  Interveningclalm  or  settlement  what- 
ever." In  the  case  at  bar  the  grant  took 
effect  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of 
the  plat,  which  was  July  11, 1889.  The 
act  of  March  8, 1875,  grants  the  right  of 
way  through  the  public  lands  of  the 
United  States  upon  conditions.  The  only 
reservations  therein  »re  contained  in  si*c- 
tion  5  of  said  act,  as  above  stated.  The 
inchoate  pre-emption    right  of  Wilkins, 


which  did  Hot  ripen  Into  tttte,  does  not 
come  within  either  of  the  above  reserva- 
tions. Hectlon  4  of  said  act  declares  that, 
after  the  approval  of  the  profile  map  by 
the  secretary  of  the  Interior,^  all  such  lands 
over  which  such  right  of  way  shall  puss 
shall  be  disposed  of  subject  to  such  right 
of  way."  The  government  of  the  United 
States  had  not  disposed  of  said  land 
within  the  meaning  of  the  term  "dis- 
posed of.**  as  used  in  the  fourth  seetion  of 
said  act,  prior  to  October  5, 1889,  the  date 
of  Danlers  homestead  entry.  The  patent 
to  be  issued  to  Daniel  will,  by  relation, 
take  effect  as  of  the  date  of  his  homestead 
entry, and  noearller.  Thejudgmentof  the 
district  court  should  be  reversed,  and 
Judgment  entered  In  favor  of  the  appel- 
lant, dismissing  this  action,  and  for  costs 
of  suit;  and  It  Is  so  ordered.

Idaho  1S87, 
the  board  of  countv  commissioners  of  Bingham 
county  incorporatea  the  town  of  Pocatello,  bat 
failed  to  designate  the  metes  and  hounds  of  said 
town  in  the  body  of  the  order  Incorporating  said 
town,  but  referred  to  the  petition,  and  oranted 
the  petitioner's  prayer  therein  contained,  with- 
out change  or  modification.  Held,  that  as  the 
recital  in  the  order  of  the  board  referred  to  the 
petition  as  a  basis  for  such  order,  and  the  metes 
and  bounds  were  suiliciently  explicit  in  said  pe- 
tition, said  petition  was  regardea  as  a  part  of  the 
proceedings  of  said  board,  and  consequently  con- 
sidered in  pari  materia.

SuLLiVAN,C.  J.  This  is  an  action, In  the 
nature  of  quo  warranto,  brought  in  the 
name  of  the  state  by  S.  C.  Winters,  dis- 
trict attorney  of  the  fifth  Jadicial  district 
of  the  state  of  Idaho,  on  the  relation  of  J. 
T.  Holconib,  for  the  purpose  of  having  de- 


clared void  the  charter,  and  to  forfeit  the 
franchises,  of  the  municipal  corporation 
known  and  designated  as  the  "  Inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Pocatello."  The  action 
is  brought  under  section  4612  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Idaho.  The  facts  as  shown 
by  the  record  are  sabstantlally  as  follows: 
On  the  18th  day  of  March,  1891,  the  relat- 
or, J.  T.  Holcomh,  addressed  his  verified 
petition  to  S.  C.  Winters,  district  attor- 
ney of  the  fifth  Judicial  district  of  this 
state,  alleging  that  the  said  relator  reuides 
in  the  town  of  Pocatello,  Bingham  coun- 
ty, Idaho,  and  that  he  is  engaged  in  the 
business  of  retailing  spirituous,  vinous, 
and  malt  liquors  and  cigars,  and  has  been 
in  said  business.  The  complaint  alleges 
that  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Poca- 
tello, in  Bingham  county,  state  of  Idaho, 
(under  the  name  of  the  "Inhabitants  of 
Pocatello,")  have  since  the  23d  day  of 
April,  1889,  used  and  exercised  all  the  lib- 
erties, privileges,  and  franchises  that  an 
incorporated  town  orvillage  may  use  and 
exercise,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  2230  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes of  Idaho,  without  any  right  or  au- 
thority so  to  do,  to  the  great  damage  and 
prejudice  of  the  state  of  Idaho  and  of  the 
relator;  that  the  relator  is  a  resident 
and  tax-payer  of  said  town;  and  prays 
that  the  defendant  be  excluded  from  all 
corporate  rights,  privileges,  liberties,  and 
franchises, and  thatdefundant  bcHdJudgpd 
not  to  be  a  corporation.  The  answer  de- 
nies the  allegations  of  the  complaint,  and 
for  a  further  defense  alleges  substantially 
that  the  town  of  Pocatello  had  been  duly 
incorporated  on  the  23d  day  of  April,  1889, 
by  reason  of  a  compliance  with  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  section  2224  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  Idaho,  particularly  set- 
ting out  Just  what  had  been  done  thereun- 
der. A  general  demurrer  was  interposed 
to  said  answer,  and  overruled  by  the 
court.  Thereafter  the  facts  were  agreed 
to  by  the  parties,  and  the  case  submitted 
to  the  court  for  decision,  upon  the  plead- 
ings and  stipulation  of  facts.  Judgment 
was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  defendant, 
from  which  Judgment  this  appeal  was  tak- 
en, and  a  reversal  of  said  Judgment  is  de- 
manded, and  the  appellant  specifies  two 
errors  therefor. 

The  first  error  specifled  is  as  follows: 
"In  overruling  the  demurrer  to  the  an- 
swer." The  demurrer  raines  the  (luestion 
as  to  whether  the  answer  states  facts 
sufficient  to  constitute  a  defense.  In  oth- 
er words,  the  appellant  contends  that  the 
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facts  stated  In  the  answer  do  not  show  a 
legal  incorporation  of  said  town  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  under  the 
provisions  of  said  section  2224  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  Idaho.  8aid  section  pro> 
vides  as  follows :  "  When  a  majority  of  the 
taxable  male  Inhabitants  of  any  town  or 
village  within  this  territory  present  a 
petition  to  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  county  in  which  said  town 
or  village  is  situated,  setting  forth  the 
metes  and  bounds  of  their  town  or  village, 
together  with  the  adjacent  bounds,  in  all 
not  exceeding  six  miles  square,  wliicb  they 
desire  to  include  therein,  and  praying  that 
they  may  be  incorporated,  and  police  es- 
tablished for  their  local  government,  and 
the  county  commissioners  are  satisfied 
that  a  majority  of  the  taxable  male  inhab- 
itants of  such  town  or  village  have  signed 
such  petition,  and  that  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioners  is  reasonable,  the  "board  of 
county  commissioners  may  declare  such 
town  or  village  incorporated,  designating 
in  such  order  the  metes  and  bounds  there- 
of." The  answer,  after  denying  generally 
and  specifically  every  allegation  of  the 
complaint,  alleges  as  a  separate  defense  as 
follows:  (1)  That  at  the  regular  April 
(1S89)  meeting  of  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners of  Bingham  county  a  petition 
was  filed  and  presented  to  said  board  of 
county  commissioners,  signed  by  169  citi- 
zens, residents  and  tax-payers  of  the  town 
of  Pocatello,  praying,  among  other  things, 
that  said  town  of  Pocatello  be  incorporat- 
ed, said  petition  being  in  words  and  fig- 
ures as  folio  ws,  to-wlt:  "To  the  honora- 
ble board  of  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  of  Bingham,  in  the  territory  of 
Idaho:  The  undersigned,  your  petltlon- 
ern,  respectfully  represent  to  your  honor- 
able body  that  they  are  residents  of  the 
town  of  Pocatello.  That  the  town  of  Po- 
catello is  situated  in  the  county  of  Bing- 
ham, territory  of  Idaho.  That  your  peti- 
tioners constitute  a  majority  of  the  taxa- 
ble male  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Poca- 
tello. That  said  town  is  situated  within 
the  following  boundaries,  that  is  to  say: 
All  in  township  six  south,  of  range  thirty- 
four  (34)  east,  of  Boise  meridian,  to-wit, 
west  one -half  section  twenty-five,  (25,)  all 
of  section  twenty-six,  (26,)  east  one-half  of 
section  twenty-seven,  (27,)  north-west 
quarter  of  section  thirty-six,  (36,)  north 
one-half  of  section  thirty-five,  (35,)  north- 
east quarter  of  south-west  quarter  section 
thirty-five,  (35,)  north-east  quarter  of 
north -east  quarter  of  section  thirty -four, 


(84,)  in  all  not  exceeding  six  miles  square. 
And  your  petitioners  pray  that  they  mar 
be  incorporated  and  police  established  for 
their  local  government,  and  that  from 
thenceforth  they  may  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the 'Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Pocatd- 
lo,'  with  all  powers,  rights,  and  priviieg» 
of  incorporated  towns  and  villages,  a  a  is 
contemplated,  and  in  such  cases  especialy 
provided,  by  the  laws  of  the  territory  of 
Idaho,  1887,  Revised  Statutes  thereof;* 
and  signed  by  169  residents  and  tax-pay- 
ers of  said  town  of  Pocatello.  And  tke 
answer  further  alleges  facts  showing  a 
substantial  compliance  by  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  with  thn  provisions 
of  said  section  2224  in  the  incorporation  of 
said  town.  The  overruling  of  the  demur- 
rer was  not  error. 

The  second  specification  of  error  Is  as 
follows:  **In  entering  judgment  against 
appellant  upon  the  agreed  statement  of 
fact  submitted."  The  facts  agreed  to  are 
substantially  as  follows:  That  the  re- 
lator, J.  T.  Uolcomb,  was  a  resident  and 
tax-payer  of  the  town  of  Pocatello  during 
all  the  times  mentioned  in  the  pleadingrs. 
That  the  affirmative  allegations  of  the 
answer,  relating  to  the  petition  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  taxable  residents  of  the  town 
of  Pocatello,  asking  that  said  town  be  in- 
corporated nnder  the  general  statutes  of 
Idaho,  and  the  orders  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  in  regard  thereto, 
were  true.  Thai  the  meeting  of  the  board 
at  the  time  said  petition  was  presented 
was  a  regular  meeting  of  said  board,  and 
that  the  minutes  of  said  meeting  were  not 
signed  by  the  chairman  or  clerk.  That 
the  minutes  of  the  adjourned  meeting  re- 
ferred to  in  the  answer  were  signed  by 
the  chairman  of  said  board,  and  that  said 
meeting  was  an  adjourned  meeting.  It 
will  be  observed  that  the  petition  required 
by  said  section  2224  was  presented  to  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  at  the 
regular  April  (1889)  meeting.  That  on  the 
13th  day  of  April,  1889,  said  board  ad- 
journed their  said  regular  meeting  until 
the  29th  day  of  April,  1889,  for  the  pur- 
pose, among  others,  of  considering  said  pe- 
tition. The  record  made  on  the  29th  day 
of  April,  1889,  clearly  indicates  that  the 
said  board  had  satisfied  themselves  that 
the  said  petition  had  been  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  taxable  male  inhabitants 
of  said  town,  and  likewise  had  satisfied 
themselves  that  the  prayer  of  the  petition- 
ers was  reasonable,  thus  complying  witn 
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the  statute  In  those  reqolrements.  The 
record  does  not  show  what  steps  were 
taken  to  satisfy  the  board  that  the  req- 
iilaite  nomber  of  the  taxable  male  Inhab- 
itants had  signed  said  petition,  and  that 
the  prayer  of  the  petition  was  reasonable, 
but  the  action  of  the  board  in  ^untinir 
the  petition  conclaslvely  shows  that  said 
board  complied  with  said  two  require- 
ments, to- wit,  had  satisfied  themselves 
that  the  required  number  of  persons  had 
8iicned  said  petition,  and  that  their  prayer 
was  reasonable. 

This  brings  ns  to  the  controllln^iC  conten- 
tion of  appellant  in  this  case,  which  is  that 
said  town  was  not  legally  incorporated, 
for  the  reason  that  the  order  of  the  board 
of  commissioners  declnrlnK  said  town  In- 
corporated failed  to  designate  the  metes 
and  bounds  thereof.  The  provision  of 
said  section  2221  is  as  follows  upon  that 
point:  ''The  board  of  county  commis- 
alonera  may  declare  such  town  or  village 
incorporated,  designating  in  such  order 
the  metes  and  bounds  thereof.**  The  rea- 
son of  this  provision  is  obvious.  The 
boundaries  of  a  municipality  must  be 
fixed  and  certain,  in  order  that  all  may 
Icnow  the  scope  or  section  of  country  em- 
braced within  the  corporate  limits,  and 
over  which  the  municipality  has  Jurisdic- 
tion. The  statute  re<|uires  the  board  to 
fix  the  boundaries  of  the  municipality 
created  liy  them  under  said  act.  In  case 
the  boundaries  are  clearly  designated  In 
the  petition,  and  the  board  by  its  order 
refers  to  such  petition,  and  grants  it, 
without  any  change  or  modification,  it  is 
a  suffldent compliance  with  said  provision 
of  the  statute.  Certainly  no  one  will  serl- 
oasly  contend  that  the  boundaries  of  said 
town  are  not  set  forth  in  the  petition,  so 
that  they  may  be  readily  traced  and  easily 
ascertained  therefrom.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  recital  in  the  order  of  the 
hoard  referring  to  the  petition  is  suffi- 
ciently explicit  to  warrant  us  in  regard- 
ing  the  petition  as  a  part  of  the  proceed- 
ings, and  may  consequently  be  considered 
in  pari  mutertH.  People  v.  Carpenter,  24 
N.  Y.  86.  We  think  there  was  a  substan- 
tial compliance  with  the  statute,  and  that 
is  all  that  Is  required.  People  v.  Bailrond 
Co..45Cal.  «0«;  Water-Works  v.  San  Fran- 
cisco, 22  Cal.  440 ;  In  re  Winter- W*orks,  17 
Cal.  182.  In  the  case  of  Com.  v.  Halstead, 
(Pa.  Sup.)  7  Atl.  Rep.  221,  there  was  a 
variance  in  the  boundaries,  as  given  in 
the  petition  and  draft,  or  plat  on  file,  and 
the  court  says :  **It  appears,  as  set  forth 


in  the  eighth  assignment,  that  an  error 
exists  in  the  petition  and  decree.  The 
description  of  the  boundaries  there  given 
is  at  variance  with  the  draft  or  plot  on 
file.  The  proper  distances  of  the  sixth 
boundary  line  and  the  bearings  of  the 
seventh  are  omitted.  This  is  manifestly  a 
mere  blunder,  and  might,  perhaps,  upon 
proper  showing,  be  amendable  here;" 
thus  holding  that  amendment  of  descrip- 
tion may  be  made.  The  appellant  insists 
on  a  strict  construction  of  said  section  of 
the  statute.  Section  4  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Idaho,  among  other  pro  visions, 
provides  that  "the  Revised  Statutes  es- 
tablish the  law  of  this  state  respecting  the 
subjects  to  which  they  relate,  and  their 
provisions,  and  all  proceedings  under 
them,  are  to  be  liberally  construed,  with  a 
view  to  effect  their  objects  and  to  pro- 
mote justice."  The  proceecllngs  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  under  the 
statute,  in  the  incorporation  of  said  town, 
are  commanded  by  said  section  4  to  be 
liberally  construed  with  a  view  to  effect 
the  intended  object.  The  said  town  was 
incorporated  on  the  29th  day  of  April, 
1889,  and  used  and  exercised  the  liberties, 
privileges,  and  franchises  which  It  was 
authorised  to  use  and  exercise  under  the 
laws  of  Idaho,  without  question,  until 
the  commencement  of  this  suit,  on  March 
24,1891.  Thus  for  nearly  two  years  the 
legality  of  said  corporation  was  not  ques- 
tioned. No  appeal  was  taken  from  the 
order  of  the  board  incorporating  said 
town.  The  grievance  of  the  relator  is 
that  said  municipality  insisted  on  taxing 
him  $100  per  month  for  retailing  cigars 
and  spirituous  liquors  within  the  bounda- 
ries of  said  municipality.  Charters  of  mu- 
nicipal corporations,  which  have  for  their 
objects  the  protection  of  the  lives  and 
property  of  the  people,  in  densely  popu- 
lated districts,  should  not  be  overturned 
and  set  at  naught  except  for  very  grave 
reasons.  The  corporate  existence  of  such 
municipalities  should  be  maintained,  if 
possible.  The  judgment  of  the  court  be- 
low Is  affirmed,  with  costs.

8.  A  paper  in  the  form  of  an  answer,  rerifled 
by  the  defendants,  admitting  that  the  allegations 
of  the  oomplalnt  are  true,  and  consenting  that 
the  pAaintilis  are  entitled  to  a  Judgment  as  prayed 
for  in  the  eooaplaint,  is  a  swoxn  admission  of  the 
defendants.  The  court  erred  in  refusing  to  ad- 
mit the  same  in  evidence  on  behalf  of  plaintiffs, 
although  said  sworn  statement  was  made  with- 
out the  knowledge  or  consent  of  defendants'  at- 
torneys of  record.

Sui^LivAN,  C.  J.  This  Is  an  appeal  from 
a  Judgment  and  order  dismissing  appel* 
lants*  complaint  and  cause  of  action. 
The  complaint  alleges  that  on  tbe  21st 
day  of  May.  1888,  the  plaintiffs  were  the 
owners  of  the  Sitting  Boll  lode  mining 
claim.  That  the  said  claim  was  located 
by  one  J.  A.  Ward  and  John  W.  Sebring 
in  the  year  1885.  That  thereafter  the  said 
Sehrlng  sold  one-half  of  his  Interest  in 
said  claim,  to- wit,  an  undivided  one> 
fourth,  to  one  David  Altiser,  and  tbereaft> 
er  said  persons  owned  their  respective  in« 
terests  therein  as  tenants  Id  common. 
That,  for  the  purpose  of  developing  aald 
mining  claim,  they  entered  Into  a  coo  tract 
with  the  plaintiffs,  C.  O.  Pence  and  one  L. 
J.  Starr,  whereby  the  said  Pence  and 
Starr  agreed  to  do  certain  work  In  tha 
development  of  said  claim,  and  for  which 
they  were  to  receive  an  undivided  one- 
half  of  the  respective  Interests  of  the  said 
Sebring,  Ward,  and  Altlier.  That  npon 
the  completion  of  such  work  the  said 
Ward,  Sebring,  and  Altiser  were  to  exe- 
cute and  deliver  to  said  Pence  and  Starr 
a  deed  of  conveyance  conveying  to  them 
an  undivided  one-half  of  their  respective 
Interests  in  said  claim.  That  after  the 
completion  of  said  work  by  Pence  and 
Starr  the  said  Ward,  Sebring,  and  Altiser 
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f>xecQte<l  to  them  a  eertain  deed,  but.  In* 
Btead  of  dosigoatlni?  the  respective  luter- 
e0t8  to  be  conyeyed  by  each  grantor  un- 
der the  contract  aforesaid,  they,  by  mis- 
take and  Inadvertence,  conveyed  by  said 
deed  an  undivided  one-half  of  said  mining; 
claim.  That  thereaiter  Starr  sold  and 
conveyed  his  entire  Interest  In  said  claim 
to  Pence.  That  Pence  thereafter  pur- 
chased of  said  Sebring  an  undivided  one- 
eighth  interest  In  said  claim.  That  there- 
after C.  £.  Kinsman  (one  of  the  appel- 
lants) purchased  of  the  said  Altiser  an  un- 
divided one-eighth  of  said  claim.  That 
thereafter  one  O.  Kingman  bought  of  said 
Ward  all  his  right,  title,  and  interest  in 
and  to  said  claim,  as  at  that  time  said 
Ward  believed  he  possessed  an  undivided 
one-quarter  thereof.  That,  by  the  origi- 
nal deed  from  Ward.  Sebring,  and  Altizer 
to  said  Pence  and  Starr,  it  was  the  inten- 
tion of  the  parties  to  convey  to  said 
grantees  an  undivided  one-half  of  each  of 
their  respective  Interests  In  and  to  said 
claim,  to- wit,  Ward  an  undivided  one- 
quarter,  that  being  one-half  of  his  Inter- 
eat  :  Sebring  an  undivided  one-eighth,  that 
being  one-half  of  his  Interest,  and  Altiser 
an  undivided  one-eighth,  that  being  one- 
half  of  his  interest  therein.  That  the  mlis- 
take  was  made  by  conveying  an  undivid- 
ed one-half  of  said  lode,  and  not  designat- 
ing the  undivided  interest  which  each  was 
to  convey  under  the  agreement  with  Pence 
and  Starr.  That  thereafter  the  defendant 
Brown,  with  notice  that  Ward  had  al- 
ready sold  all  of  his  right,  title,  and  in- 
terest In  and  to  said  lode  claim  to  O. 
Kingman,  and  knowing  that  said  Ward 
bad  no  Interest  therein,  being  so  notified 
by  said  Ward,  procured  from  said  Ward 
a  quitclaim  deed  for  all  of  his  interest  in 
said  claim.  That  said  O.  Kingman  con- 
veyed all  of  his  interest  in  and  to  said 
claim  to  the  plaintiff  Charles  G.  Kingman, 
and  that  the  plaintiffs  (the  appellants  in 
this  court)  were  then  the  owners  of  said 
entire  mining  claim.  That  Sweeney,  one 
of  the  defendants,  was,  at  the  date  of 
such  conveyances,  an  employe  in  the  re- 
corder's office  of  Shoshone  county,  and 
that  It  was  by  his  investigation  and  sug- 
gestion, on  Information  acquired  from  an 
inspection  of  the  records  of  said  county, 
that  the  apparent  interest  of  said  Ward, 
of  the  one-twelfth  of  said  mine,  was  sug- 
gested to  said  Brown,  and  the  convey- 
ance from  Ward  to  Brown  thereafter 
procured.  The  complaint  further  alleges 
that  said  Sweeney  and  Brown  have  con- 


tracted, by  bond,  to  convey  to  defendant 
Evans  the  one-twelfth  Interest  so  ob- 
tained from  Ward,  and  to  receive  therefor 
fd,000,  and  for  such  purpose  Brown  has 
deposited  with  Sweeney  his  deed  to  said 
Evans,  to  be  delivered  upon  payment  to 
Sweeney  of  the  sum  of  $8,000.  That  said 
Brown  is  to  convey  to  said  Sweeney  said 
one-twelfth  interest  in  said  mine  in  the 
event  of  Evans  not  paying  said  $3,000. 
That  Evans  is  made  a  party,  because  he 
Is  deemed  a  necessary  party  to  the  en- 
forcement of  the  Judgment  or  decree 
prayed  for.  That  plaintiffs  do  not  desire 
to  destroy  the  sale  of  said  mine,  but  sim- 
ply that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said 
one-twelfth  interest  be  paid  to  plaintiff  in 
event  of  a  sale  being  consummated.  The 
answer  admits  the  discovery  and  loca- 
tion of  the  said  claim,  and  the  conveyance 
thereafter  by  Sebring  of  one-half  of  his 
interest  therein  to  Altiser.  Admits  the 
making  of  the  deed  by  Ward,  Sebring, 
and  Altiser  to  Pence  and  Starr,  but  ex- 
plains Ward's  connection  with  the  mak- 
ing of  the  contract  with  Pence  and  Starr 
for  the  development  of  the  claim,  and  the 
execution  of  the  deed  to  them,  and  denies 
that  any  mistake  was  made  In  the  execu- 
tion of  said  deed. 

Prior  to  the  trial  of  the  case  the  mine 
was  sold  under  the  bond  referred  to,  and 
the  parties  entered  Into  a  stipulation 
whereby  the  money  for  the  one-twelfth 
interest  was  deposited  with  the  clerk  of 
the  court,  subject  to  the  adjudication  by 
the  court  of  the  question  as  to  the  party 
entitled  thereto.  On  January  16, 1801,  one 
Thomas  E.  McLelland  was  allowed  to  in- 
tervene. The  complaint  of  intervention 
does  not  demand  any  relief  In  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  suit  as  to  the  mining  claim, 
but  alleges  that  one-half  of  the  money 
which  had  been  deposited  In  court,  under 
the  stipulation  aforesaid,  on  June  25, 1888, 
had  been  assigned  to  said  intervener  by 
said  Sweeney  and  Brown,  on  July  30, 1888. 
To  this  complaint  of  intervention  plain- 
tiffs filed  an  answer  denying  the  same. 
The  cause  came  on  for  trial  on  June  3, 
1891.  The  plaintiffs  offered  in  evidence 
certain  paper  writings,  claimed  to  have 
been  executed  by  the  defendants,  admit- 
ting the  allegations  of  the  complaint,  and 
consenting  that  Judgment  be  taken  against 
them  as  prayed  for  in  the  complaint,  all 
of  which  were,  under  the  objections  of 
counsel  for  defendants  and  intervener,  ex- 
cluded by  the  court.  Thereupon  certain 
oral  testimony  was  offered,  and  for  like 
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reason  rejected  by  the  conrt.  Plaintifto 
therenpon  rested.  Counsel  for  the  defend- 
ants and  intervener  moved  for  a  nonsuit, 
which  motion  was  granted,  and  Judgment 
of  dismissal  entered.  From  which  order 
and  Judprment  the  appellants  bring  the 
case  to  this  court,  and  demand  a  reversal 
thereof,  and  assign  seven  specitications  of 
error  therefor. 

The  first  error  assigned  is  that  *'the 
court  erred  in  allowing  McLelland  to,  in- 
tervene at  all."  In  order  to  intelligently 
pass  upon  this  specification  of  error,  we 
shall  need  to  refer  to  the  pleadings  at 
some  length.  The  plaintiffs  allege  in  the 
fifteenth  paragraph  of  the  complaint  that 
a  sale  of  the  mine  in  controversy  is  pend- 
ing for  the  sum  of  f36,000,  one-twelfth  of 
which  sum,  by  the  terms  of  the  bond  to 
defendant  Evans,  is  to  be  paid  to  the  de- 
fendant Sweeney.  That  said  Evans  is 
made  a  party  because  plaintiffs  deem  bim 
to  be  a  necessary  party  to  the  enforcement 
of  the  decree  prayed  for.  That  plaintiffs 
are  not  desirous  of  defeating  said  sale  for 
said  one-twelfth  interest  of  said  mine,  but 
that,  in  the  event  of  a  sale  being  completed, 
the  proceeds  should  be  paid  to  plaintiffs, 
and  not  to  said  Brown  and  Sweeney.  The 
second  paragraph  of  the  prayer  of  com- 
plaint is,  in  substance,  that  said  money  be 
paid  to  plaintiffs,  in  the  event  asale  is  con- 
summated under  said  bond.  It  appears 
from  the  record  that  a  stipulation  was  en- 
tered into  by  the  parties,  through  their  at- 
tomeyis,  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  the  said  one- 
twelfth  interest  of  said  mine,  and  the  de- 
posit of  the  proceeds  with  the  clerk,  which 
stipulation  is  as  follows:  "[Title  of  the 
court  and  cause.]  It  is  hereby  stipulated 
tliat,  under  the  bond  mentioned  in  the 
complaint,  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  no  more,  was  due 
upon  the  purchase  price  of  the  Sitting  Bull 
lode  mining  claim  at  the  time  this  action 
was  commenced ;  that  under  the  contract 
with  Evan  Evans,  mentioned  in  the  com- 
plaint, the  said  Evans  or  his  assigns  can 
malce  payment  into  court  of  the  amount 
to  be  due  to-morrow,  and  a  further  sum 
payable  July  21 ,  1888,  to  the  said  M.  J .  Swee- 
ney, being  in  the  aggregate  $1,41 6.6<{,  less 
;^72.50,  and,  upon  final  payment  being 
made  into  court,  that  plaintiffs  will  re- 
lease all  of  the  one-twelfth  interest  of,  in, 
and  to  the  Sitting  Bull  lode  claim  from 
any  liability  in  this  action,  the  fund  then 
in  cuurt  to  be  the  only  matter  involved  in 
this  action,  and  notice  of  lis  pendens 
to  be  withdrawn  and  vacated  as  soon  as 


the  first  payment  shall  l>emade.  Tbeaaid 
fund  to  remain  in  court  subject  to  the  ad- 
judication of  the  court  as  to  the  party  en- 
titled thereto.  Dated  June  25,1888.  Ga- 
NAHT^  &  Haoan,  Plaintiffs'  Attorneys.  We 
agree  to  this.  Woods  &  Hbyburx,  At- 
torneys for  Defendants.  1*.  E.  Kingman. 
By  His  Attorney  in  Fact,  O.  Kingman.  G. 
Q.  Pbncr.  [Indorsed:]  Filed  June  15, 1889." 
The  complaint  in  intervention  alleges  that 
the  intervener,  for  a  valuable  considera- 
tion, on  the  30th  day  of  July,  188X,  pur- 
chased from  defendants  Sweeney  and 
Brown  a  one-half  interest  in  and  to  the 
fund  deposited  with  the  clerk  of  said' 
court,  as  aforesaid .  The  intervener  claims 
an  interest  in  said  fund,  and  coraee  within 
section  4111  of  the  Revised  Statu  ten  of  Ida- 
ho, which  permits  any  person  to  intervene 
who  has  an  interest  in  the  matter  in  liti- 
gation. There  was  therefore  no  error  in 
permitting  McLelland  to  intervene. 

The  second  specification  of  error  is  as  fol- 
io ws :  ** The  court  erred  in  excluding  from 
evidence  the  receipt  or  relinquishment  of 
Sweeney  and  Brown.  "*  The  said  receipt  or 
relinquishment  purports  to  be  the  written 
admission  of  the  defendants  that  the  allega- 
tions  of  the  complaint  are  tru<»,  and  was 
testimony  in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs,  which 
they  were  entitled  to  have  the  benefit  of. 
There  was  error  in  rejecting  the  same. 

The  third  specification  of  error  is  as  fol- 
lows: *'The  court  erred  in  excluding  the 
sworn  answer  of  Sweeney  and  Brown." 
The  transcript  contains  the  paper  desig- 
nated as  the  sworn  answer  of  Sweeney 
and  Brown,  in  which  they  ask  to  with- 
draw the  answer  theretofore  filed,  and  in 
answer  to  the  complaint  *' admit  each  and 
singular  the  allegations  averred  in  the 
complaint,**  and  authorize  Judgment  to 
bo  entered  according  to  the  prayer  of  the 
complaint.  The  record  shows  that  coun- 
sel for  the  plaintiffs  stated  to  the  court 
below,  at  the  time  said  paper  was  offered 
in  evidence,  that  they  offered  the  said  pa- 
per in  evidence  to  show,  first,  a  settlement 
of  the  case  between  the  plaintiffs  and  de- 
fendants, and  also  as  an  admission  by 
each  of  the  defendants  that  the  complaint 
was  true  and  correct,  and  a  confession  of 
the  defendants  that  the  plaintiffs  were  en- 
titled to  Judgment  as  prayed  for  in  the 
complaint,  and  as  to  the  truth  of  the  alle- 
gations of  the  complaint  admitted  by  the 
defendants,  and  as  a  solemn  admission 
that  the  answer  of  the  defendautH  on  file 
was  untrue,  and  as  a  proof  that  the  de- 
fendants desired  to  withdraw  their  an- 
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Bwer,  and  as  an  order  to  withdraw  the 
name,  and  as  a  relinquishment,  by  the  de- 
fendants to  plaintiffs,  of  all  their  right  to 
the  fund  on  deposit  with  the  clerk,  and  as 
an  assignment  of  all  and  every  part  of 
that  fund  to  the  plaintiffs.  The  paper 
offered  purported  to  be  the  sworn  admis- 
sion of  the  defendants  that  the  allega- 
tions of  the  complaint  were  true,  and  that 
the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  the  funds  In 
the  hands  of  the  clerk;  all  of  which  was 
testimony  In  favor  of  the  plaintiffs,  and 
should  have  been  admitted.  The  court 
erred  In  rejecting  the  same. 

The  fourth  specification  of  error  Is  as  fol- 
lows :  The  court  erred  In  sustaining  the 
objection  to  the  question  asked  the  witness 
Kingman:  ''Did  you,  at  any  time,  pay 
defendants  Sweeney  and  Brown  any  mon- 
ey for  their  interest  In  this  property?" 
The  record  shows  that  the  witness  to 
whom  the  question  was  propounded  was 
O.  Kingman,  who  is  not  a  party  to  this 
action.  We  cannot  perceive  the  material- 
ity of  the  question,  unless  it  should  be 
shown  that  such  money  was  paid  for  on 
behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  or  appellants.  The 
record  shows  that  the  receipt  and  the  pa- 
per designated  as  the  ** sworn  answer"*  of 
the  defendants  were  executed  without  the 
knowledge  or  consent  of  their  attorneys 
of  record,  and  it  is  intimated  in  the  briel 
of  respondents  that  counsel  for  appellants 
had  made  a  surreptitious  settlement  with 
the  respondents  Sweeney  and  Brown,  and 
had  procured  from  them  said  receipt  and 
answer,  without  the  knowledge  or  con- 
sent of  counsel  for  respondents,  but  we 
find  nothing  in  the  record  to  Justify  such 
intimation  or  conclusion.  It  is  true,  how- 
ever, that  some  one  procured  such  papers 
from  the  respondents,  or  that  they  deliv- 
ered them  without  solicitation;  but  we 
are  loath  to  believe  that  any  attorney  of 
this  bar  would  enter  into  surreptitious 
dealings  with  clients  of  opposing  counsel 
for  a  compromise,  settlement,  or  man- 
agement of  the  case.  Chief  Justice  San- 
derson, in  the  case  of  Commissioners  v. 
Younger,  29  Cal.  150,  has  very  clearly  ex- 
pressed the  mind  of  this  court  upon  such 
dealings.  In  the  following  language:  Tt 
is  proper  to  add  that  to  entirely  ignore 
the  attorney  of  record,  and  enter,  wilh- 
ont  his  consent,  into  secret  negotiations 
with  his  client,  touching  the  management 
of  his  case,  is  unbecoming  the  dignity  of 
the  legal  profession,  and  destructive  to 
the  courtesy  which  Is  due  from  one  mem- 
ber to  another.  *    However,  if  clients  make 


settiements,  compromises,  and  admis- 
sions, without  the  knowledge  and  con- 
sent of  their  attorneys  of  record,  they  can- 
not, for  that  reason,  escape  the  conse- 
quences of  such  settlements,  coniproniiseH, 
and  admissions,  if  they  are  offered  in  evi- 
dence against  them.  Coughlin  v.  Railroad 
Co.,  71  N.  Y.  448. 

The  sixth  specification  of  error  Is  as  fol- 
lows: The  court  erred  In  excluding  the 
answer  to  the  question:  "Did  you  ever 
have  any  notice  of  any  assignment  of  any 
part  of  this  fund  to  anyone?"  The  rec- 
ord shows  that  said  question  was  pro- 
pounded to  O.  Kingman,  who  is  not  a 
party  to  this  suit.  We  fail  to  discover 
how  the  answer  thereto  from  said  witness 
could  be  material.  There  was  no  error 
In  refusing  to  allow  the  witness  to  answer 
the  same. 

The  seventh  specification  of  error  Is  as 
follows:  "The  court  erred  in  refusing  the 
motion  of  plaintiffs  to  proceed  to  hear  and 
determine  the  rights  of  plaintiffs  to  the 
fund  deposited  with  the  clerk.**  Therecord 
contains  the  reason,  as  stated  by  the  court 
below,  why  it  refused  to  proceeil  and  de- 
termine the  rights  of  the  plaintiffs  to  said 
fund,  and  is  as  follows:  "Now,  at  this 
time  the  court,  having  examined  the  plead- 
ings In  this  case  and  a  certain  stipulation 
on  file,  and  It  appearing  thereupon,  [there- 
from,] and  from  the  admissions  of  counsel 
on  both  sides,  that  all  the  Interest  In  the 
mining  claims  contested  for  in  the  suit 
had  been  sold,  and  the  money  paid  Into 
court,  and  there  Is  nothing  before  the 
court  except  the  disposal  of  that  money, 
and  It  being  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
parties  to  this  transaction  to  convert  an 
action  to  quiet  title  into  a  snit  for  money, 
a  practice  not  allowed  by  this  court,  it  is 
ordered  that  this  case  be  dismissed  from 
the  further  consideration  of  the  court.** 
The  fifteenth  paragraph  of  the  complaint, 
above  set  l or th,  avers  facts  sufficient  to 
give  the  court  jurisdiction  of  the  fund  in 
the  hands  of  the  clerk ;  and  by  the  second 
paragraph  of  the  prayer  of  the  complaint 
the  plaintiffs  demand  that.  In  the  event  of 
tne  sale  mentioned  in  the  fifteenth  para- 
graph of  the  complaint  being  consummat- 
ed, one-twelfth  of  the  sum  for  which  the 
whole  mine  was  sold  be  paid  to  the  plain- 
tiffs. Evan  Evans  had  the  bond  on  the 
mine,  and  he  Is  made  a  party  to  the  action, 
so  tl^at.  In  case  a  sale  Is  made,  the  court 
will  have  Jurisdiction  to  enforce  its  judg- 
ment or  d(*cree,in  case  one  Is  entered  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  prayer  of  the  second 
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paraipcraph  o(  said  complaint.  Under  the 
pleadiniB^s,  the  court  bad  Jurledictioa  to 
determiae  whether  or  not  the  undivided 
one-twelfth  interest  in  and  to  said  mine 
was  the  property  of  the  plaintiffs ;  and  if, 
when  that  fact  was  determined,  the  mine 
had  been  sold  and  the  money  paid  into 
court,  it  had  JurlHdiction  to  determine 
whether  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  said 
money  or  not.  Equity  does  not  favor  a 
multiplicity  of  suits,  and  will  not  permit 
litigation  by  piecemeal,  but  favors  deter- 
mining the  whole  controversy  so  as  to 
prevent  future  litigation.  Chester  v.  Hill, 
ee  Cal.  484,  6  Pac.  Rep.  182;  Cross  v.  Zeller- 
bach,  68  Cal.  628;  Kraft  v.  De  Forest,  63 
Cal.  657;  Quivey  v.  Baker.  37  Cal.  472;  Wil- 
son V.  Castro,  31  Cal.  421 ;  McPherson  v. 
Parker,  80  Cal.  456.  The  court  had  Juris- 
dictlon  of  the  parties  and  the  subject-mat- 
ter, and  should  have  determined  the  con- 
troversy. The  court  erred  in  refusing  to 
determine  the  rights  of  plaintiffs  to  the  fund 
deposited  with  the  cleric. 

The  conclusions  that  we  have  arrived 
at  in  regard  to  the  second,  third,  and 
seventh  sijeciflcations  of  error  make  it 
unnecessary  for  us  to  say  anything  in  re- 
gard to  the  eighth  specification  of  error, 
except  to  say  that  the  court  erred  in 
granting  the  nonsuit,  and  entering  judg- 
ment of  dismissal.  The  judgment  of  the 
court  below  is  reversed,  and  the  case  re- 
manded to  the  court  below,  with  instruc- 
tions to  proceed  and  try  the  case  and  de- 
termine the  issues  as  indicated  In  this 
opinion.

A  taxpayer  has  the  right  to  prosecute 
this  action.  Maxwell  v.  Board,  63  Cal.

The  remedy  by  certiorari  is  the  proper 
one  to  set  aside  the  action  of  the  board 
of  equalisation  where  it  is  Told  for  want  of 
Jurisdiction.  Rev.  St.  $  4962  etseq.;  Peo- 
ple v.  Goldtree,  44  Cal.  323-825;  Mayor, 
etc.,  V.  Davenport,  92  N.  Y.  604;  Uojce  v. 
Jenney,  50  Iowa,  676;  Cooley,  Tax'n,  pp. 
758,  759. 

The  power  of  the  state  board  is  limited 
to  an  equalisation  of  valnes  as  between 
counties,  and  must  be  made  by  comparing 
the  values  returned  from  the  respective 
counties  with  each  other,  and  they  have 
no  authority  to  alter  or  change  the  indi- 
vidual assessments  or  the  assesHefl  valua- 
tion of  d  1  fferen  t  classes  of  property .  Wells. 
Fargo  &  ('O.  v.  Board  of  Equalisation, 
56  Cal.  194;  People  v.  Sacmmento  Co., 
59  Cal.  321 ;  San  Francisco  ft  N.  P.  R.  R.Co. 
V.  State  Board  of  Equalization,  60  Cal.  12; 
People  V.  Dunn,  59  Cal.  380:  Baldwin  v. 
Ellis,  68  Cal.  495,  9  Pac.  Rep.  652. 

The  state  board  of  equalisation  has 
nothing  to  do  with  individual  assess- 
ments, and  cannot  alter  by  either  adding 
to  or  subtracting  from  the  amounts  as- 
sessed to  various  classes  of  property,  or  to 
individual  taxpayers.  Tweed  v.  Metcalf, 
4  Mich.  579;  Boyce  v.  Sebring,  66  Mich.  210, 
33  N.  W.  Rep.  S15:  Sllebee  v.  St«ickle,  44 
Mich.  561,  7  N.  W.  Rep.  160,  867. 

The  property  of  the  district  must  be 
treated  in  the  aggregate  by  the  state 
board.  Getchell  v.  Supervisors,  51  Iowa, 
108,50  N.  W.  Rep.  574;  Braden  v.  Trust 
Co.,  25  Kan.  862;  People  v.  Hadley,  76  N. 
Y.837.

Morgan,  J.  This  is  the  petition  of  Sam- 
ple Orr,  who  is  a  citisen  and  tax-payer  of 
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Bingham  conotj,  and  beneflclallj  inter- 
ested  In  tbe  matter  eet  forth  In  the  peti^ 
tlon.  He  alienees  that  the  persons  above 
named  constitute  the  state  board  of 
equalisation,  and  charges  on  information 
and  belief  that  the  said  board,  on  the 
18th  day  of  September,  1391,  and  on  suh- 
fiequent  days,  having  under  consideration 
the  value  of  real  and  personal  property 
among  the  several  counties  and  towns  of 
the  state  of  Idaho,  the  same  being  a  Ju- 
dicial matter,  and  the  said  board  exercis- 
ing judicial  functions  In  that  behalf,  with- 
out authority  of  law,  and  in  excess  of  the 
Jurisdiction  conferred  on  it  by  law,  added 
to  the  yaluation  of  the  sheep  of  said  Bing- 
ham county  an  amount  sufficient  to  fix 
the  valuation  thereof  at  the  sum  of  f  2.50 
per  head.  That  said  board,  in  like  man- 
ner, and  without  authority  of  law,  and 
in  excess  of  its  Jurisdiction,  on  the  21st 
day  of  September,  1891,  by  order,  added 
to  the  valuation  of  the  cattle  of  said  Bing- 
ham county,  for  purposes  of  taxation  of 
the  same,  a  percentage  of  10  per  cent,  on 
the  assessed  valuation  thereof,  as  returned 
by  the  assessor  of  said  Bingham  county. 
That  the  said  board,  sitting  for  the  pur- 
pose hereinbefore  set  forth,  without  au> 
thority  of  law,  and  in  excess  of  any  Juris- 
diction conferred  upon  it,  did  order  and 
adjudge  that  the  Utah  «  Northern  Rail- 
way, from  Pocatello  northward  to  the 
state  line  between  Idaho  and  Montana, 
should,  for  the  purposes  of  taxation,  be  a 
branch  road,  and  that  the  valuation 
thereof  should  be  reduced  from  $8,000  per 
mile  to  f  5,000  per  mile  for  each  and  every 
mile  thereof.  That  said  hoard,  sitting 
as  aforesaid,  did  on  the  21st  day  of  Sep- 
tember deduct  from  the  valuation  of  the 
part  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railway 
lying  in  said  county,  and  from  a  portion 
of  the  Utah  &  Northern  Railway  lying 
south  and  east  of  Pocatello,  as  fixed  by 
the  assessor  of  said  county,  and  not 
changed  by  any  county  board  ofegual- 
fsation,  the  sum  of  91,000  i>er  mile  for  each 
and  every  mile  thereof.  That  each  and 
all  of  these  changes  so  made  were  by  the 
board  of  equalisation  certified  to  the  au- 
ditor of  said  Bingham  county  by  the  sec- 
retary of  said  board.  That  affiant  has  no 
appeal  from  said  action  of  said  board, 
and  has  no  other  plain,  adequate,  and 
speedy  remedy  at  law.  A  writ  of  review 
is  prayed  for  and  issued,  requiring  the 
said  board  of  equalisation  to  return  to  the 
supreme  court  all  the  proceedings  concern- 
ing said  additions  to  and  deductions  from 


the  assessed  valuations  of  said  property 
taken  by  and  remaining  before  said 
board,  and  for  other  relief.  Upon  the  re- 
turn of  this  writ  the  matter  came  on  for 
hearing  in  the  supreme  court.  The  first 
matter  to  be  considered  by  the  court  Is 
the  question  as  to  whether  a  citisen  and 
tax-payer  is  authorized  to  bring  tills  suit 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether 
the  state  board  of  equalization  has.  In 
tbe  matters  herein  set  forth,  acted  in  ex- 
cess of  the  Jurisdiction  conferred  upon  it 
by  law. 

In  tbe  case  of  Maxwell  v.  Board,  63  Cal. 
891,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  coun- 
ty, without  advertising  for  bids  for  print- 
ing,  or  giving  any  notice  whatever  that 
said  board  would  entertain  or  receive 
sealed  proposals  or  contracts  for  the  coun- 
ty printing  for  Stanislaus  county,  entered 
into  a  contract  with  tbe  Stanislaus  Coun- 
ty Weekly  News,  by  which  said  board 
agreed  to  advertise  all  the  reports,  state- 
ments, and  advertisements  of  tbe  officers 
of  said  county  in  the  said  Stanislaus 
County  Weekly  News  at  a  rate  fixed  in 
said  contract.  Petitioner  further  alleged 
that  the  said  contract  was  made  without 
^ving  any  notice,  public  or  other wise» 
that  such  printing  would  be  let  by  the 
county  through  its  board  of  supervisors 
to  the  lowest  bidder,  or  would  be  let  at 
all.  All  of  which  was  contrary  to  law. 
After  said  order  had  been  made  by  the 
board,  the  said  contract  entered  into,  the 
plaintiff  in  this  case,  Charles  Maxwell, 
filed  this  petition  as  a  citisen  and  tax>pay- 
er  of  the  said  county  to  annul  and  set 
aside  said  contract.  The  first  question 
coming  before  the  court  for  decision  was 
as  to  whether  the  petitioner  had  the  right 
to  apply  for  the  writ.  The  court,  McKins- 
TRT,  J.,  says,  in  discussing  this  question: 
"The  neglect  of  a  public  offi<*er  to  dis- 
charge a  public  duty  may  effect  the  in- 
terest of  every  tax-payer,  but  such  re- 
sult would,  in  ordinary  cases,  be  uncer- 
tain, and  dependent  upon  contingencies. 
When,  however,  a  public  board  or  officer 
has  exceeded  the  limited  powers  conferred 
by  law,  and  the  direct  consequence  of 
such  excessive  use  of  authority  must  be  to 
add  to  the  burden  of  local  taxation,  it 
clearly  appears  that,  unless  tbe  act  ultra 
vires  be  annulled,  each  tax-payer  roust 
suffer  injury  common  in  character,  but 
special  in  amount  or  degree.  It  would 
seem  that  one  thus  directly  affected  should 
be  entitled  to  a  remedy,  and  our  conclu- 
sion is  that  the  petitioner  was  authorised 
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tocomnaenee  his  proceeding.*  It  will  be 
seen  that  In  the  above  case  It  had  not  yet 
been  determined  that  tbe  contract  for  the 
printing  described  could  have  been  let  to 
any  other  parties  for  a  less  amount  per 
annum,  and  therefore  it  Is  uncertain 
whether  the  burden  to  the  tax-payer 
would  be  greater  or  less  under  this  con- 
tract: but  because  the  board  had  exceed- 
ed its  Jurisdiction  in  making  the  contract 
the  court  decides  that  a  citlien  and  tax- 
payer is  authorised  to  bring  suit.  The 
case  at  bar  is  precisely  a  parallel  case.  It 
is  alleged  that  the  stateboard  of  equalisa- 
tion, in  excess  of  the  Jurisdiction  conferred 
on  it  by  law,  has  reduced  the  valuation  of 
a  certain  class  of  property  in  said  county, 
and  has  increased  tbe  valuation  placed 
upon  other  certain  classes  of  property  by 
the  local  assessor.  It  is  uncertain  wheth- 
er the  burden  of  taxation  to  the  individual 
tax-payer,  not  owning  cattle  or  sheep,  or 
a  stockholder  in  a  railroad  corporation, is 
greater  or  less  than  it  would  have  been 
had  these  changes  not  been  made,  nor,  in 
our  view,  is  it  necessary  for  the  tax-payer 
or  this  court  to  enter  into  a  lengthy  math- 
ematical calculation  to  ascertain  this  fact. 
Large  reduction  has  been  made  in  the  as- 
sessed valuation  of  railroad  property  in 
said  county,  and  considerable  increase  has 
been  made  In  the  valuation  of  cattle  and 
sheep.  Whether  tbe  aggregate  increase  of 
valuation  in  the  county  is  equal  to  the  ag- 
gregate decrease  in  such  valuation,  or  is 
greater  or  less,  we  are  unable  to  say ;  but 
every  citizen  and  tax-payer  of  the  state  has 
the  right  to  insist  that  every  board  or 
officer  having  any  authority  connected 
with  the  levy  and  assessment  of  taxes 
shall,  in  the  exercise  of  his  duties,  pursue 
the  methods  pointed  out  by  the  statute. 
Maxwell  v.  Board,  supra.  The  state 
board  of  equalization,  in  exercising  the 
functions  conferred  upon  It  by  law,  was 
exercising  Judicial  functions.  People  v. 
Gold  tree,  44  Cal.  823;  Mayor  v.  Comptrol- 
ler,  92  N.  Y.  604.  It  is  alleged  in  tbe  petl- 
tion  that  said  board,  in  performing  its 
duties  under  said  act  in  the  matter  herein- 
before mentioned,  exceeded  Its  Jurisdiction. 
There  Is  no  method  of  appeal  pointed 
out  by  the  statute  to  secure  a  review  of 
the  action  of  scid  board.  The  writ  of  cer- 
tiorari Is  the  proper  and  the  only  means 
of  bringing  such  action  before  this  court 
for  review.  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  {  4962;  Desty, 
Tax*n,  p.  631.  The  matters  contained 
in  the  petition  for  the  writ  of  certiorari 
and  the  answer  of  tbe  board  of  equal- 


isation thereto  are  therefore  properly  be- 
fore this  court.  It  appears  by  the  re- 
turn made  by  the  state  board  of  equaliza- 
tion to  the  writ  of  certiorari  issued  in  this 
case  that  the  said  board,  being  in  regular 
session,  on  the  18th  day  of  September, 
1891,  made  and  entered  In  their  records  tbe 
following  order,  to- wit:  ''On  motion.  It 
was  ordered  that  the  assessed  valuations 
of  the  main  linos  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line 
Railway  Co.,  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad 
Go.'s  System,  the  Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
road Co.,  and  the  Utah  and  Northern 
Railroad  Co.,  be  fixed  at  the  uniform  val- 
uation of  f7,000.00  per  mile  throughout 
the  several  counties  of  the  state  of  Idaho, 
and  that  wherever  the  assessment  exceeds 
or  is  less  than  said  sum  of  $7,000.00  per 
mile  the  said  valuation  be  decreased  or  in- 
creased (as  the  case  may  be)  by  such  a 
percentage  as  shall  fix  the  valuation  of 
the  mileage  of  said  main  lines  at  97,000.00 
per  mile.  On  motion  it  was  ordered  that 
the  equalized  valuation  of  all  the  tele- 
graph lines  in  the  several  counties  of  the 
state  of  Idaho  (except  the  Caldwell  and 
Sliver  CHty  line)  be  fixed  as  follows:  One 
wire,  per  mile,  f 80.00;  each  additional 
wire,  per  mile,  $15.00.  And  wherever  the 
assessment  appears  to  be  greater  or  less 
than  said  rates,  that  the  proper  percent- 
age be  added  or  deducted  therefrom  to 
correspond  with  said  rates. "  On  Septem- 
ber 21,  1891,  the  following  order  was 
made:  "On  motion.lt  was  ordered  that 
that  portion  of  the  Utah  &  Northern  Rail- 
road Co.  extending  from  Pocatello,  Idaho, 
northerly  to  the  boundary  line  between 
the  states  of  Idaho  and  Montana,  be  con- 
sidered a  branch  line  of  railway^  and  that 
the  equalized  valuation  thereof  be  fixed 
at  $5,000  per  mile.  **  On  the  same  day  the 
following  order  was  made:  ** On  motion, 
it  was  ordered  that  the  following  rate  of 
percentage  be  added  to  the  assessed  val- 
uation of  cattle  in  the  following  named 
counties,  viz.:  Bingham  county,  10  per 
centum.**  On  September  22, 1H91,  the  fol- 
lowing order  was  made:  *On  motion,  it 
was  ordered  that  the  assessed  valuation 
of  sheep  be  equalized  in  the  counties  of 
Ada,  AUuras,  Bear  Lake,  Bingham,  *  *  • 
by  adding  to  theper/*ap/ta  assessed  valua- 
tion in  said  several  counties  such  a  per- 
centage as  shall  maketheper  capita  equal- 
ized valuation  the  sum  of  $2.50."  A  num- 
ber of  changes  were  made  in  the  valuation 
of  property  in  other  counties,  which  are 
not  recited  here,  such  recitals  being  nnnee^ 
essary  in  the  determination  of  this  case. 
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On  the  23d  day  of  8eT>tember,  the  secre- 
tary of  said  board  was  Instructed  to  cer- 
tify to  the  auditors  of  the  several  conn- 
ties  the  changes  that  have  been  made 
by  this  board,  the  character  of  such 
chanfces  in  the  several  classes  of  properly 
assessed,  which  certificate  shall  contain 
the  folio  win{(  clause:  "^The  county  auditor 

of county  is  hereby  informed  by  the 

state  auditor  that  the  state  board  of 
equalisation  have  made  the  following 
changes  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
foHowlnic  classes  of  property  returned  by 
the  county  auditor,  (here  state  changes;) 
and  the  said  county  auditor  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  increase  or  diminish  (as  the 
case  may  be)  the  assessed  valuation  of 
said  classes  respectively  as  hereinbefore 
shown,  by  a  proper  percentage,  to  con- 
form in  valuation  to  the  rates  herein  fixed 
by  said  board  as  the  equalised  valuation 
thereof  at  the  regular  meetings  of  said 
board  on  the  18th,  19th,  21st,  and  22d  days 
of  September,  A.  D<  1891 :  and,  where  rail- 
roads are  concerned,  said  county  auditor 
Is  further  instructed  that  this  equalisa- 
tion is  to  be  held  as  including  all  railroad 
property  of  every  kind,  including  rolling 
stock,  improvements  that  are  situated  on 
the  right  of  way.  Railroad  lands  outside 
the  right  of  way  are  to  be  separately  as- 
sessed as  heretofore,  except  in  cases  where 
acre  lands  in  the  county  may  have  been 
Increased  in  valuation  as  above  noted.  In 
which  case  their  valuation  Is  changed  the 
same  as  other  acre  property."  In  pursu- 
ance of  this  order  of  the  board  the  follow- 
ing letter  of  instructions  was  sent  by  the 
state  auditor  to  the  county  auditor  of 
Bingham  county:  ** Office  of  the  State 
Board  of  Equalisation.  Boise  City,  Ida- 
bo,  Sept.  28d,  1^1.  Certificate  of  Changes 
In  Assessed  Valuation.  The  county  au- 
ditor of  Bingham  county  is  hereby  in- 
formed by  the  state  auditor  that  the  fol- 
lowing changes  have  been  made  by  the 
state  board  of  equalisation  In  the  assess- 
ment of  the  following  classes  of  property 
returned  to  said  board  by  said  county 
auditor,  vis. :  The  assessed  valuation  of 
the  Utah  ft  Northern  main  line,  being 
that  portion  lying  south  and  east  of 
Pocatello,  has  been  changed  to  97,000 
per  mile;  that  portion  of  the  said  main 
line  from  Pocatello  to  the  boundary  line 
between  th««  states  of  Idaho  and  Montana 
has  been  changed  to  95,000  per  mile;  and 
the  assessed  valuaMon  of  the  main  line  of 
the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railway  Co.  has 
been  reduced  to  $7,000  per  mile.    The  as*

sessed  valuation  of  cattle  has  been  in- 
creased ten  per  cent,  pet  capita.  The  as- 
sessed valuation  of  sheep  has  been 
changed  to  $2.60  per  capita.  The  assessed 
valuation  of  telegraph  lines  has  been 
chnnged  to  $80  per  mile  for  one  wire  and 
to  $15  per  mile  for  each  additional  wire. 
Said  county  auditor  is  instructed  to  in- 
crease (as  the  case  may  be)  by  proper 
percentage  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
classes  hereinbefore  shown,  to  conform 
In  valuation  to  the  rates  herein  fixed  by 
said  board  as  the  equalized  valuation 
thereof  at  the  regular  meeting  of  said 
board  on  the  18, 19,  21,  and  22  days  of  Sep- 
tember, A.  D.  1891 ;  and,  where  railroads 
are  concerned,  said  county  auditor  is  in- 
structed that  this  equalisation  is  to  be 
held  as  Including  railroad  property  of  ev- 
ery kind,  including  rolling  stock  and  Im- 
provements that  are  situated  upon  the 
right  of  way.  Railroad  land  outside  the 
right  of  way,  and  all  improvements  not 
upon  the  right  of  way,  are  to  be  sepa- 
rately assessad  as  heretofore,  except  in 
cases  where  acre  lands  in  the  county  may 
have  been  Increased  or  diminished  In  valu- 
ation as  above  noted.  In  which  case  their 
valuation  •  •  •  the  same  as  other 
acre  lands.

The  constitution  (section  5,  art.  7) 
has  the  following  provision:  "All  taxes 
shall  be  uniform  upon  the  same  class  of 
subjects  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
authority  levying  the  tax. "  This  provis- 
ion of  the  constitution  is  self-acting,  and 
applies  to  all  officers  and  boards  that 
have  anything  to  do  with  the  levy  and 
assessment  of  taxes  upon  all  classes  of 
property.  It  is  a  requirement  of  the  con- 
stitution, and  its  effects  may  be  illus- 
trated as  follows:  The  board  of  com- 
missioners at  the  meeting,  when  author- 
ised so  to  do,  levy  for  all  county  pur* 
poses  a  tax  of  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  np- 
on  all  classes  of  property  subject  to  taxa- 
tion in  the  county.  This  is  then  a  uni- 
form rate  of  taxation  to  the  extent  of  the 
territorial  limits  of  the  county.  The  as- 
sessor then  values  all  the  stock  cattle, 
numbering  them,  of  A.,  B.,  and  C,  who 
are  tax-payers  of  said  county,  at  the  rate 
of  f  12  per  head.  This  would  be  a  uniform 
valuation  as  to  the  three  individuals  and 
as  to  this  class  of  stock.  If  the  same  val- 
uation was  put  upon  the  same  class  of 
stock  substantially  throughout  thecoun-

ty,  it  would  be  a  nnlforni  valuation  of 
tills  class  of  property  in  the  cuunty,  and 
therefore  in  accordance  with  the  proYii- 
ions  of  the  constitution.  The  same  may 
be  said  of  all  classes  of  property.  The 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  is  by  law  constituted  a  board  of 
equalization  for  the  county.  This  board 
is  given  plenary  powers.  They  may  cor- 
rect any  valuation  by  adding  or  deduct- 
ingsuchsum  as  may  be  necessary  to  make 
it  conform  to  the  actual  cash  value.  Rev. 
St.  Idaho,  §  1476.  They  may  direct  the 
assessor  to  assess  any  taxable  property 
that  has  escaped  assessment,  increase 
any  valuation,  or  add  to  the  amount, 
number,  or  quantity,  or  property  of  any 
Individual  or  corporation  within  their 
Jurisdiction.  They  may  make  and  enter 
new  assessments.  Section  1483,  Rev. 
St.  In  short,  they  may,  in  the  man- 
ner directed  by  the  statute,  enforce  the  as- 
sessment of  all  property  within  the  coun- 
ty at  a  uniform  valuation.  It  may  still 
happen  that  all  the  property  of  Bingham 
county  is  valued  at  one-third  of  its  real 
cash  value,  although  this  would  be  in 
direct  violation  of  the  statute.  For  in- 
stance, stock  cattle  are  valued  at  $5  per 
^ead,  and  in  Oneida  county  the  same  class 
of  property  is  valued  at  $10  per  head. 
Evidently,  as  between  counties,  the  com- 
missioners can  in  no  manner  compel  a 
uniformity  of  valuation  of  the  same 
Classen  of  property,  as  the  Jurisdiction  of 
each  board  extends  only  to  the  limits  of 
its  own  county.  Has  the  state  board 
power  or  authority  in  any  way  to  compel 
a  uniformity  of  valuation  between  and 
among  the  several  counties  of  the  same 
classes  of  property,  or  has  this  board  the 
power  to  say  that  the  valuation  of  cattle 
In  Bingham  county  shall  be  incre€bs<H]  10 
per  cent,  and  in  Oneida  county  the  valua- 
tion of  the  same  class  of  property  shall 
be  dec^reused  10  per  cent?  If  they  can 
lawfully  do  this,  then  they  can  go  on,  and 
do  the  same  with  any  and  all  classes  of 
property  throughout  the  state.  This  the 
board  has  assumed  to  do,  as  appears  by 
the  copy  of  their  record  asaboveset  forth. 
Further,  they  have  declared  the  line  of 
railroad  running  north  from  Pocatello  to 
the  Montana  line  to  be  a  branch  line,  and 
have  fixed  the  valuation  thereof  at  $5,000 
per  mile,  without  any  reference  to  apy 
rate  of  percentage. 

The  state  board  of  equalization  Is 
wholly  the  creature  of  the  law.  It  has  no 
power  or  authority  except  that  which  is 


given  by  the  act  of  March  14,  1.S91.  I 
Seas.  Laws,  p.  227.  That  act,  so  far  as  It 
relates  to  the  power  and  Jurisdiction  of 
the  board,  is  as  follows:  *'Sec.  2.  The 
board  shall  have  the  power — First.  To 
prescribe  rules  for  its  own  government 
and  for  the  transaction  of  its  business. 
Second.  To  prescribe  rules  and  regula- 
tions, not  in  conflict  with  other  provis- 
ions of  law,  to  govern  county  boards 
when  equalizing,  and  assessors  when  as- 
sessing. Third.  To  call  before  it.  or  be- 
fore any  member  thereof,  any  officers  of 
the  county,  and  to  require  them  to  pro- 
duce any  public  records  in  their  custody. 
Fourth.  To  Issue  subpcenas  for  the  at- 
tendance of  witnesses  or  the  production 
of  books  before  the  board,  or  any  mem- 
ber thereof,  to  raise  or  diminish  the  val- 
uation of  the  several  counties.  See.  3. 
The  board  shall  meet  at  the  state  capltol 
on  the  first  Monday  in  September  in  each 
year.  Sec.  4.  The  governor  shall  be  chair- 
man, and  the  auditor,  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  shall  be  secretary.  The  governor 
and  auditor,  with  any  other  member  of 
the  board,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  Sec.  5.  The 
state  auditor,  by  virtue  of  his  office, 
shall  lay  before  the  board  abstracts  re- 
ceived by  him  from  the  county  auditors, 
and  the  board  shall  proceed  to  equalise 
the  valuation  of  real  and  personal  proper- 
ty amongst  the  several  counties  and 
towns  in  the  following  manner:  First. 
They  shall  add  to  the  aggregate  valua- 
tion of  real  and  personal  property  of  each 
county  which  they  believe  to  be  valued 
below  its  proper  valuation  such  percent- 
age in  each  case  as  will  raise  the  Hame  to 
its  proper  valuation.  Second.  They  shall 
deduct  from  the  aggregate  valuation  of 
"eal  and  personal  property  of  each  county 
which  they  believe  to  be  valued  above 
its  proper  valuation  such  percentage  In 
each  case  as  will  reduce  the  same  to  its 
proper  valuation."  The  first  sentence  of 
the  above  statute  necessary  to  consider 
is  the  last  clause  of  the  fourth  paragraph 
of  section  2,  which  is:  ''The  board  shall 
have  power  to  raise  or  diminish  the  valu- 
ation of  the  several  counties. "  How?  In 
what  manner?  Section  6  gives  the  only 
direction  that  is  given  in  the  statute  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  this  is  to  be  done* 
as  follows:  *'The  board  shall  proceed  to 
equalize  the  valuation  of  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  amongst  the  several  coun- 
ties and  townsin  the  following  manner: 
First.  They  shall  add  to  the  aggregate 
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valuation  of  real  and  personal  property  of 
each  county  which  they  believe  to  be  val- 
ued below  its  proper  valuation  Buch  por- 
centage  In  each  case  an  will  raise  the  same 
to  its  proper  valuation.  Second.  They 
shall  deduct  from  the  aggfi-egate  valuation 
of  real  and  personal  property  of  each 
county  which  they  believe  to  be  valued 
at)ove  its  proper  valuation  such  percent- 
age in  each  case  as  wiil  reduce  the  same 
to  its  proper  valuation."  No  power 
whatever  Is  iciven  to  the  board  to  raise 
or  diminish  a.ny  class  or  classes  of  prop- 
erty by  any  percentage  or  in  any  manner 
whatever ;  no  power  is  given  it  to  assess 
or  fix  the  value  of  any  kind  of  property; 
no  power  is  given  the  board  to  fix  the 
value  of  any  railroad;  and  no  power  is 
Klven  by  said  statute  to  said  board  to  de- 
clare any  portion  of  any  railway  a  b]:9nch 
line  or  main  line.  It  is  not  intended  by 
this  opinion  to  intimate  that  the  value  of 
railroad  property,  as  fijed  by  the  state 
board  of  equalization,  is  too  high  or  too 
low.  We  believe  that  railroad  property, 
like  all  other  property,  should  be  valued 
at  its  actual  cash  value,  and, like  all  other 
property,  its  capacity  to  produce  profit 
Bbould  be  taken  into  consideration.  It  is 
profitless  to  multiply  words  to  show 
what  the  board  is  not  empowered  to  do. 
What  they  can  do  may  be  given  iu  few 
words.  They  may  add  to  or  deduct  from 
the  aggregate  valuation  of  real  and  per- 
sonal property  of  a  county  by  a  certain 
percentage.  The  statute,  having  specified 
what  they  may  do,  necessarily  excludes 
every  other  power.  It  may  be  granted 
"Without  argument  that  this  will  not  ena- 
ble the  board  to  fix  a  uniform  rate  of  as- 
sessment upon  the  different  classes  of 
eroperty  throughout  the  state.  It  may 
e  granted  that  the  assessor  of  one  coun- 
ty may  value  cattle  at  910  per  head  and 
the  assessor  of  an  adjoining  county  may 
value  the  same  class  of  property  at  $15 
per  head,  and  there  is  no  remedy,  within 
tbd  power  of  the  state  board,  except  to 
raise  or  lower  the  aggregate  valuation 
of  all  the  property  in  the  county.  If  it 
was  intended  by  the  legislature  to  give 
the  board  of  equalisation  the  power  to 
raise  or  lower  certain  classes  of  property 
In  the  county  which  would  seem  to  be 
desirable,  it  has  utterly  failed  to  do  so. 
This  court  cannot  add  to  or  take  from  the 
words  of  the  statute.  If  the  statute  was 
uncertain,  indefinite,  or  ambiguous,  the 
court,  by  a  proper  construction,  might  be 
able  to  render  it  certain,  definite,  and  un- 


ambiguous. These  words  cannot  be  mis- 
understood, and  will  admit  of  no  con- 
struction to  change  their  meaning. 

The  respondents  cite  as  a  Justification 
of  their  action  in  the  case  at  bar  the  stat- 
ute relating  to  the  state  board  of  equali- 
sation, aud  decisions  thereunder,  of  the 
state  of  Illinois,  claiming  that  said  stat- 
ute is  similar  to  our  own,  and  therefore 
the  power  of  the  state  board  in  this  state 
is  similar  to  that  in  Illinois.  The  sections 
of  the  Illinois  statute,  in  relation  to  the 
power  and  jurisdiction  of  said  board  are 
as  follows,  (section  104,  p.  27,  Laws  111. 
1871-72:)  "Sec.  104.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  secretary  of  said  board,  under  the 
direction  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts, 
to  compile  the  abstracts  of  assessments 
received  from  the  county  clerks  into  tabu- 
lar statements  convenient  for  the  use  of 
the  board,  which  statements  and  the  orig- 
inal abstracts  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
board  on  the  first  day  of  its  session  in 
each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the 
board  is  organised.  The  secretary  shall 
perform  such  duties  in  vacation  as  shall 
be  assigned  to  him  by  the  board.  **  "  Sec. 
106.  Said  board,  in  equalising  the  valuar 
tion  of  property  as  listed  and  assessed  In 
the  different  counties,  shall  consider  the 
following  classes  of  property  separately, 
vis.,  personal  property,  railroad  and  tele- 
graph property,  lands  and  town  and  city 
lots,  and,  upon  such  consideration,  deter^ 
mine  snch  rat<es  of  addition  to  or  deduc- 
tion from  the  listed  or  assessed  valuation 
of  each  of  said  classes  of  property  In  each 
county,  or  to  or  from  the  aggregate  as- 
sessed  value  of  each  of  said  classes  in  the 
state,  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  board  to 
be  equitable  and  just;  such  rates  being  in 
all  cases  even  and  not  fractional;  and 
such  rates,  as  finally  determined  by  said 
board,  shall  not  be  combined.  Sec.  107. 
In  equalising  the  value  of  personal  prop- 
erty between  the  several  counties,  said 
board  shall  cause  to  be  obtained  the  state 
averages  of  the  several  kinds  of  enumerat- 
ed property  from  the  aggregate  footing 
of  the  number  and  value  of  each ;  and  the 
value  of  the  several  kinds  of  enumerated 
property  In  each  county  shall  be  obtained 
at  those  average  values;  and  the  value  of 
the  enumerated  property  thus  obtained, 
as  compared  with  the  assessed  value  of 
such  property  in  each  county,  to  be  added 
to  or  deducted  from  the  total  assmised 
value  of  personal  property  in  each  coun- 
ty :  provided,  that  whenever  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  board  it  is  necessary  to  a  more 
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Inst  and  equl table eqaallsation  of  personal 
property  that  a  rate  per  cent,  be  added  to 
or  deducted  from  the  value  thua  obtained 
In  any  one  or  more  of  the  counties,  said 
board  shall  haye  the  right  so  to  do;  bat 
the  rate  per  cent,  hereinbefore  required 
shall  first  be  obtained  to  form  the  basis 
upon  which  the  equalisation  of  personal 
property  shall  be  made."  **  Sec.  111.  JL^ands 
shall  be  equalized  by  adding  to  the  aggre- 
gate assessed  value  thereof,  in  every  coun- 
ty in  which  said  board  may  believe  the 
valuation  to  be  too  low,  such  rate  per 
centum  as  will  raise  the  same  to  its  prop* 
er  proportionate  value,  and  by  deducting 
from  the  aggregate  assessed  value  thereof, 
in  every  county  in  which  said  board  may 
believe  the  valuation  to  be  too  high,  such 
per  centum  as  will  reduce  the  same  to  its 
proper  value.  Town  and  city  lots  shall 
be  equalised  In  the  same  manner  herein 
provided  for  equalising  lands,  and,  at  the 
option  of  said  board,  may  be  combined 
and  equalized  with  lands.  Sec.  112.  When 
said  board  shall  have  separately  consid- 
ered the  several  classes  of  property  as 
hereinbefore  required,  the  results  shall  be 
combined  into  one  table,  and  the  same  be 
examined,  compared,  and  perfected  in 
such  a  manner  as  said  board  shall  deem 
l>eHt  to  accomplish  a  ]u8t  equalisation  of 
assessments  throughout  the  state,preserv- 
Ing,  however,  the  principle  of  separate 
rates  for  each  class  of  property.  **  It  will 
be  seen  that  this  statute  contains  a  well- 
considered  and  carefully  worded  method 
of  valuation  of  the  different  classes  of  prop- 
erty, both  real  and  personal,  and  author- 
ises the  board  to  add  to  or  deduct  from 
any  of  said  classes  such  sum  or  sums  as 
would  render  the  assessment  In  the  several 
counties  uniform  throughout  the  state. 
The  statute  is  about  as  different  from  our 
own  as  is  possible  in  two  statutes  relating 
to  the  same  subject-matter,  and  the  au- 
thority quoted  from  76  111.,^  construing 
the  above  statute,  is  therefore  inapplicable 
to  the  case  at  bar. 

It  is  contended  also  that,  the  board  of 
equalisation  having  performed  the  acts 
complained  of,  and  forwarded  the  result 
to  the  county  auditors  with  directions  to 
make  the  changes  indicated  in  the  assess- 
ment list,  the  presumption  is  that  the 
changes  have  been  made,  and  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  taxes  collected,  and  it  is  now 
too  late  for  the  board  to  make  any  change 
in.  the  method  of  the  so-called  **  equalisa- 
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tion»*'  and  therefore  the  action  of  the 
board  should  not  be  declared  unlawful. 
The  force  of  this  argument  can  be  better 
appreciated  if  we  state  it  thns:  If  the 
board  has  acted  without  authority  of  law, 
and  beyond  its  Jurisdiction,  yet  its  acts 
should  be  approved,  because  it  is  too  late 
this  year  to  pursue  the  method  pointed 
out  in  the  statute.  This  argument  bears 
upon  its  face  Its  own  refutation.  The 
petitioner  In  this  case  is  not  seeking  to 
compel  the  board  to  perform  any  act  with- 
in Its  Jurisdiction,  but  prays  that  the  acta 
done  by  said  board  In  excess  of  its  Jnrls- 
diction  t>e  declared  void.  It  Is  therefore 
considered  and  adjudged  by  this  court 
that  all  the  acts  complained  of  in  the  said 
petition,  to-wit :  The  order  of  said  board 
of  September  18, 1891.  fixing  the  valuation 
of  the  main  lines  of  the  Oregon  Short  lAne 
Railway  and  the  Union  Pacific  Railway 
system  in  Rlngham  county ;  the  order  on 
the  same  date,  fixing  the  valne  of  all  tele- 
graph lines  in  said  county ;  the  order  of 
said  board,  entered  on  the  2l8t  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1891,  declaring  the  Utah  &  Northern 
Railway,  running  from  Pocatello  north  to 
the  Montana  line,  a  branch  road,  and  fix- 
ing its  value  at  f 5,000  per  mile;  the  order 
on  the  same  day,  adding  10  per  cent,  to 
the  assessed  valuation  of  cattle  In  said 
county;  the  order  of  September  22, 1H9I, 
fixing  the  assessed  valuation  of  sheep  in 
Bingham  county  at  92.50  per  head, — were 
each  and  all  made  without  avthority  of 
law,  and  void.

SuLTJVAN,  G.  J.  This  is  an  action 
brought  to  compel  the  specific  perform- 
ance of  a  contract  to  convey  a  two-thirds 
interest  in  a  mining  claim.  The  amended 
complaint  is  as  follows:  **  [Title  of  court 
and  cause.]  Gome  now  the  plaintiffs 
above-named,  and  by  leave  of  the  court, 
first  had  and  obtained,  file  this  their  amend- 
ed complaint,  and  allege:  (1)  That  the 
glaintiffs  now  are,  and  during  all  the  times 
ereinafter  mentioned  were,  citlsens  of  the 
United  States  over  the  age  of  twenty -one 
years.  (2)  That  prior  to  and  at  the  time 
of  the  making  and  delivery  of  the  agree- 
ments hereinafter  mentioned  the  defend- 
ants George  Coroegys,  Lake  D.  Wolfard, 
and  Samuel  B.  Morgan  represented  and 
stated  to  the  plaintiffs  that  they,  the 
said  Gomegys,  Wolfard,  and  Samuel  B. 
Morgan,  were  the  sole  owners  of  that 
certain  lode  mining  claim  known  as  and 
called  the  ^Tnscumbla  Lode,'  situated 
on  Goat  mountain.  In  Beaver  mining 
district,  county  of  Shoshone  and  ter- 
ritory of  Idaho,  and  being  fifteen  hundred 
(1,500)  feet  in  length  and  six  hundred  (600) 
feet  in  width,  and  lying  between  the 
Tough  Nut  mine  on  the  west  and  the  Sit- 
ting Bull  and  Parrott  mines  on  the  east, 
as  the  same  was  located  and  marked 
upon  the  ground,  and  being  the  same  min- 
ing claim  located  on  the  20th  day  of  Au- 
gust, 1883,  by  Wm.  Sutherland,  Charles  W. 
Toole,  and  the  defendant  Samuel  B.  Mor- 
gan. (3)  That  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  the 
6th  day  of  March,  1888,  the  said  defend- 
ants George  Coroegys,  Lake  D.  Wolfard, 
and  Samuel  B.  Morgan,  for  a  valuable 
consideration,  made  and  entered  into  an 
agreement  in  writing  to  and  with  the 
plaintiffs,  a  copy  of  which  agreement  is 
hereto  attached,  and  marked  '£xhibit  A,' 
and  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  com- 
plaint; and  that  the  ^Tuscumbla  Mine,' 
mentioned  in  said  agreement,  was  the 
same  lode  mining  claim  heretofore  de- 
scribed as  the  *TuBCumbia  Lode' mining 
claim,  and  none  other;  and  that  at  tbe 
time  of  making  of  said  agreement  tbe 
plaintiffs  believed  said  statements  and 
representations  of  said  defendants  Coroe- 
gys, Wolfard,  and  Morgan,  to  the  effect 
that  they  were  the  sole  owners  of  said 
mining  claim,  and  that,  relying  upon  said 
Htatements  and  representations,  aud  be- 
lieving the  same  to  be  true,  plaintiffs  en- 
tered into  said  agreement.  (4)  That  im- 
mediately after  the  making  and  entering 
into  said  agreement  as  aforesaid,  and  still 
relying  upon  said  statements  and  repre- 
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sentatlons,  and  believing  the  same  to  be 
true,  and  under  and  In  pursuance  of  said 
agreement,  and  in  performance  of  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  said  agreement 
on  their  part,  the  plaintiffs  in  good  faith 
entered  into  the  possession  of  said  min- 
ing claim,  and  commenced  the  work  of 
prospecting  and  developing  of  said  min- 
ing claim,  and  thereafter  continued  the 
said  work  of  prospecting  and  developing 
ofthe  said  mining  claim  ina]udicious  man- 
ner, and  in  the  manner  for  the  best  devel- 
opment thereof,  and  in  so  doing  the  plain- 
tiffs expended  on  said  mine  in  such  work 
more  than  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars 
per  month,  until  they  had  expended 
therein  and  in  such  work  more  than  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  (f 5,000)  dollars,  and 
that  by  such  work  and  expenditure  the 
said  mining  claim  was  developed  from  a 
mere  prospect  of  but  small  value  into  a 
mine  worth  many  thousands  of  dollars, 
and  that  plaintiffs  have  ever  since  con- 
tinued to  be,  audrare  now,  in  possession 
of  said  premises.  (5)  That  afterwards, 
to-wit,  on  the  Ist  day  of  September,  188S, 
the  plaintiffs  elected  to  purchase  the  said 
two-thirds  interest  in  said  mining  claim, 
and  to  form  a  corporation  to  own  and 
work  said  mining  claim,  as  provided  in 
said  agreement  they  might  do,  and  notified 
said  defendants  Gomegys,  Wolfard,  and 
Morgan  of  such  election,  and  that  said 
defendants  Gomegys,  Wolfard,  and  Mor- 
gan, for  a  valuable  consideration,  entered 
into  a  supplemental  agreement  to  and 
with  the  plaintiffs,  whereby  and  by  the 
terms  whereof  they  agreed  with  plaintiffs 
that  the  plaintiffs  should  have  until  the 
Ist  day  of  October,  1S88,  in  which  to  elect 
to  purchase  the  two-thirds  Interettt  in 
said  miningclaira  mentioned  in  said  agree- 
ment of  Man*h  6, 1888,  and  that  time  for 
making  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  ($3,000)  dollars  therein  [men- 
tioned] should  also  be  extended  until  said 
Ist  day  of  October,  1888.  (6)  That  said  de- 
fendants  Gomegys,  Wolfard,  and  Morgan 
were  not  at  the  time  of  making  of  said 
statements  and  representations  and  agi-ee- 
ment  of  March  6, 188S,  the  sole  owners  of 
saidTiiscumbia  lode  miningclaim.as  stat- 
ed and  represented  by  them  as  aforesaid, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  only  held  the  title  to 
an  undivided  fifty -sixtieths  (60-60)  thereof; 
and  that  the  other  undivided  ten-pixtieths 
(10-60)  thereof  was  owned  by  one  Elgin 
Wilcox  and  one  Chas.  W.  Toole.  That 
after  the  making  of  said  agreement,  to- 
wit,  on  the  4th  day  of  May  1888  in  a  cer- 


I  tain  action  then  pending  in  thA  district 
I  court  of  said  Shoshone  county,  wherein 
Ghas.  W.  Toole  was  plaintiff,  and  the  de- 
fendant herein,  Samuel  B.  Morgan,  was 
defendant,  a  writ  of  attachment  duly  is- 
sued out  of  said  court,  and  all  of  the  right, 
title,  and  interest  of  the  said  Samuel  B. 
Morgan  in  and  to  said  mining  claim  was 
duly  levied  upon  and  attaclied  by  the 
sheriff  of  said  county,  as  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  ($760)  dollars,  then  due  and  owing 
from  said  Morgan  to  the  said  Toole, 
which  said  attachment  became  and  re- 
mained a  lien  upon  said  Morgan's  interest 
in  said  mining  claim  from  the  said  date  of 
the  levy  of  said  attachment  until  long  aft- 
er the  said  1st  day  of  October.  1888.  And 
that  on  said  Ist  day  of  October,  1888, 
there  was  also  pending  in  the  district 
court  of  said  county  a  certain  action 
wherein  Gharles  W.  Toole  and  Elgin  Wil- 
cox  and  the  defendant  Samuel  B.  Morgan 
were  plaintiffs,  and  the  said  defendants 
Gomegys  and  Wolfard  were  defendants, 
in  which  action  notice  of  the  pendency 
thereof  was  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
county  recorder  of  said  county,  which 
action  was  brought  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining a  decree  of  said  court  setting  aside 
and  declaring  void  a  certain  deed,  dated 
November  29, 1886,  from  Wm.  Sutherland 
to  said  defendants  Gomegys  and  Wolfard, 
and  adjudging  and  decreeing  the  [said] 
Ghas.  W.  Toole  and  Elgin  Wilcox  to  be 
the  owners  of  an  undivided  one-sixth  in- 
terest in  said  mining  claim,  and  which  said 
deed  so  sought  to  be  set  aside  was  a  deed 
from  said  Wm.  Sutherland,  one  ofthe  loca- 
tors of  said  mining  claim,  to  said  Gomegys 
and  Wolfard,  and  was  part  of  the  claim 
of  title  to  said  mining  claim.  That  said 
last-mentioned  action  remained  pending 
and  undetermined  in  said  court  until  the 
4th  day  of  June,  1889;  and  that  on  that 
day  the  said  Gomegys  and  Wolfard,  with- 
out notice  to  the  plaintiffs  herein,  and 
without  their  knowledge  or  consent,  con- 
veyed to  said  Elgin  Wilcox  and  Gharles 
W.  TDole  an  undivided  one-sixth  interest 
in  said  mining  claim.  (7)  That,  after  the 
Ist  day  of  October,  1888,  and  prior  to  the 
4th  day  of  June,  1889,  to-wit,  on  the  22d 
day  of  May,  1889,  the  defendant  Samuel  B. 
Morgan  conveyed  to  the  defendant  James 
W.  McKune  an  undivided  one-fourth  in- 
terest iu  and  to  said  mining  claim,  and 
plaintiffs  allege  that  at  the  time  of  the 
making  and  delivery  of  said  last-named 
deed  the  said  defendant  McKune  had  full 
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knowledge  of  the  sold  agreements  be- 
tween plaintiffs  and  defendants  ComegyH, 
Wolfard,  and  Morgan,  and  of  the  plain- 
tiffs'rights  thereunder,  and  that  the  plain- 
tiffs allege  npon  information  and  belief 
that  tht»  defendants  conspired  together  to 
cheat  and  defraud  plaintiffs  by  clouding 
and  embarrassing  the  title  to  said  mining 
claim  by  placing  the  title  thereto  in  the 
hands  of  tblrd  persons,  who  would  pre- 
tend to  be  innocent  purchasers,  and  that 
Bald  deed  to  said  McKune  was  made  in 
pursuance  of  said  conspiracy,  and  that  the 
title  to  the  interest  so  conveyed  to  said 
McKune  was  and  is  held  by  said  McKune 
for  the  benefit  of  the  defendants,  and  not 
otherwise;  whereby  the  value  of  said 
mining  claim  was  greatly  diminished  to 
the  plaintiffs.  (8)  Plaintiffs  further  al- 
lege that  they  fully  and  In  all  respects 
compiled  with  and  performed  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  said  agreements 
on  their  parts  to  be  performed,  until  the 
said  1st  day  of  October,  18H8,  and  that 
they  have  at  all  times  been  ready  and 
willing  to  carry  out  and  perform  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  thereof  on  their 
part  to  be  kept  and  performed  for  the 
purchase  of  said  two-thirds  Interest  and 
the  organisation  of  said  corporation  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  agree- 
ments. But  plaintiffs  allege  that  the  de- 
fendants Comegys,  Wolfard,  and  Morgan 
have  not  at  any  time  since  the  making  of 
aald  agreements  been  able  to  or  in  condi- 
tion to  carry  out  or  perform  thecondltlons 
of  said  agreements  on  ttieir  part  to  be  per- 
formed. (9)  That,  although  the  said  de- 
fendants have  never  been  ableorwIUincrto 
comply  with  their  said  contract  to  convey 
the  said  Tuscumbia  mine  and  premises  as 
required,  the  plaintiffs  have  offered  and  are 
willing  to  waive  the  inability  hereinbefore 
stated,  and  to  accept  a  conveyance  from 
the  defendants  of  the  two-thirds  thereof 
to  themselves,  and  have  been  always  here- 
tofore ready  and  willing  to  make  the  pay- 
ments in  said  agreements  specified  there- 
for, and,  in  pursuance  thereof,  have,  prior 
to  this  action,  offered  to  pay  the  said  de- 
fendants the  sum  of  moneyspecified  as  the 
purchase  price,  and  demanded  of  the  de- 
fendants the  conveyances  required  in  such 
case  by  said  agreements;  and  plaintiffs 
allege  that  the  said  purchase  price  was  de- 
clined by  defendants,  and  the  demand  for 
conveyance  refused;  wherefore  plaintiffH 
claim  relief  as  follows:  That  the  defend- 
ants be  required  to  convey  to  the  plain- 
tiffs, upon  the  payment  of  the  purchase 
price  specified,  less  such  deduction  as  the ' 


court  may  find  to  be  equitable  on  ac- 
count of  the  Inability  of  defendants  to  fully 
comply  with  said  agreements,  the  prem- 
ises so  agreed  by  them  to  be  conveyed,  to- 
wlt.  an  undivided  two-thirds  of  said  Tus- 
cumbia mine;  that  the  conveyance  to  said 
McKune  be  declared  and  decreed  to  be 
fraudulent  and  void  as  against  the  plain- 
tiffs; that  the  amount,  less  any  deduc- 
tions from  said  purchase  price,  be  ascer- 
tained and  determined,  and  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  defendants  be  in  like 
manner  ascertained  and  determined.  And 
as  a  further  relief,  pending  this  action,  the 
said  defendants  and  all  persons  claiming 
Interests  In  said  mine  adverse  to  the  i)1aln- 
tlffs  and  under  these  defendants  be  en- 
Joined  from  Interfering  with  the  posses- 
sion of  these  plaintiffs  in  or  to  SHid  prem- 
ises, or  to  the  ores  or  minerals  therein  or 
thereon,  and  from  conveying  or  Incumber- 
ing the  same,  until  the  final  determination 
of  this  action,  and  fur  such  other  and  fur- 
ther relief  as  may  be  equitable  and  Just, 
and  for  costs.  John  R.  MgBride,  W.  T. 
Stoli^,  Albert  Allrn,  Attorneys  for 
Plaintiffs." 

"Exhibit  A.  This  agreement  and  con- 
tract, made  this  sixth  day  of  March,  A. 
D.  1888,  by  and  between  Geo.  Comegys, 
Lake  D.  Wolfard,  and  Samuel  B.  Morgan, 
parties  of  the  first  part,  and  Alexander 
H.  Tarbet  and  Oliver  Durant,  parties  of 
the  second  part,  witnesseth  that  the  said 
parties  of  the  first  part,  for  and  In  consid- 
eration of  the  covenants  and  agreements 
hereinafter  made  and  to  be  performed 
by  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  agree 
that  the  parties  of  the  second  part  herein 
may  take  immediate  possession  of  the 
'Tuscumbia'  mine  for  the  purpose  of 
prospecting  and  doing  development  work 
thereon.  The  parties  of  the  second  part 
herein  agree  to  commence  such  prospect- 
ing and  development  work  not  later  than 
June  first,  1888,  and  continue  the  same  in 
a  Judicious  manner  for  the  best  develop- 
ment of  said  Tuscumbia  mine,  at  an  ex- 
penditure of  not  less  than  ^ve  hundred 
dollars  per  month  on  Raid  mine,  until  the 
whole  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  is 
expended.  That  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  September,  1888,  the  parties  of  the 
second  part  may  elect  to  purchase  an  un- 
divided two-thirds  interest  in  said  mine 
for  the  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  paid  to  the  parties  of  the  first 
part  as  follows:  Three  thousand  dollars 
on  the  said  first  day  of  September,  A.  D.

The  defendants  interposed  demurrer  to 
tliu  amended  complaint,  on  the  ground 


that  said  complaint  did  not  state  faetB 
sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action. 
The  demurrer  was  sustained  by  the  court. 
Tbe  plaintiffs  thereupon  elected  to  stand 
upon  their  amended  complaint,  and  there- 
after said  action  was  dismissed  at  plain- 
tiffs' costs.  Thereupon  an  appeal  was 
taken  to  this  court  at  its  April  term« 
1891.  Said  appeal  was  dismissed  withooi 
prejudice,  on  the  ground  that  the  record 
failed  to  show  that  Judgment  of  dismissal 
had  been  entered  in  the  court  below.  Aft- 
er such  dismissal  the  court  below  entered 
Judgment,  and  the  case  is  brought  here  on 
an  appeal  from  the  order  sustaining  said 
demurrer  and  from  tbe  Judgment  of  dis- 
missal. 

The  respondents  question  tbe  authority 
of  the  court  below  to  enter  Judgment,  as 
was  done  in  this  case,  and  cite  some  au- 
thority in  support  of  that  proposition, 
but,  in  our  view  of  the  case,  it  is  unnec- 
essary for  us  to  pass  upon  the  question 
thus  raised.  The  demurrer  admits  all  of 
the  allegations  of  the  amended  complaint. 
The  question  for  our  determination  then 
is,  do  the  facts  stated  in  the  amended  com- 
plaint authorise  the  court  to  enter  a  de- 
cree In  favor  of  tbe  plaintiffs?  The  ajrree- 
ment  on  which  this  action  was  brought  is 
attached  to  the  amended  complaint,  and 
made  a  part  thereof,  and  is  above  set 
forth  in  full.  It  is  admitted  that  the  ap- 
pellants did  not  tender  the  ^3.000,  dne  by 
the  terms  of  the  original  agreement  on 
the  1st  day  of  September,  1888,  and  by  tbe 
supplemental  agreement,  on  tbe  1st  day 
of  October,  1888.  It  is  also  conceded  that 
appellants  failed  to  tender  tbe  $14,000  dne 
by  the  terms  of  said  agreement  on  the  Int 
day  of  December,  1888.  It  is  also  concedi-d 
that  the  appellants  have  been  in  default. 
The  question  then  is,  do  they  allege  in 
their  amended  complaint  facts  and  circum- 
stances sufficient  to  warrant  a  court  of 
equity  to  compel  a  specific  performance  of 
the  contract  sued  on?  Appellants  con- 
tend that  time  is  not  of  the  essence  of  said 
contract,  and  claim  that  the  rule  that 
should  govern  in  this  case  was  stated  by 
Chief  Justice  Marshall  in  Brashier  v. 
Gratz,  6  Wheat.  5.33,  as  follows:  **lf,  then, 
a  bill  for  a  specific  performance  be  brought 
by  a  party  who  is  himself  in  default,  the 
court  will  consider  all  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  and  decree  according  to  those 
circumstances. "  Referring  to  the  class  of 
cases  to  which  the  above  rule  applies.  Jus- 
tice Story,  in  Taylor  v.  Longworth,  14 
Pet.  172,  sa3's:  '*Bnt  in  all  such  cases  the 
court  expects  the  party  to  make  out  a  case 
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free  from  all  doabt,  and  to  aliow  that  the 
relief  be  aeke  Is,  under  all  the  circnmBtan- 
ces,  equitable,  and  to  account  in  a  reaHon- 
able  manner  for  bis  delay  and  apparent 
omission  of  bis  duty. "  Tbis  rule  was  laid 
down  in  the  case  of  the  sale  of  a  town  lot, 
where  an  actual  sale  had  been  made,  and 
$2,458.33  of  the  purchase  price  was  paid 
on  the  day  of  the  purchase,  while  in  the 
case  at  bar  there  was  no  contract  of  pur- 
chase,— simply  an.  option  to  purchase, — 
no  part  of  the  purchase  price  was  paid 
down,  or  paid  at  ail.  The  rule  that  should 
KOTem  in  the  case  at  bar,  we  think,  was 
correctly  laid  down  by  the  supreme  court 
erf  Idaho  in  the  case  of  Settle  v.  Winters, 
10  l*ac.  Rep.  216.1  It  is  there  held  that 
time  is  of  the  esseuce  of  the  contract  when 
the  character  of  the  property  involved  ren- 
ders it  liable  to  great  fluctuations  in  val- 
ue, and  that  this  rule  should  be  adhered 
to  in  the  construction  of  contracts  for  the 
purchase  and  sale  of  mining  properties, 
waiving  the  rule  laid  down  in  that  case, 
and  testing  the  case  at  bar  by  the  rule  in 
Taylor  v.  Longwortb,  supra,  should  the 
demurrer  have  been  sustained?  In  other 
words,  does  the  amended  complaint  state 
a  cause  of  action  free  from  all  doubt,  and 
Bbow  that  the  relief  asked  Is,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances stated,  equitable;  and  does  it 
Id  a  reasonable  manner  account  for  the  de- 
lay and  default  in  the  tender  of  the  pur- 
chase price,  and  the  delay  in  bringing  this 
suit?  The  amended  complaint  alleges 
that  the  appellants  entered  into  the  pos- 
session of  said  mining  claim,  and  expend- 
ed more  than  f500  per  month,  until  they 
had  expended  more  than  95*000,  in  proH- 
pecting  and  developing  said  mine,  prior 
to  Che  1st  day  of  September,  1888;  that, 
after  expending  said  sum,  to- wit,  on  the 
Ist  day  of  September,  1888,  they  elected  to 
purchase  the  said  two-thirds  interest  in 
said  mining  claim,  and  elected  to  form  a 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
and  working  said  mining  claim,  and  noti- 
fied said  defendants,  Comegys,  Wolfard, 
and  Morgan,  of  such  election ;  and  further 
alleges  that  said  defendants  Comegys^ 
Wolfard,  and  Morgan,  for  a  valuable  con- 
sideration, entered  Into  a  supplemental 
agreement  with  the  plaintiffs,  whereby 
they  (the  said  Comegys,  Wolfard,  and 
Morgan)  agreed  with  plaintiffs  that  plain- 
tiffs should  have  until  the  1st  day  of  Oc- 
tober, 1888,  in  which  to  elect  to  purchase

claim  mentioned  In  said  agreement  of 
March  6, 1888,  and  that  the  time  for  mak- 
ing the  payment  of  the  $3,000  therein  men- 
tioned was  by  said  supplemental  agre^ 
ment  also  extended  until  said  1st  day  of 
October,  1888.  It  will  be  observed  from  the 
said  allegations  that  the  appellants  elect- 
ed to  purchase  said  two-thirds  interest  in 
said  mine,  and  also  elected  to  incorporate 
as  per  terms  of  said  agreement,  and  that 
they  notified  defendants,  Comegys,  Wolf- 
ard, and  Morgan,  of  such  election,  and 
that  thereupon  said  Comegys,  Wolfard, 
and  Morgan,  for  a  valuable  consideration, 
agreed  to  extend  the  time  to  October  1, 
188S,  which  the  appellants  should  have  to 
elect  to  purchase  the  two-thirds  interest 
in  said  mine,  and  also  extended  the  time 
f4»r  the  payment  of  the  f  3.000  until  the  1st 
day  of  October,  1888.  Is  it  not  significant 
that,  after  appellants  had  elected  to  pur- 
chase said  two-thirds  interest,  they  should 
pay  the  defendants  a  valuable  considera^ 
tlon  for  extending  the  time  in  which  to 
elect  to  purchase?  Is  it  not  also  signifi- 
cant that,  after  electing  to  purchase  the 
two-thirds  interest  and  to  incorporate, 
they  should  pay  a  valuable  consideration 
for  time  in  which  to  elect  to  purchase,  and 
not  also  have  the  time  extended  in  which 
to  elect  to  incorporate^— as  it  was  con- 
tended in  the  argument  by  counsel  for  ap- 
pellants that  the  time  had  arrived  on  Sep- 
tember 1, 1888,  for  them  to  elect  whether 
they  would  incorporate  or  not.  If  time 
was  not  of  the  essence  of  this  contract, 
and  so  considered  by  the  appellants,  why 
pay  a  valuable  consideration  for  an  ex- 
tension of  the  time,  and  have  it  extended 
to  a  fixed  date? 

Appellants  contend  that  respondents 
were  not  in  a  position  to  comply  with 
their  covenants  in  said  agreement,  for  the 
reason  that  the  interest  of  said  defendant 
Morgan  in  said  mine  had  been  incumbered 
by  the  levy  of  a  writ  of  attachment  there- 
on to  secure  the  payment  of  $750,  and  for 
the  further  reason  that  Toole,  Elgin,  and 
responflent  Morgan  had  brought  suit 
against  respondents  Comegys  and  Wolf- 
ard for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  decree 
for  a  one-sixth  of  said  mine;  that  for  these 
reasons  the  appellants  were  excused  from 
tendering  the  purchase  price,  when  due 
by  the  terms  of  said  contract,  as  such  ten- 
der would  have  been  an  idle  act.  The 
amended  complaint  fails  to  show  that  ap- 
pellants did  not  havA  full  knowledge  of 
said  Inctimbrance  and  suit  on  the  1st  day 
of  September,  1888,  when  they  paid  a  val* 
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aable  conBlderatlon  for  an  extension  of 
the  time  in  which  to  elect  to  purchase  said 
mine,  and  in  which  to  pay  tlie  f 3,000.  In- 
stead, then,  of  standing  on  the  proposi- 
tion **that,  as  respondents  coald  not  con- 
vey the  whole  mine,  free  from  said  attach- 
ment lien,  and  the  claim  of  Toole  and  Wil- 
cox to  an  undivided  one-sixth  interest 
therein,  they  paid  a  valuable  considera- 
tion for  the  extension  of  the  time  in  which 
to  elect  to  purchase,  after  having  once 
<)]ected,  as  alleged.  When  the  1st  day  of 
October,  1888,  arrived,  they  did  not  tender 
the  f  3,000  then  due,  not  because  the  re- 
spondents, Comegys,  Wolfard,  and  Mor- 
gan, were  not  in  a  position  to  convey  the 
two-thirds  interest,  but  because  they  were 
not  in  a  position  to  convey  the  whole 
mine  to  a  company  thereafter  to  be  incor- 
porated. Thus  it  will  be  observed  that  on 
September  1, 1888.  appellants  acted  on  the 
principle  that  time  was  of  the  essence  of 
the  contract,  and  paid  for  an  extension  of 
time,  but  on  the  1st  day  of  October,  1888, 
and  siuce  said  date,  they  have  acted  on 
the  theory  that  time  was  not  of  the  essence 
of  said  contract. 

It  is  alleged  in  the  amended  complaint 
that  said  mine  had  been  developed  from 
a  mere  prospect  into  a  mine  worth  many 
thousands  of  dollars  by  the  expenditures 
of  appellants.  W^hat.  then,  was  the  con- 
dition? A  mine  worth  thousands  of  dol- 
lars, with  $3,000  due  the  respondents  on 
the  1st  day  of  October,  1888,  provided  ap- 
pellants elected  to  purchase  two-thirds  of 
said  mine,  and  f  14,000  due  from  appel- 
lants on  December  1, 1888.  Dnder  such  cir- 
cumstances, would  not  the  appellants 
have  been  in  better  standing  in  a  court 
of  conscience  if  they  had  tendered  to  re- 
spondents on  October  1, 1888,  the  $3,000, 
less  the  amount  necessary  to  satisfy  said 
attachment  lien  of  $750?  Would  they  not, 
by  thus  doing,  have  shown  themselves 
more  ready,  willing,  prompt,  and 
eager  to  comply  with  their  covenants 
in  said  contract  than  they  have  by  re- 
fusing to  tender  the  first  payment, 
for  the  reason  that  the  respondents  were 
not  in  a  position  to  convey  one-third 
of  said  mine  to  a  corporation,  not  yet  in 
existence,  after  having  conveyed  to  appel- 
lants two-thirds  thereof?  Appellants 
contend  that  their  delay  and  omission  in 
tendering  payment  are  justified,  because 
they  had  elected  on  September  1,  1888,  to 
incorporate  a  company  to  purchase  and 
work  said  mine,  and  respondents  were 
not  in  a  position  to  convey  the  one-third 


Interest  to  a  corporation  not  yet  fn  eeae. 
The  question  arises  as  to  the  date  when 
appellants  had  the  right  to  elect  to  incor> 
porate  a  company  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing and  working  said  mine  by  the 
terms  of  said  agreement.  The  appellants 
covenanted,  by  the  terms  of  said  agree- 
ment, to  expend  $8,000  in  the  development 
of  said  mine  prior  to  September  1, 18H8, 
at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  $500  per  month. 
They  were  therein  given  the  option  to  pur- 
chase an  undivided  two-thirds  Interest  in 
said  mine  on  or  before  September  1, 18% 
for  the  sum  of  $17,000,  $3,0GO  payable 
on  September  1, 1S88,  and  $14,000  payable 
on  December  1, 1888.  After  setting^  forth 
the  above  covenants,  the  agreement  pro- 
ceeds as  follows:  **  Whereupon,  after  said 
conditions  and  terms  are  fully  compiled 
with  on  the  part  of  the  parties  of  the  sec- 
ond part,  (appellants  here,)  and  as  soon 
as  said  $14,000  shall  have  been  paid  to  the 
parties  of  the  first  part,  according  to  the 
terms  and  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  set 
forth,  then  the  parties  of  the  first  part 
herein  agree  and  covenant  with  the  par- 
ties of  the  second  part  to  remise,  release, 
and  forever  quitclaim  unto  the  parties  of 
the  second  part  an  undivided  two-thirds 
Interest  In  the  said  ^Tnscumbia'  mine. 
Upon  the  parties  of  the  second  part  pur- 
chasing the  said  two-thirds  in  said  Tus- 
cumbia  mine  as  aforesaid,  they,  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  may  elect  to 
form  a  corporation  for  the  purposes, 
among  others,  of  purchasing  and  work- 
ing said  mine.  **  By  the  terms  of  said  con- 
tract the  appellants  had  the  right  to  elect 
to  incorporate  a  company  for  the  purpose 
of  purchasing  and  working  said  mine 
when  they  had  paid  or  tendered  the  entire 
purchase  price  of  $17,000,  and  not  before; 
for  it  is  expressly  stipulated  in  said  agree- 
ment that,  as  soon  as  said  $17,000  shall 
have  been  paid  according  to  the  terms 
and  in  the  manner  set  forth  In  said  agree- 
ment, the  first  parties  thereto,  to-wit,  re- 
spondents, Comegys,  Wolfard,  and  Mor- 
gan, agreed  to  remise,  release,  and  forever 
quitclaim  unto  the  appellants  the  undivid- 
ed two-thirds  Interest  in  and  to  said  Tns- 
cumbia  mine;  that  upon  the  said  appel- 
lants purchasing  the  two-thirds  interest 
in  said  mine,  as  aforesaid,  they  might 
then  elect  to  form  a  corporation  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  and  working  said 
mine,  and  not  before.  The  covenants  in 
said  agreement  are  too  plain  to  be  misun- 
derstood or  to  require  construction.  The 
appellants   (by  the  terms  of  said  agree- 
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ment)  had  no  riffbt  to  elect  to  form  a  cor- 
poration for  tbe  purpose  of  porcbasiog 
and  working  aaid  mine  nntll  they  had  paid 
tbe  $17,000  aa  atipolated.  Besides,  tbe 
amended  complaint  alleges  that  a  supple- 
mental agreement  was  entered  Into  on  the 
Ist  day  of  September,  1888,  and  for  a  valu- 
able consideration  tbe  respondents  extend- 
ed the  time  which  appellants  bad  to  elect 
to  purchase  a  two-thirds  Interest  In  said 
mining  claim,  and  extended  tbe  time  for 
the  payment  of  the  f3,000  to  October  1, 
1888;  but  It  Is  not  alleged  that  the  time  to 
elect  to  form  a  corporation,  as  aforesaid, 
was  also  extended.  If,  as  contended  by 
appellants,  September  1,  1888,  was  the 
time  at  which  they  should  elect  to  pur- 
chase a  two-thirds  interest  therein,  and 
the  time  to  elect  to  form  a  corporation  for 
tbe  purchase  of  tbe  whole  mine.  It  would 
appear  to  us  that,  If  they  procured  more 
time  In  which  to  elect  to  purchase  said 
xwo-tblrds  Interest  and  In  whicb  to  pay 
the  $.%000,  and  failed  to  secure  an  exten- 
iflou  of  the  time  in  which  to  elect  to  Incor- 
porate a  company,  thoy  bad  abandoned 
the  idea  of  or  desire  to  form  such  corpora- 
tion, or  that  respondents  bad  refused  an 
extension  of  time  for  that  purpose.  As 
one  of  the  points  urged  by  appellants  is 
that  they  bad  elected  to  Incorporate  a 
company,  and  as  respondents  were  not  m 
a  position  to  convey  one-third  of  said 
mine  to  sa'd  corporation,  they  were  ex- 
onerated from  making  any  tender  for  that 
reason.  We  do  not  believe  that  said  agree- 
ment will  bear  the  construction  which 
waa  placed  upon  It  by  counsel  for  appel- 
lants in  their  argument  of  this  case  to  this 
court,  and  the  construction  given  It  in  tbe 
complaint,  as  to  the  time  when  appellants 
-were  in  a  position  to  elect  whether  to  or- 
ganise a  corporation  or  not;  but  appel- 
lants' construction  of  said  contract  is  a 
circumstance  whicb  this  court  may  and 
ought  to  consider  in  the  determination  of 
this  case.  The  appellants  contend  that, 
as  they  had  been  In  possession  of  said 
mine  since  taking  possession  thereof 
under  said  agreement,  that  is  a  circum- 
stance In  their  favor.  The  complaint 
shows  that  appellants  have  been  in  tbe 
possession  of  said  property  from  the  time 
of  taking  possession  thereof  under  said 
agreement  up  to  the  time  of  bringing  this 
suit.  It  also  shows  that  appellants  ex- 
pended more  than  f5,000  In  prospecting 
and  developing  said  mine  prior  to  Septem- 
ber 1, 1888,  but  It  does  not  show  that  they 
nave  expended  one  dollar  thereon  since 
said  last-mentioned  date.    They  held  pos- 


session, but  failed  to  do  development 
work.  The  record  further  shows  that  tbe 
respondents,  Comegys,  Wolfard,  and  Mor- 
gan, were  In  a  position  to  convey  to  the 
appellants  an  undivided  two-thirds  Inter- 
est in  said  mine,  as  late  as  the  22d  day  of 
May,  1889,  tbe  date  when  respondent  Mor- 
gan conveyed  an  undivided  one-fourth  In- 
terest therein  to  respondent  McKune;  the 
only  cloud  thereon  being  tbe  attachment 
lien  for  the  small  sum  of  f750  against 
respondent  Morgan's  interest.  But,  by 
failing  to  make  said  tender,  they  have 
shown  themselves  not  ready,  willing, 
prompt,  and  eager  to  comply  with  the 
condlticms  Imposed  on  them  by  the 
terms  of  said  agreement.  If  the  ap- 
pellants bad  tendered  tbe  93,000  when 
due,  and  the  $14,000  when  due,  and  re- 
spondents had  failed  and  refused  to  clear 
the  title  of  said  incumbrance  of  f750,  and 
had  refused  to  convey  tbe  two-thirds  in- 
terest whicb  they  had  agreed  to  convey, 
appellants'  position  before  a  court  of  equi- 
ty would  be  very  different  from  what  it 
now  is.  Another  circumstance  which  the 
court  may  consider  in  this  case  is  the  long 
delay  of  appellants  in  bringing  this  suit. 
This  suit  was  not  brought  until  over  a 
year  bad  elapsed  after  the  right  to  an  ac- 
tion bad  accrued,  and  no  excuse  is  offered 
for  this  delay.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  appellants,  by  their  amended  com- 
plaint, do  not  make  out  a  case  free  from 
doubt;  that  they  do  not  show  that  the 
relief  asked  for  is,  under  all  tbe  circum- 
stances, equitable;  that  they  have  not  ac- 
counted In  a  reasonable  manner  for  their 
delay  and  failure  to  comply  with  their 
covenants  In  sold  agreement;  and  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  judgment  of  thecourt 
below  should  be  afiirmed,  with  costs  of 
appeal  to  the  respondents,  and  it  Is  so  or- 
dered.

ScLLivAN,  G.  J.  Respondent  moves  this 
court  to  dismiss  this  appeal,  on  the 
ground  that  no  undertaking  on  appeal 
was  filed  within  five  days  after  the  service 
of  the  notice  of  appeal.  The  record  shows 
that  tbe  notice  of  appeal  was  served 
on  the  22d  day  of  July,  1891.  and  that  the 
underttiking  on  appeal  was  filed  on  the 
Ist  day  of  August,  1891.  There  is  no  dis- 
pute as  to  the  facts.  Appellants  make  a 
counter-motion  for  a  nunc  pro  tunc  or- 
der permitting  an  undertaking  to  be  now 
filed,  based  upon  an  affidavit  setting 
forth  tbe  cause  of  the  delay  in  filing  said 
undertaking  within  the  time  required  by 
law.  Counsel  for  appellants  urge,  with 
marked  ingenuity  and  ability,  that  this 
court  has  the  authority  to  grant  said 
motion,  especially  as  our  statutes,  and 
all  proceedings  under  them,  must  be  liber 
ally  coiiotrued,  with  a  view  to  effect  their 
objects  and  to  promote  Justice.    Section 


4808  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho  la 
too  plain  to  require  construction.  It  is 
imperative,  and  provides  that** the  appeal 
is  ineffectual  for  any  purpose,  nnleas  with- 
in five  days  after  the  service  of  the  notice 
of  appeal  an  undertaking  be  filed."  This 
is  a  statute  of  limitation,  and  this  court 
has  no  authority  to  extend  it.  This  court 
has  no  Jurisdiction  to  permit  an  under- 
taking on  appeal  to  be  filed  In  this  court, 
unless  one  has  first  been  filed  In  the  court 
below,  within  the  time  allowed  by  said 
section  4808.  This  view  is  fully  sostalned 
by  numerous  decisions,  under  statutes 
similar  to  ours,  by  courts  of  last  resort. 
Cook  V.  Railway  Co.,  (Utah,)  27  Pac.  Rep. 
5,  and  authorities  therein  cited.  Tbls  at* 
tempted  appeal  Is  dismissed,  with  costs  in 
favor  of  respondent.

owned  by  O.  as  security.  The  sale  was  made  at 
t.he  residence  of  H.,  25  miles  from  the  plaoe 
where  the  merchandise  was.  No  invoice  was 
taken,  no  inspection  or  examination  of  the  stock, 
no  change  in  the  clerical  force,  nor  in  the  oom- 
duot  or  management  of  the  business.  G.  contin- 
ued to  conduct  the  business  as  before,  except  that 
he  added  the  abbreviation  ''Mgr. "  when  signinir 
letters,  checks,  etc.  Held,  thtsre  was  no  such 
immediate  delivery  and  actual  and  continued 
change  of  possession  as  the  statute  requires,  and 
the  sale  was  void  as  to  creditors.

Hdston,  J.  Plaintiff  brought  action  of 
claim  and  delivery  for  the  recovery  of  pos- 
session of  a  stock  of  merchandise  alleiced 
to  have  been  wronAfnIty  taken  and  unlaw- 
fully detained  by  defendant.  Defendant 
was  sheriff  of  Bingham  county,  and  under 
and  by  virtue  of  a  certain  writ  of  attach- 
ment, issued  out  of  the  district  court  for 
Bingham  county,  at  the  suit  of  F.J.  Keisel 
4b  Co.  vs.  P.  Gallagher,  levied  upon  and 
seised  a  certain  stock  of  merchandise  in 
the  town  of  Pocatello,  in  said  county,  as 
the  property  of  said  P.  Gallagher.  The 
answer  of  defendant  is  a  general  and 
specific  denial  of  all  the  allegations  of  the 
eomplaint,  except  the  taking.  The  evi- 
dence establishes  the  following  facts :  On 
tbe  21st  day  of  November,  1890,  one  P. 
Gallagher  was,  and  for  some  monthi^  prior 
thereto  had  been,  engaged  In  a  general 
merchandise  business  In  the  town  of  Poca- 
tello, Bingham  county,  Idaho.  It  appears 
by  his  own  testimony  that  at  the  time 
be  entered  Into  the  business  he  had 
about S8,000 Invested  therein;  that  short- 
ly after,  tor  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  store 
building,  he  borrowed  f2,000.  He  alMo 
testifies  that  his  monthly  profits  from  the 
time  he  started  In  business  in  March,  1890. 
to  the  time  of  his  alleged  sale  to  plaintiff 
on  November  21,  1890.  were  about  $800 


per  month.  The  plaintiff  is  a  ranch  and 
stock  man  and  capitalist,  residing  at  Mc- 
Cammon,  about  25  miles  from  Pocatello. 
On  November  21, 1890,  Gallagher  goes  to 
McCammon,  to  the  residence  of  plaintiff, 
and  there  makes  a  sale  of  his  said  stock  of 
merchandise  to  plaintiff,  who  at  that  time 
held  a  mortgage  of  f  4,000  on  said  stock  of 
merchandise.  The  price  alleged  to  have 
been  paid  by  plaintiff  was  97,240.  This  in* 
eluded  the  store  building.  After  deduct- 
ing the  amount  of  his  chattel  mortgage 
plaintiff  says  he  paid  the  balance  of  93,240 
to  Gallagher  in  his  checks,  which  were 
paid.    On  the  morning  following  the  sale 

?lalntiff  and  Gallagher  went  to  Pocatello. 
he  clerical  force  in  the  store  at  that 
time  consisted  of  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Smith,  and  the  son  and  daughter  of  Galla- 
gher. Harkness  (plaintiff)  said  to  Smith 
when  he  first  went  into  the  store,  on  the 
day  after  the  alleged  sale  by  Gallagher  to 
him,  *"  Will  you  work  for  me  for  the  same 
salary  Gallagher  has  been  paying  you?*' 
and  Smith  said  he  would.  No  invoice  was 
taken,  no  change  was  made  in  the  peraoo- 
Del  of  the  establishment,  no  sign  was 
changed.  Gallagher  continued  in  charge 
of  the  business  as  theretofore.  The  cleric- 
al force  was  the  same,  two  of  the  em- 
ployes being  members  of  Gallagher's  fam- 
ily. Gallagher  continued  to  buy  and  or- 
der goods  as  before  the  alleged  sale,  ex- 
cept that  the  letter-heads  were  In  the  name 
of**H.  O.  Harkness,  "and  Gallagher  signed 
all  letters,  checks,  etc.,  ''P.  Gallagher, 
Mgr.,*'  and  this  continued  to  be  the  con- 
dition of  affairs  up  to  the  time  of  the  levy 
of  the  attachment  by  defendant  on  Feb- 
ruary 25, 1891.  The  case  was  tried  by  the 
court  with  a  Jury,  and  verdict  rendered 
for  the  plaintiff  for  return  of  property  and 
$125  damages.  Upon  said  verdict  judg- 
ment was  entered.  Motion  for  new  trial 
was  made  and  overruled.  From  the  judg- 
ment and  order  denying  motion  for  new 
trial  defendant  appeals. 

The  first  assignment  of  error  by  the  ap- 
pellant is  that  the  evidence  Is  insufficient 
to  justify  the  verdict.  This  point,  we 
think.  Is  well  taken.  The  statutes  of  Ida- 
ho (Rev.  St.  J  3021)  are  as  follows:  **Ev- 
ery  transfer  of  personal  property  other 
than  a  thing  in  action,  and  every  lien 
thereon  other  than  a  mortgage,  when  al- 
lowed by  law,  is  conclusively  presumed,  if 
made  by  a  person  having  at  the  time  the 
possession  or  control  t>f  the  property, 
and  not  accompanied  by  an  immediate 
delivery  and  followed  by  an  actual  and 
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continued  change  of  poflsefglon  of  the 
tilings  transferred,  to  be  fraudulent,  and 
therefore  void  against  those  who  ai*e  his 
creditors  while  he  remains  in  possession, 
and  the  successors  in  interest  of  such  cred- 
itors, and  against  any  persons  on  whom 
his  estate  devolves  in  trust  for  the  benefit 
of  others  than  himself,  and  against  pur- 
chasers or  incumbrancers  in  good  faith 
subsequent  to  the  transfer."  It  is  not 
enough  that  there  is  an  actual  delivery 
and  an  actual  change  of  possession  as  be- 
tween vendor  and  vendee,  so  long  as  the 
property,  without  legal  excuse,  is  so 
placed  back  into  the  same  condition,  and 
the  same  apparent  relation  to  the  vendor 
that  there  is  no  such  manifest  and  contin- 
ued change  of  possession  as  would  indi- 
cate to  the  world  that  there  has  been  a 
change  of  title.  Norton  v.  Doolittle,  S2 
Conn.  405;  Lawrence  v.  Bnmhnm,  4  Nev. 
S61:  Wright  v.  McCormick,  67  Mo.  426; 
Dean  v.Walkinhoret,64  Cal.78;i  (Jodchaux 
V.  Mulford,  26  Cal.  316;  Bassinger  v. 
Spangler,  (Colo.  Sup.).  10  Pac.  Rep.  809. 
The  evidence  fails  entirely  to  show  **  ei- 
ther an  immediate  delivery  'or'  an  actual 
and  continued  change  of  possession." 

The  second  assignment  of  error  is  ''that 
the  verdict  is  against  law,  for  the  reason 
that  the  jury  entirely  disregarded  the  in- 
struction of  the  court."  The  court  in- 
structed the  Jury  as  follows:  "The  court 
instructs  the  Jury  that  every  transfer  of 
personal  property  other  than  a  thing  in 
action  is  conclusively  presumed,  if  made 
by  a  person  having  at  the  time  the  posses- 
sion or  control  of  property,  and  not  ac- 
companied by  the  immediate  delivery  and 
followed  by  an  actual  and  continued 
change  of  possession  of  the  things  trans- 
ferred, to  be  fraudulent,  and  therefore 
void  against  those  who  are  his  creditors, 
while  he  remains  in  possession."  This  is 
copied  from  the  statute.  The  evidence  on 
the  part  of  the  plaintiff  shows  that  the 
case  is  clearly  within  the  statute.  There 
was  never  either  "delivery"  or  ''change  of 
possession,**  as  those  terms  are  used  in 
the  statute,  and  have  been  repeatedly 
construed  by  the  courts.  We  think  this  as- 
signment of  error  is  well  taken. 

The  third  assignment  of  error  is  predi- 
cated upon  the  allowance  by  the  court, 
over  objection  of  defendant,  of  the  follow- 
ing question  by  plaintiff  to  witness  P. 
Gallagher:  "What  knowledge,  do  you 
know  if  any  did  F.  J.  Keisel  &  Co.  have

of  this  change  of  possession  or  change  of 
ownership  in  that  store?"  This  was  er- 
ror, and  it  was,  we  think,  the  error  which 
caused  the  jury  to  render  the  verdict  they 
did  in  this  case.  The  plaintiff  was  permit- 
ted by  the  court  to  show  that  Keisel  &  Co., 
plaintiffs  in  the  attachment  suit,  knew  or 
were  advised  of  the  change  through  the 
alleged  sale  of  November  21, 1890,  and  that 
they  continued  to  deal  with  plaintiff 
through  P.  Gallagher, .  manager.  This 
evidence  was  improperly  admitted. 
Whether  Keisel  &  Co.  or  any  other  credit- 
ors of  Gallagher  knew  or  did  not  know  of 
his  pretended  transfer  to  plaintiff,  could 
in  no  way  change  the  provisions  of  the 
statute,  a<nd  the  admission  of  evidence  to 
establish  such  fact  was  error.  The  mis- 
take which  counsel  for  respondent  makes 
is  in  confounding  the  provisions  of  section 
3020,  Rev.  St.,  with  those  of  section  3021. 
These  two  sections  present  distinct  propo- 
sitions. Under  the  first  section  great  lati- 
tude of  inquiry  is  permissible.  Any  facts 
which  tend  to  prove  that  the  transfer  was 
made  "with  intent  to  delay  or  defraud 
any  creditor  or  other  person  of  his  de- 
mands*^ are  pertinent  and  proper.  Under 
section  3021  the  sole  inquiry  is,  was  there 
an  "immediate  delivery,  followed  by  an 
actual  and  continued  change  of  posses* 
sion?"  No  question  of  intent,  bona,  ffdes, 
or  notice  cuts  any  figure  in  such  case. 
Lawrence  v.  Burnham,  4  Nev.  361:  Bas- 
singer V.  Spangler,  (Colo.  Sup.)  10  Pac. 
Rep.  809. 

The  fourth  to  eighth  assignments  of 
error  are  as  to  the  refusal  of  the  court  to 
give  certain  instructions  asked  by  the  de> 
fendant.  As  to  the  first,  we  thinK  the  in- 
strnction  was  proper,  but  it  was  given  in 
substance  by  the  court  in  its  instructions 
upon  its  own  motion.  The  second  in- 
struction asked  by  defendant  and  refused 
by  the  court,  or  that  marked  "B,"  was  a 
peremptory  instruction  to  the  Jury  to 
render  a  verdict  for  the  defendant.  While 
we  think  that  the  evidence,  by  a  large 
preponderance,  brought  the  case  within 
the  provision  of  section  3021,  still  we  are 
not  prepared  to  say,  under  all  the  circum- 
stances of  this  case,  that  the  court  erred 
in  refusing  a  peremptory  instruction  in 
behalf  of  defendant.  The  third  instruction 
asked  by  defendant  and  refused  by  the 
court  was  as  follows:  "The  Jury  are  in- 
structed that,  although  they  may  find 
Keisel  &  (^o.  knew  of  the  sale  of  the  store 
to  Harkness,  still  defendant  Is  entitled  to 
recover  if  the  Jury  find  that  there  was  not 
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an  actual  and  continued  change  of  posses- 
sion of  the  store."  There  was  no  error  in 
refaslng  this  Instruction.  There  was  no 
store  or  the  possession  ot  a  store  InTolred 
In  this  case.  We  think  Instruction  "D" 
was  virtually  covered  by  the  Instructions 
given  by  the  court.  If  the  refusal  to  give 
Instruction  marked  !*£"  was  based  upon 
the  wording  of  it,  there  was  no  error  In 
refusing  It.  It  Is  as  follows:  "The  Jury 
are  instructed  that  If  they  find  that  Qalla- 
frher  was  largely  Indebted  to  various  par- 
ties, and  that  Harkness  knew  this. "  etc. 
The  Jury  can  only  find  facts  from  the  evi- 
dence, and  an  Instruction  which  even  Infer- 
entlally  gives  them  a  wider  range  of  in- 
qnlry  Is  properly  refused.  We  think  the 
law  as  given  by  the  court  was  correct  as 
far  as  It  went,  but,  as  Is  not  unfrequently 
the  case  in  this  country,  the  Jury  paid  but 
little  h<>ed  to  the  instructions  of  the  court. 
The  motion  for  a  new  trial  should  have 
b«>en  granted.  The  Judgment  and  order 
of  the  district  court  are  reversed,  and  the 
cause  remanded,  with  instructions  to  the 
district  court  to  grant  a  new  trial ;  costs 
to  appellant.

Huston,  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from  an 
order  of  the  Judge  of  the  second  district  In 
and  for  Latah  county,  made  after  Judg- 
ment, disallowing  a  portion  of  a  bill  of 
costs.  Appellants  brought  action  in  the 
district  court  for  Latah  to  recover  from 
defendants  the  sum  of  f  565.1 5,  and  recov* 
ered  Judgment  thereon  for  that  amount, 
with  interest  and  costs.  At  the  time  of 
commencing  action  plaintiffs  procured  a 
writ  of  attachment  to  be  issued,  which 
was  levied  upon  172,050  feet  of  lumber,  the 
property  of  defendants,  and  then  being  at 
the  saw-mill  of  defendants,  situated  some 
11  or  12  miles  from  the  town 'of  Moscow, 
the  county-seat  of  said  Latah  county. 
Attachment  was  Issued  on  4th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1800,  and  levy  was  made  on  same 
day.  At  the  time  of  making  the  levy  the 
sheriff  employed  a  keeper  to  take  charge 
of  the  attached  property.  On  November 
21st,  the  sheriff  having  procured  an  order 
of  the  district  Judge  therefor,  the  attached 
property  was  sold  at  public  auction  at 
Moscow,  it  having  been  previously  re* 
moved  by  the  sheriff  from  the  saw-mill  of 
defendants  to  said  town  ot  Moscow,  at  an 
expense  of  f  4  per  thousand  feet.  The  lum- 
ber was  sold  for  $4.95  per  thousand  feet, 
one  of  the  plaintiffs  being  the  purchaser. 
The  contention  arose  uponthebUI  of  costs 
filed  by  plaintiffs,  defendants  claiming 
that  the  charge  ot  9688.20,  for  removing 
said  lumber  from  their  saw-mill  to  Mos- 
cow, was  unnecessarily  Incurred,  and 
ought  not  to  be  allowed.  In  support  of 
their  contention  defendants  file  the  fol- 
lowing affloavlt: 

(Title  of  Court  and  Cause.)  ''State  of 
Idaho,  county  of  Latah — ss.:  Charles  E. 
McCormlck,  being  duly  sworn,  says  that 
he  is  one  of  the  defendants  in  the  above- 
entitled  action.  That  on  the  4th  day  of 
September,  1890,  and  long  prior  thereto, 
the  defendants  above  named  were  the 
owners  and  in  possession  of  172,000  feet 
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of  lamber  situated  on  the  yard  at  McGor- 
mlck  BroB.'  Baw-mlU,  about  eleven  miles 
east  of  tbe  town  of  Moscow,  In  Latah 
county.  In  the  state  ot  Idaho.  That  on 
said  4th  day  of  September,  1890,  Geo.  Lani?* 
don,  as  sheriff  of  said  Latah  county,  at 
said  HHW-niiU,  attached  and  took  into  his 
possession  the  whole  of  said  lamber,  and 
at  the  same  time  and  place  appointed  a 
keeper  therefor,  who  took  possession  of 
the  same.  That  said  saw-mill  yard,  where 
said  lumber  was  situated,  was  a  safe  and 
convenient  place  In  which  to  keep  the 
same.  That  between  the  15th  day  of  Oc- 
tober, 1890,  and  the  1st  day  of  November, 
1890,  the  said  sheriff,  Oeo.  Langdon,  re- 
moved and  hauled  away  from  said  saw- 
mill yard  the  said  172,000  feet  of  lumber  to 
the  town  of  Moscow,  In  said  county  and 
state.  That  said  lumber  was  so  removed 
without  any  order  of  court  authorising 
the  same,  without  the  consent  of  said  de- 
fendants or  either  of  them,  and  against 
the  protest  of  said  defendants  and  each  of 
them.  That  prior  to  and  at  the  time  said 
lumber  was  attached,  as  aforesaid,  the  de- 
fendants  had  been  selling  lumber  of  the 
same  kind  and  character  at  said  saw-mill 
at  the  rate  of  f  8  and  99  per  thousand. 
That  at  about  the  time  said  lumber  was 
removed,  as  aforesaid,  the  defendants  were 
offered  for  the  entire  lot  of  said  lumber,  de- 
livered at  saldsaw-mlU  yard, f 5  and  f 6 per 
thousand,  or  an  average  price  of  $5.60  per 
thousand,  and  that  the  same  was  at  said 
time  and  place  reasonably  worth  the  sum 
of  f 7  per  thousand,  for  the  entire  lot  of 
said  luml>er,  and  that  at  no  time  since  the 
removal  of  said  lumber  as  aforesaid  has 
the  price  of  such  lumber  depreciated  at  said 
saw-mill.  That  on  or  about  the  21st  day 
of  October,  1890,  the  said  €too.  Langdon, 
as  sheriff,  by  order  of  court,  sold  at  said 
town  of  MiMscowthe  entire  lot  of  said  lum- 
ber so  removed,  as  aforesaid,  at  the  rate 
of  f4.95  per  thousand,  and  that  R.  S. 
Brown,  one  of  the  plaintiffs  herein,  was 
the  purchaser  thereof.  AlSant  further 
says  that  said  lumber,  and  the  whole 
thereof,  was  removed  by  said  Geo.  Lang- 
don, as  aforesaid,  at  the  request  and  ear- 
nest solicitation  of  plaintiffs  herein,  and 
at  an  expense  of  $4  per  thousand,  as  this 
affiant  Is  Informed  and  believes,  and  that 
the  defendants  herein  have  received  no 
benefit  whatever  therefrom,  and  that  said 
expense  of  $4  per  thousand  for  hauling 
said  lumber  was  useless  and  unnecessarily 
incurred.  Affiant  further  says  that  said 
]*emoval  of  said  lumber  as  aforesaid  was 


not  necessary  for  the  protection,  preserva* 
tlon,  and  safe-keeping  of  said  lumber,  or 
any  part  thereof.  And  further  this  affi- 
ant saith  that  the  order  of  court  for  che 
sale  of  said  lumber  as  aforesaid  was  made 
without  the  consent  of  defendants,  or 
either  of  them,  or  their  attorney,  and 
against  their  protest.    [Signed]    Chaklbs 

E.  McCORMICK." 

Plaintiffs  filed  the  following  affidavit  of 
the  sheriff,  which  It  appears  the  district 
Judge  refused  to  consider :  (Title  of  Court 
and  Cause.)  ** State  of  Idaho,  county  of 
Latah— ss.:  I,  George  Langdon,  being 
first  duly  sworn,  say  that  between  tbe 
4th  day  of  September,  1890,  and  the  18th 
day  of  January,  1891,  and  at  all  times  be- 
tween said  dates,  affiant  was  the  duly 
qualified,  elected,  and  acting  sheriff  of 
Latah  county.  In  the  state  of  Idaho. 
That  In  the  month  of  September,  18&K>,  the 
above-named  plaintiffs  duly  commenced 
an  action  against  defendants  In  the  dis- 
trict court  In  and  for  Latah  county  to  re- 
cover the  sum  of  $565.15,  besides  Interest 
and  costs,  against  defendants,  and  duly 
procured  a  writ  of  attachment  In  said  ac- 
tion, and  placed  the  same  in  the  hands  of 
affiant  for  service  and  execution.  That, 
pursuant  to  said  writ,  affiant,  as  socb 
sheriff,  duly  levied  upon  and  took  into  his 
possession  172,050  feet  of  lumber,  the  prop- 
erty of  defendants  In  said  action,  and  the 
defendants  above  named.  That  said  prop- 
erty, when  so  taken  under  said  writ  aa 
aforesaid,  was  situated  In  the  yard  of  de- 
fendants, at  their  mill-yard,  about  eleren 
miles  distant  from  Moscow,  and  beyond 
the  personal  control  of  affiant.  That  affi- 
ant could  not  procure  a  suitable  and  re- 
liable person  as  keeper  to  care  for  said 
property.  That  snid  property  was  so  sit- 
uated as  to  become  mixed  and  confused 
with  other  lumber  In  said  yard,  and  was 
so  situated  as  to  be  greatly  in  danger  of 
fire,  and  was  In  great  risk  of  fire,  and  could 
not  be  insured  or  made  safe  without  be- 
ing removed,  and,  if  so  removed.  It  could 
not  be  located  or  placed  In  a  safe  situa- 
tion, without  bringing  the  same  to  Mos- 
cow, so  as  to  be  under  the  personal  super- 
vision of  affiant.  That  thereupon  affiant, 
as  said  sheriff,  caused  the  said  lumber  to 
be  removed  to  a  place  of  safety,  and 
brought  the  same  to  the  town  of  Moscow. 
That  defendants,  and  each  of  them,  fully 
understood  that  he  should  and  would  re- 
move said  property,  and  fully  agreed 
with  affiant  that  it  should  be  removed. 
That  affiant  derived  no  benefit  or  profit  In 
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the  removal  of  Bald  Inmber,  but  that  the 
sum  charKed  therefor  was  actually  expend- 
ed as  each  expense,  and  affiant's  actions 
were  fully  acquiesced  in  by  all  parties 
In  Interest.  That  said  lumber  was  duly 
sold  by  order  of  this  court,  as  the  records 
herein  will  fully  verify,  and  was  so  sold 
for  the  best  price  which  could  be  procured 
for  such  lumber  and  for  lumber  of  such 
quality.  That  aftiant  experienced  great 
difficulty  in  selling:  said  lumber  at  all,  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  it  was  under  at- 
tachment, and  the  cloud  thereby  cast  up- 
on the  title  to  said  property,  and  by  rea- 
son of  the  quality  of  the  same.  That  to 
keep  said  lumber  at  the  aforesaid  saw-mill 
from  the  4th  day  of  September,  1890,  until 
the  convening  of  the  district  court  in  and 
for  Latah  county,  state  of  Idaho,  which 
said  convening  was  at  that  time  not 
known  or  set  for  any  particular  date,  nor 
was  it  at  that  time  reasonable  to  know 
when  said  district  court  would  meet. 
Said  expense  would  have  been  reasonably 
incurred  at  very  great  expense  for  the  rea- 
son of  keeper's  fees,  which  could  not  have 
been  procured  at  a  less  price  than  $3  per 
day  for  all  the  time  until  the  convening  of 
said  aforesaid  court.  [Signed]  Geo. 
Langiion." 

The  action  •  '  the  district  Judge  in  refus- 
ing to  consh  :T  the  affidavit  of  Langdon, 
the  sheriff ,  is  assigned  as  error  by  appel- 
lants. Whether  this  action  of  the  district 
Jadge  was  correct  or  not,  it  is  not  essen- 
tial now  for  us  to  decide.  The  affidavit 
to  properly  before  us,  and  we  will  consider 
It.  The  district  Judge  disallowed  the 
charge  of  9688.20for  removing  the  lumber 
from  the  saw-mill  of  the  defendants  to  the 
town  of  Moscow  simply  for  the  purpose 
of  a  sale,  as  being  an  unnecessary  expense, 
and  not  within  the  purview  of  dection  2126 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho,  which 
provides  as  follows:  "The  sheriff  is  al- 
lowei],  **  etc.,  **for  his  trouble  and  expense 
in  taking  and  keeping  possession  of,  and 
preserving  property  under  attachment, 
or  execution  or  other  process,  such  sum 
as  the  court  may  order:  provided,  no  more 
than  $8.00  per  diem  be  allowed  .i  keeper.  '* 
We  think  the  ruling  of  the  district  Judge 
was  entirely  correct.  The  Judgment  in 
this  case  was  for  the  sum  of  $588.52,  dam- 
ages and  costs.  The  cost-bill  is  made  up 
of  the  following  items  and  amounts,  to- 
wit:  Sheriff's  fees,  $83.58;  clerk's  fees, 
f  10.65;  kee|)er*s  fees,  S93;  for  hauling  lum- 
ber from  defendants*  saw-mill,  12  miles, 
from  Moscow  into  Moscow,  at  $4perthoa. 
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sand  feet,  (172,050  ft.,)  $688.20;  total  costs 
and  disbursements,  $875.43.  The  affidavit 
of  defendant  McCormIck  avers  that  defend- 
ants had  been  offered  $5.50  per  thousand 
feet  for  the  lumber  at  the  mill,  and  this 
statement  is  not  attempted  to  be  contro- 
verted. The  statement  of  the  sheriff  in 
his  affidavit  that  he  could  not  procure  a 
suitable  and  reliable  person  as  kesper  to 
care  for  said  property  is  hardly  consistent 
with  his  charge  for  a  keeper  for  the  entire 
period  from  the  levying  of  the  attachment 
to  the  time  of  the  sale.— 43  days,  at  $2.16 
per  day,  amounting  to  $93.  Therecord  in 
this  case  is  greatly  and  needlessly  incum- 
bered. The  appeal  was  from  an  order, 
and  the  statutes  provide  what  papers  are 
requisite  to  be  taken  to  the  appellate 
court  in  such  a  case,  and  counsel  impose 
unnecessary  labor  npou  themselves  and 
the  court,  and  useless  expense  upon  their 
clients,  when  they  fall  to  follow  the  stat- 
utes. The  order  of  the  district  Judge  is 
affirmed,  with  costs  to  appellants.

A  new  bomestend  which  has  been  pur- 
diased  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
old  homestead  is  exempt  in  all  cases 
where  the  old  one  would  have  been.

Sullivan,  C.  J.  This  is  an  action 
brought  by  the  appellant  for  the  purpose 
of  quieting  title  to  and  removing  cloud 
from  the  title  of  certain  town  lots  In  the 
town  of  Blackfoot,  Bingham  county.  The 
complaint  alleges  that  the  respondents 
(the  defendants  in  the  court  below)  com- 
menced an  action  in  the  district  court  of 
Bingham  county,  Idaho,  against  this  ap- 
pellant, on  the  21st  day  of  November,  1890, 
to  obtain  Judgment  against  appellant,  on 
a  certain  contract  tlieretofore  executed 
by  the  appellant,  and  on  said  2l8t  day  of 
November  caused  a  writ  of  attachment  to 
issue  out  of  said  court  in  said  cause,  and 
placed  the  same  In  the  hands  of  the  sheriff 
of  said  Bingham  county  for  service;  that 
on  said  date  the  sheriff  levied  said  writ  of 
attachment  upon  lots  12, 18, 14, 15, 16, 17, 
and  18,  in  block  55,  in  the  town  of  Black- 
foot,  said  county;  that  on  the  2d  day  of 
December j  1890,  said  defendants  abandoned 
said  levy  under  said  writ,  and  caused  an- 
other writ  of  attachment  •  to  issue  in  said 
action,  and  that  no  affidavit  or  undertak- 
ing was  made  or  given  before  the  Issuance 
of  said  last-mentioned  writ;  that  said 
writ  was  irregularly  Issued  and  void; 
that  said  writ  was  levied  by  the  said  sher- 
iff on  the  lots  above  described ;  thereafter 
the  sheriff  made  his  return  thereon  to  the 
court,  and  also  to  the  recorder  of  said 
Bingham  county;  and  that  each  of  the  re- 
turns, so  made  by  the  sheriff.  Is  a  part  of 
the  records  of  said  county,  and  appear 
on  said  records  to  be  regular  on  their 
face;  and  that  said  returns  and  records 
cast  a  cloud  on  the  title  of  the  plaintiff. 
The  complaint  further  alleges  that 
plaintiff  is  a  married  man,  and  the  head 
of  a  family ;  that  bis  family  resides  with 
him  upon  said  lots  as  their  home,  and 
that  he  has  no  other  residence  or  home; 
that  on  said  21st  day  of  November,  and 
at  all  times  since  said  date,  the  said  lots, 
and  the  dwelling-house  thereon  situated, 
were  and  are  exempt  from  the  claim  of  de- 
fendants; that  said  property  was  the 
homestead  of  plaintiff,  and  was  not  sub- 
ject to  the  payment  of  his  debts;  and 
prayn  that  his  title  to  said  property  be 
quieted,  and  that  the  cloud  cast  thereon 
by  the  levy  and  return  of  said  writs  be  re- 
moved. The  answer  specifically  denies  all 
of  the  allegations  of  the  complaint,  except 
the  copartnership  of  plaintiffs;  the  bring- 
ing of  the  suit  mentioned ;  the  Issuance, 
levy,  and  return  of  the  writ  of  attach- 
ment; and  avers  that,  as  appellant  had 
come  ^'luto  more  open  and  notorious  as-

tertlon  of  rights  and  ownership  In  and  to 
said  real  estate,  the  respondents  caused  a 
second  writ  of  attachment  to  issue,**  and 
to  be  levied  upon  said  real  estate;  and 
avers  that  on  the  Slst  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1801,  respondents  obtained  Judgment 
against  the  plaintiff  for  $359.19  damages, 
and  costs  taxed  at  919.65,  in  the  action  In 
which  said  writs  of  attachment  were  is- 
sued, and  claim  a  lien  therefor  on  said 
lots  and  premises.  The  canse  was  tried 
by  the  court  without  a  Jury,  and  judg- 
ment rendered  dismissing  the  action,  with 
costs  against  the  plaintiff.  Thereupon  a 
motion  for  a  new  trial  was  interposed, 
and  overruled  by  the  court.  From  the  or- 
der overruling  said  motion  the  case  is 
brought  to  this  court. 

The  first  error  specified  by  the  appellant 
is  that  the  court  erred  in  holding  that  the 
writ  of  attachment  Issued  In  the  suit  of 
respondents  against  appellant,  and  levied 
upon  the  real  estate  and  premises  above 
described,  was  valid,  and  created  a  lien  on 
said  premises.  This  specification  of  error 
does  not  specify  which  of  said  writs  of  at- 
tachment is  referred  to,  but,  as  the  record 
shows  that  the  court  below  held  that  the 
levy  of  the  first  writ  created  a  valid  lien 
upon  said  premises,  we  presume  that  that 
Is  the  writ  referred  to.  We  will,  however, 
determine  whether  said  objection  or  speci- 
fication of  error  is  fatal  to  either  writ. 
The  appellant  alleges  in  the  complaint 
that  the  levy  of  the  first  writ  was  aban- 
doned by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  the  sec- 
ond writ,  and  levying;  it  upon  the  identi- 
cal property  on  which  the  first  writ  was 
leried,  and  that  the  second  writ  was  in- 
Talid  by  reason  of  respondents  having 
failed  to  file  an  affidavit  and  undertaking 
prior  to  the  issuance  thereof.  The  objec- 
tion to  the  last  writ  is,  however,  not 
urged  in  this  court.  The  respondents,  by 
their  answer,  deny  the  abandonment  of 
the  levy  of  the  first  writ,  and  state  in  their 
answer  the  reason  for  procuring  the  issu- 
ance of  the  second  writ  as  follows:  **The 
said  plaintiff  having  at  that  time  come 
into  more  open  and  notorious  assertion 
of  rights  and  ownership  in  the  said  real 
estate,  the  defendants  herein  caused  a  new 
writ  to  issue,  as  provided  bylaw,  and  pro- 
cared  the  same  to  be  levied  on  all  the  in- 
terest the  said  D.  D.  Wright  then  had  in 
said  real  estate."  The  abandonment  of 
the  first  writ  was  made  an  issue  by  the 
pleadings,  the  burden  resting  on  the  plain- 
tiff. The  rec<ird  contains  no  evidence  of 
abandonment.  It  Is,  however,  contended 
that  the  abandonment  was  established  by 


the  issuance  of  the  second  writ,  and  the 
levying  of  the  same  upon  the  identical  par- 
cel of  land  on  which  the  first  writ  had 
been  levied.  The  answer  to  this  is  that 
the  respondents  denied  any  intention  of 
abandoning  the  lien  secured  by  the  first 
writ,  and  avers  that  they  procured  the  is- 
suance of  the  second  writ  as  a  precaution- 
ary measure  only.  The  law  does  not  pre- 
sume or  favor  abandonments  The  Issu- 
ance having  been  made  by  the  pleadlngrs, 
it  was  incumbent  upon  the  appellaut  to 
establish  the  fact  of  abandonment,  which 
he  failed  to  do. 

The  appellant  also  contends  that,  under 
the  levy  of  the  first  writ  of  attachment, 
no  lien  was  created  upon  said  property, 
for  the  reason  that  the  law  requires  the 
sheriff,  after  he  has  made  a  levy  by  at- 
tachment, to  file  in  the  ofiice  of  the  coun- 
ty recorder  a  notice  describing  the  proper- 
ty levied  upon  and  attached,  duly  signed 
by  him ;  and  urges  that  the  notice  so  filed 
by  the  sheriff,  under  and  by  virtue  of  said 
levy,  was  not  so  signed.  This  question 
was  not  raised  in  the  court  below,  and 
we  cannot,  for  that  reason,  consider  it 
here;  besides,  the  appellant  is  estopped 
by  the  allegations  of  the  complaint  from 
now  denying  that  the  notice  so  filed  in 
the  recorder's  office  was  not  signed  by  the 
sheriff,  and  regular  on  Its  face.  Appellant, 
after  alleging  that  said  writ  was  duly  is- 
sued on  November  21, 1890,  and  duly  levied 
upon  said  property,  further  alleges  as  fol- 
lows: **And  made  his  return  thereon  to 
the  court,  and  also  to  the  recorder  of  Bing- 
ham county ;  each  of  the  returns  so  made 
by  the  said  sheriff  is  a  part  of  the  records 
of  Bingham  county  and  of  this  court,  and 
each  of  said  returns  and  the  records  made 
thereunder  by  the  said  sheriff  appear  pn 
the  records  to  be  regular  on  their  face, 
and  that  said  returns  and  records  cast  a 
cloud  on  plaintiff's  tHle."  This  averment 
is  plain  and  direct,  ind  avers  that  said  re- 
turn so  filed  In  the  oflSce  of  the  county  re- 
corder is  regular  on  its  face.  Parties  will 
not  be  permitted  to  urge  points  in  this 
court  which  were  not  raised  in  the  court 
below,  especially  when  such  contentions 
or  points  are  fiatly  contradicted  by  the 
averments  of  the  pleadings  of  such  party. 
If  a  mistake  had  been  made  in  the  plead- 
ings, they  should  have  been  amended  in 
the  court  below.  Parties  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  contradict  their  sworn  plead- 
ing in  that  manner.  This  disposes  of  the 
first  specification  of  error  as  appll«Hl  to 
I  the  first  writ. 

As  applied  to  the  second  writ,  the  rec- 
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ord  shows  that  the  appellaDt,  at  the  time 
ol  the  levy  of  said  writ,  was  residing  up- 
on said  premises  with  his  family,  and  bad, 
prior  to  such  levy,  executed  and  filed  his 
declaration  of  homestead,  as  provided  by 
sections  3071  and  8072  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes of  Idaho,  claiming  said  premises  as  a 
homestead.  Said  premises  were  exempt 
from  attachment  and  execution,  after  fil- 
ing said  declaration  of  homestead.  Rev. 
St.  §  8038.  The  respondents  acquired  no 
lien  upon  said  premises  by  reason  of  the 
levy  under  said  second  writ.    Id.  §  3U39. 

The  third  and  fourth  specifications  of 
error  will  be  considered  together,  and  are 
as  follows:  Tbhd,  "The  court  erred  in 
failing  to  find  that  said  property  was  ex- 
empt from  execution  and  attachment,  and 
was  not  subject  to  the  debt  sued  on  by 
Westheimer  &  Sons  against  the  plaintiff. " 
Fourth.  **The  court  erred  in  failing  to 
hold  that  the  property  in  dispute  in  this 
action  was  exempt  from  seizure,  levy,  and 
sale  under  execution  and  attachment, 
because  of  the  fact  that  plaintiff  procured 
the  money  to  purchase  this  property  from 
the  sale  of  property  on  which  he  had  a 
valid  homestead  exemption  under  the  laws 
of  the  state  of  Idaho. "  The  contention  is 
that,  as  the  property  attached  had  been 
purchased  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  the  homestead  of  appellant,  and  that 
as  appellant  purchased  said  property  as 
a  home  for  himself  and  family,  and  filed 
his  homestead  declaration  therefor  as 
soon  as  he  had  established  his  residence 
thereon,  the  same  is  exempt  under  the 
homestead  laws.  The  question  forconsid- 
eratlon,  then,  is,  under  the  homestead  laws 
of  the  state  of  Idaho,  can  a  person  sell 
his  homestead,  which  is  exempt  from  exe- 
cution and  forced  sale,  and  purchase  an- 
other home  with  the  proceeds  thereof,  and 
hold  the  same,  exempt  from  execution  and 
attachment,  without  filing  in  the  proper 
county  recorder's  office  the  declaration  of 
homestead  i*equired  by  section  3071  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho?  The  evidence 
contained  in  the  record  establishes  the 
following  facts:  That  the  appellant, 
with  his  family,  consisting  of  a  wife  and 
eight  small  children,  was  residing  in  the 
town  of  Blackfoot,  Bingham  county; 
that  he  was  the  owner  of  the  home  in 
which  he  was  then  residing;  that  he  had 
filed  in  the  proper  recorder's  office  his  dec- 
laration of  homestead,  claiming  the  said 
property  as  a  homestead,  and  that  the 
same  was  exempt  from  execution  and 
forced  sale;  that,  being  indebted  to  divers 
persons^  he  concluded  to  sell  said  home- 


stead, purchase  another  of  less  value,  and 
pay  certain  of  his  creditors  with  the  sur- 
plus. He  thereupon  sold  his  homestead, 
paid  part  of  his  debts,  and  invested  f  1,0(10 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  home- 
stead in  the  lots  and  premises  in  question, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  home  for 
himself  and  family.  He  removed  his  fami- 
ly thereon  about  December  8  or  4, 1890, 
and  filed  his  homestead  declaration  there- 
for on  December  4, 1890.  That  appellant 
filed  his  homestead  declaration  after  the 
levy  of  the  attachment,  on  November  21, 
1890,  and  before  the  levy  of  the  second 
writ  of  attachment,  December  5»  1890. 
The  second  writ  of  attachment  is  not  a 
lien  upon  said  homestead,  because  the 
homestead  declaration  was  filed  prior  to 
the  levy  of  said  writ.  Rev.  St.  Idaho«  § 
3039.  The  writ  of  attachment,  levied  up- 
on said  premises  on  November  21, 1890,  is 
a  valid  lien  thereon,  unless  the  fact  of  its 
hfiving  been  purchased  with  a  part  of  the 
proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  for- 
mer homestead  of  appellant  exempts  it 
from  such  lien.  Section  3070.  Rev.  St. 
Idaho,  is  as  follows :  "In  order  to  select  a 
homestead,  the  husband  or  the  head  of 
the  family,  or,  in  case  the  husband  has 
not  made  such  selection,  the  wife,  must  ex- 
ecute and  acknowledge,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  conveyance  of  real  estate  is  ae- 
knowledged,  a  declaration  of  homeatead, 
and  file  the  same  for  record."  Section 
3071  provides  what  such  declafation 
must  contain.  Section  3072  providea  that 
such  declaration  must  be  recorded  In  the 
office  of  the  recorder  of  the  county  in 
which  the  land  is  situated.  Section  8073 
provides  that,  after  the  filing  of  the  dec- 
laration for  record,  the  premises  therein 
described  constitute  a  homestead.  Sec- 
tion 3038  provides  that  the  homestead  is 
exempt  from  execution  and  forced  sale,  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  title  7  of  the  Revised 
Statutes.  Section  3039  provides  that  the 
homestead  is  subject  to  execution  or 
forced  sale  in  satisfaction  of  Judgments 
obtained  for  certain  debts  and  Incnm- 
brauces.  and,  among  others,  in  an  action 
in  which  an  attachment  was  levied  upon 
the  premises,  before  the  filing  of  the  dec- 
laration of  homestead.  This  provision 
applies  to  the  case  at  bar,  unless  it  is  ex- 
cepted for  the  reason  of  its  having  been 
purchased  with  the  proceeds  of  the  former 
homestead.  The  writ  of  attachment  wa*> 
levied  November  21, 1890,  the  homestea. 
declaration  was  filed  December  4,  1890. 
Section  3041  provides  that  a  homestead 
can  be  abandoned  only  by  a  declaration  of 
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abandonment,  or  a  ffrant  or  conveyance 
thereof,  executed  and  acknowledged  by 
the  hasband  and  wife.  If  tbe  claimant  Is 
married,  and  by  theclalmant,  if  unmarried. 
From  tbe  above  provisions  It  will  be  ob- 
served tbat  to  select  a  homestead  In  this 
state,  under  the  homestead  law,  certain 
thln^  must  be  done  and  performed  before 
It  is  a  homestead,  or  Is  exempt  from  exe- 
cution and  forced  sale,  and  that  after  a 
homestead  has  been  once  acquired  It  can 
be  abandoned  only  as  the  statute  pre- 
scribes. The  appellant  In  this  case  aban- 
doned his  first  homestead  by  sellinic  and 
conveying:  it  to  one  G.  8.  Smith.  There  is 
no  provision  In  the  statutes  of  Idaho  ex- 
empting: the  money  for  which  a  homestead 
may  be  sold  from  execution  or  attach- 
ment until  It  may  be  Invested  in  another 
homestead,  except  In  cases  of  involuntary 
sales,  which  provision  Is  nut  applicable 
to  this  case.  Our  statutes  are  silent  up* 
on  the  question  under  consideration. 
They  contain  no  provisions  for  an  ex- 
chansre  of  one  homestead  for  another,  nor 
the  purchase  of  another  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  the  one  exempt,  nor  for  the 
exemption  of  the  new  homestead  so  pur- 
chased. 

It  1h  contended  that  the  homestead  and 
exemption  statutes  should  be  liberally 
construed.  We  concede  this  proposition. 
Section  4  of  the  Revised  Statutes  declares, 
among  other  things:  **The  statutes  of  this 
state,  and  all  proceedings  under  them, 
must  be  liberally  construed,  with  a  view 
to  effect  their  objects  and  to  promote  jus- 
tice. **  Aside  from  this  provision,  we  can 
hardly  conceive  the  necessity  or  propriety 
of  strictly  construing  a  statute  of  mercy 
or  benevolence.  But,  as  our  statutes  are 
silent  upon  the  question  under  considera- 
tion, this  court  will  not  undertake  to  sup- 
ply omissions  made  by  tbe  law-making 
power.  This  court  must  distinguish  be- 
tween enacting  laws  and  construing 
them.  Through  motives  of  humanity  to- 
wards the  debtor  and  his  family,  exemp- 
tion and  homestead  laws  have  been  enact- 
ed. Prior  to  their  enactment  the  law  was 
as  cruel  as  Shylock  to  the  unfortunate 
debtor,  and  his  wife  and  children  had  to 
suffer.  It  may  be  truthfully  urged  that 
they  sometimes  assist  unprincipled  men 
to  consummate  the  most  cruel  frauds. 
However,  In  the  vast  majority  of  cases, 
their  operation  is  beneficial  and  humane. 
They  assure  to  the  family  a  home.  *'They 
mitigate  the  han>hness  of  the  cruel,  grasp- 
ing creditor,  and  give  to  tbe  unfortunate 


debtor  a  place  of  refuge  and  a  ttl^am  of 
hope."  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  an 
amendment  of  our  homestead  laws,  ex- 
empting the  proceeds  from  a  voluntary 
sale  for  a  reasonable  time,  would  be  la 
the  interest  of  humanity.  For,  however 
much  such  an  amendment  may  be  desired* 
this  court  will  not  assume  the  power  to 
amend  the  statutes,  and  thus  usurp  the 
legislative  functions  of  a  co-ordinate 
branch  of  our  state  government.  The 
statutes  of  some  of  the  states  permit  the 
exchange  of  one  homestead  for  another, 
and  the  sale  of  one,  and  with  the  proceeds 
thereof  the  purchase  of  another,  and  hold 
the  latter  exempt  from  attachment  and 
execution;  but  states  having  such  stat- 
utes do  not  require  the  making  and  filing 
of  a  homestead  declaration  as  a  precedent 
condition  to  the  procurement  of  a  homei- 
8tead,and  its  exemption  from  attachment 
and  execution.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that,  under  our  statutes,  a  residence  pur- 
chased with  tbe  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  a 
former  homestead,  which  was  exempt 
from  attachment  and  execution,  does  not 
for  that  reason  become  a  homestead,  and 
exempt  from  attachment  and  execution 
under  our  homestead  laws.  The  required 
homestead  declaration  must  be  filed  In 
order  to  secure  the  benefit  of  the  exemp- 
tion laws.  The  Judgment  of  the  court  be^ 
low  should  be  a£Qrmed,  and  the  respond- 
ents are  entitled  to  judgment  against  the 
appellant  for  their  costs  on  this  appeal, 
and  it  is  so  ordered.

Mere  ownership  of  a  property,  as  Joint 
tenants  or  tenants  in  common,  between 
two  or  more  parties,  without  other  acts 
done  by  them  in  reference  to  the  property, 
cannot  constitute  them  partners.  Btory, 
Partn.  §  82;  Crawshay  v.Maule.l  Swanst.

Jt  is  not  waste  for  one  tenant  in  com- 
mon to  work  and  mine  for  his  own  use 
and  benefit.in  a  workmanlike  manner.  Ir- 
win V.  Covode,  24  Pa.

Smith,  6  Munf.  142;  Woodward  v.  Gates, 
38  0a.  213;  Drown  v.  Smith,  52  Me.  143; 
Crockett  v.  Crockett,  2  Ohio  St.  184;  Qem- 
ence  v.  Steore,  1  B.  I.  274. 

Morgan,  J.  The  plaintiff  is  the  owner 
and  possessed  of  an  undivided  seven* 
eighths  interest  in  the  Niagara  placer 
mining  claim,  situated  in  the  Coeur  d'Alene 
mining  district,  Shoshone  county,  Idaho. 
The  defendant  is  the  owner  of  one-eighth 
interest  in  the  same  claim.  Defendant,  on 
or  about  the  15ch  day  of  June,  1891,  took 
possession  of  a  portion  of  said  claim.  Dc^ 
fend  ant  is  also  the  sole  owner  of  a  large 
stream  of  water,  estimated  at  ^  inclies, 
with  pipes,  flumes,  and  other  hydraulic 
machinery  for  conveying  said  water 
to  and  upon  said  placer  ground,  as 
well  as  other  groui^d  of  the  same 
character  adjacent  thereto.  The  defend- 
ant company  has  worked  off  a  section 
of  said  claim  during  the  season  of 
1891,  without  the  consent  and  against  the 
protest  of  the  plaintiff.  It  is  also  admit- 
ted that  the  defendant  is  by  the  means 


aforesaid  extracting  the  gold  frolti'«aid 
claim,  and  converting  it  to  its  own  use. 
That  the  only  value  of  said  ground  is  the 
gold  contained  therein,  and  that  said  com- 
pany refuses  to  sell  said  water  to  aaid 
plaintiff  at  any- price  that  can  be  agreed 
upon.  That  the  plaintiff,  although  the 
owner  of  an  undivided  seven-eighths  of 
said  ground,  is  practically  excluded  from 
any  part  or  lot  in  the  management  of  aaid 
work;  that  the  defendant  company,  by 
its  own  men,  foreman,  and  superintend- 
ent, works  said  ground  to  suit  Itself,  with- 
out the  consent  of  plaintiff,  but  invited 
plaintiff  to  come  in  and  work  with  said 
defendant  simply  as  a  worker.  It  Is  also 
admitted  that  the  defendant  company 
has  extracted  a  quantity  of  gold  from  said 
ground,  and  thereafter  Mr.  Coulter,  su- 
perintendent for  said  defendant,  stated 
to  Mr.  Whitney,  who,  he  says,  is  a  oo- 
owner  with  the  plaintiff,  that  tie  had  no 
objection  to  said  Whitney  or  the  plaintiff 
coming  in,  watching,  and  inspecting  the 
clean-up,  seeing  what  was  going  on,  **  but  I 
told  him  that  I  did  not  want  him  to  come 
into  the  ground  sluices  or  take  any  active 
part  in  the  clean-up.  *  Defendant  claims 
that  said  company  has  the  right  to  refuse 
to  sell  water  to  plaintiff,  and  claims  the 
right  to  work  said  groundin  its  own  way, 
and  is  doing  so,  without  tlie  permission 
of  plaintiff.  Defendant  company  states 
that  it  is  willing  to  account  to  plaintiff 
for  the  gold  taken  out  of  said  claim,  and 
deliver  to  him  the  seven-elghtha  thereof, 
whenever  the  said  plaintiff  shall  pay  to 
said  defendant  seven-eighths  of  theexpenae 
of  extracting  said  gold.  We  are  furnished 
with  a  statement  of  said  expense  in  the 
defendant's  answer,  which  is  as  follows:

Charge  for  water 1,510  06 

Total $8,(169  77 

In  his  affidavit,  filed  August  3, 1891,  said 
Coulter  furnishes  the  amount  of  gold  ex- 
tracted, which  he  says  is  a  partial  clean- 
up, which  amount  is  f  1,978.67.  The  rec- 
ord here  is  largely  made  up  of  affidavits 
of  a  number  ojf  witnesses  and  experts, — 
those  on  the  part  of  plaintiff,  introduced 
for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  the  de- 
fendant was  wasting  and  losing  gold  by 
reason  of  the  bad  and  expensive  manner 
of  defendant's  working;  those  on  the  part 
of  the  defendant  were  introduced  for  the 
purpose  of  contradicting  those  of  plaintiff. 
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and  to  show  tbat  defendant  was  workins: 
said  placer  mine  in  an  economical  and 
carefal  manner.  The  court  below,  after 
conBiUerins  said  affldavlts  and  the  alle^^a- 
tiona  of  the  parties,  disBolved  the  tempora- 
ry restraining  order,  refused  to  appoint  a 
receiver,  and  refused  the  injunction.  From 
said  order  the  said  plaintiff  takes  an  ap- 
peal to  this  court.  In  the  view  we  take 
of  this  case,  it  is  not  necessary  to  sum  up 
the  evidence  presented  in  said  affidavits. 
The  result  of  the  clean-up  and  the  state- 
ment of  expenses  is  a  sufficient  summing 
up  of  the  whole  matter,  as  it  appears  that 
the  amount  of  ^old  extracted  was  $1,978.- 
67;  expenses  were  $3,669.77.  How  much 
better  showiuK  might  be  made  by  a  com- 
plete clean-up  we  are  not  informed,  nor  is 
it  necessary  that  we  should  be.  The  ques- 
tion for  this  court  to  determine  is,  simply, 
does  a  mining  partnership  exist  in  this 
case,  and  does  the  fact  that  the  plain- 
tiff in  this  suit  owns  seven-eighths  of 
this  mine,  and  the  defendant  owns  one- 
elgthth  thereof,  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  con- 
trol and  direct  the  working  thereof,  and 
the  means  to  be  used  in  said  working? 

Section  8300,  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  is  as  fol- 
lows: "A  mining  partnership  exists  when 
two  or  more  i>erson8,  who  own  or  ac- 
quire a  mining  claim  for  the  purpose  of 
working  it,  and  extracting  the  mineral 
therefrom,  actually  engage  in  working 
thesamo."  It  is  not  necessary  that  all 
the  co-owners  in  a  mining  claim  shall  en- 
gage in  working  a  mine,  together  or  sepa- 
rately. The  partnership  exists  without 
an  agreement,  either  express  or  implied. 
Section  3301  is  as  follows:  "An  express 
agreement  to  become  partners,  or  to 
share  the  profits  and  losses,  is  not  neces- 
sary to  the  formation  or  existence  of  a 
mining  partnership.  The  relation  arises 
from  the  ownership  of  shares  or  interests 
in  the  mfne  and  working  the  same  for  the 
purpose  of  extracting  the  ores  therefrom." 
The  relation  differs  from  that  of  tenants  in 
common,  in  this:  that  the  co-owners  in 
a  mine  are  partners  without  agreement  to 
become  such,  while  tenants  in  common 
are  not,  except  by  agreement.  The  neces- 
sity for  this  relationship  arises  from  the 
character  of  the  property,  as  in  working 
a  mine  the  very  life,  the  substance,  the  sole 
value  of  the  property  is  taken  out  and 
carried  away,  leaving  the  ground  from 
whence  the  precious  metal  is  taken  barren 
and  worthless  for  mining  purposes,  which 
in  this  case,  as  in  others  of  like  nature,  is 
its  sole  and  only  value.    This  partnership 


is  admitted  by  the  defendant,  as  It  admits 
that  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  seven- 
eighths  of  the  proceeds  after  paying  the 
same  proportion  of  expenses,  and  so  it 
is  specified  in  the  statute,  (section  3302:) 
"A member  of  a  mining  partnership  shares 
in  the  profits  and  losses  thereof  in  the 
proportion  which  the  interest  or  share  he 
owns  in  the  mine  bears  to  the  whole  part- 
nership capital  or  whole  number  of 
shares.  **  The  mine  is  the  partnership  cap- 
ital, whether  purchased  with  partnership 
or  Individual  funds,  and  so  says  the  stat- 
ute, (section  3304:)  ^'The  mining  ground 
owned  and  worked  by  partners  in  mining, 
whether  purchased  with  partnership  funds 
or  not,  is  partnership  property. "  From 
the  foregoing  provisions  it  follows  that 
those  owning  a  majority  of  the  shares  or 
interests  in  a  mining  partnership  have  the 
right  to  control  its  methods  of  working, 
and  thus  says  the  statute,  (section  3309:) 
''The  decision  of  the  members  owning  a 
majority  of  the  shares  or  interests  in  a 
mining  partnership  binds  it  in  the  conduct 
of  its  business." 

In  Dougherty  v.  Creary,  30  Cal.  300,  the 
court  says:  '*It  is  indispensable  to  the 
conducting  of  the  business  of  mining  that 
those  owning  the  major  portion  of  the 
property  should  have  the  control,  in  case 
all  cannot  agree."  Further  on  the  court 
says:  ''It  might  and  often  would  work 
great  inconvenience  and  damage  to  the 
minority  in  interest  of  a  mining  partner- 
ship, if  the  majority  were  allowed  to  do  as 
they  might  deem  to  their  own  advantage, 
regardless  of  the  rights  and  interests  of 
the  minority.  But,  notvvithstanding  the 
danger  of  the  abuse  of  power  in  such 
cases,  what  may  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  carrying  on  the  business  of  mining  for 
the  Joint  benefit  of  all  concerned  must  be 
determined  by  those  owning  and  holding 
in  the  aggregate  the  major  part  of  the 
property;**  and,  if  the  power  thus  held 
and  exercised  by  the  majority  is  used  in 
a  manner  that  will  imperil  or  disastrously 
affect  Che  interests  of  the  minority,  the 
latter  has  the  right  to  resort  to  the  court 
for  redress  and  protection.  It  was  long 
since  decided  by  the  courts  that  a  mining 
partnership  differed  from  an  ordinary 
partnerahip  in  many  of  its  features,  among 
which  are  the  following:  It  is  formed 
without  any  express  agreement  between 
the  parties,  existing  from  Joint  ownership 
in  a  mine  and  working  the  same.  One 
partner  may  sell  his  interest  without  the 
consent  of  the  others,  or  die,  and  the  part-

nershlp  is  not  dlssolired.  A  new  owner 
may  purcliase  an  interest  !n  the  mine,  or 
inherit  it,  and  he  becomes  a  mining  part- 
ner in  the  working  thereof.  Diiryea  ▼. 
Burt,  28  Gal.  679.  It  differe  from  an  ordi- 
nary partnership  in  another  respect,  also. 
In  that,  as  stated  above,  the  majority 
4n  interest  haye  the  right  to  control  the 
method  of  worlcing  and  the  means  to  be 
employed.  In  these  respects,  and  in  its 
continuity,  it  resembles  a  private  corpora- 
tion. To  avoid  mistalces  in  the  position 
of  the  parties  thereto  and  the  condition  of 
the  property,  all  of  these  characteristics 
have  been  enacted  in  a  statute  as  quoted 
above  in  this  state,  and  also  in  California 
and  in  other  mining  states.  The  case  of 
McOord  V.  Mining  Co.,  64  Cal.ia4,i  is  large- 
ly relied  upon  by  the  respondent  In  this 
case;  but  that  case  does  not  militate 
against  this  opinion.  In  that  case  the 
majority  interest  was  working  the  mine, 
nnd  the  questions,  as  stated  by  the  court, 
were,  do  the  excavation  and  removal  of 
cinnabar  from  a  quicksilver  mine,  or  the 
cutting  of  timber  trees,  used  in  working 
the  mine,  by  one  tenant,  constitute  waste 
for  which  his  co-tenants  may  recover  treble 
damages?  Do  such  excavation,  and  cut- 
ting and  conversion,  constitute  waste 
which  should  be  enjoined?  Are  the  plain- 
tiffs entitled  to  an  accounting?  These  are 
entirely  different  questions  from  those  in 
the  case  at  bar.  In  this  case  the  plaintiff 
owns  the  majority  Interest,  and  asks  to 
be  permitted  to  control  the  management 
of  the  mine  and  the  method  of  working 
the  same,  the  means  employed,  and  that 
defendant  be  enjoined,  and  for  an  account- 
ing. The  facts  set  forth  in  the  answer 
and  in  the  defendant's  own  affidavit  fur- 
nish abundant  reason  why  the  prayer  of 
the  plaintiff  should  be  granted.  The  de- 
fendant has  expended  a  large  amount  of 
money  in  working  the  mine,  $2,108;  brings, 
in  addition,  against  the  plaintiff  a  charge 
for  water,  $1,500.06;  for  use  of  machinery, 
$50.75:  and  with  all  this  expenditure  de- 
fendant reports  that  it  has  obtained  from 
said  claim,  in  gold,  $1,978.67.  The  plain- 
tiff is  entitled  to  control  the  means  used 
and  the  method  adopted  in  working  the 
mine.  The  order  refusing  aa  injunction  is 
reversed,  and  the  cause  remanded,  with 
direction  to  the  court  below  to  grant  the 
injunction  to  restrain  the  defendant  from 
working  said  mine,  except  in  the  manner 
directed  by  plaintiff,  to  compel  the  defend- 
ed? Pao.  Rep.  868.

mistake  of  tbe  sheriff,  it  was  described  as 
being  in  township  38  E.  of  Boise  meridian. 
That  said  land  so  misdeecribed  was  sold 
by  virtue  of  said  le^  In  one  body  to 
said  defendant,  William  Kirkpatrick,  for 
tbe  sum  of  $260.  That  Julia  and  Leon- 
ard Giggy  brought  suit  against  Daniel 
Ollis,  plaintiff  herein,  obtained  Judgment 
on  May  29,  1889,  for  the  sum  of  982.93, 
and  on  the  same  day  Hied  a  tran- 
script thereof  in  tbe  district  court  of  said 
county.  That  execution  thereon  was  is- 
sued to  the  sheriff  of  said  county  on  the 
said  29th  day  of  May,  1889.  Said  execu- 
tion was  pluced  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff 
of  said  county  on  said  last-named  date, 
and  was  by  him  levied  on  lots  3,  4,  and  5, 
of  section  21,  in  township  3  S.,  of  range  34 
B.,  of  Boise  meridian,  in  said  county  of 
Bingham.  That  the  sheriff  advertised 
said  land  by  posting  up  notices  or  hand- 
bills, advertising  to  sell  on  the  7tb  day  of 
August,  1889.  That  said  sale  was  post- 
poned on  the  said  7th  day  of  August  un- 
til the  14  th  day  of  said  August.  That  said 
land  was  sold  on  the  said  14th  day  of  Au- 
gust, 1889,  to  the  said  William  Kirkpatrick 
for  the  sum  of  $100.  Plaintiff  avers  tbat 
said  tract  consisted  of  three  separate  lots, 
either  of  which  was  worth  many  times 
the  sum  of  f  100.  That  it  was  sold  In  a 
lump  for  said  sum.  Plaintiff  asks  the  court 
to  declare  said  Judgment,  transcripts,  and 
sales  void ;  that  plaintiff  be  decreed  to  be 
tbe  owner  of  said  lands ;  and  for  other  re- 
lief. Defendant  denins  tbat  plaintiff  ever 
was  the  owner  of  lots  1,  2,  and  3  of  sec- 
tion 28,  in  township  3  S.,  of  range  34  E., 
Boise  meridian.  Avers  the  procuring  of 
each  of  said  three  Judgments;  the  levy, 
sale,  and  purchase  thereof  by  the  defend- 
ant of  the  lands  hereinbefore  described, 
as  set  forth ;  that  said  Judgments,  tran- 
scripts, and  execution  sales  were  vRlid. 
Avers  that  the  said  H.  C.  Ollis,  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  defeating  and  defrauding  this 
defendant,  and  without  any  consldera^ 
tlon,  conveyed  the  said  lots  1,  2,  and  3  of 
section  28  aforesaid  to  plaintiff,  Daniel 
Ollis;  tbat  said  conveyance  Isa  fraud, and 
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▼old ;  that  Bald  William  Kirkpatiick  la  the 
sole  and  legal  ownerof  said  tracts  of  land, 
respectively ;  that  plaintiff  has  no  interest 
therein;  and  prays  that  said  conveyance 
from  H.  0.  OUis  to  Daniel  OUis  be  adjudged 
fraudulent  and  void,  that  said  defendant 
be  declared  the  rightful  owner  thereof, 
for  costs,  and  general  relief.  Trial  was 
had  before  the  court  without  a  Jury, 
which  resulted  in  a  Judgment  and  decree 
in  favor  of  the  defendant  as  to  the  follow- 
ing described  land,  to-wit:  Liots  3,  4,  and 
5,  in  section  21,  township  3  S..  of  range  84 
E.,  Boise  meridian;  and,  further,  the 
court  ordered,  adjudged,  and  decreed  that 
said  decree  shall  and  does  operate  as  a  full 
and  complete  conveyance  of  the  title  to 
said  land  to  the  defendant,  William  Kirk- 
Patrick.  The  decree  also  gave  Judgment 
against  H.  C.  Ollis,  in  favor  of  William 
Kirkpatricic,  for  the  sum  of  $2C0,  being 
amount  paid  by  him  upon  execution  sale 
made  on  December  16, 1888,  with  interest 
thereon  at  10  percent,  per  annum  till  paid, 
and  for  costs.  Plaintiff  moved  for  a  new 
trial,  which  being  denied,  the  plaintiff  ap- 
peals to  this  court,  both  from  the  Judg- 
ment and  the  order  overruling  the  motion 
for  new  trial.  The  plaintiff  specifies  the 
following  particulars  in  which  the  evi- 
dence is  insufficient  to  Justify  the  findings 
of  fact : 

That  part  of  the  second  finding  of  fact 
which  says  that  said  conveyance,  be- 
ing the  conveyance  of  H.  C.  Ollis  to  plain- 
tiff, on  September  7, 1885,  is  without  any 
consideration,  is  not  supported  by  any 
competent  testimony,  and  is  contradicted 
by  the  testimony  of  H.  C.  Ollis.  It  ap- 
pears by  the  pleadings,  and  by  the  evi- 
dence, that  the  land  attempted  to  be  con- 
veyed by  this  deed,  and  which  was  levied 
upon,  and  sold  to  defendant,  William  Klrk- 
patrick,  for  the  sum  of  $260,  by  virtue  of 
the  executions  In  the  cases  of  Smith  & 
Wright  V.  H.  C.  Olils  nnd  William  Kirk- 
patrick  v.  H.  G.  Ollis,  was  described  as  the 
E.  %  of  the  N.  W.  ]i,  and  lots  1,  2,  and  8  of 
section  28,  in  township  3  S.,  of  range  38 
£.,of  the  Boifse  meridian,  in  said  Bingham 
county.  It  further  appears  that  neither 
H.  C.  Ollis,  nor  the  plaintiff,  Daniel  Ollis, 
has  or  ever  had  any  interest  in  the  said 
tract  of  land  whatever.  It  tollows,  there- 
fore, that  William  Kirkpatrick  obtained 
no  interest  therein  by  reason  of  bis  pur- 
chase at  said  execution  sale. 

The  question  astowhethersaiddeed  was 
fraudulent,  and  without  any  considera- 
tion, and  therefore  void,  can  only  be  de- 


termined in  a  snit  in  which  H.  C.  Ollis  and 
the  real  owner  of  said  land  and  the  plain- 
tiff and  defendant  in  this  suit  ajre  parties, 
as  they  would  all  be  interested  in  the  sub- 
ject-matter of  the  suit.  Without  making 
H.  C.  Ollis,  who  had  made  a  deed  to  the 
land,  and  the  real  owner  of  the  tract  in 
question,  parties,  the  court  would  not 
have  Jurisdiction  to  consider  the  question 
as  to  the  validity  of  the  deeil.  The  find- 
ings of  fact,  conclusions  of  law,  and  Judg- 
ment, so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  validity 
or  invalidity  of  this  deed,  are  without  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  court  in  this  case,  and 
are  therefore  void.  We  do  not  question 
the  correctness  of  the  ruling  of  the  court 
therein,  but  said  ruling  was  ineffectual  for 
want  of  Jurisdiction.  This  plaintiff,  how- 
ever, cannot  complain  of  said  findings  and 
Judgment  in  this  respect,  as  he  has  no  in- 
terest in  the  land  In  question,  and  his 
rights  in  this  suit  are  nut  affected  there- 
by. 

The  3d,  4th,  and  5th  findings  of  fact  re- 
cite that  the  defendant  William  Kirkpat- 
rick, on  the  SOth  day  of  May,  obtained  a 
Judgment  against  H.  C.  Ollis;  that  Smith 
&  Wright,  on  the  24th  day  of  June,  1887, 
obtained  a  Judgment  against  H.  C.  Ollis; 
that  on  the  7th  day  of  November,  18SS,  a 
transcript  of  each  Judgment  was  filed  In 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court 
for  Bingham  county,  execution  iasued 
thereon,  and  levie<l  upon  the  land  last 
above  described ;  that  the  land  was  sold 
and  purchased  by  the  said  William  Kirk- 
patrick. The  land  so  sold  was  described 
as  lying  in  township  3  S.,  of  range  38  £., 
Boise  meridian.  The  plaintiff,  having  no 
interest  in  either  said  Judgments  or  land, 
cannot  be  heard  to  complain  of  these  find- 
ings, as  they  do  not  affect  him  in  any  way. 

The  next  specification  of  error  is  as  fol- 
lows: The  findings  of  fact  are  not  Justi- 
fied by  the  evidence  in  the  following  par* 
ticulars:  The  evidence  shows  that  the 
plaintiff  in  this  action,  who  was  the  de- 
fendant in  the  trial  on  May  29,  1889,  did 
present,  by  bis  agent,  an  account  against 
the  plaintiffs  in  that  action.  Said  agent 
also  made  a  verbal  statement,  to  the  ef- 
fect that  Julia  and  Leonard  Gig^gy  had 
been  overpaid,  and  that  the  probate 
Judge  who  tried  the  case  failed  and  re- 
fused to  enter  or  file  such  verbal  state- 
ment or  written  account  as  an  answer. 
The  Judgment  attacked  in  this  specifica- 
tion is  as  follows:  ''Julia  Giggy  et  al.  v. 
Daniel  Ollis.  Now,  on  this  29th  day  of 
May,  this  cause  came  on  to  be  heard,  and 
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the  defendant,  havlnff  been  duly  sam- 
moned  and  failed  to  answer  herein,  and 
the  plaintiffs,  Jnlfa  Olsgry  and  WilHaro 
Oigfcy  and  Leonard  Glggy,  belnsr  duly  in- 
trodoced  and  sworn  as  witnesses,  and  the 
evidence  beln^  heard  by  the  court,  and 
this  canse  being  submitted  to  the  court 
for  trial  without  the  intervention  of  a 
]nry,  the  court,  being  sufBciently  advised, 
doth  adjudge  the  plaintiff  recover  of  the 
defendant  the  sum  of  $82.63,  with  Interest 
thereon  from  the  29th  day  of  May,  1889,  at 
the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  until 
paid,  and  their  costs  In  this  cause  expended, 
taxed  at  $7.63,  for  which  execution  may 
issue.  Judgment  rendered  May  29th,  1889. 
R.  H.  HoPKixs,  Judge.  ** 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  probate  Judge 
rests  his  Judgment  upon  the  fact  that  the 
defendant  was  duly  summoned  and  failed 
to  answer.  The  trial  was  had  before  the 
court  without  a  jury :  witnesses  were  in- 
troduced and  sworn ;  then  the  court  says: 
"Being  sufficiently  advised,  the  court 
doth  adjudge  that  the  plaintiff  recover  of 
the  defendant  the  sum  of  $82.63,  and  their 
costs  In  this  acticm  expended,  taxed  at,*' 
etc.  Here  Is  a  Judgment  of  the  court  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiffs,  and  against  the  de- 
fendant, and  the  sum  for  which  judgment 
is  kIv^oq  Is  specified.  It  is,  in  every  sense, 
a  good  and  valid  judgment.  Gray  v.  Cc- 
derholm,  (Idaho,)  3  Pac  Rep.  UA  If  the 
defendant  had  any  cause  of  complaint,  by 
reason  that  the  verbal  statement  of  de- 
fendant's agent,  H.  G.  OlHs,  was  not 
taken  down,  or  evidence  heard,  he  should 
have  taken  an  appeal  to  the  district  court, 
where  that  matter  could  have  been  cor- 
rected. Having  failed  to  do  this  In  the 
time  given  him  by  law,  judgment  remains 
against  him  In  full  force  and  effect. 

The  next  spec! flea tion  is  this:  The  evi- 
dence further  shows  that  the  execution, 
under  and  by  virtue  of  which  this  tract  of 
land  was  sold,  had  expired,  and  had  not 
been  renewed.  This  execution  was  issued 
on  the  2d  day  of  July,  1889,  and  served  on 
the  3d  day  of  July,  1889,  by  levying  upon 
the  following  described  real  property,  as 
the  property  of  Daniel  OlHs,  to- wit :  Lots 
8,  4,  and  5,  In  section  21,  township  3  S., 
range  34  E.,  Boise  meridian.  The  evi- 
dence shows  that,  after  making  the  levy 
indorsed  on  the  execution,  the  sheriff  ad- 
vertised said  land  for  sale  by  posting  no- 
tices or  hand-bills,  in  due  form,  advertis- 
ing said  sale  to  take  place  on  the  7th  day 
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of  August,  1889.  The  sheriff  further  stated 
in  his  testimony:  *'I  adjourned  the  sale 
until  the  14th  day  of  August,  and  gave 
notice  of  the  adjournment  by  writing  un- 
der the  notices  so  posted.  I  did  not  ad- 
vertise the  sale  In  the  Idaho  News,  or  any 
other  newspaper."  It  will  be  noticed  that 
the  levy  was  indorsed  on  the  execution 
on  the  day  after  it  came  into  the  hands  of 
the  sheriff,  viz.,  the  3d  day  of  July,  1889. 
A  levy  having  been  made  and  indorsed 
while  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff,  by  the 
sheriff,  and  property  advertised  within 
the  life-time  of  the  execution,  the  sale 
thereof  may  be  postponed  beyond  the  re- 
turn-day of  the  execution,  and  a  legal  sale 
made  after  said  return-day  by  the  sheriff. 
It  is  proper,  also,  for  the  sheriff  to  give 
notice  of  postponement  of  sale  in  writing 
on  the  original  notice,  or  by  posting 
notice  of  postponement  under  it.  An 
execution,  having  been  levied  upon  the 
property,  does  not  die  by  the  sale  being 
postponed  a  reasonable  time  after  he 
would  have  been  obliged  to  have  re- 
turned his  execution,  in  case  levy  had  not 
been  made. 

Objection  is  also  made  that  the  notice 
of  sale  was  given  by  posting  three  notices, 
and  that  the  notice  of  sale  was  not  ad- 
vertised in  any  newspapers  being  pub- 
lished in  said  county.  St.  §  4482,  author- 
izes notice  of  sale  of  real  estate  levied  up- 
on by  execution  to  be  made  by  posting 
notices,  or  by  publication  in  some  news- 
paper published  in  the  couuty.  This  indi- 
cates that  either  method  may  be  selected, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  sheriff  or  the  at- 
torney for  the  plaintiff  in  the  execution. 
The  attorneys  for  the  plaintiff  were  doubt- 
less impelled  to  make  this  point  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  in  the  errata  prefixed  to 
the  statute  it  is  stated  that ''or*' should 
be  ''and."  An  examination  of  the  en- 
rolled bill  shows  that  this  is  a  mistake  In 
the  errHta\  and  as  the  errata  Is  not  a 
part  of  the  law,  not  having  been  enacted 
by  the  legislature,  the  law  Is  as  it  is  found 
in  the  body  of  the  statute.  Up  to  the  time 
of  the  sale,  therefore,  all  the  proceedings 
connected  with  this  sale  were  in  accord- 
ance with  law. 

The  next  point  made  is  that  the  com- 
plaint alleges  that  the  tract  of  land  so 
sold  consisted  of  three  separate  lots,  each 
of  which  was  worth  many  times  the 
amount  of  said  execution,  or  what  the 
land  sold  for,  yet  It  was  sold  In  a  lump  or 
together.  This  allegation  of  the  com- 
plaint is  not  denied,  and  is  therefore  taken 
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as  true.  We  have,  then,  the  fact,  as  stat- 
ed In  the  complaint,  that  the  land  was 
»o\6  in  a  lump  for  the  sum  of  f  100,  and 
that  the  tract  consisted  of  three  separate 
lots,  either  of  which  was  worth  many 
times  that  amount.  This  Is  plainly  con- 
trary to  St.  §  4484.  This  was  an  error  com- 
mitted by  the  sheriff  which  it  is  impos- 
sible for  the  court  to  overlook,  and  for 
this  reason  this  sale  must  be  set  aside. 

Plaintiff  also  specifies  as  error  the  revlY- 
In^^  of  the  Judgment  against  H.  C.  Gills  for 
the  sum  of  $260  in  favor  of  the  defendant, 
Kirkpatrick.  To  ^rive  the  court  Jurisdic- 
tion, and  enable  it  to  revive  this  Judg- 
ment, it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the 
defendant,  H.  C.  Ollis,  against  whom 
Smllb  &  Wright  and  William  Kirkpat- 
rick obtained  Judgments,  in  court.  He 
was  not  a  party  in  this  suit,  and  no  ac- 
tion can  be  taken  looking  to  the  revival 
of  Judgment  without  having  all  the  par- 
ties interested  therein  served  with  notice 
to  appear  and  protect  their  several  rights 
therein,  if  any.  As  all  the  facts  In  this 
case  necessary  to  its  final  determination 
are  now  before  the  court,  and  as  final 
Judgment  can  be  given  herein  by  this 
court,  it  is  not  necessary  to  send  this 
case  back  for  new  trial.  It  Is  therefore 
ordered  and  adjudged  by  this  court  that 
the  Judgment  entered  by  the  district  court 
herein  on  the  2Bth  day  of  January,  1891,  be, 
and  the  same  Is  hereby,  set  aside  and  an- 
nulled, and  held  for  naught.  It  is  further 
ordered,  adjudged,  and  decreed  that  the 
sale  of  the  lots  8,  4,  5,  iu  section  21,  town- 
ship 3  S.,  of  range  84  E.,  of  Boise  meridian, 
Is  also  set  aside  and  annulled,  leaving  the 
land  subject  to  liens  of  the  Judgment  in 
the  case  of  Giggy  et  al.  v.  Daniel  Gills  in 
full  force  and  effect,  to  be  proceeded  with 
in  accordance  with  law.  Inasmuch  as  the 
Judgment  of  the  district  court  is  set  aside 
and  annulled  by  this  court  upon  the  ap- 
peal of  plaintiff,  costs  of  this  appeal  are 
awarded  to  plaintiff.

The  capacity  of  a  ditch  is  to  be  deter- 
mined, not!* by  opinions  of  nonexperts,  but 
by  actual  measurement  at  Its  smallest 
point.

Pac.  Rep.  76;  Mining  Co.  r.  Carpenter,  0 
Nev.  393. 

A  mere  possessor  of  public  lands  cannot 
acquire  title  to  water  or  adv**rse  rights 
therein,  as  against  the  government  or 
subsequent  claimants  under  title.

The  use  or  appropriation  of  water  will 
not  be  recognized  unless  it  be  shown  to  be 
a  reasonable  use  and  for  beneficial  pur- 
poses.

To  acquire  right  to  water  from  date  of 
diversion,  the  amount  of  water  most  be 
proportional  to  the  amount  of  land  coltl- 
vated,  and  the  water  must  be  used  within 
a  reasonable  time.

HrsTON,  J.  Tbis  is  an  api>eal  by  tbe 
plaiutiff  from  a  Juidscinent  and  decree  of 
tbe  OiBtrlct  court  for  filngbam  county,  in 
an  action  by  tbe  plaintiff  to  establish  his 
riffht  to  the  waters  of  Gooseberry  creek 
and  its  tributaries,  and  to  restrain  the 
defendants  from  interferiuK  therewith. 
The  case  was  heard  upon  pleadings  and 
proofs  t)efore  the  court  without  a  Jury, 
and  is  brought  here  upon  a  statement 
of  tbe  case,  containing  all  the  evidence, 
the  findings  of  the  court,  and  the  decree 
and  Judgment.  The  plaintiff,  and  those 
nnder  whom  he  claims,  settled  upon  cer- 
tain l^nds  lying  upon  and  along  Goose- 
berry creek,  in  Bingham  county,  Idaho, 
in  tbe  years  1871, 1872,  and  1878.  These 
lands  were  at  the  time  unsurveyed  public 
lands  of  the  United  States.  Subsequent- 
ly, after  the  lands  were  surveyed,  said 
parties  secured  title  to  their  various 
claims,  plaintiff  taking  160  acres  under  the 
pre-emption  laws,  and  the  other  parties 
securing  different  amounts,  under  the  pre- 
emption and  homestead  laws.  The  said 
parties  at  the  time  of  settling  upon  their 
said  lands  made  appropriations  of  all  the 
waters  of  Gooseberry  creek,  for  the  pur^ 
pose  of  irrigating  the  lands  so  settled  up- 
on by  them,  and  title  to  which  was  after- 
wards acquired  as  aforesaid.  Gooseberry 
creek  is  a  small  stream  flowing  down 
from  the  mountains  upon  and  through 
said  lands.  The  fall  of  the  stream  is  quite 
precipitous,  until  it  reaches  the  lands  of 
the  plaintiff.  The  supply  of  water  in  the 
creek  is  derived  from  the  melting  snows 
of  tbe  mountains,  and  its  quantity  is  con- 
sequently dependent  upon  the  snow-fall 
in  the  mountains.  Ordinarily,  in  the 
spring  of  the  year,  and  up  to  June,  the 
flow  of  the  waters  in  Gooseberry  creek 
will  reach  from  120  to  160  inches.  After 
June  let  the  waters  decrease  quite  rapid- 
ly, and  the  stream  is  usually  nearly,  if  not 
entirely,  dry  by  the  1st  of  September.  In 
tbe  years  1888  and  1889,  by  reason  of  the 
slight  snow-fall,  the  supply  of  water  in 
Gooseberry  creek  was  very  limited.  Un- 
der their  appropriations,  in  1872  and  1878, 
the  plaintiff  and  his  grantors  had  claimed, 
appropriated,  and  used,  for  the  purpose 
of  irrigating  their  said  lands,  all  the  wa- 
ters of  said  Gooseberry  creek  since  the  lo- 
cation of  defendants.  Occasionally,  ia 
the  spring  of  the  year,  the  supply  of  wa- 


ter in  the  creek  would  be  in  excess  of  the 
wants  of  plaintiff  and  his  said  grantors; 
in  which  event  the  defendants,  or  some 
of  them,  utilized  such  surplus  waters  upon 
their  lands.  Plaintiff  and  his  grantors, 
in  1872  and  1878,  for  the  purpose  of  so  util- 
ising the  waters  of  said  Gooseberry  creek 
in  the  irrigation  of  their  said  lands,  con- 
structed two  ditches,  one  taking  the  vi  a- 
ter  from  the  south  side  of  said  creek,  and 
the  other  from  the  north  side  thereof. 
Said  ditches  were  of  a  capacity  more  than 
suffleient  to  carry  all  of  the  waters  of 
said  creek,  and  were  and  have  been  con- 
tinuously used  by  the  plaintiff  and  his 
grantors  for  the  purpose  of  irrigating 
their  said  lands.  None  of  the  defendants 
claim  to  have  appropriated  or  claimed 
any  of  the  water  of  Gooseberry  creek  pri- 
or to  1877,  and  from  that  year  to  1885,  at 
all  of  which  periods  the  plaintiff  and  bis 
grantors  were  in  the  possession  and  occu- 
pancy of  all  the  lands  now  claimed  b> 
plaintiff,  and  were  using  all  the  waters  oi 
laid  Gooseberry  creek  in  irrigating  said 
lands,  except  in  case  of  surplus,  as  before 
stated.  The  lands,  both  of  plaintiff  and 
defendants,  are  partly  meadow  and  part- 
ly upland;  but  neither  of  whose  lands,  as 
is  conclusively  shown  by  the  evidence  on 
the  part  of  both  plaintiff  and  defendants, 
will  produce  remunerative  crops  without 
irrigation,  although  at  times  the  meadow 
lands,  by  reason  of  the  nature  of  the  soil, 
become  quite  wet  from  irrigation.  The 
lands  of  the  defendants  are  all  locat«>d 
higher  upon  Gooseberry  creek  than  the 
lands  of  the  plaintiff.  In  the  years  1888 
and  1889  the  defendants  took  so  much  of 
the  waters  of  Gooseberry  creek  as  to  leave 
the  plaintiff  without  sufficient  water  for 
the  proper  irrigation  and  cultivation 
of  his  said  lands,  whereby  the  plaintiff 
was  greatly  injured  and  damaged  in  the 
failure  of  his  crops  for  want  of  proper 
irrigation.  Hence  plaintiff  brings  this 
suit,  and  prays  that  his  right  to  the  wa- 
ters of  said  Gooseberry  creek  and  its  trib- 
utaries, by  reason  of  his  prior  appropria- 
tion, may  be  established,  and  that  defend- 
ants may  be  restrained  from  interfering 
therewith. 

Defendants  allege  location  of  lands  by 
defendant  Hard  wick,  of  160  acres  in  1^77; 
defendant  T.  Croshaw,  160  acres  in  1887; 
by  defendant  B.  Croshaw,  160  acres  in 
1882;  and  defendant  Beckstead,  160  acres 
in  1877;  defendant  Cox,  160  acres  in  1878; 
defendant  Denny,  160  acres  in  1880;  and 
that  said  lands  are  valueless  for  cultiva- 
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tion  without  artiflcSal  Inisratlon.  That 
all  of  said  defendants,  except  defendants  T. 
Crosbaw  and  Beckstead, claim  to  have  ap- 
propriated IfM)  inches,  each,  of  the  waters 
of  Gooseberry  creek,  at  the  time  of  makinip 
their  land  locations  or  settlements,  to- wit: 
Hard  wick,  160  inches;  Cox,  160  inches; 
Denny,  160  inches;  B.  Croshaw,  160  inches; 
and  defendant  T. Croshaw,  160  inches  from 
Chicken  creek,  a  tributary  of  Goof»eberry 
creek.  The  defendant  Beckstead  claims 
that  the  water  used  by  him  is  derived  from 
a  source  foreign  to,  and  not  tributary  to, 
Gooseberry  creek,  and  we  think  his  con- 
tention in  this  res:ard  is  sustnined  by  the 
evidence. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that,  besides  the  lo- 
cation, or  rather  appropriation,  by  the 
plaintiff  and  his  grantors,  in  1871,  1872, 
and  1873,  of  all  the  waters  of  said  creek, 
there  has  since  been  appropriated  by  the 
defendants  800  inches  of  said  water.  The 
plaintiff  alleges,  and  we  think  his  allega- 
tion in  this  behalf  is  fully  borne  out  by  the 
evidence,  that  all  the  waters  of  the  creek 
are  necessary  for  the  irrigation  of  the 
lands  owned  by  him,  and  susceptible  of 
irrigation  from  the  waters  of  said  creek 
and  its  tributaries.  The  only  witness 
who  testifies  to  the  amount  of  water  ordi- 
narily flowing  in  said  Gooseberry  creek  is 
William  H.  Homer,  who  states  that  in  the 
spring  (the  season  wlien  the  water  is  pre- 
sumed to  be  at  its  highest)  of  1871  ''there 
was  about  80  or  100  inches  of  water  in 
Gooseberry  creek.  I  think  that  would  be 
a  fair  average  of  water  in  the  creek  for 
every  year  except  the  last  two  years,"— 
that  is,  1888  and  1889,— which  years,  the 
record  shows,  were  exceptionally  dry. 
This  evidence  is  not  contradicted,  disput- 
ed, or  sought  to  be  impaired. 

We  then  have  this  anomalous  condition 
of  affairs:  A  creek  or  stream  flowing  100 
inches  of  water,  with  appropriations  of 
that  water  to  the  amount  or  extent  of  800 
Inches,  in  addition  to  the  prior  appropria- 
tion by  the  plaintiff  of  all  the  waters  of  the 
creek  and  its  tributaries.  To  the  ordinary 
mind,  this  might,  and  perhaps  does,  pre- 
sent a  somewhat  difllcult  problem  for  Ju- 
dicial solution,  unaided  by  the  statutes; 
but  the  learned  district  Judge  found  no 
difficulty  whatever  in  reaching  a  conclu- 
sion as  unique  as  it  is  unprecedented.  We 
say  unprecedented,  because  this  question, 
under  statutes  identical  with  that  of 
Idaho,  has  been  decided  so  often  in  favor 
of  the  prior  appropriator  that  it  has  been 
generally  considered,  both  by  professionals 


and  profanes,  as  a  settled  question;  as 
instance,  the  question  had  been  decided 
up  to  1889 twice  by  the  supremecourt  of  the 
United  States,  seventeen  times  by  the  su- 
preme court  of  California,  five  times  by  the 
supreme  court  of  Colorado,  six  times  by  tlie 
supreme  court  of  Nevada,  twice  by  the  su- 
preme court  of  Montana,  once  by  the  su- 
preme court  of  New  Mexico,  twice  by  the 
supreme  court  of  Utah,  once  by  the  su- 
preme court  of  Oregon,  nud  repeatedly  by 
the  supreme  court  of  Idaho.  In  fact,  the 
decision  of  the  learned  district  Judge  in 
this  case  stands  alone.  We  have  been  un- 
able, by  the  most  diligent  search,  to  find 
a  precedent  or  parallel  for  it.  Heroically 
setting  aside  the  statute,  the  decisions, 
and  the  evidence  in  the  case,  he  asRumes 
the  role  of  Jupiter Pluvius, and  distributes 
the  waters  of  Gooseben^  creek  with  a  be- 
neficent recklessness,  which  makes  the  roost 
successful  efforts  of  all  the  rain  wixards 
shrink  into  insignificance,  and  which 
would  make  the  hearts  of  the  ranchers  on 
Gooseberry  dance  with  Joy,  if  only  the 
Judicial  decree  could  be  supplemented 
with  a  little  more  moisture.  The  individ- 
ual who  causes  two  blades  of  grass  to 
grow  where  but  one  grew  before  is  held  In 
highest  emulation  as  a  t>enef actor  of  bla 
race.  How  then  shall  we  rank  him  wbo« 
by  Judicial  fiat  alone,  can  cause  400  Inches 
of  water  to  run  where  nature  only  put 
100  inches?  (We  veil  our  faces,  we  bow 
our  heads,  before  this  assumption  of  Ju- 
dicial power  and  authority.) 

There  was  no  issue  made,  it  seema  from 
the  record,  upon  the  title  to  the  lands  of 
either  the  plaintiff  or  any  of  the  defend- 
ants. The  priority  of  the  plaintiff's  ap- 
propriation is  established  l>eyond  question 
or  perad venture;  in  fact,  it  is  scaively 
contested  or  disputed.  It  was  claimed 
by  the  counsel  for  defendants,  upon  the 
argument  here,  that  plaintiff's  land  did 
not  require  irrigation,  or,  at  least,  only 
a  small  portion  of  It;  but  the  evidence  on 
the  part  of  the  defendants  themselves 
shows  that  the  meadow  lands  of  plaintiff 
require  irrigation,  and  one  of  the  defend- 
ants testifies  that  the  meadow  lands  will 
not  produce  a  remunerative  crop  without 
Irrigation ;  and  this  is  a  matter  of  such 
general  knowledge  with  all  who  are  at  all 
acquainted  with  the  lands  and  soil  of  this 
state  as  scarcely  to  need  testimony  to  es- 
tablish it.  The  following  is  the  tabu- 
lated distribution  of  the  waters  of  Goose- 
berry creek  as  decreed  by  the  district 
court:    Ira   K.   Hillman»    (plain tiff j    to 
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June  15tb,  75  Inches;  to  July  15th.  40 
Inches;  after  July  I5tb,  25  Inches.  John 
H.  Hardwick,  (defendant,)  to  June  15th, 
60  inches-  to  Jnly  15th,  90  Inches;  after 
July  15th,  dO  inches.  Harry  Denny,  (de- 
fendant,) to  Jane  15th,  60  inches;  to  July 
15th,  30  inches ;  after  July  15th,  25  inches. 
Len  Cox,  (defendant,)  to  June  15th,  40 
Inches;  to  July  15th,  20  inches;  after 
July  15th,  15  inches.  Ben.  Croshaw,  (de- 
fendant, )^from  South  Fork,— to  June 
15tb,  20  inches;  to  July  15th,  10  inches; 
after  July  I5th,  8  inches.  8aroe,  (from 
main  creek,)  to  June  15th,  80  inches;  to 
Jnly  15th,  20  inches;  after  July  15th,  15 
Inches.  T.  Croshuw,  to  June  15th,  45 
inches;  to  July  15th,  80  inches;  after  July 
15th,  20  inches.  Alex  Beckstead,  to  June 
15th,  40  Inches;  to  July  15th,  25  inches; 
after  Jnly  15th,  15  inches,— and  yet  the 
evidence  shows  that  150  inches  is  the 
maximum  of  water  flowing  in  the  creek 
at  its  liigbest  sta^e.  It  appears  from  «.he 
record  that  the  defendant  Beckstead  never 
located,  claimed,  or  used  any  of  the 
waters  of  Gooseberry  creek;  and  he 
claims,  and  bis  claim  is  established  bj'  the 
evidence,  that  he  derives  all  the  water 
used  by  him  from  an  entirely  different 
source,  and  yet,  willy-nilly,  the  court 
gives  him  bis  specified  amount  of  water 
from  Gooseberry  creek.  Evidently  the 
court  assumed  that  Gooseberry  creek  was 
as  Inexhaustible  as  tlie  widow's  cruse,  or 
else  that  its  decree  possessed  the  potency 
of  Moses*  rod.  All  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  in  regard  to  priority  of  right  inci- 
dent to  priority  of  appropriation  are  ig- 
nored, as  are  the  sources  and  volume  of 
supply.  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  S  8159,  treating  of 
wa ter -rights,  pro viaes:  *'As  between  ap- 
propriators,  the  one  first  in  time  is  first  in 
right. "  Section  3165  of  same  chapter  pro- 
vides that  *'aU  ditches,  canals,  and  other 
works  heretofore  made,  constructed,  or 
provided,  by  means  of  which  the  waters 
of  any  stream  have  been  diverted  and  ap- 
plied to  any  beneficial  use,  must  be  taken 
to '  have  secured  the  right  to  the  waters 
claimed,  to  the  ex  ten  toft  he  quautity  which 
said  works  are  capable  ot  conducting, 
and  not  exceeding  the  quantity  claimed, 
without  regard  to  or  compliance  with  the 


requirement  of  this  chapter."  The  evi- 
dence establishing,  as  it  does,  beyond  all 
doubt,  the  prior  appropriation  by  the 
plaintiff  and  his  grantors  of  all  the 
waters  of  Gooseberry  creek  and  its  tribu- 
taries, and  the  continuous  use  thereof  by 
plaintiff  and  his  grantors  for  the  irriga- 
tion of  his  and  their  said  lands,  we  are 
unable  to  ac*?ount  for  the  decree  rendered 
by  the  district  court  upon  any  hypothesis 
which  recognizes  the  principle  that  it  is 
the  province  of  courts  to  administer  the 
law  as  they  find  it,  not  to  make  laws  in 
accordance  with  their  ideas  or  notions, 
no  matter  how  beneficent  the  object 
sought  to  be  attained  may  be. 

Many  of  the  questions  raised  by  counsel 
on  the  argument  of  this  case  were  not 
'considered  or  passed  upon  by  the  district 
court,  and  are  not,  in  the  opinion  oi  this 
court,  essential  to  a  decision  of  \he  case, 
and  we  have  not,  therefore,  considered 
them.  The  record  fails  to  show  any  inter- 
est or  claim  of  interest  in  the  waters  of 
Gooseberry  creek  by  defendant  Cox,  and 
it,  moreover,  appears  from  the  record 
that  the  defendant  Beckstead  derives  the 
water  used  by  him  from  a  source  other 
than  Gooseberry  creek.  Still  as  they,  in 
common  with  the  other  defendants,  are 
made  beneficiaries  under  the  beuAficent 
decree  of  the  distriot  court,  the  injunction 
must  run  against  them  also.  The  decree 
and  Judgment  of  the  district  court  are  re- 
versed, and  the  cause  remanded,  with 
directions  to  the  district  court  to  enter  a 
Judgment  and  decree  in  favor  of  the  plain- 
tiff for  all  the  waters  of  Gooseberry  creek, 
and  the  tributaries  thereof,  to  the  extent 
of  125  inches,  that  being  the  capacity  ot 
the  plain  tiff  *s  ditches  taking  water  from 
said  Gooseberry  creek  prior  to  the  at- 
tempted appropriation  of  any  of  the  de- 
fendants; and  enjoining  the  said  defend- 
ants, and  each  of  them,  and  the  agents 
and  servants  thereof,  from  in  any  manner 
interfering  with  said  right  to  the  waters 
of  said  creek,  and  the  tributaries  thereof^ 
to  the  extent  of  said  125  inches.

Huston,  J.  This  was  a  proceeding  un- 
der the  statute  for  condemnation  of  land 
for  railroad  purposes.  Plaintiff  filed  com- 
plaint, to  which  defendant  demurred. 
Beeord  does  not  show  what  disposition 
was  made  of  the  demurrer.  On  Septem- 
ber 14, 1888,  the  district  Judge,  at  cham- 
bers, heard  and  determined  said  cause, 
and  entered  the  following  Judgment  and 
decree:  ''Judgment.  [Title  of  court  and 
cause.]  This  cause  coming  on  regularly 
to  be  heard  by  the  Judge  of  the  above- 
named  court  sitting  In  chambers  at  Wal- 
lace in  said  county,  and  the  said  Judge 
having  first  gone  upon  the  line  of  railroad 
of  defendant  at  the  point  of  the  proposed 
Intersection  near  the  mouth  of  Elk  creek, 
as  in  the  complaint  herein  dencribed,  and 
having  viewed  the  premises,  and  heard 
the  testimony  of  the  plaintiff,  defendant, 
and  the  said  Intervener  herein,  and  being 
fully  advised  In  the  premises,  and  the  said 
defendant  and  Intervener  before  said  Judge 
consenting,  it  is  hereby  ordered, adjudged, 
and  decreed  that  the  above-named  plain- 
tiff be  allowed  to  construct  at  its  own  ex- 
pense a  road-bed  and  railroad  between 
the  stations  named  in  said  complaint  near 
the  mouth  of  Elk  creek,  as  In  said  com- 
plaint proposed,  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
enable  the  railroad  of  plaintiff  to  be  con- 
structed to  the  southward  of  the  railroad 
of  defendant,  said  railroad,  so  constructed 
for  the  defendant,  to  be  subject  to  the 
approval  and  acceptance  of  said  defend- 
ant,  and  when  said  road-bed  and  railroad 
shall  have  been  so  constructed  for  defend- 


ant as  aforesaid  the  plaintiff  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  connect  th^  same  at  elthier  end 
with  the  line  of  defendant  now  operated, 
and  remove  the  track  of  the  defendant 
from  the  road-bed  upon  which  the  same 
now  rests  to  the  road-bed  to  besocon^ 
structed;  and  that  plaintiff  shall  con- 
struct, at  Its  own  expense,  a  culvert  of 
sutBcient  slie,  at  a  point  to  be  desigrnated 
by  the  superintendent  of  the  said  Inter- 
vener, so  as  to  enable  the  flume  of  said 
Intervener  to  be  constructed  under  and 
through  the  road-bed  of  plaintiff  at  such 

Flace  or  places  as  may  be  so  designated. 
t  Is  further  ordered,  adjudged,  and  de- 
creed that  the  road-bed  now  occupied  by 
the  said  defendant  be  condemned  to  the 
use  of  the  plaintiff  as  In  said  complaint 
prayed  for,  upon  the  plaintiff  performing 
the  acts  hereinbefore  mentioned.  It  is 
further  ordered,  adjudged,  and  decreed 
that  the  crossing  of  the  railroad  of  de- 
fendant by  the  railroad  of  plaintiff  at  sta- 
tion 2512  on  plaintiff's  line— said  point 
being  600  feet  eastwardly  from  Patrick 
Whalen's  ranch,  near  the  Old  Mission* 
In  said  county;  said  crossing  being  at 
grade,  and  at  angle  of  22  degrees— be,  and 
the  same  Is  hereby,  condemned  to  the 
use  of  the  plaintiff.  It  Is  further  ordered, 
adjudged,  and  decreed  that  the  crossing 
of  the  railroad  of  defendant  by  the  rail- 
road of  plaintiff  at  station  2982x98  on 
Flalntiff's  line— nald  point  being  about 
,800  feet  below  the  mouth  of  Government 
gulch,  on  the  south  fork  of  the  Coeor 
d'Alene  river,  In  said  county;  said  cross- 
ing being  at  grade,  and  at  an  angle  of  82 
degrees — be,  and  the  same  Is  hereby,  con- 
demned to  the  use  of  said  plaintiff.  John 
L.Logan,  Judge."  Afterwards,  on  the 
26th  day  of  October,  1889.  said  district 
Judge,  on  motion  of  plaintiff,  without  no- 
tice, made  the  following  supplemental  de- 
cree at  chambers.  **  Supplemental  Decree. 
[Title  of  court  and  cause.]  It  appearing 
to  me  that  the  above-niimed  plaintiff  has 
completed  the  construction  of  the  grade 
at  the  mouth  of  Elk  creek  on  which  to 
place  the  track  of  defendant's  railroad, 
as  provided  to  be  done  In  the  order  of  this 
court  made  September  14, 1888,  and  that 
plaintiff  haR  submitted  the  same  to  the 
Buperintendent  of  defendant  for  his  ap- 
proval, and  said  superintendent  having 
found  or  made  no  substantial  objection  to 
the  manner  In  which  the  work  of  con- 
struction was  done,  and  the  objection 
made  to  said  grade  by  J.  R.  Stephens  not 
seeming  to  be  based  upon  any  substantial 
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oblectlon  to  the  manner  of  construction 
of  said  grade,  but  to  be  an  attempt  to 
compel  certain  concesslona  by  plaintiff  as 
a  condition  to  accepting  said  grade,  it 
appearing  by  the  affidavit  of  W.  H.  Bnr- 
rage  that  said  grade  as  constructed  is  ful- 
ly up  to  the  requirements  of  said  order 
heretofore  made  in  the  premises,  it  is  here- 
by ordered  that  the  plaintiff  be  allowed  to 
change  the  track  and  railroad  of  defend- 
ant from  the  new  road-lH)d  constructed  for 
it  by  plalntilf  ander  the  order  of  this 
court:  proTided,  that  such  change  shall 
be  made  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner 
mm  not  to  unnecessarily  delay  or  hinder 
the  operation  of  defendant's  railroad  at 
said  point  in  the  running  of  the  regular 
trains  thereon  on  schedule  time  thereover; 
and  that  the  sheriff  of  Shoshone  county 
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is  hereby  ordered  and  empowered  to  put 
the  plaintiff  in  possession  of  the  prem- 
ises, and  protect  it  and  its  employes 
while  making  sucli  change  from  any  ioter- 
ference  by  defendant  or  any  -one.  John  L. 
Logan,  Judge.*  From  both  of  which  de- 
crees the  defendant  appeals,  and  alleges 
as  error  that  the  same  are  void  for  want 
of  Jurisdiction  in  the  district  Judge  to 
make  the  same. 

A  district  Judge  in  Idaho  has  no  Juris- 
diction to  hear  a  proceeding  for  the  con-., 
demnation  of  lands,  or  to  enter  judgment 
or  decree  therein,  under  the  statute,  at 
chambers.

Huston,  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from  an 
order  of  the  district  court  for  Shoshone 
county,  made  after  Judgment,  taxing 
costs  of  defendants  as  the  prevailing  party 
in  the  suit.  The  action  was  brought  un- 
der the  provisions  of  section  2326,  St.  U.  S. 
Cause  was  tried  before  court  with  jury. 
Verdict  and  Judgment  for  defendants. 
Judgment  was  entered  on  IStb  day  of  Au- 
gust, 1890.  Cost-bill  filed  August  16,  1890. 
No  notice  of  filing  of  cost-bill  was  ever 
given  to  or  served  on  plaintiffs  or  their 
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attorneys.  On  24th  February,  1891,  plain- 
tiffs made  their  motion  for  taxing  of  the 
costs  in  said  action  before  the  district 
court  for  said  Shoshone  county,  which 
motion  was  granted,  and  thereupon  said 
district  court  proceeded  to  tax  the  coats 
in  said  action,  and  from  the  defendants* 
memorandum  of  the  items  of  coats  and 
necessary  disbursements  struck  oat  and 
disallowed  the  following  Items,  vis.: 
"  Cost  on  appeal,  paid  M.  E.  Thompson, 
stenographer,  for  services  in  transcribing 
notes  and  testimony  taken  upon  the  trial, 
and  necessarily  incurred  in  theprepara* 
tion  of  the  papers  on  appeal,  9345.00; 
printer's  bill  for  printing  briefA  for  su- 
preme court,  reduced  from  f  105  to  f40, 
f  65.00 ;  V.  M.  Clement,  for  services  as  sur- 
veyor, etc.,  f  1,000;  E.  T.  Williams,  assay- 
ing and  testifying  as  an  expert,  S2S0; 
Frank  Dorey,  examining  ground,  making 
assays,  and  testifying  as  un  expert,  f500: 
John  H.  Hammond,  for  three  trips  to  said 
mine,  examining  the  same,  and  testifying 
as  an  expert,  94,000;  W.  C.  Miller,  for  serv- 
ices as  a  surveyor  on  both  trials,  $250." 
From  the  action  of  the  district  court  tn 
disallowing  said  items,  the  defendants  ap- 
peal. 

The  first  position  of  appellants  In  sup- 
port of  their  appeal  is  that,  they  having 
filed  their  cost-bill  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  the  statutes,  to- wit,  "  within 
five  days  after  rendition  of  verdict  or  no- 
tice of  the  decision,  "and  the  plaintiffs  bav- 
ing  failed  within  the  time  fixed  by  stat- 
ute, to-wit,  three  days  after  the  filing  of 
the  bill  of  costs,  to  file  a  motion  to  have 
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the  same  taxed  by  the  court,  the  court 
had  DO  Jurisdiction  to  tax  the  same 
thereafter.  Section  4912,  Rev.  St.  Idaho, 
provides  that  "a  party  diamatisfied  with 
the  costs  claimed  may,  within  three  days 
after  fliinff  of  the  bill  of  costs,  file  a  mo- 
tion to  have  the  same  taxed  by  the  court 
In  which  the  Judgment  was  rendered,  or 
by  the  Judge  thereof  at  chambers.**  The 
statute  does  not  provide  for  the  giving  of 
notice  to  the  opposite  party  of  the  filing 
of  cost-bill.  In  this,  we  think,  the  law  is 
d^ective.  Does  a  failure  by  a  party  dis- 
satisfied to  file  his  motion  to  tax  within 
three  days  after  the  filing  of  the  cost-bill 
deprive  him  of  all  remedy  against  an  exor- 
bitant cost-bill?  We  think  not.  The 
remedy  given  by  the  provision  of  section 
4912,  above  cited,  is  not  exclusive.  It  is 
not  mandatory.  Under  the  provisions  of 
aectlon  4229,  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  a  party  may 
at  any  time,  not  exceeding  six  months 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  term,  apply 
to  the  court  or  the  Judge  thereof  in  vaca- 
tion for  relief  from  any  Judgment,  order, 
or  other  proceeding  taken  against  him 
through  his  mistake,  inadvertence,  sur- 
prise, or  excusable  neglect.  It  certainly 
would  not  be  construing  the  statutes 
**  with  a  view  to  effect  their  objects  and 
to  promote  Justice"  (Rev.  St.  §  4)  to  hold 
that  a  party  was  remediless  against  an 
exorbitant  cost-bill,  of  the  filing  of  which 
he  had  never  had  notice.  But  there  is  an- 
other view  of  this  case,  which  is  discussed 
at  some  length  in  the  briefs  of  counsel, 
and  that  is :  Were  the  items  of  costs  dis- 
allowed by  the  district  court  properly 
chargeable  as  costs?  All  of  the  disal- 
lowed items,  except  that  of  f  345,  for  ste- 
nographer's services,  and  the  reduction  of 
966  from  the  charge  for  printing  briefs, 
were  charges  for  the  services  of  experts. 
It  is  contended  by  appellants  that** the 
statute  allows  costs  and  necessary  dis- 
bursements," but  I  have  been  unable  to 
find  any  such  provision  in  our  statute.  In 
section  4912,  referring  to  the  filing  of  the 
cost-bill,  the  language  used  is :  **  A  mem- 
orandum of  the  items  of  his  costs  and  nec- 
essary disbursements  in  the  action  or  pro- 
ceeding."  If  this  is  the  statutory  provis- 
ion upon  which  counsel  rely  to  support 
their  Dositiou,  we  cannot  agree  with 
them.  Such  a  construction  would  allow 
the  taxing  as  costs  of  any  disbursements 
which  the  party  or  his  attorney  might 
deem  necessary.  Counsel  fees,  clerk  hire, 
and  any  other  expenditures  necessarily 
made  in  the  prosecution  of  the  suit  or  pro- 


ceeding, would,  under  such  a  view,  be 
equally  chargeable  as  costs.  **  In  the  ab- 
sence of  any  statutory  provision  author- 
ising it,  the  compensation  of  experts,  be- 
yond the  regular  witness  fees,  is  qot  a 
necessary  dlbbursement,  and  cannot  be 
taxed  as  a  part  of  the  costs.  It  is  consid- 
ered as  having  been  incurred  for  the  par- 
ties' own  benefit,  and  is  no  more  a  dis- 
bursement in  the  cause  than  the  fees  paid 
to  an  attorney."  Lawson,  Exp.  Ev.  p. 
270.  In  Faulkner  v.  Hendy,  79  Gal.  265,  21 
Pac.  Rep.  754,  the  court  says:  ''If  the  serv- 
ices of  an  expert  are  necessary  for  the 
proper  presentation  and  determination 
of  the  case,  he  should  be  appointed  by 
and  act  under  the  direction  of  the  court. 
Where,  as  In  this  case,  he  is  the  employe  of 
one  of  the  parties,  the  temptation  to  act 
in  the  interest  of  such  party  must  be  ap- 
parent. Therefore,  in  order  to  secure  his 
fair  and  disinterested  services,  he  should 
be  appointed  by  the  court,  and  not  by 
either  of  the  partief>,  and,  if  either  party 
sees  proper  to  employ  the  services  of  an 
expert  for  his  own  benefit,  the  court 
should  not  require  the  opposite  party  to 
pay  for  the  services  so  rendered. "  This 
we  believe  to  be  the  correct  rule.  It  does 
not  appear  from  the  record  that  the  fees 
charged  in  the  cost-bill  for  the  services  of 
the  stenographer,  and. disallowed  by  the 
court,  were  rendered  by  the  court  stenog- 
rapher, or  incurred  under  the  provisions 
of  the  statute  in  relation  thereto,  (Laws 
1st  Sees.  Leg.  State  of  Idaho,  p.  2840  and 
from  the  fact  that  they  were  disallowed 
by  the  court  it  is  presumed  they  were  not. 
The  action  of  the  district  court  is  af- 
firmed, with  costs  to  respondent.

Where  there  is  an  express  reiieal  of  an 
existing  statu te»  and  a  re-enactment  of  ft 
at  the  same  time,  or  a  repeal  and  a  re-en- 
actment of  a  portion  of  it,  the  re-enact- 
ment neutralizes  the  repeal  so  far  as  the 
old  law  Is  continued  in  force.  State  v. 
Wish,  15  Neb.  448,  19  N.  W.  Rep.  686;  City 
of  Junction  City  v.  Webb,  44  Kan.

Sci.LiYAN,  C.  J.  This  is  an  action 
brought  to  obtain  an  injunction  to  re- 
strain the  issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of 
$25,000  of  bonds,  the  proceeds  of  which 
are  to  be  used  in  erecting  and  furnishing 
a  school-house  in  the  Moscow  independent 
school-district  No.  5  of  Latah  county. 
The  court  below  denied  the  motion  for  an 
injunction,  from  which  order  this  appeal 
was  taken.  An  act  was  passed  by  the 
legislature  of  the  state  of  Idaho  at  its 
first  session  entitled  **  An  act  to  authorize 
Independent  school-districts  to  issue 
bonds  to  redeem,  fund,  or  refund  their  in- 
debtedness, and  to  provide  and  to  im- 
prove school  houses  and  grounds  and 
furniture  and  fixtures,"  which  act  was 
approved  March  6, 1891.  Sess.  Laws  Idaho 
1890-01,  p.  129.  Said  legislature,  at  said 
first  session,  also  passed  an  act  entitled 


"An  act  to  establish  and  maintain  a  ays- 
tern  of  free  schools,**  which  act  became  a 
law,  over  the  veto  of  the  governor,  on  the 
said  6th  day  of  Mait;h,  1891.  Sess.  Laws 
Idaho  1890-91,  p.  131.  We  have  not  been 
able  to  ascertain  which  of  said  acta  be- 
came a  law  first,  nor  do  we  consider  It 
necessary  to  determine  that  question. 
Said  first- mentioned  act  provides  as  fol- 
lows: "Be  it  enacted  by  the  legislature 
of  the  state  of  Idaho,  that  there  be  added 
to  chapter  eleven  of  title  three  of  the7o- 
litlcal  Code  the  following  sections.  **  Then 
follow  three  sections,  directing  the  pro- 
cedure to  govern  the  board  of  trustees  of 
independent  school-districts  in  the  issu- 
ance of  bonds  ''to  redeem,  fond,  or  refund 
their  indebtedness,  and  to  provide  and 
Improve  school  houses  and  grounds  and 
furniture  and  fixtures.*  The  second  act 
above  referred  to  provides  a  plan  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  sys- 
tem of  free  schools,  and  contains;  among 
others,  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  11, 
tit.  8,  of  the  Political  Code,  almost  verbur 
tim.  The  word  "territory*  is  changed 
to  "state,*  and  a  very  few  other  words 
are  changed;  but  the  scope  and  meaning 
of  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  remain 
substantially  the  same  as  before  the  pas- 
sage of  said  act. 

It  is  contended  by  the  appellant  that 
section  65  of  the  last  act  above  referred 
to  repeals  all  of  the  provisions  of  said 
chapter  11.  tit.  8.  of  the  Political  Code, 
and  that  said  first-mentioned  act  Is  an 
amendment  of  said  chapter  11,  and  for 
that  reason  it  is  also  repealed  by  said  sec- 
tion 65,  which  section  is  as  follows:  "Title 
(3)  three  of  the  Political  Code,  and  all 
acta  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.  *  Title  8  of 
the  Political  Code  was  **  Public  Scbools.** 
Said  title  contains  11  chapters.  Tlie 
eleventh  chapter  thereof  provides  for  es- 
tablishing independent  school-districts, 
and  none  of  its  provisions  are  Inconsistent 
with  said  act  containing  said  section  65. 
The  provisions  of  said  chapter  11  were  re- 
enacted  by  said  second-mentioned  act 
almost  verbatim,  and  are  contained  In 
said  act  from  sections  67  to  64,  Inclnsive. 
We  think  that  by  the  re-enactment  of  the 
provisions  of  said  chapter  11  the  Intention 
was  to  continue  in  force  thennintermpted 
operation  of  said  provisions,  and  that 
such  re-enactment  was  not,  in  a  proper 
sense,  a  repeal  thereof,  but  that  the  new 
act  was  a  mere  continuing  in  force  of 
the  provisions  of  the  former  act.    State  v. 
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WlBh,  (Neb.)  1»  N.  W.  Rep.  686.  Suther- 
land, In  hiB  work  on  Statutory  CoDstruc- 
tion, (section  133,)  says:  " The portionH  of 
the  amended  sectionn  which  are  merely 
copied,  without  change,  are  not  consid- 
ered as  repealed,  and  again  re-enacted, 
bat  to  baVe  been  the  law  aU  along;"  and 
in  section  1.S4,  Id.,  he  says:  ''When  there 
is  an  express  repeal  of  an  existing  statute, 
and  a  re-enactment  of  it  at  the  same  time, 
or  a  repeal  and  a  re-enactment  of  a  por- 
tion of  it,  the  re-enactment  neutralizes  the 
repeal,  so  far  as  the  old  law  is  continued 
in  force.  Offices  are  not  lost,  corporate 
existence  is  not  ended,  *  *  *  by  such 
repeal  and  re-enactment  of  the  law  on 
whicb  they  respectively  depend."  In 
Sheftels  v.  Tabert,  (Wis.)  1  N.  W.  Rep. 
161,  the  court  says :  **  The  rule  of  construc- 
tion applicable  to  acts  whicb  reylse  and 
consolidate  another  act  or  acta  is  that, 
when  the  revised  and  consolidated  act  re- 
enacts  in  the  same  words  tbe  provisions 
of  tbe  act  or  acts  so  revised  and  consoli- 
dated, such  revision  and  consolidation 
shall  be  taken  to  be  a  continuation  of  the 
former  acts,  although  such  former  acts  may 
be  expressly  repealed  by  such  revised  and 
consolidated  act. "  To  the  same  effect  is 
Association  y.  Benshimol,  130  Mass.  325; 
also  Wright  y.  Oakley,  5  Mete.  (Mass.) 
400;  Capron  v.  Stout,  11  Nev.  304;  Steam- 
ship Co.  V.  Joliffe,  2  Wall.  450.  It  merely 
supersedes  said  chapter  11  by  re-enacting 
tbe  provisions  thereof,  and  thus  continues 
the  same  in  force.  The  repealing  clause  of 
the  act  which  became  a  law  over  the  veto 
of  tbe  governor  clearly  indicates  that  it 
was  not  the  intention  of  the  legislature  to 
repeal  the  provisions  of  said  chapter.  It 
repeal  9  only  the  title  of  title  8  of  the 
Political  Code,  and  re-enacts  the  provis- 
ions of  said  chapter,  giving  it  a  new  title. 
The  act  of  March  6,  1891,  authorising  in- 
dependent school-districts  to  issue  bonds, 
is  designated  as  an  amendment  to  cbapter 
11,  tit.  3,  of  the  Political  Code;  but  it  has 
a  title  of  its  own,  and  is  complete  in  itself. 
Said  act  of  March  8,  1891,  which  was 
passed  over  the  veto  of  the  governor,  re- 
enacts  all  of  the  provisions  of  said  chapter 
11,  tit.  8,  and  is  specific  in  repealing  the 
title  only  to  said  chapter,  and  all  acts  and 
parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  said  act. 
both  of  these  acts  became  a  law  upon  the 
same  day,— the  one  by  the  governor's  ap- 
proval, and  the  other  over  his  veto.  It 
was,  onciuestionably,  contemporaneous 
legislation,  and,  as  there  is  no  conflict  or 
repugnancy     between    said    acts,    both 


should  be  permitted  to  stand.  End.  In- 
terp.  St.  §S  159,  222;  Smith  v.  People,  47 
N.  T.  330;  Pond  v.  Maddox,  38  Cal.  572; 
State  y.  Babcock,  (Neb.)  36  N.  W.  Rep.

8.  A  oontraot  having  been  reduced  to  writing 
and  signed  by  the  parties,  oonoluded  all  the  par- 
ties thereto  at  the  date  thereof ;  and  any  contracts 
made  between  the  same  parties  prior  to  that,  re- 
lating to  the  same  subject-matter,  and  all  conver- 
sations and  agreements  of  whatever  kind  had  be- 
tween them  prior  to  that  date,  are  by  law  con- 
clusively presumed  to  be  merged  in  the  final  con- 
tract.

4.  No  conversations  or  agreements  had  or 
made  prior  to  that  time,  tending  to  vary  or  dis- 
pute the  provisions  of  the  writing,  are  proper 
considerations  for  the  jury,  and  could  not  be 
given  in  evidence.

Chase  and  William  Tate  Taylor,  by  which 
the  said  defendant  agreed  to  and  with 
said  Chase  and  Taylor  that  he  would  pay 
them  the  sum  of  f  12,000  for  services  ren- 
dered by  said  Chase  and  Taylor,  in  selling 
the  property   known   as   the   ** Shenon  ** 


group  of  mines,  situated  in  Bannock  min- 
ing district,  in  Beaverhead  county,  Mont.« 
and  placing  the  same  in  a  manner  accnpt- 
able  to  the  said  defendant ;  and  said  agroO" 
ment  further  provided  that  the  said  sum 
should  be  paid  to  the  said  Chase  and  Tay- 
lor in  the  following  manner,  to-wit: 
That,  at  each  payment  made  to  said  de- 
fendant by  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of 
said  mining  property,  said  Chase  and  Tay- 
lor should  be  paid  by  the  defendant  their 
pro  FRtA  share  thereof,  until  the  whole  of 
the  said  sum  should  be  paid  to  them. 
That  the  said  mining  property,  in  the  sale 
and  placing  of  which  said  services  were 
rendered  by  the  said  Chase  and  Taylor, 
has  been  sold,  and  the  purchase  money 
therefor  has  been  paid  to  the  said  defend- 
ant, and  that  the  whole  amount  of  the 
said  sum  of  $12,000  has  become  due  and 
payable  to  the  said  Chase  and  Taylor, 
one-half  thereof  to  each.  That,  however 
it  may  appear  upon  its  face,  as  a  matter 
of  fact  the  said  agreement  Is  and  was  not 
a  joint  agreement,  as  the  services  ren- 
dered as  the  consideration  of  said  agre<»- 
ment  were  rendered  before  the  date  of  the 
agreement,  or  its  execution  by  defendant, 
by  said  Chase  and  Taylor,  and  were  not 
performed  jointly  or  In  co-operation,  and 
the  amount  due  under  said  agreement  to 
each  of  them,  to- wit,  the  sum  of  $6,000, 
was  due  for  separate,  distinct,  and  inde- 
pendent services.  That  the  said  William 
Tate  Taylor 'is  now  and  was  at  the  com- 
mencement of  this  suit  a  non-resident  of 
this  state,  and  a  resident  of  the  state  of 
Montana,  and  has  had,  since  the  com- 
mencement  of  this  action,  no  interest  in 
said  agreement;  and  that,  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  this  action,  the  amonnt 
due  him  under  said  contract  had  been  paid 
by  the  said  defendant.  That  on  the  1st 
day  of  September,  1890,  there  was  due  to 
said  E.  S.  Chase,  from  the  said  defendant, 
on  said  agreement,  the  sum  of  $6,000,  after 
deducting  therefrom  the  sum  of  $35,  whicli 
sum  of  $35  the  plaintiff  admits  to  have 
been  paid  by  the  sain  defendant  to  the  said 
Chase,  on  said  agreement,  on  the  10th  day 
of  August,  1889.  That  on  the  1st  day  of 
September,  1890,  the  said  E.  S.  Chase  sold 
and  assigned  his  interest  in  said  agreement 
to  the  plaintiff.  That  no  part  of  said 
$6,000  had  been  paid,  except  the  sum  of 
$35,  as  before  stated;  and  there  is  now 
due  thereon  from  the  said  defendant  to 
plaintiff  the  sum  of  $5,963,  and  interest  at 
the  rate  of  10  per  cent.  Prays  judgment 
for  the  above  sum  and  interest. 
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To  this  complaint  the  defendant  filed  a 
demnrrer  alleging,  among  others,  the  fol- 
io wing  causes,  to- wit :  (1)  The  complaint 
does  not  show  or  allege  that  E.  S.  Chase 
and  William  Tate  Taylor  had  ever  ren- 
dered any  ser?ices  in  selling  or  placlug  the 
said  property  mentioned  in  the  complaint, 
either  before  the  date  of  the  allei^ed  agree- 
ment, or  at  any  time.  (3)  It  does  not  al- 
lege or  show  that  the  sale  or  placing  of 
the  property,  alleged  in  said  complaint  to 
have  been  made,  was  made  before  the  date 
of  the  alleged   agreement,  or  in  conse- 

8aence  of  any  services  rendered  by  said 
base  and  Taylor.  (8)  It  does  not  allege 
or  show  that  the  property  was  placed  or 
sold  in  a  manner  acceptable  to  the  de- 
fendant. (4)  It  does  not  state  whether  the 
alleged  agreement  was  verbal  or  in  writ- 
ing. This  demurrer  was  filed  June  16, 1891. 
On  the  same  day  the  defendant  filed  his 
answer,  and  admits  that,  on  the  7th  day 
of  June,  1888,  he  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  said  Taylor  and  Chase, 
touching  the  sale  and  placing  by  them  of 
the  mining  property  menticmed  by  them 
in  said  complaint;  but  he  denies  that  he 
agreed  in  said  agreement  to  pay  the  said 
Taylor  and  Chase  the  sum  of  912,000,  or 
any  other  sum.  in  consideration  of  serv- 
ices rendered,  prior  to  said  date,  by  them 
or  either  of  them,  in  placing  or  selling  the 
said  property,  or  any  part  thereof.  De- 
nies that  Hald  Chase  and  Taylor,  or  either 
of  them,  had,  on  the  said  7th  day  of  June, 
1889,  sold  said  property,  or  any  part  there- 
of, in  any  manner.  Avers  that  said  agree- 
ment is  a  Joint  agreement.  Denies  that 
the  consideration  for  said  agreement  is  or 
was  services  rendered  by  said  Taylor  and 
Chase  prior  to  the  date  of  said  agreement, 
and  denies,  specifically,  each  of  the  allega- 
tions of  the  complaint,  except  that  he  ad- 
raits  that. said  property  has  been  sold; 
but  he  denies  that  said  property  was  sold 
by  the  said  Chase  and  Taylor,  or  either  of 
them,  or  that  they  sold  any  port  of  said 
property,  or  that  they,  or  either  of  them, 
were  the  procuring  cauMe  of  said  sale,  and 
avers,  upon  information  and  belief,  that, 
prior  to  said  sale,  the  said  Chase,  in  bad 
faith  towards  this  defendant,  used  his  in- 
fluence trying  to  prevent  said  sale  by  false 
and  slanderous  statements.  That  at  the 
time  of  the  execution  of  said  agreement  it 
was  distinctly  understood  and  agreed  that 
said  promise  to  pay  said  Chase  and  Tay- 
lor the  said  sum  of  f  12,000  was  upon  the 
condition  that  they,  the  said  Chase  and 
Taylor,  should  place  and  sell  the  said  min- 


ing property  at  the  price  of  $175,000,  upon 
terms  and  in  manner  as  should  be  accept- 
able to  defendant.  That  said  considera- 
tion for  said  promise  has  wholly  failed. 
The  answer  contained  other  alleged  de- 
fenses not  necessary  to  be  here  stated. 
On  July  15th,  the  da^  the  verdict  was  re- 
turned and  the  Judgment  rendered,  the 
plaintiff,  by  leave  of  the  court,  filed  an 
amendment  to  his  amended  complaint,  al- 
leging that  the  plaintiff,  conspiring  with 
the  said  William  Tate  Taylor,  induced  the 
latter,  in  order  to  defraud  the  said  Chase, 
to  sign  a  release  to  and  for  the  said  de- 
fendant, of  and  from  the  indebtedness  aris- 
ing from  said  contract,  with  the  intention 
to  wrong  and  defraud  said  Chase.  The 
demurrer  to  the  complaint  was  overruled, 
and  exception  taken  by  defendant.  Trial 
was  had  before  the  court  and  a  Jury,  re- 
sulting in  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  and 
Hgainst  the  defendant  for  the  sum  of  $5,- 
107.86,  and  legal  interest  from  the  filing  of 
the  complaint.  Judgment  was  entered 
on  the  said  verdict  on  July  15,1891.  De- 
rendant  moved  for  a  new  trial,  which  be- 
ing denied,  an  appeal  was  taken  to  this 
court. 

The  contract  upon  which  this  suit  is 
brought  was  introduced  in  evidence,  is  in 
writing,  and  is  as  follows:  ** This  agree- 
ment made  and  entered  into  this  7th  day 
of  June,  1889,  by  and  between  Phil  She- 
non,  of  Beaverhead  county,  Montana  ter- 
ritory, party  of  the  first  part,  and  Wm. 
Tate  Taylor  and  E.  S.  Chase,  of  sahl 
Beaverhead  county,  parties  of  the  second 
part,  witnesseth ;  That  the  party  of  the 
first  part  offers  to  sell  certain  mining 
property  and  appurtenances  in  Bannock 
mining  district,  county  and  territory 
aforesaid,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  thousand  dollars;  and  of 
which  amount  said  party  of  the  first  part 
agrees  to  pay  said  parties  of  the  second 
part  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars. 
In  consideration  of  services  rendered  in 
selling  and  placing  said  property  on  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  accepted 
by  said  party  of  the  first  part.  And  it  is 
further  agreed  by  said  parties  hereto  that 
the  said  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  paid  pro  rata,  as  per  purchase 
price.  In  cash  and  stock,  if  the  sale  be 
made,  at  such  time  as  ptiyments  may  be 
made  on  such  sale  to  the  party  of  the 
first  part.  Witnesseth  our  hands  and 
seals  day  here  first  above  written.  Wm. 
Tatb  Taylor.  Phil  Shbnon.  E.  S. 
Chasb."  It  will  be  seen  that  the  complaint 
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contains  no  allegation  thJat  the  said 
Chase  and  Taylor,  or  either  of  them,  ever, 
at  any  time,  rendered  any  services,  in  sell- 
ing or  placing  the  property  described  in 
the  complaint;  nor  does  it  show  that  the 
property  was  sold  or  placed  by  reason  of, 
or  in  consequence  of,  any  services  ren- 
dered by  said  Taylor  and  Chase,  or  either 
of  them,  at  any  time.  The  only  allegation 
from  which  the  court  might  infer  that 
services  had  been  rendered  by  the  parties 
Chase  and  Taylor  are  the  following 
words,  *'That  the  said  mining  property, 
in  the  sale  and  placing  of  whfch  the  said 
services  were  rendered,"  and  again  as  fol- 
lows: "Plaintiff  alleges,  on  informa- 
tion and  belief,  that,  however  it  may  ap- 
pear upon  its  face,  as  a  matter  of  fact  the 
said  agreement  is  and  was  not  a  Joint 
agreement,  as  the  services  rendered  as  the 
consideration  for  said  agreement  were 
rendered  before  the  date  of  the  agreement, 
or  its  execution  by  defendant,  by  said 
Chase  and  Taylor,  and  were  not  per- 
formed Jointly  or  in  co-operation ;  and  the 
amount  due  under  said  agreement  to  each 
of  them,  to-wit,  the  sum  of  f6,000,  was 
due  for  separate,  distinct,  and  iudepeud- 
ent  services.  **  The  foregoing  is  not  an  al- 
legation that  services  were  rendered.  The 
allegation  that  said  Chase  and  Taylor 
sold  or  placed  said  mine  for  the  price 
named,  or  were  the  procuring  cause  of  its 
being  so  sold  or  placed,  must  be  direct, 
certain,  and  positive,  aud  cannot  be  left 
to  inference.  No  fact  material  to  riK*ov- 
ery,  as  this  is,  can  be  left  to  inference.  1 
Estee,  PI.  Pr.  §  196;  Moore  v.  Be88e,30Cal. 
572.  Without  allegations  of  such  services 
the  complaint  is  fatally  defective.  The 
demurrer  thereto  should  have  been  sus- 
tained. 

The  contract,  ba  above  set  forth,  is 
plain,  unambiguous,  and  certain  in  its 
language, — this  agreement  made  by  and 
between  Phil  Shenon,  party  of  the  flist 
part,  and  Taylor  and  Chase,  parties  of  the 
second  part.  The  party  of  the  first  part 
offers  to  sell,  and  agrees  to  pay  to  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part.  Whenever  an 
obligation  is  undertaken  by  two  or  more, 
or  a  right  given  to  two  or  more,  it  is  the 
presumption  of  law  that  it  is  a  Joint  obli- 
gation or  right.  Words  of  joinder  are  not 
necesHary,  but  words  of  severance  are. 
1  Pars.  Cont.  c.  2,§  1,  p.  11.  The  contract 
on  the  part  of  Chase  and  Taylor,  the  par- 
ties of  the  second  part,  was  joint.  But  it 
is  alleged  in  the  complaint  that,  prior  to 
the  commencement   of    the   action,    the 


amount  due  Taylor  had  been  fully  paid, 
and  that  he  had  no  interest  in  said  con- 
tract at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of 
the  action.  This  gave  Chase,  or  bis  as- 
signee, the  right  to  sue  in  his  own  name. 
Ha  wes,  Parties,  §  94,  and  cases  there  cited. 

The  contract  was  also  to  be  performed 
infdturo.  It  states:  **The  party  of  the 
first  part  offers  to  sell."  The  property 
had  not  then  been  sold,  and,  so  far  as  this 
contract  fs  concerned,  it  is  the  same  as  if 
it  had  never  before  been  offered  for  sale. 
It  is,  then,  now  offered  for  sale  at  the 
price  of  f  175,000,  and  the  effect  of  the  fur- 
ther provision  is  that  if  the  said  Chase 
and  Taylor  shall  succeed  in  selling  and 
placing  said  property,  at  said  price,  and 
on  such  terras  and  conditions  as  may  be 
accepted  by  said  Shenon,  the  party  of  the 
first  part,  then  said  defendant  is  to  pay 
said  (?hase  and  Taylor  the  sum  of  $12,000, 
in  consideration  of  said  services :  and  the 
converse  would  be  equally  true,  that  if  the 
said  Chase  and  Taylor  should  not  succeed 
in  selling  and  placing  said  property  ac- 
cording to  conditions,  nor  in  introducing 
or  procuring  parties  who  were  ready 
and  willing  and  offered  to  pay  such  price, 
upon  terms  and  conditions  that  were  ac- 
ceptable, then  nothing  would  be  due  them 
under  this  contract.  This  contract  hav- 
ing been  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed 
by  the  parties  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  1889, 
concluded  all  the  parties  thereto  at  that 
date;  and  any  contracts  made  between 
the  parties  prior  to  that  date,  relating  to 
the  subject-matter,  and  all  conversations 
and  agreements  of  whatever  kind  had  be- 
tween them  prior  to  that  date,  are  by  law 
conclusively  presumed  to  be  merged  In 
this  contract.  No  conversations  oragre-- 
ments  had  or  made  before  that  time, 
tending  to  dispute  or  vary  the  contracr, 
were  proper  considerations  for  the  Jary, 
and  could  not  be  given  in  evidence.  There 
is  no  evidence  in  the  rec*ord  of  any  agree- 
ment or  contract  made  by  the  parties  aal>- 
sequent  to  the  signing  of  this  contract, 
varying  the  terms  thereof.  It  therefore 
stands  unchanged.  * 

The  above  construction  of  the  contract, 
and  tlie  statement  of  the  law  relating 
thereto,  It  seems  to  the  court,  clearly  indi- 
cates what  is  and  what  is  not  proper  evi- 
dence. 

Mrs.  £.  S.  Chase  was  permitted  to  tes- 
tify, over  the  objection  of  defendant,  that 
Mr.  Taylor  said  it  would  make  no  differ- 
ence when  the  mine  was  sold,  or  if  it  was 
to  those  parties,  or  some  others;  tiiat  the 
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contract  wonld  still  hold  good,  and  that 
It  was  for  aervlcea  rendered ;  presumably 
meaning  that  it  would  make  no  difference 
whether  the  property  was  sold  to  parties 
procured  by  Chase  and  Taylor,  or  to  par- 
ties procured  by  others,  as  the  theory  of 
the  plaintiff  was  that  the  contract  was 
l^iven  for  services  rendered  before  its  mak- 
ing. This  evidence  was  improper,  and 
«bouid  have  been  excluded.  One  party  to 
a  contract  cannot,  in  the  absence  of  the 
other  party,  be  permitted  to  give  his  own 
construction  thereto,  varying  its  terms, 
and  have  such  construction  go  to  the  Jury 
to  affect  their  verdict.  II  received  for  the 
parpose  of  impeaching  the  testimony  of 
Taylor,  it  was  improper,  as  no  foundation 
had  been  laid  therefor.  Mr.  Taylor  was 
not  interrogated  with  reference  to  this 
conversation.  The  testimony  shows  that 
the  property  was  not  sold  or  placed  by 
Taylor  and  Chase,  or  either  of  them,  and 
that  they, nor  either  of  them,  were  the  pro- 
caring  cause  of  such  sale.  Taylor  swears 
that  he  and  Chase  tried  to  sell  the  proper- 
ty, but  failed.  Again :  "^  Failing  to  sell  the 
property,  I  surrendered  my  copy  of  the 
iKCreement  to  Shenon."  **  Mr.  Chase  aud 
myself  tried  to  sell  the  property  to  Mr. 
E.  Probert.  Mr.  Probert  did  not  buy.  We 
also  offered  it  to  William  Beck  and  B.  F. 
White,  but  failed  to  sell  it.**  Mr.  Chase 
proposed  to  bring  a  pure  having  party 
from  Hailey,  Idaho, 'but  no  party  came. 
And  again,  Taylor  states:  '^  We  were  to 
recf^ve  912,000  in  money  and  stock  if  we 
sold  the  property.  If  we  did  not  sell  the 
property  we  were  to  rei*eive  no  compensa- 
tion." These  statements  were  reiterated 
upon  cross-examination.  Mr.  Shenon,  the 
defendant,  testifies:  '^I  never  paid  Mr. 
Chase  anything  on  this  contract.  This 
credit  of  935  on  the  contract  is  not  any 
credit  of  any  payment  of  mine  on  the 
same.*  **!  sold  the  mines  mentioned  in 
the  contract,  which  plaintiff  has  sued  ou, 
to  J.  Htewart-Walliice  through  Messrs. 
Casey,  Hammer  &  Huston,  as  my  agents. 
Taylor  did  not  have  anything  to  do  or 
assisit  in  any  way  in  this  sale,  nor  did  Mr. 
Thane  assist  in  any  way  on  this  sale.  At 
the  time  the  contract  of  June  7th  was  en- 
tered into,  they.  Chase  and  Taylor,  claimed 
to  be  in  possession  of  a  purchasing  party 
"Who  might  purchase  my  property  in  the 
event  of  the  Butle  parties  failing  to  do  so. 
At  that  time  there  was  a  bond  pending 
with  the  Butte  partien,  but  there  was  no 
deal  made  until  December  17. 1H89.  The 
Butte  parties   were    represented    by    J. 


Stewart- Wallace,  to  whom  I  sold.  I  sold 
the  mining  property  for  9150.000,— f  100,000 
payable  in  money,  and'950,000  payable  in 
stock."  Witness  Chase  claims  that  the 
services  had  been  rendered  which  were 
the  consideration  for  this  contract,  before 
the  making  of  the  contract:  but  the  evi- 
dence shows  that  the  negotiations  for  the 
sale  were  continued  for  six  months  after 
that  time,  and  the  sale  was  not  consum- 
mated until  December,  1889.  It  is  not  such 
a  contract  as  would  be  made  for  services 
already  rendered  and  completed,  H)ut  is 
such  a  contract  as  would  be  agreed  upon 
were  the  parties  Chase  and  Taylor  then 
undertaking  to  make  the  sale.  The  testi- 
mony of  Taylor  and  Shenon  that  no  serv- 
ices were  rendered,  either  by  Chase  or  Tay- 
lor, in  the  sale  finally  made  by  Casey* 
Hammer  ft  Huston,  is  not  contradicted 
by  any  testimony  in  the  case,  except 
Chase,  and  ho  does  not  claim  that  they  or 
either  of  them  did  anything  after  the  mak- 
ing of  the  contract  of  June  7, 1889. 

As  appears  by  this  record,  the  court  Is 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  no 
evidence  therein  that  would  enable  the 
plaintiff  to  recover.  The  issues  In  this 
case  are  pointedly  laid  down,  and  the  law 
relating  thereto  briefly  and  clearly  given. 
In  Mechem  on  Agency,  section  965.  (1) 
What  did  the  broker  undertake  to  do? 
(2)  Has  he  completed  that  undertaking 
within  the  time  and  upon  the  terms  stipu- 
lated? (8)  If  not,  is  the  default  attributa- 
ble to  his  own  act,  or  to  the  interference 
of  the  principal?  If,  upon  such  an  in- 
quiry, it  be  determined  that  the  broker 
has  performed,  within  the  time  and  upon 
the  terms  agreed  upon,  he  is  entitled  to 
bis  commissions.  If  he  has  not,  he  is  not 
so  entitled,  unless  the  performance  was 
prevented  by  the  principal,  under  circum- 
stance which  gave  him  no  right  then  and 
so  to  prevent  it.  If  particular  terms  and 
conditions  am  stipulated  for,  the  perform- 
ance must  be  in  accordance  with  those 
terms,  and  no  performance  upon  other 
terms  will  suffice,  unless  accepted  by  the 
principal.  It  cannot  be  seriously  con- 
tended that  Chase  and  Taylor,  or  either 
of  them,  sold  said  property,  or  procured  a 
purchaser  ready,  willing,  and  able  to  pur- 
chase the  same,  at  the  price  named  in  the 
contract,  and  upon  terms  that  were  ac- 
ceptable to  the  defendant,  or  upon  any 
terms. 

We  come  now  to  the  consideration  of 
the  instructions.  The  following  instruc- 
tions requested  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff 
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were  K^^en  by  the  court,  and  excepted  tu 
by  the  defendant.  ''No.  8.  The  jury  are  lo- 
Btrncted  that,  even  if  they  should  believe 
from  the  evidence  that  E.  8.  Chase  and 
William  Tate  Taylor  were  copartners  and 
Joint  owners  in  the  contract  sued  on  in 
this  cause,  a  release  by  Taylor  would 
not  bind  Chase  if  the  Jury  believed,  from 
the  evidence,  that  the  said  Taylor  was 
guilty  of  practising  a  fraud  upon  Chase  in 
executing  the  release,  or  executed  the  re- 
lease in  bad  faith  to  Chase,  or  executed  the 
release  by  a  fraudulent  connivance  or  col- 
lusion with  Shenon,  the  defendant." 
There  is  no  evidence  in  the  record  that 
Taylor  practiced  a  fraud  upon  Chase,  or 
executed  the  release  in  bad  faith,  nor  of 
any  fraudulent  connivance  with  Shenon. 
Without  evidence  tending  to  prove  fraud 
or  bad  faith  the  instruction  is  improper. 
Instructions  must  be  based  upon  evidence. 
Instruction  No.  4  Is  bad  for  the  same  rea- 
son. The  same  may  be  said  of  instruction 
No.  6.  The  instructions  themselves  are 
BO  similar  to  the  Oiie  here  commented  up- 
on they  are  notrepeated.  Instruction  No. 
5,  requested  by  the  defendant,  is  as  fol- 
lows: **!  charge  you^  as  a  matter  of  law, 
that  the  contract,  as  introduced  by  the 
plaintiff  in  this  case,  being  the  contract 
sued  upon,  means  that  the  said  Chase  and 
Taylor  should  earn  their  brokerage  by 
actually  selling  and  placing  said  group  of 
mines,  or  being  the  procuring  cause  there- 
of, at  the  price  mentioned  in  the  contract, 
and  upon  the  terms  as  to  stock  and  mon- 
ey that  the  defendant  should  accept.** 
The  instruction  is  proper  as  written,  with- 
out modification,  but  the  court  modified 
it  as  follows:  '^Unless  you  find  that  the 
rendition  of  the  services  claimed  by  Chase 
was  to  be  paid  for  by  the  payment  of  $6,- 
000.**  There  is  no  evidence  of  any  modifi- 
cation of  the  contract  by  the  parties  there- 
to after  tbA  contract  was  signed,  and  no 
understanding  of  any  of  the  parties  before 
the  contract  was  signed  can  be  permitted 
to  prevail  against  the  express  terms  of  the 
writing;  therefore  this  modification  au- 
thorized the  Jury  to  consider,  as  evidence, 
testimony  that  was  not  proper.  The  mod- 
ification was  therefore  error.  The  follow- 
ing clause  In  the  Instructions  given  by  the 
court,  npon  his  own  motion,  was  also  ex- 
cepted to  by  the  defendant,  to- wit:  "A 
number  of  letters  and  contracts  have  been 
introduced  and  i*ead  in  your  hearing,  and 
are  a  part  of  the  evidence  in  this  case,  and 
it  becomes  a  part  of  your  duty  to  analyze 
each  and  all  of  them;  and,  taken  with 


the  other  evidence  in  the  eaae,  yon  are  to 
determine  who  should  recover  in  this  case. " 
This  Instruction  placed  before  the  Jury,  for 
their  consideration,  evidence  of  conversa- 
tions occurring  between  the  parties  be- 
fore the  signing  of  the  contract  of  Jane  7, 
1889,  and  also  contracts  existing  prior  to 
the  above  date  between  them,  all  of  which 
was  Improper  for  the  reasons  heretofore 
given.  These  errors  must  have  prejudiced 
the  defendant  before. the  Jury  in  the  trial 
of  this  cause.  The  Judgment  of  the  court 
below  Is  reversed,  and  a  new  trial  grant- 
ed, with  costs  awarded  to  appellant.

Huston,  J.  On  the  20th  October,  1R90, 
at  Bellevue  precinct,  Logan  county,  Idaho, 
npou  warrant  of  arrest  Issued  by  T.  T. 
RED8ULL,a  Justice  of  the  peace  of  said  pre- 
cinct, upon  a  complaint  charging  him 
with  the  crime  of  grand  larceny,  one  Will- 
iam Ledford  was  arrested,  and  brought 
before  said  magistrate.  The  magistrate, 
after  the  examination  of  said  Ledford  as 
prescribed  by  statute,  held  him  to  answer 
said  charge,  fixing  his  ball  at  tbe  sum  of 
f 2,000.  Thereafter,  on  the  22d  day  of  Oc- 
tober, said  Ledford  was  by  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  taken  before  tbe  Judge  of  said  dis- 
trict, who,  upon  a  hearing  on  said  writ  of 
habeas  corpus,  made  an  order  reducing 
the  amount  of  such  bail  to  the  sum  of 
^1,000.  On  the  23d  day  of  October,  1890, 
the  appellants  executed  and  delivered  to 
said  magistrate  a  recognisance,  In  the 
form  prescribed  by  the  statute,  on  behalf 
of  said  JLiedford,  In  the  sum  of  91i000,  and 
thereupon  the  said  Ledford  was  released. 
Ledfnrd  was  indicted  for  the  crime  of 
grand  larceny  at  the  next  ensuing  term 
(being  the  June  term,  1891)  of  the  district 
court  of  said  Logan  county,  made  default, 
and  his  recognisance  was  duly  estreated. 
This  action  is  brought  upon  the  said  re- 
cognizance, for  the  recovery,  by  the  state, 
of  tbe  amount  prescribed  therein.  The 
complaint  is  In  the  usual  furm  in  such 
cases,  but  does  not  allege  or  state  that  an 
order  was  made  by  the  Justice  discharg- 


ing the  defendant  from  custody,  and  this 
omission  is  urged  by  appellants  as  grounds 
for  demurrer  to  the  complaint;  and  the 
overruling  of  the  appellants'  demurrer  is 
urged  here  as  error,  upon  said  ground. 
We  do  not  think  this  position  is  sustain- 
able. The  order  admitting  the  prisoner 
to  bail  was  regularly  made.  The  recog* 
nitance  was  regularly  executed,  and  there- 
upon the  prisoner,  by  reason  of  the  giving 
of  such  recognisance,  was  discharged  from 
custody,  The  object  and  purpose  of  the 
recognizance  was  served,  and  that  is  all 
the  law  reciuires.  The  making  or  entry  of 
the  order  was  an  immaterial  matter,  which 
could  In  no  way  affect  the  liability  of  the 
sureties  In  the  recognizance.  San  Fran- 
cisco V.  Randall,  54  Cal.  408.  The  appel- 
lants, in  their  answer  to  the  complaint, 
allege,  in  substance,  that  the  grand  Jury 
which  found  the  indictment  against  Led- 
ford had  no  Jurisdiction  to  entertain  said 
charge,  or  to  find  said  Indictment,  for  the 
reason  that  the  offense  charged  therein, 
and  no  part  thereof,  was  committed  In 
Logan  county,  nor  within  600  yards  of  the 
line  of  Logan  county.  To  this  answer  a 
demurrer  was  filed  by  the  state,  which  was 
sustained  by  the  court.  The  defendants 
electing  to  stand  upon  their  answer.  Judg- 
ment was  rendered  for  the  state,  from 
which  this  appeal  is  taken. 

Section  7630  of  Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho 
(Pen.  Code)  provides  that  "the  grand  Jury 
must  inquire  into  all  public  offenses  com- 
mitted or  triable  within  the  county,"  etc. 
Non  constat,  from  anything  in  the  an- 
swer, that  the  offense  for  which  the  de- 
fendant was  Indicted  was  not  triable  In 
Logan  county,  although  not  actually 
committed  there.  But  there  Is  another  view 
of  the  case  which  seems  to  have  been  over- 
looked bv  the  counsel  for  the  state  In  pre- 
senting this  case.  It  is  that,  although  this 
question  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  grand 
Jury  to  find  the  indictment  might  be  raised 
by  the  prisoner,  had  he  appeared  and  an- 
swered, It  cannot  be  raised  In  this  action. 
Ledford  is  not  a  party  to  this  procee<llng. 
The  agreement  entered  Into  by  the  appel- 
lants was  that  Ledford  should  appear 
and  auHwer  tbe  charge  upon  which  he 
was  held.  **in  whatever  court  it  may  be 
prosecuted."  Falling  to  do  this,  his  re- 
cognizance was  forfeited,  and  his  sureties 
became  liable.  Tbe  Jurisdiction  of  the 
grand  Jury  to  find  the  Indictment  could  no 
more  be  urged  as  a  defense  to  this  action 
than  could  the  Innocence  of  the  defendant.

Huston,  J.  The  appellant  was  In- 
formed against  by  the  grand  Jury  of  the 
county  of  Bingham,  upon  a  charge  of 
criminal  libel,  at  the  June  term,  1891,  of 
the  district  court  for  said  county.  The 
defendant  demurred  generally  and  specially 


to  the  information ;  demurrer  was  over- 
ruled; trial  had  on  plea  of  not  guilty; 
verdict  of  guilty ;  and  judgment  and  sen- 
tence thereon.  This  appeal  is  from  the 
Judgment,  and  the  only  point  urged  here 
is  the  overruling  by  thecourtotthe  defend- 
ant's demurrer  to  the  information.  The 
defendan  t  contends  in  support  of  his  appeal 
that  the  information  "does  not  profess  to 
sec  forth  the  "  alleged  libelous  matter /n  bxe 
verba,**  The  information  charges  that 
the  defendant,  "on  the  11  th  day  of  June, 
1891,  in  an  issue  of  said  newspaper,"  (the 
name  of  the  newspaper,  and  that  the  de- 
'•  ndant  was  the  editor  and  manager 
thereof,  etc.,  having  been  already  stated 
in  the  information,)  "falsely,  willfully, 
and  maliciously  did  compose  and  publi«b, 
and  express  by  printing,  certain  false, 
scandalous,  malicious,  and  defamatory 
matters  concerning  the  said  M.  Patrle, 
chat  is  to  say."  Then  follows  the  article 
charged  to  be  libelous.  It  is  contended 
by  appellant  that  the  information  "does 
not  profess  "  to  set  forth  the  exact  words 
of  the  libel ;  that  is,  that  the  libelous  mat- 
ter is  not  prefaced  with  the  necessary 
words  of  identification  as  "to  the  tenor 
and  effect  following,"  or  the  "following 
words  and  figures."  That  the  words, 
"that  is  to  say,"  In  the  information,  do 
*iot  supply  the  required  words,  or  avoid 
the  necessity  of  their  use.  In  support  of 
this  position  appellant  cites  various  au- 
thorities, English  and  American,  which 
seem  to  support  his  contention;  but  a 
reference  to  section  7687  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Idaho,  we  think,  furnishes  a 
complete  answer  to  appellant's  objection. 
Said  section  is  as  follows:  "No  Indict- 
ment is  insufficient,  nor  can  the  trial 
judgment,  or  other  proceeding  thereon,  be 
affected,  by  reason  of  any  defect  or  Imper- 
fection in  matter  of  form  which  does  not 
tend  to  the  prejudiceof  a  substantial  right 
of  the  defendant  upon  Its  merits."  And, 
again,  section  8236  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  Idaho  provides:  "Neither  a  departure 
from  the  form  or  mode  prescribed  by  this 
Code  [the  Penal  C^ode]  In  resi)ect  to  any 
pleading  or  proceeding,  nor  an  error  or 
mistake  therein,  renders  it  invalid,  unless 
It  has  actually  prejudiced  the  defendant, 
or  tended  to  his  prejudice,  in  respect  to  a 
RubstHutial  right. ^'  Again,  in  folios  7  and 
8  of  the  Information  appear  these  words: 
"  Which  said  false,  scandalous,  malicious, 
and  defamatory  libels  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned and  set  forth,  the  said  R.  0.  Bon- 
ney did,  "  etc.    It  can  hardly  be  seriously 
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contended  that  the  use  of  the  words, 
**that  Is  to  say, **  Instead  of  the  words, 
''to  the  tenor  and  effect  following,"  or, 
"^in  the  words  and  flj^ures  following:," 
tended  to  prejudice  any  substantial  right 
of  the  defendant.  The  rule  invoked  by 
appellant,  and  clearly  sustained  by  the 
authorities  cited  in  that  behalf,  has  no 
application,  under  the  forms  of  pleading 
prescribed  by  our  statute,  however  cor- 
rect it  might  have  been  at  the  time  and 
in  the  Jurisdictions  where  it  obtained. 
We  have  not  the  evidence  before  us,  but  we 
have  a  copy  of  the  libel,  and  the  record  of 
the  conviction  of  the  defendant,  and  we 
must  say  that  the  Judgment  and  sentence 
of  the  court  were  evidently  rendered  with 
a  fall  recognition  of  the  recommendation 
contained  in  the  verdict.  The  Judgment 
of  the  district  court  is  affirmed.

Huston,  J.  On  the  10th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 18H9,  the  plaintiff  entered  Into  a  con- 
tract in  writing  with  defendant,  by  which 
the  plaintiff  agreed  to  and  did  deliver  to 
defendant  the  possession  of  a  certain  num- 
ber of  cattle,  which,  by  said  contract,  de- 
fendant was  to  keep  and  care  for  until  aft- 
er April  1, 1890,  at  a  price  per  head,  stipu- 
lated in  said  contract.  On  the  28th  day 
of  July,  .1890,  a  portion  of  said  cattle  still 
being  in  the  possession  of  defendant, 
plaintiff  brought  Its  action  of  claim  and 
delivery  to  recover  the  possession  thereof 
from  defendant.  The  complaint  Is  In  the 
usual  form  of  actions  of  this  nature  under 
the  Code.  Possession  of  the  cattle  was 
delivered  to  plaintiff  as  provided  by  stat- 
ute. Defendant,  by  his  answer,  admits  (by 
not  denying  it)  the  ownership  of  the  cattle 
by  plaintiff,  but  denies  its  right  to  the 
possession,  and  sets  up  the  contract,  and 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  large  sum  due  and 
unpaid  to  him  from  the  plaintiff  thereon 
for  the  keeping  of  said  cattle;  alleges  that 
he  has  fully  kept  and  complied  with  all 
of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  con- 
tract by  him  agreed  to  be  kept  and  per- 
formed. The  answer  of  defendant  was 
filed  January  7,  1891.  The  answer  sets 
forth  the  contract,  and  the  claim  of  the 
defendant  thereunder  as  a  "defense  and 
counter-claim."  The  cause  was  tried  by 
the  district  court  with  a  Jury,  and  the  fol- 
lowing verdict  was  rendered:  "We,  the 
|ury  in  the  above^ntltled  action,  find  that 
defendant  recover  of  and  from  the  plain- 
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tiff  the  Bom  of  six  handred  «eyenty-nliie 
and  50-100  dollan  for  the  keeplnir  and  care 
of  the  cattle  mentioned  in  the  complaint, 
and  that  defendant  have  a  lien  on  said  cat- 
tle until  Baid  amount  is  paid. "  On  this  ver- 
dict the  court  rendered  the  folio  wins  judg- 
ment: "Wherefore,  by  virtue  of  the  law, 
and  by  reason  of  the  premiHes  af  oreeaid,  it  is 
ordered,  adjudged,  and  decreed  that  said 
Andrew  Delamne  have  and  recover  from 
said  Blackfoot  Stock  Company  the  sum  of 
six  hundred  and  seventy-nine  and  50-100 dol- 
lars, with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of 
ten  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date 
hereof  until  paid,  and  the  return  and  pos- 
session of  said  cattle  mentioned  in  com- 
plaint, until  same  Is  paid,  together  with 
said  defendant's  costs  and  disbursements 
incurred  in  this  action,  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  and 
10-100  dollars.**  The  appeal  is  from  the 
Judgment  only,  and  brings  here  only  the 
Judgment  roll.  The  following  are  the 
specificHtions  of  errors  assigned  by  ap- 
pellant: **(!)  The  court  erred  in  overrul- 
ing the  motion  of  plaintiff  tn  strike  out 
the  counter-claims.  (2)  The  court  erred 
in  receiving  the  verdict  of  the  Jury.  (3) 
The  court  erred  In  entering  Judgment  on 
the  verdict  of  the  Jury.  (4)  The  Judgment 
is  void.  •• 

The  plaintiff  moved  to  strike  out  the 
counter-claims  of  defendant,  which  mo- 
tion was  denied  by  the  court,  and  such 
refusal  is  alleged  to  be  error  by  plaintiff, 
and  we  are,  among  other  authorities, 
cited  to  Pom.  Bern.  S  767,  In  support  of 
this  contention.  We  might  answer  this 
contention  of  plaintiff  by  saying  that, 
while  the  claim  set  up  by  defendant  In  his 
answer  is  denominated  by  the  pleader  as  a 
^counter-claim,"  It  is  really  the  claim  by 
virtue  of  which,  under  his  contract  with 
the  plaintiff,  he  asserts  his  right  to  the 
possession  of  the  cattle, — that  is,  an  aglst- 
er*s  claim  or  lien  for  the  care  and  keeping 
of  the  cattle;  and  neither  Prof.  Pomeroy, 
nor  any  other  authority,  do  we  think,  has 
ever  announced  that  such  a  claim  was  not 
a  proper  defense  In  an  action  of  replevin, 
or,  as  it  Is  denominated  In  the  Code,  "an 
action  of  claim  and  delivery;"  but  this 
class  of  defenses  are  recognised  by  Pom- 
eroy as  an  exception  to,  or  not  coming 
within,  the  general  rule.  We  are  required 
by  section  4  of  our  Be  vised  Statutes  to 
construe  the  provisions  thereof  "  liberally, " 
**  with  a  view  to  effect  their  objects  and  to 
promote  justice. "  We  should  certainly  be 
departing  from  this  injunction  were  we  to 
look  at  the  name  given  a  pleading,  rather 


than  its  substanee,  in  constraing  ft.  The 
defense  set  up  in  the  answer  is  a  proper 
one,  although  it  Is  a  misnomer  to  call  it  a 
counter-claim.  There  was  no  error  in 
overruling  the  motion  to  strike  out.  An- 
other ground  urged  by  the  plaintiff  why 
its  motion  to  strike  out  should  have  been 
allowed  is  that  it  contains  matter  that 
arose  after  the  commencement  of  the  ac- 
tion. The  action  was  commenced  on  the 
28th  of  July,  1890.  As  before  stated,  the 
answer  was  not  filed  until  the  7th  day  of 
January,  1891.  It  does  not  appear  from 
the  record  when  the  cattle  were  taken 
from  the  possession  of  defendant,  and  it  is 
but  fair  and  reasonable  to  presume  that 
they  remained  in  his  possession  until  the 
4th  day  of  September,  1890;  and  there  was 
nothing  improper  In  his  including  In  his 
answer  his  claim  for  their  care  and  keep- 
ing up  to  the  time  they  were  taken  from 
his  possession  by  the  plaintiff  under  pro- 
cess. 

The  second  assignment  of  error  by  the 
plaintiff  Is  that  "the  court  erred  in  reeelv- 
inft  the  verdict  of  the  Jury."  It  must  be 
admitted  that  the  verdict  in  this  case  is 
very  unsatisfactory,  and  shows  a  degree 
of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  counsel  that 
Is  very  reprehensible;  but  Is  It  sufficient 
to  warrant  the  Judgment  renderetl  there- 
on? Let  us  look  at  the  Issues  In  the  case 
for  a  moment.  There  was  no  question 
made  on  the  ownership  or  value  of  the 
property  sought  to  be  recovered.  The 
defendant  admitted  the  ownership  of  the 
property  to  be  in  the  plaintiff,  conceded 
the  valuev  and  claimed  only  that  he  was 
entitled  to  the  possession,  by  vlrtoe  of 
his  agister's  Hen,  for  the  care  and  keeping 
of  the  cattle  under  the  contract  aforesaid, 
and  alleged  the  amoun  t  of  his  claim.  What, 
then,  were  the  issues  the  Jury  were  called 
upon  to  try?  Certainly  only  the  validity 
and  amount  of  defendant's  claim.  Had 
the  verdict  been :  "We  find  the  defendant 
entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  cattle 
described  In  the  complaint,  and  that  the 
amount  of  his  claim  for  the  care  and  keep- 
ing of  the  same  Is  six  hundred  seventy- 
nine  and  50-100  dollars,  "—could  it  be  con- 
tended that  such  a  Terdict  would  not  sup- 
port the  Judgment?  We  think  not  suc- 
cessfully. And  wherein  does  the  verdict 
in  the  record  differ  from  such  a  one?  It 
does  not  find  thevalueof  the  property.  It 
was  not  necessary  it  should,  for  there  was 
no  issue  on  that  point ;  and  as  the  right 
of  possession  clalm,ed  by  defendant  went 
only  to  the  extent  *  or  amount  of  his  Hen 
or  special  property,  and  the  property  bad 
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been  dellTeretl  to  the  plaintiff  under  tbe 
process,  and  as  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty, as  shown  by  tbe  record,  was  largely 
in  excess  of  defendant's  claim,  a  finding  of 
the  value  was  not  called  for,  nor  was  it 
essential  to  ''a  complete  adjustment  of  all 
the  equities  between  the  parties  in  the  ac- 
tion.** Hickman  ▼.  Dill,  82  Mo.  App.  509; 
Boutell  y.  Warne,  62  Mo.  850;  Barney  v. 
Brannan,  51  Conn.  175;  Warner  ▼.  Uunt, 
90  Wis.  200.  In  the  last  case  cited  the  plain- 
tiff brought  replevin  for  a  cow  of  the  al- 
leged value  of  $50.  Defendant  pleaded  a 
lien,  as  pound-keeper,  of  $2.50.  The  Jury 
found  for  the  defendant;  that  the  plaintiff 
was  not  lawfully  entitled  to  the  posses* 
aion  of  the  property ;  that  the  same  was 
not  wrongfully  detained  by  the  defend- 
ant; that  the  defendant  was  entitled  to 
the  possession  thereof;  and  assessed  the 
value  at  $40,  and  damages  for  tbe  deten- 
tion 1  cent.  Upon  this  verdict  judgment 
was  rendered  that  tbe  defendant  have  a 
return  of  the  property,  or,  if  return  could 
not  be  Had,  that  the  defendant  recover 
from  the  plaintiff  the  value  thereof,  as- 
oeosed  at  $40,  and  1  cent  damages,  and 
C€»st8.  The  verdict  and  judgment  were 
aet  aside;  the  court  saying  that  the  jury 
alinuld  have  found  the  value  of  the  defend- 
ant's special  property  in  the  case,  as  well 
aa  the  ownership,  ( which  was  put  in  issue 
by  the  pleadings  in  that  case.)  **  In  an  ac- 
tion of  replevin,  where  thA  verdict  is  in 
favor  of  tbe  defendant,  whose  ownership 
Is  special,  by  reason  of  a  chattel  mort- 
irage  or  other  lien,  the  measure  of  his 
damages  in  case  a  return  cannot  be  had 
lathe  account  due  him  upon  his  lien  if  within 
tbe  value  of  the  property.  **  Onbbey,  Kepi. 
640,  and  rases  cited  in  note  1,  p.  b4l. 
While  the  verdict  in  this  case  is  open  to 
aevere  criticism,  we  think  it  sufficient  to 
aapport  the  judgment.  Another  answer 
to  tbe  contention  of  plaintiff  is  that  it 
comes  too  late.  Objections  to  the  form  of 
the  verdict  should  be  made  before  judg- 
ment. If  a  verdict  can  be  understood,  it 
will  be  sustained,  although  informal.  The 
language  should  be  so  construed  as  to 
sustain  the  verdict  if  possible.  8aroe  au- 
thority as  last;  C'obbe.v,  Repl.  S  1052.  and 
caaes  there  cited.  Judgment  of  district 
eonrt  affirmed,  with  costs.

2.  A  judgment  in  favor  of  a  party  guilty  of 
improper  conduct,  calculated  to  influenoe  the  jury, 
or  any  member  thereof,  in  his  favor,  in  render- 
ing the  verdict,  should  be  reversed,  and  a  new 
trial  granted,  on  the  ground  of  public  policy.

TIONS. 

8.  ''A  valid  looctton  of  a  mining  didm  may 
be  made  whenever  the  prospeotor  has  discovered 
such  indications  of  mineral  that  he  is  willing  to 
spend  his  time  and  money  in  following,  with  the 
expectation  of  finding  ore, "  is  a  proper  Instruc- 
tion: and  changing  the  word  **  willing**  to  ^ius- 
tiflea**  radically  changes  the-  Instrucuon,  and  is 
an  improper  modifloaUon.

Morgan,  J.  The  plaintiff^  allege  that 
they,  and  each  of  them,  are  citliene  of  the 
United  States;  that  prior  to  the  6th  day 
of  December,  1887,  the  plaintiffs  were,  ever 
since  have  been,  and  now  are  the  owners, 
subject  to   the  paramount  title  of   the 
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United  States,  and  In  the  posseseion  and 
entitled  to  the  posBession,  of  that  certain 
mine  containing  a  lode  of  rocls  in  place, 
bearing  gold,  silver,  and  other  precious 
metals,  situated  in  Yreka  mining  district, 
Shoshone  county,  Idaho, called  the  ''Mam- 
moth, "and  further  particularly  describ- 
ing it ;  "  that  the  defendants,  claiming  to 
be  the  owners  of  an  adjacent  mining 
claim,  called  the  'Lnckawana  Mining 
Claim,'  upon  the  7th  day  of  December, 
1887,  wrongfully  caused  said  Lackawana 
mining  claim  to  be  so  surveyed  as  to  crop 
out  upon  and  overlap  the  said  Mammoth 
mining  claim  and  lode,  and  included  a 
portion  thereof,  described  as  follows,  [here 
follows  a  description  of  the  part  of  the 
Mammoth  claim  alleged  to  be  included  In 
the  lines  of  the  Lackawana,]  containing 
an  area  of  something  over  eleven  acres; 
that  the  defendants  have  made  applica- 
tion for  a  patent  in  the  United  States 
land-office,  and  given  notice  thereof ;  that 
in  said  application  the  defendants  wrong- 
fully set  up  that  they  are  in  possession 
of  the  whole  of  that  part  of  the  Mammoth 
claim  included  in  the  lines  of  the  Lacka- 
wana ;  that  the  plaintiffs  duly  filed  their 
protest  in  the  United  States  land-office, 
and  adverse  claim  to  said  application, 
and  that  proceedings  are  stuyed  in  said 
office  to  await  the  result  of  this  suit ;  that 
the  said  claim  for  patent  is  a  cloud  upon 
the  title  of  these  plaintiffs. "  The  plaintiffs 
pray  that  their  title  to  and  possession  of 
said  mining  claim  be  quieted,  for  injunc- 
tion, and  for  other  relief.  The  defendants 
deny,  specifically,  each  and  all  of  the  alle- 
gations of  the  plaintiffs,  claim  title  and 
possession  in  themselves  of  the  whole  of 
the  Lackawana  claim,  and  ask  for  judg- 
ment that  the  suit  of  plaintiffs  be  dis- 
missed, that  the  defendants  be  adjudged 
to  be  the  owners  of,  and  in  possession  of, 
said  claim,  and  the  whole  therevf ;  for  in- 
junction and  costs.  The  cause  was  tried 
before  the  Hon.  Willis  Swert,  J.,  and  a 
Jury,  resulting  in  a  verdict  and  Judgment 
in  favor  of  the  defendants.  The  plaintiffs 
moved  the  court  to  set  aside  the  verdict, 
and  for  a  new  trial,  which  being  denied, 
the  plaintiffs  bring  the  cause  to  this  court 
on  appeal. 
The  plaintiffs  assign  the  following  as 

errors  of  which  this  conrt,  in  the  present 
condition  of  the  transcript,  can  take  no- 
tice, to- wit:  ''The  court  erred  in  refusing 
to  recall  Juror  Pressey  for  examination 
on  his  ro/rd/re,  and  in  forcing  plaintiffs  to 
a  peremptory  challenge  of  the  said  Juror." 


The  statement  shows  that  'Juror  Henrys 
Pressey,  when  upon  examination  on  bis 
voir  dire,  stated  that  he  did  not  stand  in  the. 
relation  of  deb  tor  or  creditor  to  eitherpar- 
ty  to  the  action;  that  be  was  acqaainted 
with  all  the  parties.  He  was  examined  at 
considerable  length,  both  by  the  attor- 
neys for  the  plaintiffs  and  by  the  court« 
He  was  finally  challenged  for  canse,  for 
the  reason  that  he  had  indorsed  checks 
and  deposited  them  in  the  bank,  for  the 
payment  of  which  some  of  the  plaintiffs 
were  responsible,  and  he  did  not  know 
whether  they  bad  been  paid  or  not. 
The  court  denied  the  challenge,  and  the 
plaintiffs  excepted.  The  plaintiffs  then 
challenged  the  said  Henry  Pressey  peremp- 
torily. On  the  next  day,  and  before  the 
panel  for  the  Jury  was  completed,  the  at- 
torney for  the  plaintiffs  requested  the 
court  to  recall  said  Pressey,  and  place  him 
in  the  Jury-box,  and  that  plaintiffs  be  per- 
mitted to  prove  that  said  Pressey  was 
largely  indebted  to  certain  of  the  defend- 
ants in  the  action,  and  was  so  indebted  at 
the  time  of  his  examination.  This  re- 
quest was  made  in  order  that  the  plain- 
tiffs could  secure  the  exclusion  of  said 
Pressey  for  cause,  and  not  be  compelled 
to  exhaust  one  of  their  peremptory  chal- 
lenges upon  him.  This  was  denied  by  the 
court,  and  the  plaintiffs  took  exception. 
On  the  motion  for  a  new  trial  was  pro- 
duced, among  others,  the  affidavit  of  W. 
B.  Heybum,  one  of  the  plaintiffs  and  one 
of  the  attorneys  for  the  plaintiffs,  in 
which  he  testifies  to  the  above  facts  in  re- 
lation to  the  examination  of  Henry  Pres- 
sey as  a  Juror,  and,  further,  that,  at  the 
time  of  said  examination,  he,  said  Pres- 
sey, was  indebted  to  Michaid  McHale,  one 
of  the  defendants  herein,  in  the  sum  of 
f  200,  and  to  V.  M.  Clement,  one  of  the 
principal  witnesses  for  the  defendants, 
and  the  person  who  had  charge  of  the 
preparation  and  conduct  of  this  canse  and 
trial  for  the  defendants,  in  the  snm  of 
f  1,060,  and  said  Pressey  was  further  In- 
debted to  Scott  McDonald,  defendant 
herein.  In  the  sum  of  $1,702.50;  that  the 
defendants  herein  did  not  disclose  to  the 
court  or  to  the  plaintiffs  the  fact  that  said 
Juror  was  swearing  falsely,  and  said  chal- 
lenge for  implied  bias  was  denied  by  de- 
fendants and  by  the  court;  that,  by  vlr- 
tue  of  said  facts  and  acts  of  said  Juror  and 
the  defendants,  plaintiffs  were  obliged  to 
use  one  of  their  peremptory  challenges 
upon  said  Pressey;  that  there  was  after- 
wards called,  as  a  Juror  in  said  cause,  one 
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Andrew  Laraon,  who  duly  qaalified  nnder 
oath  as  a  Juror,  and  who  waa  an  unfit 
and  Improper  person  to  act  In  said  cause, 
hecause  of  bis  Intimate  relationship  with 
Scott  McDonald,  defendant,  and  his  Inti- 
mate association  with  him,  calculated  to 
prejudice  and  bias  the  mind  of  said  Juror 
against  the  plaintiffs  and  In  favor  of  said 
defendants;  that,  by  reason  of  these 
things,  plaintiffs  desired  to  challenge  said 
Juror  peremptorily,  but  were  unable  so  to 
do,  for  the  reason  that  they  had  been 
compelled  to  exhaust  their  peremptory 
challenge,  so  Intended  to  be  used,  upon 
said  Pressey.  The  facts  stated  In  this 
affidavit  are  not  denied  by  the  defendants, 
and  the  fact  that  said  Indebtedness  ex* 
is  ted,  as  stated.  Is  further  proven  by  the 
fact  that  said  Pressey  filed  his  petition  In 
bankruptcy  on  the  next  day  after  said  ex- 
amination, and  that  said  Indebtedness 
was  stated  and  swojn  to  in  the  schedule 
of  debts  afiixed  thereto.  This  indebted- 
ness was,  of  course,  known  to  said  Pres- 
sey at  the  time  of  his  said  examination; 
and  that  he  committed  willful  and  de- 
llberute  perjury  Is  beyond  question.  That 
the  said  Indebtedness  of  this  Juror  was 
also  known  to  the  defendants,  this  court 
cannot  doubt.  By  neglecting  to  disclose 
the  facts  or  instruct  their  attorney  to 
confess  the  challenge,  the  defendants. 
It  they  were  present  themselves,  became 
morally  guilty  of  the  offense.  In  endeav- 
oring to  compel  the  acceptance  of  this 
juror  contrary  to  law,  or  compel  the 
plaintiffs  to  exhaust  one  of  their  peremp- 
tory challenges  to  exclude  him.  In  the 
case  of  Hopt  v.  People,  7  Sup.  Ct.  Rep. 
614,  the  court  say:  *'When  a  challenge 
to  a  Juror  for  actual  or  implied  bias  is 
disallowed,  and  the  Juror  is  thereupon 
peremptorily  challenged  and  excused,  and 
an  Impartial  and  competent  Juror  Is  ob- 
tained in  his  place,  no  injury  Is  done  to 
the  defendant,  if,  until  the  Jury  is  com- 

<>]eted,  he  has  other  peremptory  chal- 
enges  which  he  can  use."  See,  also,  An- 
archists' Case,  8  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  22.  The 
coD%'erse  of  this  proposition  would  be 
equally  true.  If  the  plaintiff  is  compelled 
to  use  a  peremptory  challenge  to  exclude 
a  Junir  who  is  incompetent  under  the 
statute,  and  before  the  Jury  is  completed 
the  plaintiff  desired  to  use  a  peremptory 
challenge,  and  could  not  do  so,  because 
bis  peremptory  challenges  were  exhausted, 
then  it  works  an  Injury  to  the  party  for 
which  a  new  trial  should  be  granted.  In 
this  case  the  Juror  Pressey,  in  order  to 
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force  himself  upon  the  Jury  or  compel  the 
plaintiffs  to  use  a  peremptory  challenge, 
swore  to  a  deliberate  falsehood.  When 
this  was  discovered  the  court  should  have 
permitted  the  facts  to  be  shown,  and, 
when  shown,  should  have  allowed  the 
plaintiffs  another  peremptory  challenge. 

The  fifteenth  assignment  of  error,  which 
was  passed  upon  by  the  court  below  in 
the  order  overruling  the  motion  for  new 
trial.  Is:  ** Misconduct  of  the  Jury,  as 
shown  by  the  affidavits  on  file,  used  In 
plaintiffs' motion  for  a  new  trial."  The 
affidavit  of  John  Smith,  filed  on  August  12, 
1890,  and  used  on  motion  for  new  trial, 
states  that  on  the  8th  day  of  August, 
while  the  Jury  were  in  charge  of  the  sheriff, 
and,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  wei*o 
viewing  the  premises  in  controversy,  they 
were  entertained  by  the  defendants,  or 
some  of  them,  with  luncheon  and  refresh- 
ments, beer  and  cigars;  that  the  defend* 
ants  procured  two  cases  of  beer  for  that 
purpose;  that  the  Jury  drank  It  freely; 
that  while  they  were  drinking  said  beer  a 
part  of  the  Jury  were  in  a  room  separate 
and  apart  from  the  officer  having  them 
in  charge;  that  V.  M.  Clement,  the  super- 
intendent for  the  defendants,  and  one  of 
the  principal  witnesses,  and  the  person 
who  had  the  general  management  and 
preparation  of  the  cause  for  the  defend- 
ants, was  present  with  said  Jurors  while 
so  separated,  drew  the  corks,  and  handed 
the  beer  and  cigars  to  the  Jurors,  of  which 
the  said  Jurors  partook.  George  H.  Rice 
also  swears  that  he  was  one  of  the  jurors 
on  the  trial  of  this  cause,  corroborates  the 
statement  of  John  Smith,  and  states  that 
the  Jury  separated,  and  n  portion  of  them, 
so  separate  from  the  officer  having  tbcra 
In  charg3,  were  drinking  beer  with  V.  M. 
Clement  and  John  H.  Hammond,  witness- 
es on  behalf  of  the  defendants.  Thomas 
Argyle,  the  deputy -sheriff  who  had  charge 
of  said  Jury, swears  that  the  Jury,  after  ar- 
rival at  the  office,  did  not  separate;  but 
the  statements  In  the  affidavits  ivere  that 
the  Jury  separated  before  arriving  at  the 
office;  that  a  part  of  the  Jury  stopped  at 
the  air  compressors  with  tlie  deputy,  and 
the  balance  went  down  with  Clement  to 
the  office,  and,  when  those  with  the  officer 
went  on  down  to  the  office,  the  members 
of  the  Jury  who  had  preceded  them  were 
In  the  office,  drinking  beer  with  Clement. 
These  facts  are  not  denied  by  Argyle,  ex- 
cept in  a  general  way,  In  clofling  his  affl- 
da  vlt,  where  he  states  that  he  has  heard  tho 
affidavit  of  John  L.  Smith  read,  and  that 
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the  same  1b  nntrne  and  false.    Aicain,  In  his 
affidavit  In  reply  to  that  of  W.  H.  Hey- 
burn,the  said  Argyie states  that  the  lunch 
was  famished  by  him,  (ArKyle,)  and  fur- 
ther states  that  none  of  the  Jury  knew 
where  the  lunch  came  from ;  and,  a  line  or 
two  further  on,  states  that  he  (Argyle) 
does  not  yet  know  by  whom  the  lunch 
was  ordered   to    be  brought    upon   the 
ground,  and  that  he  has  not  yet  paid  for 
the  same,  merely  because  the  bill  has  not 
yet  been  presented.    The  statement  of  Mr. 
Argyle  that  he  furnished  the  lunch  is  hard- 
ly consistent  with  his  statement  that  he 
does  not  know  by  whom  the  lunch  was 
ordered,  and  that  he  did  not  order  it  him- 
self.   The  court  is  forced  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  facts  stated  by  Smith  and   Rice 
are  substantially  tme.    That  lunch  and 
other  refreshments  were  furnished  the  Jury 
is  not  complained  of;  but  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  sheriff  to  furnish  a  Jury  with  all  proper 
refreshments,  and    it  is    his  business  to 
know  where  the  luncheon  comesfrom.and 
who  orders  it.    He  should  order  it  himself, 
and  should  not  p.rmlt  either  of  the  parties 
to  order  it,  and  it  should   be  paid  for  by 
the  county  or  by  the  parties  equally.    The 
deputy  further  states   that  nothing  im- 
proper was  said  to  the  jury;  but  the  Jury 
having  separated  for  a  time,  a  part  stop- 
ping at  the  compressors,  while  the  rest 
went  on  to  the  office,  and  were   found 
there  In  company   with  Clement,  shows 
that  he  does  not  know  what  was  said  to 
them.    John. King  also  testifies  that  while 
the  Jary  were  sitting  In  the  trial  of  said 
cause,  and    under  instructions  from  the 
court,  Simeon  G.  Reed,  one  of  the  parties 
in  interest  therein,  did  on  different'  occa- 
sions drink  at  the  bar  of  the  Osborne  Ho- 
tel with  several  of  said  Jurors,  and  did  in- 
vite and  treat  said  Jurors  on  several  occa- 
sions in  presence  of  said  affiant,  and  did 
buy  and  pay  for,  in  the  presence  of  said 
Jurors,  whisky,  beer,  and  cigars  at  said 
bar,  and  said  Jurors  did  accept  and  receive 
said  beer,  whisky,  and  cigars  from  said 
Reed.  Other  affidavits  of  similar  character, 
with  reference  to  other  defendants,  are  pro- 
duced on  the  motion  for  new  trial.    In  re- 
ply to  the  affidavit  of  King,  said  Reed 
swears  that  he  never  knowingly  invited 
any  of  said  Jurors  to  drink ;  that  he  was 
a  stranger,  and  only  knew  by  name  a  few 
of  the  Jurors;  that  he  has  no  recollection 
of  treating  or  offering  to  treat,  at  said 
bar,  any  person  whom  he  knew  to  be  a 
Juror.    This  does  not  deny  the  statement 
of  the  said  King. 


So  long  as  trials  by  Jury  obtain  In  this 
country,  It  Is  necessary  that  all  possible 
safeguards  should  be  thrown  around 
them.  The  supreme  court  of  Idaho  aay, 
in  the  case  of  Palmer  v.  Railway  Co.,  18 
Pac.  Rep.  42&:  ^  **It  Is  not  necessary  for  ns 
to  find  that  this  conduct  had  any  effect 
upon  the  verdict,  in  order  to  sustain  this 
motion  for  new  trial.  It  Is  enough  to  say 
that  It  was  calculated  so  to  do."  In  Mc- 
Daniels  v.  McDaniels,  40  Vt.  374,  the  court 
say:  ''There Is  no  practicable  method  to 
so  analyse  the  mental  operations  of  the 
jurors  as  to  determine  whether.  In  point 
of  fact,  the  verdict  would  have  been  the 
same  If  the  trial  had  been  conducted,  as 
both  parties  had  a  right  to  expect,  ac- 
cording to  law,  and  upon  the  evidence  In 
court.  **  The  court  should  set  aside  the  ver- 
dict, in  justice  to  themselves  as  well  as  the 
parties,  that  the  trial  may  be  conducted 
fairly,  so  that  the  verdict,  when  rendered, 
maybe  entitled  to  the  respect  of  both  par- 
ties, and  the  confidence  of  the  court.  In 
Cottle  V.  Cottle,  6  Greenl.  140.  the  court 
say.  In  case  of  an  alleged  attempt  to  in- 
fluence the  Jury:  ** It  may  be  useful  for  a 
party  to  learn  that  a  good  cause  may  be 
injured,  but  cannot  be  promoted,  by  con- 
duct of  this  sort;  and,  to  the  public  gen- 
erally, to  know  that  it  will  not  be  toler- 
ated in  any  case.**  See,  also,  Cilley  v. 
Bartlett,  19  N.  H.  824.  The  court  Is  una- 
ble to  say  that  any  deliberate  attempt 
was  made  to  influence  the  jury  In  this 
cause,  but  It  seems  improbable  that  so 
many  things  of  this  kind  should  have  acci- 
dentally occurred.  In  Knight  ▼.  Inhab- 
itants, 18  Mass.  218,  the  court  aay:  **We 
cannot  be  too  strict  In  guarding  trials  by 
Jury  from  Improper  Influence.  This  strict- 
ness is  necesHsry  to  give  due  confidence  to 
parties  in  the  results  of  their  causes;  and 
every  one  ought  to  know  that  for  any, 
even  the  least,  intermeddling  with  Jurors, 
a  verdict  will  be  set  aside."  Thorop.  &  M. 
J  uries,406.  The  conduct  of  the  defendants 
In  this  cause,  as  herein  stated,  has  placed 
It  beyond  the  power  of  this  court  to  ap- 
prove of  the  verdict.  The  authorities  clear- 
ly establish  the  practice  that,  whenever 
the  adverse  party  Is  guilty  of  conduct 
calculated  to  Infiuence  a  verdict  after- 
wards rendered  in  his  favor,  a  new  trial 
will  be  granted,  as  a  matter  of  public  pol< 
icy.  and  to  secure  a  pure  administration 
of  justice.  Palmer  v.  Railway  Co.,  aupra. 
It  Is  probably  unnecessary  for  this  court

the  opinions  given  In  the  cases  cited  are 
lolly  approved  by  this  conrt. 

The  folio  wins:  instruction  was  request- 
ed by  the  plaintiffs:  ^'Alode,  within  the 
meaning  of  the  statute,  is  whatever  the 
miner  could  follow,  and  And  ore.  Under 
the  requirements  of  the  law,  a  valid  loca- 
tion of  a  mining  claim  may  be  made 
whenever  the  prospector  has  discovered 
Buch  indications  of  mineral  that  he  is  will- 
ing to  spend  his  time  and  money  in  fol- 
lowing with  the  expectation  of  finding 
ore;  and  a  valid  location  of  aminingclaini 
maybe  made  of  a  ledge  deep  inthegrouud, 
iand  appearing  at  the  surface,  not  in  the 
shape  of  ore.  but  in  vein  matter  only." 
The  copi't  modified  the  instruction  by 
changing  the  word  "willing"  to  "justi- 
fied.*^^ The  word  "Justified"  radically 
changes  the  whole  meaning  of  the  instruc- 
tion. The  question  whether  the  miner  is 
willing  to  spend  his  tin.e  and  money  is  an 
entirely  different  one  from  the  question 
whether  he  is  Justified  in  doing  It.  The 
former  is  a  qu«*stion  to  be  answered  by 
the  miupr  himself,  with  or  without  advice, 
as  he  may  choose.  The  latter  word  would 
present  a  question  for  experts  and  for  the 
jury  to  determine.  The  instruction  was 
correct  without  modification.  Harring- 
ton V.  Chambers,  (Utah,)  1  Pac.  Rep.  875, 
approved  in  Ellers  v.  Boatman,  4  Sup.  Ct. 
Bep.  432. 

The  following  instruction,  given  by  the 
court,  is  also  excepted  to  by  the  plaintiffs, 
viz.:  "If  you  find  that  all  of  these  acts 
necessary  to  a  valid  location  have  been 
complied  with  by  plaintiffs,  and,  further, 
that  the  location  was  made  prior  to  the 
I8tb  day  of  September,  you  will  find  for 
the  plaintiffs, "  etc.  The  plaintiffs  claim  to 
have  made  their  discovery  on  the  16th  day 
of  September,  and  to  have  set  discovery 
Btake  then,  followed  this  up  on  the  17th 
day  of  September  by  partially  staking 
and  marking  the  claim,  and  on  the  IKth 
completed  the  staking  and  marking 
boundaries,  according  to  law.  If  this  were 
proven,  then  the  discovery  and  location 
would  date  from  the  16th  day  of  Septem- 
ber; and  any  discovery  and  location  made 
after  that  date  on  the  same  ground,  or 
covering  part  thereof,  could  not  prevail 
against  plaintiffs.  The  Jury  should  have 
been  so  clearly  instructed.  The  above  In- 
Btructlon  was  calculated  to  mislead,  and 
the  error  was  not  covered  by  other  in- 
structions. Judgment  of  the  court  below 
la  reversed,  and  new  trial  granted.    Costs 


are  awarded  to  plaintiffs  against  the  de- 
fendants, inclnding  the  costs  of  the  part  of 
the  transcript  stricken  out.

Sullivan,  C.  J.  This  action  was 
brought  by  the  appellants,  as  plaintiffs, 
against  the  respondent,  as  defendant,  to 
obtain  a  injunction  to  restrain  the  offi- 
cers of  the  respondent  from  offering  f(»r 
sale,  or  selling,  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
of  said  corporation  belonging  to  the  ap- 
pellants. The  court  below  refused  to 
grant  the  injunction,  and  entered  judg- 
ment for  the  respondent,  from  which  judg- 
ment this  appeal  was  taken.  It  appears 
from  the  record  that  the  respondent  is  a 
corporation  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  and  maintaining  an  irrigat- 
ing ditch  on  the  Lower  Payette  river,in  Ada 
county,  Idaho,  under  and  by  virtue  of  an 


act  of  the  legislature  of  Idaho  entitled  "An 
act  concerning  corporations,"  approved 
January  12, 1875,  (Rev.  Laws  Idaho  1874- 
75,  p.  618.)  That  the  number  of  shares 
provided  for  by  the  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion were  80,  of  the  par  value  of  $100  each. 
That  in  the  year  1884  the  capital  stock  of 
said  corporation  was  increased  from  80 
shares,  of  the  par  value  of  f  100  each,  to 
160  shares,  of  the  par  value  of  f  100  each  : 
thus  making  the  aggregate  capital  stock 
$16,000.  That  the  appellant  Sparks  Is  the 
owner  of  13)^  shares,  and  appellant  Kelly 
is  the  owner  of  8  shares,  of  said  capital 
stock;  and  that  said  shares  have  been 
fully  paid  up  to  the  par  value  of  $100  each. 
That  thereafter  the  proper  steps  were 
taken  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
corporation  to  continue  its  existence  un- 
der the  provisions  of  title  4  of  the  Civil 
Code  of  Idaho,  (Rev.  St.  Idaho  1887,  p. 
812.)  That  neither  of  the  plaintithi  assent- 
ed to  the  said  action  of  said  board.  That 
thereafter  the  said  board  levied  an  assess- 
ment of  $8  per  share  upon  the  capital 
stock  of  said  corporation.  That  plaintiffs 
refused  to  pay  said  assessment  on  their 
said  shares;  and  the  respondent,  by  its 
proper  officers,  proceeded  to  collect  the 
same  by  advertising  plaintiffs'  said  shares 
for  sale,  as  provided  by  title  4  of  the  Civil 
Code  of  Idaho.  The  complaint  alleges 
that  the  attempted  change  of  the  defend- 
ant corporation  by  the  directors,  to  eon- 
tinue  its  existence,  under  the  provisions  of 
said  title  4  of  the  Cnvil  Code,  was  for  the 
purpose  of  compelling  the  plaintiffs  to 
pay  the  said  assessments  on  their  said 
fully  paid  up  shares. 

In  their  specification  of  errors,  th^  ap- 
pellants assign  two  errors.  We  will  first 
consider  the  second  error  assigned,  which 
is  that  the  court  made  no  findings  of  fact 
upon  many  of  the  material  issues  made  by 
the  pleadings.  We  have  carefully  consid- 
ered the  issues  made  by  the  pleadings,  and 
also  the  findings  of  fact,  and  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  court  found  on  all  of  the 
material  issues  made  by  the  pleadings. 

The  first  specification  of  error  is  as  fol- 
lows: "That  the  defendant  corporation 
cannot  compel  plaintiffs  to  pay  any  as- 
sessments to  the  corporation  upon  their 
shares  that  have  been  fully  paid  up,  such 
assessment  being  in  violation  of  the  obli- 
gation of  the  contract  entered  into  be- 
tween the  plaintiffs  and  the  corporation 
and  the  plaintiffs  and  other  shareholders.* 
In  the  argument  of  this  specification  the 
counsel  for  appellants  contended  that  un- 
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der  the  act  flnit  above  referred  to  (Bev. 
Laws  Idaho  1874-75,  p.  618)  the  board  of 
directors  bad  no  aathority  to  levy  an 
aKsesHRient  upon  the  fuUj  paid  ap  shareti 
of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation. 
That  the  action  of  the  board  of  directors 
for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  exist- 
ence of  said  corporation,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  title  4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Idaho, 
was  Illegal,  for  the  reason  that  the  provis- 
ions of  said  title  permits  assessments  to 
be  made  by  the  board  of  directors  upon 
fully  paid  up  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of 
said  corporation,  and  thus  changes  the 
contract  l>etween  the  corporation  and  its 
stockholders,  and  for  that  reason  is  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  United  States.  That  it 
changes  the  obligation  of  the  contract  be- 
tween the  corporation  and  shareholders, 
by  increasing  the  liability  of  the  share- 
holders without  their  consent.  It  Is  con- 
ceded that  a  law  subjecting  the  sharehold- 
ers to  allaollityto  contribute  more  cap- 
ital than  they  originally  agreed  to  con- 
tribute would  be  unconstitutional.  2  Mor. 
Prlv.  Corp.  S 1078.  The  question  for  our  de- 
termination, then,  is,  do  the  pro  visions  of 
title4oftheCivlICodeofldaho,under  which 
said  corporation  continues  Its  existence, 
subject  the  shareholders  to  greater  or  addi- 
tional liabilities  than  the  act  of  January 
12,1875?  There  is  no  claim  that  there  is 
any  change  except  to  increase  the  liability 
of  thn  shareholder.  What,  then,  are  the 
liabilities  of  the  shareholders  undereachof 
said  acts?  The  seventh  section  of  the  act 
approved  January  12,  1875,  provides  as 
follows:  "A  majority  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  trustees  shall  form  a  board  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  and  every  decis- 
ion of  a  majority  of  the  persons  duly  as- 
sembled as  a  board  shall  be  valid  as  a  cor- 
porate act. "  Section  16  of  said  act  pro- 
vides as  follows:  "Each  shareholder  shall 
be  Individually  and  personally  liable  for 
his  proportion  of  all  the  debts  and  liabili- 
ties of  the  company  contracted  or  in- 
curred during  the  time  that  he  was  a 
stockholder,  for  the  recovery  of  which 
joint  or  several  actions  may  be  instituted. 
•  •  ••  Section  2595  of  title  4  of  the  Civil 
Code  of  Idaho  contains,  among  others, 
substantially  ths  same  provisions  as  sec- 
tion 7  of  the  act  approved  January  12, 
3875.  Section  10  prescribes  the  duties  and 
powers  of  the  trustees  to  levy  assetis- 
ments  for  the  purpose  of  calling  in  the 
capital  stock  subscribed.  Section  2614  of 
said  title  4  Is  as  follows:  ** The  directors 


of  any  corporation  formed  or  existing  an* 
der  the  laws  of  this  state,  after  one-fourth 
of  its  capital  stock  has  been  subscribed, 
may,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  expenses, 
conducting  business,  or  paying  debts,  levy 
and  collect  aHsessments  upon  the  sub* 
scribed  capital  stock  thereof  in  the  man* 
ner  and  form,  and  to  the  extent,  herein 
provided.**  Section  2615  is  as  follows: 
"No  one  assessment  must  exceed  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
named  in  the  articles  of  incorporation, 
except  in  the  cases  in  this  section  other- 
wise provided,  as  follows:  First.  If  the 
whole  capital  of  a  corporation  has  not  been 
paid  up,  and  the  corporation  is  unable  to 
meet  its  liabilities,  or  to  satisfy  the  claims 
of  its  creditors,  the  assessment  may  be 
for  the  full  amount  unpaid  upon  the  cap- 
ital stock;  or  if  a  less  amount  issuffldent, 
then  it  may  be  for  such  a  percentage  as 
will  raise  that  amount.  Second.  The  di- 
rectors of  railroad  corporations  may  as- 
sess the  capital  stock  In  Installments  of 
not  more  than  ten  per  centum  per  month, 
unless  in  the  articles  of  incorporation  it 
is  otherwise  provided.  Third,  The  direct* 
ors  of  fire  Insurance  corporations  may  as- 
sess such  a  percentage  of  the  capital  stock 
as  they  deem  proper."  Section  2616  is  as 
follows:  ^'No  assessment  must  t)e  levied 
while  any  portion  of  a  previous  one  re- 
mains unpaid,  unless— i^rat,  the  power  of 
the  corporation  has  been  exercised  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  title 
for  the  purpose  of  collecting  such  previous 
assessment;  second,  the  collection  of  the 
previous  assessment  has  beeu  enjoined; 
or,  third,  the  assessment  falls  within  the 
provisions  of  one  of  the  subdivisions  of 
the  last  preceding  section."  Section  2609 
provides  that  each  stockholder  Is  individ- 
ually and  personally  liable  for  such  por- 
tions of  its  debts  and  liabilities  as  the 
amount  of  shares  owned  by  him  bears  to 
the  whole  of  the  subscribed  capital  stock 
of  the  corporation.  It  will  be  observecl 
from  the  sections  above  cited  that  the  lia- 
bility of  the  shareholder  Is  substantially' 
the  same  under  each  act.  Under  the  act 
of  1875  the  board  of  trustees  were  not,  in 
terms,  authorised  to  levy  assessments 
upon  the  capital  stock  except  for  the  pur- 
pose of  collecting  or  calling  in  the  amount 
subscribed,  but  the  stockholder  was  liable 
for  his  proportion  of  all  debts  contracted 
during  the  time  he  was  a  stockholder,  re- 
gardless of  whether  the  shares  owned  by 
him  had  been  paid  in  full  or  not.  Section 
16  ol  said   act   permits   an  action  to  be 
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bronffht  for  the  collection  of  such  debt, 
while  the  act  of  1887  authorises  the  board 
of  directors  to  levy  assessments  on  the 
capital  stock  for  the  purpose  of  paying  its 
liabilities,  even  after  the  par  value  of  the 
stock  has  been  paid  in  full  by  the  share- 
holder. In  Railroad  Co.  v.  Spreckles,  65 
Cal.  193,  8  Pac.  Rep.  061,  802,  the  supreme 
court  of  California  has  construed  sections 
like  our  own.  The  statute  of  1887  provides 
two  methods  of  collecting  the  necessary 
funds  for  the  payment  of  the  corporate 
liabilities,  and  conducting  its  business. 
The  liability  of  the  shareholder,  under 
law  of  1887,  is  not  increased;  only  the 
method  of  procedure  to  collect  the 
amounts  due  from  each  shareholder  en- 
larged. Debts  and  expenses  of  the  corpo- 
ration may  be  collected  either  by  asseBs- 
ment  or  by  suit.  The  court  below  found 
that  the  expense  or  liability  created 
which  said  assessment  was  made  to  pay 
or  liquidate  was  necessary  to  make  the 
corporation  ditch  useful  to  the  share- 
holders, and  that  the  work  so  done  did 
not  materially  change  the  original  plan 
or  design  of  said  ditch,  but  was  done  to 
put  It  in  a  condition  to  carry  the  amount 
of  water  needed  for  the  stockholders,  as 
was  originally  Intended,  and  to  avoid  the 
yearly  cleaning  out  of  said  ditch.  The 
r<H:ord  shows  that  all  of  the  shareholders 
except  appellants  have  pHld  said  assess- 
ment. It  will  be  observed  that  said  as- 
sessment was  made  for  the  preservation 
and  improvement  of  the  corporate  prop- 
erty, and  was  a  liability  which  the  direct- 
ors were  authorized  to  incur.  The  liabili- 
ty complained  of  could  have  been  legally 
created  under  the  law  of  1875,  and  the 
appellants  would  have  been  individually 
and  personally  liable  for  their  proportion 
thereof,  and  for  the  recovery  a  Joint  or 
several  action  might  have  been  instituted. 
The  liability  of  the  stockholder  is  no 
greater  under  the  law  of  1887  than  under 
the  law  of  1875;  only  the  method  of  en- 
forcing payment  enlarged,  by  permitting 
the  directors  of  the  corporation  to  collect 
from  each  shareholder  his   proportional 

gart  of  the  liability.  The  authorities  cited 
y  appellants  are  not  in  conflict  with  the 
views  expressed  herein.  The  Judgment  of 
the  court  below  is  affirmed,  with  costs  in 
favor  of  respondent,

When  thp  nuisance  is  a  moral  nuisance, 
punishable  by  the  criminal  law,  producing 
injury  to  the  mental,  moral,  or  spiritual 
sense,  courts  of  equity  will  never  interfere.

SuLirnrAN,  C.  J.  This  is  an  action  brought 
by  the  appellants  to  restrain  the  respoud- 
entfor  maintaining  a  house  of  prostitu- 
tion, and  to  recover  f  1,000  damages.  The 
complaint  is  as  follows,  to-wlt :  **  [Title  of 
court  and   cause.]    The  plaintiffs  above 


named  complain  of  the  defendant,  and 
allege:  J^ivt.  That  plaintiffs  are,  and  at 
the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  griev- 
ances hereinafter  mentioned  were,  lawfully 
seised  of  an  estate  in  fee  in  and  to  real 
property  adjacent  to  and  fronting  upon 
Main  street, in  BolseCity, Idaho,  and  upun 
Warm  Springs  avenue,  the  same  being 
said  Main  street, extended  from  tbeeaster- 
ly  boundary  of  said  Boise  City  eastward, 
which  said  real  property,  so  owned  by  the 
plaintiffs,  lies  and  is  located  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  the  property  hereinafter 
described  as  being  occupied  and  main- 
tained by  the  defendant,  Jenny  Moore. 
Second.  Thatsaid  real  property,  ro owned 
by  plain tiffp,  as  aforesaid,  is  situated  in 
the  residence  portion  of  Boise  City,  and  in 
a  tract  of  land  adjacent  thereto,  occupied 
for  residence  purposes  only,  and  is  suit- 
able and  valuable  for  residence  purposes 
only.  Third,  That  the  defendant  was  also 
atthe  time  of  the  commission  of  said  griev- 
ances, as  hereinafter  stated,  and  still  is, 
the  owner  and  possessed  of  certain  other 
premises  In  the  vicinity  of  the  premises 
owned  by  the  plaintiffs,  as  hereinbefore 
alleged.  The  said  premises  so  owned  and 
occupied  by  said  defendant  being  described 
as  follows,  to-wlt:  *  Beginning  at  a  point 
S.,  28  degrees  5r  £.,  228  feet  8  inches,  and 
8.,  78  degrees  3(K  E.,  1K5  feet  six  inches,  and 
8.,  11  degrees  SO'  W.,  to  north  bank  of  that 
certain  ditch  known  as  ''Valley  Ditch, **^ 
all  the  said  and  above  angles  being  record- 
ed and  measured  from  the  )^  section  corner 
between  sections  10,11,  and  the  point  now 
arrived  at,  on  the  bank  of  the  ditch,  being 
the  place  of  beginning;  thence  N.,  11  de- 
grees SO'  E.,  back  over  same  course  and 
distance  to  same  point  arrived  at  by  the 
above  said  measurement  of  south,  78  de- 
grees 30^  E.,  running  185  feet  and  six  inches; 
thence  N.,78  degrees  30^  W..  25  feet;  thence 
S.,  11  degrees  30^  W.,to  north  bank  of  said 
Valley  ditch;  thence  north-east  along 
north  bank  of  said  ditch,  with  all  its 
meanderings,  to  real  place  of  beginning.* 
Fourth.  That  on  or  about  the  3d  day  of 
October,  1891,  the  said  defendant  com- 
pleted the  erection,  upon  said  last  above 
described  premises,  of  a  building,  and 
immediately  occupied,  and  has  ever 
since  and  does  now  occupy,  said  build- 
ing as  a  house  of  prostitution,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  assignation  and  prosti- 
tution, and  does  therein  maintain  and 
carry  on  said  immoral  practices,  and  main- 
tain said  house  as  a  public  resort  for  im- 
m«>ral,  lewd,  and  obscene  purposes,  anU 
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aa  a  boase  of  prostitution  and  apslfoia- 
tlon ;  and  by  reason  thereof  the  real  prop- 
erty owned  by  these  plaintiffs  as  aforesaid 
is  rendered  unfit  and  unsuitable  and  un- 
salable as  residence  property,  and  thereby 
iz:reatly  depreciated  and  lessened  in  value, 
to  plaintiffs'  damage,  and  each  of  them, 
In  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 
Wherefore  the  plaintiffs  pray  judgment: 
First,  that  the  defendant  be  restrained  by 
injunction  froih  maintaining  or  using  said 
premises  and  the  buildings  theroon  as  a 
house  of  prostitution  or  other  immoral 
purposes,  to  the  injury  of  the  plaintiffs  or 
either  of  them,  or  permitting  the  same  to 
be  so  used;  second,  that  the  plaintiffs  re- 
cover from  the  defendant  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  damages,  and  costs  of 
suit.**  On  the  date  the  complaint  was 
filed,  the  appellants  filed  seven  afi9davits, 
and  made  application  to  the  judge  at 
chambers  for  a  temporary  injunction  to 
restrain  the  defendant  from  maintaining 
a  house  of  prostitution  on  the  premises 
described  in  the  complaint  until  the  final 
determination  of  this  action.  Upon  the 
complaint  and  said  afildavlts  the  court 
granted  a  temporary  injunction.  On  No- 
vember 10, 1891,  the  defendant  demurred 
to  the  complaint,  and  thereafter  moved 
to  dissolve  the  injunction.  The  motion  to 
dissolve  the  injunction  was  heard  upon 
the  complaint,  the  seven  afildavlts  above 
referred  to,  and  the  affidavit  of  the  de- 
fendant. The  motion  was  sustained  by 
the  court,  and  the  injunction  dissolved, 
from  which  order  this  appeol  was  talcen. 
The  appellants  specify  two  errors  claimed 
to  have  been  made  by  the  court  below, 
and  demand  a  reversal  of  the  order  dis- 
solving said  injunction.  The  specification 
of  errors  is  as  follows:  First,  "that  the 
court  erred  in  deci*eeing  a  dissolution  of 
the  injunction  upon  the  papers  filed  in 
the  case  at  the  time  such  decree  of  dis- 
solution was  entered;"  second,  "that  the 
court  erred  in  holding  that  an  equity  ac- 
tion would  not  lie,  and  that  the  plaintiffs 
hud  an  adequate  remedy  at  law  in  a  crim- 
inal prosecution;  that  the  court  erred  in 
dissolving  the  injunction  prior  to  the  filing 
of  an  answer  upon  the  part  of  the  defend- 
ant, tendering  an  issue  upon  the  merits  of 
this  case. " 

We  will  first  consider  the  second  error 
assigned.  The  record  does  not  contain 
tbe  r«>asons  given  by  the  court  below  for 
dissolving  the  Injunction,  but  counsel  for 
appellants  maintained  before  this  court 
that  the  court  below,  in  its  decision  upon 


said  motion,  held  that  the  order  granting 
the  Injunction  should  be  vacated  and  set 
aside  on  tbe  ground  "that  the  acts  com- 
plained of  were  criminal  in  their  nature, 
and  that  the  penal  statutes  afforded  an 
adequate  remedy."  It  is  admitted  that 
the  acts  charged  constitute  a  public  nul- 
lance,— a  crime.  In  the  case  of  Yolo  Co.  v. 
City  of  Sacramento,  36  Oal.  19.3,  (a  caae 
decided  under  a  statute  identical  with  our 
own,)  the  court  says:  '*The  point  that 
the  remedy  is  by  Indictment  only  is  also 
Qutenable;  for  a  public  nuisance  may  he 
a  private  nuisance,  and,  if  so,  the  person 
Injured  thereby  may  have  hts  action.  If 
the  nuisance  only  affects  the  plaintiff  In 
common  with  the  public  at  large,  it  can- 
not have  its  action ;  but  if,  in  addition,  it 
obstructs  it  in  the  free  use  and  enjoyment 
of  its  private  property,  it  is  so  fur  a  pri- 
vate nuisance  also,  and  it  may  have  Its 
private  action.**  That  was  a  suit  to 
abate  a  nuisance,  which  nuisance  was  a 
crime.  Section  3681  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes of  Idaho  of  1^^  declares  as  follows: 
''The  remedies  against  a  public  nuisance 
are:  (1)  Indictment;  (2)  a  civil  action; 
or  (3)  abatement.**  This  section  makes 
no  distinctions  as  to  the  remedy  to  abate 
nuisances  which  are  a  crime  per  ae  and 
those  which  are  not.  Section  3633  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Idaho  declares  as  fol- 
lows: *'A  private  person  may  maintain 
an  action  for  a  public  nuisance  if  it  Is 
specially  Injurious  to  himself,  but  not 
otherwise."  Under  the  provision  of  that 
section  a  private  person  may  have  his  ac- 
tion CO  abate  or  restrain  the  continuance 
of  a  public  nuisance,  provided  he  allesea 
and  shows  that  such  nuisance  Is  specially 
Injurious  to  himself.  See  Tolo  Co.  v. 
City  of  Sacramento,  supra;  2  Story,  Eq. 
Jur.  §  923  et  seq.  In  Minke  v.  Hoperaan, 
S7  III.  450,  the  court  says:  ''It  would  be  a 
reproach  upon  tbe  oowers  of  a  court  of 
equity  to  hold  the  complainant  was  bound 
to  endure  the  wrongs  of  the  defendant  until 
a  jury  should  pass  upon  the  facts  in  an  ac- 
tion at  law.**  We  do  not  think  it  will  be 
seriously  contended  that  a  person  may 
maintain  a  house  of  prostitution,  and  in 
the  midst  of  a  district  populated  by  re- 
spectable people,  and  that  a  court  of 
equity  is  powerless  to  grant  relief  upon  a 
proper  showing.  A.  court  of  equity  has 
ample  power  to  restrain  the  continuance 
of  a  public  nuisance  at  the  suit  of  a  pri- 
vate party  when  he  alleges  and  shows 
that  such  nuisance  is  specially  injurious  to 
Mmsdf.    When  that  is  shoWn,  then  tbe 
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oDSsance  becomes,  as  to  him,  a  private 
ouisanco,  constituting  special  and  peculiar 
Id] ory,  distinct  from  tli at  sustained  by  the 
public,  for  the  abatement  of  which  he 
may  maintain  his  action,  whether  such 
nuittance  is  a  crime  perse  or  not;  but  in 
order  to  avail  himself  of  this  remedy  he 
must  allege  and  show  special  injury. 
Hamilton  v.  Wliltridge,  11  Md.  128;  2 
Story,  Eq.  Jur.  supra;  Yolo  Co.  v.  City  of 
Sacramento,  supra.  It  is  conceded  that 
courts  of  equity  have  power  to  restrain 
and  abate  public  nuisances,  such  as 
tallow  factories,  lime-kilns,  slaughter- 
houses, and  pig-stles,  at  the  suit  of  a  pri- 
vate person,  upon  proper  allegations  and 
proofs;  and  no  reason  or  authority  has 
'been  presented  to  show  that  courts  of 
equity  are  powerless  to  supprens  a  nui- 
sance so  offensive  and  intolerable  as  a 
house  of  prostitution  In  a  respectable  part 
of  a  city.  The  case  of  Anderson  v.  Doty, 
83  Huu,  160,  Is  cited  by  respondent  as  an 
authority  in  her  favor,  lu  that  case  the 
court  says :  "  The  general  rule  is  well  set- 
tled that  a  private  individual  cannot  re- 
strain a  public  nuisance  by  his  private  ac- 
tion unless  he  suffers  damage  different  in 
kind  from  that  which  the  nuisance  causes 
all  other  people;"  and  further  on  says: 
**  In  this  case  there  are  alleged  no  offensive 
sights  or  sounds  from  defendant's  house.* 
After  thus  stating  the  general  rule  as  to 
private  persons  maintaining  actions  to 
restrain  public  nuisances,  and  stating 
that  the  complaint  alleges  no  offensive 
sights  or  sounds  from  defendant's  house, 
the  court  further  says :  **  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  plaintiff  to  apply  to  those  tribunals 
to  which  the  law  has  given  the  power, 
not  only  to  punish  the  guilty  persons,  but 
to  abate  the  nuisance.**  We  understand 
from  this  decision  that  if  the  plaintiff  had 
not  made  out  a  case  which  brought  him 
within  the  rule,  showing  special  Injury  to 
himself,  he  was  not  entitled  to  an  injunc- 
tion. Justice  Barker  rendered  a  dissent- 
ing opinion  iu  that  case,  in  which  he  held 
that  the  complaint  stated  facta  sufficient 
to  show  that  plaintiff  had  suffered  special 
Injury,  and  that  he  was  entitled  to  an  in- 
junction restraining  the  continuance  of 
the  nuisance.  Justice  Barker,  after  cit- 
ing numerous  authorities,  says:  "The 
principle  established  by  thehe  decisions  is, 
when  the  act  complained  of,  or  which  is 
apprehended,  besides  being  a  public  nui- 
sance, would  be  injurious  to  a  private  per- 
son, he  may  maintain  an  action  at  law 
for  damages,  or  a  bin  in  equity  for  an  In- 


junction, In  his  own  name;"  and  holds 
that  the  allegations  of  the  complaint  are 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  issuance  of  the 
injunction.  Justice  Kumsey,  who  de- 
livered the  opinion  of  the  court  In  that 
case,  in  commenting  upon  Hamilton  v. 
Whitridge.  11  Md.  12K,  says:  "I  do  not 
think  it  is  an  authority  for  the  issue  of  a 
mandatory  injunction  to  punish  a  crime 
already  committed,  or  to  prevent  the 
commission  of  a  new  crime,  or  to  abate  a 
nuisance  which  can  be  abated  by  the  judg- 
ment of  the  criminal  court.*  We  think 
that  Hamilton  v.  Whitridge,  supra,  Is  an 
authority  sustaining  the  rule  that  a  pri- 
vate party  may  maintain  an  action  to 
abate  a  public  nuisance,  if  It  is  shown 
that  such  nuisance  is  specially  injurious 
to  the  person  bringing  the  action, 
whether  the  nuisance  could  be  abated  by 
the  Judgment  of  a  criminal  court  or  not, 
although  that  was  an  action  to  prevent 
the  opening  of  a  house  of  prostitution,  not 
to  abate  one  already  in  operation.  It 
will  be  observed  that  the  decision  In 
Anderson  v.  Doty,  supra,  turned  on  the 
sufficiency  of  the  allegations  of  the  com- 
plaint to  bring  the  party  within  the  rule 
stated,  as  we  understand  it. 

The  right  of  a  private  party  to  maintain 
an  action  to  abate  a  public  nuisance  is 
given  by  section  3G33  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes, provided  such  nuisance  is  specially 
Injurious  to  the  person  who  brings  the  ac- 
tion. If  a  private  person  brings  an  action 
in  a  court  of  equity  to  abate  a  public  nui- 
sance, and  makes  the  proper  allegations  to 
bring  him  within  the  provisions  of  said 
section  3633,  the  court  cannot  say  to  him : 
'*  We  will  not  grant  you  the  relief  prayed 
for.  You  must  resort  to  the  criminal 
court,  because  It  has  the  power  not  only 
to  abate  the  nuisance,  but  to  punish  the 
criminal.  **  The  right  to  such  an  action  is 
given  by  statute,  and  the  courts  shall 
Qot  deprive  the  party  entitled  thereto  of 
such  right.  The  principle  established  by 
the  decided  weight  of  authority  is,  when 
the  act  complained  of,  besides  being  a  pub- 
lic nuisance,  is  specially  injurious  to  a 
private  person,  he  may  maintain  a  suit  in 
equity  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the 
continuance  of  such  nuisance  in  his  own 
name.  The  appellants  contend  that  this 
action  was  brought  under  section  4529  of 
the  Revlst>d  Statutes  of  Idaho  of  1887, 
which  section  provides  as  follows:  ''Any- 
thing which  is  injurious  to  health,  or  in- 
decent, or  offensive  to  the  senses,  or  an 
obstruction  to  the  free  use  of  property,  so 
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as  to  interfere  wltb  th^  comfortable  en- 
Joyment  of  life  or  property,  ia  a  nolsance, 
and  the  subject  of  an  action.  Sacb  action 
may  be  bronght  by  any  person  whose 
property  is  injarlously  affected,  or  whose 
personal  enjoyment  Is  lesaened.  by  the  nai- 
sance;  and  by  the  Indgment  the  nuisance 
may  be  enjoined  or  abated,  as  waII  as 
damages  recovered."  ThHt,  by  reason  of 
the  provisions  of  said  section,  the  general 
rule  as  declared  in  section  86«33  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  Idaho  of  1887  is  modified 
to  this  extent:  that  a  private  person  may 
maintain  an  action  to  abate  a  public  nui- 
sance without  alleging  or  showing  a  spe- 
cial injury  different  In  kind  to  that  suf- 
fered by  the  public.  Said  section  was 
copied  from  the  statute  of  California,  and 
prior  to  its  adoption  by  the  legislature  of 
Idaho  the  supreme  court  of  California  had 
decided  that  said  section  did  not  change 
the  general  rule  that  a  private  party,  to 
maintain  an  action  to  abate  a  public  nui- 
sance, must  show  special  injury  to  him- 
self. Blanc  V.  Klumpke,  29Cal.  159;  Tolo 
Co.  v.  City  of  Sacramento,  86  Cal.  195; 
Urigsby  v.  Water  Co.,  40  Cal.  406;  Fogg 
V.  Railway  Co.,  20  Nev.  429,  23  Pac.  Rep. 
840;  Innis  v.  Railway  Co.,  (Iowa,)  40  N. 
W.  Rep.  701;  Proser  v.  City  of  Ottumwa, 
42  Iowa.  611.  Aside  from  the  construction 
above  indicated  and  adopted,  sections 
3633  and  4529  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Idaho  are  contemporaneous  legislation, 
and  must  be  so  construed  as  to  give  effect 
to  both,  if  possible. 

The  second  error  assigned  is  that  the 
court  erred  iu  dissolving  the  injunction 
npon  the  complaint  and  affidavits.  It  is 
contended  by  the  rc'spondent  that  the  com- 
plaint does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to 
warrant  a  court  in  granting  a  temporary 
injunction;  that  the  pleader  should  set 
forth  the  equities  on  which  his  application 
is  based,  by  positive  averments;  and  that 
argumentative  allegations,  or  inferences 
drawn  from  facts  stated,  will  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  rule.  The  serious 
question  In  this  case  is  as  to  whether  the 
facts  alleged  in  the  complaint,  and  sup- 
ported by  the  affidavits,  make  a  case  for 
granting  temporary  injunction  to  restrain 
the  acts  complained  of  until  the  final  de- 
termination of  the  c€uie.  The  complaint 
alleges  the  ownership  of  certain  lands  by 
the  plaintiffs,  (but  not  whether  such  own- 
ership is  Joint  or  several,)  the  ownership 
of  certain  premises  by  the  defendant,  and 
the  maintenance  of  a  public  nuisance 
thereon  by  her;  that,  by  reason  of  the 


maintenance  of  said  nuisance,  the  real 
property  so  owned  by  plaintiffs  is  ren- 
dered **  unfit  and  unsuitable  and  unsalable 
as  residence  property,  "*  and  thereby  great- 
ly depreciated  and  lessened  in  vaiae.  to 
the  plaintiffs'  damage  In  the  sam  of  f  1.000. 
There  is  no  allegation  of  any  disorderly 
or  boisterous  conduct  on  the  part  of  the 
defendant,  or  on  the  part  of  those  who 
frequent  her  resort,  or  that  any  person  fre- 
quents said  resort.  They  do  not  allege 
any  offensive  sights  or  sounds  from  de- 
fendant's premises.  They  do  not  allege 
that,  by  reason  of  the  conduct  of  defend- 
ant, or  of  the  conduct  of  those  "who  fre- 
quent her  resort,  the  comfortable  nse  and 
enjoyment  of  said  property  of  plaintiffs  is 
in  any  manner  Interfered  with,  or  that 
plaintiffs  have  lost  any  sales  or  tenants 
by  reason  of  said  nuisance.  There  is  no 
allegation  that  either  of  the  plaintiffs,  or 
any  person  whatever,  resides  upon  the 
laiids  of  plaintiffs.  There  is  no  allegation 
that  defendant  threatens  to  or  will  con- 
tinue the  maintenance  of  said  nuisance,  to 
the  further  damage  of  plaintiffs,  anless 
restrained  during  the  pendency  of  this 
suit.  We  do  not  say  that  plaintiffs  most 
make  all  the  allegations  above  alluded  to; 
but  they  should  allege,  by  positive  aver- 
ment, sufficient  to  come  within  the  rule 
permitting  private  parties  to  maintain  an 
action  to  abate  a  public  nuisance.  If  the 
court  below  for  a  wrong  reason  arrived 
at  a  correct  conclusion,  the  conclusion 
will  be  sustained,  regardless  of  the  wrong 
reason.  The  action  of  the  judge  of  the 
court  below  in  dissolving  the  Injunction  is 
affirmed,  with  costs  in  favor  of  respond- 
ent.

Huston,  J.  Plaintiff  filed  his  petition 
to  revive  Judgment  and  decree  rendered 
ngainst  defendant,  as  administrator  of 
the  estate  of  WiJliam  Wallace,  and  in  fa- 
vor of  the  plaintiff.  8aid  action  was 
brought  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  executed 
by  said  William  Wallace  to  one  John  Ho- 
gan,  and  by  him  assigned  to  plaintiff. 
Decree  of  foreclosure  was  rendered  in  said 
action;  order  of  sale  issued,  and  the  in- 
cumbered property  was  sold  thereunder, 
the  plaintiff  being  purchaser  at  such  sale. 
Tba  lands  covered  by  the  mortgage,  and 
sold  under  the  order  of  sale,  were  lands 
which  had  theretofore  been  entered  by  the 


said  William  Wallace  undor  the  provis- 
ions of  the  United  States  desert  land  laws. 
Prior  to  the  making  of  said  mortgage, 
Wallace  had  made  final  proof  under  his 
desert  entry,  paid  the  purchase  price,  and 
received  register's  receipt  therefor,  but 
had  not  received  bis  patent.  Hale  was 
made  on  the  14th  day  of  August,  1886; 
deed  from  sheriff  executed  on  15th  Febru- 
ary, 1887.  On  the  18th  day  of  June,  1886, 
and  before  any  patent  was  issued,  one 
Samuel  Rippey  commenced  a  contest 
against  said  desert  entry  of  said  William 
Wallace  of  the  lands  before  mentioned,  as 
being  included  in  said  mortgage,  and  so 
as  aforesaid  sold  under  the  order  of  sale 
upon  the  foreclosure  thereof,  in  the  proper 
United  States  land-office,  alleging  fraud  in 
said  desert  entry  by  said  Wallace;  and 
such  proceedings  were  had  thereupon  as 
resulted  in  the  canceling  and  setting  aside 
of  said  desert  entry  of  said  lands  by  said 
Wallace  by  the  commissioners  of  the  gen- 
eral land-office  on  the  24th  April,  1889. 
Plaintiff  brings  this  action  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  4498,  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  to 
revive  said  Judgment  so  as  aforesaid  ren- 
dered in  favor  of  plaintiff,  and  against  de- 
fendant, as  administrator  of  the  estate  of 
William  Wallace.  Defendant  filed  general 
demurrer.  The  demurrer  was  sustained 
by  the  court,  by  an  order  entered  on  Octo- 
ber 10, 1889,  and,  the  plaintiff  electing  to 
stand  upon  his  complaint,  final  Judgment 
was  entered  on  September  15,  1891.  From 
this  Judgment  plaintiff  appeals. 

The  petition  in  this  case  was  filed  under 
the  provisions  of  section  449S,  Rev.  St. 
Idaho,  which  contains  the  following:  ''If 
the  purchaser  of  property  at  sherlff^s  sale» 
or  his  successor  in  interest,  fail  to  recover 
possession  in  consequence  of  irregularity 
In  the  proceedings  concerning  the  sale,  or 
because  the  property  sold  was  not  subject 
to  execution  and  sale,  the  court  having 
Jurisdiction  thereof  must,  after  notice,  and 
on  motion  of  such  party  in  interest  or  bis 
attorney,  revive  the  original  Judgment  in 
the  name  of  the  petitioner  for  the  amount 
paid  by  such  purchaser  at  the  sale,  with 
Interest  thereon  from  the  time  of  payment 
at  the  same  rate  that  the  original  Judg- 
ment bore;  and  the  Judgment  so  revived 
has  the  same  force  and  effect  as  would  an 
original  Judgment  of  the  date  of  revival, 
and  no  more."  The  respondent  contends 
that  no  appeal  lies  from  the  Judgment  ren- 
dered by  the  district  court,  for  the  reason 
that  it  is  not  a  final  Judgment,  in  that 
the  blank  for  coats  In  said  Judgment  is  not 
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filled.  The  Jadfl^ment  is  in  tbe  folio winjar 
words:  ** Thin  action havlnp: been  brought 
on  to  be  heard  on  the  demurrer  to  the  pe- 
tition herein,  and  the  same  bavins  been  bub- 
talned  by  the  court,  and  the  plaintiff  hav- 
ing failed  to  pleai)  further,  and  elected  to 
Btand  on  the  petition,  it  is  therefore 
adjudged  that  the  plaintiff  take  nothing 
by  the  aaid  petition,  and  that  the  same  be 
diBmissed  absolutely,  and  that  the  defend- 
ant do  have  and  recover  of  and  from  the 
plaintiff  his  costs  herein  expended,  taxed 

at dollars,  for  which  execution  is 

awarded."  This  Judgment,  as  before 
stated,  was  not  rendered  or  entered  until 
September  15,  1891,— nearly  two  years 
after  the  decision, — and  then  by  the  suc- 
ceusor  in  office  of  the  Judge  who  heard  the 
cause  and  made  the  decision.  Section 
4912,  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  provides:  "The  par- 
ty in  ^vhose  favor  Judgment  is  rendered, 
and  who  claims  his  costs,  must  deliver  to 
the  clerk,  within  five  days  after  the  ver- 
dict or  notice  of  the  decision  of  the  court 
or  referee,  a  memorandum  of  the  items  of 
his  costs  and  disbursements  in  the  action 
or  proceeding,**  etc.  This  statute  is 
copied  literally  from  the  Statutes  of  Cali- 
fornia; and  it  has  been  repeatedly  held  by 
the  supreme  court  of  that  state  that  a 
party  who  falls  to  file  with  the  clerk  a 
memorandum  of  costs  within  the  time 
limited  was  held  to  have  waived  his  right 
to  costs,  whether  they  were  clerk's  or  sher- 
iff's fees  or  other  costs,  and  in  the  absence 
of  such  memorandum  the  clerk  had  no 
power  to  include  costs  in  the  Judgment. 
Chapin  V.  Broder,  16  Cal.  403;  O'Niel  v. 
Donahue,  57  Cal.  226;  Porter  v.  Hopkins, 
63  Cal.  58.  In  the  case  under  considera- 
tion the  decision  was  rendered  on  the  9th 
day  of  October,  1889;  that  is,  the  order  of 
the  district  court  sustaining  the  defend- 
ant's demurrer  to  the  complaint,  which 
Is  the  "decision**  referred  to  in  section 
4912  of  our  Statutes.  Porter  v.  Hopkins, 
supra.  It  will  be  seen  that  nearly  two 
years  elapsed  after  the  rendering  of  the 
decision  before  final  Judgment  was  en- 
tered, and  more  than  two  years  and  two 
months  before  the  taking  of  the  appeal; 
and  no  memorandum  of  costs  was  ever 
filed  by  the  defendant.  It  will  be  seen 
from  what  has  been  said  that  the  cases 
cited  by  respondent  in  support  of  this  con- 
tention are  not  applicable. 

The  next  contention  of  respondent  is  that 
the  case  made  by  the  pntition  of  plaintiff 
does  not  come  within  the  provisions  of 
section  4498  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 


Idaho.  The  petition  states  that,  by  rea- 
son of  the  cancellation  of  the  said  desert 
entry  of  William  Wallace  by  the  commis- 
sioner  of  the  general  land-offlce,  the  plain- 
tiff entirely  failed  to  recover  possession  of 
the  said  lands  so  as  aforesaid  sold,  and 
of  which  he  became  the  purchaser.  The 
purchase  was  made  upon  the  assamptlon 
that  the  entry  of  the  lands  by  Wallace 
was  a  valid,  legal  entry;  and,  be  having 
made  final  proof  thereunder,  notbing:  re- 
mained to  be  done  by  the  government  to 
invest  Wallace  with  the  title  in  fee,  except 
the  mere  clerical  act  of  issuing  patent, 
which  could  only  be  prevented  by  showing 
illegality  or  fraud  in  the  entry,  or  subse- 
quent proceedings  thereunder,  by  W^allace. 
The  filing  of  the  contest  by  Rippey,  and 
the  proceedings  thei*eunder,  resulted  in 
establishing  fraud  or  illegality  In  the  en- 
try by  Wallace,  and  the  cancellation  of  bis 
entry  by  the  commissioner  of  thegr^neral 
land-offlce.  The  cancellation  related  back 
to  the  original  entry  of  Wallace,  and  ren- 
dered null  and  void  all  proceedings  upon 
his  part  thereunder.  He  never  had  any 
right  or  title  to  the  land.  The  land  was 
never  subject  to  execution  or  sale  as  bin. 
He  had  neither  the  legal  nor  the  equita- 
ble title  thereto,  or  any  interest  therein. 
Hence  the  sale  was  not,  as  stated  by  coun- 
sel for  respondent  In  his  brief,  a  sale  of  an 
pquitable  interest  in  lands,  and  ther^ore 
a  case  in  which  the  rule  of  caveat  emptor 
applies.  There  was  a  complete  and  abso- 
lute failure  of  title  to  the  land  purchased, 
and  it  is  to  such  a  case  that  the  statute 
peculiarly  applies,  as  has  been  well  set- 
tled. Cross  V.  Zane,  47  Cal.  6<»2;  Bitter  v. 
Henshaw,  7  Iowa,  97;  Watson  v.  Rels- 
sig,  24  III.  282.  There  is  no  difference  un- 
der the  Statutes  of  Idaho  between  a  sale 
on  execution  and  one  upon  an  order  of 
sale  upon  foreclosure  of  mortgage.  Order 
and  Judgment  of  district  court  reversed, 
with  costs  to  appellant.

Morgan,  J.  John  Murphy  brought  suit 
against  Edwin  S.  Bartsch.  Tosecurealien 
upon  property,  the  plaintiff  therein  pro- 
cured an  attachment,  and  levied  upon  the 
property  of  the  defendant,  Bartsch.    To 

Brocure  said  attachment  the  plaintiff, 
lurphy,  filed  an  affidavit,  stating,  among 
other  things,  **  that  the  payment  of  the 
debt  had  not  been  secured  by  any  mort- 
gage lien  or  pledge  on  real  or  personal 
property.*  To  release  said  attachment, 
the  defendants  in  the  present  suit,  A.  F. 
Montandon  and  Ernest  Cramer,  on  the 
10th  day  of  August,  1887,  gave  their  bond 
in  the  sum  of  $1,250,  conditioned  to  pay 
such  Judgment  as  the  said  Murphy  should 
secure  against  said  Bartsch.  Upon  giv- 
ing this  bond  the  attachment  was  re- 
leased. In  the  trial  of  the  principal  cause. 
Judgment  was  given  for  the  plaintiff.  Mur- 
phy, against  the  defendant,  Bartsch,  for 
the  sum  of  9715  damages  and  $34.25  costs. 
Upon  this  Judgment  the  sum  of  $379.75  was 
paid,  leaving  the  sam  of  $412.40  still  due. 
To  recover  this  sum  suit  is  brought  upon 
the  bond  of  Montandon  and  Cramer.  Mon- 
tandon only  being  served  with  process. 
Judgment  was  rendered  against  him.  Mo- 
tion for  new  trial  was  made  and  over- 
ruled, and  defendants  appeal  to  this  court. 
On  the  trial  of  the  principal  cause  the 
court  made  the  following  finding  of  fact, 
being  the  fourth:  ''That  at  the  date  of 
said  note  [being  the  note  given  by  the  de- 
fendant. Bartsch,  to  the  plaintiff,  Murphy] 
one  T.  B.  Shaw  was  indebted  to  the  de- 
fendant [Bartsch]  on  account  for  goods 
sold  in  the  sum  of  $528.05,  and,  being  so 
indebted,  duly  accepted  an  order  drawn 
on  him  by  the  defendant  [Bartsch]  for 
the  amount  in  favor  of  this  plaintiff,  and 
that  the  defendant,  as  collateral  security, 
delivered  the  same  to  the  plaintiff."  This 
order  was  precisely  the  same  as  a  draft 
drawn  by  Bartsch  upon  Shaw  and  ac- 
cepted by  him.  It  is  a  chose  in  action,  an 
evidence  of  debt,  and  was,  therefore,  per- 
sonal property,  under  section  16,  subd.  3, 
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Rev.   St.   Idaho,    and    was   a  pledge  of 

SeFBonal  property  to  secure  the  debt  of 
[urphy.  This  pledge  being  placed  In  the 
hands  of  Murphy,  the  presumption  is 
that.it  still  remained  in  his  hands  as  such 
security  at  the  time  he  filed  his  affidavit 
for  the  attachment.  •  This  presumption 
should  have  been  overcome  by  the  state- 
ment in  his  affidavit  **  that  said  security 
has,  without  any  act  of  plaintiff,  become 
valueless."  Without  such  statement,  the 
affidavit  must,  under  the  finding  of  the 
court,  be  held  to  have  been  false.  With- 
out au  affidavit  in  accordance  with  the 
statute,  the  court  was  without  jurisdic- 
tion to  issue  the  writ.  Taking  the  affida- 
vit to  be  true,  it  gave  the  court  jurisdic- 
tion to  issue  the  writ;  but  the  finding  of 
the  court  shows  the  affidavit  to  be  false. 
Can  a  false  affidavit  give  the  court  juris- 
diction? Falsehood  or  fraud  vitiates  ev- 
erything founded  npoo  it.  The  writ  was 
therefore  in  fact  unlawfully  issued.  In 
Mathews  v.  Densmore,  43  Mich.  461,  5  N. 
W.  Rep.  669,  the  court  says:  *'The  first 
step  in  this  jurisdiction  is  to  show,  not  a 
writ  merely,  but  a  valid  writ;  and  there 
can  be  no  valid  writ  of  attachment  with- 
out a  sufficient  affidavit.*'  We  are  aware 
that  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  reveraei  this  case,  (3  Sup.  Ct.  Rep. 
126,)  but  that  court  simply  held  that  a 
writ  prima  facie  good,  although  issued 
upon  an  insufficient  affidavit,  would  pro- 
tect the  officer  in  making  a  levy.  The  affi- 
davit not  being  attached  to  the  writ,  the 
officer  is^not  called  upon  to  determine  the 
validity*of  the  same.  This  writ  was  pro- 
cured by  an  insufficient  affidavit  or  a  false 
one.  In  either  case  it  would  be  a  per- 
version of  justice  to  hold  that  the  plain- 
tiff could  make  two  men  responsible  for  a 
debt  they  did  not  owe,  by  either  a  false 
affidavit  or  an  insufficient  one,  or  that  he 
could  recover  upon  a  bond  which  was  giv- 
en to  procure  the  release  of  a  writ  which 
was  illegally  and  wrongfully  procured. 
The  respondent  cites,  in  support  of  his 
contention  that  the  defendant  cannot 
take  advantage  of  this  defective  affidavit: 
Smith  V.  Fargo,  57  Gal.  157 ;  McMillan  v. 
Dana,  18  Cal.  339;  Pierce  v.  Whiting,  63 
Cal.538.  But  these  cases  simply  hold  that 
the  obligors  in  the  bond  cannot  deny  the 
recitals  therein ;  that  is,  as  in  those  cases, 
the  defendants  could  not  deny  that  the 
attachment  was  issued,  that  it  was  levied 
upon  property  of  defendants,  nor  that  the 
property  was  released. as  these  facts  were 
all  recited  in  the  bond.    The  defendant  In 


the  case  at  bar  is  not  seeking  to  deny  any 
of  these  facts.  These  cases  are  therefore 
not  In  point.  The  Issuance  of  the  writ  Is 
authorixed  by  the  statute  upon  certain 
conditions.  These  cunditlons  mast  be 
strictly  complied  with  in  order  to  give 
the  court  jurisdiction  to  Issue  the  writ. 
If  the  writ  is  executed,  the  execution  can- 
not possibly  validate  the  illegal  las  ae  by 
giving  jurisdiction  of  such  retroactive 
character  as  to  cure  all  that  went  before 
it,  and  contributed  to  the  wrongful  result. 
Wap.  Attachm.  324.  The  issuance  of  the 
attachment  being  illegal,  the  creditor  ac- 
quired no  rights  under  It,  and  the  bond 
was  without  consideration.  The  affidavit 
in  the  original  action  for  the  attachment 
was  offered  in  evidence  by  the  defendant, 
and,  upon  objection,  was  ruled  out,  to 
which  ruling  the  defendant  duly  excepted. 
The  court  having  found  as  a  fact  in  the 
original  suit  that  the  plaintiff  held,  as  se- 
curity for  the  debt,  a  pledge  of  personal 
property,  both  this  finding  and  the  affida- 
vit were  proper  evidence  for  the  court  to 
consider,  as  the  affidavit,  and  that  alone, 
gave  the  court  jurisdiction  to  issue  the 
writ.  The  exclusion  of  the  affidavit  was 
therefore  error.  Judgment  reversed,  and 
new  trial  granted ;  costs  awarded  to  de- 
fendant. 

Huston,  J.,  concurs.    Sultjvan,  C.  J., 
did  not  sit  in  the  hearing  of  this  case. 

ON  REHBARINO. 

(May  18,  1893.) 

Morgan,  J.  The  plaintiff  files  motion  for 
rehearing  in  this  case,  and  cites,  as  an  ad- 
ditional authority,  Harvey  v.  Foster,  64 
Cal.  296,1  in  Hupport  of  his  contention  that 
the  obligors  in  the  bond  cannot  be  heard 
to  plead  that  the  attachment  was  Issued 
upon  a  false  or  insufficient  affidavit.  In 
that  case,  however,  there  was  no  bond 
given  for  the  release  of  the  property  from 
the  lien  of  the  attachment.  The  conten- 
tion was  between  the  attaching  creditor 
and  a  mortgagee  of  the  property  levied  on^ 
for  the  amount  realised  from  the  sale  of 
the  property  in  excess  of  the  amount  nec- 
essary to  discharge  the  mortgage  decree:  < 
the  attaching  creditor  claiming  it  to  sat- 
isfy his  judgment,  and  the  mortgagee, 
Kraft,  claiming  it  to  satisfy  a  promissory 
note  which  he  held  against  the  judgment 
debtor,  defendant  la  the  original  suit. 
The  cases  are  not  parallel.    There  was 
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no  privity  of  interent  betweeD  the  attach- 
ing creditor  and  the  mortgagee.  Th49  lat- 
ter bad  no  Interest  whatever  In  the  orig- 
inal anit,  and  had  no  rights  or  obligations 
growing  ont  of  said  salt,  nor  out  ol  any 
of  the  proceedings  connected  therewith. 
In  the  case  at  bar  the  liability  of  the  de- 
fendants Montandon  and  Granjer  grew 
ont  of  and  were  dependent  npon  the  issu- 
ing of  the  attachment,  and  the  validity 
of  the  attachment  depended  npon  the  fact 
that  a  trne  and  sufBcient  affidavit  in  con- 
formity with  the  statute  had  been  placed 
on  flle.  The  lien  acquired  by  attachment 
la  an  extraordinary  remedy,  and  depend- 
ent wholly  upon  the  statute,  and  the  stat- 
ute must  be  strictly,  or  at  least  substan- 
tlally^  complied  with.  The  defendants 
Montandon  and  Cramer  were  not  parties 
to  the  original  suit,  and  could  not  appear 
therein,  ami  mov  for  n  dissolution  of 
the  attachment.  They  have  had  no  day 
In  court.  An  attachment  issued  upon 
a  false  or  fatally  defective  affidavit  stands 
in  the  same  position  as  an  attachment 
issued  without  any  affidavit;  and  can  it 
be  successfully  contended  that  a  bond  exe- 
ented  to  release  property  from  the  lien  of 
an  attachment  issued  without  affidavit, 
and  therefore  without  any  Jurisdiction,  is 
supported  by  a  valuable  consideration? 
If  the  defendants  in  this  suit  cannot  go 
back  of  the  naked  bond,  then  they  cannot 
Bhow  that  their  obligation  is  without 
any  consideration;  a  position,  it  seems  to 
ns,  contrary  to  the  plainest  principles  of 
Justice.  The  case  of  Porter  v.  Pico,  55  Gal. 
173,  Is  cited  in  Harvey  v.  Foster,  in  which 
the  court  say:  ** Any  irregularities  In  ob- 
taining the  attachment  were  waived  by 
the  defendant  to  the  suit  when  he  ap- 
peared and  answered,  without  taking 
advantage  of  them,  by  motion  or  other- 
wise. In  the  course  of  the  proceedings." 
Waived  by  the  defendants  in  the  original 
suit  It  may  be,  but  these  defendants  were 
not  parties  to  this  waiver.  The  original 
defendant,  Bartsch,  owed  the  debt  to 
Murphy.  The  method  adopted  for  col- 
lecting was  not  so  material  to  him. 
These  defendants  did  not  owe  the  debt. 
The  consideration  for  their  promise,  if  any 
existed,  was  the  release  of  the  lien  of  ihe 
attachment,  which  in  this  case  was  in- 
valid. In  the  discussion  of  this  subject  In 
Wade.  Attachm.  §  190,  the  following  cases 
are  referred  to : 

Barry  v.  Foyles,  I  Pet.  315.  In  this  case 
the  court  say :  -After  the  defendant  has 
appeared  and  [pleaded]  answered,  no  ref- 


erence can  be  made  to  the  attachment 
proceedings,  and  the  cause  stands  in  court 
as  If  no  attachment  had  been  Issued.* 
This  was  not  a  suit  upon  the  bond,  and 
Is  therefore  not  in  point. 

Haggart  v.  Morgan,  5  N.  Y.  422.  In  this 
case  the  defendant  was  on  the  bond  with 
his  sureties,  and  the  court  held  that  when 
attachment  was  issued  the  defendant  had 
the  opportunity  of  contesting  all  proceed- 
ings to  procure  attachment.  After  an- 
swer, he  could  notquestion  the  regularity 
of  attachment  proceedings. 

In  Vonrhees  v.  Bank,  IC  Pet.  473,  land 
was  sold  and  conveyed  afterjudgment  ob- 
tained by  attachment  proceeding's.  The 
couit  holds:  ''When  ejectment  was 
brought  upon  this  title,  the  original  Judg- 
ment Is  conclusively  presumed  to  be  regu- 
lar, and  cannot  be  questioned  in  this  col- 
lateral proceeding.**  If  defendant  In  the 
original  action  neglects  the  method  pointed 
out  by  law  to  remedy  errors,  (by  appeal,) 
he  cannot  do  so  In  a  collateral  proceed- 
ing. This  case  Is  not  similar  to  the  case 
at  bar. 

Holding  a  contrary  doctrine,  we  find, 
among  others,  the  following  cases:  In 
Homan  v.  Brinckerhotf,  1  Denio,  184,  at- 
tachment was  Issued  upon  giving  a  bond 
which  in  its  conditions  was  faulty,  and 
did  not  comply  with  the  statute.  Attach- 
ment was  levied  upon  property.  Bond 
was  given  to  release  the  property.  Suit 
was  brought  upon  the  bond.  Judgment  in' 
original  suit  being  given,  and  not  paid. 
Held,  the  Justice,  by  reason  of  defective 
bond,  did  not  acquire  Jurisdiction  to  Issue 
the  attachment.  The  court  say:  **The 
court  obtained  Jurisdiction  In  the  attach- 
ment suit  wlien  the  defendant  Davis  ap- 
peared and  pleaded  to  the  declaration. 
Judgment  was  therefore  valid.  But  that 
will  not  aid  the  plaintiff.  He  did  not  hold 
the  property  under  the  Judgment,  no  ex- 
«9CutIon  having  been  levied  upon  it.  Al- 
though the  plaintiff  had  got  a  valid  Judg- 
ment, he  had  no  other  hold  upon  the  prop- 
erty than  such  as  the  attachment  gave 
him,  and  that  was  utterly  void  for  want 
of  Jurisdiction  to  issue  It.  **  In  Whiley  v. 
Sherman,  3  Denio,  185.  the  above  case  Is 
commented  upon  and  approved  as  to 
above  point;  decision  rendered  In  July, 
1846.  In  December,  1S46,  in  Kanouse  v. 
Dormedy,  3  Denio,  569,  the  same  court, 
(N.  T.  Ct.  App.,)  in  suit  brought  upon  a 
bond  given  to  release  property  levied  upon 
by  attachment,  the  court  pass  upon  the 
question  as  to  validity  of  the  bond.    Aifl- 
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davit  for  attachment  wai  required  to 
state  nonresldence  uf  defendant  In  attach- 
ment suit.  Sureties  on  the  bond  appeared » 
and  |;>leaded  that  defend  ant  was  a  resident 
of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  therefore 
that  the  affldayit  for  attachment  was  not 
true,  and  the  attachment  was  issued  with* 
out  Jurisdiction.  The  court,  Walworth. 
Ch.,  held  that  the  onus  of  proving  that 
defendant  was  a  resident  of  the  state  of 
New  Yoric  when  attachment  was  issued 
was  upon  the  defendants,  and  not  upon 
plaintiff;  In  effect  holding  that,  If  defend- 
ants had  made  this  proof,  the  bond  would 
have  been  without  consideration  and  void. 
Wright,  Senator,  in  his  opinion  in  the 
same  case,  says :  ^  In  order  to  obtain  the 
attachment  it  was  necessary  for  the  plain- 
tiff to  prove  before  the  officer  to  whom  the 
application  was  addressed,  affirmatively 
and  distinctly— i'/rat,  that  the  debtor 
was  a  nonresident;  aecond,  that  the  cred- 
itor was  a  resident,  or,  if  he  was  a  non- 
resident, that  the  demand  arose  upon  a 
contract  made  within  the  state."  And 
** suppose  the  attaching  creditor  should 
omit  to  state  in  his  affidavit  before  the 
)udge  that  his  demand  arose  upon  con- 
tract. Judgment,  or  decree  amounting  to 
one  hundred  dollars,  does  any  one  believe 
that  the  proceedings  under  the  attach- 
ment issued  upon  ^uch  an  affidavit  could 
be  sustained  for  any  purpose?  The  ques- 
tion of  Jurisdiction  must  always  remain 
open  to  the  debtor,  and,  if  the  officer  had 
no  Jurisdiction,  the  whole  proceeding  was 
coram  non  Jndice.  If  it  must  always  re- 
main open,  then  it  would  be  competent 
for  the  debtor  to  show  upon  the  trial, 
as  a  defence  to  the*  bond,  by  evidence,  that 
the  creditor  was  not  a  resident  of  the 
state,  and  therefore  that  the  bond  and  all 
other  proceedings  in  the  matter  were 
void  as  to  blm."  These  cases  are  pre- 
cisely similar  to  the  case  at  bar,  and  hold 
squarely  to  the  position  taken  in  this  case 
in  the  original  opinion.  We  are  aware 
that  there  are  quite  a  variety  of  decirilons 
in  the  several  states  upon  this  question, 
but  we  think  this  holding  Is  more  in  con- 
sonance with  the  spirit  of  Justice,  which 
should  be  the  groundwork  of  all  Judicial 
proceedings.  The  appeal  In  this  case  was 
from  the  order  denying  the  defendant  a 
new  trial.  This  court  reverses  that  deci- 
sion, and  the  order  of  the  court  should  be 
and  is  that  appellants  have  a  new  trial. 
With  this  change  the  rehearing  is  denied.

Before 
this  action  came  on  for  trial,  plaintitr  died, 
and  Alex  E.  Mayhew,  administrator  of 
his  estate,  was  substituted  as  party  plain- 
tiff. The  other  by  Andrew  J.  Knott 
against  the  same  defendant  to  recover  an 
Interest  In  ftertain  mining  property.  From 
a  judgment  dismissing  both  actions,  plain- 
tiffs appeal.    Afflrmed. 

These  cases  were  argued  and  submitted 
together,  and  as  the  evidence  is  the  same 
substantially  in  each  case,  and  the  legal 
questions  invdlved  are  the  same,  they  arts 
considered  together  by  this  court.

A  partnership  in  lands  or  a  partnership 
in  mines  is  not  required  to  be  evidenced  In 
the  manner  of  the  conveyance  of  real  es- 
tate, and  Is  not  within  the  statute  of 
frauds.

An  Interest  in  real  property  cannot  be 
estfiblished  by  parol.  Bird  v.  Morrison,  13 
Wis.  138;  Deloney  v.  Hutcheson,  2  Rand.

458;  Dewey  V.  Dewey«  85  Vt.  555;  Pitts  v. 
Waugh,  4  Mass.  424;  Hale  v,  Henrle,  S 
Watts,  145. 
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Huston,  J.  Tho  aetfon  of  Maybew  v. 
Burke  was  coiDmeoced  by  Charles  E. 
Bruce,  plaintiff,  against  tbe  defendant, 
John  M.  Burke,  to  establish  an  alleged 
partnership  between  plaintiff  and  defend- 
ant, and  for  an  accounting  between  them 
of  the  affairs  of  the  alleged  partnership, 
and  a  conveyance  by  the  defendant  to  the 
plaintiff  of  certain  interests  in  mines  and 
mining  claims  standing  in  the  name  of 
defendant,  but  claimed  by  plaintiff  to  be 
assetsof  said  partnership.  Tbecompluint 
is.  in  substance,  as  follows:  ** [Title  of 
court  and  cause.]  The  plaintiff  in  the 
above-entitled  action  complains  of  the 
above-named  defendant,  and  for  cause  of 
action  alleges:  (1)  That  heretofora,  to- 
wit,  on  or  about  the  Ist  day  of  June,  1884, 
at  tbe  town  of  Murray,  Shoshone  county, 
Idaho  territory,  the  plaintiff  and  defend- 
ant entered  into  and  formed  a  copartner- 
ship for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a  mer- 
cantile business  in  the  said  town  of  Mur- 
ray, and  for  the  further  purpose  of  acquir- 
ing mining  property,  to-wit,  quarts  and 
placer  mining  property,  by  location  and 
purchase,  in  their  own  names,  or  either  of 
their  names,  in  what  was  then  and  now 
is  known  as  the  'Coeur  d*Alene  Mining 
Region,'  in  the  county  and  territory  afore- 
said, under  the  firm  name  and  style  of 
John  M.  Burke  &  Co. ;  and  that  thereafter 
they  entered  upon  and  continued  to  trans- 
act such  copartnership  business  under 
their  firm  name.  (2)  That  since  tbe  com- 
mencement of  the  said  copartnership  they 
continued  to  transact  a  mercantile  busi- 
ness in  tbe  town  and  county  aforesaid, 
until  they  discontinued  their  mercantile 
bnsineais  in  said  town,  on  or  about  the 
15th  day  of  February,  1888,  without  dis- 
solving said  copartnership,  or  having  any 
settlement  of  the  same.  (3)  That  it  was 
mutually  (verbally)  agree<l,  by  and  be- 
tween said  plaintiff  and  defendant,  that 
the  said  plaintiff  was  to  take  charge  of 
the  mercantile  business  aforesaid,  and  to 
pay  his  entire  attention  to  the  same,  and 
that  the  said  defendant,  in  consideration 
of  tbe  plaintiff  attending  to  the  mercantile 
business,  was  to  attend  to  the  acquiring 
mining  property  by  location  and  purchase 
as  aforesaid.  (4)  That  the  said  plaintiff 
did,  under  the  said  agreement  between 
said  parties,  take  charge  of  the  said  mer- 
cantile business  in  said  town,  and  did  give 
and  devote  his  entire  attention  to  the 
same,  until  tbe  same  was  discontinued  by 
mutual  consent  of  said  parties.  (5)  That 
said  defendant  has,  since    entering  into

said  copartnership,  acquired  and  accumu- 
lated a  large  number  of  quartz  mining 
claims,  and  certain  undivided  Interent 
therein,  in  his  own  name,  and  that  the 
said  defendant  is  now  the  holder  of  a  cer- 
tain nndivided  interest  in  and  to  all  that 
certain  named  and  described  quarts  min- 
ing claim  hereto  attached  and  made  a 
part  of  this  complaint,  marked '  Exhibit  A.' 

(6)  That  the  said  defendant,  during  the 
continuance  of  the  said  copartnership,  ac- 
quired in  his  own  name,  by  location  and 
purchase,  and  sold  and  disposed  of  for  a 
large  sum  of  money,  the  amount  being 
wholly  and  entirely  unknown  to  this  plain- 
tiff, an  interest  In  and  to  all  those  certain 
quartz  mining  claims  named  and  descrit>ed 
in  the  list  hereto  attached,  marked  'Exhib- 
it B,'  and   made  part  of  this  complaint. 

(7)  That  the  said  defendant  has,  during 
the  continuance  of  said  copartnership,  ac- 
quired in  his  own  name  other  real  proper- 
ty, to- wit,  an  interest  in  the  town-site  of 
Milo,  (the  amount  of  said  interest  being 
unknown  to  the  plaintiff,)  which  the  said 
defendant  has  sold  and  disposed  of  for  a 
large  sum  of  money,  the  amount  of  which 
is  unknown  to  this  plaintiff.  (8)  That  the 
defendant  has  received  a  large  amount  of 
stock  or  shares  in  different  corporations 
for  mining  properties  which  said  defend- 
ant has  sold  to  said  corporations,  the 
amount  of  said  stock  or  shares,  and  the 
value  thereof,  being  unknown  to  this  plain- 
tiff. (9)  That  this  plaintiff,  by  the  said 
agreement  of  copartnership,  is  entitled  to 
an  undivided  one-half  Interest  In  all  of  the 
said  quartz  mining  property  before  men- 
tioned and  described  In  Exhibit  A,  and  Is 
entitled  to  one-half  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  all  the  said  mining  properties  men- 
tioned and  described  in  Exhibit  B,  and  to 
one-half  of  all  the  stock  and  shares,  or  the 
value  thereof,  that  the  said  defendant  has 
heretofore  received,  or  now  holds,  in  the 
different  corporations  aforesaid,  for  min- 
ing properties  sold  to  said  corporations 
as  aforesaid,  and  is  entitled  to  one-half 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  defendant's 
interest  in  the  town-site  of  MIlo.  (10) 
That  since  the  commencement  of  the  said 
copartnership  the  defendant  has  wrong- 
fully, and  without  the  assent  of  the  plain- 
tiff, applied  a  large  sum  of  money,  or  re- 
ceipts and  profits  of  the  said  business,  to 
his  own  use,  and  by  reason  thereof  has  be- 
come indebted  to  the  said  plaintiff,  and 
impeded  the  business  thereof.  (11)  That 
the  plaintiff  has  repeatedly  requested  the 
defendant  to  pay  to  the  said  plaintiff  his 
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Interest  and  share  of  equal  copartnership 
as  aforesaid,  or  to  account  to  said  plain- 
tiff therefor;  but  that  the  defendant  has 
heretofore  netdected  and  refused,  and  still 
does  neglect  and  refuse,  so  to  account,  and 
has  threatened  to  continue  to  collect  and 
appropriate  the  copartnership  money  to 
his  own  use.  Wherefore  the  plain  tiff  prays 
that  tlie  said  copartnership  may  be  dis- 
solved, and  an  accountinif  taken  of  all 
dealings  and  transactions  thereof;  (2) 
that  the  said  defenuant  be  required,  by 
this  honorable  court,  to  convey,  by  i^ood 
and  sufficient  deeds,  to  this  plaintiff,  the 
undivided  one-half  Interest  of  all  the  said 
mining  property  mentioned  and  describ- 
ed in  Exhibit  A:  (B)  that  the  remaining 
property  of  the  firm  be  sold,  and  the 
firm's  debts  and  liabilities  paid  off»  and 
the  surplus,  if  any,  divided  between  the 
plaintiff  and  defendant,  according  to  their 
respective  interests,— and  that  the  plaintiff 
may  have  Judgment  for  su<!h  amount  as 
may  be  found  due  this  plaintiff,  and  for 
such  other  relief  as  may  be  Just  in  the 
premises,  together  with  costs  of  this  suit. 
And  the  plaintiff  will  ever  pray, "  etc.  "  A. 
E.  Mayhkw,  Atty.for  Plff.  **  Then  follows, 
as  an  exhibit,  a  list  of  the  various  mining 
and  otherreal  properties  claimed  by  plain- 
tiff to  belong  to  said  alleged  partnership. 
The  answer  denies  specifically  and  gener- 
ally all  the  allegations  of  the  complaint. 
Bruce,  the  plaintiff,  having  died  pending 
the  suit,  on  suggestion  A.  E.  Mayhew,  ad- 
ministrator of  the  estate  of  Bruce,  was 
substituted  as  plaintiff.  The  case  was 
heard  by  the  court  without  a  Jury,  and, 
after  the  introduction  of  the  evidence  on 
the  part  of  plaintiff,  the  defendant  moved 
the  court  to  strike  out  all  the  testimony 
Introduced  by  plaintiff,  which  motion  was 
granted  by  the  court,  upon  the  ground 
that  It  Is  Incompetent  to  prove  a  partner- 
ship In  lands  by  parol  evidence.  The  de- 
fendant then  moved  for  Judgment,  which 
motion  was  granted  by  the  court,  and 
Judgment  was  thereupon  entered  in  favor 
of  the  defendant,  and  against  the  plaintiff, 
and  from  this  Judgment  this  appeal  Is 
taken. 

The  appellant  assigns  six  specifications 
of  error,  only  two  of  which  were  urged  at 
the  hearing  here, — the  first  and  second. 
The  first  specification  of  error  is  that  ''the 
court  erred  in  sustaining  the  plaint1ff*s 
motion  to  strike  out  the  testimony  intro- 
duced by  the  plaintiff  In  support  of  his 
cause  uf  action;*'  and  the  second,  '*The 


court  erred  In  dismissing  the  plaintiff's  ae* 
tion." 

The  plaintiff  alleges  a  verbal  partner- 
ship entered  into,  by  and  between  plain- 
tiff and  defendant,  on  or  about  the  let 
day  of  June,  18^,  at  the  town  of  Marray, 
in  the  county  of  Shoshone,  Idaho  terri- 
tory, for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a 
mercantile  business  In  said  town  of  Mar- 
ray,  and  for  the  further  purpose  of  ac- 
quiring mining  property,  to-wic,  qnartz 
and  placer  mining  property,  by  location 
and  purchase.  In  their  own  names,  or 
either  of  their  names.  In  what  was  then 
known  as  the  "Coeur  d'Alene  Mining 
Region;"  that  the  name  and  style  of  the 
firm  was  John  M.  Burke  ft  Co.  No  other 
terms  or  conditions  of  said  contract  of 
partnership  are  alleged,  except  what  is 
contained  in  the  third  subdivision  of  the 
complaint:  ''That  It  was  verbally  agreed, 
by  and  between  said  plaintiff  and  defend- 
ant, that  said  plaintiff  was  to  take  charge 
of  the  mercantile  business  aforesaid,  and 
to  pay  his  entire  attention  to  the  same; 
and  that  the  said  defendant,  in  considera- 
tion of  the  plaintiff  attending  to  the  mer- 
cantile business,  was  to  attend  to  the 
acquiring  of  mining  property  by  location 
and  purchase,  as  aforesaid."  Not  a  word 
is  said  in  the  complaint  as  to  the  amount 
of  capital  to  be  employed  in  the  transac- 
tions of  this  firm,  nor  in  what  propor- 
tion the  capita]  was  to  be  furnished  as  be^ 
tween  the  partners.  A  mercantile  business 
was  carried  on  for  nearly  four  years,  as 
Is  alleged  in  the  complaint:  and  yet  it  la 
not  alleged,  nor  is  it  shown  by  the  testi- 
mony In  this  case,  that  either  of  the  part- 
ners ever  furnished  a  dollar  of  capital. 
This  complaint  was  by  Charles  £.  Brnoe, 
verified  by  him,  and  he  must  certainly 
have  known  the  amount  of  capital.  If  any, 
(and  we  are  not  at  liberty  to  infer  that 
such  a  business  could  be  carried  on  with* 
out  some  capital,)  that  was  Invested  la 
said  business,  and  the  amount  furnished 
by  each  one.  As  the  terms  of  the  partner- 
ship are  set  out  in  the  complaint,  the 
labor  of  Bruce  in  running  the  store  was 
to  stand  off  the  work  and  labor  of  Burke 
In  acquiring  mining  property  by  location 
and  purchase.  If  Bruce  furnished  the 
capital,  or  any  portion  of  It,  either  to 
carry  on  the  mercantile  buslnesa,  or  to 
pay  the  expense  of  purchasing  or  prospect- 
ing for  mines,  would  he  not  have  so  stat- 
ed? His  silence  upon  this  matter  Is  pain- 
fully suggestive.    On    the  other   hand,  if 
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Barke  farnlnhed  all  the  capital  to  be,  or 
that  waa,  uned  In  the  traDRactloos  of  ^be 
firm,  and  Bruce  furnlsbed  nothing  out 
bla  serrlces  In  tbe  atore,  and  was  to  be 
equally  Interested  with  Burke  In  all  min- 
ing operations,  it  would  present  such  a 
novel  contract  of  partnership  as  would 
require  very  clear  proof,  in  the  face  of  a 
denial  by  one  of  the  alleg^ed  partners,  to 
establish  it.  Where  a  party  comes  Into  a 
court  of  equity  seokins  to  establish  a 
partnership,  and  the  trust  resultrns:  there^ 
from,  by  parol  evidence,  he  should  be  most 
clear  and  explicit,  both  in  the  settlna: 
forth  of  his  cause   of  action    and   in    his 

g roofs.  Even  those  courts  which  have 
eld  that  a  partnership  in  lauds,  or  rather 
in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  lands,  may  be 
proven  by  parol,  have  uniformly  held 
that  the  proofs  must  be  clear  and  certain. 
While  we  concede  that  a  partnership,  for 
the  purpose  of  dealing  in  mining  proper- 
ties, may  be  proved  by  parol,  still  the 
proof  of  such  partnership  must  be  clpar 
and  certain,  and,  after  a  most  carefull 
and  scrutiniilng  study  of  the  evidence  in 
this  case,  we  are  compelled  to  say  that 
neither  the  pleadings  nor  the  proofs  pre- 
sent SDch  a  case  as  would  warrant  a  court 
of  equity  in  decreeing  a  partnership 
eatablished. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  evidence,  nor  in 
tbe  allegations  of  the  complaint,  which 
even  Intimates  that  any  of  the  property 
aonsht  to  be  subjected  to  the  partnership 
was  purchased  or  procured  by  partuer- 
flblp  funds;  and  certainly  it  will  not  seri- 
ously be  contended  that  the  statement  of 
the  terms  of  the  copartnership,  as  set 
forth  in  the  complaint,  will  warrant  any 
such  presumption.  The  plaintiff  does  not 
allege,  or  attempt  to  prove,  that  he  ever 
famished  or  pot  into  the  partnership  one 
dollar  of  money  or  property.  All  of  the 
property  set  forth  and  described  in  the 
complaint,  it  is  shown  by  the  evidence, 
was  acquired  by  the  defendant,  and,  in 
the  absence  of  any  proof  to  the  contrary, 
presumably  by  the  use  of  his  own  means. 
The  books  of  the  firm  of  John  M.  Burke 
ft  Co.  were  introduced  in  evidence,  but 
they  failed  to  furnish  the  slightest  proof 
of  a  partnership  between  the  plaintiff  and 
defendant,  beyond  the  mercantile  busi- 
ness, and  these  books  were  kept  and  con- 
trolled by  Bruce.  The  only  evidence 
offered  by  the  plaintiff  in  support  of  his 
complaint,  or  to  establish  the  alleged  co- 
partnership, was  ceitain   admissions   or 


statements  of  the  defendant  made  to,  and 
in  the  presence  of,  certain  witnesses.  All 
the  authorities  unite  in  pronouncing  this 
the  least  satisfactory-  of  any  class  of  evi- 
dence. We  doubt  if  a  case  can  be  found 
where  a  partnership  of  this  character  has 
ever  been  perfLltted  to  be  established 
upon  this  kind  of  evidence  alone.  Some 
letteiti  of  defendant  to  the  plaintiff  were 
introduced,  but  they  do  not  even  tend  to 
prove  the  partnership  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint. The  preponderance  of  authority 
is  in  favor  of  the  rule  that,  to  take  a  case 
out  of  the  operation  of  the  statute  of 
frauds,  it  must  appear  that  the  lands 
were  purchased,  or  to  be  purchased,  with 
the  funds  of  the  partnership.  1  Bates, 
Partn.  §  9^2,  and  cases  cited  in  note. 

The  two  cases  were  heard  together  in 
this  court,  and  with  one  exception  in- 
volved the  same  questions,  and  we  may 
therefore  look  at  the  evidence  of  the  two 
cases  together.  The  pleadings  are  sub- 
stantially the  same  in  both  cases.  In  the 
case  of  Mayhew  v.  Burke  there  was  no 
evidence  offered  by  the  defendant.  In  the 
case  of  Knott  v.  Burke  the  evidence  of  the 
defendant  is  given.  Examining  this  evi- 
dence, we  find  that  none  of  the  property 
mentioned  in  the  complaint  was  pur- 
chased or  procured  by  partnership  funds, 
but  wholly  by  means  furnished  by  defend- 
ant. It  moreover  appears  that  all  of  the 
funds  with  which  the  mercantile  business 
was  started,  and  the  credit  upon  which  it 
was  sustained,  were  supplied  by  the  de- 
fendant. The  paper  writing  signed  by  the 
defendant,  and  which  purported  to  be  an 
admisHion  by  defendant  that  Brnce  was  a 
full  partner  with  him  In  his  mining  opera- 
tions, and  which  writing  was  introduced 
by  plaintiff  in  both  cases,  and  stricken  out 
by  the  court  upon  the  ground  that  it  was 
inadmissible  under  the  pleadings,  the  tes- 
timony of  the  defendant  explains,  and  is 
corroborated  by  an  examination  of  the 
paper  itself.  We  have  examined  with  a 
great  deal  of  care  the  cases  cited  by  the 
appellant's  counsel  In  their  brief,  and  we 
are  unable  to  see  the  applicability  of  any 
one  of  them  to  the  cases  under  considera- 
tion here.  In  Fuirchild  v.  Fairchlld,  64  N. 
Y.  471,  the  plaintiffs  and  defendants  were 
acknowledged  partners.  One  of  the  part* 
ners  purchased  real  property  with  part- 
nership funds,  and,  as  the  court  finds, 
with  the  intention  and  understanding,  by 
all  the  members  of  the  firm,  that  said  prop- 
erty so  purchased  belonged  to  the  firm  as- 
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■eta,  and  all  payments,  expenaes,  etc., 
were  kept  upon  the  tlrip  books,— a  palpa- 
ble difference,  we  apprehend,  between  that 
case  and  the  cases  at  bar,  in  which  It  Is 
neither  alleged  nor  proved  that  any  of  the 
property  In  question  was  purchased  or 
procured  with  the  funds  of  the  partner- 
ship. The  case  of  Traphagen  v.  Burt,  67 
N.  Y.  30,  was  another  case  where  the  land 
was  both  purchased  and  Improved  by  the 
Joint  funds  of  plaintitf  and  defendant, 
who  were  acknowledged  partners.  The 
question  of  partnership  did  not  arise 
either  in  this  case  or  the  case  In  64  N;  Y. 
The  question  In  both  of  those  cases  was 
whether  certain  realty  purchased  in  the 
name  of  one  partner,  with  funds  of  the  co- 
partnership, should  be  considered  partner- 
ship property.  Miller  t.  Ball,  64  N.  Y.  286, 
deals  solely  with  the  question  of  part  per- 
formance. Says  the  court  in  Fairchild  v, 
Falrchlld,  supra:  "Proof  of  partnership, 
for  the  purpose  of  buying  and  selling  land, 
presents  a  different  question  from  that 
which  arises  when  an  existing  partner- 
ship purchases  land  for  its  use  or  benefit:" 
and  the  same  distinction  is  recognized  by 
Judge  Story  in  Smith  v.  Burnham,  3  Sum. 
485.  In  the  case  of  Welland  v.  Huber,  8  Nev. 
203,  the  partnership  was  not  contested. 
Bettembre  v.  Putnam,  30  Cal.  490:  The 
owners  of  a  mine  agreed  with  another 
party.  If  be  would  devote  his  labor  and 
•kill  In  exploring  and  developing  the  mine, 
they  would  furnish  him  with  tools  and 
provisions,  and  give  him  a  share  in  the 
mine,  if  It  proved  valuable,  and  the  ac- 
tion was  brought  to  enforce  this  contract. 
In  Knott  V.  Burke  the  plaintiff  seeks  to 
recover  from  the  defendant  certain  Inter- 
est in  mining  property  alleged  to  have 
been  conveyed  to  him  by  Charles  E.  Bruce 
In  hfs  llfe-tlme.  Said  deed  purports  to 
have  been  executed  by  Charles  E.  Bruce, 
and  John  M.  Burke  by  Charles  E.  Bruce, 
his  attorney  in  fact,  dated  May  5, 1890, 
and  recorded  on  May  23, 1890,  the  same 
day  the  suit  was  commenced.  The  power 
of  attorney  from  Burke  to  Bruce  bears 
date  November  27, 1886,  and  contains  the 
usual  power  of  revocation.  It  was  re- 
corded December  7, 1886.  This  power  of 
attorney  was  revoked  by  an  Instrument 
in  writing,  duly  executed  and  acknowl- 
edged by  John  M.  Burke  on  the  20th  day 
of  April,  1888,  and  recorded  In  proper  office 
on  April  23, 1888.  It  Is  claimed  by  counsel 
for  the  appellant  that  this  power  of  attor- 
ney was  Irrevocable,  being  coupled  with 
an  interest,  to-wit,  the  Interest  of  Bruce, 


as  the  partner  of  Burke,  in  the  property 
purporting  to  be  conveyed.  The  plaintiff 
failing  to  establish  the  partnership,  of 
course  this  contention  fails.  We  have 
been  unable  to  Hud  any  authority  or 
precedent  which  would  Justify  the  finding 
of  a  partnership  upon  the  evidence  in  this 
case.  Conceding  all  that  Is  claimed  under 
the  authorities  which  follow  Dale  v.  Ham- 
ilton, 5  Hare,  381,  we  would  still  be  with- 
out support  in  such  a  conclusion.  The 
defendant  admits  the  copartnership  In 
merchandising,  and  the  Instrument  exe- 
cuted by  him,  and  Introduced  by  plaintiff, 
mfide  a  distinction  between  the  merchan- 
dise business  and  the  mining  operations. 
The  testimony  of  Judge  Mayhew,  while 
given  with  characteristic  frankness  and 
candor,  utterly  fails  to  sustain  the  allega- 
tions of  the  complaint,  and  the  same 
may  bo  said  of  the  testimony  of  Judge 
(laggett  and  of  the  other  witnesses  on 
the  part  of  the  plaintiff.    It  Ib  made  up 

entirely  of  the  recollection,  by  witnesses, 
of  expressions  of  defendant  made  fn  desul- 
tory talks  and  conversations  which  took 
place  several  years  ago;  as  Instance,  In 
the  case  of  the  witness  Rutherford,  (he 
was  a  sort  of  general  clerk  about  the  store 
of  John  M.  Burke  &  Co.,)  referring  to  con- 
versations between  Bruce  and  the  defend- 
ant, he  says:  "I  have  heard  them  talking 
there,  sir,  and  my  business  was  working 
around  the  store,  and  I  stayed  there,  and 
couldn't  pay  attention  to  everything  that 
was  said.  Sometimes  I  wasn't  busy,  and 
would  hear  some  of  the  conversations  ex- 
pressed between  then>;  but  all  the  facts  I 
don't  know."  Further  on,  this  witness 
testifies,  in  answer  to  a  question  to  that 
Intent:  ''My  hearing  has  always  been 
affected,  more  or  less,  ever  since  I  was 
twenty  odd  years  of  age."  ••Whenever  I 
catch  cold  it's  worse  than  at  other  times.** 
And  against  this  sort  of  testimony  we 
have  the  clear,  lucid  statements  of  the  de- 
fendant, Burke,  as  to  all  the  transactions 
and  dealings  between  himself  and  Bruce; 
which,  while  they  would  appear  extreme- 
ly erratic  and  heterodox  to  the  conserva- 
tive **  gold-bug"  of  the  land  of  the  rising 
sun,  are,  nevertheless,  most  familiar  to  the 
"bare-footed  silver  baron"  of  the  Pacific 
slope.  It  Is  clearly  shown  by  the  evidence 
that  Burke  furnished  all  the  capital  used 
In  the  mercantile  business,  as  well  as  in 
the  mining  operations;  that  Bruce  was 
brought  to  the  country  by  Hurke  tu  look 
after  the  store,  and  had  a  half  Interest 
therein  for  his  services.    This  is  what  ths 
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evidence  clearly  estabHsbee,  and  upon 
this  evidence  we  tblnk  tbe  conclusion  of 
the  district  court  was  clearly  correct,  al- 
tnoush  we  are  not  fully  In  accord  witb 
tbe  reasons  be  fflves,  or  tbe  grounds  upon 
which  be  bases  bis  decision.  The  JudR- 
ment  of  the  district  court  In  tbe  cases  of 
Mayhew,  Adm'r,  etc.,  ▼.  Burke  and  Knott 
T.  Burke  are  aflQrmed,  with  costs  to  tbe 
respondent.

Huston,  J.  The  motion  to  dismiss  the 
appeal  In  this  case  Is  based  upon  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraph  7  of  rule  4  of  the 
rules  of  this  court,  and  the  non-compliance 
by  appellant  therewith.  Appellant  meets 
this  motion  with  an  application  to  the 
court  to  extend  the  time  for  fllinx  tran- 
script, thus,  as  It  were,  admitting  the  case 
made  by  respondents,  and  seeking  to 
avoid  the  consequences  by  appealing  to 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  9  of  rule  4. 
Judgment  was  rendered  February  2S,  1891. 
Notice  of  appeal  was  served  and  filed 
March  9, 1891,  undertaking  on  appeal  filed 
March  18,  ISDl,  statement  on  appeal  set- 
tled and  allowed  by  the  Judge  of  district 
court  September  15, 1891,  and  filed  with 
the  clerk  on  September  19,  1891.  Under 
tbe  rules  of  this  court  the  time  for  filing 
transcript  on  appeal  herein  expired  on  No- 
vember 19, 1891.  On  January  Itf,  1892,  re- 
spondents moved  this  court  for  leave  to 
place  the  case  upon  the  calendar,  and 
then  moved  to  dismiss  the  appeal  on  the 
ground  that  no  transcript  has  ever  been 


filed.  Affidavits  are  presented  by  appel* 
lant  In  support  of  his  request  for  further 
time  within  which  to  file  transcript,  and 
In  excuse  for  bis  delay  and  apparent 
Inches.  These  are  met  by  couuter-afllda- 
vits  on  the  part  of  the  respondents,  spo- 
cifically  and  unequivocally  denying  the 
statements  made  in  tbe  afiSdavits  on  tbe 
part  of  tbe  appellant.  It  Is  Impossible 
for  this  court  to  say  which  are  true  and 
which  are  false.  One  fact,  however,  Is 
undenied, — that  the  attorney  for  the  re- 
spondents, as  soon  as  the  statement  on  ap- 
peal was  filed  In  the  clerk*s  office,  immedl- 
atelv  sent  written  notice  of  the  fact  to  tbe 
atti>rneys  of  appellant.  The  laches  of  the 
appellant  in  this  case  are  too  palpable  to 
be  overlooked.  The  rules  of  the  court, 
while  subject  to  modification  when  tbe 

gromotlon  of  Justice  demands  It,  must  not 
e  considered  as  mere  scarecrows  of  the 
law.  The  proposition  of  counsel  that  the 
rules  of  the  court  are  in  contravention  of, 
or  any  way  Inconsistent  with,  the  stat- 
utes. Is  simply  idle.  The  motion  to  dis- 
miss the  appeal  is  allowed,  witb  costs.

Sullivan,  C.  J.  This  is  an  action 
brought  to  determine  the  right  of  appel- 
lant to  the  use  of  200  inches  of  the  waters 
of  Geertson  creek,  situated  in  Lemhi 
county.  The  complaint  alleges  that  the 
plaintiff  is  tbe  owner  and  in  the  posses- 
sion of  over  800  acres  of  land  situated  in 
said  Lemhi  county,  and,  for  the  purpose 
of  irrigating  said  land,  the  plaintiff,  dur- 
ing the  spring  of  1868,  and  whm  he  wap 
in  ^he  possession  of  said  land,  appropri- 
ated 200  inches  of  the  water  of  said  Geert- 
son creek ;  that  said  appropriation  was 
the  first  made  of  the  waters  of  said  creek ; 
that  at  frequent  times  during  the  three 
years  prior  to  the  commencement  of  this 
suit  the  defendants  had,  without  plain- 
tiff's consent,  diverted  the  waters  from 
said  creek  to  such  an  extent  as  to  whol!y 
deprive  plaintiff  of  the  water  so  appro- 
priated by  him, — and  demands  that  de- 
fendants be  restrained  from  in  any  man- 
ner interfering  with  plaintiff's  right  to  the 
use  of  the  water  of  said  creek  so  claimed 
and  diverted  by  him.  Upon  the  applica- 
tion of  Delos  Simons,  one  of  the  original 
defendants,  the  court  ordered  James  Beat- 
tie,  John  McGuigan,  and  the  Wah  Sing 
Mining  Company  to  be  brought  in  as  pur- 
ties  defendant:  and  thereupon  the  plain- 
tiff was  permitted  to  and  did  file  his  sup- 
plemental complaint,  alleging  that  said 
defendants  Beattle.  McGuigan,  and  tiie 
Wah  Sing  Mining  Company  had  diverted 
a  large  amount  of  the  water  of  said  Geert- 
son creek,  without  the  consent  of  plaintiff, 
to  his  damage,  and  demanded  that  ttiey 


be  perpetually  restrained  from  Interfering 
with  the  rights  of  plaintiff  to  tbe  oae  of 
said  water.  The  defendants,  except  the 
Wah  Sing  Mining  Company,  answered, 
and  by  cross-complaint  allege  their  right 
to  the  use  of  water  from  said  creek  under 
divers  appropriations.  The  cause  was 
tried  to  the  court  without  a  Jury,  and  tbe 
court  filed  its  decision  in  writing,  and 
Judgment  was  entered  thereon.  This  ap- 
peal was  taken  from  the  Judgment.  The 
appellant  specifies  two  errors,  and  de- 
mands that  the  case  be  reversed  and  re- 
manded for  a  new  trial.  The  respondents 
consent  to  a  reversal.  All  parties  seem 
anxious  for  a  new  trial. 

The  first  specification  of  error  Is,  in  sub- 
stance, that  the  findings  of  fact  do  not 
conform  to  the  issues  made  by  the.  plead- 
ings. Upon  an  Inspection  of  tbe  findings 
of  fact,  we  observe  that  they  contain 
many  flndinss  upon  issues  not  made  by 
the  pleadings,  and  that  they  do  not  find 
on  all  of  the  material  Issues  made  by  the 
pleadings. 

The  second  error  assigned  la  **  that  the 
Judgment  herein  enterad  is  against  law, 
for  the  reason  that  said  Judgment  does 
not  decree  or  adjudge  any  priority  of 
rights  to  the  waters  in  controvemy." 
The  pleadings  put  In  issue  the  rights  of 
the  parties  to  the  use  of  the  waters  of  said 
creek,  according  to  the  priority  of  appro- 
priation; and  the  court  should  have  de- 
termined the  rights  of  the  parties  upon 
that  issue,  and  entered  Judgment  accord- 
ingly. Findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  of 
law  similar  to  those  entered  In  the  case  at 
bar  were  commented  on  at  some  length  by 
this  court  in  its  opinion  rendered  at  this 
term  in  the  case  of  Kirk  v.  Bartholomew, 
29  Pac.  Rep.  40.i  Tbe  law,  as  therein 
laid  down,  governing  that  case,  is  also 
applicable  to  tbe  case  .at  bar,  so  far  as  it 
applies  to  the  issues  to  be  determined  and 
the  judgment  to  be  entered.  Under  the 
pleadings  the  court  below  must  determine 
the  date  of  each  appropriation  through 
which  the  several  parties  claim  their 
rights,  the  amount  of  water  appropriated 
by  each  party  for  a  useful  or  beneficial 
purpose,  and  order  Judgment  to  be  en- 
tered, giving  the  parties  first  In  time  the 
superior  right,  to  the  extent  of  their  ap- 
propriation for  a  useful  or  beneficial  pur- 
pose. Tlie  Judgment  is  reversed,  and  the 
case  is  remanded  for  a  new  trial  In  ac- 
cordance with  this  opinion.   Three-fourths

If  the  collection  of  a  tax  would  lead  to 
a  multiplicity  of  suits,  or  produce  irrepar- 
able injury,  or  if  the  property  be  real  es- 
tate, and  tbe  tax  throws  a  cloud  upon  tbe 
title  c»f  the  complainant,  a  court  of  equity 
will  interfere  by  injunction,  and  prevent 
the  collector  from  enforcing  tbe  collection 
of  tbe  tax.  Dows  v.  City  of  Chicago,  11 
Wall.  110;  Society  v.  Austin,  46  Cal.  488; 
High,  Inj.  §50().

HrsTON,  J.  Tbis  action  was  brought 
by  tbe  plaintiff  to  enjoin  the  defendant, 
who  is  tbe  assessor  and  tax  collector  of 
Bingham  county,  from  collecting  a  school 
tax  aHsessed  on  certain  real  estate  ot 
plaintiff  by  tbe  board  ot  trustees  of 
school-district  No.  15  of  naid  county. 

The  ownership  and  description  of  the 
real  estate  is  set  forth  in  the  complaint. 
as  are,  also,  tbe  facts  constituting  the 
claimed  illegality  of  the  levy  and  assess- 
ment' and  the  com olaint  further   alleges 


that  such  tax  constitutpsaclond  upon  the 
title  to  said  real  estate  of  plaintiff,  etc. 
A  general  demurrer  wait  filed  to  the  com- 
plaint, which,  after  argument,  was  over- 
ruled by  tbe  court;  the  court  holding 
that  the  complaint  stated  facts  sufficient 
to  warrant  tbe  relief  prayed  for.  Tbis  rul- 
ing was  correct,  we  think. 

From  this  point  the  case  seems  to  have 
been  beard  and  determined  by  "H.  W. 
Smith,  pro  tem.  Judge,**  as  he  is  styled. 
The  case  was  beard  before  said  pro  tern* 
Judge  without  a  Jury.  After  hearing  tbe 
proofs  and  the  argument  of  counsel,  tbe 
said  Judge  pro  tew.  rendered  bis  findings 
of  fact,  wherein  nearly,  if  not  ull,  the  facts 
are  found  as  set  forth  in  the  complaint. 
The  court  then  finds  as  conclusion  of  law 
"that  plaintiff  is  not  entitled  to  ttie  relief 
prayed  for,  or  to  any  relief,  in  this  action ; 
that  defendant  is  entitled  to  Judgment 
for  bis  costs,"— and  Judgment  was  there- 
upon rendered  for  tbe  defendant  and 
against  plaintiff  for  costs,  and  from  tbis 
Judgment  appeal  is  taken.  His  honor,  the 
Judge  pro  tem.,  als<i  files  an  opinion, 
which  appears  in  the  record,  and  from 
which  we  learn  the  grounds  upon  which  be 
based  bis  conclusions  of  law  and  Judg- 
ment; and  it  seems  he  reverses  tbe  decis- 
ion made  by  tbe  district  court  upon  the 
demurrer,  in  holding  that  an  injunction 
will  not  lie  to  restrain  tbe  collection  of  an 
illegal  tax,  where  It  is  alleged  that  such 
tax  creates  a  cloud  upon  title.  This  ques- 
tion has  been  so  long  settled  that  it  does 
not  require  the  citation  of  authorities  to 
show  the  error  of  the  conclusion  to  which 
the  learned  Judge  pro  tem.  arrived.  1 
High,  InJ.  S  ^24.  and  cases  cited  in  note. 
''Where,  by  statute,  a  tax-deed  is  made 
prima  facie  evidence  of  regularity  [as  In 
this  state]  of  all  proceedings  incident  to 
the  assessment  and  sale,  if  the  tax  has 
been  Imposed  contrary  to  law,  such  a 
cloud  upon  the  title  will  result  as  to  war- 
rant the  interference  of  equity."  1  High, 
InJ.  §  525,  and  cases  cited  in  note  8.  As  to 
the  illegality  of  tbe  tax,  the  findings  of 
fact  of  the  judge  pro  tem.  are  quite  full, 
and  serve  to  present  us  with  all  the  facts 
essential  to  be  considered  in  pasHing  upon 
the  question  of  the  legality  of  the  tax,  the 
collection  of  which  is  sought  to  be  en- 
Joined. 

Subdivision  7  of  section  667  of  the  Revised 
Statute^  of  Idaho  provides  as  follows: 
"They  [the  trustees]  may,  by  giving  ten 
days*  notice  in  writing,  posted  In  three 
conspicuous  places  in  their  district,  call.

at  any  ttme  prior  to  tbe  second  Monday 
of  September,  an  election  of  the  lesral  vot- 
ers of  their  district,  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
eidins  whether  or  not  a  special  tax,  speci- 
fying the  rate  proposed  to  t>e  collected, 
which  must  not  exceed  ten  mills  on  thn 
dollar  of  the  taxable  property,  be  levied 
on  said  district  for  the  building  or  repair- 
ing of  school-houses  or  for  the  support  of 
public  schools  in  the  district;  and  they 
may  appoint  two  Judges  and  a  clerk  of 
said  election.  Tbe  voting  at  each  election 
must  be  by  ballot,  on  which  ballot  must 
be  written  or  printed  'Tai,  yea,'  or 
'Tax,  do;'  and  none  but  actual  freehold- 
ers or  heads  of  families  of  said  district  are 
entitled  to  vote  at  such  election,**  etc. 
The  notice  of  the  meeting,  as  the  same  ap- 
pears in  the  record,  is  as  follows:  ''No- 
tice. There  will  be  a  school-meeting  held 
In  the  distiict  school-house  in  the  15th  dis- 
trict on  May  17th,  1890,  at  12  o'clock 
sharp,  to  take  into  consideration  the  vot- 
ing of  a  tax  of  ten  mills.  W.  H.  Dm, 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  N.  W. 
McMillan.  "  The  court  then  finds  that "  on 
the  17th  day  of  May,  at  about  15  minutes 
before  12  o'clock,  about  twenty-five  per- 
sons assembled  at  the  school-house  in  dis- 
trict No.  fifteen,  pursuant  to  this  notice  of 
the  trustees.  W.  H.  Dye  was  present,  and 
considerable  discussion  occurred,  but  the 
meeting  was  not  called  to  order,  nor  were 
any  oflicers  of  any  election  appointed; 
and  at  about  half-past  twelve  all  of  the 
p<^rsons  then  present  left  the  room.  Imme- 
diately afterwards,  about  eight  persons 
came  into  room  with  N.  W.  McMillan, 
who  called  the  meeting  to  order,  appoint- 
ed officers  of  election,  who  were  duly 
Bw«>rn;  and  the  polls  opened  at  about  15 
minutes  to  one  o'clock.  The  parties  pres- 
ent proceeded  to  vote  by  ballot  upon  the 
giie^tion  of  levying  a  tax  for  building  a 
school-house,  all  present  voting  in  favo<* 
of  Hald  tax.  A  certificate  in  the  following 
form  was  duly  transmitted  to  tbe  auditor 
and  recorder  of  Bingham  county,  and  also 
to  the  assessor  and  collector  of  said  coun- 
ty: 'Kaintuck,  Bingham  county,  Idaho, 
May  17th,  1890.  School-meeting  of  dis- 
trict No.  15  met  pursuant  to  call  of  trus- 
teen,  given  as  per  notice  posted,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  voting  of  a  tax  for 
the  purpose  of  building  a  school-house. 
Meeting  called  to  order  by  Neil  W.  McMil- 
Ian,  chairman  of  the  board,  who,  after 
stating  the  object  of  the  meeting,  appoint- 
ed Andrew  McMillan  and  Miles  B.  Gaboon 


Judges  of  said  election;  J.  C.  Brandon, 
clerk.  The  amount  of  the  tax  next  being 
taken  under  advisement,  it  was  moved 
and  carried  that  thf  rate  of  tax  be  ten 
mills  on  the  dollar,  and  that  said  tax  be 
assessed  and  collected  from  each  property 
holder  In  school-district  No.  15,  Bingham 
county,  Idaho,  for  the  year  1890.  Tbe 
vote  then  being  taken,  the  Judges  reported 
as  follows,  to- wit:  Tax,  yes— eight;  tax, 
no — none.  We  hereby  certify  that  the 
above  is  a  true  and  correct  copy  of  the 
minutes  and  proceedings  of  the  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose  of  voting  a  tax  for 
the  building  of  a  school-house  in  district 
No.  15,  Bingham  county,  Idaho.  W.  H. 
DyB,N.  W.  McMillan,  Trustees.'  Tbe 
persons  voting  at  the  election  were  all  le- 
gal voters  in  said  Bchool-district,  and 
householders  or  heads  of  families  therein.*' 
Other  findings  of  fact  were  made;  but«  as 
they  are  not  essential  in  the  consideration 
of  the  case,  we  omit  them. 

Where  the  statute  provides  for  the  levy- 
ing of  a  special  tax,  all  the  requirements 
of  the  statute  in  regard  to  the  making  of 
such  levy  must  be  strictly  followed.  Bor- 
roughs,  Tax'n,  p.  896,  and  cases  cited; 
Cooley,  Tax'n,  p.  834  et  seq.  The  notice 
was  not  for  an  election,  but  for  a  meeting 
**  to  take  into  consideration  the  voting  of 
a  taX'Of  ten  mills.  **  Nothing  is  said  in  the 
notice  as  to  the  purpose  for  which  the 
tax  is  to  be  raised,  nor  is  there  anything 
said  in  the  notice  about  an  election. 
Twenty-five  persons  met  at  the  place  and 
at  tbe  time  indicated,  and  informally 
talked  and  discussed  the  subject;  and  this 
seems  to  have  been  all  that  was  contt^m- 
plated  by  the  notice  "  to  take  into  consid- 
eration the  voting  of  a  tax  of  ten  millH.** 
Having,  as  they  doubtless  thought,  snifi- 
ciently  considered  the  matter,  they  dis- 
persed. Thereafter  eight  other  persons 
convened  at  the  same  place,  organized  a 
meeting,  appointed  ofi3cers  of  election,  and 
proceeded  to  hold  what  is  claimed  to  have 
been  an  election.  The  court  finds  that  a 
vote  was  taken  by  ballot,  but  this  finding 
Is  not  sustained  by  the  record  of  the  meet- 
ing. The  certificate  of  the  trustees  states 
"that  it  was  moved  and  carried  that  the 
vote  of  tax  be  ten  mills  on  the  dollar;" 
and,  further  on,  "the  vote  then  being 
taken,  the  Judges  reported  as  follows,  to- 
wit:  Tax,  yes— eight;  tax,  no— none.** 
It  does  not  appear  that  any  vote  by  bal- 
lot was  taken.  While,  in  considering  tbe 
acts  of  boards  and  meetings  of  this  cbar» 
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MCter,  considerable  latitncle  sbould  be 
Klven,  in  this  case  tbere  was  sncb  a  com- 
plete disreirard  of  the  plain  proviHions 
uf  the  statute  as  to  make  it  imperative 
upon  the  court  to  hold  the  proceed! ngrs  to 
levy  the  tax  in  qaestion  invalid,  and  the 
tax  levied  thereunder  void. 

We  desire  here  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Judges  of  the  district  courts  and  the 
members  of  the  legal  profession  to  the 
fact  that  section  12  of  article  5  of  our  con- 
stitution does  not  authorise  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  non-resident  of  the  state  as 
Judge  pro  tern. 

The  Judgment  of  the  district  court  is  re- 
versed, and  the  cause  remanded,  with  in- 
structions to  enter  judgment  in  accord- 
ance with  opinion.    Costs  to  appellant.

The  record  shows  that  a 
motion  was*  made  by  plaintiff  for  Judg- 
ment on  the  pleadings,  which  motion  was 
granted,  and  Judgment  entered  in  favor  of 
the  plaintiff  for  the  sum  of  $353,  damages 
and  costs  of  suit,  from  which  Judgment 
this  appeal  was  taken. 

The  respondent  con  tends  that  the  points 
raised  by  appellants  cannot  be  consid- 
ered here,  for  the  reason  that  no  exception 
was  taken  to  the  ruling  of  the  court  be- 
low, and  cites  Schroeder  v.  Schmidt,  74 
Cal.  459. 16  Pac.  Rep.  243;  Flashner  v.  Wal- 
dron,  86  Cal.  211,  24  Pac.  Rep.  i()68:  War- 
ner V.  Darrow,  (Cal.)  27  Pac.  Rep.  737; 
Malone  v.  Beardsley,  (Cal.)  28  Pac.  Rep. 
218.  These  cases  are  not  in  point.  They 
hold  that  an  order  granting  a  nonsuit 
cannot  be  reviewed  on  appeal  If  no  excep- 
tion was  taken  in  the  court  below.  In  the 
case  at  bar  no  nonsuit  was  granted,  but 
a  Judgment  on  the  pleadings  was  putered. 
The  appellants  contend  that  the  court 
erred  in  granting  Judgment  on  the  plead- 
ings. Ah  will  be  obnerved  from  the  plead- 
ings, many,  if  not  all,  of  the  material  alle- 
gations of  the  complaint  are  denied  by 
the  answer.  When  any  material  allega- 
tion of  the  complaint  is  denied  by  the  an- 
swer, It  in  error  for  the  court  to  render 
Judgment  on  the  pleadings.  It  is  only 
where  an  answer  admitH.  or  leaves  un- 
denied,  the  material  allegations  of  the 
complaint,  that  a  Judgment  can  be  ren- 
dered on  the  pleadings.  Hicks  v.  Lovell, 
64  Cal.  14,  27  Pac.  Rep.  942:  Prost  v.  More, 
40  Cal.  347;  Nudd  v,  Thompson,  34  Cal.  47; 
Reich  V.  Mining  Co..  (Utah.)  2  Pac.  Rep. 
703;  Miles  v.  McCallan.  (Ariz.)  3  Pac.  Rep. 
610.  Thecourterred  in  granting  Judgment 
on  the  pleadings.  The  case  is  reversed,  with 
costs  in  favor  of  appellants.

Said  rule  declares  that  a  cauae  so 
dismissed  may  be  restored  during  thesarae 
term,  upon  good  cause  shown,  on  notioe 
to  the  opposite  party.  The  appellants 
made  their  motion  to  replace  this  cause 
on  the  calendar.  As  the  transcript  does 
not  contain  the  notice  of  appeal,  we  are 
not  Informed  whether  this  is  an  appeal 
from  the  Judgment  only  or  not;  however, 
the  certificate  of  the  clerk  shows  that  nc 
bill  of  exceptions  or  statement  has  been 
settled.  This  fact,  together  with  the 
transcript  presented,  would  indicate  tbat 
the  appeal  Is  from  the  Judgmont,and  to  be 
heard  on  the  Judgment  roll.  The  Judg- 
ment was  rendered  by  the  court  below  on 
the  29rh  day  of  May,  1891,  and  this  ap- 
peal perfected  on  the  14th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1891.  The  affidavit  shows  tbat  the 
transcript  was  prepared  and  placed  in  thd 
hands  of  appellants*  attorneys  in  October, 
1891 ;  and  that,  through  iuadvprtence  and 
pressure  of  business,  they  neglected  to  file 
the  same  in  this  court.  The  transcript 
was  In  the  hands  of  the  attorneys  some 
three  months  before  the  opening  of  this 
term,  and  no  effort  was  made  to  have  the

We  are  of  the  DfitnloD  that  no 
good  caase  has  been  ehowa  for  veplaclDK 
this  cause  on  the  calendar.  The  motloii 
is  denied.

A  change  In  the  charter  of  a  municipal 
corporation,  In  whole  or  in  part,  by  an 
amendment  of  Its  provisions  or  the  substi- 
tution of  a  new  charter  In  the  place  of  an 
old  one, embracing  substantially  the  same 
corporators  and  the  same  territory,  will 
not  be  deemed,  in  the  absence  of  express 
legislative  declaration  otherwise,  to  affect 
the  identity  of  the  corporation,  or  to  re- 
lieve it  from  its  previous  liabilities,  al- 
though different  powers  are  pnssesHcd  un- 
der the  amended  or  new  charter,  aud  differ- 
ent officers  administer  its  affairs.

Morgan,  J.  This  Is  an  action  brought 
by  Charles  W.  O'Neill,  district  attorney 
for  the  first  judicial  district,  against  H. 
Jj.  Bancroft,  R.  R.  Smith,  A.  H.  Butler, 
John  Curry,  James H.  Harte,  Fred  L.  Ber- 
gan,  G.  P.  Mims,  A.  E.  Noble,  and  the 
town  of  Coeur  d'Alene.  The  complaint 
alleges  that  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  and 
a  long  time  prior  thereto,  there  existed  a 
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municipal  corporation  known  as  the  "In- 
babitantH  of  the  Town  of  Coeur  d^Alene." 
That  said  town  was  incorporated  under 
the  lawB  of  the  territory  of  Idaho,  and  as 
auch  had  its  town  trustees  and  other  offi- 
cers duly  elected  and  qualified,  and  acting 
as  such.  That  on  the  6th  day  of  April, 
1891,  an  election  was  held  in  said  town  for 
five  trustees.  At  such  election  H.  L.  Ban- 
croft, J.  H.  Harte,  R.  R.  Smith,  A.  H. 
Bntler,  and  John  Curry  were  duly  elected 
as  such  trustees.  That  they  were  duly 
«worn,  and  qualified  as  such  trustees,  and 
accepted  the  trust  thus  placed  in  their 
hands,  and  entered  upon  their  duties  as 
auch  trustees.  That  said  trustees  held  a 
regular  meeting  of  their  board  on  the 
27th  day  of  April,  1891.  That  at  said 
meeting  said  trustees  of  said  town  direct- 
ed the  committee  of  street  surveyisg  to 
■employ  a  competent  surveyor  to  fix  the 
boundaries  of  the  town  preparatury  to 
reincorporation,  and  thereupon  adjourned. 
That  on  the  18th  day  of  May  following, 
at  an  adjourned  meeting,  the  plat  and 
field-notes  of  A.  D.  Robinson,  surv-eyor, 
were  laid  before  the  board  of  trustees  as 
the  report  of  the  committee  having  been 
chargeil  with  theresurvey,  and  more  strict- 
ly defining  the  metes  and  bounds  of  the 
town  of  (^oeur  d'Alene.  The  report  was 
accepted,  and  the  committee  continued. 
By  order  of  the  board,  Mr.  Burgan  was 
instructed  to  formulate  a  petition  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  Kootenai  coun- 
ty, petitioning  them  to  incorporate  the 
town  of  Coeur  d*Alene  In  accordance  with 
the  survey  and  plat  of  said  Robinson, 
survey  and  plat  accompanying  the  peti- 
tion. That  said  proceedings  were  void, 
and  beyond  the  juriadlctlon  and  power 
of  said  board  and  the  members  thereof, 
and  a  violation  of  their  trunt,  and  un- 
lawful, and  submltH  the  same  to  this 
court  for  review.  That  said  board  of 
trustees,  and  the  said  defendants  above 
named,  and  divers  other  persons  in  the 
town  of  Coeur  d'Alene,  filed  a  petition, 
which  was  headed  by  the  defendants 
above  named,  in  which  they,  the  said  pe- 
titioners, petition  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  said  county  to  declare 
that  henceforth  the  inhabitants,  within 
the  boundaries  described  and  hereinafter 
mentioned,  be  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
"* Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Coeur 
d'Alene,  "and  by  that  name  they  and  their 
successors  shall  be  knu^n  in  law,  have 
perpetual  succession  to  sue  and  be  sued. 


Implead  and  be  Impleaded,  etc..  In  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity;  with  the  fur- 
ther  request  that  said  town  might  be  em- 
powered to  buy  and  sell  and  own  real  es- 
tate for  the  benefit  of  the  town,  hare  a 
cummon  seal,  etc.  That  at  the  meeting 
of  the  county  commissioners  held  on  the 
28th  day  of  May,  1891,  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  said  Kootenai  county 
declared  said  town  to  be  incorporated  as 
per  petitiim  on  file  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  "Town  of  Coeur  d'Alene," 
Kootenai  county,  Idaho,  with  boundaries 
as  follows,  (here  follows  description  in 
full  of  all  lands  in  said  town.)  and  ap- 
pointed the  said  H.  L.  Bancroft,  R.  R. 
Smith,  A.  H.  Butler,  John  Curry,  and 
James  H.  Harte  trustees  of  the  new  to  w^n. 
That  said  persons  so  appointed  trustees 
were  the  same  persons  that  have  hereto- 
fore been  elected  trustees  of  the  old  town 
or  municipality  known  as  the  ** Inhabit- 
ants of  the  Town  of  Coeur  d'Alene." 
That  thereupon  the  said  trustees,  to-wit, 
H.  L.  Bancroft,  R.  R.  Smith,  A.  H.  Butler. 
John  Curry,  and  James  H.  Harte  accept- 
ed said  appointment,  and  entered  npnn 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  os  trastees 
of  the  newly  incorporated  town  men- 
tioned in  said  order,  and  now  claim  to  be 
exorcising  the  functions,  powers,  and  du- 
ties of  ofllcers  and  trustees  of  said  town 
so  incorporated.  That  the  said  territory 
so  described  and  incorporated  contains 
other  and  distinct  territory  and  taxable 
property  and  inhabitants  than  were  in- 
cluded in  the  original  corporation  of  the 
sold  town  of  Coeur  d'Alene.  The  com- 
plainont  further  olleges  that  oil  of  the 
said  acts  and  proceedings  are  void,  and  in 
violation  of  the  trusts  reposed  in  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town  of  Coeur 
d'Alene.  That  said  trustees  are  false  to 
their  trusts,  and  have  attempted  to  rein- 
corporate said  town,  and  have  aban- 
doned the  former  incorporation,  as  shown 
by  said  proceedings,— all  of  which  com- 
plainant alleges  Is  illegal  and  void.  The 
complaint  further  alleges  that,  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  acceptance  of  the  appoint- 
ment, the  said  trustees  have  held  meetings 
of  their  alleged  board,  and  among  other 
things  passed  motions  and  resolutions. 
Here  follows  a  statement  ia  haec  verba  of 
the  motions  and  resolutions  adopted  by 
the  said  board  on  tbe  4tJi  day  of  Juni*, 
1891,  on  the  6th  day  of  June,  1891,  and  on 
the  9th  day  of  June,  1891,  being  three  sev- 
eral meetings  of  the  board.  That  tbe 
said  defendants,  trustees  as  aforeaald,  are 
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proceedln^^  to  allow,  a  adit,  aaanine,  and 
pay  the  debts  and  Habllltiea,  warrants 
and  evidences  of  Indebtedness,  of  said  for- 
mer town  of  Coear  d'Alene,  known  as  the 
"Old  Incorporation  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Coeur  d'Alene,  **  and  have 
been  and  arei^cnorlng  its  ordinances,  to- 
wlt,  the  ordinances  of  the  said  old  incor- 
porntion,  and  in  divers  ways  are  proceed- 
Ing  illesrally,  and  contrary  to  the  rifphts 
and  privileges  of  the  clrlsens  of  said 
town ;  that  they  have  been  unfaithful  to 
their  trust,  in  this:  That  they  are  seek* 
ing  to  levy  taxes  and  carry  on  the  town 
or  municipal  corporation  in  the  name  of 
the  ''Town  of  Coeur  d'Alene,"  by  ignoring 
the  old  incorpora  Mon,  and  the  territory 
so  incorporated,  and  assume  to  Incorpo- 
rate new  and  other  territory,  levy  taxes, 
impose  fines,  appoint  salaried  officers,  fix 
their  compensation,  and  have  in  all  things 
unfaithfully  exercised,  and  are  unfaithful- 
ly exercising,  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  of- 
fice of  trustee  of  the  town  of  Coeur  d'Alene. 
And,  furthermore,  that  the  said  board  of 
trustees  have  no  authority  whatever  given 
them  by  law,  or  delegated  to  them  in  any 
manner,  to  make  any  appointments  of 
otfif^ers,  or  to  transact  any  business  un- 
der the  alleged  new  incorporation.  That 
the  said  trustees,  pretending  to  act  as 
officers  of  said  town,  have  appointed  one 
Burgan  corporation  counsel,  aud  appoint- 
ed J.  Mims  treasurer,  all  of  which  is  illegal 
and  contrary  to  law.  Complainant  fur- 
ther alleges  that  he  Is  informed  and  he- 
lieves,  and  so  charges,  that  the  said  pre- 
tended trustees  and  officers  have  usurped 
and  unfaithfully  intruded  themselves  into 
said  pretended  offices,  and  unfaithfully 
hold  said  offices,  and  exercise  the  func- 
tions and  duties  thereof.  That  the  said 
d«4endants,  nor  either  of  them,  have  no 
right,  title,  or  legal  claim  to  any  of  the 
said  respective  offices.  That,  as  a  conse- 
quence, the  rights  and  constitutional  priv- 
ileges of  the  dtlsens  of  said  incorporated 
town  of  Coeur  d'Alene  have  become  and 
are  neglected  and  impaired,  and  being  dai- 
ly ignored,  by  such  unfaithful  usurpation 
and  unfaithful  claim  to  hold  office.  Com- 
plainant further  alleges  that  such  claim 
to  hold  said  offices,  and  each  of  such 
claims,  is  without  right  or  title  in  law 
or  otherwise;  alleges  that  he  is  district 
attorney  of  the  first  Judicial  district  of 
the  state  of  Idaho;  that  he  brings  this  in- 
formation for  the  benefit  of  the  people, 
that  the  title  of  said  offices  may  be  set- 
tled, and  in  this  behalf  alleges  that  such 


officers,  and  each  of  them,  should  be  de* 
clared  to  hold  the  said  pretended  offices 
without  right  or  warrant;  and  that  all 
such  proceedings  by  which  the  old  town 
of  Coeur  d'Alene  was  forced  to  surrender 
its  organisation,  and  to  assume  new  ter- 
ritory and  new  liabilities,  are  void  and  il- 
legal. That  all  and  singular  of  said  pro* 
ceedings  of  said  board,  pretended  to  be 
had  and  made  since  the  said  illegal  ap- 
pointment by  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners, are  void,  and,  If  enforced,  will 
deprive  thecitisens  of  said  town  of  their 
legal  incorporation,  and  of  their  legal 
right  to  taxes  for  internal  improvements. 
That,  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  such 
order  by  said  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners, they,  and  each  of  the  said  com- 
missioners, had  full  notice  in  all  things  of 
the  existence  of  the  corporation  of  the 
town  of  Coeur  d'Alene,  and  their  efforts 
to. create  a  new  corporation,  including 
the  old,  and  other  territory,  were,  and 
have  been  ever  since,  illegal.  That  by 
said  acts  the  said  defendants  have  not 
been  able  to  acquire  or  obtain  any  legal 
title  to  the  offices  so  pretended  to  be  held 
by  them.  Wherefore  the  complainant,, 
and  relator  in  his  behalf,  asks  that  Judg- 
ment of  this  court  be  had  In  favor  of  the 
people  of  the  state  of  Idaho;  that  is,  to 
rule  that  the  said  defendants,  and  each 
of  them,  are  not  entitled  to  the  said  pre- 
tended offices,  and  they,  and  each  of  them, 
be  ousted  therefrom ;  and  that  it  be  or- 
dered and  declared  that  the  old  incorpo- 
ration of  the  town  of  Coeur  d'Alene  be 
held  intact,  and  that  the  present  board  of 
trustees  and  municipal  officers,  pretend- 
ing to  act  under  the  said  pretended  new 
corporation  and  appointment,  beenjolned 
herein  from  further  proceeding,  from  the 
date  of  the  filing  of  this  complaint,  and 
pretending,  to  act  as  said  board  in  any 
manner  or  matter  touching  the  aRairs  of 
the  people  or  the  property,  or  the  citl- 
sens  of  said  territory,  known  as  the  ''Old 
Incorporation  of  the  Town  of  Coeur 
d'Alene."  That  a  decree  of  ouster  be  de- 
clared accordingly. 

To  this  complaint  the  defendants  filed  a 
general  demurrer.  The  court  suRtahied 
the  demurrer.  The  plaintiff  declined  to 
amend,  and  relied  upon  his  complaint. 
Thereupon  the  court  entered  judgment 
dismissing  the  action,  to  which  ruling  the 
plaintiff  excepted,  and  the  cause  is  brought 
to  this  court  by  appeal. 

The  reKpondents  claim  that  the  com- 
plainant must  affirmatively  allege,  by  di- 
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rect  and  positive  ayerments,  the  facts  that 
the  defendaDts  have  usurped,  and  at  the 
time  of  the  tilinjac  of  this  complaint  were 
in  the  possession  of  and  clalminiz:  to  hold, 
some  ofBce  or  franchise  without  author- 
ity of  law.  It  appears  to  us  that  this  is 
precisely  what  the  complaint  does  state. 
Our  statute  (section  4168)  says:  ''The 
complaint  must  contain  the  title  of  the 
action,  the  name  of  the  court  and  county 
where  the  action  is  brought,  and  the 
names  of  the  parties.  (2)  A  statement  of 
the  facts  constitutlngthecause  of  action,  in 
ordinary  and  concise  languaire.  (B)  A 
demand  of  the  relief  claimed."  The  com* 
plaint  first  alleges  the  existence  of  the 
municipality  known  as  the ''Inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Coeur  d*Alene, "  and  that 
the  defendants  on  April  6, 1891,  were  duly 
elected  trustees  of  said  town,  qualified, 
accepted  the  trust  conferred  upon  them 
by  the  people,  and  entered  upon  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  as  such  trustees. 
That  on  the  27th  day  of  April,  1891,  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  said  trustees,  tliey 
passed  a  resolution  directing  one  of  the 
trustees,  J.  H.  Harte,  to  employ  a  sur- 
veyor to  fix  the  boundaries  of  the  town 
pfeparatory  to  reincorporation.  Then 
follows  a  report  of  the  committee  having 
in  charge  the  survey  of  the  town,  which 
include«  the  plat  and  field-notes  of  A.  D. 
Robinson,  the  surveyor.  The  complaint 
then  alleges  that  the  survey,  as  made  by 
A.  D.  Robinson,  was  adopted  by  the 
board,  and  J.  H.  Harte  was  instructed  to 
formulate  a  petition  to  the  commission- 
ers of  Kootenai  county,  petitioning  them 
to  incorporate  the  town  of  Coeur  d'Alene. 
Then  follows  a  statement  that  said  peti- 
tion was  formed  and  signed  by  said  trus- 
tees, and  by  other  parties,  and  presented 
to  the  board  of  county  commissioners. 
That  said  board  of  county  commissioners 
on  the  28th  day  of  May,  1891.  declared  the 
said  new  town  incorporated.  That  all 
this  was  contrary  to  law,  illegal,  and  void. 
Then  follows  the  statement  that  H.  L. 
Bancroft,  R.  R.  Smith,  A.  H.  Butler,  John 
Curry,  and  James  H.  Harte  are  appointed 
trustees  for  said  town  of  Coeur  d'Alene; 
that  they  qualified  and  entered  upon  their 
duties  as  such  trustees  of  such  new  town, 
and  have  been  and  now  are  claiming  to 
be  exercising  the  functions,  powers,  and 
duties  of  officers  and  trustees  of  said  town 
so  described  in  the  order  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners.  Then  follows  a 
brief  statement  of  all  the  ucts  and  do- 
ings of  the  said  alleged  board  of  trustees 


during  the  three  meetings  that  occarred 
thereafter,  being  on  June  4,  June  6,  and 
June  9, 1891,  with  allegations  that  all  of 
said  acts  are  void  and  contrary  to  law. 
It  would  seem  that  there  could  scarcely 
be  u  better  statement  of  complainant's 
cause  of  action  than  he  has  made  In  this 
complaint.  After  stating  the  election  of 
these  men  as  trustees  of  the  old  town,  and 
their  acceptance  of  the  duties  under  said 
election,  he  goes  on  to  show  that  almost 
the  first  act  periormed  by  them,  aftnr  aaid 
election  and  qualification,  was  an  attempt 
to  abandon  the  old  town  organization,  and 
incorporate  and  establish  a  new  town  or- 
ganization. This  was  clearly  not  within 
the  powers  and  duties  devoivlns  upon 
them  under  the  law.  The  powers  and 
duties  of  trustees  of  to wuh  and  Tillages  are 
well  defined  in  section  2230  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Idaho,  namely:  ''To  pass  by- 
laws and  ordinances,  to  prevent  and  re- 
move nuisances,  to  prevent  and  restrain 
and  suppress  bawdy-houses,  gambling- 
houses,  opium  dens,  and  other  disorderly 
houses  within  the  limits  of  said  town  or 
village. "  In  short,  to  do  any  and  every 
act  CO  promote  the  welfare,  good  order, 
and  health  of  the  people  living  within  the 
municipality.  Their  powers  are  arranged 
in  this  section  under  86  different  heads, 
forming  a  complete  municipal  government 
providing  for  the  safety,  peace,  and  hap- 
piness of  the  people.  The  trustees,  as 
such,  have  no  right  or  power  to  dissolve, 
or  attempt  to  dissolve,  the  corporation. 
They  may  resign  their  offices,  bat,  while 
they  remain  and  attempt  to  exercise  the 
duties  of  trustees,  they  can  only  do  so  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  state.  If 
it  was  desired  or  the  Intention  of  these 
trustees  or  other  inhabitants  of  the  town 
to  add  more  territory  to  the  manicl- 
pality,  there  is  a  way  provided  for  them 
to  do  so  in  the  law  of  the  last  session  of, 
the  legislature  entitled  "Towns  and  Vll*' 
lages,**  which  will  be  fonnd  on  pages  161, 
162,  Sess.  I^aws  1890-91.  If  It  was  desired 
to  change  the  name  of  the  corporation^ 
from  the  ''Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Coeur  d'Alene-  to  "Coeur  d'Alene,"  there 
is  a  method  provided  for  that  also  In  the 
act  In  relation  to  towns  and  villages. 
First  Session  of  the  Htate  Liegislature,  p. 
127.  If  it  was  desired  to  extinguish  the 
old  town,  and  create  a  new  one,  consist- 
ing of  the  same  territory,  it  is  not  within 
the  power  of  the  trustees  nor  of  the  people 
of  said  town  to  do  so.  Towns  and  vil- 
lages are  created  by  authority  of  the  legis* 
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latnre,  and  the  only  manner  in  which  such 
ninniclpal  corporations  can  be  disRolved 
Is  by  act  of  the  lefflslatnre.  Section  1, 
art.  12,  Const. ;  Dill.  Mun.  Corp.  §§  170,  173. 
Dillon  on  Mnnlcipal  Corporations  (section 
167)  says:  ''Since  all  our  charters  of  in- 
corporation come  from  the  legislature,  a 
municipal  corporation  cannot  dissolve 
Itself  by  a  surrender  of  its  franchise.  The 
state  creates  such  corporations  for  public 
ends.and  they  will  and  must  continue  until 
the  legislature  annuls  and  destroys  them, 
or  authorises  It  to  be  done."  Morris  v. 
State. 65  Tex. 53.  When  the  method  point* 
ed  out  by  the  statute  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  towns  and  Tillages  is  adopted 
by  the  inhabitants  of  a  certain  district, 
a  municipal  corporation  results:  and  all 
of  the  acts  of  said  inhabitants  which  are 
had  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and 
the  act  of  the  board  of  coanty  commis- 
sioners in  organising  the  town,  become 
and  are,  as  to  such  inhabitants,  a  part 
of  the  law  of  the  state.  Dill.  Mun.  Corp. 
§  968.  If  there  could  be  any  such  thing 
as  the  surrender  uf  a  charter  and  author- 
ity or  prlTlleges  of  the  said  town,  it 
would,  from  nfcessity,  have  to  be  made 
to  the  legislature,  and  Its  acceptance 
would  have  to  be  manifested  by  appro- 
priate legislative  action.  Brennan  v. 
Bradshaw,  53  Tex.  330.  Municipal  corpo- 
rations, incorporated  under  a  general 
act,  which  contains  provisions  for  their 
dissolution,  can  be  disincorporated  In  the 
method  prescribed  in  the  act,  and  by  that 
means  only.  In  our  law  for  the  incorpo- 
ration of  towns  and  villages,  there  is  no 
method  prescribed  for  the  d!ssolution  of 
these  Incorporations;  therefore  they  can- 
not be  dissolvetl  either  by  the  trustees  or 
by  the  inhabitants. 

The  respondents  contend  that  the  com- 
plaint alleges  that  the  trustees  claim  to 
hold  and  exercise  the  rights  of  a  body  pol- 
itic and  corporate,  to-wit,  an  incorporated 
town,  under  the  provision  of  title  13  of 
the  Political  Code  of  Idaho,  and  does  not 
allege  in  any  part  of  the  complaint  that 
the  said  town,  or  any  of  Its  otBcers,  hold 
or  exercise,  or  claim  to  hold  or  exercise, 
any  of  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges 
beyond  those  conferred  upon  it  by  said 
title;  and  contend,  also,  that  the  franchise 
and  charter  that  the  complaint  admits 
and  alleges  the  said  old  town  of  Coeur 
d'Alene  possessed,  and  the  offices  which  in 
said  complaint  It  Is  admitted  that  thesaid 
defendant  trustees  lawfully  hold,  are  iden- 


tical with  the  charter, franchise,  and  offices 
It  is  alleged  they  usurped;  but  the  said 
trustees  claim  to  hold  office,  and  to  exer- 
cise their  powers  and  duties,  under  the 
new  incorporation,  erected  by  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  out  of  the  same 
territory  which  was  organised  Into  a 
town,  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  was 
elected  by  the  people,  and  before  any  ac- 
tion was  taken  by  the  board  of  county 
commlssion«*rs.  It  is  impossible  for  the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  or  any 
other  power,  to  wipe  out  one  town,  or 
dissolve  its  incorporation,  and  erect  a  new 
town  out  of  the  same  and  additional  ter* 
ritory,  or  out  of  the  same  territory,  or 
any  part  of  the  same  territory.  It  fol- 
lows, therefore,  that  the  old  town  still 
exists,  with  all  its  powers,  duties,  and  ob- 
ligations ;  that  the  only  thing  needed  is  to 
set  its  machinery  in  motion  by  means  of 
the  proper  officers.  Dill.  Mun.  Corp.  §  168; 
Schriber  v.  Town  of  Langlade,  66  Wis.  616, 
29  N.  W.  Rep.  547,  554. 

Respondents  also  claim  that  the  old  cor- 
poration has  simply  been  merged  in  that 
of  the  new.  This  cannot  be  done.  The 
respondents  also  contend  that  the  real  ob- 
ject of  the  trustees  in  applying  to  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  was  not 
for  the  purpose  of  surrendering  any  fran- 
chise they  held  In  trust  for  the  people,  nor 
to  ask  for  new  power  or  an  extension  of 
territory,  but  simply  to  put  on  record  a 
definite  and  accurate  statement  of  the 
boundaries;  but  it  is  clear,  from  the  alle- 
gations of  the  complaint,  that  they  did 
attempt  to  abandon  the  old  town,  and  to 
organise  anew  one,  taking  more  territory 
and  changing  the  name.  Not  only  that, 
but  they  accepted  office  by  appointment  of 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  in  the 
new  town.  If  they  were  still  exercising 
their  duties  as  trustees  of  the  old  town, 
they  needed  no  appointment  from  the 
board  of  county  commissioners.  They 
had  all  been  elected,  and  were  duly  quali- 
fied. If  they  desired  simply  to  put  on  rec- 
ord a  more  definite  and  accurate  state- 
ment of  the  boundaries  of  the  town, 
they  could  have  done  so  by  directing  a 
surveyor  to  make  a  survey  and  mark  the 
boundaries. 

It  is  claimed,  also,  that  there  Is  no  alle- 
gation in  the  complaint  that  the  said  trus- 
tees asserted  any  claim  or  performed  any 
act  In  any  way  inconsistent  with  their 
full  knowledge  of  the  legal  corporation  un- 
der which  they  were  elected;   but  they 
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have  IgDored  tbe  incorporation  entirely 
under  which  they  were  elected,  and  ac- 
cepted an  appointment  to  office  under  a 
new  and  different  incorporation,  and  this 
is  fully  set  forth  in  the  complaint.  The 
complaint  shows  that  the  appointment  of 
the  trustees  and  the  reorganisation  of  the 
town  was  illegal  and  void,  simply  by  set- 
ting forth  the  facts  attending  its  pretended 
reorganization  and  the  appointment  of  its 
officers,  and  alleging  the  illegality  there- 
of. The  board  of  trustees,  as  trustees  of 
tbe  new  town,  all  the  proceedings  for  the 
incorporation  of  which  are  declared  to  be 
void,  have  no  power  to  make  any  ap- 
pointment of  any  officers  under  the  new 
organization,  and  all  such  alleged  ap- 
pointments or  attempted  appointments 
are  void.  Dill.  Mun.  Corp.  S  S9.  We  think 
that  the  complaint  states  a  complete  cause 
of  action,  and  the  Judgment  of  the  court 
below  is  reversed,  and  the  cause  remanded 
for  further  proceedings.  Costs  awarded 
to  appellant.

Plaintiffs  the  Raft  River  Land  &  Cattle 
Company,  Stephen  Keogh,  and  J.  W. 
Keogh  appealed  both  from  the  Judg^ment 
and  from  an  order  overruling  their  motion 
for  a  new  trial.  Defendants  A.  and  N. 
Bartholomew  and  the  Durham  Land  & 
Cattle  Company  moved  to  dismiss  tbe  ap- 
peal. Motion  to  dismiss  denied,  and  judg- 
ment reversed.

If  any  settler  used  the  waters  of  a  river, 
and  settled  upon  the  public  domain,  his 
appropriation  would  not  date  from  tbe 
time  when  a  squatter  before  hiro  bad  us«d 
water  upon  tne  same  laud,  but  from  bis 
own  appropriation.  Smith  v.  O'Hara,  43 
Cal.  371 ;  Chiatovicb  v.  Davis,  17  Nev.  138. 
28  Pac.  Rep.  239 ;  Pom.  Rip.  Rights,  %  58. 

A  subsequent  approprlator  has  tbe  right 
to  take  the  entire  stream  out  of  its  bed. 
and  use  it  as  he  pleases,  provided  that  in 
doing  that  hedoesnot  diminish  theamount 
that  flowed  down  to  a  prior  appropriator 
below.    Barnes  v.  Sabron,  10  Nev.  217. 

Tbe  use  of  a  prior  appropriator  must  be 
a  reasonable  one.  Basey  v.  Gallagher,  20 
Wall.  670;  Barnes  v.  Sabron,  10  Nev.  217. 

Sullivan,  C.  J.  This  is  an  action 
brought  by  Lee  Kirk,  R.  C.  McCorma  v, 
the  Raft  River  Land  &  Cattle  Company, 
Stephen  Keogh,  and  J.  W.  Keogh  against 
A.  Bartholomew  and  numerous  other  de- 
fendants, to  determine  the  priority  of  right 
to  the  use  of  the  waters  of  Uaft  river,  sit- 
uated in  Cassia  county,  Idaho.  The  com- 
plaint sets  forth  the  rights  under  which 
each  of  the  plaintiffs  claim,  and  alleges 
that  each  of  the  defendants  claim  an  a p- 

Sropriation  of  some  of  the  waters  of  said 
:aft  river,  and  that  the  appropriations 
under  wbich  defendants  claim  are  subse- 
quent in  time  to  the  appropriatiuna  made 
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by  tbe  plaintiffs.  The  comnlRlnt  further 
alleges  that  the  defendants  have  deprived 
tbe  plaintiffs  of  the  use  of  the  water  of 
said  river  without  their  consent,  to  their 
great  dama^.  The  plaintiffs  demand 
JudKnient  determininfl:  the  priority  of  plain- 
tiffs* rights  to  the  use  of  the  water  so  ap- 
propriated by  them,  and  demand  that  de- 
fendants be  perpetually  restrained  from 
Interfering  with  plaintiffs*  rights  to  the 
use  of  the  waters  of  said  river  to  the  ex- 
tent of  their  several  appropriations.  The 
defendants  answered,  and  by  cross-com- 
plaint set  forth  the  rights  claimed  by  them 
to  the  use  of  a  part  of  the  water  of  said 
river,  b3'  reason  of  their  appropriations. 
The  case  was  tried  by  the  court  without 
a  Jury,  and  Judgment  entered.  A  motion 
for  a  new  trial  wan  overruled,  and  there- 
after the  plaintiffs  the  Raft  River  Cattle 
Company,  Stephen  Keogh,and  J.  VV.  Keogh 
appealed  from  the  order  overruling  said 
motion  for  a  new  trial,  and  from  the  Judg- 
ment. 

The  appellants,  In  their  speclficationa 
of  error,  assign  three  errors,  and  by  rea- 
son thereof  demand  a  modification  of  said 
Judgment.  The  first  error  assigned  is  the 
insufficiency  of  the  evidence  to  Justify  tbe 
decision.  The  evidence  is  wholly  insutll- 
cient  to  Justify  the  decision :  and  no  evi- 
dence could  t)e  given,  under  the  pleadings 
In  this  canse,  that  would  Justify  the  decis- 
ion, under  our  laws  governing  the  appro- 
priation of  water. 

Tbe  second  and  third  errors  assigned  are 
as  follows,  and  will  be  considered  togeth- 
er: (2)  "Errors  of  law  In  denying  appel- 
lants* superiority  of  right.  In  view  of  found 
priority  In  time  of  appropriation."  (8) 
** Errors  of  law  In  scaling  down  amount 
of  w^ter  to  which  appellants  were  entitled 
after  June  loth  of  each  year.'* 

The  evidence  clearly  shows  that  the  ap- 
propriations made  by  the  various  parties 
(plaintiffs  and  defendants)  extended  over 
a  period  of  about  17  years,  commencing  In 
1870  and  ending  In  1887.  The  conrt  failed 
to  find  tbe  amount  of  water  actually  ap- 
propriated, for  a  useful  or  beneficial  pur- 
pose, by  each  of  the  parties  or  their  gran- 
tors, (In  case  a  party  claimed  by  pur- 
chase,) and  also  failed  to  determine  the 
priority  of  right  of  each  appropriation 
over  each  subsequent  appropriation,  but 
aim  ply  allotted  to  each  party  a  certain 
number  of  Inches  of  water  every  season 
up  to  June  15th,  and  a  certain  number  of 
inches  to  each  from  June  15th  to  July  15th 
of  each  year,  and  a   certain   number   of 
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inches  to  each  party  every  year  after  July 
15th,  by  a  decreasing  scale,  regardless  of 
the  amount  of  water  actually  appropriat- 
ed by  each  party,  and  regardless  of  priori- 
ty of  appropriation.  The  appellants  con- 
tend that  priority  of  appropriation  gives 
priority  of  right,  and  cite  the  following 
authorities  In  support  thereof:  Basey  v. 
Gallagher,  20  Wall.  670;  Ditch  Co.  v. 
Vaughn,  11  Cal.  143;  Schilling  v.  Romln- 
ger,  4  Colo.  100;  (Jolfin  v.  Ditch  Co.,  6  Colo, 
443;  Liobdell  v.  Simpson,  2  Nev.274;  Barnes 
V.  Sabron,  10  Nev.  217;  Strlclcler  v.  Colora- 
do Springs,  (Colo.  Sup.)  26  Pac.  Rep.  318; 
Irrigation  Co.  v.  Moyle,  (Utah,)  9  Pac. 
Rep.  867.  The  authorities  cited  sustain 
the  proposition  con  tended  for ;  but  we  need 
not  go  beyond  our  own  statutes,  and  tbe 
decisions  thereunder,  for  authority  upon 
that  proposition.  The  first  act  passed  by 
tbe  legislature  of  the  territory  of  Idaho 
concerning  the  appropriation  of  water 
was  an  act  entitled  **  An  act  to  regulate 
the  right  to  the  use  of  water  for  mining, 
agriculture,  manufacturing,  and  other 
purposes,"  approved  February  10,  1881. 
See  Sess.  Laws  1880-^1,  p.  267.  The  first 
section  of  said  act  is  as  follows:  ''The 
right  to  the  use  of  water  flowing  In  a  river, 
creek,  canyon,  ravine,  orother stream  may 
be  acquired  by  appropriation ;  and,  as  be- 
tween appropriations,  priority  In  time 
shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
secure  tbe  priority  of  right. "  Section  8  of 
said  act  secures  to  persons  who  had  made 
appropriations  of  water  prior  to  the  date 
of  said  act  all  of  the  water  so  appropriat- 
ed, and  Is  as  follows:  **Sec.  8.  All  ditches, 
canals,  and  other  works  heretofore  made, 
couHtructed,  or  provided,  and  by  means  of 
which  the  waters  of  any  stream  have  been 
diverted  and  applied  to  any  beneficial  use, 
shall  be  taken  to  have  secured  the  right 
to  the  waters  claimed,  to  the  extent  of 
the  quantity  which  said  works  are  capable 
of  conducting,  and  not  exceeding  the 
qnantlty  claimed,  without  regard  to  or 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
act.'*  Thus  the  rule  that,  as  between  ap- 
propriations of  water,  priority  In  time 
secures  priority  of  right,  became  a  statute 
law  of  the  territory  of  Idaho  on  the  10th 
day  of  February,  1881,  and  has  remained 
a  statute  law  ever  since.  Rev.  St.  Idaho 
1887,  §  3159,  declares  as  follows:  "As  be- 
tween a  p  propria  tors,  the  one  first  in  time 
is  the  first  In  right.  **  See  Hlllman  v.  Hard- 
wlck,  (Idaho,)  2S  Pac.  Rep.  438, ^  and  au- 
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thorities  therein  cited,— a  decision  rendered 
by  this  court  at  its  last  term.  Regardless 
of  the  statutes  and  the  decisions  of  this 
court  thereunder,  and  the  decisions  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  and 
of  the  highest  courts  of  states  having  stat- 
utes similar  to  our  own,  governing  the 
appropriation  of  water,  the  learned  dis- 
trict judge,  in  the  sixth  finding  of  fact,  finds 
as  follows:  **!  also  find  that  said  appro- 
priations and  use,  as  herein  stated,  were 
not  only  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
place,  but  were  each  and  all  of  them  rea- 
sonable and  Just  to  the  public,  and  to  all 
claimants  of  water  from  Raft  river,  and 
that  a  greater  claim  by  each  would  be  un- 
reasonable and  unjust;  also,  that  a  claim 
of  the  same  amount  of  water  at  all 
times  of  the  yeai,  or  in  years  of  extraor- 
dinary drought,  would  be  unreasonable, 
not  according  to  said  customs  or  laws, 
and  unjust  to  other  settlers  on  or  claim- 
ants to  the  use  of  the  waters  of  said 
stream  or  streams.  I  further  find  that 
the  volume  of  water  which  is  the  subject 
of  these  findings  should  be  and  is  here- 
by held  to  be  a  common  right  in  those  so 
accustomed  and  entitled  to  their  use,  in 
the  proportions  herein  declared."  The 
court  then  proceeded  to  distribute  the  wa- 
ter thus  held  to  be  common  property,  or 
the  right  to  the  use  thereof  a  common 
right,  regardless  of  priority  of  appropria- 
tion. The  parties  who  appropriated  wa- 
ter in  1870  are  not  given  priority  of  right 
over  appropriations  made  in  1887.  The 
court  failed  to  determine  the  priority  of 
right  of  any  of  the  parties  litigant,  but, 
on  the  unstatntory  theory  of  the  use  of 
water  being  a  common  right,  decrees,  by 
a  sliding  scale,  the  amount  of  water 
which  each  shall  be  entitled  to  at  specified 
periods  of  the  Irrigating  season,  and,  by 
some  abstruse  mathematical  calculation, 
reduces,  as  the  supply  decreases,  one  par- 
ty's amount  one-tnird  and  an otiier  two- 
thirds  for  the  same  dates.  The  <'ourt  then 
declares  as  follows:  "These  findings,  and 
Judgment  to  be  entered  in  accordan<*e  here- 
with, to  be  subject  to  review,  and  with 
special  reference  to  the  provisions  of  the 
proposed  couHtitntion  for  the  future  state 
of  Idaho,  and  the  laws  operative  thereun- 
der. **  The  court  thus  sets  at  naught  the 
positive  statutes  controlling  the  appro- 
priation of  water,  and  the  decisions  there- 
under, and  enters  a  judgment  which  he  de- 
clares subject  to  review,  and  with  special 
reference  to  a  constitution  not  yet  in  ex- 
istence, and  statutes  to  be  enacted  under 


such  proposed  constitutlou.  Five  days 
after  the  findings  of  fact  In  this  case  bad 
been  filed,  upon  an  ex  parte  applicatloa 
by  one  of  the  attorneys  in  the  case,  made 
by  letter,  the  learned  judge,  at  chambers, 
proceeded  to  review  said  findings,  and  di- 
rected the  clerk  to  change  one  of  the  find- 
ings by  awarding  to  one  of  the  parties  10 
Inches  more  water  than  the  findings  orig- 
inally gave  him.  If  the  finding  of  facts 
and  judgment  in  this  case  can  be  reviewed 
and  changed  upon  an  ex p/vrte application 
made  to  the  Judge  at  chambers,  the  decree 
and  judgment  are  not  as  final  as  the  law 
intends  they  should  be. 

Mr.  Freeman,  in  his  work  on  Judgments, 
(section  96,)  in  referring  to  a  Judgment 
like  the  one  under  consideration,  says: 
**The  interest  of  society  demands  that 
there  should  be  a  termination  to  each  con- 
troversy. Courts  have  no  power,  after 
fully  deliberating  upon  a  cause,  and  ascer- 
taining and  nettling  the  rights  of  parties, 
to  add  clauses  to  their  Judgments,  author- 
izing the  losing  party  to  apply  at  a  sabse- 
quent  term  to  have  the  judgment  against 
him  set  aside.  If  a  vacillating,  irresolute 
judge  were  allowed  to  thus  keep  causes 
ever  within  his  power,  to  determine  and 
redetermine  them  from  term  to  term,  to 
bandy  his  Judgments  about  from  one 
party  to  the  other,  and  to  change  his  con- 
clusions as  freely  and  capriciously  as  a 
chameleon  may  change  its  hues,  then  liti- 
gation might  become  more  intolerable 
than  the  wrongs  it  is  intended  to  redress." 
The  statutes  of  this  state  in  regard  to  wa- 
ter-rights evidently  did  not  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  learned  Judge  who  tried 
this  case.  He  brushes  them  aside,  and 
evidently  undertakes  to  make  the  judg- 
ment herein  conform  to  his  Ideas  of  what 
the  law  ought  to  be,  and  in  some  future 
time  to  make  it  confbrm  to  a  constitution 
and  laws  thereafter  to  bo  adopted  and 
enacted.  "As  between  appropriators,  the 
one  first  in  time  is  the  first  in  right.*  The 
law  is  thus  written.  The  law-making 
power,  only,  has  the  power  to  repeal  or 
amend  it.  It  cannot  be  repealed  or  amend- 
ed by  the  court,  but  must  be  enforced  as 
long  as  it  remains  the  law,  even  if  harsh 
and  unjust.  The  court  below  should 
have  determined  the  amount  of  water  ap- 
propriated for  a  useful  or  beneficial  pur- 
pose by  each  of  the  parties,  and,  in  case 
any  of  the  parties  were  not  the  original 
appropriators,  the  court  should  have  de- 
termined the  amount  of  water  appropri- 
ated by  the  partv  from  whomhederaigDed 
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title;  Bhould  also  have  determined  tbe 
date  of  each  appropriation,  and  the  prior- 
ity of  right  of  each  of  the  parties,  aR  the 
statute  directs,  to-wit:  ** As  between  ap- 
propriators,  the  one  first  In  time  is  the 
first  in  right.  **  In  determlnins:  the  amount 
of  water  appropriated  for  a  useful  or  ben- 
eficial purpose,  it  is  proper  for  the  court 
to  take  into  consideration  the  number  of 
acres  of  land  susceptible  of  Irrigation  by 
the  water  so  appropriated,  claimed,  or 
owned  by  each  of  the  parties,  and  the 
amount  of  water  necessary  to  irrigate  the 
same.  The  case  is  reversed,  and  remand- 
ed to  the  court  below  for  a  new  trial  in 
accordance  with  the  views  expressed  in 
this  opinion ;  and  it  is  ordered  that  the 
appellants  have  and  recover  from  respond- 
ents four-fifths  of  the  costs  of  this  appeal. 

HcsTON,  J.,  concurs. 

Morgan,  J.,  having  been  engaged  as 
counsel  in  the  court  below  in  this  case,  did 
not  sit  at  the  hearing,  and  took  no  part 
in  this  decision. 

ON  MOTION  TO  DISMISS. 

Motions  to  dismiss  the  appeal  were  in- 
terposed by  respondents  the  Durham 
Land  &  Cattle  Company,  appearing  by 
thpir  attorney.  Arthur  Brown,  and  by  A. 
and  N.  Bartholomew,  appearing  specially 
by  their  attorney,  S.  B.  Kingsbury.  Tlie 
court,  not  passing  upon  the  same  before 
the  case  was  called  for  hearing  upon  Its 
merits,  announced  that  it  would  consider 
said  motions  and  the  case  together. 

Huston,  J.  The  motion  to  dismiss  the 
appeal  in  this  case  is  moved  upon  several 
grounds  by  tbe  attorneys  of  tbe  various 
groups  of  defendants.  We  have  examined 
them  with  considerable  care,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  transcript:  and  while  some 
of  the  grounds  might  appear  to  be  well 
taken,  under  a  technical  adherence  to  the 
rule  of  strict  construction,  we  are  advised 
by  our  statutes  that  we  are  to  construe 
the  same  liberally,  for  the  promotion  of 
Justice,  and,  acting  under  rhat  injunction, 
we  feel  compelled  to  overrule  the  motions. 
It  is  urged  that  the  notice  of  appeal  was 
not  served  on  all  the  adverse  parties  or 
their  attorneys.  The  transcript  shows 
that  there  were  50  parties  to  this  action, 
— 5  plaintiffs  and  45  defendants.  The  de- 
fendants were  representei]  by  some  8  or  10 
different  attorneys,  several  of  whom  re- 
aided  outside  of  this  state.    It  is  evident 


the  counsel  for  appellants  made  most 
strenuous  efforts  to  make  service  on  all 
proper  parties  or  their  attorneys,  and, 
we  think,  succeeded,  to  the  extent  of  bring- 
ing their  case  within  the  provisions  of  the 
statute.  The  courts  of  Idaho  have  been 
very  liberal  in  extending  llcensa  to  prac- 
tice to  non-resident  counsel,  and  it  may 
well  be  questioned  whether  the  provisions 
of  our  statutes  in  regard  to  service  of  pa- 
pers extend  beyond  the  territorial  limits 
of  the  state.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  serv- 
ice in  this  case  was,  in  our  opinion,  suffi- 
cient. It  is  objected  that  the  bond  on  ap- 
peal is  insufficient.  This  defect  has  been 
cured  by  the  filing  of  a  sufficient  bond,  as 
provided  by  statute.  Various  other  ob- 
jections were  urged,  most  of  which  have 
bt;en  withdrawn,  and  none  of  which,  we 
think,  wereof  weight  to  warrant  a  dismiss- 
al of  the  appeal.

Appeal  from  district  court,  Bingham 
county;  D.  W.  Standkod,  Judge. 

John  Bestone,  James  Mike,  and  one 
O'Brien  were  indicted  for  murder.  De- 
fendant O'Brien  was  not  apprehended. 
Verdict  of  guilty  of  murder  in  the  second 
degree,  and  Judgment  thereon  against  said 
BeHtone  and  Mike.  From  this  Judgment, 
and  from  an  order  overruling  a  motion 
for  a  new  trial,  they  appeal.    Affirmed.

Where  there  is  no  evidence  to  support 
an  instruction,  the  giving  of  such  is  an  er- 
ror. Ellis  V.  Jeans,  7  Cal.  417;  People  v.

Kan.  319,  6  Pac.  Hep.  608;  Feineman  v.

In  order  to  Justify  the  inference  of  legal 
guilt  from  circumstantial  evidence,  the  ex- 
istence of  the  inculpatory  facts  must  t>e 
absolutely  incompatible  with  the  inno- 
cence of  the  accused,  and  incapable  of  ex- 
planation upon  any  other  reasonable 
hypothesis  than  that  of  guilt.  Wills,  Circ.

If  evidence  is  entirely  circumstantial, 
each  independent  circumstance  forming  a 
link  in  the  proof  must  appear  beycmd  a 
reasonable  doubt.  People  v.  Phipps,  89 
Cal.  826;  People  ▼.  Anthony,  56  Cal.  897; 
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People  ▼.  3huler.  28  Cal.  490;  People  v. 
Strong,  30  Cal.  151 ;  People  y.  Diek,  32  Cal. 
213;  People  v.  Foley,  64  Mich.  148.31  N.  W. 
Rep.  94.

If  tbe  verdict  in  against  the  wei|2:ht  of 
evidence,  but  there  la  still  some  evidence  to 
Jastify  it,  a  new  trial  will  not  be  granted 
on  theierroand  that  the  evidence  is  ineuffi- 
cient  to  Jnatify  the  verdict.  Kile  v.  TubbB, 
82  Cal.  8:^2;  Doll  v.  Anderson,  27  Cal.  250. 

While  courts  may  set  aside  a  verdict  as 
asrainst  the  welsht  of  evidence,  they  will 
rarely  distarb  the  findlns:  of  a  Jury  upon 
the  facts.  The  refusal  of  the  court  to  do 
so  is  not  reviewable  here  when  there  is 
any  evidence  to  sustain  the  char^.  Bar- 
ley v.  State,  6  Ohio,  390-405;  State  V.  Cruise, 
16  Mo.  391;  Wolf  v.  State,  11  Ind.231;  Giles 
V.  State,  6  «a.  276-286;  State  v.  Elliott,  15 
Iowa,  72-79;  State  v.  Cry  tea,  24  Ark.  183, 
184. 

A  conspiracy  may  be  proved  by  circum- 
stances, among  which  are  the  acts  of  the 
parties  In  doin^i;  the  injury  which  is  the 
alleged  object  of  the  conspiracy.  Wood, 
Pr.  Ev.  p.  236;  2  Bish.  Crim.  Proc.  §  227; 
Ochs  V.  People,  124  111.  421.  16  N.  E.  Rep. 
662;  1  Whart.  Crim.  Law,  §  860, 118. 

Morgan,  J.  The  three  defendants  were 
indicted  for  the  murder  of  David  Stoddard.' 
Defendant  O'Brien  not  having  been  appre- 
hended, defendants  Mikeand  Bestone  were 
tried  before  the  court  and  a  Jury.  The  Ju- 
ry found  the  two  defendants  guilty  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  they 
were  sentenced  to  10  years  each  in  the  pen- 
itentiary. The  defendants  appeal  from 
this  Judgment  and -from  the  order  over- 
ruling the  motion  for  a  new  trial.  The 
following  errors  are  assigned:  First,  the 
giving  of  the  following  instruction,  viz. : 
"If  the  Jury  believe  from  all  the  evidence, 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt,  that  it  was 
understood  by  and  between  the  defend* 
ants  and  said  0*Brien,  after  snid  OMirien 
had  been  struck  by  Stoddard,  if  the  Jury 
believe  that  he  was  so  struck  .by  Stod- 
dard, that  the  defendants  at  bar  should 
watch  Stoddard,  and  prevent  his  leaving 
the  saloon,  or  detain  him  while  on  his 
way  from  said  saloon,  and  thus  enable 
said  O'Brien  to  provide  himself  with  a 
weapon,  and  give  him  an  opportunity  to 
kill  Stoddard,  or  inflict  serious  bodily  in- 
inry  on  him,  and  that  in  pursuance  of 
said  understanding  or  aflrreement  the  de- 
fendanta  did  stop  Stoddard  after  he  left 


the  saloon,  and  detain  him,  and  thereby 
gave  O'Brien  un  opportunity  to  kill  bim, 
the  Jury  should  find  the  defendants,  or 
whichever  of  them  did  so  act,  guilty  of 
murder."  The  defendants  object  to  this 
instruction,  on  the  ground  that  there  is 
no  evidence  tending  to  prove  that  defend- 
ants, or  either  of  them,  stopped  Stoddard 
on  the  street. 

B.  W.  Nelson  swears :  **  I  was  at  Bea- 
ver Canon,  and  was  running  the  work 
train  on  the  24th  of  August  last.  Knew 
these  defendants,  and  had  seen  O'Brien. 
These  men  were  working  under  Mr.  Wha- 
len,  and  I  had  charge  of  the  train. 
O'Brien  was  an  Italian,  I  think.  Know 
where  Poulsen's  saloon  is  in  that  town, 
and  was  there  on  the  night  of  the  24tb  of 
August.  Went  in  about  S  o'clock  in  the 
evening.  There  were  several  in  theaaloon, 
among  whom  were  these  defendant* 
O'Brien  and  Collier.  When  I  went  in,  the 
larger  man  of  these  two  was  kicking  tli« 
other  man's  hat,  and  O'Brien  waa  talk- 
ing to  the  brakemnn.  Stoddard  came  In 
while  Bestone  was  kicking  the  hat  abont. 
Stoddard  appeared  Just  as  Bestone  was 
kicking  the  hat  to  the  door,  and  he  kicked 
Stoddard  on  the  hand.  Stoddard  asked 
what  was  the  matter,  and  Pestone  said 
something  in  reply.  Stoddard  told  them 
not  to  make  so  much  noise.  O'Brien  then 
went  up  to  Stoddard  and  said, '  Who  are 
you?'  Stoddard  said, 'I  am  an  officer, 
and  want  you  to  keep  still.'  O'Brien 
then  made  a  very  vile  and  insulting  re- 
mark to  Stoddard,  and  then  turned  to 
go  towards  the  brakeman.  Stoddard 
then  hit  him  over  the  head  with  a  gun, 
(meaning  a  revolver.)  O'Brien  then 
turned  and  asked  what  was  the  matter. 
Stoddard  asked,  '  What  was  that  yoo 
said?*  O'Brien  said,  'I  didn't  say  any- 
thing.' O'Brien  then  went  over  and  bad 
some  beer.  Stoddard  asked  us  all  to  have 
a  drink.  All  came  up  and  took  something. 
I  took  a  cigar.  Just  at  the  same  time 
O'Brien  and  these  two  defendants  stepped 
out  doors,  and  the  three  were  standing 
there  talking  half  a  minute,  and  then 
O'Brien  went  towards  the  outfit  car,  and 
these  two  went  the  other  way  by  the 
stone  store.  I  mean  by  the*  outfit  cars* 
the  place  where  they  11  ve.  Tb^rc  were  four 
or  five  cars.  Don't  know  which  cars  these 
defendants  slept  in.  After  O'Brien  started 
I  did  not  watch  him.  After  I  got  outside 
I  went  over  to  the  office,  and  sent  a  mes- 
sage to  find  out  where  we  were  to  work 
next  day.  I  think  I  was  gone  to  the 
office  15  or  20  minutes.     1  tben  walked 
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over  to  Poiil8en*8  ualoon.  Saw  Stoddard 
standing  on  tbe  plank  walk,  talking  to 
these  two  defendants.  I  spoke  to  Stod- 
dard, nnd  then  told  these  two  defendants 
it  was  time  they  were  going  home.  They 
said,  *  Yes;  but  come  and  have  some  more 
beer.'  I  said, '  No :  yon  must  go  to  bed,  for 
you  will  havfl  to  work  to-morrow.'  They 
eaid,  'All  right,'  and  then  asked  Stod- 
dard to  have  a  drink.  They  both  then 
shook  hands  with  Stoddard.  I  then  pnt 
my  hand  on  Bcstone's  shoulder,  and  he 
turned  off  to  one  side  and  again  shook 
bends  with  Stoddard.  Their  conversa- 
tion was  directed  to  Stoddard.  Don*t 
know  where  these  two  defendants  were 
while  1  went  to  the  depot.  I  was  about 
S5  feet  from  them  when  I  first  saw  them. 
From  Poulsen*s  to  railroad  track  was 
about  70  or  100  feet.  The  stone  store  is 
4  or  6  feet  from  the  sidewalk.  These  de- 
fendants were  facing  the  saloon,  and  Stod- 
dard was  facing  the  railroad  track.  I 
was  facing  defendants,  and  had  a  good 
view  of  saloon  and  what  was  in  front  of 
It.  I  turned  aronnd,  and  started  to  go 
towards  the  track.  Had  got  several 
steps,  and  heard  a  scuflle  and  turned 
around.  I  saw  two  persons  scuflSing,  and 
saw  some  one  fall.  I  started  towards 
them.  Before  I  con  Id  get  there  I  heard 
Collier  say,  *  Good  God !  He  is  dead. '  As 
he  said  that  O'Brien  stepped  off  the  plat- 
form. I  stepped  down.  O'Brien  started 
towards  me,  and  I  picked  up  a  railroad 
link.  O^Brien  started  off  and  got  25  or  30 
feet.  I  threw  the  link  at  him.  Struck  him 
on  the  shoulder,  and  knocked  him  down. 
He  struggled  to  his  feet,  and  started  to- 
wards the  depot.  I  made  a  pass  at  him. 
He  dodged  and  struck  at  me,  missing  me 
about  eight  inches.  As  he  pasHcd  by  the 
light  I  saw  something  shining,  and  said 
to  myself,  'That  is  a  razor.'  I  stepped 
back  on  the  platform  and  asked  what  was 
wrong.  There  were  two  or  three  there 
then.  They  said  Stoddard  was  dead. 
M'e  carried  him  into  the  saloon.  I  think 
be  took  about  one  breath  after  we  got 
him  into  the  saloon.  His  head  was 
nearly  cut  off.  There  had  been  two  cuts, 
and  there  was  nothing  but  the  bone  hold- 
ing the  head  on.  I  did  not  see  these  de- 
fendants after  that, and  don*t  know  where 
they  went.  When  the  scuffle  commenced 
they  were  right  ahead  of  me,  and  to- 
gether. Stoddard  resided  across  the  rail- 
road track,  west  from  saloon,  and  from 
where  be  was  killed.  He  was  dead  when 
we  got  him  in  the  saloon."  On  cross-ex- 
amination witness  said:    **I  did  not  see 


defendants  go  behind  the  stone  store,  but 
saw  them  stop  cm  the  sidewalk,  going 
west.  When  1  left  the  saloon  the  first 
time  there  was  no  one  in  the  saloon  but 
Stoddard,  Collier,' and  two  brakemen." 

E.  V.  Collier  was  then  called  as  a  wit- 
ness. Collier's  testimony  corresponds 
substantially  with  that  of  Nelson's  down 
to  the  time  that  O'Brien  was  struck.  He 
swears  that  at  the  time  that  O'Brien  was 
struck  he  asked  Stoddard  what  that  was 
for,  and  then  turned  away,  and  said  that 
he  was  going  to  bed,  and  walked  over  to 
the  two  defendants,  and  they  went  to  the 
door.  They  were  talking  outside  the  door 
two  or  three  minutes.  I  could  see  them 
through  the  opening  in  the  door.  After 
this  conversation,  one  went  south-east 
and  the  others  went  west.  About  20  min- 
utes after  the  Italians  had  the  talk  at  the 
door  Stoddard  said  that  he  would  have 
to  go  to  bed,  and  wen  tout  and  started  to 
tne  railroad  track,  west.  I  started  with 
Stoddard,  and  about  100  feet  from  Poul- 
sen's  we  met  these  men.  Stoddard  was 
ahead  of  me.  They  came  down  the  plank 
walk,  and  made  a  loud  noise  with  their 
feet,  and  came  up  in  front  of  Stoddard, 
and  Stoddard  said, 'Now  what,  boys?' 
They  said, 'Me  one  more  beer,  you  one 
more  beer.'  Stoddard  said, '  No ; '  that  he 
had  bf^r  enough.  One  of  them  had  his 
back  turned  towards  the  building  and  tbe 
other  was  facing.  Just  at  this  time 
O'Brien  jumped  out  from  the  buildings 
and  cut  Stoddard  down.  I  was  there 
only  five  minutes.  They  were  directing 
their  conversation  to  Stoddard,  but  none 
to  me,  and  they  asked  Stoddard  to  drink, 
and  shook  hands  with  him,  but  not  with 
me  or  Nelson.  One  of  them  shook  hands 
with  him  twice,  the  other  once.  I  think 
we  were  16  to  18  feet  from  where  he  sprang 
to  where  we  stood,  and  when  he  came  he 
came  as  fast  as  he  could.  I  was  about  five 
feet  from  hlra.  He  used  arazor  with  about 
three  motions,  and  Stoddard  fell,  and  he 
went  down  on  him.  I  grabbed  him  by  the 
collar,  and  he  made  several  cuts  at  me. 
He  got  loose  and  ran,  with  Nelson  after 
him.  I  do  not  know  where  the  defend- 
ants were  at  the  time,  or  where  they 
wont.  We  then  carried  Stoddard  Into  the 
house,  and  he  died  In  two  minutes." 
Collier  further  testified  thatjust  as  O'Drien 
spraniront  they  (the  defendants)  turiu. 
and  went  away.  "I  did  not  see  anything; 
of  O'Brien  until  he  sprang  out,  and  when 
he  sprang  these  others  went  on." 

W.  H.  Bassett  swears  that  he  heard  of 
the  trouble,  and  went  Into  Burnside's.   "I 
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saw  two  Italians  in  front  of  the  store 
talking.  1  (loQ*t  know  what  about.  The 
larger  one  was  one  of  them.  As  I  passed 
the  door  of  the  saloon  the  second  time  I 
saw  them  on  the  platform  with  Stoddard. 
Then  I  went  away." 

Poulsen  swears  that  he  knew  O'Brien 
and  these  two  defendants.  They  were  all 
Italians.  Saw  them  in  the  saloon. 
Heard  O'Brien's  insulting  remark  to  Stod- 
dard, and  saw  Stoddard  strike  him. 
After  this  O'Brien  went  and  talked  to  these 
two  in  their  own  language.  They  were 
by  the  door,  and  talked  In  a  low  tone,  and 
were  dose  together,  and  then  went  away. 
In  about  10  minutes  O'Brlon  came  back, 
and  had  something  in  his  hand,  shining. 
He  came  in,  looked  around,  and  then  went 
out.  I  heard  no  noise,  but  some  one 
came  in  and  said  Stoddard  was  bleeding 
to  death.  The  testimony  of  one  of  the 
brakemen  was  to  the  same  effect. 

The  defendant  Bestone  was  sworn  in 
bis  own  behalf  and  that  of  the  other  de- 
fendant, and  testifies  that  they  did  not 
talk  to  O'Brien  at  the  door  of  the  saloon. 
States  that  they  left  the  saloon,  and  did 
not  stop  to  talk  to  anybody.  Went  down 
and  went  to  bed.  States  that  when  they 
left  O'Brien  was  in  the  saloon,  talking  to 
some  one;  that  they  did  not  shake  hands 
with  Stoddard. 

What  took  place  in  the  saloon,  and  the 
conversation  at  the  door  between  the 
three  Italians,  was  sworn  to  by  foar  wit- 
nesses, it  is  unquestionably  true.  Yet 
Bestone  denied  it  positively  on  two  occa- 
sions, and  denied  shaking  hands  with 
Stoddard,  and  stated  that  they  did  not 
talk  to  O'Brien  in  the  saloon  nor  outside 
the  saloon.  Never  saw  him  again  that 
night.  ''We  talked  to  no  one  except  Nel- 
son after  we  left  the  saloon."  Did  not 
talk  with  Stoddard,  and  repeats  that  he 
shook  hands  with  Nelson,  no  one  else.  It 
is  evident  that  these  two  defendants  and 
O'Brien  talked  together  at  the  door  of  the 
saloon  just  after  O'Brien  was  struck; 
that  O'Brien  left  the  saloon  at  the  same 
time  they  did ;  that  he  went  for  the  razor, 
and  these  two  went  up  the  sidewalk  the 
other  way,  and  stayed  10  to  20  minutes, 
lingering  about,  and  did  not  come  back 
towards  the  saloon  until  Stoddard  came 
out  to  go  home:  that  they  then  met  him, 
and  had  some  conversation  with  him,  and 
shook  hands  with  him  twice,— every  cir- 
cumstance of  which  was  denied  positively 
by  the  defendants  at  each  of  the  two  trials. 
The  excuse  Is  made  that  they  could  not 
talk  English  well,  but  one  who  does  not 


talk    English   well  can  tell  the  truth  as 
easily  as  he  can  tell  that  which  is  false,  in 
broken    English.    No   circumstance   that 
took  place  that  night  could  be  forgotten, 
as  Stoddard  was  killed,  and  they  were  ar- 
rested the  next  day  for  the  crime.    Every 
fact  would  he  burned  into  their  memories. 
A  man  can  recollect  as  well  in  the  Italian 
language  as  he  can  in  English.    It  is  evi- 
dent that  the  defendants  deliberately  and 
intentionally  testified  falsely  with   refer- 
ence to  every  material   inculpating  fact 
that  occurred  at  the  door  of  the  saloon,  iu 
the  saloon,  and  on  the  walk  where  Stod- 
dard was  killed.    It  was  contended  with 
much  earnestness  by  the  counsel  for  appel- 
lants that  every  circumstance  could  be  rea- 
sonably explained  in  a  manner  consist- 
ent with  the  innocence  of  the  defendants. 
It  is  not  explained,  and  it  is  difi9cult  to 
explain,    why   these  two  defendants    re- 
mained on  the  walk,  or  up  at  the  track, 
one  to  two  hundred  feet  of  the  saloon, 
all  the  time  O'Brien  was  gone  In  the  other 
direction  for  his  razor.    They  talked  with 
O'Brien  at  the  door  of  the  saloon.    Why 
did  they  not  go  straight  across  to  the 
outfit  cars  with  O'Brien  if  they  were  go- 
ing to  bed,  instead  of  going  to  near  the 
railroad  track,  and  remaining  there  while 
he  was  gone?    These  things  are  dlflQcalt 
to  explain,  but  the  falsehood  of  the  defend- 
ants in  regard  to  all  these  facts  cannot  be 
explained.    Itisunexplainable.andtheract 
that  they  could  only  talk  in  broken  English 
is  no  sort  of  excuse  for  falsehood.    Tmtb 
agrees  with  every  circumstance  perfectly. 
Falsehood    agrees    with    nothing.  Is   the 
companion     of    nothing     except     goilt. 
Truth  is  always  seized  upon  by  the  inno- 
cent as  a  sure  defense,  by  the  guilty  never. 
The  Jury  saw  all  the  witnesses  upon  the 
stand,  and  could  judge  of  their  truthful- 
ness.   They  were  carefully  and  fully  In- 
structed   in    the  law  by  the  court.    The 
judge  who  tried  the  cause  also  doubtless 
carefully  noted  the  testimony,  and    cer* 
tainly  would  not  permit  a  judgment  of 
this  kind  to  stand  if  there  was  reasonable 
doubt   of   guilt.      The   instruction    com- 
plained of  was  given  in  view  of  this  testi- 
mony, and    the  testimony  Is  so  strong 
and  the    evidence  of   guilt    so  complete 
that  we  cannot  but  approve  of  the  judg- 
ment.   The  testimony  related  is  a  suffi- 
cient answpr  to  the  second  assignment  of 
erorr,  which  was  that  the  evidence  was 
insufficient  to   support  the'  verdict.     We 
think  it  is  sufficient.    Judgment  affirmed.

Huston,  J.  Plaintiff,  a  railroad  corpo* 
ration  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
state  of  Washington,  brings  this  action 
to  condemn  certain  real  estate  situate  in 
Latah  county,  state  of  Idaho,  belonging 
to  defendant,  for  railroad  purposes.  The 
action  is  brought  under  the  provisions  of 
title  7,  Rev.  St.  Idaho.  Complaint  was 
filed  and  summons  issued  on  September 
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26, 1890.  Answer  filed  February  2,  1891. 
The  only  Issue  raised  by  tbe  pleadinjrs  is 
the  amount  of  damages  ansessable 
against  plaintiff  corporation  for  the  laud 
sought  to  be  condemned.  The  cause  was 
tried  before  a  Jury  at  the  June  term,  1801, 
of  the  district  court  for  Latah  county. 
Verdict  and  Judgment  for  the  defendant 
for  f 900.  Motion  for  new  trial  overruled, 
and  appeal  by  plaintiff  from  both  order 
and  Judgment.  Section  5220,  Rev.  St.  Ida- 
ho, provides  that  "the court.  Jury,  or  ref- 
eree must  hear  such  legal  testimony  as 
maybe  offered  by  any  of  the  parties  tothb 
proceedings,  and  thereupon  must  ascer- 
tain and  assess  (1)  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty sought  to  bo  condemned,  and  ail  im- 
provements thereon  pertaining  to  the  real- 
ty, "etc. ;  "(2)  if  the  property  sought  to 
be  condemned  constitutes  only  a. part  of  a 
larger  parcel,  the  damages  which  will  ac- 
crue to  the  portion  not  sought  to  be  con- 
demned, by  reason  of  its  severance  from 
the  portion  sought  to  be  condemned,  and 
the  construction  of  the  improvements  in 
the  manner  proposed  by  the  plaintiff;  (3) 
separately,  how  much  the  portion  not 
sought  to  be  condemned,  and  each  estate 
or  interest  therein,  will  be  specially  and 
directly  benefited,  if  at  all,  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  improvement  proposed  by 
the  plaintiff,**  etc.;  "(4)  if  the  property 
sought  to  be  condemned  be  for  a  railroad, 
the  cost  of  good  and  sufllcient  fences  along 
the  line  of  such  railroad,  and  the  cost  of 
cattle  guards,  when  fence  may  cross  the 
line  of  such  railroad;  (5)  as  far  as  practi- 
cable, compensation  must  be  assessed  for 
each  source  of  damages  separately.  **  Sec- 
tion 5221  provides:  "For  the  purpose  of 
assessing  compensation  and  damages,  the 
right  thereto  shall  be  deemed  to  have  ac- 
crued at  the  date  of  the  summons,  and  its 
actual  value,  at  that  date,  shall  be  the 
measure  of  compensation  for  all  property 
to  be  actually  taken,  and  the  basis  of  dam- 
ages to  property  not  actually  taken,  but 
Injuriously  affected,  in  all  cases  when 
such  damages  are  allowed,  as  provided  in 
thelast  section,**  etc.  The  Jury  rendered 
the  following  verdict:  "(1)  We  find  that 
the  value  of  the  property  sought  to  be 
condemned,  and  all  improvements  thereon 
pertaining  to  the  realty,  is  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  dollars.  (2)  We  find  that  the 
damages  which  will  accrue  to  the  portion 
not  sought  to  be  condemned,  by  reason 
of  its  severance  from  the  portion  sought 
to  be  condemned  and  the  constrnction  of 


the  railway  in  the  manner  proposed  by 
the  plaintiff, amount  to  threehundred  dol- 
lars. (3)  We  find  that  the  portion  not 
sought  to  be  condemned  will  be  specially 
and  directly  benefited  by  the  construction 
of  the  railway  proposed  by  the  plaintiff  In 

the  sum  of dollars.*' 

Several  witnesses  were  examined  on  the 
part  of  plaintiff  and  defendant  as  to  the 
value  of  the  property  sought  to  be  con- 
demned, and  the  damages.  The  testimo- 
ny is  conflicting,  the  witnesses  varying  in 
tlieir  estimates  from  9300  orf 400  to  $2,000. 
It  is  urged  by  appellant,  as  a  ground  for 
reversal,  that  one  of  the  witnesses  for  de- 
fendant, upon  his  cross-examination,  tes- 
tified that  he  based  his  estimate  of  dam- 
ages upon  the  present  value  of  the  proper- 
ty, while  the  statute  fixes  the  value  of  tbe 
property  at  the  time  it  was  taken  as  tbe 
rule.  We  think  the  court  erred  in  allow- 
ing this  testimony  to  stand  against  tbe 
plaintiff's  motion  to  strike  it  out,  bot  we 
think  such  error  was  rendered  harmiesB 
by  the  reiterated  charge  of  the  court  to 
the  Jury  that  they  were  to  find  from  the 
evidence  the  value  of  the  property  on 
September  27, 1S90,  the  time  of  the  taking. 
It  is  also  objected  by  appellant  that  one 
Campbell,  a  witness  on  the  part  of  tbe 
plaintiff,  upon  cross-examination,  stated 
that  the  basis  of  his  estimate  of  dam- 
ages was  that  the  plaintiff  corporation 
had  allowed  f 800  for  right  of  way  over 
property  adjacent  to  that  of  defendant, 
and  that  he  considered  the  damage  of  de- 
fendant double  that  of  the  party  to  whom 
the  $800  was  allowed.  But  an  examina- 
tion of  the  rei^ord  sbows  that  this  was 
only  one  of  various  grounds  upon  which 
this  witness  based  his  estimate  of  dam- 
ages, and,  while  we  think  it  would  have 
been  eminently  proper  for  the  court  to 
have  stricken  out  that  part  of  the  witness' 
testimony  wherein  he  gave  as  one  basis  of 
his  estimate  of  damages  the  price  paid  by 
the  plaintiff  corporation  to  another  party, 
still  the  rest  of  his  testimony  must  stand, 
and  that  would  fully  support  tbe  finding 
of  the  Jury,  corroborated,  as  it  was,  by  tbe 
testimony  of  several  other  witnesses. 
From  a  careful  consideration  of  the  record 
we  are  satisfied  that  there  is  not  such  er- 
ror shown  therein  as  would  Justify  this 
court  in  reversing  the  Judgment.  Judg- 
ment of  district  court  is  afiirmed,  with 
costs  to  the  respondent.

Sui.LiyAN,  C.  J.  This  is  an  action 
brought  to  recover  from  the  defendants 
the  sum  of  S125,  alleged  to  be  due  thestate 
for  a  license  for  selling  Intoxicating  liquors 
for  the  quarter  commencing  October  1, 
1891,  and  InvoWes  the  constitutionality  of 
an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,"  approyed 
Feb.  6,  1N91.  See  1  Sess.  Laws  Idaho, 
p.  83.    The  case  was  tried  upon  an  agreed 
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stipulation  offsets,  and  JadRment rendered 
bj  the  court  below  in  favor  of  tlie  plain- 
tiff, from  wliicli  Judgment  this  appeal  was 
taken.  The  appellants  contend  that  the 
court  below  erred^Firat,  in  holding  that 
section  4  of  said  act  approved  February  6, 
1891,  was  constitutional;  and ^  second,  in 
case  said  section  isconstitutional,  then  the 
court  erred  in  rendering  Judgment  against 
the  defendants  for  more  than  975. 

After  the  case  was  submitted  to  this 
court,  Messrs.  tiawley  &  Reeves  having 
been  retained  to  present  to  the  district 
court  of  the  third  Judicial  district,  and  from 
that  court  to  this  court,  for  final  .decision, 
a  case  involving  the  constitutionality  of 
safd  act,  approved  February  6, 1891,  upon 
their  application  were  permitted  to  pre- 
sent their  printed  brief  In  this  case,  to  be 
considered  by  this  court  in  the  final  deter- 
mination of  the  case.  In  addition  to  the 
two  points  raised  by  appellant's  specifica- 
tion of  errors,  Messrs.  ETawiey  &  Reeves 
contend  that  said  act  Is  void,  for  the  rea- 
son that  it  was  not  legally  passed  or  en- 
acted by  the  legislature:  that  the  legisla- 
ture in  its  pretended  enactment  thereof 
violated  the  provisions  of  article  8  of  the 
constitution  of  Idaho,  in  this:  that  the 
house  of  representatives  amended  the  title 
of  said  act  after  it  had  passed  the  senate, 
and  failed  to  return  said  bill,  with  Its 
amended  title,  to  the  senate  for  its  concur- 
rence thereto. 

We  will  first  consider  the  point  as  to 
whether  said  act  was  legally  enacted  by 
the  legislature.  The  passage  of  the  act  in 
question  occurred  as  follows:  The  bill 
was  introduced  in  the  house  of  representa- 
tives, January  5,  1M91,  and  designated  as 
"  House  Bill  No.  24, "  and  entitled  **  An  act  to 
regulate  the  sale  of  Intoxicating  liquors  in 
less  quantities  than  one  quart,*'  (see 
House  Jour.  1891,  p.  45,)  and  was  there- 
after passed  and  transmitted  to  the  sen- 
ate. The  senate  passed  the  bill,  with 
amendments,  Februury  3,  1891.  The  bill 
was  then  returned  to  the  house,  with  the 
senate  amendments,  and  on  the  5th  day 
of  February,  1891,  the  bill,  with  the  senate 
amendments,  was  taken  up  by  the  house, 
and  adopted  and  concurred  in.  It  was 
then  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  said  bill 
bystrikingoutthefollowing  words,  to  wit, 
"in  less  quantities  than  one  quart,  '*  which 
amendment  was  agreed  to,  and  said  words 
stricken  out.  See  House  Jour.  pp.  114, 115. 
The  bill  was  not  returned  to  the  senate 
for  its  concurrence  in  the  house  amend- 
ment of  the  title,  but  was  referred  to  the 


committee  on  enrollment,  and  thereafter 
reported  as  correctly  enrolled,  and  pre- 
sented to  the  governor  for  his  approval, 
with  the  title  as  amended,  on  February  6^ 
1891,  and  approved  by  him  on  that  day. 
The  provisions  of  section  4  of  said  bilU 
when  first  introduced  in  and  passed  hy  the 
house  of  representatives,  related  to  thenale 
of  Intoxicating  liquors  in  less  quantities 
than  one  quart,  but  when  amended  by  the 
senate  related  or  applied  to  intoxicating 
liquors  to  be  drank  In,  on,  or  about  the 
premises  where  sold,  regardless  q|^the 
quantity.  The  senate,  after  so  amei^p^ 
the  bill  as  to  strike  out  all  provisions  edtt- 
tained  therein  in  regard  to  the  quantity  of 
intoxicating  liquors  soli,  omitted  orfailed 
to  strllce  out  of  the  title  that  part  thereof 
referring  to  quantity.  That  failure  or 
omission  may  be  regarded  as  a  mere  over- 
sight or  clerical  error.  After  the  senate 
amended  said  bill,  that  part  of  the  title 
referring  to  th*)  quantity  of  liquor  sold 
was  mere  surplusage,  as  no  part  of  said 
act  contained  any  provisions  referring  to 
the  quantity.  The  amendment  of  the  title, 
as  made  by  the  house  of  representatives, 
was  not  one  of  substance,  and  did  not  in- 
validate tlie  act.  Plummer  v.  People,  74 
111.  361 ;  Ballon  v.  Black,  17  Neb.  389,  23  N. 
W.  Rep.  3;  Bins  v.  Weber, 81 111.288;  Jobn- 
son  V.  People,  83  111.  435. 

It  is  also  contended  that  said  act  Is  Id 
contravention  of  section  16,  art.  8,  Const. 
Idaho,  in  this:  that  tlie  subject-matter 
of  the  act  is  not  embraced  in  the  title 
thereof,  so  far  as  the  license  tax  is  con- 
cerned ;  hence  that  part  of  the  act  relat* 
ing  to  the  license  is  void  for  that  reason, 
.ludge  Cooley,  In  his  work  on  Constitu- 
tional Limitations,  (6tb  £d.)  pp.  171, 172, 
states  the  purpose  of  constitutional  pro- 
visions, such  as  we  have  in  said  section  16, 
art.  3,  as  follows:  '*It  may  tlierefore  be 
assumed  as  settled  that  the  purpose  of 
these  provisions  was— F/rsf,  to  prevent 
hodgepodge  or  'log-rolling*  legislation; 
second,  to  prevent  surprise  or  fraud  apon 
the  legislature  by  means  of  provisions  la 
bills  of  which  the  title  gave  no  intimation, 
and  which  might  therefore  be  overlooked, 
and  carelessly  and  unintentionally  adopt- 
ed; and,  t AM,  to  fairly  apprise  the  people, 
through  such  publication  of  legislative 
proceeding  as  is  usually  made,  of  the  sub- 
jects of  legislation  that  are  being  consid- 
ered, in  order  that  they  may  have  oppor- 
tunity of  being  heard  thereon,  by  peritioa 
or  otherwise,  if  they  shall  so  desire.  **  He 
further  says:    **The  g<^neral  purpose  of 
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these  provifllons  la  accomplished  when  a 
law  has  but  one  general  ol>]ect,  which  is 
fairly  indicated  by  the  title.  To  require 
eTery  end  and  means  necessary  and  con- 
venient for  the  accomplishment  of  this 
flceneral  object  to  be  provided  for  by  a 
separate  act  relating  to  that  alone  would 
not  only  be  unreasonable,  but  would  ac- 
tually render  legislation  impossible."  Id 
172.  Section  16,  art.  3,  of  the  constitution 
must  be  iciven  a  reasonable  construction. 
It  is  sufficient  if  the  act  treats  of  but  one 
general  subject,  and  that  subject  expressed 
in  the  title.  To  hold  that  each  subdivision 
of  the  subject,  and  each  and  every  of  the 
ends  and  means  necessary  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  object  of  the  act,  must  be 
specifically  mentioned  In  the  title,  would 
greatly  embarrass  legislation,  and  accom- 
plish no  legitimate  purpose.  The  title  to 
said  act  is  comprehensive  enough  to  in- 
clnde  all  provisions  necessary  and  con- 
Tenient  to  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors.  It  is  comprehensive  enough  to  in- 
clude the  provisions  of  said  act  in  regard 
to  a  license  tax,  that  being  one  of  the 
means  usually  employed  for  the  purpose  of 
regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 
It  is  contended  that  section  4  of  the  act 
in  question  is  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  2  and  5  of  article  7  of 
theconstitutlonof  Idaho,  requiring  equali- 
ty and  uniformity  of  taxation  upon  the 
same  class  of  subjects.  Section  4  of  said 
act  provides  as  follows:  ''The  amount  to 
be  paid  by  each  applicant  for  snch  license 
shall  be  the  sum  of  f  500  per  tear,  or  a 
proportionate  amount  for  each  fraction 
of  a  year,  in  any  city,  town,  village,  or 
hamlet  where,  at  the  last  general  election 
next  preceding  the  date  of  the  application 
for  license,  the  total  vote  for  governor  ex- 
ceeded 150  votes,  and  $300  per  year  in  all 
other  cities,  towns,  villages,  or  hamlets: 
provided,  that  all  persons  engaged  In  re- 
tailing liquors  In  connection  with  an  hotel 
or  tavern  where  meals  and  lodgings  are 
kept  and  furnished  in  good  faith  for  the 
entertainment  of  travelers,  at  any  point 
distant  three  miles  or  more  outside  of  the 
limits  of  any  city,  town,  village,  or  ham- 
let, shall  pay  a  license  therefor  of  f  100  per 
year,  or  a  proportionate  amount  for  each 
fractional  part  of  a  year:  and  provided, 
further,  that  no  license  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  for  a  less 
time  than  three  months,  and  no  Hcenno 
shall  be  granted  for  a  longer  period  than 
one  year."  Section  2.  art.  7,  of  the  consti- 
tution, is  OS   follows:    ''The  legislature 


shall  provide  such  revenue  as  maybe  need* 
ful,  by  levyiug  a  tax  by  valuation,  so 
that  every  person  or  corporation  shall 
pay  a  tax  In  proportion  to  the  value  of 
his,  her,  or  Its  property,  except  as  In  this 
article  hereinafter  otherwise  provided. 
The  legislature  may  also  impose  a  license 
tax  both  upon  natural  persons  and  upon 
corporations,  other  than  municipal,  doing 
business  in  this  state;  also  a  percapitn 
tax:  provided,  the  legislature  may  exempt 
a  limited  amount  of  improvements  upor^ 
land  from  taxation."  Section  5  of  said 
article  7  is  as  follows:  "All  taxes  shall  be 
uniform  upon  the  same  class  of  subjects, 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  au* 
thority  levying  the  tax,  and  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  under  general  laws, 
which  shall  prescribe  such  regulations  as 
shall  secure  a  Just  valuation  for  taxation 
of  all  property,  real  and  personal:  pro- 
vided, that  the  legislature  may  allow  such 
exemptions  from  taxation  from  time  to 
time  as  shall  seem  necessary  and  Just,  and 
all  existing  exemptions  provided  by  the 
laws  of  the  territory  shall  continue  until 
changed  by  the  legislature  of  the  state: 
provided,  further,  that  duplicate  taxation 
of  property  for  the  same  purpose,  during 
the  same  year,  is  hereby  prohibited. " 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  pro* 
visions  of  said  sections  of  the  constitu* 
tlon  requiring  equality  and  uniformity  of 
taxation  upon  the  same  class  of  subjects 
do  not  apply  to  the  license  tax  provided 
for  in  said  section  4  of  said  act.  No  one 
can  doubt  (who  reads  the  act  in  question) 
that  the  intention  of  the  legislature,  in  its 
passage,  was  to  regulate  a  trafflc  which 
was  believed  by  them  to  be  pernicious  In 
its  effects  upon  society,  and  not  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  revenue.  The  principal 
object  was  to  regulate  such  traflSc,  not  to 
raise  revenue.  The  constitutional  pro- 
vision in  regard  to  equality  and  uni- 
formity of  taxation  has  reference  solely  to 
**  taxation,"  pure  and  simple,  according  to 
the  commonly  accepted  meaning  of  that 
term,  for  the  purpose  of  revenue  only.  It 
does  not  apply  to  those  impositions  made 
nnder  the  police  power  of  the  state,  us  a 
means  of  constraining  and  regulating  a 
business  that  may  be  regarded  as  evil  in 
its  effects  upon  society.  In  Burroughs  on 
Taxation  (page  147)  it  is  stated  that  the 
provisions  of  the  constitution  as  to 
equality  and  uniformity  of  taxation  do  not 
apply  to  licenses.  See,  also,  1  Desty ,  Tax'n, 
305.  note  6;  2  Desty,  Tax'n,  1385  et  seq.; 
Fahey  v.  State,  (Tex.  App.)  11  S.  W  Rep. 
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108;  AlleDtown  v.QroBS,  132Ta.  St  319,  19 
Atl.  Rep.  269:  Plealtr  v.  State.  11  Neb.  547, 
10  N.  W.  Rep.  4Sl;  East  St.  Louis  v. 
Wehrung,  46  III.  892;  P#»ople  ▼.  Tburber, 
13  111.554;  WlgKlns  Ferry  Co.  v.  Bant  St. 
LouiR,  102  111.  560 ;  Dlstillioff  Co.  v.  Cbicaffo, 
112  111.19;  New  Orleans  v.  Railroad  Co., 
41  La.  Ann.  519,  7  South.  Rep.  83. 

Tlie  contentioD  that  said  section  4  is  un- 
constitutional, for  the  reason  that  the 
license  tax  is  not  the  same  on  each  person 
engaged  in  selling  intoxicating  liquors,  is 
fully  answered  by  the  authorities  last 
above  cited.  Under  said  act  the  license 
tax  is  graduated  by  the  number  of  votes 
cast  for  governor  at  the  last  general  elec* 
tion  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  appli- 
cation for  a  license.  If  the  total  vote  cast 
for  governor  at  such  election  exceeds  150 
votes,  then  the  applicant  is  required  to 
pay  a  license  of  f500  per  annum;  and  it 
such  vote  did  not  exceed  150  votes,  then 
the  applicant  must  pay  9300  per  annum. 
The  act  In  question  is  a  police  regulation, 
and,  as  such,  the  price  of  licenses  may  be 
graduated  as  indicated  therein.  In  Ex 
parte  Marshall,  64  Ala.  266,  Justice  Stone, 
delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  says: 
^Inasmuch  as  the  price  of  a  license  may 
be  Kraduated  by  the  populousness  of  the 
community  In  which  the  privilege  is  to  be 
exercised,  and  by  the  profitableness  of  the 
employments,  amusements,  games,  etc.,  it 
authorizes,  this  assessment  is  not  obnox- 
ious to  the  objection  that  it  is  n^t  levied 
equally  throughout  the  taxable  district." 
See,  also.  East  St.  Louis  v.  Webrung, 
supra;  State  v.  0*Hara,  36  La.  Ann.  93; 
New  Orleans  v.  Railroad  Co.,  41  La.  Ann. 
519,  7  South.  Hep.  83;  Allentown  v.  Gross, 
132  Pa.  St.  319,  19  Atl.  Rep.  269.  In  City  of 
Newton  v.  Atchison,  31  Kan.  151, 1  Pac. 
Rep.  288.  the  court  holds  that  a  license  tax 
may  be  graduated  by  some  standard,  pro- 
vided such  standard  is  fair  and  lust.  We 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  intention  of 
the  legislature  was  to  graduate  the  license 
tax  for  selling  intoxicating  liquors  by  the 
populousness  of  the  community  in  which 
the  business  was  carried  on,  and  the 
method  of  ascertaining  such  fact  was  by 
referring  to  the  vote  cast  for  governor  at 
the  election  next  preceding  the  applica- 
tion for  a  license.  The  standard  for  grad- 
uating the  license  tax,  prescribed  by  the 
act  in  question.  Is  reasonably  fair  and 
Just.  The  judgment  of  the  court  l)elow  is 
affirmed,  with  costs  of  this  appeal.

In  the 
afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in  pursuance 
of  the  agreement  of  the  parties,  the  plain- 
tiff executed  the  following  agreement  to 
reconvey  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  de- 
fendant: "This  agreement,  made  and  en- 
tered into  this  26th  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1S83, 
between  Madison  A.  Keiley,  of  the  city  of 
Lewiston,  In  the  county  of  Nez  Perces,  in 
the  territory  of  Idaho,  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  Samuel  8.  Leaehman,  of  the 
same  county  and  territory,  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  wltnesseth :  That  where- 
as, the  said  party  of  the  second  part  has 
this  day  conveyed  by  deed  of  warrranty 
to  the  said  first  party  the  hereinafter  de- 
scribed real  property,  situated  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Nes  Perces  and  territory  of  Idaho,  of 
the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  sixty-one

The  plaintiff  on  the  10th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1891,  files  his  complaint,  alleging  own- 
ership of  the  said  tract  of  land ;  that  the 
defendant  on  said  date  entered  Into  pos- 
session of  the  said  premises  under  the 
plaintiff.  Various  payments  were  made- 
from  year  to  year  by  the  defendant  to 
plaintiff  upon  the  amount  appearing  to  be 
due  him,  for  principal  and  Interest,  by  the 
terms  of  the  said  agreement,  until  about 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1890.  In  Febru- 
ary, 1891,  plaintiff  demanded  possession  of 
the  land,  which  defendant  refused;  where- 
upon plaintirf  brings  this  suit  in  ejectment, 
alleging  above  facts,  and  that  he  is  enti- 
tled to  possession;  that  value  of  rents,  is- 
sues, and  profits  of  said  premises  is  f300, 
and  that  he  has  sustained  damage  in  the 
sum  of  $150;  prays  judgment  for  the  re- 
covery of  the  premises,  fur  rents  and  prof- 
its, damages,  and  costsof  action.  Defend- 
ant denies  ownerHhlp  of  plaintiff;  that  he 
was  ever  in  possession;  denies  value  of 
rents  and  profits  and  damages;  alleges 
ownership;  continued  possession  in  him- 
self; that  the  deed  and  defeasance  were 
intended  as  a  mortgage;  alleges  the  pay- 
ment of  the  whole  f  1,661.39,  principal  and 


interest;  pleads  statute  of  limitation; 
prays  decree  of  dismissal,  and  that  his  title 
be  quieted.  The  court  entered  decree  of 
ouster,  and  judgment  for  $100  rents  and 
profits,  and  SlOO  damages.  Defendant 
moved  for  new  trial,  which  being  refaaed, 
be  appeals,  both  from  order  overruling 
motion  lor  new  trial  and  from  the  Judg- 
ment. 

The  proof  shows  that  the  plaintltf  was 
never  In  actual  possession  of  the  land; 
that  the  deed  was  given  to  plalntitT  for 
the  amount  of  money  .named  therein, 
which  was  furnished  by  the  plaintiff  to 
pay  off  certain  indebtedness  of  the  defend- 
ant to  other  parties.  The  agreement  of 
defeasance,  or  for  reconveyance,  was 
given  to  afford  defendant  an  opportunity 
to  repay  the  money  with  interest,  and 
thus  procure  a  reconveyance  of  the  land. 
The  questions  for  the  determination  of 
this  court  are,  was  this  an  absolute  con- 
veyance of  the  title  to  the  land  in  ques- 
tion, or  must  the  deed  and  agreement  to 
reconvey  be  held  a  mortgage,  and  will 
ejectment  lie  to  gain  possession  of  the 
land?  The  agreement  to  reconvey  was 
executed  on  the  same  day  as  the  dc«d.  It 
was  given  by  the  grantee  in  the  deed  to 
the  grantor;  recites  the  giving  of  thedeed; 
and  contracts  to  reconvey  the  land  de- 
scribed, upon  the  payment  of  the  sum 
mentioned  as  the  consideration  in  the 
deed,  with  interest  thereon  at  a  specified 
rate;  all  taxes  and  assessments,  etc.,  made 
upon  the  land.  These  two  writings, 
taken  together,  constitute  a  mortgage.  1 
Jones,  Mortg.  §  20.  It  would  have  consti- 
tuted a  mortgage  if  there  had  been  simply 
a  parol  agreement  made  between  the  par- 
ties to  reconvey  upon  the  payment  of  a 
stipulated  sum.  Id.  §  248.  It  might  have 
been  In  that  case  more  difllcult  to  prove 
the  contract.  This  being  an  agit^ment  in 
writing,  there  is  no  dlfllculty  about  the 
proof.  In  Hmlth  v.  Smith,  80  Cal.  325,  21 
Pac.  Rep.  4,  and  22  Pac.  Rep.  186,  549.  the 
court  say:  **  It  is  the  settled  rule  in  that 
state  that  if  a  deed,  absolute  in  form, 
was  made  merely  to  secure  an  indebted- 
ness to  the  grantee.it  Is  a  mere  mortgage* 
and  does  not  pass  the  title. "  See,  also, 
Taylor  v.  McLain,  64  Cal,  514,  2  Pac.  Rep. 
899;  Healy  v.  O'Brien,  66  Cal.  519,6  Pac. 
Rep.  386;  4  Kent,  Comm.  142,  143.  When, 
at  the  time  of  theexecutlon  of  an  absolute 
conveyance,  a  separate  defeasance  or 
agreement  to  reconvey  is  also  executed, 
the  transaction  at  law  will  constitute  a 
mortgage.     Where   the  deed    and    defea* 
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«ance  have  been  executed  and  delivered  at 
tbe  same  time,  and  form  parts  of  one 
transaction,  as  in  this  case,  the  courts 
have  oniversaily  considered  them  as  con- 
Btltatlng:  a  lesal  mortgage.  2  Devi.  Deeds, 
1100,  1101;  Bhaw  v.  Erskine,  43  Me.  371;  1 
Jones,  Mortg.  §  20;  Walker  v.  Manufac* 
tQriuf^Co.,2Colo.S9;  Knowlton  v.  Walker, 
13  Wis.  204;  Brinkman  v.  Jones,  44  Wis. 
496;  Sharkey  v.  Sharkey,  47  Mo.  643; 
Prescbbnker  V.  Feaman,32  111.  475;  Ewart 
▼.  Waning,  42  III.  453;  Archambau  ▼. 
Green,  21  Minn.  520;  Benton  v.  Nicholl,  24 
Minn.  221;  Brush  v.  Peterson,  TA  Iowa, 
243«  6  N.  W.Rep.  287.  See.  also,  HIckox  v. 
Lowe,  10  Cal.  197;  Russell  v.  Southard,  12 
How.  139. 

The  provision  near  the  end  of  the  agree- 
ment to  reconvey,  which  Is  as  follows: 
''And,  in  case  any  interest,  taxes,  or  as- 
aessments  should  remain  unpaid  for  thir* 
ty  days  after  the  same  shall  become  due, 
he,  the  said  second  party,  will  then  quit 
and  surrender  the  whole  of  said  premises 
to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the 
whole  amount  shall  be  considered  due,"— 
does  not  chancre  the  character  of  the  trans- 
action as  a  mortgage.  1  Jones,  Mortg.  § 
250.  Parol  evidence  is  admissible  to  show 
that  an  absolute  deed  and  a  separate  de- 
feasance are  parts  of  the  same  transaction, 
and  that  together  they  were  intended  to 
constitute  a  mortgage.  Such  testimony 
does  not  contradict  the  writings,  but 
shows  the  relation  of  one  to  the  other. 
Id.  §  248:  Gay  v.  Hnroilton,  33  Cal  686; 
Preschbaker  T.  Feaman,  32  Til.  475. 

Since  the  deed  and  agreement  to  recon- 
vey constitute  a  mortgage,  our  statute 
atepa  in  to  direct  and  control  the  remedy 
In  case  of  default,  which  must  be  by  fore- 
closure and  sale.  Section  4520,  Rev.  St. 
Idaho.  Ejectment  Is  positively  and  spe- 
cifically forbidden.  Section  4523,  Id.,  Is  as 
follows:  '^A  mortgage  of  real  property 
shall  not  be  deemed  a  conveyance,  what- 
ever its  terms,  so  as  to  enable  the  owner 
of  a  mortgage  to  recover  possession  of 
tbe  real  property,  without  a  foreclosure 
and  sale.**  Since  the  plaintiff  is  not  seek- 
ing to  recover  any  indebtedness  In  this 
action,  and  the  action  in  its  present  form 
cannot  be  maintained,  the  amount  paid 
on  the  debt  is  not  in  issue.  As  ejectment 
will  not  lie,  the  question  as  to  whether 
such  action  Is  barred  by  statute  of  limita- 
tions is  not  in  the  case.  For  the  same  rea- 
sons the  cross  petition  by  defendant  to 
quiet  title  to  another  and  separate  tract 
of  land   cannot   bo    maintained   herein. 


J udgment  reversed  and  cause  dismissed, 
with  costs  awarded  to  appellant.

Btltutional.

Appeal  from  district  court,  Latah  coun- 
ty; W.  G.  PiPRR,  Judge. 

Action  by  the  county  of  Latah  against 
E.  G.  Peterson  to  condemn  a  certain  strip 
of  defendant's  land  for  a  road.  From  a 
Judgment  entered  on  a  verdict,  awarding 
him  flOO  damages,  defendant  appeals. 
AfSirmed.

The  taking  of  private  property  for  a  pri- 
vate road  Is  not  conferred  by  the  right  of 
eminent  domain ;  hence,  when  the  legisla- 
ture undertakes  to  authorise  such  appro- 
priation of  private  property.  It  is  an  at- 
tempted delegation  of  a  power  not  pos- 
sessed by  the  legislature  nor  the  people  In 
legislative  capacity,  and  is  unconstitution- 
al. Taylor  v.  Porter,  4  Hill,  140;  Witham 
V.  Oaburn,  4  Or.  318;  Dickey  v.  Tennison, 
27  Mo.  378;  Com.  v.  Cambridge,  7  Mass. 
158;  Nesbitt  V.  Trumbo,  39  111.  110;  Crear 
V.  Crossly,  40  111.  175;  Stewart  v.  Hart- 
man,  46  Ind.331;  Blnckman  y.  Halves,  72 
Ind.  515. 

When  the  order  of  an  inferior  tribunal 
or  of  some  precedent  authority  is  necessa- 
ry, a  court  acting  without  such  order  Is 
without  jurisdiction.  Lane  v.  Pferdner,  56 
Cal.  122;  Danlelwlts  v.  Temple,  55  Cal.  42; 
WalbHdge  v.  Ellsworth,  44  Cal.  353.

Judgment  will  not  be  arrested  for  lack 
of  an  essential  averment  In  the  declaration 
which  is  contained  by  implication  In  the 
averments  used,  or  which  may  have  been 
considered  to  have  been  proved  as  a  part 
of  what  is  alleged.    Black,  Judgm.  §  100. 

Morgan,  J.  On  or  before  the  15th  day 
of  July,  1890,  a  petition  in  due  form  was 
presented  to  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  Latah  county,  praying  for  tbe 
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efltablishment  of  a  private  or  by  road 
over  the  lands  belonglDjB:  to  the  defend - 
ant»  E.  G.  Peterson,  described  In  plaintiff's 
complaint.  On  said  15th  day  of  July  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  appointed 
three  viewers,  and  directed  that  said  view- 
ers should  meet  on  the  5th  day  of  ISeptem* 
ber,  1890,  and  view  and  survey  and  mark 
out  said  road,  and  estimate  the  damages 
accruing  to  nonconsenting  landowners. 
The  said  viewers  met  as  directed;  sur- 
veyed and  marked  out  the  road ;  platt^^d 
and  mapped  the  same;  made  their  report 
to  said  board,  which  thereupon  ordered 
the  road  overseer  to  tender  to  defendant, 
who  was  a  nonconsentlng  landowner,  the 
sum  of  money  awarded  to  him,  which 
sum  the  defendant  refused  to  accept. 
Thereupon  this  suit  was  commenced. 
The  cause  was  tried  before  the  Hon.  W. 
G.  Piper,  Judge,  and  a  Jury.  The  Jury 
assessed  the  damages  accruing  to  defend- 
ant at  9100.  Judgment  of  condemnation 
was  thereupon  entered.  Defendant  ap- 
pealed from  said  Judgment  to  this  court. 
The  principal  contention  of  the  appellant 
is  that  the  act  of  the  territorial  lesrlRla- 
ture,  to  wit,  section  933,  Rev.  8t.  Idaho, 
is  unconstitutional,  for  the  reason  that  it 
attempts  to  take  private  property  for 
private  use.  It  is  a  general  rule  that  the 
right  of  eminent  domain  does  not  imply 
a  right  in  the  sovereign  power  to  take  the 
property  of  one  citizen,  and  transfer  it  to 
another,  even  for  a  full  compensation, 
where  the  public  interest  will  be  in  noway 
promoted  by  such  transfer.  This  doc- 
trine, in  the  absence  of  any  constitutional 
provision,  is  established  by  a  long  line  of 
decisions  not  necessary  here  to  enumerate. 
Among  other  decisions,  the  appellant 
cites  Osborn  v.  Hart,  '24  Wis.  89.  The  stat- 
ute of  Wisconsin  authorized  the  laying 
out  of  private  roads  upon  the  application 
of  any  freeholder,  such  applicant  to  pay 
all  damages  and  costs.  To  this  was  add- 
ed by  the  same  statute  the  further  provi- 
sion that  ''such  private  road,  when  so  laid 
out,  shall  be  for  theuse  of  the  applicant,  his 
heirs  or  assigns,  *  *  *  norshall  the  own- 
er of  the  land  through  which  such  roads 
shall  be  laid  out  be  permitted  to  use  the 
same  as  a  road,  unless  he  shall  have  signi- 
fied his  intention  of  so  doing,  *  *  *  before 
theda  mages  were  ascertaiued."  The  court 
held  in  above  case  that,  inasmuch  as  the 
public  could  not  use  such  road,  and  had 
no  interest  In  it,  and  the  owner  of  the  land 
could  not  use  it,  the  law  could  not  be  sus- 
tained.   It  will  be  noticed  that  our  stat- 


ute (section  933  et  seq.)  contains  no  sticb 
exclusive  provisions,  but  a  private  road, 
wnen  opened,  can  be  "used  for  any  purpose 
to  which  it  is  adapted  by  the  general  pub* 
lie  and  by  any  individual  thereof.  Id  the 
same  case  the  court  say:  "In  some  of  the 
states  it  has  been  held  that  these  roada» 
although  termed  'private,'  yet  were  in 
fact  public,  roads,  so  far  as  the  right  to 
use  them  was  concerned,  and  upon  this 
ground  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  au- 
thorize thera  to  be  laid  out  has  been  !«ua- 
tained."  Osborn  v.  Hart,  24  Wis.  91 ;  Per- 
rine  v.  Parr, 22  N.  J.  Law,  356;  In  re  Hick- 
man, 4Har.  (Del.) 580.  In  case  of  Witham 
V.  Osburn,*4  Or.  318,  also  cited  by  appel- 
lant, the  court  hold  that  private  proper- 
ty cannot  be  taken  for  exclusively  private 
use,  whether  compensation  be  made  or 
not;  but  the  court  also  hold  that  the  leg- 
islature may  provide  for  the  establish- 
ment of  private  roads,  or  "by ways,*. as 
they  are  termed  in  our  statute,  by  provid- 
ing that  they  shall  be  public  instead  of 
Crivate  roads,  and  that  they  may  be  used 
y  the  public.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
decree  of  the  court.  In  the  case  at  bar, 
directs  that  the  said  highway  shall  be 
opened  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Bald 
P.  N.  Lunstrum,  the  applicant,  and  the 
general  public,  so  that  the  decree  Itaelf 
provides  that  it  shall  be  a  public,  as  well 
as  a  private,  road. 

In  Nesbitt  y.  Trumbo,  39  111.  110.  and 
Crear  v.  Crossly,  40  111.  175,  the  court  hold 
that  section  98  of  the  act  of  1861  (St.  111. 
p.  263)  is  unconstitutional,  for  the  reason 
that  It  transfers  the  use  of  the  land  con- 
demned to  the  person  for  whose  use  the 
road  was  established,  his  heirs  and  as* 
signs,  forever.  The  owner  is  deprived  of 
its  use,  and  the  other  acquires  its  ape  per- 
petually. For  all  practicable  purposes, 
this  amounts  to  a  transfer  of  the  land. 
It  will  be  seen  that  this  statute  is  very 
different  from  section  933,  Rev.  St.  Idaho. 
The  owner  of  the  soil  and  the  general  public 
has  as  much  interest  in  and  the  right  to 
the  use  of  such  private  road,  as  fully  and 
completely,  as  the  person  upon  whose  ap- 
plication it  is  opened;  and  the  effect 
would  be  that,  if  the  use  of  the  land  for 
such  purpose  should  cease,  it  would  re- 
vert to  the  owner  of  the  soil.  In  the  two 
last-named  cases  Mr.  Justice  Lawrenxr, 
one  of  the  most  eminent  Jurists  of  bis  time, 
dissents  from  the  opinion  of  the  court, 
and  giving  his  reasons,  in  Crear  ▼.  Cross- 
ly, he  says:  "If  the  government,  after 
making  a  grant,  owns  all  the  sarroand- 
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Ing:  landB,  the  grantee  takes  a  right  of 
way  over  the  surronoding  land  to  the 
public  highway  as  an  Incident  to  his 
grant;  and  if  the  government  retains  the 
title  to  a  tract  of  laud,  having  sold  the 
land  surrounding  it  on  every  side,  a  right 
of  way  to  a  public  road  is  reserved  by  im- 
plication. This  right  of  way  continues  in 
both  cases,  both  In  favor  of  and  against 
subsequent  grantees,  for  it  is  a  richt  cre- 
ated by  operation  of  law,  and  from  neces- 
Rity,  to  enable  owners  to  enjoy  their  lands. 
I  consider  our  statuteln  regard  to  private 
roads  as  simply  based  on  this  common- 
law  right,  and  regulating  its  exercise. 
The  right  existed  before  the  act  was 
passed,  by  the  established  rules  of  the 
common  law  in  regard  to  the  construc- 
tion of  grants.**  These  reasons  apply 
with  equal  force  to  our  own  statute,  and 
in  onr  opinion  would  be  sufficient  reason 
for  upholding  it,  were  there  no  other  au- 
thority. There  is  abundant  authority, 
however,  for  sustaining  the  statute  in  the 
decisions  of  the  courts.  Where  the  road, 
though  laid  out  upon  the  application  and 
paid  for  and  kept  in  repair  by  a  particu- 
lar Individual,  who  is  especially  acconimo- 
dated  thereby,  is,  in  fact,  a  public  road, 
and  for  the  use  of  all  who  may  desire  to 
use  It,  then  it  is  regarded  as  accomplish- 
ing a  public  purpose  for  which  land  may 
be  condemned.  Lewiti,  Em.  Dom.  §  167; 
Shaver  v.  Starrett,  4  Ohio  St.  494:  Ferris 
V.  Bramble,  6  Ohio  St.  109;  Denham  v. 
Commissioners,  108  Mass.  202;  Sherman  v. 
Bulck,  82  Cal.  241,  and  cases  there  cited; 
Monterey  County  v.  Cushlng,  83  Cal.  507, 
23  Pac.  Rep.  700;  Brock  v.  Town  of  Bar- 
net,  67  Vt.  172.  The  constitution  (ar- 
ticle 1,  §  14)  substantially  recognizes  the 
right  of  the  legislature  to  provide  for  lay- 
ing out  private  roads  or  byways,  as  fol- 
lows: **The  necessary  use  of  lands  for 
reservoirs  or  storage  basins,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  irrigation,  or  for  rights  of  way 
for  the  construction  of  canals,  ditches, 
flumes,  or  pipes,  *  *  *  or  any  other  use 
necessary  to  the  complete  development  of 
the  material  resources  of  the  state, 
*  *  *  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public 
use."    This   provision   is   certainly  suffl- 
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cient  to  authorize  tho  legislature  to  pro- 
vide for  the  establishment  of  by  ways,  or 
pent  ways,  as  they  are  sometimes  called, 
or  private  roads,  which  are  for  the  use  of 
any  one  who  may  desire  t<^  use  them.  The 
necessity  for  such  private  roads  is  appar- 
ent when  It  is  stated  that  It  would  be 
Impossible  to  improve  very  many  valua- 
ble tracts  of  land  in  this  state  which  are 
not  reached  by  public  highways,  unless 
this  power  existed.  Such  roads  are  there- 
fore necessary  to  the  complete  develop- 
ment of  the  material  resources  of  the 
state.  We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion 
that  section  933,  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  Is  con- 
stitutional. 

The  aiipellant  complains  that  the  de- 
cree of  the  court  authorizes  the  condemna- 
tion of  a  strip  of  land  only  30  feet  wide, 
instead  of  50  feet,  which  Is  required  for  the 
width  of  highways.  It  would  seem  that 
the  person  whose  land  Is  condemned  can- 
not be  heard  to  complain  that  the  court 
did  not  take  50  feet  of  land  instead  of  80 
feet.  It  is  hardly  consistent  with  his  posi- 
tion, since  he  appears  here  complaining 
that  any  was  taken. 

The  appellant  also  makes  the  point  that 
the  complaint  does  not  state  facts  suffi- 
cient to  constitute  a  cause  of  action.  VA'e 
think  this  point  cannot  be  sustained. 
The  ultimate  facts  only  are  necessary  to 
be  alleged,  and  these  are  sufficiently  set 
forth.  The  respondent  In  this  case  com- 
plains that  the  court  below  rendered  a 
Judgment  in  form  against  P.  N.  Lun- 
strum  for  the  amount  of  the  damages  and 
one  half  the  costs,  while  it  is  undoubtedly 
true  that  no  Judgment  can  be  rendered 
against  one  not  a  party  to  the  suit.  As 
neither  the  respondent,  the  county  of 
Latah,  nor  Lnnstrum,  nor  Peterson  has 
taken  any  appeal  from  this  part  of  the 
Judgment,  it  is  not  before  this  court.  The 
condemnation  is  made  substantially  upon 
condition  that  said  Lnnstrum  shall  pay 
the  defendant,  Peterson,  the  damages  and 
one  half  the  costs,  (into  court,)  and,  upon 
such  payment  or  tender,  the  decree  can 
be  enforced.    Judgment  affirmed.

Tho  electors' oath  bill  partakes  of  the 
nature  of  **a  bill  of  pains  and  peuaitles,** 
which  is  included  in  the  prohibition  of  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  that  '*  no 
bill  of  attainder  shall  be  passed, "and  that 
**no  state  shall  pass  any  bill  of  attainder." 
Cooley, Const,  l-im.  261 ;  Story , Const.  1338 ; 
Bouv.  Diet.  247;  Fletcher  v.  Pei»k,«Cranch, 
87:  Ex  parte  Garland,  4  Wall.  333-38?<. 

It  is  a  legislative  conviction  for  a  gup- 
posed  crime,  which  is  void.  Fletcher  v. 
Feck,  9  Cranch,  87;  Cummings  v.  Missouri, 
4  Wall.  277:  Ex  parte  Garland-,  Id.  333;

Any  law  that  makes  an  act  done  before 
the  passage  of  the  law,  and  which  was 
Innocent  when  done,  criminal,  and  pun- 
ishes such  act,  is  ex  post  facto,  and  void.

This  is  an  application  by 
the  plaintiff  for  a  writ  of  mandate,  to  the 
defendant,  as  reRistrar  of  Paris  precinct 
in  Bear  Lake  county,  Idaho,  commanding 
him  to  register  the  plaintiff  as  an  elector 
of  said  precinct,  which  defendant  bad  re- 
fused to  do  for  the  reason  that  plaintiff  re- 
fused to  take  the  oath  required  bj  the 
statutes  of  Idaho  as  a  condition  prpcedeni 
to  registration.  There  was  no  appear- 
ance on  the  part  of  defendant.  It  la 
claimed  by  the  plaintiff  that  the  atatote 
enacted  by  the  first  legislature  of  the  state 
of  Idaho,  and  generally  known  as  the 
*' Test  Oath  Law,  "is  unconstitutional  and 
void,  upon  the  following  Kronnds:  First, 
that  it  is  in  contravention  of  section  9. 
art.  1,  of  the  federal  constitution,  in  that 
it  is  ex  post  facto  in  Itscharacter;  second, 
that  it  annuls  the  provisions  of  section  S, 
art.  6,  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of 
Idaho;  third,  that  it  is  in  the  nature  of  a 
bill  of  attainder.  Amonx  the  roost  em- 
barrassing problems  presented  to  the 
framers  of  the  state  constitution  of  Idaho 
was  the  regulation  of  the  right  of  suf- 
frage. Almost  since  the  organisation  of 
the  territory  there  had  existed  within  Its 
borders  an  organisation  which  persisted  in 
practices  and  teachings  which  were  In 
open  defiance  of  both  local  and  fetleral 
laws  which  they  considered  at  all  Im- 
pinged upon  what  they  termed  their  "  reli- 
gious liberties."  These  prarticea  made 
them  not  only  a  disturbing  element  In  the 
commonwealth,  but  a  constant  menace 
to  free  American  institutions  and  govern- 
ment. The  necessity  for  some  action  put- 
ting a  period  to  the  advancement  of  the 
pernicious  doctrines  of  polygamy  and  bUc* 
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amy  foDnd  recogDltion  In  the  enactment 
by  the  leiclBlatore  of  the  territory  of  hoc- 
tion  501  of  the  Revised  Htatuteu,  known  as 
the  ''Teet  Oath  Act,"  and  which  pre^ 
acribed  an  oath  to  be  taken  by  all  persona 
as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of 
the  elective  franchlne.  This  act,  by  its 
provisions,  excluded  from  the  elective 
franchise  in  the  territory  of  Idahoall  mem- 
l>ers  of  the  said  orgaolzatlnn.  Some  of 
the  members  of  that  orKanlsation  at  once 
set  about  divining^  schemes  by  which  the 
law  mlgrht  be  evaded  or  set  at  naught. 
In  October,  1888,  Just  prior  to  the  biennial 
election  of  that  year,  a  lar^e  number  of 
the  members  of  that  orKanlsation  In  Ida- 
ho, presumably  acting  under  the  direction 
of  indiscreet  leaders,  made  a  pretended 
withdrawal  from  the  organization,  and 
thereafter  registered  as  voters,  taking  the 
required  oath.  Several  parties  were  In- 
dicted in  the  district  court  of  the  third  dis- 
trict of  the  territory,  and,  a  test  case  hav- 
ing been  made,  the  question  of  the  valid- 
ity of  the  statute  known  as  the  **Test 
Oath  Law,"  was  passed  upon  by  the  su- 
prf»me  court  of  the  United  States  In  the 
case  of  Davis  v.  Reason,  I3H  U.  S.  833, 10 
Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  2d9,  and  the  validity  of  the 
statute  affirmed  by  that  tribunal.  The 
substance  of  the  "test  oath"  statute  en- 
acted by  the  territorial  legislature  was 
embodied  in  section  3,  art.  6,  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  state  of  Idaho,  which  is  as 
follows,  viz.:  **Sec.  3.  No  person  is  per- 
mitted to  vote,  serve  as  a  Juror,  or  hold  any 
civil  office,  who  Is  under  guardianship, 
idiotic,  or  insane,  or  who  has  at  any  place 
been  convicted  of  treason,  felony,  embezzle- 
ment of  public  funds,  bartering  or  selling  or 
offering  to  barter  or  sell  his  vote,  or  pur- 
chasing or  offering  to  purchase  the  vote  of 
another,  or  other  Infamous  crime,  and  who 
has  not  been  restored  to  the  right  of  citl- 
senship,or  who  at  the  time  of  such  election 
IS  confined  In  prison  on  conviction  of  a 
criminal  offense,  or  who  Is  a  bigamist  or 
polygamist,  or  is  living  in  what  is  known 
as  patriarchal,  plural,  or  celestial  mar- 
riage, or  in  violation  of  any  law  of  this 
state  or  of  the  United  States  forbidding 
any  such  crime,  or  who  in  any  manner 
teaches,  advises,  counsels,  aids,  or  encour- 
ages any  person  to  enter  into  bigamy, 
polygamy,  or  such  patriarchal,  plural,  or 
celestial  marriage,  or  to.  live  In  violation 
of  any  law,  or  to  commit  any  such  crime, 
or  who  Is  a  member  of,  or  contributes  to 
the  support,  aid,  or  encouragement  of, 
any  order,  organization,  association,  cor- 


poration, or  society  which  teaches,  ad- 
vises, counsels,  encourages,  or  aids  any 
person  to  enter  into  bigamy,  polygamy, 
or  such  patriarchal  or  plural  marriage,  or 
which  teaches  or  advises  that  the  laws  of 
this  state  prescribing  rules  of  civil  conduct 
are  not  the  supreme  law  of  the  state; 
nor  shall  Chinese  nor  persons  of  Mongo- 
lian descent  not  bom  In  the  United  States, 
nor  Indians,  not  taxed,  who  have  not 
severed  their  tribal  relations, and  adopted 
the  habits  of  civilization, either  vote,  serve 
as  Jurors,  or  hold  a nj- civil  office."  The 
constitutional  convention,  careful  not  to 
restrict  the  power  of  the  legislature  in  this 
respect,  and  to  sufficiently  provide  for 
any  contingency  that  might  thereafter 
arise,  enacted  section  4  of  article  6,  which 
Is  as  follows:  "Sec.  4.  The  legislature 
may  prescribe  qualifications,  limitations, 
and  conditions  for  the  right  of  suffrage  ad- 
ditional to  those  pr^cribed  in  this  article, 
but  shall  never  annul  any  of  the  provi- 
sions in  this  artlein  contained."  The  first 
legislature  that  convened  under  the  state 
organization,  in  an  act  entitled  "Elections 
and  Electors,"  provided,  among  other 
things,  that  the  registrar  must,  before 
he  registers  any  applicant,  require  him  to 
take  and  subscribe  the  oath  to  be  known 
as  the  " Elector's  Oath,"  which  is  as  fol- 
lows: "Elector's  Oath:  1  do  swear,  or 
affirm,  that  I  am  a  male  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  (or  will  be  )  the  day  of  — — ,  A.  D. 
18—,  (naming  date  of  next  succeeding  elec- 
tion;) that  1  have  (or  will  have)  actually 
i*eslded  in  this  state  for  six  months  and  In 
the  county  for  thirty  days  next  preceding 
the  next  ensuing  election.  (In  case  of  any 
election  requiring  a  different  time  of  resi- 
dence, so  make  it.)  That  I  have  never 
been  convicted  of  treason, felony,  embezzle- 
ment of  public  funds,  bartering  or  selling 
or  offering  t«>  barter  or  sell  my  vote,  or 
purchasing  or  offering  to  purchase  the 
vote  of  another,  or  other  infamous  crime, 
without  thereafter  being  restored  to  the 
right  of  citizenship.  That  since  the  first 
day  of  January,  1888,  and  since  I  have 
been  eighteen  years  of  age,  I  have  not 
been  a  bigamist  or  polygamist,  or  have 
lived  in  what  Is  known  as  patriarchal, 
plural,  or  celestial  marriage,  or  In  viola* 
tion  of  any  law  of  this  state  or  of  the 
United  States  forbidding  any  such  crime; 
and  I  have  not  during  said  time  taught* 
advised,  counseled,  aided,  or  encouraged 
any  person  to  enter  Into  bigamy,  polyg* 
amy,  or  such  patriarchal,  plural,  or  ceiea^ 
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tial  marriage,  or  to  live  in  Tiolation  of  any 
Buch  law,  or  to  commit  any  such  crime; 
Dor  have  I  been  a  member  oU  ot  con t rib- 
a  ted  to  tbe  support,  aid,  or  encourage- 
ment of,  any  order,  organization,  associa- 
tion, corporation,  or  society  which, 
through  its  recog:nIzed  teachers,  printed 
or  published  creed,  or  other  doctrinal 
worlcs,  or  in  any  other  manner,  teaches  or 
has  tauffht,  advises  or  has  advised,  coun- 
sels, encourages,  or  aids,  or  has  counseled, 
encouraged,  or  aided,  any  person  to  enter 
into  bi8:amy,  polygamy,  or  such  patriar- 
chal or  plural  marriage,  or  which  teaches 
or  has  taught,  advises  or  has  advised, 
that  the  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  terri- 
tory of  Idaho,  or  of  tbe  United  States  ap- 
plicable to  said  territory,  prescribing  rules 
of  civil  conduct,  are  not  the  supreme  law. 
That  I  will  not  commit  any  act  in  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  In  this  oath  con- 
tained. That  I  am  not  now  registered 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  any  other  place  in 
this  state.  That  I  do  regard  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  and  the  laws 
thereof,  and  the  constitution  of  this  state, 
and  the  laws  thereof,  as  interpreted  by  the 
courts,  as  the  supreme  law  of  the  land, 
the  teachings  of  any  order,  organization, 
or  association  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. (When  made  before  a  Judge  of 
election,  add :  'And  I  have  not  previous- 
ly voted  at  this  election.')  So  hplp  roe 
God."  It  is  the  validity  of  this  pmviaion 
of  the  statute  which  is  attacked  in  this 
proceeding. 

With  the  policy  of  either  the  constitu- 
tional provision  or  the  statute  the  court 
has  nothing  to  do.  If  circumstances  have 
arisen  since  the  enactment  of  the  statute 
which  would  seeui  to  make  its  abroga- 
tion desirable, it  is  to  another  department 
of  the  government  such  an  appeal  must 
be  made.  It  is  the  province  of  the  court 
only  to  decide  upon  the  validity  of  the 
law.  ''In  the  case  of  Burch  v.  Van  Horn, 
3  Cong.  Elect.  Cas.  205,  In  a  report  which 
was  adopted  unanimously,  it  was  held 
that  the  right  of  a  state  by  a  new  consti- 
tution to  require  all  persons  to  take  an 
oath  that  they  have  not  done  certain  acts, 
and  that  they  have  been  loyal  to  the 
United  States,  as  a  prerequisite  to  regis- 
tration and  to  the  right  to  vote,  was  ab- 
solute, and  was  not  forbidden  by  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  decision  In  the  case  of  Cum- 
mlngs  V.  State,  4  Wall.  277."  This  Is  all 
that  the  act  under  consideration  does. 
It  Is  true,  it  makes  additional  qualifica- 
tions necessary,  but  that  is  directly  au- 


thorized by  section  4,  art.  6,  of  tbe  consti- 
tution. 

The  snsrgestion  ol  counsel  that  tbe  law 
of  the  first  session  of  the  state  legislature 
annuls  section  3ot  article  6 of  the  constitn- 
tion  of  Idaho,  In  view  of  the  direct  provi- 
sions of  section  4  of  that  article,  is,  in  our 
view,  too  attenuated  to  demand  the  seri- 
ous consideration  of  the  court.  "A  state 
may  prescribe  a  test  oath  for  all  electors 
without  violating  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  but  if  the  legislature  of  a 
state  be  not  empowered  by  the  state  con- 
stitution to  prescribe  the  qualifications  of 
voters.  It  cannot  prescribe  a  test  oath 
which  shall  add  any  substantive  qualifica- 
tion to  those  prescribed  iu  theconatlta- 
tion,  and  yet  may  prescribe  a  test  oath 
which,  without  adding  to  or  changing  the 
qualifications  prescribed  in  the  constlto- 
tion,  shall  be  effectual  to  disclose  the  pres- 
ence or  absence  of  such  qualifications,  if, 
however,  tbe  leficislnture  be  invented  by  the 
conatitution  with  power  to  prescribe  the 
qaalificatioDti  of  voters,  it  maj  prntfcribe  a 
substantive  quaJiOc&tiOD  in  tbe  form  of  a 
test  oath.**  (The  italics  a  re  ours.)  Paine, 
Elect,  p.  69,  and  authorities  there  cited. 
**  When  the  constitution  of  a  state  has  pre- 
scribed qualifications  for  voters,  and  de- 
fined the  qualifications  to  an  officer,  it  Is 
not  competent  for  the  legislature  to  add 
to,  or  to  In  any  way  alter,  such  preecrilied 
and  defiued  qualification,  unless  the  pow- 
er to  do  so  is  expressly  or  by  necessary 
implication  conferred  upon  it  by  tbe  con- 
stitution itself. "  Thomas  v.  Owens, 4  Md. 
189;  McCrary,  Elect.  (2d  Ed.)  §S  72-252;  U. 
S.  V.  Slater,  4  Woods,  856;  Rison  ▼.  Farr, 
24  Ark.  161 ;  note  to  Blair  v  Ridgely,  41 
Mo.  63,  97  Amer.  Dec.  264,  and  cases  there 
cited. 

It  was  strenuously  claimed  by  counsel 
for  the  petitioner  that  the  law  in  qaestion 
was  an  ex  post  facto  la  w,an6  thereforefor- 
bidden  by  section  16  of  article  1  of  the  con- 
stitution. The  definition  of  ex  post  facto 
laws,  as  settled  by  repented  decisions  of 
the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States, is: 
** Ex  post  facto  laws  relate  to  penal  and 
criminal  proceedings  which  imposepanish- 
ment  or  forfeiture,  and  not  to  civil  pro- 
ceedings, and  are  not  applicable  to  civil 
laws,  but  to  penal  and  criminal  laws  only, 
which  affect  private  rights  retrospective- 
ly." Watson  V.  Mercer,  8  Pet.  88;  Calderv. 
Bull,  3  Dall.386;  Fletcher  v.  Peck,  6  Grancb, 
87;  Ogden  v.  Saunders,  12  Wheat.  266; 
Satterlee  v.  Matthewson,  2  Pet.  880.  Tbe 
argument  of  counsel  for  plaintiff  Is  predW 
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cated  larfl^ely  npon  the  aBsamptlon  that 
the  exerclHe  of  the  elective  franchise  Is  an 
absolnte  rlRht,  and  that  both  the  consti- 
tatloiial  provision  and  the  statute  are  in 
violation  of  this  riffht.  All  the  authorities 
are  against  this  assumption.  It  Is  only 
necessary  to  cite  a  few  leading  ones.  The 
ri^rht  of  suffrage  is  not  a  natural  right, 
nor  is  it  an  unqualified  personal  right.  It  is 
right  derived  from  constitutions  and  stat« 
a  tea.  It  is  regulated  by  the  states,  and 
their  power  to  fix  the  qualifications  of 
▼oters  is  limited  only  by  the  provisions  of 
the  fifteenth  amendment  to  the  constitu- 
tion. Huber  v.  Reiley.68  Pa.  8t.  115;  Rid- 
ley V.  Sherbrook,  8  Cold.  569;  Anderson  v. 
Baker,  23  Md.  531 ;  Brightly,  Elect.  Cas. 27; 
McCrary,  Elect.  (2d  Ed.)  p.  45.  S  3;  Paine, 
£lect.  §  2.  It  is  said' by  Judge  Cooley, 
(Const.  Lim.  589:)  ''Participation  in  the 
elective  franchise  is  a  privilege,  rather 
than  aright,  and  It  is  granted  or  denied 
npon  grounds  of  general  policy.**  Chief 
Justice  BowiB,  in  Anderson  v.  Baker,  28 
Md.  581,  says:  ''The  right  of  suffrage  is 
the  creation  of  theorganic  law,  and  might 
t>e  modified  or  withdrawn  by  the  same 
authority  which  conferred  it  without  be- 
ing considered  as  the  infilctlon  of  any  pun- 
Ishmentupon  those  who  are  disqualified. ** 
Id  Blair  v.  Ridgely,  41  Mo.  68,  the  court 
says:  "The  right  to  vote  or  to  exercise 
the  privilege  of  the  elective  franchise  is  nei- 
ther M  natural,  absolute,  nor  vested  right, 
of  which  a  man  cannot  be  deprived  but  by 
due  process  of  la  w,  but  is  purely  a  conven- 
tional right,  and  may  be  enlarged  or  re- 
stricted, granted  or  withheld,  at  pleasure, 
with  or  without  fault;  for  outside  of  so- 
ciety, and  disconnected  with  government, 
no  person  either  has  or  can  exercise  the 
elective  franchise  as  a  natural  right,  and 
be  only  receives  it  upon  entering  the  social 
compact,  subject  to  such  qualifications  as 
the  state  may  prescribe. "  So  completely 
Is  the  authority  to  prescribe  the  qualifica- 
tion of  voters  held  to  be  within  the  power 
of  the  legislature  by  the  supreme  court  of 
the  United  States  that  said  court,  in  the 
case  of  Murphy  v.  Ramsey,  114  U.  8.  43,  5 
Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  747.  uses  the  following  lan- 
guage, to  wit:  "It  would  be  quite  com- 
petent for  the  sovereign  power  to  declare 
that  no  one  but  a  married  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote.  **  The  right  of  suffrage  is 
a  political  right,  conferred  by  the  consti- 
tution or  the  laws  of  the  state,  and  has 
ever  been  regarded  as  exclusively  under 
atate  control.  It  may  be  granted  or  wlth- 
btid,  or  given  subject  to  such  restrictions. 


as  the  majority  of  those  In  whom  the  sov- 
ereignty reHides  may  deem  most  conducive 
to  the  public  welfare. 

It  is  contended  by  counsel  for  the  plain- 
tiff that  the  "  test  oath  "  in  the  law  of  Feb- 
ruary 25, 1K91,  is  in  tlie  nature  of  a  "  bill  of 
attainder,"  or  of  "pains  and  penalties.** 
Section  23,  art.  5,  of  the  state  constitutiou 
provides  that  "no  person  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  office  of  district  Judge  unless  he  shall 
be  thirty  years  of  age."  Does  that  "at- 
taint" or  infilct  "pains  and  penalties"  up- 
on all  citfsens  of  the  state  learned  in  the 
law,  who  have  not  reached  that  period  of 
longevity?  Under  our  constitution  the 
right  of  suffrage  is  confined  to  males  over 
the  age  of  21  years.  Does  that  "attaint" 
orinfiict"  pains  and  penalties**  upon  all  the 
women  of  the  state  who  have  reached 
their  majority?  Bills  of  attainder^  are  at 
present  unknown  to  our  law.  Some  bills 
of  attainder  were  passed  by  the  states 
during  and  shortly  after  the  Revolution, 
following  English  precedents.  "It  is  to 
English  criminal  law  that  we  must  look 
for  a  definition  of  this  constitutional  pro- 
hibition. 'Attainder'  is  described  in  Eng- 
lish criminal  law  to  be  that  extinction  of 
civil  rights  and  capacities  which  takes 
place  whenever  a  peron  who  has  commit- 
ted treason  or  felony  receives  sentence  of 
death  for  his  crime.**  1  Burrill,  Law  Diet, 
p.  Ill ;  1  Steph.  Comm.  408.  The  person  so 
sentenced  is  called  "attaint"  or  "attaint- 
ed. "  He  Is  no  longer  of  any  credit  or  rep- 
utation. He  cannot  be  a  witness  In  any 
court.  Neither  is  he  capable  cf  perform- 
ing the  functions  of  a  man,  for,  by  an 
anticipation  of  his  puninhroent,  he  Is 
already  dead  by  law.  4  Bl.  Comm.  380; 
4  Steph.  Comm.  446;  1  Burrill,  Law  Diet. 
111.  The  consequences  of  attainder  are 
forfeiture  of  estates  and  titles  and  cor- 
ruption of  blood.  4  Bl.  Comm.  887;  3 
Bi.  Comm.  251 :  1  Burrill,  Law  Diet.  111. 
A  bill  of  attainder  is  a  bill  brought  Into 
parliament  for  attainting  persons  con- 
demned for  high  treason.  1  Tomllnson, 
Law  Diet.  145.  Story  says  bills  of  attain- 
der are  such  special  acts  of  the  legislature 
as  inflict  capital  punishment  upon  per- 
sons supposed  to  be  guilty  of  high  offenses, 
such  as  treason  and  felony,  without  any 
conviction  In  the  ordinary  course  of  Judi- 
cial proceedings.  3  Story,  Const.  209.  Id 
Green  v.  Shum way,  39  N.  Y.  419,  cited  by 
counsel,  the  law  was  decided  to  be  uncon- 
stitutional, because  the  constitution  of 
New  York  prescribed  the  qualificationB  of 
voters,  and  gave  the  legislature  no  power 
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to  prescribe  other  or  different  quallflca- 
tloDs.  In  the  opinion  the  court  cited  the 
cases  of  Cummings  v.  State,  4  Wall.  277, 
and  Ex  parte  Garland,  Id.  333.  Neither  of 
these  cases  are  at  all  similar  to  the  case  at 
bar,  nor  to  the  case  of  Green  v.Shnmway, 
as  in  both  the  test  oath  absolutely  pro- 
hibited the  parties  from  following  their 
chosen  professions  or  avocations, — the 
one  the  ministry,  the  other  the  law, — law- 
fol  avocations,  by  which  they  gained  a 
livelihood.  The  right  to  pursne  these  av- 
ocations was  a  natural  right  attaching  to 
every  man,  both  in  a  state  of  nature  and 
as  a  member  of  society,  and  as  sacred 
and  inviolable  as  the  right  to  till  the  soil, 
and  in  no  sense  similar  to  the  right  of 
suffrage,  which  we  have  seen  is  a  privilege 
conferred  or  withheld  by  the  lawmalclng 
power.  Da  vies  v.  McKeeby,  5  Nev.  369,  is 
similar  to  Green  v.  Shumwiiy  in  tlii^: 
that  in  Nevada  the  constitution  prescribed 
the  qualifications  of  voters,  and  no  power 
was  given  to  the  legislature  to  change  or 
add  to  these  requisites.  The  law  in  ques- 
tion in  that  case  did  so,  and  was  therefore 
held  unconstitutional.  We  have  seen  that 
in  this  state  the  constitution  (section  4, 
art.  H)  expressly  authorized  the  legislature 
CO  prescribe  other  qualifications,  limita- 
tions, etc.  The  above  cases  are  therefore 
not  in  point.  It  is  the  opinion  of  thecourt, 
therefore,  chat  the  law  attacked  in  this 
case  is  not  an  ez  poat  facto  law ;  that  it  is 
not  in  the  nature  of  a  bill  of  attainder; 
and  that  it  is  an  enactment  clearly  within 
the  constitutional  power  of  the  legisla- 
ture. The  necessity  of  the  law,  or  the  ab- 
sence of  such  necessity,  or  its  apparent 
hardship,  cannot  be  permitted  to  affect 
the  determination  of  thecourt.  The  peace 
of  society  and  the  welfare  and  happiness 
of  the  people  demand  that  due  respect 
shall  be  given  by  the  court  to  the  lawmak- 
ing power;  and,  when  laws  are  clearly 
constitutional,  application  for  change 
must  he  made  to  that  branch  of  the  gov- 
ernment which  alone  can  make  and  un- 
make the  law.  The  writ  must  be  denied, 
and  it  is  BO  ordered. 


Nez  Perce  County  v.  Latah  County. 

(December  14, 1892.) 

Division  of  Couxtt— Liability  of  New  County 
FOR  Debts  of  Old — Construction  of  Stat- 
ute. 

B^  act  of  con^?ress  Nez  Perce  county 

was  diTided,   and   Latah  county   created.    By 


section  7  of  said  act  it  was  provided  that  Latnh 
county  should  be  and  remain  a  part  of  Xes 
Perce  county  for  judicial  purposes  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme 
court  of  the  territory  of  Idaho,  when  terms  of 
court  were  to  be  fixed  for  Latah  county.  By 
section  5  of  said  act  Latah  was  to  pay  to  Nes 
Perce  county  her  just  proportion  of  the  net  in* 
debtedness  of  the  latter  county.  Held*  that 
Latah  county  is  liable  to  pay  her  just  propor- 
tion of  the  judicial  expenses  of  the  coontx  of 
Nez  Perce  until  December  31,  1888.

The 
board  rejected  the  claira,  and  Nes  Perce 
county  appealed  to  the  district  court. 
From  a  Judgment  of  the  district  court 
affirming  the  action  of  the  board,  and 
from  an  order  overruling  a  motion  for  a 
new  trial  Nez  Perce  county  appeals.

a  division  of  the  property,  taxes,  and  lia- 
bilitleR.

Corporations,  like  individuals,  are  liable 
on  their  contracts,  and  are  liable  even  In 
implied  assumpsit.

On  dissolution  the  liability  would  pass 
to  the  inhabitants.

When  a  new  county  is  created  out  of 
part  of  an  old  county,  the  old  county 
takee  tlie  county  property,  and  becomes 
liable  for  the  whole  of  the  county  In- 
debtedness, in  the  absence  of  leffislative 
provision  to  the  contrary.  Laramie  Co. 
V.  Albany  Co..  92  U.  S.  807;  Gilliam  Co.  v. 
Wasco  Co.,  14  Or.  525,  13  Pac.  Rep.  324; 
Windham  v.  Portland,  4  Masn.  388. 

A  county  is  duly  orgablzed  when  the 
oflBcers  have  been  appointed  and  quali- 
fied. Keating  v.  Marble,  89  Kan.  370,  18 
Pac.  Rep.  Ih9. 

Morgan,  J.  This  action  was  brought 
by  Nes  Perce  county  against  Latah  coun- 
ty for  a  ratable  .proportion  of  the  salaries 
of  the  sherifT,  clerk  of  the  district  court, 
and  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  of 
Nes  Perce.  The  salaries  were  for  oIHcIhI 
services  rendered  by  these  officers  for  both 
counties  from  Junel,  1888,  to  December  31, 
1888,  inclusive.  Nes  Perce  county  was  di- 
vided by  act  of  congress  entitled  "^An  act 
to  create  and  organize  the  county  of 
Latah,**  approved  May  14,  1888,  (1  Sess. 
Laws  188S-89,  p.  147,)  and  Latah  county 
was  attached  to  Nez  Perce  county  for  Judi- 
cial purposes  until  30  days  after  the  next 
meeting  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court, 
which  was  December  1,  1888.  The  claim 
or  account  for  the  proportion  of  said  sala- 
ries, to  wit,  for  the  sum  of  f  1,783.44,  being 
four  sevenths  of  the  salaries  of  said  officers 
from  June  1,  iaH8,  to  December  31,1888, and 
which  had  been  paid  by  Nes  Perce  county, 
duly  verified,  waH  presented  to  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  of  Latah  county 
for  allowance,  and  on  June  1, 18H9,  was 
by  said  board  rejected  or  disallowed. 
Prom  the  decision  of  said  board  an  appeal 
was  taken  to  the  district  court  of  the  Hec- 
und  Judicial  district  In  and  for  Latah 
county.  Trial  was  had  In  said  court,  re- 
sulting in  a  Judgment  affirming  the  deci- 
sion of  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  Latah  county,  which  Judgment  was 
rendered  July  18,  1891.  From  this  Judg- 
ment an  appeal  was  taken  to  this  court 
on  September  5,  1891.  On  July  18, 1891, 
notice  of  motion  for  new  trial  was  duly 
filed.     After  settlement  of  statement  by 


the  Judge,  motion  for  new  trial  was  duly 
made  and  denied  on  February  5, 1892.  On 
March  6. 1892.  an  appeal  was  taken  to  this 
court  from  the  order  overruling  the  mo- 
tion for  new  trial.  ThlM  appeal  was  taken 
on  questions  of  both  law  and  fact.  On 
the  5th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1892,  tlie 
attorneys  for  the  respective  parties  en- 
tered into  the  following  stipuintion,  to 
wit:  (Title  of  the  court  and  cause.) 
''Now,  at  this  time,  the  motion  for  new 
trial  having  been  overruled.  It  is  hereby 
stipulated  by  the  parties  to  the  above- 
entitled  action,  £.  O'Neill  and  J.  W.  Poe 
appearing  for  the  plaintiff,  and  A.  J. 
Green  and  D.  C.  Mitchell  for  the  defend- 
ant, tnat  on  an  appeal  from  the  said  order 
overruling  the  motion  for  a  new  trial 
therein,  theappenlfrom  th^  Judgment  here- 
tofore taken,  and  the  appeal  from  the  said 
order  overruling  the  motlou  for  new  trial, 
shall  be  considered  as  one  case  in  the  su- 
preme court,  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
said  court,  and  that  one  brief  shall  be  pre- 
pared for  both  appeals,  and  both  be  ar- 
gued at  the  same  time  and  as  one  case. 
Dated  at  Moscow,  Latah  county,  Idaho* 
this  5th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1892.  £. 
O'Neill  &  J.  W.  Poe,  Attys.  for  Plaintiff. 
D.  C.  Mitchell  &  A.  J.  Grbrn,  Attys. 
for  Defendant. "  On  the  10th  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1892,  it  being  the  first  day  of  the  Oc- 
tober term  of  the  supreme  court,  and  at 
the  time  said  cause  came  on  for  hearing, 
the  attorneys  for  respondent  filed  their  mo- 
tion to  dismiss  this  action  on  the  follow- 
ing grounds,  to  wit:  *'The  record  herein 
discloses  the  fact  that  this  cause  came  In* 
to  the  district  court  upon  an  appeal  from 
an  order  of  the  board  of  commii>Hioners, 
and,  after  being  t<rled  In  the  district  court, 
can  only  be  brought  to  this  court  by  writ 
of  error.  •* 

In  the  csHo  of  Rupert  v.  Board,  2  Pac. 
Rep.71S,i  cited  by  counsel,  this  court  decid- 
ed that  matters  decided  by  the  district 
court  on  appeal  from  the  orders  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  can  only 
be  brought  to  the  supreme  court  for  re- 
view by  writ  of  error.  This  results  from 
the  fact  that  the  statute  provides  no 
method  of  bringing  such  cases  to  the  su- 
preme court  by  appeal,  and  not  from  want 
of  Jurisdiction  when  the  case  Is  once  in 
court.  The  supreme  court  has  Jurisdic- 
tion of  such  causes  when  once  brought  in, 
as  it  has  Jurisdiction  of  both  the  parties 
and  the  snbjpct-matter.    The  bringing  of 

^  Ante,  21. 
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this  canse  into  this  coart  Id  this  manner 
Is  irregular  and  unauthorised,  and,  if  no 
general  appearance  had  been  entered  by 
respondent's  attorneys,  and  no  such  stip- 
ulation as  now  appears  on  file  bad  been 
made,  the  respondent  might  have  procured 
a  dismissal  of  the  appeal  by  appearing 
fipeclall^  for  that  purpose,  as  was  done  in 
Rupert  V.  Board, supra.  But  in  this  caune 
the  attorneys  for  the  respondent,  after  an 
appeal  from  the  judgment  had  been  taken, 
and  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  order 
overruling  the  motion  for  a  new  trial  had 
been  entered  by  the  district  Judge,  entered 
Into  a  stipulation  with  the  attorneys  for 
the  appellant,  by  which  they  agreed  that 
the  appeal  from  the  Judgment,  and  the  ap- 
peal from  the  order  overruling  the  mo- 
tion for  new  trial,  sliould  be  considered  as 
one  case  in  the  supreme  court,  and  that 
one  brief  should  be  prepared  for  both  ap- 
peals, and  both  be  argued  at  the  same 
time,  and  as  one  case.  By  this  stipula- 
tion the  attorneys  did  not  mean  that  they 
would  argue  a  motion  to  dismiss  the  ap- 
peal, or  the  '^case,"  as  is  the  word  used  in 
the  motion,  as  the  motion  to  dismiss  was 
not  then  made,  and  was  not  in  fact  placed 
on  file  until  eight  months  thereafter.  We 
roust  conclude  that  the  attorneys  intended 
to  and  did  stipulate  that  the  said  appeals 
fihould  be  heard  on  their  merits. 

The  method  of  bringing  said  appeal  be- 
ing an  irregularity  which  may  be  waived 
by  the  parties,  either  by  a  general  appear- 
ance, Joinder  in  error,  or  by  stipulation, 
we  are  constrained  to  hold  that  the  right 
to  move  for  dismissal  of  the  appeal  was 
waived  by  the  stipulation.  Bonner  v. 
«tate,  40  111.  A  pp.  629  ^  1  Amer.  &  Kng. 
Enc.  Law,  183,  and  other  authorities 
there  cited ;  Suydam  v.  Pitcher,  4  Cal.  280. 
By  section  5  of  the  act  provi<ling  for  the 
organization  of  Latah  county  it  is  enacted 
that  Latah  county  shall  pay  to  the  county 
of  Nez  Perce  a  Just  proportion  of  the  net 
indebtedness  of  Nez  Perce  county.  It  is 
further  provided  that  the  board  of  ad- 
justers appointed  by  the  act  should  ascer- 
tain all  the  county,  as  then  existing,  justly 
owes,  in  warrants,  scrip,  or  other  Just 
debts,  which  amount  shall  constitute  the 
groHS  indebtedness  of  said  county  of  Nez 
Perne,  from  which  amount  certain  assets 
am  to  be  deducted,  to  ascertain  the  net 
indebtedness  of  said  county.  It  will  be 
noticed  fbat  the  ace  provides  that  Latah 


county  shall  pay  her  just  proportion  of  all 
the  debts  of  Nez  Perce  county,  whether 
they  may  be  then  due  or  may  fall  doe  in 
the  future.  At  the  January  meeting,  1888, 
of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  said 
board  ^as  required  to  and  did  dx  the  sal- 
aries of  sheriff,  clerk  of  the  district  court, 
and  distiict  attorney  for  said  county  of 
Nez  Perce,  as  it  then  existed,  for  the  year 
1888.  By  section  7  of  said  act,  Lutab 
county,  notwithstanding  it  was  organised 
as  a  separate  county,  was  attached  to 
Nez  Perce  for  judicial  purposes  until  30 
days  after  the  meeting  of  judges  of  the  su- 
preme court  of  Idaho  territory.  This,  in 
effect,  provides  that  Latah  county,  not- 
withstanding the  division,  was  to  remain 
a  part  of  Nez  Perce  county  for  judicial  pur- 
poses, until  30  days  after  the  convening  of 
the  supreme  court,  when  terms  of  court 
for  Latah  county  were  to  be  fixed.  At  the 
November  term,  1888,  for  the  district  court, 
for  Nez  Perce  county,  it  was  determined 
by  said  court  that  the  sheriff  of  Nes  Perce 
county  and  the  district  attorney  of  said 
county  should  respectively  serve  all  pro- 
cesses and  prosecute  all  causes  appealing 
In  said  court  for  Nez  Perce  county  ae  It 
originally  existed, including  the  then  terri- 
tory of  Latah  county,  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  seventh  section  of  the  act  of  congress. 
The  record  shows  that  said  ofldcers  did 
perform  such  services  as  they  were  re- 
quired. The  obligation  to  pay  said  offi- 
cers. Including  the  clerk  of  the  district 
court,  for  the  year  188K.  was  fixed  at  the 
time  their  salaries  for  said  year  were  fixed, 
to  wit,  in  January,  1888.  It  then  became 
a  debt  of  Nez  Perce  county,  althongb  not 
due  until  December  31,  1888.  A  just  pro- 
portion of  said  indebtedness  wus  by  the 
terms  of  the  act  of  congress  required  to  be 
paid  by  Latah  county.  The  fact  of  ap- 
pointment of  distiict  attorney,  sborlff, 
and  clerk  of  the  district  conrt  at  the  time 
of  the  organization  of  Latah  county  is  im- 
mateKalin  this  case.  The  qnestlon  as  to 
the  necessity  for  the  appointment  of  such 
officers  by  Latah  county  when  they  were 
appointed  is  not  before  this  court.  It  Is 
therefore  the  opinion  of  this  conrt  that 
Latah  county  is  liable  for  her  just  propor- 
tion of  the  salaries  of  said  officers  for  the 
year  188K.  Judgment  of  the  district  court 
is  reversed,  and  a  new  trial  ordered.

The  omission  of  serving  the  notice  of  ap- 
peal on  the  clerk  within  the  time  limited 
therefor  cannot  be  rectified.  8  Estee,  PI.  & 
Pr.  S  4009;  Ellsworth  v.  Fulton,  24  How. 
Pr.  20;  People  v.  Eldrldge,  7  How.Pr.  108. 

Huston,  J.  The  respondent  moves  the 
dismissal  of  the  appeal  in  this  case  upon 
thegroand  that  the  transcript  has  not 
heen  filed  in  accordance  with  rule  4  of  the 
rules  of  this  court.  Paragraph  7  of  rule 
4  provides  that,  "in  all  cases  where  the 
trttnseript  Is  required  to  be  printed  by  the 
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first  paragraph  of  this  rule,  the  appellant 
or  plaintiff  in  error  shall,  within  sixty 
days  after  the  appeal  Is  perfected  or  the 
writ  of  error  issued,  and  the  bill  of  excep- 
tions and  statement  (If  there  be  any)  are 
settled,  serve  and  file  a  printed  (and,  in 
cases  where  the  transcript  is  not  printed, 
shall  fi!e  a  written)  transcript  of  t^c  rec- 
ord, duly  certified  to  be  correct  b^  the  at- 
torneys of  the  resfiective  parties,  or  by  the 
clerk  of  the  court  from  which  the  appeal 
is  taken.**  Rule  2  provides:  ** If  the  tran- 
script of  the  record  is  not  filed  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  rule  4,  the  appeal  or 
writ  of  error  maybe  dlMmisHed  on  motion, 
without  notice,  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
term  during  which  the  cause  is  subject  to 
call.  A  cause  so  dismissed  may  be  re- 
stored during  the  same  term,  upon  good 
cause  shown,  on  notice  to  the  opposite 
party.**  It  seems  in  this  case  the  appeal 
was  regularly  taken  by  filing  and  serving 
notice  of  appeal,  and  by  filing  the  required 
undertaking;  the  bill  of  exceptions  was 
prepared  In  due  time,  and  forwarded  to 
the  district  Judge  who  tried  the  case,  who 
duly  settled  and  allowed  the  b<ime,  and  re- 
turned It  to  the  clerk  of  bis  court;  that 
the  attorney  of  the  appellant  frequently 
called  upon  the  clerk  to  ascertain  If  the 
bill  of  exceptions  had  been  allowed  or  re- 
turned by  the  Judge,  and  was  on  each  oc- 
casion informed  by  the  clerk  that  it  bad 
not;  that  he  never  learned  the  contrary 
until  October  20th,  when,  upon  an  exam- 
ination of  the  files  in  the  case  in  the  ofiUce 
of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court,  he  dis- 
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covered  the  bill  of  exceptions,  with  the  al- 
lowance of  the  district  Judge  indorsed 
thereon, dated  July ——;  thatheatonce 
filed  his  prascipe  for  a  transcript  with  the 
clerk  of  the  district  court,  and  had  the 
same  printed  as  speedily  as  possible,  but, 
owing  to  apparently  unavoidable  delays, 
was  unable  to  have  the  same  ready  for 
filing  and  service  until  the  14tb  day  of  No- 
vember, the  first  day  of  the  present  term. 
In  a  case  similar  to  that  under  considera- 
tion, and  arising  under  rules  almost  iden- 
tical with  those  of  this  court,  the  supreme 
court  of  Nebraska  (Allis  v.  Newman,  45 
N.  W.  Rep.62l)  use  the  folio  wing  language: 
**  Where  the  Judge  signing  a  bill  of  excep- 
tions left  it  at  the  courthouse,  among 
other  papers  and  records  which  he  sup- 
posed were  to  be  filed,  thereby  evidently 
intending  to  place  it  in  the  care  of  the 
clerk,  but  the  latter  failed  to  file  and  take 
charge  of  it,  the  time  while  the  bill  was 
mislaid  will  be  deducted  from  the  time  in- 
tervening between  the  rendition  of  the 
Judgmentand  the  filing  of  the  transcript." 
In  the  same  case  the  court  says:  **The 
fault,  therefore,  wasthatofanofl!lceroftfae 
court,  and  a  party  will  not  be  permitted 
to  suffer  from  his  default."  With  the 
views  of  the  supreme  court  of  Nebraska,  as 
expressed  above,  this  court  is  in  full  ac- 
cord. A  rule,  or  the  construction  of  a  rule, 
which  would  deprive  a  party  of  his  right 
of  appeal  by  reason  of  the  default  of  an 
ofi9cer  of  the  court  solely,  would  be  more 
than  inequitable;  it  would  be  arbitrary, 
tyrannical,  and  nnjust,  and  might  be  de- 
structive of  the  end  for  which  courts  are 
established  and  maintained,— the  adminis- 
tration of  the  law  in  Justice.  Our  atten- 
tion is  called  by  counsel  to  the  decision  of 
this  court  in  the  case  of  Mahony  v.  Mar- 
shal, 29  Pac.  Rep.  110.^  The  facts  in  that 
case  were  entirely  different  from  those  in 
the  case  at  bar,  as  will  be  readily  seen 
from  an  examination  of  the  decision  of 
this  court  therein.  In  that  case  "Judg- 
ment was  rendered  February  28, 1891,  no- 
tice uf  appeal  was  served  and  filed  March 
9. 1891,  undertaking  on  appeal  was  filed 
March  13, 1891,  statement  on  appeal  set- 
tled and  allowed  by  the  Judge  of  the  dis- 
trict court  September  15,  1891,  and  filed 
with  the  clerk  on  September  19,  1891." 
Motion  to  dismiss  the  appeal  was  made  on 
January,  1891*,  on  the  ground  that  no 
transcript  had  ever  been  filed.  The  court 
further  says  in  that  case :    "  Affidavits  are 
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presented  by  appellant  in  support  of  bi» 
request  for  further  time  within  which  to 
file  transcript,  and  In  excuse  for  his  delay 
and  apparent  laches.  These  are  met  by 
counter  affidavits  on  the  part  of  the  re- 
spondents, specifically  and  unequivocally 
denying  the  statements  made  in  the  aflS- 
davits  on  the  part  of  the  appellant.  It  is 
impossible  for  this  court  to  say  which  are 
true,  and  which  are  false.  One  fact,  bow- 
ever,  is  undenied,— that  the  attorney  for 
the  respondents,  as  soon  as  the  statement 
on  appeal  was  filed  in  the  clerk's  office, 
immediately  sent  written  notice  of  tbe 
fact  to  the  attorneys  of  the  appellant.  *"  A 
very  cursory  examination  and  comparison 
of  the  facts  in  Mahony  v.  Marshal  and 
those  in  the  case  at  bar  will  dispel  any 
idea  that  the  cases  are  parallel,  or  that 
there  is  any  conflict  in  the  decisions  in  the 
two  cases.  Under  statutes  and  rules  sim- 
ilar to  ours  it  has  been  uniformly  held 
that,  while  failure  to  file  the  transcript 
within  the  specified  time  is  ground  for  dis- 
missal of  the  appeal,  the  delaci^  may  be  ex- 
cused. Each  caoe  must,  therefore,  depend 
upon  tbe  facts  shown  to  establish  the  ex- 
cuse for  delay.  2  Hayne,  New  Trials  & 
A  pp.  820.  We  would  suggest  to  counsel 
that  they  would  save  the  court  some 
labor  if,  in  presenting  motions  of  this  kind. 
they  would  take  the  trouble  to  famish 
the  court  with  briefs  of  points  and  aathor- 
ities  relied  upon,  and  not  compel  the  court 
to  do  work  legitimately  belonging  to  coan- 
sel.  The  motion  to  dismiss  appeal  is  de- 
nied. If,  however,  the  respondent  baa  be^i 
delayed  in  his  preparation  for  tbe  aiiga- 
ment.  the  case  will  only  lie  heard  at  this 
term  upon  his  consent.

SuLLiTAN,  C.  J.  Tbe  respondent  moves, 
under  role  2  of  the  rnles  uf  tliis  court,  to 
dismiss  this  appeal,  on  the  xronnd  that 
the  transcript  of  record  was  not  filed  and 
served  within  the  time  prescribed  by  para- 
grraph  7  of  rale  4  of  the  rules  of  this  court. 
The  appellant  appears,  and  resists  said 
motion,  and  presents  an  affidavit  in  sup- 
port of  his  position,  setting  forth  the  facts 
in  regard  to  the  settlement  of  the  bill  of 
exceptions  and  the  filing  and  service  of  the 
transcript  of  record. 

Rule  2,  ander  which  this  motion  Is  made, 
declares,  among  other  things,  that.  If  the 
transcript  of  record  is  not  filed  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  paragraph  7  of  rnle  4, 
the  appeal  may  be  dismissed,  on  motion, 
without  notice,  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
term  daring  which  the  cause  Is  subject  to 
call.  Paragraph  7  of  rnle 4 declares,  among 
other  thlnffs,that  the  transcript  of  record, 
when  required  to  be  printed  by  the  rules 
of  this  court,  shall  be  filed  and  served 
within  60  days  after  the  appeal  Is  perfect- 
ed, and  the  bill  of  exceptions  settled.  The 
points  for  us  to  determine,  then,  are  the 
dates  when  the  appeal  was  perfected,  and 
tbe  bill  of  exceptions  settled,  and  whether 
the  transcript  was  filed  and  served  within 
60  days  after  latest  date. 

The  record  shows  that  the  appeal  was 
perfected  by  filing  the  proper  undertaking 
not  later  than  the  9th  day  of  June,  1892; 
and  it  is  shown  by  the  affidavit  of  appel- 
lant that  the  trial  Judge  undertook  to  set- 
tle and  certify  the  bill  of  exceptions  on  the 
2l2d  day  of  August,  1892,  but  because  of  an 
error  or  mistake,  which  was  corrected  by 
the  trial  Judge,  the  bill  of  exceptions  was 
not  ill  fact  settled  and  certified  until  the 
correction  of  said  error  or  mistake,  on  the 
7tb  day  of  October,  1S92.  It  therefore  fol- 
lows that  the  60-day  period  given  for  filing 
and  serving  the  transcript  did  not  begin 
prior  to  the  7th  day  of  October.  The  re- 
spondent moves  to  dismiss  on  the  theory 
that  said  60-day  period  began  on  An- 
gost  22,  1H92,  when  in  fact  it  did  not  begin 
prior  to  October  7, 1892.  The  type-written 
transcript  was  filed  with  the  clerk  of  this 
court  on  the  19th  day  of  October,  1892,  and 
the  printed  transcript  served  and  filed  on 
tbe  12th  day  of  November,  1892,  and  within 
tbe  time  prescribed  by  paragraph  7  of  rule 


4.    The  motion  to  dismiss  is  therefore  de- 
nied.

When  the  statute  makes  the  wages  or 
earninjirs  of  a  debtor  exempt  from  levy  of  execu- 
tion or  attachm^it,  such  exemption  continues 
while  such  wRjro«  or  eaminfirs  are  under  control 
of  the  debtor,  although  temporarily  in  the  hands 
of  another.

Action  by  G.  Washington  Elliot  against 
J.  N.  Hall, constable,  and  George  D.Golder 
and  Henry  Swanholm,  sureties  on  the 
bond  of  said  Hall,  for  the  seising  by  said 
Hall  under  execution  of  certain  moneys 
of  plaintiff.  There  was  judgment  in  a  jus- 
tice's court  for  plaintiff,  and  defendants 
appealed  to  the  district  court.  From  a 
judgment  of  the  district  court  for  defend- 
ants, and  from  an  order  overruling  a  mo- 
tion for  a  new  trial,  plaintiff  appeals.  Re- 
versed.

Tbe  fundamental  principle  and  general 
rnle  for  interpreting  statutes  granting  ex- 
emptions is  that  they,  being  in  further- 
ance of  humanity  and  the  protection  of 
the  family,  should  be  liberally  construed. 
Freem.  Ex'ns,  §  208;  Estate  of  McManus* 
87  Cal.  292,  25  Pac.  Rep.  413:  Montague  v. 
Richardson,  24  Conn.  347;  Kuuts  v.  Kin- 
ney, 33  Wis.  614;  Kenyon  v.  Baker,  1ft 
Mich.  373;  Bevan  v.  Hay  den.  13  Iowa,  122. 

It  cannot  be  claimed  that  this  was  a 
fraudulent  conveyance  of  property,  for 
there  was  no  conveyance  or  attempt  to 
convey,  and  for  the  further  reason  that 
there  can  be  no  fraudulent  conveyance  of 
exempt  property.  Freem.  Ex'ns,  §  185: 
Derby  v.  Weyrlch,8  Neb.  174;  U.  P.  Ry.  Co. 
V.  Smersh,  22  Neb.  751,  36  N.  W.  Rep.  idU.

The  proceeds  of  exempt  property  are  not 
exempt.  Transposition  of  exempt  proper- 
ty destroys  or  loses  the  exemption.  Brack- 
ett  V.  Watklns,  21  Wend.  68;  Mandlove  v. 
Burton,!  lnd.39;  1  Freem. Ex'ns, (2d  Ed.) 
§  247;  Wooster  v.  Page,  64  N.  H.  125. 

If  personal  property  exempt  be  fraudu- 
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lently  assigned  to  defraud  creditors  of  the 
debtor,  and  be  thereafter  levied  upon  by 
such  creditor,  the  debtor  is  not  entitled  to 
claim  the  same  as  exempt.  State  v.  Koch, 
40  Mo.  App.  635. 

If  exempt  property  or  firoods  be  so  mixed 
with  others  that  they  can  no  longer  be 
identified,  the  right  of  exemption  Is  lost. 
Theclaimant  must  always  be  able  to  point 
out  the  identical  property  claimed.  Smith 
V.  Turnley,  44  Ga.  245;  Roth  v.  Wells,  29 
N.  Y.  471. 

The  right  to  exemption  is  a  personal 
privilege,  and  may  be  waived.  Homes  v. 
Corbin,  (Mo.  App.)  4  West.  Rep.  98. 

Huston,  J.  The  plaintiff  was  a  miner  in 
the  employ  of  the  Comfort  Consolidated 
Mining  Company.  A  Judgment  had  been 
recovered  against  him  in  Justice's  court. 
Execution  was  issued  thereon,  and  levied 
upon  a  certain  sum  of  money  in  the  hands 
of  one  Trevitic.  There  is  no  question  but 
that  the  money  so  levied  upon  was  the 
wages  of  the  plaintiff,  earned  within  the 
30  days  next  preceding  the  date  of  the 
levy.  Trevitic  had  drawn  the  same  from 
the  company  at  the  request  of  plaintiff, 
and  held  it  for  him.  Trevitic  stated  to 
the  officer  malcing  the  levy  (J.  N.  Hall, 
the  principal  defendant)  that  plaintiCT 
owed  him  nothing;  that  he  simply  drew 
the  money  for  him  as  an  accommodation, 
and  held  it  subject  to  his  call.  On  de- 
mand of  the  officer  (Hall)  holding  the  ex- 
ecution, Trevitic  delivered  the  money  so 
held  by  him  to  such  ofiicer.  Plaintiff 
brings  his  action  atrainst  the  officer  and 
his  sureties  for  the  recovery  of  the  money, 
claiming  the  same  as  exempt  from  levy, 
under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  7  of 
section  4480  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Idaho,  which  is  as  follows:  **  The  earnings 
of  the  Judgment  debtor  for  his  personal 
services  rendered  at  any  time  within  thir- 
ty days  next  preceding  the  levy  of  execu- 
tion, or  levy  of  attachment,  when  it  ap- 
pears by  the  debtor's  affidavit  or  other- 
wise that  such  earnings  are  necessary  for 
the  use  of  his  family  residing  in  this  terri- 
tory, (state,)  supported  wholly  or  in 
part  by  his  labor."  The  necessary  affi- 
davits were  duly  served  by  plaintiff,  es- 
tablishing the  facts  required  by  the  sec- 
tion of  the  statute  referred  to.  Plaintiff 
recovered  judgment  in  juBtice*s  court.  De- 
fendants appealed  to  district  court,  when 
the  judgment  of  the  Justice's  court  was 
reversed,  and  judgment  for  costs  was  ren- 
dered for  defendants,  and  from  the  judg- 


ment of  the  district  court  the  plaintiff  ap- 
peals to  thisconrt.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
record  showing  the  grounds  upon  which 
the  district  court  based  its  decision  and 
judgment.  The  case  was  heard  by  the  d1»- 
trlct  court  upon  a  stipulation  as  to  the 
evidence.  It  appears  from  the  plain tifTa 
motion  for  a  new  trial  that,  while  the  dis^ 
trict  court  held  that  the  money  levied 
upon  by  the  officer  by  virtue  of  the  execu- 
tion was  exempt  as  waices,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statute,  the  plaintiff  had  de- 
prived himself  of  the  benefit  of  the  statute 
tiy ''commingling,  or  causing  to  be  com- 
mingled, said  wages,  so  an  to  lose  their 
identity  as  wages.**  This  view  seems  to 
be  acquiesced  in  by  defendants.  The  only 
evidence  of  a  ''commingling'' Is  the  fact 
that  Trevitic  drew  this  money  from  the 
company,  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
plaintiff,  and  held  the  same  for  the  plain- 
tiff; that  plaintiff  was  not  indebted  to 
Trevitic,  nor  had  Trevitic  any  claim  or 
lien  upon  the  money  so  drawn. 

It  is  insisted  by  respondents  (1)  that 
the  drawini!  of  the  money  by  Trevitic, 
upon  the  order  or  request  of  plaintiff,  was 
a  fraud  upon  the  creditors  of  plaintiff;  (S) 
that  it  was  such  a  commingling  of  the 
money  as  deprived  it  of  the  exemption 
provided  by  the  statute.  The  money '  be- 
ing confessedly  exempt  as  wages,  its  dis- 
position by  the  plaintiff  could  not  operate 
as  a  fraud  upon  defendants.  Freem. 
Ex'ns,  §  136;  Derby  v.  Weyrlch.  8  Neb. 
174;  Railroad  Co.  v.  Smersh,  22  Neb.  751, 
86  N.  W.  Rep.  139.  The  drawing  of  the 
money  by  Trevitic,  and  his  holding  it  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  plaintilf.  It  not 
appearing  that  there  were  any  dealings 
between  plaintiff  and  Trevitic,  or  that 
Trevitic  had  or  claimed  to  have  any  inter- 
est in  or  lien  upon  the  money,  could  hardly 
be  called  a  ''commingling. "  Trevitic  did  not 
hold  any  other  money  or  property  of  the 
plaintiff.  Suppose  plaintiff  had  given  bis 
wife  or  one  of  his  children  an  order  to 
draw  his  wages;  would  that  have  been  a 
commingling?  The  object  of  the  statute 
was  to  preserve,  for  the  support  of  the 
debtor  and  his  family,  a  portion  of  his 
earnings,  and  to  the  accomplishment  of 
this  end  the  statute  should  receive  a 
liberal  construction.  The  beneficent  in- 
tention of  the  legislature  must  not  be  de- 
feated by  a  strained  or  technical  conatrnc- 
tion.  This  rule  of  construction  seems  to 
have  been  quite  generally  recognised  in 
this  class  of  cases.  Freem.  Ex'ns,  §  2US; 
In  re  McManus,  87  Cal.  292,  25  Pac.  Bep. 
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413;  Montaanie  y.  Rlchardnon,  24  Conn. 
847:  Kuntz  v.  Kinney,  83  Wis.  514;  Ken- 
yon  T.  Baker,  16  Mich.  878;  Bevan  v.  Hay- 
den,  13  Iowa,  122.  The  case  of  Wooster 
▼.  Pas^e,  54  N.  H.  125,  is  cited  by  respond- 
ents in  support  of  their  contention  that 
the  washes  of  the  plaintiff  lost  the  privilege 
of  exemption  by  reason  of  the  payment  of 
the  same  to  Trevitic,  at  the  request  of  the 
plaintiff.  The  case  of  Wooster  v.  Page 
does  not  seem  to  go  so  far  as  claimed  by 
the  respondents,  but  woald  seem  to  favor 
that  view.  Tlie  coart  in  that  case  rests 
Its  decision  largely  upon  the  dectsion  of 
the  same  coart  in  the  case  of  Morse  v. 
Towns,  45  N.  U.  1%.  In  the  latter  case 
(as  cited  by  the  court  in  Wooster  ▼.  Page) 
It  seems  that  *'Towns  having  enlisted, 
and  received  from  the  town  of  Pembrolce 
a  bounty  of  two  hundred  dollars,  went 
away  to  the  wars,  leaving  the  money 
with  bis  wife,  for  the  snpport  of  herself 
and  their  two  children.  The  wife  used  a 
part  of  it,  and,  of  the  rest,  put  Into  the 
bands  of  the  trustee  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  to  be  returned  from  time  to 
time  as  needed  for  the  support  of  the  fam- 
ily ;  and  for  this  sum  the  trustee  gave  his 
aote,  payable  to  her  or  her  order.  'i*he 
trustee  stated  that  he  tools  the  money 
expressly  as  the  bounty  money  of  the  hus- 
band, and  that  the  wife  had  no  other 
means  of  support.  The  trustee  was  held 
chargeable,  on  the  ground  that  the  boun- 
ty, having  been  paid  over  to  the  volun- 
teer, was  no  longer  *  bounty,'  and  as  such 
exempt,  but  was  simply  'money,'  not  ex- 
empt.* Does  this  construction  of  a  stat- 
ute, Intended  by  the  legislature  to  encour- 
age and  uphold  patriotism,  to  secure 
from  the  humiliation  of  poverty  and  want 
the  wife  and  children  of  the  soldier,  who 
has  voluntarily  offered  up  his  life  for  his 
country,  carry  out  tlie  intention  of  the 
lawmalcers?  We  think  not.  In  the  case 
of  Butter  v.  Shum way,  26  Pac.  Rep.  3il,  the 
supreme  court  of  Colorado  say:  **It  is 
claimed  by  counsel  for  plaintiff  in  error 
that  the  proper  construction  of  the  act  of 
1885  Is  that  the  wages  of  the  debtor  are 
exempt  from  garnishment  while  they  re- 
main in  the  hands  of  the  employer,  before 
payment,  but  not  afterwards."  The  act 
declares:  "There  sl^all  be  exempt  from 
levy  under  execution,  attachment,  or  gar- 
nishment the  wages  and  earnings  of  any 
debtor,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one 
liondred  dollars,  earned  during  the  thirty 
days  next  pi*ecedlng  such  levy,"  etc., 
(Uterally  the  same  as  the  Idaho  statute.) 


The  language  Is  unconditional  and  abso- 
lute, that  the  wages  "shall  l>e  exempt 
from  levy  under  execution,  attachment, 
or  garnishment,  **  and  the  courts  cannot 
Justly  add  words  which  would  tend  to  de- 
feat or  restrict  the  manifest  purpose  of  the 
statute.  So  long  as  the  wages  or  earn- 
ings of  the  debtor  are  capable  of  identifi- 
cation, he  Is  entitled  to  have  them  exempt, 
according  to  the  terms  and  provislcms  of 
the  statute.  We  prefer  the  broad  human- 
ity of  the  "Cowboy  Law  "  to  the  cold  and 
technical  construction  which  would  make 
the  intended  beneficence  of  the  law  a  mock- 
ery and  delusion,  and  take  the  bread  of 
the  soldier  and  the  wage  earner  from  the 
mouths  of  his  wife  and  children  to  glut  the 
ma  w  of  an  insatiate  creditor.  The  Judg- 
ment of  the  district  court  is  reversed,  and 
Jndgment  ordered  to  be  entered  for  plain- 
tiff for  the  sum  of  $66.25,  and  costp,  which 
the  clerk  of  the  court  below  will  enter  In 
his  Judgment  docket  immediately  on  re- 
ceipt of  the  remittitur  from  this  court, 
and  issue  execution  thereon.

a  Jury  November  4, 1891,  and  a  judgment 
of  nooBuit  and  for  coets  was  rendered  on 
the  above  date.  Motion  for  new  trial, 
bavins  been  made,  was  beard  before  the 
Judge  of  Bald  court,  at  chambers,  on  the 
7th  day  of  October,  1892,  and  overruled  on 
said  date,  as  appears  by  the  record.

The  garnishee  cannot  plead  the  pendency 
of  the  attachment  suit  in  abatement  of 
an  action,  subsequently  brought  against 
him,  by  the  debtor  in  the  attachment. 
Nor  can  he  safely  pay  his  creditor,  the 
debtor  in  attachment,  so  long  as  the  pro- 
ceedings by  attachment  are  in  force.  The 
proper  course  Is  for  the  conrt  to  order 
a  suspension  of  the  action  against  the 
garnishee  by  bis  creditors  until  the  at- 
tachment proceedings  are  disposed  of.  3 
Estee,  PI.  &  Pr.  §  4175;  McFadden  t., 
O'Donnell,  18  Cal.  leO;  McKeon  v.  Mc- 
Dermott,  22  Cal.  667;  Pierson  v.  McCahiU, 
21  Cal.

Stipulations  for  attorneys'  fees  are  not 
rigid,  unbending  contracts,  to  be  enforced 
literally  under  any  and  all  circumstances, 
but  are  under  the  control  of  the  court. 
They  are  In  the  nature  of  the  stipulated 
damages  for  breach  of  contract.  Pey- 
ser V.  Cole,  11  Or.

Morgan,  J.  This  action  was  brought 
Jane  22, 1881,  by  J.  II.  Van  Ness,  plaintiff, 
afpainst  George  A.  McLeod,  defendant,  on 
two  promissory  notes  executed  and  deliv- 
4^red  by  said  defendant  to  one  David  Ear- 
hart,  who  assigned  snM  notes  to  plaintiff 
herein  before  maturity.  Defendant  de- 
murred to  the  complaint,  on  the  ground 
that  It  did  notstate  factssufficient  to  con- 
stitute a  cause  of  action.  On  December  8, 
1892,  defendant  filed  a  motion  in  the  dis- 
trict court  (or  Altnras  county,  where  this 
action  was  pending,  to  suspend  further 
proceedings  In  above  cause  pending  a  de- 
cision in  the  case  of  First  National  Bank 
of  Halley  vs.  J.  W.  Hodgman  et  al.,  then 
pending  in  said  court,  in  which  proceeding 
defendant  had  been  garnished,  as  debtor 
of  said  Hodgman,  by  said  bank.  By  the 
provisions  of  section  4808,  Rev.  St. 
Idaho,  the  plaintiff  in  an  attachment  suit, 
If  he  is  Informed  or  has  reason  to  believe 
that  any  person  is  owing  any  debt  to  the 
defendant  in  said  suit,  may  require  the 
•herlff  to  serve  upon  said  person  a  copy  of 
the  writ,  and  a  notice  that  such  credits 
or  other  property  or  debts  are  attached  in 
pursuance  of  such  writ.  Hection  4809  pro- 
vides that  all  persons  having  iu  their  pos- 
session or  under  their  control  such  credits, 
unless  such  debts  be  paid  to  the  sheriff, 
shall  be  liable  to  the  plaintiff  for  the 
amount  of  such  debts,  until  the  attach- 
ment be  discharged,  or  any  Judgment  re> 
covered  by  him  besatisfled.  It  is  a  general 
rale  under  these  statutes,  and  the  deci- 
sions of  the  courts  in  reference  thereto, 
that  the  gamishdeis  liable  to  the  attach- 
ing creditor  to  the  amount  of  his  indebted- 
ness to  the  defendant  in  the  attachment 
suit;  and,  if  the  garnishee  is  sued  by  his 
creditor,  (the  defendant  in  the  attach  meat 
Buit,)  he  can  procure  a  suspeueion  of  pro* 
ceedlngs  in  said  action,  until  bin  liability 
to  the  attaching  creditor  shall  be  deter- 
mined. The  method  of  procuring  such 
suspension  is  by  motion  based  upon  an 
affidavit  stating  that  he  has  been  gar- 
nished in  a  Bull:  wherein  his  creditor  is  de- 
fendant, and  asking  a  stay  of  proceeding 
until  his  liability  in  the  attachment  suit 


then  pending  shall  be  determined.  Upon 
presentation  of  this  motion,  and  a  proper 
affidavit,  further  proceeding  in  the  cause 
should  he  suspended.  8  Ester,  PI.  Pr.  S 
4175;  McFadden  t.  0*Donnell,  18  Cal.  160; 
McKeon  v.  McDermott,  22  Cul.  667;  Pier- 
son  V.  McCahlll,  21  Cal.  122;  Winthrop  r. 
Carlton,  8  Mass.  456;  Wade,  Atiachm.  9 
501.  The  plaintiff,  however,  contends  that 
the  indebtedness  of  McLeod  to  Hodgman 
cannot  be  reached  by  the  attaching  cred- 
itor by  garnishment,  because  the  notes 
which  were  the  evidence  of  such  Indebted- 
ness had  been  transferred  to  Van  Ness, 
(plaintiff  in  this  action,)  and  cites  Wap. 
Attachro.  pp.  202,  215,  and  other  authori- 
ties. These  authorities  do  not  sustain  the 
contention.  It  is  true  the  general  rule  is, 
as  stated,  that  the  garnish  eels  not  charge- 
able unless  the  defendant  In  the  attach- 
ment suit  could  recover  of  him  what  the 
creditor  seeks  to  secure  by  garnishment; 
but  an  exception  exists  in  the  case  where 
the  debt,  or  the  evidence  thereof,  is  trans- 
ferred to  a  third  party,  for  the  purpose  of 
its  being  reached  by  his  creditors,  or  in 
fraud  of  their  rights.  In  such  a  case  the 
defendant  in  the  attachment  could  not  re- 
cover the  indebtedness,  but  his  creditor 
may.  *The  fraudulent  transfer  debars  the 
defendant  from  suing  for  it,  but  it  is  no 
estoppel  should  the  plaintiff  in  the  attach- 
ment suit  seek  to  reach  the  property  in 
the  assignee's  hands  by  process  of  gar- 
nishment.   Id.  p.  215. 

The  plaintiff  in  theattachmentsult  could 
treat  the  property  or  debt  as  still  belong- 
ing to  the  defendant,  though  in  the  hands 
of  a  third  person :  yet  the  defendant  could 
not  claim  it  as  his.  and  have  his  right  of 
action  against  such  third  person.  In  the 
case  at  bar  the  defendant,  ifcLeod,  alleges 
in  his  affidavit  that  the  said  notes  are  ac- 
tually the  property  of  J.  W.  Hodgman, 
the  defendant  In  the  attachment, and  that 
they  were  given  to  said  Earhart  and 
transferred  to  Van  Ness  at  the  request 
of  Hodgman,  without  consideration,  in 
fraud  of  and  with  the  view  of  preventing 
his  creditors  from  reaching  them.  If  this 
is  true,  and  it  must  be  taken  as  true  for 
the  purpose  of  this  motion,  then  the  fur- 
ther prosecution  of  the  case  against  Mc- 
Leod should  have  been  suspended  until  the 
determination  of  the  principal  suit.  Sick- 
roan  V.  Abf^rnathy,  (Colo.  Sup.)  23  Pac. 
Rep.  447.  The  validity  of  the  assignment, 
and  the  question  as  to  whether  the  notes 
In  fact  were  and  are  the  property  of  the 
defendant  J.  W.  Hodgman,  may  be  tried 
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In  the  irarnlRbment  proceeding  Instituted 
by  the  First  National  Bank  against  Bews, 
Hodffman,  et  al.,  and  this  suit  should 
await  the  trial  of  each  isHue.  L?e  ▼.  Ta- 
bor, 8  Mo.  233:  Peren  v.  Bank,  (N.  M.)  27 
Pac.  Rep.  322.  The  contrary  doctrine 
would  compel  this  court  to  assist  in  mak- 
ing successful  a  fraudulent  transfer  of 
choses  In  action  to  defeat  the  claims  of 
creditors,  and  would  enable  the  debtor  in 
many  cases  to  defeat  his  creditors  by  a 
fraudulent  transfer  of  his  property,— a 
position  against  law  and  good  conscience. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  this  court  that  the 
judgment  of  the  district  court  should  be 
reversed,  and  the  cause  suspended  until 
the  question  of  the  liability  of  the  defend- 
ant, McLeod,  to  the  attachlnir  creditor  be 
determined ;  and  It  is  so  ordered.  Ck>BtB 
awarded  to  appellant.

Sullivan.  C.J.  Tlie  appellant,  as  a»- 
Bess<ir  and  tax  collector  of  Bingham  conn- 
ty, made  application  to  the  district  court 
of  the  fifth  Judicial  district  for  a  writ  of 
mandate  to  compel  the  respondent,  aa 
treasurer  of  said  county,  to  pay  to  appel- 
lant $1,563.42,  commissions  claimed  to  be 
due  for  the  collection  of  f26,038.61,  as  the 
state  proportion  of  property  taxes  levied 
in  said  county,  and  Sl,431  as  thestate  pro- 
portion of  the  poll  taxes  collected  by  him 
In  said  county,  and  paid  over  to  the  trens- 
urer  thereof.  An  alternative  writ  was  is- 
sued. The  respondent  appeared,  and  by 
demurrer  and  answer  raised  the  Issoe  aa 
to  whether,  under  the  facts  stated  In  the 
application,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  respond- 
ent to  pay  the  amount  claimed  to  appel- 
lant; or,  in  other  words,  whether  respond- 
ent's refusal  was  wrongful  or  unlawful. 
A  trial  of  the  Issue  thus  raised  was  had 
before  the  court,  and  a  peremptory  writ 
of  mandate  refused,  and  Judgment  entered 
In  favor  of  the  respondent,  dismissing  said 
petition,  and  for  couts.  This  appeal  Is 
from  the  Judgment. 

The  contention  of  appellant  Is  that  It 
was  the  duty  of  respondent,  as  cuanty 
treasurer,  to  pay  the  compensation  claimed 
out  of  said  taxes  before  turning  the  money 
over  to  the  state  treasurer.  The  respond- 
ent contends  that  he  la  prohibited,  by  sec- 
tion 7,  art.  7,  of  the  constitution,  from  pay- 
Los  out  any  part  of  the  state  taxes  for  any 
purposes  whatever,  but  must  turn  the 
same  Into  the  state  treasury.  The  ques- 
tion for  our  determination  Is,  la  the  appel- 
lant entitled  to  payment  ofhiscommla* 
alons  for  collecting  state  taxes  from  the 
state  money  collected  by  him? 

The  compensation  claimed  by  the  appel- 
lant Is  claimed  under  section  1679  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  1887,  so  far  as  the  prop- 
erty tax  is  concerned,  and  under  section 
2154,  as  to  commissions  on  poll  taxes. 
Section  1679  provides  as  followa:  ''The 
compensation  for  the  services  of  auditors, 
assessors,  and  tax  collectors  and  county 
treaHurers,  respectively,  for  the  dutieB  per- 
formed by  them  in  assessing,  collecting,  re- 
ceiving, and  paying  over  territorial  taxes, 
or  the  territorial  portion  of  any  taxes*  are 
as  follows:  To  the  assessor  and  tax  col- 
lector, as  full  compensation  for  hla  services 
and  the  services  of  his  deputies,  seven  (7) 
per  centum  of  the  amount  by  him  paid 
over;  to  tlie  county  treasurer  and  auditor, 
each,  three  (3)  per  centum  of  the  amonnt 
paid  over  by  the  treasurer."  Section  2151, 
so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  compensation  to

1)6  paid  tu  assessors  and  tax  collectors,  Is 
as  follows:  **Tbe  assessor  shall  receive  not 
leas  tban  twelve  (12)  per  centum,  and  not 
to  exceed  fifteen  (15)  per  centum  of  all  per 
capita  taxes  collected,  and  not  less  than 
foor  (4)  percentuni,  and  not  to  exceed  six  (6) 
per  centum,  of  all  other  taxes  by  him  col- 
lected. "  Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  con- 
stitution, the  assessor  and  tax  collector 
was  entitled  to  receive  as  compensation  a 
certain  percentage  of  all  tHxes  collected, 
regardless  of  the  aggregate  amount  there- 
of; but  section  7,  art.  7,  of  the  constitu- 
tion, declares,  among  other  things,  that  he 
shall  receive  annually,  as  compensation 
for  bis  services^  not  more  than  $3,000.  and 
not  less  tban  S500,  while  section  8  of  said 
article  7  declares  that  such  compensation 
shall  be  paid  by  fees  or  commissions,  or 
both,  as  prescribed  by  law.  Said  section 
1679  prescribes  the  per  centum  to  be  paid 
to  the  tax  collector  for  the  collection  of  nil 
state  taxes,  and  section  2154  prescribes  bis 
minimum  and  maximum  per  centum  on 
per  capita  taxes,  and  on  all  other  taxes. 
Section  2158  of  the  Revised  Statutes  de- 
clares the  method,  and  out  of  what  fund, 
said  compensation  shall  be  paid.  Prior 
to  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  the 
compensation  of  such  officer,  for  the  col- 
lection of  territorial  taxes,  was  paid  by 
the  county  treasurer  out  of  the  territorial 
money,  and  we  think  legally  so,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  1680  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  1887;  but  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  payment  of  said  compensation 
out  of  the  state  fund  is  now  prohibited  by 
section  7,  art.  7,  of  the  constitution,  which 
declares  that** all  taxes  leTied  for  state 
purposes  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treas- 
ory. "  By  reason  of  the  provisions  of  said 
section  7  of  article  7  of  the  constitution, 
all  taxes  collected  for  state  purposes  must 
be  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  without 
any  deduction  for  fees  or  commissions  for 
collecting  the  same.  This  court  held  in 
Cunningham  v.  Moody,  2S  Pac.  Rep.  895,^ 
that  "all  taxes  levied  and  collected  for 
state  purposes  must  be  paid  into  the  state 
treasury,  without  any  deduction  for  com- 
missions or  other  charges."  We  know  of 
no  reason  for  changing  the  opinion  there- 
in expressed*  The  appellant  is  not  entitled 
tu  the  payment  of  his  compensation  for 
collecting  the  state  taxes  out  of  state 
money  collected  by  him,  but  is  entitled  to 
receive  his  compensation  therefor  ac  the 
per  centum  prescribed  by  section  1679,  Rev. 
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St.,  out  of  the  "current  expense"  fund  of 
his  count3',as  prescribed  by  tlie  provisions 
of  section  2158  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 
The  maximum  compensation  to  be  paid 
annually  to  the  assessor  find  tax  collector 
is,  however,  limited  by  the  provisions  of 
said  section  7,  art.  18,  of  the  constitution, 
to  the  sum  of  $3,000,  and  he  can  in  no  event 
receive  a  larger  sum.  Thejudgment  of  the 
court  below  is  affirmed,  with  costs  of  this 
appeal  in  favor  of  respondent.

Huston,  J.  Plaintiff  brings  this  action 
to  restrain  the  payment  by  the  treasurer 
of  Alturas  county  of  certain  warrants  is- 
sued upon  the  treasury  of  said  county  by 
the  board  of  commissioners  thereof,  upon 
the  alleged  ground  that  such  warrants 
were  fraudulently  and  illegally  ** allowed, 
audited,  and  registered."  The  warrants 
are  described  by  number,  amount,  date, 
and  name  of  person  to  whom  issued. 
While  there  is  no  statement  in  the  com- 
plaint, in  direct  terms,  of  any  facts  consti- 
tuting the  alleged  fraud,  illegality  in  the 
allowance  of  the  accounts,  or  claims  for 
which  the  warrants  were  issued,  it  is  fair- 
ly inferable  from  the  allegations  of  the 
complaint  that  a  large  part,  if  not  all,  of 
-  the  claims  upon  which  said  warrants  were 
issued  were  so  issued  upon  and  in  pay- 
ment of  claims  against  Alta  county.  The 
legislature  of  the  state  of  Idaho,  at  its  first 
session,  by  an  act  passed  on  March  3,1891, 
undertook  to  create  the  counties  of  Alta 
and  Lincoln  out  of  the  then  territory  of 
the  counties  of  Alturas  and  Logan.  This 
act  of  the  leglwlature  was  subsequently 
declared  to  be  unconstitutional  by  the  su- 
preme court  of  the  state.  Now  whether 
the  claims  accruing  against  Alta  county 
during  the  time  intervening  between  the 
passage  of  the  act  organizing  that  coun- 
ty and  the  decision  of  the  supreme  court. 


pn mouncing  the  same  void,  were  properly 
chargeable  and  allowable  against  Altoras 
county,  is  a  question  we  are  not,  under  oar 
view  of  this  case,  at  this  time  called  ap<^n 
to  decide.  The  defendants  filed  a  general 
demurrer  to  plaintitf*s  complaiot,  wblcb 
was  sustained  by  the  district  court.  The 
plaintiff  declining  to  answer.  Judgment 
was  rendered  for  defendants,  and  from 
such  Judgment  plaintiff  api>eals  to  thfs 
court. 

The  soloquestion  before  us  is  that  raised 
by  the  demurrer  to  the  complaint.  It  is 
contended  by  respondents  that,  if  the 
plaintiff  desired  to  contest  the  allowance 
of  the  claims  upon  which  the  warrants  in 
question  were  Issued,  the  means  and  meth- 
od for  rf^aching  that  result  are  amply  pro- 
vided by  section  1776,  Rev.  St.  Idaho, 
and  that,  having  neglected  to  avail  him- 
self of  such  remedy,  he  is  debarred  from  in- 
voking the  aid  of  equity.  Section  1776* 
Rev.  St.  Idaho,  Is  as  follows:  "An  ap- 
peal may  be  taken  from  any  order,  deci- 
sion, or  action  of  the  board,  while  acting 
in  an  official  capacity,  by  any  person  ag- 
grieved thereby,  or  by  any  taxpayer  of 
the  county,  where  any  demand  is  allowed 
against  the  county,  or  when  he  deems  any 
order,  decision,  or  action  of  the  board 
illegal  or  prejudicial  to  the  public  Inter- 
ests.** This  statute  would  seem  to  cover 
entirely  the  case  presented  by  the  plaintiff 
in  his  complaint.  But  it  is  urged  by  plain- 
tiff that  to  have  taken  an  appeal  in  each 
of  the  cases  enumerated  in  the  complaint 
would  have  subjected  him  to  great  trouble 
and  inconvenience.  This  may  be  unfortu- 
nate for  plaintiff  and  those  he  represents, 
but  it  furnishes  no  excuse  for  the  court  to 
set  aside  a  rule  so  generally  recognised, 
and  repeatedly  iterated  by  this  court,  as 
that  equity  may  not  be  invoked  where  the 
party  has  a  complete  and  adequate  reme- 
dy at  law.  Counsel  for  appellant  con- 
tends that,  as  the  claims  alleged  to  have 
been  illegally  allowed  are  numerous,  and 
were  allowed  at  different  times,  a  resort 
to  the  remedy  provided  by  the  statute 
would  have  involved  the  institution  of  a 
multiplicity  of  suits,  and  therefore  It  Is 
permissible  for  him  to  resort  to  equity  in 
the  first  instance,  notwithstanding  the 
remedy  provided  by  statute.  This  is  only 
another  phase  of  the  contention  Just  dis- 
posed  of,  and,  if  recognised,  would  involve 
the  like  consequences.  The  statutory  rem- 
edy being  complete  and  adequate,  the 
plaintiff  must  resort  to  it;  and  having 
shown  no  reason  for  not  doing  so,  arislug 
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from  any  acta  of  defendants,  he  Is  preclud- 1 
ed  from  invoklnir  the  aid  of  equity.  While 
the  ^neral  charsce  of  fraud  and  illegality 
in  the  allowance  of  the  claims  upon  which 
said  warrants  were  isRued  is  repeated  fre- 
qaently  in  the  complaint,  in  no  single  in- 
atance  are  the— or  any— facts  constituting 
such  alleged  fraud  or  illegality  specifically 
set  forth,  or  set  forth  at  all.  The  demur- 
rer was  properly  sustained.  The  Judg- 
ment of  the  district  court  is  affirmed,  with 
costs.

H.  was  duly  elected  judge  of  the  probate 
court  of  Logan  county  at  the  regular  election 
held  in  1890.  The  legislature  on  March  3.  1801, 
and  after  H.  had  taken  office  under  his  said  elec- 
tion, passed  an  act  changing  Logan  county  to 
Lincoln  county.  H.  was  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor, under  the  proyisions  of  the  act  of  March 
8,  1891.  probate  judge  of  Lincoln  county.  D. 
(the  defendant,  and  who  was  at  the  time  derk 
of  the  probate  court  of  Logan  county,  under  H.) 
was  appointed,  by  the  commissioners  of  Logan 
county,  probate  judge  of  said  Logan  county; 
said  board  refusingto  recognize  the  act  of  March 
3,  ISDl,  as  law.  The  supreme  court  of  the  state 
declared  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  unconstitu- 
tional. Thereupon  H.  demanded  possession  of 
said  office  of  D.  D.  refused  to  deliver  possession 
of  the  office  to  H.,  and  H.  brings  his  action  to 
recover  possession  of  the  office.  Held^  H.  was 
entitled  to  recover  said  office.

A  resignation  may  not  only  take  place 
by  abandonment  of  official  duties,  but 
also  by  being  appointed  to  and  accepting 
a  new  office,  incompatltile  with  the  former 
one.

Where  office  is  vacated  voluntarily,  no 
Judicial  determination  is  necessary.  Htate 
V.  McCllnton,  5  Nev.  82U;  People  v.  Board 
of  Metropolitan  Police,  26  N.  Y.  481 ;  CaUo- 
way  V.  Sturm,  1  Helsk.

Plaintiff  must  be  ^'a  person  now  right- 
fully entitled  to  the  office.**  He  must 
stand  on  the  strength  of  his  own  rights. 
If  he  has  been  guilty  of  acts  that  would 
vacate  or  forfeit  the  office,  he  cannot  re- 
cover, even  if  no  court  or  board  has 
passed  on  the  question.  High,  Extr. 
Rem.  §  652. 

The  right  of  plaintiff  to  the  office  is 
tried  in  this  action;  and  if,  by  judicial  pro- 
ceedings, plaintiff  might  have  at  any  prior 
time  been  ousted,  or  the  office  declared 
vacant,  the  failure  of  any  one  to  take 
those  steps  does  not  give  plaintiff  a  right 
to  an  office  he  has  voluntarily  abandoned.

Huston,  J.  At  the  regular  biennial  elec- 
tion of  1S90  the  plaintiff  was  elected  to  the 
office  of  probate  judge  for  Logan  county 
for  the  two  years  next  following  the  1st 
day  of  January,  1891.  He  regularly  quali- 
fied as  such  on  the  13th  day  of  January, 
1891,  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  as  such  officer.  On  the  8d  day 
of  March,  1891,  the  legislature  of  Idaho 
passed  an  act,  by  the  terms  of  which  they 
created  the  counties  of  Alta  and  Lincoln 
out  of  the  territory  theretofore  compris- 
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infl:  the  counties  of  Alturas  and  Logan. 
At  tbe  time  of  the  passase  of  the  act  re- 
ferred to,  Bellevue  wa8  the  county  seat  of 
LoKun  county.  By  the  provisions  of  said 
act  the  town  of  Shoshone  was  made  the 
county  seat  of  Lincoln  county,  and  tbe 
town  of  Bellevue  was  Included  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  county  of  Alta.  Imme- 
diately following  the  passage  of  the  said 
act  organizing  said  counties  of  Altu  and 
Lincoln,  the  governor  of  the  state,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provision  of  said  act, 
appointed  various  persons  to  fill  the  sev- 
eral offices  of  said  counties  of  Alta  and 
Lincoln,  so  as  aforesaid  organized  by  and 
under  said  act  of  March  3, 1891,  and  among 
others  appointed  the  plaintiff  probate 
judge  of  said  Lincoln  county.  Plaintiff 
accepted  said  appolntmont,  and  at  once 
qualified  as  such  officer.  The  board  of 
cammissioners  of  Logan  county,  refusing 
to  recognize  the  validity  of  the  act  of 
March  8, 1891,  Immediately  on  the  accept- 
ance by  the  plaintiff  of  the  appointment 
of  Judge  of  probate  court  of  Lincoln  coun- 
ty, and  his  qualification  as  such  officer, 
and  on  tbe day  of  March,  1891,  ap- 
pointed the  defendant  probate  Judge  of 
Logan  county,  and  Installed  him  in  said 
onice.  Proceedings  were  Instituted  to 
test  the  validity  of  said  act  of  March  3, 
1891,  which  resulted  in  the  declaring  of 
the  same  unconstitutional  by  the  supreme 
court  of  the  state.  People  v.  George, 
(Idaho,)  26  Pac.  Rep.  983,  and  27  Pac.Rep. 
680.^  Upon  the  announcement  of  such  de- 
cision, plaintiff  made  demand  of  the  de- 
fendant for  the  possession  of  said  office  of 
probate  Judge  of  Logan  county,  which 
was  refused  by  defendant:  and  he  con- 
tinned  to  hold,  and  still  does  hold,  said 
office,  and  performs  the  duties  and  func- 
tions thereof.  Plaintiff  brought  action  in 
the  district  court  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  6,  Gen.  Laws  Idaho  1880-81.  A 
trial  was  bad  in  the  district  court  for 
liOgan  county  before  the  court  with  a 
Jury,  and  verdict  was  rendered  In  favor  of 
the  defendant.  From  the  Judgment  en- 
tered thereon  tbe  plaintiff  appeals  to  this 
court. 

The  case  comes  to  us  upon  a  bill  of  ex- 
ceptions presenting  quite  a  number  of  ex- 
ceptions to  evidence,  findings,  and  instruc- 
tions; but,  having  carefully  examined  the 
record,  we  conclude  that,  for  all  the  pur- 
poses of  this  decision,  the  questions  may

all  be  resolverl  into  ono:  Did  tbe  platntiff, 
by  accepting  from  the  governor  of  tbe 
state  the  appointment  of  probate  Judge  of 
Lincoln  county,  thereby  abandon,  forfeit, 
or  resign  the  office  of  probate  Judge  of 
Logan  county  ?  Or,  to  state  It  differently, 
did  tbe  acts  of  the  plaintiff  create  a  va- 
cancy In  the  office   of   probate  Judge   of 

Logan  county  on  the day  of  March, 

1891,  the  date  of  defendant's  appointment 
and  investiture?  A  ban  don  mentis  largely  a 
question  of  intention,  and  it  Is  clear,  from 
all  that  Is  presented  by  the  record,  that  it 
was  never  the  Intention  of  plaintiff  to 
quit  or  give  up  the  office  of  probate  Judge 
of  Logan  county. 

It  is  claimed  by  the  respondent  that 
the  appellant  neglected  to  perform  the 
duties  of  tbe  office  to  which  he  was  elect- 
ed during  a  period  of  three  months  prior 
to  his  bringing  this  action,  and  tberefore 
that  tbe  office  became  vacant,  by  opera- 
tion of  the  statute,  but  the  record  shows 
that  within  the  period  required  by  the 
constitution  tbe  appellant  duly  qualified 
and  entered  upon  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  his  office.  It  is  also  conceded  in 
the  argument  that,  soon  after  he  an  en- 
tered upon  his  duties,  he  appointed  tbe 
defendant  in  this  action  clerk  of  said 
court,  and  placed  the  records  thereof  in  his 
care  and  keeping,  and  from  that  day  an- 
til  the  present  time  the  said  defendant  has, 
by  force,  and  against  the  will  of  this  plain- 
tiff, kept  possession  of  said  records  and 
said  office,  although  possession  thereof 
was  repeatedly  demanded;  and  now, 
having  wrongfully  and  unlawfully  seized 
said  office,  and  wrongfully  kept  posses- 
sion thereof,  he  (tbe  defendant)  allies 
that  plaintiff  has  neglected  to  perform  his 
duties  therein,  and  that,  therefore,  said 
office  was  vacated  by  plaintiff,  thereliy 
seeking  to  take  advantiage  of  his  own 
wrong.  The  court  that  would  sustain 
the  defendant  in  such  a  claim  could  scarce- 
ly be  called  a  court  of  Justice. 

But  it  is  contended  by  counsel  for  re- 
spondent that  plaintiff,  by  accepting  the 
appointment  of  probate  Judge  of  Lincom 
county,  forfeited  the  office  of  probate 
Judge  of  Logan  county.  In  support  of 
this  contention,  we  are  cited  to  numerous 
authorities  which  seem  to  establish  tbe 
rule  that  the  acceptance,  by  the  incum- 
bent of  an  office,  of  another  office  or  posi- 
tion, incompatible  with  that  already 
held,  amounts  to  an  abandonment  or  for- 
feiture of  the  first.    This   rule   seems   to 
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have  the  sanction  of  authority  and  prin- 
ciple. But  does  the  case  of  the  plaintiff 
fall  within  the  rale?  He  was  regularly 
elected  to  the  office  of  probate  Jud^e  of 
LfO^an  county,  qaalifled,and  entered  upon 
his  duties  as  such.  His  office  wclh  abol- 
ished by  the  act  of  the  legislature  creating 
Lfincoln  county.  The  act  of  the  legisla- 
ture was  the  law  until  it  was  pronounced 
▼old  by  the  proper  tribunal.  To  hold 
otherwise  would  be  to  abrogate  the  first 
duty  of  the  citisen,^obedience  to  the  law. 
To  hold  otherwise  would  be  to  encourage 
every  person  to  whom  a  law  is  distasteful 
or  burdensome  to  disobey  or  set  it  at 
nanftht.  While  we  recognize,  with  be- 
coming deference,  the  high  authority  cited 
by  counsel,  which  says  that,  "when  a 
statute  id  adjudged  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional, it  is  as  if  it  had  never  been,  *  (Coo- 
ley,  Const.  Lim.  p.  222,)  we  are  unwilling 
to  assent  to  the  sweeping  application 
claimed  therefor  by  counsel  for  the  re- 
spondent. If  any  and  every  person  **  in- 
vested with  a  little  brief  autborlty"  is 
permitted  to  defy  the  law,  "  village  U amp- 
dens**  will  be  as  thick  as  autumnal  leaves 
in  Valambrosa. 

We  have  been  unable  to  find  a  case  par- 
allel with  that  under  consideration.  A  law 
had  been  passed  by  the  legislature  with 
ail  the  required  constitutional  formalities, 
and,  as  said  by  Judge  Brkksis  in  People  v. 
Salomon,  54  111.  4<$,  it  "became,  by  its  own 
intrinsic  force,  the  law  to  every  public 
officer  in  the  state,  and  to  all  the  people.  ** 
AgaJn,  in  the  same  case,  the  same  learned 
Judge  uses  this  language:  "To  the  law 
every  man  owes  homage,— the  very  least, 
as  needing  its  care;  the  greatest,  as  not 
exempted  from  its  power.  To  allow  a 
ministerial  officer  to  decide  upon  the  va- 
lidity of  a  law  would  be  subversive  of  the 
great  objects  and  purposes  of  govern- 
ment; for,  if  one  such  officer  may  assume 
Infallibility,  all  other  liki^  officers  may  do 
the  same,  and  thus  an  end  be  put  to  civil 
govern meiit,  one  of  whose  cardinal  princi- 
ples is  subjection  to  the  laws.  ** 

The  plaintiff  was  acting  entirely  in  an 
Individual  capacity  when  he  accepted  the 
appointment  of  probate  Judge  of  Lincoln 
county.  The  positions  of  the  plaintiff  and 
the  defendant  were  entirely  different.    The 

glalntlff  accepted  the  law  as  it  came  to 
im,  clothed  In  all  the  insignia  of  legality. 
The  defendant  assumed  to  question  the 
constitutionality  of  the  law,  refused 
obedience  to  it,  and  accepted  an  appoint- 
ment to  an  office  which,  as  the  law  then 


stood,  had  no  existence.  Say  the  supreme 
court  of  Texas  in  Sessums  v.  Botts,  34 
Tex.  335:  "It  is  believed  that  any  citizen 
of  the  state,  whose  interests  are  affected 
by  an  act  which  he  believes  unconstitu- 
tional, may,  by  pursuing  a  legal  course, 
test  the  constitutionality  of  a  law,  or»  if 
he  chooses,  may  wholly  disregard  that 
act  as  law ;  but  in  timt  case  he  acts  at  his 
peril,  and,  should  the  act  of  which  ho  com- 
plains be  decided  to  be  law,  then  he  must 
suffer  the  consequences  of  a  bad  Judg- 
ment or  a  perverted  will.  It  is  therefore 
deemed  advisable  for  every  good  citizen  to 
obey  whatever  may  be  promulgated  by 
the  lawmaking  power  as  law  until  the 
some  shall  nave  been  passed  upon  by  the 
courts  of  the  country  in  a  legitimate  and 
proper  manner.  If  this,  then,  is  the  duty 
of  the  citizen,  and  he  obeys  or  submits  to 
whatever  has  received  the  legislative  sanc- 
tion as  law,  then  he  should  be  protected 
in  that  obedience,  or  at  least  he  should 
not  be  deemed  guilty  of  laches,  and  his 
rights  sacrificed  to  those  who  are  ready 
to  usurp  the  province  of  the  Judiciary,  and 
declare  for  themselves  what  is  and  what 
is  not  law."  In  the  same  case  the  court, 
in.  commenting  upon  the  passage  from 
Cooley.  Const.  Llm.,  above  cited,  say: 
"We  are  not  willing  to  construe  the  quo- 
tation from  Cooley,  Const.  Llm.,  in  the 
same  light  as  the  learned  counsel  for  the 
plaintiff  in  error  appears  to  have  done.  It 
is  true  that,  when  an  act  has  been  de- 
clared unconstitutional,  then  it  is  as 
though  it  had  never  been;  but  we  do  not 
think  that  the  author,  in  the  text,  or  the 
cases  cited  by  him,  intended  to  announce 
the  doctrine  that  an  unconstitutional  law 
could  be  no  protection  to  officers  or  citizens 
before  the  same  had  been  passed  upon  and 
Judged  invalid  **  With  the  views  of  the 
supreme  court  of  Texas  we  are  in  full  ac- 
cord, and  we  think  the  doctrine  therein 
enunciated  peculiarly  applicable  to  the 
case  at  bar.  There  could  be  no  incom- 
patibility between  the  offices  of  probate 
Judge  of  Lincoln  county  and  that  of  pro- 
bate Judge  of  Logan  county,  for  the  exist- 
ence o!  one  precluded  the  existence  of  the 
other.  The  plaintiff  is  not  seeking  to  de- 
rive any  benefit  under,  nor  does  he  predi- 
cate any  claim  upon,  the  act  of  March  3, 
1S91.  Hence  his  case  is  not  within  the  rule 
which  says  no  one  can  derive  any  advan- 
tage orclalm  any  rights  under  or  by  virtue 
of  any  law  which  has  been  declared  un- 
constitutional. He  was  elected  to  the 
office  of  probate  Judge  of  Logan  county

by  the  people  of  said  county.  A  law  was 
passed  cbanginx  I^ogan  to  Lincoln  coun- 
ty. He  accepted  an  appointment  to  the 
same  office  In  Lincoln  county.  It  seems  to 
us  it  would  not  only  be  manifestly  unjust 
to  the  plaintiff,  but  it  would  be  recognis- 
ing a  pernicious  doctrine,  were  we  to  hold 
that  the  plaintiff  should  be  punished;  for, 
in  depriving  him  of  the  office  to  which  the 
I>cople  have  elected  him,  we  do  punish 
him,  simply  because  he  respected  and 
obeyed  the  law  while  it  was  the  law.  Not- 
withstanding the  high  authority  to  the 
contrary,  we  are  constrained  to  believe 
that  the  better  rule  is  that  all  should  obey 
the  law,  as  it  comes  from  the  lawmaking 
power,  until  the  proper  triliunai  has 
passed  upon  it.  Obedience  to  the  law,  as 
it  appears,  when  clothed  with  all  the  evi- 
dences of  authority,  ought  not  to  subject 
the  obeying  citizen  to  loss  or  punishment. 
Recognition  of  the  law,  and  obedience 
thereto,  is  not  the  prevailing  virtue  of 
this  age  or  country.  The  disposition  to 
construe  the  law  for  themselves,  to  pass 
spon  its  constitutionality,  and  to  defy 
and  disobey  it  whenever  it  seems  to  im- 
pinge upon  their  notions  or  whims,  or 
especially  their  so-called  religious  views, 
is  a  sentiment  which  does  not  need  the 
spur  of  Judicial  encouragement  In  this 
country. 

Numerous  exceptions  were  taken  by  the 
appellant  to  the  instructions  to  the  Jury 
given  by  the  court,  and  to  those  refused 
to  be  given;  but  as  these  questions  cannot 
again  arise,  under  the  conclusion  we  have 
reached,  it  is  unnecessary  to  pass  upon 
them. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  this  court  that  the 
plaintiff  and  appellant,  H.  S.  Hampton, 
was  duly  elected  probate  judge  of  Logan 
county,  Idaho,  at  the  general  election  lield 
on  October  1. 1890;  that  he  duly  qualified 
as  such  officer,  and  entered  upon  the  du- 
ties of  said  office;  that  he  has  never  aban- 
doned, forfeited,  or  resigned  said  office; 
that  he  is  entitled  to  the  possession  of 
said  office,  and  to  the  emoluments  thereof, 
for  the  two  years  next  succeeding  Janu- 
ary 18, 1891;  and  that  he  forthwith  have 
restitution  of  said  office.  And  it  is  further 
ordered  that  the  district  court  for  Logan 
county  proceed  to  assess  the  damages  suf- 
fered by  said  Hampton  by  reason  of  his 
deprivation  of  said  office  by  defendant,  ac^ 
cording  to  law.

A  lien  notice  is  sufficiently  definite  which 
fairly  apprises  the  owner  of  what  be  is 
charged  with,  what  kind  of  material,  and 
what  the  same  was  furnished  for.  Mnun- 
facturing  Co.  v.  Kennedy,  4  Wash.  St.  905, 
30  Pac.  Rep.  79. 

A  substantial  compliance  with  the  stat- 
ute regarding  the  contents  of  a  claim  of 
mechanic's  lien  is  all  that  is  necesiiary  to 
its  validity.  Giant  Powder  Co.  v.  San 
Diego  Flume  Co.,  88  Cal.  20,  25  Pac.  Rep. 
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»76;  Mill  Co.  v.  G-rrettsoD,  R7  Cal.  589.  25 
Pac.  Rep.  747. 

A  claim  of  lien  for  materials  famlnhed 
or  labor  performed  need  not  state  that 
the  boildlng  was  completed.  Harmon  v. 
Ashmead,  68  Gal.  321,  9  Pac.  Rep.  188. 

Huston,  J.  This  is  an  action  brouKbt 
by  the  plaintiffs  to  foreclose  a  mechanic's 
lien.  The  case  was  tried  in  the  district 
coDrt  before  a  Jury.  Verdict  and  Judg- 
ment for  plaintiffs,  from  wlilch  appeal  is 
taken  to  this  court.  Tho  record  shows  a 
bill  of  exceptions,  wherein  are  presented 
various  exceptions  to  the  sufficiency  and 
competency  of  evidence,  and  to  the  suffi- 
ciency of  the  evidence  to  support  the  spe- 
cial findings  of  the  jury.  The  defendants 
Hied  a  demurrer  to  the  complaint  of  plain- 
tiffs, alleging  insufficiency  of  facts  to  con- 
abtate  a  cause  of  action,  and  ambiguity, 
etc.  This  demurrer  was  overruled  by  the 
court,  and  detendants  filed  answer. 

The  first  error  assigned  bj  defendants  is 
that  the  notice  of  lien  filed  by  plaintiffs, 
and  which  is  attached  to  and  made  a  part 
of  their  complaint,  is  insufficient,  under 
the  statute.  The  notice  of  lien  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

''State  of  Idaho,  county  of  Logan 
— Be.:  White  and  Mallison,  Subcontract- 
ors and  Claimants,  versus  R.  J.  Bledsoe, 
Contractor,  and  B.  G.  Mullins,  Owner. 
Notice  is  hereby  given,  to  all  whom  it 
may  concern,  that  we,  as  subcontractors, 
do  hereby  file  a  lien  with  the  county  re- 
corder of  Logan  county,  state  of  Idaho, 
and  that  it  is  our  intention  thereby  to 
claim  and  hold  a  lien  upon  a  certain  ditch 
bereinafter  described,  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  and  the  provisions  of  the  stat- 
utes of  the  state  of  Idaho,  for  such  ca^es 
made  and  provided,  to  secure  to  us  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
aeventy-four  and  70-100  dollars,  for  work 
and  labor  done  and  performed  by  us  upon 
that  certain  ditch  located  in  the  precinct 
of  Bliss,  in  the  county  of  Logan,  state  of 
Idaho,  and  known  as  the  '  Mullins  Ditch,' 
starting  from  a  point  on  the  Malad  river, 
in  said  precinct  of  BUhs,  in  said  county  of 
Logan, and  state  of  Idaho, about  one  mile 
above  the  residence  of  8.  C.  Frost,  and 
thence  running  in  a  westerly  direction 
towards  Bliss  station,  on  the  O.  S.  L. 
Railway,  for  a  disrauce  of  six  miles;  that 
said  labor  was  performed  on  divers  days 
and  times  between  September  20,  1890, 
and  October  28, 1890,  at  the  instance  of  R. 
J.  Bledsoe*  the  contractor;    that  a  full. 


true, and  correct  statement  of  thesnm  due 
us  from  the  said  contractor  is  one  hundred 
and  seventy-four  dollars  and  70-100;  that 
claimants  performed  said  labor  at  the 
request  of  the  contractor,  R.  J.  Bledsoe; 
that  thirty  days  have  not  elapsed  since 
the  last  of  said  work  and  labor  was 
done;  and  that  it  is  our  intention  toclaini 
and  hold  a  lien  against  said  ditch,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the 
secnrity  of  snid  amount  above  mentioned. 
Witness  our  hand  hereuntoset  this  22d  day 
of  November,  1890.     Whitr  and  Mallison. 

"  State  of  Idaho,  county  of  Logan— ss. : 
J.  S.  White,  being  first  duly  sworn,  says 
that  he  is  one  of  the  above-named  firm, 
that  he  has  read  the  foregoing  lien,  and 
that  the  same  is  true  of  his  own  knowl- 
edge.

Section  5130,  Rev.  St.  Idaho,  is  as  fol- 
lows: **  Every  original  contractor,  within 
sixty  days  after  the  completion  of  his  con- 
tract, and  every  person,  save  the  original 
contractor,  claiming  the  benefit  of  this 
chapter,  must,  within  thirty  days  after 
the  completion  of  any  building,  improve- 
ment, or  structure,  or  after  the  completion 
of  the  alteration  or  repair  thereof,  or  the 
performance  of  any  labor  iu  a  mining 
claim,  file  for  record  with  the  county  re- 
corder of  the  county  in  which  such  prop- 
erty, or  some  part  thereof,  is  situated,  a 
claim  containing  a  statement  of  his  de- 
mand, after  deducting  all  Just  credits  and 
offsets,  with  the  name  of  the  owner  or  re- 
puted owner,  if  known,  and  also  the  name 
of  the  person  by  whom  he  was  employed, 
or  to  whom  he  furnished  the  material,  with 
a  statement  of  the  terms,  time  given,  and 
comiitions  of  his  contract,  and  also  a  de- 
scription of  the  property  to  be  charged 
with  the  lien,  sufficient  for  identification, 
which  claim  munt  be  verified  by  the  oath 
of  himself  or  some  other  person.**  Under 
a  statute  almost  identical  with  that  of 
Idaho,  the  supreme  court  ol  Nevada,  in 
Malter  v.  Mining  Co.,  2  Pac.  Rep.  50,  held 
that,  while  the  statute  should  be  liberally 
construed,  every  material  i*eqnirement 
should  be  complied  with,  and  that,  where 
a  direct  and  unequivocal  allegation  of  the 
name  of  the  owner  Is  wanting  in  the  no- 
tice of  the  lien,  such  notice  is  radically  de- 
fective, and  no  lien  can  be  founded  there- 
on.   It  can  hardly  t)e  claimed  that  the 

descrlptio  peraonse  at  the  head  of  the  no- 
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tice,  to  wit,  ''White  and  MalliBon,  Sab- 
contractors  and  Plaintiffs,  verfias  R.  J. 
Bledsoe,  Contractor,  and  B.  G.  Mullins, 
Owner,**  ifl  a  direct  and  unequivocal  alle- 
gation of  the  name  of  the  owner.  There 
in  not  even  an  attempt  to  state  in  the  no- 
tice the  **  terms,  time  ^iven,  and  condi- 
tions" of  tlie  contract.  In  Hooper  v. 
Flood,  64  Cat. 218,  It  is  held  that  ''an  omis- 
sion to  state  in  the  claim  the  terms,  time 
Siven,  and  conditions  of  the  contract  un- 
der which  the  work  is  done  or  the  ma- 
terial furnished,  is  fatal.  In  Bradbury  ▼. 
Improvement  Co.,  10  Pac.  Bep.  620,^  the 
supreme  court  of  Idaho  held  that  "the 
mechanic's  lien  law  must  be  strictly  con- 
strued.** It  is  unnecessary  to  consider 
further  the  errors  presented,  as  those  al- 
ready referred  to  are  decisive  of  the  case. 
The  demurrer  of  defendants  to  the  com- 
plaint should  have  been  sustained.  The 
judgment  of  the  district  court  is  reversed, 
and  judjEcment  for  defendants  ordered  to 
be  entered,  with  costs  to  appellants.

SoLLiVAN,  C.  J.  This  action  was  brooght 
in  the  probate  court  of  Elm  ore  county  npon 
a  demand  for  goods,  wares,  and  merchan- 
dise sold  and  delivered  to  the  respondent, 
and  for  cash  advanced  to  respondent, 
claimed  to  be  of  the  value  of  f  563.83,  and 
that  respondent  is  eutited  to  a  deduction 
of  941  from  said  amount  because  of  certain 
indebtedness  due  from  appellant  to  re- 
spondent. The  respondent  interposed  an 
answer,  which  was  demurred  to  by  ap- 
pellant. The  demurrer  was  sustained, 
and  thereupon  respondent  filed  his  amend- 
ed answer.  A  general  demurrer  was  in- 
terposed to  the  amended  answer,  and  over- 
ruled by  the  court.  The  case  was  tried  by 
the  court  without  a  Jury,  and  Judgment 
entered  in  favor  of  respondent.  Thereup- 
on the  cause  was  appealed  to  tbe  district 
court  and  there  tried  before  the  court  with 
a  Jury,  and  a  Judgment  entered  in  favor 
of  the  respondent.  This  appeaJ  is  from 
said  Judgment  of  the  district  court,  on  the 
Judtrraent  roll  alone. 

The  only  question  for  determination  is 
ajB  to  whether  thecourt  erred  in  overruling 
the  demurrer  to  the  amended  answer.  Tbe 
cause  of  demurrer  therein  stated  is  that 
ths  amended  answer  does  not  state  facts 
sutficient  to  constitute  a  defense  to  appel- 
lant's action,  or  a  counterclaim,  or  a  cross 
action.  The  appellant,  who  wajs  plaiutilT 
in  the  court  below,  states  his  cause  of  ac- 
tion in  the  first  paragraph  of  his  com- 
plaint, and  it  is  as  follows:  "The  plain- 
tiff complains  and  alleges  that  the  defend- 
ant is  Indebted  to  the  plaintiff  in  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  sixty-five  83/100  dollars, 
upon  an  account  for  goods  sold  and  de> 
llvered,  and  cash,  money  of  the  United 
States,  advanced  by  the  plaintiff  to  the 
defendant,  at  his  request,  at  Rocky  Bur, 
Elmore  county,  Idaho,  between  the  1st 
day  of  May,  1886,  and  the  5tb  day  of  Jane, 
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1889,  and  that  the  name  is  now  doe  and 
pajrable,  but  said  sum  baa  not  been  paid, 
Bor  any  part  thereof,  except  the  sum  here- 
inafter mentioned. "  The  denial  in  the  an- 
swer is  as  follows:  **That  the  defendant 
is  not  indebted  to  the  plaintiff  in  any  snin 
whatever;  that  the  account  referred  to  in 
the  complaint  for  fcoods  sold  and  deliv- 
ered, and  money  advanced,  by  plaintiff  to 
defendant,  is  not  correct.  '*  The  denial  of 
"indebtedness,**  without  a  denial  of  the 
facts  which  were  pleaded  to  show  the 
existence  of  such  indebtedness,  is  but  a  de- 
nial of  a  conclusion  of  law,  and  raises  no 
Issne  of  face.  Bliss,  Code  PI.  §§  212,834; 
Curtis  T.  Richards,  9  Cal.  33:  Wells  v.  Mc- 
Pike,  21  Cal.  216.  The  denial  **  that  the  ao- 
count  referred  to  in  the  complaint  for 
icoods  sold  and  delivered,  and  money  ad- 
vanced, by  plaintiff  to  defendant,  is  not 
correct,  "is  not  a  sufficient  denial  of  the 
alleffation  of  the  complaint  above  quoted. 
It  simply  denies  the  correctness  of  the  ac- 
count. The  amount  due  on  said  account 
miffht  be  more  or  less  than  that  claimed 
in  the  complaint,  and  still  the  denial  be 
true.  The  material  allegations  of  said 
complaint  are  not  denied,  and  are  there- 
fore admitted  by  the  defendant.  The  coun- 
terelaiin  that  is  attempted  to  be  set  up  in 
tlie  fourth  paragraph  of  the  answer  al- 
leges a  legal  conclusion,  and  the  conclu- 
sion is  that  plaintiff  is  indebted  to  the  de- 
fendant in  the  sum  of  $156  for  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  a  certain  building,  and  is 
also  indebted  to  the  defendant  in  the  fur- 
ther sum  of  f  1,275.75  for  gold  bullion,  for 
which  the  plaintiff  has  not  credited  the 
defendant.  There  is  no  allegation  that 
said  sums,  or  either  of  them,  are  due,  or 
that  defendant  was  entitled  to  credit 
therefor  on  the  demand  sued  on.  The  an- 
swer contains  no  denial  of  the  allegations 
of  the  complaint,  and  no  defense  is  SAt  up 
by  way  of  counterclaim.  The  record  does 
not  show  that  the  demurrer  to  the  an- 
swer was  passed  upon  by  the  district  court, 
but  the  objection  to  the  answer  raised  by 
the  demurrer  in  this  case  is  never  waived. 
Hee  Miller  v.  Mining  Co.,  post,  1206,31  Pac. 
Rep.  803,  (decided  by  this  court  at  its 
present  term,)  and  authorities  therein 
cited.  The  Judgment  of  the  court  below  is 
reversed,  and  the  cause  remanded  to  dis- 
trict court,  with  instructions  to  ijermit 
respondent  to  amend  his  answer,  if  he  so 
desires.  Costs  of  this  appeal  in  favor  of 
appellant.

Huston,  J.  P.  H.  Kinney,  the  principal 
defendant,  as  sheriff  of  Alturas  county,  re- 
ceived an  order  of  sale  issued  upon  a  judg- 
ment and  decree  recovered  in  the  district 
court  for  Alturas  county  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiffs  and  aKninst  one  Oilman.  Levy 
was  made  under  the  execution  upon  cer- 
tain real  estate  situated  in  Alturas  coun- 
ty. Due  notice  of  sale  was  published,  and, 
after  several  postponements,  sale  was  bad, 
and  the  property  was  bid  in  by  the  attor- 
ney of  the  plaintiffs,  and  certificate  of  sale 
regularly  executed  and  delivered  to  him. 
No  return  was  ever  made  by  the  sheriff 
upon  the  order  of  sale.  The  sheriff,  some 
time  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  for 
redemption  of  the  property  from  sale,  re- 
signed his  office,  and  left  the  country.  On 
January  23,  1R91,  the  plaintiffs,  by  their 
attorney,  moved  the  honorable  Judge  of 
said  district  court  at  chambers  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  commissioner  to  execute  a 
deed  in  accordance  with  the  certificate  of 
sale  theretofore  issued  as  aforesaid.  Said 
motion  was  contested  by  the  defendant  in 
the  Judgment,  and  on  the  bearing  the  at- 
torney of  said  defendant  presented  a  re- 
ceipt, a  copy  of  which  appears  in  the  rec- 
ord, and  is  as  follows:  *'  Hailey,  April  10, 
1890.  Received  from  John  Oilman,  three 
hundred  t wen tj* -five  dollars  ($325)  to  set- 
tle a  judgment  of  Robinson  and  Emery 
vs.  John  Oilman.  [Signed]  P.  H.  Kin- 
NBY."  On  the  7th  day  of  February,  1891, 
thesald  district  judge  rendered  his  decision 
denying  said  motion,  which  decision  was 
in  writing,  and  contains  the  following: 
**That  on  October  81,  1887,  plaintiffs  re- 
covered judgment  against  John  Oilman  in 
above  cause.  That  on  March  14,  1890, 
plaintiffs  caused  to  be  issued  the  order  of 
sale  of  the  second  district  court  in  the  said 
cause,  and  delivered  it  to  P.  H.  Kinney, 
then  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Alturas,  terri- 
tory of  Idaho,  as  sheriff,  commanding  the 
said  sheriff  thereunder  to  sell  tfie  proper- 
ty in  said  order  described,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  he  might  deem  necessary  to 
satisfy  said  judgment  and  costs.  After 
the  levy  on  the  property  by  the  sheriff  as 
aforesaid,  hut  before  the  sale  aforesaid, 
and  on  April  10,  1890,  defendant,  John 
Oilman,  paid  said  P.  H.  Kinney,  as  sheriff 
aforesaid,  all  he,  said  sheriff,  claimed  due 
plaintiffs  under  said  order  of  sale,  or  that 
he,  as  sheriff,  was  entitled  to  receive  there- 


under. Said  P.  H.  Kinney  is  not  now. 
and  since  about  August.  1,  1890,  has  not 
been,  sheriff  of  Alturas  county.  For  the 
foregoing  reasons  I  deny  the  motion. 
[Signed]  C.  O.  Stockslagbr,  District 
Judge.  This  7th  day  of  February.  A.  D. 
1891.  Filed  February  14, 1891. "  On  Febru- 
ary 28,  1891,  plaintiffs  instituted  suit 
against  said  sheriff,  and  the  other  defend- 
ants as  sureties  upon  said  sheritTs  official 
bond.  The  complaint  sets  forth  in  due 
form  the  cause  of  action  as  hereinbefore 
indicated,  and  prays  Judgment  against 
such  of  defendnnts  as  have  appeared  la 
the  action.  'The  answeris  a  general  denial. 
Neither  complaint  nor  answer  was  veri- 
fied. 

The  only  evidence  offered  by  the  defense 
was  touching  the  genuineness  of  the  sig- 
nature of  P.  H.  Kinney  to  the  receipt  here- 
in before  set  forth.  Several  witnesses  called 
by  defendant  testified  that  the  signature 
on  the  receipt  was  not  that  of  P.  H.  Kin- 
ney. About  an  equal  number  testified  on 
the  part  of  plaintiff  that  they  believed  it 
was  the  signature  of  P.  H.  Kinney.  Wal- 
ter Oilman,  a  witness  on  the  part  of  plain- 
tiffs, testified  that  he  was  the  son  of  John 
Oilman,  defendant  in  the  suit  of  Robin- 
son A  Emery  vs.  Oilman:  that  he  was 
present  with  his  said  father  at  the  bank  in 
Worcester,  Mass.,  when  he  procured  a 
draft  for  f :^*25,  to  send  to  Sheriff  Kinney  to 
pay  the  judgment  in  the  case  of  Robin- 
son A  Emery  vs.  Oilman ;  that  the  draft 
was  indorsed  by  said  John  Oilman,  and 
was  sent  to  Sheriff  Kinney;  that  Kinney» 
in  April,  1890,  at  BaUey,  admitted  to  wit- 
ness that  he  had  received  the  draft,  and 
assured  him  there  would  be  no  sale  of  the 
property.  C.  J.  Selwyn,  a  witness  on  the 
part  uf  plaintiffs,  testified  that  be  was 
cashier  of  First  National  Bank  of  Hailey 
on  April  10,  1890;  that  said  bank  paid  a 
draft  from  Worcester  National  Bank  of 
Massachusetts  for  #325,  payable  to  John 
Oilman,  and  indorsed  by  P.  H.  Kinney  to 
Francis  A.  Smith ;  that  the  draft  was  paid 
to  Mr.  Smith.  The  judgment,  decree,  and 
order  of  sale,  the  notice  of  sale,  and  proof 
of  publication  thereof,  and  the  certificate 
of  sale,  were  all  in  evidence.  The  Jury  found 
a  verdict  for  the  defendants.  Plaintiffs 
made  n  motion  for  new  trial,  which  was 
overruled,  and  from  the  order  overrnling 
said  motion,  and  from  the  Judgment,  this 
appeal  is  taken. 

Appellants  allege  as  error  the  refusal  of 
the  court  to  admit  in  evidence  the  deci%ion 
of  the  district  Judge  upon  the  motion  for 
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Appointment  of  a  commistiionerto  execute 
deed  in  accordance  with  the  certificate  of 
sale.  We  think  this  point  is  well  taken. 
The  district  Jufif^e  had  already*  decided 
that  the  iponey  due  upon  tlie  judgment  in 
the  case  of  Robinson  et  al.  vs.  Gilm»n  et 
al.  had  been  paid  to  Kinney  as  sheriff,  and 
for  that  reason  refused  to  allow  a  deed  to 
pass  to  the  purchaser  upon  the  certificate 
of  sale.  It  would  seem  as  though  that 
decision  settled  the  question  of  the  receipt 
of  the  money  by  Kinney,  and  we  know  of 
no  reason  why  such  proof  should  not  have 
been  admitted.  Still  we  think  the  receipt 
of  the  money  by  Kinney  was  sufllciently 
proven  without  this  evidence. 

Appellants  allege  error  in  the  mUng  of 
the  district  court  in  excluding  a  copy  of  a 
certain  letter  dated  February  17,18U1,  pur- 
porting to  have  been  written  by  the  attor- 
neys of  the  plaintiffs  to  the  defendant  Kin- 
ney, making  demand  upon  him  for  the 
moof*y  alleged  to  have  been  collected  and 
received  by  him  as  sheriff.  Defendants  ob- 
jected to  the  introduction  of  this  letter, 
upon  the  ground,  among  others,  that  no 
proper  foundation  had  been  laid  for  its  in- 
troduction. We  think  this  obj(*ct]on  was 
well  taken.  We  have  searched  the  record 
in  vain  for  any  evidence  that  any  such  let- 
ter as  that  of  which  the  one  offered  pur- 
ports to  be  a  copy  was  ever  written.  The 
record  says:  ** Next,  plaintiffs  offered  a 
copy  of  a  letter  mailed  to  P.  H.  Kinney. 
February  17,  1891,  marked  Tlfs.  Ex.  2,' 
for  identification,  which  reads  as  follows ;  * 
then  follows  the  copy  of  the  letter.  But 
it  nowhere  apfiears  that  any  proof  was 
made  or  offered  that  any  such  letter  was 
ever  written  or  mailed. 

A  ppellants  allege  as  error  certain  instruc- 
tlons  given  by  the  court  to  the  effect  that 
to  entitle  plaintiffs  to  recover  it  was  es- 
sential for  them  to  prove  a  valid  judg- 
ment, execution,  delivery  of  execution, 
payment  to  the  sheriff  of  the  money  re- 
ceived, and  that  the  same  has  not  been  by 
bira  paid  over  to  the  parties  entitled  to  re- 
ceive the  same,  and  that  demand  therefor 
has  been  made  upon  him.  We  cannot  see 
that  there  was  error  in  these  instructions. 
This  action  is  brought  upon  sections  ls74, 
1876,  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Idaho,  which 
are  severally  as  follows :  Section  1874 :  **  if 
the  sheriff  does  not  return  a  notice  or  pro- 
cess in  his  possession,  with  the  necessary 
indorsement  thereon,  without  delay,  he  is 
liable  to  the  party  agg^rlevedfor  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars,  and  for  all  damages 
sustained  by  him. "  Section  1876:  **  If  he  neg- 


lect or  refuses  to  pay  ovei'on  demand  to  the 
per8(»n  entitled  thereto  any  money  which 
may  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  (after  deducting  his  legal  fees,)  the 
amount  thereof,  with  twenty-five  per  cent, 
damages,  and  Interest  at  the  rate  of  ten 
per  cent,  per  month  from  the  time  of  de- 
mand, may  be  recovered  by  such  person.** 
To  recover  under  the  latter  section  it  is,  as 
charged  by  the  district  court,  incumbent 
upon  thH  plaintiffs  to  allege  and  prove  a  de- 
mand. The  demand  was  alleged,' but  plaln<> 
tiffs  failed  to  prove  it.  There  could  be  no 
recovery  against  the  sureties  of  the  sheriff 
under  section  1874,  Rev.  Laws  Idaho. 
That  section  of  our  Code  was  adopted  lit- 
erally from  the  Code  of  California,  and  i1> 
has  been  held  by  the  supreme  cimrt  of 
that  state  (Glascock  v.  Ashman,  62  CaL 
41)8)  that  the  t>enalty  provided  for  in  that 
section  could  only  be  recovered  against 
the  sheriff;  that  his  sureties  were  not  liable 
therefor.  We  think,  however,  that  it  was 
clearly  shown  by  the  evidence  that  the  de- 
fendant Kinney,  as  sheriff,  received  upon 
the  execution  in  his  hands  in  favor  of 
plaintiffs  and  against  Oilman  the  sum  of 
S325.  This  sum  it  was  his  duty  to  pay 
over  to  the  plaintiffs,  less  his  legal  fees. 
There  is  no  evidence  showing  what  bis 
fees  were.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that 
plaintiffs  are  entitled  to  recover  on  the 
case  made  by  the  record  the  sum  of  t>325, 
and  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  10  per 
cent,  per  annum  from  April  10, 1890.  The 
judgment  of  the  district  court  is  reversed, 
and  said  court  is  ordered  to  enter  judg- 
ment in  favor  of  plaintiffs  and  against  de- 
fendants for  the  sum  of  $825,  with  interest 
thereon  from  April  10, 1890,  at  the  rate  of 
10  per  cent,  per  annum ;  costs  to  appel- 
lants.

Huston,  J.  Plaintiff  brought  action  of 
claim  and  delivery  to  recover  piissession 
of  certain  personal  property  taken  by  de- 
fendant. The  property  had  been  delivered 
to  plaintiff  by  one  Moon,  the  owner,  as 
security  for  a  debt  owing  from  said  Moon 
to  plaintiff.  It  was  seised  by  defendant 
Marshall,  as  sheriff,  by  virtue  of  a  chattel 
mortgagee  in  favor  of  defendant  Child.  De- 
fendants admit  that  said  chattel  mort- 
gage is  void.  The  case  was  tried  by  a 
jury,  and  before  submission  it  was  agreed 
by  the  parties,  through  their  respective  at- 
torneys, that  **the  judgment  or  verdict 
found  by  the  Jury  should  be  for  the  full 
sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  or 
nothing."  The  verdict  was  for  plaintiff 
for  the  sum  of  $2,500. 

The  appellants  contend  that  the  district 
court  erred  in  entering  judgment  for 
f  2,500,  and  claim  that  it  should  have  been 
for  a  lesser  sum.  We  think  defendants  are 
estopped  by  their  stipula  tion  from  rais- 
ing that  objection  here,  especially  as  the 
evidence  shows  the  plaintiff  entitled  to  re- 
cover that  sum.  We  have  carefully  exam- 
ined the  record,  and,  finding  no  error,  the 
judgment  of  the  district  court  is  affirmed, 
with  costs  to  appellants.

from  said  funds, — the  said  answer  sets  np  a 
complete  plea  of  payment  and  set-off,  and  proof 
thereof  should  be  permitted.

Morgan,  J.  Plaintiff,  a  corporation, 
broQKht  suit  ai^alnst  the  defendants  upon 
a  promissory  note  for  f  5,000,  and  allege  (1) 
that  plaintiff  Is  a  corporation ;  (2)  that 
defendants  were  partners;  that  defend- 
ants, on  the  29th  day  of  Angust,  1887,  for 
value  received,  made,  executed,  and  deliv- 
ered to  McComlck  &  Co.,  bankers  at 
Halley,  Idaho,  their  certain  promissory 
note  In  writing,  dated  on  said  last-men- 
tioned day,— and  insert  a  copy  of  the  note, 
which  Is  in  the  usual  form;  that  there- 
after, Defore  the  commencement  of  this 
suit,  said  note  was  duly  assigned  to  the 
plaintiff,  who  Is  now  the  lawful  ownerand 
holder  thereof;  that  said  note  has  not, 
nor  any  part  thereof,  been  paid;  and  pray 
for  Judgment  for  note,  interest,  and  costs 
of  suit. 

Defendant  O.  R.  Toung,  by  leave  of  the 
court,  flies  his  amended  answer,  as  fol- 
lows: "Amended  answer.  O.  R.  Young, 
by  leave  of  court  first  had  and  obtained, 
flies  his  amended  answer  herein, and  says: 
(1)  That,  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of 
the  note  sued  upon  in  this  action,  defend- 
ants therein  also  executed  a  like  note  for 
the  same  amount  to  the  firm  of  Willman 
Ml  Walker,  then  of  Hailey,  Idaho,  and  se- 
cured the  payment  of  both  said  notes  by 
then  and  there  executing  their  mortgage

of  Hailey,  with  the  Improvements  there- 
on, the  whole  thereof  being  then  worth 
much  over  forty  thousand  dollars.

fit of  mortgagors,  by  using  or  renting  the 
same  to  best  advantage,  and  apply  the 
priMreeds  thereof,  first  in  payment  of  taxes 


le^lly  levied  and  assessed  thereon,  next 
in  Keeping  said  property  insured  to  an 
amount  of  not  less  than  $25,000,  and  then 
apply  any  overplus  remaining  after  pay- 
ment of  taxes  and  premium  on  insurance 
aforesaid,  first  to  the  interest  accruing  on 
the  said  notes,  and  next  towards  the  prin- 
cipal, and  thus  on,  until  all  of  said  notes 
be  fully  satisfied;  and  in  case  of  loss  by 
fire  before  said  notes  were  paid,  then  to 
apply  so  much  of  the  insurance  aforesaid 
as  would  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  same. 
(4)  Thereupon  said  mortgagees  and  this 
plaintiff  did  agree  with  said  mortgagorb, 
defendants  herein,  to  use  or  rent  said  prop- 
erty, collect  the  rents,  pay  the  taxes,  in- 
sure and  keep  the  same  insured  for  $25,000, 
pay  the  iDterest  and  principal  thereout, 
or  out  of  the  insurance,  in  the  manner  and 
form  as  stated  in  the  third  paragraph  of 
this  answer.  (5)  Thereupon,  and  the  said 
mortgagees  and  this  plaintiff  having  ac- 
cepted and  agreed  to  do  and  perform  the 
matters  and  things  as  in  said  paragraph 
4  of  this  answer  stated  and  contained, 
and  In  consideration  thereof,  said  mort- 
gagees and  this  plaintiff  were  duly  put  in 
possession  of  the  property  aforesaid,  and 
from  said  day,  and  continuously  there- 
after, said  mortgagees  and  this  plaintiff 
were  and  remained  In  possession  of  the 
same,  used,  rented,  and  collected  the  rents 
thereof,  and  applied  the  same  to  their  own 
use.  (6)  That  the  income  aforesaid,  col- 
lected as  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, largely  exceeded  the  possible  taxes 
and  insurance  premium  aforesaid.  (7) 
That  on  July  2d,  and  during  mortgagees' 
and  plain tift*B  possession  aiforesaid,  said 
property  was  consumed  by  fire  and  was 
a  total  loss,  and  the  insurance  money 
which  mortgagees  and  this  plaintiff  did 
recover  under  the  insurance  aforesaid,  to- 
gether with  the  rents  collected,  as  afore- 
said, largely  exceeds  any  possible  amount 
of  both  principal  and  interest  on  both  of 
the  notes  aforesaid,  and  the  same  are  fully 
paid,  and  a  large  amount  over  and  above 
the  same  is  due  defendants.  (8)  Defend- 
ant has  no  positive  knowledge  that  plain- 
tiff did  actually  receive  any  insurance  after 
the  loss  of  the  said  property  by  fire,  or 
that  plaintiff  insured  the  said  property  at 
all,  but  he  avers  that  the  said  property 
wajB  consumed  by  fire  through  a  general 
confiagratlon  of  the  town  of  Hailey,  and 
the  same  did  not  originate  on  said  prem- 
ises at  all ;  that  he  is  informed,  and  be- 
lieves said  information,  that  all  risks  cov- 
ered by  insurance  at  said  time  were  fully 
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paid,  and  therefore  alleges  the  fact  to  be 
that  all  risks  of  insurance  a^calnst  the  said 
premises,  which  thereon  then  and  there  ex- 
isted, were  fally  paid.  (9)  By  the  agi'e^- 
ment  aforesaid,  and  plaintiff's  poRsession 
thereunder  as  aforesaid,  plaintiff  solemnly 
agreed  to  and  with  defendant  to  keep  the 
said  premises  insured  against  loss  by  fire 
during  his  said  possession  of  the  same,  for 
not  leiM  than  the  sum  of  f  35,000,  and  to 
pay  itself  thereout,  and  the  other  afore- 
said mortgagees,  any  amount  that  in  the 
event  might  then  remain  due  on  the  notes 
aforesaid,  and  to  turn  the  whole  thereof 
to  defendants'  account  and  benefit,  hold- 
ing nothing  to  itself  thereout  but  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  due  at  that  time  on  the 
uotesued  upon  intliis  action;  and  if  plain- 
tiff actually  neglected  to  cause  to  be  in- 
sured, and  keep  insured,  the  said  property 
as  aforesaid,  for  the  amount  aioresaid, 
then  plaintiff  is  liable  to  defendants  for 
such  neglect  in  the  sum  off 25,000.  (10) 
Defendant  never  had  any  accounting  or 
payment  whatever  by  plaintiff  or  theother 
said  mortgagees,  either  as  regards  the 
uses  and  benefits  derived  by  them  from 
the  possession  of  the  said  premises,  nor  of 
the  rents  thereof  collet? ted  as  aforesaid, 
nor  of  the  insurance  aforesaid.  Wherefore 
defendant  prays  for  judgment  that  plain- 
tiff account  to  defendant  for  all  rents,  is- 
sues, and  profits  it  derived  from  the  pos- 
session and  during  the  possession  of  the 
said  premises,  for  all  insurance  recovered 
by  it,  or,  if  it  neglected  to  insure,  tlien  for 
damages  for  such  neglect;  and,  alter  de- 
ducting therefrom  the  note  sued  upon  in 
this  suit,  then  for  Judgment  for  any  bal- 
ancefound  due  this  defendant,  and  for  gen- 
eral relief.  A.  F.  Montandon,  Attorney 
for  Defendant  O.  R.  Young.

Paragraphs  9  and  10  of  the  answer  are 
in  the  nature  of  a  cross  bill  for  an  account- 
ing and  for  damages,  are  not  properly  a 
part  of  the  answer,  are  not  well  pleaded, 
and  must  be  rejected,  as  the  case  now 
stands,  as  surplusage.  The  cause  of  ac- 
tion therein  attempted  to  be  set  up  must 
be  set  up  in  the  form  of  a  cross  bill  sepa- 
rate and  distinct  from  the  answer,  and 
stating  a  complete  cause  of  action  in  it- 
self, making  the  said  Willman  &  Walker 
codefendants,  and  praying  that  they  may 
be  brought  in,  and  for  an  accounting  and 
damages.  Defendant  pleads,  first,  that 
defendants  made  this  note,  and  another 
of  like  amount,  to  Willman  &  Walker; 
that  they  secured  both  notes  by  mortgage 


to  plaintiff's  assignor  and  the  said  Will- 
man  A  Walker,  upon  what  was  called 
the  "Merchants'  Hotel  Property,"  then 
worth  f 40,000;  admits  assignment  of  the 
McCornick  note  to  plaintiff  herein :  aliases 
that,  to  further  secure  the  aforesaid  notes, 
the  defendants  entere<l  into  an  agreement 
with  the  mortgagees  and  this  pUdntlff,  by 
which  defendants  were  to  deliver  posses- 
sion of  the  said  Merchants*  Hotel  to  the 
said  mortgagees  andthesaid  plaintiff, and 
that  they  were  to  receive  the  said  posses- 
sion, rent  said  building,  and  pay  said 
notes  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  there- 
of; thatsaidplalntiffand  mortgagees  were 
to  keep  said  property  insured,  and,  in  case 
of  destruction  by  fire,  they  were  to  collect 
insurance,  pay  taxes,  premium  on  insur- 
ance, then  principal  and  interest  ou  notes. 
The  fourth  paragraph  of  the  answer  al- 
leges that  said  mortgagees  and  plaintiff 
agreed  to  take  said  property  on  these  con- 
ditions. Paragraph  5  alleges  that  mort- 
gagees and  plaintiff,  having  accepted  said 
agreement,  were  put  in  possession  of  tlie 
property,  continued  to  remain  In  posses- 
sion, used,  rented,  and  collected  the  rents 
thereof,  and  applied  the  same  to  their 
own  use.  Paragrapli  6  states  that  the 
income  aforesaid,  collected  as  aforesaid, 
largely  exceeded  taxes  and  premium  on 
Insurance.  (7j  That  on  July  2, 1889,  and 
during  mortgagetfs'  and  plaintiff's  posses* 
sion,  said  property  was  consumed  by  fire 
and  was  a  total  loss,  and  the  Insurance 
money  which  mortgagees  and  this  plain- 
tiff recovered  as  aforesaid,  together  with 
the  rents  collected,  largely  exceeds  any 
possible  amount  of  both  principal  and  In- 
terest on  both  of  the  notes  aforesaid,  and 
the  same  are  fully  paid,  and  a  large 
amount  over  and  above  the  same  is  doe 
the  defendants.  The  first  seven  para- 
graphs of  the  answer  allege  a  complete 
counterclaim,  which  may  be  properly  set 
off  against  the  claim  of  plaintiff,  and  he 
should  have  been  permitted  to  prove  It. 
8uch  amount  as  the  plaintiff  had  rec^ved 
and  converted  to  its  own  use  out  of 
the  rents  of  the  building,  and  out  of  In- 
surance money,  constitutes  a  good  caQse 
of  action  against  the  plain tiCf  In  favor 
of  the  defendant,  and  therefore  is  prop- 
er counterclaim.  Section  4184.  Rev.  St. 
Idaho.  It  arose  out  of  the  same  transact 
tion ;  was  connected  with  the  subject  c/t 
the  action;  it  Is  a  cause  arising  upon  a 
contract,  and  existed  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  action,  and  therefore  most  he 
set  up,  or  It  is  barred.    See  section  4185. 
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Rev.  St.  Idaho;  2  Estee,  PI.  &  Pr.  3360. 
It  1h  also  a  cause  of  actiou  In  favor  of 
def^udant  and  against  the  plaintiff,  be- 
tween whom  a  several  Judgment  can  be 
had.    Id.  4184.    If  the  rights  of  all  the  par- 
ties, or  of  the  parties  to  this  action,  could 
not  be  determined  properly  without  bring- 
ing In  other  parties,  then  the  court  should 
require  other  partle?   to  be  brought  In, 
and  should  have  permitted  defendant  to 
file  his  cross  complaint  for  that  purpose. 
8ee   sections   4101,  4102,  Rev.  St.   Idaho. 
See,  also,  section  4113,  which  reads:    **The 
court  maj  determine  any  controversy  be- 
tween parties  before  it  when  It  can  be 
done  without  prejudice  to  the  rlt^hts  of 
others,  or    by  saving  their  rights;  but, 
when  a  complete  determination  of  the  con- 
troversy cannot  be  had  without  the  pres- 
ence of  other  parties,  the  court  must  then 
order  them  to  be  brought  In,  and  there- 
upon the  party,  directed   by  the   court, 
must  cause  to  be  served  a  copy  of  the 
summons,"  etc.    This  may  be  done  at  any 
stage  of  the  action,  before  decision  of  the 
court  or  a  verdict  of  the  jury,  when  the 
discovery  is  made  that  other  persons  are 
necessary  parties.     All  necessary  parties 
being  before  the  court,  there  is  no  difficul- 
ty in  determining  the  rights  and  obliga- 
tions of  each,  and  entering  Judgment  ac- 
cordingly; and  this  is  especially  author- 
ized by  the  statute,  (section 4351,)  which  is: 
**  Jnd;fment  may  be  given  for  or  against 
one  or  more  of  several  plaintiffs,  and  for 
or  against  one  or  more  of  several  defend- 
ants; and  it  may,  when  the  Justice  of  the 
case    required  it,  determine  the  ultimate 
rights  of  the  parties  on  each  side,  as  be- 
tween themselves. "  Care  should  be  taken, 
however,  that  the  rights  of  ea(!h  should 
arise  out  of  the  transaction  set  forth  in 
the  complaint  as  the  foundation  of  the 
plaintifl's  claim,  or   connected  with  the 
subject  of  the  action.    Under  our  practice, 
as  established  by  the  statute,  equitable 
defenses  may  be  set  up  in  suits  at  law, 
and  vice  vena.    Wa  Chlng  v.  Constantine, 
1   Idaho,  266;  WaJker  v.  Sedgwick,  8  Cal. 
403,  405,  where  the  court  say  **that  the  ob- 
jection that  the  proceedings  may  become 
too  complex  by  permitting  different  ques- 
tions at  law  and  in  equity  to  be  settled  In 
one  suit,  though  founded  in  much  plausi- 
bility and  some  truth,  is  not  sufflclentlj' 
strong  as  to  overcome  the  plain  provi- 
sions of  the  statute  and  the  substantial 
dictates  of  Justice.  **    It  Is  the  policy  of  the 
law,  as  at  present  administered,  that  no 
man  shall  be  required  to  advance  money 


In  the  first  instance,  and  then  sue  to  re- 
cover it  back.  The  plain  intention  of  the 
statute  is  that,  when  the  parties  are  once 
in  court,  all  conflicting  claims  shall  be 
finally  settled,  and  that  such  claims  shall 
compensate  each  other,  and  Judgment 
should  be  given  in  his  favor  who  proves 
his  Just  claim  to  t>e  the  larger.  Insolvency 
may  exist  in  many  cases  where  it  cannot 
be  proven  at  the  time,  and  may  often  oc- 
cur in  the  future,  before  the  party  could 
possibly  recover  in  his  cross  action.  Par- 
ties were  often  ruined  by  the  practical 
operation  of  the  old  rule,  which  is  invoked 
by  the  plaintiff  in  this  case,  and  which 
seems  to  have  been  founded  more  in  the 
convenience  of  courts  than  upon  the  true 
principles  of  justice.  It  is  like  the  practice 
of  the  justice  of  the  peace,  of  whom  it  is 
said  that  he  never  heard  any  testimony 
except  for  the  plaintiff,  upon  the  alleged 
grround  that  the  contrary  practice,  of  hear- 
ing the  testimony  on  both  sides,  tended  to 
produce  doubt  and  confusion  in  his  own 
mind.  The  old  rule  may  have  been  more 
simple,  but  it  was  all  on  one  side,  and 
practically  defeated  the  very  ends  contem- 
plated by  the  law  itself.  The  court  erred 
in  refusing  to  permit  defendants  to  intro- 
duce evidence  under  the  plea  of  payment 
set  up  in  the  first  seven  paragraphs  of  the 
answer.  The  court  also  erred  in  refusing 
to  permit  defendants  to  file  cross  complaint 
bringing  in  Willman  &  Walker,  and  set- 
ting up  their  cause  of  action  for  damages 
on  the  agreement  alleged  to  have  been 
made  by  Willman  A  Walker  and  plaintiff 
with  defendants.  Judgment  reversed,  and 
new  trial  ordered.  Costs  awarded  to  ap- 
pellants.

A  jail  occupied  b^  two  prlBonera  Is  an 
"inhabited  building,"  within  the  meaning  of 
Rev.  Bt.  Id87,  $  7007,  which  defines  arson  in  the  first 
degree  as  maliciously  burning  in  the  nighttime 
an  "inhabited  building''  in  wmch  there  is  at  the 
time  some  human  being. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Bingham 
county;  D.  W.  Standkod,  Judge. 

John  Collins  was  convicted  of  an  at- 
tempt to  commit  arson,  and  appeals.  Af- 
firmed. 
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Sample  Orr,  for  appellant. 

The  baildlDK  should  be  owned  or  pos- 
sesBed  by  another  penion.  8  Chit.  Crim. 
Law.  p.  1121 :  2  RuBB.  CrinieB,  487,  488. 

The  indictment  waR  fatally  defective.  In 
that  it  did  not  allege  that  the  bnlldingr 
which  ia  allegred  to  be  a  Jail  was  used  aa 
a  ]al],  or  that  It  waH  an  erection  capable 
of  sbelterint;  human  beluKs,  or  that  the 
same  had  usually  been  occupied  by  any 
person  lodslog  therein  at  night.  Code, 
§§  7001,  7002. 

There  is  no  such  crime  as  an  attempt  to 
commit  arson  in  the  state  of  Idaho.

A  Jail  is  an  Inhabited  "dwellinfl:  house," 
within  the  statutes  aficalnst  arson,  and  ^'a 
Jail"  is  a  house.  Bish.  St.  Crimes,  S§  207, 
289  ;  Bish.  Crim.  Law,  §  105. 

The  ownership  need  not  be  alleged,  or, 
if  alleged,  it  need  not  be  alleged  In  the  oc- 
cupant. People  V.  Fisher,  51  Cal.  819; 
Sack.  Instruct.  Juries,  §§  21,  22;  Com.  v. 
Flynn,  3  Cnsh.  529;  BIsb.  Dir.  &  Forms,  S 
188;  People  v.  Simpson,  50  Cal.  304. 

There  need  be  no  allegation  of  owner- 
ship where  the  arson  is  of  a  public  build- 
ing. Bish.  Crim.  Law,  §  86,  and  caseB  cited 
note  8,  p.  17. 

When  upon  the  face  of  the  Indictment 
the  facts  charged  show  that  there  was  an 
attempt  to  cobamit  a. crime  punishable  by 
law,  which  is  of  such  a  character  as  to 
come  within  the  Revised  Statutes,  the 
offense  Is  well  charged.  Com.  v.  Flynn,  8 
Cush.  529. 

HcBTON,  J.  The  defendant  was  con- 
victed at  the  June  term  of  the  district 
court  for  the  county  of  Bingham  of  the 
crime  of  an  attempt  to  commit  arson  of 
the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  con- 
finement in  state  prison  for  two  years, 
from  which  Judgment  and  sentence  defend- 
ant appeals  to  this  court.  The  only  errors 
cliarged  by  defendant,  which  we  deem  it 
Important  to  consider,  are  in  the  giving 
by  the  court  of  certain  instructions. 

The  giving  of  instruction  No.  8  by  the 
court  is  charged  as  error.  That  instruc- 
tion was  as  follows:  "Any  building  which 
has  usually  been  occupied  by  any  person 
lodging  therein  at  night  Is  an  inhabited 
building,  within  the  meaning  of  this  chap- 
ter. *•  There  was  no  error  in  this  instruc- 
tion. The  building  attempted  to  be  burned 
by  defendant  was  the  Jail  of  the  city  of  Ida- 
bo  Falls,  and  was  at  the  time  occupied  by 


defendant  and  another  as  prisoners.  The 
instruction  asked  by  defendant,  and  re- 
fused by  the  court,  to  the  effect  that  the 
town  (city  in  this  case)  was  incapable  of 
owning  property,  was  properly  refused. 
It  is  urged  by  counsel  for  defendant,  in  his 
brief,  that  there  is  no  such  offense  known 
to  the  statutes  of  Idahoas^an  attempt  to 
commit  arson."  This  exception  does  not 
appear  in  any  bill  of  exceptions  or  assign- 
ment of  errors,  and,  if  counsel  bad  taken 
the  trouble  to  read  section  7285  of  the  Be* 
vised  Statutes  of  Idaho,  it  would  prob- 
ably not  have  appeared  in  his  brief.  The 
Judgment  of  the  district  court  is  afBrmed.

Taxation  or  CosTft— Agrebmknt  as  to  Amount. 
Defendant  moved  the  court  for  a  retaz- 
ation  of  the  coats  claimed  by  plaintiff,  agreeing 
tliat  if  the  motion  should  be  allowed  he  would 
pay  the  damages  and  the  coats  found  due  on  re- 
taxation,  to  which  proposition  plaintiff  coiir 
sented.  The  court  retaxed  the  costs,  and  stmck 
out  f  123.77.  The  defendant  immediately  paid 
the  judgment  and  costs,  less  the  amount  so 
struck  out.  Plaintiff  thereafter  filed  a  demand 
for  a  writ  of  execution  for  the  balance  of  said 
costs,  disallowed  by  the  court.  The  court  re- 
fused to  issue  the  writ.  Held,  that  the  writ  was 
properly  refused;  that  plaintiff  waa  bound  bj  his 
agreement  in  accepting  the  defendant* a  itfoposi- 
tion  to  nay  the  judgment  and  the  costs  found 
due  by  the  court.

An  attorney  has  only  authority  to  bind 
client  by  af^reement  tiled  with  the  clerk 
or  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  court.

A  stipulation,  even  by  the  parties  them- 
selves, will  not  invest  the  court  with  ju- 
rlmlictlon.

HcsTON,  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from  a 
Judgment  of  the  district  court  of  Cassia 
county  denying  a  writ  of  mandate.  The 
fn  ts,  as  they  appear  by  the  record,  are 
Bubstantlallv  as  follows:  On  March  12, 
1S91,  plaintfn,  W.  H.  Bowen,  recovered  in 
the  probate  court  for  the  county  of  CasHia 
a  Jadficment  aKalnst  one  Gvvin  for  the  sum 
of  943.75  damages,  and  $306.97  costs.  (;n 
the  24th  day  of  March,  1891,  on  demand  of 
the  plaintiff,  execution  was  issued  upon 
said  Judgement,  and  on  the  same  day  the 
defendant  tiled  his  notice  of  appeal,  and 
tlie  undertaking  thereon  required  by  stat- 
ute, and  thereupon  the  probate  court  or- 
dered a  stay  of  proceedings  under  the  exe- 
cution. On  the  26th  day  of  March** the 
said  plaintiff,  Bowen,  by  his  attorney,  A. 
Heed,  Esq.,  tiled  exceptions  to  the  suffl- 
iency  of  the  sureties  on  the  said  under- 
iaking."  What  action,  if  any,  was  had 
upon  this  exception — whether  the  sureties 
jUHtifled  or  not— does  not  appear  from  the 
record:  but  it  does  appear'* that  on  the 
6th  day  of  April,  1891,  the  transcript  on 
appeal  in  said  cause  was  duly  tiled  with 
the  clerk  of  the  district  court.**  How  the 
transcript  could  have  been  filed,  if  the  ex- 
ception TO  the  sureties  was  still  pending. 
Is  not  easily  discernible,  yet  on  the  14th 
day  of  April,  1891,  the  plu  in  tiff  applied  to 
the  probate  court  for  a  wHt  of  execu- 
tion on  the  Judgment  so  as  aforesaid  en- 
tered on  March  12,  1891;  and  on  the 
2lst  day  of  April,  1891,  the  said  probate 
ccjnrt,  having  taken  one  more  day  to 
consider  this  important  Question  than  it 
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required  to  make  the  wdrl  1,  concluded  to 
issue  execution,  "but  by  the  consent  of 
theattorneys  of  both  parties  then  present, 
the  matter  was  continued,  without  further 
action,  until  the  27th  day  of  April,  1891.*' 
«*On  the  27th  day  of  April,  1891,  the  said 
parties  tn  said  action  •  *  *  appeared 
by  their  respective  attorneys,  A.  Heed, 
Esq.,  for  plaintiff,  and  J.  C.  Rogers,  Esq., 
for  defendant;  and  defendant  then  and 
there  made  a  motion  for  a  retaxntion  of 
the  costs  claimed  by  plaintiff  in  said  ac- 
tion, agreeing  that,  if  the  motion  to  retax 
said  costs  should  be  allowed,  that  said  de- 
fendant would  immediately  pay  the  dam- 
ages and  costs  found  due  on  retaxation, 
under  protest,  ♦  ♦  •  to  which  motion 
to  retax  said  costs  the  said  plaintiff  by  hit» 
attorney,  A.  Heed,  Esq.,  then  and  there 
consented.  Whereupon  the  said  probate 
court  immediately  proceeded  to  retax  the 
aforesaid  costs,  in  conformity  to  said 
agreement,  and  in  accordance  with  law, 
and,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the 
cost  bill,  struck  out  of  said  bill  of  costs 
9123.77,  leaving  the  amount  due  on  said 
Judgment  to  plaintiff  $226.25,  which 
amount  of  f  226.25  was  immediately  paid 
by  said  defendant.*'  On  the  4th  day  of 
May,  1891,  C.  Cobb,  Esq.,  filed  in  said  pro- 
bate court  a  demand,  signed  by  A.  Heed, 
Esq.,  for  a  writ  of  e.\ecution  for  the  bal- 
ance of  said  bill  of  costs,  disallowed  us 
hereinbefore  stated,  to  wit,  the  sum  of 
$123.77,  which  demand  was  refused  by  the 
said  probate  court.  Thereupon  the  plain- 
tiff applied  to  the  district,  court  for  a  writ 
of  mandate,  commanding  the  probate 
court  to  issue  execution  upon  said  alleged 
Judgment.  The  district  court  refused  to 
issue  the  writ,  and  in  this  we  think  said 
court  was  entirely  correct.  Whatever 
technical  points  may  be  raised  in  support 
of  the  contention  of  plaintiff,  it  is  palpa- 
ble that  his  claim  is  without  merle.  In 
the  first  place,  a  bill  of  costs  in  Justice's  or 
probate  court,  of  $307  costs  upon  a  Judg- 
ment of  $43  damages,  is  of  itself  more  than 
suspicious;  and  the  plbintlff  so  considered 
it,  or  he  would  not,  nor  would  his  attor- 
ney, have  consented  to  take  $226  in  settle- 
ment of  the  judgment.  Of  course,  the  pro- 
bate court  had  no  authority  to  retax 
costs  after  entering  Judgment,  but  should 
carefully  tax  costs  allowed  by  law  before 
entering  judgment  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 4732,  Rev.  St.  Idaho.  We  think  the 
use  of  technical  terms  by  the  probate  Judge 
has  somewhat  confused  matters.  Doubt- 
less the  very  truth  of  the  matter  Is,  the 
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plaintiff  agreed  to  accept  the  defendant's 
proposition  to  pay  the  jndfcment  and  the 
legal  costs,  and  the  probate  Jndge  then 
proceeded  to  give  the  cost  bill  "a  careful 
examination,**  ** according  to  law,"  and 
found  f  123.77  of  illegal  items  therein,  lead- 
ing a  balance  of  costu  amounting  to  about 
9183,  which,  upon  a  Judgment  for  $43, 
would  seem  to  be  liberal.  The  defendant, 
according  to  agreement,  paid  this  amount, 
although  evidently  still  l>elieving  that  he 
was  being  wronged.  Nevertheless  he  paid 
it,  and  the  plaintiff  accepted  it,  as  defend- 
ant and  the  probate  court  clearly  under- 
stood, in  full  satisfaction  of  the  Judgment, 
and  as  no  doubt  was  the  intention  and 
purpose  of  the  parties.  If  the  probate 
Judge  neglected  to  satisfy  the  Judgment 
upon  his  docket,  the  defendant  ought  not 
to  be  made  to  suffer  therefor.  The  Judg- 
ment of  the  district  court  is  affirmed,  wich 
costs  to  respondent.

Appellant's  contention  is 
that  the  land  on  which  the  building  stands  had 
never  been  dedicated  to  the  public  as  a  highway.

Action  by  I.  E.  Smith,  roud  overseer, 
against  John  Montgomery,  to  compel  de- 
fendant to  remove  a  certain  building  that 
encroached  on  an  alleged  highway.  There 
was  Judgment  for  plaintiff.  From  an 
order  overruling  a  motion  for  a  new 
trial,  deft-ndant  appeals.    Affirmed.

Mere  permissive  use  by  the  public  of  a 
piece  of  ground  left  open  is  not  a  dedica- 
tion. Weiss  V.  South  Bethlehem  Borough, 
186  Pa.  St.  2»4,  20  Atl.  Rep.  801. 

Attempted  dedication  by  one  who  does 
not  hold  title  is  insufficient.  Lee  v.  Lake, 
9U  Amer.  Dec.  220;  Kyle  v.  Logan,  87  HI. 
64;  State  v.  Trask,  27  Amer.  Dec.  560. 

A  dedication  by  a  mere  occupant  of 
public  land  does  not  bind  after-acquired 
title.

Lownsdale  v.  Portland,  Id.  189. 

The  evidence  of  dedication  must  be 
clear,  unequivocal,  and  unmistakable.

If  the  testimony  is  conflicting,  the  ap- 
pellate court  will  not  disturb  the  verdict 
or  order  denying  a  new  trial.  Mootry  v. 
Hawley,  1  Idaho,  543;  Ainslle  ▼.  Printing 
Co.,  Id.  641 :  Pierce  v.  Schaden,  55  Cal.  406; 
Bronner  v.  Wetilar,  Id.  419. 

The  court  will  not  disturb  the  finding  of 
the  Jury,  although  the  verdict  la  not  In 
accord  with  what  the  court  believes  to  be 
the  weight  of  the  evidence.  Smelting  Co. 
v.  Pless,  8  Colo.  87.  5  Pac.  Rep.  650. 

Sullivan,  C.  J.  This  action  was 
brought  by  the  respoudeut,  as  road  over* 
seer  of  what  is  known  as  the  "Blackfoot 
Road  District,**  to  compel  the  appellant 
to  remove  a  certain  building  from  what  is 
clHimed  to  be  a  part  of  West  Main  street 
in  the  town  of  Blackfoot.  Bingham  coun- 
ty. The  case  was  tried  by  the  court  with 
a  Jury,  and,  upon  the  special  verdict  of  the 
Jury,  judgment  was  entered  in  favoruf  the 
respondent.  A  motion  for  a  new  trial  was 
interposed  by  the  appellant,  and  overruled 
by  the  court,  and  this  appeal  was  taken 
from  the  order  overruling  said  motion. 

The  only  question  raised  by  this  appeal 
is  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  evidence  to 
support  the  special  verdict  or  findings  of 
the  Jury.  The  apiiellant  contends  that 
said  street  is  but  66  feet  in  width,  and  that 
there  is  a  strip  of  land  34  feet  in  width  be- 
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tween  the  easterly  side  line  of  said  street 
and  the  westerly  side  line  of  the  Utah  & 
Northern  Railway  right  of  way,  bordering 
thereon  and  parallel  therewith,  of  which 
appellant  is  theowner.and  that  the  bolld- 
Idk  complained  of  is  situated  thereon.  The 
respondent  contends  that  said  street  is  100 
feet  in  width,  and  that  said  bnildin^c  issit- 
118 ted  in  said  street.  The  appellant  con- 
tends that  the  evidence  is  insufficient  to 
support  the  following  findings:  (1)  That 
tlie  ground  in  dispute  was  used  as  a  high- 
way ;  (2)  that  it  was  repaired  as  a  high- 
way ;  (8)  that  it  was  dedicated  as  a  high- 
way. The  eiridence  shows,  without  con- 
flict, that  the  land  in  dispute  had  been 
UHed  as  a  highway  from  1S79  up  to  1><91, 
the  date  when  the  building  complained  of 
was  erected.  The  appellant  himself  testi- 
fies that  he  had  icnown  the  land  since  Feb- 
ruary, 1H79,  and  that  it  had  been  used  by 
the  pulilic  to  travel  over  up  to  1S91.  Sev- 
eral other  witnesses  testify  to  the  same 
fact.  The  evidence  also  shows  that  at 
least  two  mad  overseers  had  repaired  said 
land  as  a  highway  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public.  We  think  that  the  evidence  clearly 
established  that  said  ground  was  both 
used  and  repaired  as  a  highway.  This 
disposes  of  the  first  two  points  made  by 
appellant. 

As  to  the  third.  The  record  shows  that 
one  W.  G.  Lewis,  grantor  of  appellant, 
made  a  homestead  entry,  under  the  laws 
of  the  United  States,  for  certain  land, 
which  included  that  upon  which  the  said 
town  of  Blackfoot  is  situated.  That,  after 
Lewis  bad  made  his  said  homestead  entry, 
one  C.  Bunting  was  desirous  of  ere<!ting 
a  store  building  upon  said  land,  and  so  in- 
formed said  Lewis,  and  inquired  of  Lewis 
where  and  upon  what  conditions  he  could 
get  some  land  therefor.  Lewis  informed 
Bunting  that  he  had  made  a  homestead  en- 
try for  stiid  lend,  and  that  he  could  not 
*  then  "say  anything  about  the  matier,  as 
be  bad  no  title  to  the  land.  It  appears, 
however,  that  some  arrangement  was 
made  as  to  where,  or  at  what  point. 
Bunting  might  erect  a  store  building,  for 
Hunting  proceeded  to  erect  one  on  said 
land.  It  further  appears  that,  during  the 
conversation  between  L.ewis  and  Bunting 
above  referred  to,  Bunting  inquired  of 
Lewis  whether  there  would  be  a  row  of 
buildings  between  the  lot  on  which  he  was 
to  erect  said  store  building  and  the  rail- 
road right  of  way,  and  Lewis  replied  that 
there  would  not;  that  it  would  be  left 
open  as  it  then  was.    Thereafter,  and  after 


Lewis  had  made  final  proof  for  said  land, 
he  platted  a  portion  thereof  as  the  town 
site  of  ** Blackfoot  City."  The  plat  made 
by  him  is  before  this  court  as  part  of  the 
evidence  in  this  case.  The  lot  on  which 
Bunting  erected  the  store  building  above 
referred  to  fronts  on  what  in  designated 
on  said  plat  as** West  Main  Street,"  and 
is  100  feet  from  the  westerly  side  line  of 
said  railway  right  of  way.  Haid  plat  is 
made  on  a  scale  of  200  feet  to  the  inch,  and 
indicates  a  row  of  blocks  on  each  side  of 
said  right  of  way,  and  100  feet  therefrom. 
The  100  feet  of  ground  between  said  rail- 
way right  of  way  and  the  first  row  of 
blocks  easterly  therefrom  is  designated  on 
said  plat  as  **  East  Main  Street,  "and  the 
100  feet  of  ground  between  said  right  of 
way  and  the  first  row  of  blocks  westerly 
therefrom  is  marked  on  said  plat  as**  West 
Main  Street."  The  plat  contains  no 
marks  or  lines  nor  anything  whatever  to 
indicate  that  any  portion  of  said  100  feet 
of  ground  is  reserved  for  any  purpose 
whatever.  It  is  true  that  intention  to  ded- 
icate must  be  shown,  and  not  intention  of 
reservation :  but  when  Lewis  platted  the 
townsite  of  Blackfoot,  and  left  100  feet 
of  ground  running  through  the  central 
part  of  said  town,  and  designated  it  on 
the  town  plat  as  **  West  Main  Str«%t,"and 
he  and  his  grantee  permitted  the  public  to 
use  the  same  as  a  street  for  10  years  or 
more  without  objection,  we  think  appel- 
lant is  estopped  from  claiming  that  said 
entire  100  feet  of  ground  was  not  dedicat- 
ed as  a  street,  regardless  of  the  general 
statement  on  said  plat  that  streets  are 
(>6  feet  wide.  If  the  contention  of  appel- 
lant be  true,  then  the  intention  of  IjCwIs 
was  to  reserve  to  himself  a  strip  of  land 
84  feet  wide,  extending  through  said  town, 
and  dividing  it  near  the  center,  without 
any  streets  crossing  said  strip  connecting 
the  parts  of  the  town  thus  divided.  Ap- 
pellant urges  that  the  statement  made  by 
Lewis  to  Bunting— that  said  100  feet  of 
ground  should  remain  open  as  a  street- 
was  made  before  he  (Lewis)  had  acquired 
title  to  said  land,  and  hence  was  not  bind- 
ing on  him  for  that  reason.  He  seems  to 
overlook  the  fact  that  his  grantor,  after  ac- 
quiring title  to  said  land,  platted  the  same, 
leaving  West  Main  street  100  feet  wide,  as 
he  had  stated  to  Bunting  should  be  done. 
The  vital  principle  of  dedication  is  the  in- 
tention to  dedicate.  Ang.  Uighw.  §  142. 
The  evidence  clearly  shows  that  it  was  the 
intention  of  Lewis  to  dedicate  said  West 
Mahi  street,  100  feet  in  width,  to  the  pub- 
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lie,  and  thedpnying  of  appellHnt's  motion 
for  a  new  tiial  was  not  error.  Tlie  judt;- 
ment  of  tbe  court  below  is  affirmed,  with 
cosla  of  this  appeal  infavurof  reapoodent.

When  coterminous  proprietors  of  land  in 
good  faith  agree  upon,  fix,  and  establish 
a  boundary  line  between  their  respective 
tracts  of  land,  the  line  so  established  is 
binding  upon  them  and  those  holding  un- 
der them.  Cavanaugh  v.  Jackson,  91  Cal. 
58.3,  27  Pac.  Rep.  981 ;  White  v  Spreckels, 
75  Cal.  610,  17  Pac.  Rep.  715;  Cooper  v.

It  is  not  necessary  that  there  should  be 
a  dispute  about  the  true  line  in  order  to 
bind  tbe  parties  by  agreement  fixing  and 
establishing  a  Hue.

Sullivan,  C.  J.  This  is  an  action  in 
ejectment,  brouuht  by  the  appellant,  to 
recover  tbe  possession  of  1  11-16  acres  of 
land,  claimed  to  be  a  part  of  tbe  8.  yi  of 
thA  N.  W.  %  of  section  3,  township  8  S., 
range  STi  E.,  B.  M.,  and  for  damages.  Tbe 
defensie  interposed  was  a  denial  of  appel- 
lant's ownership  and  right  of  possession, 
and  a  claim  of  ownership  by  tbe  respona- 
ent.  The  case  was  tried  by  the  court, 
without  a  Jury,  and  a  judgment  entered 
in  favor  of  the  respondent.  A  motion  for 
a  new  trial  was  made  liy  appellant,  and 
overruled  by  the  court.  This  appeal  in 
from  said  judgment  and  order  overruling 
the  motion  for  a  new  trial. 

The  appellant  specifies  seven  errors 
claimed  to  have  been  made  by  the  court 
below.  In  our  view  of  the  case,  it  is  not 
necessary  for  us  to  consider  each  specifica- 
tion of  error  separately,  and  we  will  there- 
fore consider  them  together. 

The  real  question  for  our  determination 
is  tbe  sufficiency  of  the  evidence  to  Justify 
the  findings  of  the  court.  On  or  about 
the  15th  day  of  April,  1883,  tbe  respondent 
was  in  tbe  actual  occupation  and  posses- 
fllon  of  lota  8  and  4  of  section  8,  towoshlp 
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2  S.,  ranfce  35  K.,  B.  M.,and  thereafter  pro- 
cared  title  thereto  from  the  governmeDt  of 
the  United  States.  The  facts,  as  shown 
bj^  the  record,  are  substantially  as  fol- 
lows: On  or  about  the  15th  day  of  April, 
1HS3,  one  Minnie  J.  Danilson,  the  grant«ir 
and  predecessor  in  interest  of  appellant, 
was  the  owner  of,  and  in  the  actual  pos- 
session of,  the  8.  %  of  theN.  W.  kof  section 
3,  township  3  8.,  range  35  E.,  B.  M.;  that 
on  the  date  last  above  montioned  the  re- 
spondent desired  to  erect  a  fence  on  the 
line  between  said  lots  3  and  4  and  said  8. 
%  of  N.  W.  %  of  section  3.  It  was  not 
known  to  the  owners  of  either  tract  where 
said  line  was.  The  respondent  proposed 
to  T.  J.  Danilpon,  the  husband  and  agent 
of  Minnie  J.  Danilson,  that  they  run  the 
boundary  line  between  said  tracts,  and 
offered  to  employ  a  surveyor  for  that  pur- 
pose. Danilson  replied  that  he  was  a  sur- 
veyor, and  that  he  would  run  the  line. 
To  this  proposition  the  respondent  assent- 
ed, and  the  said  Danilson  took  his  instru- 
ment, and  the  respondent  and  one  Killion 
carried  the  chain,  and  the  line  was  sur- 
veyed. After  the  survey  was  made,  Dan- 
ilson said  to  respondent :  ''That  is  the  line. 
You  can  build  your  fence  on  it.**  The 
respondent  thereupon  erected  a  fence  on 
said  line,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
said  Minnie  J.  Danilson,  and  has  been  in 
the  actual  occupation  and  possession  of 
the  land  in  dispute,  and  claimed  to  be  the 
owner  thereof,  without  objection  or  pro- 
test from  appellant  or  its  grantor,  since 
April  15, 1883,  up  to  December  22, 1891,  the 
flato  of  the  commencement  of  this  suit. 
The  record  shows  that  said  Minnie  J.  Dan- 
ilson conveyed  said  S.  J^  of  N.  W.  }^  of  sec- 
tion 3  to  appellant  on  August  30,  1888. 
The  contention  of  appellant  is  that  theev- 
idence  shows  that  the  appellant's  grantor 
and  respondent  undertook  to  find  or  ascer- 
tain the  true  boundary  line  between  said 
tracts  of  land ;  that  a  mistake  was  made 
as  to  its  true  location,  and  for  that  rea- 
son appellant  is  not  bound  by  the  line  es- 
tablished,—a  ud  cites  in  support  thereof 
Manufacturing  Co.  v.  Packer,  9  Sup.  Ct. 
Rep.  385;  Hatfield  v.  Workman,  (W.  Va.) 
14  3.  E.  Rep.  153;  Quick  v.  Butler,  (111. 
Sup.)  28  N.  E.  Rep.  92G.  In  the  first  case 
above  cited  it  is  held  that  **the  asHent 
was  given,  not  to  settle  a  dinpute,  but  to 
acquiesce  in  the  running  of  a  line  about 
which  no  dispute  had  then  arisen,  and  up- 
on the  supposition  that  the  person  run- 
ning it  knew  where  the  true  lines  were; 
that  it    was    an  acquiescence    resulting 


I  from  pure  mistake  or  error.*  The  court 
say  the  assent  was  given  "upon  the  sup- 
position that  the  person  engaged  in  run- 
ning it  knew  where  the  true  lines  were." 
No  such  supposition  entered  into  the  case 
at  bar.  The  respondent  desired  to  erect 
valuable  improvements  upon  the  bounda- 
ry line  separating  said  tracts.  The  gran- 
tor of  appellant,  by  her  agent,  established 
the  boundary  and  agreed  with  the  re- 
spondent that  he  might  erect  his  fence 
thereon.  The  respondent  claimed  the 
land  in  dispute,  and  had  adverse  posses- 
sion thereof  from  April  15, 1883,  to  August 
80,  1888,  (during  which  time  appellant's 
grantor  was  the  owner  of,  and  in  the  pos- 
session of,  said  S.  %  of  N.  W.  H  of  section 
3,)  and  from  August  3U,  1888,  to  December 
22, 1891,  (during  which  last  period  of  time 
the  appellant  was  the  owner  of  said  last 
described  tract  of  land,)  making  in  all  a 
period  of  eight  years  and  over  eight 
months  that  respondent  had  the  quiet, 
peaceable,  adverse  possession  of  said  dis- 
puted tract,  claiming  to  he  the  owner 
thereof,  and  had  valuable  improvements 
thereon,  without  any  claim  being  made 
thereto  by  appellant  or  Its  gran  tor.  Thus 
the  respondent  had  been  in  the  quiet, 
peaceable,  adverse  possession  of  said 
land,  claiming  to  be  the  owner,  for  a  pe- 
riod of  over  three  years  longer  than  Is 
required  for  the  statute  of  lluiltations  to 
run  in  the  acquisition  of  title  to  real  es- 
tate thereunder.  This  decision,  however, 
is  not  based  on  that  ground.  We  only 
state  this  as  a  circumstance  that  might 
Justly  be  taken  into  consideration.  We 
think  that,  under  the  facts  of  this  case,  it 
would  be  most  unjust  and  inequitable  to 
permit  the  appellant  to  recover  said  land. 
We  do  not  think  that  the  principle  laid 
down  in  the  firsc  case  cited  is  applicable  to 
the  case  at  bar.  In  Hatfield  v.  Workman, 
supra,  the  court  say :  **  They  were  not  at- 
tempting to  fix  or  establish  any  new  line, 
but  Workman  says  they  were  aiming  to 
run  the  line  laid  down  by  Commissioner 
Beekley  in  his  division  of  this  tract  into 
lots.  Th<^re  is  no  evidence  in  this  case 
that  after  said  line  was  run,  to  ascertain 
in  which  lot  the  mouth  of  Denison  would 
fall,  either  of  the  parties  ever  recognized 
it,  or  in  any  matter  treated  it,  as  the 
bonndary  line  between  said  tracts.  It 
ran  through  wild  and  unimproved  lands, 
and  was  evidently  run  by  mistake.  *  *  * 
All  that  appears  to  have  been  done  by 
these  parties.  Workman  and  Mangus,  was 
to  run  and  mark  this  line.    There  was 
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Dever  any  other  recof^nitlon  of  it,  do  Im- 
provement or  fence  alons;  it,  and  nothing 
else  to  indicate  pcisHe^eion  or  ownership 
on  either  aide  of  the  line.**  In  that  case 
the  parties  were  in  ignorance  of  the  loca- 
tion of  the  true  point  at  which  to  bcRin 
the  survey,  and  the  line  was  run  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  correct  divid- 
ing line,  and  not  for  the  purpOne  of  estab- 
lishing one.  It  will  be  observed  that  nei- 
ther of  the  parties  in  thecase  just  cited 
recognized  or  in  any  manner  treated  said 
line  as  the  boundary  line  between  said 
tracts.  It  presents  a  very  different  case 
than  the  one  at  bar.  In  the  case  of  Quick 
V.  Butler,  supra,  the  court  say:  **lt  is 
well  settled  in  this  state  that  the  owners 
of  adjoining  tracts  o!  land  may,  by  parol 
agreement,  settle  and  establish  permanent- 
ly a  boundary  line  between  their  lands, 
which,  when  followed  by  possession  and 
the  making  of  improvements,  will  be 
binding  and  conclusive,  and  cannot  after- 
wards be  disputed;  but  such  an  agree- 
ment must  be  clearly  proven,  and  cannot 
be  inferred  from  slight  acts  ot  the  parties, 
although  it  may  Hometimes  be  implied 
from  unequivocal  acts.  City  of  Blooming- 
ton  T.  Bloomington  Cemetery  Ass'n,  126 
111.  221,  18  N.  E.  Bep.  298.  In  most  of  the 
cases  when  the  rule  has  been  held  to  apply » 
there  has  been  no  question  as  to  the  au- 
thority of  the  parties  making  such  ver- 
bal agreement.  There  has  been  a  dispute, 
or  at  any  rate  an  uncertMlnty,  as  to  the 
true  location  of  the  boundary  line, so  that 
the  agreement  operates  as  a  settlement  of 
what  was  unsettled.  Both  parties  have 
taken  possession  of  their  respective  tracts 
or  lots  after  making  the  agreement,  and 
have  cultivated  or  otherwise  improved  the 
same  up  to  the  line  agreed  upon.  Such 
possession  han  been  continued  for  a  con- 
siderable length  of  time,  though  the  stat- 
ute of  limitations  may  not  have  run.  The 
grantees  holding  under  the  parties  to  the 
agreement,  where  they  have  been  pur- 
chasers for  value,  have  generally  had  no- 
tice of  it,  either  actually,  or  by  reason  of 
the  long-continued  possession  of  their 
grantors,  and  the  recognition  by  the 
latter,  for  a  considerable  period  of  time,  of 
the  boundary  line  agreed  upon."  We 
think  the  law  as  laid  down  in  that  case  is 
applicable  to  the  case  at  bar.  The  bound- 
ary line  agreed  upon  was  recognized  by 
both  parties,  and  the  adverse  possession 
under  claim  of  ownership  assented  to,  for 
nearly  double  the  period  of  time  required 
by  the  statute  of  limitations  for  the  acqui- 


sition of  title  to  real  estate;  valnahl9 
improvements  had  been  placed  on  said 
land  by  respondent;  and  we  think  appel- 
lant is  estopped  from  claiming  said  land. 
"  When  coterminous  proprietors  of  land, 
in  good  faith,  agree  upon,  fix,  and  estab- 
lish a  boundary  line  between  their  re- 
spective tracts  of  land,  the  line  so  estab- 
lished is  binding  upon  them  and  those 
holding  under  them."

It 
1b  the  fact  of  election  which  ^ves  title  to 
theoffice.and  this  fact  maybe  established, 
not  only  without,  but  against,  the  evi- 
dence of  the  certificate.

issoe,  for  a  certificate  is  in  no  sense  neces- 
sary to  enable  the  complainant  to  assert 
bis  rights.

MoBG  AN,  J.  This  is  a  petition  filed  in  this 
court  by  the  plaintiff  against  the  said  de- 
fendant, praying  that  a  writ  of  man- 
date may  be  issued,  addressed  to  the  said 
defendant,  as  auditor  of  Logau  county, 
in  the  state  of  Idaho,  directing  and  requir- 
ing the  said  auditor  to  make  out  and  da- 
liver  to  this  plaintiff  a  certificate  of  elec- 
tion to  the  office  of  county  commissioner 
of  district  No.  2  in  the  county  of  Logan, in 
the  state  of  Idaho.  The  petitioner  in  the 
above-entitled  action  alleges  that  Wesley 
B.  George,  defendant  therein,  was  on  the 
dates  therein  mentioned,  and  is  now,  the 
duly -qualified  and  acting  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court,  and  ex  ofBcio  auditor  of  the 
county  of  Logan ;  that  petitioner  is  a  cit- 
Isen  and  elector  of  the  county  of  Logan, 
in  the  state  of  Idaho,  and  is  the  John  C. 
Cunningham  who  was  duly  nominated  to 
the  office  of  county  commissioner  of  dis- 
trict No.  2  in  said  county  of  Logan,  state 
of  Idaho,  to  be  voted  for  at  the  election 
to  be  held  on  the  8th  day  of  November, 
1S92,  in  said  county  and  state;  that,  pur- 
suant  to  law,  a  general  election  was  held 
in  said  county  of  Logan  on  the  8th  day  of 
.November,  1892;  that  at  said  election  cer- 
tain electors  of  said  county,  duly  nominat* 
ed  to  the  office  of  county  commissioner, 
were  voted  for  by  the  people  of  said  I^o- 
gan  county  for  the  said  office  of  county 
commissioner  of  said  Logan  county, 
among  them,  for  county  commissioner  of 
district  No.  2,  Benjamin  M.  Davis,  Charles 
B.  Ford,  and  this  plaintiff;  that,  accord- 
ing to  the  entire  vote  cast  at  said  election 
in  said  county,  thesnid  .John  C.  Cunning- 
ham received  a  plurality  of  all  the  votes 
cast  in  the  said  county,  ascounty  commlit- 
sioner  of  district  No.  2;  that  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  of  said  county,  act- 
ing as  a  board  of  canvaBsers  of  election, 
did,  subsequent  to  said  election,  meet  at 
their  office,  and  canvass  the  votes  of  snid 
election,  and  cause  to  be  made  abstracts 
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thereof;  tbat  said  canvass  is  complete, 
and  abstract  made  and  signed  by  said 
board :  that  said  abstract  shows  that  the 
plalutiff  received  the  blu^hest  number  of 
votes  polled  lu  said  county  for  the  office 
of  county  commissioner  of  the  second  dis- 
trict therein,  (a  certified  copy  of  the  said 
abstract  is  attached  to  the  petition,  and 
marlsed  "Exhlljlt  A,**  and  made  a  part  of 
flaid  petition ;)  that  before  the  commence- 
inent  of  this  action  the  said  plaintiff  de- 
manded of  said  Wesley  B.  George,  auditor 
as  aforesaid,  that  he  make  out  a  certifi- 
cate of  election  to  him,  the  said  John  C. 
Cunningham,  In  the  form  provided  by 
law,  showing  the  plaintiff  to  be  elected  to 
the  office  of  county  coiumlssioner  for  the 
county  of  Logan,  for  the  second  district 
therein,  and  deliver  said  certificate  to  this 
plaintiff;  tbat  said  auditor  refused,  and 
still  does  refuse,  so  to  do;  that  there  Is  no 
plnln,  speedy,  nnd  adequate  remedy  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  law;  that  he  is  Injured 
by  said  refusal  of  said  audltor,»and  prays 
for  a  writ  of  mandate  to  be  issued  to  said 
auditor  directing  him  to  make  out  and  de- 
liver said  certificate  to  said  plaintiff. 

After  such  examination  of  the  authorities 
as  we  have  been  able  to  make,  we  are  sat- 
isfied such  writ  should  issue,  providing  It 
appears,  by  the  laws  now  in  force  relating 
thereto,  that  the  said  petitioner  is  entitled 
to  have  all  the  votes  cast  for  him  within 
the  limits  of  Logan  county  counted  for 
him,  and  provided,  further,  that  said 
plaintiff  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  cast  by  said  electors  for  said  office. 

This  brings  uh  to  the  questicm  as  to 
whetlier  said  plaintiff  Is  entitled  to  have 
the  whole  number  of  such  votes  so  cast 
for  him  in  said  county  counted  for  him,  or 
is  he  restricted  to  the  votes  cast  In  dis- 
trict No.  2  of  said  county?  Prior  to  the 
thirteenth  session  of  the  legislature  of  thn 
territory  of  Idaho,  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  several  counties  were  elect- 
ed b.v  the  votes  of  the  electors  of  the  coun- 
ty at  large.  An  act  was  passed  by  the 
thirteenth  session  of  said  legislature,  and 
approved  January  27,  1885,  which,  so  far 
as  It  applies  to  this  case,  is  as  follows: 
** Section  1.  The  boards  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  several  counties  of  this  ter- 
ritory shall,  at  their  regular  meeting  In 
July  preceding  any  general  election  of 
county  commissioners  and  other  county 
uflScers,  divide  their  respective  counties  In- 
to three  dlscricts,  to  De  known  as  'Connty 
Commissioners*  Districts  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,' 
respectively.    Sec.  2.  Said  division  shall  be 


made  by  said  board  so  as  to  give  as  near- 
ly as  practicable  an  equal  number  of  resi- 
dent voters  to  each  of  said  districts,  pro- 
vided, that  In  making  such  dlviaion  into 
districts  no  voting  precinct  shall  be  divid- 
ed. Sec.  3.  At  each  succeeding  general 
election  one  person  shall  be  elected  as 
county  commissioner  by  the  voters  of  each 
district.  Such  person  so  elected  shall 
posseHs  the  qualifications  prescribed  by 
law,  and  shall  be  an  actual  resident  with- 
in the  district  from  which  heiselected.  In 
canvaHsing  the  vote  for  county  commis- 
sioners the  board  of  canvassers  shall  count 
the  votes  from  each  district  separately, 
and  shall  declare  the  person  receiving  the 
greatest  nnmber  of  votes  in  each  district 
to  be  elected.  Sec.  4.  Should  a  vacancy 
occur  in  said  board,  such  shall  be  filled 
from  the  resident  voters  of  the  district  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurred. "  IS  Seaa. 
Laws,  p.  S5.  It  will  be  noticed  that  this 
act  provides  that  the  counties  shall  be  di- 
vided Into  three  districts,  in  such  manner 
as  to  give  each  district,  as  near  as  may  be, 
an  equal  number  of  resident  voters,  and 
that  no  voting  precinct  shall  be  divided ; 
that  at  each  succeeding  election  one  per- 
son shall  be  elected  county  commlssluner 
by  the  voters  of  each  district,  and,  among 
other  qualifications,  such  person  shall 
be  an  actual  resident  of  the  district  from 
which  be  is  elected,  and  that,  in  canvass- 
ing the  vote,  the  board  of  canvassers 
shall  count  the  votes  from  each  district 
separately,  and  shall  declare  the  person 
receiving  the  greatest  numt>er  of  votes  In 
each  district  to  he  elected;  and  all  acts 
and  parts  of  acts  in  confiict  therewith  are 
repealed. 

The  next  legislation  upon  the  subject 
we  find  in  sectiouH  4G5,  Am,  Ri^v.  St. 
Idaho,  which  provide  that  "on  the  first 
Monday  of  November,  and  every  second 
year  thereafter,  there  must  t>e  elected 
*  *  *  onecountycommissioner  for  each 
of  the  three  districts  of  each  county." 
With  these  sections  must  be  taken  the  fol- 
lowing sections,  to  wit:  "Sec.  1746.  Each 
member  of  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners must  be  an  elector  of  the  district 
he  represents."  "Sec.  1748.  At  their  regu- 
lar meeting  in  July  preceding  any.  general 
election,  the  board  of  county  commission- 
ers must  district  their  county  into  three 
dlHtrlrts,  as  nearly  equal  in  population 
as  may  be,  to  be  known  as  'County  Com- 
missioners' Districts  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,'  bot 
lu  making  such  districts  no  voting  precinct 
shall  be  divided.**    In  this  act  the  lefflsla- 
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tnrechanfred  the  proTifllons  appearini]:  io 
the  act  of  1H85  which  required  the  din  trie  ts 
to  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be  an  eqnal 
nnmber  of  reHident  yoters,  and,  InRtead 
thereof,  reqnire  that  the  districts  shall  be 
so  divided  as  to  be  as  nearly  equal  in  pop- 
ulation as  may  be.  It  will  be  seen,  also, 
that  the  legislature  in  re-enactin((  the  act 
of  January  27, 1885,  which  is  contained  in 
fiection8465  and  466of  the  Revised  Statntes 
of  Idaho,  left  out  the  following  provisions, 
which  are  contained  in  that  law,  to  wit: 
**  At  each  sucee^ing  general  election  one 
person  shall  be  elected  as  county  commis- 
Hioner  by  the  voters  of  each  district,  and  Id 
canvassing  the  vote  for  county  commis- 
sioners the  board  of  canvassers  shall  count 
the  votes  from  each  district  neparately, 
and  shall  declare  the  person  receiving  the 
icreatest  number  of  votes  in  each  district 
to  be  elected.**  And  the  following: 
*  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  said  board. 
Much  shall  be  filled  by  the  resident  voters 
of  the  district  iu  which  the  vacancy  oc- 
curred.** The  provisions  for  canvassing 
tUf  vot»s,  ns  set  forth  in  the  Revined  Siat- 
Qtesof  Idaho,  aresubstantially  as  follows: 
"Sec.  600.  The  board  of  commissioners  in 
the  several  counties  must  act  as  a  board 
of  can vasserH of  elections,  and  must  on  the 
tenth  day  after  any  general  or  special  elec- 
tion, or  sooner  if  the  returns  be  received, 
and  all  the  commissioners  are  present,  pro- 
ceed publicly  at  their  office  to  open  the  re- 
turns, and  canvass  the  votes  of  said  elec- 
tion, and  make  up  abstracts  thereof ;  and  it 
is  their  duty  to  canvass  and  make  up  ab- 
stracts of  all  returns  that  are  intelligible 
on  their  face,  and  which  at«  sufilciently 
authenticatecl  to  show  what  returns  they 
are:  and  if  returns  are  rejected  on  ac- 
count of  informality,  ambiguity,  or  uucer- 
tainty,  (and  none  must  be  rejected  for 
other  causes,)**  etc.  ''When  said  canvass 
Is  complete,  the  abstract  must  be  made  up 
and  signed  by  the  board.  The  abstract 
of  votes  for  delegate  to  congress  must  be 
on  one  sheet,  and  the  abstract  of  votes 
for  member  of  the  territorial  council  or  as- 
sembly shall  be  on  one  sheet,  and  the  ab- 
stract of  votes  for  county,  district,  and 
precinct  oflBcers  must  be  on  one  sheet. 
Tne  board  must  declare  the  result  of  the 
election  and  cause  a  certificate  of  election 
to  be  given  by  their  clerk  to  any  pernon  or 
persons  elected  to  a  county,  district,  or 
precinct  office  within  the  county,  and  cer- 
tify to  each  of  said  abstracts,  as  herein 
provided.**  Up  to  1S89, then,  the  law  with 
reference  to  the  election  of  county  commis- 


sioners is  substantially  as  follows:  ''That, 
at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  in  July  preceding 
any  general  election,  the  board  shall  dis- 
trict their  county  into  three  districts,  as 
nearly  equal  in  population  as  maybe;  that 
one  county  commissioner  for  each  of  the 
three  districts  of  euch  county  shall  beelect- 
ed ;  that  the  board  of  county  commission- 
ers in  the  several  counties  should  act  as  a 
board  of  canvassers  of  elections;  that 
they  canvass  the  votes  of  each  election, 
and  make  up  abstracts  thereof,  among 
others  the  abstracts  of  votes  for  county, 
district,  and  precinct  officers,  and  this 
shall  l>e  upon  one  sheet;  and  the  board 
must  declare  the  result  of  the  election,  and 
cause  a  certificate  of  election  to  be  given 
by  their  clerk.  ** 

The  provision  of  the  law  of  1885  requir- 
ing the  votes  of  each  district  to  he  count- 
ed for  the  commissioners  of  each  district 
having  been  left  out  of  the  law,  it  is  ap- 
parent that  the  legislature  did  not  intend 
that  the  hoard  of  canvassers  should  long- 
er proceed  in  the  manner  pointed  out  in 
the  law  of  1885  in  the  counting  of  votes 
for  county  commissioners.  The  law,  then, 
as  it  existed  before  the  passage  of  the  act 
of  1885,  must  be  followed  by  said  board  of 
canvassers;  that  is,  that  the  county  com* 
miHsioner  mnst  be  elected  from  each  dis- 
trict, but  that  the  voters  of  the  whole 
county  should  cast  their  votes  for  each  of 
said  commissioners,  and  that  such  votes 
should  be  counted  as  the  law  existed  prior 
to  1H85.  Section  17  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
provides  that  '*no  statutelawls  continued 
in  force  because  it  is  consistent  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  upon 
the  same  subject;  but,  in  all  cases  provid- 
ed for  thei*ein,  all  statute  laws  heretofore 
in  force  in  this  territory,  whether  consist- 
ent or  not  with  the  provisions  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  unless  expressly  continued 
in  force,  are  repealed  and  abrogated." 
Section  19  also  provides  that  **  all  general 
acts,  and  parts  and  clauses  of  acts  of  a 
general  nature,  passed  prior  to  the  four- 
teenth session  of  the  legislative  assembly, 
are  hereby  repealed,  and  these  Revised. 
Statutes  are  in  force  in  lieu  thereof.  **  The 
constitution  (section  6,  art.  18)  provides 
as  follows:  "The  legislature,  by  general 
and  uniform  laws,  shall  provide  for  the 
election  biennially  in  each  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  state  of  county  commis- 
sioners,** etc.  In  pursuance  of  this  section 
of  the  constitution,  the  legislature  of  the 
state  of  Idaho,  at  its  first  session,  adopted 
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a  i^eQcral  election  law,  approved  Pebni- 
Nrj25, 1891,  (pageM  67  to  108,  ineluHive.) 
By  tbis  law  it  la  enacte*!:  ''Section  1. 
That  the  proviBiona  hereinafter  enacted 
Bball  regnlate  and  govern  all  elections 
liereafter  holden  in  the  state  of  Idaho  for 
the  election  of  all  officers  provided  by  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  state  of  Ida- 
ho, at  either  general  or  special  elections, 
except  school  district  elections."  Section 
7  provides  that  "at  the  general  election  of 
1894,  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter, 
there  shall  be  elected  in  every  county  of 
the  state  a  clerk  of  the  district  court,  who 
Is  ex  officio  auditor  and  recorder;  and  at 
the  general  election  A.  D.  1892,  and  every 
alternate  year  thereafter,  there  shall  be 
elected  in  every  county  of  the  state  the  fol- 
lowing oflScers,  to  wit :  Three  county  com- 
missioners; a  sheriff;  county  treasurer, 
who  is  ex  oiBcIo  public  administrator; 
probate  judge,  who  is  ex  officio  county 
superintendent  of  public  instruction:  a 
county  assessor,  who  is  ex  offScio  tax  col- 
lector; one  coroner;  and  one  surveyor." 
Section  27  provides  that  "certificates  of 
nomination  for  county  and  precinct  offi- 
cers shall  be  filed  with  the  auditor  of  the 
respective  counties  wherein  the  officers  are 
to  be  elected."  No  mention  is  made  of 
district  officers  within  the  county.  The 
section,  however,  requiring  county  com- 
missioners to  district  the  county,  being 
still  in  force,  is  operative.  Section  101  of 
said  act  provides  for  canvassing  the  vote 
by  county  commissioners,  which  provi- 
«ion<i  are  substantially  as  follows:  "Sec. 
101.  The  board  of  county  commissioners, 
the  auditor  acting  as  clerk,  in  the  several 
counties,  must  act  as  a  board  of  canvass- 
ers of  elections,  and  must,  on  the  tenth 
day  after  any  general orspeclalelectlon,  or 
floonerifallthereturns  be  received,  and  uny 
two  commissioners  are  present,  proceed 
publicly  at  their  office  to  open  the  retu/ns, 
and  canvass  the  votes  of  said  election, 
and  make  up  abstracts  thereof;  and  it  is 
their  duty  to  canvass  and  make  up  ab- 
stracts of  all  returns  that  are  intelligible 
on  their  face,  and  which  are  sufficiently  au- 
thenticated to  show  what  returns  they 
are.  »  •  •••  When  said  canvass  is  com- 
plete, the  abstract  must  be  made  up  and 
slgne^i  by  the  board.  The  abstracts  shall 
be  made  out  in  the  following  manner. 
The  abstract  of  votes  for  electors  for  pres- 
ident and  vice  president  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  on  one  sheet,  and  the  ab- 
stract of  votes  for  county  and  precinct 
officers  shall  be  on  another  sheet.    It  will 


be  seen  that  no  mention  is  made  of  district 
officers  within  the  county  in  this  act.  The 
law  then  goes  on  to  say  :  "  And  it  shall  be 
tlie  duty  of  the  auditor  of  the  county  im- 
mediately to  make  out  a  certificate  of  elec- 
tion to  each  of  the  persons  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes  for  county  and 
precinct  officers,  respectively,  and  cause 
such  certificate  to  be  delivered  to  the  per- 
son entitle<l  to  it."  By  this  act  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  board  of  canvassers  are  not 
authorized  to  declare  any  person  elected 
to  any  office,  nor  are  the^  requireil  or  aa- 
thoriseed  to  declare  what  person  has  been 
elected  to  any  office.  Having  canvassed 
the  returns,  they  are  required  to  make  out 
abstracts  of  votes  for  each  of  the  officers 
separately  as  therein  directed,  and  deliver 
them  to  the  auditor  of  the  county.  The 
law,  then,  provides  that  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  auditor  of  the  county  (nut  a^ 
clerk  of  the  board,  but  as  auditor)  imme- 
diately to  make  out  a  certiflcate  of  election 
to  each  of  the  persons  having  the  blicbesc 
number  of  votes  for  county  and  precinct 
officers  respectively.  In  the  performance 
of  this  duty  he  is  not  under  the  direction 
or  control  of  the  board  of  canvassers,  in 
any  sense  whatever.  He  must  make  out 
a  certiflcate  of  election  to  each  person  hav- 
ing the  highest  number  of  votes.  It  then 
becomes  the  duty  of  the  anditor,  as  audi- 
tor, simply  to  count  the  votes  as  they  ap- 
pear upon  the  abstract  for  county  and 
precinct  officers  respectively,  make  oot  his 
certiflcate,  and  deliver  it  to  the  person  en- 
titled to  it.  The  board  of  canvassers* 
having  received  and  accepted  the  returns 
from  each  voting  precinct,  cannot  reject  or 
refuse  to  abstract  all  the  votes  contained 
therein  for  the  officers  to  be  elected,  re- 
spectively. Neither  can  the  auditor  reject 
nor  refuse  to  count  any  votes  whatever, 
but  all  of  the  votes  cast  in  the  county,  as 
appears  by  said  abstract  for  county  cofli- 
missioners,  must  be  counted  for  each  com- 
missioner respectively.  Section  181  of  said 
act  provides  as  follows:  "All  acts  and 
parts  of  acts  enacted  by  any  territorial 
legislature  relating  to  elections  he,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  repealed." 

The  abstract  made  out  by  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  marked  ''Exhibit 
A,"  and  made  a  part  of  the  complaint, 
was  complete  and  proper  in  every  respect, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  law  as  it  now 
stands,  until  it  was  mutilated,  either  by 
the  board  or  by  the  auditor,  by  writing  to 
the  words  "Counted"  and  "Not  counted,* 
which  appear  in  red  Ink  in  various  places 
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thereoo.  Thrne  a  ha  true  ta  show  as  fol- 
lows: That  Tborons  Fay  received  158 
▼ntaa  for  county  commissioner  for  diHtilct 
No.  1  of  Lo^an  county.  James  L.  Fuller, 
for  coramiHHioner  of  rlistrict  No.  1  for 
Liosan  county,  received  291  votes.  That 
James  Otterson  received,  as  county  com- 
missioner for  district  No.  1,  337  votes. 
James  Otterson,  having;  received  the  high- 
trst  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  said  coun- 
ty of  Logan  for  the  office  of  county  com- 
missiouer  for  the  first  district  of  said  coun- 
ty, is  entitled  to  the  certificate  of  election. 
For  commissioner  of  district  No.  2,  Ben- 
jamin M.  Davis  received  2H5  votes.  For 
the  same  office  in  said  district,  Charles  B. 
Ford  received  282  votes.  For  the  same 
office,  John  C  Cunningham  received  312 
votf^s.  John  0.  Cunningham,  having  re- 
ceived the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  in 
said  county  for  county  commissioner  of 
district  No.  2,  is  entitled  to  the  certificate 
of  his  election.  It  is  therefore  the  opinion 
of  the  court  that  the  certificates  of  election 
for  the  office  of  county  commissioner  of 
Logan  county  given  to  James  L.  Fuller, 
as  commissioner  for  district  No.  1,  and 
Cbarlea  B.Ford  as  commissioner  for  dis- 
trict No.  2,  are  without  authority  of  law, 
and  void;  that  the  paper  marlced ''Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board  of  Canvossers  of 
Logan  County, Idaho,**  and  dated,  **Belle- 
Toe,  Nov.  21, 1892,**  as  purporting  to  state 
that  James  L.  Fuller  received  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  for  county  com- 
missioner in  district  No.  1,  and  declaring 
bim  to  be  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  said 
coonty  commissioner  of  said  Logan  coun- 
ty, and  stating  that  Charles  B.  Ford 
received  the  largest  number  of  votes  in 
district  No.  2,  and  purporting  to  declare 
the  said  Fuller  and  Ford  to  be  elected  to 
the  said  office  of  county  commissi! mer  of 
Logan  county,  is  without  authority  of 
law,  and  void.  The  said  county  commis- 
sioners have  no  right  Gr  authority,  under 
the  law,  to  declare  any  person  elected  to 
either  of  said  offices.  It  is  ordered  that 
peremptory  writ  issue  herein,  as  prayed 
for  in  complaint. 

It  having  been  agreed  by  the  attorneys 
for  the  respective  parties,  in  the  cuBe  of 
Otterson  v.  Wesley  B.  George,  auditor, 
that  said  cause  should  abide  the  decision 
in  this  case,  and  be  governed  thereby,  it  is 
ordered  that  the  peremptory  writ  issue  in 
the  said  cause  In  like  form.  Costs  award- 
ed tu  petitioner.

Morgan,  J.  This  action  was  commenced 
in  the  probate  court  of  Elmore  county  on 
the  30th  day  of  November,  1891.  Com- 
plaint was  filed  on  that  date.  On  Febru- 
ary 12, 1892,  Wyman  ft  Wyman  appeared 
for  the  deft'ndant,  and  demurred  to  plain- 
tiff's complaint,  on  the  ground  that  it  did 
not  state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a 
cause  of  action.  On  February  8, 1892,  de- 
fendant appeared,  and  moved  the  court  to 
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dissolve  the  attachment  Issaed  herein,  and 
release  the  property  thercfroro.  On  the 
23d  day  of  February,  189'J,  the  probate 
court  heard  both  the  motion  to  dissolve 
the  attachment  and  the  demurrer,  and 
overruled  both.  On  the  26th  day  of  April, 
1892,  the  cause  was  removed  to  the  dis- 
trict court,  and  all  further  proceedings 
were  had  therein.  It  does  not  appear 
from  the  record  whether  the  demurrer  was 
presented  to  the  dlstrictcourt  or  not;  but, 
as  the  ground  of  the  demurrer  was  that 
the  complaint  failed  to  state  facts  sufficient 
to  constitute  a  cause  of  action,  it  may  be 
taken  advantage  of  at  any  stage  of  the- 
action,  and  may  even  be  objected  to  for 
the  first  time  in  the  supreme  court.  An 
answer  having  been  filed,  the  cause  was 
tried  before  the  court  and  a  Jury,  resulting 
in  a  verdict  and  Judgment  for  the  plaintiff 
for  the  sum  of  $410,  with  interest  and 
costs.  From  this  judgment  the  defendant 
appeals  to  this  court. 

The  ground  of  objection  to  tbecomplainc 
is  that  it  appears  from  the  caption  of  the 
complaint  that  the  defendant  is  not  a  nat- 
ural person,  but  is  a  corporation.  There 
is  no  allegation  in  the  complaint  that  the 
defendant  U  a  corporation,  nor  is  there 
any  statement  of  facts  equivalent  thereto. 
The  complaint  is  entirely  silent  upon  the 
subject.  The  words  "a  corporation,* 
annexed  to  the  name  of  the  defendant  in 
the  title  of  the  cause,  is  not  an  allogation 
that  defendant  is  a  corporation,  but  is  a 
mere  descriptlcm  of  the  person  of  the  de- 
fendant. See  White  v.  Mullins,  31  Pac.  Rep. 
W)l,i  (decided  at  the  present  term  of  this 
court.)  In  all  cases  where  suit  is  brought 
against  a  private  corporation,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  allege  its  corporatecharacter,  and 
the  complaint  is  fatally  defective  In  this 
respect.  Bliss,  Code  PI.  §§  246,  247;  Loup 
V.  Railroad  Co.,  63  Cal.  99;  People  v.  Rail- 
road Co.,  (Cal.)  23  Pac.  Rep.  303.  This  ob- 
jection to  the  complaint  is  never  waived. 
Greathouse  v.  Heed,  1  Idaho,  482;  Hev. 
St.  Idaho,  §  4178.  This  averment  was 
material.  Where  thei*e  is  an  entire  ab- 
sence of  a  material  averment,  the  defect  is 
not  curpd  by  verdict.  Richards  v.  Insur- 
ance (^o.,  (Cal.)  22  Pac.  Rep.  939;  Morgan 
V.  Menzles,  6U  Cal.  341 ;  Osborne  v.  Graves, 
(Or.)  6  Pac.  Rep.  227.  The  plaintiff  con- 
tends in  his  brief  that  defendant  volunta- 
rily admitted  its  corporatecharacter,  and 
refers  to  pages  22  and  23  of  the  transcript. 
These  pages  contain  the  cross-exam ina-

tion  of  witness  Shaughnessy  by  plain tilTs 
attorney,  as  a  part  of  the  bill  of  excep- 
tions, as  follows:  '^Qnestioo.  Of  what 
company  are  you  the  president?  Wyman: 
I  object.  It  is  not  to  any  issue  in  the 
complaint.  Court:  He  may  anawer. 
(Defendant  duly  excepts.)  Answer.  Pine 
Mining  Company.  Q.  la  that  a  company 
or  corporation,  or  both?  Wyman:  Ob- 
ject to  that  as  not  responsive  to  any  Is- 
sue raised  by  the  pleadings,  complaint,  or 
answer;  as  Incompetent,  irrelevant,  and 
immaterial,  and  not  the  beat  evidence. 
Court:  Objection  overruled.  (And  thero- 
upon  the  defendant,  by  Its  counsel,  tbea 
and  there  duly  excepted  to  said  rnliog.and 
now  assigns  said  ruling  as  prejudicial  er- 
ror.) A.  It  is  a  corporation.  Q.  Where 
was  that  corporation  organized,  II  you 
know?  Wyman:  I  object  to  that  as  In- 
competent, irrelevant,  and  immaterial. 
Court:  Answer.  (To  which  ruling  defend- 
ant again  excepted.)"  It  will  be  noticed 
chat  all  of  this  evidence  was  introdaced 
by  the  plaintiff,  and  admitted  over  the  ob- 
jection of  defendant's  attorney.  The  ad- 
mission of  this  evidence  was  error.  No  al- 
legation appearing  in  the  complaint  that 
defendant  was  a  corporation,  it  ie  not  re* 
sponsive  to  the  issues.  It  la  error,  also, 
because  not  the  best  evidence;  the  artidecp 
of  incorporation,  or  a  certified  copy  there* 
of,  being  the  best  evidence. 

It  is  also  claimed  that  defendant  intro- 
duced the  contract  of  lease  between  the 
said  defendant  and  the  said  Mueller;  but 
the  record  shows  that  this  evidence  was 
introduced  by  the  plaintiff  upon  cross- 
examination,  and  over  the  objection  of  de- 
fendant. This  was  not  proper  evidence  of 
incorporation,  because  of  the  absence  of 
the  necessary  averment.  For  these  rea- 
sons the  judgment  must  be  reverHed;  and 
it  is  so  ordered,  and  the  attachment  dis- 
solved.   Costs  awarded  to  appellant.

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eacb  district  is  entitled  to.  That,  because  of  an 
act  creatinir  Alta  and  Lincoln  counties  out  of 
territory  theretofore  comprising  Alturas  and 
Loican  counties  havinir  been  declared  unconsti- 
tutional, snid  apportionment  act  failed  to  pro- 
ride  representation  for  two  existing  counties, 
Alturas  and  Logan,  and  provided  representation 
for  two  counties  having  no  existence.  Held  un- 
constitutional. 
Bamb— Act  Void  ix  Part— Effect. 

2.  \Vhon  an  act  having  but  one  object  is  in 
part  Talid  and  in  part  invalid,  and  the  parts  are 
so  mutally  connected  with  and  dependent  upon 
each  other  as  to  conditions,  consideralions,  or 
coniponsations  for  each  other  as  to  warrant  the 
boliof  that  the  legislature  intended , them  as  a 
whole,  and.  if  all  could  not  be  earned  into  ef- 
fect, the  logifrlature  would  not  have  passed  the 
residue  independently,  the  act  must  be  held 
void. 

Same— Powers  of  Legislature— Apportionment. 

3.  The  legislature  is  prohibited  from  pass- 
ing an  apportionment  act  which  does  not  give 
substantially  just  and  equal  representation  to 
the  people  of  each  county,  based  upon  either  the 
Toting  or  entire  population,  or  upon  some  other 
fair  basis.

Pes  Curiam.  This  is  an  application 
made  by  J.  M.  Ballentine  for  a  writ  of 
mandate  to  compel  the  defendants,  as  the 
state  board  of  cauyassers,  to  proceed  to 
examine  and  make  a  statement  of  the 
whole  number  of  votes  cast  at  the  election 
held  November  8,  1892,  for  the  office  of 
member  of  the  house  of  representatives  for 
Ada  county,  and  make  the  proper  return 
thereof  to  the  secretary  of  state,  and  to 
compel  the  secretary  of  state  to  issue  a 
certificate  of  election  to  the  plaintiff  to  the 
said  office  of  member  of  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives from  Ada  county.  An  alter- 
native writ  was  issued,  and  on  the  return 
thereof  the  defendants  A.  J.  Pinkham,  as 
secretary  of  state,  Silas  W.  Moody,  as  state 
auditor,  and  Frank  R.  Coffin,  as  state 
treasurar,  appeared,  and  demurred  to  the 
petition.  The  defendants  Norman  B.  Wil- 
lev,  as  governor,  and  George  H.  Roberts, 
attorney  general,  appeared,  and  by  an- 


swer admitted  the  allegations  of  the  peti- 
tion. The  case  was  heard  upon  the  de- 
murrer of  defendants  Pinkham,  Moody, 
and  Coffin. 

This  case  arises  out  of  an  act  passed  by 
the  first  legislature  of  the  state  of  Idaho, 
entitled  ••An  act  provhiing  for  the  appor- 
tionment  of    the   legislature,"  approved 
March    18,  1891,   (1   Sess.   Laws,   p.  195.) 
8aid  act  was  passed  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  article  8  of 
the  constitution,  which  section  provides 
as  follows:  **The  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several 
legislative  districts  of  the  state  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  votes  polled  at  the 
last  general  elecrtion  for  delegate  to  con- 
gress, and  thereafter  to  be  apportioned  as 
maybe  provided  bylaw:  provided,  each 
county  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representa- 
tive.**   At  the  date  of  the  approval  of  said 
apportionment  act  the  state  of  Idaho  was 
composed  of  18  counties,  and  said  act  de- 
clared the  representation  that  each  of  said 
18  counties  was  entitled  to.    Prior  to  the 
approval  of  said  apportionment  act,  an 
act  was  passed  organizing  the  counties  of 
Alta  and  Lincoln  out  of  the  territory  there- 
tofore included  in  the  counties  of  Alturas 
and  Logan,  which  act  was  thereafter  de- 
clared   unconstitutional    by    this   court. 
After  the  act  organising  the  counties  of 
Alta  and  Lincoln  had  been  held  unconsti- 
tutional, said    apportionment   act    gave 
representation  to  two  counties  that  had 
no  existence,  vis.    Alta  and  Lincoln,  and 
failed  to  give  representation  to  two  exist- 
ing   counties,  vis.    Alturns  and    Logan. 
The  vital  question  for  determination  is  the 
validity  of  said  apportionment  act,  for 
upon  the  determination  of  that  question 
depends  partly,  if  not  wholly,  the  right  of 
the  plaintiff  to  the  issuance  of  the  writ  of 
mandate  prayed  for. 

Counsel  for  plaintiff  contend,  regardless 
of  the  fact  that  the  act  creating  the  coun- 
ties of  Alta  and  Lincoln  had  been  declared 
unconstitutional  and  void,  that  that  part 
of  said  apportionment  act  which  provides 
the  representation  for  all  counties  except 
Alta  and  Lincoln  should  be  held  valid,  and 
given  effect,  and  that,  as  legislative  repre- 
sentation for  Alturas  and  Logan  counties 
is  not  provided  for  by  said  act,  they  are 
entitled  to  the  representation  provided  lor 
them  by  the  constitution;  while  the  de- 
fendants Pinkham,  Moody,  and  Coffin  con- 
tend that  said  act  Is  unconstitutional  and 
void,  for  the  reasons  that  It  provides  leg- 
islative   representation    for    nonexisting 
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'Counties;  that  ItfaflHto  s^lve  representa- 
tion to  existing:  conntles;  and  thai  the 
Intent  and  object  of  said  act  was  to  ac- 
.compilsh  a  single  purpose  only,  to  wit, 
that  of  making  an  apportionment  of  the 
•entire  state  for  ICKislative  representation, 
and  that  without  the  void  part  the  act 
cannot  effect  such  purpose;  and  cite  in 
support  thereof  several  authoWties.  Coun- 
sel for  plaintiff  cite  in  support  of  their  con- 
tention, Cooley,  Const.  Lim.  p.  209.  The 
author  says :  **  It  will  sometimes  be  found 
that  an  act  of  the  legislature  Is  opposed 
In  some  of  its  provisions  to  the  constitu- 
tion, while  others,  standing  by  themselves, 
would  be  unobjectionable.  So  the  forms 
'Observed  In  passing  it  may  be  sufficient 
for  some  of  the  purposes  sought  to  be  ac- 
complished by  it,  but  insufficient  for  others. 
In  any  such  case  the  portion  which  con- 
flicts with  the  constitution,  or  in  regard 
to  which  the  necessary  conditions  have 
not  been  observed,  must  be  treated  as  a 
nullity.  Whether  the  other  parts  of  the 
statute  must  also  be  adjudged  void  be- 
cause of  the  association  must  depend  up- 
on a  consideration  of  the  object  of  the 
law,  and  In  what  manner  and  to  what 
extent  the  unconstitutional  portion  affects 
the  remainder.  A  statute.  It  has  been 
Hsaid,  is  judicially  held  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional because  it  Is  not  within  the  scope  of 
legislative  authority.  It  may  either  pro- 
pose to  accomplish  something  prohibited 
by  the  constitution,  or  to  accomplish 
some  lawful,  and  even  laudable,  object, 
by  means  repugnant  to  the  constitution 
<of  the  United  States  or  of  the  state.  A 
statute  may  con  tain  some  such  provisions, 
and  yet  the  same  act,  having  received  the 
■sanction  of  all  branches  of  the  legislature, 
and  being  in  the  form  of  law,  may  contain 
other  useful  and  salutary  provisions,  not 
obnoxious  to  any  Just,  constitutional  ex- 
ception. It  would  be  Inconsistent  with  all 
Just  principles  of  constitutional  law  to  ad- 
judge these  enactments  void  because  they 
-are  associated  in  the  same  act,  but  nut 
connected  with  or  dependent  on  others 
which  are  unconstitntional.  Where,  there- 
fore, a  part  of  a  statute  is  unconstitution- 
al, that  fact  does  not  authorize  the  courth- 
to  declare  the  remainder  void  also,  unle8^ 
all  the  provisions  areconnected  lu  subject 
matter,  depending  on  each  other,  operat- 
ing together  for  the  same  purpose,  oi 
otherwise  so  connected  together  in  mean- 
ing that  it  cannot  be  presumed  the  legis- 
lature would  have  passed  the  one  without 
ihe  other.    The  constitutional  and  uncon- 


stitutional provisions  may  even  be  con- 
tained in  the  same  section,  and  yet  be 
perfectly  distinct  and  separable,  so  that 
the  first  may  stand  though  the  last  fall. 
The  point  Is  not  whether  they  are  con- 
tained in  the  same  section,  for  the  distribu- 
tion into  sections  is  purely  artificial,  hut 
whether  they  are  essentially  and  insepara- 
bly connected  in  substance.  If,  when  the 
unconstitutional  portion  is  stricken  oat, 
that  which  remains  is  complete  io  Itself, 
and  capable  of  being  executed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  apparent  legislative  intent, 
wholly  independent  of  that  which  is  reject- 
ed, it  must  be  sustained.  *  This  q  notation 
from  Cooley 's  Constitutional  Limitations 
is  found  in  plaintiff's  brief,  and  was  dwelt 
upon  with  emphasis  and  energy  by  conn- 
sel  lor  plaintiff  in  their  oral  argument  to 
the  court.  It  correctly  states  the  rule  of 
law  which  governs  and  should  control  in 
the  construction  of  a  statute  valid  in  part 
and  void  In  part.  Immediately  following 
the  above  quotation  that  distlngnlRbed 
author  says:  **The  difficulty  is  In  deter- 
mining whether  the  good  and  bad  parts 
of  the  statute  are  capable  of  being  sepa- 
rated within  the  meaning  of  this  rule.  If 
a  statute  attempts  to  accomplish  two  or 
more  objects,  and  Is  void  in  one.  It  may 
still  be  in  every  respect  complete  and  valid 
as  to  the  other.  But  if  its  purpose  Is  to 
accomplish  a  single  object  only,  and  some 
of  its  provisions  are  void,  the  whole  uinst 
fall,  unless  sufficient  remains  to  effect  the 
object  without  the  aid  of  the  Invalid  por- 
tion; and  if  they  are  so  mutually  connect- 
ed with  and  dependent  on  each  other,  as 
conditions,  considerations,  or  coropenaa- 
tlons  for  each  other,  as  to  warrant  the 
belief  that  the  legislature  intended  them 
as  a  whole,  and,  if  all  could  not  be  carried 
into  effect,  the  legislature  would  not  pass 
the  residue  inlepeiidently,  then,  if  some 
parts  are  unconstitutional,  all  the  provi- 
sions which  are  thus  dependent,  condi- 
tional, or  connected, must  fall  with  them.* 
Tested  by  the  rule  as  laid  down  by  Judge 
Cooley,  should  that  part  of  the  act  In 
question  which  fixes  the  representation  of 
the  16  counties,  therein  named,  be  sus- 
tained? Judge  Cooley  says,  (Const.  LIm. 
§  211:)  "The  difficulty  is  in  determining 
whether  the  good  and  bad  parts  of  the 
statute  are  capable  of  being  separated 
within  the  meaning  of  the  rule.  But,  If  Its 
purpose  is  to  accomplish  a  single  object 
only,  and  some  of  its  provisions  are  void, 
the  whole  must  fall,  unless  sufficient  re* 
mains  to  effect  the  object  without  the  aid 
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of  the  Invalid  portion.*  The  qneation 
arises  as  to  iwtaat  was  the  intent  or  pnr- 
pofie  of  the  act  uAder  conslderatiim.  Was 
its  purpose  to  provide  for  the  apportion- 
ment of  bnt  16  counties  of  the  state?  To 
ascertain  the  object  of  this  act  we  will  ex- 
amine its  title,  for  Hcctlon  16,  art.  3,  of 
the  constitution  provides  that  "every  act 
aball  embrace  but  one  subject,  and  mat- 
ters properly  connected  therewith,  which 
subject  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title.** 
Referring  to  said  act,  we  find  that  It  Is  en- 
titled *'An  act  providing  for  the  appor- 
tionment of  the  legislature.  **  The  title 
does  not  Indicate  that  the  object  of  the 
act  was  an  apportionment  of  members  of 
the  leglBlature  for  16  counties  of  the  state, 
bnt  It  does  indicate  that  the  act  Is  intend- 
ed as  an  apportionment  for  the  whole 
state.  Referring  to  the  act  itself  to  ascer- 
tain its  object,  we  find  that  It  divides  the 
entire  state,  as  the  counties  then  existed, 
into  senatorial  and  representative  dis- 
tricts, and  declares  the  representation  that 
each  of  the  18  counties  is  entitled. to.  The 
dear  intent  and  object  of  said  act  was  to 
apportion  the  entire  state  for  lejBrlslutlve 
representation,  and  not  for  the  apportion- 
ment of  a  part  of  the  state  only.  Can  an 
act  bavins  but  one  object,— that  of  a  com- 
plete apportionment  of  the  entire  state, — 
when  part  of  its  provisions  have  become 
invalid,  and  for  that  reason  it  falls  to  ap- 
portion the  entire  state,  stand  when  test- 
ed by  the  rule  of  law  that,  if  the  object  of 
a  statute  is  to  accomplish  a  single  pur- 
pose only,  the  whol«^  must  fall,  unless  suffi- 
cient remains  to  accomplish  or  effect  the 
4>bject  of  the  statute  without  the  aid  of 
the  invalid  part?  We  think  not.  Strike 
out  that  portion  of  said  act  dividing  Alta 
and  Lincoln  counties  Into  senatorial  and 
representative  districts,  and  which  declares 
the  representation  of  each,  does  sufficient 
remain  to  effect  or  accomplish  its  object. 
Its  purpose?  Most  certainly  not.  Coun- 
sel for  plaintiff  concede  that  after  striking 
out  the  Invalid  portion  of  said  act  suffl- 
Hent  thereof  does  not  remain  to  accom- 
plish or  effect  the  purpose  intended  to  be 
uccoinplished  or  effected  by  It,  to  wit,  the 
apportionment  of  the  entire  state  for  leg- 
islative representation,  but  contend  that, 
after  striking  out  the  void  portion,  the  act 
remains  valid  so  far  as  It  goes  towards 
making  a  complete  apportionment  of  the 
state;  and  to  makea  complete  apportion- 
ment the  counties  not  menthmed  in  said 
act  are  relegated  to  the  constitution  for 
their   representation.    They   thus   admit 


that  the  object  of  the  act  cannot  be  effect- 
ed, with  the  Invalid  portions  stricken  out, 
without  the  aid  of  the  constitutional  ap- 
portionment. Therefore  the  entire  act 
must  be  held  void  when  tested  by  the  rule 
of  law  that  when  a  statute  is  intended  to 
accomplish  a  single  purpose  only,  and 
some  of  its  provisions  are  vnid,  the  whole 
must  fail,  unless  sufficient  remains  tocarry 
into  effect  the  object  of  the  statute  with- 
out the  void  part.  We  consider  this  rule 
of  law  as  especially  applicable  to  the  case 
at  bar. 

In  Slauson  v.  City  of  Racine,  13  Wis.  8d8, 
the  learned  court  states  the  rule  as  fol- 
lows: "And  the  only  question  left  Is  what 
effect  the  invalidity  of  this  provision 
should  have  upon  the  operation  of  the 
statute.  It  is  undoubtedly  true  ihat  parts 
of  a  statute  may  be  unconstitutional,  and 
yet  other  pnrts,  capable  of  being  executed 
independently,  held  valid.  But  the  coun- 
sel for  the  plaintiff  contend  that  where 
parts  of  a  statute  are  unconstitutional, 
and  other  parts  valid,  the  former  being 
evidently  designed  as  compensation  for  or 
inducements  to  the  latter,  so  that  the 
whole,  taken  together,  warrant  the  belief 
that  the  legislature  would  not  have  passed 
the  valid  parts  alone,  the  whole  act  should 
be  held  inoperative.  This  position  Is  fully 
sustained  by  the  case  of  Warren  v.  Charles- 
town,  2  Gray,  84,  and  seems  to  rest  upon 
solid  resisons.  We  think,  also.  It  is  fair- 
ly applicable  to  this  case,"  In  Allen  v. 
Louisiana,  103  U.  S.  SO,  Chief  Justice 
Waitk  states  the  rule  applicable  to  the 
construction  of  statutes  like  the  one  under 
consideration  as  follows:  "It  is  an  ele- 
mentary principle  that  the  same  statute 
may  be  In  part  constitutional  and  In  part 
unconstitutional,  and  that,  If  the  parts  are 
wholly  independent  of  each  other,  that 
which  is  constitutional  may  stand,  while 
that  which  Is  unconstitutional  will  be  re- 
jected. "  **  But,  **  as  was  said  by  (>hief  Justice 
Shaw  in  Warren  v,  Charlestown,  2  Gray, 
84,  "  If  the^  are  so  mutually  connected  with 
and  dependent  on  each  other,  as  condi- 
tions, considerations,  or  compensations 
for  each  other,  as  to  warrant  a  belief  that 
the  legislature  Intended  them  as  a  whole, 
and  that,  if  all  could  not  be  carried  into 
effect,  the  legislature  would  nut  pass  the 
residue  independently,  and  eorae  parts  are 
unconstitutional,  all  the  provisions  which 
are  thus  dependent,  conditional,  or  con- 
nected must  fall  with  them.  The  point  to 
be  determined  In  all  cases  is  whether  the 
unconstitutional   provisions  are  so  con- 
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nected  with  the  Konernl  flcope  of  the  law 
as  to  make  it  impossible  to  give  effect  to 
what  appears  to  have  been  tiie  intent  of 
the  legislature,  if  those  provisions  w^re 
struck  out."  In  Com,  v.  Potts,  79  Pa.  St. 
164,  the  court  says:  ''The  section  speaks 
as  an  entirety  in  its  purpose,  and  not  in 
parts,  which  may  be  severed  without  vio- 
lence to  the  legislative  purpose.  Where, 
as  here,  the  parts  are  so  dependent  that 
one  cannot  take  effect  without  the  other, 
so  as  to  carry  out  the  legislative  intent, 
we  cannot  legislate  by  way  of  Bul)stitu- 
tion.  **  8o  in  the  case  at  bar  the  void  por- 
tion of  said  act  cannot  be  severed  without 
violence  to  the  legislative  purpose  or  in- 
tent. In  other  words,  the  legislative  pur- 
pose of  said  act  cannot  be  accomplished 
liy  carrying  into  effect  the  valid  portion 
thereof.  In  City  of  Rochester  v.  Briggs,  50 
N.  T.  553,  the  court  laid  down  the  rule  as 
follows:  "It  is  a  universal  rule  that,  where 
a  part  of  the  statute  is  unconstitutional, 
that  fact  does  not  authorize  the  court  to 
declare  the  remainder  v<iid,  unless  tlie  pro- 
visions are  so  connected  in  subject-matter, 
meaning,  or  purpose  that  it  cannot  be  pre- 
sumed that  the  legislature  would  have 
passed  the  one  without  theather."  We 
think  that  it  would  Lie  a  very  violent  pre- 
sumption to  presume  that  the  legislature 
would  have  passed  said  act  bad  they  not 
intended  it  to  provide  representation  for 
every  county  In  the  state. 

The  principle  announced  in  the  authori- 
ties above  cited  very  clearly  illustrates  the 
case  at  bar.  We  need  only  to  ask  the  ques- 
tion, would  the  legislature  have  passed 
the  act  in  question  had  it  not  been  the  in- 
tention to  ei3ect  the  one  purpose,  to  wit, 
to  apportion  tlie  entire  state  for  legisla- 
tive representation?  Would  the  learisla- 
ture  have  passed  an  apportionment  act 
leaving  out  the  counties  of  Alturas  and 
Logan,  and,  not  only  leaving  them  with- 
out any  representation,  but  thereby  redu- 
cing the  number  of  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture to  5()?  That  it  did  not  do  so,  and 
bad  no  intention  of  depriving  any  part  of 
the  state  of  its  proper  representation,  is 
apparent  from  the  provisions  of  the  act 
that  was  passed,  and  it  will  scarcely  be 
contended  by  counsel  who  seek  to  uphold 
this  act  that  the  legislature  had  any  such 
Intention.  An  apportionment  law  which 
seeks  to  give  its  proper  representation  to 
every  part  of  the  state  must  necessarily 
be  an  entirety:  the  one  part  compensat- 
ing the  other,  and  the  various  parts  there- 
of mutually  dependent  upon  each  other. 


In  no  other  way  can  a  Just  aiid  fair  repre- 
sentation be  given  to  every  part;  and  it 
is  the  history  of  such  legislation  that  it 
requires  more  skill,  and  the  Joint  action  of 
more  minds,  to  make  a  Just  and  fair  ap- 
portionment of  the  state,  giving  to  each 
part  proper  and  just  compensations  for 
every  other  part,  than  for  any  other  class 
of  ]e;;i8lation.  The  constitution  bas, 
therefore,  wisely  conferred  this  power  up- 
on the  legislature  alone.  The  counsel  for 
plaintiff  construe  the  rule  as  laid  down  by 
the  eminent  authorities  above  quoted  to 
mean  that,  if  an  act  having  but  one  in- 
tent, one  purpose,  contains  provisions 
that  are  unconstitutional,  and  that  by 
reason  thereof  but  one  half,  or  even  less,  of 
such  intent  or  purpose  can  be  carried  into 
effect  l)y  the  valid  portion  of  such  act» 
such  valid  portion  should  be  given  effect. 
We  cannot  consent  to  such  a  construction. 
The  insurmountable  difficulty  in  the  way 
of  holding  a  portion  of  this  act  valid  and 
a  portion  invalid  is  apparent.  The  gov- 
ernor, with  a  laudable  desire  to  enforce 
the  law,  when  issuing  his  election  procla- 
mation adopted  a  portion  of  the  act  in 
quimtion,  and,  coming  to  the  counties  sur- 
rounding Alturas  and  Logan,  he  found 
that  said  act  provided  one  senator  for  Al- 
ta  and  Custer  counties.  The  governor 
could  not  give  this  senator  to  Custc-r  and 
Alturas,  because  that  officer,  under  the 
law,  would  represent  a  much  larger  vot- 
ing population  than  he  would  giving  the 
senator  to  Custer  and  Alturas.  and  a 
larger  territory  also,  which  would  have 
been  a  new  district;  but  be  gave  tbe  sena- 
tor to  Custer  county,  thus  giving  a  sena- 
tor to  a  smaller  voting  population  and 
territory,  and  thereby  creatlng-a  new  dis- 
trict not  created  by  the  constitntion  or 
the  law,  and  gave  to  Custer  county  one 
half  a  senator  more  than  is  given  it  by 
said  apportionment  act  or  the  constitn- 
tion. A  similar  condition  exists  as  to  oth- 
er counties.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  said 
apportionment  act,  as  applied  to  all  coun- 
ties but  Alturas  and  Logan,  cannot  be 
carried  into  effect.  When  the  snpreme 
court  attempts  to  construe  said  statute, 
and  apply  it  to  all  connties  except  Alturas 
and  Logan,  it  is  met  with  the  same  dlfR- 
culties  that  confronted  the  governor  when 
he  came  to  issue  his  election  proclamation. 
But  neither  the  governor  nor  this  court 
has  any  authority  to  make  a  single  new 
district,  or  to  give  any  district  additional 
representation,  and  any  such  attempt  is 
unconstitutional  and  void.    Had  tbe  leg- 
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Islatare  passed  an  apportionment  act,  in 
which  one  or  more  counties  of  the  state 
were  purposely  omitted,  and  its  constltu* 
tionnlity  called  into  question,  a  very  differ- 
ent question  from  that  before  us  would  be 
presented. 

It  Is  contended  by  counsel  for  plaintiff 
that  two  counties  were  omitted  from  the 
act  under  consideration,  and  thereby  not 
ffiven  representation,  and  are  therefore  en  ■ 
titled  to  the  representation  siven  them  by 
the  constitution.  The  reply  is  that  every 
county  of  the  state,  as  they  existed  at  the 
date  of  the  approval  of  this  act,  was 
named  therein,  and  provided  with  repre- 
sentation; and  it  appears  that  the  coun- 
ties of  Alturas  and  Logan  were  omitted 
because  of  a  belief  o\  tlieir  nonexistence 
and  not  because  of  an  intention  to  allow 
them  the  representation  provided  for  them 
by  the  constitution. 

It  is  further  contended  that  the  only 
constitutional  prohibition  in  regard  to  the 
apportionment  of  the  members  of  the  leg- 
islature is  that  each  county  shall  be  given 
one  representative,  and  that,  so  long  ax 
the  legislature  provides  that  each  county 
shall  have  one  representative,  the  remain- 
ing members  allowed  by  the  constitution 
are  left  to  the  will  of  the  legislature,  and 
it  may  give  them  all  to  a  single  county, 
without  regard  to  either  the  entire  or  vot- 
ing population.  An  act  apportioning  the 
members  of  the  legislature  in  accordance 
with  that  view  would  be  a  clear  violation 
of  the  constituiion.  One  of  the  very  foun- 
dation principles  of  our  government  Im 
that  of  equal  representation,  and  the  leg- 
irtlature  is  prohibited  from  enacting  an  ap- 
portionment law  which  does  not  give  to 
the  people  of  one  county  substantially 
equal  representation  to  that  given  each 
other  county  in  the  state,  based  either  up- 
on the  entire  or  voting  population  or  up- 
on some  other  Just  and  fair  basis.  The 
reservation  of  rights  by  the  people  is 
broad  enough  to  prohibit  the  legislature 
from  passing  an  apportionment  act  which 
is  manifestly  unequal  and  unjust  to  the 
people  of  any  portion  of  the  state.  It  has 
authority  to  fairly  apportion  legislative 
representation,  but  it  is  prohibited  from 
disfranchising.  Whenever  the  legislature 
undertakes  to  deny  the  right  of  the  peo- 
ple of  any  county  a  Just  and  fair  represen- 
tation in  the  legislative  department  of  the 
state,  it  is  not  acting  within  the  scope  of 
Its  authority.  'The  act  under  consider- 
ation shows  that  the  legislature  did  nn- 
dertake  to  make  a  Just  and  fair  apportion- 
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ment  for  the  entire  state  for  legislation, 
and  failed  because  of  the  unconstitution* 
ality  of  an  act  creating  AUa  and  Lincoln 
counties,  and  for  no  other  reason. 

Counsel  for  plaintiff  contend  that  the 
law  as  laid  down  in  the  case  of  Hampton 
v.  Dilley.  31  Pac.  Hep.  807,^  (decided  at  the 
present  term  of  this  court.)  is  very  similar 
to  the  case  at  bar.  The  distinction  be- 
tween the  cases  is  palpable.  In  the  former 
case  it  is  held  that  a  person  could  not  be 
subjected  to  puniHhment  or  deprivation  of 
rights  because  he  obeyed  the  law  as  it  ap- 
peared in  the  statute,  although  the  statute 
might  be  subsequently  declared  uncon- 
stitutional. In  the  case  at  bar  the  appor- 
tionment act  was  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses declared  unconstitutional  by  the 
decision  in  the  Alta-Lincoln  Case.  The 
plaintiff  herein  is  claiming  rights  under  a 
law  already  declared  unconHtitutionaL 
Because  the  governor  or  any  other  execu- 
tive officer  may  have  thought  the  appor- 
tionment act  was  still  In  force,  however 
honest  and  sincere  they  may  have  been  in 
such  belief,  is  no  reason  why  this  court 
should  sustain  a  statute  which  the  court 
is  satisfied  is  void.  The  effort  of  the  gov- 
ernor to  reconcile  the  differences  between 
the  apportionment  by  the  statute  and 
that  made  by  the  constitution,  while  per- 
haps commendable  as  an  effort  in  behalf 
of  what  the  executive  believed  to  be  the 
best  interests  of  the  state,  nev^rthel.isa 
such  action  on  his  part  of  necessity  in- 
volved the  exercise  of  powers  not  germane 
to  his  office,  but  expressly  prohibited  by 
the  constitution. 

The  plaintiff  cites  State  v.  Van  Duyn,  24 
Neb.  5S6,  89  N.  W.  Rep.  612,  as  an  author- 
ity in  his  behalf.  The  question  in  that 
case  was  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  an 
apportionment  act  passed  in  18^7,  which 
failed  to  give  Sarpy  county  any  represen- 
tation. The  question  was  raised  by  an  ap- 
plication for  a  writ  of  mandate  to  compel 
Van  Duyn,  as  clerk  of  Saline  county,  to 
post  election  notices  for  senators  and  rep- 
resentatives in  Saline  county  under  the  ap- 
portionment act  of  1881,  instead  of  the  ap- 
portionment act  of  1887,  upon  the  ground 
that  the  latter  act  was  void.for  the  reason 
that  said  act  was  not  regularly  passed 
by  both  houses  of  the  legislature  as  pro- 
vided by  law.  It  app««ars  that  that  part 
of  the  act  which  relates  to  Sarpy  county 
had  not  passed  both  houses  of  the  legisla- 
ture, and  was  held  null  and  void.    The  act 

1  Ante,  1167. 
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was  regolarly  passed  as  to  all  conntles  ex- 
cept Sarpy,  bat  for  some  reason  It  was  not 
mentioned  in  said  act  as  passed  by  the 
legislature,  bnt  by  some  {means  the  name 
"Sarpy  county"  was  inserted  Into  the 
enrolled  bill  as  sigrned  by  the  governor. 
The  court  says:  ^'Tbe  record  tends  to 
«ihow  that  that  portion  of  the  act  relating 
to  Sarpy  county  was  not  passed  by  both 
bouses  of  the  legislature,  perhaps  not  by 
either,  and  submitted  to  thegoTemor,and 
because  of  this  defect  we  are  asked  to  de- 
clare the  whole  act  unconstitutional.**  It 
will  be  observed  that  the  court  was  asked 
to  declare  said  act  unconstitutional  be- 
cause the  enrolling  clerk  or  some  one  had 
inserted  a  provision  concerning  Sarpy 
county  into  said  act,  and  the  court  says 
because  of  that  defect  "we  are  asked  to 
declare  the  whole  act  unconstitutional.** 
The  court  further  says :  "An  act  maybe 
▼old  in  part  and  a  portion  of  It  valid.  In 
auch  case  the  court,  If  It  can  separate  that 
portion  which  is  not  In  conflict  with  the 
constitution  from  that  which  is  clearly  In 
conflict  therewith,  and  the  former  is  com- 
plete in  itself,  and  capable  of  enforcement. 
It  will  be  sustained.**  We  do  not  think 
the  learned  court  states  the  rule  of  law 
applicable  to  the  construction  of  a  statute 
in  part  valid  and  In  part  invalid,  the  ob- 
ject of  which  Is  to  accomplish  a  single  pur- 
pose only.  The  rule  as  stated  In  that  case 
falls  short  of  the  rule  as  stated  by  Mr. 
Cooley  and  the  other  authorities  above 
cited.  If  the  learned  court  had  added: 
^  But  if  Its  purpose  is  to  accomplish  a  sin- 
gle object  only,  and  some  of  its  provisions 
are  void,  the  whole  must  fail,  unless  suffi- 
cient remains  to  effect  the  object  without 
the  aid  of  the  invalid  portion,"— it  would 
have  stated  the  rule  applicable  to  the  case 
at  bar.  That  case,  If  we  rightly  appre- 
hend it,  did  not  involve  the  construction 
of  a  statute  that  was  In  part  valid  and  in 
part  Invalid.  An  apportionment  act  had 
been  passed  that  left  out  or  did  not  men- 
tion Sarpy  county,  and  by  some  means 
the  provision  concerning  Sarpy  county  ap- 
peared In  the  enrolled  bill  or  printed  stat- 
ute. The  record  showed  that  that  part 
relating  to  Sarpy  county  was  no  part  of 


the  act  passed;  therefore  tbat  case  did 
not  involve  the  construction  of  a  statnte 
part  valid  and  part  invalid,  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  part  held  to  be  inyalid  was 
not  a  part  of  the  statute  as  passed  by  the 
legislature.  The  court  holds  tbat  tbe 
part  relating  to  Sarpy  county  was  no  part 
of  said  act,  and  that  the  act  as  passed  by 
the  legislature  was  valid.  We  fail  to  see 
any  reason  for  the  application  of  the  mle 
applicable  to  the  construction  of  statutes 
In  part  constitutional  and  in  part  nncon- 
sticutlonal.  However,  if  we  fail  to  com- 
prehend the  facts  as  therein  stated,  and 
the  rule  of  law  applicable  thereto,  we 
maintain  that,  if  It  was  the  Intention  of 
the  legislature  to  apportion  the  whole 
state  for  legislative  representation,  and 
the  act.  If  carried  Into  effect  without  the 
void  part,  failed  of  Its  purpose  and  intent, 
the  whole  act  should  be  held  void.  The 
court  says:  **A11  that  the  constitution 
requires  Is  a  fair  apportionment;  the  mode 
by  which  It  Is  secured  being  left  to  the  leg- 
islature.*' This,  we  think,  applies  to  tbe 
case  at  bar.  The  legislature  undertook  to 
make  a  fair  apportionment  of  the  entire 
state  by  the  act  In  question.  A  part  of 
said  act  Is  invalid.  The  representation 
given  by  said  act  applies  to  only  a  part 
of  the  state,  and  is  made  on  a  different 
basis,  or  gives  a  different  representation, 
from  that  given  by  the  constitntion.  We 
are  confronted  with  the  proposition 
whether  the  requirement  of  the  constitu- 
tion as  to  a  fair  apportionment  can  be 
secured  by  an  act  which  was  intended  as 
a  complete  and  entire  apportionment  of 
the  state,  where  part  of  such  act  is  yoid.

basis.  We  are  of  the  opinion  tbat  a  Just 
and  fair  apportionment  cannot  be  secured 
in  that  way.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this 
court  that  the  peremptory  writ  should 
not  issue,  and  that  the  application  there- 
for be  denied,  and  it  is  so  ordered.  Costs 
in  favor  of  defendants.

2.  A  crop  mortgage,  which  describes  the 
grain  as  the  **crop  of  wheat  and  flax  now  being, 
standing,  and  growing,  or  all  the  wheat  and  flax- 
now  growing,  upon  the  land  known  as  the  *  tim- 
ber claim  '  of  the  mortgagor  in  Nes  Perces  county, 
Idaho,"  is  good.— McConnell  y.  Langdon,  8fi&.

charged  that  such  mistake  must  be  shown  be- 
yond a  reasonable  doubt.— Houser  v.  Austin, 
188. 

2.  In  an  action  to  reform  a  mining  lease, 
by  including  In  it  certain  ground  alleged  to  have 
been  omitted  by  mistake,  it  appeared  that  the 
lessors  desired  to  limit  the  area  of  the  lease:

The  plaintiff  had  some  conversations 
with  one  P.  with  regard  to  the  purchase  of  the 
property,  and  introduced  him  to  the  defendants. 
Plaintiff  also  advertised  the  property  for  sale.  The 
defendants  afterwards  notified  plaintiff  that  he 
was  not  to  act  for  them  any  longer  in  procuring  a 
purchaser  for  the  property,  as  tney  did  not  desire 
to  sell  it;  but  about  a  month  after  such  notice  they 
sold  the  property  to  P.  for  a  less  sum  than  that 
named  in  their  agreement  with  plaintiff.

tion or  examination  of  the  stodc,  and  no  change 
in  the  clerical  force,  nor  in  the  conduct  or 
management  of  the  business.  O.  continued  to 
conduct  the  business  as  before,  except  that  he 
added  the  abbreviation  "Mgr.**  when  signing 
letters,  checks,  etc.,  and  nsei  letter-heads  con- 
taining plaintiff's  name.  Held,  that  the  sale 
was  void  as  to  G.'s  creditors,  under  Rev.  St. 
f  3021,  making  all  sales  of  personal  property 
in  the  possession  of  the  vendor,  except  things 
in  action  unaccompanied  by  immediate  delivoy, 
and  followed  by  an  actual  and  continued  change 
of  possession,  void  as  to  subsequent  purchasers, 
creditors,  etc— Harkness   v.   Smith,  952. 

2.  Where  a  sale  of  a  stock  of  goods  by  a 
debtor,  without  delivery  or  change  of  posses- 
sion, is  void  under  the  statute  as  against  sub- 
sequent purchasers,  creditors,  etc.,  the  fact  that 
a  subsequent  attaching  creditor  knew  of  the 
Rale,  and  continued  to  deal  with  the  debtor  as 
'^manager,"  is  immaterial.— Harkness  t.  Smith, 
952. 

GABNISHMENT.

St  |  3070,  declares  that,  in  order 
to  select  a  homestead,  a  declaration  of  home- 
stead shall  be  filed  for  record,  containing  cer- 
tain matter.  Section  3073  proyides  that  after 
the  filing  of  the  declaration  the  premises  there- 
in described  shall  constitute  a  homestead.  Sec- 
tion 3038  declares  that  the  homestead  shall  be 
exempt  from  execution  and  forced  sale,  except 
for  certain  debts,  and  in  an  action  in  whidi 
an  attachment  was  leyied  before  the  filing  of 
the  declaration  of  homestead.  Section  3041  de- 
clares that  a  homestead  can  be  abandoned  only 
by  a  declaration  of  abandonment,  or  a  grant 
or  conyeyance  thereof  acknowledged  by  the 
husband  and  wife.  Held,  that  the  mere  pur- 
chase of  land  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  an  old  homestead,  sold  with  the  intention 
of  reinyeeting  such  proceeds  in  a  new  home- 
stead, does  not  make  such  land  a  homestead, 


unless  a  declaration  of  homestead  is  filed;  and 
the  new  homestead  is  not  exempt  from  sale 
under  an  attachment  prior  to  the  filing  of  the 
declaration.— Wright  y.

a  Under  Act  1881,  permitting  either  hus- 
oand  or  wife  to  select  a  homestead  to  be  ex- 
empt from  forced  sale,  the  selection  to  be  in 
writing  and  filed  with  the  recorder,  a  judgment 
lien  acquired  before  the  filing  of  the  declaration 
of  homestead  subjects  the  property  tor  execu- 
tion.—Smith  y.

B.  went  out  to  his  rooms;  that,  when  deceased 
started  soon  after  to  leaye  the  saloon,  the  oth- 
er two  detained  him  in  conyersation  on  the 
sidewalk;  that  B.  then  returned,  and,  spring- 
ing on  him,  cut  his  throat.  B.  escaped.  The 
other  two  defendants  denied  the  conyersation 
with  deceased  and  with  B.  Had  sufiBdent  eyi- 
dence  for  a  y^dict  of  murder  in  the  second 
degree.— State  y.  O'Brien,  10&4. 

2.  On  a  trial  for  murder,  error  cannot  be 
predicated  on  an  instruction  that  the  jury 
nhould  find  defendant  guilty  if  they  belieyed 
from  the  eyidence  that  defendant  was  actuated 
by  a  desire  to  kill  deceased  in  reyenge  for  some 
real  or  imagined  injury  deceased  innicted  upon 
defendant's  wife.— People  y.  Pierson,  71. 

Assault  with  Intent  to  kilL 

8.  On  a  trial  for  assault  with  intent  to 
murder,  it  appeared  that  defendant,  meeting 
U.,  the  assaulted  party,  in  a  saloon,  proyoked  a 
quarrel  by  calling  IT.  yulgar  names;  that  the 
parties  left  the  saloon  quarreling;  that  defend- 
ant went  into  a  shop,  and  procured  a  reyolyer; 
that  they  then  went  together  to  U.'s  shop, 
where  defendant  again  abused  U. ;  and  that  U. 
tried  to  push  defendant  out  of  the  shop,  when 
defendant  drew  the  reyolyer,  and  fired  three 
shots.  Hdd  eyidence  sufficient  to  warrant  the 
jury  in  finding  premeditation  and  malice.— Peo- 
ple y.  BUes,  T03. 

Justifiable  homicide. 

4.  Where,  on  a  trial  for  murder,  defend- 
ant seeks  to  justify  the  homicide  on  the  ground 
that  the  killmg  was  necessary  to  protect  the 
person  of  his  wife,  eyidence  on  the  part  of  the 
prosecution  tending  to  show  the  bad  charac- 
ter of  the  woman  alleged  to  be  defendant's 
wife,  and  that  she  kept  a  house  of  prostitution, 
is  admissible  to  show  that  deceased  was  on 
defendant's  premises  for  purposes  other  than 
felonious. — ^People  v.  Pierson,  71. 

5.  On  a  trial  for  murder,  error  cannot  be 
predicated  on  an  instruction  that,  to  justify 
the  homicide,  "there  must  be  danger  of  persoiuu 
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injury,  or  the  fear  of  personal  injnrr,  to  that 
extent  that  the  only  means  to  avoid  the  loss  of 
life  or  ereat  personal  injury  is  to  kill  the  assail- 
ant. "—People  V.  Bernard,  178. 

Indlotment. 

6.  Under  the  statute  defining  murder  in 
the  first  degree  to  be  any  kind  of  "willful,  de- 
liberate, and  "premeditated  killing,"  a  convic- 
tion  of  .murder  in  the  first  degree  is  not  war- 
ranted under  an  indictment  alleging  a  killing 
with  "malice  aforethought"— People  v.  O'Cal- 
laghan,  143.

1.  Act  Cong.  Julv  36, 1866,  %  9,  provided  "that 
wheneyer.  by  priority  of  possession,  rights  to 
the  use  ox  water  for  mining,  agricultural,  manu- 
facturing, or  other  purposes  have  vested  and  ac- 
crued, and  the  same  are  recogn^ized  and  acknowl- 
edged by  the  local  customs,  laws,  and  the  decisions 
of  courts,  the  possessors  and  owners  of  such  vested 
rights  shall  be  maintained  and  protected  in  the 
same. "  Act  Cong.  July  9, 1870,  S  17,  provided  that 
^all  patents  granted  *  *  *  shall  be  subject  to 
any  vested  and  accrued  water-rights. "  In  Idaho, 
the  superior  rights  of  prior  appropriators  were  ac- 
knowledged by  statute  and  decisions  of  courts. 
Held,  that  a  prior  appropriator  of  the  water  of  a 
stream,  all  of  which  he  claimed,  had  used,  and 
needed  for  irrigation,  was  entitled  to  the  whole 
as  against  a  patentee  of  land  through  which  the 
stream  flowed,  though  no  custom  to  that  effect  was 
shown.  Berry,  Jf.,  dissenting.  —  Drake  v. 
Earhart.  716. 

2.  Under  Rev.  St.  §  3159,  providing  that 
as  between  appropriators  for  irrigation  the  one 
first  in  time  is  first  in  right,  one  who  by  himself 
and  his  grantors  has  appropriated  first  all  the 
waters  of  a  creek,  and  has  continually  used  the 
same  for  the  purpose  of  irrigating  the  lands 
owned  by  him  along  said  creek,  is  entitled  to 
all  of  said  waters,  to  the  extent  of  the  capacity 
of  his  ditches  necessary  to  the  proper  irrigation 
of  his  said  lands,  as  a};ainst  subsequent  lo- 
cators.—Hillman  V.  Hardwick,  983. 

3.  Prior  aoDropriation  of  all  the  waters  of 
a  stream,  applied  to  irrigating  purposes,  rives 
the  better  right  to  the  tributaries,  and  all  the 
direct  and  immediate  sources  of  supply  of  the 
stream;  and,  when  this  right  once  vests,  it 
must  be  protected  and  upheld. — Malad  Val.  Ir- 
rigating Co.  V.  Campbell,  378. 

4.  Rights  cannot  be  acquired  to  the  waters 
of  springs  situated  alonv:  the  channel  of  a 
stream,  and  which  constitute  its  direct  source 
of  supply,  by  entering  upon,  cleaning  out,  and 
thereby  increasing  the  water  supply,  as  against 


prior  appropriations  in  good  faith  of  the  whole 
of  the  waters  of  the  stream.— Malad  Yal.  Ir- 
rieatins  Co.  v.  Campbell,  378. 

Priorities — Amount  appropriated. 

5.  In  an  action  to  determine  the  ri^t 
of  the  parties  to  the  waters  of  a  creek  the  court 
must  determine  the  date  and  amount  .of  each 
appropriation,  and  from  these  facta  determine 
the  priority  of  right  as  between  the  parties,  as 
declared  by  Rev.  St  1887,  §  3159,  providing 
that,  "as  between  appropriators,  the  one  first 
in  time  is  the  first  in  right."— Geertson  v.  Bar- 
rack, 1006;    Kirk  v.  Bartholomew,  1087. 

6.  In  determining  the  amount  of  wator  ap- 
propriated for  uselul  or  beneficial  purposes,  the 
number  of  acres  of  land  claimed  or  ownea  by 
each  party,  and  the  amount  of  water  neces^iary 
to  the  proper  irrigation  of  the  same,  ahoold  be 
taken  into  consideration. — ^Kirk  v.  Bartholo- 
mew.  1087. 

7.  Sale  by  plaintiffs  of  a  part  of  the  water 
claimed  by  prior  appropriation  does  not  show  thai 
they  attempted  to  appropriate  more  than  they 
needed,  where  it  appears  that  all  the  water  of  the 
streams  was  not  sufficient  to  irrigate  their  land. 
—Drake  v.  Earhart,  716. 

8.  Where  plaintiffs  datm  600  inches  of  water 
in  a  stream  by  prior  appropriation,  and  it  ap- 
pears that  there  were  but  150  inches  therein, 
failure  to  find  under  what  pressure  the  water  is 
measured  is  not  prejudicial  to  defendant,  who 
claims  as  riparian  owner.— Drake  v.  Earhart,

(he  close  of  each  sessiOD  ot  the  legislature,  must 
arrange  all  bills  and  papers,  and  dellyer  them  to 
the  secretary  of  the  territory,  who  must  certify 
to  their  reception.  Section  190  charges  the  secre- 
tary of  the  territory  with  the  custody  of  journals 
o|  the  legislature.  Section  1844  of  the  organic  act 
proyides  that  the  secretary  shall  record  and  pre- 
aerye  all  the  laws  and  proceedings  of  the  legisla- 
ture. Held,  that  mandamus  would  not  lie,  on 
application  of  the  speaker  of  the  house  to  the 
secretary  to  produce  a  document  delivered  to 
him  by  the  clerk  and  purporting  to  be  the 
journal  si^^ned  by  the  speaker  pro  tern.,  in  order 
that  petitioner  might  make  corrections  therein, 


and  to  receive  the  corrected  journal  as  the 
journal  of  the  house.  Berry,  J.,  dissenting.— 
Burkhart  v.  Reed,  470. 

2.  Rey.  St  f  124,  provides  that  the  secretary 
of  the  territory  must  certify  to  the  reception  of  all 
bills  and  papers  belonging  to  both  houses  of  the 
legislature  delivered  to  him  by  the  respective 
derks.  Section  1844  of  the  organic  act  provides 
that  he  **  shall  record  and  preserve  all  the  laws  and 
proceedings  of  the  legislative  assembly."

3.  In  an  action  by  a  railroad  servant 
against  his  company  for  injuries  caused  by  a 
derailment  charged  in  the  pleadings  to  defects 
in  the  track,  the  court  charged,  while  the  "bur- 
den of  proof  is  on  the  plaintiff  to  show  negli- 
gence of  the  defendant,  yet  it  is  sufficient  for 
that  purpose,  prima  facie,  if  he  show  he  suf- 
fered injury  without  his  fault,  while  lawfully 
traveling  in  the  car  of  defendant,  and  that 
the  cause  of  that  injury  was  probably  the  neg- 
ligence of  the  defendant  and  that  whether 
it  is  so  or  not  is  in  the  knowledge  of  the  de- 
fendant, and  the  defendant  must  then  show 
what  the  real  cause  of  the  injury  was;  and, 
if  the  defendant  does  not  choose  to  give  the  ex- 
planation, the  jury  will  be  authorised  to  find 
that  the  real  cause  of  injury  was  the  negligence 
of  the  defendant  in  the  particular  case  specified 
in  the  complaint  Held  error.—Minty  y.  Union 
Pac.  By.  Co.,  437. 

Negligence  of  fellow  servants. 

4.  8.  was  a  miner  engaged  in  under-ground 
work.  G.  was  a  blacksmith  engaged  in  same 
mine.  In  sharpening  tools  for  use  of  miners,  and 
whose  duty  it  was  to  deliver  such  tools,  after 
being  sharpened,  to  miners  at  work  in  mine. 
Heldt  that  8.  and  Q.  were  fellow-seryants;  and 
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that  for  carelessness  in  delivering  such  tools  to 
miners  by  G.,  whereby  S.  was  injured,  defend- 
ant was  not  liable,  defendant  not  beinp:  shown 
to  be  in  fault. --Snyder  t.  Viola  Mining  & 
Smelting  Ck>.,  771. 

5.  A  railroad  corporation  is  liable  for  dam- 
ages to  a  carpenter,  an  employe  of  the  road, 
and  riding  on  one  of  its  trains,  injured  through 
the  negligence  of  a  station  agent,  who  failed 
to  reoort  to  the  conductor  a  break  in  the  track, 
the  parties  not  being  fellow  servants.— Palmer 
V.  Utah  &  N.  Ry.  Ck).,  290. 

Assumption  of  risk* 

0.  The  traveling  auditor  or  a  rauroaa  company, 
whose  duties  are  to  travel  on  the  oompany^s  cars 
from  station  to  station  on  its  roads  and  audit  ao- 
counts,  is  a  servant  of  the  company  and  assumes 
the  ordinary  risks  incident  to  the  employment.

7.  Where  a  locomotive  fireman  was  killed 
by  his  ensine  going  at  25  miles  an  hour,  driving 
into  a  snowdrift,  the  place  being  on  his  regular 
run,  and  the  train  having  been  sent  with  two 
engines  for  the  express  purpose  of  "bucking 
snow"  after  a  severe  stCHrm,— an  extrahazard- 
ous employment,— it  was  error  not  to  submit 
to  the  jury  the  question  whether  he  did  not 
know  of  the  risk  and  assume  it.— Drake  y. 
Union  Pac.  Ry.  Ck>..  453. 

Contributory  negligence. 

8.  Where  the  evidence  shows  that  the  de- 
fendant had  furnished  safe  and  convenient  ma- 
chinery and  appliances  for  the  performance  of 
the  required  labor,  and  either  the  plaintiff  or  his 
fellow-servant,  or  both,  for  their  own  conven- 
ieooe,  had  seen  fit  to  use  other  means  or  appli- 
ances than  those  furnished  by  defendant,  and 
injury  results  thereftom,  the  defendant  is  not 
liable,  and  in  such  case  plaintiff  is  guilty  of  con- 
tributory negligence. — Snyder  v.  Viola  Mining 
&  Smeltinir  Co..  771. 


MECHANICS'  UENS. 

Notice  of  claim. 

1.  Under  Rev.  St  ff  5130.  which  provides 
that  a  lien  notice  shall  contain  "the  name  of 
the  owner,"  a  description  of  the  parties  at  the 
head  of  the  notice  as  follows:  '*W.  and  M., 
Subcontractors,  versus  B.,  Contractor,  and  M., 
Owner."--is  not  such  a  direct  allegation  of  the 
owner's  name  as  the  statute  oontemplates.^- 
White  V.  Mullins.  1164. 

Decree  for  foreclosure. 

2.  Under  Code,  S§  815,  827,  providing  that 
a  mechanic's  lien  shall  only  extend  to  work, 
labor,  materials,  and  moneys  paid  for  recording 
and  filing  the  lien,  a  decree  for  the  foreclosure 
of  a  lien  on  an  irrigating  ditch  cannot  include 
as  damages  the  cost  of  protesting  an  accept- 
ance for  the  construction  of  the  ditch.— Brad- 
bucy  V.  Idaho  &  O.  Land  Imp.  Co.,  ^1. 


MTTiTTIA, 

Salary  of  aciUutant  general. 

Act  Mardi  14,  1891,  I  3,  provides  that 
the  adjutant  general's  salary  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  "military  fund."  Section  32  appro- 
priates for  1891  $2,100  ''out  of  the  general 
fund"  for  defraying  current  expenses  of  the 
national  guard,  and  arming  and  equii^ing  com- 
panies as  they  are  organized.  HM,  that  tibJs 
fund  was  not  the  "militaiy  fund,"  and  the  ad- 
jutant general  could  not  be  paid  out  of  it,  his 
salary  not  being  a  **current  expense"  of  the  na- 
tional guard.— Curtis  v.  Moodx,  860. 


MINES  AND  MININa. 

Unlawful  removal  of  ore,  see  ''Ldjunction,''  & 
What  constitutes  vein. 

1.  Though,  to  ooPKtitute  a  vein,  ft  l«  not 
required  that  well-defined  walla  be  developed 
or  paying  ore  found  within  them,  there  must  be 
rock,  clay,  or  earth  so  colored  or  decomposed  by 
the  mineral  element  as  to  mark  and  diatingaisii 
it  irom  the  inclosing  country.— Burke  t.  Mc- 
Donald, 646. 

Location  of  claim. 

2.  Under  the  act  of  congress  of  May  10, 
1872,  only  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and 
persons  who  have  declared  their  intentions  to 
become  such,  can  acquire  any  right  of  posses- 
sion, by  location  or  otherwise,  of  mineral  lands 
on  Uie  public  domain. — ^Bohanon  y.  Howe,  417. 

8.  The  mere  fact  that  in  marking  the  boundaries 
of  their  location  defendants'  grantors  set  their 
stakes  more  than  1,500  feet  in  length  and  600  in 
width  does  not  invalidate  the  location,  except  as 
to  the  excess,  where  such  excessive  measurements 
were  made  by  mistake  and  without  frand,  and 
were  duly  corrected  before  the  rights  of  third  par- 
ties attached. — Stem-Winder  Min.  Co.  y.  £m- 
ma  &  Last  Chance  Consol.  Min.  Co.,  421. 

4.  The  court  properly  charged  the  jury  that  at 
the  time  of  a  mining  location  *^the  measurement 
must  be  from  the  point  of  discovery, — ^the  tn^H^i^ 
of  the  point  of  discover^,— unless  there  is  evidenos 
before  you  that  the  vein  had  been  actually  estab- 
lished and  run;  but,  if  the  evidence  is  simply  that 
there  was  a  point  of  discovery,  then  the  on^ 
knowledge  you  can  have  of  the  vein  is  that  part 
which  crops  out  at  the  point  of  discovery,  and  the 
parties  must  be  entiUed  to  300  feet  on  each  side  of 
the  middle  of  the  vein  at  the  point  of  disoovery. " 
—Stem-Winder  Min.  Co.  v.  Emma  &  Ijiast 
Chance  Consol.  Min.  Co.,  421. 

5 .  Easterly  of  the  discovery  point  the  M. 
claim  was  marked  150  feet  longer  than  the  calls 
of  the  notice,  and  was  wider  than  allowed  by 
law,  but  the  westerly  1,000  feet  was  maiiLed 
substantially  correct  in  size.  Hdd^  that  where 
the  ground  was  of  such  character  that  aecoracy 
of  measurement  was  very  difficult,  and  the  I^i 
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claim  was  difcovered  and  located  mostly  on  the 
westerly  end  of  the  M.,  where  the  latter  was 
correctly  marked,  the  locators  of  the  L.  could 
not  be  deemed  to  have  been  misled  by  the  inac- 
cnrate  marking?  of  the  M.,  and  that  the  M. 
was  not  Toid  for  inaccuracy  of  boundaries. — 
Burke  y.  McDonald,  646. 

6^  <*A  Talid  location  of  a  mining  claim  may 
be  made  whenever  the  prospector  has  discovered 
such  indications  of  mineral  that  he  is  willing  to 
spend  his  time  and  money  in  following,  with  the 
expectation  of  finding  ore, "  is  a  proper  instruc- 
tion: and  changing  the  word  "willing"  to  '^jus- 
tiBed**  radically  changes  the  Instruction,  and  is 
an  improper  modificaBcm.— Burke  v.  McDonald, 
1022. 

7..  Where  a  discovery  is  made  by  a  pros- 
pector of  such  a  character  as  to  entitle  the  pros- 
pector to  make  a  valid  location  on  the  16th  day 
of  September,  and  he  sets  his  discovery  stake  on 
that  day,  partially  stakes  and  marks  his  claim  on 
the  I7tb,  and  completes  his  staking  and  marking 
of  boundaries  according  to  law  on  the  18th,  his 
discovery  and  location  will  date  from  the  16th 
day  of  Septemb^.— Burke  v.  McDonald,  1022. 

By  agent. 

8.  The  undertaking  by  one  on  the  ground

10.  Where  the  complaint  alleges,  and  the 
answer  admits,  that  a  claim  was  located  on  be- 
half of  the  owner  by  a  duly  authorized  agent, 
ft  is  error  to  refuse  to  charge  that  one  may  lo- 
cate a  mining  claim  through  an  agent.— Schultz

Labor  on  claim. 

11.  Where  mining  works  are  idle,  time  and  labor 
€ft  a  watchman  and  custodian  expended  on  the 

Sroperty  in  taking  care  of  it  is  labor  done  on  the 
aim.— liockhart  t.  Rollins,  503. 

Adjoining  claims. 

12.  Rev.  St  n.  8. 1 S822,  provides  that  the  own- 
er of  a  mining  claim  **  shall  have  the  exclusive 
right  of  possession  and  enjoyment  of  all  the  sur- 
face included  within  the  lines  of  their  locations, 
and  of  all  veins,  lodes,  and  ledges  throughout  their 
entire  depth,  the  top  or  apex  of  which  lies  inside 
of  such  surface  lines,  extended  downward  verti- 
cally, although  such  veins,  lodes,  or  ledges  may  so 
far  depart  from  a  perpendicular  from  their  course 
downward  as  to  extend  outside  the  vertical  side 
lines  of  such  surface  locations. "  Held,  that  an 
owner  of  a  mining  claim  has  no  right  to  follow  a 
▼ein  into  an  adjoining  claim  unless  such  vein  has 
its  apex  wiUiin  his  own  side  lines.— Gilpin  v. 
Sierra  Nevada  Consol.  Min.  Co.,  662. 


18.  On  bill  to  enjoin  an  adjoining  owner  from 
working  a  vein  on  plaintiff's  claim,  defendant  al- 
leged that  such  vein  had  its  apex  on  his  claim. 
Defendant's  claim  adjoined  plaintiff's  on  the  east 
of  the  latter:  and  it  appeared  that  plaintiff  sunk  a 
shaft  near  his  eastern  line,  in  ledge  matter,  con- 
sisting of  various  substances,  including  some  ore. 
Following  the  dip  of  the  ledge  matter,  and  deflect- 
ing to  the  south  about  150  feet,  he  struck  defend- 
ant's under-ground  workings,  finding  some  ore  be- 
fore doing  so.  The  ledge  matter  was  continuous. 
Defendant's  ore  was  of  a  kind  sometimes  found 
in  **  blanket  veins, "  without  apices  or  dips,  and 
it  was  doubtful  if  the  vein  was  a  fissure  vein.  The 
dip  was  nearly  at  right  angles  with  the  north  side 
line  of  plaintiff's  claim,  and  deflected  little,  if 
at  all,  from  the  lead  of  defendant's  ledge.  The 
true  average  dip  of  a  vein  is  always  at  right  an- 
gles to  the  lead.  All  of  defendant's  tunnels 
were  on  the  bed-rock  or  floor  of  the  ore  de- 
posits, rose  slightly  as  they  receded  from  their 
mouths  on  defendant's  claim,  were  at  right  angles 
wiUi  a  line  formed  by  their  mouths,  and  pursued 
an  almost  due  westerly  course.  The  mouths  were 
at  an  outcrop  of  a  deposit,  nearly  horizontal  in 
position,  on  a  mountain-side.  The  dip  of  the  floor 
of  the  ore  deposits  was  from  north  to  south.  Held, 
that  it  was  not  shown  that  the  apex  of  the  vein 
was  on  defendant's  claim,  and  hence  defendant 
had  no  right  to  extelid  its  works  into,  and  extract 
ore  from,  plaintiff's  claim.— Gilpin  v.  Sierra 
Nevada  Consol.  Min.  Co..  662. 

14.  In  a  case  involving  a  question  of  conflicting 
boundaries  between  plaintiff's  and  defendants' 
mines,  defendants'  measurements  being  claimed 
to  be  excessive  and  void,  the  decision  of  which 
would  determine  the  question  whose  location  was 
prior  in  point  of  time,  there  was  no  error  in  charg- 
ing the  jury  that  **  there  is  really  but  one  question 
in  this  case,  and  that  is,  who  first  made  a  valid  lo- 
cation on  this  flround?*'  —  Stem-Winder  Min. 
Co.  V.  Bmma  &Xast  Chance  Consol.  Min.  Co., 
421. 

Miners'  ouBtoms. 

15.  Where  a  mining  regulation  is  shown  to 
have  existed,  such  regulaoon  is  presumed  still 
to  e3ust  until  the  contranr  appears. — ^lliborado 
V.  Quang  Pang  Min.  Co.,  131. 

16.  A  miner's  custom  limiting  placer  claims 
to  80  rods  in  lenirth  to  each  locator  is  a  reasona- 
ble one,  and  binding  on  all  locators  in  the 
vicinity  where  it  is  in  force. — Rosenthal  v.  Ives, 
244;    Lansdale  v.  Same.  Id. 

Adverse  claims — Actions  to  determine. 

17.  The  owner  of  a  tunnel  located  and  run 
for  the  development  of  veins  or  lodes,  pursuant 
to  Rev.  St.  U.  S.  S  2323,  has  a  right  to  contest 
a  claim  located  on  the  line  of  the  tunnel.— Back 
V.  Sierra  Nevada  Consol.  Min.  Co.,  386. 

18.  One  who  is  in  possession  of  mining  ground, 
claiming  title  thereto,  and  who  makes  a  prima 
facte  case  covering  his  surface  locations,  may  sue 
to  restrain  an  alleged  unlawful  interference  with 
underground  veins  of  ore  within  the  lines  of  his 
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•claim.— -Gilpin  t.  Sierra  Nevada  Consol.  Min. 
Co..  662. 

19.  In  an  action  under  Rev.  St.  U.  S.  H 
"2325,  2326,  to  determine  an  adverse  claim, 
where  the  claim  is  asserted  under  a  location, 
Actual  possession  is  not  a  material  question. 
Buck,  J.,  dissenting.— Burke  y.  McDonald,  310. 

20.  In  an  action  to  determine  adverse  claims, 
where  it  was  not  contended  that  plaintiff  cor- 
poration made  the  location  under  which  it 
claimed,  an  instruction  that  a  corporation  can- 
not make  a  mining  location  was  not  prejudicial. 

—  Stem- Winder  Min.   Go.   v.   Emma  &  Last 
Chance  Consol.  Min.  Co.,  421. 

Adyerse  olaims— Evidence. 

21.  In  an  action  for  trespass  upon  mining 
ground,  and  for  damages,  where  the  legal  title 
to  the  ground  is  in  the  United  States,  and  the 

fright  of  possession  is  made  by  die  pleadings  a 
material  issue,  the  plaintiff,  in  order  to  recover, 
must  plead  and  prove  that  he  is  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  or  that  he  has  declared  his 
intention  to  become  such.— Bohanon  v.  Howe, 
417. 

23.  Testimony  of  an  engineer  who  surveyed  de- 
fendants' mining  claim— that  a  certain  **  compro- 
mise" monument  was  pointea  out  to  him  bv  the 
parties  who  then  claimed  the  ground,  established 
by  them  for  the  mere  purpose  of  showing  where 
they  understood  the  location  to  be,  and  that  he  re- 
ferred to  such  monument  only  to  show  how  and 
in  what  manner  he  had  made  the  survey,  was  ad- 
missible, no  attempt  being  made  to  establish  the 
boundary  by  means  of  such  parol  compromise.

an  action  at  law,  in  which  a  jury  may  be  de- 
manded as  a  matter  of  right  to  try  such  oon* 
troversy,  and  render  a  general  verdict  therein.

26.  In  proceedings  under  Rev.  St.  U.  S.  H

press agreement  to  become  partners,  or  to  share 
the  profits  and  losses,  is  not  necessary.  Sec- 
tion 3302  declares  that  a  member  of  a  mining 
partnership  shares  in  the  profits  and  losses  in 
oroportion  to  his  interest  or  share.  Section 
a3(yi  declares  the  mining  groond  partnership 
property,  and  section  3309  declares  that  the 
decision  of  the  members  owning  a  majority  of 
the  shares  or  interests  in  a  mining  partnenhip 
binds  it  in  the  conduct  of  its  business.  ITew, 
that  one  who  owns  a  seven-eighths  interest  in 
a  placer  mining  claim  has  a  right  to  control  the 
means  used  and  the  method  adopted  in  working 
the  mine,  and  is  entitled  to  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  owner  of  the  one-eighth  Interest 
from  working  the  claim  except  as  he  shall  di- 
rect.—Hawkins  Y.  Spokane  E^diaulic  Min.  Oo.« 
070. 

31.  Rev.  St  I  3300  et  seq.,  declare  that  a 
mining  partnership  exists,  without  express 
agreement,   when   two  or   more  persons,   who

cause the  stipulation  is  an  effort  to  convert  an 
action  to  quiet  title  into  a  suit  for  money. —

QUO  WABBANTO. 

Title  to  oflfice — Trial  by  jury. 

An  action  under  Act  .Tan.  30.  1885,  to 
try   title   to    office,    is   of    legal    and    not   of 
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equitable  cognizance,  and  the  trial  of  the  is- 
sues by  a  jury  is  the  constitutional  right  of  the 
parties.  That  part  of  section  536,  therefore, 
which  provides  that  the  action  ''shall  be  tried 
by  the  judge  of  the  district  court  at  chambers, 
and  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury,"  is  un- 
constitutional.—People  V.  Havird,  408.

1.  A  railroad  company  eannot  avoid  the

V.  Utah  &,  N.  Ry.  Co.,  350. 

Taxation. 

2.  Though  Act  March  3, 1863,  (  1,  (Organic 
Act  of  Idaho:  12  U.  S.  St.  808,)  provides  that 
there  shall  not  be  included  in  Idaho  any  terri- 
tory which,  by  treaty  with  any  Indian  tribes, 
is  not,  without  the  consent  of  the  tribe,  to  be 
included  within  the  territorial  limits  or  jurisdic- 
tion of  any  territory,  yet  insomuch  as  the  tract 
of  land  known  as  the  "Fort  Hall  Indian  Res- 
ervation" was  included  within  the  territory 
by  the  act  supra,  and  as  there  is  no  Indian 
treaty  which  would  exclude  such  tract,  it  is 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  territory,  and 
consequently  the  property  of  a  railroad  within 
this  tract  is  subject  to  taxation  for  territorial 
purposes.— Utah  &  N.  R.  Co.  v.  Fisher,  54. 

3.  Machine  and  repair  shops  situate  on 
lands  other  than  the  right  of  way,  but  connect- 
ed with  the  main  line  of  the  railroad  bv  side 
track,  should,  under  Rev.  St.  §  1463,  be  as- 
sessed by  the  local  assessor  ratlv^  than  by  the 
territorial  board  of  equalization.— Oregon  Short 
Line  Ry.  Co.  t.  Yeates,  365. 

IVegllgenoe— Aooidents  to  trains. 

4.  Where  the  complaint  charges  that  the 
accident  was  caused  by  defendant  s  having  al- 
lowed its  track  to  become  weak  and  ruinous, 
it  is  error  to  instruct  that,  if  the  car  was  over- 
turned by  reason  of  any  defect  in  itself  or  in 
the  track,  defendant  is  presumed  negligent. — 
Minty  v.  tJnion  Pac.  Ry.  Co.,  437. 

5.  On  the  question  of  defects  in  the  track 
as  causing  a  derailment,  it  is  error  to  admit 
evidence  of  two  other  accidents  which  hap- 
pened six  months  and  a  year  later,  fifty  miles 
and  eight  miles  from  the  place,  respectively. — 
Minty  v.  Union  Pac.  Ry.  Co..  437. 

6.  The  engineer's  "supposition"  that  a 
broken  rail  caused  the  derailment  is  not  com- 
petent, in  the  absence  of  any  positive  evidence 
on  the  question,  it  also  appearing  that  he  was 


too  much  hurt  to  take  notice.— Minty  t.  Union 
Pac  Ry.  Co.,  437. 

7.  Evidence  that  eight  months  after  the  ac- 
cident the  road  was  reironed  with  heavier  rails 
is  not  competent  to  show  that  the  accident  was 
caused  by  the  weak  and  ruinous  state  of  the 
track.— Minty  y.  Union  Pac  Ry.  Co.,  437. 

Injuries  to  stook. 

8.  Rev.  St.  §  2680,  providhig  that  any  rail- 
road which  maims  or  kills  a  domestic  animal, 
by  running  its  engines  or  cars  over  or  against 
it,  unless  by  neglect  or  fault  of  the  owner, 
shall  be  liable  for  its  value,  dispenses  with 
proof  of  negligence  of  the  company,  and  so  is 
not  consistent  with  "due  process  of  law." — 
Cateril  v.  Union  Pac  Ry.  Co.,  540.

Appointment.

see  him  take  it,  but  "thougnt  he  did,  becaaae  he 
thought  he  did. "  Motion  to  strike  out  latter  part 
of  testimony,  as  to  what  witness  ''thoughts  "  de- 
nied. Heldf  such  denial  was  error,  as  it  was 
not  a  matter  upon  which  the  opinion  of  witness 
was  permissible.— Territory  v.  McKem,  759. 

Instructions. 

a.  The  statutes  of  Idaho  defioe  ''robbery"  as 
^the  felonioas  taking  of  personal  property  in  the 
possession  of  another,  from  his  person  or  imme- 
diate presence,  and  against  his  will,  accom- 
plished by  means  of  force  or  fear.  **  Under  an  in- 


dictment upon  this  statute,  the  trial  court  charges 
the  jury  as  follows:  "As  to  the  force,  the  court 
instructs  you  that,  if  a  man  stealthily  filch  from 
the  pocket  of  another,  the  force  necessarv  to  re- 
move the  property  is  all  the  force  that  the  stat- 
ute requires.^*  Held  error.

2.  A  counter-claim  which  falls  to  allege 
that  the  debt  existed  at  the  commencement  of 
the  action,  but  alleges  that  it  is  now  due,  is 
bad  on  demurrer. — McGuire  v.  Lamb,  346. 

8.  A  defense  set  up  by  way  of  counter- 
claim, alleging  that  the  plaintiff  is  indebted  to 
defendant  in  the  sum  of  $156  for  use  of  a  cer- 
tain building,  and  for  $1,265.75  for  certain  gold 
bullion,  without  alleging  that  said  sums  are 
due,  or  that  defendant  is  entitled  to  credit  there- 
for on  the  demand  sued  on,  is  no  defense. — 
Swanholm  v.  Reeser,  1167. 

SHEBIFFS  AND  CONSTABLES. 

Compensation. 

1.  Though  Code  Idaho,  $  880,  forbids  the  county 
commissioners  to  issue  warrants  for  the  salary  or 
an  office  during  the  pendency  of  a  suit  to  contest 
an  election  thereto,  a  person  who  is  in  posse- 
sion of  the  ofttce  of  sheriff,  and  performing  me 
duties  thereof,  imder  a  certificate  of  election  w- 
sued  by  the  canvassing  board,  is  entitled  to  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  the  office;  and  on  application 
a  writ  of  mandarnu8  will  issue  to  compel  the 
commissioners  to  issue  warrants  therefor. — ^In 
re  Havird,  652. 

Expenses. 

2.  Rev.  St.  2126,  provides  that  the  sheriff 
shall  be  allowed  "for  his  trouble  and  expense  in 
taking  and  keeping  possession  of  and  preserving 
property  under  attachment    •    ♦    •    such  sum 
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aa  the  court  may  order,  proTided  no  more  than 
$3  per  day  be  allowed  a  keeper.'*  Edd,  that 
where  a  large  expense  is  incurred  by  the  sher^ 
iff  without  an  order  of  court  for  the  removal  of 
attaclied  lumber  from  the  mill  of  defendants, 
and  no  necessity  for  such  removal  appears,  a 
charvre  for  such  expense  should  be  disaUowed. — 
McGonnell  y.  McCormick,  957. 

Action  for  unlawftil  seisore. 

3.  In  an  action  against  a  constable  for  the 
value  of  the  goods  sold  by  him  under  an  exe- 
cution, improperly  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the 
county,  the  exclusion  of  the  execution  from  evi- 
dence was  reversible  error.— Peootte  r.  Oliver, 
230. 

Action  on  bond. 

4.  In  an  action  on  a  sheriff's  bond  it  ap- 
peared that  plaintiffs,  having  issued  execution 
on  a  judgment  held  by  them,  bought  in  the 
property  sold  thereunder,  and  that  afterwards, 
the  sheriff  having  left  the  state,  thev  asked 
that  a  commissioner  be  appointed  to  deed  the 
property  to  them,  which  was  refused,  as  it  ap- 
peared that  the  sheriff  had  received  from  the 
execution  debtor  all  that  was  due  plaintiffs, 
which  he  had,  however,  retained,  addf  that 
the  decision  refusing  to  appoint  a  commissioner 
was  admissible  to  show  the  receipt  by  the 
sheriff  of  the  money  due  plaintiffs. — Robinson 
V.  Kinney,  1170. 

6.  Under  Rev.  St  S  1876,  providing  that, 
if  the  sheriff  "neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  over 
on  demand,"  to  the  person  entitled,  any  money 
coming  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  office,  the 
amount  thereof  may  be  recovered  by  such  per- 
son, with  damages  and  interest,  in  an  action 
on  a  sheriflrs  bond  for  money  received  by  him 
<A  an  execution  issued  by  plaintiffs,  it  is  prop- 
er to  charge  that  plaintiffs  must  prove  a  vahd 
judgment,  executMm.  delivery  of  execution, 
payment  to  the  sheriff  as  alleged,  demand  made 
of  him  for  the  money  so  paid,  and  nonpayment 
by  him.— Robinson  v.  Kinn^,  1170. 


SFECODETO  FEBFOBMANOB. 

Diligence  of  complainant. 

1.  Though  time  may  be  expressly  made  of  the 
essence  of  a  contract,  or  may  appear  to  be  so 
from  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  laches 
a  bar  to  a  specific  performance,  yet  generally 
time  is  not  so  treated,  by  a  court  of  equity,  in 
the  absence  of  negligent  delay,  or  delay  unao- 
counted  for. — Durant  v.  Gomegys,  936. 

2.  In  cases  where  specific  performance  is  de- 
manded on  the  ground  that  time  was  not  of  the 
essence  of  trie  contract,  the  court  demands  that 
the  party  shall  make  out  a  case  free  from  doubt, 
and  show  that  the  relief  asked  for  is,  under  all 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  equitable,  and  ac- 
count in  a  reasonable  manner  for  his  delay  and 
apparent  omissions. — Durant  v.  Comegys,  936. 


STATE  IiBGISLATlTBB. 

Compensation. 

1.  Const  Idaho,  art  8,  |  8,  provides  that 
the  sessions  of  the  legislature  shall,  after  the 
first  be  held  biennally  on  the  first  Monday  aft- 
er the  1st  of  January,  and  at  other  times  when 
convened  by  the  governor.  Section  23  reads: 
"Each  member  shall  receive  for  his  services  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $5  per  day  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  session,  but  such  pay  shall 
not  exceed  for  each  member  in  the  aggregate 
$300  for  per  diem  allowances  for  any  one  ses- 
sion; and  shall  receive  each  the  sum  of  10 
cents  ner  mile  each  way  by  the  usual  traveled 
route.**  "When  convened  in  extra  session  by 
the  governor  they  shall  each  receive  $5  per 
day,'^  and  such  mileage  as  is  allowed  for  "regu- 
lar sessions."  Hdd,  that  section  23  did  not 
limit  to  $300  the  aggregate  per  diem  allowance 
to  each  member  for  the  first  session,  but  only 
for  the  regular  sessions  to  be  hdd  thereafter. 
Huston,  J.,  dissennng.— Goodnight  v.  Moody, 
751. 

Appointment  of  members  —  Conatitu- 

tional  law. 

2.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  providing  for 
the  apportionment  of  the  legislature,*'  approved 
March  13.  1891,  (1  Sess.  Laws,  p.  195,)  divides 
the  state  into  senatorial  and  representative  dia- 
tricta,  and  declares  the  repreaentatioa  which 
each  district  is  entitled  to.  Because  of  an 
act  creating  Alta  and  Lincoln  oonntiea  out  of 
territory  theretofore  comprising  Alturas  and 
Lo^n  counties  having  been  declared  unconsti- 
tutional, said  apportionment  act  failed  to  pro- 
vide representation  for  two  existing  counaes, 
Alturas  and  Logan,  and  provided  representatioa 
for  two  counties  having  no  existence.  HM  un- 
constitutional.— ^Ballentine  v.  Willey,  1208. 

8. .  l^e  legislature  is  prohibited  f^m  pass- 
ing an  apportionment  act  which  does  not  give 
substantially  Just  and  equal  represmtation  te 
the  people  of  each  county,  based  upon  either  the 
voting  or  entire  population,  or  upon  some  other 
fair  basis.— Ballentine  v.  WiUey,  1208.

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"comptroller  "4o  **aDditor. "  to  not  in  confliot  with 
the  constUation  prohibiting  the  amendment  of 
statutes  itftnerwise  than  by  setting  them  out  in 
fnll  a#  amended.— Gilbert  t.  Moody,  747. 

2.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the 
mtJe  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  less  quantities 
than  one  quart"  was  passed  by  the  house  and 
transmitted  to  the  senate.  By  the  senate, 
amendments  all  of  that  part  referring  to  the 
sale  of  liquors  in  quantities  less  than  one 
quart  was  stricken  out,  and  these  amendments 
were  concurred  in  by  the  house.  Thereafter 
the  title  of  the  act  was  amended  by  the  house 
by  striking  out  the  words  "in  less  quantities 
than  one  quart."  The  bill  was  not  transmitted 
to  the  senate  for  its  concurrence  in  the  amend- 
ment, but  was  properly  enrolled  with  the  title 
as  amended,  and  approved  by  the  governor. 
Held,  that  the  amendment  was  not  one  of  sub- 
stance, and  did  not  invalidate  said  act. — State 
y.  Doherty,  1105. 

Title  of  act. 

a  The  title  of  Act  Feb.  6,  1891,  *'An  act 
to  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,"  is 
comprehensive  enough  to  include  provisions 
in  regard  to  a  license  tax. — State  v.  Doherty, 
1106. 

CoDBtmotion. 

4.  Section  3,  Code  Civil  Proc  Idaho,  re- 
verses the  rule  of  the  common  law  that  stat- 
utes in  dtfogation  of  the  common  law  must  be 
strictly  construed.    And  such  statutes  are  to  be 


liberally  construed,  with  a  view  to  promote 
justice.— Darby  v.  Heagerty,  260. 

5.  When  an  act  having  but  one  object  is  in 
part  valid  and  in  part  invalid,  and  the  parts  are 
so  mutually  connected  with  and  dependent  upon 
each  other  as  to  conditions,  considerations,  ot 
compensations  for  each  other  as  to  warrant  the 
belief  that  the  legislature  intended  them  as  a 
whole,  and,  if  all  could  not  be  carried  into  ef- 
fect, the  legi^liiture  would  not  have  passed  the 
residue  independently,  the  act  must  be  held 
vbid.— Ballentine  v.  Willey,  1208. 

Bepeal. 

6.  The  act  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize 
independent  school  districts  to  issue  bonds  to 
redeem,  fund,  or  refund  their  indebtedness,  and 
to  provide  and  improve  schoolhouses  and 
grounds  and  furniture  and  fixtures,"  which  act 
was  approved  March  6,  1891,  (see  Sess.  Laws 
1890-9£  p.  129,)  added  to  chapter  11.  tit  3, 
of  the  Political  Ck>de,  three  sections.  The  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
system  of  free  schools  (see  Sess.  Laws  1890-91, 
p.  131)  contains,  among  other  provisions,  chap- 
ter 11,  tit.  3,  almost  verbatim,  and  repealed 
such  parts  of  title  3  as  were  inconsistent  with 
such  act.  Both  acts  took  effect  the  same  day. 
Hddt  that  such  latter  act  did  not  repeal  chapter 
11,  tit.  3,  of  the  Political  Code,  so  far  as  it 
enacted  the  provisions  of  such  chapter,  but  con- 
tinued them  in  force,  and  the  two  acts  are  con- 
temporaneous legislation,  and  to  be  construed 
together.  —  Barton  v.  Moscow  Independent 
S<£ool-Di8t  Now  5  of  Latah  County*  998.

described,  and  muted  the  petitioners'  prayer 
therein  contained,  without  change  or  modifica- 
tion. EHd  that,  as  the  recital  in  the  order  re- 
ferred to  the  petition  as  its  basis,  the  petition 
could  be  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  order.— State 
T.  Inhabitants  of  Town  of  Pocatello,  908. 

Blasolntion  and  relncorporatioii. 

2.  There  is  no  method  proTided,  under  Rer. 
Laws,  1 2290,  defining  the  powers  of  town  trus- 
tees, whereby  they  can  dissoWe  the  corporation 
or  effect  a  disincorporation,  and  it  is  not  with- 
in their  power  to  abandon  such  incorporation, 
and  procure  a  reincorporation.— People  y.

subsequent  purchasers,"  the  granting  of  anoth- 
er instruction  that,  "to  constitute  such  deliv> 
ery.  it  is  necessary  that  the  seller,  purchaser, 
and  third  party  should  all  agree,"  is  erroneous,, 
in  that  the  two  are  inconsistent.- Lufkins  v.

9.  Where  the  complaint  all^^  tliat  de- 
fendants wrongfully  and  unlavrfulfy  cut  and  in- 
jured the  ditch  and  dam  of  plaintiff,  a  findinc 
that  defendants  washed  out  tne  dam,  and  filled 
up  the  ditch  to  such  an  extent  as  to  prevent  its 
use  for  a  year,  is  sufficiently  responnve  to  the 
issue.— Riborado  v.  Quang  Pang  Min.

10.  Under  Code,  {  385,  providing  that,  where 
special  findings  of  fact  are  inconsistent  with 
the  general  verdict,  the  former  control  the  lat- 
ter, erQ>r  cannot  be  predicated  on  the  action  of 
the  court  in  rendering  judgment  in  accordance 
vrith  a  special  finding,  it  appearing  that  sudi 
finding  was  inconsistent  wiUi  the  general  ver-

11.  Under  Rev.  St.  1887,  fi  4397,  providing 
that  **the  oonrt  may  direct  the  jury  to  find  a 
special  verdict  in  writing  upon  all  or  any  of 
the  issues,"  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to  submit 
special  issues  at  the  request  of  parties  when  the 
issues  are  of  a  complicated  nature;  and  a  re- 
fusal to  'do  so  is  reversible  error. — ^Burke  v.

16.  Where  the  answer  to  an  application  for 
fnandamtu  to  compel  defendant,  as  county  au- 
ditor, to  draw  a  warrant  in  favor  of  plain- 
tiffs for  the  construction  of  a  courthouse,  al- 
leges that,  before  plaintiffs  presented  to  de- 
fendant the  order  from  the  county  commission- 
ers for  the  amount  due  on  the  contract,  a  gar- 
nishment was  served  on  defendant  in  a  cause 
then  pending  in  the  district  court  wherein 
plaintiffs  were  defendants,  a  finding  that  de- 
fendant was  served  with  a  writ  of  attachment 
in  an  action  then  pending  in  which  plaintiffs 
were  defendants,  and  that  such  action  nad  pro- 
ceeded to  judgment  and  that  the  judgment  re- 
mained unsatisfied,  is  not  warranted  by  the 
issues.— Carson  v.  Thews,  162.

his  consent,*'  the  wife  of  one  of  the  defendants 
may  be  examined  as  a  witness  on  the  part  of 
the  plaintiff,  under  instructions  by  the  court 
that  her  testimony  was  only  to  be  considered  as 
against  the  other  defendant  than  her  husband. 
—Shields  v.  Ruddy,  884. 

Credibility. 

8.  On  a  trial  for  incest,  error  cannot  be 
predicated  on  the  refusal  of  the  court  to  per- 
mit an  answer  to  be  made  to  the  question  put 
by  defendant  to  a  witness,  "You  may  state,  if 
you  know,  whether  the  prosecutrix  is  a  truth- 
ful girl,"  as  such  question  calls  for  the  opinion 
of  the  witness. — ^People  t.  Barnes,  148. 

4.  Where,  on  a  trial  for  murder,  defendant 
has  testified  in  his  own  behalf,  error  cannot  be 
predicated  on  the  refusal  of  his  requested  in- 
struction that  his  testimony  is  entitled  to  the 
same  credit  as  that  of  any  disinterested  wit- 
ness, provided  it  is  corroborated  by  other  cred- 
ible and  unimpeached  eyidence,  as  such  instruc- 
tion inyades  the  proTince  of  the  jury. — ^People 
y.  Pierson,  TL
